AN  ACT  to  consolidate  certaia  turnpike  companies. 

Whereas,  The  stockholders  in  each  of  the  following 
named  companies,  incorporated  in  the  county  court  of 
Nicholas  county,  Kentucky,  pursuant  to  chapter  56  of 
the  General  Statutes,  viz  :  The  Carlisle,  Rogers  Mill,  and 
Mt.  Sterling  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  the  Carlisle, 
Concord,  and  East  Union  Turnpike  Company,  have  peti- 
tioned the  Legislature  of  Kentucky  to  consolidate  said 
companies ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  \,  That  said  companies  be,  and  are  hereby,  authorized 
«nd  empowered  to  enter  into  articles  of  consolidation  on 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  may  agree  upon  as  to 
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the  corporate  name,  the  construction   of  their  respective 
roads,  the  collection,  management,  and  appropriation  of 
their  respective  funds,  and  the  number  of  directors  :   Pro- 
videdj  Nothing  therein  contained  shall  conflict  with  the 
Constitution  or  laws  of  Kentucky. 

§  2.  Said  articles  of  consolidation  shall  be  signed  and 
acknowledged  by  the  directors  of  each  of  said  compa- 
nies, and  set  forth  their  terms  of  consolidation,  and  he 
recorded  in  the  county  clerk's  office  of  the  county  in 
which  the  principal  part  of  the  proposed  pikes  are  lo- 
cated, as' required  by  section  3  of  said  chapter  56;  and 
said  articles  may  be  amended,  from  time  to  time,  by  said 
directors,  as  may  be  necessary,  so  as  to  carry  out  the 
intent  of  this  act:  Provided,  Said  amendments  shall  be 
acknowledged  and  recorded  as  the  original  articles  are 
required  to  be  by  this  act. 

§  3.  The  new  management  formed   after  the  said  con- 
solidation  is  effected   may   extend  the    lines  of  the  pike 
which  said  companies  now  propose  to  construct;  and  said 
new  management  shall  be  entitled   to  all  the  benefits  of 
the  law,  as  it  now  exists,  authorizing  subscriptions  by  the 
county  court  to  the  capital  stock  of  turnpike  companies,, 
and  may  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  from  private  indi- 
viduals to  make  such  extensions,  and  collect  the  same; 
may  make  contracts,  sue  and  be  sued,  acquire  and  hold 
and  transfer  property  as  a  natural  person  may,  and  may 
establish  by-laws,  and    make  all    rules  and    regulations 
necessary  for  the  lawful  management  of  its  affairs  ;  and 
said  turnpike  road  companies,  when  consolidated,  shall' 
not  be  allowed  to  charge  a  greater  rate  of  toll  than  i» 
now,  or  may  hereafter  be,  fixed  by  the  general  laws  of 
Kentucky. 

§  4,  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  742. 

AN  ACT  to  ftulhorize  W.  0.  B.  Ratliff,  R.  M.  Ferrell,  and  R.  H.  Ratliff  to. 
erect  a  boom  ncross  Shelby  creek  ,  in  Pike  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§1.  ThatW.  O.  B.  Ratliff,  R.  M.  Ferrell,  and  R.  H. 
Ratliff,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  vested  with  authority  ta 
erect  across  Shelby  creek,  in  Pike  county,  Kentucky,  upor» 
the  lands  of  said  R.  H.  Ratliff,  a  **  boom,"  constructed  of 
wood  and  iron,  for  the  purpose  of  catching,  holding*  and 
harboring  saw-logs,  rafted  or  unrafted,  or  locust  log^, 
which  may  be  adrift  and  floating  upon  said  stream,  and 
coming  against  said  boom,  or  which  may  be  driven  by  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof  against  said  boom. 

§  2.  The  said  incorporators  erecting  and  maintaining 
said  boom  are  allowed  to  charge  the  owner  or  owners 
thereof  fifteen  cents  for  each  saw-log  caught  and  har- 
bored by  them  by  said  boom,  and  ten  cents  for  each  locust 
log  caught  and  harbored,  which  charges  shall  constitute 
a  Hen  upon  the  timber  so  caught  and  harbored  ;  and  if 
the  owner  or  owners  of  such  caught  timber  shall  fail 
for  twenty  days  to  claim  said  logs,  and  pay  the  charges 
thereon;  as  fixed  by  this  act,  the  said  persons  named  as 
incorporators  may  proceed  to  sell  said  timber  in  payment 
of  the  charges  thereon.  Before  a  sale  is  made  under  this 
act,  the  time,  terms,  and  place  of  sale  shall  be  advertised 
by  a  constable  of  Pike  county,  by  written  notice,  one  at 
the  court-house  in  Pike  county,  and  one  near  the  place 
of  sale,  for  the  period  of  ten  days  before  said  sale.  The 
sale  shall  be  made  for  cash  in  hand,  and  said  sale  shall 
vest  the  absolute  title  to  the  property  sold  in  the  pur- 
chaser under  said  sale. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  743. 

AN  AOT  to  incorporate  the  East  Bod  Ferry  Oompaaj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealt/i 
of  KenttLcky : 

§  1.  That  Philip  Gernert,  sr.,  Henry  Horertz,  John  W. 
Story,  John  Reidling,  John  Uny,  T.  C.  Tucker,  and  Jacob 
Eclinger,  their  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  created 
a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  "  East 
End  Ferry  Company,"  and  by  that  name  may  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places  as 
a  natural  person ;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter 
the  same  at  pleasure  ;  and  said  company  may  have  all 
other  powers  usual  and  incident  to  corporations,  and  may 
purchase  and  own  all  such  property,  real  and  personal, 
as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  said  corporation  to  carry 
on  the  business  of  ferrying  freight,  passengers,  and  live 
stock,  and  animals  and  vehicles,  from  or  near  the  point 
where  the  north  end  of  Clay  street,  in  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville, county  of  Jefferson,  strikes  the  Ohio  river,  across  the 
said  Ohio  river,  to  an  accessible  point  on  the  Indiana 
shore,  and  generally  to  do  and  perform  all  such  acts  as  an 
individual  might  do  in  the  premises. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  may  consist 
of  any  number  of  shares,  not  to  exceed  two  thousand,  that 
may  be  decided  upon  by  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
company  ;  and  the  board  of  directors  may  adopt  by-laws 
and  amend  and  repeal  the  same  at  will,  and  provide  how 
the  stock  shall  be  voted  at  corporate  meetings,  and  the 
form  of  voting  by  proxies,  the  transfer  of  the  same,  and 
the  liiode  and  manner  of  conducting  and  transacting 
business  of  the  corporation,  and  for  the  meetings  of  stock- 
holders ;  and  shall  elect  five  directors  from  among  the 
stockholders,  who,  when  so  elected,  shall  elect  one  of  their 
own  number  president  of  the  company,  who  shall  serve 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  be  elected  and 
qualified;  and  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  the 
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management,  government,  and  control  of  the  property, 
business,  and  affairs  of  the  company.  The  president  and 
two  directors  shall  be  a  quorum  of  the  board. 

§  3.  The  directors  of  the  corporation  are  hereby  author-  5i^«o«'  p^^- 
ized  and  empowered  to  establish  a  schedule  of  charges 
for  ferryage,  which  phall  be  posted  in  the  offices  of  the 
company  ;  to  appoint  a  secretary  and  such  other  officers 
and  agents  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  provide  for 
their  compensation  ;  and  the  powers  hereby  conferred  on 
the  board  of  directors,  or  the  corporation,  may  be  exer- 
cised by  the  corporators,  or  a  majority  of  them,  until  the 
stockholders  may  elect  a  board  of  directors. 

§  4.  The  directors  may  purchase  or  lease  real  estate, 
steam  ferry  boats,  their  furniture,  tackle,  and  apparel  from 
individuals  or  corporations  ;  may  consolidate  with  corpo- 
rations created  by  or  under  the  laws  of  another  State ; 
may  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise  the  franchises  and 
property  of  other  ferry  companies  or  corporations  ;  may 
purchase  or  construct  wharves  and  docks,  and  build 
warehouses  and  elevators  for  the  storage  of  freight, 
goods,  wares,  merchandise,  and  grain,  and  receive  com- 
pensation for  the  storage  of  all  articles ;  and  may  issue 
warehouse  receipts  for  all  articles  of  property  stored  in 
its  warehouses  or  elevators ;  and  may  issue  its  coupon 
bonds,  not  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  capital  stock  here- 
by authorized,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
directors  may  stipulate  in  the  body  of  the  bonds,  and 
secure  the  payment  of  said  bonds  by  executing  one  or 
more  mortgages,  therein  conveying  the  franchises  of  the 
corporation,  and  all  of  its  corporate  property,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  therein  named  and  described,  to  one 
or  more  trustees,  for  the  common  and  equal  benefit  of  all 
holders  of  the  bonds  so  issued. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  pale  of  spirituoas,  rinoua,  or  malt  liquors  wiihin 

two  miles  of  CrossUnd,  Id  CaliowHy  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
cf  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
fipirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  there- 
of, in  any  quantity,  in  the  village  of  Crossland,  or  within 
two  miles  thereof. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  the  first 
section  of  this  act  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined 
not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each 
ofiense,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  having  competent 
jurisdiction. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  747. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Homer,  in  Logan  county.

§  I.  That  the  charter  incorporating  the  town  of  Homer, 
in  Logan  county,  be  so  amended  that  the  term  of  the

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Mt.  Vernon  and  Oakland  Turnpike  Company, 

in  Pendleton  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
-of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  A.  J.  McKinney,  B.  K.  McKinney,  J.  P.  incorporators 
Browning,  U.  S.  Hendricks,  Jas.  P.  King,  F.  M.  McKin- 
ney, and  Lorenzo  Colvin,  be,  and  they  and  their  success- 
ors are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
under  the  name  of  the  Mt..  Vernon  and  Oakland  Turn- 
pike Road,  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  have  power 
to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and  places  within  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

§  2.  The  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  em-  Powca. 
power  to  construct  a  turnpike,  macadamized,  or  graveled 
•road,  in  its  discretion,  from  a  point  at  or  near  Mt.  Vernon 
Church,  on  the  Falmouth  and  Claysville  Turnpike  Road, 
to  a  point  at  or  near  Oakland  Church,  on  the  Falmouth 
and  Milford  Turnpike,  in  Pendleton  county,  to  be  located 
on  the  most  practical  route  between  said  points,  by  sub- 
scription of  stock,  to  be  divided  in  shares  of  twenty  five  ^ 
dollars  each.  Books  of  subscriptions  of  stocks  in  said  comn 
road  may  be  opened  by  A,  J.  McKinney,  F.  M.  McKin- 
ney, B.  K.  McKinney,  and  U.  S.  Hendricks,  or  either  of 
them,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  capital  stock  of  said 
company.  When  three  thousand  dollars  or  more  shall 
have  been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  named  in 
this  section  to  op.en  books  for  subscription  of  stock,  to 
give  notice  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  at  such 
time  and  place  as  may  be  specified  in  said  notice,  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  seven  directors,  one  of  whom  shall 
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be  elected  by  said  directors  president,  one  secretarVi  and^ 
one  asjtreasurer.  In  electing  directors,  one  vote  shall  be^ 
allowed  for  each  share  of  stock ;  the  president  and  secre- 
tary, treasurer  and  directors  shall  bold  office  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified;  the 
time  and  place  of  election  shall  be  fixed  by  the  directors- 
after  the  first  election;  a  majority  of  the  board  shall  be 
competent  to  transact  the  business. 

$  3.  When  said  company  is  organized  by  the  election 
Style.  of  directors  and  officers,  as  above  provided,  they  shall  be 

a  body-politic  corporate,  by  the  name  of  Mt.  Vernon  and 
Oakland  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges 
and  franchises  incident  to  a  corporation ;  shall  be  capa- 
ble of  holding  their  capital  stock,  and  taking  and  holding 
lands,  tenements,  and  personal  property  by  purchase  or 
gift  as'may  be  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  its  work* 
or  the  objects  of  this  corporation. 

§  4,  The  president  of  said  company  may  call  meetings 

of  the  board  of  directors  whenever  he  may  think  proper; 

and  upon  the  application  of  two  directors  said  board  of 

Bond.  directors  shall  require   of  the   treasurer  a  bond   for  the 

faithful  performance  of  his  duty  as  treasurer,  including 
the  covenant  that  said  treasurer  will  account  for  and  pay 
over  to  the  proper  persons  all  moneys  that  may  come  into 
his  hands  as  treasurer.  Said  board  must  keep  a  record 
of  its  proceedings,  signed  by  the  president  and  secretary. 
Said  board  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make  by- 
laws and  regulations  for  the  government  of  said  com- 
pany ;  to  sue  and  recover  in  the  name  of  said  company 
from  any  stockholder  the  amount  due  and  unpaid  upon 
any  share  or  shares  of  stock. 

g  5.  The  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  regulate 
the  elevations  and  grade  of  said  road,  the  width  and 
part  thereof  to  be  covered  with  stone  and  gravel,  and 
may  fix  the  rates  of  toll,  and  may  change  and  alter  the 
same  at  pleasure;  but  said  rate  shall  not  exceed  the  rates 
prescribed  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  ten  of  the  Gen- 
eral  Statutes;  and  when  one  mile  or  more  of  said  road 
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shall  have  been  completed  and  received  by  said  board  of 
directors,  a  toll-gate  may  be  erected,  and  tolls  collected 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  said  board  of  directors  under  the  general  laws  of  this 
State. 

§  6.  The  said  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
and  its  agents  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire,  by  purchase 
or  gift,  parcels  of  land  adjacent  to  the  road,  not  exceed- 
ing one  acre  each,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  thereon 
tollhouses,  and  also  the  right  of  way  for  said  road. 
When  the  said  land  for  toll-houses  and  the  right  of  way 
cannot  be  acquired  by  agreement,  then  the  compatiy 
may  have  the  same  condemned  under  a  writ  of  ad  quod 
damnum  on  application  to  the  county  judge  of  said  county 
by  filing  a  petition  describing  the  land  ;  said  judge  may 
thereupon  order  said  writ  to  be  issued  directed  to  the  sheriff 
of  said  county,  ordering  him  to  summons  twelve  discreet 
impartial  freeholders  of  his  county,  to  meet  on  or  near 
the  land  to  ascertain  the  amount  of  damages  each  owner 
will  severally  sustain  if  it  be  condemned  for  the  use  of 
the  road.  The  sheriff  must  give  at  least  five  days'  written 
notice  to  such  owner  before  empaneling  the  jury,  and 
proceed,  as  prescribed  in  subsection  2  of  section  14,  chap- 
ter  1 10,  of  the  General  Statutes.  If  the  jury  cannot  agree, 
he  may  discharge  it,  and  summons  another  or  others. 

§  7.  The  jury  shall  allow  a  fair  cash  value  for  the  land 
taken,  and  also  a  fair  compensation  for  any  incidental  or 
collateral  damages  which  the  taking  of  the  land  or  con- 
struction of  the  road  will  produce  to  other  land  of  the 
owner;  but  from  such  incidental  or  collateral  damages 
shall  be  deducted  the  amount  in  value  of  the  benefit 
which  such  other  land  will  derive  from  the  making  of  the 
road. 

§  8.  Either  party  may  appeal  from  the  verdict  of  the 
jury  to  the  circuit  court,  and  from  the  circuit  court  to  the 
Court  of  Appeals,  as  prescribed  in  the  Code  of  Practice 
regulating  appeals.  The  party  failing  to  increase  or  di- 
minish the  verdict)  as  his  interest  may  require,  shall  pay 
the   cost  of  such  appeal :  Provided^  however.    Should  the 
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company  deposit  the  amount  found  by  the  jury  to  the  de- 
fendant, the  appeal  shall  not  stay  the  proceedings  further 
than  the  collection  of  cost. 

j.9.  Certificates  of  stock  in  said  company  shall  be 
signed  b^'  the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the  secre- 
tary; shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and  transferable 
on  the  hooks  of  said  company  in  such  manner  as  the 
board  of  directors  shall  prescribe. 

§  10.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  used 
in  the  procurement  of  the  right  of  way,  material,  and  in 
the  construction  of  said  road,  and  defraying  all  legitimate 
expenses  in  constructing  said  road,  and  for  no  other  pur- 
pose. The  stockholders  in  said  company  shall  only  be 
bound  to  the  extent  of  their  stock  in  said  company. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER   749 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  auiborizinz  the  county  court  of 
Fayette  county  to  subscribe  stock  in  turnpike  ronds,"  approved  February 
l-ith,  1869. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  one  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  au- 
thorizing the  county  court  of  Fayette  county  to  subscribe 
stock  in  turnpike  roads,"  approved  February  12th,  1869, 
be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  **  seven  hundred 
and  fifty,"  alter  the  word  "  exceed,"  in  the  ninth  line 
thereof,  and  preceding  the  word  **  dollars,"  in  the  tenth 
line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "  one  thou- 
sand." 

§  2.  That  section  three  of  said  act  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  repealed,  and  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  be 
enacted  :  That  hereafter  the  county  of  Fayette,  outside 
the  city  of  Lexington,  shall  be  entitled  to  stock  in  turn- 
pikes constructed  and  completed  by  virtue  of  this  act  to 
the  amount  of  taxes  paid  for  that  purpose  by  the  people 
thereof;  and   the  city  of  Lexington  shall   be  entitled  to 
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-stock  in  same  to  the  amount  of  taxes  paid  therefor  by  the 
people  thereof. 

$  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  750. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Thomas  Boyd,  sberiflf  of  Trigg  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallk 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  further  time,  until  the  first  day  of  October, 
1882,  be  extended  and  given  to  Thomas  Boyd,  sheriff  of 
the  county  of  Trigg,  to  collect  and  pay  into  the  Treasury 
of  the  State  any  balance  of  the  revenue  due  from  said 
county  for  the  year  1881  :  Provided,  The  sureties  of  the 
said  sheriff  on  his  revenue  bond  for  said  year  shall  first 
appear  in  the  Trigg  county  court  and  give  their  consent 
and  agreement  to  the  indulgence  and  extension  given  by 
this  act  to  the  said  sheriff,  and  same  shall  be  noted  of 
record  in  said  court,  and  a  certified  copy  thereof  sent 
to  the  Auditor  by  the  clerk  of  said  court. 

^  2.  That  no  suit  or  proceedings  against  said  sheriff 
and  his  sureties  for  the  payment  or  collection  of  the  rev- 
enue from  said  county  for  the  year  1881  shall  be  insti- 
tuted until  after  the  first  day  of  October,  1882. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  pas.-'age.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonijoealth 
^(Kentucky: 

^  I.  That  the  portion  of  Garrard  county  embraced  in 
the  following  described  boundary  :  Beginning  in  the  mid-  Boundary. 
Jin  of  the   Lancaster  and  Buckeye  Turnpike  Road,  at  its 
junction  with  the  Bock  Creek  and  Paint  Lick  Turnpike 
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Road;  thence  with  said  Bock  Creek  and  Paint  Lick  Turn- 
pike Road  to  Long  Branch  ;  thence  down  Long  Branch 
with  its  meanders  to  Bock  creek ;  thence  down  Bock 
creek  with  its  meanders  to  Paint  Lick  creek  ;  thence 
down  Paint  Lick  creek  to  the  Kentucky  river ;  thence 
down  the  Kentucky  river,  passing  the  mouth  of  Sugar 
creek,  to  a  point  on  the  river  where  the  line  of  the  late 
S.  F.  Leaveli  leaves  the  river,  corner  to  Preston;  thence 
with  the  line  of  said  Leavell's  estate  to  Sugar  creek  ; 
thence  up  Su^ar  creek  with  its  meanders  to  the  three 
forks  of  said  Sugar  creek  ;  thence  up  the  East  Ford  of 
Sugar  creek  to  the  bridge  at  the  Lancaster  and  Buckeye 
Turnpike  Road,  near  Antioch  Church  ;  thence  with  the 
middle  of  said  Lancaster  and  Buckeye  Turnpike  Road  to 
the  beginning — be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  subscribe  two  thousand  one  hundred  dollars 
toward  the  capital  stock  of  the  Poor  Ridge  and  Sugar 
Creek  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

§  2.  That  said  subscription  shall  be  made  upon  the 
books  of  said  company  in  the  name  of  said  defined 
portion  of  Garrard  county  by  the  judge  of  the  Garrard 
county  court,  whenever  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters 
of  said  defined  portion  of  Garrard  county  shall  request 
him  in  writing  so  to  do. 

§  3.  When  said  subscription  is  made  as  provided  in 
section  two  of  this  act,  the  same  shall  be  binding  upon 
said  defined  portion  of  Garrard  county,  and  the  taxable 
property  of  said  defined  portion  of  Garrard  county  sub- 
ject to  taxation  for  State  revenue  shall  be  bound  for  the 
payment  thereof. 

§  4.  To  provide  for  the  raising  of  said  sum,  it  is  further 
enacted  that  the  judge  of  the  Garrard  county  court  shall, 
after  said  subscription  is  made  as  aforesaid,  issue,  in  the 
name  of  said  defined  portion  of  Garrard  county,  six  bonds 
in  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each.  One 
of  said  bonds  shall  be  made  due  and  payable  annually 
until  all  are  paid  :  the  first  being  niade  payable  on  the 
first  day  of  January,  1883,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  the 
rate   of  six   per  cent,   per  annum  from  date   until  paid» 
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Said  bonds  shall  be  negotiated  by  the  treasurer  of  Garrard 
county  for  any  sum  not  less  than  their  par  value. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  of  Garrard 
county  annually  to  assess  ad  valorem  tax  upon  the 
taxable  property  in  said  defined  portion  of  Garrard 
county  sufficient  to  meet  the  interest  upon  the  bonds, 
and  to  pay  the  bonds  as  they  respectively  fall  due,  and 
to  pay  the  costs  of  assessments,  levy,  and  collection  of 
said  tax. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  of  Garrard 
county,  after  this  act  goes  into  effect,  in  the  year  1882, 
at  the  time  he  is  required  to  return  his  books  or  lists 
of  assessment  of  property  for  State  purposes  and  county 
taxation,  to  return  to  the  Garrard  county  court  a  sepa- 
rate list  of  the  property,  and  the  value  thereof,  and  the 
persons  owing  the  same  within  said  defined  portion  of 
Garrard  county  ;  and  for  each  list  so  returned  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  two  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  Gar- 
rard county  out  of  the  tax  levied  and  collected  under  apd 
by  virtue  of  this  act;  and  the  assessor  shall  continue  to 
return  such  separate  list  each  succeeding  year,  until  the 
bonds  herein  provided  for  are  paid.  The  duties  of  the 
board  of  supervisors,  of  the  clerk,  and  of  the  county 
court  of  Garrard  county,  shall  be  the  same  in  regard  to 
said  separate  list  as  now  provided  by  law  in  regard  to 
the  tax-book :  Provided^  The  clerk  of  the  Garrard  county 
court  shall  make  but  one  copy  of  said  separate  list, 
which  copy  he  shall  deliver  to  the  sheriff  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  June,  and  take  his  receipts  therefor. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff,  after  he  shall 
receive  the  copy  of  said  separate  list,  to  collect  the  tax 
provided  for  in  this  act  in  the  same  manner  that  he  col- 
lects the  State  revenue  ;  and  he  shall  have  the  same 
power  of  distraint,  levy,  and  sale  in  the  collection  of  said 
tax  that  he  has  in  the  collection  of  State  revenue,  and  he 
and  his  sureties  shall  be  responsible  for  the  collection  and 
proper  accounting  for  of  said  tax  .upon  his  official  bond 
as  sheriff;  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  commis- 
sions as  he  receives  for  the  collection  of  State  revenue. 
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He  shall  pay  all  moneys  collected  under  this  act  to  the- 
treasurer  of  Garrard  county,  who  shall  use  the  same  in 
paying  the  bonds,  the  interest  thereon,  and  the  costs  of 
assessment,  levy,  and  collection  of  the  tax  provided  for  in 
this  act.  The  treasurer  of  Garrard  county  shall  receive 
such  compensation  out  of  the  said  tax  as  the  Garrard 
county  court  may  allow  him,  not  exceeding  one  per  cent, 
on  the  amount  received  and  paid  out  by  him. 

^  8.  Each  person  paying  any  tax  herein  provided  for 
shall,  to  (the  extent  and  amount  of  tax  paid,  become  a 
stockholder  in  said  company,  and  be  entitled  to  share  in 
any  dividend  declared  on  the  stock  of  said  company. 
The  sheriff  of  Garrard  county  shall  execute  and  deliver 
to  each  person  a  receipt  for  the  amount  of  taxes  paid  by 
him,  which  receipts  shall  be  assignable;  and  when  said 
receipts  amount  to  twenty-five  dollars  or  more,  shall  enti- 
tle the  holder,  upon  presentation  to  the  proper  officers  of 
the  company,  to  certificates  of  stock  in  said  company  at 
the  rate  of  one  share  for  each  twenty-five  dollars  and 
every  multiple  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

§9.  This[act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its^ 
passage.

CHAPTER  752. 

AN  ACT  aathorizing  the  coootj  coart  of  Harrison  coontj  to  Bubsrribe  Btock 
ia  turnpike  roadf,  and  provide  for  the  paymeat  of  such  subscriptioae. 

Be  it  enacted  by  t/ie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomvealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Harrison  county,  a  ma- 
jorit}'  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  being  present  and 
concurring  therein,  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  authorized  and 
empowered  to  subscribe  stock  for  and  on  behalf  of  said 
county,  to  any  turnpike  company  which  have  been,  or 
shall  hereafter  be,  incorporated  by  said  county  court,  or 
by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  :  Provided^ 
That  said^subscription  shall  not  exceed  twelve  hundred 
dollars  per  mile  for  each  mile  of  road  in  said  county  here- 
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after  constructed,  and  shall  not  be  paid  over  to  the  officere 
of  the  company,  except  upon  the  completion  of  each  mile, 
or  upon  the  courts  being  fully  satisfied  that  ample  means 
are  in  the  hands  of  the  company  to  insure  its  completion 
derived  from  bona  fide  subscriptions  of  stock. 

§  2.  Before  said  county  court  shall  subscribe  stock  in 
any  turnpike  company,  it  shall  require  the  officers  of 
such  company  to  give  a  written  statement  of  character 
and  mode  of  construction  of  the  proposed  road,  and  un- 
less it  appear  from  such  statement  that  the  proposed  road 
is  to  be  a  well  constructed  and  durable  turnpike  road,, 
made  of  gravel  or  stone,  said  county  court  shall  not  sub- 
scribe stock  therein.  Before  the  amount  of  any  such 
subscription  of  stock  by  said  county  to  any  turapike 
company  is  actually  paid  to  such  company,  said  county 
court  shall  cause  the  road  to  be  fully  and  carefully  ex- 
amined, and  said  subscriptions  shall  not  be  paid  over 
unless  the  road,  for  the  length  of  which  subscription  is 
made,  has  been  completed  in  a  workmanlike  manner^ 
and  in  accordance  with  the  written  statement  required 
herein. 

§  3.  Upon  the  payment  of  any  subscription  of  stock, 
as  herein  authorized  by  said  county  court,  the  turnpike 
in  which  such  is  subscribed  shall  issue  a  certificate  of 
stock  to  the  county  of  Harrison  for  the  amount  of  stock 
so  subscribed  and  paid  in  by  her,  and  said  county,  acting 
through  its  county  court,  shall  participate  in  the  control 
and  management  of  any  such  road  as  any  other  stock- 
holder therein. 

\  4.  Said  county  court,  in  making  subscriptions  of  stock, 
as  authorized  by  this  act,  shall  subscribe  stock  in  such 
roads  as  will  make  the  benefit  of  the  subscription  as 
nearly  just  to  every  portion  of  the  county  as  possible, 
not  giving  preference  to  one  part  of  the  county  to  any 
other  part  through  which  a  road  is  being  built,  or  one  is 
proposed  to  be  built. 

§5.  All  proceedings  touching  subscription  of  stock  by 
said  county  shall  be  kept  of  record  in  the  county  court 
clerk's    office,  and    the  county  court  clerk  shall   keep  a 
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book,  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  date  and  amount 
of  each  snbscription  of  stock  by  the  county  of  Harrison, 
what  company,  and  when  the  subscription  of  stock  was 
paid. 

§  6.  All  dividends  received  by  the  county  of  Harrison 
on  the  stock  held  by  it  in  any  turnpike  company  shall 
be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  as  other  county  revenue. 

§  7.  If  said  subscription  of  stock  are  made  as  author- 
ized by  this  act,  the  said  county  court,  a  majority  of  the 
justices  of  the  peace  of  said  county  concurring,  shall 
have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  levy  a  tax  upon 
all  the  property  in  said  county  subject  to  taxation  for 
revenue  purposes,  sufficient  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
said  subscription  of  stock,  said  tax  to  be  collected  in  the 
same  manner,  and  by  the  same  officers,  under  the  same 
penalties  and  liabilities,  and  the  same  commissions,  that 
the  county  revenue  is  now  collected. 

§  8.  If  the  county  court  shall  deem  it  best,  it  may,  in- 
stead of  levying  a  tax  to  pay  said  subscriptions,  as  herein 
provided,  issue  the  bonds  of  the  county,  signed  by  the 
judge  of  county  court  and  clerk  of  county  court,  in  de- 
nominations of  $100  and  S500,  payable  to  bearer,  due 
twenty  years  after  date,  redeemable  at  any  time  after 
four  years,  bearing  5  per  cent,  interest  from  date,  payable 
semi-annually  on  January  1st  and  July  1st  of  each  year, 
with  coupons  attached.  Said  bonds,  if  issued,  shall  be 
sold  at  not  less  than  par,  and  the  proceeds  only  used  in 
paying  subscription,  as  provided  herein,  and  for  no  other 
purpose.  Said  bonds  shall  show  on  their  face  that  they 
are  in  aid  of  turnpikes,  and  the  clerk  of  the  county  court 
shall  keep  a  full  register  of  all  bonds  sold  under  this 
act,  date  of  sale,  number  and  denomination  of  bond,  by 
whom  bought,  and  at  what  price,  and  when. 

§  9.  If  bonds  are  issued,  as  authorized  herein,  said 
-county  court  shall  cause  an  annual  levy  to  be  made  on 
till  the  property  in  the  county  liable  to  county  revenue, 
sufficient  to  pay  the  annual  interest  on  said  bonds,  and 
4o  create  a  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption  of  the  same, 
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"with  the  similar  provisiona  as  stated  in  section  eigiit  of 
this  act. 

$  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passa«:e.

CHAPTER  753.

AX  ACT  to  amend  hh  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  'An 
act  to  amend  the  new  charter  of  the  city  of  Louisville, "'  approved  Jan* 
uary  26,  1882. 

Be4t  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  '*  An  act  to  amend  an  act,  en- 
titled *  An  act  to  amend  the  new  charter  of  the  city  of 
Louisville,  "  approved  January  26th,  1882,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  so  amended  a.s  to  read  as  follows :  That 
within  the  first  ten  days  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
1884,  and  every  four  years  thereafter,  the  board  of  police 
commissioners  of  the  city  of  Louisville  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  to  elect  a  police  force  for  said  city,  the 
number  and  grades  to  be  as  may  be  provided  by  ordi- 
nance, from  time  to  time,  whose  terms  of  ofHce  shall 
expire  four  years  from  the  date  of  such  election,  or  when 
their  successoris  are  elected  and  qualified.  In  the  mean- 
time all  vacancies^  on  said  force  shall  be  filled  by  election 
to  last  until  that  date.  The  Mayor  shall  have  full  power 
to  dismiss  any  policeman  Irom  the  force  for  any  cause  he 
may  deem  .^ufiicient,  but  such  policeman  may,  within  ten 
days  thereafter,  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Police  Commis- 
sioners, and  if  the  action  of  the  Mayor  be  not  sustained, 
such  policeman  shall  be  reinstated  on  the  force. 

^  2.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  policeman  or  police 
officer  of  said  city  who  is  not,  at  the  time  of  his  appoint- 
ment, a  citizen  of  the  United  States  -and  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  and  a  resident  of  said  city  for  three  years  next 
preceding  his  election  or  appointment,  or  who  is  less  than 
twenty  four  years  of  age,  or  who  is  not  moral,  sober,  and 
sagacious,  or  who  cannot  write  the  English  language  in- 
telligibly, or  who  has  been  convicted  of  a  felony,  or  who 
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sliall,  after  bia  election  or  appointment,  or  while  a  mem- 
ber of  said  police  force,  interfere  in  any  election  furtber 
than  to  vote. 

}  3.  Tbe  election  or  appointment  of  any  person  as  a 
policeman  or  police  officer  of  said  city  not  possessing 
each    and    every    qualification    hereinbefore    prescribed, 

shall  be  void,  and  the  failure  at  any  time,  after  the  elec- 

* 

tion  or  appointment  of  such  policeman  or  police  officer, 
to  possess  each  and  every  qualification  hereinbefore  pre- 
scribed, or  if  he  interfere  in  elections  within  the  meaning^ 
of  this  act,  shall  thereby  render  the  office  of  said  police- 
man or  police  officer  vacant;  and  if  he  afterward  continue 
to  exercise  the  duties  of  said  office,  he  shall  be  indicted' 
and  tried  in  the  Jefferson  circuit  court,  and  upon  convic- 
tion fined  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  be  ineligible  as  a  member  of 
said  police  force  for  five  years  thereafter:  Provided^  That 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  prohibit  the  Mayor  from  dismiss- 
ing any  of  tbe  police  force  for  cause,  for  causes,  or  for 
any  cause  mentioned  in  section  five  of  an  act  amending 
said  charter,  approved  March  21st,  1871  :  And  provided' 
further,  That  upon  dismissal  for  cause  or  causes  therein 
by  the  Mayor,  the  party  so  dismissed  shall  be  ineligible 
as  a  member  of  said  force  for  one  3'ear  thereafter. 

^  4.  Any  policeman  or  police  officer,  aiding  or  assisting 
any  candidate  for  office  by  advice  or  counsel  or  other- 
wise, or  counseling  or  advising  against  such  candidate, 
or  advocating  or  discussing  the  merits  or  demerits  of 
such  candidates,  or  soliciting  any  person  to  vote  for  or 
against  such  candidate,  shall  be  guilty  of  interfering  xit 
elections  within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

§  5.  The  petition  of  each  applicant  to  become  a  mem- 
ber of  the  police  force  shall  be  signed  by  the  petitioner 
himself,  accompanied  by  the  following  oath,  wholly  writ- 
ten and  subscribed  and  sworn  to  by  the  applicant:  **  I  do 
solemnly  swear  that  I  am  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
and  of  the  State  of  Kentucky ;  that  I  have  resided,  for 
three  years  next  preceding  my  application  to  become  a. 
member  of  the  police  force,  in  the  city  of  Louisville;  that 
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I  am  not  under  twenty-four  years  of  age;  that  I  can  read 
and  write  the  English  language  intelligibly;  that  I  have 
never  been  convicted  of  a  felony.  I  further  swear  that 
I  will  not  at  any  time,  while  a  member  of  the  police  force, 
interfere  in  any  election  further  than  to  vote.  I  further 
swear  that  I  will  at  all  times  do  and  perform  my  duty  as 
a  member  of  the  police  force  of  said  city,  so  long  as  ] 
remain  a  member  thereof,  to  the  best  of  my  ability.  I 
further  swear  that  my  habits  are  moral  and  sober,  and 
that  this  obligation  has  been  wholly  written  by  me,  with- 
out aid  or  assistance — so  help  me  God."  Which  petition 
and  oath  shall  be  filed  with  the  Mayor,  and  the  names  of 
ail  such  petitioners  shall  be  published  in  at  least  one  issue 
of  some  newspaper  published  in  said  city,  including  the 
papers  published  on  Sunday,  before  the  commissioners 
shall  act  on  the  same,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to 
refer  the  same  or  have  the  same  read  before  the  general 
council. 

§  6.  The  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  subject  to  the  provisions  and  regulations 
herein  contained,  elect  policemen  to  fill  such  vacancies 
as  may  occur,  but  such  elections  shall  be  only  for  the 
unexpired  time  from  the  date  of  such  election  to  the  next 
quadrennial  election  of  said  police  force. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage..

CHAPTER  754. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  towa  of  McRee,  io  Jackson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  fientucky : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  McKee,  Jackson  county,  be,  and  Boundary. 
the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated,  with  such  boundaries, 
streets,  and  alleys,  and  such  other  public  grounds  as  may 
be  laid  out  and  defined  by  the  trustees  in  a  plot  or  survey 
of  said  tovi'n,  which  plot  and  survey,  when  made,  shall 
be  recorded  in  the  county  court  clerk's  office.

$  2.  That  James  Hays,  Daniel  Morris,  Jack  Clark, 
Scott  Ma^uire,  and  Henry  Morris  are  hereby  appointed 
trustees  of  said  town,  who  shall  hold  this  office  until  the 
first  Monday  in  August  next,  at  which  time,  and  every 
two  years  thereafter,  there  shall  be  an  election  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  town  of  five  trustees,  to  serve  for 
two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees  shall  take  before  some  justice  of 
the  peace  of  Jackson  county,  before  they  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  office,  the  oath  required  by  the  Constitu- 
fion  of  this  State. 

§  4.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  cause  a  survey 
and  plot  of  said  town  to  be  made  out,  defining  the  limits 
4)f  said  town,  the  streets  and  alleys,  and  other  public 
grounds,  as  they  may  determine  on,  the  court-house  in 
t^aid  town  being  as  near  the  center  as  practicable,  one 
copy  of  which  shall  be  recorded  as  aforesaid,  one  copy 
to  be  retained  by  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  5.  That  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office 
shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  known  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  McKee,  and 
by  that  name  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  con- 
tracted with,  of  suing  and  being  ttued,  of  pleading  and 
being  impleaded,  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 
That  said  trustees  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
which  they  may  alter  at  pleasure,  and  shall  have  all  the 
powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  duties 
and  liabilities  as  is  provided  by  the  general  law  in  rela- 
tion to  towns  incorporated  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  6.  That  at  the  election  of  trustees  on  the  first  Mon- 
Kicciion.  day  in   August   next,  there   shall   be   a   police  judge  and

judge  for  the  term  of  two  }ears,  and  the  marshal  for  the 
term  of  two  years.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  police  judge 
shall,  in  civil  cases  and  in  misdemeanors,  be  the  same  as 
a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  his  fees  the  same,  and  in  ex- 
amining courts  his  jurisdiction  shall  be  equal  to  a  county 
judge,  and  his  fees  the  same.     The  marshal  shall  have

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concurrent  jurisdiction  with  constables,  and  his  tees  shall 
be  the  same  as  constables  for  like  services. 

§  7.  That  all  male  persons  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  voter*. 
years,  and  living  within  the  said  town  limits,  and  being 
otherwise  legal  voters,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  officers 
at  said  town,  and  said  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to 
levy  and  collect  an  annual  tax  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property 
in  said  town,  and  a  poll  tax  not  exceeding  two  dollars  on 
each  voter,  to  defray  the  current  and  necessary  expenses 
of  said  town. 

§  8.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures  recorded  in  the  po- 
lice court  may  be  collected  by  the  town  marshal  or  con  • 
stable  of  the  precinct,  and  fines  and  forfeitures  as  are  for 
violations  of  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  of  the  town, 
shall  be  paid  by  him  to  the  town  treasurer  for  the  use  of 
the  town. 

6  9.  That  the  board  of  trustees  have  power,  and  shall   Treasurer  —

elect  one  of  their  body  chairman  of  said  board,  who  shall 
act  as  treasurer  and  clerk  of  said  board  of  trustees,  and 
shall  execute  to  said  board  a  bond,  with  approved  secu- 
rity, as  treasurer,  that  he  will  faithfully  pay  over  to  said 
town,  and  to  the  Commonwealth,  any  and  all  money.-^ 
received  or  collected  by  him  as  treasurer. 

§  10.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  regulate,  pro- 
hibit, or  license  shows,  the  license  not  to  exceed  ten  dol- 
lars for  any  one  show. 

§  11.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures  for  violations  of  the^ 
ordinances  and  by-laws  of  the  town,  and  all  taxes  herein 
afiixed  and  provided  for,  shall  vest  in  the  board  of  trus 
tees,  and  be  collected  by  the  marshal  or  constable  of  th(^ 
district,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer,  and  the  same  shall 
he  applied  exclusively  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  town, 
in  such  manner  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  direct. 

§  12.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  receive  no  pay 
for  their  official  services. 

§  13.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to 
direct  pavements  to  be  made  and  the  main  streets  in  said 
town.     That  the  owners  upon  whose  premises  the  board 
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of  trustees  shall  order  and  direct  curbing  and  sidewalks 
to  be  constructed,  repaired,  or  relaid,  shall  make,  repair, 
or  relay  such  curbing  or  sidewalks  at  their  own  cost  and 
expense,  and  in  the  manner,  with  the  material,  and  in  th« 
time  prescribed  by  the  said  board  of  trustees  by  ordi- 
nance; and  if  not  done  in  the  manner,  with  the  material, 
and  within  the  time  prescribed,  the  board  of  trustees  may 
•cause  same  to  be  done,  and  assess  the  expenses  thereof, 
and  collect  the  same  by  warrant  and  sale  of  the  premises, 
as  in  cases  of  taxes.  A  suit  may  also  be  maintained  by 
the  board  of  trustees  against  such  owner  or  owners  for 
the  expenses  of  such  improvement. 

§  14.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to 
Auessor.  appoint  an  assessor,  and  shall  have  power  by  ordinance 

to  prescribe  the  form  of  assessment  rolls,  to  prescribe  the 
duties,  and  define  the  power  of  the  assessor,  and  make 
8uch  rules,  and  to  give  such  directions  in  relation  to  at- 
tending, revising,  or  adding  to  the  rolls  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  so  as  to  make  it  equal,  add  to  or  take  from  any 
property  not  properly  asset«sed,  to  revise  and  correct  the 
{^ame. 

§  15.  That  when  the  assensment  shall  have  been  cor- 
rected and  revised,  the  same  shall  be  filed,  and  an  order 
co.nfirming  the  same  shall  be  entered  by  the  chairman, 
who  shall  be  elected  by  the  board  of  trustees.  The  board 
of  trustees  shall  thereupon,  by  an  ordinance  or  resolu- 
tion, levy  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  not  exceeding  the  amount  authorized  by  this  act, 
and  direct  the  town  marshal  or  constable  to  collect  the 
t^ame. 

§  16.  That  all  tax  and  assessments  levied  or  assessed 
by  the  board  of  trustees  under  this  act  shall  be  a  lien 
upon  the  real  and  personal  estate  upon  which  the  same 
may  be  imposed,  voted,  or  assessed,  until  such  tax  be 
paid,  and  no  sale  or  transfer  of  real  estate  shall  affect 
the  lien  thereon.  Any  personal  estate  belonging  to  the 
•debtor  may  be  taken  for  the  payment  of  tax,  and  sold  by 
the  marshal  or  constable  collecting  the  tax,  after  ten  days 
public  notice  of  the  sale,  posted  up  at  three  public  places 
in  said  town. 
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§  17.  That  the  collector  shall  be  allowed  such  fees  for  Fees. 
«ellin^  and  collecting  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  pre- 
scribe. The  tlerk  of  the  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
sales  made  of  real  estate  for  tax,  and  the  tax  shall  be 
redeemable  in  two  years  by  the  payment  of  the  taxes  k 
sold  for,  and  in  addition  thereto  twenty-five  per  cent,  per 
ann«m  thereon,  and  all  taxes  accruing  ctubsequent  to 
the  sale  if  not  redeemed.  The  trustees  shall  make,  or 
their  successors,  to  the  purchaser  a  deed  of  conveyance. 

§  18.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  pass  all  laws  Byiaira. 
netessary  for  the  government  of  said  town,  and  prescribe 
the  punishment  for  a  violation  of  the  penal  and  criminal 
laws  in  said  incorporation,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  this  State,  and  enact  such  by-laws 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  peace,  cleanliness,  and  com- 
fort of  said  town,  and  have  power  to  beautify  and  adorn 
the  same  as  they  may  see  proper,  and  may  purchase  and 
hold  real  estate  for  said  purpose. 

§  19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
.«age.

CHAPTER  755. 

dlN  ACT  in  regard  to  the  condemnatioa  of  private  property  for  pablic  use 

IB  Hardin  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
-of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  Whenever  Hardin  county,  in  this  Commonwealth, 
«hall,  by  a  majority  of  its  justices  of  the  peace,  deem  it 
-advisable  for  the  public  good  to  drain  water  from  any 
-county  or  public  road  in  said  county,  or  from  lands  adja- 
-cent  to  said  road,  or  to  turn  water  from  its  natural  course 
upon  the  lands  of  individuals*,  or  to  cut  ditches  upon  said 
4ands,  it  may,  by  order  of  record,  direct  the  county  at- 
torney to  institute  proper  proceedings  to  carry  our  said 
object,  whereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  county 
attorney  to  ile  a  petition  in  the  county  court  of  said 
county,  in   which  said  county  shall  be  the  plaintiff,  and 
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the  parties  presumably  to  be  affected  by  the  proposed 
measures  shall  be  the  defendants^  in  which  petition  he 
shall,  in  general  terms,  set  out  what  i«  sought  to  be  done 
by  the  county. 

.  §  2,  When  said  petition  is  filed  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  court  to  is^ue  summons  or 
warning  order  against  the  defendants  named  in  said  peti- 
tion, subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Code  in  regard 
to  the  same,  except  that  the  defendant,  when  a  warning 
order  is  issued,  shall  be  warned  to  appear  at  the  first  day 
of  a  regular  term  of  said  court,  which  does  not  commence 
within  thirty  days  after  the  making  of  the  order,  and  said 
defendants  against  whom  warning  order  is  issued,  a» 
aforesaid,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  constructively 
summoned  on  the  tenth  day  after  said  order  was  made,, 
and  an  attorney  appointed  by  said  clerk  to  defend  pur- 
suant to  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice;  >but  if  said  defend- 
ants, or  any  of  them,  are  absent  from  the  State,  and 
from  any  cause  a  warning  order  cannot  be  obtained, 
then  the  provisions  of  section  56  of  the  Civil  Code  of 
Practice  shall  apply,  except  that  the  word  "  thirty  "  shall 
be  substituted  for  the  word  "sixty'*  in  said  section,  and 
said  parties  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  constructively 
served  whenever  the  requirements  of  said  section  shall 
have  been  complied  with;  but  personal  service  shall  be 
had  in  all  cases  when  it  can  be  obtained. 

§  3.  When  said  defendants  shall  have  been  summoned 
as  aforesaid,  said  court  may  appoint  at  least  three  suita- 
ble persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  surveyor,  and  all  of 
whom  shall  be  over  21  years  of  age,  to  act  as  viewers^ 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  examine  into  and  report  what 
improvement  is  the  most  practicable;  but  before  they 
proceed  to  act,  they  shall  be  sworn  to  faithfully  and  im- 
partially execute  the  duties  assigned  them.  The  viewers 
may  examine  other  improvements  than  the  one  proposed 
by  the  county  court,  and  may  report  in  favor  of  those 
which  they  prefer,  with  their  reasons  for  their  preference^ 
and  will  show  what  effect  the  proposed  improvements- 
will  have  upon  the  property  of  any  person  affected  there- 
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by,  and  will  report  the  conveniences  and  inconvenience^' 
'which  will  result  as  well  to  individuals  as  to  the  public 
from  the  proposed  work. 

§  4.  Should  the  report  of  the  viewers  show  that  other 
parties  than  those  named  in  the  petition  are  interested  in 
the  proposed  improvements,  and  have  lands  which  will  he 
affected  thereby,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  have 
said  parties  brought  before  the  court,  pursuant  to  the 
previous  sections  hereof. 

§  5.  When  all  the  parties  shown  to  be  interested  are 
duly  before  the  court,  if  the  court  have  enough  before  it 
to  enable  it  to  fix  upon  a  just  compensation  to  the  pro- 
prietors and  tenants  whose  lands  are  to  be  affected,  and 
they  are  willing  to  accept  what  the  court  deems  just,  and 
by  written  answer  cons^ent  to  the  same,  it  may  determine 
the  matter  without  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum, 

§  6.  If  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  be  desired,  then  the 
provisions  of  sections  8,  9,  and  10  of  chapter  94  of  the 
General  Statutes  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  the  same, 
except  as  modified  herein. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  jury,  after  being  duly 
sworn  by  the  officer  to  view  the  lands  of  the  proprietor!* 
and  tenants  designated  in  fhe  report  of  the  viewers,  and 
ascertain  what  will  be  a  just  compensation  to  each  for 
the  amount  of  damages  that  he  will  sustain  by  the  pro- 
posed improvements,  and  of  what  said  damages  will  con- 
sist, and  the  benefits  which  may  accrue  to  said  defendants 
from  said  acts. 

§  8.  The  court  shall  upon  the  report,  inquest,  excep- 
tions of  the  defendants,  and  the  evidence,  determine 
whether  the  improvements  shall  be  made  pursuant  to  the 
report  of  the  viewers  or  otherwise,  and  fix  the  amount  of 
damages  done  each  of  said  defendants,  which  amount 
shall  be  paid  or  tendered  said  defendants  before  th^ir 
lands  shall  be  so  used,  unless  said  defendants  consent,  in 
writing,  filed  in  court,  that  they  may  proceed  with  sni'l 
improvemetits  and   work  before  payment  of  the  mom  y. 

§  9.   All  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  94  of  the  Genei  «Ij 
Statutes  applicable  to  the  cases  herein   provided  for,  and 
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not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  hereof,  are  made  a 
part  of  this  act,  and  shall  so  govern  such  proceedings. 

S  10.  In  case  any  of  the  defendants  are  infants,  the 
provisions  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice  in  regard  to 
infants  shall  govern  these  proceedings. 

§  11.  In  case  any  of  the  non-resident  def^dants  fail 
to  answer  in  person,  pursuant  to  the  fifth  section  hereof, 
then  the  court  may  order  the  improvements  to  be  made, 
but  provision  shall  be  made  for  the  payment  of  the 
amount  due  such  defendant  when  demanded. 

§  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  attorney,  when- 
ever the  facts  justify  it,  to  make  the  requisite  affidavit  to 
obtain  a  warning  order. 

§  13.  Appeals  under  this  act  shall  be  regulated  by  sec- 
tion 43,  chapter  94,  of  the  General  Statutes,  from  the 
decision  of  a  county  court  condemning  land,  or  the  rig^ht 
to  ditch  the  same,  or  to  exercise  water  privileges,  or  refug- 
ing the  same,  to  be  taken  by  the  pai'ty  aggrieved  pursuant 
to  said  section. 

§  14.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  affect 
any  litigation  now  pending. 

§  15.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  757. 

>AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Hustonville  and  Bradfordsville  Turn- 
pike Road  Company. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly 
'that  many  persons  are  in  the  habit  of  hauling  heavily 
loaded  wagons  over  several  miles  of  the  Hustonviile  and 
Bradfordsville  Turnpike  Road,  and  then  evading  the  pay- 
ment of  toll  by  leaving  the  pike,  either  by  a  road  con- 
>necting  with  said  pike,  near  the  house  of  Wm.  M.  Dodd, 
or  by  a  road  near  the  Narrows  ;  for  remedy  whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commoniveaith 
^of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  exact 
4inJ   collect  tolls,  at  the    intersection   of  either  of  said 
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4*oad8,  from  all  persons  driving^  wagons  over  said  turn- 
pike, and  turning  off  from  or  entering  on  said  pike  at 
-either  of  said  points. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage. 

Approved  April  1,  1882. 


CHAPTER  758. 

Alf  ACT  to  amend  tbe  charter  of  thie  city  of  Ludlow,  Kenton  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  all  actions  to  recover  from  the  city  of  Ludlow 
the  amount  of  any  taxes  or  assessments  that  may  have 
been  or  may  be  illegally  or  erroneously  collected,  shall 
be  commenced  within  six  months  after  the  payment  of 
the  same,  but  not  afterward;  but  this  act  shall  not  apply 
to  causes  of  action  that  may  exist  until  the  first  day  of 
January,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three  (1683). 

§  2.  The  city  council  of  said  city  shall  have  power,  by 
-ordinance,  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  police  in 
the  city  of  Ludlow,  and  regulate  the  powers,  duties,  and 
responsibilities  thereof,  and  provide  for  the  compensation 
of  the  same. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  April  1,  1882. 


CHAPTER  759. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  county  roads  in  Elenry  couaty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
-of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  this  act  Henry  county  is 
divided  into  seven  districts,  viz  :  the  magisterial  districts 
AS  now  located.  y 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  the  election 
•in  August,  1882,  to  open  a  poll  .at  each  voting  place  in 
Henry  county,  and  to  ask  each  voter  whether  he  votes 
for  or  against  working  the  county  roads  in  the  district  in 
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ivhich  he  votes,  by  taxation,  and  to  record  the  votes,  and" 
if  a  majority  of  those  voting  upon  thiti  question  in  any 
district  vote  in  favor  of  working  the  roads  by  taxation, 
then  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  in  force  in  said 
district;  otherwise  the  present  law  in  relation  to  public 
roads  shall  be  in  force,  and  in  any  district  not  voting  the 
tax,  the  question  shall  again  be  submitted  to  the  voters 
thereof,  as  herein  provided,  at  the  next  general  election. 

§  3.  In  every  district  voting  to  work  the  road  by  taxa- 
tion,  the  county  judge  of  Henry  county  shall,  at  the  first 
term  of  the  county  court  after  the  tax  has  been  voted, 
appoint  a  superintendent  of  county  roads  in  said  district^ 
who  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  judge^ 
and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  oversee  all  county  roads 
within  his  district,  keep  them  In  good  repair,  remove  all 
obstructions  which  may  be  placed  upon  them,  and  open 
or  change  any  road  that  the  county  court  may  direct,  as 
provided  in  chapter  94,  article  1,  of  General  Statutes. 

§  4.  The  superintendent  shall  hire  as  many  hands  as 
may  be  necessary  to  work,  in  a  proper  way;  the  county 
roads  in  his  district,  and  oversee  them  while  at  work; 
shall  pay  the  smallest  wages  possible  to  secure  good 
hands,  and  require  them  to  work  nine  hourt>  every  day  ;. 
may  hire  the  necessary  teams,  wagonn,  and  plows,  and 
purchase  all  tools  and  implements  necessary  to  aid  in 
working  the  road,  which,  when  purchased,  shall  belong 
to  the  district,  provided  that  the  amount  expended  in  any 
district  in  one  year  under  the  provision  of  this  act  shall 
not  exceed  the  amount  raised  in  that  district  by  taxation* 
for  this  purpose. 

§  5.  The  superintendent  shall  annually  make  to  the 
county  judge  a  full  report,  showing  the  amount  of  money 
received  by  him,  the  roads  he  has  worked,  the  number  of 
hands  employed,  and  wages  per  day  paid,  the  names  of 
those  who  worked  out  part  or  all  of  their  taxes,  the  char- 
acter of  tools  and  implements  purchased,  and  prices  paid 
therefor,  the  amount  expended  for  hire  of  teams,  &c., 
the  number  of  days  he  was  actually  employed,  and  alt 
other  expenses  actually  incurred  by  him  in  the  discharge- 
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•of  his  duty,  anci  he  shall  be  paid  a  reasonable  compensa-^ 
tion  for  his  labor,  to  be  fixed  by  the  county  judge. 

§  6.  The  levy  court  shall,  when  they  fix  the  county 
levy,  assess  a  tax  of  ($2)  two  dollars  on  each  nnale  per- 
son over  the  age  of  twenty-one.  and  a  tax  of  five  cents 
-on  each  ($100)  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable 
iproperty  in  every  district  voting  the  tax. 

§  7.  This  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  sherifl!*  at  the 
same  time  and  manner  as  the  county  lev}',  and  he  shall 
pay  the  tax  collected  under  this  act,  as  soon  as  collected. 
to  the  superintendent  of  the  dii^tiict  in  which  it  was  col- 
lected, and  shall  be  liable  on  his  oflicial  bond  for  all 
failures  to  collect  or  pay  over,  as  herein  provided,  the 
-same  as  in  actions  against  him  concerning  the  collection 
and  payment  of  the  county  levy,  and  shall  receive  the 
same  pay  as  tor  collecting  State  revenue. 

§  8.  Each  superintendent,  before  entering  upon  the 
discharge  of  his  duty,  shall  execute,  with  good  security, 
to  the  county  judge,  a  bond  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  all  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  this 
act.  Said  bond  «<hall  be  of  the  same  character  as  the 
bonds  executed  by  the  sheriff^,  and  shall  be  recorded  by 
the  county  cl^rk  in  his  office,  and  he  and  his  sureties 
shall  be  liable  on  said  bond  to  any  persons  aggrieved  by 
a  breach  of  its  conditions. 

^  9.  The  superintendent  shall,  in  working  roads,  give 
the  preference  first  to  turnpikes  that  have  been  turned 
over  to  the  county,  then  to  other  leading  roads  in  the 
order  that  they  are  the  most  traveled  and  necessary  for 
the  convenience  of  the  public. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  each 
district  to  give  the  refusal  of  employment  upon  any  of 
the  roads  he  works  to  the  persons  resident  in  the  voting 
precinct  vt'here  the  work  is  being  done,  and  who  have 
been  assessed  for  taxation,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of 
this  .act,  provided  such  persons  can  be  employed  at  the 
same  price  as  other  hands  of  equal  efficiency;  and  the 
certificate  of  the  superintendent  given  to  such  persons 
shall  be  taken  by  the  sheriff  in  payment  of  or  as  a  credit 
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upon  the  road  tax  due  by  such  persons.  The  certificate 
shall  show  the  number  of  days  he  has  labored,  and  price 
paid  per  day.  He  shall  also  hire  teAms,  &c.,  to  aid  in 
working  roads,  from  tax-payers  under  this  act,  provided 
he  can  get  them  as  cheap  as  from  other  persons,  and 
shall  give,  them  a  certificate  in  payment  of  such  hire, 
which  certificate  shall  be  taken  by  the  sheriff  in  payment 
of  or  as  a  credit  upon  the  road  tax  due  by  such  persons. 
The  certificate  shall  show  what  was  hired,  and  price  paid 
therefor. 

§  11.  The  superintendent    shall   not    buy  or   speculate 

r 

directly  or  indirectly  in  claims  due  persons  for  services 
or  articles  furnished  under  the  act,  and  he  shall  take  from 
every  person  to  whom  he  pays  money  a  receipt  showing 
the  actual  amount  paid,  and  said  receipt  shall  accompany 
his  report  to  the  court.  ' 

§  12.  The  county  levy  court,  before  levying  the  county 
levy  in  any  year,  shall  first  ascertain  the  amount  neces- 
sary to  be  raised  for  county  purposes,  exclusive  of  road 
claims,  and  shall  only  levy  on  persons  .living  in  districts 
that  have  voted  the  road  tax  a  sufficient  tax  to  pay  their 
pro  rata  part  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  county,, 
exclusive  of  road  claims. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

lion  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomjoealtk 
of  Kentxicky : 

§  1.  That  C.  D.  Chenault,  Waller  Bennett,  D.  A. 
Corporators.  Chcnault,  jr.,  and  O.  H.  Chenault,  their  associates,  suc- 
cessors, and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted 
a  body-corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Richmond  Coal,  Iron,  Timber,  and  Transportation 
Name  and  style.  Company,  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  have  perpet- 
ual succession,  with  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted 


/ 
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with,  to  own  property,  both  real  and  personal,  and  to  sue 

and  be  sued  in  all  courts  and  places;  to  have  a  common  corporate  pow- 
ers. 
seal;  to  en^Age  in  mining  for  coal,  iron,  and  other  min- 
erals, and  cutting  and  sawing  timber,  and  preparing  such 
minerals  and  timber  for  market,  and  transporting  and 
selling  them  within  and  without  this  State,  and  to  do 
other  acts,  and  have  all  other  powers  needful  for  the 
successful  prosecution  of  their  business,  and  for  the  exe- 
cution of  the  powers  herein  granted. 

6  2.  That  said  corporators  may  organize  said  company    President  &  di- 

'  ^  J  e»  r        J      rectors   to    be 

by  the  election  of  a  president  and  board  of  directors,  not  «'««««*. 
exceeding  five  in  number,  and  such  other  officers  as  they 
may  deem  necessary,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may 
designate,  by  notice  previously  given  ;  and  when  thu:^ 
organized,  the  said  company  shall  have  power  to  make 
such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  from  time  lo  time,  for  the  government  and 
prosecution  of  the  business  of  the  corporation,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  this  State. 

$3.  The  capital  stock  of  said- company  shall  not  ex-  capital  stock. 
ceed  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into 
two  thousand  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each.  Said 
company  may  issue  bonds  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  with  six  per  cent, 
interest  coupons  attached,  which  bonds  shall  be  signed 
by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by  secretary  of  said 
company,  and  the  coupons  shall  be  signed  by  the  secre- 
tar}',  and  mortgage  any  part  or  all  of  its  property  to 
secure  the  payment  of  same.  Said  bonds  shall  be  made 
payable  in  not  exceeding  twenty  years  from  their  date, 
at  such  point  or  place  as  may  be  designated  in  the  said 
mortgage,  and  the  interest  shall  be  made  payable  semi- 
annually.

AN  ACT   to  iDcorporate    the    Owensboro   and   Grissom's  Landing  Gravel 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  in- 
<;orporated  to  oonatruct  a  road,  on  the  macadamized  or 
jfravel  plan,  from  Owensboro,  Daviess  county,  to  Gris- 
som's Landing,  in  said  county,  upon  the  road  known  as 
the  Buzzard  Roost  road,  whenever  practicable,  between 
«aid  points  above  named,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Owensboro  and  Grissom's  Landing  Gravel  Road 
Company;  and  by  that  name  and  style  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, and  use  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  or 
amend  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty- 
&\e  thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  or  diminished  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  company,  and  to  be  divided  into 
«hares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  A.  C.  Tompkins,  M.  P.  Mattingly,  James 
Herr,  W.  H.  Perkins,  T.  J.  Monarch,  Alex.  Hill,  and  L. 
P.  Little  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of 
stock  at  such  places  as  said  commissioners  may  desig- 
nate ;  and  as  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed, 
they  shaH  give  ten  days^  notice,  at  the  most  public  places 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  line  of  road,  of  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  president  and 
five  directors  for  said  company,  a  majority  of  whom  shall

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§  4.  That  no  person  shall  be  elig^ible  as  president  or 
director  of  said  company  who  is  not  the  owner,  in  his^ 
own  name,  of  one  or  more  shares  of  stock  in  said  road. 

§  5.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  power 
of  appointing  a  treasurer,  gate-keeper,  and  all  other 
officers  or  agents  deemed  necessary  to  eflfect  the  purposes 
of  this  act,  and  to  remove  the  same  at  pleasure  ;  they 
shall  have  power  to  require  of  the  treasurer,  and  alt 
other  officers  or  agenf:>«  appointed  by  them,  bond  and 
security  in  such  penalties  as  they  may  require,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  incum- 
bent on  them  as  such. 

§  6.  The  commiss^ioners  herein  appointed  shall  procure 
a  book  or  books,  and  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said» 
company  shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation  in  said 
book,  viz:  We,  whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed,  do- 
promise  to  pay  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Owens- 
boro  and  Grissom's  Landing  Gravel  Road  Company  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  share  of  stock  in 
said  company  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such  manner 
and  proportion,  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  by  them 
required   under  the  law  incorporating  said  company,  to 

be  collected  as  other  debts.     Witness  our  hand  this 

day  of ,  188-. 

§  7.  That  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  (30) 
feet  wide;  the  width  of  the  road-bed  shall  be  sixteen  (16)» 
feet  wide,  and  the  metal  not  less  than  sixteen  (16)  feet 
wide,  and  shall  be  graded  to  an  elevation  not  exceeding 
four  (4°)  degrees  in  any  part  thereof;  that  whenever  two- 
and  a  half  (2^)  continuous  miles  of  said  road  are  com- 
pleted, the  company  may  erect  a  toll-gate,  and  charge 
tolls  thereat  at  a  rate  of  toll  not  exceeding  that  author- 
ized by  chapter  110,  General  Statutes  of  Kentucky:  Pro- 
vided, They  may  erect  such  gate  within  one  and  a  half 
miles  of  the  limits  of  Owensboro. 

§  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road  shall 
have  the  right  and  power  to  acquire  the  right  of  way  for 
said  road,  and  of  earth,  stone,  or  gravel  or  timber  for  its 
construction,  by  voluntary  concession    and  release,  and 
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by  priviite  contract  with  the  land-holders  :  Provided^  how- 
ever^ If  the  right  of  way,  and  if  material  cannot  be  had 
as  ahove  indicated,  it  shall  be  obtained  in  the  manner 
and  mode  prescribed  by  the  laws  now  in  force  regulating 
the  application  for  and  establishment  of  public  roads;, 
and  the  county  court  of  Daviess  county  may,  by  order 
entered  of  record,  permit  the  said  corporation  to  locate 
their  said  road  on  and  occupy  for  that  purpose  any  part 
of  the  public  road  lying  between  the  city  of  Owensboro 
and  Grissom's  Landing;,  in  which  case  the  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  liable  for  any  failure  to  keep  that  part  of 
said  road  so  used  by  it  open  and  in  good  condition,  in 
the  same  manner  that  surveyors  of  public  roads  are 
now  liable  for  such  failure:  Provided,  That  nothing  here- 
in shall  give  said  road  the  right  to  run  over  the  line  of 
the  Owensboro  and  Buzzard  Roost  Gravel  Road  Com- 
pany, approved  April  14th,  18S0. 

§  9.  When  the  stockholder  shall  have  made  full  pay- 
ment of  his  stock,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president, 
over  his  signature,  to  issue  certificates  of  stock  to  all 
persons  entitled  to  the  same,  attested  by  the  secretary  of 
said  company. 

§  10.  The  county  court,  when  a  majority  thereof  deem 
it  necessary,  may,  by  orders  made  at  any  regular  term  of 
the  majority  court,  take  possession  and  maintain  posses- 
sion of  said  road  for  the  benefit  of  the  people,  provided 
they  shall  at  the  same  time  provide  for  the  reimbursement 
of  the  company  for  the  cost  of  constructing  said  road, 
and  the  improvements  thereon,  and  to  that  end  the  said 
company  shall  keep  a  faithful  and  full  acoount  of  said 
expenses.

CHAPTER  762. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Jo8.  M.  Kendall,  of  Morgan  conatj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  upon  the  production  of  the  certificate  of  the 
county  court  of  Morgan  county  that  Joseph  M.  Kendall 
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is  a  person  of  honesty,  probity,  and  good  demeanor,  to 
any  two  judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  or  any  two  cir- 
cuit judges,  they  may  examine  said  Kendall,  touching 
his  qualifications  as  a  lawyer;  and  if  thereupon  they 
believe  that  he  is  qualified  to  practice  as  an  attorney  at 
law,  they  shall  grant  him  a  license  accordingly;  and  after 
being  so  licensed,  he  shall  be  authorized  to  practice  law 
in  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth  as  if  of  the  full  age 
of  twenty-one  years:  Provided^  That  he  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  all  his  contracts,  and  the  performance  of  his 
duties  as  an  attorney  at  law  as  if  of  full  age. 
§2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  763. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  G.  W.  Noble,  of  Brea'hiit  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei^al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  sum  of  eighteen  dollars  be  appropriated 
to  G.  W.  Noble,  of  Breathitt  county,  for  services  rendered 
by  taking  charge  of  the  jury  for  six  days  in  case  o(  Jason 
Little  charged  with  murder  at  December  term,  1879, 
Breathitt  circuit  court,  and  the  Auditor  is  directed  to 
draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasury  for  said  sum,  pay- 
able to  said  G.  W.  Noble  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treas- 
ury not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  elTect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  764. 

AN  AOT  to  incorporate  ibe  Campion  Instiiuie,  in  Wolfe  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  S.  S.  Combs,  G.  T.  Center,  Z.  T.  Hurst,  W. 
F.  Elkin,  and  W.  W.  Steel,  and  their  successors,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Campton  Institute,  and  by  that 
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name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  ;  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im 
pleaded,  in  all  courts  and  places  ;  have  a  common  seal, 
and  alter  and  break  the  same  at  pleasure  ;  may  make  all 
necessary  by-laws  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  and 
p^overnment  of  said  company,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  the  State  or  United  States. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  or  institute 
shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty  dollars,  subscribed 
and  paid  for  in  such  manner  as  said  board  of  directors 
niay,  by  its  by-laws,  prescribe. 

^  3.  The  stockholders  of  said  institute  shall  annually 
elect  a  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  five  directors, 
who  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  elected.  Said  elections  shall  be  held 
annually  in  April  of  each  year,  and  the  officers  and 
directors  so  elected  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  their  office,  take  upon  themselves 
an  oath  before  a  magistrate  that  they  will,  to  the  best  of 
their  ability,  discharge  the  duties  imposed  upon  them. 

^  4.  Said  election  shall  be  held  at  the  school-building. 
All  voting  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the  individual  receiv- 
ing the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  shall  be  declared 
elected  to  the  office  for  which  he  was  voted  for.  The 
secretary  shall  superintend  and  hold  each  election,  and 
make  known  the  result. 

^  5.  Any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  any  of  the  offices 
by  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  refusal  to  act,  shall  be 
filled  by  the  remaining  directors  for  the  unexpired  time. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors,  when  so  elected,  shall  have 
power,  and  it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,  to  open  a  book 
for  the  subscription  of  stock  to  said  institute.  Said  shares 
of  stock  shall  be  divided  into  twenty  dollars  each,  and 
when  one  hundred  (100)  shares  are  so  subscribed,  said 
book  shall  be  considered  closed,  and  they  shall  receive  no 
further  subscription  ;  which  said  sums,  so  subscribed  and 
paid,  shall  be  used  by  said  directors  for  the  benefit  of  said 
institute  in  such  a  manner  as  a  majority  of  the  directors 
80  elected  as  aforesaid  may  think  best. 
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§7.  The  board  of  directors  may  receive  donations  of 
money  or  property  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  in  the 
erection  of  school  buildings,  for  the  purchase  of  libraries, 
chemical  apparatus,  for  the  employment  of  teachers,  or 
for  other  purposes  connected  with  said  institute. 

§  8.  They  may  purchase  lands,  not  exceeding  ten  (10) 
acres,  joining  or  near  the  town  of  Campton,  and  lay  out 
grounds  to  commence  and  carry  on  a  school  for  the  ad- 
vancement of  education. 

§  9.  That  said  officers  herein  declared  to  be  elective 
«hall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  and 
none  others  shall  be  legal  voters;  and  each  stockholder 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock. 

§  10.  That  said  board  of  directors  shall  have  full  power 
to  hold  and  control  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  any  lands  as 
set  forth  in  section  eight  of  this  act 

§  11.  Said  directors  shall  have  the  full  control  of  and 
ma!>nagement  of  the  school  and  all  property  belonging 
thereto. 

§  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  directory,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  by  the  by-laws  of  said  com- 
pany. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep  a 
faithful  record  of  all  proceedings  had,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  by-laws. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  collect  and  receive 
all  money  connected  with  said  institute,  and  pay  same  out 
by  order  of  the  directory. 

^  13.  The  said  company,  when  fully  organized,  shall 
cause  a  book  to  be  opened,  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
any  member  of  the  board  of  stockholders,  which  shall 
contain  the  names  of  all  stockholders  of  said  company, 
and  the  number  of  shares  owned  by  each  ;  and  the  said 
shares  may  be  transferred  on  said  books  in  the  manner  to 
be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company. 

^  14.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  765. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  revise  the  act  incorporating  the  Falmoatb  Cemetery 

Company,  approved  February  5th,  1866. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
-of  Kentucky  : 

(  1.  That  from  the  time  this  act  shall  take  effect  all 
persons  owning;  lots  in  the  Falmouth  or  Beech  Grove 
Oemetery  (as  it  is  commonly  called),  Pendleton  county, 
and  their  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted 
a  body-corporate,  under  the  name  of  the  Falmouth  River- 
-side  Cemetery  Company,  by  which  they  shall  have  power 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  have  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  and  to 
do  all  other  acts  necessary  for  effecting  the  object  of  their 
incorporation,  which  is  to  provide  a  place  of  repose  for 
the  dead. 

§  2.  This  corporation  shall  be  manag:ed  by  a  board  of 
directors  of  six  persons,  to  be  elected  by  ballot;  and  any 
one  owning  a  lot  in  said  cemetery  shall  be  eligible  as  a 
director,  and  entitled  to  one  vote,  but  no  member  to  more 
than  one.  The  first  election  shall  be  held  at  a  time  and 
place  to  be  designated  by  C.  II.  Lee,  W.  C.  Kennett,  and 
T).  E.  Redman,  who  shall  be  commissioners  to  reorganize 
the  company  under  this  act.  One,  two,  or  all  of  said 
commissioners  may  act,  and  who  shall  designate  from 
the  said  persons  who  niay  be  chosen  at  the  first  election 
two  of  said  six  to  serve  one  year,  two  to  serve  two  years, 
and  two  to  serve  three  years,  so  that  at  each  election 
thereafter,  which  shall  be  annual,  two  of  said  directors 
shall  retire,  and  two  be  elected  to  fill  their  places.  In 
case  of  death  or  resignation  before  the  annual  election, 
the  remaining  members  may  appoint  some  one  to  fill  the 
unexpired  term.  A  quorum  of  the  board  shall  be  three 
members.  The  first  annual  election  shall  be  on  the 
fourth  Saturday  of  February  next,  and  on  the  fourth 
Saturday  of  February  of  each  year  thereafter;  and  if 
from  any  cause  there  should  be  no  election  held  at  the 
stated  times  therefor,  the  directors  remaining  in  office 
shall  fill  the  places  of  tbe  two  retiring  directors  by  ap- 
(pointment. 
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§  3.  The  said  board  shall  elect  from  their  number  et 
president  and  a  secretary,  and  any  lot-owner  they  may 
choose  as  treasurer.  But  they  shall  require  of  the  treas- 
urer, before  he  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  a 
bond  stipulating  a  faithful  performance  of  his  official  ob- 
ligations, and  further  that  he  will,  by  each  annual  meet- 
ing, while  he  is  in  office,  render  to  the  board  a  tabular 
statement  showing  his  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the 
current  year,  which  statement  the  board  shall  require  ;. 
and  for  their  failure  to  do  so,  or  for  failure  to  take  from 
the  treasurer  a  g:ood  and  sufficient  bond,  or  for  any  failure 
or  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  directors,  by  which- 
any  loss  may  be  sustained  by  the  company,  or  by  any 
lot-owner,  they  shall  be  personally  liable  therefor.  The^ 
directors  shall  receive  no  remuneration  for  their  services, 
except  the  secretary,  whose  remuneration  for  work  actu- 
ally done  by  him  shall  be  fixed  by  the  board,  but  this- 
shall  not  prevent  the  secretary  from  receiving  any  fees 
that  may  be  allowed  him  under  the  by-laws  from  the  lot- 
owners.  The  board  may  in  their  discretion  compensate 
the  treasurer  for  his  service:^,  but  not  to  exceed  twenty- 
five  dollars  a  year.  They  sjiall  have  power  to  compel 
the  treasurer  to  renew  his  bond,  or  they  luay  remove  him 
at  pleasure. 

§  4.  This  corporation  is  vested  with  the  title  of  all  the 
lands  heretofore  purchased  by  the  trustees  of  the  Fal- 
mouth Cemetery  Company  under  the  act  incorporating 
the  same,  approved  February  5,  186H>  to  which  this  act  is 
amendatory,  and  repeals  any  part  or  parts  of  said  original 
act  that  may  be  in  conflict  with  this  act;  and  the  board 
of  directors  are  authorized  to  purchase  additional  grounds, 
not  exceeding  fifty  acres,  for  the  purpose  herein  specified, 
and  lay  the  same  ofif  into-  lots  of  convenient  size,  and  lay^ 
oflT  suitable  avenues,  subdividing  the  same,  all  of  which 
cemetery  grounds  shall  be  included  in  one  common 
boundary,  and  shall  be  known  by  the  name  **  Riverside  " 
Cemetery;  and  all  money  arising  from  sale  of  lots  or 
otherwise  shall  be  devoted  exclusively  to  improving  the 
said  grounds. 
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§  5.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  im- 
prove said  grounds,  as  they  shall  think  best,  from  all 
moneys  coming  to  their  hands,  and  to  control  the  charac- 
ter of  improvements  of  persons  owning  lots  therein,  and 
to  pass  such  needful  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may 
think  best  to  control  the  same.  They  shall  have  power 
to  erect  a  suitable  building  for  a  superintendent,  to  ap- 
point a  superintendent,  and  other  officers  if  it  be  deemed 
bj'  them  necessary.  They  shall  have  power  to  make  by- 
laws for  the  government  of  the  corporation  at  any  regular 
meeting  of  the  board,  and  they  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
their  proceedings. 

§  6.  When  a  lot  is  purchased,  the  board  shall  cause  a 
certificate  to  be  given  the  purchaser,  showing  the  number 
of  the  lot,  and  the  title  thereof  may  be  transferred  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  by  laws  of  the  cor- 
poration. If  not  transferred,  it  shall  descend  or  may  be 
devised  as  real  estate  ;  but  no  certificate  shall  be  issued 
to  any  lot-owner  until  the  purchase  price  of  said  lot  has 
been  fully  |)aid. 

■ 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  shall  appoint  some  suitable 
place  within  the  town  of  Falmouth  where  their  meetings 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesdays  of  March,  June,  Sep- 
tember, and  December  of  each  year.  But  they  may  ap- 
point and  hold  other  meetings,  should  business  require  it. 
They  shall  call  before  them  the  present  officers  of  the 
Falmouth  Cemetery  Company,  the  "trustees"  and  othej. 
officers,  and  make  with  them  a  full  andvcomplete  settle- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  the  company,  which  settlement, 
together  with  the  reports  of  the  several  officers,  the  said 
board  of  directors  will  cause  to  be  entered  on  the  records 
of  this  corporation  ;  and  the  said  trustees  and  other  offi- 
cers appointed  by  them  will  turn  over  to  the  board  of 
directors  all  the  books  and  papers,  together  with  any 
money  they  may  have  belonging  to  said  Falmouth  Ceme- 
tery Company  ;  and  the  said  board  of  directors  are  au- 
thorized to  collect  by  suit  or  otherwise  any  money  or 
claims  that  may  be  due  said  Falmouth   Cemetery   Com- 
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pany,  whether  in  the  hands  of  the  officers  of  the  Com- 
pany or  of  collecting  officers,  or  that  may  be  due  from 
lot-owners.

CHAPTER  766. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act.  entitled  *<An  act  to  amend  an  act,  ectirled  'An 
act  establishing;  a  new  charter  for  the  city  of  Louisville/  approved  M»rcb 
SH,  1870,  and  to  regulate  the  compensation  of  the  clerk  and  marshal  of 
the  citj  of  Louisville,"  approved  March  1 0th,  1682. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei'al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled*' An  act  to  amend  an  act 
establishing  a  new  charter  for  the  city  of  Louisville,  ap- 
proved March  3d,  1870,  and  to  regulate  the  compensation 
of  the  clerk  and  marshal  of  the  city  of  Louisville,"  ap- 
proved March  10th,  1882,  be  amended  by  inserting  in  the 
title  thereof  the  word  **  court"  after  the  word  "city,"  and 
before  the  word  **  of"  in  the  last  line  of  said  title;  and  by 
striking  from  the  second  section  of  said  act  the  word 
**  several,"  and  inserting  the  word  **  similar"  in  place 
thereof. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  April  1,  1882. 


CHAPTER  767. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  pale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  any 
mixture  thereof,  at  or  within  two  miles  of  Union  Baptist  Ohurch,  in  Bar- 
ren county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or 
give  away  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  any 
mixture  thereof,  at  or  within  two  miles  of  Union  Baptist 
Church,  in  Barren  county. 

§  2.  That  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
act   shall  be  subject  to  the    penalties  and  punishments 
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which  are  imposed  by  statute  upon  persons  guilty  of  re- 
tailing and  tippling. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1882. 

Approved  April  1,  1882. 


CHAPTER  768. 

AN   ACT  to  amend   an  act  to  incorporate  the  Princeton  and  Ohio  River 
Railroad  Company,  approved  February  7,  1882. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonuwaith 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  one  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Princeton  and  Ohio  River  Railroad  Com 
pany,"  approved  February  7th,  1882,  is  hereby  amended 
by  adding  to  said  section,  directly  after  the  last  word 
thereof,  as  follows :  Provided^  That  said  company  may 
run,  construct,  or  extend  a  line  or  branch  of  said  road 
from  said  town  of  Princeton,  in  a  southernly  direction, 
to  the  State  line  between  the  States  of  Kentucky  and 
Tennessee,  along  such  route  as  the  company  may  deter- 
mine, through  the  counties  of  Caldwell,  Trigg,  Lyon,  and 
-Christian  counties,  or  either  of  said  counties  :  And  pro- 
vided further^  That  said  company  may  run,  extend,  or 
construct  a  branch  or  line  of  said  railroad  from  the  town 
of  Cadiz,  or  some  point  in  Trigg  or  Christian  counties, 
through  said  counties,  by  way  of  Hopkinsville,  into  and 
through  the  county  of  Muhlenburg  to  Greenville,  or  some 
other  point  in  said  county,  and  thence  to  some  point  on 
the  Ohio  river,  as  may  be  determined  by  said  company. 

§  2.  This  act  shall   take  effect  from   and   after  its  pas- 
sage. 

Approved  April   1 ,  1882. 


CHAPTER  769. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Barlington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Earlington,  in 
the   county  of   Hopkins,   may   at  any  time   institute   an 
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action  in  the  Hopkins  circuit  court,  for  the  purpose  of 
closing  up  and  vacating  any  of  its  streets  and  alleys, 
dividing  any  of  its  squares  or  lots  thereof,  and  to  any 
such  action  all  the  owners  of  ground  or  lots  abutting  on 
the  streets  or  alleys  sought  to  be  closed  and  vacated  or 
discontinued,  shall  he  defendants.  And  if  all  such  de- 
fendants are  competent  to  act  for  themselves,  and  shall 
consent  to  the  closing  up,  vacating,  and  discontinuing 
prayed  for,  then  the  court  shall  render  a  judgment  ac- 
cordingly; but  without  such  consent,  such  court  shall 
hear  the  proof  made  by  the  parties,  and  if  satisfied  that 
the  closing  up,  vacating,  and  discontinuing  would  be 
beneficial  to  said  town,  and  not  injurious  to  any  party 
not  consenting,  shall  render  a  judgment  closing,  vacat- 
ing, and  discontinuing  such  streets  and  alleys. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  April  1,  1882. 


CHAPTER  770. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  articles  of  incorporation  of  Kentucky  River  Mills. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  af  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Kentucky  River  MilU 
may,  by  a  majority  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  stock,  be 
increased  from  time  to  time  to  any  sum  not  exceeding 
$500,000,  and  for  that  purpose  the  corporation  may  sell 
shares  to  the  amount  of  the  increase;  but  no  share  shall 
be  sold  to  any  person  other  than  the  stockholders  at  the 
time  of  the  increase  until  each  stockholder  shall  have  had 
the  privilege  of  purchasing  an  amount  in  proportion  to 
the  stock  then  held  by  such  stockholder. 

§  2.  That  said  corporation  shall,  through  its  secretary, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  of  each  year,  by  a 
statement  in  writing,  sworn  to  by  said  secretary,  report 
to  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  the  number  of  shares 
of  stock  in  said  corporation  issued  to  share-holders  there- 
in ;  and  on  filing  said  statement  with  the  Auditor  obtain 
his  permit  to  pay  into  the  State  Treasury  the  sum  of  fiJty 
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■cents  on  each  share  so  reported  ;  and  on  the   payment  of 
paid  Bum  into  the  Treasury,  the  same  shall  be  in   lieu  of 
all  taxes  against  said  corporation  and  the  stock  therein. 
And  all  laws  or  parts  of  laws,  so  iar  as  they  conflict  with 
this  provision,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.   At  their  January  and  July  meetings  of  each  year, 
the  directors  may  declare  such  dividends  out  of  the  earn-" 
ings  as  they  may  deem  right. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  771. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  MArtins  Tobacco  Manufacturing  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  James  L.  Brown,  John  G.  Morton,  J.  Pritchet, 
JV.  M.  Holeman,  John  Murphy,  W.  A.  Nisbet,  J.H.  Luns- 
ford,  and  E.  W.  Martin,  of  Hopkins  county,  Kentucky, 
their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Martins  Tobacco  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany, and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual 
succession  ;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with  ;  to  own 
property,  both  personal  and  real  ;  to  sue  and  be  sued  in 
all  courts  and  places;  to  have  a  common  seal  and  a  trade- 
mark, and  to  alter  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure;  and 
to  engag^e  in  the  buying  and  selling  and  the  manufacture 
of  tobacco,  in  or  without  this  State  ;  and  shall  have 
all  powers  needful  and  necessary  for  the  successful  prose- 
cution of  the  business  of  the  corporation  hereby  created, 
and  for  the  exercise  and  execution  of  the  powers  herein 
granted,  and  incident  to,  or  exercised  by,  any  similar  cor- 
poration of  this  State. 

§  2.  That  said  corporators  herein  named  may  organize 
«aid  company  by  their  election  of  a  president  and  board 
of  directors,  not  exceeding  five  in  number,  and  also  a  sec- 
retary and  treasurer,  a  general  superintendent,  and  such 
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other  officers  aa  they  may  deem  necessary,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  they  may  designate  by  notice  previously 
given  ;  and  when  thus  organized,  the  said  company  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  open  subscription  books  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  Martins  Tobacco  Manufacturing 
Company;  and  may  proceed  to  business  whenever  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  in  reliable  subscriptions  shall 
be  obtained  to  the  stock  of  said  corporation  ;  and  shall 
have  the  authority  to  make  all  such  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  proper, 
from  time  to  time,  for  the  control  and  prosecution  of  the 
business  of  said  corporation,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this 
State 

§  3.  That  the  president,  board  of  directors,  secretary, 
and  tr'easurer  of  said  corporation  shall  be  elected  annu- 
ally by  the  stockholders,  and  shall  hold  their  oflSces  for 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected,  unless 
otherwise  provided  by  the  by-laws,  rules  or  regulations, 
of  said  corporation  ;  and  in  the  election  of  said  officers 
above  named,  each  stockholder  in  said  corporation  shall 
be  allowed  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  subscribed  for 
and  owned,  as  shown  by  the  books  of  said  corporation; 
the  time  for  the  election  of  said  officers  to  be  fixed  for 
a  certain  day  annually,  and  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
to  each  stockholder;  and  at  ail  meetings  of  the  stock- 
holders for  the  election  of  officers  as  herein  provided,  or 
for  other  business  purposes,  absent  stockholders  may  vote 
by  proxy,  authorized  in  writing,  and  the  business  and 
affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  under  the  supervision 
and  control  of  the  president,  board  of  directors,  secretary, 
treasurer,  and  general  superintendent,  when  elected,  and 
the  books  of  said  corporation  shall  be  subject  to  the 
inspection  of  any  officer  or  stockholder  in  said  corpora- 
tion at  any  time  during  business  hours. 

§  4.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall 
not  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars,  whio^h  shall  be  divided 
in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  shall  be  treated 
and  held  as  personal  property,  and   which  shall  not  be 
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assigned  or  transferred,  except  in  person  or  by  attorney, 
upon  the  books  or  stock  ledger  of  said  company;  and 
correct  entries  shall  be  kept  in  the  books  or  stock  ledger 
of  said  corporation  of  ail  transfers  of  stock,  giving  the 
date  of  such  transfer,  by  whom  and  to  whom  trans- 
ferred. 

§  5.  The  individual  property  of  stockholders  in  said 
corporation  shall  not  be  liable  or  subject  for  the  payment 
of  corporate  debts. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  April  1,  1882. 


CHAPTER  773. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Louisville  and  Tajlorsville  Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Whereas,  It  is  made  to  appear  that  the  toll-gate  now 
on  the  Vandyke  Mill  Branch  Road  of  the  Louisville  and 
Taylorsville  Turnpike  Road  is  so  located  that  all  of  the 
toll  property  collectable  on  said  branch  road  cannot  be 
collected  at  the  toll-gate  now  on  said  road,  and  without 
additional  facilities  said  toll  cannot  be  collected;  there* 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  Said  Louisville  and  Tayloriville  Turnpike  Road 
Company  he  authorized  and  empowered  to  erect  at  and 
across  said  branch  road,  at  a  point  thirty-five  feet  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  railroad  from  the  toll-gate  now 
on  said  branch  turnpike  road,  an  additional  toll-gate  pole, 
to  be  under  the  management  and  control  of  the  keeper 
of  the  toll-gate  on  said  road;  and  said  company  shall 
have  the  right  to  collect  on  all  travel  over  that  part  of 
said  branch  road  on  which  said  pole  is  erected,  which 
does  not  pass  through  said  toll-gate,  toll  in  the  same 
amount  as  said  company  is  allowed  to  collect  for  the 
same  kind  of  travel  over  said  branch  for  the  same  dis- 
tance, and  all  the  laws  now  in  force  as  to  the  collection 
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of  toll  on  said  branch  road  shall  be  in  force  and  shall 
apply  to  the  collection  of  toll  at  said  pole. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and   after  its  pas- 
sage. 

Approved  April  I,  1882. 


CHAPTER  774. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  selling,  i;ivinjr,  or  loaning  spirituous,  vinous,  aud 
malt  liquors  at  Forks  of  Straight  Creek,  in  Carter  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of   Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  one  to  sell,  give, 
or  loan  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  mixture 
thereof,  at  the  Forks  ol  Straight  Creek,  in  Carter  county, 
Kentucky,  or  within  a  radius  of  two  miles  thereof.  Any 
person  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  keeping  a 
tippling-house,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  pains  and  pen- 
alties imposed  therefor:  Provided,  however.  That  any  per- 
son may  give  to  a  neighbor,  when  vis^iting  his  or  her 
house,  or  a  physician  administer  when  needed,  a  drink 
of  either  of  said  liquors  without  incurring  the  penalties 
above  imposed. 

§  2.  After  the  approval  of  this  act  no  license  shall  b'e 
granted  to  any  person  to  sell  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or 
malt  liquors  within  the  boundaries  specified  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage. 

Approved  April  1,  1882. 


CHAPTER  775. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  giving,  loaning,  or  selling  spirituous,  vinous,  or 
malt  liquors  at  the  junction  of  the  Eastern  Kentucky  and  Blizabethtown, 
Lexington  and  Big  Sandj  Railroads,  in  Carter  couctj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell,  give, 
or  loan  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  mixture 
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thereof,  at  the  junction  of  the  Eastern  Kentucky  Rail- 
road with  the  Elizabethtown,  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy 
Railroad,  in  Carter  county,  or  within  a  radius  of  mile 
thereof,  the  point  of  juncture  being  the  center  there- 
of. Any  person  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
keeping  a  tippling-hou^e,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
pains  and  penalties  imposed  therefor :  Provided,  however. 
Any  person  may  give  to  a  neighbor  when  visiting  his 
or  her  house,  or  a  physician  administer  when  needed, 
a  drink  of  either  of  said  liquors  without  incurring  the 
penalties  above  imposed. 

§  2.  After  the  approval  of  this  act  no  license  shall  be 
granted  to  any  person  to  sell  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or 
malt  liquors  within  the  boundaries  specified  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act. 

$3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage. 

Approved  April  1,  1882. 


CHAPTER  77«. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  for  tbe  benefit  of  the  taz-pajerB  of  Ljon  conaty, 
approved  February  6,  1878,  and  to  auiborize  paid  county  to  compromise 
its  debts,  issue  bonds,  and  levy  and  collect  ttzes  to  pay  the  same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentwcky : 

§1.  That  the  **  Financial  Board  of  Lyon  County," 
elected  or  appointed  pursuant  to  the  act  to  which  this  is 
an  aniendment,  may,  by  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  its 
members,  and  for  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  and 
speedily  accomplishing  the  purposes  o{  said  act,  direct 
that  the  bonds  of  said  county  he  icsued  by  the  county 
court  of  said  county;  e>ald  county  court  shall  forthwith, 
after  such  action  is  taken  by  said  board,  make  an  order 
directing  that  the  bonds  of  said  county  shall  be  issued  for 
an  amount  sufficient  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act» 
and  no  more. 

§  2.  Said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  at  such  time  or 
times  as  said   county  court  may   direct,  not   more   than 
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thirty  (30)  years  from  their  date,  shall  bear  such  rate  of 
interest  as  said  county  court  may  direct,  not  exceeding 
six  (6)  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and 
having  coupons  attached  to  represent  such  interest.  The 
said  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding  judge  of  the 
Lyon  county  court,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk  of 
said  court,  and  shall  have  the  seal  of  said  court  affixed 
thereto;  and  the  said  coupons  shall  be  signed  by  the  said 
clerk  alone;  said  bonds  and  coupons  shall  be  payable  at 
the  office  of  the  **  Treasurer  of  Lyon  County,"  appointed 
pursuant  to  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  which 
office  shall  be  kept  in  the  town  of  Eddyville,  the  county 
seat  of  said  county. 

§  3.  Said  bonds  may  be  exchanged  for  the  bonds  of 
Lyon  county,  executed  and  made  payable  to  the  Eliza- 
bethtown  and  Paducah  Railroad  Company,  the  coupons 
attached  to  and  representing  the  interest  thereon,  and  in 
payment  of  any  other  indebtedness  of  Lyon  county  ex- 
isting at  the  time  of  the  issuing  of  said  new  bonds;  said 
exchange  shall  be  made  under  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  said  county  court.  In  making 
such  exchange  the  said  bonds  issued  under  this  act  shall 
be  estimated  at  their  par  value.  Any  bonds,  coupons,  or 
other  evidences  of  indebtedness  received  in  exchange  for 
the  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  this  act  shall  be  immediately 
canceled,  and  shall  be  burned  in  the  presence  of  said 
county  judge  and  county  clerk. 

§  4.  The  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  this  act  may  be  sold 
for  cash  at  not  less  than  par,  and  the  money  received  for 
same  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  Lyon  county  ap- 
pointed under  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment; 
and  he  and  the  sureties  upon  his  bond  as  such  treasurer 
shall  be  responsible  for  said  money  to  the  same  extent 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  for  the  money  received  by  said 
treasurer  arising  from  taxation. 

§  5.  The  money  realized  from  the  sale  of  bonds  issued 
pursuant  to  this  act,  and  the  money  that  has  been  or  may 
be  realized  from  taxes  levied  and  collected  under  the'act 
to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  and  the  money  that  may

be  realized  from  taxes  that  may  be  levied  under  this  act, 
shall  be  treated  as  one  fund,  and  shall  be  used  or  applied 
to  no  other  purposes  than  in  the  purchase  of  the  prin- 
<;ipal  of  the  bonds  executed  and  given  by  Lyon  county  to 
the  Elizabethtown  and  Paducah  Railroad  Company  as 
provided  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment;  in  the 
payment  of  the  principal  anrJ  Interest  of  the  bonds  issued 
under  this  act,  as  herein  provided;  in  the  payment  of  the 
•costs  and  expenses  incident  to  the  issuing,  sale,  and  ex- 
change of  said  bonds;  and  in  the  payment  of  the  costs 
and  expenses  incident  to  the  levies  and  collection  of 
taxes  under  this  act  and  under  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment.  Said  moneys  mentioned  in  this  section  are 
fict  apart  as  a  sinking  fund,  to  be  used  alone  for  the  pur- 
poses named  above,  and  shall  not  be  appropriated  to  or 
used  for  any  other  purposfe  by  any  character  of  order  or 
proceedings  whatever;  and  said  moneys  shall  not  be 
■attached,  or  the  persona  holding  the  same  garnisheed  at 
the  instance  of  any  creditor  of  said  county  of  Lyon, 
other  than  the  holders  and  owners  of  bonds  and  coupons 
issued  under  this  act. 

§  6.  The  said  treasurer  shall,  with  the  money  realized 
under  this  act,  or  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment, 
pay  off  the  coupons  upon  the  honds  issued  under  this  act 
as  the  said  coupons  mature,  out  of  any  of  said  money 
then  on  hand,  and  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the 
purposes  named  in  last  section.  But  if  at  any  time  the 
amount  of  money  in  the  hands  of  said  treasurer,  or  levied 
and  in  process  of  collection  under  the  act  to  which  this  is 
an  amendment,  should  be  insufficient  to  pay  off  the  cou- 
pons upon  the  bonds  issued  under  this  act  at  that  time 
due  and  owing,  or  to  pay  off  said  bonds  issued  under  this 
act  at  their  rnaturity,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county 
court  of  Lyon  county  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  the  real  estate 
and  personal  property  in  Lyon  county  subject  to  taxa- 
tion under  the  revenue  laws  of  this  State,  including  the 
amounts  owned  by  residents  of  Lyon  county  which  ought 
to  be  given  in  under  the  equalization  laws,  which  levy 
shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  all  the  coupons  upon  said  bonds 
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issued  under  this  act  that  are  then  due,  or  that  will  ma- 
ture within  six  months  thereafter,  or  to  pay  the  said  bonds 
issued  under  this  act  after  their  maturity,  together  with 
the  costs  and  expenses  of  the  collection  and  disbursement 
of  same.  The  levies  provided  for  in  this  section  shall  be 
made  if  the  contingencies  named  should  occur,  although 
the  *'  Financial  Board"  may  not  have  given  their  consent 
thereto. 

g  7.  The  levies  laid  under  the  provisions  of  last  section 
shall  be  collected  and  paid  over  under  the  provisions  of 
the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  and  the  duties  of 
the  sheriff  or  collector  who  may  collect  same,  and  of  the 
treasurer,  and  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  tax-payer 
and  alt  other  persons  with  reference  to  said  levies  and 
the  collection  thereof,  shall  be  governed  by  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment  and  the  laws  therein  referred 
to,  except  as  modified  herein.  The  liability  of  the  sheriff 
or  collector  who  may  collect  said  tax,  and  of  the  sureties 
upon  his  bond  for  the.  collection  thereof,  and  the  liability 
of  the  treasurer  and  the  sureties  upon  his  bond,  shall  be 
as  prescribed  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

§  8.  The  sheriff  of  Lyon  county,  after  he  receives  no- 
tice that  a  levy  has  been  laid  under  this  act  or  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment,  shall  have  thirty  (30)  days 
within  which  he  may  execute  bond  for  the  collection 
thereof;  and  if  he  f<hould  fail  to  give  bond  within  that 
time,  with  good  and  sufficient  security,  he  shall  not  by 

reason  of  such  failure  foifeit  his  office  of  sheriff,  but  shall 

« 

forfeit  hi.^  tight  to  collect  said  tax,  in  which  case  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Lyon  county  court  to  appoint  a  col- 
lector of  said  tax,  as  provided  in  the  act  to  which  this  is 
an  amendment. 

§  9.  The  said  county  court  may,  with  rtie  consent  of 
said  **  Financial  Board,"  cause  the  bondd,  or  any  of  them 
issued  under  this  act,  to  be  redeemed  at  any  time  with 
any  money  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  at  not  more 
than  their  lace  value  and  accrued  interest  at  the  time  of 
redemption  ;  and  said  county  shall  have  the  right  thus  to 
redeem  any  of  said  bonds  before  their  maturity. 


] 
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§  10.  No  more  bonds  shall  be  issued  under  this  act  than 
will  be  sufficient  to  redeem  and  satisfy,  in  the  way  and 
manner  provided  herein,  all  the  bonds,  coupons,  and  other 
indebtedness  of  Lyon  county  outstanding  and  unpaid  at 
the  time  said  new  bonds  shall  be  issued;  and  if  the  bonds 
first  ifisued  are  not  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  olhers.may 
be  issued  from  time  to  time  until  that  purpose  is  fully 
accomplished.  The  clerk  of  the  Lyon  county  court  shall 
keep  a  record  of  all  bonds  issued  under  this  act,  showing 
the  date  of  each  bond,  when  payable,  the  amount  there- 
of, and  the  number  of  coupons  attached  to  each;  also  the 
number  and  amount  of  bonds  sold,  and  the  number  and 
amount  exchanged,  as  provided  for  in  this  act;  said  bonds 
shall  be  of  the  denominations  of  fifty,  one  hundred,  and 
five  hundred  dollars. 

§  11.  The  county  court  of  Lyon  county  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  make  and  enter  into  any 
contract  or  contracts  with  any  person,  j)erson8,  or  cor- 
poration for  the  compromise,  purchase,  or  redemption  of 
any  and  all  bonds,  coupons,  or  other  indebtedness  of  said 
county,  by  the  exchange  of  new  bonds  therefor,  issued 
under  this  act,  or  for  the  sale  of  such  new  bonds  or  pur- 
chase of  old  bonds,  under  such  limitations  and  restric- 
tions as  are  provided  in  this  act  and  that  to  which  this  is 
an  amendment,  and  provided  such  contract  or  contracts 
shall  be  sanctioned  by  said  ''Financial  Board." 

§  12.  In  the  eVent  judgment  should  be  rendered  on  any 
bond  or  bonds  which  may  be  issued  by  Lyon  county 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  coupon  of  any 
such  bond  or  bonds,  such  judgment  shall  constitute  a 
lien  upon  all  real  and  personal  property  in  said  county 
subject  to  taxation  under  the  revenue  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. • 

§  13.  If  the  court  rendering  such  judgment  should  be 
of  opinion  that  such  serious  obstruction  is  likely  to  be 
ofiered  to  the  enforcement  of  any  such  judgment  as  will 
materially  delay  it,  it  shall,  on  motion  of  plaintiff  there- 
in, refer  the  same  to  a  commissioner,  with  instructions  to 
ascertain   and  report  on   a  day  to  be   by  it  named  the 
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amount  •which  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  owners  or 
holders  of  any  such  property  to  pay,  in  order  to  raise 
promptly,  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  such  property 
owned  by  each,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  said  judg- 
ment and  all  costs  of  said  suit,  and  the  costs  of  collectings 
the  same,  making  due  allowance  for  probable  delinquen- 
cies. 

§  14.  Upon  making  any  such  reference,  the  said  court 
shall  make  an  order,  and  if  n«ed  be,  enforce  it  by  process 
of  contempt,  directing  the  officers  having  charge  of  the 
books  containing  the  last  assessment  for  purposes  of 
State  taxation  to  deliver  them  to  the  said  commissioner, 
to  be  by  him  used  in  making  out  his  report. 

§  15.  If,  for  any  reason,  such  assessment  books  shall  not 
be  promptly  forthcoming,  the  court  shall  provide  for  mak- 
ing a  new  assessment  under  the  direction  and  supervision 
of  the  said  commissioners. 

§  16.  Upon  the  completion  of  said  report,  the  said 
commissioner  shall  file  the  same  in  the  clerk's  office  of 
said  court,  and  publish  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
•town  of  Eddyville,  once  a  week  for  three  weeks,  a  notice 
of  the  filing  of  said  report,  and  that  same  will  be  open 
for  exceptions  to  be  filed  in  said  clerk's  office  until  a  day 
to  be  mentioned  in  said  notice,  which  day  shall  not  be  less 
than  thirty  nor  more  than  forty  days  from  the  last  day  on 
which  said  notice  is  to  be  published.  If  no  newspaper 
shall  at  the  time  be  published  in  said  town,  then  the 
notice  shall  be  given  by  posting  printed  notices  at  three 
or  more  public  places  in  each  election  district  in  said 
county  for  at  least  three  weeks. 

§  17.  On  a  day  to  be  named  by  the  court  in  the  or- 
der referring  said  judgment  to  the  commissioner,  or  on 
the  first  day  of  the  next  regular  or  special  term  of  the 
said  court  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  filing  ex- 
ceptions, the  said  exceptions  shall  stand  for  hearing;  but 
the  hearing  thereof  may  be  continued  from  time  to  time, 
for  good  cause  shown,  or  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the 
court. 
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§  18.  When,  after  sucli  correction  as  the  court  may 
deem  proper,  said  report  shall  be  approved  and  confirmed, 
judgment  shall  be  rendered  against  each  of  the  parties 
named  in  the  report  for  the  amount  each,  according  to  said 
report  as  so  corrected,  should  be  required  to  pay,  and  for 
costs;  and  at  the  expiration  of  ninety  days  from  the  date 
of  said  judgment,  several  executions  shall  issue  against 
all  persons  vvho  have  not  then  paid  to  the  sheriff  or  other 
officer  who  collects  executions  from  said  court,  the  sums 
adjudged  to  be  due  by  them  respectively,  which  executions 
may  be  levied  upon  any  property  held  by  defendants 
therein  respectively,  or  which  was  owned  by  them  at  the 
date  of  the  judgment. 

§  lU.  The  court  sh>ill  malce  proper  orders  for  the  safe- 
keeping and  disposition  of  the  money  to  be  collected 
under  the  provisions  or  this  act;  and  it  the  amount  col- 
lected shall  be  more  than  necessary  to  pay  the  judgment 
and  costs,  the  residue  shall  be  p^d  over  to  the  said  treas- 
urer appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment,  or  to  such  other  officer  or  person 
as  the  county  court  of  said  county  may,  by  order,  direct 
to  receive  same,  and  same  shall  be  used  as  provided  in 
regard  to  other  funds  collected  under  this  act  and  the  act 
to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

§  20.  The  sherifT  or  other  officer  who  may  collect  such 
sums  as  shall  be  voluntarily  paid  to  him  under  such  judg- 
ment, shall  be  responsible  for  same  on  his  official  bond, 
and   shall   be   entitled   to   such   compensation    as  sheriffs 

shall  be  entitled  to  for  collecting  taxes  due  this  Common- 
wealth. 

§  21.  The  bonds  issued  under  this  act  shall  on  their 
face  stipulate  that  the  holders  of  any  of  them,  or  of  any 
coupon  thereof,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  remedies  for  the 
collection  of  same  herein  provided  for. 

§  22.  The  county  judge  of  Lyon  county,  sitting  as  a 
court,  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  of  the 
county  court  of  Lyon  county,  within  the  meaning  and 
purview  of  this  act,  and  possess  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  conferred  upon  the  Lyon  county  court  by  this 
act. 
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§  23.  For  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  accomplish- 
ing the  objects  and  purposes  of  this  act,  and  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment,  the  said  treasurer  shall 
deposit  such  portions  of  the  money  at  any  time  in  his 
hands  with  any  person,  persons,  corporation,  or  corpora- 
tions appointed  as  agents  for  said  county,  as  he  may  be 
directed  to  do  by  the  order  of  said  county  court,  provided 
said  order  shall  be  sanctioned  by  said  *'  Financial  Board." 
Said  treasurer,  in  his  settlements  with  the  county  court, 
shall  be  required  to  report  under  oath  the  amount  of 
interest,  if  any,  which  he  has  collected  upon  any  of  said 
funds  in  his  hands  or  under  his  control. 

§  24.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  777. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Shawnee  Turnpike  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  D.  J.  Curry,  R.  H.  Cecil,  W.  W.  Goddard,  P. 
B.  Thompson,  jr.,  Ben.  C.  Hardin,  H.  Clay  Davis,  and  J. 
M.  Tebbetts,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  "  The  Shawnee  Turnpike  Com- 
pany," with  perpetual  succession;  and  by  that  name  are 
hereby  made  capable,  in  law  and  equity,  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and 
equity;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  to  make,  use, 
and  have  a  common  seal,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure; and  said  corporation  shall  have  such  powers  and 
authority  as  are  usual  and  incident  to  turnpike  corpora- 
tions in  Kentucky,  and  as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  charter. 

^  2.  The  object  of  said  corporation  is  to  construct  and 
maintain  a  turnpike  road  in  Mercer  county,  commenc- 
ing on  the  pike  leading  from  Harrodsburg  to  Lexington, 
opposite  or  near  the  residence  of  Martin  Shehan,  and 
running  thence  nearly  due  north  across  Shawnee  Run, 


'n 
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between  the  lands  owned  by  J.  M.  Tebbetts  and  R.  H. 
Cecil  to  the  Mundy's  Landing  Turnpike,  or  as  near  on 
said  described  line  as  may  be  found  convenient  and  expe- 
dient; said  road  to  be  as  nearly  straight  as  practicable, 
and  to  be  not  less  than  forty  feet  nor  more  than  fifty  feet 
in  width.  Said  corporation  shall  definitely  fix  and  locate 
said  route  for  the  construction  of  said  pike,  prescribe  the 
grades  and  the  width  and  depth  of  the  metal  placed 
thereon,  and  the  mode  and  manner  of  constructing  the 
same,  and  designate  the  place  for  a  toll-gate.  After  one 
mile  of  said  road  shall  be  completed,  they  shall  have  the 
right  to  charge  proportionate  toll,  and  apply  the  same  to 
the  completion  or  repairing  of  said  road,  and  so  with 
each  additional  mile  to  be  completed. 

^  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  or  decreased  at  the  will 
of  said  company,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars each. 

§  4.  All  the  affairs  a^id  business  of  said  company,  not 
herein  specially  delegated  to  the  stockholders,  shall  be 
managed  and  controlled  by  a  board  of  directors,  com- 
posed of  five  stockholders,  one  of  whom  shall  be  presi- 
dent of  the  board,  to  be  chosen  by  the  members  thereof; 
and  five  of  the  corporators  named  in  this  act,  to  be  chosen 
among  themselves,  shall  constitute  the  board  of  directors 
for  the  period  of  one  year  from  and  after  the  organiza- 
tion of  said  company  under  this  act,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified;  and  thereafter  the 
directors  are  to  be  chosen  annually  by  the  stockholders 
at  such  times  and  places  as  said  board  shall  appoint,  and 
shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified.  At  the  annual  election 
the  stockholders  shall  have  the  power,  if  they  see  fit  to 
do  so,  to  prescribe  and  fix  the  salary  of  the  president; 
and  in  the  election  of  said  board,  and  in  the  fixing  of 
said  salary,  each  stockholder  shall  haye  a  vote  for  each 
share  of  stock  held  by  him.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in 
said  board  shall  be  filled  bv  the  remaining  members 
thereof,    until    the    next   annual    meeting   of  the   stock- 
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holders,  and  until  their  successor  or  successors  shall  have 
been  elected  and  qualified.  The  board  shall  have  the 
power  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  secretary,  and  all  other 
officers  and  agents  deemed  necessary  by  said  board,  and 
to  remove  them  or  any  of  them  at  pleasure,  and  to  re- 
quire of  said  officer  such  bonds  as  they  may  deem  nec- 
essary to  secure  the  performance  of  their  respective 
duties,  and  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  company;  and 
said  board  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  prescribe 
and  establish  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  fixing  the 
duties  of  the  officers  and  agents  of  the  company,  and  the 
mode  and  manner  of  their  performance,  and  also  to 
establish  by  laws  and  rules  for  the  transaction,  control, 
and  management  of  the  business  and  affairs  of  the  com- 
pany. 

§  5.  Said  company  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
purchase,  lease,  buy,  sell,  and  convey  any  real  or  personal 
estate  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  interests  of  the  com- 
pany- ^ 

§  6.  Said  board  may  establish  the  rate  of  toll  to  be  col- 
lected, and  may,  in  such  manner  as  they  deem  best,  reg- 
ulate the  travel  on  said  road,  and  charge  tolls  therefor, 
and  collect  the  same;  but  such  tolls  so  charged  and  col- 
lected shall  not  exceed  in  proportion  the  rates  of  toll 
allowed  by  the  General  Statutes.  Said  board  may  issue 
to  persons  traveling  said  road  permits  for  any  length  of 
time,  not  exceeding  one  year,  at  such  charge  and  price  as 
may  be  agreed  upon,  and  such  permit  may  be  for  the  per- 
son alone  to  whom  it  is  granted,  and  his  or  her  family, 
and  servants  and  employers,  as  may  be  agreed. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  officers  and  employes  of 
said  company  to  enter,  with  their  tools  and  appliances, 
upon  lands  over  and  contiguous  to  which  the  intended 
road  shall  pass,  first  giving  notice  to  the  owners  or  occu- 
pants thereof.  The  compa-ny  shall  have  power  to  take  and 
receive  the  right  ,of  way  over  and  through  the  lands 
where  said  road  may  be  located;  and  if  in  any  instance 
the  right  of  way  cannot  be  procured  by  agreement  with 
the  guardian  of  any  infant,  or  any  executor,  or  owner  or 
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t 
owners  of  lands  through  which  the  road  is  to  pass,  then 

said  company  shall  apply  to  the  Mercer  county  court  for 
a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  to  assess  the  damages  which 
may  be  sustained  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  lands; 
and  said  court  shall  issue  such  writ  by  its  clerk,  directing 
the  sheriff  of  said  county,  on  a  day  to  be  named  in  said 
writ,  to  meet  upon  the  lands  through  which  the  way  is 
sought  to  be  established,  with  a  jury  of  twelve  discreet 
householders  of  said  county  not  living- within  two  miles 
of  said  road,  which  jury,  upon  being  sworn,  shall  view 
and  assess  the'damages  sustained  by  the  establishment  of 
the  right  of  way  for  said  road.  Said  jury  shall  take  into 
account  the  advantages  and  benefits  accruing  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  lands,  as  well  as  the  disadvan- 
tages and  value  of  the  lands,  in  making  up  their  verdict; 
and  upon  payment  of  the  damages,  if  any  shall  be  as- 
sessed, or  in  case  no  damages  shall  be  assessed  and 
awarded  by  said  jury,  after  a  full  hearing  of  the  case,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  Qompany  to  open  and  make  said 
road,  and  to  do  all  the  Work  pertaining  thereto;  and  the 
writ  of  ad  quod  damnum^  with  the  action  had  thereon,  shall 
be  returned  to  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  whence 
it  issued;  and  all  proceedings  thereon  shall  be  the  same 
as  are  prescribed  by  the  general  law  when  said  writ  is 
issued,  so  far  as  is  not  inconsistent  with  this  charter. 

§  8.  The  county  court  of  Mercer  county  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  take  stock  in  said  turnpike  company,  not  to 
exceed  the  amount  per  mile  which  said  county  court  now 
has  authority  by  law  to  subscribe  to  turnpike  roads;  and 
the  towns  of  Harrodsburg  and  Burgin  and  respectively 
authorized  to  take  stock  in  said  road. 

§  9.  Said  corporators,  or  any  two  of  them,  may  open  a 
book  /or  subscription  to  the  stock  of  said  company^  at 
such  time  and  places  as  they  may  designate,  of  which 
due  notice  shall  be  given  by  posting  the  same  at  the 
court-house  door  in  Harrodsburg;  and  the  subscribers  to 
the  stock  shall  sign  therein  an  obligation,  in  substance  as 
follows:  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  re- 
spectively promise  to  pay  the  Shawnee  Turnpike  Com- 
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pany  the  sum  of  twenty -five  dollars  for  each  share  of 
stock  set  opposite  to  our  names,  in  such  proportions,  and 
at  such  times,  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  directors  of 
said  company. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  778. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Gioeinnati  and  Southeastern  Railroad. 

Whereas,  The  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  in  token 
of  her  sympathy  with  all  enterprises  intended  to  develop 
her  natural  resources  and  increase  her  material  wealth, 
has  exempted  from  taxation  such  property  within  her 
borders  for  a  period  of  years;  and  whereas,  such  a  policy, 
at  once  generous  and  wisely  selfish,  has  attracted  invest- 
ment of  capital  and  opened  the  way  for  a  speedy  and 
successful  development  of  our  unlimited  mineral  wealth; 
and  whereas,  the  Cincinnati  and  Southeastern  Railway, 
without  aid  of  local  subscription,  is  engaged  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  standard  gauge  railway  from  Newport,  in 
•  Campbell  county,  to  Pound  Gap,  on  the  line  between  Ken- 
tucky and  Virginia,  traversing  in  its  course  a  wide  extent 
of  unproductive  land,  which  will  be  made  productive  and 
valuable  by  the  construction  of  said  road  ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  Cincinnati  and  Southeastern  Railroad, 
from  the  city  of  Newport  to  Pound  Gap,  its  property  and 
effects,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  exempted  from  State, 
county,  or  municipal  tax  for  a  period  of  ten  years:  Pro- 
vided^ That  if  said  railway  company  shall  fail  to  complete 
said  railway,  and  put  the  same  in  operation  to  the  coal 
and  iron  fields  of  Southeastern  Kentucky  within  three 
years  from  the  first  day  of  March,  1882,  then  this  act  shall 
be  null  and  void,  and  said  company  shall  be  liable  for  all 
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taxes  that  have  accrued  during  the  three  years  interven- 
ing between  March  1st,  1882,  and  March  Ist,  1885. 

'  §  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
8ae:e. 

Approved  April  1,  1882. 


CHAPTER  779. 

AN  ACT  to  empower  the  coanty  court  of  Mercer  county  to  appropriate  part 
of  the  jail  sod  jail-yard  for  work-bouse  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

(  1.  That  the  county  court  of  the  county  of  Mercer  be 
hereby  empowered  to  appropriate  and  use  the  upper 
story  of  the  ohl  jail  building  which  is  not  in  use  and  a 
part  of  the  jail  lot,  by  100  feet  in  width  and  75  feet  in 
length,  off  the  west  end  of  said  lot,  for  work-house  pur- 
poses and  for  confinement  of  persons  sent  by  process  of 
law  to  serve  a  term  in  said  work-house. 

§  2.  That  this  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  KinnicoDick  Creek  Turnpike  Road  Company, 
and  to  repeal  so  nincl)  of  section  6  of  the  art,  entitled  **  An  act  to  incor- 
porate  the  Vanceburg,  Dry  Run,  and  Kinniconick  Creek  Turnpike  Road 
Company,"  approved  February  18tb,  1869,  as  contlicis  wiib  tbis  act. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  L.  A.  Muleer,  Wm.  HarHy,  Jonathan  Esham, 
Samuel  McEIdowny,  and  Joseph  D.  Redden,  and  their 
associates  and  successors  in  office,  are  created  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
**  Kinniconick  Creek  Turnpike  Road  Company."  The 
capital  stock  shall  be  fifty  thousand  dollars;  each  share  of 
stock  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars.  Said  company  shall 
have  power  to  sge   and   be  sued,  contract  and  be  con- 
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the  same  to  break,  alter,  or  amend  at  pleasure.  They 
may  make  and  ordain  regulations  and  by-laws  for  their 
government,  and  those  now  in  f6rce  in  said  lodge  to  alfer 
when  deemed  proper,  and  may  change   and    renew  the  j 

same  at  pleasure  :  Provided,  They  be  not  in  contravention 
of  the  constitution,  laws,  and  regulations  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  incor- 
porated by  an  act  approved  February  the  16th,  1838,  nor 
in  contravention  of  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  State.  The  said  corporation 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  acquire  and  hold  real 
and  peri>onaI  estate  not  exceeding  teii  thousan.d  dollars  in 
vajue,  and  from  time  to  time,  if  deemed  expedient,  sell 
and  convey  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  to  reinvest 
and  dispose  of  the  proceeds.  The  right  to  alter,  amend, 
or  repeal  this  act  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  General  As- 
sembly. 

§  2.  The  individual  property  of  the  members  of  this 
lodge  shall  not  be  responsible  or  liable  for  the  debts  of 
the  corporation. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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tracted  with,  hold,  enjoy,  possess,  sell,  convey,  and  dis- 
pose of  real  and  personal  estate,  not  exceeding  the  sum 
of  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

^  2.  The  officers  of  said  connpany  shall  consist  of  a 
president,  treasurer,  secretary,  and  three  directors;  and 
the  office  of  secretary  and  treasurer  may  be  filled"  by  one 
and  the  same  person;  and  the  president  shall  be  one  of 
the  directors.  The  said  officers  shall  he  chosen  annually 
bv  the  stockholders  in  such  manner  and  at  such  time  as 
said  company  shall  provide  for  by  its  by-laws;  and  said 
officers  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 
The  treasurer  shall  give  bond  to  the  president  and  direct* 
ors  of  said  company,  with  good  and  sufficient  security, 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  such  ;  and 
for  any  breach  thereof  the  company,  or  any  person  ag- 
grieved or  injured  thereby,  may  have  his  or  their  proper 
action  or  remedy  at  law  upon  said  bond,  and  against  said 
treasurer  and  sureties. 

§  3.  The  company  may,  by  appropriate  proceeding, 
cause  to  be  condemned  for  the  use  of  said  road  the  right 
of  way,  sites  for  toil  gates,  residence  of  the  keeper,  and 
for  such  other  purpose  as  said  company  may  need,  land 
for  the  use  of  said  road;  they  may  also  in  like  manner 
condemn  ;^tone  quarries,  gravel  beds,  and  all  necessary 
and  proper  materials  to  build  and  keep  in  repair  said 
road,  and  all  necessary  bridges  on  the  same.  Said  turn- 
pike road  shall  commence  at  the  present  terminus  of  the 
Vanceburg,  Dry  Run  and  Kinniconick  Creek  Turnpike 
Road,  near  the  residence  of  Thos.  B.  Harrison,  formerly 
the  residence  of  J.  W.  Rand,  and  run  thence  up  said  Kin- 
niconick Creek,  keeping  the  route  of  the  present  county 
road  so  far  as  practicable,  passing  near  the  mouth  of 
the  Holly  Fork,  and  continuing  up  the  valley  of  said  Kin- 
niconick Creek,  with  said  county  road  so  far  as  practi- 
cable, to  the  crossing  of  said  creek  with  the  road  leading 
up  the  Indian  Fork  of  said  creek;  and  thence  up  either 
fork  of  said  creek,  Indian  or  Elk,  as  said  company  may  . 
hereafter  determine    by   a   majority   of  its  stockholders, 
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selecting  the  most  practicable  route  for  the  location  of 
said  road  as  the  company  may  deem  best  and  proper. 
They  shall  make  proper  provision  for  public  travel  over 
the  present  county  road  wherever  the  same  interferes  or 
conflicts  during  the  construction  of  said  turnpike  road. 
The  said  company  will  not  be  required  to  build  a  bridge 
across  the  Holly  Fork  of  said  creek,  but  shall  prepare  the 
proper  approaches  to  and  from.  The  building  of  bridges 
along  the  route  of  said  road  shall  be  left  to  the  best 
judgment  and  discretion  of  said  company;  the  said  road 
to  be  located  by  the  said  company,  or  by  commissioners 
under  its  direction  and  management;  and  when  said 
road  is  finished  and  in  condition  for  public  travel  a  dis- 
tance of  one  mile,  said  company  may  erect  a  toll-gate 
and  charge  for  said  mile  thus  traveled  in  proportion  and 
at  same  rate  as  charged  for  like  distance  on  the  Vance- 
burg,  Dry  Run  and  Kinniconick  Road,  and  so  on  for  each 
mile  so  finished  and  traveled;  but  one  toll-gate  shall  be 
erected  for  each  five  miles  so  finished  and  traveled. 

§  4.  That  Tho?.  B.  Harrison,  Wm.  Hardy,  and  Sam'l 
McEldowny,  any  one  of  whom  may  act.  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  of  ^stock 
to  said  turnpike  road  company  at  such  times  and  places 
as  said  commissioners  or  commissioner  so  acting  may 
from  time  to  time  deem  expedient  and  proper;  that  such 
of  said  commissioners  as  shall  act  shall  procure  one  or 
more  books,  and  the  subscribers  for  stock  shall  sign  an 
obligation  in  substance  as  follows  :  ''  We,  whose  names 
are  hereto  subscribed,  do  promise  to  the  Kinniconick 
Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sum  of  $25  for  each  share 
set  opposite  our  respective  names,  in  such  proportions 
and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  president 
and  directors  of  said  company.'* 

§  5.  That  so  soon  as  two  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed 
in  stock  to  said  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  conr:* 
missioners,  or  the  one  or  ones  acting,  to  give  notice  to 
those  who  have  subscribed  stock  to  said  company  of  a 
.  meeting  of  stockholders  at  the  residence  or  storehouse  of 
Thos.  B.  Harrison  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  the  officers 
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•of  said  company.     Each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to 
•one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  owned  by  him. 

§  6.  That  so  soon  as  the  officers  are  elected  and  the 
company  organized,  said  company  shall  possess  all  the 
powers,  authority,  rights,  and  privileges,  and  may  do  all 
acts  and  things  necessary  to  enable  the  company  to  build 
said  turnpike  road,  the  erection  of  gates,  collection  of 
tolls,  appointing  all  necessary  engineers,  surveyors,  and 
agents  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  building  and  success- 
ful occupation,  use,  and  operating  of  said  road,  and  for 
keeping  the  same  in  repair. 

§  7.  That  said  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and 
regulate  the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road;  the  width 
or  part  thereof  to  be  covered  by  stone  or  gravel,  and  the 
width  or  part  thereof  to  be  elevated  and  graded,  and  left 
uncovered  with  stone,  &c.  They  shall  designate  the  place 
for  the  erection  of  gates,  not  exceeding  one  for  every  five 
miles  of  said  road  :  Provided^  The  width  of  said  road  shall 
not  exceed  fifty  fe€t,  and  the  part  covered  with  stone  or 
gravel  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  feet,  and  part  graded 

feet,  and   the  stone  or  gravel  to  be  twelve  inches 

•deep,  and  they  may  use  such  stone  or  gravel  as  shall  be 
accessible  and  convenient  thereto. 

§  8.'  The  president  and  directors  shall  deliver  a  certifi- 
cate, signed  by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the 
treasurer,  to  each  stockholder  for  the  shares  by  him  held, 
which  certificate  may  be  transferable  on  the  books  of 
said  board  according  to  the  order  of  'such  stockholder; 
but  no  share  shall  be  'transferred  until  all  calls  or  arrear- 
ages thereon  are  paid. 

§  9.  That  the  president  of  the  board  may  call  meetings 
of  the  board  at  such  times  and  places  as  he  may  think 
^proper,  and  a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  be  necessary 
for  the  transaction  of  business.  Said  board  shall  keep  a 
•record  of  its  proceedings,  to  be  entered  in  a  book  to  be 
furnished  for  that  purpose;  and  each  day's  proceedings 
•«hall  be  signed  by  the  president  or  presiding  officer. 

§  10.  The  president  and  directors  may  call  on  the  sub- 
scribers of  stock  for  any  portion  of  their  stock  subscribed, 
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not  exceeding  one  fourth  of  the  total  amount  at  a  time^ 
nor  on  shorter  periods  than  three  months  after  the  first 
call  (the  fir:»t  call  of  one-fourth  may  be  called  fpr,  and' 
payment  enforced  at  any  time  after  said  board  is  organ- 
ized), and  until  all  the  stock  subscribed  shall  be  paid  in' 
by  the  subscribers  of  stock. 

§  11.  That  in  order  to  enable  said  company  to  build 
their  road  as  speedily  as  possible,  and  equalize  the  bur- 
thens thereof,  there  is  hereby  levied  on  all  property,  real^ 
personal,  and  mixed,  subject  to  taxation  for  State  rev- 
enue purposes,  within  two  miles  of  said  turnpike  road  as- 
surveyed  and  located,  and  on  either  side  thereof  (not  now 
taxed  to  build  any  other  turnpike  road),  an  ad  valorem  tax 
of  one  dollar  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  prop- 
erty, said  tax  to  be  levied  and  collected  each  year  until 
said  turnpike  road  is  finished  from  its  beginning  point  to 
its  terminus,  in  said  county,  either  on  the  Elk  Fork  or 
Indian  Fork  of  said  creek,  as  shall  hereafter  be  determined 
by  said  company. 

§  12.  That  said  company  may  appoint  an  assessor  to 
assess  the  estate,  as  aforesaid,  subject  to  taxation,  along, 
the  route  of  said  road  so  surveyed  and  established,  of  all 
persons  and  property  subject  and  liable  therefor.  Said 
assessment  shall  be  returned  to  the  May  or  June  term  of 
the  Lewis  county  court,  in  each  year,  which  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  revision  and  correction  by  said  county  court, 
and  said  court  shall  list  said  tax  lists  with  the  sheriff  of 
Lewis  coitnty  for  collection;  and  said  sherifi*  shall  receive 
and  collect  said  taxes  and  pay  same  over  to  the  treasurer 
of  said  turnpike  road  company  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  December  in  each  year.  For  any  default  of  said  sherifi 
under  this  act,  he  and  his  securities  shall  be  liable  to  suit 
or  suits  on  his  ofiicial  bond  as  sherifi*.  Said  suit  or  suits- 
shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  president  of  said 
'*  Kinniconick  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  for  the  use  of 
said  company,  in  the  Lewis  circuit  court.  Said  company 
shall  recover  in  said  suit  or  suits  the  amount  of  taxes 
collected  by  said  sherifli',  or  what  he  might  have  collected 
by  due  diligence,  with  same  interest,  costs,  and  damages 
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now  allowed  by  law  againBt  sheriffs  for  failing  to  collect 
and  paying  over  the  county  levy. 

§  13.  The  taxpayers  who  pay  taxes  under  this  act 
toward  building  :»aid  turnpike  road  shall  be  stockholdei& 
in  said  turnpike  road  company  fur  the  amount  of  taxe& 
they  shall  thus  pay;  and  proper  certificates  thereof  shall 
be  delivered  to  them  by  said  company  therefor  whenever 
they  shall  have  paid  an  amount  equal  to  twenty-five  dol- 
lars, and  so  on  until  the  road  is  completed. 

§  14  That  it  t^hall  be  the  privilege  of  each  individual 
through  whose  land  said  turnpike  road  may  run  or  pass, 
who  shall  subscribe  stock,  to  work  out  the  value  of  his 
said  stock  through  his  said  land  at  the  estimated  price  for 
labor  done  by  others  on  said  road,  or  he  shall  have  the 
preference  at  the  lowest  bid,  if  made  known  by  him 
before  the  work  i-»  commenced  by  the  other  party  or  the 
company.  All  subscribers  of  stock  shall  have  the  priv- 
ilege of  working  out  their  stock  so  subscribed,  under  the 
direction  of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road,  at 
the  customary  price  for  labor,  instead  of  paying  the  same 
in  money.  They  must,  however,  work  under, the  direc- 
tion of  the  president  and  directors  or  their  agent. 

^  15.  That  whenever  the  resources  of  said  company 
are  such  that,  with  the  aid  of  the  county  subscription  of 
one  thousand  dollars  per  mile,  said  company  will  be 
enabled  to  build  the  road  one  mile,  or  its  entire  length 
from  the  beginning  point  aforesaid  to  the  intersection  of 
the  county  road  at  the  crossing  of  Kinniconick  creek, 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Indian  Fork  (five  miles  more  or 
less),  and  when  said  road  shall  have  been  actually  laid 
out  and  located  by  a  competent  engineer,  and  the  right 
of  way  therefor  obtained,  and  proof  of  these  facts  satis- 
factorily made  to  the  county  court  of  Lewis  county, -s^id 
court  shall  be  authorized  and  directed  to  make  the  sub- 
scription of  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile,  and  so  on  for 
each  mile  so  made  and  ready  for  travel  and  use  by  the 
public. 

§  16.  That  sections  twenty-third  and  twenty-fourth  of 
an  act,  entitled  ''  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Vanceburg, 
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Salt  Lick,  Tolleboro,  and  Maysville  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany, in  Lewis  county,  and  to  establish  a  sinking  fund 
board  for  said  county,"  approved  February  13th,  1H67,  so 
far  as  the  same  are  applicable,  are  hereby  adopted  and 
re-enacted  as  part  of  this  act. 

5  17.  The  commissioners  appointed  to  open  books  for 
the  subscription  of  stock  are  hereby  authorized  to  receive 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  in  lieu 
of  taxes,  and  the  persons  so  subscribing  and  paying  their 
stock  shall  not  be  compelled  to  pay  the  special  tax  levied 
by  section  11  of  this  act  until  the  entire  amount  of  taxes 
assessed  against  him  or  them  shall  equal  the  amount 
which  he  or  they  may  have  subscribed  and  paid  on  their 
said  subscription  of  stock  to  the  company;  their  subscrip- 
tion shall  be  considered  and  treated  as  taxes  paid  in  ad- 
vance, and  all  the  tax-payers  being  stockholders  to  the 
amount  of  taxes  they  thus  pay  to  assist  in  building  said 
road. 

§  18.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  teaming 
on  said  turnpike  road  to  rough-lock,  or  lock  with  a  chain, 
any  wagon  while  going  over  said  road;  and  all  persons 
teaming  on  said  road  shall  be  required  to  use  the  rub- 
lock,  if  any;  and  for  any  violation  of  this  section  the 
offender  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each 
offense,  to  be  recovered  upon  conviction  before  a  Justice 
of  the  peace  by  warrant  in  the  name  of  the  president  of 
said  road. 

§  19.  If  any  person  shall  go  around  or  turn  off  said 
road  with  the  intent  to  avoid  the  payment  of  tolls,  or 
shall  pass  through  refusing  to  pay  toll,  he  and  he,  she,  or 
they  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace,  be  fined  five  dollars  for  each  of  said  offenses,  to  be 
collected  as  other  sums  under  the  jurisdiction  of  such 
officers, 

^  20.  That  so  much  of  section  six  (6)  of  the  act,  entitled 
"An  act  to  incorporate  the  Vanceburg,  Dry  Run,  and 
Kinniconick  Creek  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  approved 
February  18th,  1869,  as  comes  in  conflict  with  this  act,  or 
gives  that  oompany  the  right  and  power  to  build  and  ex- 
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tend  their  said  road  up  Kinniconick  Greek  to  the  mouth 
of  the  Indian  Run  Fork,  and  thence  to  same  point  in 
Rowan  county,  as  contemplated  by  said  section  of  said 
act  as  a  branch  road,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  re- 
pealed. 

§21.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER   782. 

AN  ACT    to   incorporate   the    Uaioo    Gouotj    River   Bottom    Land    Fence 

Company . 

Whereas,  The  section  of  land  in  Union  county,  Ken- 
tucky, lying  in  the  bottoms  opposite  Shawneetown,  Illi- 
nois, is  subject  to  overflow  from  the  Ohio  river;  and 
whereas,  the  late  rise  in  the  Ohio  river  has  swept  away 
most  of  the  division,  cross,  and  other  fencing  on  these 
land^.  Whereas,  it  is  desirable,  in  point  of  convenience, 
economy,  and  necessity,  that  one  common  fence  should  be 
built  and  kept  up  by  the  land-owners  around  their  farms 
in  said  bottom;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  George  Huston,  Henry  C.  Dixon,  John  C. 
Atkinson,  W.  B.  Henshaw,  John  Young  Brovirn,  Mrs. 
Mary  F.  Burbank,  John  M.  Lambert,  and  John  C.  Atkin- 
son, executor  of  George  Atkinson,  deceased,  and  such 
other  persons  in  their  stead  as  may  hereafter  succeed  to 
the  ownership  of  the  lands  now  owned  by  them  (same 
lying  and  being  in  the  county  of  Union,  below  the  ferry 
opposite  Shawneetown,  Illinois,  and  extending  down  the 
Ohio  river  to  the  lower  line  of  George  Huston's  farm, 
lying  next  to  the  Brown  farm),  be,  and  are  hereby,  con- 
stituted a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  **  Union  County  River  Bottom  Land 
Fence  Company,"  with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  for  the  specific  purpose  as 
set  forth  herein,  to-wit:   To  build  and  re-build,  and  keep 
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in  re^^air,  from  year  to  year,  one  common  fence  (post- 
plan,  plank,  or  rail)  inclosing  their  lands  hereinbefore 
mentioned:  Provided  further^  That  they  shall  have  power 
to  contract  with  other  parties,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary, 
for  the  privilege  of  building  a  fence  across  their  lands  so 
as  to  inclose  those  mentioned. 

§  2.  They  ehall  elect  of  their  number  a  chairman,  sec- 
retary, and  treasurer,  a  majority  of  the  parties  above 
named  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  such  purpose,  or  for  the 
transaction  of  any  business  whatever.  In  the  event  of  a 
•division  and  sale  of  the  lands^i  inclosed  by  the  common 
fence,  increasing  the  number  of  parties  in  this  corporation 
by  virtue  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  it  shall  still  re- 
quire a  majority  of  all  the  parties  to  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  purpose  of  business,  and  said  parties  may  vote  on 
all  matters  by  authorize»d  proxies. 

§  3  They  shall  have  power  to  pas»s  any  rules  and  regu- 
lations, and  to  impose  fines  and  penalties  they  may  deem 
proper,  to  insure  the  success  of  the  object  of  this  act. 

§4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  make  all 
contracts  involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  but  no 
such  contract  shall  be  binding  upon  the  company  until 
submitted  for  their  approval,  and  countersigned,  under 
their  order,  by  the  chairman,  a  record  of  the  yeas  and 
n^ys  being  kept  by  the  secretary;  and  when  it  becomes 
necessary  to  meet  the  expense  incurred  by  any  contract 
of  the  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to 
a<^sess  a  specific  tax  upon  the  parties  named  in  this  act, 
or  hereafter  becoming  parties  by  virtue  of  this  act,  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  acres  of  cleared  land  on  the 
tracts  owned  by  each,suflicient  in  the  aggregate  to  cover 
said  expense,  and  to  deliver  a  copy  of  such  assessment  or 
assessments  over  bis  official  sigfnature  to  the  treasurer. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  collect  all 
assessments  made  and  delivered  to  him  by  the  secretary 
from  th<^  parties  against  whom  such  assessments  have 
been  ma«le,  and  he  is  hereby  granted  the  power  to  collect 
the  same  by  law;  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  any  such 
assessment  the  company  shall  have  a  lien  upon  the  lands 
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enclosed  by  the  common  fence  against  which  the  assess- 
ment has  been  made,  which  lien  may  be  enforced  by  any 
•court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  the  county  of  Union 
It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  collect  all 
fines  imposed  under  the  power  granted  in  section  third  of 
^his  act;  and  he  shall  have  the  power  to  collect  the  same 
by  legal  proceedings. 

§  6.   It  shall  further  be  lawful  for  this  company  to  con- 
tract for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  any  fences  or  parts  of 
fences  that  may  be  already  built  upon  the  route  of  the 
^proposed  common  fence,  such   purchase  or  sale  to  be  in 
keeping  with  the  spirit  of  this  act. 

§  7.  The  first  annual  election  in  this  company  shall 
take  place  on  tlfe  lltfa  day  of  April,  1882,  at  which  time 
there  shall  be  chosen  a  chairman,  secretary,  and  treas- 
urer, each  of  whom  shall  hold  ofRce  till  their  successors 
■are  qualified,  and  the  next  election  shall  thereafter  be 
held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  1882.  and  there- 
after annually  at  such  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  reso- 
lution of  the  company.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the 
■office  of  chairman,  secretary,  or  treasurer,  shall  be  filled 
at  any  fixed  or  called  meeting  by  regular  election,  time 
of  holding  meetings  to  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
^company.  The  chairman  may  at  any  time  call  a  meeting 
of  the  company  by  notice  to  its  members.  The  secretary 
shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  all  meetings. 

§  8.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  this  company  may,  by  a 
•vote  of  a  majority  of  its  members,  consolidate  with  that 
known  as  the  **  Raleigh  River  Bottom  Land  Fence  Com- 
pany," a  majority  of  the  latter  company  assenting  there- 
to; and  the  consolidated  companies  shall  be  known  by  the 
•name  of  this  company,  and  shall  have  all  the  power!», 
rights,  and  privileges  set  forth  in  their  respective  char- 
ters. 

Approved  April  I,  1882. 
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in  rej^air,  from  year  to  year,  one  coaimon  fence  (post- 
plan,  plank,  or  rail)  inclosing  their  lands  hereinbefore 
mentioned:  Provided  further^  That  they  shall  have  power 
to  contract  with  other  parties,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary, 
for  the  privilege  of  building  a  fence  across  their  lands  so 
as  to  inclose  those  mentioned. 

§  2.  They  shall  elect  of  their  number  a  chairman,  sec- 
retary, and  treasurer,  a  majority  of  the  parties  above 
named  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  such  purpose,  or  for  the 
transaction  of  any  business  whatever.  In  the  event  of  a 
•division  and  sale  of  the  land-*  inclosed  by  the  common 
fence,  increasing  the  number  of  parties  in  this  corporation 
by  virtue  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  it  shall  still  re- 
quire a  majority  of  all  the  parties  to  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  purpose  of  business,  and  said  parties  may  vote  on 
all  matters  by  authorized  proxies. 

§  3  They  shall  have  power  to  pass  any  rules  and  regu- 
lations, and  to  impose  fines  and  penalties  they  may  deem 
proper,  to  insure  the  success  of  the  object  of  this  act. 

§4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  make  all 
•contracts  involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  but  no 
such  contract  shall  be  binding  upon  the  company  until 
submitted  for  their  approval,  and  countersigned,  under 
their  order,  by  the  chairman,  a  record  of  the  yeas  and 
n^ys  being  kept  by  the  secretary;  and  when  it  becomes 
necessary  to  meet  the  expense  incurred  by  any  contract 
of  the  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to 
a«isess  a  specific  tax  upon  the  parties  named  in  this  act, 
or  hereafter  becoming  parties  by  virtue  of  this  act,  in 
"'  proportion  to  the  number  of  acres  of  cleared  land  on  the 

tracts  owned  by  each,  sufficient  in  the  aggregate  to  cover 
said  expense,  and  to  deliver  a  copy  of  such  assessment  or 
assessments  over  his  official  sigfnature  to  the  treasurer. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  treasurer  to  collect  all 
assessments  made  and  delivered  to  him  by  the  secretary 
from  th<^  parties  against  whom  such  assessments  have 
been  ma«ie,  and  he  is  hereby  granted  the  power  to  collect 
the  same  by  law;  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  any  such 
assessment  the  company  shall  have  a  lien  upon  the  lands 
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dnclosed  by  the  common  fence  against  which  the  assess- 
ment has  been  made,  which  lien  may  be  enforced  by  any 
•court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  the  county  of  Union 
It  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  collect  all 
fines  imposed  under  the  power  granted  in  section  third  of 
this  act;  and  he  shall  have  the  power  to  collect  the  same 
b}'  legal  proceedings. 

§  6.  It  shall  further  be  lawful  for  this  company  to  con- 
tract for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  any  fences  or  parts  of 
fences  that  may  be  already  built  upon  the  route  of  the 
•proposed  common  fence,  such  purchase  or  sale  to  be  in 
keeping  with  the  spirit  of  this  act. 

§  7.  The  first  annual  election  in  this  company  shall 
take  place  on  xlte  11th  day  of  April,  1882,  at  which  time 
there  shall  be  chosen  a  chairman,  secretary,  and  treas- 
urer, each  of  whom  shall  hold  office  till  their  successors 
are  qualified,  and  the  next  election  shall  thereafter  be 
held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  1882.  and  there- 
after annually  at  such  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  reso- 
lution of  the  company.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the 
office  of  chairman,  secretary,  or  treasurer,  shall  be  filled 
at  any  fixed  or  called  meeting  by  regular  election,  time 
of  holding  meetings  to  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
-company.  The  chairman  may  at  any  time  call  a  meeting 
of  the  company  by  notice  to  its  members.  The  secretary 
shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  all  meetings. 

§  8.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  company  may,  by  a 
-vote  of  a  majority  of  its  members,  consolidate  with  that 
known  as  the  **  Raleigh  River  Bottom  Land  Fence  Com- 
pany," a  majority  of  the  latter  company  assenting  there-  , 
to;  and  the  consolidated  companies  shall  be  known  by  the 
•name  of 'this  company,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers, 
rights,  and  privileges  set  forth  in  their  respective  char- 
ters.

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CHAPTER  783. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Gatlettsbarg  Oemetery  Companj. 

Be  It  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  George  N.  Brown,  M.  F.  Hampton,  John* 
McDyer,  John  C.  Hopkins,  Colbert  Cecil,  jr.,  W.  O. 
Hampton,  Robert  H.  Killgore,  Silas  Patton,  and  Thos.  K« 
Brown,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Catlettsburg  Cemetery  Company,  and  by  that 
name  said  company  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  have  and  use  a  com- 
mon seal,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  this  Common- 
wealth and  elsewhere.  They  shall  have  power  to  pur- 
chase any  quantity  of  land  in  the  county  of  Boyd,  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  ^j^res,  and  receive  a  conveyance 
therefor,  with  such  covenants  of  warranty  as  they  deem 
proper.  The  lands  and  appurtenances,  when  conveyed 
to  said  company,  shall  be  held  solely  and  exclusively  for  a 
cemetery,  and  ornamental  grounds  connected  therewith,, 
and  shall  never  be  alienated,  sold,  or  used  for  any  other 
purpose  w'hatsoever;  but  the  company  may  permit  their 
superintendent  or  other  officers  to  use  any  portion  of 
their  grounds  not  sold  for  burial  lots  for  horticultural  pur- 
poses, but  the  same  shall  not  be  used  in  a  manner  incon- 
sistent with  the  reverence  and  respect  due  to  the  cemetery 
of  the  dead.  The  grounds,  fixtures,  shrubbery,  and  every- 
thing grown  therein,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation;  and 
after  the  grounds  shall  be  fully  paid  for  no  part  thereof 
shall  be  subject  to  sale  by  virtue  of  mortgage,  judgment, 
execution,  or  decree,  for  any  cause  whatever.  No  road 
or  passway  shall  ever  be  opened  through  said  grounds- 
unless  by  consent  of  said  company,  and  shall  not  in  any 
way  or  in  any  event  pass  over  or  interfere  in  any  way 
with  any  lot  which  may  have  been  sold  by  said  company 
for  burial  purposes.  The  said  company  may  take  and 
receive,  by  gift  or  devise,  any  land  or  other  properly,  to  be 
held  or  appropriated  to  the  ornamenting,  improving,  or

extending  the  grounds  of  the  company,  subject  to  the 
restrictions  aforesaid,  and  nnay  vest  in  State  bonds  or 
stock,  or  loan  any  ^pare  funds  they  may  at  any  time  have, 
but  shall  never  exercise  any  banking  power. 

§  2.  That  within  one  year  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
the  persons  named  in  the  preceding  section,  or  any  three 
of  them,  shall  cause  books  to  be  opened  in  the  town  of 
Catlettsburg  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  subscription  to 
the  stock  of  said  company;  said  books  shall  be  opened  at 
the  law  office  of  Thomas  R.  Brown  in  said  town  and 
such  other  places  as  may  be  designated.  The  shares  of 
said  company  shall  be  each  ten  dollars;  and  said  books 
shall  be  kept  open  until  at  least  one  hundred  shares  shall 
have  been  subscribed,  when  they  may  be  closed  :  Pro- 
vided, however^  That  any  person  may  thereafter  make 
private  subscriptions  upon  the  books  of  said  company 
with  the  consent  of  the  company. 

§  3.  That  so  soon  as  the  books  of  said  company  shall 
be  closed  the  said  corporators,  or  such  of  them  as  may 
act,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  call  a 
meeting  of  the  shareholders,  who  shall  elect  five  trustees, 
who  shall  continue  in  office  tor  three  years,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified;  said  board 
ot  trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  as  president, 
and  shall  Gave  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  body. 
Three  trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business;  death,  resignation,  or  removal  from  the 
county  of  Boyd  shall  vacate  the  office  of  trustee.  Elec- 
tion of  trustees  shall  be  held  every  three  years;  and  if, 
for  any  cause,  an  election  shall  not  be  held  at  the  proper 
time,  then  said  trustees  shall  appoint  some  other  time  for 
the  election;  and  the  election  shall  be  held  under  the 
direction  of  the  board  of  trustees  then  in  office,  and  a 
majority  of  the  shareholders  who  vote  shall  elect,  each 
stockholder  voting  one  vote  for  each  share,  which  may 
be  done  in  proper  person  or  by  the  written  proxy  filed 
with  the  board  or  officers  of  the  election.  Reasonable 
public  notice  shall  always  be  given  of  the  time  and  place 
of  holding  the  election  by  written   or  printed  notices  in. 
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four  public  places  in  the  town  of  Catlettsburg;  for  ten  days 
next  before  the  election,  shall  be  deemed  reasotiable. 
Every  owner  of  a  lot  or  lota  of  the  value  of  ten  dollars 
shall  be  a  shareholder,  and  each  shareholder  shall  be  en- 
titled to  one  vote  for  each  share  he  may  own.  Each  trus- 
tee, before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall 
make  oath  before  some  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  that 
he  will  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  office. 

^  4.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a 
superintendent,  clerk,  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers 
as  they  deem  proper,  and  may  regulate  their  terms  of 
office,  and  may  take  from  any  or  all  of  them  bond,  with 
good  security,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties. 
They  shall  keep  a  regular  record  of  their  proceedings, 
and  of  all  sales,  transfers,  and  disbursements,  and  shall 
prepare  and  keep  an  accurate  map  and  survey  of  the 
grounds  and  lots,  and  have  the  same  recorded  in  the 
clerk's  office  of  Boyd  county.  They  shall  have  power  to 
make  by-laws  for  the  regulation  and  sale  of  lots,  and  for 
the  control,  care,  and  management  of  the  grounds  and 
graves,  arid  the  mode  of  ornamenting  the  same,  and  es- 
tablish rules  in  relation  to  the  interment  of  bodies,  and 
make  such  other  by-laws  and  regulations  as  may  be  nec- 
essary for  the  purpose  of  the  company.  They  shall  have 
power  to  enter  upon  any  of  the  lots  and  remove  any 
monuments,  fixtures,  or  shrubbery  that  may  be  placed  in 
said  lots  against  the  by-laws  or  regulations  of  said  com- 
pany. 

§  5.  If,  from  any  cause,  the  election  is  not  held  for  trus- 
tees as  herein  required,  the  board  of  trustees  in  office 
shall  remain  in  office  until  the  election  and  qualification 
of  their  successors,  as  herein  provided. 

§  6.  The  trustees,  or  those  authorized  by  them,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  board,  shall  have  power  to  sell 
buirial  lots  at  either  public  auction  or  private  sale;  and 
when  sold  the  president  of  the  company  shall  execute  to 
the  purchaser  a  certificate  thereof,  under  the  seal  of  the 
company,  which  shall  vest  the  purchaser  with  title,  which 
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certificate  shall  be  recorded  in  the  clerk's  ofBce  of  the 
Boyd  county  court;  and  the  seal  of  the  company  being 
annexed  to  said  certificate,  shall  be  sufficient  authentica- 
tion to  admit  it  to  record;  and  for  recording  such  certifi- 
cate of  title,  together  with  his  own  official  certificate 
appended  thereto,  the  clerks  of  said  court  may  charge  a 
fee  of  fifty  cents,  and  no  more.  All  subsequent  transfers 
shall  be  required  to  be  proved  or  acknowledged,  and  re- 
corded in  the  manner  required  by  the  laws  of  this  State 
in  relation  to  conveyance  of  real  estate.  The  title  to 
lots  held  by  individuals  shall  pass  by  sale,  devise,  or 
descent,  as  in  case  of  other  real  estate;  but  they  shall 
never  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  burial  lots;  and 
if  applied  to  any  other  purpose,  the  title  shall  revert  to 
the  company. 

§  7.  It  shall  or  may  be  lawful  for  the  corporate  authori- 
ties of  the  town  of  Catlettsburg,  and  for  the  county  court 
of  Boyd  county,  to  subscribe  to  the  stock  of  said  com- 
pany to  an  amount  of  five  hundred  dollars  each,  not  to 
exceed  ^aid  sum;  and  in  the  event  of  such  subscription 
being"  made  and  paid,  or  secured  to  be  paid,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  company  to  assign  to  them  proper  lots, 
according  to  the  amounts  by  them  respectively  subscribed 
and  paid,  and  give  certificates  of  title  therefor;  and  said 
lots  so  assigned  and  conveyed  shall  be  forever  set  apart 
as  a  place  of  burial  for  paupers,  strangers,  or  sojourners 
who  may  die  in  the  county  of  Boyd;  and  to  all  such  the 
•same  respect  shall  be  paid  as  to  those  who  may  be  the 
-owners  of  lots;  and  the  money  to  pay  such  subscription 
shall  be  raised  by  said  county  court  and  town  authorities 
in  the  same  manner  in  which  they  raise  their  town  and 
county  revenue.  It  shall  also  be  lawful  for  all  lodges  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  all  chapters  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons,  of  all  lodges  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  and  of  divisions  of  the  Sons  of  Temperance,  or 
other  temperance  organization  in  said  county,  earh  to 
subscribe  for  and  hold  stock  in  said  company  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  each,  or  to 
purchase  and  buy  lots  of  said  company  suitable  and  for 
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burial  purposes  as  aforesaid,  each  not  to  exceed  the  sums 
aforesaid,  and  shall  thereby  become  stockholders  to  the 
amounts  of  their  said  purchase  as  authorized  in  individ- 
uals to  become  stockholders,  and  shall  have  representation 
in  the  election  of  trustees  by  their  agents  duly  authorized 
to  cast  their  vote.  The  county  court,  and  the  corporations 
or  associations  above  named,  if  they  subscribe  to  the 
stock  of  said  company,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  value 
thereof  in  lots,  and  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges,  and 
subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  which  may  be 
adopted  for  the  government  of  individual  stockholders. 

§  8.  That  those  who  may  become  subscribers  to  the 
capital  stock  of  the  company  shall,  out  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  lots  or  other  funds  of  the  company,  be  enti- 
tled to  have  the  sums  they  may  respectively  pay  repaid  to 
them  bi'  the  company  as  the  means  can  be  spared  for 
that  purpose  ;  and  if  not  paid  within  one  year  after  the 
organization  of  the  company,  interest  shall  be  paid  after 
one  year  on  any  sum  that  may  be  due.  The  value  of  the 
lots  respectively  taken  by  stockholders  may  be  a  payment 
of  the  stock  subscribed.  The  shares  of  the  subscribers  of 
the  capital  stock  shall  be  diminished  by  payment  as  made, 
and  when  the  whole  sum  shall  be  paid,  then  the  value  of 
the  lots  held  shall  fix  the  shares.  In  determining  the 
shares  of  stock  the  value  of  the  lots,  without  regard  to 
the  improvements  or  monuments  that  may  be  placed 
thereon,  shall  be  the  criterion. 

§  9.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  forcibly,  and 
without  lawful  authority,  violate  any  of  the  graves  of  the 
dead,  or  any  vault  which  may  be  erected  on  the  grounds 
of  the  company,  or  willfully  injure  any  of  the  ornaments, 
shrubbery,  fencing,  fixtures,  or  buildings,  or  in  any  way 
damage  the  grounds  or  other  property  of  the  company, 
such  person  or  persons  so  offending,  and  those  who' may 
aid  or  abet  therein,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  less  than 
ten,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  six 
months,  or  both,  which  may  be  by  indictment  in  the  Boyd 
circuit  court,  or  by  a  warrant  before  the  police  judge  of 
the  town  of  Catlettsburg,  and  shall  also  be  liable  to  the 
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company  in  an  action  for  damages  in  any  court  having 
jurisdiction  thereof,  which  dannages,  when  recovered,  and 
fines  shall  be  for  the  company,  and  shall  be  applied  by 
the  company  to  the  repairing  the  injury  committed,  and 
the  residue,  if  any,  to  be  used  upon  the  roads,  streets,  and 
alleys  passing  through  or  around  the  grounds  of  the  com- 
pany, or  on  the  inclosure  thereof. 

§  10.  Should  said  company  acquire  any  land  deemed 
by  them  indivisible  for  the  purposes  above  described,  they 
ma}'  exchange  or  sell  the  same,  and  apply  the  proceeds 
to  any  debts,  advancements,  or  improvements  they  may 
deem  desirable.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to 
levy  a  tax  on  the  lot-owners  in  said  cemetery  to  raise  the 
necessary  fund  for  keeping  said  grounds  in  said  repair. 
The  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  forfeit  any  lot  or 
lots  in  said  cemetery  grounds,  taken  up  by  any  person  or 
persons  vVho  shall  fail  to  make  payment  for  such  lot  or 
lots;  and  when  any  interments  have  been  made  on  any 
such  lot  or  lots,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  enter 
upon  the  same,  and  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  the 
bodies  to  the  public  grounds  in  said  cemetery  or  some 
other  one :  Providedy  That  the  said  trustees  shall,  before 
forfeiting  any  such  lot  or  lots,  give  written  notice  to  the 
person  or  persons  in  whose  name  such  lots  are  entered  of 
at  least  thirty  days  before  such  action ;  and  if  such  person 
or  persons  cannot  be  found,  or  resides  out  of  the  State, 
then  said  notice  is  to  be  posted  on  said  lot  or  lots  for  sixty 
days  before  such  action. 

§11.  If  two  or  more  persons  shall  own  one  or  more 
lots  in  partnership,  or  jointly,  if  they  shall  not  agree  as 
voting  the  stock,  as  herein  provided,  the  first  one  named 
in  the  certificate  of  title  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  the 
said  stock. 

§  12.  This  act  fhall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  784. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one  the  acts  in  relation  to  the  town  of 

Harrod^burfr. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  corporate  limits  and  boundary  of  the 
town  of  Harrodshurg  shall  be  as  now  established  b}^  law. 

§  2.  That  the  fiscal,  prudential,  and  municipal  concerns 
of  said  town,  with  the  government  and  control  thereof* 
shall  be  vested  in  seven  trustees,  four  of  whom  shall  form 
a  quorum  to  transact  business,  and  all  of  whom  shall 
have  resided  in  said  town  one  year  next  preceding  their 
election. 

^  3.  That  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office 
shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  he  known  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Town  of  Harrodsburg;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capa- 
ble in  law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
of  answering  and  being  answered,  and  of  defending  and 
being  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places;  and  may  use  a 
common  or  private  seal. 

§  4.  That  said  trus^tees  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Sat- 
urday of  April,  1882,  and  biennially  thereafter,  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  town  who  shall  have  resided 
within  the  limits  of  the  town,  as  herein  defined,  for  the 
period  of  twelve  months  previous  to  said  election,  or  in 
the  State  of  Kentucky  two  years,  and  in  said  town  for 
sixty  days  previous  to  said  election.  Said  trustees  shall 
hold  their  office  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors 
shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified,  or  until  a 
majority  of  their  successors  so  elected  shall  have  quali- 
fied. Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office  they 
shall  take  an  oath  before  some  officer  authorized  to  ad- 
minister the  same  that  they  will,  without  favor  or  affec- 
tion, faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  trustees  of  said 
town  during  their  continuance  in  said  office. 

§  5.  Said  election  shall  be  held  at  the  court-house  in 
the  town  of  Harrodsburg,  or  at  such  other  place  as  the 
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trustees  of  said  town  may  designate  by  written  notice 
posted  at  the  court-house  door  for  one  week  previous  to 
said  election.  It  shall  be  held  between  the  hours  of  8 
o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  5  o'clock,  P.  M. 

§  6.  That  when  two  or  more  candidates  at  any  election, 
for  any  elective  office  in  said  town,  shall  have  received  an 
equal  number  of  votes,  the  election  shall  be  determined 
by  lot  in  such  manner  as  the  board  of  trustees  may 
direct,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  said  board  and  at  least 
three  other  persons. 

§  7.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall,  before  every  such 
election,  appoint  suitable  persons  as  officers  thereof,  viz: 
two  persons  as  judges,  one  to  be  of  one  political  party, 
and  the  other  of  the  opposite  party,  and  a  like  difference 
shall  exist  between  the'sheriff  and  clerk  of  the  election, 
which  said  trustees  are  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  in 
like  manner:  Provided^  That  there  shall  be  a  sufficient 
number  of  the  members  of  each  political  party  as  afore- 
said to  fill  said  offices  who  will  consent  to  act.  That 
said  officers,  before  they  proceed  to  hold  said  election, 
shall  be  duly  sworn  to  faithfully  perform  their  respective 
duties  as  officers  of  said  election,  and  they  shall  perform 
similar  services,  and  for  the  same  receive  like  pay,  and 
be  governed  in  their  duties  so  far  as  is  consistent  here- 
with, and  be  under  the  same  responsibilities,  and  subject 
to  the  same  penalties  as  officers  of  the  State  elections 
under  the  laws  of  this  Cotnmonwealth. 

§  8.  That  all  laws  in  force  in  this  Commonwealth,  pro- 
viding  for  the  punishment  of  illegal  voting  at  the  State 
elections,  shall  apply  to  illegal  voting  at  the  town  elec- 
tions in  the  town  of  Harrodsburg,  subject,  however,  to 
the  provisions  of  the  act  touching  the  qualifications  of 
voters. 

§  9.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  judge  of  the  qualifica- 
tions^ elections,  and  returns  of  its  members,  and  deter- 
mine who  have  been  elected  to  fill  the  several  offices 
provided  for  in  this  charter. 

^  10.  That  the  poll-books  of  all  elections  of  officers  of 
said  town  shall  be  certified   by  the  officers  appointed  to 
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hold  said  election,  with  the  names  of  those  elected,  and 
returned  by  the  clerk  or  sheriff  of  said  election,  and  de- 
posited immediately  with  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  triis- 
tees  of  said  town,  to  be  preserved  b}'  him.  The  clerk 
of  said  board  shall  record  the  result  of  said  election  in 
the  minute-book  of  the  board,  and  notify  the  several  trus- 
tees of  their  election. 

^11.  That  the  legal  title  to  all  the  streets  and  alleys  in 
said  town,  and  to  all  real  or  personal  property  which  now 
belongs  or  which  may  hereafter  belong  to  said  town,  is 
vested  in  said  board  of  trustees,  with  authority  to  hold 
real  and  personal  estate,  by  purchas^e,  donation,  or  other- 
wise, for  the  use  or  ornament  of  the  town  ;  and  they  are 
authorized  to  use,  lease,  or  sell  and  conve}'  the  same  as 
they  may  deem  expedient. 

§  12.  That  said  trustees,  after  their  qualification,  shall 
have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  their  own 
body.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  elect  one  of  their  own 
number  chairman,  who  shall  preside  at  all  their  meet- 
ings, and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  chairman,  they 
shall  appoint  a  chairman  pro  tempire.  In  case  any  trus- 
tee shall  remove  from  the  town,  or  fail  or  refuse  to  per- 
form his  duties  as  such  trustee,  or  to  attend  the  meetings 
of  the  board  for  three  months  successively,  or  in  case  of 
the  death  of  a  member,  the  board  may,  by  resolution 
passed  to  that  effect,  declare  his  seat  vaca*nt,  and  fill  the 
vacancy  so  created. 

§  13.  Said  trustees  shall  have  legislative  power  to  make 
by-laws  and  ordinances  for  the  carrying  into  effect  of  all 
the  powers  herein  granted  for  the  government  of  the 
town,  and  to  do  all  things  properly  belonging  to  the  po- 
lice  of  an  incorporated  town;  also — 

1.  To  regulate  the  times  and  places  of  their  meetings, 
and  change  them  at  pleasure,  and  to  determine  their  rules 
of  procedure;  to  enact  laws  to  compel  the  attendance  of 
members  at  any  regular  meeting  or  any  meeting  called 
by  the  chairman  or  any  two  members  of  the  board. 

2.  To  appoint  or  elect  a  chairman,  clerk,  treasurer, 
assessor  of  xhe  taxes,  collector,  sexton  of  the  cemetery,  and 
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aleo  a  competent  police  force,  and  to  fix  their  fees  and 
salary,  and  to  pay  the  same  out  oi  the  treasury  of  the 
town,  and  to  require  of  the  treasurer,  marshal,  assessor, 
and  collector  of  taxes  bond  with  good  security  for  the 
faithful  and  proper  discharge  of  their  dutiet<. 

3.  To  fill  by  appointment  for  the  unexpired  term  all 
vacancies  occurring  in  any  of  the  offices  which,  under 
this  acnaid  board  has  the  right  to  fill  by  election  or  ap- 
pointment, and  all  vacancies  of  officers  elected  in  any 
manner  to  serve  said  town. 

4.  To  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  cleanliness, 
good  order,  decency,  and  decorum  of  the  town,  for  the 
preservation  of  the  health,  peace,  lives,  and  property  of 
the  inhabitants,  and  to  enforce  the  same  by  appropriate 
fines  and  penalties. 

5.  To  adopt  and  enforce  sanitary  regulations,  to  pre- 
vent the  introduction  and  spread  of  epidemics  and  conta* 
gious  diseases,  and  to  establish  a  hospital  or  pest-house. 

6.  To  clear  the  streets,  alleys,  and  pavements  of  all 
obstructions;  to  erect  and  sink  cisterns,  wells,  and  pumps, 
and  keep  open  all  springs  within  the  town. 

7.  To  ornament  the  grounds  and  buildings  belonging  to 
the  town;  to  make  and  keep  in  repair  all  drains,  ditches, 
and  gutters  that  they  may  deem  necessary  to  promote,  the 
health  and  cleanliness  ol  the  town. 

8.  To  cause  to  be  removed  and  abated  all  nuisances, 
and  to  pass  all  necessary  by-laws  for  the  suppression  of 
the  same  under  penalty  for  the  regulation,  abatement, 
and  removal  of  the  same,  within  the  town  limits. 

9.  To  prohibit  and  to  regulate  the  storage  of  any  com- 
bustible, explosive,  or  unwholesome  material  within  the 
town, 

10.  To  cause  any  chimney,  fiue,  stove-pipe,  fire-place, 
projecting  wall,  or  any  building,  or  part  of  a  building,  or 
other  thing,  to  be  so  changed,  repaired,  or  destroyed  as 
to  remove  any  cause  of  danger  or  insecurity  that,  in  their 
opinion,  may  exist. 

LOC.  L.,  VOL.  II — 6 
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11.  To  cause  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  property 
fronting  on  streets  and  alleys,  or  having  streets  or  alleys 
in  the  rear  of  their  property,  to  keep  the  same  clean  and 
free  from  filth. 

12.  To  maintain  and  carry  into  judgment  and  execu- 
tion, by  any  appropriate  action,  all  suits  for  the  recovery 
of,  or  for  damages  for,  the  detention  or  taking  of,  or  injury 
to,  or  destruction  of,  any  property  or  choses  in  action,  the 
title  to  which  is  vested  in  them. 

13.  To  prohibit  the  erection,  and  to  cause  the  removal 
and  destruction,  of  wooden  buildings  and  other  things, 
whereby  great  danger  may  ensue  to  permanent  and  val- 
uable improvements  in  any  part  of  the  town. 

14.  To  suppress  and  punish  keepers  of  tippling-houses, 
houses  of  ill-fame,  disorderly  houses;  also  wholesalers 
or  retailers  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  with- 
out license,  and  gaming  of  every  description,  whereby 
money  or  other  valuables  are  won  or  lost. 

15.  They  shall  also,  at  all  times,  have  the  power  to 
expend  so  much  as  they  nxay  deem  necessary  to  provide 
and  keep  in  proper  repair  an  engine-house  and  fire- 
engine,  and  such  other  apparatus  as  they  may  deem  nec- 
essary to  protect  the  property  of  the  citizens  of  the  town 
from  fire,  and  to  make  such  other  regulations  in  relation 
thereto  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

16.  They  shall  have  power  to  establish  and  construct, 
and  aid  in  establishing  and  constructing,  a  work-house 
and  watch-house,  and  such  other  buildings  as  they  may 
deem  necessary;  to  keep  the  same  in  repair,  to  appoint 
officers  to  superintend  the  same,  and  compensate  them  out 
of  the  treasury  of  the  town. 

17.  They  shall  have  power  to  restrain  and  prohibit  the 
running  at  large  of  hogs,  goats,  cattle,  and  other  stock, 
and  also  dogs,  and  to  provide  for  the  muzzling  of  dogs 
and  for  enforcing  the  same. 

18.  They  shall  have  power  to  license,  tax,  or  regulate 
the  setting  up  or  running  of  billiard-tables,  pigeon-hole, 
jenny  lind,and  other  similar  tables,  nine  or  ten-pin  alleys, 
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or  ball  or  pin  alleys  of  any  kind,  and  of  shooting  gal- 
leries. 

19.  To  license  and  tax  all  concerts,  exhibitions,  shows, 
circuses,  menageries,  caravans,  theatrical  performances, 
and  all  other  exhibitions  and  amusements  of  a  public 
character. 

20.  To  restrain,  suppi^ess,  and  punish  indecent,  obscene, 
or  profane  language,  conduct,  or  exhibitions,  drunkenness, 
disorderly  conduct,  and  to  restrain  and  punish  vagrants, 
prostitutes,  rakes,  and  whoremongers. 

21.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  auction  sales,  the  ped- 
dling of  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  or  prohibit  the 
standing  or  allowing  to  remnin  within  the  town  or  upon 
the  streets  of  studs,  jacks,  and  bulls. 

22.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  within  said  town, 
and  within  one  mile  thereof,  the  keeping  of  inns,  hotels, 
taverns,  saloons,  coffee-houses,  restaurants,  grocery  mer- 
chants, druggists,  and  keepers  of  all  other  places  for  the 
sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors. 

23.  To  authorize  the  clerk  of  the  board  to  issue  license 
in  any  matter  referred  to  in  this  charter  in  which  said 
trustees  are  given  power  to  grant  license;  but  the  order 
of  the  board  must  direct  the  time  and  manner  of  issuing 
and  registering  the  same,  the  house  in  which  and  the 
street  on  which  the  business  is  to  be  conducted,  and  the 
license  shall  not  be  transferred  to  any  other  house  or  street 
without  permission  of  the  board,  and  shall  be  good  for  no 
other  place  without  an  order  of  the  board.  In  no  case  is 
the  license  to  be  transferred  to  another  person.  The  fee 
for  issuing  such  license  shall  not  exceed  fifty  cents. 

24.  They  shall  have  power  to  appropriate  such  sums  as 
they  may  deem  proper  to  construct,  or  aid  in  construct- 
ing, pavements,  plank  roads  or  walks,  rock  walks  or 
crossings,  and  to  acquire  title  to  and  macadamize  any 
streets  thereof. 

25.  They  shall  have  power  to  fix  penalties  for  the  vio- 
lation of  any  of  the  ordinances  of  s^id  town  in  such 
sums  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not,  however,  in  any  case 
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to  exceed  fifty  dollars  fine  and  ten  days  imprisonment, 
either  or  both. 

26.  To  provide  for  the  purchase  and  erection  of  lamp- 
posts, lamps,  and  other  supplies  necessary  for  lighting  the 
streets  of  the  town. 

27.  To  require  the  owners  of  property  lying  on  any  of 
the  streets  of  the  town  to  pave  the  sidewalks  adjacent 
thereto,  and  to  keep  said  pavements  in  repair,  according 
to  the  provisions  and  under  the  penalty  hereinafter  stated. 

28.  To  extend,  widen,  or  open  streets  and  alleys,  to 
acquire  title  thereto  by  purchase,  gift,  or  by  proceedings 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  as  prescribed  in 
the  General  Statutes. 

29.  To  appropriate  money  for  the  purchase,  maintain- 
ing, and  keeping  in  repair  and  good  running  order  of  a 
town  clock. 

§  14,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  trus- 
tees—^ 

1.  To  keep  a  journal  of  their  proceedings,  and  at  the 
request  of  a  member  the  ayes  and  nays  on  any  question 
shall  be  recorded.  In  the  meetings  of  the  board  no  mem- 
ber shall  vote  on  any  question  in  which  he  has  a  pecu- 
niary interest. 

2.  To  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys  levied ,  collected, 
and  difiburt^ed,  and  state  on  their  journal  for  what  each 
sum  was  disbursed,  and  at  all  times  keep  the  same  open 
to  the  inspection  of  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

3.  To  give  a  full  and  fair  statement  in  writing,  once  in 
each  year,  t^igned  by  the  chairman,  of  all  sums  collected 
and  disbursed  the  preceding  year,  and  for  what  purpose, 
and  of  all  debts  due  to  and  by  the  town,  which  shall  be 
posted  at  two  public  places  within  the  town. 

4.  To  require  all  orders  and  proceedings  of  the  board 
to  be  entered  on  the  journal,  and  signed  by  the  chairman, 
or  chairman  pro  tempore  of  the  board. 

5.  To  require  the  marshal,  treasurer,  assessor,  and  col- 
lector of  the  town  to  execute  bond  in  adequate  penalties, 

*  with    sufficient   securities,  for   the  faithful    discharge   of 
their  respective  duties.     Said  bonds  shall  be  made  paya- 
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ble  to  "  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Harrods- 
*  bars:,"  and  may  contain  such  stipulations  and  conditions 
as  the  board  may  require  and  accept,  and  when  executed 
«hail  operate  as  a  lien  upon  all  real  and  personal  estate 
of  such  officers  and  their  sureties  until  the  conditions  of 
the  bonds  are  all  complied  with.  For  a  breach  of  any 
of  said  bonds,  or  for  any  unlawful  act  of  any  of  said 
officers,  the  trustees  or  any  person  aggrieved  may  sue 
and  recover  against  said  officers  and  their  securities,  and 
have  appropriate  judgment  and  execution. 

6.  To  straighten  and  wall  up  the  banks,  to  deepen  and 
widen  the  channels  of,  to  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed 
any  obstructions  to  the  free  flow  of  the  water  in  the  town 
branch,  or  any  of  its  tributaries  within  the  town,  and  to 
build  and  keep  in  repair  any  such  bridges,  culverts,  and 
gutters  as  they  may  deem  neceasary. 

7.  To  appoint  a  clerk,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  pre- 
serve the  books,  papers,  and  records  belonging  to  his 
office.  He  shall  keep  a  regular  journal  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  board,  and  record  all  its  acts  and  resolutions, 
and  draft  all  agreements  between  the  board  and  other 
persons.  He  shall  furnish  attested  copies  of  all  acts  and 
orders  passed  by  the  board  when  called  upon  to  do  so  by 
persons  entitled  to  make  the  demand.  He  shall  give  cer- 
tified or  attested  copies  of  all  orders  directed  to  be  paid 
by  the  board  to  the  person  entitled  thereto  on  demand, 
which  order,  when  presented  to  the  treasurer,  with  the 
receipt  of  the  claimant  indorsed  therlBon,  shall  be  paid. 
He  shall  perform  all  the  duties  properly  appertaining*  to 
his  office,  and  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
board. 

§  15.  That  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power 
and  authority  annually  to  assess,  levy,  and  collect  a  tax 
on  all  the  real  and  personal  estate  within  the  limits  of 
said  town  subject  to  taxation  for  State  revenue,  not  to 
exceed  forty  cents  on  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  prop- 
erty ;  also — 

1.  To  levy  and   collect  a  poll  tax  not  exceeding  one 
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dollar  on  all  male  persons  resident  in  said  town  over  the 
ag:e  of  twenty-one  years. 

2.  To  tax  and  license  all  exhibitions  mentioned  in  sab- 
section  19  of  section  13  in  this  act,  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars  for  exhibitions  on  any  one  day. 

3.  To  tax  and  license  all  auctioneers  in  a  sum  not 
exceeding  fifty  dollars  a  year  for  license,  and  not  exceed- 
ing five  per  cent,  on  the  proceeds  of  all  goods,  wares^ 
merchandise,  and  other  articles  sold  to  bidders  within  the 
town,  not  including  real  property,  nor  property  sold  by 
citizens  of  the  town  of  their  own  manufacture,  or  their 
household  or  kitchen  furniture,  and  not  including  prop- 
erty sold  under  execution,  or  by  order  of  court,  or  by 
fiduciaries,  or  county  products  and  stock. 

4.  To  tax  and  license  drays,  wagons,  hacks,  coaches^ 
and  omnibuses  plying  within  the  town  for  hire;  also  ped- 
dlers and  other  itinerant  vendors  of  medicines,  nostrums, 
goods,  wares,  and  merchandise;  also  lottery  agents  and 
butchers,  and  to  prevent  any  such  business  being  done 
within  the  town  limits  without  license  by  appropriate 
penalties. 

5.  To  license  and  regulate  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vi- 
nous, or  malt  liquors  by  tavern,  hotel,  saloon,  or  coffee- 
house keepers,  druggists,  and  other  dealers,  at  wholesale 
or  retail,  in  said  town,  and  to  fix  the  rate  of  license  tax 
to  be  paid  by  such  as  may  be  licensed  in  any  sum  not 
exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum:  Provided^ 
That  no  such  license  is  to  take  effect  until  the  State  tax 
is  paid  and  the  bond  executed  which  is  required  by  the 
statute. 

6.  Immediately  upon  the  return  of  the  lists  by  the  as- 
sessor of  the  town  the  trustees  shall  appoint  a  committee 
as  a  board  of  supervisors,  who  shall  carefully  examine 
the  tax-lists  returned  by  the  assessor,  and  correct  the  val- 
uation of  property  as  made  by  him,  whether  the  same 
shall  have  been  valued  too  high  or  too  low,  make  such 
corrections  as  they  may  deem  just,  and  add  thereto  any 
property   omitted   by   the   assessor,  as   hereinbefore  pro- 
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vided,  and  report  to  the  said  board   within  fifteen  days 
after  their  appointment. 

7.  That  immediately  upon  the  report  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  being  made  the  board  of  trustees  shall  ap- 
portion and  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  the  property  so 
returned,  and  a  poll-tax  on  each  male  inhabitant  over 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  may,  in  their  discretion, 
levy  a  tax  on  each  dog  or  hog  running  at  large  within 
said  town  in  such  a  sum  as  they  may  fix  by  ordinance. 

8.  Upon  the  return  of  the  assessor's  list,  and  after  the 
corrections  are  made  by  the  board  of  supervisors,  and 
approved  by  the  board  of  trustees,  the  clerk  of  said  board 
shall  deliver  an  alphabetically  arranged  copy  of  said 
lists,  with  the  additions  and  corrections  made  by  the 
board,  to  the  marshal  or  collector,  together  with  the  order 
fixing  the  rate  of  assessment,  and  also  a  list  of  the  per- 
sons and  property  by  whom  and  upon  which  taxes  are 
due,  and  the  amount  of  each  claim  respectively. 

9.  That  all  taxes  and  assessments  levied  or  assessed  by 
the  board  of  trustees  under  this  act,  and  all  costs  and 
commissions  incident  to  the  collection  thereof,  shall  be  a 
lien  upon  all  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  the  owner 
within  the  town,  whether  the  tax  be  levied,  voted,  or  as- 
sessed, until  the  same  be  paid,  and  no  sale  or  transfer 
of  real  estate  shall  affect  the  lien  thereon 

10.  That  the  marshal  or  collector,  immediately  on  the 
receipt  of  said  tax-book  and  lists,  shall  give  notice  there- 
of, to  be  published  in  some  newspaper  of  said  town  if 
there  be  any,  for  two  consecutive  weeks,  or  b}'  posting 
the  same  in  four  conspicuous  places  in  said  town  for  the 
same  length  of  time,  notifying  the  tax-payers  that  he  will 
be  ready  at  bis  ofRce,  between  the  hours  of  nine  and 
twelve  in  the  forenoon,  and  two  and  five  in  the  afternoon, 
for  the  period  of  six  days,  to  receive  and  receipt  for  said 
taxes.  On  the  failure  of  any  tax-payer  to  pay  his  taxes 
as  above  required,  the  officer  may  immediately  distrain 
for  the  same  by  levying  upon  and  selling  for  cash  in 
hand  any  personal  property  of  the  delinquent,  or  enough 
thereof  to  pay  said  tax,  costs,  and  commissions.     All  per- 
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sonal  property  owned  by  the  person  against  whom  the 
taxes  are  assessed  shall  be  subject  to  distraint  and  sale 
for  the  taxes  due  from  him,  including:  a  poll  or  per  capita 
tax,  the  costs  of  sale,  advertising,  and  six  per  centum  on 
the  amount  of  taxes  as  commissions  to  the  officer  making 
the  sale  After  giving  the  notice  provided  for  in  this  sub- 
section, the  marshal  or  collector  may  levy  on  any  per- 
sonal property  by  such  delinquent  tax-payer,  and  shall 
sell  so  much  thereof  as  will  pay  said  tax,  costs,  and  com- 
missions, at  public  auction,  to  the  highest  bidder,  at  some 
place  to  be  fixed  by  him,  after  giving  ten  days'  previous 
notice  of  such  sale,  by,  written  or  printed  notices  posted 
at  not  less  than  four  public  places  in  said  town. 

11.  Any  real  estate  in  the  town  of  Harrodsburg  may 
also  be  sold  for  the  taxes  due  thereon  to  said  town,  or 
due  this  town  from  the  person  owning  the  same,  whether 
assessed  against  said  real  estate  or  other  property,  real, 
personal,  or  mixed,- and  including  the  poll  or  per  capita 
tax,  and  the  costs  of  levy,  advertising,  sale,  and  commis- 
sions of  six  per  centum,  as  in  the  sale  of  personal  prop- 
erty. The  marshal  or  tax  collector  shall  perfect  his  levy 
on  real  estate  by  indorsing  the  levy  upon  the  tax-receipt, 
or  paper  attached  thereto,  and  shall  sell  the  same  at  the 
court-house  door  in  Harrodsburg,  on  the  first  day  of  a 
county  or  circuit  court,  not  before  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember, however,  in  any  year,  for  the  taxes  of  that  year. 
Before  selling  the  property,  the  officer  shall  advertise  the 
time,  terms,  and  place  of  sale  by  printed  handbills  posted 
at  the  court-house  door  in  Harrodsburg,  and  at  least  four 
other  public  places  in  said  town,  fifteen  days  before  the 
day  of  sale,  and  also  in  some  newspaper  published  in  said 
town,  if  there  be  any,  to  be  designated  by  the  officer 
making  the  sale,  by  two  weekly  insertions  of  said  notice 
therein  previous  to  the  day  of  sale.  A  copy  of  said  list, 
as  published  in  said  newspaper,  accompanied  by  the  affi- 
davit of  the  editor,  printer,  or  publisher  thereof,  that  the 
same  has  been  published  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
Mercer    county   court,  and  when    so   recorded  shall    be 
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prima  facie  evidence  that  said  publication  was  made  as 
prescribed  by  this  act ;  and  an  attested  copy  of  the  same 
may  be  used  on  the  trial  of  any  cause  in  any  court  of 
this  State,  and  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  of 
other  attested  copies  as  now  authorized  by  la^Y,  Said  sale 
shall  be  made  for  cash  in  band,  and  for  a  sum  sufficient 
to  pay  the  taxes  due,  commissions,  and  all  costs.  The 
officer  making  the  sale  shall  sell  only  so  much  of,  each 
lot  or  tract  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  said  taxes,  costs, 
and  commissions.  The  owner  of  said  property,  if  present 
and  desiring  to  do  so,  may  direct  what  portion  of  the  lot 
shall  be  sold,  if  less  than  the  entire  lot.  Upon  payment 
of  the  purchase  money,  a  certificate  of  purchase  shall  be 
executed  and  'delivered  by  the  officer  making  the  sale  to 
the  purchaser. 

12.  That  there  shall  exist  in  all  sales  of  real  estate 
for  taxes  in  said  town  a  right  of  redemption,  for  the 
period  of  two  years  from  the  day  of  sale,  on  payment, 
by  the  original  owner,  of  the  full  amount  for  which  the 
property  may  have  been  sold,  with  ten  per  cent,  per 
annum  interest,  and  all  taxes  accruing  subsequent  to  the 
sale:  Provided,  That  if  the  owner  at  the  time  of  the 
sale  be  an  infant,  married  woman,  or  person  of  unsound 
mind,  said  right  to  redeem  shall  exist  for  a  like  number 
of  years  after  the  removal  of  such  disability.  If  not 
redeemed  as  above  specified,  the  marshal,  on  presenta- 
tion of  the  certificate  of  purchase,  and  upon  affidavit 
thereon  that  the  same  has  not  been  redeemed  according 
to  the  provisions  of^this  act,  shall  make  to  the  purchaser 
or  his  assignee  a  deed  for  said  property. 

13.  When  personal  property  is  sold  by  the  marshal  or 
collector  aforesaid  to  pay  town  taxes,  the  same  shall  not 
be  subject  to  redemption. 

14.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  may  from  time 
to  time  direct  and  require  the  owners  of  lots  or  fractions 
of  lots  on  any  street  or  alley  of  the  town  to  cause  the 
same  to  be  graded,  curbed,  and  paved,  with  sidewalks  in 
front  of  their  respective  lots  or  fractions  of  lots  of  such 
width  and  of  such  materials,  in  such  manner  and  at  such 
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elevation,  as  the  said  board  may  deem  expedient;  slUo  to 
repair  and  reconstruct  any  such  street  and  sidewalk  in 
such  manner,  and  with  such  material,  as  the  said  board 
may  direct.  If  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  of  said  lots 
or  fractions  of  lots  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  have  the  same 
repaired,  curbed,  paved,  graded,  or  macadamized,  or  fur- 
nished with  sidewalks  within  the  time  or  manner  pre- 
scribed by  said  trustees,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
trustees  to  have  the  same  done  at  the  co.st  of  the  town, 
and  the  coats  and  charges  thus  incurred  and  expended  by 
said  trustees  shall  be  a  tax  upon  said  lots  and  fractions  of 
lots,  and  upon  the  owners  thereof  respectively,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  amount  which  the  costs  of  the  whole  improve- 
ment under  said  order  bears  to  said  lots  or  fractions  of 
lots  respectively.  Said  trustees  shall  have  a  lien  upon 
any  such  lots  or  fractions  of  lots  so  improved  at  the  cost 
of  the  town  until  all  such  costs  and  taxes  shall  have  been 
paid. 

15.  Notice  of  the  order  directing  said  paving  and  other 
work  may  be  executed  on  the  owners  of  said  property,  or 
their  agents,  if  they  are  absent  and  have  a  known  agent 
residing  within  the  town,  or  upon  the  guardians  of  in- 
fants owning  such  property.  Said  improvements  shall  be 
made  and  repairs  d6ne  within  two  months  after  the  ser- 
vice of  said  notice,  which  notice  shall  be  served  by  a  copy, 
and  have  the  service  duly  indorsed  thereon  and  preserved 
among  the  records  of  the  board,  and  a  minute  thereof 
entered  on  the  proceedings  of  the  board.  When  the 
owners  of  said  lots  or  fractions  of  lots  are  non-residents 
of  the  town,  and  have  no  known  resident  agent,  or  are 
infants  or  persons  of  unsound  mind,  or  .if  they  have  been 
duly  notified  by  service  of  a  copy  of  the  order  aa  above 
provided  for,  and  have  failed  to  comply  with  said  notice, 
then  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall,  by  a  notice  duly 
published  in  some  newspaper  of  the  town  in  two  suc- 
cessive weekly  publications,  give  notice  to  the  parties  to 
have  said  work  done;  and  a  copy  of  said  order  or  direc- 
tion, accompanied  by  the  affidavit  of  the  printer  that  the 
same  has  been   published  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of 
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this  act,  may  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
Mercer  county  court,  and  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
that  said  direction  was  given  and  publication  made  as 
prescribed  by  this  act.  An  attested  copy  of  the  same 
may  be  used  on  the  trial  of  any  cause  in  any  of  the 
courts  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  other  attested  copies  now  authorized 
by  law,  and  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  without  proof  of 
personal  notice.  The  lien  provided  for  in  this  section 
may  be  enforced  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

§  16.  The  treasurer  appointed  by  the  board  shall  take 
an  oath  to  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  and 
shall  execute  a  bond  in  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five 
thousand  dollars  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
his  office,  and  conditioned  that  he  will,  at  the  expiration 
of  his  term  of  office,  deliver  all  funds  and  property  in  his 
hands  belonging  to  said  trustees  to  his  successor  in  office, 
and  disburse  any  funds  received  by  him  according  to  the 
order  of  the  said  board  of  trustees.  It  shall  be  his  duty 
to  receive  and  receipt  for  all  moneys  paid  to  the  board, 
and  pay  no  money  without  a  certified  copy  of  the  order* 
of  the  board  making  the  appropriation,  signed  by  the 
clerk;  and  he  shall  file  such  copy  as  a  voucher  in  his  set- 
tlement with  the  board.  His  books  shall  at  all  times  be 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  officers  and  citizens  of  the 
town.  The  treasurer  is  authorized  to  receive  and  receipt 
for  all  money  due  the  town  for  licenses,  fines,  penalties, 
and  taxes  collected  by  the  marshal,  or  money  due  the 
town  from  any  source.  He  shall,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  April  in  each  year,  report  to  the  clerk  of  the  board 
a  true  list  of  all  the  taxes  and  moneys  received  and  paid 
out  by  him.  He  shall,  when  required  by  the  board,  report 
to  them  the  condition  of  the  treasury,  and  shall  at  all 
times,  on  reasonable  notice,  be  ready  for  a  settlement  of 
bis  accounts  with  the  board,  who  shall,  at  any  time,  have 
power  to  demand  a  settlement  of  him. 

)  17.  That  there  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the 
board  of  trustees  of  said  town  an  assessor.  No  one  shall 
be  eligible  to  said  office  who  is  not  qualified  to  vote  for 
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trustees  of  the  town.  He  shall  take  an  oath  before  en- 
tering upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  similar  to  that 
required  of  the  county  assessor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  assessor  to  call  upon  all  persons  liable  to  be  taxed,  or 
their  agents,  if  known  to  him,  and  make  out  a  true  list  of 
their  taxable  property,  with  the  value  thereof,  which  list 
shall  be  made  upon  the  oath  of  the  owner  or  his  agent, 
to  be  administered  by  the  assessor.  Said  lists  shall  be  so 
taken  as  to  include  all  real  estate  and  every  species  of 
personal  property  subject  to  taxation  for  State  revenue 
purposes  situated  in  said  town,  exclusive  of  household  fur- 
niture, owned  on  the  10th  day  of  January  of  the  year  for 
which  the  assessment  is  made,  and  all  male  residents  of 
the  town  at  that  date  over  twenty-one  years  old.  If  any 
person  shall  refuse  to  give  a  statement  of  his  property, 
under  oath,  the  assessor  shall  make  out  a  list  from  the 
best  information  he  can  procure.  If  there  be  any  estate 
within  the  town,  the  owners  of  which  are  absent  or  un- 
known, or  have  no  known  resident  agent,  the  assessor 
shall  report  the  facts  specifically  on  his  lists,  and  the 
board  shall  fix  the  valuation  of  such  property,  and  cause 
it  to  be  appended  to  the  assessor's  lists.  Two  complete 
copies  of  said  lists,  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  are  to 
be  returned  by  the  assessor  to  said  board  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  May,  with  the  certificate  of  the  assessor  to 
each.  Upon  the  return  of  the  assessor's  lists  the  trustees 
shall  give  notice  that  any  person  or  persons  who  may  feel 
themselves  aggrieved  by  an  excessive  valuation  may  ap- 
pear before  a  board  of  supervisors,  who  shall  be  appointed 
each  year  to  supervise  the  lists,  at  some  time  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  June  of  each  year,  and  upon  satisfactory 
evidence  presented  to  them  they  may  change  the  valua- 
tion. Said  supervisors  shall  also  change  the  valuation  of 
any  other  property  which  they  may  consider  erroneous. 

^  18.  That  the  police  court  of  Harrodsburg  shall  re- 
main. That  there  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Monday  in 
August,  1882,  and  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  town,  a  •*  Police  Judge  of  Har- 
rodsburg."    That  said  police  judge  shall  be  commissioned 
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as  such,  and  before  he  enters  apon  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  his  ofGce,  shall  take  an  oath  faithfully  and  im- 
partially to  discharge  the  same,  together  with  such  other 
general  oaths  as  like  public  officers  are  required  by  stat* 
ute  to  take.  His  term  of  office  shall  begin  on  the  first 
Monday  in  September  after  his  election.  No  person  shall 
be  eligible  to  the  office  of  police  judge  unless  he  be  over 
twent3'-one  years  of  age,  and  shall  have  been  a  citizen 
of  the  town  for  one  year  next  preceding  his  election. 

1.  Said  police  court  shall  be  holden  quarterly  in  the 
town  of  Harrodsburg,  at  such  times  and  places  as  the 
judge  thereof  shall  appoint,  for  the  trial  of  civil  cases,, 
and  shall  be  known  as  the  "  Police  Court  of  Harrods- 
burg;"  and  it  shall  be  always  open  for  the  trial  of  crimi- 
nal and  penal  cases,  and  cases  for  the  breach  of  town 
ordinances. 

2.  Said  court  shall  be  governed  in  its  rules  of  pro- 
cedure and  practice  in  civil  and  criminal  cases  by  the 
Code  of  Practice  of  Kentucky,  and  the  amendments 
which  have  been  or  shall  be  made  thereto;  and  appeals 
from  its  judgments  may  be  taken  as  prescribed  in  said 
Code  to  the  circuit  court. 

3.  Said  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  within  the  limits 
of  the  town  of  Harrodsburg  of  all  causes,  civil,  criminal, 
and  penal,  in  which  justices  of  the  peace  or  county 
judges  have  jurisdiction  in  their  respective  courts.  In 
all  penal  and  criminal  cases  the  said  police  judge  shall 
have  the  jurisdiction  of  two  justices  of  the  peace.  In  all 
misdemeanors  and  violations  of  by-laws  and  ordinances 
of  said  town,  said  court  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction. 
Said  court  shall  be  a  court  of  record,  and  the  police 
judge  shall  act  as  clerk  of  said  court,  and  issue  all  neces- 
sary precepts,  writs,  and  summons.  He  shall  keep  a  cor- 
rect record  of  the  proceedings  of  said  court,  and  a  duly 
certified  or  attested  copy  of  the  same,  and  of  any  record 
in  said  court,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  the  courts  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

4.  Said  court  shall  have  power  to  punish  contempts  by 
fine  or  imprisonment,  not  exceeding  five  dollars  fine  and 
one  day's  imprisonment. 
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5.  The  process  of  said  court  shall  be  directed  to  and 
executed  by  the  marshal  or  any  peace  officer  of  Mercer 
county,  or  any  other  county  within  the  State.  It  shall 
issue  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
and  may  go  into  any  county  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
the  officer  to  whom  it  may  be  directed,  in  any  town  or 
county  within  the  State,  may  execute  it,  or  give  authority 
to  so  execute  it  by  indorsement  on  the  process.  The  per- 
son so  authorized  shall  have  the  right  to  execute  it,  and 
to  have  the  same  fees  therefor  that  are  allowed  by  law 
to  the  marshal. 

6.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered  in  said  court 
are  hereby  granted  to  said  town,  and  shall  be  collected 
by  the  marshal  or  other  officer  to  whom  capias  pro  fine  or 
execution  is  directed,  and  paid  by  him  to  the  town  treas- 
urer. But  before  execution  or  other  final  process  issues 
the  defendant  may  pay  the  fine  or  forfeiture  to  the  judge 
of  said  court,  who  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  town.  ^ 

7.  That  the  defendant  shall  have  the  right  to  replevy 
for  three  months  any  judgment,  fine,  or  forfeiture  in  said 
police  court  before  execution  or  other  final  process  there- 
in, by  giving  bond,  with  good  security;  in  the  same  manner 
as  allowed  by  law  in  similar  cases  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  other  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

8.  That  a  return  of  **  not  found"  on  a  capias  pro  fine^ 
and  of  *' no  property  found"  on  an  execution  issued  on 
any  judgment  of  the  police  court,  shall  authorize  an 
equitable  proceeding  in  favor  of  the  trustees  of  Harrods- 
burg  against  the  estate  of  the  defendant,  for  the  purpose 
of  enforcing  satisfaction  in  the  same  manner  that  a  return 
of  '*  no  property  found  "  authorizes  such  proceedings  in 
civil  cases  under  the  Code  of  Practice  of  the  State. 

9.  That  any  person  conricted  of  a  breach  of  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  town  of  Harrodsburg,  and  adjudged  to  pay 
a  fine,  in  default  of  payment  shall  be  confined  in  the  jail 
or  work-house,  and  kept  at  hard  labor  at  such  work  as 
the  board  of  trustees  may  prescribe,  on  the  streets  of 
Harrod:<>burg,   in    the    work-house,   or   elsewhere,   under 
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such  regulations  as  the  trustees  may  prescribe,  until  said 
fine  and  costs  are  paid,  at  the  rate  of  one  day's  confine- 
ment and  labor  for  each  dollar  of  the  fine.  All  persons 
sentenced  to  imprisonment  by  the  judgment  of  said  court 
for  breach  of  the  ordinances  of  the  town  may  be  assigned 
to  labor  in  like  manner  as  those  imprisoned  for  non-pay- 
ment of  fines:  Provided,  That  under  this  act  a  day's  labor 
shall  not  exceed  eight  hours. 

10.  That  the  fees  of  the  jailer  for  persons  confined  in 
jail  by  order  of  the  police  court  of  Harrodsburg  shall  be 
paid  by  the  county  of  Mercer. 

11.  That  the  fees  of  the  police  jud^e  of  said  town, 
whether  acting  as  judge,  clerk,  or  otherwise,  except  as 
herein  specially  provided,  shall  be  the  same,  and  be  col- 
lected in  a  similar  manner  as  the  fees  of  similar  officers 
under  the  statute  law  of  the  State  as  it  now  exists,  or 
may  hereafter  be  in  force;  and  fees  and  costs  shall  be 
taxed  in  said  court  to  the  same  extent,  in  the  same  man- 
ner, and  under  the  same  regulations,  as  other  courts  of 
this  State  having  similar  jurisdiction. 

12.  That  all  prosecutions  for  a  violation  of  the  town 
ordinances  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  and  inure  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  Harrods- 
burg; and  said  town  shall  be  entitled  to  all  fines  and  for- 
feitures recovered  in  such  cases,  and  have  the  same  right 
to  enforce  the  collection  of  the  same,  by  due  process  of 
law  and  equitable  proceedings,  on  a  return  of  no  property 
found,  as  is  provided  above  in  other  cases. 

13.  That  the  said  police  judge  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  issue  all  writs,  try  all  causes,  require  and  take 
all  bonds,  and  enter  all  judgments  in  civil,  penal,  and 
criminal  causes,  as  is  given  to  police  judges  in  similar 
cases  by  the  Civil  and  Criminal  Codes  of  this  Common- 
wealth as  they  now  exist,  or  may  hereafter  be  amended, 
though  said  powers  be  not  expressly  stated  in  this  charter. 

14.  That  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
town  shall  have  power  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  police 
Judge  in  all  criminal,  penal,  and  civil  cases,  wherein  from 

vacancy,  absentee,  or  any  other  cause,  the   police  judge 
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does  not  or  cannot  act,  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  fees  for  his  services. 

15.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  not  be  respon- 
sible for  costs  in  any  penal  cases  in  said  court,  except 
such  costs  as  are  collected  from  the  defendant  in  a  case. 

16.  That  if  any  person  be  brought  before  said  police 
court  in  a  drunken  and  disorderly  condition,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  court  to  refuse  to  try  him  in  that  condition, 
but  the  court  may  make  an  order  sending  him  to  prison 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty-four  hours  before 
trial.  If  a  person  be  arrested  at  night  in  a  drunken  and 
disorderly  condition,  the  marshal  of  the  town  shall,  with- 
out process,  place  him  in  jail,  the  watch-house  or  work* 
house,  during  the  night  for  safe-keeping,  until  he  can  be 
brought  before  the  police  judge  on  the  ensuing  day  for 
trial. 

17.  In  criminal  and  penal  cases  the  police  judge  shall 
be  entitled  to  charge  the  following  fees,  viz  :  for  a  war- 
rant for  a  violation  of  the  criminal  and  penal  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth,  or  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the 
town,  one  dollar;  for  swearing  a  jury  and  presiding  at 
the  trial  in  any  such  case,  fifty  cents;  lor  a  recognizance 
or  other  bond,  lorty  cents;  for  a  recognizance  to  keep  the 
peace,  to  be  paid  by  the  applicant  therefor,  and  taxed  as 
costs  against  the  defendant,  if  convicted,  fifty  cents;. for 
an  order  of  commitment  in  any  case,  fifty  cents;  for  issu- 
ing a  subpcBna,  twenty  cents;  for  swearing  witnesses, 
five  cents  each.  All  other  fees  of  said  judge  shall  be  the 
same  as  are  by  law  allowed  to  the  circuit  court  clerk  or 
judge  of  the  quarterly  court,  or  the  county  judge,  for 
similar  services. 

§  19.  That  there  shall  be  elected  for  said  town,  every 
four  years,  and  at  the  same  time  and  place  and  in  tLe 
same  manner  that  the  police  judge  is  elected,  a  prosecut- 
ing attorney  for  the  town,  who  shall  take  an  oath  to 
faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  oflice.  He  must  be 
a  regular  practicing  attorney,  a  resident  of  the  town  one 
year  next  preceding  his  election,  and  shall  hold  his  office 
four  years,  or  until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  and  qual- 
ified. 
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1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  attorney  to  perform 
all  professional  services  incident  to  his  office;  to  prosecute 
all  offenders  against  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the 
town,  and  all  statutory  offenses  for  which  warrants  have 
issued  from  the  police  court,  and  to  give  written  opinions 
•apon  all  subjects  submitted  to  him  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, or  by  any  of  its  committees.  It  shall  also  be  his 
duty  to  institute  proceedings  for  the  enforcement  and  for- 
feiture of  recognizances  and  bail-bonds,  and  the  enforce- 
ment and  collection  of  all  judgments  against  offenders  of 
record  in  said  court;  and  for  his  services  he  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  thirty-three  per  cent,  of  what  may  be  collected  on 
said  fines  and  forfeitures  :  Provided^  however^  That  in  all 

Jury  trials,  in  lieu  of  said  attorney  receiving  a  portion  of 
the  fine,  there  shall  be  a  fee  of  five  dollars  taxed  against 
the  defendant  for  the  benefit  of  said  attorney  in  every 
case  where  there  is  a  conviction. 

2.  In  addition  to  the  fees  above  allowed  to  the  town 
attorney,  he  shall  receive  such  additional  compensation 
from  said  town  as  the  trustees  thereof  shall  consider  him 
entitled,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  said  town. 

§  20.  There  shall  also  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters 
thereof,  in  the  manner  and  at  the  time  prescribed  by  law 
for  the  election  of  sheriffs  in  this  Commonwealth,  a  mar- 
shal for  said  town,  who,  before  he  enters  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  said  office,  shall  take  the  oaths 
usually  required  by  law  for  similar  officers,  and  shall  give 
bond  with  sufficient  security,  to  be  approved  by  the  trus- 
tees of  said  town,  conditioned  faithfully  to  discharge  all 
the  duties  of  said  office,  and  to  pay  over  to  such  persons, 
and  at  such  times  as  they  may  be  respectively  entitled  to 
the  same,  all  money  that  may  come  to  his  hands  as  mar- 
shal. This  bond  may  contain  any  other  condition  which 
the  board  may  think  proper  to  require,  and  shall  be  made 
payable  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  marshal  to  collect 
all  taxes  due  said  town,  and  all  executions  and  other 
demands  which  may  be  put  into  his  hands  for  collection, 
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and  pay  over  the  same  to  whoever  shall  be  legally  en* 
titled  thereto,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  re- 
quired by  the  statute  of  sheriffs  and  constables  in  tha 
collection  of  taxes  and  other  demands.  For  a  failure  to 
discharge  any, of  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  proceedings  which  by  law  may  be  had 
in  this  Commonwealth  against  sheriffs  and  constables  in 
similar  cases. 

2.  All  bonds  executed  by  said  marshal  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties,  or  those  executed  by  all  col- 
lectors appointed  by  the  board,  shall  be  filed  with  the 
archives  of  said  board,  and  recorded  in  full  on  the  minute 
book  of  said  board  of  trustees, 

3.  The  marshal  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  and 
commissions  for  collecting  the  town  tax  which  are  al- 
lowed to  sheriffs  for  collecting  the  county  levy,  and  they 
may  be  increased  by  order  of  the  board  if  they  think 
proper.  The  marshal  shall  in  all  other  cases  be  allowed 
the  same  fees  which  are  allowed  to  constables  for  similar 
services. 

4.  That  the  town  marshal,  or  any  collector  of  taxes 
who  may  have  been  appointed,  may,  with  the  consent  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  appoint  a  deputy  or  deputies,  who 
shall  take  the  oath  of  office,  and  thereby  be  invested 
with  all  the  powers  and  authority  of  the  said  marshal  or 
collector,  and  the  said  marshal  or  collector  so  appointing 
him  shall  be  liable  on  his  official  bond  for  all  the  acts  of 
his  deputy. 

5.  That  the  town  marshal  shall  be  chief  of  police  of 
said  town,  and  shall  render  all  required  police  services. 

§  21.  That  all  laws,  ordinances,  regulations,  and  by- 
law^s  now  in  force  in  said  town,  and  not  inconsistent 
with  this  act,  shall  remain  in  full  force  until  altered^ 
modified,  or  repealed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  those 
inoonsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  22.  That  the  present  trustees,  and  all  other  officers  of 
the  town,  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors 
are  duly  elected  and  qualified  under  this  act,  and  they 
are  hereby  invested  with  all  the  powers,  rights,  and  priv- 
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ileges  which  the  trustees  and  other  officers  to  be  elected 
under  this  act  will  possess. 

§  23,  That  this  act  shall  not  invalidate  any  legal  act 
done  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  Harrodsburg,  or  by  its. 
officers  prior  to  its  passage.

CHAPTER  785. 

AN  AQT  to  inoorporate  the  Ralelgb  River  Bottom  Land  Fence  Company. 

Whereas,  The  section  of  land  in  Union  county,  Ken- 
tucky, lying  in  the  bottoms  opposite  Shawneetown,  Illi- 
nois, is  subject  to  overflow  from  the  Ohio  river;  and 
whereas,  the  late  rise  in  the  Ohio  river  has  swept  away 
roost  of  the  division,  cross,  and  other  fencing  on  these 
lands;  whereas,  it  is  desirable,  in  point  of  convenience, 
economy,  and  necessity,  that  one  common  fence  should 
be  built  and  kept  up  by  the  land-owners  around  their 
farms  in  said  bottom;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  John  M.  Lambert,  Wm.  B.  Henshaw,  George 
L.  Dixon,  J.  V.  Cromwell,  and  Mrs.  Mary  F.  Burbank, 
and  such  other  persons  in  their  stead  as  may  hereafter 
succeed  to  the  ownership  of  the  lands  now  owned  by 
them  (same  lying  and  being  in  the  county  of  Union,  on 
the  Ohio  river,  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  above  the  ferry 
opposite  Shawneetown,  Illinois,  and  extending  nearly  to 
Raleigh,  in  said  county),  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  consti- 
tuted a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  '<  Raleigh  River  Bottom  Land  Fence  Com*^ 
pany,^'  with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  for  the  specific  purpose  as  set  forth 
herein,  to-wit :  to  build  and  rebuild  and  keep  in  repair,, 
from  year  to  year,  one  common  fence  (post  plan,  plank  or 
rail),  inclosing  their  lands  hereinbefore  mentioned :  Pro^ 
vided  further^  That  they  shall  have  power  to  contract  with 
other  parties,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary,  for  the  privilege 
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of  building   a  fence  across  their  lands  so  as  to  inclose 
those  mentioned. 

§  2.  They  shall  elect  of  their  number  a  chairman,  sec- 
retary, and  treasurer,  a  majority  of  the  parties  above 
flamed  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  such  purpose,  or  for 
the  transaction  of  any  business  whatever.  In  the  event 
of  a  division  and  sale  of  the  lands  inclosed  by  the  com- 
mon fence,  increasing  the  number  of  parties  in  this  cor- 
poration by  virtue  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  it  shall 
still  require  a  majority  of  all  the  parties  to  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  purpose  of  business,  and  said  parties  may 
vote  on  all  matters  by  authorized  proxies. 

§  3.  They  shall  have  power  to  pass  any  rules  and  regu- 
lations, and  to  impose  fines  and  penalties  they  may  deem 
proper,  to  insun^  the  success  of  the  object  of  this  act. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  make  all 
contracts  involving  the  expenditure  of  money,  but  no 
such  contract  shall  be  binding  upon  the  company  until 
submitted'  for  their  approval,  and  countersigned  under 
their  order  by  the  chairman,  a  record  of  the  yeas  and 
nays  being  kept  by  the  secretary;  and  when  it  becomes 
necessary  to  meet  the  expense  incurred  by  any  contract 
of  the  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to 
assess  a  specific  tax  upon  the  parties  named  in  this  act, 
or  hereafter  becoming  parties  by  virtue  of  this  act,  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  acres  of  cleared  land  on  the 
tracts  owned  by  each,  sufficient  in  the  aggregate  to  cover 
said  expense,  and  to  deliver  a  copy  of  such  assessment  or 
ass^essments,  over  his  official  signature,  to  the  treasurer. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  collect  ail 
assessments  made  and  delivered  to  him  by  the  secretary 
from  the  parties  against  whom  such  assessments  have 
been  made,  and  he  is  hereby  granted  the  power  to  collect 
the  same  by  law;  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  any  such 
assessment,  the  company  shall  have  a  lien  upon  the  lands 
inclosed  by  the  common  fence  against  which  the  assess- 
ment has  been  made,  which  lien  may  be  enforced  by  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  the  county  of  Union, 
it  shall  further  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  collect  all 
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fines  and  assessments  imposed  under  the  power  granted 
in  section  3  of  this  act,  and  he  shall  have  the  power  to 
collect  the  same  by  legal  proceedings. 

§  6.  It  shall  further  be  lawful  for  this  company  to  con- 
tract for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  any  fences  or  parts  of 
fences  that  may  be  already  built  upon  the  route  of  the 
proposed  common  fence,  such  purchase  or  sale  to  be  in 
keeping  with  the  spirit  of  this  act. 

§  7.  The  first  annual  election  in  this  company  shall 
take  place  on  the  11th  day  of  April,  1882,  at  which  time 
there  shall  be  chosen  a  chairman,  secretary,  and  treas- 
urer, each  of  whom  shall  hold  office  till  their  successors 
are  qualified,  and  the  next  election  shall  thereafter  be 
held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October,  1882,  and  there- 
after annually  at  such  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  reso- 
lution of  the  company.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the 
office  of  chairman,  secretary,  or  treasurer,  shall  be  filled 
at  any  fixed  or  called  meeting  by  regular  election,  time 
of  holding  meetings  to  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
company.  The  chairman  may  at  any  time  call  a  meeting 
of  the  company  by  notice  to  its  members.  The  secretary 
shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  all  meetings. 

§  8.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  company  may,  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  of  its  members,  consolidate  with  that 
known  as  the  **  Union  County  River  Bottom  Land  Fence 
Company,"  a  majority  of  the  latter  company  assenting 
thereto;  and  the  consolidated  companies  shall  be  known 
by  the  name  of  the  latter  company,  and  shall  have  all  the 
powers,  rights,  and  privileges  set  forth  in  their  respective 
charters.

that  name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with

courts  and  places;  to  have  a  common  seal;  to  engage  in 
mining  for  coal,  iron,  and  other  minerals,  and  cutting  and 
sawing  timber,  and  preparing  such  minerals  and  timber 
for  market,  and  transporting  and  selling  them  within  and 
without  this  State;  and  to  do  other  acts  and  have  all 
other  powers  needful  for  the  successful  prosecution  of 
their  business,  and  for  the  execution  of  the  powers  herein

§  2.  That  said  corporators  may  organize  said  company 

President  and  di-  by  the  clcctiou  of  a  president  and  board  of  directors,  not

elected.  excccding  fivc  lu  number,  and  such  other  otncers  as  they 

may  deem  necessary,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may 
designate  by  notice  previously  given;  and  when  thus  or- 
ganized, the  said  company  shall  have  power  to  make  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary, from  time  to  time,  for  the  government  and  prosecu' 
tion  of  the  business  of  said  corporation,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and 
this  State. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  not  exceed

§  5.  Said  company  may  construct  tramways,  railways,  construct  tram- 
-or  railroads,  and  operate  the  same,  from  its  mines  and 
mills  to  any  other  railroad  or  navigable  stream  within 
twenty  miles  of  its  mines  or  business;  and  may  make 
any  contract  or  agreement  with  any  railroad  with  which 
they  may  connect  which  it  may  deem  proper  for  running 
its  locomotives  and  cars  over  such  other  road,  or  such  other 
road  running  its  locomotives  and  cars  over  the  company's 
road ;  and  this  company  may  charge  such  tolls  and  fares 
for  traffic  over  its  road  as  may  be  allowed  by  law;  and 
if,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  its  roads  aforesaid,  it 
be  necessary  to  pass  over  the  lands  of  others,  and  it  can- 
not agree  with  such  person  or  persons  on  the  amount  of 
compensation  to  be  paid  for  same,  then  this  company 
may  condemn  the  same  for  the  use  of  said  company,  as 
provided  by  chapter  110,  General  Statutes,  for  turnpike 
roads,  &c. 

§  6.  The  principal  office  of  this  company  shall  be  in  Erect  buiWmgs, 
Lee  county,  Kentucky,  and. said  company  may  erect  and 
build  on  any  of  their  lands  such  buildings,  saw-mills,  ma- 
chinery, engines,  and  fixtures  as  may  be  deemed  con- 
venient and  proper  for  establishing  and  conducting  the 
business  of  said  company.

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CHAPTER  787. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  Eastern  Keotackj  Railway  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  ComnwnwealtJt 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Eastern  Kentucky  Railways 
Company,  approved  January  18th,  1870,  be,  and  the  eame- 
is  hereby,  amended  as  follows :  The  said  Eastern  Ken- 
tucky Railway  Company  shall  have  power,  and  it  is  here- 
by authorized,  to  extend  its  main  line  of  railway  from  or 
near  its  present  terminus  at  Willard,  in  Carter  county, 
by  any  practicable  route,  to  the  Licking:  river,  at  or  near 
West  Liberty,  in  Morgan  county,  or  Salyeraville,  in  Ma- 
goffin county. 

§  2.  The  said  Eastern  Kentucky  Railway  Company  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  income  bonds 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three  millions  of  dollars, 
which  bonds  may  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  non-cumulative,  payable 
semi-annually;  said  interest,  if  earned,  to  be  paid  before 
the  payment  of  any  dividend  upon  the  preferred  or  com- 
mon stock  of  said  company. 

§  3.  The  said  Eastern  Kentucky  Railway  Company  is 
further  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  preferred  stock, 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three  millions  of  dollars,  upon 
which  dividends  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum 
may  be  paid  before  the  payoient  of  any  dividend  upon 
the  common  stock  of  said  company. 

§  4.  The  said  Eastern  Kentucky  Railway  Company 
ni&y}  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  its  stockholders,  issue  any 
part  of  said  income  bonds  and  preferred  stock  author- 
ized by  the  foregoing  sections,  and  may  use  the  same  in 
settlement  of  any  bonded  or  other  indebtedness  of  said 
company :  Provided^  The  bond-holders  or  other  creditors 
of  said  company  shall  agree  to  and  with  said  company 
in  such  exchange  or  settlement. 

§  5.  Any  extension  of  the  liens  of  said  Eastern  Ken- 
tucky Railway  Company,  made  and  completed  within 
iive  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  exempted^ 
from  all  State  and  local  taxation  for  a  period  often  yeard- 
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from  the  time  when  each  section  or  part  of  section  of  ten 
miles  shall  be  completed  and  open  for  regular  traffic. 

^  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from   and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  788. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  Grant  Green,  Fayette  Hewitt,  James  W.  Tate,  Janaea 
M.  Witbrow,  and  Samuel  B.  Churchill,  to  examine  and  correct  errors,  if 
an  J,  in  a  former  settlement  with  Newton  Crai^. 

Whereas,  An  act  was  passed  by  the  Legislature,  ap- 
proved March  7th,  1868,  by  which  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Sinking  Fund  were  authorized  and  directed  to  inves- 
tigate and  audit  and  settle  the  accounts  of  N.  Craig,  late 
Keeper  of  the  Penitentiary,  and  to  report  the  result  of 
such  investigation  to  the  Legislature  at  its  next  meeting, 
all  of  which  was  fully  and  carefully  done  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  all  concerned;  and  whereas,  at  the  next 
sitting  of  the  Legislature,  another  set  of  commissioners 
were  appointed  to  reinvestigate  the  same  accounts,  who, 
after  a  careful  and  full  examination  of  said  accounts, 
reported  that  they  fully  agree  with  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Sinking  Fund  in  their  report  on  the  matters  referred 
to  both  of  said  commissioners;  and  whereas,  it  is  claimed 
that  the  last  set  of  commissioners,  after  they  had  fully 
concurred  with  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
in  their  report,  erred  in  bringing  into  their  last  settlement 
several  items  which  had  been  paid  and  settled  ten  or 
twelve  years  previous,  and  of  which  payment  they  were 
not  apprised,  the  papers  in  the  case  not  being  before 
them;  for  remedy  whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth^ 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  following  commissioners  who  did  investi- 
gate said  accounts,  namely :  Grant  Green,  Fayette  Hewitt, 
James  M.  Withrow,  James  W.  Tate,  and  Samuel  B. 
Churchill,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  re-appointed,  and  are 
authorized  and  directed  to  examine  said  settlement;  and* 
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if  it  is  ascertained  that  an  error  has  been  committed,  they 
are   authorized   and  directed  to    correct  the  same.     The 
said  commissioners  are  hereby  re-appointed  and  vested 
,  with  the  same  powers  g^iven  by  said  act,  and  to  proceed 

/     •  in  all  respects  in  the  premises  as  directed  by  said  act,  ap- 

proved February  22,  1870:  Provided,  Said  Craig  pay  all 
expenses  incurred  by  the  investigation  contemplated  by 
the  operations  of  this  acr. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER   789. 

AN  ACT  to  suppress  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  voting  precincts 

n ambers  5  and  8,  in  Bojd  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
oj  Kentucky : 

§  i.  That  the  question  whether  spirituous,  vinous,  or 
malt  liquors,  or  any  other  intoxicating  beverage,  shall  be 
sold  within  the  territory  comprised  in  voting  precincts 
numbers  5  and  8,  in  Boyd  county,  including  the  city  of 
Ashland,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said 
districts  in  the  following  manner:  The  county  court  of 
Boyd  county  shall,  upon  a  written  petition  signed  by  at 
least  twenty  legal  voters,  being  not  less  than  ten  from 
each  precinct,  at  the  next  or  same  term  of  court  at  or 
after  he  receives  said  petition,  make  an  order  on  the 
county  court  order-book,  directing  that  an  election  be 
held  at  the  voting  places  in  said  precincts  on  the  third 
Saturday  after  the  date  of  said  order,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  the  sense  of  the  legally  qualified  voters  therein 
upon  the  question  aforesaid. 

§  2.  The  court  shall,  at  the  same  time,  appoint  for  each 
precinct  two  discreet  voters  as  judges,  and  a  clerk,  who 
shall  be  qualified  as  required  by  section  4, article  3,  chap- 
ter 33,  General  Statutes,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of 
their  offices,  whose  duties  and  powers  in  taking  the  vote 
under  this  act  shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescribed  for 
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Tike  oi&cers  by  said  article  3,  chapter  33,  General  Stat- 
utes,  so  far  as  applicable,  except  that  in  the  case  of  disa- 
greement between  the  judges,  the  clerk  of  the  election 
shall  act  as  umpire. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  clerk  to 
give  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county  a  certified  copy  of  the 
order  of  the  judge  of  the  county  court,  as  it  appears  upon 
his  order-book,  within  two  days  after  said  order  is  made, 
>vbo  shall,  within  five  days  thereafter,  notify  each  of  said 
officers  appointed  as  aforesaid  of  their  appointment  by  a 
written  notice.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  to 
have  the  order  publidhed  in  all  the  newspapers  that  may 
at  the  time  be  published  in  Ashland  for  at  least  two  weeks 
before  the  election. 

\^  4.  The  clerk  of  the  Boyd  county  court  shall  prepare 
two  poll-books,  one  for  each  precinct,  with  one  column 
headed  '*  For  liquor,"  and  another  ''Against  liquor,"  and 
deliver  same  to  sheriff,  who  shall  have  the  same  ready  at 
the  places  of  voting  for  recording  the  votes. 

^  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerks  of  the  election  to 
propound  to  each  voter  who  may  vote  the  question,  "A.re 
you  in  favor  of  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt 
liquors,  or  other  intoxicating  beverage,  in  precincts  Nos. 
5  and  8,  of  Boyd  county,  including  the  city  of  Ashland," 
and  his  vote  shall  be  entered  for  or  against  it,  as  he 
directs. 

§  6.  No  person  shall  vote  at  said  election  who  does  not 
reside  within  the  territory  comprised  within  the  precincts 
aforesaid,  and  who  would  not  be  a  legal  voter  at  a  gen- 
eral election  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State. 

§  7.  The  polls  shall  be  open  for  voting  from  six  o'clock 
in  the  morning  until  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

§  8.  The  sheriff  shall  attend  at  the  place  of  election  by 
himself  or  deputy,  keep  order,  and  receive  from  the  offi- 
cers  of  the  election  the  poll-books,  and  return  them  with* 
•in  twenty-four  hours  thereafter  to  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court  of  Boyd  county,  who  shall  keep  them  on  file  in  his 
•office  until  compared,  as  directed  in  the  next  succeeding 
-section. 
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§  9.  Said  poll-books  shall  be  examined  and  compared 
by  the  county  judg^e,  county  clerk,  and  sheriff  of  Boyd 
county,  in  the  manner  and  time  prescribed  by  section  1, 
article  5,  chapter  33,  of  the  General  Statutes,  in  reference 
to  elections. 

§  10.  If  it  shall  be  found  that  a  majority  of  the  legal 
votes  cast  at  the  election  hereinbefore  provided  for  were 
^iven  against  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt 
liquors,  or  other  intoxicating  beverages,  within  said  vot-^ 
ing  precincts,  by  summing  up  the  votes  of  both  precincts 
for  and  against,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  examining 
board  to  certify  that  fact,  which  certificate  shall  be  deliv* 
ered  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  and  by  him  safely 
kept  until  the  next  regular  term  of  the  county  court,  at 
which  term  the  judge  thereof  shall  have  the  same  spread 
upon  the  order-book  of  his  court;  and  said  entry  of  the 
certificate  in  the  order-book,  or  a  certified  copy  thereof, 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  in  all  proceedings  under 
this  act. 

§  11.  After  the  entry  of  the  certificate  of  the  examin-* 
in^  board  in  the  county  court  order-book,  as  above  pro- 
vided for,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  any 
spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  a  mixture  of  either^ 
or  any  intoxicating  beverage,  within  the  territory  com- 
prised in  said  voting  precincts  five  and  eight;  and  any 
person  who  shall  sell  any  such  liquors  within  said  pre- 
cincts shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  a  sum  of  not  less 
than  twenty-five  duilars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offense;  and  each  separate  sale  shall  be 
a  separate  offense  under  this  law. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  not  be  considered  as  affecting  any 
of  the  provisions  of  the  general  laws  of  the  State  or  the 
charter  of  the  city  of  Ashland  in  reference  to  the  giving 
to  or  procuring  intoxicating  liquors  for  a  minor  or  an 
inebriate,  and  all  penalties  therein  prescribed  for  said 
offenses,  and  all  rights  of  suit  given  to  others  for  a  viola- 
tion of  said  laws,  shall  still  be  in  force  as  if  this  act  had 
not  been  passed. 
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§  13.  After  the  entry  of  said  certificate  of  the  examin- 
ing board  in  the  county  court  order-book,  as  provided  in 
section  ten  of  this  act,  any  shift  or  device  for  the  purpose 
of  evading  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  resorts  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  or  drinking 
any  intoxicating  liquors,  such  as  club-rooms,  or  by  any 
other  name,  within  said  precincts,  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
unlawful;  and  every  sale  or  delivering  to,  or  handing  out 
of  such  intoxicating  liquors  by  any  club-room  keepers  or 
tender  to  any  person  shall  constitute  a  violation  of  this 
acty  and  subject  the  offender  to  the  penalty  announced  in 
section  eleven. 

§  14.  After  the  entry  of  the  certificate  of  the  result  of 
the  election,  as  provided  in  section  ten,  the  keepers  or 
tender  of  any  resort  wherein  intoxicating  liquors  are 
kept,  for  the  purpose  of  vending,  giving  away,  keeping 
for,  or  issuing  to,  others,  shall  be  deemed  a  violation  of 
this  act,  and  each  day  or  part  of  a  day  or  night  he  so 
keeps  same  shall  be  a  separate  offense,  and  subject  him 
to  the  penalty  prescribed  in  said  section  eleven  thereof. 

§  15.  After  the  entry  of  said  certificate  of  the  election, 
as  specified  in  section  ten,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  rent  his  property  to  another  for  the  disposition 
of  the  inhibited  liquors,  or  to  use  his  own  property  for 
that  purpose;  and  such  use  of  the  property  by  a  lessee 
shall  work  an  immediate  forfeiture  of  his  rights  under  the 
lease;  and  should  any  landlord  permit  his  property  to  be 
so  used  within  said  precincts,  after  knowledge  of  the  fact 
has  been  brought  home  to  him,  or  his  agent,  if  a  non-res- 
ident of  the  State  or  county,  and  he  has  a  resident  agent, 
without  taking  immediate  steps  in  good  faith  to  dispos- 
sess such  tenant,  he  shall  be  deemed  a  violator  of  this 
act,  and  shall  for  each  week  he  allows  such  tenant  to 
carry  on  such  business  after  such  knowledge,  and  with- 
out honest  effort  to  dispossess  him,  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  fifty  dollars,  which,  when  assessed,  shall  be  a  lien  on 
the>real  estate  where  such  violation  occurred,  enforceable 
by  appropriate  action  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
in  the  Boyd  circuit  court. 
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§  16.  If  the  owner  of  the  property  is  a  non-resident  of 
this  State,  service  of  process  upon  his  agent  shall  her 
sufficient  to  bring  him  before  the  court  for  a  violation  of 
this  act. 

§  17.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the 
wholesale  dealer  who,  in  good  faith,  and  in  the  course  of 
trade,  sells  by  the  wholesale,  nor  to  druggists  who  qualify 
themselves  to  do  so  by  taking  out  license  as  provided  for 
them  by  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  further  regulate  the 
retail  traffic  in  spirituous,  vinous,  and  malt  liquors,  and* 
nostrums  used  as  a  beverage,"  approved  May  the  5th, 
1882. 

^  18.  After  the  entry  of  the  certificate  of  the  examining 
board  on  the  order-book  of  the  county  court,  as  provided 
in  section  10,  no  license  shall  thereafter  be  granted  by 
any  court  or  body  to  establish  saloons  or  taverns,  with  a 
privilege  of  selling  such  inhibited  liquors,  or  to  authorize 
any  one  to  sell  such  inhibited  liquors  in  any  manner 
within  the  said  precincts  Nos.  5  and  8,  except  as  drug- 
gists, as  herein  before  provided. 

§  19.  This  act  shall  be  construed  as  cumulative  legisla- 
tion to  suppress  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  and  shall 
not  be  construed  as  repealing  any  existing  law  enforce- 
able within  the  territory  embraced  in  said  precincts  Nos. 
5  and  8,  which  has  been  enacted  for  the  same  purpose,, 
but  shall  stand  together, 'and  leave  the  election  of  the 
remedy  to  the  prosecution. 

§  20.  The  sheriff  of  Boyd  county  shall  be  allowed 
twenty  dollars  for  the  services  required  of  him  under 
this  act,  and  the  county  clerk  of  Boyd  county  shall  be 
allowed  fifteen  dollars  for  his  services,  and  the  county 
judge  of  Boyd  county  shall  not  make  the  order  for  the 
election  contemplated  under  this  act  until  the  persons 
signing  the  petition  have  deposited  with  him  a  sufficient 
sum  of  money  to  pay  said  officers'  fees  as  aforesaid. 

^  21.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  for  trying  offenses 
against  this  act  shall  be  as  regulated  by  law  for  other 
violations  where  like  penalties  as  to  amount  of  fine  are 
prescribed. 
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§  22.  Should  any  of  the  officers  appointed  by  the  county 
judge  to  hold  the  election  herein  provided  for  fail  to  at- 
tend for  thirty  minutes  after  the  time  commencing  the 
election,  or  refuse  to  act,  the  sheriff  shall  appoint  a  suit- 
able person  or  persons  to  act  in  his  or  their  stead  for  that 
election. 

^  23.  The  election  provided  for  under  this  act  may, 
upon  the  requisite  petition,  occur  every  two  years  there- 
after, v^^ith  the  same  effect  as  to  this  law  as  the  first  elec- 
tion thereunder.  But  a  term  of  two  years  shall  elapse 
betweea  each  election. 

§  24.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  791. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Vancebarg  Pablic  School  and  Seminary,  and  to 
repeal  the  act  incorporating  the  same,  entitled  '*An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Vanceburg  Male  and  Female  Academy,"  kc. 

Whereas,  The  white  citizens  and  tax-payers  residing 
in    the  city   of    Vanceburg  and  common    school    district 
number  eight,  Lewis  county,  Kentucky,  have,  by  means 
of  taxation  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  incorporating 
the  Vanceburg  Male   and   Female  Academy,  referred   to 
above,   and  the    several   acts    amendatory    thereof,  pur- 
chased a  valuable  and  suitable  lot  of  ground  in  the  lovirer 
end  of  Vanceburg,  fronting  on   the  Ohio  river  and  Salt 
Lick  creek,  consisting  of   five  acres,   more  or  less,   and 
have  built  thereon  a  large  and  commodious  school  build- 
ing, at  the  cost  of  about  seven  thousand  dollars,  besides 
paying  for  the  lot,  and  being  in  debt  thereon  about  six 
thousand   dollars,  for  which  the  trustees   thereof  issued 
their  bonds,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act,  entitled  '*An 
act  to  amend  an  act  incorporating  the  Vanceburg  Male 
and  Female  Academy,"  approved  April  6,  1880,  and  now 
being  desirous  to  pay  off  said  bonded   indebtedness  and 
raising  an  adequate  fund  to  keep  said  school  building  and 
ground  in  good  order  and  make  the  same   attractive  and 
desirable  for  the  purposes  intended,  and  further  desiring 
to  perpetuate  said  school  building  and  certain  reserved 
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portions  of  the  aforesaid  lot  for  common  school  purposes, 
as  well  a«  the  higher  degrees  of  education;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  property  heretofore  known  and  desig- 
nated as  the  "  Vanceburg  Male  and  Female  Academy" 
be,  and  the  same  shall  hereafter  be,  known  and  styled  the 
**  Vanceburg  Public  School  and  Seminary,"  and  shall  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  the  common  school  in 
and  for  said  school  district,  as  well  as  a  high  graded 
school.  The  same  shall  be  under  the  control  and  man- 
agement of  the  trustees  elected  in  and  for  said  school 
<listrict  each  year,  and  subject  to  the  common  school  laws 
of  the  State,  except  as  provided  herein. 

§  2.  The  board  of  trustees  aforesaid  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  appoint  a  principal  or  president  of  the 
school,  and,  with  the  advice  of  said  principal,  such  other 
teachers  or  professors  as  may  be  necessary  to  instruct 
the  pupils  of  said  school  and  seminary  in  the  arts  and 
sciences,  and  in  all  necessary  and  useful  branches  of  a 
thorough  and  liberal  education;  the  object,  aim,  and 
KJesign  being  not  only  a  common  school  under  the  gen- 
eral laws  of  this  Commonwealth  for  the  education  of  all 
its  white  children  within  the  school  ages  residing  in  said 
district,  but  also  to  enable  the  trustees  and  teachers  there- 
of to  raise  the  standard  of  education,  and  to  teach  all 
persons  or  children  that  may  attend  said  school  the  higher 
branches  of  education  not  required  by  the  common  school 
law  of  the  State  to  be  taught  in  schools  exclusively  under, 
and  regulated  by,  said  school  law. 

§  3.  The  trustees  of  said  school  and  seminary,  together 
with  the  principal  teacher  thereof,  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  regulate  the  course  of  studies,  and  grade  the 
school  children  in  departments  and  classes,  as  to  them 
may  seem  best;  and  may,  with  the  other  teachers  or  pro- 
fessors, confer  upon  the  graduates  of  said  school  and 
seminary  such  diplomas,  honors,  and  degrees,  as  evidence 
of  scholarship,  as  are  usual  in  the  high  schools  and  col- 
leges in  this  Commonwealth. 
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§  4.  The  trustees  of  said  school  and  seminary,  together 
-with  the  advice  and  assistance  of  the  principal  or  presi- 
dent thereof,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  deem  ex- 
pedient, prescribe  forms,  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
government  thereof,  as  also  a  uniform  system  of  text- 
books and  course  of  study  for  the  scholars  attending  the 
same.  The  said  trustees  shall  have  the  right  and  au- 
thority not  only  to  employ. the  principal  and  subordinate 
teachers,  as  indicated  above,  but  also  to  discharge  any  of 
said  teachers  when  such  discharge  shall,  in  their  opinion 
and  best  judgment,  be  demanded  for  the  best  interests  of 
the  school. 

^  5.  All  white  children  within  the  school  ages  prescribed 
by  the  common  school  law  of  this  State,  and  residing 
within  said  school  district,  shall  have  the  right  and  privi- 
lege to  attend  said  school  and  seminary  free  of  charge 
for  at  least  five  months  in  each  year,  the  said  school  being 
entitled  to  and  receiving  the  public  school  money  coming 
to  said  school  district  each  year  under  the  provisions  of 
the  common  school  law  of  the  State  ;  and  that  after  said 
free  school  term  shall  expire,  the  said  trustees  and  teach- 
ers may  carry  on  in  said  school  building  a  continuation 
of  the  school  and  seminary,  at  which  all  persons  who 
desire  so  to  do  may  attend  'Che  same,  under  such  rules, 
regulations,  and  terms  as  may  be  prescribed  by  said  trus- 
tees and  principal,  they  having  the  right  to  regulate  the 
term,  pay,  and  kinds  of  study  as  to  them  may  seem  best 
and  proper :  Provided,  The  same  shall  not  be  of  an  in- 
fidel or  denominational  character. 

§  6.  That  the  lot  of  ground  purchased  of  the  Gains 
heirs,  situate  in  the  lower  end  of  Vanceburg,  and  by  them 
conveyed  to  the  trustees  of  tho  Vanceburg  Male  and  Fe- 
male Academy  by  deed  recorded  in  deed-book  ''  Z,"  page 
406,  Lewis  county  court  records,  be,  and  the  same  is  now, 
set  apart  and  dedicated  for  educational  purposes,  and 
shall  belong  to  said  city  and  common  school  district  in 
which  same  is  situate,  and  so  much  of  said  lot  as  includes 
4he  buildings  now  being  inclosed  by  fence,  together  with 
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at  least  sixty  feet  of  ^roand  on  the  river  bank  to  Salt 
Lick  creek,  and  thence  down  to  low  water-mark,  sbalP 
forever  he  held  and  dedicated  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,. 
and  shall  never  be  sold  by  the  trustees  aforesaid,  in  whom 
the  title  is  now  vested,  without  an  enabling  act  hereafter 
of  the  Legislature  of  Kentucky,  and  to  them  made  mani- 
fest by  petition  or  otherwise,  anything  in  any  other  act 
heretofore  passed  in  relation  to  the  "  Vanceburg  Male  and 
Female  Academy"  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding;  but 
this  act  shall  not  affect  the  sale  of  any  part  of  said  lot 
heretofore  made,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  made,  of  such 
portions  of  said  original  lot,  not  reserved  herein,  as  was 
sold,  &c.,  under  the  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  the 
act  incorporating  the  Vanceburg  Male  and  Female  Acad- 
emy," approved  February  14,  1873,  the  object  now  being 
to  preserve  and  hold  for  the  benefit  of  said  school  the 
ground  upon  which  the  building  is  located,  running  from 
Second  street  to  the  Ohio  river,  with  the  two  alleys  on 
either  side,  and  the  frontage  aforesaid,  all  along  the  river 
bank  to  Salt  Lick  creek,  and  thence  to  low  water-mark 
on  said  river. 

§  7.  That  a  tax  of  one  dollar  on  the  one  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  taxable  property  subject  to  taxation  for  State 
revenue  purposes,  situate  jttid  being  within  said  city  of 
Vanceburg  and  common  school  district  No.  8,  owned  by 
white  tax-payers,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  authorized 
to  be  levied,  assessed,  and  collected  for  the  year  1882,  and 
each  year  thereafter,  until  the  bonded  debt  created  by  the 
trustees  of  said  school  district  under  the  amended  act 
aforesaid,  approved  April  6th,  1880,  be  fully  paid  off  and 
discharged,  and  said  school  property  be  free  from  indebt- 
edness, and  which  taxation  shall  then  cease.  The  said 
tax  shall  be  ascertained  by  the  trustees  of  said  school 
district  from  the  county  assessor's  books  made  out  and 
returned  each  year  to  the  county  court  clerk's  office,  and 
they  may  list  and  force  the  payment  of  said  taxes  a» 
county  and  State  taxes  are  made  and  collected;  and. the 
officer  so  collecting  shall  be  responsible  therefor,  in  like 
manner,  on  his  official  bond  as  such  officer* 
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§  8.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  the  right  to  retain 
from  fines,  liquor  license,  or  other  suras  of  money  paid 
over  to  them  each  year,  by  virtue  of  certain  local  acts  or 
laws,  enough  of  said  fines  or  fund  to  pay  for  the  keeping 
said  school  buildings  in  good  order  and  condition,  as  w.elli 
as  to  beautify  and  keep  clean  and  in  good  condition  the 
lot  and  grounds  belonging  thereto;  and  they  shall  give  an 
account  of  same  in  their  annual  report  and  settlement. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  792. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  G.  H.  Albrif^ht,  sheriff  of  Rockcastle  county. 

Whereas,  G.  H.  Albright,  sheriff  of  Rockcastle  county, 
did,  in  May,  1880,  convey  Grove  G.  Kennedy  from  the 
Madison  county  jail  to  the  penitentiary,  and  it  was  be- 
lieved that  there  was  danger  of  the  said  Kennedy  being 
rescued  from  the  sheriff  while  being  transported  to  the 

• 

penitentiary,  and  that  the  Rockcastle  circuit  court  was 
not  then  in  session  to  allow  said  Albright  a  guard  for 
Kennedy;  and  whereas,  the  said  Albright  furnished  a 
guard  at  his  own  expense  for  that  purpose,  and  that  his 
expenses,  amounting  to  said  sum  of  forty  dollars,  was 
paid  by  said  Albright;  now, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasury  in 
favor  of  said  G.  H.  Albright  for  the  sum  of  forty  dollars, 
payable  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  being  for  the  expenses  so  incurred  by  said 
Albright  for  furnishing  the  guard  and  transporting  Grove 
C.  Kennedy  from  the  jail  in  Madison  county  to  the  peni- 
tentiary in  Frankfort. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage. 

Approved  April  6,  1882. 
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CHAPTER  793. 

AN  ACT  to  legalize  the  action  of  the  county  judge  of  Owen  coantj  in  the 
issuance  of  the  bonds  of  said  county,  under  an  act  approved  January 
27tb,  1880. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
•of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  bonds  issued  by  the  county  judge  of  Owen 
county,  under  and  by  authority  of  an  act  approved  Jan- 
uary 27,  1880,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  declared  legal 
and  valid,  though  the  same  may  have  been  issued  by  the 
count}'  judge  of  said  county  instead  of  by  the  county 
'Court  of  said  county,  as  provided  by  said  act. 

§  2,  This  act  to  take  force  and  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  April  i5,  1882. 


CHAPTER  794. 

AN  AOT  to  legalize  the  acts  of  George  W.  Ei  nble,  judge  of  the  police 
court  of  the  town  of  CAiro,  Henderson  county,  and  to  authorize  him  to 
qualify  under  the  commission  he  now  holds,  and  to  execute  bond  as 
required  by  law.  4 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  all  the  official  orders  made,  and  acts  done,  by 
<jreorge  W.  Kimble,  as  judge  of  the  police  court  of  the 
town  of  Cairo,  Henderson  county,  Kentucky,  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  made  legal,  and  said  orders  and  acts 
are  to  have  the  same  effect  as  if  the  said  Kimble  had 
filed  his  commission  and  qualified  as  required  by  law. 

§  2.  That  said  Kimble  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 
ered  to  file  the  commission  he  now  holds  as  judge  of  the 
police  court  of  the  town  of  Cairo,  Henderson  county, 
Kentucky,  with  the  clerk  of  the  Henderson  county  court, 
and  to  execute  bond,  and  to  qualify  as  such  judge  as  now 
required  by  law  under  that  commission. 

§3.  This  act  is  to  be  in  force  and  to  take  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  795. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one  the  varioas  acts  in  regard  to  the 
town  of  WhitesTille,  in  Daviess  connty,  Kentucky. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

Article   I. 

5  1.  That  the  town  of  Whitesville,  as  laid  off  and  de- 
scribed in  the  plat  of  said  town  recorded  in  the  Daviees 
county  clerk's  office,  shall  be  known,  and  is  hereby  de- 
clared,  the  extent  and  limit  of  said  town;  and  is  hereby 
incorporated  and  declared  a  body-politic,  with  the  powers 
and  privileges  vested  in  said  town  by  this  act,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  "  Town  of  Whitesville." 

§  2.  The  prudential,  fiscal,  and  municipal  concerns  are 
hereby  vested  in  five  trustees,  who  shall  be  elected  annu- 
ally,  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  and  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  Said  trustees  shall  qualify  and  enter  upon  the 
discharge  of  their  duties  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember succeeding  their  election.  Said  trustees  shall 
qualify  by  taking  the  oath  of  office  as  prescribed  by  the 
Constitution  of  Kentucky. 

§  3.  Should  any  member  of  the  said  board  of  trustees 
die,  resign,  or  remove  outside  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town  during  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected,  the  re- 
maining members  shall  elect  a  successor  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy  occasioned  by  such  death,  resignation  or  removal* 

§  4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  trustee 
of  said  town  who  is  not  a  housekeeper  in  sieiid  town,  and 
been  a  resident  thereof  for  twelve  months  preceding  the 
election. 

§  5.  All  qualified  voters  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  who 
have  resided  in  said  town  for  six  months  preceding  the 
election  at  which  they  offer  to  vote,  and  all  qualified  voters 
of  Daviess  county  who  own  real  estate  in  said  town,  are 
declared  the  qualified  voters  of  Whitesville :  Provided^ 
That  no  such  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  cannot 
exhibit  his  tax  collector's  receipt  for  all  taxes  assessed 
against  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
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^  6.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  num- 
ber chairman  of  said  board,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for 
the  term  for  which  he  is  elected.  He  shall  be  st^jed  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  trustees  of  Whitesville. 

§  7.  The  board  of  trustees  of  Whitesville  are  vested 
with  power  to  make  and  receive  all  necessary  convey- 
ances in  relation  to  said  town.  They  are  hereby  vested 
with  power  and  control  over  the  squares,  streets,  and 
alleys  in  said  town,  or  any  which  may  be  opened  here- 
after. They  shall  direct  the  opening,  improvement,  or 
repairing  of  the  same  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem 
best.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  all  necessary 
sidewalks,  with  suitable  curbing,  constructed,  improved, 
or  repaired  in  said  town,  and  shall  assess  the  cost  thereof 
against  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lot  fronting  on  side- 
walks thus  constructed,  improved,  or  repaired,  and  the 
€Ost  thereof  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  lot. 

§  8.  Said  board  of  trustees  are  vested  with  power, 
first,  to  make  all  necessary  ordinances  for  the  regulation 
and  good  government  of  said  town  ;  second,  to  pass  all 
necessary  ordinances  for  the  suppression  of  riots,  routs, 
and  breaches  of  the  peace,  affrays,  unlawful  assemblies, 
riotous  or  disorderly  conduct,  and  drunkenness  in  said 
town,  and  to  provide  for  the  punishment  of  persons  en- 
gaged in  said  offenses,  and  fix  the  penalties  ;  third,  to  fix 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  ordinances  of 
said  town  in  such  sums  as  they  may  deem  best,  not,  how- 
ever, in  any  case  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  for  any 
one  offense  ;  fourth,  to  declare  by  ordinances  what  are 
nuisances  within  said  town,  and  by  their  order  to  direct 
same  to  be  abolished  ;  and  they  may,  by  ordinances,  im- 
pose fines  upon  persons  guilty  of  creating  or  continuing 
nuisances  in  said  town. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  trustees  to 
appoint  a  treasurer,  clerk,  assessor,  and  an  attorney  for 
said  town,  and  to  provide  by  ordinances  for  the  compen- 
sation of  each.  They  shall  require  bond  from  clerk, 
treasurer,  and  assessor  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their 
respective  duties,  in  addition  to  which  said  officers  shall 
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take  the  oath  of  office,  as  prescribed  by  the  Constitution 
^f  Kentucky. 

Article  II. 

§  1.  The  board  of  trustees  of  Whitesville  have  power 
to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  upon  the  property  in  said  town, 
not  to  exceed  in  any  one  year  fifty  cents  on  the  one  hun- 
dred dollars'*  worth  of  property  so  assessed,  and  to  levy 
and  collect  a  poll-tax  on  the  male  inhabitants  of  said 
town,  not  to  exceed  three  dollars  on  each  male  inhabi- 
tant of  said  town  over  twenty-one  years  of  age. 

§  2.  Said  board  of  trustees  are  vested  with  power  to 
license  and  tax  hotels,  coffee-houses,  and  saloons,  or 
houses  or  places  wherein  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt 
liquors  are  sold  or  given  away  in  said  town,  or  within 
one  mile  of  corporate  limits :  Provided^  That  the  tax  to 
•keep  hotels,  coffee-houses,  saloons,  or  houses  or  places 
wherein  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  are  sold  or 
given  away,  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  in  addition . 
to  the  State  tax  :  And  provided  further.  That  the  license 
contemplated  in  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  druggists 
or  pharmacists  selling  drugs  and  medicines  under  the 
existing  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky.  But  all  per- 
sons claiming  to  sell  as  druggist  or  pharmacist,  who  may 
sell,  give,  or  oause  to  be  given  any  spirituous,  vinous, 
or  malt  liquors,  unless  it  be  upon  a  prescription  of  a 
regular  practicing  physician,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to 
the  town  of  Whitesville  any  sum  that  the  board  of  trus- 
tees may  fix  by  ordinance,  if  not  less  than  twenty  nor 
more  than  thirty  dollars  for  each  offense;  and  any  person 
-or  persons  claiming  to  sell  spirits  for  medical  purposes 
shall  keep  a  correct  register  of  all  prescriptions,  giving 
number  and  date  of  same.  This  register  shall,  on  de- 
mand of  the  board  of  trustees,  be  subject  to  their  inspec- 
tion. Any  person  or  persons  refusing  to  comply  herewith 
shall  be  fined  any  sum  the  board  of  trustees  may  desig- 
»nate  by  ordinance,  if  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than 
^fty  dollars.     The  said  fines  and  forfeitures  shall  be  re- 
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coverable  before  the  police  judge  of  Wbitesville,  as  other 
fines  and  forfeitures  are  collected. 

§  3.  The  chairnnan  and  board  of  trustees  are  vested* 
with  power  to  suppress  all  tippling-houses  and  all  retail- 
ing of  spirituous  liquors  without  license,  and  to  fine  all 
who  may  violate  their  by-laws  in  relation  thereto  in  any 
sum  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  nor  less  than  twenty- five 
dollars  for  each  offense,  which  may  be  reco'vered  before 
the  police  judge  of  said  town.  They  shall  have  the 
power,  at  any  time,  to  suspend  indefinitely,  or  for  a 
limited  time,  any  hotel  or  coffee-house  or  other  license 
they  may  grant,  whenever  they  are  satisfied  that  the 
hotel,  coffee  house  keeper,  or  other  licensed  whisky  ven- 
dor, has  permitted  unlawful  gaming  in  his  house  or  upon 
his  premises,  or  has  allowed  any  disorderly  or  indecent 
conduct  to  be  practiced  or  committed  in  his  house  or 
upon  his  premises :  Provided^  That  no  license  shall  be 
suspended  until  said  hotel  or  coffee-house  keeper,  or 
whisky  vendor  shall  have  at  least  five  days'  notice,  and 
have  been  permitted  to  show  cause,  if  any,  why  his 
license  should  not  he  suspended. 

§  4.  Said  board  of  trustees  are  vested  with  power  to 
license  and  tax,  and  to  provided  by  ordinance  for  licensing 
and  taxing,  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  all  sporting 
galleries,  places  of  public  resort  for  sport  or  pleasure, 
shooting  galleries,  all  auction  sales,  shows,  and  exhibi- 
tions, livery  and  sale  stables,  omnibuses,  hacks,  carriages, 
and  all  other  vehicles  run  in  said  town  for  pay  or  hire,  and 
shall  by  ordinances  fix  the  tax  for  such  license  in  such 
sums  as  they  may  deem  proper.  They  shall,  by  ordi- 
nance, enforce  the  taking  out  said  license  by  fixing  fines 
and  penalties  against  all  persons  failing  or  refusing  to  do 
so :  Provided,  No  license  shall  be  granted  for  any  games  or 
gaming  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 
All  f^bows  which  exhibit  within  one  half  mile  of  said' 
town  shall  pay  tax  herein  provided  for. 

^  5.  The  assessor  shall  be  annually  appointed  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  March,  and  shall  immediately  qual- 
ify and  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duty.     He  shalb 
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call  upon  each  resident  of  said  town  for  a  list  of  his,  her, 
or  their  property.  He  shall  administer  an  oath  to  each 
person  similar  to  the  oath  administered  by  the  county 
assessor  as  to  the  truth  of  his,  her,  or  their  list,  and  shall 
value  the  property  so  listed.  He  shall  make  out  the  lists 
of  property  in  said  town  owned  by  non-residents  thereof, 
calling  on  their  agents,  if  they  have  any,  and  if  none, 
then  from  such  information  as  he  possesses  or  may  obtain; 
or,  if  there  is  no  agent,  he  may  make  such  lists  from  the 
assessor's  books  of  the  p/eceding  year,  and  said  property 
shall  be  valued  in  the  same  manner  as  the  property  of 
residents  of  said  town;  but  the  name  of  the  agent,  if 
ther^  is  one,  shall  be  placed  upon  the  assessor's  book,  as 
well  as  the  name  of  the  owner. 

^  6.  The  lists  of  property  and  the  valuation  thereof 
shall  be  made  as  of  the  20th  of  April  of  each  year,  and  the 
assessor  return  his  list,  together  with  a  complete  list  of  all 
the  male  inhabitants  of  said  town  over  the  age  of  twen- 
ty-one years,  and  the  number  of  dogs  owned  by  each,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  June  of  each  year. 

§  7.  Immediately  upon  the  return  of  said  list  by  the 
assessor,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  carefully  examine  the 
list  as  returned  by  the  assessor,  and  correct  the  valuation 
of  property  as  made  by  him,  whether  the  same  be  valued 
too  high  or  too  low,  and  make  such  corrections  as  may  be 
found  needful;  and  any  person  who  feels  aggrieved  by  the 
valuation  of  his  or  her  property  as  made  by  the  assessor 
may  apply  to  the  board  of  trustees,  who  shall  hear  and 
determine  the  matter,  and  grant  such  relief  as  is  proper. 

§  6.  Immediately  after  having  examined  and  revised 
the  assessor's  lists,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  apportion 
and  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  the  property  returned,  and 
a  poll  tax  on  each  male  inhabitant  returned,  and  a  tax 
on  each  dog  returned,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner:  Provided^ 
That  the  tax  on  each  dog  shall  not  be  less  than  fifty  cents: 
Provided  further,  Should  the  owner  or  owners  fail  to  pay 
the  said  tax  when  demanded,  the  dogs  shall  be  killed  h^ 
the  tax  collector. 
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§  9.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  prescribe  all  necessary 
rules  and  regulations  for  obtaining  annually  a  fair  and 
equal  assessment  of  all  property  subject  to  taxation  in 
said  town,  and  for  the  collection  thereof. 

§  10.  The  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees,  as  soon  as  the 
assessor's  hook  is  approved  of  by  the  board,  shall  make 
out,  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  an  alpha- 
betical list  of  the  tax-payers  of  said  town,  together  with 
the  amount  of  property  owned  by  each,  and  the  amount 
of  tax  due  from  each,  and  place. the  same  in  the  hands  of 
the  marshal  or  tax  collector  of  said  town  on  or  before 
the  10th  day  of  Aygust  in  each  year. 

§  II.  The  marshal  of  Whitesville,  or  the  tax  collector, 
shall  proceed  immediately  to  collect  the  taxes  on  said 
book,  and  shall  furnish  to  each  tax -payer  a  receipt  for 
the  amount  of  taxes  paid.  Should  any  tax-payer  fail  or 
refuse  to  pay  his,  her,  or  their  taxes  on  demand,  the  mar- 
shal or  tax  collector  shall  tender  to  the  delinquent  a 
receipt  for  the  amount  due,  and  again  demand  payment; 
and  if  the  tax-payer  then  fails  or  refuses  to  pay  same,  the 
officer  shall  immediately  distrain  for  same  by  levying 
upon  and  selling  for  cash  in  hand  any  or  all  property  of 
the  delinquent. 

§  12.  All  property  owned  by  the  person  against  whom 
the  taxes  are  assessed  shall  be  subject  to  distraint,  and 
may  be  levied  on  and  sold  for  the  taxes  due  and  costs  of 
sale,  including  cost  of  advertising,  and  six  per  centum  on 
the  amount  due  as  commission  to  the  officer  for  making 
the  levy  and  sale.  The  marshal  shall  first  seize  the  per- 
sonal estate  of  the  tax-payer;  if  none,  he  shall  levy  on 
and  sell  the  real  estate  of  the  tax-payer,  or  the  real  estate 
against  which  the  assessment  is  made,  as  the  case  may 
be. 

§  13.  All  real  estate  in  Whitesville  may  be  sold  for 
taxes  due  upon  said  real  estate,  or  due  to  the  town  from 
persons  owning  same.  The  marshal  or  tax  collector  »hall 
levy  upon  the  same  by  indorsing  the  levy  upon  the  tax 
receipt,  and  shall  sell  the  same  at  the  post-office  door  in 
the  town  of  Whitesville   on   the   first  Saturday  in  each 
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month.  Before  selling  the  officer  shall  advertise  the  time, 
terms,  and  place  of  sale,  together  with  a  description  of 
the  property  to  be  sold,  for  at  least  fifteen  days  preceding 
the  sale,  by  printed  handbills  posted  at  the  post-office 
door  and  at  least  four  other  public  places  in  said  town; 
and  if  a  newspaper  be  published  in  said  town,  then  by 
two  insertions  in  said  newspaper.  Said  sale  shall  be 
made  for  cash  in  hand,  and  shall  be  for  a  sum  sufficient 
to  pay  the  taxes  due  and  cost,  as  provided  in  the  last  sec- 
tion. If  the  lot  sold  is  susceptible  of  division,  the  officer 
shall  sell  only  so  much  as  is  necessary  to  pay  the  tax  and 
costs;  but  if  not  susceptible  of  division,  then  the  whole 
property  shall  be  9old,  and  the  excess  over  and  above  the 
taxes  and  costs  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  delinquent 
owner.  It  is  provided,  however,  that  the  owner  of  the 
property  sold  shall  have  the  right,  at  any  time  within  two 
years  after  tlie  sale,  to  redeem  said  property  by  paying 
the  tax  due,  ten  per  cent,  interest  thereon,  and  the  costs 
of  sale.  If  said  property  is  not  redeemed  within  said 
two  years,  then  the  marshal  or  tax  collector  shall  convey 
the  property  sold  to  the  purchaser  thereof 

§  14.  If  there  is  no  marshal  of  said  town,  or  if  the  mar- 
shal fails  or  refuses  to  take  the  tax-book  and  collect  the 
taxes,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
appoint  a  collector  of  taxes  for  said  town,  who  shall 
execute  bond  and  take  the  oath  of  office,  and  shall  be 
invested  with  all  the  rights,  powers,  and  privileges  of  the 
marshal  in  the  collection  of  taxes,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
like  penalties. 

Article  III. 

i  1.  There  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Monday  in  Au- 
gust, 1882,  and  every  four  years  thereafter,  by  the  legal 
voters  of  Whites ville,  a  judicial  officer  to  be  styled  the 
police  judge  of  Whitesville,  who  shall  qualify  as  re- 
quired by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  and   enter  upon  the   discharge   of   his  duties 

on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  succeeding  his 
election. 
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§  2.  Said  police  judge  shall  possess  the  same  qualifica- 
tions as  county  judges. 

§  3.  Said  police  judge  shall  hold  his  courts  in  Whites- 
ville  at  such  times  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall,  by  ordi- 
nance, prescribe,  and  his  court  shall  be  known  as  the 
police  court  of  Whitesville. 

§  4.  Said  court  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  within 
the  limits  of  said  town,  and  within  one  half  mile  beyond 
said  limits,  of  all  prosecutions  for  a  breach  of  the  ordi- 
nances of  said  town;  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with 
the  quarterly  court  and  courts  of  justices  of  the  peace  of 
all  civil  sdits  where  the  matter  in  controversy  does  not 

exceed  one    hundred    dollars,   exclusive   of   interest  and 
costs. 

§  5.  Said  police  court  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdic- 
tion with  justices  of  the  peace  of  all  criminal  prosecu- 
tions within  the  county  of  Daviess,  except  as  a  court  of 
inquiry,  in  which  he  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  as 
the  county  judge. 

$  6.  Said  judge  shall  act  as  clerk  of  said  court,  and 
shall  issue  all  necessary  precepts,  writs,  and  summons. 
He  shall  keep  a  correct  recordjof  the  proceedings  of  said 
court,  and  a  certified  copy  of  same  shall  be  evidence  i\\ 
all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  7.  All  prosecutions  in  said  court,  for  a  violation  of  the 
ordinances  of  Whitesville,  shall  be  upon  warrant  either  of 
arrest  or  summons,  as  the  police  judge  may  deem  proper, 
issued  in  the  name  uf  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky^ 
for  the  benefit  of  the  town  of  Whitesville  ;  and,  in  said 
warrant,  the  offense  charged  shall  be  succinctly  stated; 
and  for  all  fines  due  said  town,  a  capias  pro  fine  may 
issue. 

§  8.  The  said  police  judge  is  vested  with  power  to 
issue  subpoBnas  for  witnesses  to  appear  and  testify  in  all 
matters  pending  in  said  court,  and  to  compel  their  attend- 
ance by  attachment,  and  fine  and  imprisonment  for  con- 
tempt of  court.  He  shall  have  power  to  fine  and  imprison 
for  contempt  to  the  same  extent  that  justices  of  the  peace 
are  permitted  to  fine  and  imprison  for  like  offenses.     He 
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-shall  have  power  to  order  a  jury  to  be  summoned  and 
empaneled  in  all  cases  when,  by  law,  juries  are  permitted 
HI  courts  of  justices  of  the  peace. 

§  9.  The  police  court  of  Whitesville  shall  be  always 
open  for  the  trial  of  persons  charged  with  the  violation 
of  the  ordinances  of  Whitesville,  or  any  criminal  offense 
cognizable  in  said  court. 

§  10.  Said  police  judge  shall  receive  the  same  fees, 
collectable  in  the  same  manner,  as  allowed  by  law  to 
justices  of  the  peace  for  similar  services. 

g  11.  Appeals  may  be  taken  from  judgments  of  said 
court  in  the  same  manner  and  on  the  same  terms  that 
.appeals  are  allowed  from  judgments  of  justices  of  the 
peace. 

^  12.  If,  from  any  cause,  the  police  judge  shall  fail  to 
attend  and  hold  his  court,  or  being  in  attendance  should 
fail  or  refuse,  from  any  cause,  to  hold  his  court,  or  should 
there  be  a  vacancy  in  said  office,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  hold  said  court; 
and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  said  ofHce,  said  chairman 
shall  issue  all  processes,  writs,  and  executions,  which  said 
police  judge  could  by  law  issue* 

Article  IV. 

§  1.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  legal  voters  of. 
Whitesville,  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1882,  a  mar- 
shal, who  shall  qualify  as  constables  are  required  to 
qualify,  and  hold  his  ofHce  for  two  years,  and  until  his 
successor  is  elected  and  qualifies,  and  enters  upon  the 
discharge  of  his  duties,  which  shall  be  within  one  month  ^ 

after  his  election.  The  said  marshal  shall  execute  to  ^he 
-board  of  trustees  of  Whitesville  a  bond  of  security,  to  be 
approved  by  them,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties 
as  marshal  of  said  town. 

§  2.  Said  marshal  shall  execute  all  processes  from  the 
police  court  of  Whitesville,  and  collect  all  executions 
from  said  court.  He  shall  collect  all  taxes  due  said  town, 
and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer.  He  shall  collect 
all  fines  and  forfeitures  due  said  town,  and  pay  same  over 
to  the  treasurer.     He  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  20th 
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day  of  July,  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  all  taxes  due  said 
town,  and  oh  or  before  said  day  make  settlements  of  hi& 
accounts  as  marshal  with  the  clerk  of  the  board,  and  ob- 
tain a  quietus  for  all  taxes  placed  in  his  hands  for  collec- 
tion, and  for  all  moneys  collected  by  him,  or  which  oug^ht 
to  have  been  collected  by  him,  on  account  of  fines  and 
forfeitures,  which  settlements  shall  be  examined  and  ap- 
proved by  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  3.    The    marshal  of  Whitesville   is   vested    with  the 
same  powers  as  are  conferred  by  law  on  sherifl^s  in  the 
collection   of  taxes  and  the  execution  of  processes,  and 
shall  receive  the  same  compensation,  payable  and  col- 
lectable in   the  same  manner,  and  he  shall  be  liable  to  . 
like  penalties:  Provided^  He  shall  receive  one  dollar  for 
serving  each  warrant  of  arrest,  and  five  cents  for  each 
summons  for  violations  of  the  ordinances  of  the  town  of 
Whitesville,  to  be  paid  by  the  town  and  taxed  as  costs; 
and  each  defendant  arrested  or  summoned  shall  be  con- 
sidered a  separate  warrant.     He  shall  receive  in  addition 
thereto  such  salary  for  policing  said  town  as  the  board  of 
trustees  may,  by  ordinance,  fix. 

§  4.  The  marshal  of  Whitesville  is  vested  with  the  same 
power,  in  all  case  throughout  the  county  of  Daviess, 
which  is  given  by  law  to  constables.  He  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  this  charter,, 
and  make  such  other  returns  and  reports  of  his  acts  as 
may  be  provided  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  Whitesville. 
He  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  and  commissions  for 
collecting  fines  and  forfeitures  as  the  constables  are  in 
%  like  cases.     He  shall  have  the  same  fees  as  constables  for 

like  services. 

§  5.  Said  marshal  shall  have  power  to  summon  to  his 
aid  as  many  citizens  of  the  town  of  Whitesville  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  any  ordinance 
adopted  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town ;  and 
any  citizen  thus  summoned  and  failing  to  obey,  shall  be 
liable  to  such  fine  as  the  board  of  trustees  may,  by  ordi- 
nance, fix. 
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§  6.  The  board  of  trustees  may,  from  time  to  time,  ap- 
point policemen  for  the  town  of  Whitesville,  not  exceed- 
ing four  at  any  one  time,  and  they  may  remove  any  or  all 
of  them  at  pleasure.  '  Said  policemen  shall  take  the  oath 
required  by  law  of  constables,  and  are  invested  with  all  / 

the  powers  of  sheriffs  or  constables  in  suppressing  riots, 
arresting  law-breakers,  or  to  preserve  the  peace  of  the  said 
town.  They  are  authorized  to  execute  all  criminal  pro- 
cesses issued  by  the  police  judge  of  Whitesville.  The 
board  of  trustees  shall,  by  ordinance,  provide  for  the  pay 
of  said  policemen  when  on  duty. 

^  7.  When  any  drunken,  riotous^  or  disorderly  person 
is  arrested  by  any  peace  officer  within  said  town  or 
within  one  half  mile  of  the  corporate  limits,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  such  officer  to  confine  said  drunken,  riotous, 
or  disorderly  person  in  such  place  of  confinement  as  the 
board  of  trustees  may  provide,  until  he  can  be  brought 
before  the  police  judge  or  some  magistrate,  to  be  dealt 
with  according  to  law ;  but  such  person  shall  not  be  con- 
fined for  a  longer  period  than  twenty-four  hours,  unless 
the  day  succeeding  the  arrest  be  Sunday;  then  said  person 
shall  be  taken  before  the  police  judge  or  magistrate  by 
twelve  o'clock,  M.,  on  Monday. 

§  8.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  marshal, 
then  the  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  some  suitable 
person  to  fill  the  office  during  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Article  V. 

§  1.  The  treasurer  elected  by  the  board  of  trustees,  as 
provided  in  this  act,  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  funds 
of  said  town,  which  he  will  pay  out  on  the  orders  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  will  render  a  quarterly  statement 
of  the  amounts  received  by  him,  together  with  proper 
vouchers  for  all  disbursements ;  and  will  render  such 
other  statements  as  the  board  may  require  from  time  ta 
time,  and  turn  over  all  funds  and  property  of  the  towi> 
in  his  hands  to  his  successor. 

§  2.  The  clerk  of  the  board  shall  keep  a  correct  record 
of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees  in  well- 
bound  books  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  at  the  cost 
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of  the  town,  and  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  records 
and  papers  of  said  board. 

Article  VI.  ' 

§  I.  The  board  of  trustees  of  Whitesville  have  power 
to  work  all  able-bodied  parties  on  any  of  the  streets  of 
said  town  who  may  be  convicted  for  violation  of  ordi- 
nances, when  the  said  defendants  fail  or  refuse  to  pay 
over  or  replevy  the  same.  Said  work  is  to  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  marshal,  or  some  other  person  ap- 
pointed by  the  board  of  trustees  of  Whitesville,  at  the 
rate  of  one  dollar  per-day,  until  said  judgment  and  costs 
arc'satisfied. 

Schedule. 

§1.  The  board  of  trustees  and  other  officers  of  said 
town,  in  office  when  this  act  takes  effect,  shall  continue 
in  office,  with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  under  this  act, 
until  their  respective  successors  are  elected  or  appointed 
and  qualified.  They  shall  receive  the  compensation  fixed 
by  law  or  the  ordinances  of  said  town  in  force  at  passage 
of  this  act.  The  by-laws  and  ordinances  now  in  force 
in  said  town  shall  continue  in  force  under  this  charter 
until  repealed,  or  others  adopted  in  their  stead  by  the 
board  of  trustees. 

^  2.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  adoption  by  a  majority  of  all  the  qualified  voters 
within  the  boundaries  herein  ;  and  to  ascertain  the  will 
of  said  voters,  an  election  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Saturday  in  June,  1882,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 
And  to  determine  the  number  of  voters  within  said 
boundary,  the  trustees  shall  cause  a  full  list  of  the  quali- 
fied voters  in  said  boundary  to  be  returned  to  them  by 
Home  competent  and  reliable  person  by  them  appointed, 
who  shall  also  certify  the  number  thereof  to  the  clerk  of 
the  Daviess  county  court.  Notice  of  said  election  shall 
be  given  by  written  or  printed  posters  placed  at  ten  dif- 
/ferent  public  places  within  the  boundary,  at  least  three 
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of  which  shall  be  on  the  main  business  street  of  the 
^own,  and  the  question  propounded  to  each  voter  shall  be: 
-<*Are  you  for  or  against  the  new  charter?"  and  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  and  against  said 
charter  shall  also  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Da- 
viess county  court.

CHAPTER    796. 

AN  ACT  to  empower  the  sheriff  of  Marion  county  to  execute  bond  and  to 

legalize  his  acts. 

Whereas,  Albert  Lee,  sherifi*  of  Marion  county,  failed 

to  execute  his  bond  for  the  collection  of  the  revenue  on 

-or  before  the  first  Monday  in  January  last,  but  executed 

same  first  Monday  in  February  last. 

* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Albert  Lee,  sherifi*  of  Marion  county,  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  empowered  and  authorized  to  execute  bond, 
with  good  security,  before  the  county  court  of  said  county, 
-for  the  collection  of  the  State  revenue  and  county  levy 
for  the  year  1882. 

$  2.  That  said  Lee  is  hereby  continued  in  office,  and 
his  official  acts,  from  the  first  Monday  in  January  last  till 
the  execution  of  the  bond  herein  provided  for,  are  hereby 
•legalized. 

§3.  That  this  act  take  eflfect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  797. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  J.  11.  Daris,  late  sheriff  of  Larue  county. 

Whereas,  J.  M.  Davis,  late  sheriflf  of   Larue  county, 

accounted  to  the  Auditor  of  the  State  and  paid  into  the

The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
the  power  and  the  authority  to  adopt,  make,  or  pass  any 
ordinance  or  by-law  not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State  and  the  United  States,  which  may  be 
necessary  for  the  good  government  and  regulation  of  said 
town  and  all  of  its  concerns;  and  may  pass  by-laws  or 
ordinances  at  any  time  to  levy  and  to  collect  an  annual 
tax  upon  and  from  the  citizens  of  said  town,  and  upon  the 
real  and  personal  estate  therein ;  but  said  tax  shall  not 
in  any  year  exceed   fifteen   cents  on   each   one   hundred 
dollars  in  value  of  said  real  or  personal  estate,  and  shall 
not  in  any  year  exceed  two  dollars  tithe  tax,  and  the  tithe 
tax  shall  not  be  assessed  against  a  female,  or  any  male 
under  twenty-one  years  of  age.     The  said  board  of  trus- 
tees may  annually  elect  a  clerk,  marshal,  assessor,  and 
such  other  officers  or  agents  as  they  may  consider  expe- 
dient, and  shall  require  a  bond  and  security  from  them  or 
any  of  them  for  a  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties,  which 
bond  may  be  taken  in  the  name  of  Rowletts,  or  in  the 
name  of  the  trustees  in  office  for  the  time  being,  and  may 
contain  any  other  conditions  or  stipulations  deemed  fit  and 
proper  by  said  board;  and  may  be  sued  on  in  the  proper 
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<;ourt,  and  recovery  had  in  the  name  and  for  the  benefit 
of  said  town,  as  in  other  cases  of  official  bonds  of  this 
Commonwealth.  The  said  officers  shall  take  the  consti- 
tutional oath  of  office,  and  to  well  and  truly  discharge 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  as  required  by  law 
and  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town.  The  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to 
pass  by-laws  or  ordinances  to  suppress  tippling-houses, 
houses  of  ill-fame,  bawdy-houses,  gambling-houses,  dis- 
orderly houses,  and  the  retailing  of  spirituous  or  malt  or 
fermented  liquors,  or  either;  to  prohibit  any  show  or  ex- 
hibition within  said  town  for  pay  without  license  from 
said  board  of  trustees;  and  to  pass  all  by-laws  or  ordi- 
nances to  promote  the  good  government  of  said  town 
in  all  of  its  municipal  relations  and  affairs ;  but  no  such 
by-law  or  ordinance  shall  be  contrary  to  the  laws  and 
Constitution  of  this  State  or  United  States.  The  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  enforce  said  by-laws 
or  ordinances  by  making  the  person  or  persons  who  vio- 
late either  or  any  of  them,  or  any  provisions  thereof, 
subject  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  and 
not  less  than  five  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered 
with  costs  in  the  name  of  the  said  town,  before  any  court 
having  jurisdiction  thereof;  and  upon  any  such  judgment 
a  fi,  fa,  or  ca.  sa,  execution  may  be  issued.  The  said 
trustees  shall  have  the  right  and  power  to  tax  stores  and 
places  of  public  resort,  and  to  adopt  and  make  regula- 
tions and  rules  for  the  government  of  such  places  of  pub- 
lic resort,  and  to  enforce  the  same  by  adequate  fines  and 
penalties. 

§  3.  The  qualifications  for  voters  within  said  town  for  voten. 
said  board  of  trustees  shall  be  the  same  as  required  for 
State  Representatives  ;  and  resident  citizens  of  said  town 
who  actually  pay  any  of  the  taxes  herein  authorized  to 
be  levied,  shall  be  exempt  from  working  upon  public 
roads  outside  of  the  limits  of  said  town.  The  following 
persons  shall  be  a  board  of  trustees  until  the  first  Monday 
in  April,  1883,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified,  to-wit:  P.    L.  Maxey,  W.  S.   Coates,  Peter  O. 
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Leach,  J.  S.  Logsdon,  and  P.  L.  Burd.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  board  to  give  notice  of  each 
election,  and  to  conduct  the  same  as  judges  thereof,  and 
certify  the  poll-books. 

§  4.  The  marshal  of  said  town  shall  have  all  the  power 
and  authority  of  a  conservator  of  the  peace  to  execute 
and  enforce  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town,  and 
the  penal  laws  of  this  State  within  said  town;  and  the 
said  board  of  trustees  may  require  all  other  necessary 
and  proper  duties  to  be  performed  by  said  marshal  or  any 
other  town  officer,  and  may,  for  causes,  at  any  time,  on 
due  notice,  remove  either  of  said  officers  from  office,  and 
elect  another  person  to  fill  such  vacancies  as  the  board 
of  trustees  may  fix  by  ordinance  or  by-laws. 

§  5.  That  the  net  amount  of  taxes  on  real  and  personal 
estate  and  tithe  tax,  and  for  licenses,  and  collected  for 
fines,  shall  be  applied,  by  said  board  of  trustees,  to  the 
improvement  of  the  streets  and  towards  the  supply  of 
water  in  said  town,  and  for  any  other  public  improve- 
ment which  adds  to  the  comfort  of  the  citizens  of  said 
town;  and  a  majority  of  said  board,  exclusive  of  the 
chairman,  shall  be  necessary  to  form  a  quorum,  and  a 
majority  of  said  quorum  to  do  or  to  perform  any  act 
binding  upon  said  town.  The  chairman  may  call  meet- 
ingsof  the  board  of  trusteej  at  his  pleasure,  or  two  of 
the  trustees  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees 
at  any  suitable  time.  All  meetings  of  the  said  board 
shall  be  in  said  town,  and  regular  meetings  may  be  fixed 
by  ordinance  or  by  by-laws  of  the  board.  At  all  meetings 
the  chairman  shall  have  the  right  to  preside,  when  pres- 
ent, and  give  the  casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie,  but  not 
otherwise  vote. 

§  6.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  exempt  tavern-keepers  or 
others  from  any  revenue  tax  or  license  tax,  and  this  act 
shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and  all  acts  concerning^ 
said  town  of  Rowletts,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  thi» 
act,  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  820. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituons,  ▼ioous,  or  malt  liquors  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Dizoa,  in  Webster  county,  or  within 
one  mile  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  druggist  or 
other  person  to  either  directly  or  indirectly  vend  or  sell 
any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  a  mixture  there- 
of,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Dixon,  in 
Webster  county,  Kentucky,  or  within  one  mile  thereof. 

§  2.  For  any  violation  of  this  act  the  person  or  persons 
BO  offending  shall  be  fined  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense, 
to  be  recovered   by  warrant  issued   by  police  judge  of 
said  town,  judge  of  Webster  county  court,  justice  of  the 
peace  for  said  county,  or  by  indictment  by  the  grand  jury 
of  said  county,  such  warrant  to  be  issued  in  the  name  of 
the  Commonwealth;  and  full  power  is  hereby  given  to 
any  such  officer  to  try  any  violation  of  this  act  that  may 
occur  within  said   corporate  limits,  or  within    one  mile 
thereof,  and  the  same  proceeding  shall  be   had   upon  a 
judgment  rendered  as  if  rendered  by  a  criminal  or  circuit 
court  for  a  similar  offense. 

§  3.  All  fines  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  town. 

§4.  This  act  shall  not  affect  any  one  now  selling  under 
a  license  until  the  expiration  of  said  license.

CHAPTER  821.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  commidsiooer  of  the  Rowan  coantjr  court  to  hear 

proof  and  suppljr  burned  deeds. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  commissioner  appointed  by  the  county 
court  of  Rowan  county  to  supply  lost  and  burned  records 
of  said  county  court  shall  have  power  to  hear  proof  and 
supply  any  or  all  deeds  which  were  burned  in  the  burn* 
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ing  of  the  county  court  clerk's  office  of  Rowan  county,  in 
November,  1880;  and  said  commissioner  shall  reduce  the 
evidence  so  taken  by  him  to  writing,  and  return  it  with 
his  report  to  the  county  court  of  Rowan  county,  and  the 
same  shall  be  filed  in  said  court,  and  shall  lay  over  thirty 
days  for  exceptions;  and  if  none  be  taken, the  same  shall 
be  confirmed,  and  the  deed  so  supplied  shall  be  ordered  to 
record,  and  shall  stand  in  lieu  of  the  deed  so  burned. 

§  2.  The  commissioner  shall  give  reasonable  public 
notice  of  his  sittings,  and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time 
until  his  said  labors  are  completed. 

§3.  Said  commissioner  shall  be  allowed  three  dollars 
per  day  for  his  services,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  levy 
of  Rowan  county, 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  822. 

^N  ACT  to  locorporate  the  MoQDt  Pleasant  Cemetery  Company,  in  Union 

connty. 

Be. it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonuoealth 
^f  Kentucky: 

J  1.  That  H.  Nunn,  J.  F.  Quivey,  C.  L.  Curray,  F.  I. 
Berry,  and  J.  R.  Reynolds,  elders  of  Mount  Pleasant  con- 
gregation of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church,  in 
Union  county,  Kentucky,  and  S.  Bradburn  and  E.  Cowan, 
deacons  of  said  church,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate  and  politic, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  v*  The  Mount  Pleasant  Cem- 
etery Company;"  and  by  that  name  said  company  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  able  and  capable 
in  law  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  to  sue  and  be 
8ued,  plead  and  ^e  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in 
all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  They  shall  have  power  Co  purchase  other  lands 
than  that  now  owned  by  them;  and  said  land  now  owned 
by  them,  and  which  may  be  conveyed  to  said  company, 
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49hall  be  held  solely  and  exclusively  for  a  cemetery,  and 
shall  never  be  sold  or  used  for  any  other  purpose  u'hat- 
-ever. 

§  3.  The  grounds  and  fixtures,  and  everything  growing 
^thereon,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  and  no  part 
thereof  shall  ever  be  subject  to  sale  by  virtue  of  mort- 
.gage,  judgment,  execution,  or  decree,  or  any  cause  what- 
ever. 

§  4.  That  said  company  may  take  or  receive,  by  gift  or 
otherwise,  any  land  or  other  property,  to  be  held  by  them 
for  the  purpose  of  ornamenting,  improving,  or  extending 
the  grounds  of  the  company,  subject  to  the  restrictions 
aforesaid. 

§  5.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  num* 
ber  president  of  said  board,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill 
all  vacancies  in  their  body.  Four  trustees  shall  constitute 
-a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  6.  The  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  a  super- 
intendent, clerk,  and  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as 
they  may  think  proper,  and  regulate  their  term  of  office. 
They  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceedings,  and  of  all 
sales,  transfers,  and  disbursements. 

§7.  They  shall  prepare  and  keep  an  accurate  map  and 
•  survey  of  the  grounds  and  lots  in  said  cemetery. 

§  8.  They  shall  have  power  to  make  by-laws  for  the 
regulation  and  control  of  lots,  and  for  the  control,  care, 
and  management  of  the  grounds  and  graves,  and  the 
mode  of  ornamenting  the  same. 

§  0.  They  shall  have  power  to  enter  upon  any  of  the 
lots  and  remove  any  ornaments,  fixtures,  or  shrubbery 
that  may  be  planted  on  said  lots  against  the  regulations 
or  by-laws  of  said  company. 

§  10.  That  said  company  shall  have  power  to  sell  burial 
lots  at  either  public  or  private  sale;  and  when  sold,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  said  company  to 
-execute  to  the  purchaser,  giving  the  number  of  lot,  a  cer- 
tificate thereof,  which  shall  vest  the  purchaser  with  title 
<o  said  lot.

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§  11.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  forcibly,  or 
without  lawful  authority, violate  any  of  the  graves  of  the 
dead,  or  willfully  deface  any  of  the  tombstones,  monu- 
ment?, or  incloaure,  or  willfully  injure  any  of  the  orna- 
ments, shrubbery,  fixtures,  or  anything  on  said  ground, 
such  person  or  persons  so  offending,  and  those  who  may 
aid  or  abet  them,  shall  be  punished  by  fine  or  imprison- 
ment, or  both,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof, 
and  8hall  also  be  liable  to  the  company  in  an  action  for 
damages,  which  damages,  when  recovered,  shall  be  ap- 
plied by  the  company  to  repair,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
injury  done. 

§  12.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  823. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Blue  Lick  Battle  Ground  Monument  Associa- 
tion. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comrmmwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  several  persons  who  may  contribute  money 
or  means  to  the  erection  of  a  monument  at  or  near  Blue 
Lick  Springs,  in  memory  of  the  heroism  of  the  patriot 
pioneers  of  Kentucky  who  participated  in  the  bloody  and 
disastrous  battle  with  the  Indians  at  that  place  on  the 
19th  day  of  August,  1782,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  cre- 
ated a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the 
Battle  of  Blue  Lick  Monument  Association,  and  by  that 
name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  ia 
any  court  of  law  or  equity,  and  be  capable  of  receiving 
and  holding  real  and  personal  property  for  the  purpose 
of  erecting  and  keeping  in  repair  a  monument  as  afore- 
said, with  suitable  and  appropriate  inscriptions  or  devices, 
thereon* 

§  2,  The  members  and  directors  of  said  associatioa 
shall  be  exempt  from  personal  liability  on  account  of  the 
debts  or  liabilities  of  the  association. 
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§  3.  There  shall  be  a  directory  for  said  association,  to 
consist  of  a  president  and  fifteen  directors,  who  shall 
have  the  solCijcontrol  and  management  of  the  prudential, 
fiscal,  and'other  concerns  of  the  association,  and  for  that 
purpose  may  make  any  rules  or  by-laws  for  the  govern- 
ment of  its  aflairs  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth.  They  may  adopt  a 
corporate  seal,  receive  money  or  property,  and  sue  in  the 
name  of  the^association,  either  at  law  or  equity,  for  any 
money  or  property  which  may  be  subscribed  for  the  pur- 
pose  of  erecting  and  maintaining  said  monument.  They 
shall  also  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  any 
other  person  or  persons  necessary  to  aid  in  conducting 
the  affairs  and  erection  of  said  monument.  It  shall  be 
the  duty'of  the  secretary  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
directors,  and  record  their  acts  and  proceedings  in  a  suit- 
able book,  which  shall  be  kept  with  the  other  records  and 
paper,  and  be  at  all  times  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
any  subscriber  and  the  Governor.  He  shall  likewise 
record  the  name  and  place  of  residence  of  each  sub- 
scriber, together  with  the  amount  of  his  or  her  subscrip- 
tion* and   perform  all  other  duties  that  may  be  required 

• 

of  him  by  the  board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  treasurer 
safely  to  keep  the  money  and  other  property  of  the  asso- 
ciation, and  pay  out  the  same  upon  the  order  of  the  board. 
Before  entering  on  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office 
the  treasurer  shall  execute  bond  to  said  association,  with 
good  solvent  resident  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  board 
of  directors,  in  such  penalty  as  will  amply  cover  any 
means  or  property  of  the  association  which  may  come  to 
his  hands,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  his  office,  and  for  the  payment  and  delivery  to 
the  board  of  directors  or  others,  when  required  by  the 
board,  of  all  money,  property,  or  other  thing  of  the  asso- 
ciation which  may  come  to  hands,  and  render  a  just  and 
true  account  of  all  such  money,  property,  or  other  things 
of  the  association  when  required  so  to  do,  and  for  which 
he  may  become  responsible.  The  offices  of  secretary  and 
treasurer  may  be  held  by  the  same  person;  and  any  mem<^ 
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ber  of  the  board  of  directors  may  hold  said  offices,  or  either 
of  them,  the  same  as  other  persons. 

§  4.  W.  P.  Ross,  James  A.  Chappell^  Israel  Piper,  Dr. 
T.  C.  Herndon,  Wm.  A.  Wilson,  Sampson  Stone,  Dr.  B. 
F.  Reynolds,  David  Judy,  W.  I.  Kennedy,  Simon  Kenton, 
Daniel  Turney,  L.  M.  Mann,  and  Dr.  Dills,  Wm.  A.  Morris, 
D.  M.  Rebeal,  and  G.  H.  B.  Thompson,  shall  constitute 
the  board  of  directors  of  said  association,  and  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  as 
hereinafter  provided.  They  shall  elect  a  president  from 
their  own  number,  and  may  fill  vacancies  in  the  board 
from  the  members  of  the  association. 

§  5.  A  majority  of  the  board  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  budiness. 

§  6.  A  general  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  associa- 
tion may  be  convened  at  Blue  Lick  Springs  at  any  time 
by  the  president,  or  by  the  board,  or  a  majority  in  number 
and  amount  subscribed  of  the  members  of  the  association, 
upon  giving  prior  notice  for  one  month  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  meeting  by  successive  weekly  advertise- 
ments in  a  newspaper  at  Lexington,  one  at  Maysville, 
one  at  Carlisle,  and  one  at  Mt.  Olivet,  or  in  one  paper  of 
'  such  places  at  which  a  newspaper  may  at  the  time  be 
published;  and  at  such  meeting  any  or  all  of  the  board 
may  be  removed  and  others  elected  in  their  stead,  who 
shall  remain  in  office  until  they  are  removed  in  like  man- 
ner. At  such  meetings  each  subscriber  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote  for  every  ten  dollars  of  his  subscription,  which 
shall  have  been  theretofore  paid.  Said  votes  may  be 
^ast  in  person  or  by  written  proxy,  and  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  any  measure  or  prop- 
osition at  such  meeting. 

^  7.  The  directors  herein  named  may,  immediately  after 
organization  under  this  act,  open  subscription  books,  and 
receive  subscriptions  to  said  association  for  the  purposes 
hereinbefore  named,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars. 

§  8.  Any  appropriation  made  by  the  State  of  Kentucky 
'  or  other  corporation  to  aid  in  the  erection  of  said  monu- 
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ment  shall  be  received,  entered  upon  the  subscription 
book  of  the  association,  and  appropriated  to  that  purpose 
in  the  manner  and  under  the  responsibilities  set  forth  in 
this  act. 

§  9.  Said  directors  shall  let  the  contract  therefor,  and 
begin  the  erection  of  said  monument  when,  in  their  opin- 
ion, it  is  most  appropriate  to  do  so. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  824. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Middle  Division  of  the  Cumberland 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  incorporated  March  24th,  1880. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  Middle  Division  of  the 
Cumberland  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  be,  and  the 
same  is,  amended  as  follows,  to-wit :  After  the  words 
"  of  Washington  county,"  in  section  1st,  the  following  is 
added,  viz  :  Jacob  Creiger,  of  Jefferson  county,  and  W. 
L.  Caldwell  and  H.  McDowell,  of  Boyle  county;  and 
that  said  section  is  further  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  **  from  Springfield,  in  Washington  county,  to  Bloom- 
field,  in  Nelson  county,"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following,  viz:  as  hereinafter  indicated;  and  said  com* 
missioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to 
meet  at  such  time  or  place  as  they  may  determine,  after 
giving  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting, 
by  written  notices,  posted  in  public  places  in  Springfield, 
Bloomfield,  and  Taylorsville,  and  organize  said  company 
by  electing  from  their  number  nine  directors,  who,  after 
their  election,  may  elect  a  president,  vice  president,  sec- 
retary, and  a  treasurer,  or  all  other  ofEcers  that  they  may 
deem  proper;  and  said  board  of  directors  shall  have  power 
to  make  all  necessary  by-laws  for  their  government  in 
the  building  and  operating  said  contemplated  road,  and 
fixing  the  time,  place,  and  manner  of  electing  their  suc- 
cessors, and  their  term  of  office;  and  said  board  of  di- 
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rectors  shall  have  power  to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  which  shall  not  ex- 
ceed $3,000,000,  which  shall  be  divided  in  shares  of  $100 
each;  and  said  company  shall  have  power  to  enforce  the 
payment  of  such  subscription  of  stock  by  appropriate 
proceedings  in  any  court  of  the  Commonwealth  having 
jurisdiction. 

§  2.  Section  two  of  said  act  is  amended  as  follows <  by 
striking  out  the  words  "  from  Bloomfield,  in  Nelson  county, 
to  Springfield,  in  Washington  county,"  and  insert  in  lieu 
thereof  the  following,  viz  :  From  Springfield,  in  Wash- 
ington county,  in  a  northern  or  western  direction,  through 
the  counties  of  Washington,  Nelson,  Spencer,  Shelby, 
Bullitt,  or  Jefferson,  to  or  within  the  city  of  Louisville, 
and  in  a  southern  or  eastern  direction,  through  the  coun- 
ties of  Washington,  Marion,  Mercer,  Boyle,  or  Lincoln 
counties,  so  as  to  connect  said  road  with  any  railroad  in 
any  of  said  last  named  counties. 

§  3.  Said  company  shall  have  the  right,  power,  and 
authority  to  issue  mortgage  bonds  on  their  said  road,  or 
other  property,  not  exceeding  $15,000  to  each  mile  of 
aaid  road,  to  bear  such  rate  of  interest  aa  may  be  deter- 
mined by  said  board  of  directors,  not  exceeding  eight  per 
centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  due  not 
longer  than  twenty  years  after  date,  and  redeemable  at 
the  pleasure  of  said  company  any  time  after  five  years 
after  date. 

§  4.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  to  determine  the  number 
of  legal  voters  in  said  railroad  district,  in  Washington 
county,  as  provided  in  section  seven  if  said  act,  at  the 
time  the  vote  may  be  taken  as  therein  provided,  the  num- 
ber of  voters  as  listed  by  the  assessor  of  Washington 
county  next  preceding  the  time  of  taking  the  vote  as 
therein  provided,  shall  be  conclusive  of  the  number  of 
legal  voters  in  said  district  as  contemplated  in  said  act. 

^  5.  Said  section  seven  is  further  amended  as  follows: 
The  county  court  in  submitting  said  question  of  sub- 
scription may  incorporate  in  the  order  submitting  the 
same  to  the  people  of  said  district  the  question  of  sub- 
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ascription  named,  the  terms  and  condition  upon  which 
the  same  is  made,  in  case  the  vote  is  in  favor  of  such 
subscription,  as  provided  in  said  section:  Provided,  That 
in  no  case  shall  the  county  court  of  Washing^ton  submit 
to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  railroad  district  provided 
for  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  a  proposi- 
tion to  subscribe  an  amount  greater  than  fifty  thousand 
dollars. 

§  6.  Said  section  seven  is  further  amended  by  striking 
out  the  word  ''county,"  in  the  66th  line  of  said  section, 
-and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words,  **  said  railroad  dis- 
trict." 

^  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  825. 

AN  ACT  to  iDCorporate  the  TowDseod  Branch  Tarnpike  Road  Compaay,  in 

Boarbon  cooDty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  body-politic  and  corporate  is  hereby  created,  style. 
under  the  name  of  the  *' Townsend  Branch  Turnpike 
Road  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turn- 
pike road  on  the  McAdams  plan,  from  a  point  on  the 
Townsend  Valley  Road,  at  or  near  Pleasant  Giecn 
Church;  thence  on  or  near  the  line  between  the  farms  of 
Wm.  H.  Thomas  on  one  side  and  Mrs.  S.  Morrien,  N. 
Clark,  and  W.  K.  Griffith  on  the  other  side,  to  a  point  on 
'the  Clay  and  Kiser  Station  Turnpike,  opposite  the  resi- 
dence of  I.  N.  Fry,  a  distance  of  about  two  (2)  miles,  in 
Bourbon  county;  and  as  such  e^hall  have  the  power  to  sue 
•  and  be  sued,  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  acquire, 
hold,  and  possess  such  estate,  real  and  personal,  as  may 
he  necessary  to  accomplish  the  object  of  its  creation. 

^  2.  That  James  H.  Talbot,  James  L.  Patterson,  Jno.  C,  Commisiioncrs. 
-May,  and  William  H.  Thomas,  or  any  three  of  them,  as 
commissioners,  may  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  which  shall  be  a  sum  sufficient  to 
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construct  said  road,  and  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dol- 
lars each.     The  exact  amount  of  capital  stock  may  be 
determined  by  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,, 
by  a  majority  vote  :  Provided,  however,  That  it  shall  not 
exceed  four  thousand  dollars.     When  said  commissioners 
agree   on   the  amount  of  said  capital   stock,  they   shall 
enter  it  of  record  in  a  book,  in  which  shall  be  recorded 
the  official  acts  of  said  commissioners  and  the  board  of 
directors   of   said    company.     At   every   meeting   of   the- 
stockholders  each  stockholder  may  cast  in  person,  or  by 
proxy  in  writing,  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  held 
by  him. 

^  3.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
said  commissioners  shall  open  books  for  the  subscriptions 
of  stock  to  said  road  at  the  residence  or  business  place  of 
Wm.  H.  Thomas,  in  Bourbon  county,  Kentucky;  and  as 
soon  as  sufficient  stock  has  been  subscribed,  they  shall' 
call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  to  be  held  at  the  house- 
of  said  Thomas,  or  at  such  other  place  in  Bourbon  county 
as  they  may  agree  upon,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
president  and  four  directors  to  manage  and  control  the 
affairs  of  said  company.     Notices  of  the  time  and  place 
of  said  meeting  shall  be  given  by  notices  posted  at  three 
or  more  places  on  the  proposed  line  of  said  road*  at  least 
ten  days  prior  thereto;  said  president  and  directors  shall 
hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until   their  successors  are 
elected;  shall  provide  for  the  election  of  their  successors;, 
appoint  a  treasurer,  secretary,  and  other  officers,  and  re- 
move them  at  pleasure;  may  take  proper  bonds  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  from  all  or  any  of  them,, 
and  prescribe  what  their  duties  shall  be,  and  may  make- 
all  necessary  by-laws  consistent  with  the  laws  of    this- 
State.     No  one  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  president 
or  director  who  is  not  a  stockholder. 

§  4.  Said  road  company  may  locate  it&  road  over  any 
public  highway,  or  deviate  therefrom,  and  may  acquire- 
the  right  of  way,  ground  for  toll-houses,  and  qgiiarrles,  by- 
writ  of  ad  quod  damnum. 
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tion. 


§  5.  The  Bourbon  county  court  of  claims,  a  majority  of  County  subscrip- 
the  justices  thereof  being  present  and  concurring  therein, 
may  subscribe  one  thousand  dollars'  worth  of  stock  to 
each  mile  of  said  turnpike  road;  and  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  same,  said  court  of  claims  may  make  a  levy  upon 
the  taxable  property  in  said  county.  * 

§  6.  Said  road  company  shall  have  the  same  right  and 
power  to  erect  toll-houses,  and  charge  tolls  for  the  dis- 
tance traveled,  as  now  provided  by  the  charter  of  the 
Paris  and  Georgetown  Turnpike  Road  Company,  subject, 
however,  to  the  provisions  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
Kentucky.  The  act  and  amendatory  acts  incorporating 
which  turnpike  road  company,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  made  and  declared  to 
be  parts  hereof,  and  to  apply  to  and  govern  the  corpora- 
tion hereby  created. 

^  7.  This  all  shall  be  in  force  and  take  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  826. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Kentucky  L»nd  and  Immigratioa  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Thos.  G.  Stuart,  A.  W.  Hamilton,  John  H. 
Stuart,  T.  J.  Henry,  John  P.  Salyers,  Edward  C.  Hen- 
drick,  Wm.  M.  Beckner,  B.  F.  Vanmeter,  D.  A.  Gay,  Chas» 
E.  Stuart,  A.  L.  Hamilton,  and  James  Flanagan,  their 
successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Kentucky  Land  and 
Immigration  Company,  and  by  that  name  may  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places, 
as  a  natural  person ;  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 
alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  it  shall  have  all  other  law- 
ful powers  usual  and  incident  to  corporations,  and  which 
may  be  requisite  and  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  ob- 
jects and  purposes  for  which  it  is  created  and  established. 
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§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  mav  consist 
of  any  number  of  shares,  not  exceeding  two  thousand 
five  hundred,  that  may  be  determined  upon  by  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  company,  and  may  be  subscribed  for 
by  individuals  or  corporations  upon  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  may  be  stipulated  in  books  of  subscription;  and 
the  stockholders  shall,  once  in  every  year,  elect  a  board  of 
directors,  not  exceeding  nine  in  number,  and  when  so 
elected,  shall  elect  a  president,  two  or  more  vice  presi- 
dents, secretary,  assistant  secretar},  treasurer,  general 
counsel,  and  consulting  engineer  of  the  company,  who 
shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified;  and  in  case  of  vacancy  in  any  of  said 
offices,  the  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  any 
and  all  of  such  vacancies  by  appointment.  The  president 
and  board  of  directors  may  adopt  by-laws,  in  which  they 
shall  provide  for  a  transfer  of  shares  of  stock,  and  the 
form  of  proxies  to  vote  the  same  at  stockholders'  meet- 
ings, and  mode  of  calling  meetings  of  stockholders,  and 
the  transaction  of  business  at  such  meetings,  and  amend 
or  repeal  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  shall  have  the  man- 
agement, government,  and  control  of  the  property  and 
affairs  of  the  company;  and  the  president  and  three  di- 
rectors shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  board. 

§  3.  The  company  may  purchase,  hold,  and  sell  and 
convey  real  estate;  may  buy  and  sell  real  estate  on  com- 
mission; may  encourage  immigration  by  the  circulation 
of  maps,  books,  pamphlets,  circulars,  or  other  printed 
matter;  may  make  contracts  for  the  settlement  of  colo- 
^nies  of  immigrants  on  any  land  in  Kentucky,  and  for 
that  purpose  may  lay  off  and  plat  towns,  districts,  or 
villages  in  any  county  of  the  Commonwealth;  may  loan 
money  or  negotiable  paper  in  any  manner  not  prohibited 
by  law.  In  sales  made  by  it,  it  may  receive  in  payment 
therefor  current  money,  stocks,  or  bonds  of  other  corpo- 
rations; or  the  payment  of  money  due  it  on  any  and  ail 
sales  may  be  upon  time,  evidenced  by  bills  of  exchange 
*or   promissory   notes,   and   may   secure   the    payment   of 
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•debts  due  it  upon  sales  of  its  property  by  reserving  a 
vendor's  lien  upon  the  property  sold  and  conveyed  by 
it,  and  it  may  secure  the  payment  of  any  debts  due  by  it 
by  mortgage;  and  the  company  may  issue  its  coupon 
bonds,  and  secure  the  payment  thereof  by  executing  one 
or  more  mortgages  upon  its  corporate  property  and  fran- 
chises to  one  or  more  trustees  for  the  common  benefit  of 
the  holders  of  bonds:  Provided^  Said  bonds  in  the  aggre- 
gate shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  capital  stock  herein 
authorized. 

}  4.  The  company  nhall  establish  its  principal  office  in 
some  town  or  city  in  Kentucky,  to  be  determined  by  its 
board  of  directors ;  and  branch  offices  and  agencies  in 
such  towns  and  places  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  The 
corporators  herein  named  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  and  functions  of  the  board  of  directors  until  said 
board  shall  be  elected. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  827. 

AN   ACT  to  iDCorporate  the  town  of  Cleopatra,  McLean  coaotj,  Ken  tuck  j. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei^al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1,  That  the  town  of  Cleopatra,  in  McLean   county,   Boundary. 
Kentucky,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated,  with 
corporate  limits  of  one  half  mile,  equally  distant   from 
the  centre  stone  in  front  of  Thomas  C.  Techenor's  store, 
and  running  north,  south,  east,  and  west  one  half  mile. 

§  2.  There  shall  be  elected  annually,  on  the  first  Sat-  Trustees. 
tirday  in  May,  by  the  qualified  votes,  citizens  of  said 
town,  three  trustees  for  said  town,  who  shall  be  styled 
trustees  of  Cleopatra,  with  perpetual  succession;  who,  in 
their  corporate  name  aforesaid,  shall  have  power  and  Powers. 
capacity  to  sue  and  be  sued,  impleaded  or  plead,  grant 
and  receive,  by  their  corporate  name,  and  do  all  other 
acts  as  natural  persons  may  do ;  and  as  such,  may  make 
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and  enforce  all  needful  by-law8  and  rules  for  the  govern- 
ment and  regulation  of  said  town  not  inconsistent  with- 
the  Constitution  on  laws  of  the  State  or  of  the  United 
States;  and  they  may  do  and  perform  all  needful  acts  to 
promote  and  carry  out  the  chief  object  of  this  corpora- 
tion, to-wit:  the  improvement  of  said  town,  and  its  good 
government.

§3.  Said  trustees  shall  have  and  use  a  common  seal;, 
may  purchase  and  hold  lots  for  a  grave-yard,  church,  and 
seminary,  and  may  provide  for  the  improvement  of  the 
same;  may  have  and  hold,  by  purchase  or  devise,  or  by 
gift,  land  or  other  property  for  the  benefit  of  said  town, 
and  shall  establish  and  keep  in  repair  all  nece^isary  streets- 
and  alleys  of  said  town. 

§  4.  Then  shall  be  elected  bi-ennially,  on  the  first  Sat- 
urday  in  May,  by   the  legal  qualified  voters,  citizens  of 
said  town,  a  police  judge  and  town  marshal,  to  be  styled* 
police  judge  of  Cleopatra  and  town  marshal  of  Cleopatra;

§  5.   All  the   ofiicers  herein   named  shall   be  first   duly

proceed  to  act.  All  resignations  of  the  same  shall  be  to 
the  McLean  county  court,  and  all  vacancies  in  the  same,, 
from  any  cause  whatever,  shall  be  filled  by  said  court 
until  the  next  election;  and  all  ofiicers  may  continue  to 
act    until  their   successors    are    qualified.     All    elections. 
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•shall  be  held  by  a  clerk  to  be  appointed  by  the  board, 
who  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  McLean  county  court, 
and  said  court,  as  to  the  police  judge,  shall  certify  to  the 
Governor  of  this  State. 

§  6.   Until   the  time  for  holding  the  first  election,  and  Officers.

M.  D.  Bandy,  William  Brown,  James  M.  Thomas,  as  trus- 
tees; and  Luther  Robinson,  town   marshal  for  said  town. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas-

which  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Register  of  the  Land 
Office;  and  whereas,  a  patent  was  issued  thereon  on 
the  22d  day  of  May,  1871,  in  the  name  of  James  C.  Cole; 
therefore. 

Re  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Register  of  the  Land  Office,  Ralph  Shel- 
don, is  hereby  required  to  correct  his  books,  and  issue  a 
patent  to  James  C.  Crow  to  correspond  to  the  survey 
made  to  said  Crow  by  M .  J.  Amyck,  and  now  on  file  in 
■his  office. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  829. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  BeechlaDd  and  Lincoln  Ran  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  in  Washington  countj,  and  to  aathorize  the  Washington  county 
court  to  take  stock  in  same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  persons  who  may  subscribe  stock  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  from  a  point  on 
the  Springfield  and  Maxville  Turnpike  Road,  near  Thos. 
R.  Brume's  gate,  via  Beechland,  to  the  Springfield  and 
Bloomfield  Turnpike,  in  Washington  county,  Kentucky,, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate  and 
politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Beechland  and 
Lincoln  Run  Turnpike  Road  Company;  and  by  said 
name  they  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  shall  have  perpetual 
succession. 

§  2.  Said  road  shall  be  under  the  management  and 
control  of  five  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosea 
president  by  said  directors,  and  another  shall  be,  in  like 
manner,  chosen  secretary  and  treasurer  of  said  company. 
The  directors  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first  Satur* 
day  in  May,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten. 
thousand  dollars,  or  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to- 
build  said  road,  to  be  divided  in  shares  of  twenty-five 
dollars  each,  and  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  each  share  owned  by  him  or  her. 

§  4.  The  road  shall  be  built  with  a  grade  not  less  than 
twenty  feet  wide,  with  an  elevation  of  not  less  than 
twelve  inches  in  the  center,  with  a  ditch  on  each  side  of 
and  outside  the  grade  of  sufficient  width  to  drain  the 
road.  The  metal  shall  not  be  less  than  fourteen  feet 
wide  and  ten  inches  deep,  of  sound  hard  rock,  the  bottom 
rock  to  be  five  and  a  hall  inches  deep,  and  brokers  so  as 
to  pass  through  a  fiv^e-inch  ring,  with  a  top  dressing  of 
rock  brokers  so  as  to  pass  through  a  two  and  a  half  inch 
ring.  The  top  dressing  may  be  of  sound  hard  gravel,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  board  of  directors.  . 
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§  5.  The  board  of  directors  shall  locate  the  road,  and 
may  determine  the  elevations. 

§  6.  Whenever  two  and  one  half  miles  of  said  road  Toiigatc. 
shall  be  completed,  the  company  may  erect  a  toll-gate, 
and  collect  from  persons  using  and  traveling  said  road 
the  tolls  for  the  distance  traveled;  and  when  the  whole 
of  said  road  is  completed,  it  ma}'  erect  a  gate  at  each  end 
of  the  road,  and  collect  at  least  one  half  toll;  or  they  may 
erect  one  gate,  and  may  collect  tolls  as  provided  by  the 
General  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§7.  The  right  to  condemn  land  for  road,  rock  for  build- 
ing and  keeping  the  same  in  repair,  and  for  toll-gate  lot 
or  lots,  not  exceeding  two  acres  for  each,  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  the  provisions  of  chapter  110  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  Kentucky. 

§  8.  W.  Stigall,  D.  R.  Hays,  Andrew  Thompson,  Uriah  Commi$tionc». 
Litsey,  S.  C.  Vanarsdale,  Robt.  P.  Goatley,  Mit.  Leach- 
man,  Ab.  Walker,  are  appointed  commissioners  to  open 
books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  road,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  any  three  of  them  may  determine; 
and  when  $2,500  of  bona  fide  solvent  private  subscription 
to  said  road  shall  be  received,  the  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  may  give  written  notice  to  the  stock- 
h(tlders  to  meet  at  a  time  and  place  stated  in  the  notice, 
who  shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place  fixed  in  such  notice, 
and  elect  directors,  as  provided  in  number  2,  when  said 
directors  shall  elect  the  other  officers  named  in  said  sec- 
tion, when  said  officers  and  directors  shall  be,  by  some 
officer  authorized  to  administer  an  oath,  sworn  to  faith- 
fully perform  their  duties. 

$  9.  Said  board  of  directors,  or  a  committee  of  their 
own  number  appointed  for  that  purpose,  may  continue  to 
receive  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said  road  until  a  suffi- 
cient amount  is  subscribed  to  pay  for  building  said  road; 
they  may  also  receive  conveyances  to  said  company  of 
right  of  way  for  said  road,  or  metal  with  which  to  build 
same. 

§  10.  That  upon  the  qualification  of  the  president  and 
directors  they  shall  locate  said  road,  and,  at  the  expense 
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of  the  company,  survey  the  route  of  said  road.  A  ma- 
jority of  the  board  concurring,  shall  determine  the  route 
and  location  of  the  road. 

§  11.  The  stockholders  shall  pay  their  subscriptions  in 
calls  of  such  amounts,  and  at  such  times,  as  the  board  of 
directors  may,  by  resolution,  direct. 

§  12.  If  any  stockholder  shall  fail  to  pay  the  stock 
subscribed  by  him,  or  any  part  thereof,  he  may,  by  a  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  directors,  be  excluded  from  the  right 
of  voting  his  shares  of  stock;  and  said  company  may  sue 
for  the  same  in  any  court  of  this  Commonwealth  having 
Jurisdiction  thereof. 

§  13.  Said  board  of  directors  may  pass  by-laws  regu- 
lating their  meetings,  and  all  business  pertaining  to  the 
building  or  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  road. 

§  14.  The  county  court  of  Washington  county,  a  ma- 
Couniy  subscrip.  jority  of  the  justices  being  present  and  concurring  therein, 

may,  for  and  in  behalf  of  Washington  county,  subscribe 
for  stock  in  said  road,  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $1,000 
per  mile,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  that  it  may  de- 
termine.

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CHAPTER  830. 

AN  AOT  to  incorporate  the  Steele's  Ford  and  Millersburg  Turnpike  Road 
Oompanv,  in  Bourbon  county,  and  to  authorize  count/  assistance  to  same 
in  erecting  a  bridge  over  Hinkston  creek. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.   That  a  body-politic  and  corporate  is  hereby  cre- 
styic.  ated,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Steele's  Ford  and 

Millersburg  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  on  the  McAdams  plan 
from  the  first  toll-gate  near  Millersburg,  on  the  Millers- 
burg, RuddelPs  Mills,  and  Cynthiana  Turnpike,  by  the 
most  convenient  and  practicable  route,  to  near  Brigg 
Temple  Church,  on  the  Millersburg,  Indian  Creek,  and 
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<])ynthiana  Turnpike,  a  distance  of  about  three  miles,  in 
Bourbon  county,  Kentucky,  and  as  such  shall  have  power 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  contract  and  he  contracted  with, 
to  acquire,  hold,  and  possess  such  estate,  real  and  per- 
sonal, as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  the  object  of 
.  its  creation. 

§  2.  That  W.  D.  Payne,  Wm.  Peterson,  Wm.  Layson,  Commissioners. 
^.  S.  Allen,  and  Oscar  Rankin,  or  any  three  of  them,  as 
-commissioners,  may  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  which  shall  be  a  sum  sufficient 
to  construct  said  road,  and  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each.  The  amount  of  capital  stock  may  be  de- 
termined by  a  majority  vote  of  said  commissioners:  Pi-o- 
vided,  however^  That  it  shall  not  exceed  seven  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars.  When  they  determine  the  amount 
of  said  capital  stock,  they  shall  record  the  same  in  a 
book  to  be  kept,  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  official 
acts  of  said  commissioners,  and  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  said  company.  At  each  meeting  ^of  the  stockholders 
'each  share-holder  may  cast,  in  person  or  by  proxy  in  writ- 
ing, one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  owned  by  him. 

§  3.   h^  soon  as  may  be  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
said  commissioners  shall  open  books  for  subscription  of 
stock  to  said  road  in  Millersburg,  Kentucky,  or  at  such 
•other  place  in   said   county  as  said  commissioners   may 
think  best.     When  they  think  sufficient  stock  has  been 
subscribed,  they  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  president  and  four  (4)  di- 
rectors.    Notices  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  meeting 
-shall  be  given   by  written    or  printed  posters   placed   at 
-each  end  of  the  proposed  road,  at   least  ten   (10)  days 
prior  thereto.     Said  president  and    directors   shall   hold 
office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected, 
and  they  shall  provide  for  the  election  of  their  successors, 
appoint  a  treasurer,  clerk,  and  other  necessary  officers, 
•  and  remove  them  at  pleasure,  and  may  take  proper  bonds 
for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  any  officer  or  agent  of 
-said  company. 
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§  4.  All  subscriptions  heretofore  made  to  build  said 
road  on  the  proposed  route  are  hereby  declared  legal 
and  binding  on  the  parties  thereto. 

§  5.  Said  company  may  locate  its  road  over  any  public 
highway,  or  deviate  therefrom,  and  may  acquire  the  right 
of  way,  ground  for  toll-houses  and  quarries,  in  the  mode 
and  manner  prescribed  by  the  General  Statutes. 

§  6.  The  Bourbonicounty  court  of  claims,  a  majority  of 
County subscrip-  the  justiccs  thereof  being  present  and  concurring  therein, 

may  subscribe  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars'  worth 
of  stock  to  each  mile  of  said  turnpike  road;  and  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  the  same,  said  court  of  claims  may 
make  a  levy  upon  the  taxable  property  in  said  county, 
and  said  court  of  claims,  by  a  like  vote,  and  in  like  man-- 
ner,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appropriate 
any  sum  not  exceeding  four  thousand  dollars  for  the  pur- 
pose of  aiding  the  said  turnpike  road  company  in  con- 
structing a  bridge  over  Hinkston  creek,  on  the  line  of 
said  road,  near  Steel's  Ford;  said  appropriation  to  be 
made  on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  on 
by  said  court  and  said  road  company.  If  said  appropri- 
ation is  made,  said  court  shall,  at  the  time,  or  at  some 
other  called  or  regular  term,  provide  for  paying  the: 
same,  by  levying  a  tax  sufficient  for  that  purpose  upon 
the  taxable  property  of  said  county. 

§  7.  When  said  road  is  completed,  a  toll-house  may  be 
ToUgate.  ercctcd,  and  tolls  collected  for  the  distance  traveled,  as  by 

law  the  Paris  and  Flat  Rock  Turnpike  Road  Company 
are  permitted  to  charge,  subject,  however,  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  General  Statutes  of  Kentucky.  The  act 
incorporating  said  Paris  and  Flat  Rock  Turnpike  Road 
Company,  and  all  amendments  thereto,  not  inconsistent 
with  this  act,  are  hereby  made  and  declared  to  be  parts, 
hereof,  and  to  apply  to  and  govern  the  corporation  hereby 
created.

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CHAPTER  831. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Third  Christian  Charch  of  Lonisrille)  Kentucky. . 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tke  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  William  Skene,  Edwin  G.  Hall,  and  Henry  T.   Trustees. 
Shaw,  the  present  trustees  of  the  congregation  of  Chris- 
tians now  known  as  the  Third  Christian  Church  of  Louis- 
ville, Kentucky,  and    their  uuccessors  in  office,  and  the 
officers  and  nnembers  of  said  church  for  the  time  being, 
and  those  who  shall  hereafter  be  or  become  such,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by 
the    name  and   style  of  the   Third   Christian   Church   of  siyie. 
Louisville,  Kentucky,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  per- 
petual succession;  may  make  contracts,  sue  and  be  sued, 
and  may  purchase  or  tttke  by  gift,  devise,  or  deed,  any 
real  or  personal  estate,  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dol 
lars  in   value;   and   all   property   now    belonging   to,  or 
which   may  hereafter  be  acquired  by,  said  church,  shall 
be  held  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  same,  with  power   Powers. 
in  said  church  to  sell,  convey,  or  dispose  of  the  same,  or 
any  part  thereof.     And  any  conveyance  of  any  portion 
of  the  property  of  said  church  by  a  majority  of  its  trus- 
tees, shall  be  as  valid  and  binding  upon  said  church  and 
the  members  thereof,  as  if  each  member  of  said  church 
had  personally  executed  the  same:    Provided,  The  said 
trustees  are  first  authorized  to  make  such  conveyance  by 
a  majority  of  the  adult   members   of  said   church,  wha 
may  vote  upon  the  question  at  any  regular  meeting  of 
said  church. 

§  2.  The  lot  of  land  on  the  north  side  of  Chestnut  street, 
near  Eighteenth  (18th)  street,  in  said  city,  now  belong- 
ing to  said  church,  and  which  was  conveyed  to  said  trus- 
tees aforesaid  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  church  by 
B.  T.  Smith  and  wife,  and  upon  which  said  church  has 
recently  erected  a  house  of  worship  and  other  improve- 
ments, shall  hereafter  be  the  property  in  fee-simple  of  the 
corporate  body  hereby  created :  Provided,  The  said  church, 
by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  such  adult  members  thereof  as 
shall  vote  at  any  regular  meeting  of  said  church,  shall  re* 
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quest  and  direct  the  trustees  of  said  church  to  convey  the 
.  legal  title  to  said  property  to  said  body-corporate. 

^3,  The  said  body-corporate  is  hereby  empowered  to 
Bylaws.  make  and  adopt  any  by-laws  it  may  deem  proper  for  the 

conduct  and  government  of  the  secular  and  financial 
affairs  of  said  church,  the  same  only  to  become  effective 
upon  their  adoption  by  a  majority  of  the  members  voting 
at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  church:  Provided,  Such  by- 
laws shall  not  be  in  conflict  with  the  Constitution  and 
]aw8  of  this  Commonwealth,  nor  of  the  United  States. 

§  4.  The  said  church  may,  from  time  to  time,  fix  and 
-determine  in  its  own  way  who  are  members  thereof. 

§  5.  The  modes  of  worship,  of  discipline  and  govern- 
ment of  said  church,  and  the  officers  which  it  may  desire 
to  have,  shall  be  regr.lated  by  the  will  of  said  church,  to 
be  expressed  in  its  own  way. 

^  6.  No  person  who  may  be  excluded  from  the  member- 
ship of  said  church,  according  to  its  customs  or  rules  of 
procedure  in  such  cases,  or  who  may,  under  the  power 
given  by  the  fourth  (4)  section  of  this  act,  be  determined 
not  to  be  a  member  of  said  church,  shall  thereafter  have 
any  interest  in  its  property,  nor  ^ny  longer  be  a  member 
of  the  said  body-corporate. 

§  7.  The  present  trustees  of  said  church  shall  continue 
in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected.  All  trustees  of 
€iaid  church  shall  hold  their  office  at  the  will  of  the  church, 
and  all  elections  of  trustees  shall  be  at  a  regular  meeting 
of  the  church,  and  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers present. 

§  8.  The  trustees  may  elect  a  chairman  of  their  board. 
Chairman.  and  upon  him,  if  elected,  or  upon  either  of  the  trustees, 

if  there  is  no  chairman,  process  may  be  served  in  any 
action  against  said  church. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  church,  and  it  is  hereby 
empowered,  to  borrow  or  obtain  upon  loan  such  sums  of 
money  as  it  may  desire  to  borrow,  and  it  is  authorized  to 
secure  the  payment  of  the  same,  and  lawful  interest,  by 
bonds,  promissory  notes,  or  mortgages  upon  its  property, 
or  both:  Provided^  That  all  such  loans  shall  be  author- 
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ized  by  a  majority  of  those  adult  members  of  the  said 
church  who  shall  vote  upon  the  proposition  at  any  regular 
meeting:  of  the  church  ;  such  bonds,  notes,  or  mortg:a^e3 
to  be  executed  by  a  mcgority  of  the  trustees  of  said 
church  for  the  time  being,  and  In  such  form  as  may  be 
agreed  upon. 

§  10.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweaiik 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  (4)  four  and  section  (5)  five  of  the  act 
incorporating  the  Transit  Railway  Company,  approved 
April  24th,  1873,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed; 
and  so  much  of  section  (10)  ten  of  said  act  as  authorizes 
said  company  to  receive  subscriptions  to  its  capital  stock 
from  municipal  corporations,  and  to  receive  bonds  of 
said  municipal  corporations  in  payment  of  the  same^-be^ 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

§2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas* 
sage.

CHAPTER   833. 

AN  ACT  to  confer  on  coarts  of  justices  of  tbe  peace,   mayors,  and  police 
judges,  in  Boarbon  coantj,  jnrisdiction  in  prosecutions  for  petit  larceny, 

« 

trespass,  and  injury  to  personal  property,  and  to  regulate  the  proceedings 
in  said  prosecutions. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  whenever  any  person  may  make  or  file  an 
affidavit,  in  writing,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
mayor,  or  police  judge,  in  Bourbon  county,  stating  that 
any  person  has  comnjitted  the  offense  of  petit  larceny, 
trespass,  or  injury  to  personal  property  in  said  county^ 
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then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  magistrate  before  whom 
said  affidavit  is  filed  to  issue  his  warrant  of  arrest  against 
the  person  charged  to  have  committed  the  offense,  sub- 
stantially alleging,  as  provided  in  section  122,  subsec- 
tion 2,  of  the  Criminal  Code,  the  nature  of  the  offense 
charged. 

§  2.  Said  warrant  may  be  directed  to  any  sherifT,  con- 
stable, marshal,  or  policeman,  in  this  Commonwealth,  and 
shall  be  indorsed  as  provided  in  section  28  of  the  Crimi- 
nal Code  :  Provided^  That  when  the  arrest  is  made  in 
Bourbon  county,  any  ofGcer  making,  and  having  authority 
to  make,  the  arrest  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered 
to  take  the  bail  in  the  sum  indorsed. 

^3.  Said  warrant  shall  be  returnable  on  such  date,  and 
Bt  such  place  in  the  county,  as  may  be  in  the  warrant 
directed. 

§  4.  On  the  return  day  of  the  warrant,  if  the  accused 
has  been  apprehended,  the  magistrate  before  whom  the 
warrant  has  been  returned  shall  arraign  the  accused  for 
trial,  cause  him  to  plead  to  the  charge  against  him,  fix  a 
time  on  that  or  another  day  for  the  trial,  issue  subpoenas 
tor 'witnesses,  and  have  a  jury  summoned. 

§  5.  The  sheriff  or  constable  shall  summon  a  jury  of 
twelve  (12)  sober,  discreet,  and  intelligent  housekeepers 
to  attend,  at  the  time  and  place  fixed  for  the  trial  of  the 
accused,  and  they  shall  be  sworn  well  and  truly  to  try  the 
case.  If  any  juror  so  summoned  shall  fail  to  attend,  or 
be  objected  to  or  excused,  others  shall  be  summoned  in 
their  stead.  The  justice,  mayor,  or  judge  shall  preside 
at  the  trial,  and  decide  all  questions  of  law  arising  in 
the  case,  and  preserve  order. 

§  0.  The  jury  shall  consist  of  twelve  (12)  persons,  un- 
less the  accused  and  the  prosecuting  attorney  agree  in 
open  court  that  it  may  be  composed  of  a  less  number, 
and  each  party  shall  have  the  same  right  of  challenge 
now  provided  by  law. 

§  7.  The  trial  shall  be  had  in  the  justices'  district  in 
which  the  offense  was  committed,  and  the  warrant  shall 
be  returned  before  one  of  said  officers  in  said  district; 
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%ut  any  one  of  said  officers  may  have  jurisdiction  in  any 
district  in  the  county,  and  a  failure  to  try  in  said  district 
shall  in  no  way  affect  the  verdict  or  judgment  of  the 
court.  The  defendant  may  have  a  change  of  venue,  as 
provided  in  article  three  (3),  chapter  twelve  (12),  General 
Statutes,  in  civil  cases. 

$  8.  The  trial  shall  be  conducted  in  all  respects  as  if 
had  on  an  indictment  in  the  circuit  court,  except  as 
4ierein  provided.  The  magistrate  holding  the  trial  shall, 
as  clerk,  do  whatever  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  should 
do  in  such  trial,  keeping  in*  a  hook,  to  he  provided  for 
that  purpose,  a  correct  record  of  all  proceedings  had  in 
each  case. 

§  9.  The  proceedings  had  in  each  case,  after  judgment 
is  rendered,  shall  be  in  all  respects  the  same  as  proceed- 
ings upon  a  judgment  rendered  by  a  circuit  court. 

^  10.   An  appeal  may  be  taken  from  the  judgment  of  the 
said  justices',  mayor's,  or  police  court  to  the  circuit  court, 
•if  it  be  for  more  than  twenty  dollars,  or  for  confinement  in 
the  jail  or  work-house  for  more  than  ten  days;  or  if  being 
for  both  fine  and  imprisonment,  either  the  fine  is  over 
twenty  dollars,  or  the  term  of  imprisonment  is  over  ten 
days  :   Provided,  however^  That  before  taking  such  appeal   ■ 
the  defendant  shall  supers^ede  such  judgment  by  executing 
before  the   magistrate  in  whose  court  the  judgment  was 
•rendered,  a  bond,  with  good  and  sufficient  surety,  condi- 
tioned that  the  defendant  will  appear  in  the  circuit  court 
to  prosecute  his  appeal,  and  not  depart  therefrom  without 
its  leave,  and  will  perform  its  judgment  by  paying  any 
fine  which  may  be  assessed  against  him,  or  by  surrender- 
ing his  body  for  confinement,  one  or  both,  as  the  judg- 
ment may  require.     If  any  forfeiture  shall  be  taken  on 
;8aid  bond,  the  judgment  thereon  shall   be  for  the   fine, 
costs,   and    two    dollars    for    every    day    of  confinement 
which  had  been   adjudged;  and,  in  addition,  upon  failure 
of  the  accused  to  appear,  the  circuit  court  shall  enter  the 
judgment  appealed  from  against  the  accused,  which  he 
may  be  required  to  satisfy,  and  for  that  purpose  the  judg- 
ement shallrbe  affirmed,  and  a  capias  issued  thereon.

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§  11.  On  all  appeals  to  tbe  circuit  court,  the  case  shalF 
be  tried  de  novo;  but  in  ca»e  of  such  appeals  no  indictmentr 
oi"  a  grand  jury  shall  ever  be  necessary. 

§  12.  The   county  attorney,   when  so   requested,  shalp 
prosecute  all  such  cases  in  the  court  of  the  magistrate; 
and  for  his  services  he  shall  have  the  same  fees  and  com- 
*  missions  in  every  case  of  the  Commonwealth's  attorney 

in  like  cases  prosecuted  by  him  in  the  circuit  court. 

$  13.  The  justices',  mayor's  and  police  courts,  for  the^ 
purpose  of  exercising  the  jurisdiction  hereby  conferred, 
shall  always  be  open,  except  on  Sundays  and  legal  holi- 
days. 

^  14.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  held  to  interfere  with' 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bourbon  circuit  court  to  exercise 
concurrent  jurisdiction   in   prosecutions  for  the   oifense»^ 
herein  named,  provided  tbe  prosecution  is  instituted  by 
indictment  of  a  grand  jury.

§  1.  That  all  license  heretofore  granted  by  the  Hardin, 
county  court,  and  by  the  j,udge  of  said  court,  to  parties- 
who  reside  in  the  West  Point  district,  in  Hardin  county^, 
to  sell  in  any  manner  spirituous,  vinous,  and  malt  liquors^ 
or  any  of  said  liquors,  are  hereby  declared  to  have  been, 
legal  and  valid  from  the  issual  of  the  same.. 

§  2.   All  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereb}'  repealed^ 

§  3.  This  law  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage*.

Be  il  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly-  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  first  section  of  an  act,  entithed  *^  An  act 
to  amend  an  act  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  fish  in  the 
Kentucky  river  and  ita  tributaries,"  approved  April  4th» 
1873,  be  so  amended  as  to  malce  the  first  secfion  of  said 
act  read  as  follows  :  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  or  persons  to  haul  a  seine,  or  stretch  a>  set-net,  or 
use  any  gill-net,  or  a  dip-net,  for  taking  fish  in  the  Ken- 
tucky river  or  any  of  its  tributary  streams. 

§  2    That  section  second  of  said  act,  to  which  this  is  an. 
amendment,  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as  follows:  That 
it  shall   be   unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  use  a 
gaff,  ^ig,  or   trap  for  the  purpose   of  taking  fish   in   the 
Kentucky  river  or  any  of  its  tributary  streams. 

§  3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are, hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from-  and  after  its  pas^ 
sage.

CHAPTER  836. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  a  road  law  for  Lewis  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk* 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of 
Lewis  county,  at  its  regular  term  in  February,  March,  or 
April,  in  each  year,  to  appoint  three  road  commissioners 
for  said  county,  one  of  them  to  reside  on  the  waters  of 
Kinny  Creek,  another  in  or  near  Vanceburg,  the  other 
between  ToUesboro  and  Concord,  in  said  county.  The 
commissioners  so  appointed  shall,  if  present  at  the  time, 
of  such  appointment,  or  if  not  present,  at  the  next  county 
court  thereafter,  before  entering  upon  hi&  or  their  duties,. 
take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties;. 
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and  said  commissioners  shall,  at  the  same  term  of  the 
court,  give  bond  with  such  security  payable  to  the  Com- 
monwealth as  the  county  court  may  deem  sufficient  for 
the  faithful  dischargee  of  their  duties  as  commissioners, 
on  which  bond  any  person  considering  himself  aggrieved 
may  sue;  and  one  recovery  shall  be  no  bar  to  another 
suit  or  suits;  and  no  commissioner  shall  act  as  such  until 
he  shall  have  taken  the  oath  and  executed  the  bond  as 
aforesaid. 

§  2.  The  aforesaid  commissioners  shall  proceed  to  lay 
off  the  county  into  road  districts,  and  from  time  to  time 
ma}'  make  any  alteration  or  change  as  may  be  required, 
taking  care  that  the  districts  do  not  clash,  and  appoint 
one  overseer  over  each  road  district,  and  him  remove  at 
pleasure;  and  said  commissioner,  at  the  time  he  delivers 
to  said  road  overseer  his  road  order,  shall  administer  to 
him  an  oath  that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of 
road  overseer  as  required  of  him  by  this  act. 

§  3.  The  said  commissioners  shall  be  made  hereby 
a  body-corporate,  and  by  the  name  of  ''  Road  Commis- 
sioners of  Lewis  County"  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  answer  and 
be  answered,  and  by  the  name  aforesaid  contract  and 
be  contracted  with  in  relation  to  any  of  the  objects  for 
which  they  were  appointed;  and  they  and  their  successors 
shall  be  considered  in  law  as  a  body  existing  in  perpe- 
tuity;  and  they  may  receive  by  gift  or  otherwise  any 
estate,  real  or  personal,  choses  in  action,  security,  or 
other  thing  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  public  roads; 
and  shall  in  all  cases,  when  the  purposes  of  the  donation, 
subscription,  devise,  or  contract  is  set  forth  or  manifested, 
appropriate  the  thing  thereby  received  according  to  such 
direction  :  Provided^  however^  That  any  person  injured  may 
and  shall,  for  the  malfeasance  or  nonfeasance,  trespass, 
•or  conduct  incompatible  with  the  powers  granted  by 
this  act  of  incorporation,  on  the  part  of  any  one  or  more 
of  said  commissioners,  have  the  right  to  sue  such  com- 
missioner or  commissioners,  and  his  or  their  security  or 
securities,  in  their  individual  right,  and  in  that  character 
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fihall  they   be  alone  liable  for  said  wrong  hereinbefore 
enumerated. 

^  4.  That  said  commissioners  shall  keep  a  book  in 
which  they  shall  enter  all  the.  appointments  of,  and 
changes  made  of  overseers,  and  the  amounts  in  their 
respective  districts,  in  each  year,  to  be  paid  for  in  labor 
and  tax,  and  the  amount  due  the  road  fund  from  each 
overseer,  and  such  other  matters  in  relation  to  their  duties 
as  shall  be  deemed  necessary. 

$  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  road  commissioners  to 
make  out  and  file  with  county  court  clerk  a  correct  list  of 
the  names  of  each  overseer  in  his  portion  of  county,  and 
also  the  respective  number  of  each  district. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioner  to  settle 
with  each  road  overseer  by  the  20th  day  of  December  of 
each  year,  for  the  taxes,  labor,  fines,  and  the  amount  of 
road  fund  due  and  collected  in  his  district,  and  the  dis- 
bursement thereof,  which  he  shall  show  by  proper  re- 
ceipts and  vouchers;  and  if  any  overseer  shall  fail  so  to 
settle,  or  to  collect  taxes,  the  said  commissioner  shall 
report  him  to  the  county  court,  which  shall  cause  a  rule 
to  issue  against  him,  to  be  collected  for  road  purposes  in 
his  road  district,  and  ten  per  cent,  thereon,  and  a  capias 
pro  fine  may  issue  against  him,  from  time  to  time,  until  the 
judgment  is  satisfied;  said  rule  shall  issue  in  the  name  of 
said  commissioners,  who  shall  be  a  competent  witness  to 
prove  any  fact  on  the  trial  of  said  rule;  and  taxes  so  col- 
lected shall  be  expended  upon  the  road  district  so  taxed. 

§  7.  In  motions  or  suits  brought  by  the  commission- 
ers under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  attorney  for  the 
Commonwealth,  if  in  the  circuit  court,  and  the  county 
attorney,  if  in  the  county  court,  shall  ex  officio  prosecute 
ihe  same,  and  the  clerks,  sheriffs,  and  other  officers  shall 
charge  no  fees,  unless  judgment  be  given  against  the 
defendant  or  defendants,  and  then  the  cost  in  the  execu- 
tion shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  officers  rendering  ser- 
vices, and  for  the  witnesses  and  others  who  have  a  right 
thereto;  and  the  officers  collecting  the  same  shall  pay  the 
49ame  over  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto. 
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§  8.  It  shall   be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  clerk  of 
Lewis  county,  within  ten  days  after  the   return  to  him  of 
commissioner's  books  of  assessments  for  revenue  for  that 
year,  and  when  called  gpon  by  the  road  commissioners, 
to  make  out  a  correct  transcript,  or  so  much  of  said  books 
as  embrace  all  persons  and  property  asdessed  in  said  com- 
missioner's portion   of  said   county,  showing  in   appro- 
priate columns  the  amount  of  road  tax  to  be  paid  by  each 
person  so  assessed.     Said  commissioners  shall  furnish  the 
county  court  clerk  with  a  book,  or  a  necessary  amount  of 
writing   paper,   for   the   purpose   as  aforesaid;  and   said 
clerk  shall  also  make  out  a  correct  list  of  the  names  of 
all  the  overseers  in  said  county,  which  list  shall,  on  the 
first  day  of  the  term  of  each  circuit  court,  be  handed  to 
the  foreman. of  the  grand  jury. 

§  9.  The  tax  to  be  levied  in  Lewis  county  for  road  pur- 
poses shall  be  six  cents  on  every  one  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  property  taxed  for  State  revenue  purposes,  and 
shall  all  be  expended  in  the  road  district  to  which  the 
tax-payer  belongs,  except  ten  percent,  of  said  tax,  which 
shall  be  used  in  defraying  other  expenses  belonging  to  the 
road  system. 

§  10.  All  persons  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and 
fifty  years  shall  be  required  to  work  on  roads,  except 
those  exempted  by  general  law. 

§  11.  Any  person  may.  work  out  their  taxes  at  the  rate 
of  one  dollar  per  day,  under  the  direction  of  the  over- 
seer, and  by  his  order,  or  two  dollars  for  team. 

§  12.  The  law  as  to  the  number  of  days  any  given  road 
shall  be  worked  yearly,  shall  be  that  found  in  the  General 
Statutes. 

§  13.  The  commissioners  shall  be  allowed,  each,  fifty 
dollars  annually  for  his  services,  to  be  paid  out  of  ten  per 
cent,  above  appropriated  to  pay  expenses. 

§  14.  The  overseer  of  each  road  shall  have  the  power 
and  right  to  collect  all  taxes  belonging  to  his  road  dis- 
trict,  and  must  proceed  as  a  sheriff  to  obtain  the  same. 

§  15.  As  to  obstructing  roads  or  opening  new  roads,  the 
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«a(ne  couTPe  ahall  be  pursued  aa  authorized  by  general 
law. 

§  16.  The  county  court  shall  order  two  hundred  copies 
of  this  law  printed  for  the  information  of  overseers  and 
citizens  of  the  county,  to  be  paid  out  of  county  levy. 

§  17.  All  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  re- 
jpealed.

§  18.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  837. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  turnpike  law  of  Henrj  couoty,  so  far  as  it  applies  to 
the  Palestine  and  Short-line  Turnpike  Oompany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  turnpike  law  of  Henry  county,  as  far  as 
it  applies  to  the  Palestine  and  Short-line  Turnpike  Com- 
pany, be  so  amended  as  to  permit  said  company  to  build 
a  road  with  the  metal  ten  feet  wide,  and  otherwise  con- 
structed in  accordance  with  the  turnpike  law  of  Henry 
county;  and  when  said  road  has  been  so  built,  the  said 
company  shall  have  a  right  to  receive  the  same  amount 
•ot  money  as  is  now  received  by  other  companies  in  the 
district  in  which  said  road  is  situated. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  838. 

AN  ACT  to  amead  the  charter  of  the  K«ene  and  South  Elkhorn  Turnpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  ; 

^  1.  That   the    couct  of  claims   of  Jessamine  county, 

Kentucky,  are  authorized  to  take  stock  in  the  Keene  and 

iJouth  Elkhorn  Turnpike  Road  Company  to  the  amount 

of  seven  hundred  and  flfty  dollars  per  mile,  as  far  as  the 

^said  road  runs  in  said  county;  and  to  pay  for  the  same,  it 
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shall  be  lawful,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized,  to  levy 
an  ad  valorem  tax  upon  all  the  taxable  property  in  the 
county. 

§  2.  That  the  words  **  the  seal ''  are  to  be  inserted  in 
the  last  line  of  the  first  section  of  the  original  charter,  be- 
tween the  word  '*  change"  and  the  words  **  at  pleasure.'* 

^  3.  That  the  macadamized  portion  of  said  road  shall 
not  be  less  in  width  than  sixteen  feet. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  pa8sag:e.

CHAPTER  839. 

AN  ACT  to  Hmend  the  charter  of  the  St.  Mary's,  Rajwick,  aod  New  Hop» 

Turnpike  Gompauj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1 .  That  the  charter  of  the  Saint  Mary's,  Kay  wick,  and 
New  Hope  Turnpike  Road  Company,  which  was  granted 
February  29th,  187b,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so 
amended  as  to  make  the  board  consist  of  a  president  and 
five  directors,  and  by  adding  to  said  charter  the  following 
sections,  to-wit : 

§  9.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  borrow  money,  ta 
be.  used  in  paying  off  the  indebtedness  of  said  road,  and 
may  pledge  the  tolls  and  franchises  thereof  for  its  pay- 
ment. 

§  10.  Said  company  may  erect  two  toll-gates  on  said 
road  :  Provided^  The  amount  of  toll  collected  at  either  one 
or  both  gates  shall  not  exceed  the  rates  at  present  pre- 
scribed by  law ;  and  said  company  may  put  up  a  pole  across 
what  is  known  as  the  '*  Miller"  road,  where  said  road 
connects  with  the  said  turnpike  road  at  its  present  toll- 
gate,  and  collect  toll  thereat  from  persons  going  either  on 
or  off  the  said  turnpike  road  at  the  rates  prescribed  by 
law. 

§  11.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its- 
passage.

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CHAPTER  840. 

AN  ACT  to  iocorporate  the  Poplar  Plat  and  ladiaD  Run  Tarnpike  Com- 
pany, Lewis  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  persons  who  may  subscribe  stock  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing^  a  turnpike  road  from  the  Con- 
cord and  Tolisboro  Turnpike  to  the  Tollsboro  and  Vance- 
hurg  Turnpike,  in  Lewis  county,  Kentucky,  be,  and  are 
hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  Poplar  Flat  and  Indian  Run  Turnpike  style. 
Road  Company,  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
and  shall  have  perpetual  succession. 

§  2.  Said  road  shall  be  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  five  director,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen 
president  by  said  directors,  and  said  directors  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  the  stockholders  on  the  first  Satur- 
day in  June  of  each  year. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  five  capital  stock 
thousand  dollars,  or  such  sum  as   may  be   necessary  to 
construct  the  road,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  each;  and   each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote  for  each  share  held  by  him. 

§  4.  That  Thompson  Henderson,  Horace  Applegate,  Directors. 
George  Horn,  Moses  Ruggles,  Aaron  Hamlin,  are  con- 
stituted a  board  to  act  until  the  first  election  of  directors, 
and  they  may  at  any  time  and  place  open  books,  and 
receive  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said  company,  and  when 
stock  enough  has  been  subscribed  to  build  one  mile  of 
said  road,  said  board  may  organize  said  company. 

§  5.  Said  company  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privi-  Powers. 
leges  conferred  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State  upon 
similar  companies  for  procuring  and  condemning  the  right 
of  way  and  materials  for  said  road,  the  violation  of  their 
chartered  rights,  and  the  safety  and  preservation  of  their 
property. 

^  6.  When  said  road  shall  have  been  completed,  a  gate  Toiugate. 
or  gates  may  be  erected  thereon,  at  which  toll  may  be 
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collected/but  such  toll  shall  not  exceed  the  rates  allowed 
by  law, 

§  7.  The  whole  width  of  said  road  shall  not  be  under 
twenty  feet,  nor  more  than  thirty  feet;  the  width  of  the 
macadamized  part  not  less  than  twelve  feet. 

§  8.  The  provisions  of  the  most  favored  turnpike  charter 
in  this  State  shall  apply  to  this  road. 

^  9.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage. 

Approved  April  6,  1882. 


CHAPTER  842. 

AN  ACT  to  authorise  the  people  of  Port  Royal  precinct,  in  Henry  county, 
to  vote  a  tax  to  build  turnpike  roads  in  said  precinct. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
-of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  election  shall  be  held  in  Port  Royal  pre- 
cinct, in  Henry  county,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1882, 
between  the  hours  of  7  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  6  o'clock,  P. 
M.,  and  at  said  election  the  judges  thereof  shall  ask  each 
{)er8on  voting  whether  he  votes  for  or  against  the  tax  to 
build  turnpikes  in  said  district;  and  if  a  majority  of  the 
legal  voters  in  said  precinct  voting,  vote  in  favor  of  the 
tax,  then  this  act  ilhall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  for  five 
years  from  and  after  said  election. 

§  2.  The  county  judge  of  Henry  county  shall  appoint 
two  citizens  of  Port  Royal  precinct  judges;  also  one 
^sheriff  and  one  clerk  of  the  election  mentioned  in  the 
iirst  section  of  this  act,  and  shall,  upon  the  day  following 
the  election,  count  the  votes  and  ascertain  if  a  majority 
of  the  voters  voting  were  for  or  against  the  tax,  and  shall 
at  once  notify,  in  writing,  the  county  clerk,  but  he  shall 
have  no  power  to  pass  upon  the  legality  of  any  of  the 
^otes  cast. 

$  3.   If  this  act  becomes  a  law,  the  clerk  of  the  Henry 

county   court,   in    marking   out  the   tax-lists   for    Henry 

county,  shall  add  to  the  lists  of  taxes  for  Port  Royal  pre- 

'cinct  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  ot 
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■property,  as  shown  by  the  assessor's  books  in  said  pre- 
cinct. 

§  4.  The  sheriff  of  Henry  county  shall  collect  said  tax 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  he  collects 
the  State  revenue,  and  for  collection  of  said  tax  shall  re- 
ceive  the  same  per  cent,  and  shall  pay  said  tax  every  four 
months  to  the  person  hereinafter  named  as  treasurer. 

§  5.  S.  O.  Boulware,  Granville  Goblin,  and  Scott  Brewer 
are  appointed  commissioners,  a  majority  of  whom  may 
act  in  all  matters  under  this  act;  and  they  are  authorized 
to  let  and  sub-let  any  roads  or  parts  of  roads  in  said  pre- 
cinct to  persons  to  build  turnpikes  thereon,  and  to  take 
from  the  persons  with  whom  they  make  contracts  for  the 

construction  of  said  turnpike  roads,  bond  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  the  contract  They  shall  let  out  all 
-contracts  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidders,  and  shall  adver- 
tise, ten  days  before  letting  out  any  road,  by  notices 
posted  up  at  three  conspictious  places  in  said  precinct, 
that  they  will  receive  bids,  specifying  in  said  notice  the 
road,  the  number  of  miles  to  be  piked,  and  the  kind  of  a 
road  they  will  require  to  be  built.  They  shall  have  power 
to  receive  all  turnpikes  under  contract  with  them,  and, 
when  received,  shall  give  the  person  constructing  said 
road,  or  his  assignee,  an  order  on  the  treasurer  for  the 
amount  due.  The  commissioner  shall  have  the  right  and 
.power  to  institute  suit  upon  every  bond  executed  to  or 
contract  made  with  them  under  this  act. 

§  6.  The  commissioners  shall  appoint  Silas  Gumming 
treasurer;  shall  take  from  him  bond,  with  good  security, 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  upon  which 
any  person  aggrieved  by  a  breach  of  its  provisions  may 
institute  suit.  The  treasurer  shall  pay  all  orders  upon 
him  signed  by  the  commissioners,  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  received  by  him.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by  him, 
and  shall  annually  make  a  settlement  with  the  commis- 
sioners. 

§  7.  If  this  act  becomes  a  law,  then  so  much  of  an  act, 
•entitled  "An  act  to  re-enaci  and  amend  an  act,  entitled 
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*An  act  to  authorize  the  people  of  Henry  county  to  vote^ 
a  tax  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  companies  in  the  build- 
ing of  turnpike  roads  in  said  county,'  "  approved y 

1882,  as  applies  to  Port  Royal  precinct,  is  hereby  repealed,, 
and  no  poll  shall  be  opened,  as  required   by  said   act,  in 
Port  Royal  precinct,  and  no  tax  shall  be  levied  under  it 
upon  the  properly  in  Port  Royal  precinct.

CHAPTER  843. 

AN  ACT  regulating  the  pay  of  the  sheriff  of  Floyd  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth' 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  Floyd  county,  at 
the  regular  term  of  the  court  of  claims  of  said  county  in 
each  year,  may  allow  the  sheriff  of  said  county  any  sum,  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  for  his  services 
as  sheriff,  for  which  he  is  now  allowed  no  fixed  fees  by 
law. 

§  2.  If,  from  any  cause,  the  court  of  claims  of  said 
county  shall  fail  to  make  said  allowance  to  the  sheriff  for 
his  services  during  the  first  year  of  his  term  of  ofBce,  then 
they  may,  at  the  next  regular  term  thereafter^  make  an  al- 
lowance sufficient  to  cover  the  amount  of  both  years  for 
the  service  of  said  sheriff  aforesaid.  The  amounts  as 
provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  county 
levy. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  844. 

AN  ACT   for  the  benefit  of  common  school  diBtrict  No.  23,  Floyd  county^ 

Wherbas,  By  oversight  of  the  commissioner  of  common 
schools  for  Floyd  county,  twenty-five  pupil -children  were 
omitted  in  the  census  report  of  common  school  district 
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No.  23,  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30th,  1882;  there- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of/ 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  Saperintendent  of  Public  Instruction  isr 
hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  draft  on  the  Auditor  of 
Public  Accounts,  in  favor  of  Joseph  M.  Davidson,  com- 
missioner of  common  schools  for  said  county,  for  the  sunk 
of  thirty-six  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  ($36.75),  on- 
which  shall  be  paid  nine  dollars  and  ten  cents  ($9.10), 
balance  of  unbonded  interest  due  the  county  aforesaid  on 
its  surplus  bond,  and  twenty- seven  dollars  and  sixty-five 
cents  ($27  65)  out  of  the  common  school  fund  for  the 
present  school  year  ending  June  30th,  1882 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  846. 

AN  ACT  to  iDcorporate  the  Buffeomjer  Coal  Company. 

Whereas,  There  are  valuable  deposits  of  coal,  iron,  and 
other  minerals  and  substances,  and  forests  of  limber,  along 
or  near  the  Big  Sandy  river,  in  Lawrence  county,  Ken- 
tucky, in  which  the  people  of  that  county  and  other 
places  have  large  and  valuable  interests,  and  which  is 
of  great  moment  to  the  public  generally;  and  whereas,  in 
order  to  enable  said  persons  to  convey  the  same  to 
market,  thereby  insuring  a  great  public  benefit,  it  is  nec- 
essary that  certain  railways,  tramways,  and  other  im- 
provements should  be  constructed,  to  the  use  of  which  the 
general  public  are  to  have  free  access,  under  the  stipula- 
tion of  this  act;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

5  4.  That  M.  H.  Owsley,  C.  Crooke,  Joseph   Huflfaker,   incorporators. 
Henry  Buffenmyer,  and  Chas.  H.  Gibson,  their  associates, 
successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created 
and  constituted  a  body-corporate,  by  the  name  and  style   style. 
of  the  *'  Buffenmyer  Goal  Company,"  and  by  that  name 
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and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  power  to 

contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to   own  property,  real 

and  personal,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  have  a  common  seal, 

Purposes.  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  engage  in   mining 

for  coal,  iron,  and  other  minerals,  and  to  build  any  rail- 
roads or  tram-roads  from  the  said  coal,  timber,  or  mineral 
regions,  or  from  any  point  in  same  they  may  desire,  to 
the  Big  Sandy  river  or  elsewhere,  and  to  have  all  powers 
necessary  for  the  successful  mining  and  transporting  of 
8aid  mineral,  and  the  cutting  or  sawing  and  transporting 
of  said  timber,  and  the  prosecution  specially  and  generally 
of  such  business,  and  for  the  execution  of  the  power 
herein  granted 

§  2.  That  said  company  ^hall  have  the  power  to  acquire 
und  hold  such  real  esti»te,  by  lease,  fee-simple,  or  other- 
wise, as  it  may  deem  necessarj^  or  expedient  for  its  busi- 
ness. It  shall  have  the  power  to  locate,  construct,  and 
operate  a  railroad  or  branch  railroads,  tram-roads,  plank- 
roads  or  any  other  road,  to  or  from  any  of  the  mines,  works, 
<;oal,  mineral,  and  timber  lands  aforesaid,  to  the  said  river, 
or  to  any  railroad  or  elsewhere;  and  may  build  bridges 
when  and  wherever  necessary  for  the  successful  prosecu- 
tion of  their  business;  and  may  acquire  for  said  road  or 
roads  and  bridges  the  land,  timber,  and  rock  necessary  for 
the  location  and  construction  of  same  by  agreement  with 
the  owners  thereof;  or  in  default  of  such  agreement,  then 
the  president  and  directors  shall  proceed  as  provided  in 
the  General  Statutes,  in  case  of  turnpike,  gravel,  and 
,plank  roads,  chapter  110. 

§  3.  Any  and  all  persons  shall  have  the  right  to  trans- 
port coal,  iron,  and  any  other  mineral  and  timber  over 
tjaid  road  or  roads,  bridge  or  bridges,  when  completed, 
a.nd  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company  to  receive  and 
transport  the  same;  and  for  this  it  shall  not  charge  for 
coal  over  half  a  cent  per  bushel  per  mile;  for  iron  or 
other  ores  not  exceeding  ten  cents  per  ton  per  mile;  for

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§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  ex-  Capital  stock. 
ceed  two  million  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  personal  property, 
and  evidenced  and  transferred  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  by-laws  of  said  company.  Books  may  be  opened  for 
the  subscription  of  stock  by  any  of  the  corporators. 

§  5.  When  stock  to  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars  officers. 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  the  corporation  may  call  a 
meeting  of  the  subscribers,  at  which  a  president  and 
seven  directors  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  two  years;  Term. 
and  before  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  service,  the 
president  shall  give  notice,  in  writing,  to  the  stockholders 
of  the  time  and  place  of  their  meeting  to  elect  successors, 
at  least  five  days  next  before  the  day  of  meeting;  and 
said  president  and  directors  shall  hold  their  ofHces,  sever- 
ally, until  their  successors  are  elected.  The  said  board  of 
directors  may  prescribe  the  terms  of  subscription  to  be 
made,  the  time  and  manner  of  payment,  and  how  and 
when  the  same  may  be  forfeited;  and  they  may  adopt 
such  by-laws  as  to  collection  of  stock,  and  all  other  mat- 
ters pertaining  to  the  business  of  the  company,  as  shall 
be  necessary;  and  the  said  board  of  directors  shall  have 
the  general  management  of  all  the  affairs  of  said  com- 
pany, and  may  exercise  all  the  powers  hereby  granted  to 
the  corporation.  They  may  borrow,  or  obtain  by  loan^ 
such  sums  of  money  and  on  such  terms  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  and  may  mortgage  any  or  all  of  the  property 
of  the  company  to  secure  its  payment.  They  may  elect 
or  appoint  a  secretary,  treasurer,  and  agents,  as  they  may 
think  necessary,  and  may  fix  and  pay  their  salaries  and 
the  salary  of  the  president.  They  may  fill  any  vacancies 
occurring  in  the  board  between  the  elections,  as  provided 
above. 

§  7.  Each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof 
to  one  vote,  which  may  be  voted  by  him  in  person  or  by 
written  proxy. 

§  8.  All  contracts  in  writing,  signed  by  the  president  in< 
the  company's  name,  shall  be  binding  on  the  company. 
The  individual  stockholders  shall  not  be  liable  for  the: 
debts  of  the  company. 
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§  9.  When  five  thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed, 
and  such  portion  paid  up  as  the  directors  may  require, 
the  company  shall  be  deemed  fully  organized,  and  may 
proceed  with  its  business. 

§  10.  This  act  takes  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  846. 

AN  ACT  to  iDcorporate  the  citj  of  BawesYille. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That   the*  limits  of   the   town    of  Hawesville   are 

Boundary.  hereby  extended  so  as  to  include  all  of  the  territory  now 

embraced  in  common  school  district  No.  1,  in  Hancock 
county,  as  defined  in  an  act,  entitled  *'  An  act  to  provide 
for  the  erection  of  school  buildings  in  common  school  dis- 
trict No.  1,  in  the  town  of  Hawesville,''  approved  March 
t28,  1873,  and  extending  across  the  Ohio  river,  opposite 
and  in  front  of  said  district,  as  far  as  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky  extends;  and  the  persons  residing 
in  said  boundary  are  hereby  created   a  body-politic  and 

Style  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  "City  of  Hawesville,"  and 

by  that  name  may  have  perpetual  succession,  may  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be 

Powers.  contracted  with;  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 

alter  and  change  or  renew  it  at  pleasure,  and  generally 
have  and  enjoy  all  the  powers  and  privileges  and  be 
liable  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  of  like  munici- 
pal corporations:  Provided^  That  citizens  living  in  the 
added  territory  outside  of  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Hawes- 
ville, as  established  by  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  for  the 
benefit  of  the  town  of  Hawesville,  in  Hancock  county," 
approved  March  1,  1854,  and  the  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty there  located,  shall  not  be  subjected  to  any  additional 
taxation  by  reason  of  this  act,  except  for  keeping  roads 
and  bridges  in  repair  and  maintaining  paupers,  until 
streets  are  legally  laid  out,  opened,  and  established,  as 
provided  for  in  the   eighth   section  of  said  act,  and  then 
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•only  on  the  property  on  or  in  lots  lying  on  said  streets. 
and  persons  resident  on  said  lots.  i 

§  2.  Said  city  is  hereby  invested  with  all  the  property, 
powers,  rights,  and  authority  heretofore  conferred  by  law 
on  said  town,  or  the  trustees  thereof,  and  is  substituted  in 
every  respect  for  the  said  town  of  Hawesville;  and  said 
city  shall  be  bound  by  all  contracts,  and  be  liable  for  all 
debts  and  demands  of  and  against  said  town,  to  the  same 
extent  and  in  the  same  manner  as  said  town  may,  might 
be,  or  is  liable;  and  all  suits  in  favor  of  or  against  said 
town  may  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  or  against  said 
city,  a3  effectually  as  they  could  have  been  for  or  against 
said  town  or  the  trustees  thereof  had  this  act  not  been 
passed. 

^  3.  Said  city  is  hereby  divided' into  three  wards,  as  fol-  wards. 
lows :  The  first  ward  shall  include  all  that  part  which 
lies  above  Main  Cross  street,  from  the  river  to  its  connec- 
tion with  the  Owensboro  road;  thence  with  the  Owens- 
boro  road  to  the  junction  of  the  Hartford  road  ;  thence 
with  the  Hartford  road  to  the  city  limits.  The  second 
ward  shall  include  all  that  part  lying  below  said  last 
described  line,  and  above  Monroe  street  extended  on  a 
straitfht  line  until  it  intersects  the  Owensboro  road ; 
thence  with  the  Owensboro  road  to  the  city  limits.  The 
third  ward  shall  include  all  below  the  last  described  line; 

•  and  the  council  is  hereby  authorized  to  change  the  bound- 
aries of  said  wards  as  the  public  convenience  may  require, 
at  any  time,  except  within  thirty  days  of  an  election, 
always  endeavoring  to  make  as  near  as  may  be  an  equal 
division  of  the  population. 

§  4.   The  officers  of  the  city  of  Hawesville  shall  consi:$t  officers. 

-of  a  mayor,  two  councilmen  from  each  ward,  city  attor- 
ney, marshal,  assessor,  treasurer,  clerk,  and  such  other 
officers  as  may  be  found  necessary  to  conduct  the  affairs 

<of  the  city.  The  mayor  and  councilmen  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  city,  and  by  such  others  as 
are  now  entitled  to  vote  for  trustees  of  said  town.  The 
other  officers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  council,  and   be 

tliable  to  be   dismissed  at  their  pleasure;  and  no   person

School  trustees. 


shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  m  said  city  who  is  not  se> 
qualified  voter  and  a  citizen   thereof;  and   councilnnei>« 
and  school   trustees  shall  be  resident  in   the   wards  for 
which  they  are  elected. 

§  5.  An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in^- 
May,  1882,  and  on  the  first  Mondays  in  April  in  each- 
year  thereafter,  at  which  all  elective  officers  shall  be 
elected.  The  mayor  shall  hold  his  offi-ce  for  two  years, 
and  until  his  successor  is  chosen  and  qualified;  the  coun- 
cilmen  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  chosen  and  qualified;  and  all  officers 
appointed  or  chosen  by  the  council  shall  hold  their  sev- 
eral offices  for  such  ternns,  not  exceeding  two  years,  as- 
the  council  may  determine  by  ordinance. 

§  6.  At  the  regular  city  election  each  year,  there  shall 
be  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  city,  now  qualified  by 
law  to  vote  for  common  school  trustees  in  the  State,  or 
who  may  be,  by  general  law,  so  qualified  at  the  time  of 
holding  an  election,  two  school  trustees  from  each  ward, 
who  shall  constitute  and  be  styled  the  '*  Board  of  Educa- 
tion of  Hawesville."  They  shall  hold  their  offices  for 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  severally  chosen 
and  qualified.  Said  board  of  education  shall  have  all- 
the  powers  and  authority  now  conferred  by  law  on  the 
board  of  education  of  the  town  of  Hawesville,  and  com- 
mon school  district  No.  1,  and  are  hereby  substituted  in 
all  respects  for  said  board,  and  shall  be  liable  for  all  obli- 
gations, contracts,  debts,  and  demands  against  daid  dis- 
trict and  town  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  the  same 
extent,  that  the  board  of  education  of  said  town  and^ 
district  are  liable,  including  the  bonds  issued  by  said 
board  for  erecting  school  buildings,  and  the  annual  in- 
terest thereon. 

§  7.  The  board  of  edi>cation  shall  elect  one  of  their 
number  president,  and  shall  also  elect  annually,  at  their 
first  meeting,  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  may  or  may 
not  be  of  the  board,  and  may  allow  them-  reasonable  com- 
pensation for  their  services,  and  remove  either  of  them  at? 
will.     They  shall  also  elect  an  assessor  a&  now  provided^ 
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by  law,  or  may  assign  that  duty  to  the  city  assessor,  aftd 
allow  him  compensation  for  the  additional  labor  required 
of  him  in  performing  the  duties  required. 

§  8.  The  assessor  so  elected  or  designated  by  the  board 
of  education  may  appoint  as  many  sober,  discreet  per- 
sons, not  under  the  age  of  twenty-four  years,  to  assist 
him  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  he  may  deem  neces- 
sary, by  consent  of  the  board,  and  he  may  remove  them 
at  pleasure. 

§  9.  The  assessor  and  each  assistant  shall,  before  enter- 
ing on  the  duties  of  the  ofRce,  take  the  oath  prescribed  by 
the  Constitution,  and,  in  addition  thereto,  the  following 
oath: ''  You  do  swear  that  you  will  fix  a  fair  and  full  valu- 
ation on  all  property  listed  by  you  for  taxation  for  school 
purposes  in  the  city  of  Hawesville,  without  favor  or  par- 
tiality; that  you  will  diligently  search  and  inquire  so  that 
no  person  shall  be  passed  over  or  fail  to  have  an  opportu- 
nity to  give  in  his  list  of  taxable  property  ;  that  you  will  re- 
quire each  person  to  swear  that  he  will  render  you  a  true 
and  full  list  of  all  property  he  holds  or  controls  subject 
to  taxation  for  school  purposes  in  the  city;  that  you  will 
take  a  full  and  complete  census,  as  far  as  possible,  of  all 
white  children  within  the  school  ages,  and  return  it  in  a 
separate  list,  with  the  age  and  sex  of  each  child,  and  the 
name  of  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person  having  charge 
of  each  of  them;  and  that  you  will  truly  report  all  per- 
sons who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  give  in  a  list  of  their  tax- 
able property,  under  oath,  after  being  duly  called  on  for 
that  purpose,  or  who  have  given  in  a  false  or  fraudulent 
list,  or  refused  to  give  in  the  amount  of  their  residuary 
estate  as  required  under  the  equalization  law:  so  help 
you  God."  He  shall  also,  before  entering  on  the  duties  Bond. 
of  his  office,  give  bond  to  the  board  of  education,  to  be 
approved  by  them,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  the  office,  which  shall  be  recorded  by  the  secretary, 
and  the  original  filed  away. 

§  10.  All  property  shall  be  listed  for  taxation,  whether 
for  general  city  purposes  or  for  school  purposes,  as  of  the 
tenth  of  January  each  year,  except  stores,  which  shall  be 
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returned  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  now  required  by 
law  for  taxation  for  State  revenue,  or  otherwise,  as  herein 
provided  for. 

§  11.  The  election  for  all  the  city  offices  and  school 
trustees  shall  be  held  at  the  court-house,  by  one  set  of 
officers,  and  in  one  book,  by  two  judges,  a  clerk  and 
marshal,  who  shall,  for  the  first  election,  be  appointed  by 
the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Hawesville,  and  each  year 
thereafter  by  the  council;  and  said  elective  officers  shall 
qualify  and  be  governed  in  every  respect,  except  as  oth- 
erwise provided  herein,  by  the  general  election  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth.  They  shall,  at  the  close  of  the  polls 
carefully  examine  them  to  see  that  no  mit«takes  have  been 
made;  see  that  they  are  properly  recapitulated,  properly 
certify  them,  make  out  for  each  officer  elected  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  fact,  and  seal  up  the  poll  books;  all  of  which 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  take  charge  of,  and 
within  twenty-four  hours  deliver  to  the  city  clerk  the  poll- 
books,  and  to  each  officer  so  elected  his  certificate,  if  in 
the  city;  otherwise,  deposit  it  with  the  city  clerk  for  deliv- 
ery when  demanded. 

$  12.  All  elections  in  said  city  shall  be  held  between 
the  hours  of  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  six  o'clock  in 
the  evening. 

§  13.  All  laws  in  force  in  this  Commonwealth  punish- 
ing illegal  voting  in  State  elections  shall  apply  to  illegal 
voting  in  the  city  of  Hawesville,  and  may  be  enforced  by 
information  and  warrant  of  arrest  in  the  mayor's  court, 
or  bv  indictment  in  the  Hancock  circuit  court. 

§  14.  Should  the  council  fail  to  appoint  officers  of  an 
Mayor— powers,   clection,  or  whcn  appointed,  should  such  officers  all  fail 

to  attend  and  open  the  polls  for  thirty  minutes  after  six 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  when  such  election  should  have 
been  begun,  or  if  attending,  fail  or  refuse  to  act,  then  the 
mayor,  or  in  his  absence  such  of  the  councilmen  as  are 
present,  or  any  of  them,  shall  appoint  such  officers  as  are 
herein  required  to  act,  or  at  the  first  election  under  this 
act,  any  of  the  town  trustees  present  shall  make  the  ap* 
pointments  ;  or  should  such  officers  have  been  appointed, 
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and  part  of  them  fail  to  attend  or  act,  then  the  officer  or 
officers  who  do  attend  shall  fill  such  vacancies,  and  the 
officers  so  appointed,  after  beings  duly  sworn,  shall  consti- 
tute the  board  of  officers  for  that  election,  and  proceed 
to  hold  such  election. 

§  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  to  preside  at  all 
meeting^s  of  the  council,  and  in  all  cases  of  a  tie  he  shall 
have  a  vote,  and  not  otherwise.  He  shall  observe  a  strict 
supervision  over  all  the  affairs  of  the  city;  see  that  the 
ordinances  of  the  city  are  enforced  and  observed;  see 
that  each  officer  of  the  city  discharges  the  duties  of  his 
office  promptly  and  properly,  and  cause  any  officer  who 
may  prove  derelict  or  in  default  to  be  impeached  or  other- 
wise dealt  with,  as  the  case  demands.  He  is  empowered 
with  due  authority,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  to- suppress 
all  riots,  insurrections,  or  disorderly  conduct,  and  may 
arrest  offenders  against  the  penal  laws  of  the  city,  and 
against  the  penal  and  criminal  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth in  view,  and  may  summon  the  posse  comitatus  to 
his  aid  if  necessary.  He  shall  sign  all  licenses,  commis- 
«ions,  and  permits  granted  by  authority  of  the  city,  and 
perform  all  other  duties,  and  exercise  such  otherr  powers 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  of  him  by  law,  or 
by  ordinances  of  the  city. 

§  16.  The  office  of  police  judge  of  the  town  of  Hawea- 
Tille  is  hereby  abolished,  and  in  lieu  thereof  the  mayor 
of  said  city  shall  hold  a  court  therein,  which  shall  be 
styled  *' The  Mayor's  Court  of  Hawesville,"  and  the  same  Mayor's  court. 
is  hereby  declared  a  court  of  record,  and  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  and  have  a  seal;  and  copies  or  transcripts 
from  the  proceedings  of  said  court,  properly  attested  and 
signed  by  the  mayor,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  in 
the  Commonwealth. 

§  17.  The  said  court  shall  have  concurrent  original  junidiction. 
jurisdiction  of  all  causes  arising  from  violations  and 
breaches  of  the  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  concurrent 
jurisdiction  with  the  circuit  court  in  all  criminal  cases 
occurring  in  said  city,  except  felonies;  and  in  civil  cases, 
«vhere  the  amount    in  controversy  shall  not  exceed  one 
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hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest,  he  shall  have* 
the  same  jurisdiction  as  justices  of  the  peace,  and  the 
power  of  two  justices  of  the  peace  in  holding  examining 
courts,  inquiring  into  charges  of  felony,  and  in  com- 
mitting, bailing,  and  recognizing  offenders  under  said 
charges;  and  he  may  grant,  hear,  and  receive  return  of 
writs  of  injunction,  attachment,  nnd  habeas  corpus, 

§  18.  Said  court  may  award  all  such  process  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  and  proper  for  the  efficient  admin* 
istration  of  justice  in  said  city.  All  original  process  shall 
be  directed  to,  and  executed  by,  the  city  marshal,  and 
mesne  and  final  process  may  be  directed  to  said  marshal, 
or  any  sheriff  or  constable,  in  any  part  of  the  Common* 
wealth,  which  of&cers  shall  receive  and  execute  said  writs, 
and  make  returns  under  the  same  rules  and  liabilities  as- 
they  are  required  to  do  of  like  process  from  the  circuit 
and  justices'  courts.  The  said  court  shall  have  all  the 
powers  conferred  on  the  board  of  trustees  and  their  clerk 
of  the  town  of  Hawesville,  by  an  act,  entitled  *'  An  act 
for  the  benefit  of  the  town  of  Hawesville,  in  Hancock 
county,"  approved  March  1,  1854,  in  proceedings  to  open 
streets,  as  defined  in  the  eighth  section  thereof;  and  said 
section  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  extend  to  the  whole 
city.  All  other  powers  conferred  by  said  act  on  the  board 
of  trustees  of  said  town,  except  such  as  conflict  here- 
with, shall  be  exercised  by  the  council. 

§  19.  For  the  trial  of  civil  causes  the  mayor's  court  of 
Hawesville  shall  be  held  once  in  two  months,  at  such  times 
as  the  council  shall  appoint  by  ordinance;  and  the  court 
may  set  the  causes  for  any  particular  day,  and  continue- 
the  term  from  day  to  day  till  the  business  shall  have  been 
disposed  of;  and  the  process  shall  be  returned  upon  the 
first  day  of  the  term  to  which  it  is  returnable. 

§  20  Said  court  shall  be  open  at  all  times  for  the  trial 
of  penal  offenses  and  for  infractions  of  the  ordinances  of 
the  city  ;  and  may  proceed  to  hear  and  try  all  such  causes, 
and  render  judgment  thereon,  without  the  intervention 
of  a  jury,  unless  demanded  by  the  accused,  in  which  case^ 
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i(  the  jury  shall  convict,  the  court  shall  tax  fifty  cents  for 
-each  juror  in  the  bill  of  costs. 

§21.  The  mayor  shall,  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
-April,  July,  and  October,  in  each  year,  and  at  the  end  of 
iiis  term,  when  he  ^oes  out  of  office,  make  out,  swear  to, 
and  return  to  the  board  of  education  a  list  of  all  fines 
and  forfeitures  for  which  judgments  have  been  rendered 
in  his  court,  which,  under  the  law  establishing  public 
schools,  and  amendments  thereto,  are  directed  to  be  so  * 
appropriated;  and  if  any  have  been  paid  into  court,  he 
shall  pay  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board,  at  or 
before  the  time  of  making  said  reports;  and  upon  his 
failure  to  do  so,  he  may  be  proceeded  against  in  the  quar- 
terly or  circuit  court  of  Hancock  county,  by  petition  or 
motion  on  his  bond,  and  judgment  rendered  for  double 
the  amount  of  the  sum  or  sums  so  in  default,  and  the 
costs  of  the  proceedings. 

^  22.  Appeals  from  the  mayor's  court  may  be  taken  to  Appdk. 
the  circuit  court  of  Hancock  county  in  all  cases  where 
ihe  amount  in  controversy  exceeds  ten  dollars. 

§  23.  The  mayor  shall  act  as  clerk  of  his  own  court, 
^nd  issue  all  process  returnable  thereto,  but  may  appoint 
a  deputy  clerk.  He  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  au- 
thority now  conferred  by  law  on  the  police  judge  of  the 
town  of  Hawesville,  and  all  laws  pertaining  to  that  ofiice 
-shall  remain  in  force  and  apply  to  the  mayor's  court,  ex- 
<;ept  such  as  conflict  with  or  are  qualified  by  this  act.  As 
soon  as  the  said  mayor  shall  be  qualified,  the  dockets, 
files,  and  all  books  and  papers  belonging  or  pertaining  to 
the  office  of  police  judge  of  the  town  of  Hawesville, 
shall  be,  by  the  said  police  judge,  delivered  to  him,  and 
he  shall  hold  and  act  upon  the  same  as  a  justice  of  the 
peace  acts  upon  the  docket  of  his  predecessor. 

$24.  The  mayor  shall  be  entitled  to  the  following  fees  :  Fees. 
for  issuing  warrant  and  presiding  at  a  trial  of  a  breach 
of  the  peace  or  any  misdemeanor,  or  violation  of  a  city 
law,  to  be  taxed  against  the  defendant,  if  found  guilty, 
$2;  for  execution,  including  indorsements  thereon  and 
recording  r^tara  thereof,  sixty  cents,  to  be  charged  and 
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included  when  iseiued ;  and  for  other  services  rendered  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  and  charg^e  such  fees  as  are 
allowed  to  circuit  clerks,  county  clerks,  and  justices  of 
the  peace  for  like  services.  He  may  issue  fee-bills  as 
clerks  of  courts  are  allowed  by  law  to  do,  and  they  shall 
possess  the  same  distrainable  force. 

^  25.  The  mayor  shall  have  the  same  power  to  take 
depositions  that  examiners  and  justices  of  the  peace 
have,  and  shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees.  He  shall  be 
entitled  to  char|2:e  fifty  cents  for  affixing  the  seal  of  the 
city  to  any  document. 

^  26.  The  mayor  shall  have  power  to  take  recognizances 
for  appearance  in  his  court  on  any  day  named  therein,  in 
cases  cognizable  in  said  court,  and  also  recognizances  to 
keep  the  peace  and  be  of  good  behavior  for  one  year. 
Forfeitures,  for  any  recognizance  for  appearance  in  said 
court,  may  be  enforced  in  said  court,  and  the  penalty  col- 
lected as  in  the  circuit  court. 

^  27.  That  in  all  cases  of  fines  imposed  by  judgment 
of  the  mayor's  court,  he  may  direct  in  the  judgment  that 
the  defendant  be  committed  to  prison  until  such  fines  and 
costs  are  paid  or  replevied,  or,  afterwards,  issue  a  capias 
so  ordering;  and  the  council  may  provide  by  ordinance 
for  the  employment  of  such  prisoners  on  the  streets, roads^ 
or  any  work  being  done  by  order  of  the  city,  and  may 
pompel  such  services,  for  which  a  rate  per  day  shall  be 
provided  in  such  ordinance,  which  shall,  when  rendered, 
liquidate  said  fine  and  costs.  The  council  may  appoint 
a  suitable  person  to  supervise  such  labor,  and  make  a 
suitable  allowance  out  of  the  city  treasury. 

§  28.  The  mayor  shall  have  power,  at  any  session  of 
the  council  or  of  his  court,  to  enforce  good  order  as  is 
now  given  by  law  to  presiding  judges  of  county  courts. 

§  29.  All  legislative  powers  herein  granted  to  the  city 
Council -powcw.    of  Hawesvillc  shall  vest  in  the**  city  council,"  and  itshaU 

have  control  of  the  finances  and  of  all  property,  real  and 
personal,  belonging  to  the  city,  except  such  authority  as 
is  herein  conferred  on  the  *' board  of  education,"  and,  in 
addition  to  other  general  and  special  powers,  they  shall 
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have  power  to  grant  licenses  to  the  following  persons  and 
business,  and  provide  by  ordinance  penalties  for  doing 
business  without  license,  viz:  tavern-keepers,  innkeepers, 
or  keepers  of  other  places  of  public  entertainment,  re- 
tailers of  cider,  soda,  tobacco,  or  cigars;  and  showman  and 
keepers  and  managers  of  theatrical  exhibitions,  concerts 
menageries,  and  circuses ;  fortune  tellers,  astrologers, 
clairvoyants,  and  all  other  exhibitions  for  money  or  other 
reward  required,  asked  for,  or  attempted  to  be  collected, 
either  before,  at  the  time  of,  or  after  exhibition,  either  in 
a  house,  booth,  or  tent,  or  in  the  open  air,  or  any  other 
place  within  the  corporation,  or  on  any  boat  or  craft  op- 
posite the  city  limits,  in  the  Ohio  river,  as  far  as  the  juris- 
diction of  Kentucky  extends;  auctioneers,  other  than 
officers  of  the  law  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  in  the 
streets  or  elsewhere  in  the  city;  commission  merchants,, 
builders,  architects,  insurance  agents,  express  agents,  tel- 
egraph and  telephone  companies,  real  estate  agents,  phy- 
sicians, dentists,  lawyers,  dealers  in  live  stock  doing 
business  in  the  city,  livery  stables,  hay,  cattle,  or  produce 
scales  where  fees  are  charged  for  weighing,  warehouses, 
houses  for  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  dry  goods,  groceries,, 
or  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  of  any  kind  ;  wharf-boats 
or  keepers  of  ferries  across  the  Ohio  river  in  front  of  said 
city;  itinerant  persons  vending,  at  retail  or  wholesale,  or 
soliciting  orders,  by  sample  or  otherwise,  for  goods,  wares, 
merchandise,  or  personal  property  of  any  kind  in  said 
city,  or  anywhere  on  the  Ohio  river  in  front  of  said  city, 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  Kentucky;  itinerant  organ- 
grinders,  or  vendors  of  patent  rights;  and  in  granting^ 
such  licenses,  the  council  shall  annex  to  them  such  terms 
and  conditions  as,  in  their  opinion,  the  good  order  and 
general  interest  of  the  city  may  require;  and  may  charge 
such  sum  or  sums  as  they  shall  deem  fit,  which  shall  be 
paid  before  the  license  is  granted ;  and  they  may  impose 
penalties  for  violations  of  the  conditions  of  said  licenses^ 
and  provide  that  any  person  so  offending  shall  have  hi» 
license  suspended  for  a  time  or  wholly  annulled;  and  such 
licenses  shall  be  granted  for  a  long  or  short  time,  but  in 
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T)o  ca»e  beyond  the  first  day  of  the  next  May  succeeding 
their  issual:  Provided^  That  the  council  may,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  encouraging  manufactures  in  said  city,  exempt 
any  new  factory  from  all  city  taxation,  except  for  schooU, 
for  a  period  not  exceeding  ten  years. 

§  30.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  make  and  repair 
all  necessary  wharves,  pier:),  docks,  landings,  and  other 
improvements  along  the  Ohio  river  within  the  city  limits, 
and  to  lease  or  rent  any  part  of  the  landing,  to  be  used 
by  wharf-boats,  coal-yards,  or  for  other  purposes  de- 
manded in  carrying  on  the  trade  and  commerce  of  the 
<5ity;  and  they  may  fix  by  ordinance  the  rates  of  wharf- 
age, commission,  storage,  or  other  fees  to  be  charged  and 
received  by  the  keepers  of  such  wharf-boats,  and  may 
impose  penalties  for  carrying  on  such  business  on  any 
boat  or  float  by  any  person  or  persons  without  first  ob- 
taining a  license  therefor,  and  the  council  shall  have  the 
supervision  and  regulation  thereof ;  and  all  wharfage  and 
rent  fees  shall,  until  paid,  be  a  superior  lien  on  the  boat, 
float,  or  other  craft,  its  furniture,  tackle,  and  appendages 
or  other  property  on  account  of  which  the  same  accrued, 
and  if  not  paid  when  due,  after  demand,  such  boat,  float, 
craft,  or  other  property  may  be  proceeded  against  by 
attachment,  whether  the  owners  thereof  shall  be  known 
or  not,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  statute  laws  of 
the  State  authorizing  the  seizure  of  boats  and  other 
vessels:  Provided^  That  no  ieasing  or  renting  of  any 
part  of  the  river  froot,  except  for  railroads,  shall  be  for 
a  longer  time  than  Ave  years,  nor  in  any  case  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  be  exclusive,  or  so  as  to  interfere  with  the 
trade  or  commerce  of  the  city. 

^  31.  The  council  may  erect  all  buildings  which  they 
may  deem  necessary,  when  the  public  good  shall  require. 
They  may  erect  a  city  prison  or  work-house,  and  regu- 
late the  management  thereof :  Provided^  That  until  such 
•prison  shall  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  prisoners,  the 
city  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of  Hancock 
county  for  the  confinement  of  all  such  persons  as  may 
'be  convicted  before  the  mayor,  or  wbo  shall  be  liable  to 
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imprisonment  under  the  laws  of  the  State  or  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  city;  and  persons  so  imprisoned  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  the  jailer  of  Hancock  county,  who 
shall  receive  and  discharge  such  persons  in  and  from  said 
jail  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law  or  the 
ordinances  of  said  city;  and  when  arrests  are  made  for 
drunkenness,  riots,  or  disorderly  conduct,  or  breaches  of 
the  peace  in  the  city,  between  the  hours  of  9  P.  M.  and 
•6  A.  M.,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  jailer  to  receive  and 
confine  persons  so  arrested  without  requiring  a  warrant, 
order,  or  mittimus  from  a  judicial  officer;  but  in  no  case 
shall  he  continue  such  confinement  later  than  noon  with- 
out proper  authority'. 

§  32.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect  Taxes. 
all  the  taxes  which  the  trustees  of  the  town  were  author- 
ized to  collect  before  the  passage  of  this  act,  not  other- 
wise directed  herein :  Provided^  That  in  lieu  of  an  ad 
valorem  tax  they  may  levy  a  special  tax  each  year  on 
each  house  for  the  sale  of  merchandise  of  any  kind, 
either  dry  goods,  groceries,  drugs,  liquors,  or  any  or  all 
of  them,  or  for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  country  produce 
or  other  thiifg  in  any  part  of  the  city,  or  on  any  boat 
used  or  occupied  for  any  of  the  above  purposes,  a  sum 
not  less  than  $5  nor  more  than  $50,  the  amount  to  be 
governed,  as  near  as  may  be,  by  the  amount  of  business 
done;  and  this  tax  shall  be  in  addition  to  any  license  tax 
authorized  by  this  act,  and  ordained  by  the  council. 

§  33.  The  council  shall,  at  their  first  meeting,  elect  one  Mayor,  pro  tem. 
of  their  number  mayor  pro  tem,  for  one  year,  and  such 
member  shall  take  the  oath  required  of  the  mayor,  and, 
•in  the  absence  of  the  mayor,  preside  at  the  meetings  of 
the  council;  and  in  pase  of  the  death  or  resignation  of 
the  mayor,  his  absence  from  the  city,  removal  or  inability, 
from  any  cause,  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  ofiice,  said 
mayor  pro  tem,  shall,  during  such  absence,  inability,  or 
vacancy,  perform  all  the  duties,  and  have  and  exercise  all 
vthe  powers  vested  in  the  mayor.  In  case  of  the  absence 
of  both  the  mayor  and  mayor  pro  tem.,  the  council  shall 
-elect  a  chairman  to  preside  at  their  meetings;  and  the 
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said  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  and  all  vacan- 
cies that  may  occur  in  any  of  the  city  offices,  and  also  in 
the  hoard  of  education,  and  shall  declare  such  vacancy 
by  ordinance,  and  be  the  judges  in  the  matter. 

§  34.  The  council  shall,  at  their  first  meeting  in  1681^ 
Marshal  and  city   and  at  the  first  meetinc:  of  the  new  council  every  two 

ttorncy.  ^ 

years  thereafter,  elect  a  marshal  and  city  attorney,  who 
shall  hold  their  ofiices  for  two  years,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  chosen  and  qualified.  The  marshal  shall, 
within  thirty  da^-^s  after  his  election,  execute  to  the  city  a 
bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office, 
and  to  pay  over  all  moneys  collected  by  him  to  the  city 
treasurer,  and  otherwise  conditioned  as  are  sherifis'  bonds. 
The  council  shall  also  require  the  marshal  to  execute  a 
separate  bond  as  collector  of  taxes,  and  fix  the  penalty 
and  conditions  thereof.  They  shall  require  good  and 
sufficient  security  on  each  bond,  which  shall  be  approved 
by  the  council.  Said  bonds  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk 
of  the  city,  and  a  true  copy  of  each  spread  upon  the 
records  of  the  council;  and  they  may  at  any  time  require 
additional  security,  or  increase  the  amount  of  the  bond» 
should  they  think  proper;  and  upon  his  bonds,  or  either 
of  them,  the  marshal  shall  be  liable  in  the  same  manner^, 
and  to  the  same  extent,  as  sherifl^s  or  constables  are  now 
liable  by  law  on  their  bonds,  in  the  same  penalties,  to  be 
recovered  by  law  in  the  same  manner  before  the  mayor's 
court  or  any  court  having  jurisdiction  in  similar  proceed- 
ings against  sherifis  or  constables. 

§  35.  Before  entering  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  the 
marshal  shall  take  an  oath,  to  be  administered  by  the 
mayor,  that  he  will  well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  office,  and  he  may  appoint  deputy  marshals,  who  shall 
take  a  similar  oath.  Should  the  marshal  fail  to  execute 
the  bonds  required,  within  the  times  required,  the  council 
shall,  by  ordinance,  declare  said  office  vacant,  and  pro- 
ceed to  fill  the  vacancy. 

§  36.  All  warrants  and  process  issuing  from  the  mayor's- 
court,  to  be  executed  in  Hancock  county,  shall  be  directed 
to,  and  executed  by,  the  marshal,  except  when  he  may  b& 
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absent,  sick,  or  under  some  disability,  or  when  the  ofEce 
is  vacant,  when  they  may  be  directed  to  the  sheriff  or  any 
constable  or  policeman.  The  marshal  may  execute  any 
process  from  the  Hancock  circuit,  criminal,  or  quarterly 
courts,  or  the  court  of  any  justice  of  the  peace,  but  shall' 
not  be  compelled  to  do  so  beyond  the  city  limits. 

§  37.  The  marshal,  in  person  or  by  deputy,  shall  attend 
punctually  on  the  meetings  of  the  mayor's  court  And 
council,  and  perform  all  duties  required  of  him  by  either, 
while  in  session,  as  now  required  by  law  of  sheriffs  or 
constables.  He  shall  be  allowed  the  following  fees,  viz: 
for  arresting  each  person  charged  with  violating  the  ordi- 
nances or  laws  of  the  city,  one  dollar;  summoning  each 
witness,  twenty  five  cents;  summoning  a  jury,  when  or- 
dered to  try  an  offender,  one  dollar;  for  other  services  he 
shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees  as  sheriffs  or  constables 
for  like  services;  and  the  council  may  allow  him  compen- 
sation for  any  extra  duties  required  of  him  by  them,  and 
provide  for  its  payment. 

§  38.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  especially  to 
exert  himself  to  suppress  all  fights,  riots,  breaches  of  the 
peace,  and  infractions  of  the  penal  laws,  and  to  appre- 
hend without  warrant,  and  take  before  the  mayor,  all 
rioters,  disorderly  persons,  disturbers  of  the  public  peace^ 
persons  found  drunk  and  uncared  for  or  exposed  in  the 
city,  and  all  persons  in  the  act  of  committing  any  offense 
indictable  or  punishable  under  the  penal  or  criminal  laws 
of  the  State,  or  fieeing  from  justice  after  committing  any 
such  offense;  and  if  he  deem  it  necessary  for  that  pur- 
pose, he  may  call  to  his  assistance  all  persons  in  the 
vicinity  or  in  the  city,  and  persons  so  summoned  by  the 
marshal,  any  of  his  deputies,  or  any  policeman,  who 
shall  fail  or  refuse  to  give  the  necessary  assistance,  shall 
be  fined  and  subjected  to  such  penalties  as  the  council 
may  by  ordinance  determine,  on  conviction  in  the  may- 
or's court;  and  persons  arrested  for  drunkenness,  riot, 
breaches  of  the  peace,  or  disorderly  conduct  between  the 
hours  of  9  o'clock  P.  M.  and  6  A.  M.,  may  be  lodged  in 
the  jail  of  Hancock  county  or  the  city  prison  until  morn- 
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in^,  and  reported  as  early  as  convenient  to  the  mayor  or 
some  magistrate  of  the  county  to  be  dealt  with. 

§  39.  The  council  may  elect  a  street  commissioner, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that  the  ordinances  in 
reference  to  the  streets,  alleys,  roads,  wharf,  and  public 
grounds  are  enforced,  and  generally  to  perform  all  the 
duties,  and  exercise  such  powers  as  the  council  may  or- 
dain; and  for  his  services  he  shall  receive  such  compen- 
sation as  shall  b^  fixed  or  regulated  by  the  council;  until 
such  officer  is  appointed  all  such  duties  and  powers  shall 
devolve  on  and  be  exercised  by  the  marshal. 

^  40.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  see  that 
good  order  is  preserved  in  the  city;  and  when  public 
occasions,  holidays,  and  raher  extraordinary  happenings 
make  it  probable  that  he  alone  cannot  preserve  the 
peace,  or  protect  property  or  persons,  he  shall  apply  to 
the  mayor,  who  may  appoint  or  order  the  appointment 
by  the  marshal  of  such  a  number  of  policemen  as  are 
necessary  to  that  end,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  preserve 
order  and  peace,  with  authority  to  arrest  without  war- 
rant any  one  shooting  fire-arms,  making  tumultuous 
noises,  mischievously  tearing  down,  carrying  off,  or  in- 
juring in  any  way,  any  signs,  gates,  fences,  or  other 
property,  private  or  public,  or  in  any  way  violating  law 
or  the  ordinances  of  the  city.  Persons  so  arrested  shall 
be  taken  before  the  mayor  or  other  magistrate  to  be  dealt 
with:  Provided,  That  such  prisoners,  if  arrested  between 
9  o'clock  P.  Mc  and  6  A.  M.,  may  be  committed  to  jail  or 
city  prison  until  morning,  as  elsewhere  provided  herein, 
in  case  of  arrest  by  the  marshal  for  drunkenness,  riot, 
disorderly  conduct,  or  breach  of  the  peace.  Such  police- 
men shall  be  allowed  a  reasonal  amount  for  their  ser- 
vices by  the  conncil,  and  orders  drawn  on  the  treasurer 
for  payment. 

§  41.  The  city  clerk  shall  annually,  after  the  assessor's 
book  has  been  supervised  and  equalized,  make  out  a  copy 
thereof,  and  list  the  same  with  the  marshal  for  collection, 
taking  his  receipt  therefor,  in  which  shall  be  specified  the 
Aggregate    amount   of    taxes  so    due;   and  the  clerk    of 
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the  board  of  education  shall  do  the  like  with  the  taxes 
levied  for  school  purposes,  and  the  marshal  shall  proceed 
to  collect  the  same,  as  required  by  law;  and  he  and  his 
securities  shall  be  liable  on  his  bond  executed  to  the 
city  of  HawesvlUft  for  both  lists :  Provided^  That  should 
the  board  of  education  deem  said  bond  insufficient,  they 
may  require  an  additional  bond  at  the  time  of  delivering 
said  list  of  taxes,  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  and  upon 
failure  to  execute  said  last  mentioned  bond,  or  in  case  of 
vacancy  in  the  office,  the  board  of  education  may  ap- 
point a  collector,  who  shall  enter  into  bond  as  required 
of  the  marshal,  and  be  subject  to  be  dealt  with  in  all 
respects  as  if  he  were  marshal,  and  be  vested  with  all  the 
powers  and  authority  of  that  officer  in  the  matter. 

§  I2.  The  marshal's  receipt  shall  specify  what  amount 
of  taxes  listed  with  him  are  for  educational  purposes,  or 
for  the  support  of  schools,  and  what  part  for  the  pa>'^Tient 
of  the  school-house  debt;  and  as  fast  as  collected  pay  the 
same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  education,  tak- 
ing his  receipts  for  each  fund  separately;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  keep  a  separate  account  of 
each  fund;  and  all  orders  drawn  on  him  by  order  of  the 
board  shall  designate  the  fund  from  which  they  are  re- 
quired to  be  paid;  otherwise,  the  treasurer  is  to  be  gov- 
erned by  the  laws  now  in  force  and  the  requirements  of 
the  board  of  education  not  inconsistent  therewith. 

§43.  All  moneys  set  apart  for  school  purposes  by  law 
in  said  town  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said  board 
of  education;  and  any  officer  failing  to  pay  the  same  to 
him  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  required  by  law  or  or- 
dinance, may  be  proceeded  against, on  his  bond  by  the 
board  of  education,  in  the  mayor^s  court  or  circuit  court, 
by  motion  or  petition,  as  they  may  elect. 

§  44.  The  council  shall  have  full  power  to  cause  each 
officer  of  the  city  government,  whether  elected  or  ap- 
pointed, before  he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  to 
execute  bond  in  such  penalties  as  they  may  direct,  with 
security  to  be  approved  by  them,  conditioned  that  he  will 
faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  which  bond

shall  be  filed  away  and  kept  by  the  clerk;  and  the  board 
of  education  shall  have  the  same  powers  in  regard  to  all 
of&cers  thereof  and  those  responsible  to  them.  Each  and 
every  bond  authorized  or  required  by  the  city  government 
from  any  city  officer  shall  be  executed  to  the  "  City  of 
Hawesville,"  and  each  and  every  bond  authorized  or 
required  by  the  board  of  education  shall  be  executed  to 
the  *'  Board  of  Education  of  Hawesvilie ;''  and  upon  all 
«uch  bonds  suit  may  be  brought  and  judgment  recovered 
in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  State.  AH  suits  commenced 
and  prosecuted  for  or  against  either  board  hereafter  shall 
be  in  the  name  of  or  against  the  "City  of  Hawesville," 
or  the  "  Board  of  Education  of  Hawesville,"  as  the  case 
may  be. 

§  45.  The  city  attorney  shall  receive  thirty  per  centum 
of  all  fines  that  he  may,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  prosecute 
and  recover  in  the  mayor's  court,  or  court  of  justices  of 
the  peace  in  said  city,  and  also  thirty  per  centum  of  all 
recognizances  forfeited  in  the  mayor's  court  when  col- 
lected. He  shall  attend  to  all  prosecutions  in  which  the 
city  or  the  board  of  education  is  either  plaintiff  or  de- 
fendant, and  for  said  services  may  be  allowed  reasonable 
fees  by  either  board  interested. 

§  46.  No  officer  of  the  city  shall  be  interest,  directly 
or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  with  the  city,  nor  shall  they 
buy,  discount,  or  in  any  way  deal  in.  any  claim  against 
the  same.  In  the  event  of  any  officer  violating  this  sec- 
tion, he  shall  forthwith  be  removed  from  office  by  the 
mayor,  and  the  contract  declared  void,  on  motion  by  any 
citizen  or  by  the  council. 

§  47.  The  city  clerk  shall  be  elected  by  the  council,  and 
keep  their  records,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are 
herein  imposed  on  him,  or  which  may  be  required  of  him 
by  the  council.  All  the  books,  papers,  and  other  property 
belonging  or  pertaining  to  the  office  of  clerk  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  town,  shall  be  delivered  to  and  kept  by 
him.  He  may  be  allowed  a  reasonable  salary,  and  may 
charge  and  collect  such  fees  as  are  allowed  by  State  law 
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'for  similar  services,  or  may  be  allowed  by  ordinance  of 

'the  council. 

§  48.  The  council  are  hereby  authorized  to   make   all  ^Haws. 
b3'-law8,  ordinances,  and  regulations  to  properly  carry  out 
this  act,  and  to  preserve  good   order  and   public   peace, 

-and  which  they  may  deem  necessary  to  the  health,  safet}', 
and  prosperity  of  citizens  and  property,  not  inconsistent 
wiih  the  Constitutions  and  laws  of  the  Federal  or  State 
governments,  and  to  enforce  the  same  by  penalties  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  in  any  one  case.  They 
may  establish  markets  and  market  places,  and  regulate 
the  buying  and  selling  of  articles  usually  sold  in  market, 
and  the  measuring,  weighing,  gauging,  and  inspecting  of 
articles  sold  anywhere  in  the  city,  and  may  impose  pen- 
alties for  fraud  or  misrepresentation  of  quality  or  quantity 
of  the  same,  or  for  the  sale  of  any  article  that  is  adulter- 
ated or  an  imitation  of  the  genuine.  They  may  license 
and  regulate  porters,  carts,  wagons,  hacks,  and  other 
vehicles  plying  in  the  city  for  hire,  fix  the  price  therefor, 
and  prohibit  those  not  licensed. 

§  49.  The  council  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  roads 
within  the  city  limits;  and  from  and  after  the  election  and 
organization  of  the  council  under  this  act,  the  authority 
and  responsibility  of  the  Hancock  county  court  over  and 
for  such  roads  within  the  city  limits  shall  cease,  and  the 
council  shall  appoint  surveyors  and  allot  hands  for  work- 
ing and  keeping  same  in  repair  as  the  county  conrt  is 
now  authorized  and  required  to  do,  or  they  may  establish 
a  uniform  rate  of  exemption  from  working  on  roads,  as 
the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Hawesville  are  now  author- 
ized to  do  in  the  matter  of  working  on  streets  in  said 
town,  or  they  may  adopt,  by  ordinance,  such  other  equit- 
able system  of  working  the  streets,  alleys,  and  roads  of 
the  city,  as  they  may  deem  proper:  Provided^  That  the 
residents  of  that  part  of  the  city  added  by  this  act  shall 
not  be  required  to  work  upon  the  streets  and  alleys  now 
existing,  or  be  taxed  to  keep  them  in  repair,  until  streets 

-are  laid  out  and  extended  as  provided  in  the  first  section 

•of  this  act,  nor  shall  any  resident  of  the  city  be  required 
to  work  on  roads  outside  of  the  city  limits. 
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§  50.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  their 
poor,  and  to  that  end  may  lev}^  and  collect  such  taxes  as- 
are  necessary  for  the  purpose  on  all  the  persons  and  prop- 
erty in  the  city;  and  they  shall  have  the  right  to  send  all' 
such  persons  to  the  poor-house  of  Hancock  county,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  poor-house  keeper  to  receive  them 
and   care   for  them  as  other  county  paupers,  for  which 
the  city  shall  pay  at  the  same  rate  as  the  county  con- 
tracts with  him  to  pay  for  her  paupers,  after  deducting  the 
annual  rent  for  the  poor-house  farm,  it  being  but  just 
and  equitable  that  the  city  should  have  the  benefits  of  the 
poor-house,  as  she  was  taxed  equally  with  other  parts  of 
the   county   in   the   purchase   and   establishment   of  that 
institution.     No  one  shall  be  deemed  a  pauper  under  this 
section   unless  so  adjudged  by  the  mayor  or  the  council, 
and   entered   of  record   in   the  mayor's   court,  or  on  the 
records  of    the   council.     A  copy   of  such    judgment  or 
order  delivered  to  the  poor-house  keeper  shall  be  neces- 
sary  to   admission,  and   he  shall  discharge   any   one   so- 
admitted  on  the  judgment  or  order  of  the  same  authority. 
Bills  for  medical  attention,  clothing,  burial  expenses,  and 
all  other  extra  charges  for  city  paupers,  shall  be  provided 
for  and  paid  for  by  the  city  council. 

§  51.  The  records  of  the  city  of  Hawesville  are  public 
records^  and  copies  thereof,  and  of  all  bonds  ancl  contracts 
executed  to  said  city,  shall  be  evidence  in  all  courts  as  if 
the  original  were  in  proof;  and  the  city  clerk  shall  furnish 
copies  of  the  same  to  any  person  desiring  them  upon  the 
payment  of  such  fees  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  ordi- 
nance. 

§  52.  This  act  is  a  public  act,  and  shall  be  liberally  con 
strued  and  judicially  noticed  in   all  courts  of  the  State» 
and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  in  pleading  to  recite  the  by- 
laws and  ordinances  of  the  council,  but  it  shall  be  suffi- 
cient to  refer  to  their  date,  title,  and  section. 

§  53.   All  laws  and  amendments  thereto  pertaining  to< 
the  town  of  Hawesville,  in  force  at  the  passage  of  this 
act,  and  all  town  laws  and  ordinances  which  are  not  re- 
pealed hereby,  or  in  conflict  herewith,  shall  be  continued^ 
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in  force  until  repealed  or  amended  by  proper  legislation 
or  ordinance. 

^  54.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  employ  a  com-  Surveyor. 
petent  surveyor  to  make  a  survey  of  limits  of  the  city, 
and  make  out  a  plat  of  the  city,  on  which  shall  be  laid 
down  all  the  town  lots,  properly  numbered,  and  all  the 
streets,  alleys,  and  roads,  and  all  other  lots,  tracts,  and 
pieces  of  land,  with  area  of  each,  and  owner^s  name 
marked  thereon,  which,  when  approved  by  the  council, 
shall  be  recorded  in  a  deed-book  of  the  Hancock  county 
court  clerk's  of&ce,  and  the  original  to  be  filed  with  and 
kept  by  the  city  clerk. 

^  55.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full  force  from 
its  passage,  but  may  be  repealed  or  amended  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky.

CHAPTER  847. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Green  Meek,  of  Johnson  county. 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  Green  Meek,  deputy  sheriff, 
Johnson  county,  did,  in  January,  1682,  pursue  and  cap- 
ture one  Joseph  Ward,  charged  in  the  county  of  Johnson 
with  murder,  and  bring  him  to  justice;  and  it  appearing 
that  said  Ward  was  convicted  of  said  charge,  and  is  now 
confined  in  the  penitentiary  for  life;  and  it  appearing 
further  that  the  court  failed  to  allow  said  Meek's  claim, 
because  there  had  been  no  affidavit  filed  before  the  jus- 
tice issuing  the  warrant  for  Ward's  arrest;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

J  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  i» 
hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in 
favor  of  Green  Meek  for  the  sum  of  ninety-eight  dollars> 
to  be  paid  out  of  any  funds  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  848. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  **  An  act  establishiDii:  a  new  charter  for 
the  citj  of  Lonisville,"  approved  March  3,  1870. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  present  term  of  office  of  the  assessor  of 
the  cit}'  of  Louisville  be,  and  is  hereby,  extended  until  the 
first  Tuesday  in  December,  1885,  and  until  his  successor 
qualifies;  and  the  term  of  office  of  the  assessor  of  said 
city  shall  thereafter  be  four  years. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  efl^ect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  849. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Glasgow,  and  to  repeal  the  present 

charter  of  the  city  of  Glasgow. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

Article  L 
§  1.  That  so  much  of  the  county  of  Barren  as  is  em- 
Boundary,  braced  within  the  present  limits  of  the  city  of  Glasgow, 
as   hereinafter  named,  and   the  persons   residing   within 
said  boundaries,  are  hereby  created    a  body-politic  and 
Name  and  style.  Corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Town  of  Glas- 
gow, and  by  that  name  may  have  perpetual  succession, 
sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  courts  of  law  or  in  equity;  may 
Corporate  pow-  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  may  purchase  and  hold 

such  lands  and  tenements  and  personal  property  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  use  of  said  corporation,  and  may 
lease,  sell,  and  convey,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same. 
§  2.  And  said  town  is  invested  with  all  the  lands,  tene- 
ments, hereditaments,  and  ail  the  goods,  chattels,  moneys, 
revenues,  rights,  and  demands  in  possession  or  expect- 
ancy of  the  city  of  Glasgow;  and  shall  be  bound  by  all 
contracts,  and  responsible  for  all  debts,  demands,  and 
liabilities  of  whatsoever  kind  against  said  city,  in  the 
same  manner,  and  to  the  same  extent,  as  before  the 
adoption  of  this  act.

6.  To  prevent,  abate,  and  remove  nuisances  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  owners  or  occupiers,  or  of  the  parties  upon 
whose  grounds  they  exist,  and  to  define  and  declare,  by 
ordinance,  what  shall  be  a  nuisance  within  .the  limits  of 
the  town;  and  they  may,  by  ordinance,  affix  the  penalty 
for  keeping,  causing,  or  committing  a  nuisance,  which 
shall  be  by  fine  in  the  city  court,  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
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dred  dollars  for  each   day  the  same   is  continued  after 
notice.

11.  To  erect  suitable  market-houses,  to  establish  mar- 
ket-places, and  provide  for  the  government  and  regulation 
thereof,  and  appoint  int^pectors  of  the  articles  sold  there- 
in, and  to  provide  for  the  condemnation  and  destruction 
of  such  as  are  stale  and  unwholesome. 

12.  To  license,  tax,  and  regulate  ietuctioneers,  peddlers,, 
insurance  agents,  brokers,  pawnbrokers,  tobacco  facto- 
ries, warehouses,  and  public  halls. 

13.  To  license,  tax,  regulate,  and  suppress  theatrical 
and  other  exhibitions,  shows,  and  amusements,  circuses, 
menageries,  and  museums. 

14.  To  suppress  gaming,  drunkenness,  gamble-houses, 
bawdy-houses,  or  houses  of  prostitution,  street-walkers, 
and  disorderly  houses  of  all  kinds,  and  to  provide  for  the 
arrest  and  punishment  of  the  offenders;  and  may  provide 
for  the  prevention  and  punishment  of  any  person  who 
shall  rent  property  to  prostitutes,  or  shall  suffer  their 
property  to  be  used  or  occupied  by  lewd  or  disorderly 
persons,  and  may  prescribe  by  ordinance  such  penalty 
therefor  as  they  may  think  proper. 

15.  To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment 
of  fires,  and  to  regulate  and  establish  fire  companies; 
also  to  regulate  and  restrain  the  erection  of  wooden 
buildings,  and  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  the  same 
when  built  contrary  to  the  ordinances  of  the  town;  to 
appoint  fire  wardens  and  property  guards,  with  full 
powers  to  arrest  and  keep  away  from  the  vicinity  of  any 
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fire  occurring  in  said  town  idle  or  suspicious  looking  per- 
sons lurking  near  the  same,  and  to  compel  any  person  or 
persons  present  to 'assist  in  extinguishing  fires,  and  to 
compel  all  persons  present  at  a  fire  to  assist  in  the  pres- 
ervation of  property  exposed  to  the  dangers  of  the  fire, 
and  to  prevent  the  purloining  or  stealing  goods  or  property 
at  such  fire,  and  such  other  power  and  duties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  ordinance. 

16.  To  erect  and  keep  in  repair  accurate  public  scales, 
and  appoint  a  public  weigher,  and  to  fix  his  compensation 
for  his  services. 

17.  To  provide  for  the  levy  and  sale  of  the  real  and 
personal  estate  of  all  persons  against  whom  or  whose 
property  a  per  capita  or  ad  valorem  tax  is  assessed  under 
this  charter,  the  regulation  prescribed  not  to  be  in  con- 
flict with  the  provisions  hereinafter  provided. 

18.  To  erect  a  work-house,  and  provide  for  the  regula- 
tion and  government  thereof. 

19.  To  elect  a  town  attorney,  clerk  (who  shall  also  be 
clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees),  and  ex  officio  treasurer  of 
the  town,  collector,  assessor,  warden  of  the  town  work- 
house, and  health  officer  {ex  officio  town  physician),  pre- 
scribe their  duties,  fix  their  fees  and  compensation,  and 
provide. for  the  payment  of  the  same. 

20.  To  elect,  fix,  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the 
compensation  of  all  town  officers,  servants,  or  agents  not 
otherwise  provided  for  by  this  charter,  and  regulate  and 
provide  for  the  payment  of  all  jurors,  witnesses,  and 
others  for  services  in  behalf  of  said  town  under  this 
charter. 

21.  To  establish  rules  to  enforce  a  faithful  and  honest 
discharge  of  the  official  functions  of  all  officers  of  the 
town,  and  to  prescribe  the  penalty  for  their  non-observ- 
ance. 

22.  To  remove  from  office  any  member  of  the  board 
of  trustees  or  judge  of  the  city  court  for  willful  or  cor- 
rupt misconduct  in  office,  or  for  willful  failure  and  neg- 
lect to  discharge  the  duties  required  of  them,  or  either 
of  them,  and  to  remove  at  pleasure   any  town    officer^ 
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agent,  or  servant  elected  by  the  board ;  but  in  ca^es  of 
impeachments,  the  party  accused  shall  be  notified  of  the 
charge  or  allegations  against  him  at  least  ten  days  pre- 
vious to  the  day  of  trial,  and  which  charges  or  allega- 
tions shall  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  the  board  of 
trustees. 

23.  To  declare  and  announce  by  proper  ordinance  all 
vacancies  in  office,  arising  from  any  cause  whatever,  and 
fill  the  same  by  the  election  of  a  suitable  and  eligible 
person,  who  shall  take  the  oaths  of  office  heretofore  pre- 
scribed, and  when  necessary,  execute  the  proper  bonds, 
and  enter  upon  and  discharge  all  the  duties  of  his  office 
until  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he  is  appointed 
or  elected. 

24.  To  make  such  rules,  by-laws,  and  ordinances  for 
the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  peace,  good  government, 
and  order  of  the  town  of  Glasgow,  and  for  the  interest 
of  trade,  commerce,  and  manufactures  thereof,  as  the 
board  may  deem  expedient  and  necessary,  not  repug- 
nant to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and 
to  enforce  the  observance  by  prescribing  penalties  and 
fines  for  the  violation  thereof,  and  to  make  all  ordinances 
which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  carrying  into 
effect  the  powers  vested  by  this  act  in  the  corporation, 
the  town  government,  or  any  department  or  office  thereof. 

25.  To  define  by  ordinance  what  shall  constitute  va- 
grancy, and  to  declare  who  are  vagrants,  and  prescribe 
proper  penalties  and  punishment  therefor. 

26.  To  define  by  ordinance  what  shall  constitute  ped- 
dling, and  declare  who  are  peddlers. 

27.  To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  suppression  of 
any  riot,  rout,, breach  of  the  peace,  noise,  disturbances, 
disorderly  or  unlawful  assembly  in  the  streets,  houses,  or 
other  places  in  the  town,  or  any  violation  of  any  town 
ordinance,  and  for  the  arrest  and  confinement  in  the 
work-house  of  said  town  or  jail  of  Barren  county,  and 
to  provide  for  the  trial  of  the  parties  committing,  engag- 
ing in,  or  taking  part  in,  or  aiding  or  abetting  the  same. 
The  board  of  trufltees  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  the 
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penalty  for  any  violation  of  any  of  the  town  laws  or 
ordinances,  provided  it  shall  not  exceed  sixty  days'  im- 
prisonment in  the  work-house  or  county  jail,  or  fine  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  or  both.  All  persons 
arrested  in  said  town  shall  have  a  speedy  trial;  but  if 
arrested  after  five  o'clock  P.  M.,  may  be  confined  by  the 
officer  making  the  arrest  in  the  town  work-house  or 
county  jail  until  the  succeeding  day ;  and  in  such  cases 
the  jailer  of  Barren  county  or  warden  of  the  work-house 
shall  receive  the  party  under  arrest  without  an  order  of 
commitment,  and  safely  keep  until  he  or  she  is  released 
for  trial;  if  the  jailer  or  warden  refuses  to  receive  such 
prisoner  when  in  custody  of  an  officer,  he  shall  be  fined 
for  such  refusal  not  le:^s  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars. 

28.  To  prevent  and  remove  any  and  all  encroach- 
ments and  obstructions  into  or  upon  any  street,  alley, 
sidewalk,  lanes,  avenues,  or  public  square,  established 
by  this  charter  or  by  ordinance;  regulate,  modify,  and 
change  the  grade  and  width  of  streets,  alleys,  lanes, 
avenues,  sidewalks,  pavements,  and  sewers,  and  to  have 
and  exercise  complete  and  perfect  control  over  same, 
and  over  all  public  squares  or  commons  belonging  to  the 
town  limits,  and  over  all  property,  real  or  personal,  be- 
longing to  the  town. 

29.  To  provide  for  the  removal  from  the  limits  of  the 
town,  or  for  killing  mischievous,  vicious,  and  diseased 
animals,  and  for  the  punishment,  by  suitable  fines  and 
penalties,  of  the  owner  and  keeper  of  such  animals  for 
allowing  them  to  go  at  large,  and  to  impose  a  tax  on  the 
owners  of  domestic  animals  running  at  large  in  the 
town. 

30.  To  order  and  compel  the  owner  of  any  lot,  piece, 
or  parcel  of  ground  within  the  town,  at  his  own  costs  and 
■expense,  to  grade,  pave,  construct  sidewalks,  culverts, 
curbing,  guttering,  and  otherwise  improve  that  portion  of

§  4.  The  term  of  office  of  all  officers  elected  by  the 
K}ualified  voters  of  the  town  shall  begin  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  May  after  their  election,  and  they  shall  enter  upon 
the  discharge  of  their  duties,  after  the  commencement  of 
their  term,  as  soon  as  they  are  qualified.  The  term  of

vided further.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed 
to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  an  act,  entitled  ''  An  act  to 
prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors  in 
Glasgow,  and  within  one  mile  from  the  outside  boundary 
thereof,"  approved  28th  of  F^ebruary,  1876.

CHAPTER  850. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  acl  to  amend  an<^  redace  into  one 
the  severnl  acta  relating  to  the  city  o^  Frankfort,"  approved  April  24, 
1880. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  several  wards  of  the  city  of  Frankfort 
shall  be  the  same  as  at  present  constituted. 

§  2.  The  city  council  of  Frankfort  shall  consist  of  nine 
members,  three  to  be  elected,  as  hereinafter  provided,  from 
each  ward.  Said  coiiticilmen,  to  be  eligible,  shall  be  resi- 
dents in  the  wards  from  which  they  are  returned,  and 
bona  fide  freeholders,  who  shall  have  paid  their  poll  and 
other  city  taxes  sixty  days  prior  to  the  day  of  election. 

§  3.  Elections  for  councilmen  shall  be  held  biennially, 
on  the  first  Saturday  in  December,  beginning  with  the 
current  year.     Every  person  qualified  to  vote  for  Repre- 
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sentatives  in  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  qualified  to 
vote  for  councilmen:  Provided,  That  he  shall,  sixty  days 
preceding  the  election,  have  paid  all  poll  or  other  taxes 
due  to  the  city.  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  who 
have  so  paid  their  taxes,  the  city  marshal  or  collector 
shall,  upon  payment  of  taxes,  give  to  each  person  so  pay- 
ing a  receipt  or  certificate  to  that  effect,  and  shall  enter 
the  name  of  each  person  so  paying  sixty  days  prior  to  the 
day  of  election  in  a  register  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose; 
those  resident  in  each  ward  to  be  kept  separately. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk,  thirty  days 
next  preceding  the  election,  to  make  a  copy  of  said  reg- 
istered list  of  persons  entitled  to  vote  as  provided  in  the 
preceding  section,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  published 
four  times  in  a  newspaper  of  the  city  of  Franktort.  It 
shall  also  he  the  duty  of  said  clerk  to  furnish  the  ofHcera 
appointed  by  the  city  council  to  hold  said  election  copies 
of  said  list  duly  certified  by  him  as  clerk. 

§  5.  No  receipt  or  certificate  of  payment  of  taxes  shall 
be  issued  except  to  such  persons  as  have  actually  paid 
their  taxes,  and  a  marshal  or  collector  who  shall  antedate 
any  receipt  or  certificate  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  mis- 
feasance of  office,  and  upon  indictment  and  conviction, 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars. 

i  6.  The  next  election  for  city  attorney  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Monday  in  August,  1884,  and  each  succeeding 
election  for  the  same  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in 
August  quadrennially  thereafter,  the  same  qualifications 
being  required  for  voters  for  this  office  as  for  councilmen. 
The  councilmen  and  city  attorney  mentioned  in  this  act 
shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  at  the  time, 
and  their  term  of  office  shall  be  as  now  prescribed  by 
law. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  rpember  of  the  city 
Council  to  contract  for  the  performance  of  any  work  to  be 
It^t  or  authorized  by  said  council,  or  to  be  directly  or  indi- 
rectly interested  in  any  contract,  payment  for  which  is  to 
be  made  from  the  city  treasury.     Nor  shall  any  member 
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of  the  city  council  take  or  receive  any  fee  or  reward  as 
attorney,  coansel,  or  agent  for  the  city,  or  the  transaction 
of  any  business  which  may  come  before  the  council. 

}  8.  Any  councilman  violating  the  provisions  of  the 
foregoing  section  shall  be  liable  to  indictment  in  the 
Franklin  circuit  court,  and  upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  of 
imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  ten  days  ncr 
more  than  one  year,  or  be  both  so  fined  and  imprisoned. 

§  9.  All  proceedings  of  the  city  council  shall  be  with 
open  doors,  accessible  to  the  public,  and  the  journal 
thereof  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  public  inspection, 
subject  only  to  such  regulations  as  will  guard  against  its 
defacement  or  mutilation. 

§  10.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

$  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas* 
«age.

CHAPTER  851. 

A.S  A.CT  to  pDliihit  tha  ^ellindT  ft'ving  or  lendinflr  of  gpiritaoiia,  vinous,  Of 
ronlt  liquors  in  Pleasur<;ville  precinct,  in  Henry  county. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  it  shall  be  unlawfuffor  any  person  to  sell, 
give,  or  loan,  in  any  quantity  w  hatever,  spirituous,  vinous, 
or  malt  liquors,  or  the  mixture  of  either,  to  any  person  in 
Pleasureville  precinct,  in  Henry  county, 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  first  section  of  this  act 
shall  be  fined  for  each  violation  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recov- 
ered in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  by 
warrant  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or  by  indictment 
of  a  grand  jury. 

$  3.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws,  special  or  general,  in- 
cluding those  passed  at  this  session,  in  conflict  with  this 
act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  election  in 
Pleasureville  precinct,  at  the  August  election  in  1882,  to 
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open  a  poll,  and  ask  each  peraon  voting  whether  he  votes 
for  or  against  selling  whisky  in  Pleasureville  precinct,  and 
to  record  the  names  and  votes;  and  if  a  majority  of  those 
voting  upon  this  question  vote  in  favor  of  prohibiting  the 
sale  as  aforesaid,  then  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  852. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  town  of  Mayslick,  in  Mason  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Mayslick^in  Mason 
county,  shall  have  power  to  impose  a  tax  of  from  fifty  to 
one  hundred  dollars,  at  their  discretion,  upon  all  hotel  and 
saloon  keepers,  as  a  license  to  retail  spirituous,  vinous,  or 
malt  liquors  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of 
Mayslick,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  sell  at  retail  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  in 
said  town  without  first  having  obtained  a  license  from 
said  trustees. 

§  2.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  fined  twenty  dollars  tor  each  and  every 
offense,  upon  conviction  before  the  police  judge  of  said 
town. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  853. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  persons  from  injuring  the  streets  and  crossings  in  th& 
town  of  Salyeryille  by  drawing  saw-logs  or  otber  hea?y  drafts  thereon. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  any  person  who  shall  hereafter  injure  or  de- 
stroy any  part  of  the  streets  or  crossings  in  the  town  of 
Salyerville  by  drawing  saw-logs   or   other  heavy   drafts 
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thereon,  and  who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  repair  said  streets 
or  crossings  within  a  period  of  three  days  after  having  been 
notified  by  the  street  commissioner  or  surveyor  of  the 
road  or  streets  having  the  same  under  their  control,  or  by 
the  marshal  of  the  town  of  Salyerville,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  the  offense  of  obstructing  the  public  highway, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  two  nor 
more  than  five  dollars  per  day  for  each  and  every  day  said 
obstruction  be  allowed  to  remain;  said  fine  to  be  recov- 
erable by  warrant  in  the  Salyerville  police  court,  or  by 
indictment  by  the  grand  jury  of  Magoffin  county. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  854. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act.  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the 
Goshen  and  Siigo  Turnpike  .Road  Company,  and  certain  sabscribers 
thereto,  in  Oldham  coantj." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
oj  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  three  (3)  of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act 
to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Goshen  and  Sligo  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  in  Oldham  county,  and  for  the  benefit  of 
certain  subscribers  thereto,"  approved  February  18,  1882, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  855. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Sharon  Grove,  in  Todd  county,  Ken- 
tacky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Sharon  Grove,  in  Todd  county,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  declared  a  body-corporate  and  politic, 
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with  all  the  rights,  privileges,  nnd  duties  conferred  upoD 
towns  by  chapter  107  of  the  General  Statutes,  entitled 
"  Towns." 

§  2.  That  said  town  may,  if  they  see  proper,  elect  a 
police  judge  and  town  marshal,  whose  jurisdiction  shal) 
be  the  same  as  that  of  magistrates  and  constables :  Pro- 
vided, It  shall  not  extend  beyond  the  limits  of  said  town. 

§  3.  The  term  of  office  of  said  judge  and  marshal 
shall  continue  two  years  from  the  date  of  their  said  elec* 
tion. 

§  4.  The  limits  of  said  town  shall  be  as  follows, to-wit: 
Beginning  at  a  post  oak  tree,  B.  Meadow's  corner,  on  the 
State  road,  and  thence  southwest  to  the  southeast  corner 
of  the  school-house  lot,  about  80  rods;  thence  with  said 
line  west  12f  poles  to  a  rock,  southwest  corner  of  said 
lot;  thence  northwest  to  A.  M.  Stokes'  residence,  about 
80  rods;  thence  northeast  to  G.  B.  Wilson's,  about  80 
rods;  thence  southeast  to  the  beginning,  about  80  rods. 

^  5.  That  the  following  named  persons,  to- wit:  A.  M. 
Starks,  Dr.  W.  B.  Shelton,  J.  R.  Lyon,  A.  B.  Gorrell,  and 
Dr.  Wm.  Sarver,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed,  and 
shall  act  as  trustees  of  said  town  of  Sharon  Grove  'Untit 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  as  required  by 
law. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  857. 

AN  ACT  to  abolish  fencing  in  Logan  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  after  the  adoption  of  this  law  in  said  county, 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  owner  of  any  horse,  mule, 
ass,  cow,  hog,  sheep,  or  goat,  voluntarily  to  permit  any 
such  animal  to  go  at  large  off  the  premises  of  such  owner; 
and  the  owner  of  any  such  animal  so  permitted  to  go  at 
large  shall  be  liable  to  the  party  injured  for  all  damages 
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(lone  to  the  fruit  or  shade  trees,  or  ornamental  shrubbery 
or  crops  of  any  person,  to  be  recovered  before  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  the  judgment  of  the  court 
bliall  be  a  lien  upon  the  stock  causing  the  same. 

§  2.  Be  it  furl/ier,  enacted.  That  any  person  in  said 
county  who  is  the  owner,  or  lawfully  in  the  possession  of 
any  land,  or  his  agent,  on  which  there  is  growing  or 
planted,  or  has  been  grown  during  the  year,  a  crop  of 
any  kind,  shall  have  the  right  to  take  possession  of  any 
animal  named  in  the  preceding  section,  if  found  at  large 
or  uncontrolled  on  the  premises  of  such  person;  and  when 
so  taken  up,  such  person,  or  his  agent,  so  taking  up  such 
animal,  shall  forthwith  notify  personally,  or  by  leaving  a 
written  notice  at  the  usual  place  of  residence  of  the 
nearest  justice  of  the  peace  in  his  district  of  the  same, 
or  the  owner  of  such  animal,  within  twelve  hours  after 
the  taking  up. 

§  3.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  any  person  taking  up 
such  animal  on  his  premises  shall  take  such  animal  ofT 
his  premises  before  he  shall  have  previously  or  in  writ- 
ing by  himself  or  agent  notified  either  the  owner  thereof 
or  the  nearest  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  said  district,  he  « 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

$4.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
any  person  or  his  agent  taking  up  any  animal  as  in  sec-  * 
tion  second  to  make  affidavit  before  the  justice  of  the 
peace  either  that  he  knows  the  owner  or  that  he  does  not 
know  the  owner  thereof,,  and  if  the  former  affidavit  is 
made,  then  the  said  justice  of  the  peace  shall  issue  a  no- 
tice to  the  owner  of  the  same  or  his  agent;  which  notice 
shall  be  served  on  the  owner  or  his  agent,  or  left  at  his 
house  or  usual  place  of  residence,  either  by  the  person 
taking  up  such  animal  or  by  the  constable  of  the  district, 
or  by  some  other  person  appointed  by  the  said  justice 
for  that  purpose  as  the  justice  may  order;  and  upon 
application  of  the  owner  or  his  agent,  the  justice  shall 
give  him  an  order  for  his  said  property,  he  first  paying  to 
the  justice  his  fees  and  the  fees  hereinafter  named  for  the 
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taking  up  and  keeping  such  animals  :  Provided,  That  the 
owner  or  his  agent  shall  have  the  right  to  the  order  with- 
out paying  any  fee  for  taking  up  or  keeping  such  animal, 
if  he  files  with  the  justice  an  affidavit  setting  forth  any 
fact  showing  that  the  person  had  no  right  under  this  act 
to  take  up  such  animal;  and  if  the  taker-up  makes  affida- 
vit that  the  owner  of  such  animal  is  not  known,  then  such 
person  shall  proceed  in  accordance  with  the  laws  provided 
in  the  case  of  estrays,  and  no  fees  shall  be  charged  either 
by  the  justice  of  the  peace  or  constable  for  the  affidavit 
and  serving  notice  either  to  the  taker-up  or  owner  of  such 
animal. 

§  5.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  when  the  owner  makes 
affidavit  and  procures  an  order,  as  in  section  fourth,  for 
his  animal,  the  taker-up  shall  deliver  to  the  owner,  or  his 
agent,  said  animal,  in  accordance  with  such  order,  and 
may  then,  if  the  fees  for  the  taking  up  and  keeping  such 
animal  have  not  been  already  paid,  have  the  right  to  sue 
for  and  recover  such  fees,  for  the  taking  up  and  keeping 
such  animal,  from  the  owner  thereof  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  ;  and  if  the  judge  or  justice  before 
whom  the  same  is  tried  is  satisfied  of  the  justice  of  such 
claim,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  under  the 
same  rules  and  regulations  as  is  applied  to  the  trial  of 
civil  causes  in  said  courts,  he  shall  render  judgment 
•  for  the  same,  and  the  judgment  rendered  shall  be  a 
lien  on  the  property  doing  the  damage  or  going  at  large: 
Provided,  If  the  owner  or  his  agent  shall  not  claim  as 
aforesaid  his  animal  in  ten  days  after  he  or  the  justice  of 
the  peace  is  notified  of  the  taking  up  of  such  animal, 
then  the  same  shall  be  considered  as  an  estray,  and  the 
taker-up.  or  his  agent,  shall  proceed  in  relation  to  such 
animal  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  of  an  estray 
when  the  owner  is  unknown. 

}  6  Be  it  fuiHher  enacted.  That  for  taking  up  and  keep- 
ing such  animals  the  following  fees  shall  be  allowed  for 
the  use  of  the  person  taking  up,  viz:  for  taking  up  each 
horse,  mule,  or  ass,  one  dollar;  cow  or  hog,  fifty  cents; 
goat  or  sheep,  twenty-five  cents;  one  half  the  above  sums 
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every  day  each  such  anynals  are  kept  by  the  taker  op 
Young  animals  not  capable  of  doing  damage  to  crops 
shall  not  be  charged  for,  provided  the  taker-up  or  his 
agent  shall  not  be  liable  for  injuries  to  animals,  or  for 
escapes,  except  in  cases  of  willful  neglect,  or  where  such 
damage  was  intended. 

§  7.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  right  of  appeal  shall 
be  had  in  all  cases  as  in  other  civil  causes,  and  that  liens 
shall  be  lost  under  the  provisions  of  this  law,  unless  the 
plaintiff  in  such  judgments  proceeds,  without  delay,  to 
enforce  such  liens  by  all  lawful  means. 

§  8.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  judgments  may  be  ren- 
dered by  justices  of  the  peace  for  amounts  within  their 
jurisdiction  on  ten  days'  notice  to  defendants,  and  exe- 
cution may  issue  thereon  after  five  days  from  rendition  > 
and  the  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  district  where  the 
damage  is  done  by  any  animal,  or  where  the  fees  for 
taking  up  and  the  keeping  of  such  animals  are  incurred, 
shall  have  jurisdiction  in  such  cases,  notwithstanding  the 
defendant  may  live  in*another  district  or  another  county, 
and  for  any  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars: 
Provided,  That  where  there  is  no  justice  of  the  peace 
residing  in  such  district,  or  where  the  justices  in  such 
district  are  disqualified  by  interest  or  any  other  lawful 
cause,  then  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  any  adjoining 
district  has  jurisdiction  of  such  cases  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  9.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  not  take 
effect  until  it  shall  be  accepted  by  a  majority  of  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  county  by  a  vote  to  be  taken  at 
the  first  general  election  had  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 
And  to  ascertain  this  fact  the  sheriff  of  said  county  shall 
cause  a  column  to  be  opened  in  the  poll-books  at  said 
election,  and  the  question  propounded  to  each  voter: 
*'Are  you  for  or  against  the  act  to  abolish  fencing  in 
Logan,"  and  hid  vote  shall  be  recorded  accordingly;  and 
if  a  majority  of  those  voting  at  said  election  shall  be  in 
favor  of  its  adoption,  this  act  shall  go  into  effect  in  sixty 
days  thereafter. 
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§  10.  Be  it  iurOier  enacted.  That  should  a  majority  of 
the  votew  of  this  count}'  decide  against  its  adoption,  any 
two  or  more  adjoining  districts  shall  have  the  right,  by 
permission  of  the  county  court,  to  have  an  election  in 
said  districts  as  to  whether  or  no  they  will  avail  them- 
selves of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  expenses  of  said 
election  to  be  paid  by  the  districts  so  desiring  such  elec- 
tion, and  collectable  as  other  taxes.

CHAPTER  858. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  provision  for  the  pajment  of  the  railroad  indebted- 
ness of  Clark  county. 

Whereas,  The  bonds  issued  by  Clark  county  in  pay- 
ment of  its  subscription  of  $200,000  to  the  capital  stock 
of  the  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company  will 
mature  on  the  15th  day  of  April,  1883,  and  there  will 
then  be  outstanding  a  considerable.number  thereof,  which 
the  sinking  fund  of  said  county  will  be  insufficient  to  pay ; 
now,  in  order  to  make  provision  for  the  payment  of  said 
bonds  when  they  mature, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Clark  county  (a  majarity 
of  the  justices  thereof  concurring  therein)  be,  and  it  is 
hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  the  bonds  of 
said  county  for  the  balance  due  on  said  outstanding 
bonds  at  or  after  the  date  of  their  maturity  as  aforesaid, 
to  be  of  the  denomination  of  not  less  than  five  hundred 
nor  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  each,  paya- 
ble at  such  place  and  on  such  terms  as  the  said  court  may 
determine,  and  to  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  six 
percent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  or  at  such 
lower  rate  as  the  court  may  deem  advisable.  Said  bonds 
authorized  to  be  issued  by  this  act  shall  be  signed  by  the 
presiding  judge  and  clerk  of  said  court,  and  have  the  seal 
of  said  county  ;  and  either  they  or  their  proceeds,  as  said  ' 
court  may  direct,  shall  be  used  in  redeeming  or  paying 
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said  outstanding  bonds  that  will  mature  as  aforesaid  on 
the  15th  day  of  April,  1883,  or  such  of  them  as  may  then 
remain  unpaid.  Said  bonds  authorized  by  this  act  may 
run  for  a  period  not  exceeding  fifteen  years,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court,  and  the  obligation  to  pay  interest  there- 
on shall  be  evidenced  by  coupons  attached  thereto  signed 
by  the  clerk  of  said  court. 

§  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  punctual 
pa^'ment  of  the  interest  on  the  bonds  herein  authorized  to 
be  issued,  and  for  the  final  liquidation  of  same  and  of  the 
other  indebtedness  of  said  county  incurred  by  virtue  of 
its  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Elizabethtown, 
Lexington  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company  and  to  the 
capital  stock  of  the  Kentucky  Union  Railway  Com- 
pany, the  sinking  fond  created  under  an  act,  entitled 
'*  An  act  to  establish  a  sinking  fund  for  Clark  county," 
approved  March  4,  1856,  and  the  amendment  there^ 
to,  entitled  '^  An  act  in  relation  to  the  sinking  fund 
of  Clark  county,"  approved  March  1,  1860,  is  hereby 
continued,  and  the  provisions  of  said  acts  are  hereby 
continued  in  full  force  and  effect  until  all  of  said  in- 
debtedness is  satisfied  and  discharged:  Provided ^  how- 
ever^ That  said  county  court  shall  have  power  to  levy 
a  greater  tax  than  twenty-five  cents  on  each  hundred 
dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  in  said  county,  but  not 
to  exceed  fifty  cents  on  same  in  any  one  year. 

^  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER    859. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Bethel  Hill  and  jMsaiiine  Goanty  Turnpike  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

5  1.  That  a  company  may  be  formed  and  created  a 
body-politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  **  Bethel  Hill 
and  Jessamine  County  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  for  the 
purpose  of  building  a  turnpike  road  from  a  point  on  the 
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Danville,  Lancaster  and  NicholaaviUe  Turnpike  Road, 
near  Robards^  Chapel,  in  Jeflsamine  county,  via  the  hill  at 
Bethel  meeting-house  and  Glass's  Mills,  to  intersect  the 
,  Woodford  County  and  Clover  Bottom  Turnpike  Road,  at 
Wilmore  Station,  on  the  Cincinnati  Southern  Railroad. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  eight 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each. 

§3.  Books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be  opened 
by  John  Wilmore,  Robert  Scott,  J.  H.  Glass,  Geo.  Over- 
street,  Wm.  Combs,  and  Melvin  Land,  who  are  hereby 
appointed  commissioners  for  said  purpose;  and  the  sub- 
scribers to  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  enter  into  an 
obligation  as  follows  in  the  books  of  said  commissioners  : 
"  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  promise  to 
pay  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Bethel  Hill  and 
Jessamine  County  Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars  for  each  share  of  stock  by  us  subscribed  and 
set  opposite  our  respective  names,  in  such  proportions 
and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  required  by  said  corpora- 
tion." When  the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  two  or  more  of  the  commission- 
ers named  in  this  section  to  give  notice,  in  such  manner 
as  they  may  deem  expedient,  for  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders, at  such  time  and  place  as  the  notice  may  specify, 
for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  president,  four  directors,  and 
a  treasurer.  One  vote  shall  be  allowed  for  each  share  of 
stock,  and  the  officers  so  elected  shall  continue  in  office 
for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  The  manner  of  giving  the  notice,  and  the 
place  of  all  elections  after  the  first,  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
president  and  directors;  but  the  day  of  election  shall  be 
the  same  in  each  year :  Provided^  The  stockholders  may 
change  the  time  of  their  annual  meeting,  a  majority  of 
all  the  votes  concurring. 

^  4.  Every  president  and  director  of  said  company,  be- 
fore he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  swear  or 
affirm,  before  some  person  authorized  to  administer  oaths, 
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that  he  will  well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of  his 
said  office  to  the  best  of  his  judgment,  without  partiality 
or  prejudice. 

§  5.  As  soon  as  said  company  is  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  law,  under  the 
name  and  style  aforesaid;  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  privileges  and  franchises  inci- 
dent to  a  corporation ;  shall  be  capable  of  holding  their 
capital  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  of  taking 
and  holding,  by  purchase  or  gift,  all  such  lands,  tene- 
ments, hereditaments,  and  real  and  personal  property,  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  their  work  or 
the  objects  of  the  corporation;  they  shall  have  power  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  in  any  court 
of  law  or  equity,  or  elsewhere;  also  to  have  and  use  a  % 
common  seal,  and,  generally,  to  do  any  act,  matter,  or 
thing  which  a  corporation  may  lawfully  do  to  effect  the 
objects  (or  which  this  corporation  was  created. 

§  6.  The  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  regulate 
the  grade  and  elevation  of  said  road,  which  elevation 
shall  not  exceed  four  degrees;  the  width  of  the  part  to  be 
covered  with  stone;  shall  designate  the  place  for  the 
erection  of  gates;  may  fix  the  rates  of  toll,  regulate  and 
change  the  same,  but  the  toil  shall  not  be  greater  than 
the  law  permits  on  other  turnpike  roads  in  this  iState. 
They  may  enlarge  the  capital  stock  to  such  an  amount 
as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  open  subscription  there- 
for in  such  manner  as  they  may  direct.  Whenever  said 
road  shall  have  been  completed  to  Glass's  Mills,  they  shall 
have  power  to  erect  a  toll-gate  and  charge  toll  thereat, 
and  to  erect  another  gate  at  which  toll  may  be  collected 
when  the  remainder  of  said  road  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted. 

§  7.  All  the  dividends  at  any  gate  on  said  road  shall  be 
applied  in  aid  of  the. construction  of  said  road,  until  the 
same  is  completed;  after  the  road  is  completed,  the  net 
profits  thereof  shall  be  paid  pro  ra/a  semi-annually  to  the 
stockholders  in  said  road. 
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§  8.  The  president  and  directors  with  their  surveyors, 
engineers,  artists,  and  chain-carriers  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  enter  in  and  upon  the  lands  and 
inclosures,  public  roads  and  highway's,  in,  through,  and 
over  which  the  intended  road  may  pass,  and  to  examine 
and  survey  the  ground  most  proper  for  that  purpose;  to 
examine  quarries  or  beds  of  stone,  gravel,  and  other  ma- 
terial necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  road. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors, 
with  their  superintendents,  engineers,  and  workmen  with 
their  tools,  instruments,  carts,  wagons,  and  other  car- 
riages, and  their  beasts  of  draught  or  burthen,  to  enter 
upon  the  lands  in  and  over, contiguous  and  near  to,  which 
said  road  shall  pass,  having  first  given  notice  of  their 
{retention  to  the  owners  or  occupiers  thereof,  or  their 
agents:  Provided^  That  if  the  president  and  directors 
'  shall  not  agree  with  the  owners  of  said  land  through 
which  said  road  is  to  pass  as  to  the  damages  the  owner 
or  owners  may  sustain  by  the  road  passing  through  their 
land,  the  president  and  directors  shall  apply  to  the  county 
court  of  Jessamine  county  for  a  writ  of  ad  quad  damnum 
to  assess  the  damages  which  may  be  sustained  by  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  land;  and  upon  payment  or 
tender  of  the  damages  assessed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
president  and  directors  to  open  and  make  said  road,  and 
dig  and  carry  away  any  stone,  gravel,  or  other  material 
necessary  for  the  construction  or  repairing  of  said  road. 

§  10.  The  president  and  directors  may  require  payment 
of  the  stock  subscribed  at  such  times  and  in  such  install- 
ments as  they  shall  deem  necessary;  and  any  stockholder 
failing  to  pay  the  amount  of  .the  call  upon  him  for  thirty 
days  after  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable,  shall 
pay  in  addition  thereto  one  per  cent,  on  said  amount, 
and  two  per  cent,  per  month  for  every  month  it  remains 
unpaid. thereafter. 

§  11.  The  president  and  directors  shall  deliver  a  certifi- 
cate, signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the 
treasurer,  and  sealed  by  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  to 
each  share-holder  for  each  share  bv  him  or  her  subscribed 
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and  held,  which  certificate  shall  be  jtransferable  on  the 
books  of  said  company,  in  person  or  by  attorney,  but  no 
share  shall  be  transferred  until  all  arrearages  thereon  are 

« 

paid.  The  original  certificate  of  the  share  or  shares 
transferred  shall  be  surrendered,  and  a  new  certificate 
given  to  the  purchaser,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
benefits  and  privileges  that  would  have  accrued  to  the 
original  owner. 

5  12.  The  treasurer  of  the  company,  before  he  enters 
on  the  duties  of  his  ofHce,  shall  give^bond  and  security 
as  the  president  and  directors  mayj  require,  payable  to 
them,  conditioned  to  pay  over  any  amount  in  his  hands 
to  the  order  of  the  president  and  director?. 

§  13.  The  county  court  of  Jes.-^amine  county  shall  have 
power,  a  majority  of  the  justices  concurring  therein,  to 
subscribe  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand^dollars  per 
mile  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  road,  to  be  regarded  as 
other  stock. 

§  14.  If  any  person  shall  go  around  or  turn  off  from 
said  road  with  the  fraudulent  intent  of  avoiding  payment 
of  the  toll,  as  fixed  by  the  president  and  directors,  he  or 
they  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  of  said  county,  be  fined  five  dollars  and  costs,  to 
be  collected  as  other  sums  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

§  15.  It  i?hall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  of 
the  said  company,  for  the  more  thoroughly  good  govern- 
ment of  the  same,  to  make  any  set  of  by-laws  not  incon- 
sistent with  the'provisions  of  this  act  and  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  Kentucky. 

§  16.  That  no  person  or  persons  over  whose  land  the 
said  road  may  run  shall  be  charged,  in  their  daily  occu- 
pation, for  going  through  the  gates,  in  passing  from  one 
part  of  the  farm  to  another;  nor  shall  any  person  be 
charged  toll  for  going  to  or  from  church  on  said  road  on 
the  Sabbath  day. 

§  17.  No  person  who  is  not  a  share-holder  in  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  allowed  to  vote  at  any  election  or  hold 
any  office    in    the  company,    nor   shall    any  stockholder 
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vote,  or  be  entitled  to  any  right  of  a  member  of  said 
company,  unless  the  whole  amount  due  and  payable,  as 
aforesaid,  on  each  share  by  him  held,  shall  have  been 
paid,  agreeable  to  the  requisitions  of  the  president. 

§  18.  That  for  failure  to  keep  said  road  in  repair  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  said  county  to 
enter  an  order  that  tolls  for  travel  on  said  road  should 
not  be  paid;  then,  instead  of  and  penalty  which  the  law 
imposes  for  such  failure,  the  company  shall  be  forbidden 
to  charge  toll  at  their  gates;  and,  should  they  offend,  they 
shall  be  finable  in  any  sum  not  less  than  one  nor  more 
than  five  dollars,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said 
county,  in  action  of  debt  by  any  person  aggrieved:  Pro- 
vided, The  president  of  said  company  should  have  notice 
of  such  order  of  the  county  court.  After  such  order  no 
tolls  shall  be  charged  until  said  court  is  satisfied  that  the 
road^as  been  sufficiently  repaired,  or  until  a  justice  of 
the  peace,  from  personal  inspection  of  the  road,  shall 
certify  that  it  has  been  repaired,  and  that,  in  his  judg- 
ment, tolls  ought  to  be  charged,  which  certificate  shall  be 
filed  in  the  county  clerk's  office,  and  then  be  recorded  by 

the  clerk,  for  which  the  latter  shall  be  paid  twenty-five 
cents  by  the  company;  and  as  soon  as  so  filed  tolls  may 

be  charged  and  collected  on  said  road. 

§  19.  If  the  subscribers  to  the  company  hereby  author- 
ized shall  not  become  so  far  organized  as  to  elect  a  presi- 
dent and  directors  within  two  years  from  the  passage  of 
this  act,  and  within  one  year  thereafter  make  bona  fide 
contracts  for  the  construction  of  said  road  as  far  as  the 
said  Glass's  Mills,  the  privileges  of  this  corporation  shall 
cease,  and  this  act  be  void. 

§  20.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  860. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Lexington  Blevator  Gompanj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  D.  D.  Landerman,  Frank  Smith,  Jas.  P.  Rob-  incorponnors. 
Inson,  C.  P.  Simonds,  Jas.  A.  Grinstead,  Jas.  L.  Lisle,  and 
Rufus  Lisle,  and  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns, 
-are  hereby  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under 
and  by  the  name  of  the  Lexington  Elevator  Company,  styie. 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with;  to  acquire  and  hold  property,  real  and 
personal,  and  the  same  to  convey;  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and  places,  as  a 
natural  person,  forever;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  make  all  necessary 
by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  com- 
pany and  the  conduct  of  its  business,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  and  the 
United  States. 

§2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be  any  Capital  stock. 
amount  fixed  by  the  corporators  herein  named,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each;  but  said  capital 
«tock  may,  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  first  board  of  di- 
rectors, to  be  elected  as  herein  provided,  be  increased  to 
•an  amount  not  exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  dollars; 
and  said  capital  stock  may,  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all 
4ts  stockholders,  voting  one  vote  for  each  share,  be  at  any 
time  thereafter  increased  to  any  amount  not  three  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars. 

§  3.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase,  Powers. 
acquire,  and  hold  such  real  estate,  in  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky and  elsewhere,  by  gift,  lease,  or  purchase,  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  its  business,  in  fee-simple 
or  otherwise,  not  exceeding  in  amount  one  half  of  its 
■capital  stock;  to  buy,  erect,  conduct,  and  control  any  or 
all  buildings  and  warehouses  for  manufacturing  or  depot 
purposes,  and  all  machinery^  fixtures,  and  personal  prop- 
erty deemed  necessary  or  proper  in  carrying  on  its  busi-

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ness;  to  sell,  convey,  or  transfer,  by  deed  or  mortgaKe,. 
any  part  of,  or  any  interest  in,  its  estate,  real  and  per- 
sonal, corporeal  or  incorporeal.  It  shall  have  power  to 
locate,  construct,  and  operate  any  railway  track,  not 
exceeding  or>e  half  mile  in  length,  and  any  road  or  turn- 
pike not  exceeding  that  length,  or  any  or  either  of  them^ 
necessary  to  connect  any  storehouse,  warehouse,  or  ele- 
vator building  which  said  company  may  erect  to  and  with- 
the  track  or  line  of  highway  or  any  railway  company 
now  built  or  hereafter  constructed. 

§  4.  The  shares  of  capital  stock  shall  be  persoiial  prop^ 
erty,  and  evidenced  and  transferred  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  by-laws.     The  persons  named  in  the  first  section- 
of  this    act,  or    any    five  of  them,  shall    constitute    the 
first  bolird  of  directors  ;    and  they  shall  have  power  to- 
open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  and  prescribe 
the  terms  of  subscription,  the  time  and   manner  of  pay- 
ment, and  the  time,  manner,  and  ground  of  forfeiture   of 
stock  subscribed  but  not  paid  for  as  required   by  call,  and 
may  either  forfeit  the  stock  of  the  defaulting  stockholder 
or  collect  the  installments  by  suit,  as  they  may  elect;  but 
the  grounds  of   forfeiture,  if    any  be   provided,  must  be 
made  known  to  each  stockholder  at  the  time  the  subscrip-^ 
tion  is  made.      When  the  minimum  amount  of  capitalf 
slock  shall  have  been  fixed  by  the  first  board  of  directors, 
and  shall  be  subscribed,  and  such  portion  thereof  paid  in 
cash  as  the  said  board  of  directors  may  require,  the  com- 
pany shall  be  deemed  fully  organized,  and  may  proceed 
with   its  business;    and  the  said  board,  and  each  board 
thereafter,  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  president,, 
and  may  employ  a  cashier,  manager,  or  such  other  ser- 
vants as  they  may  deem  proper,  all  of  whom,  however,, 
shall  be  stockholders  in  the  company;  and  they  may  take 
from  any  and  all  of  its  officers  and  servants  such  bond» 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  as  they  may 
deem  necessary. 

§  5.  Said  company  shall   have  the  right  to  erect  and 
maintain,  upon  any  real  estate  it  may  acquire,  such  ware

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proper;  it  may  receive  cereal  grains  and  other  personal 
property  on  storage,  consignment,  in  pledge  for  advances 
made,  or  credit  loaned,  or  otherwise,  for  a  compensatioa 
to  be  fixed  by  agreement,  or  in  the  absence  of  agreement, 
at  the  current  rates;  it  may  buy  and  sell  for  its  own  pur- 
poses, or  as  agent,  for  a  commission  to  be  agreed  upon 
between  said  company  and  such  persons  as  may  deal 
with  it,  in  bulk  or  on  margin,  grain  or  other  personal 
property,  and  securities  of  all  kinds;  it  may  make  ad^ 
vances  on  grain  and  personal  property,  and  may  issue 
warehouse  receipts  on  grain  and  property  stored  within 
its  storehouse  or  storehouses,  in  all  respects  as  now  reg- 
ulated by  law  in  the  course  of  its  business;  and  said 
company  shall  have  a  lien  upon  all  grain  or  other  prop- 
erty stored  with  it  for  the  amount  of  any  commission 
or  storage  due  ijpon  the  same,  or  for  the  amount  of  an3* 
advances  of  money  or  credit  made  by  said  company 
upon  any  particular  quantity  of  grain  or  personal  prop- 
erty; but  this  lien  shall  only  exist  so  long  as  such  grain 
or  personal  property  shall  remain  on  the  premises  of  said 
company.

CHAPTER  861. 

AN  ACT  for  the  beneOt  of  J.  H.  Swift,  of  Calloway  coontj. 

Whereas,  J.  H.  Swift,  of  Calloway  county,  Kentucky, 
was.  during  the  years  1872  to  1876,  sheriff  of  said  county, 
and  during  his  term  of  office  he  fell  in  arrears  to  the 
State,  which  arrears  have  been  legally  settled  ;  and 
whereas,  since  that  time  he  was,  by  continued  sickness, 
prevented  from  collecting  his  uncollected  taxes  and  fee 
bills;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  J  H.  Swift,  late  sherifT  of  Calloway  county, 
be  allowed  two  years  further  time  to  distrain  for  and  col- 
lect all  taxes  and  fee-bills  that  may  now  be. due  him. 
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§  2.  That  when  any  one  that  said  Swift  claims  that 
owes  him  taxes  has  lost  the  receipt,  such  person  may 
make  affidavit  to  the  loss  of  the  receipt,  which  shall  be  a 
bar  to  the  collection  of  such  tax  as  claimed  by  the  said 
Swift. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  862. 

AN  ACT  to  am«nd  an  act,  entitled  '*  Aq  act  to  incorporate  Barf^in,  Mercer 

county,"  approved  March  I4ib,  1878. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

That  section  two  of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  in- 
corporate Burgin,  Mercer  county,  Kentucky,"  approved 
March    14th,   1678,   be   amended   as  folhows,  viz: 

§  I.  The  marshal  of  said  town  is  hereby  authorized  to 
arrest  any  one  in  Mercer  county  for  any  oflFense  com- 
mitted in  said  town  against  the  general  laws  of  the  State 
or  the  by-laws  of  said  town. 

§  2.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  are  given  the  ex- 
clusive right  to  license  all  taverns  and  coffee-houses,  and 
all  dealers  in  spirituous,  vinous,  and  malt  liquors  in  said 
town,  except  distillers  on  their  distillery  premises,  and 
charge  for  such  license  any  sum,  not  exceeding  two  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum,  as  may  be  fixed  by  ordinance  of 
the  board  of  trustees  in  each  year,  and  remain  unchanged 
for  a  year  thereafter:  Provided  further^  That  no  license 
granted  by  said  board  shall  take  effect  until  the  party 
applying  therefor  shall  have  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the 
Mercer  county  court  the  State  tax  provided  therefor  by 
the  general  law. 

§  3.  That  all  fines  assessed  in  the  police  court  of  Bur- 
gin  for  violations  of  the  town  ordinances  be  paid  the 
treasurer  of  said  town  by  collecting  officers  when  col- 
lected, and  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  said  town  as  may 
be  directed  by  the  trustees  thereof. 

§  4.  That  this  act  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  863. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Tollsboro  and  Mt.  Carrael  Turnpike  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Gommonwealth 
ef  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  cre- 
ated in  the  name  and  style  of  "  The  Tollsboro  and  Mt. 
Carm&l  Turnpike,"  which  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  cor- 
porate, for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  macadamized 
turnpike  road  from  a  point  on  the  V.  S.  T.  and  Maysville 
Turnpike,  between  the  houses  and  lands  of  A.  Dud  Pol- 
litt  and  Isaiah  Grigsby,  and  thence,  following  as  near  as 
practicable  a  line  back  to  intercept  the  dirt  road  leading 
from  Tollsboro  to  the  Richland  school-house;  thence  with 
the  meanderings  of  said  road,  intercepting  the  Lewis 
and  Mason  Turnpike  Road  at  the  Richland  school-house; 
thence  to  leave  the  Lewis  and  Mason  Turnpike  at  some 
point  south  of  Richland  school-house,  to  be  located  by 
the  commissioner  hereafter  named,  the  most  direct  and 
praetieable  route  to  the  Fleming  county  line,  to  intercept 
the  turnpike  road  leading  from  Mt.  Carmel  to  Lewis 
county  line  at  bridge,  near  the  lands  of  Wm.  White. 
Books  shall  be  opened  at  Tollsboro  on  the  first  Saturday 
in  May  next  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  com- 
pany, under  the  direction  of  the  following  commissions^ 
or  such  of  them  that  may  act:  A.  D.  Pollitt,  L  Grigdby, 
J.  W.  Parker,  A  H.  Pollitt,  Jas.  Thomas,  and  G.  W. 
Reader,  any  of  whom  may  procure  a  book  or  books  in 
which  the  subscribers  of  stock  to  said  company  shall 
enter  into  the  following  obligation:  **  We,  whose  names 
are  hereto  subscribed,  do  respectively  promise  to  pay  to 
the  Tollsboro  and  Mt.  Carmel  Turnpike  Road  Company 
the  sum  of  twenty- five  dollars  for  each  share  of  stock  in 
said  company  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such  manner 
and  proportion,  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  required  by 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  company.  That  said 
company  shall  be  invested  with  all  the  rights,  authority, 
and  privileges  conferred  upon  the  Lewis  and  Mason 
Turnpike.  That  the  above  named  commission  shall  elect 
one  of  their  number  for  president,  the  others  to  act  a&

directors  of  said  road  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  to 
hold  until  others  are  elected  by  the  stockholders  of  said 
company.  That  the  county  jndge  be  ordered  to  subscribe 
a^  stock  for  the  county  in  said  company  one  thousand 
dollars  for  each  mile  and  part  of  a  mile  in  said  road,  and 
when  one  mile  of  said  road  is  built,  the  company  may 
erect  a  toll-gate,  and  collect  legal  toll  on  said  road. 
§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  864. 

AN  ACT  to  declare  Elkborn  Creek,  ia  Pike  county  a  Darigable  stream. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Elkhorn  Creek,  in  Pike  county,  from  the 
mouth  to  Wm.  Bentley's  old  farm,  be,  and  the  same  is, 
declared  a  navigable  stream. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  865. 

AN  ACT  to  repeal  chapter  873  of  the  Acts  of  1876,  entitled  "An  act  to 
prohibit  the  county  judge  of  Hardin  from  issuing  license  to  any  citizen  of 
West  Point  district,    in  Hardin  county,  to  sell  any  spirituous,  vinous, 
or  malt  liquors." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  chapter  873  of  the  Acts  of  1876,  entitled  "An 
act  to  prohibit  the  county  judge  of  Hardin  from  issuing 
license  to  any  citizen  of  West  Point  district,  in  Hardin 
county,  to  sell  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors," 
approved  March  18,  1876,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  re- 
pealed. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  866. 

J^N  ACT  to  Amend  an  Act,  pntitled  **An  act  to  incorporate  the  Kentuckj 
Wagon  Manafacturing  Companj,"  approved  Janaary  16,  1882. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of   Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  five  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Kentucky  Wagon  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany," approved  16th  January,  1882,  he,  and  the  same  is, 
amended  so  as  to  read,  that  directors  therein  named  shall 
hold  the  ofRce  until  the  second  Tuesday  in  April,  1882, 
and  that  the  directors  hereafter  elected  shall  hold  their 
office  for  the  term  of  one  year  instead  of  two,  as  pro- 
vided by  said  act. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  867. 

J^N  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Rirkmiasville,  in  Told  county,  Ken- 
tucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  incorporated  the  town  of 
Kirkmansville,  with  corporate  limits  to  the  same  as  fol- 
lows:  beginning  at  a  beech  on  a  rocky  branch  near  the 
line  between  J.  W.  Grissam  and  B.  B.  and  H.  C.  Butler, 
running  south  seventy-four  went  sixty-eight  poles  lu  a 
"beech  at  or  near  T.  M.  Pepper's  line;  thence  south  twelve 
and  a  half  east  seventy-four  poles  to  a  beech  at  a  ledge 
of  rock;  thence  south  thirty-nine  east  thirty  poles  to  a 
brech  in  R  F.  Barr's  field;  thence  north  sixty-three  east 
sixty  poles  to  a  stake  in  R.  B.  Kobinaon^s  field;  thence 
north  thirteen  west  ninety  two  poles  to  the  beginning, 
'which  may  be  extended  at  any  time. 

§2.  There  s'hall  be  elected  annually,  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in   June,  by  the   legally  qualified  voters,  citizens  of 
said  town,  three  trustees  for  said  town,  who  shall  be  styled 
trustees  of  the  town   of   Kirkmansville,   vvith   perpetual 
-aucc^ssion,  who,  in  their  <cor|)orate  name  aforesaid,  shall 
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have  power  and  capacity  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  or 
be  impleaded,  grant  and  receive  by  their  corporate  narne^ 
and  do  all  other  acta  aa  natural  persons  may  do;  and  as- 
such  may  make  and  enforce  all  needful  by-laws  and  rules 
for  the  government  and  regulation  of  said  town,  not  in* 
consistent  with  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  the  State  or 
of  the  United  States;  and  they  may  do  and  perform  all' 
needful  acts  to  promote  and  carry  out  the  chief  object  of 
this  corporation,  to-wit:  the  improvement  of  said  town 
and  its  good  governmeat.  One  of  said  trustees,  to  be  by 
them  chosen,  shall  be  president  of  the  board,  but  a  major-- 
ity  of  them  may  act. 

§  3.  Said  trustees  shall  have  and  use  a  common  seaU 
may  purchase  and  hold  lots  for  a  graveyard,  church,  and 
seminary,  and  provide  for  the  improvement  of  the  same;, 
may  havo  and  hold,  by  purchase  or  devise,  or  by  gift,, 
land  or  other  property  for  the  benefit  of  said  town;  and 
shall  establish  and  keep  in  repair  all  necessary  streets  and 
alleys  in  said  town. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  elected  biennially,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  June,  being  the  day  for  a  general  election 
for  this  State,  by  the  legally  qualified  voters,  citizens  of 
said  town,  a  police  judge  aad  town  marshal,  to  be  styled 
police  judge  of  Kirkmansville  and  town  marshal  of  Kirk- 
mansville;  the  police  judge  to  have  the  same  jurisdiction^ 
power,  and  capacity,  entitled  to  the  same  fees  and  emol- 
uments, and  subject  to  the  same  liabilities  and  responsi- 
bilities as  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  Todd  county.  The 
town  marshal  to  have  the  same  power  and  capacity,, 
entitled  to  the  same  fees,  and  subject  to  the  same  liabil- 
ities, duties,  and  responsibilities  as  a  constable  for  Todd 
county.  The  police  judge  to  be  commissioned  by  the 
Governor  of  this  State.  The  town  marshal  to  execute 
bond  in  the  Todd  county  court,  with  security  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  court,  with  the  same  conditions  and  penal- 
ties as  the  bond  of  a  constable.  ThjC  police  judge  shall 
have  also  the  right  and  power  to  take  depositions  the 
same  as  any  examiner  for  Todd  county  who  may  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Todd  circuit  court  or  any  jiudge  tkereof. 
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§  5.  All  officers  herein  mentioned  shall  he  first  duly 
sworn  hy  some  court  or  justice  of  the  peace  that  they 
will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office  before 
they  proceed  to  act.  All  rising  nations  of  the  same  shall 
be  to  the  Todd  county  court,  and  all  vacancies  in  the 
same,  from  any  cause  whatever,  shall  be  filled  by  said 
eourt  until  the  next  election,  and  all  officers  may  continue 
to  act  until  their  successors  are  qualified.  All  elections 
shall  be  held  by  a  clerk  to  be  appointed  by  the  board,  who 
shall  certify  the  same  to  the  Todd  county  court,  and  said 
court,  as  to  the  police  judge,  shall  certify  to  the  Governor 
of  this  State. 

^  6.  One  half  the  amount  of  all  fines  and  judgments 
recovered  by  the  trustees  for  a  violation  of  this  charter, 
or  any  ordinance  or  by-law  made  in  pursuance  thereof, 
shall  be  appropriated  by  said  trustees  for  the  benefit  of 
the  schools  in  said  town. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage; but  the  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  change, 
amend,  or  repeal  the  same  at  any  time;  but  in  case  of  its 
repeal,  or  the  forfeiture  of  this  charter,  all  debts  due  to  or 
from  the  corporation  shall  be  extinguished,  and  all  prop- 
erty bought  by,  or  donated  to,  said  corporation,  not  dis- 
posed of,  shall  revert  to  the  original  donor  or  vendor.

CHAPTER  868. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of 

Livingston,  in  Rockcastle  couatj." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  title  of  said  act  be,  and  is,  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows:  *'  An  act  to  incorporate  the  town   style. 
of  Livingston,  in  Rockcastle  and  Laurel  counties." 

§  2.  That  section  one  (1)  of  said  act  be  amended  so  as 
to  read  as  follows  :  "  That  the  town  of  Livingston,  in 
Rockcastle  and  Laurel  counties,  be^  and  is  hereby,  incor* 
porated." 
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^  3.  The  boundar}'  line  of  said  town  tshall  be  as  now 
defined  in  section  two  (2)  of  said  act. 

§  4.   That  G.  D.  Brownlie,  Jas.  T.  Roberts,  and  Geo. 
Trustees.:  Cook  are  hereby  appointed   trustees  of   said  town,  and 

shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  June, 
1862,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  quali- 
fied. 

^  5.  That  section  four  (4)  of  said  act  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  words  *'  in  August,  1880,''  in  the  second 
line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words 'Mn  June, 
1882." 

§  6.  That  section  five  (5)  of  said  act  be  annended  by 
striking  out  the  words  **  in  August,  1880,"  in  the  first 
line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  *' in  June, 
1882." 

§  7.  That  the  trustees  appointed  by  section  four  (4)  of 
this  act  shall  qualify  immediately  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  and  shall  appoint  a  police  judge  and  a  town 
marshal,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors 
are  respectively  elected  and  qualified. 

§  8.  All  the  officers  elected  at  each  election  provided 
for  in  the  original  act,  or  this  amendment,  shall  qualify 
within  fifteen  days  after  receiving  their  certificates  of 
election.  If  any  persoa  shall  fail  to  qualify  within  the 
time  prescribed  in  this  section,  his  office  shall  be  declared 
vacant,  and  the  said  office  filled  by  the  board  of  trustees 
until  the  next  regular  election. 

§  9.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  acquire  and  hold  property,  as  much  real  and 
personal  and  mixed,  as  may  be  necessary  fur  their  pur- 
poses, and  may  establish  a  work-house,  and  make  all 
needful  rules  and  regulations  tor  the  government  of  same, 
and  may  hire  out  persons  confined  in  said  work-house  on 
such  terms  as  they  may  deem  proper ;  but  each  priBoner 
shall  be  allowed  $1  for  each  day  that  he  actually  works, 
to  be  credited  on  his  fine  and  costs. 

§  10.  That  chapter  one  hundred  and  seven  (107)  of  the 
General  Statutes,  title  **  Towns,"  except  in  so  far  as  the 
same  is  repugnant  to,  or  inconsistent  with,  this  act,  or  to 
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the  act  of  which  this  act  is  amendatory,  is  hereby  adopted 
as  part  of  this  act:  Provided,  That  if,  from  any  cause, 
no  election  is  held  in  said  town  at  the  time  prescribed  by 
law,  the  county  court  of  the  county  of  Rockcastle  shall 
appoint  three  trustees  for  said  town  to  act  until  the  next 
stated  election. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in   force  from 
and   after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  869. 

AN  ACT  ^rantioR  G.  W.  Bake',  of  Clay  county,  further  time  to  collect  the 
uncollected  county  delinquent  and  insolvent  taxes  of  Clay  county. 

Whereas,  G.  W.  Baker  has  been  appointed  by  the  Clay 
county  court  to  collect  all  the  uncollected  delinquent  and 
insolvent  county  taxes  due  Clay  county;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  G.  W.  Baker,  of  Clay  county,  be,  and  he 
has,  the  further  time  of  two  years  in  which  to  collect  as 
here  collected  the  uncollected  delinquent  and  insolvent 
county  taxes  due  the  county  of  Clay  from  1870  to  the 
present  time,  and  all  sheriffs  and  constables  in  this  Com- 
monwealth are  authorized  and  directed  to  receive  said 
delinquent  tax  receipts  for  collection,  and  shall  be  gov- 
erned in  the  collection  of  same  as  now  provided  by  law. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Approved  April  7,  1882. 


CHAPTER  870. 

A\  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  incorporate  the  Louisville, 
New  Albany  and  Chicago  Railway  Company,"  approved  April  8,  1880. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genej-al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Louisville,  New  Albany  and  Chicago 
Railway  Company  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  indorse  or  guarantee  the  principal  and  interest  of  the 
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bondd  of  any  railway  company  now  constructed,  or  to  be- 
hereafter  constructed,  within  the  limits  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  and  may  consolidate  its  rights,  franchises,  and 
privileges  with  any  railway  company  authorized  to  con- 
struct a  railroad  from  the  city  of  Louisville  to  any  point 
on  the  Virginia  line,  such  indorsement,  guarantee,  or  con- 
solidation to  be  made  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  between  said  companies;  or  it  may 
lease  and  operate  any  railway  chartered  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  Kentucky:  Provided,  It  shall  not  lease  or 
consolidate  with  any  two  lines  of  railway  parallel  to 
each  other;  or  it  may  make  such  traffic  arrangement  or 
agreement  with  any  such  aforementioned  road  as  its 
board  of  directors  may  deem  proper. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  it«  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  871. 

AN  ACT  for  the  beneOt  of  the  commoD  schools  of  Liocola  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  ef  the  Commonwealth, 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  any  trustees  of  a  \commQn  school  within  the 
county  of  Lincoln,  who  may  desire  to  increase  the  school 
fund  of  his  district,  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  levy  and  collect  an  annual  ad  valorem  tax  on  all  patrons 
of  said  school  who,  in  the  discretion  of  said  trustee,  may 
be  pecuniarily  able  to  pay  such  tax. 

§  2.  Each  patron  shall  be  taxed  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  children  he  may  send  to  said  school,  and  said 
tax  shall  be  levied  on  all  the  lands,  goods,  and  chattels 
included  within  the  boundary  of  said  district :  Providedy 
That  said  assessment  shall  be  made  only  upon  patrons  of 
said  school. 

§  3.  The  said  trustee  shall  appoint  a  suitable  person  to 
assess  said  tax,  who  shall  act  under  oath,  and  make  a 
true  and  correct  report  to  said  trustee  of  the  names  of 
each  patron  in  said  school   district,  and  the  amount  of 
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taxable  property  in  said  district  owned  by  thenri.  Said 
per;son,  so  appointed,  shal]  be  possessed  of  aH  the  privi- 
lefi^es  and  powers  now  conferred  on  county  assessors. 

§  4.  The  said  trustee  is  also  empowered  and  authorized 
to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  collect  said  tax  when 
levied,  and  before  entering  upon  his  duties  as  such  col- 
lector he  shall  execute  to  the  said  trustee  a  bond,  payable 
to  said  trustee,  for  the  benefit  of  said  school  district,  in 
double  the  amount  of  tax  required  to  be  collected.  Said 
collector  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  powers  and  privi- 
leges now  given  to  sheriffs  for  the  collection  of  the  county 
revenue,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  and  per 
cent,  as  sheriffs  are  now  entitled  to  for  similar  services. 

§  5  Said  act  shall  not  operate  so  as  to  deprive  any 
person,  not  able  to  pay  taxes  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  from  sending  their  children  to  any  common  school 
within  his  or  her  district,  which  district  may  have  availed 
itself  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  6.  The  trustee  so  ordering,  levying,  and  collecting 
the  tax  as  herein  provided,  when  the  same  shall  have 
been  collected  and  paid  over  to  him  as  such  trustee,  shall 
use  the  same  in  connection  with  the  tax  now  raised  by 
the  State,  and  due  said  district,  in  employing  and  paying 
a  competent  teacher  for  the  teaching  of  said  school. 
Said  school  shall  be  taught  and  governed  by  and  under 
the  laws  now  prescribed  for  teaching  a  common  school 
in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  7  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  trustee,  at  the  terminus 
of  his  office,  to  make  to  the  incoming  trustee  a  full  and 
complete  statement  of  the  amount  of  tax  collected,  of 
whom  collected,  and  how  expended,  and  report  such 
surplus  remaining  in  his  h^nds  (11  any),  and  pay  over 
the  same  to  such  incoming  trustee,  which  statement  shall 
be  recorded  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  which  book 
shall  be  kept  by  the  trustee,  but  shall  at  all  times  be  sub- 
ject to  inspection  by  the  school  commissioner,  or  any 
patron  of  the  school. 

$  8.  Said  school  shall  be  taught  for  at  least  five  months 
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In  each  year,  and  no  patron  shall  be  taxed  in  any  one 
year  more  than  five  dollars  on  each   pupil  sent  to  school. 
§  9.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  872. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Mutual  Life  Aid  Association  of  Ifajfield,  Ken- 
tucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  D.  G.  Smith,  P.  L.  Henson,  L.  L.  Henson,. 
A.  P.  Boone,  J.  D.  Landrum,  J.  E.  Wallace,  and  B.  A. 
Neale,  and  others  that  they  may  associate  with  them, 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  in 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Mutual  Life  .Aid  Association 
of  Mayfield,  Kentucky  ;  and  in  said  name  and  style  shall 
have  the  right  to  contract,  purchase,  hold,  and  sell  prop- 
erty, to  sue  and  b6  sued  in  all  the  courts  of  this  State^ 
for  the  purpose  of  operating  the  business  hereinafter  de- 
scribed. 

§  2.  The  object  of  this  association  is  to  unite  all  ac- 
ceptable white  persons  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and 
sixty-six  years  into  a  benevolent  association  for  mutual 
protection,  to  promote  morality,  temperance,  industry, 
economy,  benevolence,  and  charity,  and  to  ameliorate 
the  condition  of  suffering  humanity  by  providing  a  bene- 
ficiary fund  on  the  plan  of  mutual  assessment  and  en- 
dowment in  which  the  living  and  the  representatives  of 
deceased  members  of  the  association  shall  participate  a» 
the  executing  board  of  the  association  shall  determine. 

§  3.  That  said  association  shall  have  the  power  to 
make  and  adopt  a  constitution,  by-laws  and  regulations^ 
not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State 
or  of  the  United  States,  for  the  government  and  regula- 
tions of  the  said  society  in  its  work. 

$  4.  That  the  private  property  of  the  members  of  thi» 
association  shall  be  exempt  from  the  debts  of  the  associa- 
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tion,  and  any  process  of  law  to  subject  such  property  to 
such  debts  shall  be  void, 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  Its  passage.

CHAPTER  873. 

AN  ACT  to  change  voting  place  in  Million  precinct,  of  Madison  county. 

Whereas,  The  present  voting  place  in  Million  pre- 
cinct, of  Madison  county,  is  on  the  extreme  border  of  said 
precinct,  and  is  inconvenient  to  a  great  majority  of  the 
voters  in  said  precinct,  who  are  desirous  of  having  a  more 
central  location  fixed  as  the  voting  place  in  that  precinct; 
now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  hereafter  the  voting  place  in  Million  precinct, 
in  Madison  county,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  changed 
from  the  place  where  it  has  heretofore  been  on  Tate's 
creek  to  William  Martin's  store,  on  Hams'  branch,  in 
said  precinct. 

§  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  county  judge  from  altering  or  changing  the  voting 
place  in  said  district  at  any  time,  as  now  provided  by 
law. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  874. 

AN    ACT  to    incorporate    the    Vanceburflr    and   Concord  Turnpike    Road 

Company,  in  Lewis  county. 

be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealt/t 
of  Kentucky : 

§  i.  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed^and  created,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Vanceburg  and  Concord  Turn* 
pike  Road  Company,  and  that  L.  B.  Baird,  John  Moore,. 
John  Monteith,  Thomas  I.  Bruce,  F.  M.  Carr,  Liwis  B. 
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Rugless,  and  L.  A.  Grimes,  and  their  successors  in  office, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  and  created  a  body- 
corporate  and  poiitip,  under  the  name  and  style  aforesaid, 
for  the  purpose  of  building  and  operating  a  turnpike 
road  from  Yanceburg,  in  Lewis  county,  down  the  Ohio 
river  bottom,  to  Concord,  in  Lewis  county.  The  capital 
stock  of  said  company  shall  be  thirty  thousand  dollars, 
and  each  share  of  stock  shall  be  twenty  five  dollars. 
Said  company  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  hold,  enjoy,  possess*  convey, 
and  dispose  of  real  and  personal  estate,  not  exceeding 
thirty  thousand  dollars;  and  to  do  all  and  every  other  act 
and  thing  whatsoever,  within  the  object  and  scope  of 
their  incorporation,  which  a  body  corporate  or  politic 
may  lawfully  do. 

§  2.  The  officers  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  pres- 
ident, treasurer,  and  three  directors,  the  treasurer  to  act 
and  perform  the  duties  of  secretary ;  and  the  persons 
named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  as  incorporators 
shall,  as  soon  as  they  meet  and  organize,  elect  one  of 
their  number  as  president,  and  one  as  secretary  and  treas- 
urer, and  who  shall  so  act  until  their  successors  are  duly 
'elected  and  qualified.  The  president,  treasurer,  and  di- 
rectors shall  be  chosen  annually  by  the  stockholders  in 
such  manner  as  said  company  shall  provide  for  in  its  by- 
laws, and  who  shall  hold  and  perform  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected 
and  qualified  as  such. 

§  3.  The  said  company  may,  by  appropriate  proceed- 
ings, as  in  cases  of  roads  and  passways,  or  turnpikes, 
gravel  and  plank  roads,  under  the  General  Statutes, 
cause  to  be  condemned  for  the  use  of  said  turnpike  road 
the  right  of  way,  sites  for  toll-gates,  residence  of  the 
keepers,  and  for  such  other  purposes  as  said  company 
may  need,  land  for  the  use  of  said  road.  They  may  also 
in  like  manner  condemn^stone  quarries,  gravel  beds,  and 
all  necessary  and. proper  materials  to  build  and  keep  said 
•turnpike  road  in  repair,  and  all  necessary  bridges  on 
flame.     The  fiaid  turnpike  road   shall  commence  at  the 
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'wetst  end  of  the  bridgfe  across  Salt  Lick,  thence  with 
county  road  as  far  an  practicable  down  the  Ohio  river 
bottom  to  Concord.  They  shall  make  proper  provision 
for  public  travel  over  the  present  road  during  the  con- 
struction of  said  turnpike  road,  whenever  the  same  may 
conflict  or  interfere.  The  said  turnpike  road  may  be 
located  by  said  company  or  by  commissioners  under  its 
supervision,  and  when  said  road  is  finished  a  distance  of 
two  artd  one  half  miles,  the  company  may  erect  a  toll- 
gate  and  charge  half  toll,  being  governed  by  the  rates 
charged  on  the  Vanceburg,  Salt  Lick,  ToUesboro  and 
Mnysville  Turnpike  Road. 

§  4.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  as  incorporators  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners 
to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  turnpike  road 
company,  any  two  of  whom  may  act,  who  may  meet  at 
such  places  and  times  as  they  may  deem  proper,  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  subscriptions  to  said  turnpike  road 
company,  who  shall  also  procure  one  or  more  books  for 
that  purpose;  and  the  subscribers  of  stock  shall  sign  an 
obligation  in  substance  or  words  as  follows:  ''  We  whose 
names  are  hereunto  subscribed  do  promise  and  agree  to 
pay  to  the  Vanceburg  and  Concord  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany the.  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  share  set 
opposite  our  respective  names,  in  such  proportions  and 
at  such  times  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  company." 

§  5.  That  as  soon  as  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  subscribed  in  stock  to  said  company,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  company  to  give  notice  to  those  persons 
who  have  subscribed  stock  to  said  company  on  their 
books,  of  meeting  of  stockholders  at  the  clerk's  office  of 
the  Lewis  county  court,  in  Vanceburg,  for  the  purpose  of 
choosing  the  oflicers  of  said  company.  Each  stockholder 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  owned 
by  him. 

§  6.  That  so  soon  as  the  officers  are  elected  and  the  com- 
pany organized,  said' company  shall   possess  all   the  au* 
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tliority  and  power  and  rights  and  privileges,  and  may  do- 
all  acid  and  things  necessary  to  enable  the  said  company 
to  build  said  turnpike  road,  erection  of  gates,  collection 
of  tolls,  appointing  all  necessary  engineers,  surveyors^ 
and  agents  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  building  and  sue* 
cessful  occupation,  use,  and  operating  of  said  road,  and 
for  keeping  same  in  repair. 

§  7.  That  said  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  reg- 
ulate the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road,  the  width  or 
part  thereof  to  be  covered  with  stone  or  gravel,  and  the 
width  or  part  thereof  to  be  elevated  and  graded  and  left 
uncovered  with  stone  or  gravel.  They  shall  designate 
the  place  for  the  erection  of  gates  not  exceeding  one  f"r 
every  five  miles  of  said  road  :  Provided,  The  \vidth  of 
Faid  road  shall  not  exceed  fifty  feet,  and  the  part  covered 
with  stone  or  gravel  shall  not  be  less  than  sixteen  feel 
wide  and  twelve  inches  deep,  and  the  part  graded  not 
leas  than  twenty-two  feet. 

^  8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  deliver  a  cer- 
tificate signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the 
treasurer  to  each  stockholder  for  the  shares  by  him  held, 
which  certificate  shall  be  transferable  on  the  books  of 
said  company  according  to  the  order  of  such  stockholder;, 
but  no  share  shall  be  transferred  until  all  calls  or  arrear- 
ages thereon  are  paid. 

^  9.  That  the  president  of  the  company  or  board  may 
call  meetings  of  the  board  at  such  times  and  places  as 
may  be  deemed  proper  and  a  majority  of  the  directors 
shall  think  necessary,  for  the  transaction  of  business^ 
They  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings,  to  be  entered 
in  book  to  be  procured  by  them  for  that  purpose;  and 
each  day's  proceedings  shall  be  signed  by  the  preaiding^ 
ofHcer,  after  being  approved  by  the  board. 

^  10.  The  prefiident  and  directors  may  call  on  the  sub^ 
scribers  of  stock  for.  any  portion  of  their  stock  subscribed, 
not  exceeding  one  fourth,  of  the  total  amount  at  a  time>. 
nor  on  shorter  periods  than  three  months  after  the.ftnti 
call*  The  first  call  of  one  fourth  may  be  called  fortaiid 
payment  enforced  at  any  time  aftef  said  Jboard  is  organ^ 
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ized,  until  all  the  stock  subscribed  shall  be  paid  in  by  the 
subscribers  of  stock. 

§  11.  That  in  order  to  enable  said  company  to  builcT 
their  said  turnpike  road  as  speedily  as  possible,  and 
equalize  the  burthens  thereof,  there  is  hereby  levied  on 
all  property,  real,  mixed,  and  personal,  subject  to  taxa- 
tion for  State  revenue  purposes,  lying  and  being  within 
two  miles  thereof  from  its  commencement  at  Vanceburg 
to  its  terminus  at  Concord,  and  between  the  Ohio  river 
and  parallel  line  thereto  from  said  termini  as  aforesaid, 
the  sum  of  fifty  cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars^ 
worth  of  taxable  property  as  aforesaid  each  year,  com- 
mencing with  year  1882,  and  continue  until  said  road  is 
built  and  paid  for,  which  tax  as  aforesaid  shall  be  as- 
sessed and  collected  as  hereinafter- provided,  and  shall  be 
expended  in  building  said  road  as  collected  each  year. 

^  12.  That  said  company  may  appoint  an  assessor  to 
assess  the  said  property  owned  by  persons  subject  to  tax- 
ation as  aforesaid  for  the  building  and  completion  of  said 
road.  The  assessment  shall  be  returned  to  the  May  or 
June  term  of  the  Lewis  county  court  in  each  year,  which 
shall  be  subject  to  revision  and  correction  by  the  Lewis 
county  court,  and  said  county  court  shall  cause  the  same 
to  be  made  out  and  listed  with  the  sheriff  of  Lewis  county 
for  collection.  Said  sheriff  shall  receive  and  collect  said 
taxes,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
turnpike  road  company  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
December  in  each  year;  and  for  any  default  of  said 
sheriff  under  this  act,  he  and  his  sureties  on  his  ofHcial 
bond  shall  be  liable  to  suit  or  suits  for  the  recovery  there- 
of. Said  suit  or  suits  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of 
the  president  of  said  Vanceburg  and  Concord  Turnpike 
Road  Company  for  the  use  of  said  company  in  the  Lewis 
circuit  court.  The  judgment  shall  be  for  the  amount  of 
taxes  collected  by  said  officer,  and  which  he  might  have 
collected  by  due  diligence,  with  the  same  interest  and 
costs  and  damages  now  allowed  by  law  against  sheriffs 
for  failure  to  collect  and  pay  over  the  county  levy  and 
revenue.     The  clerk  of  the  county  court  shall  be  allowed. 
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and  have  such  fees  for  what  he  may  be  required  to  do 
under  this  act  as  allowed  to  him  for  similar  services  per- 
formed by  him  for  the  county  or  other  similar  corpora- 
tions, to  be  paid  by  the  company  out  of  funds  in  the 
hands  of  their  treasurer. 

§  13.  All  persons  who  pay  taxes  under  this  act  towards 
the  building  of  said  turnpike  road  shall  be  stockholders 
in  said  company  for  the  amount  of  taxes  they  shall  thus 
pay,  and  proper  certificates  thereof  shall  be  delivered  to 
them  therefor  whenever  they  shall  have  paid  an  amount 
equal  to  twenty-five  dollars,  and  so  on  until  the  road  is 
completed. 

§  14.  That  it  shall  be  the  privilege  of  each  person 
through  whose  land  said  turnpike  road  may  run  or  pass, 
and  who  may  have  subscribed  stock,  to  work  out  the 
value  of  his  said  stock  on  the  road-bed  through  his  land, 
at  the  estimated  price  for  labor  done,  or  he  shall  have  the 
preference  at  the  lowest  bid  therefor;  and  all  subscribers 
of  stock  shall  have  the  privilege  of  working  out  their 
stock  subscribed  by  them  under  the  direction  of  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  of  the  road  at  the  customary  prices 
for  labor.  They  must,  however,  work  under  the  direction 
of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  or  their 
authorized  agents. 

§  15.  That  whenever  the  resources  of  said  company  are 
such  that,  with  the  aid  of  the  county  subscription  of  one 
thousand  dollars  per  mile,  as  authorized  by  acts  hereto- 
fore passed,  it  will  be  enabled  to  build  its  road  one  mile 
or  more,  and  when  the  same  shall  have  been  actually  laid 
out  and  located  by  a  competent  engineer,  and  the  right 
of  way  secured,  and  proof  of  these  facts  satisfactorily 
made  known  to  the  county  court  of  Lewis  county,  said 
court  shall  be  authorized  to  make  the  subscription  of  one 
thousand  dollars  per  mile,  and  so  on  for  each  mile  so 
made  and  ready  for  travel  by  the  public  until  the  entire 
road  is  completed. 

§  16.  That  persons  who  shall  subscribe  stock  to  said 
company,  and  shall  have  paid  the  same,  either  in  money 
or  work  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  compelled  to  pay  the 
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special  taxes  levied  by  section  eleven  of  this  act  until  the 
entire  amount  of  taxes  assessed  against  them  respective- 
ly shall  equal  the  amount  which  they  may  have  subscribed 
and  paid  in  stock  as  aforesaid.  Their  subscriptions  shall 
be  considered  and  treated  as  taxes  paid  in  advance,  and  all 
the  tax-payers  being  stockholders  to  the  amount  of  taxes 
so  paid  by  them  towards  the  building  of  said  road;  the 
intention  being  to  equalize  ail  persons  along  the  route  of 
said  road  subject  to  the  payment  of  taxes  thereon;  and 
the  taxes  against  persons  who  may  have  subscribed  and 
paid  their  stock  as  aforesaid  shall  be  canceled,  and  not 
listed  for  collection  until  equalized  as  aforesaid. 

^  17.  The  county  court  of  Lewis  county,  in  addition  to  the 
subscription  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile,  shall  sub- 
scribe stock  in  one  half  the  cost  of  building  a  bridge  over 
Sycamore  creek,  near  Concord,  on  the  line  of  said  road, 
and  shall  issue  the  bonds  of  said  county  for  that  purpose 
upon  the  same  terms  as  other  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued 
by  said  county  for  building  bridges  in  said  county;  and  upon 
the  subscription  and  i.^sual  of  the  bonds  by  said  county  as 
aforesaid,  for  the  building  of  said  turnpike  road  and  the 
bridge  across  Sycamore  creek,  the  county  shall  become  a 
stockholder  in  said  company  to  the  amount  thus  sub- 
scribed. The  stock  of  Lewis  county  shall  be  represented 
i  and  voted  at  any  and  all  elections  of  officers,  &c.,  of  said 

company  by  the  county  judge  of  said  county.  That  to 
pay  the  subscriptions  thus  made  by  county  judge  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars per  mile,  said  county  judge  is  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  issue  the  bonds  of  Lewis  county,  payable  at 
not  longer  date  than  ten  years,  to  bear  interest  at  six 
per  cent,  per  annum,  which  *  bonds  may  be  in  such, 
and  principal  and  interest  payable  at  such  place  or 
places  as  the  county  judge  may  direqt.  Said  bonds 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  president  of  said  company, 
who  shall  execute  a  receipt  for  same  in  the  name  of 
the  company,  and  upon  the  delivery  of  said  bonds  to 
said  president,  the  county  of  Lewis  shall  become  a  stock-- 

holder   in    said   company  to   the    amount   of  one    thou- 
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sand  dollars  per  mile.  The  officers  of  said  turnpike  road 
company  shall  execute  a  bond  or  bonds  in  the  Lewis 
county  court,  upon  the  delivery  of  the  county  bonds  as 
aforesaid  to  the  president  of  said  company,  for  the  faith- 
ful expenditure  of  said  bonds  or  public  funds  to  the  build- 
ing of  said  turnpike  road  as  provided  by  the  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
approved  April  9,  1873. 

5  18.  The  compensation  of  the  president  and  directors 
«hall  be  fixed  by  the  company  in  their  by-laws,  and  shall 
not  exceed  two  dollars  per  day  for  the  president  and  one 
dollar  per  day  for  the  directors  for  each  day's  service 
actually  performed  by  them  respectively;  and  after  the 
road  is  finished,  the  same  may  be  wholly  discontinued  or 
reduced  to  a  nominal  consideration. 

$  19.  The  company  shall  have  the  power  and  right  to 
pacss  by-laws  prohibiting  **  dead-locking "  on  said  road, 
t^espassing,  or  injuries  done  to  the  same,  and  the  evading 
of  paying  of- tolls  for  travel  done  thereon,  and  to  recover 
damages  or  fines  therefor  by  proper  proceedings  in  the 
name  of  its  president,  before  a  magistrate  of  the  district 
in  which  the  same  phall  have  been  committed  or  done. 

§  20.  That  all  acts  hhH  parts  of  acta  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  21.  This  act  sTiall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  876. 

AN  ACT  to  iaeoTporate  the  Daviess  GmTel  Road  OonnpAnj. 

B€  it  enacted  by  the  Oene^*al  Asi^mbly  of  the  Commontoectlth 
of  Kentucky  ; 

§  1.  That  a  c<Jnpofration  is  hereby  created  in  the  coonty 
oC  Daviess,  to  be  kn^wn  as  thn  Davie^  Gravel  Road 
Gompany,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, and^  due  and  be  sued;  and  msCy  have  a  seal,  and 
alter  and  x^hange  the  same  at  jjileafrure. 

^  ti:  The  business  of  said  corporatioh  shall  be  fo  grade, 
construct,  gravel,  macadamize,  and  otherwise  make  and 
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improve  roads  leading  from  the  eastern  part  of  the  city 
•of  Owensboro  to  the  Daviess  county  line,  and  to  erect 
^ates  and  receive  and  collect  tolls  from  persons,  vehicles, 
and  aninnals  pasi^ing  over  such  roads  when  constructed 
as  hereinafter  provided;  and  shall  have  all  incidental 
powers  to  carry  out  said  objects. 

^  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  connpany  shall  be  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dol- 
lars each;  and  J.  W.  M.  Fields,  Williaai  P.  Baker,  J.  H. 
Bill,  and  M.  Y.  Monarch  are  appointed  commissioners  to 
open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  for  stock  in  said 
corporation,  any  one  of  whom  may  act.  When  ten 
thousand  dollars  of  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
said  company  may  organize  by  electing  five  directors^ 
all  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders  in  said  corporation; 
-one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  president  of  the  board  of 
directors,  and  said  board  of  directors  and  the  president 
so  elected  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year  from  the 
ime  of  their  election,  and  until  their  successors  shall 
have  been  duly  elected.  The  directors  shall  be  elected 
by  the  stockholders,  each  share  entitling  that  holder  to 
-one  vote,  which  may  be  cast  by  proxy  or  in  person;  and 
when  so  organized,  may  begin  the  construction  of  said 
road.     The  president  and  directors,  when  organized,  may 

• 

adopt  such  by  laws  and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of 
the  business  of  said  corporation,  consistent  with  the  laws 
of  the  State,  as  they  may  deem  fit  and  proper.  Thty 
may  appoint  such  subordinate  agents,  including  a  treas- 
urer, as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  require  bond  and 
security  for  the  performance  of  their  respective  duties. 
The  said  corporation  may  acquire  the  right  of  .way  by 
grant  or  gift,  and  the  oounty  court  of  Daviess  county  is 
hereby  empowered  to  grant  to  the  said  corporation  the 
right  to  construct  said  roads  in  and  over  any  part  of  the 
public  roads  leading  from  the  eastern  part  of  said  city  of 
Owensboro  to  the  oounty  line  of  Daviess  county,  by  orders 
entered  iipoti  the  order-book  of  said  court,  so  long  as 
^uch  roads  so  authorized  shall  be  kept  in  good  condition 
for  travel  thereon.     And   the  president  and   directors  of 
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said  corporation  shall  be  liable  to  be  proceeded  against 
and  fined  in  the  same  manner  that  surveyors  of  public- 
roads  now  are  liable  for  failing^  to  keep  said  roads  in' 
repair  and  good  traveling  aondition. 

^  4.  The  road  or  roads  to  be  constructed  under  this  act 
shall  be  of  such  grade  and  such  width,  and  such  thickness 
of  metal,  as  the  president  and  directors  may  determine* 
and  fix.  And  when  said  road  shall  be  completed  as  much 
as  two  miles  from  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Oweasboro, 
said  corporation  may  erect  g:ates  and  charge  tolls  at  the 
rates  hereinafter  prescribed;  and  may  erect  other  gates, 
at  the  distance  of  five  miles  from  each  other,  and  charge 
tolls  as  prescribed  in  this  act. 

$  5.  When  said  corporation  shall  desire  to  acquire  the 
right  of  way  for  such  road  over  the  lands  of  any  person 
or  corporation,  may  file  a  petition  in  the  clerk's  office  of 
the  county  court  of  Daviess,  stating  that  such  right  of 
way  is  necessary  to  the  proper  location  of  such  road, 
describing  the  parts  of  such  land  which  they  desire  to 
pass  over,  and  asking  the  court  to  appoint  commissioners 
to  assess  the  damages  which  will  result  from  locating 
said  road  thereon  to  the  owners  of  the  land  whose  names 
shall  be  given,  and  shall  be  made  defendants  to  such 
petition,  and  thereupon  the  clerk  shall  issue  a  summons 
on  said  petition,  summoning  the  landholders  to  appear 
and  answer  such  petition  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  in  the  sum- 
nlons,  which  day  may  be  either  in  vacation  or  in  term 
time,  or  enter  a  warning  order,  if  the  landholder  be  a 
nonresident,  warning  such  defendant  to  appear  on  such 
day,  not  less  than  twenty  days  from  the  time  of  making 
said  warning  order;  and  on  the  day  so  fixed  in  the  sum- 
mons, the  said  county  shall,  by  order  entered  by  the  clerk 
on  the  order-book,  appoint  these  commissioners  to  go- 
upon  the  land  over  which  the  right  of  way  may  be 
sought,  and  after  being  duly  sworn  assess  the  damages 
of  every^  description  which  will  result  to  the  lands  and 
persons  by  the  appropriation  thereof  to  the  use  of  said 
corporation  and  its  road,  who  shall  report  the  damages^ 
which  will  result  to  the  landholder  blb  tenant  or  in  fee». 
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and  at  the  time  of  court  to  which  said  report  shall  be, 
the  court  shall  have  said  report,  and  if  not  shown  to 
be  unjust  to  either  party,  shall  compare  the  report,  order 
that  said  corporation  may  establish  its  road  thereon  upon 
paying  to  the  persons  to  whom  the  same  may  be  due  the 
damages  so  assessed;  and  upon  paying  such  damages^ 
said  corporation  may  proceed  to  use  and  occupy  said 
lands  by  constructing  their  road  thereon.  Either  party 
may  appeal  from  the  judgment  of  the  county  court  to 
the  circuit,  so  as  to  raise  the  question  to  whether  the 
amount  of  damages  assessed  were  correct,  but  the  judg- 
ment <'f  the  county  court  shall  be  final  as  to  all  other 
question.^ 

&  6.  The  said  corporation  have  power  and  authority  to 
charge  and  collect  »uch  tolls,  on  such  roads  or  parts  of 
roads  as  they  may  construct,  as  prescribed  in  chapter 
110,  General  Statutes. 

§  7.  The  county  court,  when  a  majority  thereof  deem 
it  necetssary,  may,  by  order  made  at  a  regular  term  of 
the  majority  court,  take  possession  and  maintain  control 
of  said  road  for  the  benefit  of  the  people,  provided  they 
shall  at  the  same  time  provide  for  the  reimbursement  of 
said  company  for  the  cost  incurred  in  the  coistruction  of 
said  road  and  the  improvements  thereon,  and  to  this  end 
the  said  company  shall  keep  a  faithful  and  full  account 
of  said  expenses. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  ameDd  sectioD   1st  of  an  act  to  ref(ulate  the  sale  of  spirituous 

liquors  in  Bojd  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

8  1.  That  section  first  of  an  act  approved  February  28, 
1872,  to  regulate  the  sale  of  spirituous  liquors  in  Boyd 
county,  be  amended  by  striking  out  of  the  first  section  the 
word  **  five,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  one. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  877. 

AN  ACT  to  legalize  the  election  of  police  jQdge  ad^  marshal  of  Whites- 

ville,  in  Daviess  coantv. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comnwmoeijdth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  the  election  of  R.  C.  Barrett  police  judge,  and 
Joseph  Stockton  marshal,  of  the  town  of  Whitesville,  in 
Daviess  county,  at  the  last  May  election  of  said  town, 
be,  and  the  same  i«  hereby,  legalized,  and  that  they  have 
full  powers  to  discharge  the  duties  and  functions  of  said 
offices  until  the  next  regular  election  of  said  officers,  as 
provided  in  the  charter  of  said  town  of  Whitesville. 

^2.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  879. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  benefit  of  John  T.  Crad- 

dock,  of  Hart  county." 

Be  ii  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  an  act,  entitled  **  An  act  for  the  benefit  of  John 
T.  Craddock,  of  Hart  county,"  be  so  amended  in  seventh 
line  of  said  act,  after  the  word  pay,  "  for  himself  and  said 
guard,"  and  in  section  1,  line  3,  after  the  word  "county," 
**  and  his  said  guard,"  and  line  4  of  first  section,  after  the 
word  **paid,"  add  "  for  his  services." 

§  2    This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  880. 

I 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  and  to  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  incorpo- 
rating the  Maobpelab  Cemetery  Company,  of  Montgomery  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  A.   T.  Wood,  J.   D.  Wilson,  Pred.  Senleur, 

Harry   Campbell,   and    W.    S.    Thomas,  directors  of  the 
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.Machpelah  Cemetery  Company,  who  were  elected  di- 
rectors of  said  company  by  Watson  Lodge,  No.  32,  L 
O.  0.  F.,  and  their  succesdors,  assigns,  and  associates, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  continued  and  constituted  a 
body-corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
Machpelah  Cemetery  Company;  to  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession; may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended 
against,  in  all  the  courts  in  this  Commonwealth  and  else- 
where; may  have  and  use  a  common  corporate  seal,  and 
the  same  alter,  break,  and  renew  at  pleasure.  Said  board 
of  directors  and  their  successors  in  office  may  establish  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  may  deem  expedi- 
ent for  the  goverment,  arrangement,  and  disposition  of 
the  property  and  effects  of  said  company,  and  to  alter  its 
by-laws,  and  do  all  other  acts  and  things  necessary  and 
proper  for  effecting  the  object  of  their  corporation,  which 
is  to  provide  a  place  of  repose  for  the  dead:  Provided ^ 
however^  They  do  not  act  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky  or  the  United  States. 

§2.  That  Watson  Lodge,  No.  32,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Mt. 
Sterling,  Kentucky,  it  being  the  owner  of  all  the  stock  in 
said  cemetery  company,  shall,  on  the  first  meeting  night 
of  said  lodge  in  April,  1882,  and  every  two  years  there- 
after, elect,  by  ballot,  five  directors  from  among  the  mem- 
bers of  said  lodge  who  are  in  good  standing  therein,  to 
serve  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected; 
and  said  directors  shall  elect  from  among  their  number  a 
president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  to  serve  during  their 
term  of  office.  Said  directors,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be 
subject  to  removal  by  said  lodge  for  any  misconduct  in 
office. 

§  3.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
shall  keep  a  record  of  all  oi  its  proceedings,  and  an  ac* 
count  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  of  said  company, 
and  make  a  report  to  said  lodge  at  the  close  of  each 
official  year.  A  majority  of  said  board  of  directors  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  and  in  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  said  board  of  directors,  such  vacancy  shall 
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be  tilled  by  said  lodge  as  it  may  direct  for  the  unexpired 
term  of  said  office. 

§  4.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  pur- 
chase, take  by  gift,  hold,  transfer,  and  sell  a  tract  or  tracter 
of  land  in  addition  to  what  they  already  own,  not  ex- 
ceeding seventy-five  acres,  within  one  mile  of  Mt.  Ster- 
ling, Kentucky,  to  be  used  as  a  burying-ground,  which, 
together  with  the  grounds  they  now  own,  shall  be  forever 
free  from  any  interference  of  turnpikes,  railroads,  or  other 
public  improvements,  unless  by  the  consent  of  the  direct- 
ory. Said  directory  may  improve  the  same  by  suitable 
avenues,  walks,  embellishments  and  adornments;  may  sub- 
divide the  grounds  into  lots  suitable  for  graves  or  vaults, 
and  may  sell  the  same  at  pleasure  (not  inconsistent  with 
the  by-laws),  which  lots  shall  be  used  exclusively  for 
burial  purposes  and  no  other,  except  such  portions  of 
said  grounds  as  the  directors  may  see  fit  to  appropriate 
to  horticultural  purposes,  and  to  beautifying  and  adorn- 
ing the  grounds;  and  said  tracts  or  lots  of  land  are  hereby 
forever  dedicated  and  set  apart,  to  be  held  by  said  corpo- 
ration and  their  successors  and  assigns  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  and  no  other.  Said  cemetery  grounds,  and  all 
lots  in  said  cemetery,  shall  be  forever  free  from  State,, 
county,  or  other  taxes. 

§  5.  The  board  of  directors  may  have  power  to  erect 
buildings  for  the  general  use  of  the  corporation,  and  for 
the  keeper  of  the  grrounds,  and  to  prescribe  rules  for 
inclosing,  adorning,  and  erecting  monuments  in  the  cem- 
etery lots,  and  to  prohibit  any  use,  division,  improvement,, 
or  construction  of  the  grounds  which,  in  their  judgment,, 
may  be  objectionable  or  improper. 

§  6.  That  no  debt  shall  be  contracted  in  anticipation  of 
future  receipts,  except  for  laying  out,  inclosing,  and  em- 
bellishing the  grounds  and  avenues  and  building  vaults, 
for  which  a  debt  or  debts  may  be  contracted,  not  exceed- 
ing five  hundred  dollars  in  the  aggregate,  to  he  paid  out 
of  future  receipts;  but  that  said  corporation,  in  the  pur- 
chase of  other  land  for  the  extension  of  its  cemetery 
grounds,  may  contract  debts  not  to  exceed  one  thousand 
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dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of  future  receipts;  that  no  lots 
shall  be  sold  by  the  corporation  on  a  credit  of  more  than 
sixty  days,  with  approved  security.  Said  board  of  direct- 
ors shall  have  power  to  appropriate  burial  permits  for  such 
poor  and  meritorious  persons  as  they  may  see  proper; 
and  that  the  lot  in  said  cemetery  heretofore  set  apart  and 
appropriated  by  Watson  Lodge,  No.  32,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  for 
the  burial  of  Odd  Fellows  shall  forever  remain  under  its 
control,  and  should  said  Watson  Lodge  surrender  its 
charter,  then  said  lot  is  to  be  controlled  by  the  Odd  Fel- 
lows of  Montgomery  county,  who  were  in  good  standing 
in  said  lodge  at  the  date  of  such  surrender;  and  the  lot 
heretofore  set  apart  to  Montgomery  Lodge,  No.  23,  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons,  shall  be  under  the  control  of  Mt. 
Sterling  No.  23,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  and  should 
said  Masonic  Lodge  surrender  its  charter  or  otherwise  go 
out  of  existence,  then  said  lot  is  to  be  under  the  control 
of' the  Masons  of  Montgomery  county. 

§  7.  The  original  conveyances  of  lots  from  the  corpo- 
ration to  individuals  shall  be  evidenced  by  a  certificate, 
signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the  secre- 
tary, under  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  specifying  the 
number  of  the  lot,  and  that  such  person  is  the  owner  of 
such  a  lot,  and  such  certificate  shall  vest  in  the  purchaser, 
his  or  her  heirs  and  assigns,  a  right  in  fee-simple  to  such 
lot,  which  lot  shall  be  exempt  from  execution,  attach- 
ment, taxation,  or  any  other  claim,  lien,  or  process  what- 
ever for  the  sole  purpose  of  interment,  under  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  corporation;  and  said  certificates 
shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  deeds  duly  exe- 
cuted in  other  cases,  and  said  lots,  or  such  portion  thereof 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  directors,  and  with 
their  assent,  may  be  conveyed  by  deed  in  due  form  of 
law  for  the  sole  purpose  of  interment  as  aforesaid;  but 
no  original  certificate  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  who 
does  not  produce  a  receipt  from  the  treasurer  that  he  has 
paid  for  his  lot  in  full,  nor  shall  any  person  own  more 
than  two  lots  at  the  same  time  unless  by  the  consent  of 
the  directors.     All  lots  heretofore  sold  and  conveyed  by 
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the  committee  of  Watson  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  or  Mont- 
gomery Lodge,  No.  23,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  or  by 
the  board  of  directors  of  said  corporation,  are  hereby 
legalized. 

^  8.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  deface  or  destroy 
t^e  tombs,  monuments,  shrubbery,  adornments,  or  any 
thing  pertaining  to  said  cemetery  or  its  avenues,  or  who 
shall  hunt  or  shoot  game  of  any  kind  on  said  grounds,  or 
tarn  horses  or  stock  of  any  kind  on  said  grounds,  shall, 
upon  conviction  of  said  offense,  or  any  of  them,  be  fined 
not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twice  the  value 
of  the  property  injured  or  destroyed,  and  such  amount 
shall  be  expended  in  repairing  said  damage,  or  for  the 
improvement  of  the  grounds;  and  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  such  cases. 

§  9.  That  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  said  cemetery 
grounds  in  repair  in  the  future,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
cemetery  board  to  set  aside  twenty  per  cent,  of  all  gross 
receipts  of  said  board  from  the  sale  of  lots  or  otherwise, 
to  be  invested  by  them  each  year  in  some  safe  securities 
until  the  fund  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  said  cemetery 
grounds  in  repair  (principal  and  interest)  shall  reach  the 
sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars,  and  that  after  said  sum 
shall  reach  eight  thousand  dollars,  the  interest  alone 
of  said  sum  shall  be  used  in  keeping  said  grounds  in 
repair,  and  purchasing  other  grounds.  All  the  balance 
of  the  receipts  shall  be  controlled  by  the  board  of  di- 
rectors of  said  company  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
Watson  Lodge. 

§  10.  All  acts  heretofore  passed  incorporating  said 
cemetery  company,  or  amendatory  thereof,  that  are  in- 
con»istent  with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  881. 

A^  ACT  creatiog  and  iDcorporaling  the  Lebftnon  Jockey  Glob,  of  Marion 

ooonty. 

Be  it  evaded  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentvcky  : 

§  1.  That  Ben.  Wilson,  James  Howe,  J.  G.  Phillips,  jr, 
and  O.  G.  Kell}',  together  with  their  associates  and  suc- 
cessors, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Lebanon 
Jockey  Club,  and  in  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Common- 
wealth and  elsewhere;  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal, 
the  same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure;  and  to  have 
perpetual  succession. 

§  2.  Said  club  may  receive,  by  subscriptions  or  other- 
wise, capital  stock  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifty 
thousand  dollars;  but  in  addition  to  said  capital  stock, 
may  acquire,  by  gift,  purchase,  exchange,  or  otherwise, 
real  estate  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  acres,  and  such 
other  personal  property  or  estate  as  may  by  the  club  be 
deemed  necessary  to  carry  out  the  ends  for  which  said 
club  is  created. 

§  3.  Subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  club  shaK 
be  in  shares  of  not  less  than  ten  or  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars;  and  when  shares  to  said  capital  stock  to  the 
Aggregate  amount  of  two  hundred  dollars  shall  have  been 
subscribed  and  paid  in,  the  subscribers  shall  meet  and 
organize  by  electing  from  among  their  number  the  fol- 
lowing officers,  to-wit:  a  president,  a  vice  president,  sec-  . 
relary,  treasurer,  and  five  directors,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  respectively  for  one  year,  the  date  of  the  annual 
election  of  said  officers  to  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  direct- 
ors in  their  rules  and  regulations  to  be  provided  for  here- 
inafr#»r. 

$  4.  The  board  of  directors  shall  be  presided  over  at  its 
meetings  by  the  president  of  the  club,  wMch  meetings 
shall  be  held  oh  the  third  Saturday  >Ti  each  month;  but 
called  meetings  may  be  held  at  any  time  when  business 
may  require  it,  upon  the  callof  the  president,  or  upon 
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the  call  of  two  members  of  the  board  of  directors;  and 
a  majority  of  the  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at 
the  meeting  of  said  board. 

§  5.  Said  board  shall  have  the  power  to  enact  such 
rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  said 
board  and  club  as  may  be  necessary  and  do  not  conflict 
with  the  laws  and  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth,  or 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  All  contracts,. pur- 
chases, leases,  &c.,  of  the  club  shall  be  by  action  of  the 
board,  and  nothing  shall  be  binding  on  the  said  club  ex- 
cept by  the  action  of  its  board  of  directors.  Said  board 
shall,  by  its  rules  and  regulations,  prescribe  the  duties  of 
the  officers  named  herein,  and  affix  penalties  for  the  non- 
performance thereof.  Said  board  shall  have  power  to 
create  and  abolish  such  other  offices  as  it  may  deem  nec- 
essary, and   prescribe  the  duties  and  emoluments  thereof. 

§  6.  Said  club  may  have  such  public  meetings  and  fairs 
at  such  times  and  places,  within  or  near  the  town  of  Leb- 
anon, as  it  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  en- 
couragement of  the  stock  breeders  and  stock  men  of  the 
country,  and  at  such  meetings  and  fairs  may  offer  such 
premiums  and  prizes  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
improvement  of  the  speed,  blood,  action,  &c.,  of  the  stock 
of  Marion  and  other  counties.  The  mode  of  competition 
for  prizes  shall  be  determined  by  the  board  of  directors. 
The  regulations  and  programmes,  and  all  other  rules  and 
orders  necessary  for  successfully  carrying  out  said  meet- 
ings or  fairs,  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  directors 
And  enforced  by  such  officers  as  shall  be  designated  by 
said  board. 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  power  of 
appointing  any  number  of  special  policemen  as  it  shall 
deem  necessary  to  enforce  law  and  order  and  the  rules  of 
the  club,  at  the  meetings,  races,  &c.,  of  said  club;  and 
said  special  policemen  shall  be  sworn,  prior  to  entering 
on  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  by  the  city  judge  of 
Lebanon  or  the  county  judge  of  Marion  county,  and  shall 
have  the  same  power  and  authority  on  the  grounds  of  the 
club,  and  during  the  races,  &c.,  of  said  club,  as  the  mar- 
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shal  of  Lebanon,  said  policemen  to  be  paid  by  the  said 
club. 

§  S.  At  all  the  meetings  and  general  or  special  elec- 
tions of  the  club,  each  share-holder  shall  have  a  vote  for 
each  share  he  may  own.  Each  share-holder  may  vote 
either  in  person  or  by  proxy;  if  by  proxy,  it  must  be  in 
writing:. 

§  9.  The  said  jockey  club  is  empowered  hereby,  through 
its  board  of  directors,  to  rent  or  lease  any  amount  of  real 
estate,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres,  and  for 
any  length  of  time,  not  exceeding  ten  years  for  one 
period. 

^  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
age.

CHAPTER  882. 

AN  ACT  to  erect  a  district  in  Butler  countj,  and  to  regulate  the  sale  of 

spirituous,  vinous,  and  malt  liquors  therein. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  taking  a  vote  under  an  act, 
entitled  **  An  act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  ppirituous,  vinous, 
and  malt  liquors  in  the  Commonwealth,  approved  Jan- 
uary 26lh,  1874,  the  town  of  Morgantown,  in  Butler 
county,  and  all  country  within  one  half  mile  of  the  cor- 
porate limits  thereof,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  erected 
into  and  established  as  one  district;  and  said  district  is  so 
established  is  hereby  authorized  to  do  all  the  acts  that 
may  be  done  under  said  act  by  any  town  or  civil  district, 
and  in  the  manner  therein  prescribed. 

§  2.  That  should  said  district  organized  by  this  act  vote 
against  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  in 
the  manner  provided  in  an  act  approved  26th  January, 
1874,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  spirituous,  vinous,  or 
•malt  liquors  in  said  town  of  Morgantown,  or  within  onu 
half  mile  thereof,  under  the  pains  and  penalties  prescribed 
»in  gaid  act,  or  any  act  in  aid  thereof:  And  provided  further, 
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That  if  the  district  provided  for  and  erected  in  this  act 
should  at  any  time  vote  against  the  sale  of  spirituous^ 
vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  as^ 
repealing  or  modifying  therein  an  act,  entitled  **  An  act 
to  further  regulate  the  retail  traffic  in  spirituous,  vinous., 
and  malt  liquors,  and  nostrums  used  as  a  beverage,"  ap- 
proved Ma3'  the  5th,  1880,  but  the  provisions  of  said  act 
shall  be  in  full  force  in  said  district  herein  erected. 

§  3.  That  a  vote,  may  be  taken   at  any  time  after  the- 
passage  of  this  act  in  the  district  herein  established  upon, 
the   question   of  the  adoption   or  rejection  of  the  act  of 
January   26,   1874,  and   the  general  laws  in   aid  thereof,, 
which  election   shall   be  conducted   as   provided   therein^, 
except  at  the  first  election  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 
The  county  judge  may,  at  a  called  or  regular  term,  sub- 
mit said  question  without  a  petition  from  an}'  one.      He 
shall,  at  a  called  or  regular  county  court,  make  an  order 
upon  the  order-book  directing  the  sheriff  to  open  a  poll 
at  the  court-house  in  Morgantown,  at  a  time  to  be  fixed 
by  him  and  stated  in  the  order.     The  county  court  clerk 
shall  immediately  deliver  to  the  sheriff  a  copy   of  said 
order,  and  the  sheriff  shall   give   notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  the  election  by  posting  written  or  printed  notices 
thereof,  one  at  the  court-house*  door  in  Morgantown,  and 
one  each  at  not  less  than  four  other  public  places  in  Mor- 
gantown,    and    within   one   half    mile    of   the    corporate 
limits  thereof,  for  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  of  the 
election.      The  county  judge  shall  also,  at  the  time  he 
makes  said    order,   appoint   two   discreet  persons    to  be- 
judges,  and  some  di:?creet  person  to  be  clerk  of  said  elec- 
tion, which  election   they  shall   conduct    as   provided  by 
the  general  laws,  to-wit:  the  act  of  January  26, 1874,  and 
return    the  poll  as  therein    provided,  and  the  poll  shall 
be  compared  and  certified,  and  the  certificate  entered  of 
record  as  is  provided  in  the  act  of  January  26,  1874,  ex- 
cept that  the  certificate  may  be  entered  either  at  a  called 
or  regular  term  of  the  county  court. 

§  4.   After  the   first  election   under    this  act,   any   sub- 
sequent election  in  said  district  shall  be  governed  in  all 
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respects  by  the  general  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 
all  amendments  to,  or  acts  in  aid  of,  the  local  option  lawa 
of  the  Commonwealth  shall  affect  and  be  in  force  in  the 
district  herein  established,  as  though  it  was  in  fact  one^ 
city,  town,  or  civil  district, 

§  5.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER   884. 

AN    ACT    to   amend    the   charter  of    Louisville  end  ^Nashville   Railwb> 

Gompaoj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  present  directors  of  the  Louisville  and 
Nashville  Railway  Company  be  authorized  to  elect  for 
the  present  two  additional  directors  of  said  company  to 
aid  in  the  management  of  its  affairs,  and  that  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company  be  authorized  hereafter,  at  their 
annual  meetings,  to  elect  thirteen  instead  of  eleven 
directors  as  heretofore, 

§  2.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  885. 

AN  ACT  for  ibe  benefit  of  Daniel   Brown   and  Laura  Q.  Brown,  of  Green 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Daniel  Brown  and  his  wife  Laura  G.  Brown, 
of  the  county  of  Green,  be  authorized  to  receive  and  re- 
ceipt for  any  estate  that  may  be  coming  to  them  from 
any  source,  to  sell  and  convey  or  purchase  any  real  estate, 
to  sue  and  be  sued,  as  though  they  were  twenty-one  years 
of  age. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

Approved  April  7,  1882. 
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CHAPTER  886. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  tbe  charter  of  the  town  of  Munfordrille,  Hart  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
jof  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  at  any  time  when  it  occurs  that  there  are  no 
legally  qualified  trustees  in  the  town  of  Munfordvillc, 
that  the  police  judge  of  Munfordville  shall  appoint  some 
suitable  person  as  overseer  of  the  streets,  alleys,  and 
roads  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  the  same  in  repair  and  in  good 
order,  or  such  of  them  as  may  be  specially  designated  by 
said  police  judge;  and  for  that  purpose  all  the  able- 
bodied  male  persons  in  said  town  over  the  age  of  sixteen 
-and  under  fifty  five  shall  be  required  to  work  on  said 
streets,  alleys,  and  roads,  under  the  same  penalties  for 
refusing  to  work  wlit^n  notified  as  far  as  applies  to  per- 
sons refusing  to  work  on  public  highways  in  Hart  county, 
and  said  overseer  shall  be  under  the  same  responsibilities 
and  duties,  and  liable  to  the  same  penalties,  as  overseers 
of  public  highways  in  said  count}'. 

^  2  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  fines  for  misde- 
meanors committed  in  said  town  shall  be  applied  to  the 
working  and  repairs  of  said  streets  by  said  police  judge 
of  the  town  of  Munfordville;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
appoint  a  treasurer  for  said  town,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  take  charge  of  and  receipt  for  all  money  collected  (or 
the  use  of  working  the  streets  of  the  town,  and  pay  out 
the  same  under  the  orders  of  the  police  judge  of  said 
town. 

§  3.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  police 
judge,  then  the  judge  of  the  Hart  county  court  shall 
make  the  appointments  provided  for  in   this  act. 

§  4*  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  police  judge  of 
said  tiown  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  jus- 
.tices  of  the  peace  of  Hart  county. 

§5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  887. 

AN  ACT  to  aropod  an  act,  ec titled  *'An  act  for  the  benefit  of  Joseph  T. 
Beaton,  of  Ohio  couotj/'  approved  May  6,  1880. 

Whereas,  The  Legislature  of  Kentucky,  by  act  ap- 
proved February  3,  1870,  released  the  sureties  of  Q.  C. 
Shanks,  late  sheriff  of  Ohio  county,  from  payment  of  all 
damages  included  in  the  judgments  against  the  said 
Shanks  and  his  sureties;  and  whereas,  it  was  further 
provided  in  said  act  that  the  purchase  of  all  lands  made 
by  th«  Commonwealth  in  satisfaction  of  said  judgments 
should  be  released  upon  payment  of  said  judgment,  less 
said  damages;  and  whereas,  it  appears  from  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment  that  said  debts  were  paid 
before  the  sales  of  land  referred  to  in  the  act  of  Febru- 
ary 3,  1870,  were  made;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  benefit  of 
Joseph  T.  Benton,  of  Ohio  county,"  approved  May  5, 
1880,  be  so  amended  that  its  provisions  shall  apply  to  al) 
sales  of  land  made  under  executions  issued  on  the  judg- 
ments against  Q.  C.  Shanks  in  the  Franklin  circuit  court,, 
referred  to  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  and 
all  said  sales  are  hereby  declared  void,  and  said  damages 
in  said  executions  are  released. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  full  satisfaction  of  all 
claims  of  the  State  against  these  parties  for  revenue  of 
years  1858,  1859,  and  1860,  and  said  parties  shall  have  no 
claim  or  claims  against  the  Stdte  for  any  money  which 
has  been  paid  upon  the^e  sales,  or  any  claims  for  any 
payments  made  in  the  past  for  damages,  interest,  costs, 
&c.,  this  act  squaring  said  accounts  in  full  as  between 
said  parties,  Q.  C.  Shanks  and  his  sureties  and  the  Com* 
raonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

§  3.  This^ct  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  888. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Hnzel  Oreeo  Academy,  in  Wolfe  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonuDealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  G.  B.  Swango,  J.  T.  Day,  Harrieon  Swango, 
W.  O.  Mize,  Joseph  M.  Kash,  and  their  successors  in 
office,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Hazel  Green 
Academy,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession; may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and  places; 
have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  and  break  the  same  at 
pleasure;  may  make  all  necessary  by-laws  for  the  trans- 
action of  the  business  and  government  of  said  company, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State  or  the  United 
States. 

§2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  subscribed  and 
paid  for  in  such  manner  as  said  board  of  directors  may 
by  its  by-laws  prescribe.  Said  capital  stock  shall  not 
exceed  ten  thousand  dollars  at  par  value. 

^  3.  The  stockhol  ]fr:i  of  snid  company  shall  annually 
elect  a  board  of  five  t!!.  cctors,  a  president  and  secretary, 
also  a  treasurer,  who  sl.iill  hold  their  office  for  one  3'ear, 
or  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected.  Said  election 
shall  be  held  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  in  each  year, 
and  in  event  such  day  shall  be  Sunday,  then,  to  be  held 
on  the  Saturday  before..  In  event  of  a  vacancy  occur- 
ring in  any  of  the  offices  mentioned,  either  by  death, 
removal,  resignation,  or  refusal  to  act,  then  the  board  of 
directors,  or  the  remainder  of  said  board  of  directors, 
shall  appoint  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  office.  Said 
olficers  and  directors,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
their  office,  shall  go  before  a  magistrate,  and  take  upon 
themselves  an  oath  that  they  will,  to  the  best  of  their 
ability,  discharge  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  with 
honesty  and  without  favor.  They  bhall  also  give  a  good 
and  sufficient  bond,  with  surety,  which  proceedings  shall 
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^e  lodged  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  Wolfe 
•county  for  record. 

§  4.  Said  election  shall  be  held  at  such  building  in 
Hazel  Green  as  the  stockholders  may  designate,  and 
each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each 
share  of  stock  he  or  she  may  own  at  the  time,  and  the 
individual  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  cast 
shall  he  declared  elected  to  the  office  for  which  he  was  . 
voted  for.  The  secretary  shall  hold  each  election  and 
make  known  the  result,  except  in  the  first  election,  in 
which  the  incorporators  shall  select  the  remaining  officers 
in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

§  5.  The  board  of  directors,  when   elected,  shall  have 
power,  and  it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,  to  open  a  book 
for  the  subscription  of  stock   to  said  academy;  and  when 
one  hundred  and   twenty  shares    are  so  subscribed   and 
paid  up,  said  board  may  proceed  to  acquire  lands,  by  pur- 
chase   or  donation,  whereon    to  erect   suitable  buildings 
for  the  purposes  of  advancing  the  cause  of  education,  and 
in    such    manner   and    as   said    board    may  deem    proper. 
They   may   continue   sale    of  stock,  receive  donations   of 
property  or  money,  until  the  capital  stock  does  not  exceed 
ten  thousand  dollars,  and  may  use  and   manage  the  same 
as,  in    their  judgment,  the    interest  of  the    institution  de- 
mands, in   conformity  to   the    by-laws.      The  title   to   real 
estate,   buildings,   equipments,    and    everything    of   valur, 
belonging  to  said   institution,  shall  vest  in    the   boHr'l   r>t' 
directors,  as  tru.^tees  for  the  stockholders,  and  they  shall 
not  dispose  of  any  part  of  said  property'  to  the  detriment 
of  said   stockholders,  unless  so  ordered    by  a   majority  of 
said  shares.     The  board  of  directors  shall  have  full  power 
and  control  over  the   management  of  the  property  of  the 
company,  and  management  and  government  of  the  school. 
They  may  lease   or  rent  said   school   buildings,  parapher- 
nalia, real    estate,  vfcc  ,  lor    a    period    not    exceeding    Hve 
years,   for  the    purpose   of   conducting  therein    a    school, 
which  contract   may  be  declared  null  and  void  upon  fail- 
ure of  either  party  to  comply  with  contract      Said   leas 
jng  may   be    done    from    time   to    time,  and    under  such 
conlract  as  the  board  of  directors  may  deem  proper. 
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§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  call  and 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  directory,  and  perform  such- 
other  duties  as  may  be  designated  by  the  by-laws  of  the 
company.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep  a 
faithful  record  of  all  proceedings  had,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  designated  by  the  by-laws.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  collect  and  receive 
all  money,  and  pay  same  out  by  order  of  the  directory, 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  designated  by 
the  by-laws.  The  company,  when  fully  organized,  shall 
cause  a  book  to  be  opened,  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
any  member  of  the  board  of  stockholders,  or  any  stock- 
holder of  said  company,  which  shall  contain  the  names 
of  all  stockholders  and  the  number  of  shares  owntd  by 
each  ;  and  said  shares  may  be  transferred  on  said  books 
in  the  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  said 
company.  Any  dividends  which  may  accrue  to  said  com- 
pany may  be  disposed  of  or  used  in  such  manner  as  the 
board  of  directors  may  deem  advisable  in  conformity  to 
the  by-laws  of  the  institution. 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  power,  upon 
the  consent  and  by  the  advice  of  the  principal  of  said 
academ}',  to  issue  a  diploma  to  any  student  graduating 
at  said  school,  which  diploma,  when  approved  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education,  may  serve  as  a  certificate 
entitling  the  holder  thereof  to  teach  in  any  common 
school  in  this  State  without  any  further  certificate  :  Pro- 
vided, The  person  to  whom  it  is  issued  has  the  further 
requirements  of  morality  and  sobriety  required  by  law 
in  relation  to  teachers  of  common  schools  in  this  Com- 
monwealth. Said  certificate  must  be  signed  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  board  and  by  the  principal  of  the  school,  and 
attested  by  the  secretary.  This  certificate  shall  be  good 
and  valid  during  the  life  of  the  holder  thereof,  and  not 
transferable. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  fronx  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  889. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Henderson  Female  Benefit  AssociAtioD. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§1.  That  Jackson  McClain,  Campbell  H.  John-son,  C. 
T.  Starling,  Henry  L.  Reigler,  A.  T.  Dudley,  Marion 
Duncan,  P.  H.  King,  and  C.  Bailpy,  and  their  successors, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate,  under 
the  name  of  "The  Henderson  Female  Benefit  Associa- 
tion;" to  have  perpetual  succession,  with  power  to  sue 
and  be  sued, contract  and  be  contracted  with;  to  have  the 
right  to  acquire  and  hold  property,  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  in  value  ;  to  confer  such  chari- 
ties as  are  herein  provided  for;  to  have  and  use  a  cor- 
porate seal,  changeable  at  pleasure;  and  may  make  all 
the  by-laws  necessary  for  its  government  and  manage- 
ment consistent  with  this  charter  and  with  the  laws  af 
the  land. 

§  2.  The  principal  office  of  this  association  shall  be  in 
Henderson,  Kentucky,  and  the  persons  named  in  the  first 
section,  to  whom  this  charter  is  granted,  shall  constitute 
the  first  board  of  directors,  who,  or  a  majority  of  whom, 
shall  meet  at  any  time  after  the  passage  of  this  act  and 
organize,  and  from  their  number  elect  the  officers  of  the 
society,  viz  :  a  president,  vice  president,  secretary,  jand 
treasurer,  and  other  officers,  if  they  deem  it  necessary; 
and  the  offices  of  secretary  and  treasurer  may  be  held  by 
one  person  if  the  board  so  elect.  They  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  two  years,  or  during  good  behavior,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  installed.  The  election 
of  a  new  board  shall  take  place  two  years  after  the  or- 
ganization under  the  directory,  and  annually  thereafter. 
Each  member  shall  be  entitled. to  one  vote  in  all  elections, 
which  shall  be  cast  in  person  or  by  written  proxy.  The 
board  of  directors  may  fix  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and 
employes,  and  prescribe  their  duties,  and  the  amounts 
and  conditions  of  such  bonds  as  they  may  require  of 
them;  and  should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  board,  a  ma- 
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jority  of  the  remaining  have  power  to  choose  a  fit  person 
to  fill  it. 

§  3.  The  board  of  directors  may  receive  as  members  of 
this  association  such  female  persons  as  they  may  think 
proper,  who  are  of  sound  health  and  g^ood  standing,  who 
shall  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  and  be  recommended 
by  the  examining  physician,  and  be  between  the  ages  of 
eighteen  and  sixty  years;  but  said  board  may  reject  any 
application  for  membership.  Members  of  this  associa- 
tion mav  be  divided  into  divisions  of  two  thousand«each, 
and  the  accounts  of  each  division  may  be  kept  separately; 
and  when  a  vacancy  occurs  in  a  completed  division,  it 
shall  be  filled  by  a  new  member,  thus  keeping  each  di- 
vision filled  to  its  maximum.  The  members  of  each 
division  shall  be  divided  into  classes  according  to  their 
several  ages;  those  from  eighteen  to  twenty-five  shall 
constitute  one  class,  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  another, 
thirty  to  thirty-five  another,  thirty-five  to  forty  another, 
forty  to  forty-five  another,  forty- five  to  fifty  another,  fifty 
to  fifty-five  another,  and  from  fifty-five  to  sixty  another. 
The  board  of  directors  shall  fix  by  a  by-law  the  assess- 
ment dues  from  the  members  of  each  class  in  a  division 
upon  the  death  of  a  member. 

§  4.  Each  -applicant  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the 
association  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  as  a  membership  fee, 
and  the  further  sum  of  two  dollars  as  an  annual  fee, 
which  annual  fee  is  to  be  paid  at  every  anniversary  of 
the  membership.  Upon  the  payment  of  these  sums,  each 
member  shall  secure  a  certificnte  of  lite  membership  of 
such  device  as  the  board  of  directors  may  adopt,  which 
shall  express  on  its  face  the  obligations  of  such  member, 
and  the  benefits  to  accrue  to  the  legal  heirs  or  beneficiary 
of  the  same  in  the  event  of  death.  The  board  mav,  if 
they  tliink  proper,  change  the  amount  to  be  paid  as  mem- 
bership fee  or  annual  due  as  experience  may  indicate, 
hut  such  change  shall  not  affect  any  person  then  insured. 

§  5.  The  board  of  directors  shall  regulate  the  form  and 
manner  of  proof  of  death  of  members  by  a  by-law,  and 
upon    notification   by   the  secretary   of  the  death   of  any 
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member,  each  surviving"  member  shall  pay  into  the  treas- 
ury, within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  notice,  the 
mortuary  fee  stipulated  in  the  certificate  of  life  member- 
ship, out  of  which  fund  there  shall  be  paid  by  the  associ- 
ation, in  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  proof  of  death 
of  such  member,  to  the  beneficiary  of  the  deceased  mem- 
ber, such  an  amount  as  is  shown  to  be  due  and  owing  to 
the  beneficiary  by  the  by  laws  of  the  association.  If 
legal  proceedings  are  not  instituted  against  this  associa- 
tion within  five  years  after  the  death  of  a  member,  any 
right  of  recovery  against  it  shall  be  forfeited  and  barred. 

§  6.  Upon  the  death  of  a  member  of  this  association, 
the  fund  shall  be  paid  to  the  person  or  persons  designated 
in  the  certificate  of  life  membership,  or  to  the  person  or 
persons  to  whom  the  said  certificate  has  been  assigned; 
this  being  changed  by  death,  or  otherwise  impossible,  it 
shall  go  to  the  legal  heirs  or  beneficiary  of  the  deceased 
member;  and  if  the  beneficiary  has  no  legal  heir,  it  is  to 
be  held  by  the  association,  and  transferred  to  the  fund 
mentioned  in  section  one;  and  the  fund,  or  any  part 
thereof,  due  any  person  by  the  death  of  any  member, 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  claims  of  creditors  for  any 
debt  or  liability,  and  shall  not  be  reached  by  attaclimeht 
or  garnishment,  or  other  proce^^s  of  law,  so  as  to  divert 
its  benefits  and  use  from  the  persons  intended  to  be  bene- 
fited by  it. 

§  7.  Any  member  failing  to  pay  his  annual  fee  or  mor- 
tuary fee  within  thirty  (30)  days  from  date  of  notice,  shall 
forfeit  his  membership,  or  any  benefits  arising  therefrom, 
but  may  be  reinstated  by  tlie  board  upon  payment  of  all 
arrearages,  if  application  be  made  in  writing,  accom- 
panied with  medical  cerlificate  of  continued  good  health, 
within  twelve  months  from  date  of  forfeiture.  A  notice 
addressed  to  the  meinber  at  post-office  named  in  the  ap- 
plication for  membership,  or  other  address  subsecjuently 
given  in  and  entered  on  the  books  of  the  association, 
shall  be  considered  a  legal  notice  for  all  purposes  herein 

§  8.  The  board  of  directors  may  establish  agencies  and 
branch   offices  anywhere   for  the   purpose   of    facilitating 
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the  objects  of  the  association,  which,  being  of  a  benevo- 
lent character,  shall  be  free  fron)  all  licenses  and  taxa- 
tion, except  as  to  real  estate  and  persTonal  property;  and" 
the  said  board  may  by  by-laws,  regulate  the  time  of  all 
called  and  regular  meetings,  and  all  other  business  not 
inconsistent  with  this  act,  and  may  also  fix  the  rules  and 
principles  by  which  the  association  may  try  and  expel  a 
member  of  the  association. 

§  9.  The  president  and  directors  shall  cause  to  be  made 
annually  a  full  report  of  the  business  of  the  association, 
subject  at  air  times  to  the  inspection  of  its  members. 
The  private  property  of  officers  or  members  shall  not  be 
liable  for  any  debts  of  the  association. 

§  10.  This  act  shall   take  effect  and  be  in   power  from- 
•    and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  890.    . 

AN    ACT    to    incorporaie   the   Kentucky    Home  Seminnry,  of  the  citj  of, 

Louisville. 

Be  il  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  R.  A.  Robinson,  J.  M.  Robinson,  W.  George 
Anderson,  John  B.  Temple,  James  W.  Tate,  Stephen  E. 
Jones,  Joseph  B.  Kinkead,  Noble  Butler,  and  Belle  S. 
Peers,  and  their  &uccessors,  are  hereby  created  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  of  the  Kentucky 
Home  Seminary,  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued, 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  in  any  court  of  law  or 
equity;  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure;  may  have  perpetual  succession;  and  may  make 
all  by-laws  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business,, 
and  for  the  government  of  said  seminary,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§2.  That  the  said  corporation  may  receive  or  acquire 
or  hold,  by  gift,  grant,  or  otherwise,  for  educational  pur- 
poses, only  as  hereinafter  expressed,  property,  real  and 
personal,  in  fee  or  for  a  term  of  years,  not  exceeding  fifty

'thousand  dollars  in  value,  within  the  city  of  Louisville,  and 
may,  from  time  to  time,  sell  or  transfer  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure, and  invest  the  proceeds  of  sales  on  like  terms  and 
conditions. 

§  3.  Since  the  object  of  this  corporation  is  to  establish 
an  institution  of  learning  of  a  high  order  for  the  educa- 
tion of  girls  and  young  women,  the  said  corporation  shall 
have  power  to  confer  such  honorary  degrees  and  diplo- 
mas as  are  usual  in  the  colleges  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  4.  The  said  corporators  and  their  successors  shall 
have  power  to  elect  a  board  of  directors  and  such  other 
officers  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  perform  such  duties 
as  may  be  imposed  consistently  with  the  purposes  to  be 
accomplished  by  this  act. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  891. 

^N   ACT   to  incorporate  the  Patrick    Henrj  Gold,  SiWer,  Mining  and  Re- 
duction GompsDj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  W.  H.  Lape,  Thomas  B.  Youtsey,  Robert 
Waring,  W.  F.  Johnson,  and  Edward  W.  Lape,  their  as- 
sociates, successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
constituted  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name, 
title,  and  style  of  the  Patrick  Henry  Gold,  Silver,  Mining 
and  Reduction  Company,  and  by  that  name,  title,  and 
style  are  hereby  made  as  natural  persons  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be 
impleaded  in  this  Commonwealth  and  elsewhere,  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity;  to  have  a  common  seal;  to 
ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  all  such  by-laws, 
ordinances,  and  regulations  as  shall  seem  necessary  and 
-convenient  for  the  government  of  said  corporation,  not 
being  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  or 
of  the  United  States.  The  capital  stook  of  said  company 
«hall  be   three   million   dollars,  in   shares  of  ten   dollars 
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each,  and  may  be  increased  or  diminished  fifty  per  cent, 
by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  stockholders,  at  any  time, 
upon  notice  of  ten  days,  by  publication  in  any  newspaper 
of  general  circulation,  of  five  insertions,  said  paper  being 
published  at  or  near  the  home  company's  office.  Said 
company  may,  however,  commence  operations  as  soon 
as  five  thousand  dollars  stock  is  subscribed  and  fifty  per 
cent,  of  said  amount  is  actually  paid  up  in  cash.  The 
remaining  portion  of  said  stock  may  be  issued  and  sold 
by  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company  at  such  times 
as  may'seem  to  them  best. 

§  2.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  work,  pur- 
chase, lease,  and  negotiate  for  and  hold,  as  much  real 
estate  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  successful 
prosecution  of  its  business,  to-vvit :  to  explore,  bore,  ex- 
cavate, mine,  and  dig  for  gold,  silver,  copper,  iron,  lead, 
and  all  other  products  of  the  earth,  and  in  the  reduction 
and  manufacture  of  the  same,  on  all  lands  now  owned 
by  them,  or  either  of  them,  or  that  may  be  hereafter 
owned  by  them,  or  either  of  them,  in  this  State,  or  any 
State  or  Territory  in  the  United  States.  The  company 
shall  also  have  power  to  build  steam  and  other  boats, 
bridges,  roads,  tramways,  or  railroads,  to  connect  its 
mines  with  other  roads  or  navigable  waters;  also  to  pur- 
chase right  of  way,  mining  rights,  franchise,  or  to  con- 
solidate its  interests  with  other  corporations;  to  put  up 
buildings  for  machinery  and  improvements  that  may  be 
deemed  necessary  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  its 
business,  and  to  sell  the  same,  and  repurchase  or  other- 
wise dispose  of  the  same,  as  the  interests  of  the  company 
may  require. 

§  3.  For  conducting  the  affairs  of  said  corporation,  a 
board  of  five  directors  shall  be  chosen.  The  five  corpo- 
rators herein  named  may  constitute  said  board  of  direct- 
ors for  one  year  after  said  company  is  organized.  Said 
board  shall  choose  one  of  its  number,  who  shall  be  the 
president  of  said  company.  In  case  of  failure  of  the 
company  to  elect  a  board  after  the  first  year,  said  board 
may  hold    over    until    their  successors    are   elected   and 
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qualified.  Notice  of  said  election  shall  be  made  by  three 
insertions  in  some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  at 
or  near  the  home  company's  ofRce  twenty  days  before 
said  election  takes  place.  The  president  and  board  of 
directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  ail  officers,  agents, 
and  laborers  under  them,  and  at  pleasure  remove  them. 
In  all  elections  each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder 
thereof  to  one  vote,  and  stockholders  may  vote  by  proxy. 
The  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  personal 
estate.  In  the  absence  of  the  president,  the  board  may 
appoint  a  president  pro  tern. 

§  4.  Books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  may  be  opened 
at  any  time,  and  closed  again  at  pleasure  :  Provided ,  how- 
ever. That  the  stock  at  no  time  shall  exceed  the  maximum 
amount  herein  named. 

§  5.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  direct* 
ors  of  said  company,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times, 
to  borrow  or  obtain  loans  and  sums  of  money,  on  such 
terms  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  for  the  use  of  said 
company,  and  to  pledge  or  mortgage  all  or  any  part  of 
the  estates,  improvements,  privileges,  effects,  and  assets 
of  said  company  for  the  re-payment  of  said  sums  of 
money  so  borrowed,  at  such  time  and  terms  as  have  been 
agreed  upon. 

§  6.  In  the  event  of  failure  on  the  part  of  any  stock- 
holder to  pay  up  his  or  her  stock,  the  shares  of  said  stock- 
holder may  be  forfeited  by  the  president  and  board  of 
directors,  or  they  may  sell  same,  or  if  they  so  elect,  sue 
and  recover  the  saipe  before  any  court  of  record  in  this 
Commonwealth  or  elsewhere;  notice  of  said  forfeiture,, 
sale,  or  suit,  to  be  given  said  stockholder  ten  days  pre-* 
vious  to  said  proceedings.  The  stock  of  this  company 
shall  be  deemed  non-assessable. 

§  7.  The  home  office  of  the  company  shall  be  es- 
tablished in  Newport,^  Kentucky.  The  company  may, 
however,  if  deemed  expedient,  establish  branch  offices 
elsewhere. 

§  8.  It  is  expressly  understood  that  nothing  in  this  act 
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shall  be  so  co^nstruedi  as  conferring  hanking  privileges  on 
this  corporation. 

§  9.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  692. 

AN   ACT  to  Authorise  the  Grayson  county  court  to  borrow  money  to  pay 

off  the  indebtedness  of  said  cointy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Graj^son  county  is  here- 
by authorized  to  borrow  money  in  any  sum  sufficient  to 
pay  off  the  indebtedness  of  Grayson  county. 

§  2.  To  enable  the  said  county  court  to  borrow  the 
money  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  it  is  hereby 
authorized  to  issu«  the  bonds  of  said  county,  in  denomi- 
nations not  less  than  one  hundred  dollarc*,  and  not  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  signed  by  the  county 
judge  and  attested  by  the  county  clerk  of  said  county, 
and  the  coupons  thereon  shall  be  attested  by  the  clerk 
alone.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  negotiable  and  payable 
to  bearer  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  at  not  more 
than  twenty  years  from  their  date,  and  redeemable  at  the 
pleasure  of  said  county  at  any  time  after  five  years  from 
their  date,  and  they  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent.,  payable  semi-annually  in  the  city  of  Louisville, 
Kentucky:  Provided,  That  none  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
delivered  to  any  purchaser  thereof,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, for  less  than  its  par  value. 

§  3.  That  whenever  the  said  county  court  shall  issue 
€iny  bonds  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  court  annually  thereafter  to  cau^^e  to  be 
levied  and  collected  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  semi- 
annual interest  on  the  bonds  so  issued,  and  the  cost  of 
collecting  said  tax,  and  paying  the  interest  on  all  the 
•real  estate  and  personal  property  in  said  county  subject 
to  taxation  under 'the  revenue  laws  of  this  State,  includ- 
'ing   the    amounts    owned   by    residents   of  said    county, 
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which  ought  to  be  listed  for  taxation  under  the  equali- 
zation law. 

§  4.  That  whenever  the  county  court  of  said  county 
shall  fail  or  refuse  to  levy  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the 
semi-annual  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  the  coat  of  col- 
lecting the  tax,  and  paying  the  interest  as  required  by 
the  preceding  section,  each  member  thereof  shall  be  lia- 
ble to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment 
in  th'e  county  jail  of  said  county  for  fifty  days,  to  be  re- 
coverable and  punishable  in  the  circuit  court  of  said 
county  on  indictment  by  the  grand  jury,  or  the  sworn 
written  information  of  any  resident  taxpayer  of  said 
county,  filed  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  circuit  court  of 
said  county,  on  which  a  summons  shall  be  issued  by  the 
clerk  of  said  court  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
against  the  several  members  of  said  court,  against  whom 
the  information  is  filed,  to  be  executed  and  returned  in 
all  respects  similar  to  a  summons  in  a  civil  action  in  said 
court,  and  on  conviction  thereof  the  said  penalties  shall 
be  enforced  by  the  proper  orders  and  processes  of  the 
said  circuit  court:  Provided,  koivever,  Though  no  tax  be 
levied,  any  member  of  said  court  who  shall,  at  the  annual 
levy  term  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  levying  said  tax, 
cause  his  vote  to  be  entered  of  record  on  the  order-book 
of  said  county  court  in  favor  of  levying  the  tax  required 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  thereby  be  exempted 
from  all  the  penalties  inflicted  by  this  section. 

§  5.  That  whenever  the  said  county  court  shall  fail  or 
refuse  to  levy  the  tax  required  by  the  third  section  of  this 
act,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  of  said 
county  to  levy  the  tax  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  said 
section,  and  on  his  failure  or  refusal  to  levy  said  tax,  he 
shall  be  liable  to  all  the  penalties  prescribed  in  the  pre- 
ceding section,  and  he  may  be  proceeded  against  in  the 
manner  provided  for  therein.  And  on  the  failure  or  re- 
fusal of  the  said  county  court  and  the  county  judge  of 
said  county  to  cause  said  tax  to  be  levied,  then  the  judge 
of  any  circuit  court  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  on  the 
LOG.  L.,  vol.  II — 19 
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written  request  of  one  or  more  resident  tax-payers  of  said 
county,  is  hereby  authorized  to  levy  said  tax  as  provided 
for  by  the  third  section  of  this  act ;  and  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  for  the  judge  of  any  of  said  courts  to  be  pres- 
ent in  said  county  at  the  time  of  levying  the  said  tax,  but 
the  written  order  of  said  judge  making  said  levy  and 
directing  the  same  to  be  entered  of  record  on  the  order- 
book  of  said  county  court,  under  his  official  signature  and 
seal  of  office,  if  he  has  any;  if  not,  to  be  attested  by  the 
clerk  of  a  court  of  record  in  this  State,  or  a  notary  pub- 
lic, under  his  official  signature  and  seal  of  office,  shall 
be  deemed  a  valid  and  sufficient  levy,  provided  the  said 
order  be  recorded  in  the  order-book  of  said  county  court; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said  county  court 
to  enter  the  said  order  of  record  in  the  order-book  of  said 
county  court  within  ten  days  after  receiving  the  same; 
and  on  his  failure  or  refusal  to  do  so,  he  shall  be  liable  to 
all  the  penalties  prescribed  in  the  fourth  section  of  this 
act,  and  he  may  be  proceeded  against  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided for  therein. 

§  6.  That  whenever  a  tax  shall  be  levied  as  provided 
for  in  the  third  section  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  county  court  of  said  county  to  appoint  three  re^^ident 
tax-payers  of  said  county,  who  shall  be  styled  the  board 
of  comi\aissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  of  Grayson  county. 
The  coiy^missioners,  before  they  proceed  to  discharge 
their  duties,  shall  be  sworn,  in  the  presence  of  the  court 
appointing  them,  to  faithfully  discharge  their  djties  ac- 
cording to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment;  and  they 
shall  hold  their  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  court  appoint- 
ing them.  They  shall  immediately  appoint  one  of  their 
number  as  treasurer,  who  shall  execute  bond  payable  to 
the  Commonwealth,  with  such  security  as  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  court,  for  the  faithful  keeping  and  disburs- 
ing of  all  money  coming  into  his  hands  as  treasurer  of  the 
board,  on  which  bond  suit  may  be  brought,  from  time  to 
time,  by  and  in  the  name  of  s^id  county,  by  any  person 
injured  by  a  breach  of  his  bond,  in  any  court  of  Grayson 
county  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount  claimed  in  the 
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euit.  Such  treasurer  may  at  any  time  be  required  to  give 
a  new  bond;  and  any  surety  on  his  bond  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  same  remedies  for  procuring  additional  or  counter 
security  as  are  now  given  to  guardians,  administrators, 
&c.  Said  treasurer  shall  be  allowed  by  the  said  court 
one  per  cent,  of  the  money  received  and  paid  out  by  him 
as  a  compensation  for  his  services.  In  case  a  vacancy 
shall  occur  in  said  board  of  commissioners,  it  shall  be 
filled  by  said  court. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  of  the  board 
of  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  by  and  with  the 
consent  of  bis  co-commissioners,  to  borrow  any  money 
necessary  to  pay  ofi*  the  indebtedness  of  Grayson  county, 
whenever  he  has  the  opportunity  of  liquidating  the  same, 
or  any  part  thereof;  and  in  payment  of  the  money  so 
borrowed  from  time  to  time,  he  dhalK direct  the  clerk  of 
said  county  court  to  deliver  the  bonds  mentioned  in  the 
second  section  of  this  act  to  the  person  or  persons  from 
whom  the  money  shall  be  borrowed.  The  said  bond 
shall  be  dated  at  the  time  of  delivery  by  the  clerk  of  said 
court,  who  shall  keep  a  record  in  his  office  of  the  date, 
number,  and  denomination  of  the  bonds  so  delivered,  and 
the  name  of  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  delivered,  to 
be  entered  on  the  order-book  of  said  court,  and  to  be 
attested  by  him  and  the  county  judge  of  said  county 
under  their  official  nignatures. 

§  8.  Nothing  in  thi;*  act  shall  be  construed  to  mean 
that  all  of  said  bonds,  or  any  certain  number  of  them, 
shall  be  issued  or  delivered  at  one  time,  but  only  when 
necessary  to  liquidate  any  part  of  said  indebtedness,  and 
then  they  cannot  be  delivered  for  any  sum  less  than 
their  par  value,  and  on  the  order  of  the  commission- 
ers, as  provided  in  the  preceding  section.  The*  treas- 
urer of  said  board  of  commissioners  shall*  be  allowed 
one  half  of  one  per  cent,  of  all  moneys  borrowed  and 
paid  out  by  him  in  pur:>uance  of  the  preceding  section, 
as  a  compensation  for  his  services;  and  he  shall  ofiake  an 
annual  settlement  with  the  county  court  for  all  his  acts 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
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§  9.  The  county  court  of  said  county,  shall  convene 
annually  on  the  fourth  Monday  in  May  to  make  the  levy 
provided  for  in  the  third  section  of  this  act,  and  they 
may  continue  in  session  from  day  to  day  until  they  make 
the  said  levy:  Provided,  however,  If  they  fail  to  make  the 
levy  within  three  days  after  convening,  the  same  shall  be 
taken  and  held  as  a  refusal  on  their  part  to  make  said 
levy,  ahd  they  shall  be  adjourned  by  the  county  judge: 
And  provided  jurther,  That  they  may  appoint  any  day 
previous  to  said  date  to  make  the  levy,  and  may  so  con- 
vene and  levy  said  tax. 

§  10.  The  taxes  levied  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  Grayson  county,  who, 
before  collecting  any  part  thereof,  shall  execute  a  bond 
in  said  county  court,  with  such  sureties  as  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  court,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully 
collect  and  pay  over  to  the  proper  person,  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  law,  all  the  taxes  levied  under  this 
act  which  may  be  placed  in  his  hands  for  collection. 

§  11.  That  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  having  for  collec- 
tion taxes  levied  under  this  act,  shall  have  all  the  powers 
of  distraining  and  selling  personal  property  which  he 
now  has  by  law  in  the  collection  of  the  State  revenue; 
and  Nvhenever  the  said  sheriff  shall  be  unable  to  find  per- 
sonal property  liable  to  sale  for  the  unpaid  tax  of  any 
individual,  he  may  levy  the  same  on  any  real  estate  of 
such  person  situated  in  said  county,  and  sell  the  same 
under  the  regulations  prescribed  by  law  for  selling  real 
estate  under  execution;  and  all  taxes  levied  under  this 
act  shall  be  a  lien  on  all  the  real  and  personal  estate  of 
the  person  taxed  situated  in  Grayson  county;  but  the 
owner  of  any  real  estate  so  sold  may  redeem  the  same 
within  .five  years  after  said  sale  by  paying  to  the  pur- 
chaser the  purchase-money  and  ten  per  cent,  per  annum 
interest  thereon,  with  all  taxes  of  every  description  paid 
by  the  purchaser  and  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  interest 
thereon. 

^  12.  That  the  sheriff  selling  real  estate  for  taxes  levied 
under  this  act  shall  give  the  purchaser  a  certificate  of  his 
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purchase,  which  shall  describe  the  real  estate  sold,  and 
state  the  amount  for  which  it  was  sold  and  the  date  of 
the  sale,  which  certificate  shall  be  lodged  by  the  pur- 
chaser with  the  clerk  of  the  said  county  court,  who  shall 
record  the  same  in  his  office  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that 
purpose,  for -which  the  said  clerk  may  charge  a  fee  of 
fifty  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  purchaser. 

§  13.  That  the  sheriff  collecting  the  taxes  levied  under 
this  act  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  as  is  allowed 
by  law  for  collecting  the  State  revenue. 

§  14.  That  one  half  of  the  taxes  levied  under  this  act 
shall  be  collected  and  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
board  of  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  by  the  sher- 
iff, within  one  hundred  and  twenty  days  after  the  same 
shall  be  placed  in  his  hands,  and  the  residue  within  six 
months  after  the  same  ought  to  have  been  paid ;  and  . 
if  the  sheriff  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  execute^bond  for  the 
collection  of  the  taxes  levied  under  this  act,  within  thirty 
days  after  the  said  tax  shall  be  levied,  he  shall  forfeit  his 
office;  and  the  said  county  court  shall  thereupon  appoint 
a  collector,  who  shall  execute  bond  with  sureties,  which 
shall  be  approved  by  the  court,  and  have  all  the  powers 
and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities  of  the  sheriff 
in  collecting  taxes  under  this  act. 

§  15.  That  if  the  sheriff  or  collector,  having  in  his  hands 
for  collection  the  taxes  levied  under  this  act,  shall  fail  to 
collect  and  pay  over  the  same,  within  the  time  prescribed 
by  the  preceding  section,  the  said  sheriff  or  collector,  with 
his  sureties,  shall  be  liable  for  the  amount  not  paid  and 
ten  per  cent,  thereon,  to  be  recovered  by  motion,  on  ten 
days'  notice,  in  any  court  of  said  county  having  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  amount;  and  any  execution  issued  on  said 
judgment  shall  not  be  replevied,  and  shall  be  indorsed  by 
the  clerk  or  officer  issuing  it  that  no  security  of  any  kind 
is  to  be  taken. 

§  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  commissioners 
of  the  sinking  fund  to  see  that  the  sheriff  or  collector 
pays  over  the  taxes  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  to  institute  legal  proceedings  in  their  names  as 
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commissioners  for  the  benefit  of  Grayson  county  against 
the  sheriff  or  collector  on  his  failure  to  do  so.  They  shall 
appropriate  said  money  to  the  payment  of  the  semi-an- 
nual interest  on  the  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  any  surplus  remaining  in  their  hands  from 
time  to  time  may  be  used  by  them  in  the  redemption  of 
said  bonds  at  not  exceeding  their  par  value. 

§  17.  The  said  county  court  may  annually,  when  mak- 
ing the  levy  provided  for  in  the  third  section  of  this  act, 
include  an  additional  sum  in  the  levy,  not  exceeding  fifty 
cents  on  every  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property, 
for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  sinking  fund  for  the  re- 
demption of  the  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  oi 
this  act,  which  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  or 
collector  of  said  county,  who  shall  collect  and  account 
for  the  same,  and  have  the  same  powers,  and  be  subject 
to  the  same  duties  and  liabilities  provided  for  the  collect- 
ing and  paying  over  of  the  other  taxes  mentioned  in  thia 
act,  and  said  sheriff  or  collector  shall  be  liable  for  the 
same  on  his  bond,  and  shall  pay  the  same  over  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of  the  sinking 
fund,  who  shall  be  responsible  for  same  on  his  bond,  and 
he  shall  expend  the  same  in  the  redemption  of  the  bonds 
issued  under  this  act  at  not  exceeding  their  par  value. 

§  18.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  893. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  <*An  act  to  anthoriz*  the  people  of 
Lagrange  and  Westport  voting  precincts,  in  Oldham  countj,  to  vote  ft 
tax  for  the  purpose  of  bailding  turnpike  roads  In  said  precincts." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Vie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

That  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  authorize  the  people 
of  Lagrange  and  Westport  voting  precincts,  in  Oldham 
county,  to  vote  a  tax  for  the  purpose  of  building  turnpike 
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roads  in   said   precincts,"   approved  on   the  day  of 

,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows: 

§  1.  The  turnpike  commissioners  elected  under  said  act 
may  employ  the  sheriff  of  Oldham  county,  or  any  other 
person,  to  collect  the  taxes  therein  provided  for,  and  they 
may  employ  any  person  whom  they  may  see  proper  to 
make  the  necessary  assessment  of  property;  but  any  per- 
son employed  either  to  make  such  assessment  or  to  collect 
the  taxes  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  performance  of 
his  duties,  take  an  oath  and  execute  bond  with  good 
security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  Said 
bonds  shall  be  approved  by  the  county  court  and  recprded 
in  the  clerk's  office  thereof. 

§  2.  Whenever  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment 
shall  be  adopted  or  ratified  by  the  voters  of  said  precincts 
as  therein  provided,  the  joint  board  of  turnpike  commis- 
sioners elected  for  said  precincts  may  issue  their  bonds, 
not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  fifteen  thousand  dollars, 
with  interest  coupons  thereto  attached,  payable  annually 
at  six  percent.  Said  bonds  shall  run  not  exceeding  seven 
3'ears.  They  shall  be  for  such  sums  as  the  commissioners 
may  determine,  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars  each,  and  the  principal* 
and  interest  thereof  to  be  made  payable  at  the  Bank  of 
Kentucky,  at  Louisville.  Said  bonds,  when  examined 
and  approved  by  the  county  judge  of  Oldham  county, 
may  be  sold  by  the  commissioners,  and  the  proceeds  ap- 
plied to  the  construction  of  turnpike  roads  in  said  pre- 
cincts. The  taxes  collected  under  the  act  to  which  this  is 
an  amendment,  from  time  to.  time,  shall  be  deposited  iir^ 
the  bank  aforesaid,  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  said 

bonds  and  the  interest  thereon. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  894. 

AN  ACT  CO  prohibit  the  sale  of  spiritaoQS,  tidous,  or  malt  liqaora,  or  any 
mixtare  thereof,  within  one  mile  of  Fountain  Ran,  in  Monroe  connty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  any 
spirituous,  vinous, or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  thereof, 
within  one  mile  of  Fountain  Run,  in  Monroe  county, 
Kentucky. 

§  2.  That  any  person  violating:  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  and  punishments  which 
are  imposed  by  statute  upon  persons  guilty  of  retailing 
and  tippling. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  May, 
1882. 

Approved  April  8,  1882. 


CHAPTER  895. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  collection  of  taxea  in  Webster  county. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  that  R.  T.  Wallace,  who 
was  sheriff  of  Webster  county  for  the  year  1880,  has  paid 
the  State  revenue,  but  has  failed  to  account  for  the  county 
levy  for  that  year;  and  whereas,  it  is  represented  that 
there  is  yet  due  from  many  of  the  tax-payers  of  said 
county  State  and  county  revenue  for  1880,  and  that  said 
Wallace  has  left  the  State  without  making  any  provision 
for  the  payment  of  said  county  revenue  or  dues,  and  with- 
out any  provision  for  the  collection  of  said  State  and 
county  revenue  yet  due  and  unpaid  to  said  sheriff;  there- 
fore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 

of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Webster  county,  upon 
the  motion  of  any  one  of  the  sureties  of  said  Wallace,  on 
his  county  levy  bond,  may  appoint  some  person  or  per- 
sons to  collect  the  same.  Such  person  so  appointed  shall 
execute  a  bond,  with  sureties  approved  by  said  court,  for

the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  him. 
He  shall  have  all  the  powers  to  distrain  and  sell  that  said 
Wallace  would  have  if  present  and  acting  in  person,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  as  said  Wallace 
would  be. 

(  2.  The  county  court  shall  direct  to  whom  the  money 
shall  be  paid  when  collected. 

§3.  The  person  so  appointed  may  agree  with  the  sure- 
ties of  Wallace  as  to  his  commissions. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  896. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Alex.  Oder,  assessor  of  Scott  couatj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  Alexander  Oder,  assessor  of  Scott  county,  be 
allowed  until  the  first  day  of  June,  1682,  to  complete  his 
assessments  and  me^ke  his  returns. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Approved  April  8,  1882. 


CHAPTER  897. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Gjntbiana  Leaf  Tobacco  CompaDy. 

Be  it  enjocted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Wm.  Addams,  Paul  King,  John  W.  Mattox, 
James  T.  Hedges,  Hugh  N.  Garnett,  and  John  K.  Lake, 
and  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  and  constituted  a  bodj'-politic,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Cynthiana  Leaf  Tobacco  Com- 
pany, and  by  that  name  shall  have  power  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded;  to  take,  hold  and  convey  both  real  and  per- 
sonal property,  the  real  estate  held  by  said  corporation 
not  to  exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  value;  to  make 
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all  necessary  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  government 
of  the  corporation  and  the  management  of  its  affairs,  and 
to  do  all  other  acts  that  may  be  necessary  for  carrj'ing 
on  the  business  of  buying  and  selling  leaf  tobacco,  grain^ 
hemp,  wool,  and  other  merchandise  or  produce,  and  stor- 
ing same  for  others,  in  which  business  the  corporation  is 
empowered  to  engage. 

§  2.  The  principal  office  and  place  of  business  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  at  or  near  Gynthiana,  Kentucky. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  shall  not  be 
less  than  six  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  but  may  be  increased,  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  stock,  to  not  more  than  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars;  but  should  such  increase  of  stock  be 
made,  the  holders  of  stock  at  the  time  shall  have  the 
right  to  take  said  additional  stock  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  stock  then  held  by  each. 

§  4.  Each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled,  either  in  per- 
son or  by  written  proxy,  to  cast  one  vote  for  each  share 
of  paid-up  stock  held  by  him;  and  the  holders  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  atl 
meetings  of  the  stockholders. 

§  5.  The  stock  in  the  corporation  shall  be  personal  prop- 
erty, and  a  record  of  the  ownership  thereof  shall  be  kept 
by  the  corporation,  and  no  transfer  thereof  shall  be  valid 
until  recorded  upon  the  books  of  the  corporation.  Any 
stockholder  desiring  to  sell  his  or  her  stock  in  the  com- 
pany must  give  the  chief  officer  of  the  corporation  ten 
days'  notice  of  such  desire ;  and  should  such  chief  officer 
not  purchase  said  stock  or  furnish  a  purchaser  for  the 
same  on  as  favorable  terms  as  the  same  could  be  sold  in 
open  market,  then  the  said  stockholder  shall  have  the 
right  to  sell  the  same  in  open  market. 

§  6.  The  selection  of  officers  of  the  corporation,  and 
their  powers  and  duties  in  the  management  of  the  affairs 
of  the  corporation,  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws. 

§  7.  The  private  property  of  the  stockholders  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  debts  of  the  corporation,  and  the  pay- 
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ment  into  the  Treasury  of  this  Commonwealth  during  the 
first  week  in  each  year,  b}'  the  chief  officer  of  the  corpo- 
ration, of  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  capi* 
tal  stock  held  in  said  corporation,  shall  be  a  part  of  the 
revenue  proper,  and  be  in  full  of  all  taxes  against  this 
company,  except  the  real  estate  owned  by  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  subject  to  city  taxation,  as  other  like  prop- 
erty in  the  town  of  Cynthiana  is  subject. 

§  8.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  make  ad- 
vances on  tobacco  and  other  products  of  the  country, 
charge  and  collect  any  rate  of  interest  which  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  parties  in  writing,  not  exceeding  the 
maximum  rate  allowed  by  law. 

§  9.  The  corporation  shall  continue  for  the  term  of 
ninety-nine  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  but  it  may 
be  dissolved  at  any  time  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the 
capital  stock. 

^  10.  Should  any  subscriber  to  the  stock  of  the  corpo- 
ration fail  to  pay  his  subscription,  or  any  part  thereof, 
the  governing  board  of  the  corporation  may  forfeit  the 
same,  or  they  may  order  a  sale  of  the  same  at  public 
sale  after  public  advertisement.  Any  surplus  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale,  over  and  above  the  amount  due  upon 
said  subscription,  shall  be  paid  to  such  delinquent  sub- 
scriber; but  in  case  of  forfeiture  of  said  stock,  all  pay- 
ments theretofore  made  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the 
corporation. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  899. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  tbo  Phoeoix  Contract  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Jas.  B.  Dunlap,  Jas.  P.  Helm,  and  John  L. 
Dunlap,  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Phcenix  Contract  Company; 
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and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
capable  in  law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with, 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
in  all  courts  and  elsewhere  as  a  natural  person;  may 
adopt  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  or  renew  the 
same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  con- 
tract with  individuals  or  corporations  for  the  construction 
and  equipment  of  railroads,  street  railroads,  turnpike 
roads,  elevators,  wharves,  canals,  and  other  like  internal 
improvements,  and  may  take  in  pay  therefor  anj^  of  the 
stocks,  bonds,  real  estate,  or  other  property  of  the  indi- 
viduals or  corporations  with  whom  it  contracts,  and  hold, 
sell,  transfer,  convey,  and  enjoy  the  same  as  a  natural 
person. 

§  3.  That  the  affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  con- 
ducted by  a  board  of  directors  of  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  seven,  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually 
president.  Said  board  of  directors  shall  be  elected  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  which  shall  be 
held  on  the  second  Monday  in  May  of  each  year  by  the 
stockholders,  after  due  notice  to  the  stockholders  of  the 
time  and  place  given,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by- 
laws. At  all  the  meetings  of  the  stockholders  each 
stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share 
of  stock  held  by  him. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  any 
sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be 
transferable  on  the  books  of  the  company  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed in  the  by-laws.  The  incorporators  above  named 
may  open  books  tor  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of 
the  company,  after  giving  such  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  as  they  may  deem  proper.  And  when  one  hundred 
shares  of  the  capital  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
they  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers,  after  due 
notice  to  each  subscriber,  and  org'anize  by  the  election 
of  a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  serve  until  the  next 
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annual  meeting,  or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified. 

§  5.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  adopt 
such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  government  of  its  officers  and  affairs,  not  incon- 
sistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States, 
and  may  appoint  all  the  officers,  agents,  and  servants 
necessary,  and  take  from  any  of  them  such  bond  as  may 
be  required,  and  do  any  and  all  acts  for  the  carrying  out 
of  the  purposes  of  this  act  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  this  State.  The  principal  office  of  said  company  shall 
be  located  in  the  city  of  Louisville.  The  subscriptions 
to  the  capital  stock  shall  be  paid  for  upon  such  terms  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  board  of  directors  and 
the  subscribers. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  900. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate   Riverside  Male  and  Female  Semlnarj,  at  Vadcc- 

burf^. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Henry  K.  Taylor,  as  principal,  and  Samuel 
J.  Pugh,  A.  H.  Parker,  H.  C.  Bruce,  L.  B.  Piersal,  T.  B. 
Harrison,  Dr.  J.  M.  Wells,  A.  L  McKay,  and  F.  M.  Tay- 
lor,  as  trustees,  and  their  successors  appointed  by  the 
principal,  shall  be  a  body-corporate,  under  the  name  of 
the  Principal  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Riverside  Male 
and  Female  Seminary. 

$  2.  That  the  principal  and  corps  of  instructors  shall 
have  power  to  determine  the  course  of  study  and  discipline 
to  be  adopted  in  said  institute,  provided  it  be  coextensive 
with  that  prescribed  by  the  best  institutions  of  the  same 
order.  That  the  principal  and  corps  of  instructors  shall 
conduct  semi-annual  examinations,  and  shall,  with  the 
advice  of  the  board  of  trustees,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
attend  the  examinations,  confer  upon  such  young  ladies 
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and  gentlemen  as  shall  have  completed  the  prescribed 
course  of  study,  and  passed  a  reputable  examination,  the 
literary  honors  of  the  institution. 

§  3.  That  there  shall  be  a  course  of  science  and  mod- 
ern literature,  and  a  more  extended  course  of  science  and 
ancient  literature,  taug:ht  in  said  institute;  and  upon  those 
who  shall  have  pursued  the  former  the  degree  of  Maid  of 
Science  or  Bachelor  of  Science,  and  upon  those  who  have 
pursued  the  latter  Maid  of  Arts  or  Bachelor  of  Arts  shall 
be  conferred.  Further,  that  upon  those  upon  whom  the 
second  mentioned  degree  has  been  conferred,  and  who 
shall  for  three  years  pursue  a  literary  course,  the  honorary 
degree  of  Mistress  of  Arts  or  Master  of  Arts  shall  be  con- 
ferred. 

§  4.  That  should  said  institute  at  any  time  pass  out  of 
the  hands  of  the  present  principal,  his  successors  shall 
have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  specified  in  this  act. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  901. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Junction  City,  In  Boyle  coanty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Junction 
City,  in  Boyle  county,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  estab- 
lished as  follows,  towit :  in  the  form  of  a  square,  whose 
sides  shall  run  north,  south,  east,  and  west,  and  measure 
a  half  mile,  and  whose  center  shall  be  the  center  of  the 
crossing  of  the  Cincinnati  Southern  Railway  with  the 
Knoxville  Branch  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Rail- 
road. 

§2.  That  A.  Tribble,  J.  Booth,  Wm.  Wells,  A.  Miller, 
J.  Calvert,  H.  Calvert,  Geo.  Holtby,  P.  Handman,  are 
hereby  appointed  trustees  of  said  town,  who  shall  hold 
their  ofHce  until  the  first  Saturday  in  June,  1882,  at  which 
time,  and  annually  thereafter,  there  shall  be  an  election 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town   for  five  trustees,  to 
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serve  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  qualifiecl.  Said  trustees  herein  mentioned 
shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,,  be 
duly  qualified  by  some  one  authorized  to  administer  an 
oath  that  they  shall  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  said  (>ath. 
office. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office 
shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known 
as  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Junction  City;  and  by  that  styic 
name  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being 
impleaded,  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  4.  That  said  trustees,  any  three  of  whom  shall  con-  Quorum. 
stitute  a  quorum,  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  as  chair- 
man, who  shall  preside  over  the  deliberations  of  said 
board  when  convened,  and  who  shall  have  power  to  con- 
vene the  board  in  session  whenever  he  may  deem  it 
necessar}'. 

§  5.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  over  the  powen. 
streets,  alleys,  and  sidewalks,  and  may  direct  the  open- 
ing, straightening,  altering,  or  improving  of  the  same  in 
such  manner  as  they  may  deem  most  beneficial  to  the 
said  town;  they  shall  have  power  to  make  all  bylaws 
for  the  regulation  and  government  of  said  town,  not  in- 
consistent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  of  this  Commonwealth;  they  shall  have  power 
to  levy  and  collect  a  tax  upon  the  property  in  said  town 
not  to  exceed  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars'  worth  of  property,  and  a  poll-tax  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,  to  be  applied  to  the  improve- 
ment of  the  streets,  alleys,  and  sidewalks,  or  other  im- 
provements necessary  therein;  they  shall  have  power  to 
tax  shows  and  all  public  exhibitions  such  sums  as  they  in 
their  by-laws  may  fix. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of   trustees  to  officeis. 
appoint   a   treasurer,   clerk,    and    assessor,  and    to   take 
bonds,    with    sureties;  and    for    a    violation    of  duty,  or 
default  of  any  officer  so  appointed,  suit  may  be  brought 
before   any  tribunal  having  jurisdiction  thereof;   a  ma- 
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jority  of  said  board  of  trustees  may,  for  proper  cause, 
remove  any  officer,  and  appoint  others  to  fill  the  va- 
cancy. 

§  7.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to 
License.  liccnse  and  regulate  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  and 

malt  liquors  by  tavern  and  saloon-keepers,  and  all  other 
dealers,  either  wholesale  or  retail,  in  said  town,  and  to 
fix  the  rate  of  tax  to  be  paid  by  such  as  may  be  licensed 
in  any  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num, or  to  withhold  such  license  at  their  discretion  :  Pro- 
vided, That  no  such  license  shall  take  effect  until  the 
dealer  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  of  the  Boyle  county  court 
the  tax  imposed,  and  execute  the  bonds  required  by  the 
laws  of  the  State. 

^  8.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  keep  a  full  and 
complete  record  of  their  proceedings,' and  at  the  request 
of  a  member  the  ayes  and  nays  on  any  question  shall  be 
recorded:  Provided^  That  no  member  shall  vote  on  any 
question  in  which  he  has  a  private  interest.  They  shall 
keep  an  account  of  all  moneys  levied,  collected,  and  dis- 
bursed, and  state  on  their  journal  for  what  each  sum  was 
disbursed,  and  shall  at  all  times  keep  their  journal  open 
to  the  inspection  of  the  citizens  of  the  town.  They  shall 
cause  all  orders  and  proceedings  of  the  board  to  be  en- 
tered on  the  journal,  and  to  be  signed  by  the  chairman  or 
the  chairman  pro  tempore. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  board  of 
Clerk.  trustees  appointed  under  the  sixth  section  of  this  act  to 

preserve  the  books,  papers,  and  records  belonging  to  the 
office,  and  to  keep  a  regular  journal  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  board,  and  to  record  all  its  acts  and  resolutions, 
and  to  furnish  attested  copies  of  all  acts  and  orders 
passed  by  the  board,  when  required  to  do  so  by  persons 
entitled  to  demand  the  same,  and  to  draw  his  order  on 
the  treasurer  for  all  sums  due  persons  on  claims  allowed 
by  the  board.  He  shall  make  out  a  book  for  the  collector 
of  taxes,  with  a  copy  of  the  order  of  the  board  of  trustees 
fixing  the  rate  of  assessments,  and  also  a  list  of  the  per- 
sons and  property  by  whom  and  upon  which  taxes  are

-due  and  unpaid,  and  the  amount  of  each  claim  respect- 
ively, after  the  assessor's  list  has  been  revised  and  cor- 
rected by  said  board. 

5  10.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  and  receipt  for  all  Treasurer.  ; 
moneys  paid  to  the  board.  He  shall  pay  out  no  money 
without  a  copy  of  an  oVder  of  the  board  making  the  ap- 
propriation signed  by  the  clerk,  and  he  shall  file  all  such 
vouchers  for  settlement  with  the  board.  The  treasurer  is 
authorized  to  receive  and  receipt  for  all  taxes  that  may 
be  paid  to  him  before  the  first  day  of  October  annually. 
He  shall,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  October,  annually, 
report  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  a  true  list  of  all  the  taxes 
and  moneys  received  by  him. 

§  11.  On  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1882,  a  police  Police  judge. 
Judge  and  marshal  shall  be  elected  for  said  town  by  the 
qualified  voters  thereof,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law 
for  holding  elections  for  county  judge  and  sheiiffs,  and 
for  the  periods  prescribed  by  the  forty-first  section,  article 
four,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State;  and  for  holding  the 
same  the  trustees  of  the  town  shall  make  all  necessary 
orders  and  appoint  the  necessary  officers  to  conduct  the 
same.  The  qualifications  of  a  judge  and  marshal  shall 
be  same  as  those  of  a  county  judge  and  sherifi^. 

^  12.  Said  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  causes,  jumdicti 
civil,  criminal,  and  penal,  in  which  justices. of  the  peace 
have  jurisdiction;  and  that  in  all  criminal  and  penal 
cases  he  shall  have  the  jurisdiction  of  two  justices  of  the 
peace,  and  of  all  misdemeanors  occurring  andjcommitted 
in  the  town;  said  court  shall  be  governed  in  its  rules  of 
procedure  by  the  Code  of  Practice,  and  appeals  from  its 
judgment  may  be  taken  as  therein  prescribed. 

§  13,  The  process  of  said  court  shall  be  directed  to  the 
marshal,  and  by  him  executed,  unless, for  special  reasons, 
the  judge  cause  it  to  be  directed  to  another,  which  may 
4>e  to  any  sheriff,  constable,  policeman,  or  marshal.  It 
shall  run  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
and  may  go  into  any  county  of  the  Commonwealth;  and 
'Baid  marshal  or  other  officer  may  execute  it  anywhere  in 
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the  State.     The  police  judge  shall  be  entitled  to  a  fee  of 
one  dollar  for  issuing  a  warrant,  and   for  each  judgntient^ 
and  recording  the  same,  fifty  cents;  and  for  all  other  ser- 
vices shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  that  are  allowed 
justices  of  the  peace  for  similar  services. 

§  14.  The  marshal  of  the  town,  before  he  enters  upon- 
Marshal.  the  dutics  of  his  office,  shall  take  the  oaths  of  office  in 

substance  the  same  as  those  prescribed  by  law  for  sheriffs, 
and  execute  bond,  with  sufficient  security,  in  a  sum  not 
less  than  one  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  as  may  be 
required  by  the  board  of  trustees.  It  !<hall  be  his  duty  to 
execute  and  make  due  return  of  all  notices  and  all  pro- 
cesses  legally  directed  to  him,  and  receive  and  collect 
fines  and  forfeitures  due  and  payable  to  the  town,  and 
account  for  and  pay  over  the  same  at  the  time  and  in  the 
manner  required  by  law.  He  shall  attend  the  meetings^ 
of  the  board,  and  serve  and  execute  all  orders  and  all 
notices  issued  or  made  by  them.  He  shall  have  all  the 
powers,  and  shall  be  liable  to  ail  the  responsibilities  of 
sheriffs  in  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

§  15.  The  marshal  shall  be  ex  officio  collector  of  all 
taxes  due  the  town;  but  the  board  of  trustees  may  ap- 
point another  collector  of  taxes  for  the  same  reason  that 
the  county  court  may  appoint  a  collector  of  revenue  in 
the  stead  of^the  sheriff.  He  shall  be  allowed  to  charge 
the  same  fees  and  commissions  that  are  allowed  to  con- 
stables for  similar  services,  and  for  all  other  services  shall 
receive  such  salary  as  may  be  determined  by  the  board  of 
trustees. 

§  16.  For  any  tax  levied  under  this  act  there  shall 
exist  a  lien  in  favor  of  the  trustees  upon  all  the  property 
of  the  tax-payer  until  the  tax  is  paid,  which  shall  not  be 
defeated  by  gift,  devise,  sale,  alienation,  or  any  mean» 
whatever;  and  incase  the  owner  of  any  taxable  property 
shall  fail  to  pay  his  taxes  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Oc- 
tober in  each  year,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  tax  collector 
to  levy  on  and  sell  for  cash  in  hand,  at  some  public  place 
in  said  town,  after  ten  days'  notice  by  written  or  printed 
advertisements  posted  in  three  or  more  public  places  in 
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said  town,  so  much  of  the  personal,  mixed,  or  real  prop-^ 
erty  of  the  person  so  in  default  as  will  pay  off  and  dis- 
charge the  taxes  of  such  defaulter  due  the  trustees,  and 
ten  per  centum  damages  thereon  for  the  tax-collector, 
besides  expenses  of  sale,  which  sale  shall  vest  the  pur- 
chaser with  the  title  and  right  to  hold  the  same;  and  per- 
sonal property  so  sold  shall  be  delivered  at  once  to  the^ 
purchaser:  Provided^  however,  That  the  owner  of  the  real 
estate  so  sold  may,  within  one  year  from  the  day  of  sale, 
redeem  such  real  estate  by  paying  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
town,  or  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town 
for  snid  purchaser,  the  purchase-money  and  ten  per  cent, 
thereon;  but  if  he  or  she  ^ails  to  redeem  the  real  estate, 
as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  within  one  year,  the  chairman 
of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  convey  by  deed  to  the  pur- 
chaser, or  his  heirs  or  assigns,  the  estate  so  purchased, 
under  his  official  title;  and  said  deed  shall  vest  the  fulf 
fee-simple  title  in  the  purchaser,  who,  to  obtain  possession^ 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  remedies  as  are  prescribed 
by  law  in  case  of  a  purchase  under  sheriff's  deed.  The 
board  ot  trustees  shall  make  all  needful  rules  and  regula- 
tions to  carry  into  effect  its  foregoing  provisions. 

§  17.  The  male  inhabitants  of  the  town,  of  the  age  of  Voters 
twenty-one  years  and  over,  who  shall  have  been  bona 
fide  lesidents  two  years  in  the  State,  or  one  year  in  the 
counry  of  Boyle,  and  sixty  days  in  Junction  City,  next 
preceding  the  election;  also  all  the  male  6ona  ^rf^  resi- 
dents of  the  county  of  Boyle,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years  and  over,  who  shall  be  the  owners  of  real  prop- 
erty lying  within  the  town,  upon  which  there  has  been 
an  assessment  of  taxes  equal  to  the  poll-tax  imposed 
upon  the  male  residents  of  the  town,  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  at  each  and  every  election  held  in  said  town. 

§  18    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and   after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  902. 

AN  ACT  for  the   benefit  of  Rufas  McOord,  of  Birmingham,  in  Marshall 

count  J. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Rufus  McCord,  of  Birmingham,  Marshall 
county,  is  hereby  vested  with  the  right  and  privilege  of 
landing  hi»  ferry-boat  anywhere  Within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  said  town  of  Birmingham,  on  the  Tennessee 
river,  in  the  said  county  of  Marshall. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage. 

Approved  April  8,  1882. 


CHAPTER  903. 

AN  ACT  to  repeal  hu  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  prevent  certain  kinds  of 
stock  from  running  at  lar^e  in  Simpson  county,''  approved  March  31st, 
1880. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  prevent  certain 
kinds  of  stock  from  running  at  large  in  Simpson  county,'' 
approved  March  31st,  1860,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
repealed. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Approved  April  8,  1882. 


CHAPTER   904. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale, 'barter,  or  gift  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt 
liquors,  or  the  mixture  of  either,  in  common  school  district  No.  69,  in 
Grayson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
■of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  sell,  barter,  or  give  away  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or 
malt  liquor,  or  any  mixture  of  either,  within  the  limits  of 
common  school  district  No.  69,  in  Grayson  county,  Ken- 
lucky. 
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§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall^be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  twenty-five 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  which  may  be  recovered  upon 
warrant  before  any  magistrate. 

§  3.  All  fines  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  county  school  commissioner  by 
the  trustee  of  the  jury  furtd  for  the  benefit  of  the  com- 
mon schools  in  said  district. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  905. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of   the  town  of   Hustonsyille,  in  Lincoln 

county,  and  the  amendments  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  so  much  of  an  act  approved  March  13th^ 
1872,  prohibiting  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt 
liquor  within  the  limits  of  said  town  of  Hustonsville^ 
and  so  much  of  an  act  approved  March  11th,  1876,  ex- 
tending the  time  of  said  local  option  for  ten  years,  be^ 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  907. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Bellewood  Seminary  and  Kentucky  Presbyterian 

Normal  School. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

J  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  a  body-corporate,  to  be  style. 
known   as  '« Bellewood  Seminary  and  Kentucky  Presby- 
terian Normal  School,"  and  Bennett  H.  Young,  H.  W.  Trustees^ 
Bruce,  R.  S.  Veech.  Geo.  C.  Norton,  and  W.  N.  Halde- 
man  shall  be  a  board  of  trustees  to  manage  its  affairs; 
and  said  corporation  shall  have  all  the  power,  rights,  and 
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privileges  belonging  to  corporate  bodies,  and  with  au- 
thority to  maintain  a  female  college  or  school  in  which 
may  be  taught  all  the  branches  of  learning  incidental  to 
the  education  of  women,  and  with  the  right  to  grant 
diplomas  or  certificates  in  each  department,  and  to  con- 
fer any  and  all  degrees  usually  conferred  by  female  col- 
leges in  this  or  other  States,  and  to  do  any  and  all  acts 
essential  to  the  foundation  and  maintenance  of  a  univer- 
sity for  female  education,  and  to  receive  gifts  or  bequests, 
and  to  establish  scholarships  or  fellowships,  and  to  have 
and  to  hold  all  the  real  property  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  ends  named,  and  to  dispose  of  the  same  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  board  of  trustees  may  deem  best. 

^  2.  The  said  board  of  trustees  may  fill  all  vacancies 

Vacancies.  occurriug   in   their  number,  may  appoint  all   officers  or 

teachers,  may  require  bonds  for  the  proper  discharge  of 
duty,  and  shall  found  and  maintain  said  school  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Synod  of  Kentucky,  in  connection  with 
what  is  known  as  the  Southern  Presbyterian  Church;  and 
in  case  the  property  of  said  corporation  ehall  at  any  time 
cease  to  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  female  education  as 
a  Presbyterian  school,  in  connection  wiih  said  Southern 
Presbyterian  Church,  it  shall  revert  to  the  use  of  the  said 
•Synod  of  Kentucky  for  educational  purposes  as  afore- 
said. 

§  S.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  and  empow- 

Powers.  ered  to  receive  and  take,  under  special  agreement  from 

the  Louisville  Presbyterijin  Orphanage,  certain  property 
at  Anchorage,  Kentucky,  now  used,  by  said  Bellewood 
Seminary  and  Kentucky  Presbyterian  Normal  School; 
and  said  Louisville  Presbyterian  Orphanage  is  also  au- 
thorized to  convey  such  property  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
to  said  Bellewood  Seminary  and  Kentucky  Presbyterian 
Normal  School. 

§  4.  Said  corporation  may  issue  its  bonds  for  amounts, 

May  Issue  bonds    and  in  such  form  and   manner,  as  its  trustees  may  deem 

proper,  and  may  mortgage  its  real  and  perfronal  property 
to  secure  the  payment  of  the  same,  and  may  also  sell, 
convey,  or  encumber  its  property  in  any  way,  and  at  such 
time  as  its  board  of  trustees  may  determine. 
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§  5.  Said   board   of  trustees   may   make  such  by-laws  By-laws. 
>tind  rules  tor  its  management  and  direction  as  to  them 
may  seem  fit,  not  inconsistent  with  the  restrictions  here- 
inbefore stated. 

§  U.  The  improved  property  and  funds  of  said  corpora- 
tion, in  BO  far  as  held  and  used  for  educational  purposes, 
shall  be  exempt  from  State  and  municipal  taxation. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 


sage.

CHAPTER  908. 

AX  ACT  to  iDcorporaie  the  Kentucky  Mutual  Benefit  Associalion. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  M.  H.  Dickinson,  J.  U.  Rogers,  G.  A  Brown-  incorporators. 
•ing,  C.  L.  Hill,  Jno.  T.  Hawkins,  J.  J.  Jepson,  J  B.  Del- 
vaux,  J.  B.  Martin,  J.  Ritter,  and  J.  A.  Murray,  and  their 
successors,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate, 
under  the  name  of  "The  Kentucky  Mutual  Benefit  Asso-  style. 
ciatipn;"  to  have  perpetual  succession,  with  the  r'ght  to 
-acquire  and  hold  real  and  personal  property,  not  exceed- 
ing in  value  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  with  the 
power  to  confer  charities  as  herein  provided,  or  as  the 
president  and  directors  may  determine;  and  piay  m^ke 
contracts,  sue  and  be  sued,  and  transact  business  in 'its 
•corporate  name  for  its  separate  purposes,  and  to  use  a 
corporate  seal,  renewable  or  changeable  at  pleasure; 
may  make  by-laws  for  its  government,  not  inconsistent' 
with  the  purposes  of  its  corporation,  or  with  the  laws  of 
the  land. 

^  2.  The  persons  herein  named  above,  or  a  majority  of  Board. 
them,  shall  constitute  a  board  to  do  business,  and  may 
proceed  at  pleasure  to  organize  fully,  and  receive  as 
members  all  persons  who  shall  apply  for  membership, 
who  are  of  good  standing,  sound  health  and  constitution, 
who  shall  pass  a  satisfactory  medical  examination,  and 
«be  between  the  ages  of  twenty  and  seventy-five  years. 
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Benefits. 


To  each  person  received  as  a  member  there  shall'be  issued^ 
a  certificate  of  membership  upon  the  payment  of  such* 
fees  as  are  herein  provided^  All  persons  taking  certifi- 
cates in  said  association  may  be  divided  into  two  classes. 
Those  from  twenty  to  fifty-five  years  of  age  shall  com- 
pose the  first  class;  those  from  fifty-five  to  seventy-five 
years  of  age,  inclusive,  shall  compose  the  second  class,, 
and  each  member  shall  pay,  on  the  death  of  a  member  of 
his  class,  a  mortuary  fee,  the  amount  thereof,  to  be  regu- 
lated, by  the  by-laws,  and  specified  in  his  certificate  of 
membership.  The  certificates  of  membership  shall  be 
numbered  consecutively. 

§  3.  Each  person,  on  application  for  membership,  shall' 
Membership  fee.  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  associfition  the  sum  of  not 

exceeding  eight  dollars  per  thousand  as  a  membership 
fee,  and  the  sum  of  one  dollar  p^r  thousand  as  an  annual 
fee,  which  annual  fee  is  to  be  paid  on  the  first  days  of 
July  and  January  following  the  date  of  his  certificate. 
Upon  the  payment  of  the  membership  fee,  each  member 
shall  receive  a  life  membership  certificate,  of  such  device 
as  the  president  and  directors  may  adopt,  which  shall' 
express  on  its  face  the  obligations  of  such  member,  and' 
the  benefits  to  accrue  to  the  legal  heirs  or  beneficiary  of 
the  same  in  event  of  death. 

§  4.  The  object  of  this  association  is  to  create  and  pro- 
vide a  fund  for  the  families  and  relatives  and  friends  of 
deceased  persons,  and  the  certificates  of  life  membe'rship 
herein  shall  not  be  assignable  or  transferable  except  to  a 
person  having  an  insurable  interest  in  the  life  of  the 
member,  and  by  the  permission  of  the  board  of  directors, 
indorsed  upon  the  certificate,  and  signed  by  the  president 
and  attested  by  the  secretary.  Nor  shall  the  fund,  or  any 
part  thereof,  due  any  person  on  the  death  of  any  member 
of  the  association,  be  subject  to  any  debt  or  liability 
against  such  deceased  member  or  his  estate. 

§  5.  The  principal  office  of  the  association  shall  be 
located  at  Glasgow,  Kentucky,  and  the  persons  above- 
named,  to  whom  this  charter  is  granted,  shall  compose 
the  first  board  of  directors,  from  whose  number  they  shalt 


Purposes. 


Principal  office. 
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elect  the  officers  of  the  aR8ociation,  viz:  a  president,  vice 
president,  secretary,  and  treasurer.  They  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  ancTuntil  their  successors  are  elected 
aud  installed.  The  election  of  a  new  board,  which  shall 
be  composed  of  not  less  than  seven  members,  shall  take 
place  one  year  after  the  organization  of  the  associa- 
tion under  the  directory,  and  annually  thereafter.  Mem- 
bers shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  all  elections,  in  person 
or  by  proxy.  If  any  proxy  is  annulled,  the  secretary 
shall  be  notified  of  such  act;  and  on  failure  to  do  so 
by  any  member,  his  proxy  shall  represent  him.  Should 
a  vacancy  occur  at  any  time  in  the  board,  the  remain- 
ing members  shall  have  power  to  fill  it.  The  board 
may  fix  the  salaries  of  its  officers,  and  prescribe  in  the 
by-laws  their  duties,  and  the  amounts  and  conditions 
ot  their  bonds,  which  shall  be  required  of  them,  and  do 
all  other  acts  within  the  purview  of  this  charter,  and 
not  inconsistent  with  the  law.  ,  A  majority  of  the  board 
of  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  and 
ill  the  absence  of  the  president  and  vice  president,  may 
appoint  a  president  pro  tempore, 

§  6.  On  notification  by  the  secretary  of  the  death  of  Mortuary  fee. 
any  member  of  the  association,  of  either  class,  each  sur- 
viving member  of  that  class  shall  pay  into  the  treasury, 
within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  notice,  the  mortu- 
ary fee  stipulated  in  his  certificate  of  membership,  which 
sum  shall  constitute  a  fund  to  be  paid  within  sixty  days 
from  the  date  of  proof  of  death  of  the  deceased  meml)er, 
less  ten  per  cent  ,  to  be  deducted  for  expenses  of  collec- 
tion, to  the  legal  heirs  or  beneficiary  of  the  deceased 
member.  Any  person  failing  to  pay  his  assessment  or 
annual  dues  within  thirty  days,  as  provided  for  in  this 
section,  shall  forfeit  his  membership  and  all  benefits  aris- 
ing therefrom;  but  may  be  reinstated  by  the  board  upon 
application  made  within  twelve  months  from  date  of 
forfeiture,  accompanied  by  a  medical  certificate  of  con- 
tinued good  health,  and  pre-payment  of  all  arrearages, 
and  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  recording  same. 

§  7.  No  assessment  shall  be  levied  to  pay  any  certificate 
or  death  loss  as  long  as  there  is  money  enough,  arising 
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from  assessments,  in  the  treasur}^  to  pay  one  loss;  but 
five  per  cent,  of  the  funds  paid  into  the  treasury  may  be 
retained  as  a  contingent  fund. 

§6.  The  board  of  directors  may  establish  branch  offices 
Branch^officc.       anj   ageucies   anywhere   for  the   purpose  of  facilitating 

the  objects  of  the  association,  which,  being  of  a  benevo- 
lent character,  shall  be  free  from  all  licenses  and  taxation, 
except  as  to  real  estate  and  personal  property. 

^  9.  The  board  of  directors  may,  at  any  time,  alter 
the  amount  to  be  paid  as  membership  fee,  annual  fee,  or 
assessment  for  death  losses,  as  experience  may  indicate; 
but  these  shall  not  apply  to  certificates  previously  issued. 

§  10.  The  private  property  of  officers  and  members 
shall  not  be  liable  for  any  debts  of  the  association.  Nor 
shall  the  association  contract  a  greater  debt  than  five 
hundred  dollars  at  any  one  time. 

§  11.  The  by-laws  shall  regulate  the  time  of  all  meet- 
ings of  the  board,  and  may  fix  the  rules  and  principles 
by  which  the  association  shall  try  any  member,  and  pre- 
scribe the  reasons  for  which  a  member  may  be  expelled, 
or  adjudicate  upon  his  rights,  duties,  and  forfeitures,  as 
a  member  of  the  association. 

^  12.  The  president  and  directors  shall  cause  to  be 
made,  annually,  a  lull  report  of  the  business  ot  the  asso- 
ciation, subject  to  the  inspection  of  its  members. 

§  13  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  909. 

AN  ACT  to   iacorporate  the  CiDcinnAti  and  Charleston  Railway  Compaoy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comrnonweallh  of 
Kentucky  : 

^  1.  That  B.  J.  Peters,  A.  L.  Greer,  John  Gray,  W.  F. 
Simrall,  and  W.  H.  Adams,  and  their  associates,  suc- 
cessors, and  assigns,  who  may  become  stockholders,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Cincinnati  and  Charleston 
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Tlailway  Company,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpet- 
ual succession,  and  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  defending  and  being  de- 
fended, in  law  and  equity,  in  all  courts  and  elsewhere,  in 
lik«  manner  and  as  fully  as  natural  persons  may  be. 
And  said  corporation  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  set  aside  and  renew  or  alter  the  same  at  pleasure; 
and  by  said  corporate  name  may  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  and  by  that  name  shall  he,  and  are  hereby, 
invested  wiih  all  the  powers,  privileges,  immunities,  and 
franchises  of  natural  persons. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be  any 
amount  not  exceeding  thirty  thousand  dollars  per  mile, 
for  each  mile  of  railroad  which  said  company  shall  build 
or  own  in  this  State  or  other  States,  divided  into  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  may  be  subscribed  for, 
purchased,  owned,  and  controlled  by  individuals  in  and 
out  of  this  State,  and  railroad  companies,  and  other  cor- 
porations in  Kentucky  or  elsewhere. 

§  3.  The  corporntord  named  in  the  first  section,  or  such 
of  them  as  may  act,  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of 
directors  of  said  company,  and  may  serve  as  such  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  The  said 
corporators,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  meet  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  agree  upon  and  designate, 
and  from  their  own  number,  or  from  such  persons  as  they 
may  associate  wiih  themselves,  choose  a  president,  and 
appoint  such  other  ofBcers  and  agents  as  nxHy  be  neces- 
sary ;  they  shall  have  power  to  adopt  such  by-laws  for 
the  government  of  the  company,  its  officers,  agents,  and 
employes,  in  the  general  conduct  and  management  of 
the  affairs  and  bu.«-iness  of  the  company,  as  may  be  need- 
ful and  proper,  and  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  the  same  at 
will. 

^  4.  The  general  oflice  of  the  company  shall  be  located 
in  the  city  of  Covington,  Kentucky.  The  directors  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  locate  and  establish  branch 
offices  or  agencies  at  such  other  place  or  places  as  may, 
in  their  judgment,  be  found  necessary. 
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§  5.  That  the  incorporators,  or  first  board  of  director?, 
shall  provide  in  the  by-laws  for  an  annual  election  of 
directors,  consisting  of  seven  in  number,  who  shall  be 
stockholders  of  said  company,  and  fix  the  time  and  place 
and  determine  the  manner  of  the  first  and  succeeding 
elections  of  directors.  The  directors  succeeding  the  first 
board  shall  severally  hold  their  ofiices  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  Eacb 
board  of  directors  may  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in 
their  number,  and  shall  choose  from  their  own  number 
a  president.  It  shall  require  a  majority,  including  the 
president,  to  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  board  of  direct- 
ors for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  6.  At  the  election  of  directors,  and  all  other  nneetings 
of  stockholders  in  said  company,  stockholders  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  so  held, 
which  may  be  cast  in  person  or  by  written  proxy.  Pro- 
vision shall  be  made  in  the  by  laws  for  annual  meeetings 
.of  the  stockholders,  and  such  called  meetings  as  are  nec-> 
essary. 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  man- 
agement and  control  of  the  property,  business,  and  affair:* 
of  the  company;  may  appoint  all  such  officers,  agents,, 
and  employes  as  are  necessary,  prescribe  their  duties  and 
compensation,  and  take  from  any  one  of  them  bond,  with 
security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directprs  of 
said  company  to  open  stock-books  for  subscription  to  tbe- 
capitat  stock,  at  such  times  and  places,  and  continue  them* 
open  for  such  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 
The  capital  stock  of  said  company  is  hereby  declared  to- 
be  personal  properly,  and  may  be  issued,  certified,  trans- 
•  ferred,  and  registered  in  such  manner,  and  at  such  places,, 
as  may  be  ordered  and  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  said 
company. 

§  9.  The  said  Cincinnati  and  Charleston  Railway  Com- 
pany shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered 
to  locate,  construct,  build,  and  complt^te  a  railroad,  wttb 
such   number  of  tracks  and  lines  of   telegraph    as   saidi 
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<:orporation  may  desire,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  be 
entitled  to  acquire  title  to  a  continuous  line  of  one  hun- 
dred feet  in  width  of  land,  with  such  additional  ground 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  said  railroad,  from  a 
point  on  the  Ohio  river,  at  or  near  the  city  of  Coving- 
ton or  the  city  of  Newport,  Kentucky,  thence  by  such 
route  as  paid  company  may  select,  to  any  point  on 
the  southern  boundary  line  of  the  Stale,  between  the 
western  line  of  the  county  of  Bell  and  the  eastern 
line  of  the  county  of  Harlan  in  the  said  State  of 
Kentucky;  and  to  construct,  build,  and  furnish  eaid  rail- 
road with  all  necessary  side-tracks,  turn-outs,  switches, 
depots,  stations,  and  all  necessary  buildings,  erections, 
and  structures  for  the  convenient  working  of  said  rail- 
road and  carrying  on  its  business;  and  with  all  the  rolling- 
stock  of  every  sort  and  kind,  and  all  other  machinery, 
implementi',  and  property  the  company  deem  necessary 
And  proper  for  the  proper  prosecution  of  its  business;  and 
said  company  shall  have  power  to  operate  and  maintain, 
the  same;  and  for  said  purposes  said  company,  in  its  cor- 
porate capacity,  is  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers 
necessary  for  purchasing,  acquiring  title  to,  holding,  sell- 
ing, and  conveying  and  transferring  all  real,  personal,  and 
mixed  property  said  company  may  deem  necessary  to 
the  carrying  out  of  the  objects  of  this  act,  to  the  same 
extent  as  any  natural  person  or  persons,  or  any  other  cor- 
poration may  exercise  such  right  of  acquisition,  holding, 
and  disposing  of  his,  their,  or  its  property. 

g  10.  That  portion  of  said  Cincinnati  and  Charleston 
Railway  which  may  be  constructed  from  a  point  on  the 
Elizabethtown,  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  to  the 
southern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  with 
its  appurtenances  and  property  belonging  thereto,  shall 
be,  and  are  hereby,  exempted  free  from  taxation.  State, 
•county,  or  municipal,  as  follows,  i.  e,,  each  section  of  ten 
miles  shall  be  exempted,  for  five  years  from  its  completion, 
from  all   taxation:    Provided^    That    if  the    road  be    not 

operated  after  the  lapse  of  ten  years  from  its  completion, 
this  exemption  from  taxation  shall  be  inoperative. 
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§  11.    Said    corporation    is'^hereby    authorized,  by    it& 
agents,  surveyors,  and  engineers,  to  cause  such  examina- 
tions and  surveys  of  the  different  routes  as  are  necessary 
to  determine  which  is  most  suitable  for  the  construction 
of  said  railroad,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company 
to  enter  upon,  take  possession  of,  and  u»e  all  such  real 
estate  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction,  operation, 
and  maintenance  of  said  railroad,  its  depots,  side-tracks, 
water-stations,  engine-houses,  machine  shops,  and  other 
buildings  and  appendage:^  necessary  lor  the  use  of  said 
"railroad  ;  and  said  corporation  may  aUo  take  and  u^e  any 
earth,  timber,  gravel,  stone,  or  other  materials  needed  for 
the  construction,  maintenance,  and   repairs  of  said  rail- 
road  and    its   appendages  and    work**,   and   may,   by   its 
authorized  agents,   agree    with   the   owner  of  the   land, 
earth,  timber,  gravel,  siune,or  other  materials  wanted  for 
the  purchase  of  the   whole,  or  the   u^e  and  occupation  of 
the  real  estate,  the  owners  thereof  being  competent  to  con- 
tract ;  but  if  the  owners  being  competent  refuse  to  contract, 
or  any  of  them  are  femes  covert  or  minors  or  non  compos^  or 
out  of  the  county  in   which  the  property  wanted  is  situ- 
ated, application   may  be    made   by  the  company  or  its 
agents  to  the  county  court  of  any  county  into  or  through 
which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  said  railroad;  such  court 
shall  appoint  three  commissioners,  who  shall  be  residents 
of  the  county  in  which  the  property  is  situated,  who  shall 
be  sworn   to  discharge  their  duties  under  this  act  justly 
and  impartially  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said   commissioners  to  view  the 
land  or  materials  required,  and  fix   the  amount  of  com- 
pensation to  which  the  owner  or  owners  may  be  entitled,, 
and  make  out  and  return  to  the  office  of  the  county  clerk 
of  said  county  a  report,  in  writing,  particularly  describing 
the  land  and  materials  valued,  and  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages, if    any,    assessed.      The    clerk    shall   receive    such 
report  and  file  the  same,  indorsing  thereon  the  time  of  its 
being  filed,  and  if  the  owner  resides  in   the   county,  he 
shall  forthwith  issue  a  summons  commanding  the  owner 
or  owners  of  such  land  or  materials  to  appear  and  show 
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cause  why  the  report,  shall  not  he  confirmed,  which  sum- 
mons shall  forthwith  be  executed  by  the  sheriff  or  other 
officer  in  whose  hands  it  may  be  placed.  The  report  shall 
be  docketed*  in  the  county  court,  and  stand  for  trial  at 
any  term  of  said  court,  commencing  not  less  than  ten 
days  after  service  of  the  summons,  unless  the  servicn  is 
hrtd  in  another  county,  when  it  shall  be  twenty  days,  it 
being  understood  that  the  county  judge  may  act  in  all 
cases  when  the  county  court  is  mentioned  in  this  chapter. 
If  the  owner  be  a  non-resident  of  the  State,  the  court 
shall,  at  the  first  term  after  the  report  is  filed,  appoint  an 
aitorney  to  defend  for  such  owner,  who  may  file  excep- 
tions at  any  time  after  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  his 
appointment;  and  upon  exceptions  being  filed  by  the 
owner  or  his  attorney,  or  by  the  company,  the  court  shall 
forthwith  order  a  JU17  to  be  empaneled  to  try  the  ques- 
tion of  compensation  and  damages,  unlet^s,  for  good  cause 
shown,  time  is  given  for  preparation.  If  no  exception 
be  filed,  the  report  shall  be  confirmed.  The  commission* 
ers  and  jury  shall,  in  estimating  damages,  allow  the 
owner  the  full  value  of  the  land  taken  or  to  to  be  taken 
by  the  company;  but  in  estimating  incidental  damage.^, 
or  damages  to  the  land  of  the  owner  adjoining  the  land 
t^ken,  may  take  into  consideration  the  advantages  to 
accrue  to  the  adjoining  lands  of  the  owner  by  reason  of 
the  building  of  the  road  Said  company  shall  not  be 
delayed  in  its  work  of  construction  by  proceedings  pre- 
scribed in  this  section,  but  may,  after  first  giving  bond, 
with  sufficient  security,  to  pay  such  damages  and  costs  aa 
may  be  finally  awarded,  proceed  with  its  construction, 
taking  and  using  such  land  and  material  as  it  may  require 
and  be  entitled  to  take  under  this  charter. 

§  12.  That  said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase 
and  hold  any  other  road  in  this  State,  or  in  any  other 
State,  and  may  subscribe  stock  in  or  aid  in  building  any 
other  railroad  in  or  out  of  this  State,  and  may  consoli- 
date itself  with  any  other  railroad  company  in  or  out  of 
this  State,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  it  and  the  other  company  or  com- 
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panies,  bo  as  to  secure  a  continuous  line  under  one  man- 
agement  from  two  or  more  certain  termini,  or  so  as  to 
secure  branch  roads  and  feeders  for  the  main  line,  and 
may  establisli  and  take  a  suitable  and  proper  name,  to  be 
approved  of  by  the  consolidating  companies,  and  may 
lease  and  operate  any  railroad  or  branches  connecting 
with  it  or  its  branches,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
upon,  and  for  that  purpose  lull  power  is  hereby  given 
said  company  to  make  and  execute  an^'  and  all  such  con- 
tracts as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  any  such 
agreements  for  the  purchase  and  sale  or  teasing  of  any 
such  roads  or  branches,  or  for  the  consolidating  of  such 
companies:  Provided^  however^  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  said  company  to  purchase  or  leage,  or  in  any  way 
acquire  control  of  any  parallel  or  competing  railroad,  or 
to  consolidate  with  any  railroad  company  owning  or 
operating  any  parallel  or  competing  railroad. 

^  13.  That  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  bor- 
row money  to  complete,  equip,  furnish,  operate,  or  main- 
tain iis  said  railroad,  and  to  issue  bonds  at  a  rate  of 
interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  with 
such  time  to  run  as  it  may  deem  proper,  and  negotiate 
and  dispose  of  the  same  as  it  may  deem  proper,  and  to 
mortgage  its  corporate  property  and  franchises  to  secure 
tJ»e  same;  but  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  company  to 
issue,  discount,  or  dispose  of  a  greater  amount  of  bonds, 
at  their  face  value,  than  thirty  thousand  dollars  per  mile 
>of  its  contemplated  road. 

§  14.  That  copies  from  the  minutes  of  proceedings  o^ 
the  board  of  directors  of  said  corporation,  certified  by  the 
secretary,  and  copies  of  the  by-laws  adopted  by  the 
board,  when  so  certified,  shall  be  received  in  all  tribunals 
in  this  State  as  evidence,  as  fully  and  to  the  same  extent 
-as  would  be  the  books  of  the  company. 

^  15.  That  i«t  shall  be  lawful  for  .-aid  company,  by  its 
officers  and  agents,  to  receive  subscriptions  to  its  capital 
stock,  payable  in  real  estate  situated  in  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  take  deed  or  deeds  therefor  in  fee-simple,  and 
assue  certificates  of  >etock   thereon ;  and   the   real   estate 
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thus  acquired  ma}'  he  held,  used,  and  conve3'ed  by  said 
company  as  a  natural  person;  but  it.  is  expressly  provided 
that  any  conveyance  of  lands  to  said  company,  or  to  any 
person  in  trust  for  said  company,  or  to  any  one  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  said  company  or  its  corporators,  or  any 
of  them,  in  payment  of  any  subscription  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  or  as  a  bonus  or  gift  to  induce  the 
building  of  a  railroad,  shall  operate  only  as  an  escrow  in 
the  hands  of  whomsoever  it  may  be  lodged,  until  such 
time  as  a  railroad  shall  actually  be  constructed  under  this 
charter  to  said  lands  or  to  a  point  on  the  contemplated 
line  of  said  road  nearest  to  said  lands,  and  cars  actually 
run  thereon;  and  should  no  road  be  actually  constructed 
under  this  charter  to  said  lands  or  contiguous  thereto,  as 
aforesaid,  within  ten  years  from  the  passage  ot  this  bill, 
then  any  such  conveyance  of  such  lands  shall  be  and  be- 
come absolutely  void,  anything  in  the  conveyance  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding;  and  the  grantee  shall  have  no 
right  to  enter  upon  or  take  possession  of  such  land  until 
the  conditions  aforesaid  are  complied  with. 

§  16  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  re- 
ceive, lease,  purchase,  or  otherwise  acquire,  hold,  use,  and 
•enjoy  all  such  real  estate  and  personal  property,  or  mixed 
property,  as  may  be  convenient  and  desirable  for  con- 
structing, operating,  or  equipping  said  railroad  or  its 
branches,  and  a  line  of  telegraph  along  the  same,  or 
which  may  be  conveyed  to  it  in  payment  of  stock  sub- 
scriptions, or  which  may  be  purchased  by  it,  and  may 
bargain,  sell,  and  convey  the  same  as  a  natural  person. 

§  17.  That  said  company  may  make  contracts  with  any 
corporation  or  person  for  constructing  or  equipping  said 
road  and  branches  thereof,  or  any  part  of  the  same,  and 
pay  therefor,  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  the  stock,  bonds,  or 
other  property  of  said  company. 

§  18.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  corporate  authori- 
ties of  any  incorporated  city  or  town  through  which  said 
railroad  may  be  located  to  grant  to  said  company  the 
right  ol   way  through  said  city  or  town  to  construct  its 
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sHid  railroad  on,  upon,  or  under  any  public  street  in  suct> 
city  or  town,  such  grant  of  the  right  of  way  to  be  nnade- 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
between  said  company  and  the  corporate  authorities  of 
such  citv  or  town. 

§  19.  That  the  hoard  of  directors  and  officerH  of  said 
company  shall  have  the  power  to  establish  such  rates  of 
tolls  for  the  conveyance,  of  persons  and  property  on  the 
said  railroad  and  its  branches  as  it  may  deem  proper;  but 
not.  however,  to  exceed  the  rates  charged  by  other  similar 
roads  for  like  services. 

§  20.  That  the  Legislature  of  Kentucky,  in  granting- 
this  charter,  reserves  the  right,  by  general  laws,  to  con- 
trol and  regulate  the  rates  of  freight  on  the  roads  to  be 
built  under  this  charter  in  common  with  the  other  rail- 
roads in  Kentucky,  and  to  amend  this  charter  upon  rea- 
sonable notice  to  the  company. 

§  21.  That  the  said  company  be,  and  hereby  is,  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  build  branch  roads  from- 
its  main  line,  at  and  from  any  point  on  it,  but  no  such' 
branch  road  shall  exceed  seventy-five  miles  in  length ;, 
and  in  the  construction  of  said  branches,  and  in  main- 
taining and  operating  the  same,  the  company  may,  as  to^ 
such  branches,  have,  exercise,  and  enforce  any  and  alt 
the  rights,  privileges,  powers,  and  provisions  hereinbe- 
fore granted,  as  touching  the  main  line. 

§22.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  frorrb 
and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  910. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Science  Hill,  in  Pulaski  county. 

*  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontvealt/a 

of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Science  Hill,  in  Pulaski  county,. 
Boundary.  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated,  and  the  town- 

limits  shall  extend  to  and  embrace  all  the  area  included 
in   the   following   boundary,  viz:    Beginning  at   a  stake 
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near  Jeremiah  Goodwin's  residence,  and  running  thence 
north  80  east  100  poles  to  a  stake,  including  J.  L.  Hales; 
thence  north  16  east  180  poles  to  James  Langdon's  house, 
including  the  sar^e;  thence  pouth  87  west  160  poles  to 
Thos.  Layman's  house,  including  the  same;  thence  south 
4  east|^186  poles,  to  the  beginning,  including  the  said  Jer- 
emiah Goodwin. 

5  2.  That  Jeremiah  Goodwin,  C,  M.  Hail,  H.  Hines,  Trustees, 
James  Langdon,  and  D.  R.  Hubble  are  hereby  appointed 
trustees  of  said  town,  who  shall  hold  their  ofRcc  until  the 
first  Saturday  of  May,  1882,  at  which  time,  and  annually 
thereafter,  there  shall  be  an  election  by  the  qualified  Term. 
voters  of  said  town  for  five  trustees,  to  serve  for  one 
year,  and  till  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  quali- 
fied. 

§  3.  That  said  trusitees,  and  their  successors  in  office,  styie. 
shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known 
as  the  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Science  Hill,  and  by  that 
name  may  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  con- 
tracted with,  suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and 
being  impleaded,  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  4.  That  said  trustees,  any  three  of  whom  shall  con-  Quorum. 
stitute  a  quorum,  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  as  chair-    Chairman. 
man,   who   shall    preside   over   the   deliberations   of   said 
board   when    convened,   and   who    shall    have    power   to 
convene  the  board  whenever  he   may  deem  it  necessary. 

§  5.  There  shall  be  an  election  held  on  the  first  Satur-   Ei«ct>on 
day  in  May   of  each  year  for  a  police  judge  and  town   Poike judge. i 
marshal,  who  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified,  and   whose  jurisdiction  and  powers  shall  Jurisdiction. 
be  the  same  as  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables  in  all 
criminal  and. penal  prosecutions.     The  police  judge  shall 
be  commissioned  by  the  Governor.     The  town   marshal  Marshal— bond. 
shall  give  bond,  and  qualify  in  the  Pulaski  county  court 
the  same  as  constables. 

§  (5  The  said  board  of  trustees  created  under  this  act 
shall  provide  proper  officers^  for  holding  the  elections 
herein  provided  for,  and  shall  give  ten  days'  notice,  by 
written    posters,   posted   at   three   public    places   in    said 
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Jurisdiction.

town,  of  the  holding  of  any  election  for  trustees  and  for 
police  judge  and  marshal. 

§  7.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to 
change  and  innprove  the  present  streets  in  said  town,  and 
to  open  new  streets  by  purchasing  the  ground  over  which 
the  same  shall  pass,  or  by  condemning  ground  for  that 
purpose,  as  is  now  provided  in  the  General  Stntutes  of 
the  State;  to  appropriate  money  and  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debts  of  said  town  ;  to  license  and  tax  shows, 
amusements,  and  other  exhibitions;  to  make  all  by-laws 
and  ordinances  for  the  regulation  and  government  of 
said  town,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  Stale;  to  levy  and 
collect  a  tax  upon  the  property  and  tithes  in  said  town, 
not  exceeding,  however,  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property,  and  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  on  each  tithe.  And  they  shall  have  power, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  trustees  to 
appoint  a  clerk  and  treasurer,  and  to  take  bonds  from 
them  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  duties, 

§  8.  All  fines  and  forfeitures  indicted  and  collected 
under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town  shall  be 
paid  to  the  treasurer  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  cor- 
poration. 

§  9.  The  police  judge  of  said  town,  in  addition  to  the 
jurisdiction  conferred  upon  him  by  the  fifth  section  of 
this  act,  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction,  subject  to  ap- 
peal to  the  circuit  court  when  the  amount  of  the  fine 
assessed  is  ten  dollars  or  over,  of  all  violations  of  the 
ordinances  and  by-laws  of  said  town. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  of  said  town 
to  execute  all  processes  directed  to  him  by  the  police 
judge,  and  to  collect  all  the  revenues  of  said  town. 

§  11.  Vacancies  in  the  offices  of  police  judge  and  mar- 
shal shall  be  filled  in  the  same  way  that  vacancies  in  the 
ofiices  of  justice  of  the  peace  and  constables  are  filled; 
all  other  vacancies  to  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the 
board  of  trustees. 

^  12.  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  from  its  passage,  and 
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the  right  to  repeal,  alter,  or  amend  same  is  reserved  to 
the  General  Assembly.

CHAPTER.  911. 

AN  ACT  fur  the  benefit  and  protection  of  the  owners  of  sheep  in  NicboUs 

county,  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Nicholas  county 
court  clerk  to  keep  in  his  office,  and  furnish  to  the  appli- 
cants therefor,  as  hereinafter  provided,  metallic  collars, 
with  a  number  and  the  seal  of  his  said  county  court 
thereon;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  owner  or  keeper 
of  a  dog  in  Nicholas  county  to  apply  to  the  said  county 
court  clerk,  and  procure  from  him  one  of  said  collars,  to 
be  placed  upon  and  continually  worn  by  each  dog  be- 
longing to,  or  in  the  possession  or  under  the  control  of,  or 
stays  upon  his  or  her  premises. 

§  2.  The  county  court  clerk  shall  charge  and  receive 
for  each  collar  so  furnished  two  dollars,  and  shall  keep  a 
record  showing  the  date  the  same  was  furnished,  and  the 
number  of  the  collar,  the  color  of  the  dog,  and  the  name 
of  the  person  to  whom  he  furnished  collars;  and  shall,  on 
the  first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year,  make  out  and 
record  in  the  order  book  of  Nicholas  county  court,  in  tab- 
ular form,  showing  the  number  of  collars,  the  date,  when 
furnished,  the  color  of  the  dog,  and  the  name  of  the  per- 
son to  whom  he  furnished  collars  under  this  act,  the 
amount  expended  in  procuring  said  collars,  and  the  gross 
and  net  amount  he  has  received  therefor,  and  the  amount 
in  his  hands  January  1st  of  each  year. 

§3.  Any  person  who  has  had  sheep  killed  by  dogs  shall 
make  out  a  statement,  in  writing,  showing  the  number 
and  value  of  the  sheep  so  killed  subsequent  to  the  first 
day  of  January  preceding  said  statement,  which  state- 
ment shall  be  sworn  to  by  said  owner  or  his  employe, 
whose   duty   and   business  it   was   to   take   care   of  said 
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sheep,  and  accompanied  by  the  affidavits  of  at  least  two 
creditable  persons,  to  the  effect  that  said  statement  and 
account  is  known  by  them  to  be  true.  Said  statement 
and  account  shall  be  presented  to  the  magistrate  of  the 
district  in  which*said  sheep  were  killed,  and  he  shall  give 
to  said  owner  or  employe  a  certificate  that  said  owner 
or  employe  had  proven  to  his  satisfaction  the  following : 
the  date  when  the  sheep  were  killed,  the  number  and 
value  thereof,  and  the  amount  he  is  entitled  to  as  pay 
therefor,  which  certificate  shall  be  filed  with  the  county 
court  clerk  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  follow- 
ing the  year  in  which  the  sheep  were  killed. 

5  4.  The  county  court  clerk  shall  file  and  preserve  said 
certificates,  and  by  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  each 
year  make  out  a  statement  showing  how  much  money  is 
due  to  each  person  for  sheep  killed  during  the  preceding 
year,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto  out 
of  the  funds  in  his  hands  from  the  sale  of  said  collars, 
provided  there  be  enough  money  to  pay  the  same;  if  not, 
he  shall  distribute  and  pay  pro  rata  the  amount  in  his 
bands  to  the  per^fions  entitled  thereto;  and  if  at  the  end  of 
any  year  there  is  any  money  left  in  the  hands  of  said 
county  clerk,  after  paying  for  the  loss  of  sheep  as  herein 
provided,  he  shall  distribute  said  balance  among  the 
school  districts  of  Nicholas  county,  according  to  the 
amount  of  public  school  fund  received  b^^  each  school 
district.  He  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  trustees  of  the 
various  school  districts,  and  they  shall  appropriate  it  to 
the  public  school  in  said  districts. 

§  5.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  own  or  keep  upon 
his  or  her  premises  or  harbor  a  dog  or  dogs  without  a 
c<»llar,  as  provided  in  this  act,  or  in  any  way  evade  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  and 
not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  which  shall  be  enforced 
by  warrant  before  any  justice  of  peace  having  jurisdic- 
tion, or  by  indictment  by  the  grand  jury  of  Nicholas 
-county. 

5  6.  Any  person  who  loses  a  collar  furnished  him  under 
this  act  shall   apply  to  and  receive   from  the  said  county

•court  clerk  a  duplicate  of  the  one  lost,  and  shall  pay  said 
clerk  therefor  twenty-five  cents.  Before  the  clerk  shall 
furnish  any  duplicate  collars,  the  person  applying:  there- 
for shall  make  oath  before  said  clerk  that  he  desires  said 
collar  to  be  used  in  lieu  of  one  theretofore  procured  and 
lost. 

^  7.  Any  person  or  persons  using  a  collar  lost  by  any 
other  person,  and  not  properly  his  own,  or  one  furnished 
(for  a  previous  year,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dol- 
lars or  more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  said  fine  to  be 
enforced  in  the  same  manner  as  for  other  violations  of 
this  act. 

^  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  owner  or  keeper  of  any 
dog  or  dogs  in  Nicholas  county  to  provide  the  same  with 
collars,  as  required  by  this  act,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
January  of  each  year,  except  for  the  year  1882,  for  which 
they  shall  provide  the  same  within  thirty  days  after  the 
pasi^age  of  this  act. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  the  justices  of  the  peace, 
constables,  and  sheriffs  of  Nicholas  county  to  see  that  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  enforced;  and  the  judge  of  the 
Nicholas  circuit  court  shall  instruct  the  grand  juries  at 
each  term  thereof  as  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  10.  The  county  court  clerk  of  Nicholas  counfy  shall 
purchase  and  pay  for  fifty  collars  out  of  the  money  in  his 
hands  belonging  to  the  county  revenue;  and  the  collars 
thereafter  purchased,  and  the  same  used  to  purchase  the 
i*aid  fifty  collars,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  money  received 
for  the  collars  distributed  under  this  act.  Said  collars  shall 
not  cost  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  each;  and  the  clerk 
is  allowed  for  hi«  services  under  this  act  ten  per  cent,  on 
the  amount  received  by  him. 

§  11.  So  much  of  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  as 
impose  a  tax  upon  dogs  in  Nicholas  county  is  hereby 
repealed. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  New 
Golnmbas,  in  Owen  county,"  Bpproved  February  23,  1874,  and  all  pub*- 
seqaenr  amendoients  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealllt 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the- 
town  of  New  Golunnbus,  in  Owen  county,"  approved 
February  23,  1874,  and  all  subsequent  amendments  there- 
to, he  so  amended  as  to  allow  and  authorize  the  trustees- 
of  said  town  to  charge  and  collect  a  license  of  not  ex- 
ceeding one  hundred  dollars  each  on  all  hotel  keepers^ 
saloon-keepers,  and  druggists  who  are  now,  or  may  here- 
after be,  engaged  in  selling  or  furnishing  spirituous^, 
'vinous,  or  malt  liqpors  in  the  corporate  limits  of  i«aid- 
town. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  915. 

AN   ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  incorporate  *Tbe  Enigbt»  . 
of  Honor  Mutual  Aid  Association,'"  approved  April  26tb,  1880. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  section  eighteen  be  so  amended  as  to  allow 
the  officers  of  said  ai^sociation  to  deduct  ten  per  cent, 
from  the  gross  amount  received  on  each  assessment.. 
Said  ten  per  cent,  shall  be  deposited  in  bank  at  interest* 
or  invested  in  bonds,  or  loaned  upon  mortgage  at  interest^ 
until  the  board  shall  determine  to  use  said  fund  to  pay 
assessments,  and  decrease  the  amount  of  assessments 
that  may  be  needed  in  any  one  year  in  case  of  an  epi- 
demic or  other  great  emergency. 

§  2.  That  said  section  eighteen  be  further  amended  so- 
as  to  read:  *^  and  if  said  assessment  is  not  paid  withii> 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  said  notice,  the  member  shalfi 
be,"  &c. 
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§  3.  Section  nineteen  be  amended  by  adding  the 
words:  ''and  any  notice  of  an  assessment  having  been 
sent  by  mail  to  the  post-office  of  the  member,  as  given  in 
his  application,  or  as  directed  in  his  change  of  post-office, 
shall  be  deemed  as  sufficient  notice  to  the  n>ember. 

§  4.  These  amendments  not  to  be  in  force  until  ap- 
proved by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members  voting 
at  any  election  held  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  sense 
of  the  members  for  or  against  the  approval  of  these 
amendments.

CHAPTER  916. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  selling;,  lendiofr,  or  giving  of  ppirituoup,  vinous,  or 
malt  liqaors  lo  any  person  or  persons  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
town  of  New  Castle,  in  Henry  county,  Ky.,  and  within  the  distance  of 
three  miles  of  the  court-house  in  said  town. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  lor  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  sell,  lend,  or  give  to  any  other  person  or  persons 
spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  in  any  quantity  what- 
ever, within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  New 
Castle,  in  Henry  county,  aforesaid,  or  within  the  lihnits 
of  three  miles  of  the  court-house  in  said  town,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

§  2.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  found  guilty 
of  selling,  lending,  or  giving  to  any  other  person  or  per- 
sons, spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  in  any  quantity 
whatever,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town  of 
New  Castle,  or  within  three  miles  of  the  court-house  in 
said  town,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  fined 
sixty  dollars  for  every  such  offense,  and  every  such  sell- 
ing, lending,  or  giving  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

§  3.  Spirituous,  vinous,  and  malt  liquors  may  be  kept 
and  prescribed  as  a  medicine  when  necessary  as  such, 
but  for  no  other  purpose,  by  a  physician  or  physicians 
within  the  limits  aforesaid;  but  such  physician  or  physi- 
cians shall  record,  in  a  book  or  books  to  be  kept  by  him. 
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or  them  for  said  purpose,  every  prescription  so  made  and 
given,  with  the  date  thereof,  the  quantit}'  prescribed,  and 
the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  given,  and  such  book  or 
books  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  grand  juries 
of  Henry  county.  A  failure  to  keep  said  book  or  books, 
or  to  record  therein  the  date  of  every  such  prescription, 
and  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  given,  and  the 
quantity  prescribed  by  such  physician  or  physicians  with- 
-  in  the  limits  aforesaid,  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  and  such 
physician  or  physicians  so  failing  shall  be  fined  sixty  dol- 
lars for  every  such  offense,  and  every  such  failure  shall 
constitute  a  separate  offense. 

§  4.  So  much  of  the  charter  of  said  town  as  confers 
upon  the  trustees  thereof  the  power  to  grant  license  to 
vend  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  therein,  is  hereby 
repealed. 

§  5.  All  general  and  special  acts,  or  parts  of  acts,  au- 
tiiorizing  the  county  court  of  Henry  county  to  grant 
license  or  privilege  to  vend  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt 
liquors  to  any  tavern  or  hotel  now  within  or  hereafter 
established  within  the  town  and  limits  aforesaid,  are 
hereby  repealed. 

§  6.  All  laws  of  a  local  or  general  nature  inconsistent 
with  or  repugnant  to  this  act  are  hereby  repealed,  so  far 
as  they  ma}'  be  applicable  to  said  town,  and  within  the 
limits  of  three  miles  of  the  court-house  thereof,  and  no 
construction  shall  be  given  to  any  such  law  or  laws  as 
shall  in  anywise  permit  the  selling,  giving,  or  lending  of 
vinous,  spirituous,  or  malt  liquors  within  said  corporate 
limits,  or  within  the  limit  of  three  miles  of  the  court- 
house in  said  town. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  as  prohibiting  the 
giving  of  said  liquors  by  a  parent  to  his  or  her  child,  or  a 
-guardian  to  his  or  her  ward,  or  the  use  of  wine  at  the 
sacrament. 

§  8.  The  circuit  court  of  Henry  county  and  the  justices' 
court  held  in  the  limits  aforesaid,  shall  have  concurrent 
original  jurisdiction  of  offenses  under  or  infractions  of 
4his  act     Such  prosecutions  shall  be  by  warrant  from  the 
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justices'  court  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  by 
indictment  by  the  grand  jury  in  the  circuit  court  afore- 
said. The  fines  imposed  may  be  collected  by  executions 
oi  JitTi  facias  or  capias  pro  fine ^  or  both,  or  such  other  pro- 
ceedings as  are  now  allowed  by  law  for  the  collection  of 
fines  or  satisfaction  of  judgments,  or  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  county  attorney  of  Henry  county  to  prosecute 
said  actions  in  the  justices'  court  aforesaid,  and  he  shall 
for  his  services  receive  thirty  per  cent,  of  so  much  of  the 
fines  so  imposed  as  are  collected.  Appeals  from  the 
judgment  of  said  justices'  court  to  the  Henry  circuit  court 
may  be  taken  in  the  manner  now  provided  bj'  law  in 
cases  of  mi«(demeanor. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  917. 

AN   ACT  to  authorize  the  county  court  of  Pulaski  county  to  take  stock 

in   turnpike  roads. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei'al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  An  election  shall  be  held  in  the  county  of  Pulaski 
on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1882,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  thereof  as  to 
whether  (he  county  court  shall  take  stock  in  turnpike 
roads  in  said  county.  Such  election  shall  be  held,  and 
reiurn  thereof  made,  as  now  provided  by  law  for  holding 
county  elections,  except  that  the  certificate  mentioned  in 
section  2  of  article  5,  chapter  33,  of  the  General  Statutes, 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  county  judge,  who  shall  cause 
an  order  to  be  entered  upon  the  records  of  the  county 
court,  at  the  next  term  thereof,  showing  that  such  election 
was  held,  and  the  result  thereof.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  sheriff  to  cause  printed  notices  of  said  election  to  be 
posted  in  at  least  four  public  places  in  each  voting  pre- 
<5inct  in  said  county  fifteen  days  before  said  election. 
The  question  to  be  propounded  to  each  voter  at  said 
election  shall  be,  **  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  county  court

of  Pulaski  county  suhocribing:  stock  in  turnpike  roads 
within  the  county  ?"  The  costs  of  said  election  shall  be 
paid  as  in  case  of  other  county  elections. 

§  2.  Ir,  at  the  election  provided  for  in  section  one  of 
this  act,  a  majority  of  the  votes'shall  be  cast  in  the  affirm- 
ative, then  the  county  court  shall  subscribe  stock  in  every 
mile  of  turnpike  road  to  be  built  in  said  county  to  the 
amount  of  one  half  the  cost  of  building  said  roads;  said 
costs  to  be  ascertained  by  estimates  of  a  competent  en- 
gineer ;  Provided^  No  part  of  said  stock  shall  be  subscribed 
or  paid  until  the  other  half  of  the  stock  of  any  proposed 
road  shall  be  secured  by  bona  fide  subscriptions  of  citi- 
zens of  the  county,  or  orher  persons. 

§  3.  That  the  said  court  may  execute  the  bonds  of  the 
county,  of  such  denomination  as  the  court  may  choose^ 
not  less  than  fifty  dollars  each,  in  printed  (orm,  under  the 
seal  of  the  county,  signed  by  the  presiding  judge  of  the 
court,  and  countersigned  by  its  clerk,  payable  when  and 
where  the  court  may  elect,  with  annual  or  semi-annual 
interest  coupons,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  to  exceed  eight 
per  cent,  per  annum,  and  to  be  sold  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  money  to  pay  for  said  turnpike  stock. 

§  4.  That  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  of  the  said  bonds,  the  said  court  is  hereby 
authorized  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax,  not  to  exceed 
twenty  cents  to  a  hundred  dollars,  on  all  the  property  in 
said  county  subject  to  taxation  for  county  or  State  pur- 
poses, for  each  wnd  every  year  -that  such  tax  may  be 
necessary.  And  the  proceeds  of  said  tax,  together  with 
the  dividend  accruing  to  the  county  on  its  stock  in  said 
turnpike  roads,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
county,  who  shall  apply  it  in  payment  of  the  principal 
and  interest  of  the  said  bonds,  under  the  dii*ections  of 
said  court. 

§5.  That  the  court  shall  designate  the  county  treasurer^ 
or,  if  there  be  no  such  officer,  a  special  treasurer,  to 
receive  and  payout  the  funds  mentioned  in  section  three, 
and  such  treasurer  shall,  before  receiving  any  of  said 
moneys,  execute  a  good  and   sufficient  bond,  with  good 
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-surety,  approved  by  the  court,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties. 

^  ft.  That  the  sheriff  or  collector  of  taxes  of  said 
county,  and  his  sureties,  shall  be  responsible  on  their 
bonds  for  the  collection  of  the  tax  herein  authorized,  in 
the  same  manner  they  are  responsible  for  the  ordinary 
county  levy;  shall  have  and  exercise  the  same  powers  in 
the  collection  theref>f  as  they  have  by  law  for  collecting 
the  county  and  Slate  taxes;  and  shall,  under  the  same 
penalties,  pay  over  the  same  to  whom  the  court  may 
appoint  treasurer,  and  at  such  times  as  the  court  may 
require. 

§  7.  That  the  presiding  judge  of  said  county  shall  be 
-ex  officio  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of  any  turn- 
pike road  in  the  county  in  which  the  county  owns  stock, 
and  shall  represent  the  county,  and  cast  the  vote  or  votes 
to  which  it  may  be  entitled  in  all  the  meetings  of  said 
board.

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER   918. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Ohio  coudty  court  to  faud  ber  bonded  indebted- 
ness Bin  lower  rule  of  interest. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
nf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  outstanding  bonds  heretofore  issued  by 
the  Ohio  county  court,  and  known  as  the  jail  bonds, 
together  with  the  interest  due  and  unpaid  thereon,  may 
be  funded  into  new  bonds,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five 
per  cent,  per  annum,  and  redeemable  at  any  time  within 
t;en  years,  at  the  option  of  said  court,  and  to  be  sold  at 
not  less  than  their  par  value. 

§  2.  The  bonds  aforesaid  shall  be  signed  by  the  judge 
of  the  Ohio  county  court,  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk 
of  said  court,  and  shall  not  exceed  in  value  the  amount 
-of  the  outstanding  bonds,  with  their  accrued  interest. 
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$  3.  The  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  bonds 
authorized  by  this  act  shall  he  used  in  the  redemption  of 
the  jail  bonds  and  interest  outstanding,  and  for  no  other 
purpose. 

§  4.  The  bonds  authorized  by  this  act  may  be  redeemed 
at  any  time  within  ten  years,  at  the  option  of  said  court, 
which  shall  have  power  to  call  same  in  for  redemption 
by  giving  thirty  days'  notice  to  the  parly  or  parties  hold- 
ing said  bonds,  if  known  to  said  court;  if  not,  then  by 
four  weekly  insertions  in  some  paper  published  in  said 
county. 

§  5.  The  county  judge  of  Ohio  county  is  authorized  to 
sell  said  bond,  and  take  up  the  outstanding  bond  and 
interest  now  due,  and  shall  be  liable  on  his  official  bond 
for  all  moneys  he  may  receive  from  a  sale  of  the  bonds 
authorized  by  this  act. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  pas* 
age.

CHAPTER  920. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  aci,  entitled  **Ad  net  to  incorporate  tbe  Frankfort 
Lutnbf>r,  Brick,  and  Impipment  Manufactnrinf^  Gompaaj,"  approvd 
March  3,  1869. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
oj  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  the  title  and  name  of  the  company  created 
and  incorporated  by  said  original  act  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  amended  and  changed  from  **The  Frankfort 
Lumber,  Brick,  and  Implement  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany'*  to  '*  The  Kentucky  Lumber,  Brick,  and  Implement 
Manufacturing  and  Mining  Company." 

^  2.  In  addition  to  its  other  business  now  authorized 
by  said  original  act  of  incorporation,  said  company  shall 
have  power,  and  is  hereby  authorized,  to  engage  in  and 
carry  on  the  mining,  manufacture,  purchase,  and  sale  of 
coal  and  other  minerals  and  fuel,  and  all  kinds  of  build- 
ing material;  and  it  may  engage  in  and  carry  on  all  the 
different  branches  of  business  authorized  by  said  original 
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act  and  this  amendment  thereto,  or  in  any  one  or  more  of 
them,  as  it  may,  from  time  to  time,  elect. 

§3.  Any  three  oT  the  individuals  named  as  incorpora* 
tors  in  said  original  act  shall  have  power,  and  are  hereby 
authorized,  to  organize  the  company  and  call  the  stock- 
holders together  for  the  election  of  a  regular  board  of 
five  managers,  and  for  the  transaction  of  other  business, 
as  provided  in  sections  three  and  four  of  said  act;  and 
until  such  election  is  held  and  five  managers  appointed, 
they  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  managers. 

§  4.  The  company  may  at  any  time  increase  its  pur- 
chase, holding,  or  lease  of  real  estate  to  any  amount  not 
to  exceed  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  it  may 
cultivate  or  leatse  the  same,  and  sell  and  dispose  of  its 
products  for  the  benefit  of  the  stockholders;  or  it  may 
sell  the  real  estate  so  purchased,  or  any  part  thereof,  and 
convey  title  to  the  same;  and  the  company  may  further 
increase  its  capital  stock  to  any  amount  not  to  exceed 
two  and  one  half  million  dqllars. 
.§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN    ACT    to    incorporHte   the  Mannfacturin);  and   Building  Association  of 

Pulton,  Kentuckj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  ; 

§  1.  That  Albert  Leet,  W.  W.  Meadows,  Jno.  A.  Wyatt,  corporators. 
J.  A.  Collins,  Ed.  Starks,  W.  T.  Carr,  and  J.  P.  Tyler,  and 
their  successors  and  associates,  are  hereby  constituted  a 
body-corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  **  Manufac-  siyic 
turingand  Builders'  Association,  of  Fulton,  Fulton  County, 
Kentucky,"  with  perpetual  succession,  with  full  power  to 
manufacture   ail    kinds   of   building    material,  furniture, 
spokes,  hubs,  felloes,  and  agricultural  implements  of  all 
kinds;  and  by  said   name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract   Powers. 
and    be   contracted    with,  acquire,   hold,   and   dispose   cf 
property,  real  and  personal;  may  have  a  seal,  and  may 
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make  such  rules,  regulations,  and   by-laws,  and  enforce 

the  same  for  the  government  of  the  company  and  pro- 

I'^ction   of   its   property   as   the   board 'of    president   and 

iMncipai office,     (ijrectors  may  deem  proper.     The  principal  office  of  said 

company  shall  be  at  Fulton,  in  Fulton  county,  Kentucky, 
and  they  may  have  such  other  places  of  business  in  Ful- 
lon  county,  and  agencies,  as  the  board  may  think  proper. 

§  2.  That  the  above  named  corporators,  together  with 
such  others  as  may  be  associated  with  them,  shall  have 
power,  and  are  hereby  authorized,  to  elect,  at  such  time 
Mnd  places  as  may  be  convenient,  a  president,  secretary, 
ireasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  need- 
ful for  the  transaction  of  their  corporate  business. 

§  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  association  shall  be 
Capital  Slock.       fifty  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  divided  into  shares 

of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

^  4.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  povter,  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized,  to  issue  certificates  of  stock  to  the 
amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars;  and  they  shall  have 
pDwer  to  purchase  and  hold  such  real  estate  as  may  be 
iM^cessary  for  the  transaction  of  its  business;  also  to  take 
and  hold  any  real  estate,  as  security,  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  any  debt  due  the  association,  or  to  purchase  real 
and  personal  estate  at  any  sale  made  in  virtue  of  any 
judgment  at  law,  or  decree  in  equity,  in  favor  of  said 
corporation. 

§  5.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  erect 
buildings  of  any  kind  by  contract,  and  that  (or  'and  in 
con;?ideration  of  the  price  agreed  upon  for  such  building, 
A  lien  is  granted  and  retained  by  said  corporation  on 
said  property  until  the  amount  due  the  same  shall  have 
been  paid. 

§  6.  That  the  corporators  aforesaid,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  may  meet  at  any  time  in  Fulton,  Kentucky,  of 
which  due  notice  shall  be  given,  at  which  meeting  they 
may  open  books  and  receive  subscription  to  the  stock  of 
r-aid  institution  :  Provided,  That  said  company  shall  not 
commence  business  until  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  to  the 
^hare  shall  have  been  paid  on  all  the  stock  taken. 
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§  ^.  And  whenever  fifty  shares  of  stock  shall  have 
been  taken  and  paid  in,  said  association  may  go  into 
operation;  other  shares  may  subsequently  be  subscribed, 
until  the  whole  stock  is  taken.  The  officers  shall  be 
elected  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  and  hold  their 
offices  one  year.  In  the  elections  for  officers  and  transac- 
tion of  other  business,  each  member  present  shall  be  en- 
titled to  a  vote  for  each  share  owned  :  Provided,  That 
married  women  and  infants,  members  of  the  association, 
may  vote  by  proxy  or  by  their  husbands  or  guardian. 

^9.  Said  association  shall  have  power  to  issue  and  sell   May  issue  bonds 
or  hypothecate  its  bonds,  with  coupons  or  interest  war- 
rants attached,  for  any  sum   not  exceeding  two  thirds  of 
the  sum  of  capital   stock    paid    up,  and   make   the   same

payable  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  deemed  most 
advisable;  but  such  bonds  shall  not  bear  a  rate  of  interest 
•exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  be  paid  annually 
or  semi-annually,  as  said  corporation  may  direct :  Pio- 
vided,  however.  That  no  bonds  shall  be  issued  without  the 
consent  of  two  thirds  of  the  stockholders. 

§  10.  No  stockholder  shall  be  individually  liable  for  any 
•debts  or  engagements  of  the  said  association;  neither 
•shall  his  or  her  private  property  be  subject  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debts  of  the  association. 

§  11.  No  member  shall  be  elected  to  the  office  of  presi- 
dent of  the  association  who  does  not  ownjas  much  as 
five  shares  of  stock  in  said  association,  and  the  president 
shall  be  the  manager  of  all  the  buildings  and  machinery 
of  the  association;  and  no  bill  or  account  against  the 
same  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  until  it  has  been  ex- 
amined and  approved  by  the  president. 

^  12.  The  buildings,  machinery,  and  manufactured  pro- 
ducts  of  the  association,  shall  be  free  and  exempt  from

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CHAPTER  922. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  cf  the  city  of  Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common^oeallk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  the  asRessments,  re-assess-- 
merits,  and  corrected  assessments  hereinafter  directed  and 
authorized  to  he  made,  real  estate  in  said  city  shall  be  so- 
classified  that  the  surface  of  the  soil  and  all  beneath  such 
surface  shall  be  denominated  *Mand,"  and  all  and  every 
thin^  attached  to,  built  on,  or  growing  from  such  surface,, 
and  in  legal  contemplation  a  part  of  it,  shall  be  denomi- 
inated  *'  improvements/'  and  personal  property,  as  used 
in  this  act,  shall  be  construed  and  held  to  embrace  every 
class  and  ppecies  of  property  other  than  lands  and  im- 
provements. 

^  2  That  the  assess^or  of  said  city  shall  assess  at  its  fair 
cash  value,  on  the  first  day  of  September,  in  the  year 
1862,  and  on  the  first  day  of  September  in  each  and  every 
year  thereafter,  all  the  land,  improvements,  and  personafr 
property  in  said  city  and  liable  to  taxation  under  the^ 
revenue  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky;  also  all  the  per- 
sonal property  outside  the  territorial  limits  of  said  city,, 
but  which  on  the  date  of  its  assessment  belongs  to  persons 
residing  in  said  city,  and  which  is  not  assessed  for,  and  on 
which  taxes  are  not  actually  paid  to  the  city,  State^ 
county,  town,  or  place  when  situated;  also,  all  the  lands,, 
improvements,  and  personal  property  in  said  city  belong- 
ing to  any  denomination,  institution,  association,  society,, 
or  corporation  whatever,  and  from  which  such  denom- 
ination, institution,  association,  society,  or  corporatior> 
receives  an  income,  rent,  or  profit  over  or  above  the^ 
necessary  support  of  such  institution  as  are  exclusively 
charitable,  viz:  infirmaries,  orphan  asylums,  and  widows 
and  orphans'  homes:  Provided^  First,  that  merchandise  on 
which  a  license  tax  is  charged  and  paid  shall  not  be  liable 
to  be  assessed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  sec- 
ond, from  the  assessed  valuation  of  personal  property 
there  shall  be  deducted  the  actual  amount  of  the  bona  fide 
enforceable  indebtedness  which  the  owner  thereof  owei^ 
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as  the  principal  obligor  at  the  date  of  its  asseBSinente* 
Said  assesBor  shall  also  list  in  each  year  all  the  persons 
who  on  the  first  day  of  September  in  the  year  in  which 
listed  were  male  inhabitants  of  said  city,  and  over  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years.  Every  person  who  has  hi» 
residence  or  principal  place  of  business  in  said  city  shalt 
be  regarded  as  a  person  residing  in  said  city  within  the 
meaning  of  this  section:  Provided^  No  tax  shall  be  assessed 
on  tools,  implements,  or  material  of  manufactures  in  said 
city,  nor  any  license  be  required  of  them  for  selling  their 
own  manufactures. 

(3.  That  in  making  the  assessments  and  lists  provided 
for  and  required  in  the  second  section  hereof,  the  said 
assessor  shall  annually,  and  prior  to  the  1st  day  of  No- 
vember in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable, 
make  out  and  return  not  less  than  four  assessment  books, 
and  shall  cau««e  to  be  entered  therein,  and  as  near  as  may 
be  in  alphabetical  order,  the  names  of  all  persons  listed 
under  the  second  section  hereof,  and  the  names  of  all 
persons,  so  far  as  the  same  are  known  to  said  assessor,  • 
who  are  the  owners  or  possessors  of  lands,  improvements, 
or  personal  property,  liable  to  be  assessed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  opposite  the  name  of  such  person, 
owner,  or  possessor  the  number  and  block  of  each  of  his 
lots,  accordin*g  to  the  maps  now  in  the  office  of  said  as- 
sessor, and  originally  prepared  by  the  Louisville  Abstract 
and  Loan  Association,  the  value  per  front  foot  of  each 
lot,  when  such  lot  fronts  on  a  public  way;  the  value  in 
gross  of  each  lot;  the  value  of  the  improvements,  if  any^ 
upon  it;  the  assessed  value  of  all  his  personal  property, 
and  whether  such  person,  owner,  or  possessor  was,  on  the 
Ist  day  of  September  in  the  year  in  which  listed,  a  male 
inhabitant  of  said  city,  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years. 
Any  lot  of  land  which  is  not  now  designated  by  a  num- 
ber on  the  maps  referred  to  in  this  section,  and  any  lot 
of  land  which  is  now  so  designated,  but  is  hereafter  sub- 
divided, shall  be  designated  by  said  assessor  by  an  ap- 
propriate serial  number,  and  shall  by  such  numbers  be 
designated  in  the  assessment  books.    No  mistake  or  error 
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in  or  omission  of  the  right  name  of  the  owner  or  pos* 
setssor  of  either  lands  or  improvements  liable  to  be  as- 
sensed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  in  the  least 
impair  any  assessment  thereof,  if  such  land  be  designated 
in  the  assessment  books  by  its  corresponding  number  and 
block  on  the  maps  referred  to  in  this  section;  or  if  such 
improvement  be  designated  on  said  asse.-isment  books  by 
the  number  and  block  corresponding  to  that  by  which  the 
land  on  which  such  improvements  are  situated  is  desig- 
nated on  the  maps  referred  to  in  this  section,  or  if  such 
land  or  improvements  be  otherwise  sufficiently  identified 
in  the  assessment  books. 

§  4.  Every  person  owning  or  possessing  lands,  improve- 
ments, or  personal  property  liable  to  be  assessed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall,  prior  to  the  1st  day  of 
October  in  the  year  ltt82,  and  in  every  year  thereafter, 
return  to  said  assessor,  under  oath,  on  a  form  to  be  pre- 
pared and  furnished  by  said  assessor  at  his  office,  all  of 
his  lands  and  improvements,  and  the  value  of  all  his  per- 
•  sonal  property  liable  to  be  assessed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  Any  person  failing  to  make  returns  when 
and  as  required  by  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each 
offense,  and  each  day's  failure  to  make  returns  after  the 
first  fine,  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense.  All  prose- 
cutions for  violations  of  this  section  shall  be  had  in  the 
city  court  of  said  city,  and  all  fines  for  such  violations 
shall,  when  collected,  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said 
city.  In  the  event  of  the  failure  or  refusal  of  any  person 
owning  or  possessing  lands,  improvements,  or  personal 
property  liable  to  be  assessed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  to  make  returns  as  herein  required,  said  assessor 
may,  nevertheless,  from  the  best  information  he  can  pro- 
<iure,  assess  all  the  lands,  improvements,  and  personal 
property  so  liable,  and  belonging  to  or  possessed  by  the 
person  so  failing  or  refusing  to  make  returns,  and  shall 
add  twenty-five  per  cent,  to  the  fair  cash  value  thereof, 
and  such  cash  value  and  percentage  so  added  shall  be 
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treated  and  held  as  the  assessed  value  of  the  lands,  im- 
provennents,  and  personal  property  of  the  person  so  fail- 
ing or  refusing:  to  make  returns. 

§  5.  The  assessment  books  provided  for  in  the  .third 
section  hereof  shall  remain  open  in  the  office  of  said 
assessor  from  the  fifteenth  to  thirtieth  day  of  Novem- 
ber, inclusive,  in  each  year,  and  every  person  who  con- 
siders that  his  lands  or  improvements  have  been  assessed 
for  more  than  its  fair  cash  value  must  within  said  days 
file  with  the  assessor  his  complaint,  specifying  the  partic- 
ulars wherein  the  excessive  assessment  occurs,  and  such 
complaint  shall  be  during  said  period  from  the  fifteenth 
to  the  thirtieth  day,  inclusive,  of  November,  investigated 
by  the  board  of  equalization,  which  board  shall  approve 
or  reduce  the  assessment,  as  may  appear  to  such  board 
just  and  right.  Said  board  may,  after  notice  to  the  person 
to  be  charged  therewith,  increase  any  assessment,  if  upon 
investigation  such  board  is  satified  that  the  assessment 
as  made  was  less  than  the  fair  cash  value  of  the  lands,^ 
improvements,  or  personal  properfy  assessed.  The  board 
of  equalization  shall  be  composed  of  three  discreet  citi- 
zens of  i«aid  city,  of  recognized  integrity  and  ability,  tax- 
payers of  said  city,  and  not  in  arrearages  to  said  city  for 
taxes,  and  not  applicants  for  such  appointment,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor,  with  and  by  the  consent  and 
approval  of  the  board  of  aldermen.  The  mayor  of  said 
city  shall,  in  the  month  of  September,  1882,  appoint  ihe 
members  of  said  board  of  equalization:  one  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  another  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  an- 
other for  the  term  of  three  years;  and  said  mayor  shall,  in 
the  month  of  September  in  each  year  thereafter,  appoint 
a  member  of  said  board  of  equalization  for  the  term  of 
three  years.  For  the  purpose  of  appointing  the  members 
of  the  said  board  of  equalization,  said  city  is  divided  into- 
three  districts.  The  first  district  is  that  part  of  said  city 
east  of  First  street.  The  second  district  is  that  part  of 
said  city  west  of  First  street,  and  east  of  Seventh  street; 
and  the  third  district  is  that  part  of  said  city  west  ol 
Seventh  street;  and  one  member  of  said  board  of  equali- 
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zation  shall  be  appointed  from  each  of  said  districts.  In 
the  event  of  a  removal  of  any  member  of  said  board 
from  the  district  for  which  appointed,  or  in  the  event  of 
the  death  or  resignation  of  any  member  of  said  board,  or 
in  the  event  of  a  request  by  the  general  council  for  the 
•removal  of  any  member  of  said  board,  the  mayor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  board  of  aldermen, 
shall  appoint  a  successor  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  the 
imember  so  removing,  dying,  resigning,  or  whose  removal 
is  so  petitioned  for.  The  general  council  may  provide 
a  compensation  for  the  services  of  the  members  of  said 
board,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  said  city,  but  not 
to  exceed  five  dollars  to  each  member  for  each  day's  ser- 
vice. Two  members  of  said  board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum,  and  in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  any  of  the 
members  or  a  quorum  of  said  board  to  be  in  attendance 
to  investigate  complaints  when  filed,  the  mayor  shall,  by 
a  writing  under  his  hand,  appoint  one  or  more,  and  not 
exceeding  three  discreet  citizens  of  Louisville,  without 
regard  to  districts,  to  act  as  members  of  said  board  fop 
the  time  being  in  the  place  of  the  ones  failing  to  attend, 
and  which  appointment  of  such  special  member  or  mem* 
hers  shall  be  recorded  by  the  assessor  in  the  assessment 
hooks  of  the  corresponding  year.  The  act  approved 
February  17th,  18(36,  and  entitled  *'  An  act  establishing  a 
Board  of  Commissioners  of  Taxes  and  Assessments  for 
the  city  of  Louisville,"  and  all  the  amendments  thereto, 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  6.  Said  assessor  may,  at  any  time  before  the  taxes 
levied  in  pursuance  thereof  are  paid,  correct  any  assess- 
ment made  by  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or 
re-assess  any  land,  improvement,  or  personal  property 
liable  to  be  assessed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
which  had  been  erroneously  assessed,  or  assess  any  land, 
improvement,  or  personal  property  liable  to  be  assessed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  omitted  by  said 
Assessor  to  be  assessed,  and  enter  the  same  in  the  assess- 
ment books.  But  such  assessment,  re-assessment,  or  cor- 
rected assessment,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  he  made  at  a 
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fair  cash  value  of  such  land,  improvement,  or  personal 
property   on   the    1st  day  of  September   in   the  year  or 
years  in  which  omitted  to  be  assessed  or  incorrectly  or 
erroneously  assessed,  and    said   assessor  shall  make  out 
tax   bills  on   such   assessments  of  omitted  property,  cor- 
rected assessments,  and  re-assessments,  according  to  the 
provisions  of   the   ordinance   of  said   city  levying   taxes 
for  the  corresponding  year  or  years,  and  shall  list  such 
"bills   for   collection  with   the  receiver  of  city  taxes,  and 
isuch  tax  bills  shall  be  secured  by  a  first  prior  and  superior 
lien  on  and  against  the  land,  improvement,  or  personal 
property  assessed,  re- assessed,  or  correctly  assessed  there- 
for, and  shall,  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  eight 
per  cent,   per  annum   from    the   1st   day   of  May   in   the 
year  for  which  made  out,  be  collected  and  collectable  as 
other  tax  bills   listed  for  collection  with   the  receiver  of 
"city    taxes      The    as.sessments,    re-assessments,  and   cor- 
rected   assessments   authorized   by  this  section   shall   not 
nor  shall  either  of  them  be  made   unless  and  until  said 
assessor  shall    have   notified   the    person    to    be   affected 
thereby  of  the  time  when  said   assessor  will   make  such 
assessment,  re-assessment,  or  corrected  assessment,  as  the 
■case   may  be.     The  manner  of  sucH  notice  shall   be   by 
letter  deposited  in  the   post-office  in   said  city,   postage 
prepaid,  and   addressed  to  the  person   whose  lands,  im- 
provements,  or   personal  property   is  to   be  so  assessed, 
re-assessed,  or  correctly  assessed,  and  said  assessor  sHrU 
he  required  to  make  and  preserve  a  copy  of  such  letter. 
§  7.  Said  assessor  shall  commence  during  the  month  of 
iDecember  in  each  year  to  make  out  the  tax  bills  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  said  city  levy- 
ing taxes  for  the  corresponding  year,  and  shall  list  such 
bills  for  collection  with  the  receiver  of  city  taxes  by  the 
third  day  of  January  following,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
practicable,  and  said  tax  bills  shall   be    payable  on   the 
third  day  of  January,  and  due  on  the  first  day  of  May  in 
the  year  for  which  made  out,  and  shall  bear  interest  from 
ithe  dale  due  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent,  per  annum, 
^nd  shall  be  secured  by  a  first  prior  and  superior  lien  on 
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and  against  the  land,  improvement,  or  personal  propert)r 
assessed  therefor,  and  shall  cease  to  be  collectable  only 
after  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the  date  due. 

§  8.  Said  assessor  shall  annually  appoint,  by  and  with- 
the  consent  and  approval  of  the  general  council,  four 
assistant  assessors,  one  clerk,  and  one  draughtsman,  or 
such  assistants  as  the  general  council,  by  resolution  or 
ordinance,  may  provide.  Said  assessor  and  each  assistant 
assessor  are  authorized  to  administer  oaths  to  the  truth 
of  the  returns  required  by  section  four  hereof,  and  to  cer- 
tifv  that  such  oaths  were  taken. 

(  9.  An  attested  copy  of  an  entry  in  the  assessment 
books  of  the  assessment  of  land,  improvement,  or  personal 
property,  shall  be  in  all  courts  of  this  Commonwealth 
evidence  that  every  act,  as  required  by  this  act  as  neces- 
sary to  constitute  an  assessment,  has  been  performed. 

§  10.  AH  tax-bills  uncollected,  in  whole  or  in  part,  and 
which  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  receiver  of  city  taxes 
on  the  first  da}'^  of  May  succeeding  the  date  on  which 
listed  with  him  for  collection,  shall  be  levied  by  said 
receiver  of  city  taxes  on  the  land,  improvement,  or  per- 
sonal property  assessed  therefor,  or  on  any  other  land^ 
improvement,  or  personal  property  belonging  to  the  per- 
son owing  the  tax-bills.  Said  receiver  of  city  taxes  shall 
commence,  on  and  after  the  first  Monday  in  May  of  each, 
year,  to  make  such  levies,  and  shall  continue  to  so  levy 
until  he  shall  have  levied  every  uncollected  tax  bill  in 
his  hands  when  there  is  land,  improvements,  or  personal 
property  in  said  city  or  in  the  county  of  Jefferson  liable 
to  be  so  levied  on;  but  when  there  is  no  siich  land,  im- 
provement, or  personal  property  liable  to  be  levied  upon* 
lo  satisfy  any  uncollected  tax-bill,  said  receiver  of  city 
taxes  shall  indorse  on  such  tax-bill  *' No  Property  Found,'* 
and  return  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  said  city.  The 
manner  of  making  such  levy  upon  lands  or  improvements- 
shall  be  by  said  receiver  indorsing  on  the  bill  a  levy,  in> 
form  as  follows  :  **  Levied  the  within  tax  bill  thi&,  the  — 

day  of ,  18 — ,  on  the  following  described  (here  describe- 

ihe  property  levied  on). ,  Receiver  of  City 
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Taxes  "  But  in  all  cases  when  said  receiver  of  city 
taxes  levies  upon  personal  property,  said  receiver  of  city 
taxes  shall  not  only  indorse  the  levy,  but  he  shall  take 
the  actual  possession  of  such  personal  property  so  levied 
on,  and  shall  be  allowed  the  sum  of  three  dollars  for  the 
removal  and  care  of  such  personal  property  in  each 
instance  of  a  levy  thereon,  and  which  sum  of  three  dol- 
lars shall  be  added  to,  and  deemed  a  part  of,  every  tax 
bill  levied  on  personal  property,  and  shall  be  regarded  as 
a  part  of  the  sum  for  which  said  receiver  of  city  taxes  is 
authorized  to  make  sale  of  such  personal  property  so 
levied  on.  Said  receiver  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  in  the 
month  of  July,  in  each  year,  proceed  to  sell  to  the  highest 
bidder  for  cash,  at  the  south  entrance  of  the  courthouse 
in  said  city,  and  between  the  hours  of  9  o'clock  A.M.  and 
4  o'clock  P.  M,,  all  the  property  theretofore  levied  on  by 
him  under  the  authority  of  this  section,  and  such  sales 
shall  continue  from  day  to  day,  Sundays  and  legal  holi- 
days excepted,  until  said  receiver  of  city  taxes  shall  have 
sold  all  the  land,  improvements,  and  personal  property 
levied  on  by  him  under  the  authority  of  this  section.  In 
making  sales  authorized  by  this  section,  said  receiver  of 
city  taxes  shall  only  sell  so  much  of  the  land,  improve- 
ment, or  personal  property  levied  on  as  will  be  sufficient 
to  pay  the  tax  bill  and  interest  thereon,  and  the  costs  of 
the  removal  and  care  of  personal  property,  whenever 
such  personal  property  is  sold.  Any  person  bidding  at 
such  sale,  and  failing  to  pay  the  amount  of  his  bid,  in  the 
event  the  land,  improvement,  or  personal  property  so 
offered  for  sale  is  struck  off  to  him  by  the  receiver  of  city 
taxes,  within  one  hour  after  such  bid,  shall  be  guilty  of  a^ 
misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  in  the  city  court 
of  the  city  of  Louisville  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  and  such  fines,  when 
collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  city.  In> 
the  event  of  the  purchase  of  land,  improvement,  or  per- 
sonal property,  at  such  sales,  by  any  person  who  fails  lor 
one  hour  thereafter  to  pay  to  the  receiver  of  city  taxes 
the   amount  of  the   accepted   bid,  such   receiver  of  city. 
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taxe?  shall  proceed  to  a^ain  offer  and  sell  such  land, 
improvement,  or  personal  property  so  struck  off  to  the 
person  so  failing  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  his  pur- 
chase. In  all  cases,  where  no  one  is  willing  to  offer  and 
pay  the  amount  for  which  any  land,  improvement,  or 
personal  property  is  offered  for  sale  at  any  sale  thereof 
made  hy  the  receiver  of  city  taxes  under  the  authority  of 
this  section,  said  receiver  of  city  taxes  shall  strike  off  and 
sell  such,  land,  improvement,  or  personal  property,  for 
said  amount  to  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  such  sales  to 
the  city  of  Louisville  shall  be  regarded  as  evidence  con- 
clusive that  no  other  would  offer  or  pay  the  amount  for 
which  such  land,  Improvement,  or  personal  property  was 
struck  off  and  sold  to  the  city  of  Louisville.  But  in  nu 
event  shall  the  city  of  Louisville,  on  the  purchase  by  it  of 
personal  property  at  sales  thereof  by  the  receiver  of  city 
taxes,  under  the  authority  of  this  sectfon,  be  liable  to  pay 
to  said  receiver  of  city  taxes  lor  the  care  and  removal  of 
such  personal  property.  The  proceeds  of  all  sales  made 
under  the  authority  of  this  section  shall  be  paid  over  by 
the  receiver  of  city  taxes  as  he  is  required  to  pay  to  the 
proceeds  of  other  taxes.  Immediately  after  completing 
the  sales  required  by  this  section,  or  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable thereafter,  said  receiver  of  city  taxes  shall  report 
to  the  board  of  aldermen  the  names  of  all  persons  to 
whom  he  made  sales  a  description  of  the  land,  im- 
provement, or  personal  property  sold,  and  the  amount 
o^  each  sale,  and  the  date  when  made,  according  to  the 
following  form  :  **  To  the  Board  of  Aldermen — Gentlemen : 
In  obedience  to  the  charter  provisions,  and  in  pursuance 

of  levies  made,  I  did,  on   the  —  day  of  ,  18 — ,  at  the 

place  and  between  the  hours  required  by  the  charter,  make

he  filed  and  recorded  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  alder- 
<men,  and  shall  in   all   courts   of  this  Commonwealth  be 
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held  as  evidence  that  the  lands,  improvements,  and  per- 
sonal property  assesssed  for  and  on  which  were  levied  the 
taxes,  for  which  the  interest  thereon  and  cost  of  removal 
and  care,  if  any  such  saled  were  made,  were  assessed  in 
every  regard  as  required  by  this  act;  that  the  taxes  were 
legally  levied,  and  were  due  and  unpaid  at  the  date  of 
such  sale,  and  that  each  sale  was,  in  all  respects,  as  re- 
quired by  this  act,  made  by  such  receiver  of  city  taxes  to 
the  persons  therein  reported  as  purchasers,  and  for  the 
amounts  due,  and  that  the  amounts  so  reported  were  due 
at  the  date  of  such  sale.  All  sales  of  personal  property 
made  under  the  authority  of  this  section  shall  be  absolute, 
and  vest  a  perfect  title  in  the  purchaser,  free  of  all  lien 
and  trust;  but  all  sales  of  land  or  improvements  under 
the  authority  of  this  section  shall  be  upon  the  condition 
that  at  any  time  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the 
«ale,  but  not  afterwards,  the  owner  thereof,  his  agent,  or 
any  one  claiming  by,  through,  or  under  him,  or  any  cred- 
itor of  his,  may  redeem  the  same  by  paying  to  the  pur- 
chaser thereof,  his  representative  or  assignee,  the  amount 
bid  by  such  purchaser  thereof  at  the  sale  thereof,  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  twenty  per  cent,  per  annum  from 
the  date  of  the  purchase,  and  all  taxes  and  assessments 
on  and  against  such  land  or  improvements  paid  by  such 
purchaser,  his  representative  or  assignee,  with  interest 
•on  such  payments  at  the  rate  of  twenty  per  cent,  per 
annum  from  the  date  made;  and  whenever  any  land  or 
improvements  sold  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
are  redeemed,  such  redemption  shall  be  noted  by  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  aldermen  on  the  record  of  the  re- 
port of  such  sale,  and  for  which  noting  said  clerk  shall 
i>e  entitled  to  demand,  and  shall  receive  from  the  person 
-BO  redeeming,  a  fee  of  one  dollar. 

(  il.  If  land  or  improvements  sold  under  authority  of 
the  tenth  section  of  this  act  be  not  redeemed  within  the 
time  therein  allowed,  the  purchaser  thereof  at  such  sale, 
•or  his  assignee  or  heirs,  may  demand,  and  shall  receive, 
■from  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  councilmen,  a  deed  there- 
•for,  in    substance   as   follows  :    ''  It    appearing  from  the 
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report  of  sales  made  by  the  receiver  of  city  taxes  that

deed  ehall  operate  to  vest  in  the  person  therein  desig- 
nated as  the  grantee  a  full,  complete,  and  perfect  title  to» 
and  to  divest  all  others  of  any  ownership  of  or  interest 
in  or  claim  against  the  lands  or  improvements  therein 
conveyed;  and  such  clerk  shall  be  entitled  to  demand^ 
and  shall  receive  from  the  person,  other  than  the  city  of 
Louisville,  to  whom  he  executes  such  deed,  a  fee  of  one 
dollar,  and  such  deed  shall  be  a  recordable  instrument 
without  acknowledgment  before  or  certificate  of  the 
clerk  of  a  county  court  or  other  officer:  Provided^  That 
such  owner  of  real  estate  or  improvements  sold  under 
the  process  of  section  eleven,  in  all  instances  where  the 
purchaser,  his  representative,  or  agent  is  unknown  or 
cannot  be  found,  niny,  within  the  time  named,  pay  such 
sum,  with  the  interest  aforesaid,  to  the  receiver  of  city 
taxes,  who  shall  be  respont>ihle  for  the  same  on  his  bond. 
§  12.  Any  person  to  whom  a  deed  is  executed  and  de- 
livered by  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  councilmen,  under 
the  authority  of  the  eleventh  section  hereof,  may,  upon 
notice  given  five  days  prior  to  his  application  therefor, 
enter  his  motion  in  the  Louisville  chancery  court  for  a 
writ  of  possession,  commanding  the  marshal  of  said  court 
to  put  him  in  the  possession  of  the  land  or  improvement 
described  in  said  deed,  and  on  his  filing  said  deed,  or  an 
attested  copy  of  the  record  thereof,  the  chancellor  shall 
award,  the  clerk  of  said  court  shall  issue,  and  the  marshal 
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of  said  court  ehall  execute  such  writ.  The  person  enter- 
ing such  motion  shall  pay  to  the  clerk  of  said  court  a  tax 
of  fifty  cents  for  the  benefit  of  the  State^  and  shall  pay  to 
the  officers  of  the  court  all  costs  incurred  by  him  in  such 
proceeding.  The  notice  provided  for  in  this  section  shall 
be  given  by  at  lea^^t  one  insertion  in  one  of  the  news- 
p^^pers  printed  and  published  daily  in  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville,  and   shall    be   in   form    and    substance   as   follows: 

*•  Notice  is  hereby  given  that  I  will,  on  the  —  day  of , 

18 — ,  enter  a  motion  in  the  Louisville  chancery  coarl  for 
a  writ  requiring  the  marshal  of  said  court  to  put  me 
into  the  possession  of  (here  describe  the  land  or  improve- 
ment). A.  B."  One  of  the  issues  of  the  newspapers 
containing  the  notice  shall  be  filed  when  the  motion  is 
entered,  and  shall  be  evidence  that  the  notice  was  given. 
No  action  shall  be  instituted  or  maintained  to  recover 
the  possession  of  lands  or  improvements  from  the  person 
or  those  claiming  under  him  to  whom  such  land  or  im- 
provements were  conveyed  by  the  clerk  of  the  board  of 
co-uncilmen  under  the  authority  of  the  eleventh  section 
hereof,  unless  such  action  be  instituted  within  six  months 
from  the  date  of  such  deed,  nor  shall  such,  action  be  in- 
stituted unless  the  person  instituting  the  same  pays  and 
tenders  into  court  for  the  defendants  to  such  action  the 
purchase  price  of  such  land  or  improvements  at  the  sale 
thereof  made  by  the  receiver  of  city  taxes,  with  interest 
thereon  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five  per  cent,  per  annum 
from  the  date  of  such  sale;  also  the  sum  of  all  taxes 
on  and  assessments  against  such  land  or  improvements 
paid  by  the  defendants  to  such  action,  or  those  under 
Mrhom  they  claim,  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of 
twenty-five  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  date  of  such 
payments,  and  the  full  value  of  any  and  all  improvements 
or  additions  put  on  or  added  to  such  land  or  improve- 
ments bv  the  defendants  to  such  action,  or  those  under 
whom  they  claim.  The  city  of  Louisville  shall,  i^i  ail 
ca^es  where  it  is  a  purchaser  at  sales  made  by  the  re- 
ceiver of  city  taxes,  be  entitled  to  the  same  rights  and 
remedies  as  any  other  purchaser.

$  13.  In  addition  to  the  remedies  herein  given,  the  city 
of  Louisville  shall  have  the  right  to  institute  an  action  in 
the  Louisville  chancery  court  for  the  recovery  of  the 
amount  of  any  unpaid  tax  bill  or  tax  bills  and  interest, 
and  the  enforcement  of  its  lien,  and  may  in  such  action, 
without  bond  or  affidavit,  sue  out  a  general  attachment 
similar  to  that  provided  for  in  chapter  three  of  title 
eight  of  the  Code  of  Practice  in  civil  cases. 

§  14.  The  general  council  shall  annually,  by  ordinance, 
fix  and  determine  the  amount  or  rate  of  tax  to  be  levied 
on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  assessed  value  of 
the  lands,  improvements,  and  personal  property  assessed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  the  year  in  which  such 
taxes  are  levied,  and  the  rate  of  taxation  thus  fixed  shall 
be  uniform  on  all  the  classes  of  property  assessed,  pro> 
vided  that  there  shall  be  levied  annually,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  treasury  of  said  city,  a  tax  of  two  dollars  on  every 
person  listed  under  the  third  section  hereof:  Provided^ 
That  the^rate  of  taxation  annually  levied  under  this  act 
shalHnot  exceed  the  sum  now  authorized  by  law., 

§  15  Said  receiver  of  city  taxes  shall,  on  or  before  the 
31st  day  of  December,  in  the  year  1882,  and  in  every 
year  thereafter,  state  and  settle  his  accounts  with  and 
receive  a  quietus  from  the  finance  committee  of  the  gen- 
eral council,  and  in  such  settlements  said  receiver  of  city 
taxes  shall  be  allowed  no  credit  (or  any  uncollected  tax 
bill,  unless  such  committee  believe,  from  the  evidence 
ofiTeredjthat  such  uncollected  tax  bill  could  not  have  been 
collected  by  such  receiver  of  city  taxes,  and  for  the 
amount  of  every  uncollected  tax  bill  for  which  such 
committee  refuses  in  such  settlement  to  allow  a  credit, 
said  receiver  of  city  taxes,  and  the  sureties  on  his  official 
bond,  shall  be  liable  to  account  for  and  pay  to  said  city, 
the  same  as  if  such  tax  bills  had  been  collected;  but  such 
receiver  of  city  taxes  shall  be  subrogated  to  the  rights-of 
said  city  as  against  the  persons  owing  such  uncollected 
tax  bills.  In  the  event  that  such  receiver  fails  to  obtain  a 
quietus  at  such  settlement,  such  failure  shall  be  reported 
to  the  board  of  aldermen  at  their  next  meeting  thereafter^ 
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whereupon  such  board  of  aldermen  shall  at  once  declare 
the  office  of  receiver  of  city  taxes  to  be  vacant,  and  order 
the  treasurer  of  said  city  to  immediately  take  possession 
of  all  the  moneys,  books,  bills,  registers,  accounts,  &c  ,  of 
the  office  of  such  receiver  of  city  taxes,  and  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  general  council  thereafter  there  shall  be 
elected  in  joint  session,  on  viva  vice  vote,  a  receiver  of 
city  taxes  for  the  unexpired  term  of  such  defaulting 
receiver  of  city  taxes. 

$  16.  The  general  council  may,  by  ordinance  not  in 
conflict  herewith,  regulate  the  office  of  the  receiver  of 
city  taxes,  the  office  of  assessor,  and  the  collection  of 
taxes,  and  may  by  ordinance  fix  the  compensation  of 
any  of  iti*  officers  or  employes,  and  define  their  studies*. 

^  17.  In  all  cased  when  land  or  improvements  pur- 
chased b}'  the  city  of  Louisville,  at  the  sales  thereof  made 
by  the  receiver  of  city  taxes,  are  redeemed,  the  redemp- 
tion money  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said  city, 
and  in  all  such  cases  all  unpaid  taxes  assessed  and  levied 
by  said  city  on  such  land  or  improvement  shall  be  re- 
garded as  having  been  paid  by  said  city  on  the  day  of 
and  prior  to  such  redemption. 

§  18.  All  courts  in  the  county  of  Jefferson  shall  take 
judicial  notice  of  the  passage,  approval,  contents,  and 
publication  of  each   ordinance  of  the  city  of  Louisville. 

§  19.  The  general  council  of  the  city  of  Louisville  shall 
have  power  by  joint  resolution  to  adjourn  for  not  longer 
than  thirty  days  at  any  time,  but  shall  be  subject  to  be 
convened  at  any  lime  by  notice  from  the  mayor. 

§  20.  That  no  principal  of  any  school,  and  no  principal 
or  teacher  of  any  private  sectarian  or  other  school,  shall 
admit  to  any  such  school  any  child  or  minor  who  shall 
not  have  been  vaccinated  within  five  years  next  preced- 
ing the  admi.<ision  or  application  for  admission  to  any 
such  school  of  such  child  or  minor  ;  or  shall  any  such 
principal  or  teacher  retain  in,  or  permit  to  attend  any 
such  school,  any  child  or  minor  who  shall  not  have  been 
vaccinated  within  five  years  next  preceding  the  taking^ 
effect  of  this  statute.     The  evidence  of  such  vaccination 
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to  he  presented  to  any  such  principal  or  teacher,  as  Ia 
mentioned  above,  shall  be  a  certificate  signed  by  the 
health  officer  or  any  practicing  physician. 

§  21.  The  health  officer  is  hereby  empowered  to  visit 
any  and  all  public  and  private  schools  in  the  city,  and  to 
make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  any  examination  of  the  chil- 
dren and  minors  in  attendance  therein  as  often  at<  he 
may  deem  necessary  to  secure  compliance  with  the  pro- 
visions hereof. 

§  22.  Any  principal  of  a  public  school,  or  principal  or 
teacher  in  any  private  or  other  school,  who  shall  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  statute,  or  shall  in  any  way 
prevent  or  attempt  to  prevent  the  health  officer  from 
f  xercising  the  power  conferred  by  this  act,  shall  be  fined 
for  each  offense  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars,  recoverable  upon  ordinance  warrant 
ill  the  city  court,  and  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury. 

§  23.  The  first  eighteen  sections  of  this  act  will  take 
effect  from  on  and  after  the  1st  day  of  September,  1882, 
and  sections  19,  20,  and  21  hereof  will  take  effect  and  be 
An  force  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act;  and  all 
Imws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  herewith  are  hereby 
r»  pealed.

CHAPTER  923. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  John  W.  Edintfton,  of  Tnylor  couniy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
-tff  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  all  the  disabilities  of  infancy  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  removed  from  John  Wesley  Edington, 
-of  the  county  of  Taylor,  and  that  he  have,  be  entitled 
and  liable  to,  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  liabilities  of  a 
person  of  legal  age  under  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth, and  authorized  to  receive  and  receipt  for  any 
estate  which    may  be  coming  to  him   from   any   source, 
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and  to  exercise  all  the  powers  over  such  estate  as  though 
he  was  twenty-one  (21)  years  of  a^e. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

(Became  a  law  on  April  10.  1882,  by  reason  of  not  being  retarned  to  the 
Senate  by  the  Governor  within  ten  days.) 


CHAPTER  924. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  authorize  the  Ohicago,  St. 
Louis  and  New  Orleans  Railroad  Company  to  lease  its  railroad  to,  or 
consolidate  with,  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company/'  approved  February 
24,  1882. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweglth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  second  section  of  the  said  act,  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  re- 
pealed. 

§  2,  That  the  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  repeal 
said  act,  but  such  repeal  shall  not  affect  any  lease  or  con- 
solidation in  pursuance  of  said  act  made  and  entered  into 
before  such  repeal;  nor  shall  such  repeal  affect  any  of 
the  rights  or  franchises  acquired  by  such  lease  or  consoli- 
dation; and  after  such  lease  or  consolidation,  the  said 
Illinois  Central  Railroad  Company,  as  lessee  under  said 
act,  shall  have  only  such  privileges,  rights,  and  franchises, 
in  this  State,  and  be  subject  to  only  such  limitations  and 
restrictions  as  the  said  Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  New  Or- 
leans Railroad  Company  had,  or  was  by  its  charter  sub- 
ject to,  prior  to  such  lease  or  consolidation. 

§  3.  Thiff  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  925u 

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  am«nd,  revise,  and  reduce 
into  one  the  several  acts  concerning  the  town  of  Lagrange,'^  approved  the 
first  of  Febroary,  1882. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
«f  Kentucky : 

$  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  '*  An  act  to  amend,  revise,  and 
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reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  concerning:  the  town  of 
Lagrange,"  approved  February  the  1st,  1882,  be,  and  the 
sanne  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows:  The  boundary  of 
said  town  is  extended  on  the  north  so  as  to  embrace  the 
lot  owned  by  L.  Hitt.  Said  boundary  is  also  extended  as 
follows:  Beginning  at  a  stone  at  the  intersection  of  the 
railroad  and  West  street^  and  on  the  north  side  of  the 
railroad,  thence  south  seventy  degrees  west  twenty-six 
poles;  thence  south  twenty  degrees  east  fifty  poles; 
thence  north  seventy  degrees  east  twenty-six  poles; 
thence  north  twenty  degrees  west  fifty  poles  to  the 
beginning. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  James  R.  Clark,  who  was,  on 

the  —  day  of ,  1882,  elected  as  one  of  the  trustees 

of  said  town,  and  who  has  since  removed  from  the  bound- 
ary  of  said  town  as  laid  down  in  the  act  to  which  this  is 
an  amendment,  but  resides  within  the  limits  of  the  exten- 
sion as  recited  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  to  continue 
to  act  as  such  trustee  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  for 
which  he  was  elected. 

§  3.  The  trustees  of  said  town  may,  when  they  deem  it. 
proper,  cause  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town,  or  any 
of  them,  to  be  extended  to  the  limits  of  the  town,  and 
may  cause  new  streets  or  alleys  to  be  opened  when  the^ 
same  may  be  necessary.  The  manner  of  condemning 
any  private  property  for  the  purpose  of  extending  any 
street  or  alley,  or  for  the  opening  of  a  new  street  or  alley,, 
shall  be  the  same  laid  down  in  subjections  one,  two, 
three,  four,  and  five  of  section  one,  article  six,  chapter 
one  hundred  and  seven,  of  the  General  Statute?. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  county  court  of  WashiDgtoo  couutj  to  levy  an  ad- 
valorem  tax  for  the  purpose  of  building  bridges  in  said  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kintucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Washington  county  be, 
and  is  hereby,  empowered  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax 
upon  all  the  taxable  property  of  said  county  not  to  ex- 
ceed twenty  cents  upon  the  one  hundred  dollars  of  taxa- 
ble property  per  year,  for  the  purpose  of  building  bridges^ 
as  provided  for  in  sections  36,  37,  and  38  of  article  1, 
chapter  04,  of  the  General  Statutes. 

^  2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  927.  ' 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  TboB.  A.  Ireland,  late  clerk  of  the  Owen  county 

court. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  further  time  of  two  years  be  granted  to 
Thos.  A.  Ireland,  late  clerk  of  the  Owen  county  court, 
for  the  collection  of  fee-bills,  and  that  during  the  said 
two  years  he  shall  have  power  to  distrain  for  the  collec- 
tion of  the  same,  under  the  pains  and  penalties  now  pre- 
scribed  by  the  General  Statutes  for  the  collection  of  fee* 
bills. 

§  2.  This  act  to  have  effect  from  its  passage.

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Thomas,  late  circuit  and  county  court  clerk  of  Grayson 
county,  in  which  he  may  distrain  and  use  all  legal  means 
for  the  collection  of  all  unpaid  fees  due  to  him,  either  as 
circuit  court  or  county  court  clerk  of  Grayson  county. 
§2;  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passag^e.

CHAPTER  929. 

AN  ACT  to  aatborize  the  Alexandria  and  Fla^^  Springs  Turnpike  Road 
Company  to  contract,  by  lease  or  otherwise,  for  the  completion  of  all  or 
any  part  of  its  road. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  Alexandria 
and  Flagg  Springs  Turnpike  Road  Company  to  complete 
its  road,  the  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
tract, by  lease  or  otherwise,  with  any  person  or  persons 
for  the  completion  of  all  or  any  part  of  its  road"  (or 
work  thereon  for  any  number  of  years  not  exceeding 
twenty),  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed 
upon,  not  contrary  to  law,  and  not  in  violation  of  the 
Constitution  of  this  State. 

§  2.  Rates  of  toll  on  all  or  any  part  of  said  road  shall 
not  exceed  those  specified  in  chapter  110  of  the  General 
Statutes  of  Kentucky,  title  *'  Turnpike.  Gravel,  and  Plank 
Roads." 

§  3.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  interfere  with  or  lessen 
the  liability  of  said  company  on  its  contracts  heretofore 
made  or  assumed  on  account  of  said  road,  whether  by 
bond  or  otherwise. 

4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  930. 

AN  ACT  to  dispense  with  fencing,  to  prevent  the  running  at  large  of  cattle) 
and  for  ihe  benefit  of  owners  of  land  on  Qreen  Rirer  Island. 

Whereas,  Green  River  Island  is  separated  from  the 
main  land  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  by  the  channel  of 
the  Ohio  river,  and  the  great  scarcity  of  timber  on  said 
island  renders  it  impracticable  for  land-owners  there  to 
fence  their  lands;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t/ie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  so  much  of  article  1,  chapter  55,  of  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes  as  requires  certain  fences  or  inclosures  for 
the  le^al  protection  of  land  against  depredations  of  cat- 
tle, shall  not  apply  to  Green  River  Island. 

§  2.  Owners,  tenants,  and  occupants  of  land  on  Green 
River  Island  shall  keep  all  their  cattle  and  live  stock  of 
every  description  within  their  own  inclosures;  and  the 
boundaries  of  the  several  tracts,  parcels,  and  lots  of  land 
on  said  island  are  hereby  declared  and  shall  be  lawfut 
fences  to  all  intents  and  purposes. 

^  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  cattle  or  live  stock  of  any 
description  to  run  at  large  on  said  island,  and  for  all 
depredations  of  cattle  or  live  stock  of  any  description  on 
said  island,  the  occupants  of  land  who  may  be  damaged 
thereby  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  remedies 
prescribed  by  chapter  55  of  the  General  Statutes;  and  in 
addition  thereto,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  take  up  and 
confine  any  animal  found  depredating  upon  their  lands, 
and  to  recover  of  the  owner  of  such  animal  the  damages 
sustained,  and  the  cost  and  expense  of  keeping  such  ani- 
mal, for  which  they  shall  have  a  lien  thereon. 

§  4.  Any  person  taking  up  any  animal,  as  allowed  in 
the  preceding  section,  shall  provide  for  it  the  necessary 
food  and  water,  and  shall  give  to  the  owner,  if  known^ 
notice  thereof  within  two  days  thereafter;  and  if  such 
animal  is  not  reclaimed  by  the  owner,  and  all  damages 
and  charges  paid  within  two  days  after  such  notice,  the 
taker- up  may  procure  from  any  justice  of  the  peace,  on 
affidavit  specifying  the  facts  of  the  case,  and  describing 
the  animal,  a  warrant  for  the  sale  of  such  animal,  whicb

sale  shall  be  for  cash,  and  shall  be  made  by  the  officer  to 
whom  said  warrant  is  directed,  after  written  advertise- 
ment of  the  time,  terms,  and  place  of  sale  for  five  days 
preceding,  unless  such  animal  is  sooner  reclaimed,  and 
all  damages,  costs,  and  expenses  paid.  The  proceeds  of 
sach  sale,  after  paying  the  costs  of  the  proceeding,  shall, 
to  the  extent  of  the  damages  and  expenses,  be  paid  to 
the  taker-ap  of  the  animal,  and  the  balance  shall  be  paid 
to  the  owner,  if  known,  or  if  not  known,  then  to  the 
trustee  of  the  jury  fund  of  Henderson  county.  But  noth- 
ing herein  shall  be  construed  as  limiting  the  recovery  by 
the  taker-up  of  any  animal  to  the  value  of  such  animal. 

§  5.  A  copy  of  the  order  of  sale  shall  be  served  upon 
the  owner  of  any  cattle  or  other  animal  taken  up  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  he  shall  have  the  right  at 
any  time  before  sale  to  reclaim  the  same  by  payment  of 
all  damages,  expenses,  and  costs,  or  b3^  executing  bond, 
with  sufficient  security,  that  he  will  diligently  defend  the 
action  of  the  plaintiff,  and  perform  the  judgment  of  the 
court.  Upon  the  execution  of  such  bond,  the  officer 
taking  the  same  and  holding  the  warrant  shall  deliver 
the  animal  or  animals  to  the  defendant,  and  return  the 
warrant  and  bond  to  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  shall 
notify  the  parties  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  justice^s 
next  succeeding  term  of  court,  at  which  the  case  shall 
stand  for  trial  as  other  cases. 

§6.  Upon  trial  of  the  case,  judgment  shall  be  rendered, 
and  if  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  it  shall  be  against  all  the 
parties  to  the  bond,  subject  to  appeal  as  in  other  cases. 

§  7.  If  the  owner  of  any  animal  sold  under  this  act  be 
unknown,  he  may  at  any  time  within  two  years  after 
such  sale,  upon  his  motion  made  in  the  Henderson  cir- 
cuit court,  after  ten  days  notice  to  the  Commonwealth's 
attorney,  and  upon  proof  of  his  ownership,  be  allowed 
the  amount  paid  into  the  jury  fund,  which  shall  be  paid 
by  the  trustee  thereof  upon  the  order  of  the  court,  after 
deducting  the  commiiisions  allowed  upon  other  moneys 
received  and  paid  by  him. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER   931. 

AN  AOT  to  aixieod  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  define  and  make  uniform  the 
jorisdiction  of  police  oflScers  of  Webster  and  Monroe  counties,"  approved 
February  23,  1874. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  *'An  act  to  refi:ulate  and  make 
uniform  the  jurisdiction  of  police  officers  in  the  counties 
of  Webster  and  Monroe,"  approved  February  23,  1874, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended  as  to  except  the 
town  of  Providence,  in  said  Webster  county.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gener<d  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  stockholders  of  the  Hustonville  and  Mc- 
Kinney's  Station  Turnpike  Road  Company  shall  meet  at 
the  town  of  Hustonville,  Lincoln  county,  Kentucky,  on 
4he  second  Saturday  in  May,  1882,  and  elect  a  new  board 
of  officers  of  said  road.  Said  election  shall  be  held  under 
the  control,  direction,  and  management  of  the  board  of 
directors  and  managers  of  said  road,  or  such  of  them  as 
oiay  be  qualifiod  to  act^ 
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sale  shall  be  for  cash,  and  shall  be  made  by  the  officer  to 
whom  said  warrant  is  directed,  after  written  advertise- 
ment of  the  time,  terms,  and  place  of  sale  for  five  days 
preceding,  unless  such  animal  is  sooner  reclaimed,  and 
all  damages,  costs,  and  expenses  paid.  The  proceeds  of 
fiuch  sale,  after  paying  the  costs  of  the  proceeding,  shall, 
to  the  extent  of  the  damages  and  expenses,  be  paid  to 
the  taker-up  of  the  animal,  and  the  balance  shall  be  paid 
to  the  owner,  if  known,  or  if  not  known,  then  to  the 
trustee  of  the  jury  fund  of  Henderson  county.  But  noth- 
ing herein  shall  be  construed  as  limiting  the  recovery  by 
the  taker-up  of  any  animal  to  the  value  of  such  animal. 

^  5.  A  copy  of  the  order  of  sale  shall  be  served  upon 
the  owner  of  any  cattle  or  other  animal  taken  up  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  he  shall  have  the  right  at 
any  time  before  sale  to  reclaim  the  same  by  payment  of 
all  damages,  expenses,  and  costs,  or  b}'  executing  bond, 
with  sufficient  security,  that  he  will  diligently  defend  the 
action  of  the  plaintiff,  and  perform  the  judgment  of  the 
court.  Upon  the  execution  of  such  bond,  the  officer 
taking  the  same  and  holding  the  warrant  shall  deliver 
the  animal  or  animals  to  the  defendant,  and  return  the 
warrant  and  bond  to  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  shall 
notify  the  parties  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  justice's 
next  succeeding  term  of  court,  at  which  the  case  shall 
stand  for  trial  as  other  cases. 

§  6.  Upon  trial  of  the  case,  judgment  shall  be  rendered, 
and  if  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  it  shall  be  against  all  the 
parties  to  the  bond,  subject  to  appeal  as  in  other  cases. 

§  7.  If  the  owner  of  any  animal  sold  under  this  act  be 
unknown,  he  may  at  any  time  within  two  years  after 
such  sale,  upon  his  motion  made  in  the  Henderson  cir- 
cuit court,  after  ten  days  notice  to  the  Commonwealth's 
attorney,  and  upon  proof  of  his  ownership,  be  allowed 
the  amount  paid  into  the  jury  fund,  which  shall  be  paid 
by  the  trustee  thereof  upon  the  order  of  the  court,  after 
deducting  the  commissions  allowed  upon  other  moneys 
received  and  paid  by  him.

§  4.  Said  board  shall  have  power,  with  the  consent  of 
the  county  court  of  Lincoln  county,  through tthe  judge 
thereof,  in  repairing  said  road  for  travel,  may  displace 
such  bridges  on  the  same  as  they  may  think  proper  for 
the  necessary  and  safe  travel  on  said  road,  and  suppl}' 
their  places  by  good  rock  or  gravel  crossings. 

§  5.  That  said  board  shall  have  power  to  make  such 
arrangements  with  persons  living  along  said  road  as  they 
may  deem  proper  to  perform  work  or  repairing  said  road 
and  keeping  the  same  in  order,  and  for  v^hich  work  they 
may  allow  said  persons  their  toll  in  satisfaction  thereof. 

^  6.  Said  board  shall  have  the  power,  by  consent  of  the 
Lincoln  county  court,  to  rent  or  lease  said  road  for  a  term 
of  years,  as  they  may  think  proper  and  best  to  keep  the 
same  in  proper  repair  for  travel,  and  the  proceeds  of  said 
leaBing,  after  paying  for  repairs,  to  be  divided  as  among: 
stockholders. 

§  7.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  if  Abraham  Jenkins  will  pay  into  the  Treas-

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Madison  Lodge,   No.    183,  of  Free  and  Accepted 

Masons,  in  Madison  countj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1,  That  Madison  Lods:e,  No.  183,  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  at  Kirksviile,  Madison  county,  Kentucky,  are 
hereby  created  a  body-corporate,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  Madison  Lodge,  No.  183,  Free  and  Accepted  Mason?; 
and  that  John  Hill,  Master,  and  W.  P.  Prewit,  S.  W.,  and 
E.  M.  Walker,  J,  W.,  shall  be  trustees  of  said  lodge,  to 
hold  their  office  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  by 
the  members  of  said  lodf^e  and  qualified;  and  the  said 
trustees  or  officers  and  members,  by  the  above  name,  are 
empowered  and  made  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
answer  and  be  answered,  in  all  the  courts  of  law  a'^nd 
equity  in  this  Commonwealth;  to  make,  have,  and  use  a 
common  seal,  and  alter  and  amend  the  same;  and  may 
make  and  ordain  by-laws  for  their  government,  pro- 
^  vided  the  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 

§  2.  They  may  provide  in  their  by-laws  for  the  election, 
of  the  successors  to  said  office,  and  fix  the  time  of  hold- 
ing office. 

}  3.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  acquire  and  hold  real  and  personal  estate,  not 
exceeding  in  value  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  may,  from 
time  to  time,  as  deemed  expedient,  sell,  lease,  and  convey 
any  property  they  may  hold,  and  use,  loan,  or  re-invest 
the  proceeds  at  pleasure. 

§  4.  Any  debts  or  obligations  heretofore  created  by  said 
lodge,  or  any  demands  now  owing  or  due  to  same,  shall 
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be  paid  by,  and  may  be  collected,  demanded,  or  sued  for 
by  the  corporation  in  their  corporate  name;  and  any  real 
or  personal  property  owned  by  said  lodge,  or  heretofore 
conveyed  to  it,  shall  vest  in  the  corporation  hereby  cre- 
ated. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  936. 

AK  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituons,  vioous,  or  malt  liquors  in  the 
town  of  College  Hill,  in  Madison  coanty,  and  within  three  miles  of  said 
town. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
any  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors,  or  any  mixture 
thereof,  in  the  town  of  College  Hill,  in  Madison  county, 
or  at  any  place  within  three  miles  of  said  town. 

§  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  sales 
t>r  shipments  of  manufacturers  who,  in  the  usual  course 
of  trade  and  in  good  faith,  sell  or  ship  such  liquors  by 
the  wholesale,  nor  to  druggists  for  medicinal  purposes  , 
upon  the  written  prescription  of  a  practicing  physician 
bona  fide  given. 

§3.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  physician  to  give 
any  person  a  prescription  under  this  act  for  any  spiritu- 
ous, vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  thereof,  ex- 
cept in  cas€  of  actual  sickness  of  the  person  prescribed 
for,  and  to  be  used  by  that  person. 

§  4.  That  for  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  the  person  so  violating  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not 
less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
and  every  offense,  to  be  recovered  by  indictment  before 
the  grand  jury* 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
«nd  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  937. 

AN  ACT  to  valid itA  tb6  bond  of  John  T.  McCIure,. sheriff  of  Grant  county, 
executed  in  the  Grant  county  court  January  16tb,  1882. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  bond  for  the  collection  of  the  revenue  of 
1882,  executed  in  the  Grant  county  court  on  the  16th 
of  January,  1882,  by  John  T.  McClure,  sheriff  of  Grant 
county,  and  his  sureties,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
declared  legal  and  binding  to  the  same  extent,  and  for 
all  purposes,  as  if  it  has  been  executed  within  the  time 
now  required  by  law :  Provided^  The  sureties  in  said 
bond  shall  approve  in  said  court  and  consent  thereto  of 
record. 

§  2.  That  in  case  any  sureties  in  said  bond  is  dead,  or 
declines  to  consent  to  the  terms  of  this  act,  as  provided 
in  the  preceding  section,  said  court  may  accept  other 
sufficient  sureties  thereon,  and  when  they  and  those  re- 
maining on  the  bond  consent  as  above  provided,  said 
bond  shall  be  valid  and  binding.

CHAPTER  938. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Falmouth,  Willovr  nnd  Powersville  Turnpike 

Road  CompADv. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  a  corporation,  styled 
"The  Falmouth,  Willow  and  Powersville  Turnpike  Road 
Company,"  with  perpetual  succession,  and  the  right  in 
■said  name  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  have  a  common  seal, 
and  all  other  rights  and  powers  incident  to  and  necessary 
to  carry   into  effect  the   powers  hereinafter   specifically 

* 

granted. 

§  2.  That  the  business  of  said  company  shall  be  to 
build,  manage,  and  control  a  graded  and  macadamized 
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road  from  some  point  on  the  Falmouth  and  Miiford  Turn- 
pike, near  Brandywine  creek,  in  Pendleton  county,  by 
way  of  Willow  Church  to  Powersvillcin  Bracken  county, 
or  on  such  eligible  route  adjacent  to  that  indicated  as  its 
board  of  directors  may  determine  on,  and  may  acquire- 
the  right  of  way  for  said  road,  and  the  necessary  land  for 
toll-houses,  stone,  gravel,  timber,  and  other  material  for 
constructing  and  repairing  the  same,  by  private  agree- 
ment  or  condemnation  under  a  writ  of  nd  quod  damnum, 

^  3.  That  those  persons  who  have  heretofore  subscribed 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  those  who  may 
hereafter  subscribe,  including  towns  and  counties  having 
power  so  to  do,  are  hereby  declared  the  stockholders  of 
said  company,  and  in  all  elections  each  shall  have  one 
vote  for  every  share  of  stock  by  him  subscribed  and  paid 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  board  of 
directors. 

§  4.  That  the  business  of  said  company  shall  be  under 
the  direction  and  control  of  a  board  of  seven  directors, 
who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  stockholders,  on  the 
first  Monday  in  May,  and  shall  hold  office  for  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  In 
case  of  a  failure,  from  any  cause,  to  hold  the  election  for 
directors  on  the  day  named,  an  election  for  that  purpose 
may  be  held  at  any  time,  on  twenty  days'  notice  by  the 
board  of  directors,  or  the  owner  or  owners  of  one  hun- 
dred shares  of  stock.  The  notice  shall  be  written  or 
printed,  and  posted  conspicuously  at  the  company's  prin- 
cipal ofHce,  and  at  each  toll-gate  on  its  road. 

§  5.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall,  on  their  own 
election,  im^nediately  elect  one  of  their  number  president 
of  the  board,  who  shall  preside  at  their  meetings,  and  be  the 
executive  of  said  board.  The  board  shall  have  the  power 
to  select  for  said  company  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and 
such  other  officers  and  agents  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary, to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  fix  their  compensa- 
tion. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep 
the  books  and  accounts  of  said  company,  and  to  attend 
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the  meetings  of  said  board,  and  keep  in  a  substantial 
book  an  accurate  record  of  all  its  proceedings. 

§  7.  That  the  treasurer  of  said  company  shall  be  the 
custodian  of  all  money  belonging  to  it,  and  shall  pay  the 
same  on  the  order  of  the  board  of  directors,  certified  to 
him  by  the  secretary.  But  before  entering  on  his  duties, 
he  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  company,  with  sureties 
approved  by  the  board  of  directors,  conditioned  that  he 
will  faithfully  perform  all  the  duties  of  treasurer,  and  pay 
over  as  directed  by  the  board  of  directors  any  money  in 
his  hands  belonging  to  the  company,  and  will  make  full 
settlement  of  his  accounts  when  required  by  said  board; 
and  on  going  out  of  office,  will  deliver  to  his  successor 
all  books,  papers,  property,  money,  or  other  thing  in  his 
hands  belonging  to  said  company.  This  bond  shall  be 
recorded  in  his  record-book  and  preserved  by  the  secre- 
tary. 

§  8.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  estab- 
lish toll-gates  on  said  road,  and  charge  and  collect  tolls 
as  authorized  by  the  General  Statutes. 

§  9.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
divided  into  shares'  of  fifty  dollars  or  twenty-five  dollars 
<each,  as  the  first  board  of  directors  elected  hereunder 
shall  determine,  which  determination  shall  be  entered  on 
their  record-book. 

§  10.  That  said  board  of  directors  shalJ  have  power  ta 
make  all  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  govern- 
ment of  themselves  and  the  offices  and  affairs  of  said 
company,  not  inconsistent  with  public  law. 

§  11.  That  at  any  general  election,  the  stockholders 
may  change  the  time  of  holding  the  regular  election  for 
directors. 

§  12.  That  R.  S.  Fishback,  Park  Peddicord,  and  Elisha 
Galloway  are  hereby  made  commissioners  to  organize 
said  company,  and  they,  or  any  of  them  choosing  to  act, 
may  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  call  an 
election  for  the  election  of  the  first  board  of  directors, 
and  do  such  other  acts  and  things  as  may  be  necessary  to 
completely  organize  said  company.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  '*Ab  act  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one 
all  the  acts  in  regard  to  the  town  of  Columbia." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  the  poll-tax  and  ad  valorem  taxes  levied  by 
the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  be  a  lien  upon  the 
property  listed  by  any  person  or  corporation  in  said  town 
to  the  extent  of  the  taxes  due  from  each  list  until  said 
taxes  shall  have  been  paid,  and  no  sale,  mortgage,  trans- 
fer, gift,  or  devise  shall  affect  the  lien  thereon.  The 
taxes  levied  by  said  board  of  trustees  shall  be  due  on 
the  first  day  of  June  of  each  year,  and  if  the  same  be 
not  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  following, 
the  collector  appointed  by  said  board  of  trustees,  after  he 
shall  have  executed  bond,  and  taken  the  oath  of  oflUce, 
may  proceed  to  distrain  for  said  taxes,  and  the  said  col- 
lector is  hereby  empowered  and  authorized  to  distrain  for 
said  taxes;  he  may  advertise  and  sell  the  personal  prop- 
erty for  taxes  due  thereon,  or  so  much  as  may  be  suffi- 
cient to  pay  said  taxes,  the  cost  of  levy,  and  collectors' 
commission.  If  there  be  no  personal  property  out  of 
which  the  taxes  of  any  person  or  corporation  may  be 
made,  and  that  person  or  corporation  has  listed  for  that 
year's  assessment  any  real  estate,  the  collector  may  levy 
upon  said  real  estate,  and  sell  so  much  thereof  as  will  be 
sufficient  to  pay  said  taxes  and  cost  of  sale.  The  laws 
laid  down  in  the  General  Statutes  of  Kentucky  in  regard 
to  the  sale  of  lands  for  revenue  and  county  levy  taxes 
shall  be  made  applicable  to  the  sale  of  real  estate  for 
taxes  levied  by  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Co- 
lumbia. The  collector  shall  be  vested  with  the  same 
powers  and  authority,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees 
for  services,  subject  to  the  same  penalties,  and  have  upon 
him  the  same  duties  imposed  in  regard  to  the  collection 
of  said  taxes  that  a  sheriff*  has  under  the  General  Statutes 
of  Kentucky  in  regard  to  the  collection  of  the  State  reve- 
nue and  county  levy  taxes,  and  all  the  laws  applicable  to 
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a  sheriff  in  regard  to  the  collection  of  taxes  are  hereby 
made  applicable  to  said  collector. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  940. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  D.  S.  Trimble,  of  &feDifee  coantj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  directed  to 
draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  D.  S. 
Trimble  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy-five 
dollars,  payable  out  of  any  mooey  in  the  Treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  for  keeping  Eliza  Ellen  Trimble, 
a  pauper  lunatic,  for  two  years  and  four  months:  Pro- 
vided,  That  this  amount  shall  be  in  full  for  all  claims  for 
the  care'  of  said  lunatic  up  to  this  date. 

^  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  941. 

AN  ACT  to  coDStitnte  Wabash  Island,  in  Union  county,  a  comoion  school 

district  in  said  countj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  all  that  territory  embraced  in  Wabash  Island,, 
in  Union  county,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  constituted 
a  separate  common  school  district  in  said  county. 

^  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Hiram  Newton  Sanford,  son  of  J.  N.  Sanford, 

of  Ballard  coQDty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Hiram  Newton  Sanford, son  of  J.  N.  Sanford, 
of  Ballard  county,  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  released  from 
all  the  disabilities  of  an  infant,  and  vested  with  ail  the 
rights  and  privileges,  liabilities  and  responsibilities,  of  an 
adult,  except  the  rig^ht  to  vote. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  eiTect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  944. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  <'An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  tbe  city 

of  HenderBon." 

Be  it  enacted  by  (he  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
•oj  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  in  addition  to  the  tax  now  authorized  to  be 
levied  by  the  city  of  Henderson,  the  said  city  of  Hender- 
son is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  and 
collect  taxes,  at  the  rate  of  not  exceeding  fifteen  cents 
on  the  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property,  upon  the 
tax-payers  of  said  city,  taxable  under  the  revenue  laws 
of  this  State:  Provided,  however,  That  said  taxes  shall 
not  be  levied  for  more  than  five  y^ears  after  the  passage 
of  this  act:  And  provided  further,  That  the  amount  real- 
ized from  said  taxation  shall  be  used  for,  and  devoted 
exclusively  to,  the  repair  and  improvement  of  the  gas- 
works belonging  to  said  city,  and  such  other  public  im- 
>provements  as  the  council  of  said  city  may  determine. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  945. 

-AN  ACT  to  aathorize  the  commissioners  for  the  county  of  Kenton  to  sab- 
scribe  for  stock  in  larnpike  roads  in  said  county,  and  provide  means  for 
the  payment  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
■of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  commissioners  for  Kenton  county,  at  any 
regular  meeting  of  their  board,  all  of  such  commissioners 
being  present  and  concurring  therein,  shall  have  power 
to  make  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  turnpike 
road  company  which  may  hereafter  be  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  for  the  construction  of  a 
turnpike  road,  the  termini  of  which  is  in  Kenton  county, 
or  the  boundary  lines  thereof,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  mile  for  each  mile  of 
said  road :  Provided,  That  such  subscriptions  shall  not  be 
made  until  said  board  of  commissioners  are  satisfied  that 
an  amount  of  stock  sufficient,  with  the  aid  of  such  county 
subscription,  to  complete  each  mile  of  road  to  which  such 
county  subscriptions  apply,  has  been  taken  by  private 
subscriptions. 

§  2.  That  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to 
issue  b^Dnds  in  sums  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  bearing  any  rate 
of  interest  not  exceeding  six  (6)  per  cent,  per  annum, 
the  principal  of  which  bonds  shall  be  payable  in  ten 
years  after  date,  havingj^coupons  attached  thereto  for  the 
payment  of  the  interest  semi-annually  on  the  first  days 
of  January  and  July  in  each  year,  at  the  branch  of  the 
Northern  Bank  of  Kentucky  at  Covington.  The  board 
of  commissioners  shall  prescribe  the  form  of  the  bonds, 
and  when  issued  they  shall  be  signed  by  the  three  elected 
or  appointed  commissioners,  attested  by  the  county  clerk, 
having  the  seal  of  the  county  attached  thereto,  and  in- 
dorsed by  the  presiding  judge  of  said  county. 

§  3.  The  commissioners  shall  prescribe  the  time,  man- 
ner, and  place  at  which  such  bonds  shall  be  offered  and 
sold;  but  no  sale  thereof  shall  be  made  for  less  than  their 
i'ace  value. 
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§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  pro- 
vide for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  and 
for  their  final  payment  when  due. 

§  5.  To  enable  the  board  of  commissioners  to  comply 
with  this  act,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  an  ad 
valorem  tax,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  upon  each 
one  hundred  dollars  in  value  of  the  taxable  property  in 
said  county  of  Kenton,  outside  of  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  city  of  Covington,  which  shall  be  collected  by  the 
sheriff  of  said  county,  who  shall  be  responsible  upon  his 
official  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
hereby  imposed. 

§  6.  That  said  board  of  commissioners  shall  have  power 
to  make  all  orders  necessary  for  carrying  into  execution 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§7.  The  bonds  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  shall  not 
be  subject  or  liable  to  county  or  municipal  taxation. 

§  8.  Before  the  said  commissioners  of  said  county  shall 
subscribe  stock  or  exercise  any  of  the  powers  herein  con- 
templated, the  question  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  county  outside  of  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  city  of  Covington,  whether  or  not  they  are  in  favor  of 
empowering  said  commissioners  to  subscribe  to  the  cap- 
ital stock  of  turnpike  roads  constructed  in  said  county, 
at  an  election  to  be  held  at  each  of  the  voting  places  of 
said  county,  outside  of  the  city  limits  of  the  said  city  of 
Covington,  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  the  county  judge 
of  said  county,  and  if  the  affirmative  of  said  proposition 
shall  receive  the  majority  of  the  vote  cast,  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  be  authorized  to  exercise  the  powers 
conferred  by  this  act. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  said  county  to 
open  a  poll  at  each  of  the  voting  places  in  said  county,  as 
provided  in  the  eighth  section  of  this  act,  and  said  elec- 
tion shall  be  conducted,  and  the  returns  thereof  made  and 
canvassed,  and  the  result  declared,  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  by  the  same  officers  as  in  election  of  county 
officers.  The  sheriff  shall  give  ten  days'  notice  of  the 
time,  place,  and  object  of  said  election,  by  printed  notices 
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posted  in  at  least  two  public  places  in  the  neighborhood 
of  said  voting  places,  and  by  two  insertions  in  a  news- 
paper printed  in  said  county. 

§  10,  The  judge  of  the  said  Kenton  county  court  shall 
cause  the  result  of  said  election  to  be  entered  on  the 
order-book  of  said  county  court,  and  provide  for  the  pay- 
ments of  said  election. 

5  11.  The  county  nnay,  oy  an  order  duly  entered  on  its 
order  book,  again  submit  the  question  to  the  qualified! 
voters  of  said  county,  but  not  oftener  than  once  ih  any 
year  after  the  vote  shall  have  first  been  taken. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  946. 

AN   ACT  to  incorporate  the    Moorehead,   West   Libertj  and   Salyersville 

Railway  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  D.  D.  Sublett  and  Joseph  Gardner,  of  Ma-  incorporators. 
gofRn  county,  and  William  Mynhier,  John  P.  Salyer,  W. 
W.  Cox,  and  John  T.  Hazelrigg,  of  Morgan  county,  and 
Warren  Addison,  A.  J.  McKinzie,  Cyrus  Alley,  Z.  T. 
Young,  and  A.  J.  Thurber,  of  Rowan  county,  and  J.  W. 
Perry,  of  Owen  county,  Kentucky,  or  any  four  of  them 
who  may  act,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  and 
they,  their  associates  and  successors,  are  created  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a 
railway  with  a  single  or  double  track,  beginning  at  a 
point  on. the  Elizabethtown,  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy 
Railroad,  between  Licking  river  and  Triplett  tunnel, 
thence  by  West  Liberty,  Morgan  county,  to  Salyersviile, 
in  Magoffin  county,  and  to  the  Virginia  line,  at  a  point 
between  the  northern  boundary  line  of  Harlan  county 
and  the  southern  boundary  line  of  Martin  county,  Ken- 
tucky.

§  2.  The  name  and  style  of  the  corporation  hereby 
created  shall  be  the  Moorehead,  West  Liberty,  and  Sal- 
yersville  Railway  Company,  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  of  suin^  and  being 
sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  defending  and  being 
defended,  in  law  and  equity,  in  all  courts  and  elsewhere, 
in  like  manner  and  as  fully  as  natural  persons  may  be; 
and  said  corporation  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  ^set  aside,  and  renew  or  alter  the  same  at  pleasure; 
and  by  said  corporate  name  may  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  and  by  that  name  shall  be,  and  are  hereby, 
invested  with  all  the  powers,  privileges,  immunities,  and 
franchises  of  natural  persons.  The  capital  stock  of  said 
company  may  be  any  amount  not  exceeding  five  millions 
of  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  and  may  be  subscribed  for,  purchased,  owned,  and 
controlled  by  individuals  in  and  out  of  this  8tate,  and 
railroad  companies  and  other  corporations  in  Kentucky 
and  elsewhere. 

§3.  The  corporators  named  in  the  first  section,  or  such 
of  them  as  may  act,  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of 
directors  of  said  company,  and  may  serve  as  such  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  The  said 
corporators,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  meet  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  agree  upon  and  designate, 
and  from  their  own  number,  or  from  such  persons  as  they 
may  associate  with  themselves,  choose  a  president,  and 
appoint  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  may  be  neces- 
sary; they  shall  have  power  to  adopt  such  by-laws  for 
the  government  of  the  company,  its  officers,  agents,  and 
employes,  in  the  general  conduct  and  management  of  the 
aflairs  and  business  of  the  company  as  may  be  needful 
and  proper,  and  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  the  same  at  will, 

§  4.  The  general  office  of  the  company  shall  be  located 
in  the  town  of  Moorehead,  Rowan  county,  Kentucky. 
The  directors  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  locate 
and  establish  branch  offices  or  agencies  at  such  other 
place  or  places  as  may,  in  their  judgment,  be  found  nec- 
essary. 
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§  5.  That  the  incorporators  or  first  board  of  directors 
shall  provide  in  the  by-laws  for  an  annual  election  of 
directors,  consisting  of  seven  in  number,  who  shall  be 
stockholders  of  said  company,  and  fix  the  time  and  place, 
and  determine  the  manner  of  the  first  and  succeeding 
elections  of  directors.  The  directors  succeeding  the  first 
board  shall  severally  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  Each 
board  of  directors  may  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  their, 
number,  and  shall  choose  from  their  own  number  a  pres- 
ident. It  shall  require  a  majority,  including  the  president, 
to  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  board  of  directors  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

§  6.  At  the  election  of  directors,  and  all  other  meetings  Pit>xi««. 
of  stockholders  in  said  company,  stockholders  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  so  held,  which 
may  be  cast  in  person  or  by  written  proxy.  Provision 
shall  be  made  in  the  by-laws  for  annual  meetings  of  the 
stockholders,  and  such  called  meetings  as  are  necessary. 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  the  property,  business,  and  affairs  of 
the  company;  may  appoint  all  such  officers,  agents,  and  - 
employes  as  are  necessary ;  prescribe  their  duties  and 
compensation,  and  take  from  any  one  of  them  bond  with 
security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company  to  open  stock-books  for  subscription  to  the 
capital  stock  at  such  time  and  places,  and  continue  them 
open  fur  such  length  of  time,  as  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary. The  capital  stock  of  said  company  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  personal  property,  and  majr  be  issued,  cer- 
tified, transferred,  and  registered  in  such  manner  and  at 
such  places  as  may  be  ordered  and  provided  by  the  by- 
laws  of  said  company. 

§  9.  The  said  Moorehead,  West  Liberty,  and  Salyers-   Power*. 
ville  Railway  Company   shall  be,  and    are   hereby,   au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  locate,  construct,  build,  and 
complete   a  railroad,   with    such  number  of  trades  and 
lines  of  telegraph  as  said  corporation   may  desire,  and 
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for  that  purpose  shall  be  entitled  to  acquire  title  to  a 
•continuous  line  of  one  hundred  feet  in  width  of  land, 
Avith  such  additional  ground  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
use  of  said  railroad,  from  a  point  on  the  said  Elizabeth- 
town,  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad,  between  Lick- 
ing river  and  Triplett  tunnel,  thence  by  such  route  as 
said  company  may  select,  to  any  point  on  the  eastern 
boundary  line  of  the  State,  between  the  northern  line 
of  the  county  of  Harlan  and  the  southern  line  of  the 
county  of  Martin,  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  to  con- 
struct, build,  and  furnish  said  railroad  with  all  necessary 
side-tracks,  turn-outs,  switches,  depots,  stations,  and  all 
necessary  buildings,  erections,  and  constructions  for  the 
convenient  working  of  said  railroad,  and  carrying  on  its 
business,  and  with  all  the  rolling-stock  of  every  sort  and 
kind,  and  all  other  machinery,  implements,  and  prop- 
erty the  company  deem  necessary  and  proper  for  the 
proper  prosecution  of  its  business;  and  said  company 
shall  have  power  to  operate  and  maintain  the  same; 
and  for  said  purpose  said  company,  in  its  corporate 
capacity,  is  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers  necessary 
for  purchasing,  acquiring  title  to,  holding,  selling,  and 
conveying  and  transferring  all  real,  personal,  and  mixed 
property  said  company  may  deem  necessary  to  the  carry- 
ing out  of  the  objects  of  this  act,  to  the  same  extent  as 
any  natural  person  or  persons,  or  any  other  corporation 
may  exercise  such  right  of  acquisition,  holding,  or  dis- 
posing of  his,  their,  or  its  property. 

§  10.  That  portion  of  said  Moorehead,  West  Liberty 
■and  Salyersville  Railway  which  may  be  constructed  from 
a  point  on  the  Elizabethtown,  Lexington  find  Big  Sandy 
Railroad  to  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  with  its  appurtenances  and  property  belonging 
thereto,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  exempted  free  from  tax- 
ation, State,  county,  or  municipal,  as  follows,  i.  e,^  each 
Bection  of  ten*  miles  shall  be  exempted  for  five  years  from 
its  completion  from  all  taxation:  Provided ,  That  if  the 
road  be  not  operated  after  the  lapse  of  five  years  from 
its  completion,  this  exemption  from  taxation  shall  be  in- 
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•operative;  but  in  no  event  to  be  exempt  from  taxation 
for  more  than  eight  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§   11.    Said  corporation   is   hereby   authorized,   by    its 
agents,    surveyors,    and    engineers,   to    cause    such    ex- 
aminations  and  surveys  of    the   different  routes   as   are 
necessary  to  determine  which  is  most  suitable  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  railroad;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said 
company  to  enter  upon,  take  possession   of,  and  use  all 
such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction, 
operation,  and  maintenance  of  said  railroad,  its  depots, 
side-tracks,  water-stations,  engine-houses,  machine-shops, 
and  other  buildings  and  appendages  necessary  for  the  use 
of  said  railroad;  and  said  corporation  may  also  take  and 
use  any  earth,  gravel,  stone,  or  other  materials  necessary 
for  the  construction,   maintenance,  and   repairs   of  said 
railroad  and  its  appendages  and  works;  and  may,  by  its 
authorized   agents,  agree   with   the   owner  of   the  land, 
earth,  gravel,  stone,  or  other   materials  watited  for  the 
purchase  of  the  whole,  or  the  use  and  occupation  of  the 
real  estate,  the  owners  thereof  being  competent  to  con- 
tract;  but  if  the   owners,  being  incompetent,   refuse    to 
contract,  or  any  of  them  Ave  femes  covert  or  non  compos^  or 
out  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted  is  situ- 
ated,  application   may  be   made   by  the  company  or  its 
agents  to  the  county  court  of  any  county  into  or  through 
which  it  is   proposed  to  construct  said   railroad.     Such 
-court   may    appoint   three    commissioners,   who  shall  be 
residents    of  the    county,   and    freeholders,  in    which   the 
property  is  situated,  who    shall    be   sworn    to   discharge 
their  duties  under  this  act  justly  and  impartially,  to  the 
best  of  their  skill  and  judgment..  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  commissioners  to  view  the  land  or  materials  required, 
and  fix  the  amount  of  compensation  to  which  the  owner 
or  owners  may  be  entitled,  and  make  out  and  return  to  the 
office  of  the  county  clerk  of  said  county  a  report,  in  writ- 
ing; particularly  describing  the  land  and  materials  valued, 
•and  the  amount  of  damages,  if  auy,  assessed.     The  clerk 
shall  receive    such    report  and   file   the    same,  indorsing 
4;hereon    the  time   of  Its   being  filed;  and    if  the    owner 
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resides  in  the  county,  he  shall  forthwith  issue  a  summons 
eommanding  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land  or  mate- 
rials to  appear  and  show  cause  why  the  report  shall  not 
be  confirmed,  which  summons  shall  forthwith  be  executec) 
by  the  sheriff  or  other  officer  in  whose  hands  it  may  be 
placed.  The  report  shall  be  docketed  in  the  county 
court,  and  stand  for  trial  at  any  term  of  said  court  com- 
mencing not  less  than  ten  days  after  service  of  the  sum- 
mons, unless  the  service  is  had  in  another  county,  when- 
it  shall  be  twenty  days,  it  being  understood  that  the 
county  judge  may  act  in  all  cases  where  the  county 
court  is  mentioned  in  this  chapter.  If  the  owner  be  a 
non-resident  of  the  State,  the  court  shall,  at  the  first  term 
after  the  report  is  filed,  appoint  an  attorney  to  defend  for 
such  owner,  who  may  file  exceptions  at  any  time  after 
sixty  days  from  the  date  of  his  appointment;  and  upon 
exceptions  being  filed  by  the  owner  or  his  attorney,  or 
by  the  company,  the  court  shall  forthwith  order  a  jury  ta 
be  empaneled  to  try  the  question  of  compensation  and 
damages,  unless,  for  good  cause,  time  is  given  for  prepa- 
ration. If  no  exception  be  filed,  the  report  shall  be  con- 
firmed. The  commissioners  and  jury  shall,  in  estimating 
damages,  allow  the  owner  the  full  value  of  the  land 
taken  or  to  be  takeh  by  the  company;  but  in  estimating 
incidental  damages,  or  damage  to  the  land  of  the  owner 
adjoining  the  land  taken,  may  take  into  consideration  the 
advantages  to  accrue  to  the  adjoining  lands  of  the  owner 
by  reason  of  the  building  of  the  road.  Said  company 
shall  not  be  delayed  in  its  work  of  construction  by  pro- 
ceedings provided  in  this  section,  but  may,  after  first  giv- 
ing bond  with  sufficient  security  to  pay  such  damages  and 
costs  as  may  be  finally  awarded,  proceed  ^ith  its  con- 
struction, taking  and  using  such  land  and  material  as  it 
may  require  and  be  entitled  to  take  under  this  charter. 

§  12.  That  said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase 
and  hold  any  road  in  this  State,  or  in  any  other  State, 
and  may  subscribe  stock  in,  or  aid  in  building  any  other 
railroad  in  or  out  of  this  State,  and  may  consolidate  itself 
with  any  other  railroad  company  in  or  out  of  this  State^ 
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upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon* 
between  it  and  the  other  company  or  companies,  so  as  to- 
secure  a  continuous  line  under  one  management,  from 
two  or  more  certain  termini,  or  so  as  to  secure  branch 
roads  and  feeders  for  the  main  line,  and  may  establish 
and  take  a  suitable  and  proper  name,  to  be  approved  of 
by  the  consolidating  companies,  and  may  lease  and  oper- 
ate any  railroad  or  branches  connecting  with  it  or  its 
branches,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  and 
for  that  purpose  full  power  is  hereby  given  said  company 
to  make  and  execute  any  and  all  such  contracts  as  may 
be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  any  such  agreements  for 
the  purchase  and  sale  or  leasing  of  any  such  roads  or 
branches,  or  for  the  consolidating  of  such  companies : 
Provided^  hoivever,  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said 
company  to  purchase  or  lease,  or  in  any  way  acquire 
control  of  any  parallel  or  competing  railroad,  or  to  con- 
solidate with  any  railroad  company  owning  or  operating 
any  parallel  or  competing  railroad. 

^  13.  That  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  bor- 
row money  to  complete,  equip,  furnish,  operate,  or  main- 
tain its  said  railroad,  and  to  issue  bonds,  at  a  rate  of 
interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  with 
such  time  to  run  as  it  may  deem  proper,  and  negotiate 
and  dispose  of  the  same  as  it  may  deem  proper,  and  to 
mortgage  its  corporate  property  and  franchises  to  secure 
the  same;  but  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  company  to 
issue,  discount,  or  dispose  of  a  greater  amount  of  bonds 
at  their  face  value  than  6ve  millions  of  dollars. 

§  14.  That  copies  from  the  minutes  of  proceedings  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  said  corporation,  certified  by. 
the  secretary,  and  copies  of  the  by-laws  adopted  by  the 
board,  when  so  certified,  shall  be  received  in  all  tribunals 
in  the  State  as  evidence,  as  fully  and  to  the  same  extent  Evidence. 
as  would  be  the  books  of  the  company. 

4  15.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company,  by  its 
ofHcers  and  agents,  to  receive  subscriptions  to  its  capital 
stock,  payable  in  real  estate  situated  in  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky, and  take  deed  or  deeds  therefor  in  fee-simple,  and 
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issue  certificates  of  stock  thereon;  and  the  real  estate 
thus  acquired  may  be  held,  used,  and  conveyed  by  said 
company  as  a  natural  person  But  it  is  expressly  pro- 
vided that  any  conveyance  of  lands  to  said  company,  or 
to  any  person  in  trust  for  said  company,  or  to  any  one  for 
the  use  and  benefit  of  said  company  or  its  corporators,  or 
any  of  them,  in  payment  of  any  subscription  to  the  cap- 
ital stock  of  said  company,  or  as  a  bonus  or  gift  to  induce 
the  building  of  a  railroad,  shall  operate  only  as  an  escrow 
in  the  hands  of  whomsoever  it  may  be  lodged  until  such 
time  as  a  railroad  shall  actually  be  constructed  under  this 
charter  to  said  lands,  or  to  a  point  on  the  contemplated 
line  of  said  road  nearest  to  said  lands,  and  cars  actually 
run  thereon;  and  should  no  road  be  actually  constructed 
under  this  charter  to  said  lands,  or  contiguous  thereto  as 
aforesaid,  within  ten  years  from  the  passage  of  this  bill, 
then  any  such  conveyance  of  such  lands  shall  be  and 
become  absolutely  void,  anything  in  the  conveyance  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding,  and  the  grantee  shall  have 
no  right  to  enter  upon  or  take  possession  of  said  land 
until  the  conditions  aforesaid  are  complied  with. 

^  16.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  re- 
ceive, lease,  purchase,  or  otherwise  acquire,  hold,  use,  and 
-enjoy  all  such  real  estate  and  personal  property  as  may 
be  convenient  and  desirable  for  constructing,  operating, 
or  equipping  said  railroad  or  its  branches,  and  a  line  of 
telegraph  along  the  same,  or  which  may  be  conveyed  to 
it  in  payment  of  stock  subscriptions,  or  which  may  be 
purchased  by  it,  and  may  bargain,  sell,  and  convey  the 
same  as  a  natural  person. 

§  17.  That  said  company  may  make  contracts  with  any 
•corporation  or  person  for  constructing  or  equipping  said 
road  and  branches  thereof,  or  any  part  of  the  same,  and 
pay  therefor,  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  the  stock,  bonds,  or 
other  property  of  said  company. 

§  18.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  corporate  authori- 
ties of  any  incorporated  city  or  town  through  which  said 
railroad  may  be  located  to  grant  to  said  company  the 
aight  of  way  through  said  city  or  town  to  construct  its 
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8aid  railroad  on,  upon,  or  under  any  public  street  in  such 
cit}'  or  town;  such  grant  of  the  right  of  way  to  be  made 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
between  said  company  and  the  corporate  authorities  of 
such  city  or  town. 

§  19.  That  the  board  of  directors  and  officers  of  said 
company  shall  have  the  power  to  establish  such  rates  of 
tolls  for  the  conveyance  of  persons  and  property  on  the 
said  railroad  and  its  branches  as  it  may  deem  proper,  not 
however,  to  exceed  the  rates  charged  by  other  similar 
roads  for  like  services. 

^  20.  That  the  Legislature  of  Kentucky,  in  granting 
this  charter,  reserves  the  right  to  control  and  regulate  the 
rates  of  freight  on  the  roads  to  be  built  und«r  this  char- 
ter in  common  with  the  other  railroads  in  Kentucky,  and 
to  alter  or  amend  this  charter. 

§21.  That  the  said  company  shall  be,  and  hereby  is, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  build  branch  roads  from  its 
main,  or  to  and  from  any  point  on  it,  but  no  such  branch 
road  shall  exceed  seventy-five  miles  in  length,  and  in 
the  construction  of  said  branches,  and  in  maintaining 
and  operating  the  same,  the  company  may,  as  to  such 
branches,  have,  exercise,  and  enforce  any  and  all  the 
rights,  privileges,  powers,  and  provisions  hereinbefore 
granted,  as  touching  the  main  line. 

^  22.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  947. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Loaisville  Belt  Railway  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
'of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That   there  is   hereby  created   and   established  a  styie. 
body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  of  and  style 
of  the  Louisville   Belt   Railway  Company;  and   by  that 
•name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  implead,

answer  and  defend,  in  any  and  all  courts  and  places  as  a 
natural  person.  Said  company  may  also  have  and  use 
a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  and  change  the  same  at 
will;  and  it  shall  have  all  other  lawful  powers  usual  and: 
incidental  to  railroad  corporations  in  this  Commonwealth, 
and  which  may  be  requisite  and  necessary  for  carrying 
out  the  objects  and  purpose  for  which  it  is  created  and 
established. 

§  2.  That  William   A.  Merriweathcr,  George  Lambert,. 

Commissioners.    Eli   H.  Browu,  B.  F.  Grant,  and  John   C.  Underwood,  or 

such  of  them  as  may  choose  to  act,  are  hereby  consti- 
tuted  and  appointed  commissioners  to  open  books  and 
receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany, at  such  times  and  places,  and  upon  such  terms  and. 
conditions  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

^  3.  The  capital  stock  may  be  an   amount  not  exceed- 

Capitai stock.       ing  ouc  mllHon  dollars,  necessary  for  the  construction  and 

equipment  of  said  railway,  and  the  same  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  ($100)  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  may 
be  purchased,  owned,  and  controlled  by  companies,  cor- 
porations, or  individuals. 

§  4.  Whenever  subscription  of  stock  to  the  amount  of 
or  value  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been 
made  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  the  commis- 
sioners herein  appointed  shall  give  at  least  ten  days 
notice  thereof,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  in 
the  city  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  notifying  the  subscribers 
to  assemble  at  some  convenient  place  and  time  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  a  board  of  directors  for  said  com- 
pany,  which  board  of  directors  shall  consist  of  five  mem- 
bers, and  such  of  them  as  shall  have  paid  five  dollars 
in  cash  upon  each  share  of  stock  subscribed  by  them  re- 
spectively, shall  be  qualified  and  entitled  to  vote  for  said 
directory.  They  shall  then  proceed  to  elect  from  their 
own  number  said  directory.  No  person  shall  be  declared 
elected  a  member  of  the  directory  for  said  company  un- 
less he  shall  have  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
cast.  Said  directors  shall  hold  their  position  as  a  board 
of  directory  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are- 
elected  and  qualified. 
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§  5.  That  the  board  of  directors  may  elect  the  president  President. 
from  among  their  own  number,  or  from  among  the  other 
qualified  stockholders.     Said  board  of  directors  shall  be  Term. 
•elected  annually  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  company. 

§  6.  That  no  person  shall  be  elected  to  the  office  of 
president  or  director  for  said  company  who  does  not  own 
at  least  five  shares  of  the  capital  stock  thereof. 

5  7.  After  the  organization  of  said  company,  by  the 
election  of  a  board  of  directors  and  president,  as  hereto* 
fore  provided,  the  management  and  control  of  the  prop- 
erty and  business  affairs  of  the  company  shall  pass  and 
be  committed  to  said  president  and  directors,  and  to  their 
successors  in  ofHce,  and  until  such  organization  is  effected 
the  control  of  the  property  and  business  affairs  of  said 
company  shall  be  and  remain  in  the  control  of  the  incor- 
porators named  in  the  second  section  hereof. 

§  6.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  may 
from  time  to  time  enact  and  put  into  force  such  by-laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  for  conducting,  managing,  and 
governing  its  property  and  business  affairs  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  or  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky,  and  alter,  amend,  and  repeal 
the  same  at  will.  They  may  prescribe  therein  the  num- 
ber of  directors  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business.  They  may  also  appoint  an 
executive  committee,  to  consist  of  the  president  and 
directors,  three  or  more,  and  said  committee  may,  when  ' 

the  board  is  not  in  session,  exercise  all  the  powers  and 
rights  vested  in  the  president  and  directors,  except  where 
it  has  been  otherwise  provided  for  by  law.  Said  board 
of  directors  shall  have  power  to  direct  and  regulate  in 
what  manner,  and  by  what  evidence,  stock  in  said  com- 
pany may  be  transferred. 

§  9.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  said  Louis- 
ville Belt  Railway  Company  are  hereby  invested  with  all 
the  powers,  rights,  franchises,  and  authority  requisite  and 
.necessary  to  construct  a  railway,  narrow  or  wide  gauge, 
with    double    or   single    track,   turn-outs,   and    switches. 
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with  a  line  of  telegraph  from  a  point  on  or  near  the- 
Ohio  river  bank,  in  that  part  of  the  city  of  Louisville 
formerly  known  as  Portland,  between  Thirtieth  and 
Thirty-fourth  streets,  and  north  of  Missouri  Avenue; 
thence  southward,  as  near  as  proper  rights  of  way  can 
be  obtained  between  the  said  Thirtieth  street  and  the 
western  boundary  of  the  city  of  Louisville  to  the  south- 
ern limits  of  what  was  formerly  known  as  Portland  ; 
thence  in  a  general  southwestwardly  direction  between 
the  western  boundary  of  £iaid  city  of  Louisville  and  th& 
Ohio  river,  to  or  near  a  line  parallel  with  Gibson's  lane 
in  Jefferson  county;  thence  in  a  general  southeastwardly 
direction  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  Short-line  junction,  on 
the  line  of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad,  as  now 
located  in  Jefferson  county. 

§  10.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  company  to  keep  open  the  books  for 
subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  until- 
the  whole  of  said  stock  is  subscribed ;  and  that  they  may 
receive  subscriptions  to  said  stock,  payable  in  contracts 
to  build  any  part  or  parts  of  said  road,  or  any  bridge  or 
bridges  on  the  same,  or  to  perform  any  work,  or  to  fur- 
nish any  material  which  may  be  necessary  or  desirable 
for  the  construction  or  equipment  of  said  road. 

^11.  That  upon  application  by  said  company  to  the 
county  court  of  Jefferson  county,  said  court  shall  appoint 
three  commissioners,  two  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of 
said  county,  and  one  an  engineer,  who  shall  be  sworn 
faithfully  to  discharge  their  duties  under  this  act  to  the 
best  of  their  skill  and  judgment;  and  whenever  said  com- 
pany shall  be  unable  to  agree  with  the  owner  of  land^ 
earth,  stone,  gravel,  or  other  material  or  thing  required 
for  the  site  or  construction  of  said  road,  or  whenever 
the  land  or  material  shall  be  owned  by  any  person  not  a 
resident  of  said  county,  or  who  is  ^feme  covert,  slu  infant, 
or  non  compos  mentis^  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commis- 
sioners to  view  the  land  or  material  required,  and  to  fix 
the  amount  of  compensation  to  which  the  owner  or  own- 
ers of  such  land  or  other  material  shall  be  entitled;  and 
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to  make  out  and  return  to  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
county  court  a  report,  in  writing,  particularly  describing 
the  land  or  other  material  valued,  and  the  amount  of 
damages  assessed.  The  report  of  the  commissioners 
shall  give  the  name  of  the  owner,  and  state  whether  said 
owner  is  a  resident  of  the  county,  and  whether  a  feme 
coverty  an  infant,  or  non-sane  person.  The  clerk  shall 
receive  said  report,  and  file  the  same,  indorsing  thereon 
the  time  6i  its  being  filed;  and  if  the  owner  resides  in 
the  county,  he  shall  forthwith  issue  a  summons  command- 
ing the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands  to  appear  and 
show  cause  why  the  report  of  said  commissioners  should 
not  be  confirmed,  which  summons  shall  be  forthwith  exe- 
cuted by  the  sheriff  or  other  officer  in  whose  hands  it  may 
be  placed.  The  report  shall  be  docketed  in  the  county 
court,  and  stand  for  trial  at  any  term  of  said  court  com- 
mencing not  less  than  ten  days  after  service  of  the  sum- 
mon?. If  the  owner  is  not  a  resident  of  the  county,  the 
court  shall,  at  the  first  term  after  the  report  is  filed,  ap- 
point an  attorney  to  defend  for  such  owner,  who  may  file 
exceptions  at  any  time  not  later  than  the  second  term 
thereafter;  and  upon  exceptions  being  filed  by  the  owner 
or  by  an  attorney  appointed  to  defend  him,  or  by  the 
company,  the  court  shall  forthwith  order  a  jury  of  twelve 
impartial,  disinterested  freeholders  of  the  county  to  be 
empaneled  to  try  the  question  of  damages  ;  for  good  cause 
shown,  time  may  be  given  for  the  preparation.  If  no 
exceptions  are  filed,  the  report  shall  be  confirmed.  The 
jury  and  commissioners,  in  estimating  the  damages  to 
an}^  proprietor  of  land  or  material  sought  to  be  con- 
demned for  said  road,  shall  find  for  the  owner  or  owners 
the  actual  value  of,  the  land  or  other  thing  proposed  to  be 
taken;  but  in  estimating  damages  resulting  incidentally 
to  the  other  land  or  other  property  of  such  owners,  they 
shall  offset  the  advantage  to  such  residue  to  be  derived 
from  the  building  and  operating  of  said  road  by,  through^ 
or  near  such  residue:  Provided,  That  land  condemned 
for  railway  shall  not  be  more  than  one  hundred  feet  wide, 
unless  said  company  shall  file  with  the  court  at  the  time 
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of  applying  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  the 
affidavit  of  some  one  of  its  engineers  stating  that  a 
greater  width  is  necessary,  and  how  much  more  is  re- 
quired, when  the  inquisition  shall  be  for  the  quantity 
thus  stated. 

§  12.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  com- 
pany to  have,  use,  or  occupying  lands,  material,  or  other 
property  (except  timber)  in  order  to  the  construction  or 
repairing  of  said  road,  or  their  necessary  works  or  build- 
ings, the  president  and  directors,  or  their  agents  or  those 
contracting  with  them  for  constructing  or  repairing  the 
same,  may  immediately  take  and  use  the  same,  they 
having  first  caused  the  property  wanted  to  be  viewed  by 
commissioners  appointed  as  hereinbefore  prescribed;  and 
it  shall  not  be  necessary,  after  such  view,  in  order  to  the 
use  and  occupation  of  the  same,  to  wait  the  issue  of  pro- 
ceedings upon  such  inquest;  and  the  inquest  of  the  jury, 
after  the  payment  or  tender  of  such  valuation,  shall  be  a 
bar  to  all  actions  for  taking  and  using  such  property, 
whether  begun  before  or  after  such  confirmation  or  pay- 
ment of  said  valuation. 

§  13.  That  said  company  may,  when  a  sufficient  por- 
tion or  said  road  is  completed  to  justify  the  running  of 
trains  as  common  carriers,  charge  'such  rates  for  the 
transportation  of  freights  and  passengers  as  they  may 
deem  proper:  Providedy  Said  rate  shall  not  be  in  excess 
of  what  other  railroads  are  allowed  by  law  to  charge  : 
Provided,  The  rates  of  freight  charged  shall  not  exceed 
the  rates  now  being  charged  by  other  railroads  operating 
in  this  State,  or  that  may  be  regulated  by  law  hereafter. 

§  14.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Louisville  Belt 
Railway  Company  to  make  all  needful  running  arrange- 
ments with  any  railroad  company  with  whom  they  may 
connect,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  said  railway  company  and  any  other  railroad 
company  they  may  connect  with. 

§  15.  That  it  shall  be  lawful,  and  the  president  and 
board  of  directors  of  said  Louisville  Belt  Railway  Com- 
pany are  hereby  empowered,  to  sell,  lease,  or  consolidate 
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«aid  railway  to  any  railroad  company  with  whom  they 
may  connect,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be 
■equitable  to  the  stockholders  of  said  company  :  Provided^ 
That  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  bein^  present,  either 
by  person  or  proxy,  consent  thereto. 

§  16  That  the  said  board  of  directors,  with  their  presi- 
<]ent,  are  hereby  empowered  to  lease  or  buy  any  railroad 
with  which  they  may  connect,  upon  such  terms  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  by  said  railway  company  and  the  com- 
pany or  corporation  with  which  they  may  contract :  Pro- 
vided^ That  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  being  present, 
either  by  person  or  proxy,  consent  thereto.  • 

§  17.  That  the  private  property  of  the  stockholders  of 
the  corporation  shall  be  exempt  from  corporate  debts. 

§  18.  That  said  company  shall  commence  work  on  said 
road  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  the  passag^e  of 
this  act. 

§  19.  The  Legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  reg- 
ulate the  rates  of  freights  and  passage  over  the  said  road, 
and  any  road  that  the  said  company  hereby  incorporated 
may  acquire  by  purchase,  lease,  or  operate,  and  to  amend 
or  repeal  the  charter  hereby  granted. 

§  20.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  948. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one  all  previous  acts 
incorporating  the  town  of  Owenton,  Owen  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  hereafter  when  a  part}'  to  a  civil  suit  or  other 
proceeding,  or  any  person  charged  with  a  violation  of 
Any  of  the  criminal  or  penal  laws  of  this  Commonwealth, 
or  with  having  violated  any  of  the  ordinances  or  by-laws 
of  the  town  of  Owenton,  Owen  county,  Kentucky;  shall 
be  brought  for  hearing  or  trial  before  the  police  judge  of 
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said  town  of  Owenton,  or  other  officer  of  said  town  hav- 
ing  jurisdiction  to  try  any  of  said  enumerated  claas  of 
casep;  and  when  any  such  party  or  person  about  to  be 
tried  in  said  court  shall  nnake  and  file  before  said  court  or 
judge  his  affidavit,  in  writing,  that  he  believes  he  cannot 
have  a  fair  and  impartial  trial  of  such  cause  or  prosecu- 
tion before  said  judge  or  court,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  judge  or  court  to  immediately  transfer  such  cause, 
proceeding,  or  prosecution  for  trial,  to  the  county  judge 
or  some    justice   of  fhe   peace,  or  other  officer  of  said 
county   having  jurisdiction   to   try  the  same;  and   shall 
give  to  such  judge  or  court  any  and  all  papers,  books, 
and   records,  for  the  use  of  said  judge  or  court  for  the 
time  being,  as  may  be  necessary  to  a  full  and  fair  hearing 
of  such  cause;  and  any  judge,  justice,  or  court,  assuming 
or   acquiring   jurisdiction   of   any   cause   or  prosecution 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  proceed  to  try  the 
same,  under  the  same  rules,  pains,  and  penalties,  as  are 
now   provided   by  law.     And   if  any  fines  should   be  as- 
sessed against   any  person  tried   under  this   act  by  any 
judge  or  court  for  a  violation  of  the  ordinances  or  bylaws 
of  said   town,  such    fine   shall   inure   to,  and   be  tor   the 
benefit  of,  said  town,  and  may  be  collected  in  the  same 
way  as  now  provided  by  the  charter  and  by-laws  of  said  • 
town. 

§  2.  That  in  all  civil  causes  and  penal  prosecutions,  or 
prosecutions  for  the  violation  of  the  ordinances  or  by- 
laws of  said  town,  triable  by  the  police  judge  thereof,  or 
which  may  have  been  transferred  to  the  county  judge  or 
justices  of  the  peace,  or  other  court,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  either  party,  if  a  civil  suit,  or  the  defendant^ 
if  it  be  a  penal  prosecution,  or  a  prosecution  for  a  viola- 
tion of  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  said  town,  shall 
have  the  right  to  be  tried  by  a  jury  when  desired  or  de- 
manded by  him,  regardless  of  the  amount  in  controversy 
in  a  civil  suit,  or  of  the  amount  of  fine  or  penalty  in  a 
penal  prosecution  or  a  prosecution  for  a  violation  of  the^ 
by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town. 
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§  3.  Tbat  if  any  judge,  justice  of  the  peace,  or  other 
court  having  jurisdiction  to  try  any  such  cause  so  trans- 
ferred ahalU  without  good  cause,  refuse  to  talce  jurisdic- 
tion of  and  try  any  such  cause  so  transferred  to  such 
court  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  if  the  police 
judge  of  said  town  or  other  officer  having  jurisdiction  to 
try  any  cau.'^e  or  prosecution  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  under  the  charter  of  said  town  to  which  this  is 
an  amendment,  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  he  shall,  upon  indictment  by  a 
grand  jury  of  the  circuit  court  of  said  county,  and  a  con- 
viction thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  said  fine  to  be 
collected  in  the  same  manner  as  now  provided  by  law, 
which  fine,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  to  the  trustee  of 
the  jury  fund  of  said  county,  and  by  him  applied  to  the 
payment  of  jurors  in  the  circuit  court. 

^  4.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  heretofore  passed 
amending  the  charter  of  said  town,  ^ving  to  the  trus- 
tees  of  said  town  the  right,  or  which  might  be  construed 
into  authority  to  said  trustees  to  exempt  any  person  in 
said  town  from  paying  poll-tax  to  said  county  ;  and  sec- 
tion 4  of  article  3  of  chapter  27,  General  Statutes,  title 
"  County  Levy,"  so  far  as  it  applies  to  Owenton,  in  Owen 
county,  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  5.  That  the  police  court  of  Owenton  shall  hereafter 
be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  each  month  for  the 
transaction  of  civil  business  within  its  jurisdiction,  and 
to  continue  from  day  to  day  until  docket  is  disposed  of; 
and  all  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  6.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

as  hereinafter  specified;  and  the  subscribers,  their  asso- 
ciates, successors,  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  The  Bank  of  Union- 
town,  and  shall  so  continue  for  twenty-five  years  from  its 
organization,  and  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  a  natural  person  in  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  in  suing  and  being  sued,  and  of  impleading,  answer- 
ing, and  defending  in  all  courts  and  places  whatever. 
Said  bank  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  change 
the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  five  directors,  who  shall  be  stockholders  residing 
in  this  State,  each  of  whom  shall  own  in  his  own  right 
and  name  at  least  ten  shares  of  stock,  and  after  the  first 
election,  annual  election,  shall  have  owned  the  same  at 
least  six  months  before  his  election,  and  they  shall  hold 
their  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quali- 
fied, and  after  the  first  election  shall  be  elected  the  first 
Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
is  practicably  convenient;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  the 
remaining  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  qualified  stock- 
holder to  fill  it.  They  shall  elect  one  of  their  number 
president,  who  shall  preside  at  their  meetings,  and  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  him  by  this 
charter  and  their  by-laws.  They  shall  have  power  to 
sell  any  of  the  stock  unsold,  to  declare  dividends  arisiYig 
out  of  the  business  of  said  bank,  to  appoint  such  officers, 
agents,  and  employes  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to 
conduct  the  business  of  said  bank,  and  pay  them  for  their 
services;  to  take  from  the  president,  cashier,  and  other 
employes  such  bond  as  they  may  deem  proper  and  rea- 
sonable to  secure  a  faithful  performance  of  their  respect- 
ive duties,  and  to  make  such  by-laws  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  proper  management  of  the  afifairs  of 
the  bank  :  Provided,  The  same  be  not  contrary  to  the 
Constitution   and    laws   of  this   State    or  of   the   United 
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States.  The  stock  shall  be  deemed  personal  property, 
and  shall  be  transferred  only  on  the  books  of  the  bank  by 
the  stockholder,  his  agent  or  attorney,  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  the  directors  from  time  to  time  shall 
establish;  but  the  corporation  shall  have  a  prior  lien  on 
the  stock  to  secure  any  indebtedness  to  the  bank  by  the 
stockholder.  Such  lien  shall  cease  upon  a  transfer  being 
made  sls  aforesaid. 

§  3.  Sylvester  Pike,  John  Cartmell,  William  S.  Phillips,  Commisfiionots. 
C.  L.  Cambran,  Thos.  H.  Chapman,  Nathan  Cartmell,  and 
J.  C.  David  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  any 
three  of  whom  may  open  book:^  in  the  town  of  Union- 
town,  Union  county,  Kentucky,  and  receive  subscription 
for  the  capital  stock  of  said  bank;  and  when  one  half  or 
more  of  the  capital  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  give  notice  to  the  stockholders,  and 
appoint  a  day  for  the  election  of  a  board  of  directors, 
who  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  ensuing  annual  elec- 
tion, and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
The  payment  of  the  shares  subscribed  for  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows, to-wit:  ten  dollars  on  ea(^  share  in  ten  days  after 
subscribing,  and  ten  dollars  within  twenty  days  after  the 
election  of  the  first  board  of  directors,  and  the  remainder 
in  such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  the  directors  may  4 

require;  and  should  any  of  the  ^^ibscribers  fail  to  pay 
their  subscription  of  stock  as  herein  provided,  after  giv- 
ing thirty  days'  notice  in  writing  of  their  intention  to  do 
so,  evidence  of  service  to  be  affidavit  of  the  person  exe- 
cuting the  notice  filed  with  the  bank,  the  board  of  direct- 
ors may,  by  resolution  entered  on  their  records,  forfeit 
such,  and  recall  the  same  ;  and  all  partial  payments  . 
made  on  any  stock  by  stockholders  thus  failing  shall  be 
forfeited  to  the  corporation:  Provided,  That  no  one  call 
shall  be  for  a  larger  amount  than  twenty  dollars  per 
share,  and  at  a  shorter  notice  than  thirty  days.  And 
said  corporation  may  commence  business  as  soon  as 
twenty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  paid  in  as  cap- 
ital, and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  subscribed  ;  and 
the  president  and  directors  first  elected  shall  make  oatb 
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before  some  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  tbat  the 
^aid  twenty  thousand  dollars  have  been  paid  in  rn  money 
or  recognized  currency  :  Provided,  That  stockholders  shall 
have  a  right  to  pay  the  amount  of  their  subtscri'ption  in 
full,  or  any  part  of  it  unpaid,  if  they  desire  to  do  so^ 
before  they  have  notice  of  the  required  payments  or  calls 
•on  them. 

§  4.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  gold  and  silver 
coin,  bank  notes,  and  other  notes  which  may  be  lawfully 
circulated  as  money,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner,, 
at  such  times,  and  with  such  rate  of  interest,  not  exceed- 
ing Fix  per  cent.,  as  may  be  agreed  on  with  the  depositors 
by  special  or  general  contract;  may  deal  in  the  loaning 
of  money;  may  buy  and  sell  bills  of  exchange,  promis* 
flory  notes,  uncurrent  money,  stocks,  bonds,  gold  and  sil- 
ver coin,  and  other  evidences  of  debt;  lake  personal  and 
other  securities  for  the  payment  of  the  same,  and  dispose 
of  such  stocks  and  bonds  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
parties,  and  pass  a  valid  title  to  the  same. 

^  5.  Said  bank  may  receive  deposits  from  minors  and 
married  women,  and  the  receipts  and  acquittances  of  said 
minors  and  married  women  shall  be  valid. 

§  6.  Said  bank  may  acquire,  hold,  and  use  all  such  real 
estate,  goods  and  chattels,  as  may  be  necessary  and  con- 
venieni  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which  may  be 
conveyed  to  it  as  security  for,  or  purchased  in  satisfaction 
of,  any  debt,  judgment,  or  decree,  and  sell  and  convey 
the  same,  and  may  bu}'  its  own  stock  in  payment  of  a 
debt,  judgment,  or  decree,  but  shall  re-sell  the  same  aa 
soon  as  it  is  practically  convenient. 

^  7.  No  greater  dividend  than  ten  per  cent,  per  annum 
Dividend.  shall  be  paid  to  the  stockholders,  unless  the  surplus  fund 

remaining  on  hand  shall  be  equal  to  one  fifth  of  the  cap- 
ital paid  in. 

§  8.  No  loan  or  discount  shall  be  made  to  any  stock* 
bolder  to  pay  any  call  or  balance  due  on  his  stock. 

§  9.  Every  stockholder  shall  be  individually  liable  to 
the  creditors  of  the  bank  to  the  full  amount  of  the  unpaid 
stock  subscribed  for  and  owned  by  him;  but   when   the 
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«ame  shall  have  been  paid  for  in  full,  then   no   further 
individual  liability  attaches  to  said  stockholder. 

§  10.  It  shall  not  be  lavt^ful  for  said  bank  to  issue  any 
notes  or  bills  to  circulate  as  money. 

§  11.  The  president,  directors,  and  other  officers  of  said  Oath, 
bank,  previous  to  the  entering  on  the  discharge  of  their 
duties,  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace, 
notary  public,  county  or  police  judge  of  this  State,  faith- 
fully, and  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment,  to 
discharge  all  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  and 
stations  under  this  charter,  or  which  may  be  required  of 
them  by  the  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  of  the  cor- 
poration, and  that  they  will  not,  during  their  continu- 
ance in  office,  sanction  or  permit  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  charter  to  be  violated;  and  should  any  occur  without 
their  concurrence,  that  they  will  immediately  report  the 
«ame  to  the  Attorney  General  of  this  Commonwealth. 

$  12.  The  capital  stock  of  said  bank  may  be  increased 
to  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars. 
Whenever,  at  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said  bank, 
a  majority  of  the  stock  of  said  bank  shall  vote  an  increase 
of  the  capital  of  said  bank,  and  said  increase  may  be 
had  in  different  sums  and  at  different  times,  according  to 
the  will  of  the  stockholders  from  time  to  time  expressed, 
as  hereinbefore  stated,  at  any  meeting,  of  which  each 
stockholder  shall  have  had  actual  notice  ten  days  before 
said  meeting.  The  payment  of  the  shares  of  such  in- 
crease shall  be  in  such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  the 
directors  may  require  :  Provided,  That  no  certificate  of 
stock  shall  be  issued  except  for  such  increased  stock  as 
has  been  actually  subscribed  upon  the  books  of  said  bank, 
and  fully  paid  in. 

§  13.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage*

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CHAPTER  950. 

AN  ACT  to  ruihorize  the  county  court  of  Heodersoa  county  to  issue  bond^ 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  grdvel  roads  and  constructing  of  new  gravri 
roads. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
0f  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Henderson  county  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  the  presiding  judge 
and  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  being  present 
and  concurring  therein,  to  submit  to  the  qualified  voters 
thereof,  at  the  next  or  any  ent^uing  general  election,  the 
proposition  to  issue  bonds  of  said  county,  in  any  sum  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  raise  funds 
for  the  purchase  of  gravel  roads  already  built  in  said 
county,  and  to  build  others. 

^  2.  Before  any  such  election  shall  be  held,  thirty  days' 
notice  thereof  shall  be  published  in  the  several  news- 
papers of  said  county;  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the  legal 
votes  cast  be  in  favor  of  such  proposition,  then  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  county,  the  presiding  judge  and  a  majority 
of  the  justices  of  the  peace  being  present  and  concurring, 
to  issue  bonds  as  aforesaid,  to-wit  :  in  any  amount  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  payable  in  not 
exceeding  thirty  years  from  their  date,  but  to  be  redeem- 
able, at  the  option  of  the  county,  in  five  years;  in  size 
not  larger  than  five  hundred  and  not  less  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  aa  they  may  deem  proper,  and  to  bear 
interest  at  any  rate,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  an- 
num, payable  semi-annually. 

§  3.  The  presiding  judge  of  the  court  shall  sign  the 
bonds,  and  the  clerk  shall  countersign  them,  and  prefix 
the  seal  of  the  court.  Coupons  signed  by  the  clerk  for 
said  interest  shall  be  attached  to  the  bonds. 

§  4.  The  court  shall  have  power  to  designate  some  suit- 
able person  to  superintend  and  control  the  bonds,  sell 
them  under  such  rules  as  may  be  prescribed,  receive  any 
money  obtained  thereon,  hold  and  disburse  the  same 
under  the  order  of  the  court,  and,  whenever  required^ 
make  a  report  of  his  acts  to  the  courts 
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§  5.  The  court  shall  require  the  person  so  designated 
and  appointed  to  give  bond  with  good  security  for  the 
8afe>keeping  of  said  money,  and  the  faithful  discharge  of 
all  his  duties  in  relation  to  said  bonds.  The  presiding 
judge  shall  cause  a  record  to  be  made  of  all  bonds  that 
may  be  issued  under  this  act,  showing  the  amount  and 
date  thereof. 

§  6.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  to  bearer, 
and  at  such  places  as  the  court  may  direct,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  shall  be  appropriated  and  used  only  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  gravel  roads  in  Henderson  county, 
for  the  maintenance,  extension  of  same,  and  for  the  con- 
struction and  building  of  such  other  gravel  roads  in  said 
county  as*  said  court  may  deem  necessary  and  expedient. 

§  7.  Such  roads,  when  purchased  or  built  by  said 
county,  except  as  hereinafter  directed,  shall  be  governed 
and  conducted  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  to 
toll,  &:c.,  as  is  now  prescribed  by  law  regulating  the 
same,  and  the  proceeds  and  revenues  from  the  tolls  of 
said^oads  shall  be  appropriated  exclusively  by  said  court 
to  the  maintenance  of  said  roads,  and  for  the  payment  of 
the  interest  on  said  bonds  as  it  falls  due,  and  from  any 
surplus  revenue  derived  therefrom,  shall  provide  a  sink- 
ing fund  to  pay  off  and  liquidate  the  bonds  at  maturity. 

§8.  Should  a  majority  of  the  people  of  the  county  vote 
against  said  proposition,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pre- 
siding judge  to  submit  said  question  at  any  subsequent 
general  election,  upon  the  petition  of  thirty  or  more  of 
the  tax-payers  of  said  county;  but  no  election  shall  be 
held  until  notice  by  publication  shall  have  been  given. 
as  provided  in  section  second  of  this  act. 

§  9.  The  county  court,  the  presiding  judge,  and  a  ma- 
jority of  the  justices  of  the  peace  being  present  and  con- 
curring, may,  in  their  discretion,  reduce  the  toll  on  the 
roads  so  purchased  or  built  under  this  act,  if  the  tolU 
now  fixed  by  law  shall  prove  more  than  sufficient  to  pay 
the  interest  on  the  bonds  issued. 

§  10.  The  said  court  is  authorized  and  empowered, 
at    any  time,  whenever   in   its   discretion,  it    may  deenv 
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it  necessary  and  expedient,  to  levy  and  cause  to  be  col- 
lected, as  other  county  revenues  are  now  collected,  an 
ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  the 
one  hundred  dollar's  worth  of  property  subject  to  taxa- 
tion for  county  purposes,  which  said  amount  so  collected, 
together  with  the  tolls  of  said  roads  as  may  be  purchased 
or  built,  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying  off  the 
interest  and  principal  of  said  bonds. 

§  11.  The  county  court  shall  appoint  some  suitable  and 
discreet  person  to  superintend  and  manage  said  roads, 
receive,  collect,  and  account  for  the  tolls,  hold  and  dis- 
burse the  same  under  the  order  of  said  court,  and  when- 
ever required,  make  a  report  of  his  acts  to  said  court. 
Said  person  so  appointed  as  such  superintendent  shall 
give  bond,  with  good  security,  for  the  safe-keeping  of 
said  mone}',  and  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  his  duties 
in  relation  to  said  roads  as  superintendent  thereof,  and 
may  be  removed  at  any  time  under  the  orders  of  said 
court  when,  in  their  discretion,  they  may  think  proper  so 
to  do. 

§  12.  Such  person  so  appointed  shall  receive  a  reason- 
able compensation  as  such  superintendent,  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  revenues  and  tolls  of  said  roads. 

^  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  951. 

AN   ACT  to  authorize  ibe  sale  of  the  Newtown   and  Leesbiirof  Turnpike 

Road. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  that  James  Sudduth  made 
himself  liable,  while  acting  as  a  director  and  president  of 
the  Newtown  and  Leesburg  Turnpike  Road  Company,  for 
the  debts  of  said  road  due  for  its  construction,  and  that 
he  paid  the  same,  and  that  at  the  May  term,  18(38,  of  the 
Harrison  circuit  court,  in  an  action  wherein  he  was 
plaintiff  and  said  company  was  defendant,  he  recovered 
a  judgment  against  said  road  for  the  sum  of  three  thou- 
sand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  and  sixty-one 
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cents  ($3,965.61),  with  interest  from  the  6th  day  of  May, 
1867,  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  that  an  order  was 
made  at  the  November  term,  1868,  of  said  court  in  said 
case,  placing  said  road  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver,  who 
was  directed  to  collect,  the  tolls  of  said  road,  keep  it  in 
repair,  and  pay  the  net  earnings  of  said  road  on  the  debt 
aforesaid  ;  and  whereas,  said  receiver  has  made  annual 
reports  to  said  court  of  the  sums  collected  and  paid  out 
by  him;  and  whereas,  it  is  represented  that  the  aggre- 
gate sum  paid  on  the  debt  aforesaid  is  only  one  thousand 
five  hundred  and  seventy-six  dollars  and  forty-nine  cents 
($1,576.41)),  said  sum  not  being  one  half  the  interest  on 
said  debt  for  said  time;  and  whereas,  it  is  represented 
that  it  is  expensive  to  keep  said  case  in  court  and  pay  a 
receiver's  salary  ;  and  whereas,  it  is  represented  that  said 
judgment  is  the  only  debt  against  said  road,  and  that  the 
stockholders  of  said  road  have  not  held  an  election  for 
officers  of  said  company  for  eight  j^ears  or  more ;  there- 
fore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  The  owner  of  the  judgment  aforesaid  having  given 
notice  to  the  stockholders  of  said  company  of  his  intended 
application  for  at  least  sixty  (60)  days,  by  publication  of 
a  notice  in  three  newspapers,  one  of  which  shall  be  pub- 
litihed  in  each  of  the  counties  of  Scott,  Bourbon,  and 
Harrison,  may  make  application  in  the  court  and  action 
aforesaid  for  the  sale  of  the  property  and  franchises  of 
aaid  company.  Said  application  shall  be  by  amended 
petition  in  said  case,  which  may  be  filed  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  said  court  at  any  time,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  applicant  to  make  the  persons  defendants  to  said 
amended  petition  who  were,  so  far  as  he  can  ascertain, 
last  elected  president  and  directors  for  said  company,  and 
to  have  them  served  with  summons  for  at  least  ten  days 
before  the  first  day  of  the  term  of  said  court  at  which  he 
expects  to  apply  for  a  sale  of  said  road. 

5  2.   Any  one  or  more  of  the  officers  or  stockholders  of 
flaid  company  may  contest  said  application,  and  if,  from 
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the  pleadings  and  proof,  on  a  hearing  of  said  applicatfon-^ 
the  court  shall  determine  that  said  corporation  has  not 
preserved  its  organization  by  the  regular  election  of  offi- 
cers, and  that  the  tolls  of  said  road  are  not  sufficient  to 
pay  the  debt  and  interest  aforesaid,  and  that  said  sale 
will  not  be  injurious  to  the  stockholders  or  the  public,  and 
that  said  sale,  if  made,  will  be  fair,  just,  and  equitable 
to  said  Ferguson  and  the  various  stockholders  in  said 
road,  it  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  power  to  order  a  sale 
of  the  property  and  franchises  of  said  road  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  said  debt,  and  for  the  distribution  of  the 
surplus  proceeds,  if  any  there  be,  among  the  stockholders 
pro  rata. 

§3.  Said  sale  shall  be  made  at  such  time  and  place, 
and  on  such  terms,  as  the  court  may  determine  will  best 
advance  the  interest  of  all  c<»ncerned;  but  the  time,  place, 
and  terms  of  sale  shall  be  advertised  for  at  least  twenty 
days  by  publication  in  three  newspapers,  one  of  which 
shall  be  published  in  each  of  the  counties  named  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act. 

^  4.  The  purchaser  of  said  road  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
of  the  rights,  privileges,  franchises,  and  property,  secured 
to  said  company  by  its  charter,  or  acquired  by  it  by  con- 
tract or  condemnation,  and  he  shall  be  subject  to  all  the 
« 

restrictions,  limitations,  and  liabilities  imposed  by  the 
charter  or  the  general  laws  of  the  State  relative  to  turn- 
pike roads  or  companies,  and  for  a  violation  thereof  shall 
be  subject  to  all  the  pains  and  penalties  now  provided  by 
law  for  the  government  of  turnpike  companies. 

§  5.  The  proceeds  arising  from  said  sale  shall,  so  far  as 
nece&sary  for  that  purpose,  be  applied  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  debt  and  interest  aforesaid,  and  the  costs  of  mak- 
ing the  sale,  and  if  there  be  any  surplus,  it  shall  be  di8> 
tributftd  among  the  stockholders  pro  rata. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  952. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  nn  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  empower  the  county  court  of 
Grnnt  conntj  to  mfike  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  turnpike  roads 
in  siiid  county,''  approved  May  5,  1880. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  chapter  1461  of  the  Acts  of  1879,  entitled 
**An  act  to  empower  the  county  court  of  Grant  county 
to  make  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  turnpike 
roads  in  said  county,"  approved  May  5,  1880,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  so  amended  as  to  authorize  the  said  court 
to  subscribe  not  exceeding  seven  hundred  and  fifty  (S750) 
dollars  to  each  mile  of  turnpike  hereafter  built  in  said 
county. 

§  2.  That  section  six  (6)  of  said  act  be  so  amended  as 
to  require  the  county  judge  of  said  county  to  submit  the 
question  of  subscribing  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  turn- 
pike roads  to  the  qualified  voters  of  said  county,  at  any 
time,  on  the  written  petition  of  twenty  legal  voters  of  said 
county  requesting  him  so  to  do,  which  order  submitting 
said  question  shall  be  spread  upon  the  order-book  of  the 
Grant  county  court  at  its  next  regular  term,  which  said 
election  shall  be  held,  and  the  re.-^ult  thereof  ascertained 
and  declared,  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  act  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment:  Provided^  Said  question  shall  not 
be  submitted  oftener  than  once  in  twelve  months:  And 
pj'ovided  further^  That  said  tax  may  be  levied  in  any  pi^- 
cinct  in  which  at  such  election  a  majority  of  the  legal 
voles  cast  are  in  favor  of  such  levy,  though  it  fail  in  the 
county  at  large. 

§  3.  That  section  nine  of  said  act  is  hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

David  Pepples,  Simeon  Cook,  Samuel  Dudderar,  Johtt 
Traylor,  and  Alexander  Robinson,  their  ase>ociate9  and 
successors,  are  created  a  'body-politic  and  corporate, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Stanford,  Dix  Kiver^ 
Garrard  County  and  While  Oak  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany. Said  company  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  hold,  possess, 
sell,  and  convey  real  and  personal  property. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  in  said  company  shall  be 
fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  or  diminished  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  company,  and  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  said  company  is  hereby  created  for  the  pur- 
pose of  building  a  turnpike  road  from  a  point  on  the 
Stanford  and  Crab  Orchard  road,  at  or  near  Logan's 
creek,  to  a  point  of  the  Lancaster  and  Crab  Orchard 
Turnpike  Road,  in  Garrard  county,  crossing  Dix  river 
at  or  near  the  ford  at  David  Pepples'.  The  location  of 
said  road  shall  be  made  by  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company.  In  doing  so,  they  will  consult  the  interest 
and  convenience  of  the  greatest  number  of  people  likely 
to  use  the  road. 

§  4.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  branch 
said  road  from  some  point  on  its  line  near  James  Peppies\ 
and  go  by  Dudderar's  mill  to  White  Oak  school-house. 

§  5.  That  the  incorporators  shall  select  two  members 
to  act  as  commissioners  to  open  books  for  the  subscrip- 
tion of  stock  to  said  turnpike  company;  but  they  will, 
before  acting,  give  ten  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  opening  their  books,  and  the  subscribers  thereto  shall 
set  down  therein  the  number  of  shares  of  stock  they 
wish  to  take,  and  agree  therein  to  pay  to  the  president 
and  directors  of  .said  company  fifty  dollars  tor  each  share 
of  stock  so  taken,  in  such  proportion  and  at  such  time 
and  place  as  said  president  and  directors  may  require. 

§  6.  The  stockholders  and  commissioners  may  make 
any  special  agreement  for  the  stock  to  be  paid  in  work, 
and  part  work  and  part  money,  and  when  and  in  what 
amount  the  money  shall  be  paid  or  the  work  done. 
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6  7  That  the  county  courts  of  Lincoln  and  Garrard,  County  subscrip- 
or  either  of  them,  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  take  stock  in  said  turnpike  road  company  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  eight  hundred  dollars  per  mile,  or  a  frac- 
tion of  a  mile  of  said  road  and  its  branch,  which  may  be 
located  in  the  county  making  the  subscription  of  stock 
as  aforesaid:  Provided,  That  neither  the  county  court  of 
Lincoln  nor  the  county  court  of  Garrard  shall  subscribe 
stock  to  said  company  in  the  absence  of  a  majority  of 
the  justices  of  the  peace  in  commission  in  the  county 
asked  to  make  a  subscription  of  stock. 

§  8.  That  so  soon  as  two  thousand  dollars  of  the  cap- 
ital stock  of  said  company  shall  have  been  subscribed,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  to  give  ten  days' 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders, for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  president  and  five 
directors.  The  persons  so  elected  must  be  stockholders 
of  said  company,  and  the  same  must  be  the  case  at  all 
subsequent  elections.  One  vote  shall  be  allowed  for  each 
share  of  stock.  The  president  and  directors  shall  be 
elected  for  one  year,  and  hold  their  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  qualified.  After  the  first  election,  the 
president  and  directors  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  the 
annual  elections  of  the  officers  of  said  corporation.  The 
board  of  directors  shall  appoint  a  clerk,  treasurer,  toll- 
gate  keeper,  and  such  other  employes  as  they  may  need, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  at  the  will  of  the  board  of 
directors- 

§  9.  That  said  corporation  shall  fix  and  regulate  the 
grade  of  said  road,  its  covering  with  gravel  or  stone,  the 
width  of  the  road,  the  width  of  the  metal  to  be  put  there- 
on; may  designate  the  place  of  toll-gates,  fix  the  rate  of 
toll;  may  regulate  and  change  the  same,  but  such  rates 
shall  not  exceed  those  prescribed  by  the  general  law. 
They  shall  have  power,  after  two  and  a  half  miles  of 
said  road  or  its  branch  have  been  completed,  to  erect  gates 
on  said  completed  part  of  said  road  or  its  branch,  and 
apply  the  same,  if  necessary,  to  the  completion  of  saici 
road  and  its  branch. 
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§  10.  That  the  charter  granted  to  the  Danville  and 
Hustonville  Turnpike  Road  Company,  from  section  5  to 
35,  both  inclusive,  be,  and  the  same  is,  incorporated  as  a 
part  of  this  charter,  so  far  as  the  provisions  of  said  in- 

■ 

corporated  sections  are  not  repugnant  to  or  inconsistent 
with  the  foregoing  nine  sections  of  this  charter. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  elFect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  955. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  children  within  the  school  age  in  cer  ain  districts 
adjoining  Newport,  Daylon,  and  Belleview,  in  Campbell  conntj,  to  attend 
common  schools  in  said  ci'y  and  towns. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  children  within  the  common  school  ages 
residing  within  the  districts  hereinafter  named,  in  Camp- 
bell county,  shall  have  the  right,  and  may  attend  the  pub- 
lic schools  in  the  respective  city  and  towns  to  which 
said  districts  are  attached,  and  the  boards  of  education  in 
Newport,  Belleview,  and  Dayton  shall  be  authorized  to 
receive  the  per  capita  of  common  school  fund  due  said 
children  in  said  districts  respectively. 

§  2.  Those  children  residing  in  all  that  territory  lying 
between  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Newport  and 
the  line  of  the  Belleview  magisterial  district,  the  line  of 
the  Highland  district,  and  the  north  line  of  the  John 
Hills  school  district  and  Licking  river,  may  attend  the 
Newport  schools. 

§  3.  The  children  in  the  magisterial  district  of  Belle- 
view, lying  outside  the  corporate  limits  of  that  town,  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  attending  the  public  schools  in 
Belleview. 

§  4.  The  children  outside  of  Dayton  and  in  the  present 
Dayton  magisterial  district  shall  have  the  right  to  attend 
the  public  schools  in  Dayton. 

§  5.  The  white  children  in  said  districts  shall  attend  the 
fichools  for  white  children  in  said  city  and  towns,  and  the 
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•colored  children  in  said  districts  shall  have  the  right  to 
attend  the  colored  schools  in  said  city  and  towns. 

§  6.  This  act  shall   be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  957. 

AN  ACT  to  ('barter  the  Altamoot  Goal  Companj. 

Whereas,  There  are  valuable  deposits  of  coal,  iron,  and 
•other  minerals  and  substances,  and  timbers  in  Laurel 
•county,  Kentucky,  in  which  the  people  of  that  county 
and  other  places  have  large  and  valuable  interests,  which 
is  of  great  moment  to  the  public  generally;  and  whereas, 
in  order  to  enable  said  persons  to  carry  the  same  to 
market,  thereby  insuring  a  great  public  benefit,  it  is  nec- 
essary that  certain  railways,  tram-ways,  and  other  im- 
provements should  be  constructed,  to  the  use  of  which 
the  general  public  are  to  have  free  access  under  the  slip- 
-ulations  of  this  act;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweaith 
•of   Kentucky: 

^  i.  That  C.  Croake,  W.  M.  Howard,  G.  D.  Brovvnlie, 
and  C,  S.  Neeld,  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  <5re at ed  and  constituted  a  body- 
corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  .the  "Altamont  Coal 

« 

•Company,"  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  have  perpet- 
ual succession,  with  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with;  to  own  propert}',  real  and  personal;  to  sue  and  be 
sued ;  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure; to  engage  in  mining  for  coal,  iron,  and  other  minerals, 
and  to  build  any  railroads,  tram-roads,  or  other  roads  from 
the  said  coal,  timber,  or  mineral  region,  or  from  any  point 
in  same  they  may  desire,  to  the  Knoxville  branch  of  the 
Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad,  and  to  have  all  power 
•necessary  for  the  successful  mining  and  transporting  of 
the  said  minerals,  and  the  cutting  or  sawing  and  trans- 
jporting  of  said  timber,  and  the  prosecution,  specially  and

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generally,  of  such  business,  and  for  the  execution  of  the- 
power  herein  granted. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  ac- 
quire and  hold  such  real  estate  by  lease,  fee-simple,  or 
otherwise,  a^  it  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient  for  its 
business.  It  shall  have  power  to  locate,  construct,  and 
operate  a  railroad  or  branch  railroad,  tram  roads,  plank 
road.*-',  or  any  other  road,  to  or  from  any  of  the  mines, 
worki«,  coal,  minerals,  and  timber  lands  aforesaid,  to  the 
said  railroad;  and  may  build  bridges  when  and  wherever 
necessary  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  its  business; 
and  may  acquire  for  said  road  or  roads,  and  bridges,  the 
land,  timber,  and  rock  necessary  for  the  location  and 
construction  of  same  by  agreement  with  the  owners 
thereof;  or  in  default  of  such  agreement,  then  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  shall  proceed  as  provided  in  the  Gen- 
eral Statutes  in  cases  of  turnpike,  gravel,  and  plank 
road:*,  chapter  110. 

$  3.  Any  and  all  persons  shall  have  the  right  to  trans- 
port coal,  iron,  or  any  other  mineral  and  timber  over  said 
road  or  roads,  bridge  or  bridges,  when  completed;  and  it 
shall  he  the  duty  of  said  company  to  receive  and  trans- 
port  the  same,  and  for  this  it  shall  not  charge  for  coal 
more  than  one  quarter  of  one  cent  per  bushel  per  mile» 
or  fraction  thereof;  lor  iron  or  other  ores,  not  exceeding 
twelve  and  one  half  cents  per  ton  per  mile,  or  fraction 
thereof;  for  lumber  or  timber,  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
(25)  cents  per  one  thousand  feet  per  mile,  or  fraction 
thereof. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  ex- 
ceed two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into- 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  per- 
sonal property,  and  indorsed  and  transferred  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company.  Books  may 
be  opened  for  the  subscription  of  stock  by  any  of  tbe 
incorporators,  but  no  subscription  shall  be  entered  oiv 
the  books  of  the  company  without  the  consent  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  incorporators. 
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§  5.  When  stock  to  amount  of  five  thousand  dollars 
shal]  have  been  subscribed,  the  incorporators  may  call  a 
meeting  of  the  subscribers,  at  which  a  president  and  five 
directors  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  two  years;  and 
before  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  service,  the  presi- 
dent shall  ^ive  notice,  in  writing*  to  the  stockholders  of 
the  time  and  place  of  their  meeting  to  elect  successors, 
at  least  five  days  next  before  the  day  of  meeting;  and 
said  president  and  directors  so  elected  shall  hold  their 
oflices,  severally,  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The 
«aid  board  of  directors  may  prescribe  the  terms  of  sub- 
scription, the  time  and  manner  of  payment,  and  how 
and  when  the  same  may  be  forfeited;  and  they  may  adopt 
such  bylaws  as  to  collection  of  stock  subscription,  and 
all  other  matters  pertaining  to  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany, as  may  be  necessary;  and  the  said  board  of  direct- 
ors shall  have  the  general  management  of  all  the  affairs 
of  said  company,  and  may  exercise  all  the  power  hereby 
granted  to  the  corporation. 

§  6.  They  may  borrow  or  obtain  by  loan  such  sums  of 
money,  and  on  such  terms,  as  they  ma}*  deem  expedient, 
and  may  mortgage  any  or  all  the  property  of  the  com- 
pany to  secure  its  payment:  Provided^  A  majority  of  the 
stockholders  agree  thereto  They  may  elect  or  appoint 
a  secretary,  treasurer,  and  agents,  as  they  may  think  nec- 
essary, and  may  ?i\  and  pay  their  salaries  and  the  salary 
of  the  president.  They  may  fill  any  vacancies  occurring 
in  the  board  between  the  elections,  as  provided  above. 

§  7.  Each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one 
vote,  which  may  be  voted  by  himself  in  person  or  by 
written  proxy. 

§  8.  All  contracts  in  writing,  signed  by  the  president  in 
the  name  of  the  company,  shall  be  binding  on  the  com- 
pany. The  individual  stockholders  shall  not  be  liable  for 
the  debts  of  the  company. 

§  9.  When  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed, and  such  portions  paid  up  as  the  directors  may 
require,  the  company  shall  be  deemed  fully  organized^ 
aiid  may  proceed  with  its  business. 
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§  10.  There  shall  be  no  spirituous,  vinous,  malt,  or 
intoxicating  liquors  sold  within  a  distance  of  two  miles 
from  the  store,  office,  or  tipper  of  the  said  company,  un- 
der a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offense. 

§  11.  This  act  takes  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  958. 

AN   ACT  to  reimburae  the  joint  commiitee  of   the  Senate  and   House  of 
Representatives  for  expenses  incarred  in  attending  the  funeral  of  Hoo. 
W.  N.  Beckham. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer 
in  favor  of  Hon.  John  D.  Fogle,  for  thirteen  dollars  and 
thirty  cents;  Hon.  VV.  Carpenter,  for  eight  dollars  and 
thirty-five  cents;  Hon.  Thos.  Corbett,  for  five  dollars  and 
fifty  cents;  Hon.  Clarke  Bascom,  for  five  dollars  and  fitly 
cents;  Hon.  D.  H.  Smith,  for  twelve  dollars  and  forty 
cents;  Hon.  I.  N.  Cardwell,  for  five  dollars  and  fifty 
cents;  Hon.  J.  P.  Thompson,  for  eleven  dollars  and  eighty 
cents,  as  expenses  incurred  by  attending  the  funeral  of 
Hon.  W.  N.  Beckham,  deceased,  member  of  the  present 
session  of  the  General  Assembly  from  Nelson  county. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  959. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Kenton  Savings  Bank. 

He  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Oie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Frank  P.  Helm,  Max  Herbst,  Alex.  Davezac, 
John  L.  Sandford,  and  John  O.  Richards,  and  their  asso- 
ciates, successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created 
a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
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the  Kenton  Savings  Bank,  the  capital  of  which  shall 
not  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  and  paid 
for  by  individuals,  cofnpanies,  and  corporations,  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  specified ;  which  subscribers  and 
shareholders,  their  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  aforesaid,  and  by  that  name,  under  the  restrictions 
hereinafter  prescribed,  shall  be  competent  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and 
be  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  matters 
whatever,  as  natural  persons;  with  full  power  to  acquire, 
hold,  possess,  use,  occupy,  and  enjoy,  and  the  same  to  sell, 
convey,  and  dispose  of,  all  such  real  estate,  goods,  effects, 
and  chattels  as  shall  be  convenient  for  the  transaction  of 
its  business  (provided  the  value  thereof  shall  not  exceecj 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars),  or  which  may  be  conveyed 
to  said  institution  as  surety  for  any  debt,  or  which  may 
be  received  in  discharg:e  of  any  debt,  or  purchase  in  sat- 
isfaction of  any  judgment  or  decree  in  iis  favor,  or  in 
the  purchase  of  any  property  on  which  it  may  have  a 
lien;  and  said  institution  may  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  change,  alter,  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure;  and 

r 

may  ordain  and  put  in  execution  s'lch  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  for  the  government  of  the  same  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary:  Provided^  They  be  not  contrary  to  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States. 

§  2.  The  institution  shall  not  at  any  time  owe,  either 
by  bond,  bill,  note,  or  other  contract,  an  amount  exceed- 
ing the  amount  of  capital  stock  actually  paid  in,  exclu- 
sive of  sums  due  on  deposit;  and  in  cases  of  excess,  the 
president  and  directors,  under  whose  administration  it 
shall  have  taken  place,  shall  be  liable  for  any  or  all  the 
debts  of  said  institution,  in  their  individual  capacities, 
by  joint  and  several  actions  of  debt  against  them,  or  any 
of  them,  their  heirs,  executors,  or  administrators,  in  any 

court  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  by  any  creditor  or  cred- 
it 
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itors  of  the  same,  and  shall  he  prosecuted  to  judgment 
and  execution,  any  condition  or  agreement  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding:  Provided^  That  if  the  president  or 
any  of  the  directors  may  he  absent  when  the  excess  may 
be  contracted  or  created,  or  being  present,  shall  dissent 
from  the  act  by  which  the  excess  is  about  to  be  contracted 
or  created,  he  or  they  shall  not  be  liable  under  this  sec- 
tion,  if  he  or  they  shall,  within  ten  days  from  the  creation 
of  such  excess  or  dissent  thereof,  make  affidavit  of  their 
absence  or  dissent,  and  file  the  same  for  record  with  the 
recording  officer  of  the  county;  and  moreover,  within  ten 
days  give  notice  thereof  in  some  newspaper  printed  in 
the  county,  and  shall  in  said  notice  call  a  meeting  of  the 
shareholders,  which  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  do. 

§  3.  That  the  business  of  the  institution  shall  be  to 
receive  money  on  deposit,  upon  which  it  may  pay  an 
interest  to  the  depositor  of  not  more  than  six  per  cent, 
n'or  less  than  two  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  it  may  choose, 
dependent  upon  the  length  of  time  for  which  said  deposit 
may  be  made;  to  loan  money,  discount  bills  of  exchange, 
the  promissory  notes  made  payable  to  any  person  or  per- 
sons or  order,  or  payable  to  this  institution  or  order,  and 
negotiable  and  payable  at  their  bank,  or  at  any  bank  or 
office  of  discount  and  deposit,  and  indorsed  to  and  dis- 
counted by  said  institution  ^hall  be,  and  are  hereby, 
placed  upon  the  same  footing  as  foreign  bills  of  exchange; 
to  buyjand  sell  for  its  own  purposes,  lor  compensation,  on 
commission  or  margin,  bonds,  stocks,  and  all  commercial 
commodities  and  securities,  and  to  do  a  general  banking 

bnsines'^. 

§  4.  Said  institution  shall  not  at  any  time  fail  or  refuse 
to  pay  its  deposits  in  gold  or  silver,  or  currency  of  the 
like  kind  and  value  of  that  deposited;  and  in  case  the 
officers,  in  the  usual  business  hours  at  their  banking 
house,  shall  refuse  or  unreasonably  delay  payment  as 
aforesaid,  then  demandable  by  any  person  entitled  to 
receive  the  same,  said  institution  shall  be  liable  to  pay 
damages  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent,  per  annum  on 
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the   amount  thereof,   from   the  time   of  such    failure,  re- 
fusal, or  delay,  until  payment  thereof. 

§  5.  That  the  real  and  personal  estate,  husinest*,  prop- 
erty, funds,  and  prudential  concerns  of  said  institution 
shall  be  under  the  direction  and  control  of  five  directors, 
who  shall  be  stockholders  ;  and  after  the  first  election 
phall  have  been  stockholders  at  least  three  months  pre- 
vious to  their  election;  they  shall  be  residents  of  this 
State,  and  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  after  the 
first  election  they  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  second 
Monday  in  January.  Each  director  shall  be  a  stockholder 
in  his  own  right.  They  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  chosen.  AH 
elections  after  the  first  shall  be  conducted  by  two  at 
'least  of  the  stockholders  appointed  by  the  directors. 
The  stockholders  so  appointed  shall  give  at  least  thirty 
days*  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  election.  The 
election  shall  be  by  plurality  of  votes,  to  be  counted  and 
read  in  public  after  they  are  taken.  No  director  or  officer 
of  any  bank  shall  he  eligible  as  a  director  in  this  institu- 
tion, and  any  director  bexsoming  a  director  or  officer  of  a 
bank,  or  while  under  protest  in  this  institution  for  the 
non-payment  of  debt,  shall  be  held  to  have  vacated  his 
office;  nor  shall  two  partners  in  trade,  nor  shall  one 
.partner,  while  another  is  a  director  in  a  bank,  be  eligi- 
ble as  directors  in  this  institution  at  one  and  the  same 
time;  and  if  the  president  or  any  director  or  officer  of 
the  institution  shall  fail  or  become  insolvent  after  his 
election  or  appointment,  he  shall  become  incapable  to 
serve,  and  shall  be  held  to  have  vacated  his  place,  nor 
shall  he  be  appointed  to  serve  in  this  institution  until 
his  debts  are  paid,  or  until  he  obtains  a  full  discharge 
from  the  same;  nor  shall  any  one  who  has  ever  failed 
in  business  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  president,  director, 
or  other  officer  until  all  his  debts  are  paid,  or  he  be  fully 
discharged  from  same.  If,  from  any  cause,  an  election 
-should  not  be  held  on  the  day  fixed  by  this  charter,  it 
ahall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  give  notice  immediately, 
as  before  required^  that  an  election  will  be  held  on  the 
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first  Monday  of  the  Fucceeding  month,  and  said  election* 
shall  be  conducted  as  required  tn  the  regular  elections. 

§  6.  Tliat  at  all  meetings  of  the  6to3kholders,  and  at 
all  elections  under  this  charter,  each  shareholder  shaU  be- 
entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  share  held  in  his  own  right. 
After  the  fir.-^t  election,  no  share  shall  entitle  the  holder 
to  a  vote,  unle»?s  the  same  has  been  held  by  the  person- 
claiming  to  vote  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  time, 
and  so  appear  on  the  books  of  the  institution.  Any 
stockholder  entitled  to  vote  may  do  so  in  person  or  by 
proxy,  such  proxy  being  granted  to  a  stockholder  who  is 
not  either  president,  director,  or  other  officer  in  the  same; 
and  no  person  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  permitted  to  vote  on  his  stock. 

^  7.  That  the  directors  shall  select  one  of  their  own 
number  as  president,  who  shall  prej*ide  at  all  meetings;, 
and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  said  office,  the  residue  of  the 
directors  shall  elect  a  president  pro  tern.  They  shall  fill 
all  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  their  own  body,  and 
appoint  such  officers,  clerks,  and  servants,  as  deemed 
expedient,  fix  their  compensation,  define  their  powers 
and  prescribe  their  duties,  and  shall  require  of  them  such 
bonds,  penalties,  and  securities  as  deemed  requisite  for 
the  security  of  the  institution,  which  bonds  shall  be  ex- 
amined at  least  once  a  year,  and  be  renewed,  from  time 
to  time,  so  as  to  secure  the  institution  from  loss;  and  all 
such  officers  shall  hold  their  places  during  the  pleasure  «>f 
the  board. 

J  8.  The  president  and  directors,  any  three  of  whom 
may  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business^ 
may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and- 
regulations,  for  the  government  of  the  inr^titution,  as 
deemed  expedient,  not  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this 
charter  or  the  by-laws  and  rules  which  the  stockholders, 
at  their  annual  or  other  meetings,  may,  from  time  to- 
time,  prescribe  :  Providedf  For  that  purpose  a  concurrence 
of  a  majority  of  all  the  directors  shall  be  necessary. 

§  9.  The  president  and  directors  shall  hold  stated  meet- 
i  igs  at  least  once  a  year,  and  called  meetings  may  be  hadit

whenever  deemed  necessary.  All  questions  before  the 
board  shall  be  taken  viva  vtce;  and  the  yeaa  and  nays  on 
any  proposition  submitted  shall  be  entered  on  record  at 
the  request  of  any  member,  and  no  vote  shall  be  recon- 
sidered when  a  less  number  is  present  than  when  the  vote 
was  ^iven. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president,  on  the  first 
day  of  January  in  each  year,  to  pay  to  the  Treasury  of 
this  State  fifty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  of  stock 
held  and  paid  for  in  said  institution,  which  shall  be  in  full 
of  all  tax  or  bonus. 

§  11.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and 
directors,  and  they  are  hereby  required,  as  often  as  once 
every  three  months,  to  cause  a  strict  examination  to  be 
made  of  the  cash  and  cash  accounts  of  the  institution, 
and  a  full  and  complete  statement  shall  be  made  out  and 
entered  on  the  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board. 

§  12.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  cashier,  clerks, 
teller,  or  other  suborJinale  officers,  either  directly  or  indi- 
rectly,  to  engage  in,  or  carry  on,  any  other  business  than 
that  of  said  institution,  without  the  special  leave  of  the 
president  and  directors;  nor  shall  any  of  them,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  become  indebted  to  the  same,  either 
as  borrower,  indorser,  surety,  or  otherwise. 

§  13.  That  if  the  cashier,  clerks,  teller,  agent,  or  other 
officer,  shall,  without  the  authority  of  the  president  and 
directors,  appropriate  any  of  the  funds  of  said  corpora- 
tion to  his  own  use  or  that  of  any  other  person,  or  shall 
willfully  fail  to  make  correct  entries,  or  shall  knowingly 
make  false  entries,  on  the  books  of  the  institution,  with 
intent  to  cheat  or  defraud  the  corporation  or  any  other 
person,  to  hide  or  conceal  any  improper  appropriation  of 
the  funds,  the  officer  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  felony,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof, be  sentenced 
to  confinement  in  the  jail  or  penitentiary  of  this  State  for 
a  perioJ  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  five  years. 

§  14.  The  president  and  directors  shall  keep  a  record 
of  their  proceedings,  which  they  shall  produce  to  the 
BtockholJers  when  by  them  demanded  at  any  regular 
meeting?. 
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§  15.  The  president,  cashier,  and  other  officer?,  before 
entering:  upon  the  diHcharge  of  their  re.^pective  duties, 
shall  take  an  oath  before  some  judicial  officer  faithfally, 
honestly,  impartially,  and  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
judgment,  to  discharge  all  the  duties  of  their  re«»pective 
offices  under  this  charter,  or  which  may  be  required  of 
them  by  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  of  the  cor- 
poration. 

}  16.  This  institution  shall  not  contract  for  or  Receive 
a  greater  rate  of  interest  than  at  the  legal  rate  per  annum 
for  the  loan  or  use  of  money  ;  and  interest  on  promissory 
notes,  negotiable  and  payable  at  the  same,  and  there  dis- 
counted, shall  be  calculated  on  the  true  time  such  notes 
have  to  run. 

i  17.  The  president  and  directors  shall  issue  certifi- 
cates of  stock  to  the  holders  thereof  for  so  much  as  shall 
be  paid  for;  and  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be 
con^•idered  and  held  in  law  as  personal  property,  and 
a!=signable  and  transferable  only  in  such  manner  and  at 
such  place  as  the  president  and  directors  shall,  by  their 
by  laws,  prescribe.  Certificates  of  deposit  shall  be  oblig- 
atory on  said  institution,  and  shall  be  transferable  or 
assignable  when  made  payable  to  order. 

§  18.  The  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be 
held  annually  on  the  second  Monday  in  January  in  each 
year,  at  this  time  of  the  annual  election,  to  which  meet- 
ing the  president  and  directors  shall  present  an  accurate 
statement  of  the  condition  and  affairs  of  the  institution; 
and  general  meetings  of  the  stockholders  may  be  called, 
as  provided  in  this  charter,  or  by  the  president  and  di- 
rectors when  they  deem  it  desirable,  or  by  any  number 
of  stockholders  the  by-laws  shall  require, 

§  19.  That  the  persons  above  named  are  hereby  con- 
stituted commissioners  to  open  books  and  receive  sub- 
scriptions for  the  capital  stock  of  said  institution,  and  to 
superintend  the  election  of  the  first  board  of  directors, 
•any  three  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  exercise  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  required  by  this  section. 
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§  20.  The  said  commissioners  shall  have  power,  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required,  on  the  second 
Monday  in  March  next,  or  at  such  other  time  within  one 
year  thereafter  as  they  shall  deem  expedient,  having 
^iven  not  less  than  thirty  days'  notice  thereof  in  some 
newspaper  for  the  subscription  of  the  capital  stock  of 
paid  institution,  and  cause  books  to  be  kept  open  from 
10  o'clock  A.  M.  until  2  o'clock  P.  M.,  for  at  least  ten 
days,  or  until  at  least  one  hundred  shares  shall  have  been 
subscribed,  when  the  same  may  be  closed;  and  if  more 
than  two  thousand  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed  by 
individuals,  companies,  and  corporations,  the  commis- 
sioners shall  deduct  the  excess  from  the  largest  subscrip- 
tion in  such  manner  that  no  subscription  shall  be  reduced, 
and  leave  the  subscription  of  another  larger. 

§  21.  That  if  the  whole  two  thousand  shares  of  capital 
stock  shall  not  be  taken  when  the  books  shall  first  be 
opened,  the  president  and  directors  may  cause  the  books 
to  be  opened  at  any  time  and  place  they  may  direct, 
giving  thirty  days'  notice  thereof  in  some  newspaper,  and 
cause  them  to  be  kept  open  not  less  than  ten  days,  or 
until  the  whole  of  the  balance  of  the  stock  shall  have 
been  taken;  and  the  president  and  directors  may  require 
such  premium  on  the  stock  sold  at  the  re-opening^  of  the 
books  as  they  shall  deem  right,  and  such  premium  shall 
be  the  property  of  the  institution. 

§  22.  That  when  not  less  than  one  hundred  shares  of 
the  capital  stock  shall  have  been  taken,  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  give  notice  in  some  public  newspaper,  and  ap- 
^  point  a  day  for  the  election  of  the  first  board  of  directors, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  succeeding  annual 
election,  and  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  sixty  days' 
notice  shall  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  of  electing 
said  board;  and  at  least  three  of  said  incorporators  shall 
act  as  inspectors  of  said  election. 

$  2:^.  That  the  payment  of  the  shares  of  the  capital 
Btock  held  by  individuals,  companies,  and  corporations 
sjall  be  made  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  following, 
v'z:  Five  dollars  on  each  share  to  the  commissioners  at 
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the  time  of  Bubscribing,  and  five  dollars  on  each  share- 
within  ten  days  after  the  election  of  the  first  baard  of 
directors,  and  five  dollars  every  sixty  days  thereafter, 
until  the  whole  amount  of  said  stock  is  paid:  Provided, 
That  the  board  shall  have  power  to  prolong  the  time  for 
the  payment  of  each  installment  after  one  half  of  the 
amount  of  each  share  shall  have  been  paid, 

§  24.  Should  any  of  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said 
institution  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  for  their  stock,  as  herein 
provided,  the  president  and  directors,  first  giving  public 
notice  in  two  or  more  newspapers  for  the  space  of  thirty 
days,  by  resolution  entered  on  the  records,  may  forfeit 
such  stock,  and  proceed,  at  such  time  as  they  may  deem 
expedient,  to  re-sell  the  same;  and  all  partial  payments 
made  on  any  stock  which  phall  be  forfeited  shall  be  so 
sold  for  the  benefit  of  such  stockholder. 

§  25.  That  so  soon  as  ten  thousand  dollars  of  the  capi- 
tal i?tock  shall  have  been  subscribed  by  individuals,  com- 
panies, or  corporations,  as  heretofore  required,  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  shall  cause  some  suitable  person  to 
count  the  money  paid  in,  and  to  certify  the  same  to  the 
president  and  directors;  and  when  he  shall  so  certify, 
and  upon  such  appearing  to  be  the  fact,  the  said  institu- 
tion is  then  hereby  authorized  to  commence  business. 

§  26.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage  :  P/-^- 
videdy  An  organization  is  efTected  within  twelve  months 
from  its  approval  by  the  Governor;  but  if  no  organiza- 
tion is  effected  within  the  above  specified  time,  this  act 
shall  be  void.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter 
and  amend  this  act  at  pleasure.

CHAPTER  960. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  town  of  Stanford,  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth' 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  town  of  Stanford,  Lincoln  county,  Ken- 
tucky, may  be  enabled  to  donate  one  thousand  dollars^ 
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to  be  used  in  the  purchaBe  of  land  near  Richmond  junc- 
tion, said  land  to  be  used  by  the  Louisville  and  Nashville 
Railroad  Company  for  a  division  machine  shops,  &c.,  on 
their  Lebanon  Branch,  the  trustees  of  said  town,  a  ma- 
jority bein^  present,  may  issue  the  bonds  of  said  town 
for  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  paya- 
ble in  ten  years,  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  percent, 
per  annum  from  date  of  issual :  Provided^  That  the  au- 
thorities of  said  town  shall  have  the  right  to  pay  oflT  any 
portion  or  all  of  said  bonds  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued 
at  any  time  previous  to  their  maturity,  if,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  said  authorities,  it  shall  be  deemed  proper  to 
do  so, 

§  2.  That  the  bonds  which,  by  the  first  section  of  this 
act,  are  authorized  to  be  issued,  may  be  in  such  amounts 
as  the  authoriiies  of  said  town  may,  by  an  order  of  their 
-board,  direct;  and  the  bonds  so  issued  shall  be  indorsed 
by  the  chairman  of  the  board  and  its  clerk  in  their  official 
capacity;  and  when  so  indorsed  and  sold,  shall  be  bind- 
ing and  valid  upon  said  town  :  Provided^  That  said  bonds 
shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  their  par  value. 

§  3.  That  to  enable  said  town  to  pay  off  and  discharge 
the  bonds  which  it  is  authorized  by  this  act  to  issue,  said 
town  authorities  are  authorized  to  use  so  much  of  the 
money  raised  annually  by  taxation  and  other  sources  of 
revenue  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  off  the  bonds  issued 
hy  them,  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  together  with 
<thQ  interest  on  the  same. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

i&f^  ACT  to  iDcorporate  the  Hey  wood  Acade.Tij  of  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

Be  il  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

i  1.  That  Rev.  John  H.  Heywood.  Dr.  T.  S.  Bell, 
<5avin  H.  Cochran,* Galen  T.  Thurman,  Dr.  David  P. 
Middleton,  trustees,  and  their  associates  and  8UCcessor<>, 
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be,  and  they  are  herebj',  created  a  body-politic  and  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  cf  the  **  Hey  wood  Academy  of 
Louisville,  Kentucky;"  with  perpetual  .succession;  for 
the  purpotse  of  educating  young  ladies;  and  in  the  name 
of  **  The  Hey  wood  Academy''  shall  be  capable  of  con- 
tracting and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being 
sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and 
defending,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  may  have  a 
common  seal,  and  alter  or  renew  the  same  at  pleasure; 
and  shall  have  power  to  adopt  such  by  laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  for  their  government,  and  for  the  manage- 
ment of  said  academy,  as  they  may,  from  time  to  time, 
deem  expedient,  and  as  are  not  in  conflict  with  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§2.  Said  corporation  may  buy  or  lease  such  real  estate, 
and  own  or  control  such  personal  property,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  act;  and  may  receive 
donations  and  bequests,  and  sell,  transfer,  and  convey 
the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  i^  hereby  vested  with  power  and 
authority  to  grant  certificates,  diplomas,  medals,  and  de- 
grees,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  its  by-laws, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  con- 
ferred upon  other  academies  or  colleges. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  eflect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  nmend  an  act.  entitled  "An  act  to  Bmeiid  an  act  to  reduce  into 
one  ibe  several  act3  concernirg  the  town  oT  Campbellsville.  in  Tajlor 
county,  Kentucky,''  Approved  Pebrunry  27,  1882. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the.  Commnnwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act, 
entitled  *  An  act  to  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  con- 
cerning the  town  of  Campbellsville,  in  Taylor  county,'  " 
approved  February  27,  1882,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby^ 
amended  so  as  to  require  druggists  to  obtain  license,  as 
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required  in  the  act  to  which  this  in  an  amendment,  before 
they  shall  be  alfowed  to  sell  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt 
liquors  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town.  And  if 
any  drug^i.st  shall  sell  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  without  having 
first  obtained  license,  as  required  by  the  act  to  which  this 
li  an  amendment,  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  penalties 
prescribed  in  the  act  to  vvhich  this  is  an  amendment, 
against  persons  for  selling  spirituous,  vinous,  and  malt 
liquors  in  said  town  without  license. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
alter  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  Rmenii  and  reduce  into  one 
the  -ipvcral  ncJ8  relatioft  lo  the  H)wn  of  Morganfield,"  approvrd  March  16. 
1870. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  ].  That  an  act  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one  the 
peveral  acta  relating  to  the  town  of  Morganfield,  ap- 
proved March  16,  1870,  be  amended  as  follows:  Amend 
the  ninth  section  of  said  act  by  adding  thereto  these 
words:  But  the  coals  of  such  improvements  or  repairs 
shall  in  no  case  exceed  twenty  per  cent,  ol  the  value  of 
the  property  assessed  for  the  costs  of  the  improvements 
or  repairs.  Add  to  the  twelfth  section  of  said  act  these 
words:  Provided,  That  any  business  or  calling  taxed  by 
the  State  in  said  town  shall  not  be  taxed  for  town  pur- 
poses a  greater  tax  than  is  laid  upon  such  business  for 
State  purposes.  -Amend  the  fifteenth  section  by  striking 
out  the  words  "  two  dollars,"  in  the  second  line  of  said 
section,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  these  words,  **  fifty 
cents,"  and  strike  out  the  word  **  three,"  in  the  thirteenth 
line  of  said  section,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  word 
*' two;"  also  strike  out  the  word  **  all,"  in  the  fourteenth 
line  of  said  section,  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  woids^ 
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**  pach  of."  Amend  section  seventeen  of  said  act  by 
addingf  thereto  these  words  :  "  For  a  faijure  to  discharge 
their  duties  enjoined  by  this  section,  each  member  of  the 
board  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  recover- 
able upon  presentment  and  indictment  of  a  grand  jury." 
Amend  section  twenty-two  of  said  ftct  by  stiiking  out  all. 
of  said  section  after  the  word  ''collect,"  in  the  first  line 
thereof,  and  in^^ert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  words: 
"the  same  fees  as  justices'  fees  for  similar  services." 
Amend  section  twenty-one  of  said  act  by  striking  out  the 
words  "  said  town,"  in  the  teoth  and  eleventh  lines  there- 
of, and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words,  **  the  justices* 
district  in  which  ^^ald  town  is  situated,"  and  add  to  the 
section  the  words,  **said  judge  m-iy  hold  regular  terms  of 
his  court  for  the  trial  ol  civil  cases  not  oftt'ner  than 
once  in  each  month." 

J  2.  Add   thfe  following  section:  The  board  of  council- 
men  shall  receive  no  pay  for  their  services. 

^  3.  Section  sixteen  of  said  act  is  hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  par=sHge.

CHAPTER  965. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spiritnouii,  vinou^,  or  mnit  liqnor.^,  or  the 
mixture  thereof,  la  Spring  Lick  And  Caneyville  preciDCiB,  in  GrnysoD 
county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei'ol  Assembly  of  the  Commonweaifh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
or  vend  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  the 
mixture  thereof,  in  any  quantity,  within  the  limits  of 
Spring  Lick  precinct  and  Caneyville  precinct,  in  Gray- 
son county. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  county  court  of  Gra}  - 
son  county,  or  the  trustees  of  any  incorporated  town 
within  either  of  said  precincts,  alter  the  ratification  of 
this  act  as  herein  provided,  to  grant  or  issue  any  license 
for  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  within 
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the  territory  above  n&med.  Any  license  so  issued  shall 
be  void. 

§  3.  That  if  any  person  shall  violate  the  provisions  of 

the  first  section  of  this  act,  such   person,  on  conviction 

thereof,  shall  for  each  offense  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not 

« 

less  than  twenty-6ve  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  either  iyi  the  circuit  court  of 
Grayson  county,  on  indictment  of  a  grand  jury,  or  by 
warrant  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  Grayson 
county,  or  other  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  not  be  in  force  in  either  of  said  pre- 
-cincts  until  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters 
who  may  vote  therein ;  and  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the 
sense  of  the  voters  in  said  precincts,  a  poll  shall  be  opened 
by  the  officers  of  election  jn  each  of  said  precincts,  who 
are  appointed  by  the  county  court  of  Grayson  county  to 
hold  the  regular  election  on  the  first  Monday  in  August, 
1882.  In  one  column  of  said  j)oll  shall  be  entered  the 
names  of  those  in  favor  of  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous, 
and  malt  liquors,  and  in  the  other  column  shall  be  entered 
the  names  of  those  who  are  opposed  to  the  sale  of  spir- 
ituous, vinous,  and  malt  liquors.  Those  who  vote  against 
the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  and  malt  liquors  shall  be 
•construed  and  counted  as  in  favor  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  The  officers  who  hold  'said  elections  shall  cer- 
tify the  result  in  tjonnection  with  their  returns  on  the 
the  poll-book  as  to  the  other  election;  and  it  shall  be  the 
•duty  of  the  county  judge,  sheriff,  and  clerk  of  the  county 
court,  or  any  two' of  them,  to  compare  the  vote  in  each 
of  said  precincts;  and  if  it  appears  that  a  majority  of  the 
qualified  voters  voting  therein,  or  in  either  of  them,  at  said 
-election,  are  opposed  to  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or 
malt  liquors,  then  they  shall  make  a  certificate  of  the  fact, 
which  shall  be  entered  of  record  on  the  order-book  of 
the  Grayson  county  court.  If  a  majority  of  the  voters 
«hall  be  against  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  and  malt 
liquors  in  both  of  said  precincts,  then  this  act  shall  he  in

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Spring  Lodge,  No.  1815,  Grand  United  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  and  they  and  their  associates  and  successors 
shall  so  continue  and  have  perpetual  succession,  and  b^'^ 
that  name  are  made  capable  in  law  as  natural  persons  to 
«ue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and 
•be  contracted  with,  answer  and  be  answered,  in  all  courts 
of  law  and  equity  in  this  Commonwealth;  to  make,  have, 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  or 
amend  at  pleasure.  They  may  make  and  ordain  regula- 
tions and  by-laws  for  their  government,  and  those  now

ing: words:  "Said  company  shall  charge  no  toll  ag^ainst 
scholars  ^oing  to  or  from  scDool,  or  to  persons  going  to 
or  from  their  accustomed  places  of  worship  on  Sunday."

§  1.  That  the  road  known  as  the  River  Road,  extending 
from  the  city  of  Covington,  along  the  river  front  of  West 
"Covington,  to  the  city  of  Ludlow,  shall  be  constructed 
and  put  in  good  order  and  condition  at  the  expense  of 
said  three  cities.  The  termini  of  said  road  shall  be  West- 
ern Row  in  Covington,  and  the  Cincinnati  Southern  Rail- 
way bridge  in  Ludlow^ 

^  2.  That  the  city  council  of  Covington  shall  appoint 
three  commissioners,  and  the  councils  of  West  Covington 
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and  Ludlow  shall  appoint  one  commissioner  ea<;h,  and 
the  live  eo  appointed  shall'  constitute  a  board  whose  duty 
^  it  shall  be  to  advertise  for  sealed  proposals  to  put  said 
road  in  thorough  repair  as  a  macadamized  road,  to  such- 
width  and  depth  of  metal,  and  with  such  othcfr  specifica- 
tions, as  may  be  fixed  by  said  board,  not  to  exceed  in 
width  the  orig^inal  width  of  said  road,  and  to  award  a 
contract  therefor  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  taking 
from  him  bond  with  good  surety  for  the  performance  of 
his  contract;  and  for  any  breach  of  said  contract  the  said 
commissioners  may  sue  in  the  name  of  "  The  Commis- 
sioners of  the  River  Road  of  Kenton  County." 

^  3.  The  said  commissioners,  for  the  purpose  of  paying: 
for  said  improvement,  may  make  requisition  upon  the 
councils  of  Covington,  West  Covington,  and  Ludlow  for 
the  amount  necessary  to  make  such  payment,  distributing 
the  amount  required  according  to  the  assessed  value  of 
the  taxable  property  in  said  cities  respectively, and  there- 
upon it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  respective  councils  of 
said  three  cities  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  sums 
so  required  to  the  contractor  who  sh<all  perform  said 
work.  The  said  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  pur- 
chase or  condemn  land  necessary  to  widen  said  road  ta 
sixty-six  feet,  such  condemnation  to  be  cx)nducted  in  like 
manner  with  condemnation  for-  railway  or  turnpike  pur- 
poses. The  said  commissioners  may  eniploy  a  civil  en- 
gineer to  plan  and  supervise  said  work,  and  may  make 
requisitions  for  his  pay  in  like  manner  with  their  requisi- 
tions for  pay  of  the  contractor. 

§  4.  Said  commissioners  shall  receive  from  their  cities 
respectively  such  compensation  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
councils  appointing  them  respectively;  but  the  same  shall 
be  fixed  before  appointment,  and  shall  not  be  paid  until 
after  said  work  is  completed. 

§  5.  Said  commissioners  may  contract  with  any  duly 
authorized  street  railway  company  to  give  the  right  of 
way  over  said  road  tor  a  street  railway,  on  such  terms  as- 
may  be  agreed  on. 
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§  6.  After  the  completion  of  said  road,  so  much  as  nec- 
essary of  the  ta;ces  derived  by  said  cities  from  real  estate 
abutting  on  said  road  shall  be  applied  to  keeping  said 
road  in  repair. 

§  7.  This' act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  980. 

AN    ACT  for  the  benefit  of  common  school  district   No.  25,  in  Oldham 

coantj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  The  boundary  of  common  school  district  No.  25,  in 
Oldham  county,  known  as  the  Lagrange  district,  shall  be 
as  follows  :  Beginning  at  the  residence  of  William  Dun- 
can; thence  to  the  residence  of  M.  Hoagland;  thence  to 
the  residence  of  Ben.  Callahan;  thence  to  the  residence 
of  John  Buckner;  thence  to  the  residence  of  John  Taylor; 
thence  to  the  residence  of  Samuel  Blakemore;  thence  to 
the  residence  of  Wm.  RatclifTe;  thence  to  the  residence 

of  Alex.  Alackey,  including  Morris  Phelan  and Quinn; 

thence  with  a  straight  line  to  the  beginning.  Said  dis- 
trict shall  embrace  all  persons  living  in  said  boundary, 
including  the  persons  named  in  the  foregoing  boundary; 
and  the  common  school  commissioner  of  said  county  shall 
have  no  power  to  alter  or  change  said  district  in  any 
respect,  and  no  election  for  trustees  shall  hereafter  be 
held  in  said  district. 

§  2.  The  present  board  of  trustees  of  the  Funk  Semi- 
nary in  Lagrange,  and  those  who  may  hereafter  be  cho- 
sen to  fill  vacancies'  in  said  board  of  trustees,  shall  be 
ez  officio  trustees  of  said  common  school  district,  with 
perpetual  succession ;'  and  the  officers  chosen  by  said  Punk 
Seminary  trustees  shall  likewise  be  the  officers  of  the 
common  school  trustees.  In  all  matters  pertaining  to 
the  management  of  the  common  schools  in  said  di^rict, 
said  trustees  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  gen- 
eral law,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 
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§  3.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  contract  for  a 
suitable  building  and  grounds, in  which  the  school  in  said 
district  shall  be  held,  without  being  required  to  erect  any 
school  building,  and  they  in  each  3'ear  may  impose  a 
per  capita  tax  of  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents 
on  each  white  male  citizen  over  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years  in  said  district, to  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  said 
county  as  other  taxes  are  collected,  and  the  proceeds 
applied  b}'  the  trustees  to  the  furnishing,  repairing,  and 
improvement  of  such  grounds  and  buildings  as  the  trus- 
tees may  obtain,  by  lease  or  other  contract,  to  be  used  for 
school  purposes. 

§  4.  Said  trustees  are  hereby  empowered  to  receive 
and  invest  any  money  heretofore  collected  by  taxation 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  common  school-house  in 
said  district,  and  they  shall  apply  the  income  of  any  such 
fund  towards  the  payment  of  teachers  in  said  district. 
They  may  also  receive  any  bequest  or  donation  hereto- 
fore made,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  made  for  the  bene- 
fit of  said  district,  and  apply  the  same  as  directed  by  the 
donor  or  devisor,  and  in  the  absence  of  such  direction,  in 
such  manner  as  in  their  discretion  will  best  promote  the 
interest  of  the  district  school.  They  may  employ  any 
number  of  teachers  that  may  be  necessary  to  properly 
conduct  the  school  in  said  district,  and  the  amount  that 
may  be  due  said  district  in  each  school  year,  from  the 
common  school  fund  of  the  State,  shall  be  paid  upon  the 
order  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  their  treasurer,  and  be 
•by  him  applied  to  the  payment  of  teachers,  as  the  board 
may  direct.  But  no  teacher  shall  be  employed  by  said 
trustees  who  is  not  qualified  as  provided  b}'  the  general 
law. 

^  5.  Said  trustees  may,  by  an  order  entered  upon  their 
records,  submit  to  the  qualified  white  voters  of  said  school 
district  at  the  August  election,  1882,  and  not  oftener  than 
once  in  each  year  thereafter,  at  a  regular  election,  the 
proposition  to  vote  a  tax  in  such  sum  as  the  trustees  may 
<lirect,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hun- 
<lred   dollars'   worth   of  taxable  property  in  said  school 
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district  belonfi^ing  to  white  persons,  to  be' applied  to  the 
payment  of  teachers  in  the  district  school.  Such  election 
shall  be  held  by  the  regular  officers  of  election  under,  the 
same  rules  provided  by  law  for  other  elections;  and  if,  at 
any  election  held  for  that  purpose,  as  herein  provided,  a 
majority  of  the  legally  qualified  white  voters  in  said  dis- 
trict shall  be  cast  in  favor  of  such  tax,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  county  judge  of  said  county,  upon  presentation 
to  him  of  a  certificate  to  that  effect  from  the  officers  of 
election,  to  enter  upon  the  order-book  of  the  county  court 
an  order  imposing  such  tax  as  may  be  voted.  Said  tax 
shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  said  county  as  other  • 
taxes  are  directed  by  law  to  be  collected,  and  paid  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  6.  For  all  the  purposes  of  this  act  said  trustees  are 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  and  they  may  sue 
and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court  of  this 
Commonwealth,  by  the  name  of  The  Trustees  of  Com- 
mon School  District  No.  25,  in  Oldham  county. 

^  7.  No  provision  of  this  act  shall  be  construed  so  as  to 
affect  in  anywise  the  general  law  in  relation  to  schools 
for  colored  children  in  said  district,  nor  shall  any  colored 
person  be  subject  to  any  tftx  or  receive  any  benefit  con- 
templated by  this  act. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  15th 
day  of  June,  1882.

Whereas,  Andrew  Brown  contemplates  building  a  tram 
railroad  from  Olive  Hill  Statidn,  on  the  Elizabethtown, 
Lexington,  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad,  to  Cave  Branch, 
Buffalo,  and  Smith's  Creek,  in  Carter  county,  the  route  of 
which  has,  in  part,  been  selected,  measured,  and  marked; 
and  whereas,  a  portion  of  said  route  runs  on  and  with 
the  county  road;  and  this  being  the  only  practicable  way, 
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the  citizens  consenting;  have  petitioned  the  county  court 
to  grant  the  ude  of  such  portions  of  county  road  as  are 
necessary  or  practicable  for  the  purpose*  of  building  said 
tram-way;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Carter  county  is  author- 
ized to  grant,  with  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  the  land 
over  which  the  county  road  passes,  to  Andrew  Brown,  or 
to  said  Brown  and  his  associates,  the  right  to  build,  con- 
struct, and  use,  upon  such  parts  of  the  county  road  as 
the  court  may  designate,  a  tram- way  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  timber,  mineral,  &c.  Said  court  shall,  by  its 
order,  specify  the  part  or  parts  to  be  used,  and  the  man- 
ner of  construction  and  maintenance  of  said  traxn-way, 
so  as  to  interfere  as  little  as  possible  with  the  ordinary 
use  of  the  public  road.  The  right  so  to  be  granted  shall 
not  extend  be3'ond  five  years. 

^  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  983. 

AN  ACT  to  empower  the  county  coart  of  Butler  county  to  dispose  of  the 

delinquent  list  by  sale  or  otherwise. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  The  county  court  of  Butler  county,  a  majority  of 
the  justices  agreeing,  may,  by  order  thereof,  dispose  of 
the  list  of  delinquent  tax-payers  of  county  revenue  by 
re-enlisting  them  with  the  sheriff  or  other  collecting  officer 
for  collection;  or  they  may  receive  a  part  of  any  delin- 
quent taxes  in  full  satisfaction  of  such  taxes;  or  they  may 
sell  such  list,  or  part  or  parts  of  list,  at  such  times  as  they 
may  deem  best,  to  the  highest  bidder,  cash  in  hand  :  Pro- 
vided,  however,  That  if  such  sale  be  ordered,  the  list  may 
be  sold  by  justices  districts  at  the  court-house  door  ia 
Morgantown.     But  due  notice  of  such  sale  shall  be  given 
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• 

by    written   or  printed   noticee    in  at  least  three  public 

places    in    each    justices'    district,   at   least   fifteen    days 

before  the  day  of  sale;  and  the  purchaser  at  such  sale 

shall  have  the  same  right  to  collect  by  distraint  as  sherifis 

now  have;  and  the  same   penalties  shall  attach  to  him 

and  his  acts  for  illegal  distress  or  distraint  as  would  to 

the  sheriff  of  the   county   making   an  illegal   distress  or 

distraint. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  984. 

AN    ACT    to   provide  for    the    improvement  of  ihe  public  roads  in  Hart 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  the  Hart 
county  court  to  appoint  a  county  commissioner  of  roads 

for  sjii^  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that  the 

« 

roads  of  the  county  are  properly  worked  and  kept  in  good 
condition. 

§  2.  He  shall  visit  each  section  of  road  in  the  county 
within  one  month  after  his  appointment,  and  shall  give 
such  direction  to  the  surveyor  of  section  in  regard  to  the 
working  of  said  sections  as  may,  in  his  judgment,  be 
necessary  to  put  the  road  in  good  condition,  and  shall 
direct  the  proper  modes  of  drainage  and  culverts.  Drain- 
age may  be  made  by  trenching,  and  culverts  may  be 
made  of  plank,  wood,  or  stone,  as  he  may  direct,  and  said 
direction  shall  be  specified  in  each  case. 

§3.  He  shall  secure  as  a  compensation  for  his  services 
one  dollar  per  day  for  each  day  while  actually  engaged 
in  the  duties  of  his  office;  but  he  shall  not  be  allowed 
pay  for  more  than  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  days  in 
any  year,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  unless 
for  good  and  sufficient  cause  he  should  be  removed  by  the 
judge  of  the  county  court,  in  which  court  the  judge  of 
the  county  court  shall  appoint  a  successor. 
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^  4.  He  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
ofRce,  enter  into  bond  with  the  county  court  in  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  dollars,  with  good  security,  to  faithfully 
discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  shall  immediately, 
after  being  qualified,  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office. 
He  shall,  at  his  earliest  convenience,  visit  and  give  each 
surveyor  of  roads  in  Hart  county  specific  directions  as 
to  the  mode  of  working  his  said  section  of  road. 

§  5.  If  any  road  surveyor  in  the  county  of  Hart  should 
fail  or  refuse  to  work  his  section  of  road,  as  prescribed 
by  said  commissioner  of  roads,  the  said  commissioner  of 
roads  shall  present  said  overseer  to  the  grand  jury  of  said 
county  at  its  next  term  of  circuit  court,  and  he  shall  be 
fined  for  each  offense  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars, 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  for  such  failure. 

§  6.  Surveyor  or  overseers  of  roads  shall  give,  in  writ- 
ing, to  each  hand  within  the  road-working  age  on  his 
section  of  road,  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the 
working  of  said  road;  and  on  a  failure  to  attend  said 
road-working,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  with  the  necessary 
implements  for  working  said  roads,  shall  be  fined  as  pro- 
vided in  the  General  Statutes  for  a  failure  to  work  roads. 
Each  hand  shall  be  required  to  work  faithfully  eight 
hours  for  each  day,  but  no  hand  shall  be  required  to 
work  more  than  two  days  in  any  one  week. 

§  7.  Said  overseers  of  roads,  each,  shall  hold  his  office 
for  two  years,  and  shall  each  be  entitled  to  a  compensa- 
tion of  one  dollar  per  day  for  each  day  said  overseer  of 
roads  is  engaged  in  notifying  hands,  and  in  superintend- 
ing the  working  of  his  said  section  of  road,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  county  levy  of  said  county.  Said  amount 
shall  not  be  paid  until  said  overseer  shall  have  made  his 
settlement  with  the  judge  of  the  county  court,  and  shall 
have  accounted  for  any  tools  and  implements  belonging 
to  the  county  for  working  the  roads:  Provided^  That  he 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  pay  for  giving  notices  but  one  day 
for  each  road-working. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  each  surveyor  of  roads  to 
impress  into  use  wagons,  plows,  and  teams  of  his  hands. 
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for  hauling  and  plowing  upon  said  roads,  and  for  each 
day  said  two-horse  wagon  and  team,  or  two-horse  plow 
and  team  shall  be  so  used  or  worked,  said  hand  owning 
said  team  and  wagon  or  team  and  plow  shall  be  allowed 
for  said  team  and  wagon  or  plow  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  ($1.50)  for  each  day  said  team  and  wagon  or  plow 
shall  be  worked,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  levy,  each 
day  being  recorded  at  eight  hours. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  the  Hart 
county  court  to  cause  to  be  purchased,  for  the  use  of  said 
county  roads,  three  sets  of  road-working  implements^ 
consisting  of  3  sledges,  5  picks,  3  rock  augers  or  drills, 
6  spades,  6  shovels,  and  3  crowbars,  for  the  purpose  of 
working  on  said  roads;  and  he  shall,  upon  application^ 
let  any  surveyor  of  road,  when  not  in  use,  have  one  set 
of  said  tools  for  road-working,  but  he  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  have  said  tools  longer  than  four  weeks  at  any  one 
time,  and  he  shall  then  return  said  tools  to  said  judge. 
The  judge  of  the  Hart  county  court  shall  in  no  case 
permit  the  overseers  of  roads  to  have  possession  of  said 
implements  without  first  taking  a  receipt  therefor;  and 
upon  a  failure  to  return  said  tools  within  one  month 
thereafter,  the  said  judge  of  the  Hart  county  court  shall 
proceed  against  the  overseer  by  warrant,  as  in  other  civil 
cases,  for  the  recovery  of  similar  amounts. 

^  10.  The  overseer/j  of  roads  shall  not  be  entitled  ta 
compensation  for  services  until  they  have  accounted  for 
the  property  in  their  possession  belonging  to  the  county^ 

§  11.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  for  working  the  roads  of 
Hart  county  in  conflict  with  this  action  hereby  repealed. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  'from  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  985. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Swiss  colonj  in  Bernstadt,  Laurel  county. 

Whereas,  A  census  of  the  pupil  children,  now  fifty-five 
(55)  in  number,  of  the  Swiss  colony  at  Bernstadt,  Laurel 
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county,  could  not  be  taken  in  time  to  enable  the  com- 
midsioner  of  common  schools  to  lay  off  a  special  district 
for  their  benefit;  and  whereas,  the  said  children  are  not 
sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  English  language  to  be 
profited  by  attending  the  neighboring  district  schools; 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  commissioners  of  common  schools  is  here- 
by authorized  to  layoff,  under  the  direction  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Insrtuction,  a  special  school  district 
in  said  county,  embracing  all  the  pupil  children  of  said 
colony,  and  to  appoint  a  board  of  trustees  for  said  district. 

§  2.  The  course  of  instruction  for  the  common  school 
of  said  district  shall  be  the  same  as  that  prescribed  for 
the  common  schools  of  the  State,  but  may  be  conducted 
through  th.e  media  of  the  French  and  German  languages: 
Provided^  That  the  English  language  be  daily  and  duly 
taught  to  every  pupil  of  the  school;  but  nothing  in  this 
act  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  conduct  of  any 
other  common  school  in  the  Commonwealth  except 
through  the  exclusive  medium  of  the  English  language. 

$  3.  The  text-books  for  said  school  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  the  teacher  of  said 
school  must  duly  obtain  a  county  certificate  or  a  State 
certificate  before  entering  upon  .  the  discharge  of  his 
duties. 

§  4.  That  when  said  school  shall  have  been  taught  ac- 
cording to  law  and  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  com- 
missioners shall  duly  report  the  same  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Instruction,  as  every  common  school  is  now  re- 
ported, for  approval  and  for  pa^'ment. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and  be 
in  force  until  the  regular  meeting  of  the  next  General 
Assembly.

§  3.  Said  corporation  is  empowered  to  purchase,  man- 
ufacture, or  in  any  lawful  manner  whatever,  acquire 
railway  locomotives,  cars«,  rolling  ^tock,  or  other  equip- 
ment, and  to  sell,  pledge,  mortgage,  lease,  or  dispose  of 
the  same  to  any  person,  persons,  corporation  or  corpora- 
tions, whatsoever,  doing  business  in  or  out  of  this  State,, 
upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not 
exceed  three  millions  of  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  such  amount  and  number  as  the  stockholders 
"lay,  by  resolution,  fix,  and  be  payable  at  such  times  and 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  determined  by  said  stock- 
holders. 

§  5.  The  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  sakl  cor- 
poration, or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  paid  by  any  of  the 
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subscribers  in  materials  used  in  tbe  construction  of  rail- 
road cars  and  locomotives,  and  also  in  railroad  cars  or 
locomotives  of  such  construction  and  material,  and  at 
such  prices,  as  the  board  of  directors  of  said  corporation 
may  approve. 

g  6.  E.  D.  Standilord  and  R.  S.  Veech  are  hereby  con- 
stituted commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  corporation;  and  whenever  such 
stock  shall  be  subscribed  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  they  shall  call  said  subscribers  together,  and  they 
shall  thereupon  elect  a  board  of  directors  for  the  manage- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  said  corporation. 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  corporation  shall 
consist  of  such  number  as  the  stockholders  may,  from 
time  to  time,  fix  by  resolution,  and  be  chosen  for  sucb 
period  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  resolved  by  said 
stockholders,  and  shall  have  the  general  control  and  man* 
agement  of  the  affairs  of  said  corporation.

W.  Calbert,  W.  P.  Crooke,  C.  S.  Nield,  and  J.  P.  Byrne, 
their  as^oC(iateSi  suocessors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  and  constituted  a  body-corporate,  by  the 
naipa  and  Btyle  of  the  *.^  Whitley  Coal  Company,"  .and 
•  by  that  name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 

with.  powe,F  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  own 
property,  real  and  personal,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  have 
a  common  seal,  and  to  altier  the  same  at  pleasure;  to 
t^ngage  in  mining  for  coal,  iron,  and  ovher  minerals,  and 
to  build  any  railroads,  tram-roads,  or  other  roads,  from 
the  said  coal,  timber,  or  mineral  region,  or  from  any 
point  in,  same  they  may  desire,  to  the  Clear  Fork  river, 
or  to  the  Knoxyille  branch  of  the  Louisville  and  Nash- 
ville Railroad,  and  tO:  have  all  power  necessary  for  the

^  3.  Any  and  all  persons  shall  have  the  right  to  trans- 
port coal,  iron,  or  any  other  mineral  and'timber  over  said 
road  or  roads,  bridge  or  bridges,  when  completed;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company  to  receive  and  trans- 
port  the  same,  and  for  this  it  shall  not  charge  far' coal 
morc'than  one  quarter  of  one  cent  per  bushel  per  mil^, 
or  fraction  thereof;  for  iron  or  other  ores,  not  exceeding 
twelve  and  one  half  dents  per  ton  per  mrle,  or  fraction 
thereof;  for  lumber  or  timber,  not  exceedrng  twenty-fi^^e 
(25)  cents  per  one  tht)Usand.  feet»  per  mile,  or  fraction 
thereof. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  dhall  ttot  ex- 
ceed five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  shalt  be  per- 
iBonal  property,  and  indorsed-  and  transferred  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  said  company.  Books  may 
be  opened  for  the  subscription  of  stock  by  any  of  the 
incorporators,  but  no  subscription  shall  be  entered  on 
the  books  of  the  company  without  the  consent  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  incorporators. 

§  5.  When  stock  to  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
shall' have  been  subscribed,  the  incorporators  may  (^all'a 
meeting  of  the  subscribers;  at  which  a  president  and  Rve 
directors  shall-  be  elected  to  serve  for  two  yearsj  and 
before  the  expiration  of  their  term  of  service,  the'  presi- 
dent shall  give  notice,  in  writing,  to  the  stodkholders  of 
the  time  and  place  of  their  meeting  to  elect  successors, 
at  least  five  days  next  before  the  day  of  meeting;  and 
said  president  and  directors  so  elected  shall  hold  their 
offices,  severally,  until  their  successors  are  elected.     The 
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said  board  of  directors  may  prescribe  the  terms  of  sub- 
scription, tlie  time  and  manner  of  payment,  and  how 
and  when  the  same  may  be  forfeited;  and  they  may  adopt 
«uch  by-laws  as  to  collections  of  stock  subscription,  and

$9.  When  twenty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed, and  such  portions  paid  up  as  the  directors  ma}* 
require,  the  company  shall  be  deemed  fully  organized, 
and  may  proceed  with  its  business. 

§  10.  There  shall  be  no  spirituous,  vinous,  malt,  or 
intoxicating  liquors  sold  within  a  distance  of  two  hniles 
from  the  store,  office,  or  tipple  of  the  said  company,  un- 
der a  penalty  of  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offense. 

§  11.  This  act  takes  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  S.  H.  Parker,  of  Lewis  county.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  S.  H.  Parker,  assessor  of  Lewis  county,  be 
allowed  thirty  days'  additional  time  to  make  up  his  book 
to  be  returned  to  the  Auditor  of  the  State  and  the  county 
court  of  Lewis  county. 

§  2.  And  that  he  be  allowed  fifty  dollars  additional,  to 
be  paid  out  of  the  county  levy  of  Lewis  county,  for  the 
extra  labor  thereby  entailed. 

§  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  993. 

AK  ACT  to  prevent  the  sale  of,  or  trRfific  In,  ppirituouB,  vinous,  or  malt 
liquors,  in  the  town  of  Earlington,  and  to  prohibit  the  issaal  of  licenee 
for  the  sale  of  liquors  in  said  town,  or  within  two  miles  of  the  corporate 
limits  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell, 
-barter,  or  loan,  or  to  suffer  to  be  sold,  bartered,  or  loaned, 
any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  intoxica- 
ting drinks,  in  the  town  of  Earlington,  Hopkins  county, 
Kentucky;  and  any  person  so  offending  shall,  on  convic- 
tion, be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  lei^s  than  ten  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be  recovered 
either  by  indictment  in  the  Hopkins  circuit  court  or  by 
warrant  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  the  police 
judge's  court  of  Earlington,  or  by  warrant  before  any 
Justice  of  the  peace  for  Hopkins  county.  One  half  of 
•the  fines  collected  binder  the  provisions,  of  this  act  shall 
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be  paid  to  the  trustees  oCltheEarlington  common  schoolf 
district,  and  be  applied  in  eid  of  common  schools  therein;, 
the  other  half  shall  be  payable  to  the  ti^ustee  of  the- jury 
fund  for  Hopkins  county. 

6  2,  It  shall.be  unlawful  for  the  trui^tees  of  Earlington* 
to  isfue  any  license  for  the  sale  of  spirituous,  villous,  or 
malt  liquors,  in  said  town,  and  any  license,  so; issued  shall* 
be  void.

A^  ACT  incorporating  the  Supreme  Assembly  Protection  Union  of  Anierfca. 

Whereas,  Certain  persons^  citizens  of  KentUjcky,  Ten- 
nessee,  Missouri,  and  Illinois,  have  formed  a  corporation 
to  promote  benevolence,  morality,  hygiene,  and  industry 
in  said  States,  and  in  the  United  States:  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Con^momvealth 
of  Kentucky :        .  .„ 

5  1.  That  J.  D.  White,  J.  M.  McCollum,  D.  P.  Juett.  T. 
C.  Marshall,  W.  S.  Keeve^  W.  J.  Puckett,  w'.' T.  Shelton, 
G.  W.  Reeves,  R.  B.  Smith,  Henry  Elliott.  T.  N.  Kim- 
brough,  J.  S.  Petrie,  and  their  successors,  be,  and  are 
hereby,  created  a  body-politic,  to  be  known  by  the  oame, 
style,  and  title  of  the  *'  Supreme  Assembly  Protection 
Union  of  America,"  and  by  such  name  and  title  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  in  law  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and 
of  purchasing,  leasing, , holding,  granting,  and   receiving 

in  its  corporate  name  property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,

and  of  instituting  grand  and  subordinate  assemblies  as  it 
may  sejB  fit,  tinder  such  laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  the 
corporation   may  enact,  not  in  conflict  with  the  laws  of 
this  State  and  the  United  States. 

6  2.  The  objects  of  the  corporation  shall  be  to,  unite  in 
one  fraternal  body  all  acceptable  \yhite  persons;  to  pro- 
mo^e  mova^lity;  to  render  material  aid  to  its  members ;  to 
encourage  each  other  in  business;  to  assist  each  other  in 
obtaining  employment;  to  diffuse  among  its  meml^ers  a 
knowledge  of  the  laws  pertaining  to  thje  preservation  of 
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life  and  health;  to  establish  a  fund  from  which  a  menfiber 
(who  has  complied  with  the  laws  of  this  order),  when  he 
or  she  reaches  a  prescribed  age,  or  sooner  in  case  of 
death,  a  stated  sum,  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dolJars, 
shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  family,  or  as  he  or  she  may 
direct;  and  to  establish  a  fund  for  (he  benefit  of  white 
persons  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  from  which  they 
shall  receive,  on  arrival  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
or  sooner  in  case  of  death,  a  sum  not  to  exceed  one 
thousand  dollars. 

^  3.  The  said  supreme  astjiembly  i«hall  have  a  common 
seal  for  the  making  and  delivering  of  all  i'egal  acts  and 
proceedings,  the  same  to  break  or  alter  at  pleasure. 

§  4.  The  said  supreme  assembly  may  provide  for  hold- 
ing its  quadrennial  meetings  at  such  time  and  place  as  a 
majority  of  its  voting  members  may  select. 

§  5.  The  private  property  of  members  of  the  corpora- 
tion shall  be  exempt  from  the  corporate  debts. 

}  G.  The  said  supreme  assembly  shall  provide  for  the 
elections  of  such  officers  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to 
transact  the  business  of  the  corporation,  and  to  further  its 
objects,  who  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are 
duly  elected,  qualified,  and  installed  into  office. 

§  7.  The  said  supreme  assembly  shall  have  power  to 
create,  by  assessment  upon  its  members,  hold,  and  dis- 
burse the  funds  named  in  the  objects  of  the  corporation 
,  for  promoting  benevolence,  under  such  regulations  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  to  adopt,  and  said  funds  shall  be 
exempt  from  execution,  and  shall  under  no  circumstances 
be  liable  to  seizure  or  appropriation  by  apy  legal  or  equi- 
table process  for  any  debt  or  debts  of  its  living  or  deceased 
members,  and  said  funds  shall  be  exempt  from  the  laws, 
rules  and  regulations  governing  the  Insurance  Bureau  ot 
this  iState. 

§  8.  This  act  to  be  in  full  force,  and  to  take  effect  from 
and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  995. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  HecU. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  following  boundary  of  land,  situated  in 
Hopkins  county,  to-wit:  Bejg:inning  at  the  west  end  of 
bridge  across  Stewart's  creek,  near  the  shaft  of  Hecla 
coal  mines;  thence  north  sixty-nine  degrees  west  fifty-five 
poles  and  twenty  feet;  thence  south  eighty  degrees  west 
eighteen  poles  twenty-four  feet;  thence  south  forty  two 
degrees  west  sixty-eight  poles  twenty- four  feet;  thence 
south  eighteen  degrees  east  twenty-nine  poles  twenty- 
eight  feet;  thence  south  seventy-four  degrees  east  sixty- 
four  poles  two  feet;  thence  north  forty-one  degrees  east 
fiixty-eight  poles  twenty-four  feet;  thence  souih  fifty-six 
degrees  east  eight  poles;  thence  north  thirty-five  degrees- 
«ast  seven  poles;  thence  north  eight  degrees  east  twenty- 
five  poles  to  the  beginning,  be,  and  th^  same  is  hereby, 
incorporated  as  the  town  of  Hecla,  and  said  town  is 
established  by  that  name,  and  with  corporate  limits 
aforesaid.  Thos.  D.  Roberts,  W.  R.  Dayal,  James  Priest, 
Sampson  Piatt,  and  Sam.  R.  Carmack  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed trustees  for  said  town,  and  shall  hold  their  office 
until  the  first  Saturday  in  March,  1883,  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors may  be  elected  and  qualified.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  trustees  to  give  notice,  by  public  advertise- 
ment, at  three  public  places  in  said  town,  for  at  least  ten  . 
•days  before  the  said  first  Saturday  in  March,  1883,  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  election  for  trustees  of  said  town; 
And  on  the  said  first  Saturday  in  March,  1883,  the  male 
citizens  of  said  town,  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  who 
are  naturalized  and  have  resided  in  said  town  for  sixty 
days  next  preceding  the  day  of  election,  may  vote  for  five 
male  citizens  of  said  town  for  trustees  to  serve  one  ^^ear 
from  and  after  that  date;  and  until  their  successors  may 
be  elected  and  qualified,  the  five  persons  voted  for  and 
having  the  largest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared 
duly  elected.  The  trustees  shall  appoint  a  clerk  and  two 
Judges  to  bold  the  election.     They  shall  be  first  sworn  to 
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faithrully  and  impartially' >);iold,  conduct,  and  certify  the^ 
same  to  the  trustees,  who  shall  file  the  poll-books  and 
oertifioates  of  qualification  and  rej»ult  in  their  office,  ^nd 
the  same  shall  be  kept  and  preserved  by  the  board  of 
trustees,  from  year  to  year,  as  part  of  their  reaords.  The 
election  shall  be  advertised,  and  held  on  the  first  Saturday 
in  March  in  each  succeeding  year,  as  directed  above. 
Each  trudtee  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  at 
bis  office,  take  an  oath  to  faithfully  and  impartially  esQ- 
cute  his  duties  as  trustee  of  said  town. 

§  2.  The  trustees  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  presi- 
dent of  the  board  of  trustees.  He  shall  preside  at  all 
their  meetiDgs,  and  vote  only  when  there  may  be  a  tie 
vote  as  between  the  others;  he  sball  sign  all  orders  and 
proceedings  of  the  board;  they  shall  appoint  a  clerk  of 
the  board  of  trustees,  who  shall  be  sworn,  and  receive 
for  his  services  such  compensation  as  the  board  may 
allow;  and  he  srhall  be  the  keeper  of  the  record  and 
papers  of  the  board  of  trustees  ;  he  shall  be  pubject  to 
removal  at  an^'  time  by  said  board.  The  trus^tees  are 
empowered  to  pass  such  by-laws,  and  enact  such  regula- 
tions,  as  may,  in  their  judgment,  be  necessary  for  the 
good  government  and  well  being  of  said  town,  not  in 
conflict  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  State  of  Kentucky,  and  to  (ili  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  before  the  next  election.  *  > 

^  3.  Said  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  levy  a  polU 
tax  upon  each  male  citizein  of  said  town  who  may  have 
resided  there  for  sixty  days  of  two  dollars,  and  an  lad 
valorem  tax  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth-  lof 
praperty  within  the  town  subject  to  taxation  for  State 
purposes,  not. exceeding  thirty  five  cents,  to  be  applied*  to 
th^  purpose  of  rc^pairing  the  streets,  alleys,  and  the  imt> 
provement  of  said  town;  and  all  fin ea  and  forfeitures  for 
the  vioiation-of.  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said,  town, 
and  for  breachei^.of  the  peiace  and  riots  committed  withia 
the  .boundary  tof  said  town^  shall  be  collected  and  .pai4 
over  to  the.  treasurer  of  9aid  towa,.to>  bb  used  by  said 
trusteea  for  .the  imp^rovement  of  said  town.     The^  cle^^kot 
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the  hoard  of  trusteed  phall  Hat  the  taxable  property  and; 
tithes  in  said  town  eabh  year,  between  the  first  day  of ' 
March  and  the  first  day  of  April,  and  make  out  a  full 
]i9t  thereof  in  a  book  and  return  the  same  to  the  trustees, 
and  the  same  sball  be  preserved  and  filed  by  the  trustees 
aa  part  of  the  records  of  said  town.  The  clerk  shall 
■have  the  power  to  swear  each  party  ass/essed,  and  if  any, 
pi^rson  may  be  aggrieved  by  the  assessment  pf  said  clerk,, 
either  as  to  the  value  of  property  or  as  to  his  list  of  ppll*. 
tax,  or  on  any  other  account,  such  person  may,  at  any 
tii^e  after  such  assessment,  and  before  thq  first  day  of 
August,  apply  to  said  board  of  trustees  and.  make  com<-j 
plaint,  and  have  the  judgment  of.  the  trustees  upon  the 
complaint.  If  the  trustees  sustain  the  complaint,  in  whole 
o;:  in  part,  the  list  shall  be  corrected  accordingly;  if  the 
complaint  he  overruled,  a.  record  of  that  fact  shall  be 
made. 

g  4.  There  shall  be  a  full  and  complete,  record  of  all 
their  acts  kept  by  the  said  board  of  trustees,  and  the 
same  shall  be  open  and  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any 
citizen  of  said  town  under  all  reasonable  requests,  and 
the  clerk  of  the  board  shall  give  and  deliver  to  any  one 
demanding  the  same. a  certified  copy  of  any  order  or

*shall  show  in  their  records  the  rate  so  ordered  to  be  col- 
lected. The  clerk  shall  thereupon  make  out  a  list  of  the 
taxes  against  each  person  so  assessed  as  aforesaid,  and 
the  aoioutit  of  estate  upon  which  it  is  founded,  and  shall 
deliver  it  to  the  marshal  of  said  town,  and  take  his  re- 
ceipt therefor,  and  file  it  with  the  records  ot  said  board- 
It  siihall  be  the  dutv  of  said  marshal  to  collect  the  same, 
and  he  is  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers  and  authority 
to  do  so  by  levy  and  distraint^  and  to  the  same  extent 
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that  sherifis  have  and  are  vested  with  to  collect  the  State 
revenue  and  county  levy,  and  pay  it  over  to  the  treasurer 
of  said  board  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  there- 
after,  and  for  failing  to  do  so  said  treasurer  may,  in  the 
name  of  said  trustees,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  insti- 
tute a  motion  against  said  marshal  and  his  securities  \n 
the  Hopkins  quarterly  or  circuit  courts,  or  in  the  court  of 
a  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county  having  jurisdiction 
of  the  amount  claimed,  and  recover  judgment  for  the 
part  so  not  paid,  and  ten  per  cent,  damages  thereon 
besides  cost,  and  proceed  to  collect  the  same  by  execu- 
tion, and  without  the  right  of  replevy  :  Provided,  however ^ 
That  no  judgment  shall  be  rendered  against  any  of  said 
defendants  without  a  written  notice  of  at  least  ten  days: 
-4.71^  provided  further,  That  if  the  marshal  shall,  between 
the  first  day  of  October  and  the  first  day  of  November, 
make  out  and  swear  to  a  list  of  said  taxes  uncollected*, 
and  that  he  has  made  close  and  diligent  search  for  prop- 
erty of  the  delinquent  on  which  to  levy  and  make  the 
amount  of  taxes  due,  and  failed  to  find  any;  that  he  has 
applied  to  said  delinquent,  if  residing  in  said  town,  and 
demanded  payment;  and  if  he  does  not  know  of  any 
property  of  said  delinquent  out  of  which  to  make  the 
taxes,  he  shall  stand  relieved  from  liability  to  that  extent 
on  his  receipt. 

§  6.  The  clerk  of  said  board  shall  re-list  and  hand  to 
said  marshal  all  the  delinquent  lists  for  collection,  from 
time  to  time,  as  the  trustees  may  direct,  and  take  his 
receipt  therefor;  and  said  marshal  and  his  securities  shall 
be  held  responsible  for  the  same. 

§  7.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  elect  a  treasurer  of 
their  board,  who  shall  execute  a  bond  with, good  security, 
to  be  approved  by  the  board.  The  bond  shall  be  in  the 
nature  of  a  covenant  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
conditioned  that  the  treasurer  shall  faithfully  perform  all 
the  duties  of  said  office,  and  pay  over  all  moneys  that 
may  come  to  his  hands  as  treasurer  as  the  board  of  trus- 
tees may  order  and  direct ;  and  for  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  said  board,  the  trustee?,  or  any  one  else 
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injured  thereby,  may  have  and  maintain  an  action  in  the 
name  of  the  Commonwealih,  and  recover  whatever  may 
be  justly  due,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction. 

§  8.  The  board  of  trustees  may  appoint  a  marshal  for 
said  town,  whose  appointment  ^hall  be  entered  of  record 
ia  their  office;  and  upon  a  certified  copy  thereof  being 
produced  to  the  clerk  of  Hopkins  count}^  he  shall,  at  a 
regular  or  called  term  of  the  Hopkins  county  court,  ad- 
minister to  said  marshal  the  same  oaths  taken  by  con- 
stables, and  that  he  will  faithfully  perform  all  duties  of 
marshal  of  said  town  according  to  law;  and  the  said 
marshal  shall  execute  bond  with  good  security  in  said 
court,  as  constables  are  required  to  do  before  entering 
upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  with  the  further  covenant 
that  he  will  perform  all  the  duties  of  marshal  of  said  town 
according  to  law.  The  bond  shall  be  attested  by  the 
clerk,  and  filed  in  said  clerk's  office,  all  of  which  shall  be 
put  upon  the  records  of  said  court.  The  marshal  shall 
pay  the  clerk,  as  his  fee  for  said  service,  one  dollar. 
The  marshal  and  his  securities  on  said  bond  shall  be 
liable  t,hereon  to  the  trustees  of  said  town,  and  to 
any  and  every  one,  as  constables  and  their  securi- 
ties are  liable  on  their  bonds,  and  the  like  penalties 
and  liabilities,  actions  and  recoveries,  may  be  had  there- 
on. The  marshal  so  appointed  and  qualified  shall  hold 
his  office  until  the  first  Saturday  in  March,  1883,  and 
until  his  successor  shall  have  been  chosen  and  qualified, 
and  shall  have  the  same  authorities,  powers,  and  juris- 
diction that  constables  of  Hopkins  county  have,  and 
phall  be  under  the  same  responsibilities  and  liabilities  for 
illegal  levy  and  distraint,  or  other  malfeasance,  mis'feas- 
ance,  or  nonfeasance  in  office.  On  the  first  Saturday  in 
March,  1883,  at  the  same  time  trustees  are  elected  as 
aforesaid,  there  shall  be  by  the  same  voters  elected  a 
mai'^hal  for  said  town,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every 
3  ear  thereafter,  who  shall  hold  his  office,  after  being  qual- 
ified and  giving  bond  as  aforeeaid,  till  the  next  regular 
election,  and  until  his  successor  may  be  chosen  and  qual- 
ified.    He  shall  be  entitled  to  be  qualified  and  execute- 
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boi>d  ^s  >&for«^said,  in  tbe^^outiYy  court,  upon  the  produc- 
tion of  a  c^^tilicafe  from  the  board' of  trustees  o4   saidi 
town,  showin'g^  hrs  election';  and  (rpon  his  beings  qualified' 
and  giving  bond)' he  dliall  have  the*  same'  powers,  and 
be  under  the  same  liabilities,  as  hereinbefore  enumerated 
and  set  out  for  the  marshal  to  be  appointed. 

§  9.  The  marshal  shall  have  the  same  fees  and  com-' 
missions  for  his  services,  in  executing  process  and  per- 
forming official  duties,  that  are  allowed  by  law  to 
constables;  and  for  collecting  taxes  in  said  town  he  shall 
have  and  receive  such  cotHmission  and  compensation  as 
may  be  allou-ed  to  him  by  the  board  of  trustees.  It  shall 
be  the  special  duty  of  8aid  marshal  to  exeoute  all  process 
issued  for  an  alleged  violation  of  the  by-laws  and  ordi-'' 
nances -of  said'to-wn-,  artd  to  receive  executions  antl 'other 
process  in  favor  of  said  trustees,  and  serine  and  account 
for  the  same  as  constables  are  required  to  account  lor 
warrants  or  process  put  into  their  hands  to  execute  or 
account  for.* 

^  10.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Uecla  shall 
be  a  body -corporate  and  politic,  and  shall  be  kno\yn  and 
designated  by  the  corporate  name  of  *''The  Trustees  of 
the  Town  of  Heola;"  and  in  that. name  niav  sue  and  be 
sued,  and  have  alll  the  rights  and  privileges  necessary  to 
consummate  the  purposes  of  their  appointment;  and  for' 
any  infraction  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town 
enacted  by  said  trustees  a  warrant  may  be  issued  b}'  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  and  served  and  returned  for  trial 
before  a  justice'  of  the  peace,  and  every  jurisdiction  is 
hereby  conferred  upon  sUch  justice  necessary  to  carry 
out  said  by-laws,  and  to  collect  fines  and  forfeitures  for 
their  violation. 

§  11.    All    the   officers:  of  said  town   shall   be   citizens' 
thereof,  and  at  the  time  of  their  election  or  &p{)ointment 
t)  office  shaU  have  had  a  residence  there io'  at  least  sixty 
days  nexti before 'sucb  election  -or  appointmentt  and  fehall 
be  twenty-one  yearti  of  age.  • 

$  i$.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  no  authority 
to  grant  any  licenaefor  coffee-hoases  or  drinking  saloons 
dn  said  town. 
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§  13.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  cause  a  well-defined 
<plat  of  said  town  to  be  made  out,  and  it,  together  with 
the  boundary  of  said  town,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  cleric 
of  the  Hopkins  county  court  at  the  expense  of  said  trus- 
tees. 

§  14.  On  the  said  first  Saturday  in  March,  1883,  at  the 
same  time  that  the  trustees  are  elected,  there  shall  be 
elected  by  the  same  voters  of  said  town  a  police  judge; 
who  shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years,  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor shall  have  been  commissioned  and  qualified.  On 
the  same  day  of  the  month,  every  fourth  year  thereafter, 
the  voters  of  said  town  shall  elect  a  police  judge  with 
like  qualifications  required  above.  The  clerk  of  the 
'board  of  trustees  shall  give  a  certificate  to  the  person 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  police  judge, 
and  upon  the  same  being  presented  to  the  Governor  of 
Kentucky  he  shall  issue  a  commission  to  said  officer. 
He  shall  by  virtue  of  his  office  be  a  conservator  of  the 
.peace,  and  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  discharge  of 
his  duties,  be  commissioned  and  sworn  to  faithfully  and 
impartially  execute  all  the  duties  of  police  judge  of  said 
town,  and  shall  take  such  other  oaths  as  are  administered 
to  justices  of  the  peace.  Said  police  judge  shall  have 
the  same  powers,  authorities,  and  jurisdiction  of  justices 
of  the  peace  in  civil,  penal,  and  criminal  causes,  and 
except  when  there  is  a  vacancy,  he  shall  have  exclusive 
jurisdiction  within  the  limits  of  said  town  of  all  infrac- 
tion of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  of 
•riots  and  breaches  of  the  peace  comniitted  within  the 
limits  thereof;  and  all  warrants  or  process  in  civil  cases 
issued  by  him  shall  be  returned  for  trial  before  him  un- 
less the  defendant  otherwise  directs,  by  written  indorse- 
ment on  the  warrant  or  process.  He  shall  have  the 
power  to  administer  oaths,  render  judgments,  and  award 
executions  the  same  that  justices  now  have.  He  shall 
also  have  power  to  fine  for  contempt  any  sum  not  ex- 
•ceeding  five  dollars,  and  imprison  not  exceeding  eight 
hours.  He  shall  also  have  power  to  issue  compulsory 
process  against  parties  or  witnesses^  to  issue  summons 
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and  subpoenas  for  parties  and  witnesses  in  any  case- 
pending  before  him,  and  order  a  jury  to  try  any  case 
pending  before)  him  when  requested  by  the  parties.  He- 
shall  order  the  arrest  of  any  drunken  or  disorderly  person 
within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  upon  a  drunken  per- 
son being  brought  before  him  he  may  order  him  to  be 
confined  until  he  is  sober,  and  upon  a  disorderly  person 
being  brought  before  him,  he  may  require  of  him  secu- 
rity to  keep  the  peace,  and  be  of  good  behavior  for  any 
period  not  exceeding  one  year;  the  bond  shall  be  to  the 
Commonwealth  for  any  reasonable  sum  not  exceeding 
five  hundred  dollars,  and  he  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
his  acts  as  judge  of  said  town;  an  action  may  be  brought 
upon  said  bond  for  a  violation  thereof  by  the  trustees  of 
said  town  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount 
in  their  corporate  capacity,  and  the  fine,  if  any  assessed, 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  town  for  its- 
benefit.  A  vacancy  in  the  office  of  police  judge  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Governor  of  Kentucky  until  the  succeeding 
annual  election  of  trustees,  when  the  voters  of  said  town 
shall  elect  an  officer  to  fill  out  the  unexpired  term,  whose 
qualifications  shall  be  the  same  as  required  for  the  first 
officer  herein  for  said  office.  The  trustees  of  said  town, 
at  any  time  before  the  first  Saturday  in  March,  J 883, 
may  select  a  police  judge  with  all  the  qualifications  here- 
inbefore named,  and  upon  their  certificate  to  that  effect 
being  presented  to  the  Governor  of  Kentucky,  he  shall 
issue  a  commission  to  said  officer,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  until  the  election  on  the  first  Saturday  in  March,  or 
until  his  successor  shall  have  been  duly  elected,  commis- 
sioned, and  qualified.  The  succeeding  police  judge,  as 
soon  as  he  shall  have  been  commissioned  and  sworn> 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  records,  books,  and  papers  of 
his  predecessor.  The  fees  of  said  police  judge  shall  be 
as  follows,  to-wit :  for  a  warrant  for  riot,  rout,  or  breach 
of  the  peace,  one  dollar;  for  warrant  for  breach  of  any 
of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town,  fifty  cents; 
for  swearing  a  jury,  and  presiding  at  the  trial  in  a  penal 
case,  or  for  trying  same  without  a  jury,  one  dollar;  for 
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taking  a   recognizance,   fifty  cents;  for  each  judgment,, 
twenty-five  cents,  and  for  all  other  fees^he  same  as  now 

« 

allowed  justices  of  the  peace.  He  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  enforce  his  judgments  that  justices  of  the  peace 
have,  and  the  same  power  to  enforce  the  collection  of  his 
fees.  He  shall  hold  a  quarterly  court  for  the  trial  of  all 
civil  causes  pending  before  him  on  the  first  Saturdays  in 
February,  May,  August,  and  November.  ♦ 

§  15.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  power  la 
make  and  adopt  a  common  corporate  seal,  and  alter  the 
same  at  pleasure. 

§  16.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

§  I.  That  the  charter  of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Temple  Asso- 
ciation be  amended  so  that  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  on  the  first  Saturday  in  July,  1882,  and  on 
the  first  Saturday  in  July  annually  thereafter,  there  shall 
be  held  an  election  of  directors  for  said  association,  to 
serve  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected.

ity of  the  votes  that  the  stockholders  in  said  association^ 
under  this  amendment,  are  authorized  to  cast.

Green  and  Mitchell's  Ferry  Turnpike  Company,"  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  from  the  city  limits 
of  Bowling  dreen,  on  the  road  known  as  the  Mitchell's 
Ferry  Road,  to  a  point  on  said  road  near  where  it  crosses 
Barren  river,  estimated  to  be  about  five  miles.  That  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  be  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  2.  That  when  sufiicient  stock  has  been  subscribed  to 
build  one  half  of  said  road,  the  stockholders  may  organ- 
ize and  commence  work;  and  that  when  one  half  of  said 
road  is  completed,  they  may  erect  a  toll-gate  not  less 
than  a  half  mile  from  the  city  limits  of  Bowling  Green, 
and  charge  such  tolls  as  are  now  provided  for  by  law  for 
passing  on.  turnpikes  five  miles  in  length,  in  the  propor- 
tion that  said  road  completed  bears  to  fi^ve  miled. 

§  3.  There  shall  be  but  one  toll-gate  on  said  road,  and- 
said  company  shall  be  empowered  to  construct  said  road 
as  is  now  provided  for  by  law  under  the  General  Statutes- 
of  the  State.

§  1.  That  the  president  and  board  of  directors  of  the 
Oddville,  Smitsonville  and  Claysville  Turnpike  Road 
Company  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  execute 
a  mortgage  upon  the  rights,  tolls,  and  franchises  of  said 
company  for  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  one  thousand 
six  hundred  dollars,  it  being  represented  that  it  will  re- 
quire said  sum  to  pay  the  debt  due  upon  said  road  for  its 
construction.  But  if  the  franchises  of  said  company 
have  to  be  sold  to  satisfy  the  debt  secured  by  said  mort- 
gage, this  act  is  not  to  be  construed  so  that  t(ie  interest 
of  Harrison  county  in  said  company  can  be  sold,  but 
only  such  proportion  of  the  road  as  the  whole  of  the 
stock  bears  to  the  stock  held  by  Harrison  county. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  provision  and  contract  made  by  the  Nel- 
son county  court  of  claims  at  its  October  term,  1881, 
giving  to  collectors  of  the  county  levy  of  said  county 
collectable  for  the  year  1881  ten  per  cent,  thereof  as  com- 
pensation for  their  services  in  collecting  same,  be,  and  is 
hereby,  legalized  and  made  as  effective  as  if  said  court 
had  power  to  so  contract  at  the  time  of  the  making 
thereof.

From  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1883,  it 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  within  the 
counties  of  Jeflferson,  outside  of  the  city  of  Louisville, 
and  Oldham  to  permit  their  stock  of  any  description  to 
run  at  lar^e  off  their  own  premises  or  the  premises  of 
which  they  may  be  in  possession.  Any  person  or  persons 
8o  offending  shall  be  liable  to  any  person  or  persons  dam- 
aged by  such  stock;  and  for  the  first  offense,  shall  pay  for 
all  damage  committed ;  for  the  second  offense,  shall  pay 
double  the  amount  of  damage  committed;  and  for  the 
third  or  any  subsequent  offense,  shall  pay  four  times  the 
amount  of  damage  committed,  and  the  party  injured  shall 
have  a  lien  upon  such  stock  for  all  such  damage,  and  all 
•costs  of  enforcing  the  same  recoverable  before  any  justice 
of  the  peace  or  other  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in 
Jefi'erson  and  Oldham  county:  Provided^  That  the  person 
or  persons  so  injured  shall  notify  the  owner  or  owners,  or 
persons  iiaving  charge  of  said  stock,  of  their  having  tres- 
passed upon  him  or  them.  When  the  parties  are  thus 
notified,  they  offer  to  pay,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  for  the  damage  committed,  which,  if  the  person 
or  persons  injured  refuses  to  accept,  and  brings  suit,  and 
fails  to  recover  more  than  the  amount  tendered,  he  shall 
pay  all  cost. 

§  2.  The  provisions  and  penalties  of  this  act  shall  apply 
to  all  persons  who  may  be  driving  stock  from  one  place 
to  another  in  .Jefferson  and  Oldham  counties. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters 
•of  Jefferson,  outside  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  Oldham 
counties,  by  the  voting  precincts,  on  the  first  Saturday  in 
June,  year  1882;  and  each  .and  every  precinct  where- 
in a  majority  of  all  th«  votes  cast  at  said  election  shall 
be  in  favor  of  this  law,  then  this  law  shall  be  in  full  force 
and  effect  in  such  precinct  or  precincts;  but  in  all  pre- 
*cinctB  wherein  a  majority  shall  vote  against  the  law,  then 
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in  all  such  precincts  it  shall  be  null  and  void:  Providedy, 
'  That  if  any  stock  owned  in  a  precinct  or  precincts  that 
does  not  adopt  this  law  shall  commit  depredations  within 
a  precinct  or  precincts  which  shall  have  adopted  this  law, 
then  and  in  that  event  the  owners  of  such  stock  shall  be 
liable  for  all  the  pains  and  penalties  provided  for  in  this 
act, 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  the  election 
to  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June,  1882,  to  open  a 
poll  at  each  voting  precinct  in  said  counties,  outside  the 
city  of  Louisville,  and  Oldham  counties,  and  to  propound 
to  each  voter  who  may  vote  at  said  election  the  question* 
"Are  you  for  or  against  a  stock  law?"  and  register  his 
vote  in  accordance  with  his  response  to  said  question,  if 
he  desires  to  vote  thereon.  The  vote  shall  be  certified 
and  returned,  examined  and  compared,  as  they  are 
required  to  be  in  elections  for  State  and  county  officers;, 
and  if  it  shall  appear  by  the  certificate  of  the  examining 
board  that  a  majority  of  those  voting  voted  in  favor  of  a 
stock  law,  then  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  take  effect 
in  each  and  every  precinct  wherein  a  majority  of  the 
votes  east  shall  be  in  favor  of  a  stock  law,  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  in  each 
precinct  wherein  a  majority  have  voted  for  a  stock  law, 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1883.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  examining  board  to  make  out  a  cer- 
tificate, under  oath,  of  the  votes  oast  in  each  precinct  for 
and  against  the  block  law,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the 
presiding  judge  of  the  county  courts  of  said  counties, 
who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  entered  of  record  by 
the  county  court  clerk  of  each  county  herein  named. 

§  5.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  sheriffs  of  said  counties^ 
at  least  thirty  days  before  the  day  upon  which  this  law  is 
to  be  voted  upon^  to  advertise,  in  at  least  three  public 
places  in  each  voting  precinct  outside  of  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville and  Oldham  counties,  that  a  vote  will  be  taken  on  the 
first  Saturday  in  June,  1882,  for  or  against  the  stock  law. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas*

and  character  of  freights,  and  the  running  of  cars  therefor 
over  the  said  road,  they  may  do  so;  but  the  said  company 
shall  not  be  compelled  to  carry  freight.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  colored  schools  in  Petersbarg,  Kentucky. 

Whereas,  It  is  repreaented  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  that  Samuel  Youell, 
colored,  died  intestate  in  the  year  1872,  in  the  town  of 
Petersburg,  county  of  Boone,  State  of  Kentucky,  owning 
at  the  time  of  his  death  lots  No.  172  and  No.  173  in  said 
town,  without  heirs  entitled  to  the  same;  and  whereas,  a 
petition  from  sundry  citizens  of  the  town  of  Petersburg^ 
*  has  been  presented  to  this  General  Assembly,  praying  for 
the  appropriation  of  said  property  to  the  use  and  for  the 
benefit  of  the  colored  schools  in  said  town;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei'al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  lots  No.  172  and  No.  173  in  the  town  of  Pe- 
tersburg, county  of  Boone,  State  of  Kentucky,  formerly 
the  property  of  said  Samuel  Youell,  deceased,  now  the 
property  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  by  escheat, 
he,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated  to  the  use  and 
for  the  benefit  of  the  colored  schools  of  said  town. 

§2.  That  S.  G.  Botts,  R  Randall,  and  W.  H  Terrill, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  made  and  appointed  trustees,  in 
whom  the  title  to  said  lota  is  hereby  vested  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid;  and  they  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  lease  the  same  from  year  to  year,  and  apply  the  rents 
and  profits  accruing  therefrom  in  aid  of  said  schools;  or 
they  ma}^  in  their  discretion,  use  one  or  both  of  said  lots 
for  said  school  purposes ;  or  they  may  sell  and  convey 
one  or  both  of  them,  and  reinvest  the  proceeds  of  the 
■sale  in  other  real  estate  for  school  purposes,  as  aforesaid,- 
or  in  some  other  safe  investment,  and  apply  the  income 
therefrom  to  the  education  of  the  colored  children  in  said 
town. 

§  3.  Before  they  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the 
trust  herein  imposed  upon  them,  they  shall  execute  before 
the  county  judge  of  Boone  county  a  bond,  with  approved 
security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  obligations 
of  said  trust;  and  they  shall  settle  their  accounts  annually 
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with  eaid  judge,  who  shall  order  the  same  to  record  in 
Ihe  office  of  the  county  court  clerk. 

§  4.  The  judge  of  the  county  court  aforesaid  shall  have 
power,  and  it  shall  be  hid  duty,  to  fill  any  vacancy  occa- 
sioned by  the  refusal  to  qualify,  death,  or  resignation  of 
any  one  or  all  of  said  trustees,  and  shall  for  good  cause 
remove  them,  or  either  of  them,  and  appoint  others  suit- 
able to  the  trust :  Provided,  The  State  shall  in  no  case 
be  held  responsible  for  the  title  to  said  lots. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Union  Passenger,  Ticket,  and  Freight  Associa- 
tion. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth

jl.  That  G.  M.    Abbott,   B.    R.   Morton,  W.  O.  Ford,  incorporators. 
and  E.  F.   Abbott,  or  those  of  them  who  shall  act,  their 
associates,   successors,    or    assigns,   be,   and   are    hereby, 
•created    a   body-corporate    and    politic,    with    perpetual 
succession,  under  the   name  and  style  of  the  Union  Pas-   styie. 
senger,  Ticket,    and    Freight    Association,    and    in    such 
name  to  have  full  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued.    Said  company  may  have  and  use 
a  corporate  seal,  and  may  have  a  capital  stock  of  $50,000'  Capital  stock. 
divided  into  shares  of  $50  each,  which   may  be  increased 
from  time  to  time,  as   may  be  deemed   necessary  by  the 
stockholders  who  hold  a  majority  of  the  stock. 

§2.  The  business  of  the  corporation  shall  consist  in  the  Purposes. 
purchase  and  sale  of  passenger  tickets,  and  the  transpor- 
tation of  freight  and  passengers.  It  may,  by  purchase, 
lease,  or  agreement,  obtain,  hold,  use,  or  control  such 
roads,  routes,  or  means  of  transportation  as  may  tend  to 
the  successful  accomplishment  of  its  business,  and  may 
sell  or  dispose  of  the  same  when  deemed  advisable;  and 
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any  other  company  or  corporation  wishing  to   contract 
with  this  association  is  hereby  authorized  to  do  so. 

^  3.  It  may  purchase  and  hold  such  real  and  personal 
estate,  franchises,  notes  or  obligations,  as  ma^^  be  deemed 
useful  or  necessary  in  the  transaction  of  its  business,  and 
it  may  sell  or  dispose  of  the  same  at  its  pleasure. 

§  4.  It  may  purchase  and  use  or  dispose  of  stock  in 
other  companies,  and  may  sell  or  dispose  of  its  own  stock 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  deemed  for  its  best  interest. 

^  5.  The   board   of  directors  shall   consist   of  not  less 
Directon.  than  three  (3)  nor  more  than  five  (5)  persons,  as  shall  be 

determined  by  the  by-laws  that  may  be  ordained   from 
time  to  time  by  the  board  of  directors,  which  shall  also- 
determine  the  time,  manner,  and  place  of  their  election. 
Each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote, 
either  by   himself  or  proxy  in   writing,  and  the  person 
having  the   highest   number  of  votes  shall    be   declared 
elected.     The  corporators  mentioned  in  the  first  section, 
their   associates,  successors,  or  assigns,  shall  constitute 
the  first  board  of  directors,  and  shall  organize  the  as:JO- 
ciation  by  electing  one  of  their  number  president.

ment of  the  company.     They  may  borrow  money,  and 
execute    the    notes   or    bonds   of  the    company,  bearing 
interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
and  may  sell  or  dispose  of  the  same  at  such  price  and  in- 
such  manner  as  the  stockholders  shall  deem  to  the  inter- 
est of  the  company,  and  to  secure  the  payment  thereof^ 
or  of  any  indebtedness  of  the  company,  may  mortgage  or 
pledge  the  whole  or  any  part  of  its  property,  income,  and 
franchises.

§  2.  The  limits  of  said  town  shall  be  as  follows:  Begin'-  Bbundary. 
ning  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Mrs.  Polly  Mitchell's  lot», 
thence   with   her  line  east  to  the  lands  of  Mary  Scott's- 
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heirti;  thence  with  the  line  of  said  heirs'  lands  to  the 
north  side  of  Lime  street ;  thence  with  the  north  side  of 
said  street  to  Ray  Moss'  lands;  thence  with  the  line  of 
Ray  Moss'  lands  south  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Smith 
Burnside's  lot;  thence  to  the  northwest  corner  of  William 
Overstreet's  lot;  thence  south  to  the  Refugee  spring; 
tlience  in  a  line  to  the  beginning. 

§  3    John    Tracy,  William    Overstreet,  John   Crockett, 

Trustees  Thornton  Spillman,  and  Smith  Tevis  are  hereby  appointed 

trustees   of    said   town,   who  shall    appoint   one  of  their 
number  president  of   the   board,   and   shall    continue  in 
office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
§  4.  On  the  first  Saturday  in  June  next,  and  on  the  same 

Election.  day  in  each  succeeding  year,  an  election  shall  be  held 

in  said  town  for  the  choice  of  five  trustees  of  said  town. 
Said  trustees,  when  elected,  shall  have  the  same  powers 
and  authority  which  is  given  under  the  general  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth  to  trustees  of  towns. 

^  5    They   shall  take   the  oath   truly  and    faithfully  to 

Oath.  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  bylaw  as  trustees. 

Said  trustees  shall  meet  and  choose  from  among  their 
number  a  president  of  the  board,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
until  the  next  annual  election,  and  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  convene  the  trustees  from  time  to  time,  to  preside  at 
their  meetings,  and  to  sign  all  ordinances  and  by-laws  of 
said  town  by  them  enacted.  Said  truj^tees  shall  also  elect 
a  clerk,  who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  and  preserve  all  papers  belong- 
ing to  or  filed  with  said  board ;  and  shall  attend  the  meet- 
ings thereof,  and  record  all  the  proceedings  in  a  book  to 
be  kept  by  said  board  for  that  purpose.  Said  trustees 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  treasurer,  who  shall  keep 
the  funds  of  said  town  safe,  and  pay  the  same  over  by 
order  of  said  board  to  such  person  or  persons  as  he  shall 
be  directed.  Said  board  shall  require  bond  and  security 
of  said  treasurer,  to  be  approved  by  them. 

§  6«  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  assess  a  poll-tax 

Tax.  on  the  legal  tithables  of  said  town   not  exceeding  two 

dollars  and  fifty  cents,  and  levy  an   ad  valorem  tax  on 
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the  real  and  personal  estate  within  said  town  that  is  now 
taxed  by  the  revenue  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  not  to 
exceed  forty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
property.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint,  an- 
nually, an  assessor,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  faithfully  and 
impnrtially  discharge  his  duties.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to 
make  out  and  furnish  to  said  trustees,  at  such  time  as 
they  may  direct,  lists  of  the  taxable  property  of  each 
individual  in  said  town,  with  the  value  thereof;  also  the 
tithes  in  said  town,  and  the  property  in  said  town  subject 
to  taxation,  owned  by  persons  who  do  not  reside  in  said 
town,  and  also  the  names  of  the  owners.  Said  board 
shall  also  have  power  to  annually  appoint  a  collector  to 
collect  the  taxes  assessed  in  said  town,  and  said  collector 
shall  be  sworn  to  truly  and  faithfully  discharge  his  duties 
as  said  collector,  and  shall  also  give  bond  to  the  trustees 
of  said  town  lor  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties; 
snid  collector  shall  have  all  the  powers  in  the  collection 
of  said  tax  by  levy,  distress,  sale,  and  otherwise,  that  is 
given  by  law  to  sherlfts  in  the  collection  of  State  tax 
and  county  levy.  Said  trustees  shall  allow  said  clerk 
assessor,  treasurer,  and  collector  a  reasonable  compen- 
sation for  their  services. 

^  7.  A  police  judge  and  town  marshal  shall  be  elected  PoUcc  judge. 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  on  the  first  Satunlay 
in  June,  1882,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  second  year 
thereafter.  Said  police  judge  shall  be  commissioned  by 
the  Governor;  he  :«hall  have  jurisdiction  of  penal  and  jurisdiction. 
criminal  cases  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  not 
elsewhere,  and  shall  also  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of 
all  violations  of  the  ordinances  of  said  town;  his  fees 
shall  be  the  same  as-  those  of  the  police  judge  of  Nich- 
olasville.  The  town  marshal  shall  take  an  oath  to  faith-  MarshaL 
fully  discharge  his  duties  as  marshal  of  said  town,  and 
shall  execute  bond  in  the  county  court  in  the  same  man- 
ner, and  with  the  same  covenants,  as  is  now  required  by 
law  of  constables;  he  shall  be  a  peace  officer,  and  shall 
have  the  same  powers  and  jurisdictiT)n  in  said  town,  but 
not  elsewhere,  as  are  conferred  by  law  on  constables,  and 
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Vacancies.

shall  also  execute  all  warrants  of  arrest,  writs,  summons, 
process,  and  subpoenas,  for  any  and  all  violations  of  the 
ordinances  of  said  town,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
fees  as  are  allowed  to  constables  for  similar  services;  and 
he  shall  be  under  the  same  responsibilities,  and  may  be 
proceeded  against  in  the  same  manner,  as  constables. 

§  8.  Vacancies  in  the  office  of  trustee  may  be  filled  for 
the  remainder  of  the  term  by  the  remaining  trustees. 
Vacancies  in  the  office  of  police  judge,  clerk,  assessor, 
collector,  and  town  marshal,  shall  be  filled  in  the  same 
manner. 

§9.  A  majority  of  the  trustees  sh<ill  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business;  and  when  the  president  of 
the  board  is  absent,  the  trustees  may  elect  one  of  their 
number  as  president  pro  tern.,  whose  acts  shall  have  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  those  of  the  president. 

§  10.  The  same  or  difl^erent  persons  may  hold  the  offices 
of  clerk,  assessor,  collector,  and  treasurer  of  said  town. 

§  11  The  election  mentioned  herein  shall  be  conducted 
by  a  sheriff",  clerk,  and  judge  of  election,  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees.  The  sheriff*  of  the 
election  shall,  within  three  days  after  such  election,  file 
the  poll-book  in  the  Jessamine  county  court  clerk's  office, 
and  the  county  judge  of  Jessamine  county  shall  exam- 
ine said  book,  and  issue  certificates  of  election  to  those 
elected  to  office  in  said  town.  The  police  judge  of  said 
town  shall  not  have  the  power  and  authority  to  issue  pro- 
cess of  any  kind  for  or  against  any  person  residing  out- 
side of  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  except  for  a 
violation  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  or  the  ordi- 
nances or  by-laws  of  said  town,  and  committed  in  said 
town,  and  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  civil  matters  aflJect- 
ing  the  citizens  of  said  town  only;  and  no  such  jurisdic- 
tion shall  extend  beyond  the  limits  of  said  town.  The 
town  marshal  of  said  town  shall  not  have  power  to  exe- 
cute process  of  any  kind  outside  of  the  corporate  limits 
of  said  town. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  eflTect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  1023. 

<^N  ACT  to  aatborise  the  PendletoQ  county  court  to  levy  an  ad  vAlorem  tax 
to  build  a  court-house  Id  said  county,  and  prescribe  the  mode  of  col- 
lecting. * 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  the  county  of  Pendleton, 
a  majority  of  the  justices  of  said  county  being  present 
and  concurring  therein,  is  hereby  authorized  to  levy  an 
ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  twent3^-live  cents  upon 
one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable  property  in  said 
county,  in  each  year,  until  a  sufficient  amount  shall  be 
raised  to  build  a  court-house  in  said  county,  at  a  cost 
of  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  If  the  said  county  court  levies  the  said  tax,  the 
levy  must  be  made  at  the  same  time,  and  in  like  manner, 
that  the  county  levy  is  made  under  the  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  to  collect  the 
taxes  levied  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  by  the  said 
county  court;  but  before  proceeding  to  collect  said  taxes, 
he  must  execute  the  county  levy  bond,  as  required  by  the 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth;  and  he  and  his  sureties 
therein  shall  be  responsible  for  all  taxes  collected  by  said 
sheriff  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  the  same  man- 
ner, and  to  the  same  extent,  that  they  are  liable  for  county 
tax  collected  by  sheriffs,  and  in  addition  thereto,  ten  per 
centum  damages  thereon  for  a  failure  to  pay  over  to  said 
county  court,  or  the  agent  thereof,  after  demand.  The 
said  sheriff  shall  receive  for  collecting:  said  taxes  six  per 
centum  on  the  amount  collecte<i. 

§  4.  This  act  fihall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Jones,  and  H.  P.  Thompson,  and  the  subscribers  to- 
the  stock  of  this  association,  and  their  successors  and  as* 
signs,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Winchester 
Stock  Yards  Company,  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable 
in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  an- 
swer and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all 
courts  of  law  and  equity  within  or  outside  of  this  Com- 
monwealth; with  full  authority  to  acquire,  hold,  possess, 
and  use,  occupy,  and  enjoy,  and  the  same  to  sell,  convey, 
dispose  of,  all  such  real  estate  as  phall  be  necessary 
and  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or 
which  may  be  conveyed  unto  said  company  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  debt  which  may  become  due  to  the  same, 
or  in  satisfaction  of  any  judgment  of  any  court;  and 
to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter 
and  renew  at  pleasure;  and  generally  to  do  and  per- 
form all  things  relative  to  the  object  of  this  institution. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  this  company  shall  be 
any  sum  to  be  fixed  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  board 
of  directors,  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  dollars  and 
not  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each;  and  every  stock- 
holder shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on  all  questions  afTecting 
said  company,  at  its  meetings,  and  in  the  elections  of 
directors  and  other  officers,  as  many  votes  as  he  may 
hold  shares  of  stock. 

§  3.  That  as  soon  as  one  hundred  shares  are  subscribed, 
said  company  may  organize,  and  proceed  to  take  steps 
to  open  books  for  subscription  of  stock,  and  to  do  such« 
other  things  as  may  be  necessary  to*  perfect  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  company;  but  the  election  of  ofHcers  shall 
not  take  place  until  twenty  thousand  dollars  in  stock  shall 
have  been  subscribed. 

§  4.  The  transfer  of  stock  may  be  made  by  any  stock- 
holder or  his  legal  representatives,  subject  to  such  restric- 
tion as  the  board  of  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time*, 
make  and  establish,  subject,  however,  to  the  general 
laws. 
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^  5.  That  the  principal  place  of  business  shail  be  at 
or  near  Winchester,  Kentucky,  with  branch  offices  and 
yards  at  such  other  places  as  may  be  necessary  and  con- 
venient, and  the  aflfairs  of  said  connpan}'  shall  be  man- 
aged by  a  board  of  five  directors,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
stockholders.  Within  one  month  after  the  amount  of 
two  hundred  shares  shall  be  subscribed  for,  and  on  the 
second  Monday  in  January  in  each  year  thereafter,  the 
stockholders  shall  hold  a  meeting  for  the  election  of  di- 
rectors, and  the  directors  elected  shall  continue  in  office 
until  others  have  been  chosen  to  succeed  them  in  the 
trust,  and  have  accepted  the  same;  and  in  case  of  a  va* 
cancy  in  the  board  of  directors,  it  shall  be  filled  by  the 
directors  from  among  the  stockholders  for  the  remainder 
of  the  year. 

§  6.  The  board  of  directors,  immediately  upon  their  .Officers. 
election,  shall  elect  a  president  of  said  company,  who 
shall  be  a  stockholder;  also  a  treasurer  and  a  secretary, 
who  shall  likewise  be  stockholders,  or  they  may  combine 
the  duties  of  treasurer  and  secretary  iri  one  office,  and 
elect  one  person  to  fill  said  office,  or  they  may  dispense 
with  one  or  both  of  said  offices,  but  neither  the  president, 
treasurer  nor  secretary  shall  be  members  of  the  board, 
and  the  president  shall  have  no  vote  in  meetings  of  the 
board,  but  shall,  when  present,  preside  over  the  same. 

§  7.  Other  corporations  may  subscribe  for  and  hold 
stock  in  said  company,  and  such  corporation,  in  the  same 
way  and  manner  as  provided  in  the  case  of  natural  per- 
sons, shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  its  affairs  and  elections. 

^  8.  The  business  of  this  company  shall  be  the  buying 
and  selling,  keeping,  guarding,  feeding,  loading  and  un- 
loading, shipping,  receiving,  and  handling  for  compensa- 
tion, hire,  and  on  commission,  of  horses,  cattle,  mules, 
sheep,  hogs,  and  other  live  stock,  and  the  buying,  selling, 
forwarding,  and  shipping  of  feed  stufis,  agricultural  pro- 
duce, and  grains  of  all  kinds. 

§  9.  Said  company,  in  addition  to  the  real  estate  neces- 
sary for  the  location  of  their  yards,  may  buy  and  acquire 
such  real  estate  for  laying   such  railway  tracks,  siding. 
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switches,  and  turn-outs  as  may  be  necessary  to  connect 
the  yards  of  said  company  by  railway  communication 
with  such  railroads  as  now  exist,  or  as  may  be  hereafter 
constructed. 

$  10.  That  the  president  and  board  of  directors  shall, 
once  in  every  year  at  least,  make  a  full  report  on  the 
state  of  the  company  and  its  affairs  to  a  general  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders;  and  the  board  of  directors  may 
enact  by-laws  for  the  regulation  of  the  duties  and  powers 
of  the  officers  and  agents  of  the  company  as  provided 
herein,  and  make  all  and  needful  rules  and  by-laws  for 
the  regulation  of  elections  of  officers  and  appointment  of 
agents  and  servants,  and  define  and  limit  their  powers 
and  compensation;  but  no  such  by-laws  shall  be  incon- 
sistent with  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  or  with  the 
Constitution  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States.

^11.  Said  company  may  issue  bonds,  bearing  interest 
at  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one  half  the  value  of  the  real  estate  of 
said  company,  and  secure  the  same  by  mortgage  upon 
the  real  property  of  the  company;  and  said  company 
shall,  by  its  president  and  board  of  directors,  annually 
declare  and  make  such  dividends  as  they  may  deem 
proper  of  the  net  profit  arising  from  the  resources  of 
said  company,  after  deducting  the  expenses  current  and 
probably  contingent,  and  shall  divide  the  same  among 
the  stockholders  of  the  said  company  in  proportion  to 
4heir  respective  shares. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1025. 

AN  ACT  to  aatborize  the  Boone  coiiDty  court  to  take  stock  in  turnpikes  in 

Baid  county . 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  judge  of  the  Boone  county  court  shall, 
b}'  an  order  of  record  entered  at  a  regular  or  special  term 
of  said  court,  submit  to  the  qualified  voters  of  Boone 
county,  at  the'  general  election  on  the  first  Monday  in 
August,  1882,  the  question,  "  Whether  or  not  they  are  in 
favor  of  said  county  court  taking  stock  to  the  amount  of 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  mile  in  turnpikes  in 
said  county,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  com- 
pleting the  same."  Said  order  shall  he  published  in  the 
Boone  County  Recorder,  a  newspaper  publinhed  at  Bur- 
lington, in  Boone  county,  at  least  two  weeks  before  said 
election. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ofHcers  of  said  election, 
in  said  county,  to  open  polls  at  the  several  voting  places 
in  said  county  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  sense  of  the 
qualified  voters  on  said  proposition,  and  they  shall  record 
under  \hr.  head  of  "For  the  Turnpike  Tax"  the  names 
of  those  voting  for  said  proposition,  and  under  the  head 
of  "  Against  the  Turnpike  Tax  "  the  names  of  those  vot- 
ing  against  said  proposition  ;  and  they  shall  propound  to 
each  voter  the  question,  "  Are  you  for  or  against  the 
county  court  taking  stock  in  turnpikes  in  the  county  to 
the  amount  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  mile?" 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ofHcers  who  are  required 
by  law  to  compare  and  certify  the  poll-books  at  said  elec- 
tion to  compare  the  vote  on  said  proposition,  and  certif}** 
the  result  thereof  to  the  county  judge  at  the  time  they 
•certify  the  returns  of  the  general  election. 

§4.  If  the  certificate  of  said  ofHcers  shall  show  that  a 
•majority  of  the  votes  cast  on  said  proposition,  at  said 
election,  were  cast  in  favor  of  said  proposition,  it  shall 
'be  the  duty  of  the  Boone  county  court,  composed  of  the 

■ 

Judge  thereof  and  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace 
ior  said  coutity,  at  their  next  court  of  claims,  and  an- 
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nually  thereafter,  to  take  stock  in  turnpikes  in  said  county, 
for  and  on  behalf  of  said  county,  which  shall  hereafter 
be  incorporated  by  the  Boone  county  court,  or  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  State,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
and  completing  the  same,  to  the  amount  of  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  per  mile  :  Provided,  That  no  part  of 
said  subscription  shall  be  paid  to  any  officer  of  any  turn- 
pike company,  except  upon  the  completion  of  each  mile 
of  turnpike,  or  upon  the  court  being  satisfied  that  means 
are  in  the  hands  of  the  company  to  insure  the  completion 
thereof. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  <luty  of  said  county  court, composed 
as  aforesaid,  at  their  court  of  claims  in  each  year  after 
the  adoption  of  said  proposition,  to  levy  an  ad  valorem 
tax  upon  all  the  taxable  property  of  Boone  county,  not 
to  exceed  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars*^ 
worth  of  property,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  for  said 
stock:  Provided,  That  one  levy  only  for  that  purpose  shall 
be  made  in  anyone  year:  And  provided  further.  That 
whenever  any  person  shall  have  heretofore  taken  stock 
in  any  turnpike  in  said  county,  which  has  been  or  may 
be  completed  without  county  aid,  no  tax  for  the  purposes 
herein  provided  for  shall  be  collected  from  him  until  a 
tax  equal  to  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  amount  paid  by  him  for 
such  turnpike  stock  shall  be  collected  from  others  who 
have  paid  nothing  for  such  stock. 

§  6.  The  tax  aforesaid  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff* 
of  said  county  in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same 
official  responsibility,  as  is  require<l  in  the  collection  of 
the  State  revenue,  and  he  shall  be  allowed  five  per  cent, 
of  the  amount  collected  as  commissions  for  the  collection 
thereof;  and  he  shall  pay  the  amount  collected,  less  his 
commissions,  to  such  officer  or  officers  of  turnpike  com*; 
panics  as  may  be  designated  by  order  of  said  county 
court. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  pas» 
sage.

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CHAPTER  1026. 

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  <  An 
act  to  inorpora'e  the  Masonic  Mutual  Benefit  Assc^ciation  of  Maysville.'" 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontjuealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  **  An  act  to  amend  an  act, 
entitled  **  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Masonic  Mutual  Ben- 
efit Association  of  Maysville,  Ky.,"  approved  March  6th, 
J 878,  be  amended  as  follows:  Amend  section  two  of 
amendment  so  that  the  local  board  of  directors,  in  form- 
ing classes  "  A,"  **  B,''  and '*  C,"  shall  not  be  limited  to 
two  thousand  members  in  clas^  *'A,"  one  thousand  in 
class  **  B,"  and  seven  hundred  in  class  "  C;"  but  that  the 
number  of  members  in  class  **A"  shall  be  unlimited,  but 
that  when  the  membership  in  said  class  shall  reach  two 
thousand  or  over,  the  beneficiary  fund  shall  be  limited  to 
two  thousand  dollars,  and  the  excess  that  may  be  col- 
lected from  the  members,  upon  the  death  of  a  member, 
over  and  above  the  two  thousand  dollars,  shall  becovered 
back  into  the  treasury,  and  when  such  excess  thus  covered 
back  into  the  treasury  shall  be  suflicient  to  pay  an  assess- 
ment of  or  loss  of  two  thousand  dollars,  then  no  assessment 
«ball  be  made  upon  the  membership,  but  the  local  board 
shall  pay  the  loss,  and  notify  the  membership  upon  the 
next  assessment.  The  local  board  shall  have  power  to 
make  the  same  change  in  classes  *'  B"  and  **  C,"  making 
the  membership  in  each  unlimited,  but  confining  the  ben- 
eficiary fund  to  one  thousand  dollars  in  class  **  B,"  and  to 
seven  hundred  dollars  in  class  '*  C,"  and  regulating  excess 
of  assessments,  and  assessments  and  notice,  as  in  class  *' A." 

^  2.  Should  all  or  any  of  the  classes,  after  the  benefi- 
ciary fund  had  reached  its  respective  limits,  i.  e.,  $2,000 
in  class  "A,"  $1,000  in  class  B,"  and  $700  in  class  *•  C," 
decrease  in  membership  below  2,000,  1,000,  and  700, 
respectively,  then  the  association  shall  onl}'  pay  one  dol- 
lar to  the  beneficiaries  for  each  surviving  member  of  the 
association  belonging  to  the  respective  classes. 

§  3.  The  local  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  power 
to  grade  the  membership  of  the  three  classes,  and  of  each 
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class  aceording  to  age,  and  to  grade  the  initiation  fee  as 
it  may  deem  best  for  the  interest  of  the  association,  and 
may  grade  and  regulate  the  amount  of  assessments  in  all 
or  any  of  the  classes,  and  control  the  entire  matter  as  to 
the  amount  of  the  fees  and  assessments,  according  to  the 
age  of  the  member  or  applicant  for  membership. 

^  4.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  June  15th» 
1882:  Provided,  That  it  is  accepted  and  approved  by  the 
association  at  its  annual  meeting  in  June,  1882;  and  all 
provisions  in  original  act  and  amendments  incorporating^ 
this  association  that  may  be  in  conflict  with  the  provision» 
of  this  amendment,  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  1027. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  old  and  disabled  firemen  of  the  cily  of  Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonivealth' 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  general  council  of  the  city  of  Louisville, 
or  any  other  authority  that  may  now  or  hereafter  have 
control  or  management  of  the  Louisville  Fire  Depart- 
ment, have  full  power  and  authority  to  retire,  on  pay 
amounting  to  one  half  the  sum  received  as  (ull  pay  at 
the  time  of  retirement,  any  member  of  said  fire  depart^ 
ment  who  may,  by  reason  of  old  age  or  permanent  disa^ 
bility,  received  by  accident  while  in  the  discharge  of  duty. 

§  2.  No  member  of  the  fire  department  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  benefit  of  this  act,  unless  it  can  be  clearly  shown, 
that  the  member  applying  for  such  benefit,  if  permanently 
disabled,  such  disability  was  caused  by  accident  while 
the  party  was  free  from  the  influence  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  and  had  been  for  a  period  of  twenty  years  next 
preceding  his  application  for  retirement  an  active  mem- 
ber of  the  present  fire  department. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  in  no  way  apply  to  any  employe 
of  the  fire  department,  except  those  who  do  actual  fire 
service. 
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§  4.  The  salaries  of  all  retired  firemen  shall  be  paid  in 
monthly  installments,  on  the  regular  monthly  pay-rolls  of 
the  fire  department,  under  the  head  of  retired  member, 
and  to  be  provided  for  out  of  the  fire  department  appro- 
priation. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1028. 

AN  ACT  relat'iDg  to  Ihe  Old  State  Road  aod  Ripple  Greek  Turnpike  Road 

Company,  in  Campbell  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei^al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  circuit  or  chancery  court  of  Campbell 
county  is  hereby  authorized  and  fully  empowered  to  cause 
to  be  sold  the  said  Old  State  Road  and  Ripple  Creek 
Turnpike,  with  all  its  property,  rights,  interests,  franchises, 
privileges,  and  appurtenances;  and  with  the  proceeds  of 
said  sale,  after  payment  of  costs  and  expenses,  to  pay  the 
debts  of  said  Old  State  Road  and  Ripple  Creek  Turnpike

§  2.  That  the  purchaser  or  purchasers  under  said  sale- 
may  organize  a  new  company,  by  the  name  of  Old  State 
Road  Turnpike  Company,  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
all  the  rights,  privileges,  powers,  and  franchises  of  the 
said  Old  State  Road  and  Ripple  Creek  Turnpike  Road 
Company 'under  its  charter  and  amendments  thereto. 
Said  new  company  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  debts 
or  liabilities  of  said  Old  State  Road  and  Ripple  Creek 
Turnpike  Road  Company.     Said  purchaser  or  purchasers-

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and  euccessors  may  issue  so  much  stock,  in  shares  of 
twenty-five  dollars  each,  to  be  paid  upon  such  terms  as 
may  be  fixed  upon,  as  the}*^  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
completion  and  keeping  up  and  operating  said  road;  and 
may  issue  bonds  of  the  company  for  like  purposes;  and 
may^call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  and  hold  an  elec- 
tion for  five  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  president,  to 
be  chosen  by  the  board,  and  which  directors  shall  hold 
their  said  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors 
shall  be  elected  and  assume  their  duties.  Said  board 
shall  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  such  other 
officers  and  agents  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  fill 
all  vacancies  occurring  in  the  board  or  any  office  of  the 
company.

Franklin  county,  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies,  who 
shall  have  all  the  power  and  privileges  with  which  the 
foregoing  committee  are  invested  by  this  act.

in  said  lodge,  and  said  corporate  committee  shall  forfeit 
all  power  and  authority  conferred  by  this  act. 

§  6.  And  that  all  moneys  arising  there  from  said  cor- 
porate committee  shall  be  paid  immediately  over  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  lodge,  and  his  receipt  taken  for  same: 
Provided,  That  the  treasurer  shall,  before  receiving  the

of  Berea  College,  in  the  county  of  Madison. 

$  2.  Any  person  guilty  of  a  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall,  on  conviction  thereof, 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or  upon  an  indictment  by 
grand  jury,  be  fined  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars. 

§3.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  physicians  who,  in  good 
faith  and  for  medicinal  purposes,  furnish  or  cause  to  be 
furnished  to  another  any  such  liquors,  n^  to  a'  druggist 
who  in  good  faith,  on  the  prescription  of  a  regular  physi- 
cian, sells  or  furnishes  to  another  any  of  such  liquors.

5  1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  sell,  vend,  or  give  any 
spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  a  mixture  thereof, 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Lovelaceville, 
in  Ballard  county,  or  within  two  miles  thereof. 

§  2  That  for  any  violation  of  this  act  the  person  or  Fine. 
persons  so  offending  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  afT^nse,  to  be 
recovered  by  warrant  issued  by  the  police  judge  of  said 
town  or  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county.  Such 
warrant  shall  be  issued  in  the  name  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  full  power  is  hereby  given  to  any  such  officer 
to  try  any  violation  of  this  act  that  may  occur  within 
said  corporate  limits,  or  within  two  miles  thereof,  and  the 
same  proceeding  shall  be  had  upon  a  judgment  rendered, 
as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  as  if  rendered  by  a  circuit 
or  a  criminal  court  for  a  similar  offense.

succession,  with  the  legal  capacity  under  said  name  and 
style  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  have  any  and  all 
rights  that  litigants  have  or  may  have  in  any  court  or 
courts  of  this  Commonwealth  or  elsewhere;  and  to  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  That  paid  corporation  shall  have  power  to  take 
and  hold,  byfpurchase,  gift,  or  devise,  any  real  or  personal 
estate,  not  exceeding  in  value,  five  thousand  dollars,  and 
to  hold  or  dispose  of  and  convey  the  same  at  pleasure. 

^  3.  That  service  of  notice  or  process  on  the  master  or 
secretary  of  said  lodge  shall  be  sufiicient  notice  to  said 
corporation. 

§  4.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  pass  all 
such  by-l»W8,  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitution  of  this  State  aj;id  the  United  States,  and 
laws  passed  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  of  the  constitution 
and  laws  and  edicts  of  the  grand  lodge  of  the  Stnte  of 
Kentucky,  as  said  corporation  may  from  time  to  time 
deem  expedient  lor  the  control,  management,  and  preser- 
vation of  the  property,  interest,  and  concerns  of  the 
lodge  and  corporation.

AN    ACT  to  incorporate    the   Bowling   Green   and   Shakertown  Tiunpike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Henry  T.  Clark,  George  W.  Hines,  Oliver  C  . 
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Carson,  John  G.  Adams,  Jesse  E.  Sweeney,  and  Franklin 
T.  Poynter,  of  Warren  county,  be,  and  they  and  their 
successors  in  office  shall  be,  a  corporate  body-politic,  by 
the  nanne  of  the  Bowling  Green  and  Shakertown  Turn- 
pike Company,  and  by  that  name  sue  and  be  sued,  adopt 
and  use  a  common  seal,  receive  all  subscriptions  of  stock, 
and  acquire  all  property  necessary  and  proper  to  make 
and  construct  a  turnpike  road  from  the  city  of  Bowling 
Green,  Kentucky,  thence  by  the  most  practicable  route 
along  the  Russellville  road  to  Shakertown,  in  Logan 
county,  Kentucky. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each;  and  if  that  sum  is  not  sufficient,  then  the  same  may 
be  enlarged  by  the  president  and  managers  of  said  road 
up  to  a  sum  sufficient  to  make  said  road 

§  3.  When  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
been  sub:«cribed  to  the  capital  stock,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  commissioner  to  give  notice  for  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  notice  may 
designate,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  president  and  five 
directors,  one  vote  to  be  allowed  each  share  of  stock; 
and  the  president  and  directors  shall  continue  in  office 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  quaN 
ified.  The  time  and  place  of  all  elections  after  the  first 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  president  and  directors.  A  majority 
of  the  board  shall  be  competent  to  transact  business. 

§  4.  When  said  company  is  organized  by  the  election 
of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a  body- 
politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  law,  under  the  style  of 
the '' President  and  Directors  of  the  Bowling  Green  and 
Shakertown  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges 
incident  to  a  corporation  ;  shall  hold  their  capital  stock 
with  its  increase  and  profits;  and  hold,  by  purchase  or 
^ift,  all  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  purpose  of  their  work  or  the  objects  of  their  cor- 
poration; to  use  a  common  seal,  and  generally  to  do  all 
such  acts  and  things  which  a  corporation  may  lawfully

do  to  effect  the  objects  for  which  the  corporation  is  cre- 
ated. 

§5.  The  president  may  call  meetings  of  the  directory 
at  such  times  and  places  as  he  may  think  proper.  They 
shall  keep  a  record  of  all  their  proceedings,  which  shall 
be  signed  by  the  president;  and  in  case  of  his  absence, 
the  directors  shall  elect  one  of  their  own  number  pi-o  tern,; 
and  they  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  as  they  think 
proper. 

§  6.  The  president  and  directors,  with  their  surveyors, 
-engineer,  artist,  and  chain-carrier,  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  take  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  any  or  all  persons 
who  may  be  disposed  to  grant  the  right  of  way  for  said 
turnpike  road,  the  use  of  rock,  gravel,  and  timber  for 
building  the  same,  without  charge,  which  being  so  given, 
shall  be  binding  to  all  intents  and  purposes;  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  enter  in  and 
upon  the  lands  and  inclosures,  public  roads  and  highways 
in,  through,  and  over  which  said  intended  road  may  be 
thought  proper  to  pass;  to  examine  and  survey  the  ground 
most  proper  for  that  purpose;  to  examine  quarries,  beds 
of  stone  and  gravel,  and  other  materials  necessary  for  the 
completion  of  said  road.  They  shall  locate  on  the  most 
advantageous  and  practicable  route,  and  cause  a  plat  of 
the  same  to  be  made  out  and  deposited  with  the  company. 

§  7.  The  president  shall  give  notice  in  such  manner  as 
lie  deems  proper  of  the  amount  of  calls  on  each  share  of 
stock,  and  the  time  of  payment;  and  if  any  stockholder 
shall  neglect  to  pay  his  amount  of  stock  so  called  for  the 
space  of  thirty  days  after  the  time  of  payment,  such 
stockholder  shall,  in  addition  to  the  amount  so  called  tor, 
pay  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  month  tor  every 
delay  of  payment;  and  no  stockholder  shall  vote  at  any 
election,  or  be  entitled  to  any  rights  of  a  member  of  said 
oompany  unless  the  whole  amount  due  and  payable  as 
afore:said  by  him  shall  have  been  paid  agreeably  to  the 
regulations  of  the  president;  and  if  any  stockholder  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  his  proportion  of  the  stock  for 
sixty  days  after  the  time  set  for  payment  thereof,  every 
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Btockholder,  in  addition,  shall  pay  at  the  rate  of  one  per 
cent,  per  month  on  the  installments  so  called  from  the 
time  the  call  was  made;  and  if  said  payment  shall  be 
delayed  six  months  after  the  time  of  payment,  such  delin- 
quents shall  forfeit  such  share  or  shares  to  the  corporation, 
together  with  all  that  may  have  been  paid  thereon,  and 
the  president,  by  order  of  the  directors,  shall  sell  said 
share  or  shares  for  the  benefit  of  the  corporation. 

^8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  appoint  a  treas- 
Officers.  urer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Who  shall  hold  their  offices  one  year,  and  until  others  are 
elected  and  qualified.  The  treasurer,  before  he  enters  on- 
his  duties,  shall  give  bond,  with  security,  in  such  penalty 
as  the  president  and  director:*  may  require,  payable  to 
them,  conditioned  to  pay  over,  an-y  sums  of  rponey  which- 
mav  come  to  his  hands  to  their  order. 

^  9.  If  any  person  shall  go  around  or  turn  off  said  road 
with  the  fraudulent  intent  to  avoid  the  payment  of  toll, 
as  fixed  by  the  president  and  directors,  he  shall,  on  con- 
viction thereof  before  a  justice  of  the  peace,  be  fined  five 
dollarif«,  to  be  collected  as  other  sums  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  justices  of  the  peace  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  10.   The  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  regulate 
Tolls.  the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road,  the  width  and  part 

thereof  to  be  covered  wirh  stone  and  gravel;  may  fix  the 
rates  of  toll,  and  change  and  alter  the  same;  but  the  said, 
rates?  shall  not  pxcf*ed  tho!?e  prescribed  by  the  general 
laws  of  the  State;  and  whenever  three  consecutive  miles 
of  said  road  shall  be  completed,  a  toll-gate  may  be  erected, 
and  toll  collected  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall: 
be  prescribed  by  the  president  and  directors. 

§  11.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  the  day  of  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  1043. 

A.N  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Householders'  Mutaal  Benefit  Association  of 

Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
•of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  A.  B.  Whayne,  Albert  Leet,  Ed,  Starks,  J.  incorporators. 
W,  BIythe,  J.  A.  Collins,  R.  M.  Bolinger,  and  J.  P.  Ty- 
ler, and  their  associaten  and  Bnccessors,  be,  and  are  here- 
by, created  a  body-corporate,  under  the  name  of  the  siyic. 
Householders'  Mutual  Benefit  Association  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  with  the  right  to  acquire  and  hold 
property,  real  and  personal;  with  power  to  dispose  of  the 
same  for  benevolent  purposes;  and  ma}'  make  such  by- 
laws and  regulations  as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
intentions  and  purposes  of  this  act  of  incorporation,  not 
inconsistent  with  this  charter  and  the  general  laws  of 
the  land;  and  may  have  a  corporate  seal,  renewable  and 
changeable  at  pleasure,  and  may  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion. 

§  2.  The  principal  office  of  this  association  shall  be  in  Principal  office. 
the  town  of  Fulton,  Kentucky,  and  the  persons  named  in 
section  one  of  this  act  shall  have  power,  and  are  hereby 
authorized  to  elect  the  first  board  of  directors  at  any  time 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  from  which  number 
they  shall  elect  the  officers  of  the  association,  viz:  a  pres- 
ident, vice  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  and  such 
other  officers  as  they  may  deem  requisite  for  the  manage- 
ment of  the  business,  of  theassociation.  They  shall  hold 
thtir  offices  for  life,  or  during  g«od  behavior.  The  board 
of  directors  of  this  association  shall  consist  of  nk)t  less 
than  seven  nor  more  than  thirteen,  at  least  five  of  whom 
shall  be  residents  of  Fulton  county.  Kentucky;  and  said 
•directors  shall  constitute  a  local  board,  who  shall  conduct 
and  manage  the  affairs  of  the  association,  arid  a  majority 
of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
•any  and  all  business,  and  may  proceed  at  pleasure  to  or- 
ganize fully.  The  board  of  directors  may  fix  the  salaries 
of  their  officers^  and  prescribe  in  the  by-^ws  their  duties, 
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and  the  amounts  and  conditions  of  such  bonds  as  they 
may  require  of  them»  and  all  other  acts  within  the  pur- 
view of  this  charter,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  general 
law.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  board  of  directors^ 
the  remaining  members  shall  have  power  to  fill  it,  and 
for  such  purpose  may  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

§  3.  The  board  of  directors  may  give  to  the  members 
of  this  association  such  assistance,  in  case  of  damage 
or  destruction  of  their  property,  in  such  manner  as  their 
constitution  and  by-laws^may  require  or  prescribe;  and 
to  enable  the  directors  to  create  a  fund  for  this  purpose, 
they  may  charge  a  membership  fee,  annual  fees,  and 
assessment^fees.  Upon  the  payment  of  membership  fees, 
each  member  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  membership, 
signed  by  the  president  and  secretary,  which  shall  entitle 
the  holder  thereof  to  all  the  benefits  of  the  association 
so  long  as  he,  she,  or  they  keep  their  annual  and  assess- 
ment fees  paid,  as  required  by  the  by-laws  of  the  associ- 
ation. 

§  4.  The  board  of  directors  may  establish  ageiicies  and 
local  officers  anywhere  in  Hickman,  Fulton,  Galloway, 
Graves,  Ballard,  Marshall,  McCracken,  Living^ston,  Cald- 
well,  Lyon,  Crittenden,  and  Trigg  counties,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  transacting  the  business  of  this  association,  which 
shall  be  free  from  tax  required  of  insurance  companies; 
shall  not  be  required  to  make  any  deposit  or  report,  and 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  insurance  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

§  5.  The  president  and  directors  shall  cause  to  be  made 

« 

annually  a  full  report  of  the  business  of  this  association, 
subjecl  at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  its  members. 

§  0.  The  general  welfare  of  society,  not  individual 
profit,  is  the  object  for  which  this  charter  is  granted,  and 
hence  the  members  are  not  stockholders  in  the  legal  sense 
of  the  term,  and  no  dividends  or  profits  shall  be  divided 
among  the  members. 

§  7.  The  private  property  of  the  members  of  this  asso* 
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ciation  shall  not  be  liable  for  anv  debt  of  this  associs- 
tion, 

$  8    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AS  AOT  to  amend  an  act  incorporating   the  town    of   Farmers,    Rowan 

coontj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  the  limits  of  said  town  be  extended  as  fol- 
lows:  Beginning  at  the  house  where  Hiram  Brain  now 
lives^  thence  due  west  to  Licking  river;  thence  up  said 
river  as  it  meanders  to  a  point  three  hundred  (300)  yards 
above  the  saw-mill  of  Collier,  McClanahan  &  Co.;  thence 
a  straight  line  to  Mrn.  Alcey  D.  Clack's  house,  includ- 
ing said  house;  thence  a  straight  line  to  J.  B  Kring's 
house,  including  said  house;  thence  a  straight  line  to 
Robert  Nickell's  house,  including  said  house;  thence  a 
straight  line  to  house  where  Isaac  Hardin  now  lives, 
including  said  house;  thence  due  north  to  Triplett  creek; 
thence  down  said  creek  as  it  meanders  to  the  beginning* 

§  2.  That  the.  police  judge  shall  hold  his  courts  in 
Farmers  at  such  times  as  the  town  council  shall,  by  ordi- 
nance, prescribe.  Said  court  shall  have  exclusive  juris- 
diction within  the  limits  of  said  town  of  all  prosecutions 
for  a  breach  of  the  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  concur- 
rent jurisdiction  with  the  quarterly  court  and  courts  of 
justices  of  the  peace  within  the  town  district  of  all  civil 
suits  where  the  matter  in  controversy  does  not  exceed 
one  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest  and  costs;  and 
shall  hold  his  court  to  try  all  civil  cases  second  Saturday 
in  each  month. 

§  3.  All  persons  convicted  of  misdemeanors  or  viola- 
tion of  the  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  adjudged  to 
pay  a  fine,  in  default  of  payment,  shall  be  kept  at  labor 
at  such  work  as  the  police  judge  may  prescribe,  until 
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said  fine  and  costs  are  paid,  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  per 
day;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  police  judge  to  pre- 
scribe what  task  shall  constitute  or  represent  a  day's 
work. 

§  4  The  town  council  are  hereby  vested  with  power 
and  control  over  the  squares,  streets,  and  alleys  in  said 
town,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  opened.  They  shall 
have  all  necessary  sidewalks  constructed,  improved,  or 
repaired  in  said  town,  and  shall  assess  the  cost  thereof 
against  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lot  fronting  upon 
sidewalks  thus  constructed,  improved,  or  repaired;  and 
the  cost  thereof  shall  be  a  lien  upon  said  lot,  and  they 
shall  have  full  power  to  enforce  said  lien. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage; and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  1045 

<AN  ACT  to  ftmeDd  the  charter  of  the  Oweosboro  aod  Nashville  Railway 

Conapauj. 

Whereas,  Several  of  the  counties  along  the  line  of  the 
railroad  proposed  to  be  constructed  by  the  Owensboro 
and  Nashville  Railway  Company  from  Owensboro,  in 
Daviess  county,  to  Adairville,  in  Logan  county,  subscribed 
large  sums  of  money  to  aid  in  its  construction,  and  are 
now  being  heavily  taxed  on  account  thereof;  and  whereas, 
it  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly  that  said  com- 
pany is  not  in  good  faith  exercising  the  powers  conff>rred 
by  its  charter  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  said  road, 
«nd  does  not  intend  to  complete  it;  therefore, 

He  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  if  the  Owensboro  and  Nashville  Railway 
Company  shall  fail  to  build  and  complete  the  railroad 
from  Owensboro,  in  Daviess  county,  to  Adairville,  in 
Logan  county,  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the 
passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  forfeit  all  its  chartered  rights 
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and  privileges,  whether  conferred  by  the  original  charter 
-of  the  Owensboro  and  Russellville  Railroad  Company, 
and  the  amendments  thereto,  or  by  any  articles  of  asso- 
ciation under  the  genera!  law,  and  it  shall  cease  to  exist 
as  a  corporation. 

§  2.   Any  one  or  more  freeholders  and  tax-payers  resid- 
ing in  any  county,  taxed  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  said 
•railroad,  may  file  a  petition  in  the  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  subject  matter  in   any  county  through   which 
the  said  railroad  has  been  or  is  proposed  to  be  constructed, 
making  said  company  a  defendant  Jthereto,  and  alleging 
the  fact  that  it  has  failed  to  complete  said  railroad,  as 
^herein   required;  and  it  shall  be   the  duty  of  said  court, 
upon  being  satisfied  that  said  company  has  failed  to  com 
plete  said  road  within  the  time  prescribed,  to  render  a 
judgment  of  forfeiture  as  required  by  this  act,  and  shall 
direct  the  sale  of  all  the  property,  franchises,  and  priv- 
ileges of  the  Owensboro  and  Nashville  Railway  Company, 
•  upon  such  terms  of  credit  as  it  may  deem  proper. 

§  3.  The  purchaser  or  purchasers  shall  be  the  successor 
'to  the  Owensboro  and  Nashville  Railway  Company,  and 
entitled  to  all  its  property,  franchises,  rights,  and   privil- 
eges, subject   to  the  obligations  and  restrictions  imposed 
by  its  charter,  but  shall  not  be  responsible,  or  in  any  way 
iliable  for  its  debts  or  contracts,  and  shall  give  bond,  with 
^ood   and  sufficient  surety,  for  the  payment  of  the  pur- 
•chase  money. 

§  4.  The  purchaser  or  purchasers  shall  also,  in  their 
individual  capacity,  give  bond  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
.Kentucky,  with  sufHcient  surety,  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  successor  to  ihe  Owensboro  and  Nashville  Rail- 
way Company,  obligating  the  purchasers  to  complete  the 
said  railroad  to  Adairville,  in  Logan  county,  within  two 
years  from  the  date  thereof.  For  a  failure  to  comply 
with  said  obligation,  suit  may  be  brought  by  any  one  or 
more  freeholders  and  tax-payers  in  said  counties  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  said  company,  and  the  extent  of  the 
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taxation,  to  return  to  the  Garrard  county  court  a  sepa* 
rate  list  oT  the  property,  and  the  value  thereof,  and  the 
persons  owning  same  within  said  defined  portion  of 
Garrard  county;  and  for  each  list  so  returned  he  shall  he 
entitled  to  two  cents,  to  he  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  Gar- 
rard county  out  of  the  tax  levied  and  collected  under 
and  by  virtue  of  this  act;  and  the  assessor  shall  continue 
to  rrturn  such  separate  list  each  succeeding  year  until 
the  na'id  bonds  are  paid.  The  duties  of  the  board  of 
supervisors,  of  the  clerk,  and  of  the  county  court  of  Gar- 
rard county,  in  regard  to  said  separate  list,  shall  be  the 
same  as  now  prescribed  by  law  in  regard  to  the  tax-book: 
Provided^  The  clerk  of  the  Garrard  county  court  shall 
make  but  one  copy  of  said  separate  list,  which  copy  he 
shall  deliver  to  the  sheriff  of  Garrard  county  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year,  and  shall  take  the 
sheriff's  receipt  for  the  same. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  Garrard 
county,  after  he  shall  receive  the  copy  of  said  separate 
list,  to  collect  the  tax  provided  for  in  this  act  in  the  same 
manner  that  he  collects  the  State  revenue,  and  he  shall 
have  the  same  powers  of  distraint,  levy,  and  sale,  and  all 
necessary  powers  in  the  collection  of  said  tax,  that  he 
possesses  in  regard  to  the  collection  of  State  revenue; 
and  he  and  his  sureties  shall  be  responsible  tor  the  col- 
lection and  proper  accounting  tor  of  said  tax  upon  his 
official  bond  as  sheriff;  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
the  same  commissions  for  collecting  said  tax  as  he  is 
entitled  to  receive  for  collecting  the  State  revenue,  and 
shall  pay  all  moneys  collected  under  this  act  to  the  treas- 
urer of  Garrard  county,  who  shall  appropriate  the  same 
to  the  payment  of  the  said  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon, 
and  the  costs  of  assessment,  levy,  and  collection  of  said 
tax.  Said  treasurer  shall  receive  such  compensation  out 
of  the  funds  in  his  hands  as  the  Garrard  county  court 
may  allow  him,  not  exceeding  one  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  or  amounts  disbursed  by  him. 

§  8.  Each   person   paying   any   of  the   tax   herein   pro- 
vided for  shall,  to  the  extent  and  amount  of  the  tax  paid, 
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become  stockholders  in  said  company,  and  be  entitled  to 
BJiare  in  any  dividend  declared  on  the  stock  of  said  com- 
pany. The  sheriff  shall  execute  and  deliver  to  each 
person  paying  any  tax  a  receipt  for  the  amount  thereof, 
which  receipt  shall  be  assignable,  and  when  the  receipts 
shall  amount  to  fifty  dollars  or  more,  shall  entitle  the 
holder,  upon  presentation  to  the  proper  officers  of  the 
company,  to  certificates  of  stock  in  said  company  at  the 
rate  of  one  share  for  each  fifty  dollars,  and  every  multiple 
of  fifty  dollars. 

^  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
aker  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1047. 

AN  ACT  to  Amend  ad  act,  entitled  "Ad  act  to  amend  an  act  to  incorporate- 
the  Looisville,  Harrodiburg,  and  Virginia  Railroai,"  approved  March

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomjoealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  in  case  the  city  of  Louisville  shall  issue  any 
bonds  in  aid  of  the  Louisville,  Harrodsburg  and  Virginia 
Railroad,  the  said  bonds  may  bear  any  rate  of  interest, 
not  greater  than  five  per  cent.,  instead  of  eight  per  cent., 
as  heretofore  provided  by  law. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas* 
sage.

CHAPTER  1048. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  stock  from  running  at  large  in  PleasnreTille  precinct,  iD< 

Henry  coanij. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  ta 
prevent  stock  from  running  at  large  in  New  Castle  pre- 
cinct, in   Henry  county,^'   approved  April   1,  1880,  shall 
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taxation,  to  return  to  the  Garrard  county  court  a  sepa- 
rate list  of  the  property,  and  the  value  thereof,  and  the 
persons  owning  same  within  said  defined  portion  of 
Garrard  county;  and  lor  each  lint  so  returned  he  shall  he 
entitled  to  two  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  Gar- 
rard county  out  of  the  tax  levied  and  collected  under 
and  by  virtue  of  this  act;  and  the  assessor  shall  continue 
to  return  such  separate  list  each  succeeding  year  until 
the  said  bonds  are  paid.  The  duties  of  the  board  of 
supervisors,  of  the  clerk,  and  of  the  county  court  of  Gar- 
rard county,  in  regard  to  said  separate  list,  shall  be  the 
same  as  now  prescribed  by  law  in  regard  to  the  tax-book: 
Provided,  The  clerk  of  the  Garrard  county  court  shall 
make  but  one  copy  of  said  separate  list,  which  copy  he 
shall  deliver  to  the  sheriff  of  Garrard  county  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year,  and  shall  take  the 
sheriff's  receipt  for  the  same. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  Garrard 
county,  after  he  shall  receive  the  copy  of  said  separate 
list,  to  collect  the  tax  provided  for  in  this  act  in  the  same 
manner  that  he  collects  the  State  revenue,  and  he  shall 
have  the  same  powers  of  distraint,  levy,  and  sale,  and  all 
necessary  powers  in  the  collection  of  said  tax,  that  he 
possesses  in  regard  to  the  collection  of  State  revenue; 
and  he  and  his  sureties  shall  be  responsible  for  the  col- 
lection and  proper  accounting  tor  of  said  tax  upon  his 
official  bond  as  sheriff;  and  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
the  same  commissions  for  collecting  said  tax  as  he  is 
entitled  to  receive  for  collecting  the  State  revenue,  and 
shall  pay  all  moneys  collected  under  this  act  to  the  treas- 
urer of  Garrard  county,  who  shall  appropriate  the  same 
to  the  payment  of  the  said  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon, 
and  the  costs  of  assessment,  levy,  and  collection  of  said 
tax.  Said  treasurer  shall  receive  such  compensation  out 
of  the  funds  in  his  hands  as  the  Garrard  county  court 
may  allow  him,  not  exceeding  one  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  or  amounts  disbursed  by  him. 

§  8.  Each   person    paying  any  of  the   tax    herein   pro- 
vided for  shall,  to  the  extent  and  amount  of  the  tax  paid, 
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become  stockholders  in  said  company,  and  be  entitled  to 
Bhare  in  any  dividend  declared  on  the  stock  of  said  com- 
pany. The  sheriff  shall  execute  and  deliver  to  each 
person  paying  any  tax  a  receipt  for  the  amount  thereof, 
which  receipt  shall  be  assignable,  and  wljen  the  receipts 
shall  amount  to  fifty  dollars  or  more,  shall  entitle  the 
holder,  upon  presentation  to  the  proper  officers  of  the 
company,  to  certificates  of  stock  in  said  company  at  the 
rate  of  one  share  for  each  fifty  dollars,  and  every  multiple 
of  fifty  dollars. 

^  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
alter  its  passage.

That  an  additional  voting  place  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  created  and  established  in  precinct  number  one, 
nn  Crittenden  county,  said  place  of  voting  to  he  at  such 
house  in  the  town  of  Marion,  or  such  part  of  the  court- 
house as  may  be  designated  by  the  Crittenden  county 
-court,  by  an  order  entered  of  record  in  said  court  at  some 
regular  term  to  be  held  at  least  ten  days  before  a  regular

Whereas,  It  appears  that  WilHarrv  T.  Love,  former 
sheriff  of  Hardin  county,  has  fully  paid  the  amount  of 
his  indebtedness  to  the  State  and'  county  for  revenue,, 
county  levy,  and  other  dues  and  taxes,  and  still  retains 
unpaid  tax  receipts  and  fee-bills  against  various  parties- 
in  said  county;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealths 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  William   T.  Love,   former  sheriff  of  Hardin* 
county,  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  granted  the  further  time  of 
two  years  in  which  to  collect,  in  the  manner  indicated  by 
law  for  the  collection  of  taxes  and  fee-bills  still  distrain- 
able,  all  taxes,  county  levy,  and  fee-bills  in  his  hands  as- 
such  ex-sheriff. 

§  2.  Before  he  shall  proceed  to  levy,  distrain,  or  sell 
for  any  of  such  dues,  he  shall,  in  the  county  court  of  said 
county,  execute  a  bond,  with  sufficient  sureties,  to  be 
approved  by  the  court  and  attested  by  the  clerk,  which- 
bond  shall  be  ^iven  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,,

AN  AGT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  OljmpiA,  in  Bath  coonty. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  AssemNy  of  the  Cummfmweuith 
of  Kentucky : 

Article  1. 

§  1.  That  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Olympia  Boundary. 
shall  include  all. the  territory  within  a  boundary  of  one 
square  mile,  having  for  its  center  the  front  door  of  office 
of  the  present  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy  depot,  the  north 
and  south  lines  of  the  square  to  run  parallel  with  the 
Lexington  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad. 

§  2.  That  the  said  town  is  hereby  laid  off  into  four 
wards  as  follows,  to- wit:  The  territory  lying  east  of  the 
Slate  Furnace  and  Olympian  Springs  public  road,  and 
south  of  the  Big  Sandy  Railroad,  constituting  one  quar- 
ter of  said  square,  shall  be  known  as  the  first  ward;  the 
quarter  tying  west  of  the  said  Slate  Furnace  and  Olym- 
pian Springs  road,  and  south  of  the  said  railroad,  shall 
be  known  as  the  second  ward;  the  quarter  of  said  square 
lying  on  the  west  side  of  the  Olympian  Springs  road, 
and  north  of  the  said  railroad  shall  be  known  as  the 
third  ward;  and  the  remaining  quarter,  lying  to  the  east 
of  said  Olympian  Springs  road,  and  north  of  the  said 
railroad,  shall  be  known  as  the  fourth  ward. 

Article  IL 

§  1.  That  the  prudential,  fiscal,  and  municipal  powers  coundi. 
of  the  said  town  shall  be  vested  in  a  board  of  councilmen, 
to  consist  of  a  mayor  and  four  councilmen,  to  be  known 
and  styled  the  Council  of  Olympia,  which  council  and  its 
successors  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate;  and  by 
said  name  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  con- 
tracted with,  suing  and  being  sued,  and  of  doing  all  acts 
which  a  body-politic,  having  perpetual  succession,  can, 
in  the  exercise  of  its  powers,  lawfully  and  rightfully  do. 
Said  council,  under  said  name  and  style,  is  hereby  in- 
vested with  all  claims,  titles,  or  interest  in  and  to  all  rights 
of  action,  assets,  and  property  held  by  or  for  the  use  of 
said  town.

§  2.' The  other  officers  of  said  town  shall  consist  of  a 
police  judge,  marshal,  clerk,  and  attorney.  The  clerk 
shall  be  ex  officio  treasurer  and  assensor,  and  the  marshal 
shall  be  ex  officio  collector  of  taxes. 

§  3.  The  first  election  under  this  act  for  mayor  and 
councilmen  shall  be  on  the  first  Saturday  in  August,  1682. 
The  persons  then  elected  shall  continue  in  office  till  the 
third  Saturday  in  January,  1883,  and  until  their  successors 
shall  duly  qualify.  The  mayor  and  councilmen  chosen 
on  the  third  Saturday  in  January,  1883,  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  qual- 
ify; and  an  annual  election  shall  be  held  on  the  third 
Saturday  in  January  thereafter  for  the  election  of  said 
officers.

§  4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  mayor, 
police  judge,  marshal,  or  clerk  unless  he  be  a  male  citi- 
zen of  this  Commonwealth,  over  the  age  of  twenty  one 
years,  and  unless  he  has  been  a  resident  of  the  county 
one  year,  and  of  the  town  sixty  days  next  preceding  his 
election  or  appointment;  and  no  person  shall  be  eligible 
to  the  office  of  attorney  for  said  town  unless  he  be  a  citi- 
zen  of  this  Commonwealth,  over  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  a  resident  of  the  county  one  3'ear,  and  of  the  town 
sixty  days  next  before  his  election  or  appointment,  nor 
unless  he  has  been  a  regular  licensed  attorney  for  two 
years.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  coun- 
cilman other  than  a  male  person  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  and  been  a  citizen  of  the  county  one  year, 
and  of  the  ward  from  which  he  is  elected  sixty  days 
preceding  said  election.  Nor  shall  any  one  be  eligi- 
ble to  any  of  the  offices  mentioned  in  this  connection 
who  is  the  vendor  of  malt  or  vinous  or  spirituous  liquors, 
by  license  or  otherwise,  and  no  person  shall  be  granted 
such  license  during  the  term  of  office  for  which  he  may 
have  been  elected  or  appointed,  although  he  may  have 
resigned. 

$  5.  No  person  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  in  any  of  the

and  a  resident  of  Bath  county  one  year,  and  of  the  town 
sixty  days  next  preceding  said  election.  Nor  shall  any

§  6,  The  town  clerk  and  attorney  nhall  be  selected  by  cicric. 
the  council   annually  at  its  first  meeting  after  election  or  Attorney. 
appointment  where  there  is  a  failure  to  elect. 

§  7.  A   police  judge  shall  be   elected  by  the   voters  of  P"»*'<*  Judge- 
said   town   on    the   fir^   Monday    of  October.    188*2,  and 
every  four  years  thereafter,  to  hold  his  office  for  a  term  of 
four  years,  and  until  his  successor  qualifies. 

§  8.  A  town  marshal  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  of  Manhai. 
said  town  on  the  first  Monday  of  October,  1882,  and 
every  two  years  thereafter,  to  hold  his  office  for  a  term 
of  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  qualifies,  and  give 
bond  before  the  Bath  county  court  on  the  first  following 
his  election,  as  required  now  by  sheriffs. 

§  0  The  mayor  and  council  shall  appoint  any  of  said 
officers  1m  fill  vacancies  to  the  next  regular  election  for 
said  officers.

Powers  and  Duties  of  Officers^

•and  account:*  shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
the  mayor  and  council. 

§  22.  The  clerk  shall  perform  all  the  duties  which  the 
council  may  prescribe  in  relation  to  assessments  of  prop- 
erty for  the  purposes  ot  levying  taxes,  and  any  other  duties 
imposed  by  the  council. 

§  23.  The  mayor  shall  preside  over  the  meeting  of  the 
council,  and  in  case  of  a  tie,  shall  have  the  canting  vote  ; 
and  preside  over  the  sittings  of  the  police  court  in  case  of 
the  absence  or  inability  of  the  regular  judge. 

§  24.  The  mayor  and  three  councilmen  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
,  §  25.  The  attorney  shall   perform   all  the  services  inci- 
dent to  the  said  office,  attend  the  police  court,  and  prose- 
cute all  criminal  actions  and  misdemeanors. 

i  26.  The  marshal  shall  attend  all  the  sessions  of  the 
police  court  held  for  the  trial  of  criminal  and  penal  cases, 
and  give  the  town  attorney  previous  notice  of  any  pro- 
ceedings in  that  court  which  is  his  duty  to  prosecute  or 
•defend. 

§  27.  He  shall  procure  evidence  in  cases  afiecting  his 
town  or  county,  with  ample  authority  to  serve  and  exe- 
cute all  process,  civil,  criminal,  or  penal,  that  constables 
now  have,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities,  and  have. 
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in  capes  of  necessity,  the  power  to  appoint  not  exceeding 
four  deputies,  and  the  power  to  summon  to  his  assistance 
all  the  ahle-bodied  men  in  the  town. 

^  28.  The  council  shall  have  the  power  to  fix  the  sala- 
ries of  all  town  officers,  to  decrease  or  increase  the  same. 

§  29.  That  if  any  person,  having  been  an  officer  in  said 
town,  shall  not,  within  twenty  days  after  notification  and 
request,  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  the  property, 
papers,  and  effects  of  every  description  in  his  possession 
belonging  to  said  town  appertaining  to  the  office  he  held» 
he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  the  use  of  the  town  one  hun- 
dred  dollars,  besides  costs  and  damages  caused  by  his 
neglect  or  refusal  so  to  deliver;  to  be  recovered  before  the 
police  court  thereof. 

§  30.  That  all  fines,  forfeiture,  and  penalties  imposed 
shall  be  paid  promptly  into  the  town  treasury.

§  31.  That  there  shall  be  established   in   said  town   a 
court,  to  be  styled  the  Olympia  Police  Court,  to  be  held 
by  the  judge  or^mayor  as  aforesaid. 

§  3*2.  The  said  court  shall  have  exclusive  original  juris- 
diction of  all  violations  of  the  town  ordinances,  and  con- 
current jurisdiction  with  the  justices  of  the  peace  in  civil 
casen. 

§  33.  He  shall  hold  his  courts  in  civil  actions  regularly 
and  quarterly,  but  in  criminal  actions  his  court  shall 
always  be  open. 

^  31.  The  said  town  shall  have  the  right  to  build  and 
maintain  a  common  jail  for  offenders,  and  to  exercise 
such  punishment  as  have  other  inferior  courts  in  such 
cases  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  35.  That  all  process  issued  by  said  judge  shall  be  in 
the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  and  in  full 
accord  with  offices  of  the  justice  of  the  peace  in  the 
county  in  maintaining  the  peace,  and  punishing  offenders^ 
either  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both. 

$  36.  Said  town  is  to  have  authority  to  suppress  the 
sale  of  intoxicating,  malt,  or  spirituous  liquors  within 
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one  mile  of  said  corporate  limits,  and  punish  the  giving, 
helling,  or  loaning  the  same  to  minors ;  to  make  by-laws^; 
to  represi*  riot,  rout,  breach  of  the  peace,  noise,  or  d\»' 
lurbance  or  disorderly  assemblage  of  any  and   all  kinds. 

§  37.  Prevent  the  disturbing  of  religious  worship;  pre- 
vent horse- racing,  or  fast  or  reckless  riding  in  the  streets; 
to  abate  nuisances  of  all  characters;  to  suppress  houses  of 
ill-fame  within  town  jurisdiction;  mend  and  repair  streets; 
erect  public  building  in  said  town;  to  promote  the  general 
morals  of  the  community,  and  the  right  to  liberally  exe- 
cute the  laws  for  the  public  good. 

§  38.  Said  council  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of 
the  streets  and  pavements,  power  to  remove  obstructions,, 
and  abate  encroachments  on  the  same;  levy  taxes  in  said 
corporation  for  its  maintenance  on  all  property  not  usu- 
ally exempt  by  law,  poll-tax  not  to  exceed  one  dollar  per 
capita. 

§  39.  And  finally,  to  make,  publish,  ordain,  amend,  and 
repeal  all  such  ordinances,  by-laws,  and  police  regula- 
tions, not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  of  this  State  nor 
of  the  United  States,  for  the  good  government  and  order 
of  said  town,  the  trade  and.  commerce  of  the  same,  as 
may  be  necessary  or  expedient  to  carry  into  eflfect  the 
powers  vested  in  the  council,  or  in  any  ofllcer  of  the  said 
town,  to  enhance  the  happiness  and  contentment  and 
good  government  in  the  said  town  and  its  surrounding 
country. 

§  40.  This  act  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect  when  rati- 
fied by  a  majority  of  the  legal  votes  in  said  limits.

CHAPTER  1055. 

AN  ACT  to   prohibit   the   selling:,   lendiog,   or  ffivio^r  Bpiritnous,   rinonp^ 
or  malt  liquors  in  Port  RotaI  precinct,  in  Henry  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealfh 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell,  lend,  or 
give  to  another  person  in  Port  Royal  precinct,  in  Henry 
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county,  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  mixture 
of  either. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  first  section  of  this  act 
shall  be  fined  sixty  dollars,  and  each  selling,  lending:,  or 
giving  shall  constitute  a  separate  ofl^ense. 

§  3.  Persons  violating  this  act  may  be  prosecuted  by 
warrant  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  before  a 
magistrate,  or  upon  indictment  of  a  grand  jury 

^  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  oflicers  of  the  g^eneral 
election  to  be  held  in  Port  Royal,  in  August,  188*2,  to  open 
a  poll,  and  to  ask  each  person  voting  whether  he  votes 
for  or  against  prohibiting  the  sale  of  liquor  in  Port  Royal 
precinct;  and  if  a  majority  of  those  voting  upon  this 
question  vote  in  favor  of  prohibiting  the  sale  of  liquor  in 
said  precinct,  then  this  act  nhall  take  efiect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  said  election.

CHAPTER  1056 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Winchester  and  Lexington  Telepbone  Company, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  Jas.  H.  Beauchamp,  Jno.  R.  Allen,  T.  B. 
Wood,  J.  H.  Stuart,  W.  M.  Beckner,  A.  L.  Haggard,  and 
M.  C.  Alford,and  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate  and 
politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Winchester 
and  Lexington  Telephone  Company;"  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  power  to  adopt  and 
use  a  common  seal,  to  change  the  same  at  pleasure;  to 
contract  and  to  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
and  to  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  uf  a  natural 
person. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  nut  exceed 
the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of 
>twenty-6ve  dollars  each;  and  a  book  tor  the  subscription 
of  stock  in  said  company  may  be  opened  at  any  time 
•after  the  passage  of  this  act  by  the  persons  named  herein. 
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or  any  two  of  them,  which  book  shall  remain  open  until 
at  least  fifty  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  when  an  organ- 
ization may  be  effected,  as  is  hereinafter  provided;  and 
after  said  organization,  it  shall  remain  open  at  the  option 
of  the  company. 

§  3.  When  fifty  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed,  the 
said  subscribers,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  meet  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  a  president  and  five  directors  to 
manage  the  afi!*airs  of  the  company.  Per.^ons  having  sub- 
scribed as  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for 
•each  share  of  stodk,  i^nd  may  cast  the  same  in  person  or 
by  proxy  upon  any  question  that  may  come  before  said 
president  and  board  of  directors,  and  upon  all  elections. 
The  president  and  board  of  directors  first  elected  shall 
hold  their  ofiices  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
<lualiHed,  and  a  president  and  five  directors  shall  annually 
thereafter  be  elected  on  the  second  Monday  in  January, 
in  each  year,  who  shall  hold  their  ofiices  lor  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified. 

$4.  No  person  not  a  stockholder  in  said  company  shall 
hold  any  ofiice  therein,  nor  shall  any  stockholder  who 
has  not  paid  all  calls  made  by  the  president  and  board  of 
directors  on  the  stock  subscribed  or  held  by  him,  vote  at 
any  election  or  in  any  matter. 

§  5.  The  private  property  of  the  stockholders  shall  not 
be  subject  to,  nor  in  any  way  be  liable  for,  the  debts  of 
the  company. 

§  6.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  to  erect  Purposes. 
and  maintain  and  operate  a  line  of  telephone  from  Lex- 
ington, in  Fayette  county,  to  Winchester,  in  Clark  county, 
and  to  points  between  said  towns  and  in  the  said  coun- 
ties of  Fayette  and  Clark,  and  between  points  in  said 
counties,  and  from  Lexington  or  Winchester  to  Rich- 
mond, in  Madison  county,  and  from  Winchester  to  Mt. 
Sterling,  in  Montgomery  county,  and  from  Lexington  to 
any  town  or  towns  in  any  county  adjoining  Fayette 
county,  and  between  and  to  any  points  between  any 
such  towns;  and  the  privilege  hereby  granted  shall  be 
ejcclusive,  and  shall  continue  ior  twenty  years.

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^  7.  The  president  and  board  of  directors  may,  if  they 
deem  beat,  elect  a  person  to  serve  for  a  period  not  longer 
than  a  year  at  a  time,  as  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  who- 
shall  be  a  stockholder,  and  he  shall  give  bond  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  he  may  at  any 
time  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  board. 

§  8.  The   president  may  call  meetings  of  the  board  of 
directors  at  any  time,  as  he  may  think  proper.     Two  of 
the  directors,  with  the  president,  or  three  directors,  in  the 
absence  of  the  president,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.     The  board  of  directors  may 
establish  such  by-laws  for  the  government  of  the  com- 
pany as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  law.

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

said  court. 

Whereas,  The  Hon.  E.  E.  Garrett,  late  county  judge 
of  Montgomery  county,  Kentucky,  departed  this  life  on 
February  25th,  1882,  leaving  unsigned  certain  orders  ot 
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the  Montgomery  county  and  quarterly  court,  and  which 
remain  yet  unsigned  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth, 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  present  county  judge  of  Montgomery- 
county  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  sign,  in  his 
official  capacity,  all  the  orders  of  the  Montgomery  county 
and  quarterly  court  remaining  unsigned  by  reason  of  the- 
death  of  the  late  judge  of  that  court;  and  said  signing  is 
to  have  the  same  effect  as  if  it  had  been  done  by  the 
deceased  judge. 

^  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1058. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Paris,  in  Bourbon  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Paris  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows,  to-wit:  There  is 
hereby  constituted  and  appointed  for  said* city  the  office 
of  marshal  and  deputy  marshal,  to  have  the  same  powers,^ 
qualifications,  duties,  and  liabilities  as  now  defined  and 
required  by  law,  and  to  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  said  city,  at  the  regular  election  of  councilmen  of  said 
city  in  the  year  1883,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  and 
to  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  2.  The  said  inar;?hal  and  deputy  marshal  may  be 
removed  by  a  four-sevenths  vote  of  the  common  council, 
for  gross  misfeasance  or  malfeasance  in  office;  and  in 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  either  of  said  offices,  by  death,  re- 
moval, resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  said  common  council 
may  order  an  election  to  be  held  in  said  city  for  the  pur- 
pose of  filling  said  vacancy,  having  given  not  less  than 
ten  days'  previous  notice  thereof:  Provided^  however^  That 
if  the  remainder  of  the  term  when  the  vacancy  occurs  is 
less  than  six  months,  then  the  common  council  shall  fill 
such  vacancy  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  thereof. 
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§  3.  The  marshal  or  deputy  marshal  shall  be  eligible  to 
the  office  of  collector  of  said  city  as  now  provided  by 
law. 

§  4.  The  mayor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
common  council,  may,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  such 
extra  police  force  a^i,  in  their  discretion,  they  may  think 
necessary  and  proper. 

^  5.  The  mayor  of  said  city  shall  be  a  qualified  voter 
under  the  charter  of  said  city,  and  the  Constitution  and 
iaws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  and  the  United  States,  and 
not  less  than  twenty-five  years  of  age:  Provided^  however. 
That  he  shall  not  be  eligible  for  more  than  two  successive 
terms.  He  shall  be  elected  at  the  regular  election  of 
-councilmen  of  said  city  in  1883,  and  hold  office  for  a  term 
of  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  quali- 
lied.

CHAPTER  1059. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  snle,  Iohd,  or  gift,  o\  spirituous,  vinous,  mAlt,  and 
other  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  town  of  Tatileiowo,  in  Mercer  county* 
or  within  one  mile  thereof 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
cj  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  sale,  loan,  or  gift  of  spirituous,  vinous, 
malt,  and  other  intoxicating  liquors,  in  the  town  of  Tat- 
tletovvn,  in  Mercer  county,  or  within  one  mile  thereof,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  prohibited. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisional  of  sec* 
tion  one  ot  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  fifty  dollars  for  each 
ofTense,  recoverable  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  said 
district,  or  by  indictment  by  a  grand  jury  in  Mercer 
county. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  it  shall  be 
.submitted  to  the  qualified  vote4*8  of  the  boundary  to  be 
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affected  by  it,  at  a  g:eneral  election  in  Mercer  county,  and 
a  nnajority  of  said  voters  shall  vote  in  favor  of  the  same. 
§  4  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  who  may 
have  license  to  sell  liquors  within  said  boundary  until  said 
license  shall  expire.

AN  ACT  Authorizing  nnd  fixiog  the  time  of  an  election  to  regulate  the  sale 
of  spirituous,  vioons,  or  malt  liquors  in  the  town  of  Clayville,  in  Web- 
ster county. 

Whereas,  A  vote  taken  on  the  2d  day  of  November, 
1880,  under  an  act,  entitled  **  An  act  to  regulate  the  sale 
of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  in  this  Common- 
wealth," approved  January  26th,  1874,  the  sale  of  spir- 
ituous, vinous,  or  malt  liquors  was  prohibited  in  the  town: 
of  Clayville,  in  the  county  of  Webster,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  said  act;  and  whereas,  doubts  exist  as  to 
the  legality  and  correctness  of  said  election  or  vote,  and 
another  vote  being  desired;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  another  election  shall  be  held  in  and  for  the 
town  of  Clayville,  in  the  county  of  Webster,  on  Saturday, 
the  third  day  of  June,  1882,  according  to,  and  under  the 
provisions  of,  an  act,  entitled  "xAn  act  to  regulate  the 
sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  in  this  Common- 
wealth," approved  January  26ih,  1874,  title  "Crimes  and 
Punishments,"  and  by  the  same  officers  and  in  the  same 
way  and  manner,  and  under  the  same  regulations,  asr 
directed  and  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  of 
January  26th,  1874,  and  return  of  the  poll  or  vote  at  said 
election  shall  be  made  and  compared  as  required  by  the 
provisions  of  the  said  act. 

§  2.  If  it  shall  appear  a  majority  of  the  legal  votes 
cast  at  said  election  were  in  favor  of  the  sale  of  spirit- 
uous, vinous,  or  malt  liquors  in  said  town,  the  same  shall 
be  certified  to  the  county  court  of  said  county  of  Web- 
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flter,  and  entered  upon  the  record  of  said  court;  and 
thereupon  the  provisions  of  the  said  act  of  January  26, 
1874,  shall  be  repealed  as  to  said  town  of  Clayville,  and 
spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  may  thereafter  be  sold 
in  said  town  in  the  way  and  manner,  and  under  the  same 
restrictions  and  penalties,  as  fixed  by  law. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  That  Wm.  H.  Stewart,  assessor  of  Fleming  county, 
be  allowed  the  further  time  of  one  month,  from  and  after 
May  1st,  1882,  to  return  the  tax-books  of  Fleming  county, 
as  prescribed  in  chapter  92,  article  5,  section  4,  of  the 
General  Statutes.

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spiriiaous,  vinous,  and  malt  liquors,  ale  or 
beer,  within  two  miles  of  Hif^hland,  in  Lincoln  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful,  from  and  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  for  any  person  or  persons  to  vend,  selU 
or  loan  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  ale  or 
beer,  or  the  mixture  of  either,  within  one  mile  of  the 
town  of  Highland,  in  Lincoln  county,  the  distance  to  be 
ascertained  from  H.  P.  Young's  store  in  said  town  as  the 
centre. 

§2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  the  first 
section  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and,  upon'  conviction  thereof,  upon  warrant  of  a 
justice  of  the  peace,  police  judge,  or  county  judge  of  said 
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•county,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  fifty  dollars  for  each  oflTense. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

A'S   ACT  to  incorporate  the  Louiiville  Water  Power  and  Canal  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweaith 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  E.  D.  Standiford,  Coleman  Rogers,  Isaac 
Oaldwell,  Charles  M.  Thruston,  Walter  N.  Haldeman,J. 
Proctor  Knott,  James  A.  McKenzie,  and  S.  Taylor  Suit, 
their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  created  a  cor- 
poration, with  perpetual  succession,  by  the  name  of  the 
Louisville  Water  Power  and  Canal  Company;  and  by 
said  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
i)e  sued,  acquire,  hold,  and  dispone  of  property,  make 
rules  and  by-laws  for  the  government  of  its  officers, 
agents,  and  employes,  and  for  the  management  of  its 
afl[*air8 ;  and  by  said  name  are  authorized  to  do  whatever 
maybe  done  by  a  natural  person,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and 
the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  a 
•canal  from  some  point  on  the  Ohio  river,  above  the  lalls 
thereof,  to  some  point  on  said  river  below  the  falls  there- 
of, with  the  necessary  branches,  locks,  dam^,  basins,  res- 
ervoirs, &c.,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  8uffi(5ient 
quantity  of  the  water  of  said  river  around  or  through 
the  city  of  Louisville,  on  the  Kentucky  side,  to  fioat 
steamboats,  cotfl-boats,  and  all  kinds  of  water-craft 
•and  articles  around  the  falls  of  said  river,  and  for  the 
further  purpose  of  supplying  motive  power  to  machinery, 
manufactories,  and  the  arts  along  and  near  said  canal, 
and  at  and  near  its  termini. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  acquire 
-and  hold,  in  fee-simple  or  otherwise,  a  sufficient  quantity 
•of  land  for  said   canal   and    its   branches,  locks,  dams,

ba8in8,  conduits,  and  reservoirs,  and  for  f^uch  shops^ 
offices,  warehouse?^  wharves,  bridpjes,  roads,  &c.,  as  may 
be  used  by  said  corporation  or  its-  agents  or  employee 
in  the  conducting  of  its  business;  and  when  the  owner 
or  claimant  of  any  land  necessary  to  said  corporation- 
cannot  agree  with  said  corporation  as  to  the  price  to  be 
paid  therefor,  then  the  same  may  be  condemned  under 
the  power  of  the  State  to  acquire  private  property  for 
public  use  on  compensation  being  made  therefor,  such 
taking  or  condemnation  to  be  by  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum 
sued  out  from  the  Jefferson  county  court,  which  court 
shall  have  jurisdiction  to  try  the  same  by  the  interventioa 
of  a  jury,  and  from  the  verdict  and  judgment  of  which 
an  appeal  shall  He  to  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  Kentucky. 
As  far*as  practicable,  the  proceedings  upon  said  writ  in 
said  court  shall  conform  to  the  provisions  for  the  writ  of 
ad  quod  damnum  in  the  one  hundred  and  tenth  chapter  of 
the  General  Statutes  of  Kentucky. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
six  million  dollars,  divided  into  sixty  thousand  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each.  When  one  sixth  of  said 
stock  is  subscribed,  the  incorporators  herein  named,  or 
one  or  more  of  them,  shall  call  the  stockholders  together 
at  some  suitable  place  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  by  notice 
published  at'  least  ten  days  before  said  meeting,  in  one  op 
more  of  the  daily  papers  of  saidy  city,  for  the  purpose  of 
organizing  and  electing  directors  ae  herein  provided.  At 
said  meeting,  and  at  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders,, 
each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote 
upon  all  questions  to  be  voted  upon  by  stockholders*. 
Said  incorporators  may  designate  and  appoint  one  or 
more  of  their  number  to  receive  said  subscriptions. 

6  5.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed 
and  conducted  by  seven  directors,  four  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business!. 
Said  directors  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  stock- 
holders, and  each  one  of  them  shall  be  a  stockholder^^ 
After  the  first  election  under  the  call  of  the  incorporators 
the  directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders  at  their 
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annual  meeting^,  to  begin  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  of 
each  year;  and  the  directors  so  elected  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  chosen. 

5  6.  The  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  be  a  presi- 
dent, vice  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  engineer; 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  each  of  whom  shall  be 
prescribed  and  regulated  by  by-laws.  Each  of  said  offi» 
cers  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  fixed  by  resolution  of  the  said 
directors,  and  such  bond  and  security  may  be  required  of 
each  of  said  officers  by  the  directors  as  in  their  judgment 
may  insure  the  faithful  discharge  of  duty,  and  the  safety 

• 

of  the  money  and  the  property  of  said  corporation. 

§  7.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  charge 
the  same  tolls  for  the  passage  of  boats,  water-craft, 
and  articles  through  said  canal  that  the  Louisville  and 
Portland  canal  was  authorized  to  charge  in  its  charter, 
adopted  by  the  Kentucky  Legislature,  January  twelfth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-five;  and  said  corporation 
is  hereby  further  authorized  to  charge  such  a  reasonable 
rent  and  compensation  for  the  use  of  water  in  moving 
machinery  in  manufacturing,  and  in  the  mechanical  and 
industrial  arts,  and  for  wharfage,  storage,  dockage,  &c., 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  said  corporation  and  the 
parties  making  use  of  said  water  and  privileges. 

^  8.  The  right  is  hereby  given  to  said  corporation  to 
carry  its  canal  along  any  part  of  the  bed  of  Beargrass 
creek,  Paddy's  Run,  or  other  natural  water-course  that 
it  may  be  practicable  to  follow  in  its  course  around  the 
city  of  Louisville;  and  the  right  is  hereby  given  to  said 
corporation  to  carry  said  canal  and  its  branches  across 
any  street,  alley,  railway,  turnpike  road,  or  stream  that 
may  lie  in  its  course:  Provided^  That  such  street,  alley, 
railway,  turnpike  road,  or  stream  shall  be  bridged  or 
tunneled  by  said  corporation,  so  as  to  interfere  as  little 
as  possible  with  passage  thereon. 

§  9.  And  be  it  lurtlier  enacted^  That  if  the  one-sixth  of 
the  capital  stock  required  to  be  subscribed  before  organi- 
zation shall  be  subscribed,  and  the  said  corporation  shall 
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be  organized,  and  begin  work  in  good  faith  on  said  canal 
within  five,  and  complete  the  same  in  fifteen  years 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  then  the  said  corporation, 
by  this  act  created,  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  con- 
struct a  canal  around  and  within  the  city  of  Louisville 
from  some  point  above  the  falls  of  the  Ohio  river  to  some 
point  below  said  falls,  on  the  Kentucky  side,  within  ten 
miles  of  the  route  that  may  be  adopted  by  said  corpora- 
tion, for  the  period  of  fifty  years  from  and  after  the  time 
when  such  work  of  construction  shall  have  begun,  as 
herein  provided. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  I.  That  T.  J.  Megibben,  Richard  Sparks,  Thomas  E. 

incorporaton.      gp^rks,    Johu    Smcdlcy,    Thos     Hinkson,   Samuel    Rey- 

nolds,  James  Snell,  Silas  S.  Kelley,  and  I.  Snell  Shawhan,    j" 
or  any  five  of  them,  or  other  persons  who  may  subscribe 
hereto,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  incorporated  and  created 
a  body-politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession, 

Style.  under  the  corporate  name  and  style  of  **  The  Lair's  Sta- 

tion and  Townsend  Turnpike  Road  Company."  Said 
company  shall  have  power  to  construct  and  maintain  a 
turnpike  road  from  Lair's  Station  to  Townsend  creek,  at 
the  point  on  said  creek  where  the  bridge  is  built  over 
the  same,  on  the  route  of  the  Paris  and  Townsend  pike, 
said  road  to  be  built  as  near  the  line  of  the  present  dirt 
road  between  said  points  as  will  be  practicable. 

^2.  The  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  **  An  act  to  incor- 
porate the  Oddville  and  Stony  Point  Turnpike  Road,  in 
Harrison  county,"  approved  April  8th,  1880,  so  far  as 
applicable  to  this  road,  are  made  a  part  of  this  charter, 
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except  that  the  election  of  officers  for  said  company  need 
not  be  elected  until  a  sum  shall  be  subscribed  toward  said 
road  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  persons  who  may  open 
the  bookd,  is  sufficient  to  warrant  them  in  organizing  the 
company,  and  then  the  election  shall  be  held  at  any  time 
they  may  fix  after  giving  ten  days'  personal  notice,  in 
writing,  to  each  stockholder;  and  the  election  shall  be 
held  annually  thereafter,  as  now  prescribed  by  general 
law. 

§3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1066. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  working  the  dirt  roads  in  Campbell  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  -The  county  judge  of  the  Campbell  county  court 
shall  divide  all  of  the  roads  in  said  county  into  and 
number  the  districts;  and  as  often  as  may  be  neces- 
sary ap])Mint  a  surveyor  in  each  district,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  superintend  the  roads  therein,  and  see  that  the 
same  is  worked  and  kept  in  such  repair  as  the  agreement 
with  the  contractor  thereon  with  the  county  judge  re- 
«quires.  No  surveyor  shall  be  allowed,  unless  by  consent 
of  the  court,  to  resign  such  place  under  two  years,  unless 
he  remove  from  the  district.  Any  surveyor  may  be  re- 
•moved  at  any  time  by  said  court. 

§  2.  The  clerk  of  the  county  court  shall,  within  ten 
days  after  the  appointment  of  a  surveyor  of  a  road,  de 
liver  a  copy  of  the  order  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county, 
contaiiiing  a  full  and  complete  description  of  the  district, 
and  take  his  receipt  therefor.  The  sheriff  shall,  within 
fifteen  days  thereafter,  deliver  a  copy  of  the  order  and  a 
description  of  the  district  to  the  surveyor,  and  to  return 
the  original  to  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Campbell  county 
court,  with  the  time  of  the  service  indorsed  thereon, 
which  shall  be  evidence  of  the  facts  stated  therein.     The 
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clerk  shall  post  up  in  his  office,  once  in  ever}*  year,  a  Fist 
of  the  names  of  all  the  surveyors  in  the  county,  desig- 
nating the  district  of  each  surveyor.     The  clerk  or  sheriff" 
failing  to  perform  the  duties  prescribed   in    this  section 
shall  be  fined  five  dollars  for  each  neglect. 

$  3.  Each  surveyor  of  a  public  road  shall  be  furnished 
with  a  copy  of  the  contract  for  the  working  of  the  roads  in 
his  district.  He  shajl  report  to  the  county  judge  any  fail- 
ure on  the  part  of  the  contractor  thereon.  He  shall  certify 
to  the  county  judge  when  the  contract  has  been  properly 
complied  with,  which  shall  be  pnma  facie  evidence  of  the 
fact.  He  shall  be  exempt  from  jury  services  and  from 
poll  tax  for  road  purposes  only  during  his  continuance  in* 
said  office.  For  a  failure  to  discharge  any  of  his  duties 
prescribed  in  this  act,  said  surveyor  shall  be  fined  there- 
for not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  offense,  to 
be  recovered  by  warrant  in  the  name  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky,  and  the  quarterly  court  shall  have 
exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  proceedings  against  survey- 
ors of  roads. 

§  4.  The  county  judge  shall,  at  the  court-house  in  the 
town  of  Alexandria,  on  the  first  Monday  in  April  in  each 
3^ear,  and  such  other  times*  as  he  shall  find  necessary,  let 
out  the  working  and  keeping  in  repair  of  the  public 
roads  in  Campbell  county  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder 
(reserving  the  right  to  reject  any  or  all  bids)  for  such, 
length  of  time  as  he  may  choose  (not  exceeding  his  own 
term  of  office),  after  duly  advertising  by  posting  two 
printed  advertisements  in  the  most  public  places  in  each, 
district  to  be  so  let,  and  one  on  the  court-house  door  at 
Alexandria;  said  notices  to  be  posted  at  least  fifteen  days, 
before  the  letting  of  said  contracts. 

§  5.  Each  contractor  shall  execute  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky  a  bond,  with  good  security,  to  be 
approved  by  the  county  judge,  in  double  the  amount  he 
is  to  receive  from  his  contract,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  said  contract ;  and  said  bond  shall  be  filed  at  the  next 
regular  term  of  the  Campbell  county  court  after  the  let- 
ting, which  shall  be  notice  of  record,  and  the  bonds  kept 
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on  file  by  the  clerk  of  the  court  in  his  office  in  bundles 
marked  **  Contractor's  Bonds,"  and  certified  copies  of 
said  bonds  shall  be  competent  as  evidence ;  and  the 
county  judge  shall  deliver  to  each  surveyor  a  copy  of 
the  contract  of  each  contractor  in  each  surveyor's  dis- 
trict. Any  contractor  who  shall  fail,  in  whole  or  In  part, 
to  complete  his  coirtract  within  the  lime,  and  in  the  man- 
ner specified  therein,  or  who,  having  contracted  to  keep 
any  part  of  the  public  roads  in  good  order  for  traveling 
or  hauling,  or  any  bridge  or  culvert  in  good  repair,  and 
who  shall  fail  to  do  so,  shall,  for  every  failure,  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction,  shall  be 
fined  in  any  sum  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars. 

§  6.  The  county  judge  may  provide  work  on  the  county 
roads  of  the  county  for  such  persons  convicted  of  penal 
offenses  as  may,  by  order  of  the  proper  authority,  be 
required  to  work  on  such  roads,  or  to  work  out  fines 
assessed  against  them  on  the  roads  or  streets  under  the 
provisions  of  general  or  special  laws,  and,  if  necessary, 
may  employ  some  suitable  person  to  oversee  and  guard 
them  while  at  work. 

g  7.  The  county  judge  shall  let  out  the  construction  or 
repairing  of  the  bridges  in  Campbell  county,  not  included 
in  the  agreement  of  any  contractor  on  roads,  or  the  levy 
court  may,  in  their  discretion,  appoint  a  special  com- 
missioner to  let  out  any  bridge  or  bridges,  and  provide 
for  his  compensation  therefor;  and  such  county  judge  or 
special  commissioner  shall  be  held  liable  for  any  failure 
to  take  sufficient  bond  in  regard  to  any  bridge  so  let  by 
them,  respectively,  and  the  court  may  require  bond,  with 
security,  from  the  special  commissioner. 

§  8.  That  all  delinquent  road  tax-payers  of  Campbell 
county  shall  be  required  to  work  out  their  taxes  at  such 
times,  on  roads  in  their  several  districts,  as  the  surveyor 
thereof  may  require,  for  which  work  said  delinquents 
shall  have  credit  for  whatever  amount  may  be  agreed 
upon  per  day  by  the  surveyor  and  contractor  of  the  road 
<listrict  in  which^said  work  is  done,  and  the  contractor 
shall  place  to  the  credit  of  the  county  the  amount  of  work 
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performed  by  said  delinquent.  For  failing  or  refusing  to 
comply  with  the  orders  of  said  surveyors  when  notified^ 
all  such  delinquents  are  made  liable  to  the  punishments 
now  imposed  by  law  for  persons  failing  or  refusing  to 
work  on  roads. 

§  9.  On  application  of  the  surveyor,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county  to  furnish  said  survey- 
ors  of  the  different  districts  of  the  county  with  a  list  of 
the  delinquent  road  tax-payers  in  their  respective  dis- 
tricts. 

^  10.  That  the  courts  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  and 
for  Campbell  county  shall  have  jurisdiction  concurrent 
with  the  quarterly  court  of  all  proceedings  against  road 
contractors  under  this  act;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
any  justice  of  the  peace  or  county  judge,  upon  his  own 
knowledge,  or  upon  complaint  of  any  surveyor;  or  upon 
information  under  oath  of  any  citizen,  that  any  part  of 
the  public  road  is  out  of  repair,  to  issue  his  warrant 
against  the  delinquent  contractor,  returnable  to  his  own 
or  some  other  justices'  court,  or  to  the  Campbell  quar- 
terly court;  and  upon  the  execution 'and  return  thereof^ 
such  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are  had  in  other  Com- 
monwealth cases.  In  proceedings  under  this  act,  the 
defendant  shall  bave  no  right  to  claim  his  district,  and 
both  the  Commonwealth  and  defendant  shall  have  the 
right  o{  appeal  to  the  Campbell  criminal  court. 
»  §  11  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  attorney  to 
prosecute  all  warrants  under  this  act,  and  for  such  prose- 
cutions he  sh»)l  receive  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  fines 
recovered,  and  upon  his  failure  to  prosecute,  the  court 
may  appoint  some  attorney  in  his  stead,  who  shall  receive 
said  commission  for  his  services.  A.11  fines  assessed  under 
this  act  shall  be  collected  as  other  fines,  and  shall  inure 
to  the  benefit  of  the  road  fund  of  Campbell  county,  and 
shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  of  said  county. 

§  12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  county  judge,  county 
attorney,  sheriff,  collector  of  the  revenue,  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  any  surveyor,  to  become,  directly  or  indirectly, 
interested  in  any  contract  for  working  roads  or  building 
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or  repairing  bridges,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  either 
of  said  officers  to  buy  or  become  interested  in  any  claim 
growing  out  of  said  work  or  contract.  For  a  violation 
of  this  section,  either  of  said  officers  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and,  upon  indictment  and  conviction  there- 
of, shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  to  exceed  five  hundred 
dollars.  This  section  shall  be  given  in  charge  to  the 
grand  jury  by  the  judge  of  the  Campbell  county  criminal 
court. 

§  13.  Any  person  who  shall  willfully  or  negligently 
injure,  destroy,  or  obstruct  any  of  the  public  roads  or 
bridges,  or  any  of  the  culverts  or  ditches  on  said  road, 
he  shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  to  exceed  two  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  collected  in  like  manner  as  the  fines'pre- 
scribed  herein  for  surveyors,  and  shall  also  be  liable  in 
double  damages  to  the  county,  or  any  person  aggrieved 
or  injured,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  amount.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  survey- 
ors to  report  promptly  to  the  county  judge  any  violation 
of  this  section. 

^  14.  The  county  court,  a  majority  of  the  justices  agree- 
ing, shall,  on  some  regular  county  court  day,  assess  a  tax 
of  not  more  than  fifteen  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dol- 
lars' worth  of  property  assessed  for  revenue  purposes, 
and  a  capitation  tax  not  exceeding  two  dollars  on  each 
person    in   said  county   required    by   the   general    law   to-  • 

work  on  (oads. 

§  15.  The  ad  valorem  and  capitation  tax  provided  for  in 
section  fourteen  of  this  act  shall  be  collected  as  other 
revenue  due  the  county  is  collected,  and  under  the  same 
obligations  by  the  collecting  officer,  and  shall  be  paid  into 
the  county  treasury  by  said  collecting  officer,  taking  the 
treasurer's  receipt  therefor,  which  shall  be  evidence  of 
the  facts  stated  therein. 

$  16.  When  any  contractor  shall  have  completed  his 
contract  on  any  road  or  bridge,  he  shall  report  the  facts^ 
in  writing,  to  the  surveyor  of  the  district  in  which  said 
road  or  bridge  is  located.  It  shall  then  be  the  duty  of 
said  surveyor  to  inspect  said  work,  and  if  performed  in 
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accordance  with  the  contract,  he  shall  certify  the  same  to 
the  county  judge,  who  shall  then  give  to  said  contractor 
an  order  on  the  county  treasurer  for  the  amount  specified 
in  the  contract. 

§  17.  Chapter   ninety-four  o'f  the   General   Statutes  is, 
hereby  adopted  and  made  part  of  this  act,  except  when  it 
comes  in  conflict  with  this  provision   of  this  act;  and  all 
other  road  laws  for  Campbell  county  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  18.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  Newport,  Dayton, 
Belleview,  Alexandria,  California,  Highland  district,  and 
Hayfield  district,  corporations  in  said  county,  except  that 
the  authority  to  levy  said  tax  shall  apply  to  said  districts 
of  Highland  and  Hayfield. 

§  J9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  the  first  day  of  April,  1883.

§  1.  That  chapter  976,  Local  Acts  of  this  State,  pasned 
1871-2,  be  amended  as  follows:  The  board  of  trustees  of 
the  district  of  Highlands,  in  Campbell  county,  may,  in- 
stead of  erecting  a  toll-gate  and  collecting  toll  thereat,  on 
the  Highlands  turnpike  road,  known  as  Highland  Avenue 
(running  from  the  Twelve-mile  turnpike  road  to  the 
Campbell  turnpike  road),  contract  with  the  Campbell 
Turnpike  Company,  or  their  board  of  directors,  for  the 
collection  of  toll  for  travel  on  said  Highland  Turnpike 
Road,  at  gate  number  one,  out  from  Newport;  and  the 
said  Campbell  Turnpike  Road  Company,  or  their  board  of 
directors,  and  the  board  df  trustees,  shall  have  the  right 
under  such  contract,  when  made,  to  collect  toll  at  such

^  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  county  judge  of 
JVfason  county,  or  any  person,  to  ^rant  license  to  any 
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hotel-keeper,  merchant,  or  any  person  or  persons  in  the- 
Fern  Leaf  voting  precinct,  to  sell  spirituous,  vinous,  or 
malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  of  the  same,  in  any  quantity, 

except  upon  the  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  legal  voter» 
of  said  precinct  asking  that  said  license  be  granted. 

§  2.  That  any  person  violating  this  act  shall,  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  he  fined^in  any  sum  not  less  than  fifty- 
dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

$  3.  That  each  sale  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense*. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  *<  Ad  act  to  change  the  name  and  amend 
the  charter  of  the  Newport  Cemeterj  Company,  in  Gamphell   county,' 
approved  Febraary  12th,  1880. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonu>ealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  directors 
of  said  company  to  apply  to  the  county  court  of  Camp- 
bell county  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  from  time  to 
time,  as  required,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  additional 
ground  contiguous  to  the  land  owned  by  said  company, 
and  upon  payment  or  tender  of  ttie  damages  a6:nessed,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  enter  upon  and  take 
possession  of  said  land,  and  the  title  of  the  same  shall 
vest  in  said  company. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1074. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorportite  the  Methodist 

MiiiQ.il  Associa'ioD  of  Kentucky." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

That  an  act,  entitled  *^  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Meth- 
odist Mutual  Association  of  Kentucky,"  approved  March. 
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24th,  1880,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as  foN 
*  lows,  viz : 

§  I.  The  name  of  eaid  corporation  shall  be  the  **  Metho- 
dist  Mutual  Aid  Association." 

§2.  After  the  word  *•  application,"  in  the  fifth  section  of 
the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  the  following  words 
shall  be  inserted,  viz:  **  or  as  may  be  subsequently  directed 
by  the  member,  and  agreed  to  by  said  association  in  writ- 
ing." 

§3.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  corporation  may,  at 
its  option,  provide  for  the  reception  of  members,  whose 
benefits  shall  not  exceed  one  thousand  or  two  thousand 
dollars,  respectively;  that  is  to  say,  the  beneficiary  fund, 
payable  to  the  legal  representatives  of  a  deceased  mem- 
ber, may  be  one  thousand  dollars,  two  thousand  dollars, 
or  three  thousand  dtillars:  Provided,  That  the  same  shall 
not  exceed  one  dollar  for  each  surviving  member,  or  at 
that  rate  for  the  largest  benefit,  and  pro  rata  for  the 
smaller  benefit,  as  may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws. 

§  4.  Said  board  of  directors  shall  provide,  by  by-law, 
that  one  half  or  one  third  of  the  benefitc*  which  would 
accrue  at  the  death  of  a  member  may  be  paid  to  said 
member  while  living,  or  as  he  may  direct  in  his  applica- 
tion, or  subsequently  in  writing,  provided  he  or  she  shall, 
by  disease  or  accident,*  become  permanently  disabled; 
and  said  board  of  directors  shall  prescribe  the  extent  and 
nature  of  such  disability  necessary  to  entitle  such  mem- 
ber to  the  said  disability  benefits,  and  the  manner  of 
establishing  the  claim  to  said  disability  benefits. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  when  the  same  is  agreed 
to  by  two  thirds  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  directors 
«f  Ktaid.  association.

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CHAPTER  1075. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  eDtitled  '*  Ao  Act  to  incorporate  the  Cjnthiana 

*  and  Mtilersbarg  Turnpike  ConipaDy." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

Wherbas,  Ic  U  represented  that  the  hrid^e  on  the  line 
of  the  Cynthiana  and  Millersburg:  pike,  over  Hinkston 
creek,  in  Bourbon  county, is  very  much  out  of  repair,  and 
that  it  may  take  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  to 
repair  or  rebuild  the  same,  and  that  the  company  has  na 
funds  on  hand  with  which  to  do  said  work;  for  remedy 
whereof,  it  m  enacted  : 

^  1.  That  the  president  and  board  of  directors  of  said 
road  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum 
of  money  sufficient  to  build  or  repair  said  bridge,  not  ex- 
ceeding three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  to  pledge 
said  road  and  its  franchises  for  the  payment  of  the  same 
by  executing  a  mortgage  on  said  road  and  its  franchisee 
for  the  payment  thereof.  They  may  bind  the  company 
for  interest  on  the  sum  they  borrow  at  any  rate  not  ex- 
ceeding eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  annually. 

§2.  If  said  president  and  directors  determine  to  borrow 
the  money  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  do  borrow  it, 
they  may  execute  a  mortgage  in  the  name  of  the  com- 
pany, by  its  president  and  treasurer  and  advisory  mem- 
ber of  said  corporation;  and  when  executed  by  them^ 
and  recorded  in  the  county  clerks'  offices  at  Paris  and 
Cynthiana,  shall  be  effectual  for  the  purpose  of  pledging 
said  road  and  its  franchises  for  the  payment  of  the  sum 
so  borrowed, 

§  3.  The  officers  named  in  the  second  section  of  this 
act  are  authorized  to  proceed  at  once  to  have  the  work 
done  on  said  bridge  necessary  to  make  it  safe,  either  by 
repairing  or  rebuilding,  and  to  that  end  shall  advertise 
and  let  to  the  lowest  bidder  the  work  to  be  done. 

^4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  approval.

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CHAPTER  1076. 

AN  ACT  to  iDcorporate  the  New  School  and  Rail   CompaDies  College,  at 

TrentOD,  Todd  county,  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  E.  G.  Sebree,  G.  E.  Garth,  J.  S.  Dickinson, 
C.  W.  Ware,  J.  D.  Gillis,  and  their  successors  in  office, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body-politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
New  School  and  Hall  Companies  College,  at  Trenton, 
Todd  county,  Kentucky,  and  by  that  title  to  plead  and.be 
impleaded;  to  acquire,  to  hold,  and  to  convey  property, 
real,  personal,  and  mixed,  and  to  have  and  to  use  a  com- 
mon seal. 

§  2.  Be  it  further  enacted ^  Ths^t  a  majority  of  the  trus- 
tees in  office  shall,  at  all  times,  constitute  a  quorum,  and 
may  meet  at  such  places  as  they  may  i^elect  for  transact- 
ing business.  The  said  trustees,  in  conjunction  with  the 
stockholders  of  the  said  college,  shall,  by  vote,  fill  all 
vacancies  in  the  board  of  trustees,  and  to  elect  such  other 
officers  as  may  be  necessary,  in  their  judgment,  to  trans- 
act the  business  ot  the  college,  and  shall  prescribe  their 
duties,  and  require  such  security  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary  to  insure  a  faithful  performance  of  the  same;  said 
officers    to   hold    office   till    their  successors    are    elected 

■ 

and  qualified.  Each  share  of  stock  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote  in  the  election  of  trustees,  or  in  any  and  all 
other  business  that  may  be  broughc  before  them  for  their 
action,  which  share  of  stock  shall  be  voted  by  the  owner 
thereof,  or  by  authorized  proxy. 

§  3.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  trustees  incorporated 
by  this  act  shall  have  power  to  select  a  president  of  said 
college,  who  shall  select  such  professors  and  assistants  as 
he  may  deem  neces:«ary  for  the  instruction  of  the  students 
therein  in  the  arts  and  sciences,  and  in  all  necessary  and 
useful  and  ornamental  branches  of  a  thorough  and  lib- 
eral education,  such  as  are  taught  in  the  best  colleges. 
Said  president  and  faculty  may  prescribe  such  course  of 
Biudy  and  such  mode   of    instruction  in  said  college  as 
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they  may  deem  best,  regulate  the  terms  of  tuition,  and 
make  all  such  laws,  rules,  and  ordinances  as  may  be 
-necessary  for  the  government  of  the  college,  and  shall 
not  be  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  State,  and  may  confer  on  those 
students  whom  they  may  deem  worthy  all  such  honors  ^ 
and  degrees  as  are  usually  conferred  by  the  best  colleges. 
^  4.  This  act  shall  take  eiTect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1077. 

AN  ACT  to  aatborize  the  Auditor,  with  ihe  consent  of  the  Attorney  Oen- 
erfil  and  Governor,  to  compromiBe  with  B.  F.  Gibson.  Inte  sheriff  of  Hen- 
derson coQDtj,  and  his  sureties,  for  the  revenue  of  said  county  for  1878, 
collected  by  sai.d  Gibson,  and  not  paid  to  tbe  Auditor. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Generdl  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  with  the 
assent  of  'the  Governor  and  Attorney  General,  be,  and  he 
is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  such  com- 
promise or  other  arrangement  with  B.  F.  Gibson,  late 
sheriff  of  Henderson  county,  and  his  sureties,  for  the  rev- 
enue for  the  year  1878,  collected  by  said  Gibson,  and  not 
accounted  for  to  the  Auditor,  as  in  his  judgment  is  to  rhe 
best  interest  of  the  State.  He  shall  have  the  right  to 
give  said  parties  reasonable  time  to  pay  the  atiiounts 
agreed  upon  in  any  such  compromise,  to  receive  cash, 
take  their  notes  or  bonds,  payable  to  the  Commonwealth, 
bearing  legal  interest  from  date,  and  to  be  due  at  such  time 
or  times  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  not  exceeding  two  years 
from  the  date  thereof ;  and  such  notes  or  bonds  muv  be 
secured  by  mortgage  or  deeds  of  trust  upon  unencum- 
bered real  estate  or  personal  property,  or  by  personal 
security;  or  if  no  such  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  or  per- 
sonal security  can  be  obtained,  or  when  the  same  is  in- 
sufficient to  secure  the  amount  agreed  upon  as  afores>aid, 
he  may  accept  the  assignment  or  transfer  of  any  note, 
<bond,  bill,  or  chose  in  action,  and  the  amount  realized 
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thereon  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment^of  the  deinan<( 
the  same  was  intended  to  secure.  But  the  Common- 
wealth shall  not  be  held  or  required  to  exercise  more- 
than  reasonable  diligence  in  the  collection  of  any  of  the 
af&resaid  evidences  of  debt,  and  only  the  net  amount 
realized  thereon  shall  be  credited  upon  such  demand. 

§  2.  All  mortgages  and  deeds  of  trust  taken  by  the- 
Auditor  in  pursuance  of  this  act  shall  be  recorded  in  the 
same  manner  and  at  the  same  place  as -though  executed- 
to  private  individuals;  and  all  costs  attending  the  exe- 
cution  and  recording  thereof  shall  be  paid  by  the  parties 
executing  the  same. 

§  3.  AH  actions  and  proceedings  to  enforce  the  collec- 
tion of  any  such  bonds,  notes,  bills,  or  choses  in  action, 
or  to  enforce  the  lien  by  any  such  mortgage,  or  to  sell 
any  property  embraced  by  any  such  deed  of  trust  as  may 
have  been  accepted  by  the  Auditor  in  pursuance  of  this 
act,  phall  be  the  same  as  pi-eeented  by  law  in  similar 
actions  or  proceedings  between  individuals,  except  that 
the  Franklin  circuit  court,  at  either  of  the  fiscal  or  regu- 
lar terms,  shall  have  jurisdiction  thereof,  concurrent  with' 
the  circuit  court  of  the  Commonwealth  of  the  counties 
where  the  lands  may  lie.  embraced  in  any  mortgages  or 
deeds  of  trust  executed  by  the  parties  aforesaid. 

§  4.  The  provisions  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes shall  not  apply  to  any  assignment  or  conveyance  or 
deed  of  trust  made  and  executed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  but  all  such  shall  be  valid  and  enforceable  against 
all  and  every  person,  except  such  as  in  good  faith  held 
liens  upon  the  property  so  assigned  or  conveyed  at  the 
time  of  such  assignment,  conveyance,  or  transfer  was 
made. 

§  5.   Any  compromise  under  this  act  with  any  one  or 
more  of  the  sureties  of  said  B.  F.  Gibson,  shall  not  oper- 
ate to  release  any  other  of  said  sureties  who  may  fail  or 
•  refuse    to    make    compromise   and   settlement  as   herein 
provided. 

§  6.  As  many  suits  have  been  instituted  and  are  pend- 
ing in   the   Henderson   circuit  court  against  said   B.   F- 
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Gibson  and  his  sureties  to  enforce  the  collection  of  the 
judgment  rendered  against  them  in  favor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, this  act  shall  in  nowise  affect  the  compensa- 
tion of  the  attorneys  prosecuting  said  suits  on  behalf  of 
the  State,  but  they  shall  receive  the  percentage  agreed 
upon  of  all  amounts  realized  by  compromise  under  this 
act. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1079. 

AN   ACT  to  iDcorpornte  the  Drovers  and  Planters'  Bank,   of  Shelbjville, 

Shelby  connty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  Is  hereby  created  and  established  in  incorporators. 
the  town  of  Shelbyville  a' savings  and  deposit  institution, 
which  sihall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
of  the  l)r<»ver8  and  Planters'  Bank,  and  shall  have  power  style. 
and  Authority  in  that  name  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer 
and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  places  as  a  natural  person; 
and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  and 
change  the  same  at  will;  and  shall  have  all  other  rights 
and  powers  usual  and  incident  to  corporations;  and  may 
do  such  acts  and  things  as  may  be  convenient  and  desir- 
able, provided  the  same  is  not  contrary  to  law. 

§  2.  The  property,  business,  and  affairs  of  said  bank  Directors, 
shall  be  under  the  management,  government,  and  control 
of  a  board  of  directors,  to  consist  of  not  less  than  five 
nor  more  than  fifteen  persons,,  as  the  by-laws  may,  from 
time  to  time,  regulate  and  prescribe,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  elected  president  of  the  bank;  and  James  Guthrie, 
John  Brown,  W.  W.  Hall,  J.  W.  Hardin,  and  L.  W.  Mc- 
Cormack  are  hereby  constituted  and  appointed  a  board 
of  directors  for  said  bank,  to  serve  as  such  until  others 
are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and  they  may  elect  any 
other  persons  whom  they  may  think  proper,  not  exceed- 
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ing  the  limit  above  specified,  to  serve  with  them  as  direct- 
or?;  and  should  any  of  the  persons  above  named  fail  or 
refuse  to  qualify  and  serve  as  a  director,  his  or  their 
places  may  be  deemed  and  treated  as  vacant,  and  the 
vacancy  or  vacancies  may  be  filled  by  the  remainder; 
and  all  vacancies  occurring  in  the  board  of  directors  may 
be  filled  by  the  other  directors;  and  the  board  of  directors 
shall  provide  tor  an  election  of  directors  by  the  stock- 
holders within  three  years  from  the  organization  of  the 
company,  and  biennially  thereafter;  and  all  elections  of 
directors  by  the  stockholders  shall  be  held  at  the  place  of 
business  of  the  bank,  and  notice  of  which  shall  be  given 
in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  weekly  in  the  town 
of  Shelbyville  or  the  city  of  Louisville,  for  thirty  days 
preceding  each  election,  and  such  election  shall  be  held 
under  the  inspection  of  two  or  more  persons,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  board  of  directors,  who  shall  certify  the 
result  under  their  respective  signature:^,  and  a  plurality  of 
votes  cast  shall  elect;  and  each  stockholder  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  which  he  or  she 
may  own,  and  may  cast  the  same  in  person  or  by  proxy; 
and  the  board  of  directors  may  provide  a  form  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  proxies,  and  specify  the  evidence  that  shall 
be  required  in  execution  thereof. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  bank  shall  consist  of  five 
hundred  shares,  of  the  par  value  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  but  may  be  increased  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
board  of  directors  may  deem  advisable,  to.  any  number, 
not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  shares  of  the  same  value; 
and  the  persons  named  in  the  second  section  of  this  act 
may  open  books  for,  and  receive  subscriptions  to,  the' 
capital  stock  of  said  bank,  at  such  times  and  places,  and 
subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions,  as  they  may  deem 
proper;  and  whenever  as  many  as  two  hundred  or  more 
shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  bank  have  been  sub- 
scribed and  'paid  in,  or  secured  to  be  paid  in,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  same 
were  subscribed, and  affidavit  to  that  effect  has  been  made, 
by  its  president  and  cashier  before  the  clerk  of  the  Shelby 
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county  court, 9Aid  bank  may  proceed  to  transact  a  general 
banking  and  financial  business,  and  may  lend  money,  dis- 
count promissory  notes,  buy  and  sell  exchange,  stocks, 
bonds,  and  securities. 

§  4.  The  said  bank  shall  have  power  to  make  advances 
on  promi$>dory  negotiable  notes,  as  a  collateral  for  money 
loaned,  and  as  long  as  such  collateral  are  held  by  said 
bank  for  bona  Jide  loans  and  advances  made  by  it  up  to 
the  maturity  on  such  collateral,  the  said  promissory  note 
collateral  shall  be  on  the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  ex- 
change, and  like  recourse  and  remedy  had  on  the  makers, 
drawers,  and  indorsers. 

§  5.  The  said  bank  shall  have  power  to  make  advances 
on  approved  securities  of  any  kind,  and  it  may  receive 
stocks,  bonds,  and  other  things  in  pledge  for  the  security 
of  money  loaned  or  debts  owing.  Said  bank  may  receive 
deposits  of  gold,  silver,  bank  notes,  United  States  Treas- 
ury notes,  and  other  currency,  and  pay  the  same  in  kind, 
or  as  may  be  agreed  by  general  or  special  contract,  and 
may  allow  interest  on  deposits,  not  to  exceed  the  rates 
allowed  by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  it  may 
issue  certificates  of  credit, payable  throughout  the  United 
States  and  elsewhere,  for  the  convenience  of  merchants 
and  travelers,  but  shall  not  issue  any  notes  or  bills  to  cir- 
culate as  money. 

§  6.  The  said  bank  may  acquire  and  hold,  possess,  use, 
occupy,  and  enjoy  all  such  real  and  personal  property, 
goods,  chattels,  and  other  things,  as  may  be  convenient 
lor  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which  may  be 
pledged  or  conveyed  to  it  as  security  for  any  debt,  or 
purchased  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment,  or  de- 
cree, and  sell  and  convey,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the 
same  as  a  natural  person. 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  bank  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  enact  and  put  in  force  such 
rules,  by-laws  and  regulations,  for  the  management,  gov- 
ernment, and  control  of  its  property,  business,  and  affairs, 
an  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  alter,  amend,  and  repeal 
the  same  at  will,  and  shall  specify  therein  the  humber  of 
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directors  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  business.  They  may  appoint  such  officers,  agents ,. 
and  servants  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the 
business  of  the  bank*  and  pay  them  such  sums  for  their 
services,  and  take  from  them  bonds  in  such  penalties  to 
secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  duties, 
as  they  may  think  reasonable  and  proper;  and  upon  any 
bonds  thus  taken,  recovery  may  be  had  for  breaches  of 
the  conditions  thereof.  The  stock  of  this  bank  shall  be 
deemed  personal  property,  and  shall  be  only  assignable 
in  accordance  with  such  rules  as  the  board  of  directors 
shall,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe;  and  said  bank  shall 
hold  a  lien  on  the  shares  of  any  stockholder  who  may  be 
indebted  to  it,  and  such  shares  shall  not  be  assignable  nor 
transferred  until  the  debt  shall  be  paid  or  discharged. 

§  8.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and  remain 
in  force  for  twenty-five  years  from  the  first  organization 
of  the  said  institution:  Provided^  It  is  organized  within 
three  years  from  its  passage,  and  shall  be  located  in  the 
State  of  Kentucky.

CHAPTER  1080. 

AN  ACT  to  iocorporate  the  Alton  and  Gamdensville  Turnpike  Road  Com- 

panj,  in  Anderson  countj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genercd  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  created 
Style.  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of 

the  Alton  and  Camdensville  Turnpike  Road  Company,  in 
Anderson  county,  Kentucky,  and  by  said  name  and  style 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  the  power  to  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  have  ayd  use  a  common  seal,  and  all  other 
powers  given  by  the  general  law  to  turnpike  road  com- 
panies. 

§  2.  That  said  company  is  hereby  empowered  to  con- 
struct a  turnpike   road  on   the  macadamized  plan   fronii 
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some  point  on  the  Hardinsville  and  Crab  Orchard  Turn- 
pike Road,  between  the  dwelling-houses  of  Major  John 
Draflin  and  Wm.  Wilsdn,  situated  each  about  one  half 
of  a  mile  fronfi  the  town  of  Alton,  in  Anderson  county, 
by  the  most  practicable  and  available  route  to  the  Cam- 
densville  Turnpike  Road,  leading  from  the  town  of 
Lawrenc'eburg  to  Camdensville  and  Van  Buren ;  said 
road  to  pass  near  the  farm  of  Jno.  W,  Major  and  Jeffer- 
son  Young. 

§  3.  Jas  B.  Catlett,  Jefferson  Young,  Jas.  Cole,  John  W.  Commissioners. 
Major,  Alvin  Major,  and  Merit  Young  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed commissioners,  any  or  all  of  whom  may  open 
books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  to  said  company,  the 
stock  to  be  in  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  and  the 
obligation  of  subscribers  thereto  shftll  be  binding  upon 
said  subscribers,  and  in  substance  as  follows :  "  We, 
whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed  and  affixed,  promise 
to  pay  to  the  Alton  and  Camdensville  Turnpike  Road 
Company  the  several  amounts  set  opposite  our  names  at 
such  times  and  in  such  sums  as  required  by  the  board  of 
directors  of  said  company." 

^  4.  Whenever  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  shall 
be  subscribed  in  slock,  said  commissioners,  or  any  three 
of  them,' may  call  a  meeting  of  such  subscribers,  to  be 
beld  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  designate;  and 
at  such  meeting  a  president,  five  directors,  and  a  treas- 
urer shall  be  elected  for  the  period  of  one  year,  and  until 
their  buccegsors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  stock- 
holders may  change  the  time  of  their  annual  meetings,  a 
majority  of  the  voters  concurring. 

§  5.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed  Capital  stock. 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
twenty-five  dollars  each.  Subscriptions  may  be  made  to 
said  company  in  rock,  timber,  or  work  upon  said  road, 
and  t-he  amount  and  value  of  such  subscriptions  shall  be 
-expressed  in  tho  subscription,  and  shall  be  binding,  and  if 
they  are  not  furnished  to  the  company  on  demand,  the 
value  as  expressed  may  be  recovered  from^the  subscribers 
in  money. 
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$  6.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
By-laws.  to  pass  by-law8,  rules  and  regulations  for  their  own  gov- 

ernment of  the  affairs  of  said  company  and  its  officerA 
that  they  may  deem  necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  this 
act  or  with  the  Constitution  of  this  State  or  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  State:*. 

§  7.  The  width  and  grade  of  said  road  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  said  president  and  directors,  as  also  that  portion 
to  be  covered  by  metal  or  stone,  and  the  thickness  there- 
of ;  and  said  president  and  directors  shall  determine  when 
and  in  what  manner  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall 
be  let  out  for  construction. 

§  8.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  acquire 
the  right  uf  way  and  quarries,  and  land  for  toll-housea 
and  toll-gate  purposes,  or  for  any  other  purpose  neces- 
sary in  the  construction  of  said  road,  by  contract  or  agree- 
ment with  the  parties,  or  by  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum,  as 
provided  by  law,  in  the  event  they  cannot  agree;  and 
may  charge  toll  at  the  rate  fixed  by  law  for  five  miles,  or 
at  the  same  rate  for  any  fractional  part  thereof;  and  said 
company  is  authorized  to  erect  a  gate  and  collect  toll 
when  one  half  of  said  road  is  completed  and  ready  for 
travel,  or  when  two  and  one  half  miles  thereof  is  com- 
pleted. 

§  9.  Whenever  it  is  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Anderson  -  county  court,  including  the  justices  of  the 
peace  for  said  couTity,  or  a  majority  thereof,  that  the 
subscriptions  to  said  road  are  sufficient  to  build  and  con- 
struct the  same  for  the  distance  of  five  consecutive  miles, 
said  court  shall  subscribe  one  thousand  dollars  to  each 
mile,  which  by  said  court  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of 
the  subscription  :  Provided,  That  a  majority  of  all  the 
qualified  voters  in  Anderson  county,  at  some  general 
election,  shall  have  voted  said  tax  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars to  the  mile  to  said  road. 

}  10.  The  county  judge  of  Anderson  county  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  at  the  next  general  election,  at 
each  of  the  voting  places  in  said  county,  to^cause  a  poll 
to  be  opened  and  the  vote  to  be  taken  on  the  question  of 
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the  county  court  subscribing  one  thousand  dollars  to  the 
mile,  as  set  out  in  section  nine  of  this  act;  and  if  a  ma- 
jori'y  of  the  legal  votes  are  cast  in  favor  of  said  subscrip- 
tion, which  fact  must  be  shown  by  the  certificate  of  the 
persons  authorized  by  law  to  compare  the  poll-books  in 
elections  for  county  officers,  the  county  court,  the  justices 
of  the  peace  being  present,  shall  levy  a  tax  upon  the  tax- 
able property  in  Anderson  county  sufficient  to  pay  the 
subscription  aforesaid  of  one  thousand  dollars  to  the 
mile :  Provided,  They  only  levy  a  tax  for  five  miles  in 
any  one  year.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  are  not  cast  in 
favor  of  the  tax  at  the  first  election  when  it  is  submitted, 
the  county  judge  is  directed  hereby  to  submit  the  ques- 
tion, or  cause  it  to  be  submitted,  in  the  manner  above 
stated,  at  each  general  election  for  the  space  of  five 
years:  Provided,  The  company  of  said  road,  in  writing, 
request  it. 

§  11.  The  sheriflT  of  the  county  shall,  when  said  tax  is 
levied,  collect  the  same,  and  account  for  it  in  his  settle- 
ment with  the  county  court,  in  the  same  manner  as  he 
does  for  the  county  levy,  and  receive  the  same  fees  for 
collecting;  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  for  the  turnpike 
tax  as  well  as  the  county  levy. 

$  12.  The  county  court  shall  cause  to  be  paid  to  said 
company  as  much  as  four  hundred  dollars  to  each  one 
half  of  a  mile  of  said  road,  as  soon  as  it  is  completed  and 
received  by  the  courl*M  commissioner,  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  court,  with  the  justices  of  the  peace,  or  a 
majority  thereof,  concurring  in^said  appointment;  and  if 
the  court  thinks  proper,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
commissioner  aforesaid,  they  may  pay  over  to  said  board 
while  the  road  is  being  constructed  as  much  as  sixty  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  sum  subscribed  by  the  court-:  Pro* 
videdy  The  work  done  on  said  road  amounts  to  as  much 
as  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  whole  amount  of  work  neces- 
sary for  its  completion;  and  when  the  whole  of  any  one 
mile  is  completed  and  received  by  the  county  court  and 
justices  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  the  county  court 
shall  order  that  the  whole  subscription  to  the  mile  shall 
be  paid  over  to  said  company. 
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§  13.  Said  road  ahall   not  he   more  than  thirty  feet  in 
width.   ,         * 

§  14.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  J081. 

AN  ACT  to  nmend  tbe  charter  of  ibe  Pox  Oref^k.  Johnsooville,  and  Barnt 

Church  Turnpike  Road,  in  Anderson  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  the  company  knowa  a^  "The  Fox  Creek, 
Johnsonvilie,  and  Burnt  Church  Turnpike  Road  Company," 
are  hereby  authorized  to  open  book!^  at  their  office,  in  the 
town  of  Johnsonvilie,  and  other  place:=«  in  the  county  of 
Anderson,  and  solicit  and  receive  subscriptions  in  mone}' 
or  work  to  construct  a  turnpike  road  from  or  near  the 
residence  of  Thomas  Vowels  to  Beaver  creek,  at  the 
nearest  point  and  by  the  most  practicable  route  on  said 
creek,  on  the  line  between  the  counties  of  Washington 
and  Anderson,  of  a  like  width  of  grade  and  thickness 
metal  as  is  required  by  the  charter  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful,  and  the  county  judge  of 
Anderson  county  is  hereby  directed,  to  authorize  and 
compel,  at  any  regular  or  general  election  in  the  year 
1882,  at  the  regular  voting  precincts  in  said  county,  to 
cause  the  proper  officers  of  said  election  to  open  a  poll 
to  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  at  each  of  said 
precincts,  whether  they  will  appropriate  to  said  company 
the  sum  of  $1,000  dollars  to  the  mile  to  construct  said 
road  or  not;  and  upon  comparison  by  those  authorized  to 
compare  the  vote  in  the  general  elections  in  this  State,  if 
it  is  found  that  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
county  have  been  cast  for  the  appropriation  of  one  thou- 
sand  dollars,  per  mile,  then  the  county  judge,  with  the 
justices  of  the  peace  for  said  cout^y,  shall  levy  an  ad 
valorem  tax  upon  the  taxable  property  in  Anderson  county 
sufficient  to  complete  said  road  :  Provided,  It  shall  appear 
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to  the  satislaction  of  the  county  judge  and  justices  of  the 
peace  of  Anderson  county  that  there  are  private  subscrip- 
tions enough,  together  with  the  one  thousand  dollars  to 
the  mile,  to  complete  said  road  from  and  to  the  points 
mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  in  the  manner 
and  style  required  in  the  original  charter,  to  which  this  is 
an  amendment. 

i  3.  When  the  levy  is  made,  the  money  collected  men- 
tioned   in  the   foregoing  section    of   this   act,   the  same 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  board  of  the  company  mentioned 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  when  the  road  is  completed    * 
and  received  by  the  county  court  of  Anderson  county. 

$  4.  The  tax  imposed  and  required  to  be  collected  by 
the  third  section  of  this  act  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff 
of  Anderson  county,  and  he  shall  account  for  the  same  in 
his  settlement  with  the  county  court.  He  shall  have  the 
same  fees  for  collecting  the  turnpike  tax  as  is  allowed  by 
law  for  collecting  the  State  revenue. 

§  5  This  act  extends  the  time  for  five  years  from  its 
passage,  allowing  the  company  of  said  Fox  Creek,  John- 
sonville,  and  Burnt  Church  Turnpike  Road  to  receive  sub- 
scriptions to  said  road,  and  they  may  report  the  amount 
of  subscription  to  build  said  road  at  any  time  during  the 
five  years;  and  .if  they  are  sufficient,  with  the  one  thou- 
sand dollars  to  the  mile,  in  the  opinion  of  (he  county 
court,  to  build  and  complete  said  road,  then  the  county 
judge  shall,  with  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the 
jpstices  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  direct  the  money 
voted  by  the  county  to  be  paid  over,  as  required  in  sec- 
tion three  of  this  act. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage..

Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  CLeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1.  That  eighth  subdivision  of  section   nine   (9),  and

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section  nineteen  of  an  act,  entitled  *'  An  act  to  amend  an 
act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Cynthiana/'  approved  Jan- 
uary 22d,  1868,  be,  and  the  same  U  hereby,  amended  as 
follows:  "That  as  soon  as  the  tax-H{«t  is  made  out  and 
fixed  as  provided  by  the  charter,  it  shall  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  city  treasurer  for  collection,  who  shall  give 
notice  thereof  to  the  tax-payers  of  the  city  by  printed 
notices  posted  at  not  less  than  ten  (10)  public  places;  and 
said  tax-list  sh»ll  be  retained  by  said  treasurer  thirty  (30) 
days,  when  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  make  out,  under  oath,  a 
list  of  all  the  property  upon  which  the  taxes  has  not  been 
paid,  together  with  the  names  of  the  owners  thereof,  if 
known,  and  report  the  same  to  thei board  at  its  first  regular 
meeting  thereafter.  The  said  board  shall  order  the  city 
clerk  to  record  said  list  of  delinquent  tax-payers,  and  a 
copy  thereof  to  be  furnished  by  him  to  the  collector,  who 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  collect  the  same,  to- 
gether with  a  penalty  of  ten  (10)  per  cent,  added.  If  the 
said  delinquents  do  not  pay  the  amount  of  tax  owing  by 
them  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  each  year, 
together  with  the  costs  and  penalties  thereon,  then,  at 
any  time  thereafter,  the  collector  may  proceed  to  collect 
the  same  by  levy,  distraint,  attachment,  or  garnishment, 
in  the  same  manner  as  by  law  sheriffs  af  this  Common- 
wealth are  directed  to  collect  taxes:  and  articles  8  and  9 
of  chapter  92  of  the  General  Statutes  are  hereby  adopted 
and  made  a  part  of  this  act,  so  far  as  its  provisions  in 
direction  to  sheriffs  will  apply. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  after  its 
passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  J.  C.  Ellis,  H.  M.  Heath,  R.  F.  Stone,  6.  S. 
incorponitort.     Williams,  G.  Washburn,  F.  W.  Sayre,  Jw  F.  Sayre,  Jame« 
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Sayre,  J.  M.  Johnson,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate,  by  the  name  and  ^'y^*- 
style  of  Birmingham  Lodge,  No.  157,  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows,  and  they  and  their  associates  and  suc- 
cessors shall  so  continue  and  have  perpetual  succession, 
and  by  that  name  are  made  capable  in  law  as  natural 
persons  to  sue  and  to  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
-contract  and  be  contracted  with,  answer  and  be  answered, 
•in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this  Commonwealth; 
to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
4>reak,  alter,  or  amend  at  pleasure.  They  may  make  and 
ordain  regulations  and  by-laws  for  their  government,  and 
those  now  in  force  in  said  lodge  to  alter  when  deemed 
proper,  and  may  change  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure,

§  2.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  acquire  and  hold  real  and  personal  estate 
not  e.Yceeding  in  value  twenty  thousand  dollars,  and 
from  time  to  tijne,  if  deemed  expedient,  sell  and  convey 
the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  to  reinvest  and  dis- 
pose of  the  proceeds,  and  to  take  bonds  from  its  ofHcers 
and  trustees  when  deemed  expedient  to  do  so. 

§  3.  That  the  right  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act 
is  hereby  reserved  to  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1085. 

JLN  ACT  lo  prohibit  the  sale  of  intoxicaiing  liqaors  in  Qlencoe  voting  pre^ 

cinct,  in  Gallatin  oountj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Uie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
'Of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
io  sell  any  spirituous,  vinou^,  or  malt  liquors  within  the 
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territory  embraced  in  the  Glencoe  voting  precinct  in  Gal- 
latin county. 

§  2.  That  any  one  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  dol- 
lars, and  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
offense,  recoverable  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  or 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  said  county. 

§  3.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  held  to  in- 
clude druggists  and  all  dealers  of  any  and  every  name 
whatsoever. 

§  4.  That  this  act  shall  not  become  a  law  until  ratified 
by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  district  at  an 
election  to  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  in  the 
year  1882,  at  the  usual  voting  place  in  said  district,  of 
which  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  by  written  or  printed 
posters  in  as  many  as  five  public  places  in  said  district. 

^  5.  The  officers  of  the  general  election  held  in  said 
precinct  for  the  year  1881  are  hereby  authorized  to  hold 
he  election  provided  for  under  this  act. 

§  6.  Any  person  not  a  qualified  voter  who  shall  vote, 
or  unlawfully  interfere  in  said  election,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  same  penalties  and  forfeitures  as  now  provided  by 
law  governing  elections. 

§  7.  The  clerk  of  said  election  shall  prepare  a  poll- 
book,  and  after  said  election  certify  the  same,  and  within 
three  days  file  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  Gallatin 
county  court. 

^  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

Be  il  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  Joseph  I.  Landy,  John  McCarroU,  James  A. 
incorpor.tors.      Wailacc,  H.  C.  Gaut,  J.  C.  Gant,  R.  M.  Fairleigh,  James 

A.   Young,  K.  H.  DeTreville,  and   George  C.  Long,  and 
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their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  are  here- 
by, constituted  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  North  American  Mutual  Accident  Asso-  style. 
ciation,  and  by  that  name  are  made  as  capable  in  law  as 
natural  persons  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts 
of  law  and  equity  in  this  Commonwealth  and  elsewhere; 
and  said  association  may  have  and,  use  a  common  seal, 
and  do  any  and  all  lawful  acts  necessary  to  carry  out 
the  objects  for  which  said  astsociation  is  or^^anized. 

§  2.  The  particular  object  and  business  of  the  said  Purposes. 
association  shall  be,  and  the  said  association  is  hereby 
authorized,  to  establish  a  fund,  by  assessments  on  its 
members  or  otherwise,  which  shall  be  collected,  held,  and 
used  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  such  of  its  members  (or 
their  respective  beneficiaries  to  be  appointed  by  them)  as 
shall  have  received,  while  members  of  said  association, 
through  violent,  external,  and  accidental  causes,  bodily 
injuries  which  shall  result  in  death  or  in  physical  disability;

control  and  management  of  a  board  of  managers,  con- 
sisting of  nine  persons,  members  of  said  association,  one 
of  whom  they  shall  elect  as  their  president,  and  another 
as  their  vice  president;  a  majority  of  the  board  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business;  and  the 
persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  as  incorpo- 
irators  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  the  first 
•board  of  managers  for  said  association,  with  full  power 
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and  authority  to  fill  vacancies,  and  to  fix  the  time  and 
manner  of  electing  their  successors;  and  a  majority  of 
said  incorporators  shall  have  the  power  and  right  to  or- 
ganize by  qualifying  and  entering  upon  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  managers,  and  then  to  complete  the  organ- 
ization of  said  association. 

§  4.  The  board  of  managers  shall  make,  establish,  and 
put  into  execution  all  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations 
(not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States),  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper 
conduct  of  the  business  of  the  said  association,  for  the  reg- 
ulation of  the  conditions  of  membership,  and  for  the  gov* 
ernment  of  its  officers,  m'embers,  agents,  and  employes; 
and  may  alter  or  amend  or  change  the  same,  from  time 
to  time,  under  such  rules  as  they  may  establish  for  that 
purpose. 

$  5.  The  officers  of  this  association  shall  be  president, 
vice  president,  secretary,  assistant  secretary,  treasurer, 
and  such  other  officers,  agents  and  employes,  as  the 
board  of  managers  may  deem  necessary  and  convenient 
for  the  proper  prosecution  of  the  business  of  the  associa* 
tion;  all  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  man- 
agers at  such  time,  and  for  such  terms,  as  they  may  fix  in 
the  by-laws  of  the  association,  whose  pay  or  compensa- 
tion shall  also  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  managers.

§  7.  The  association  shall  have  its  principal  office  or

Christian, State  of  Kentucky;  and  may  establish  agencies 
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or  branch  officer  in   any  of  the   cities  or  towns   in   the 
United  States  and  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

§  8.  The  aH.«ociation  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive,  by 
gift,  purchase,  or  otherwise,  and  to  own,  control,  use,  and 
enjoy  any  and  all  real  and  personal  property  or  estate 
necessary  and  convenient  for  properly  prosecuting  the 
particular  business  of  the  said  association,  and  to  sell  and 
convey  the  same  when  the  interests  of  the  association 
require  it;  but  nothing  in  this  charter  shall  be  construed 
as  conferring  banking  privileges  on  said  association. 

§  9.  The  charter  of  said  association  shall  be  perpetual,

coverable before  any  officer  having  competent  jurisdic- 
tion, and  the  party  injured  shall  have  a  lien  upon  such 
stock  for  all  damages,  costs,  and  fees.

§  5.  That  the  ofiicer  making  the  seizure  shall  advertise 
all  stock  seized  by  him  (if  not  redeemed  within  five  days 
after  the  seizure  of  same)  for  sale  in  the  precinct  ten  days 
before  selling.  The  sale  shall  be  made  on  a  credit  of 
three  months,  the  purchaser  giving  bond,  with  approved 
security,  payable  to  the  officer  making  the  sale,  who  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  commission  and  fees  as 
are  allowed  by  law  for  sales  under  execution  for  debt; 
and  when  the  bond  shall  be  collected,  he  shall  pay  the 
residue,  after  all  expenses  are  paid,  to  the  owner  of  said 
stock,  and  the  officer  shall  be  responsible  on  his  official 
bond.

§2,  But  nothing  in  this  act  shall  authorize  said  city  to 
levy  or  collect  taxes  on  any  of  the  lands  included  in  said 
boundary  which  are  used  as  pasture  lands  until  the  said 
lands  shall  be  laid  off  into  half-acre  or  smaller  lots,  or 
shall  be  improved,  built  upon,  or  used  as  city  property. 
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§  3.  Nor  shall  this  act  create  any  responsibility  or  lia- 
bility upon  said  city  for  keeping  up,  rnaintaininfc,  or 
repairinf^  any  part  of  the  aforesaid  turnpike  included  in 
the  afoiesaid  boundary.

may  order  an  election  to  be  held  in  said  city  for  the  pur- 
pose of  filling  said  vacancy,  having  given  not  less  than 
ten  days'  previous  notice  thereof:  Provided^  however,  That 
if  the  remainder  of  the  term  when  the  vacancy  occurs  is 
less,  than  six  months,  then  the  common  council  shall  fill 
such  vacancy  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  thereof. 

§  3.  The  marshal  or  deputy  marshal  shall  be  eligible  to 
the  office  of  collector  of  said  city  as  now  provided  by 
law. 

*  §  4.  The  mayor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
common  council,  may,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  such 
extra  police  force  as,  in  their  discretion,  they  may  think 
necessary  and  proper. 

$  5.  The  tnayor  of  said  city  shall  be  a  (qualified  voter 
under  the  charter  of  said  city,  and  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  and  the  United  States, 
and  not  less  than  twenty-five  years  of  age:  Provided^ 
however.  That  he  shall  not  be  eligible  for  more  than  two 
(2)  successive  terms.  He  shall  be  elected  at  the  regular 
election  of  councilmen  of  said  city  in  1883,  and  hold 
office  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified.

district  No.  77,  of  Whitley  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  it  phall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
iipirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquor  within  the  bounds  of 
school  district,  No.  77  in  Whitley  county,  and  any  person 
selling  in  any  quantity  in  said  district  shall  be  guilty  of 
the  offense  of  illegal  selling,  and  if  twice  or  more,  of  the 
offense  of  keeping  a  tippling-house. 

§  2.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  penalty  for  the  sell- 
ing shall  be  the  same  as  now  fixed  by  law  for  illegal  sale 
or  for  keeping  a  tippling-hou^e,  as  the  case  may  be.

§  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act 
ehall,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  the  judge  of  said  county,  or  upon  indictment  of  a 
grand  jury,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars.

§  1.  That  the  police  judge  of  Osceola  shall  have  juris- 
diction in  said  town  and  town  district  of  civil  causes  to 
the  same  extent  that  justices  of  the  peace  now  have,  or 
may  hereafter  have,  in  this  State;  and  shall  have  the 
same  jurisdiction  of  crimes  and  misdemeanors  committed 
in  said  town  and  town  district  as  two  justices  of  the 
peace  now  have;  and  shall  have  full  jurisdiction  within 
said  town  of.  all  offenses  committed  against  the  by-laws 
of  said  town ;  and  shall  have  exclusive  power  to  enter 
judgments  and  issue  executions  for  all  fines  and  penalties 
for  such  offenses;  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  attach- 
ments and  injunctions  in  the  same  extent  that  two  jus- 
ticeslof  the  peace  have,  or  that  the  county  judge  has;  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  judge  to  keep  a  record  of 
his  proceedings,  copies  of  which  shall  be  evidence  to  the 
same  extent  and  for  the  same  purposes  that  copies  of 
justices'  records  now  are  ;  he  shall  have  power  to  issue 
subpcBnas  for  witnesses  or  other  process  to  compel  the 
attendance  of  witnesses  before  him,  and  to  punish  ail 
contempts  against  his  authority  by  fine  not  exceeding 
five  dollars  in  each  case;  he  shall  have  the  power  to 
order  the  marshal  or  other  officer  to  summon  a  jury  in 
cases  cognizable  before  him,  where  a  jury  is  required 
by  law;  he  shall  have  power  to  take  and  certify  depo- 
sitions as  justices  of  the  peace  and  examiners  now  have, 
which  shall  be  allowed  to  be  read  as  depositions  -are  now 
allowed  to  be  read  which  are  taken  and  certified  by  such 
justices  or  examiners;  he  shall  be  allowed  and  entitled  :o 
the  same  fees  as  county  judges  and  justices  are  allowed 
for  similar  services,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  collect  in 
the  same  way  that  justices  now  collect  their  fees;  he  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  a  special  deputy  marshal,  in  the 
absence  of  the  town  marshal,  to  execute  a  warrant  of  ar- 
rest  for  a  criminal  offense;  he  shall  hold  a  regular  court 
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in  the  town  of  Osceola,  for  the  purpose  of  trying:  &11  civil 
process. that  may  be  returned  before  him,  on  the  fourth 
Saturday  in  the  months  of  March,  June,  September,  and 
December  in  each  year,  which  may  be  changed,  however, 
by  the  county  jud^e  to  some  other  days  in  said  months, 
when  he  may  deem  proper.  Appeals  from  all  judgments 
rendered  by  said  police  judge  in  civil  cases  shall  be 
allowed  to  any  party,  under  the  same  rules  and  regula- 
tions, and  to  the  same  tribunals,  as  appeals  are  or  may 
'be  allowed  from  judgments  of  justices  of  the  peace  in 
like  ca^es. 

§  2.  The  town  marshal  of  said  town  shall  execute  a 
"bond  such  as  is  required  to  be  executed  by  constables 
of  the  State  of  Kentucky  ;  and  he  shall  have  the  same 
powers  and  perform  the  same  duties,  and  be  liable  to 
the  same  penalties,  that  constables  are  now  by  law  or 
may  hereafter  be  authorized  to  perform  or  may  be  sub- 
jected to.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  James  A.  Wallace,  James  A.  Young,  Robt. 
Incorporators.      W.   Norwood,  Sam'l   G.   Buckuer,   and  Jarrett  C.  Gant, 

and  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  are 

hereby,  constituted  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the 

Style.  name  and  style  of  The  Mutual  Health  Association,  and 

by  that  name  are  made  as  capable  in  law  as  natural  per- 
sons to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be 
'  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and 
equity  in  this  Commonwealth  and  elsewhere;  and  said 
association  may  have  and  u^e  a  common  seal,  and  any 
and  all  lawful  acts  necessary  to  carry  out  the  objects  for 
which  said  association  is  organized. 

§  2.  The  particular  object  and  business  of  said  as- 
sociation shall  be,  and  the  said  association  is  hereby 
rposcs.  authorized,  to   establish   a    fund    by    assessments    on    its 

members  or  otherwise,  which  shall  be  collected,  held, 
and  used  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  such  of  its  members 
(or  their  respective  beneficiaries  to  be  appointed  by  them) 
as  shall  be  disabled  by  sickness  or  physical  disability 
sufficient  to  prevent  them  from  following  their  usual 
occupations  while  members  of  said  association;  and  the 
said  fund  shall  be  assessed,  collected,  accumulated,  and 
paid  out  under  such  rules,  regulations,  conditions,  limita- 
tions, and  exceptions  as  may  be  established  by  the  board 
ot   managers  of  said  association. 

^  3«  The  affairs  of  the  said  association  shall  be  under 
^^r    o  man     ^^^   management  and  control  of  a  board  of  managers, 
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consisting  of  five  person.^,  members  of  said  association, 
one  of  whom  they  shall  elect  as  their  president,  and 
another  as  their  vice  president.  A  majority  of  the  board 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
and  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  as 
incorporators  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted 
the  first  board  of  managers  for  said  association,  with  full 
power  and  authority  to  fill  vacancies,  and  to  fix  the  time

States)  as  the.y  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  con- 
duct of  the  business  of  the  association,  for  the  regulation 
of  the  conditions  of  membership,  and  for  the  government 
of  its  officers,  members,  agents,  and  employes,  and  may 
alter,  amend,  or  change  the  same,  from  time  to  time, 
under  such  rules  as  they  may  establish  for  that  purpose,   officers. 

§  5.  The  officers  of  this  association  shall  be  president, 
vice  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  and  such  other 
officers,  agents,  and  employes  as  the  board  of  managers 
may  deem  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  proper  pros- 
ecution of  the  business  of  the  association,  ail  of  whom 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  managers,  at  such 
time  and  for  such  terms  as  they  may  fix  in  the  by-laws 
of  the  association,  whose  compensation  or  pay  shall  also 
be  fixed  by  the  board  of  managers. 

§  6.  If  any  of  the  officers,  agents,  or  employes,  shall 
unlawfully  appropriate  any  of  the  funds  of  said  associa- 
tion to  his  own  use,  or  shall  willfully  fail  to  make  correct 
entries,  or  knowingly  make  false  ones,  on  the  books,  ac- 
counts, or  reports  of  said  association,  with  the  intent  to 
defraud  the  association  or  any  member  thereof,  or  to  con- 
ceal the  improper  appropriation  of  funds,  the  person  or 
persons  so  offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  felony,  and,. 
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on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  peniten- 
tiary for  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  six  years, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  jury. 

§  7.  The  association  shall  have  its  principal  office  or 
Piincipai office,    placc  of  business  in  the  city  of  Hopkinsville,  county  of 

Christian,  State  of  Kentucky,  and  may  establish  agencies 
or  branch  offices  in  any  of  the  towns  or  cities. in  the 
[Jnited  States  and  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada. 

^  6.  The  association  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive,  by 
gift,  purchase,  or  otherwise,  and  to  own,  control,  use,  and 
enjoy  any  and  all  real  and  personal- property  or  estate 
necessary  and  convenient  for  properly  prosecuting:  the 
particular  business  of  the  association,  and  to  sell  and 
convey  the  same  when  the  interest  of  the  association  re- 
•quire  it;  but  nothing  in  this  charter  shall  be  construed  as 
conferring  banking  privileges  on  said  association. 

§  9  The  charter  of  the  said  association  shall  be  per- 
petual; and  said  association  is  hereby  declared  not  to  be 
a  life  insurance  company  in  the  sense  and  meaning  of  the 
general  life  insurance  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  and 
shall  forever  be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  said  gen- 
eral insurance  laws.

CHAPTER  1105. 

.AN   ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  towa  of  Bccb  Grove,   Id  McLeaa 

counij. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Beech  Grove,  in 
McLean  county,  be  so  amended  as  to  authorize  the 
lirustees  of  said  town  to  grant  coffee-house  license  to 
any  applicant  for  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt 
liquors,  in  any  quantity;  but  such  applicant  shall  be  a 
person  of  good  character,  and  a  bona  Jide  resident  of 
JVfcLean  county. 

^  2.  Before  any  license  shall  be  granted  to  any  person 
to  keep  a  coffee-house,  as  provided  in  section  one  of  this 
act,  the  applicant  therefor  shall  execute  bond  with  good 
security,  in  such  penalties  as  the  trustees  of  said  town 
may  prescribe,  conditioned  that  he  keep  an  orderly  house, 
and  obey  the  laws  of  the  State. 

§  3.  The  trustees  are  authorized  to  charge  and  collect 
a  tax  of  not  less,  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  on  each  license  issued  under  the  provis- 
ions of  this  act,  and  no  license  shall  be  issued  until  the 
fees  are  paid:  Provided^  That  the  applicant  shall  pay  the 
State  tax  required  by  law  before  any  license  shall  be 
issued. 

§'4.  That  said  trustees  may  grant  to  any  person  or  per- 
sons a  license  to  open  a  bowling  or  ten-pin  alley  who 
may  have  complied  with  the  laws  of  the  State  made  and 
jirovided  in  such  cases;  and  said  trustees  shall  fix  the  tax 
for  the  same  in  any  sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more 
<than  one  hundred  dollars.     Said  tax  must  be  paid  to  said 
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trustees  before  any  licence  shall  be  issaed,  and  the  license- 
of  the  State'must  be  first  obtained. 

§  5.  Said  board^of  trustees  are  vested  with  power  to- 
licen^e'and  tax,*and  to  provide  by  ordinance  for  licencing 
and  taxing,  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  all  shoot- 
ing-galleries, all  auction  sales,  shows,  and  exhibitions; 
and  shall  by  ordinance  enforce  the  taking  out  said  license- 
by  fixing  fines  and  penalties  against  all  persons  failing  or 
refusing  to  do  so:  Provided^  No  license  shall  be  granted 
for  any  games  or  jgaminglinconsisstent  with  the  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth.  All  shows  which  exhibit  within  a 
half  mile  of  said  town  shallfpay  tax  therein  provided  for. 

§  6.  It  shall^be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  open 
and  keep  the  sidewalks  and  streets  in  repair;  and  so  far 
as  thejmoney  obtained  by  taxation,  fines, and  other  ways, 
collected  in  pursuance  of  judgments  of  police  court  for 
a  violation  of  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town,  all 
such  sums  shall  be  held  by  the  trustees,  and  shall  be  used 
for  the  above  purposes,  and  for  other  improvements  that 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  necessary;  and  said  trusteea^ 
shall  elect  a  supervisor  of  streets,  who  shall  certify  all 
male  residents  of  said  town  between  the  ages  of  sixteen- 
and  fifty  years  to  work  said  streets  and  alleys  of  said 
town,  not  exceeding  two  days  in  each  month,  and  all  of 
said  residents  are  exempt  from  working  any  road  outside 
of  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town;  and  any  person  fail- 
ing to  work  said  streets  and  alleys,  when  properly  noti- 
fied, shall  be  fined  two  dollars  for  each  day  he  so  fails^ 
to  be  collected  as  other  fines. 

§  7.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  tbe  road  laws  of  LidcoId,  Bojle,  and  Qarrard  counties*.

§  1.  That  the  act,  entitled  '*  An  act  for  the  benefit  of 
Union  and  Henderson  counties,  amending  afid  reducing 
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into  one  the  acts  relating  to  roads  in  said  counties/'  ap- 
proved March  15,  1878,  be  so  amended  that  the  provisions 
of  said  act  shall  apply  to  the  counties  of  Boyle,  Garrard, 
and  Lincoln  :  Provided,  That  this  act  shall  apply  to  the 
said  counties  of  Boyle,  Lincoln,  and  Garrard,  but  shall 
not  be  enforced  therein  unless  a  majority  of  the  justices 
in  commission,  at  a  regular  term  of  their  county  court, 
shall  approve  the  same  :  And  provided  further,  That  the 
ad  valorem  tax  asnessed  shall  not  exceed  ten  cents  on 
the  property  asses.<ed,  and  the  capitation  tax  shall  not 
exceed  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents.  That  whenever  Union 
county  court  or  judge  of  the  Union  county  court  appears 
in  said  act,  shall  be  added  Lincoln,  Garrard,  and  Boyle 
counties,  Lincoln,  Garrard,  and  Boyle  county  courts,  or 
judge  of  the  Lincoln,  Garrard,  or  Boyle  county  courts. 
Where  MorganfieM  is  stricken  out  in  section  four,  insert 
the  word:*  Stanford,  Lancaster,  and  Danville. 

§  2.  The  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment  shall  apply  to  the  counties  of  Boyle,  Gar- 
rard, and  Lincoln  as  fully  as  to  Union  county,  and  under 
the  same  rules  and  regulations,  except  when  the  same  is 
in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  amendatory  act. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1107. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  coDB^ruction  and  mRintenance  of  a  court-boase  in 

Newport,  ia  Campbell  county. 

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  The  judge  of  the  circuit  court  in  Camphell  county, 
shall,  by  an  order  of  said  court,  appoint  three  commis- 
sioners, resident  of  the  district  hereitrafter  described,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  at  the  pleasure  of  said  judge. 
Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  said 
commissioners  shall  execute  a  satisfactory  bond,  to  be 
approved  by  said  judge,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their 
duties,  and  the  proper  disbursement  of  all  moneys  im- 
posed upon  by  and  coming  into  their  hands  under  the 
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provisions  of  this  act.  They  shall  receive  a  compensa* 
tion  for  their  services,  to  be  fixed  by  said  judge,  not  ex« 
ceedin^  $100  each  per  annum. 

§  2.  The  following  described  territory  shall  constitute  a 
separate  district,  to  be  styled  the  "  Court-house  District," 
tor  the  purposes  stated  in  this  act,  as  follows:  '*  Beginning 
at  a  point  on  the  Ohio  river,  in  the  center  of  Pour  Mile 
creek,  where  the  same  empties  into  the  Ohio  river;  thence 
with  said  creek  as  it  meanders  to  the  bridge  on  the  Twelve 
Mile  Turnpike,  cro8!<iing  said  creek ;  thence  with  the  county 
road  leading  from  said  bridge,  in  the  direction  of  the 
Alexandria  turnpike,  to  a  point  where  a  road  known  as 
Winter's  lane  intersects  said  county  road;  thence  with 
said  Winter's  lane  road  to  the  Alexandria  pike;  thence, 
crossing  said  pike,  and  with  the  same  to  a  point  where 
the  county  road  intersects  said  pike  on  the  west  side 
thereof,  just  south  of  the  Licking  Baptii^t  Church;  thence 
with  said  county  road  to  the  Licking  turnpike;  thence, 
crossing  said  turnpike  with  said  county  road,  to  the  Lick- 
ing river,  near  the  mouth  of  Pool's  creek;  thence  with 
Licking  river  to  the  Ohio  river;  thence  up  the  Ohio  river 
to  the  mouth  of  Four  Mile  creek. 

§  3.  Suid  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  construct 
and  maintain,  on  the  site  where  the  court-hout<e  now 
stands,  in  the  city  of  Newport,  a  suitable  court  house 
at  a  cost  not  exceeding  $50,000  For  that  purpose  said 
commissiotiers  shall  issue  bonds,  with  interest  couporf^ 
attached,  in  denominations  of  $500  each,  bearing  interest 
at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  per  annum,  payable  semi- 
annually. Said  bonds  shall  be  numbered  from  1  to  100, 
and  shall  be  issued  as  follows  :  Tlie  first  four  shall  be 
payable  in  one  year;  the  second  four  in  two  years,  and 
so  on  in  the  same  order  to  the  end  of  the  issue.  They 
shall  be  made  payable  at  the  office  of  the  city  treasurer 
ol  the  city  ot  Nevvport,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion for  all  purposes  except  JState  tax.  For  the  purpose 
of  paying  the  interest,  and  redeeming  said  bonds  as  they 
mature,  said  commissioners  shall  annually  levy  a  tax  on 
the  real  and  personal  property  in  said   district,  not  ex- 
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ceedins:  twelve  cents  on  the  $100  on  the  State  valuation 
thereof,  which  shall  be  a  li^n  thereon.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  sheriff  of  Campbell  county  to  collect  said  tax 
in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  time  that  he  collects 
the  State  revenue,  and  he  shall  receive  the  same  compen- 
sation for  his  services  as  for  the  collection  of  said  State 
revenue.  Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  imposed  upon  him  by  this  act,  said  sheriflT  shall 
execute  to  said  commissioners  a  good  and  sufficient  bond,, 
to  be  approved  by  the. judge  of  the  circuit  court  of  Camp- 
bell county,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties.  He 
shall  pay  said  moneys  so  collected  by  him  to  the  city 
treasurer  of  the  city  of  Newport,  who  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  receive  the  same.  Said  treasurer  shall  disburse 
said  moneys  so  as  aforesaid  received,  as  directed  by  said 
•commissioners.  Before  said  treasurer  shall  enter  upon 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  hereby  imposed  upon  him,  he 
shall  execute  a  like  bond  in  like  manner,  and  to  be  ap- 
proved in  the  same  way,  as  the  sheriff  is  required  to  do. 

^  4.  Out  of  the  proceeds  of  said  levy  and  collections, 
said  commissioners  shall  first  pay  the  interest  due  on  said 
bond:*;  semnd,  the  cost  of  maintaining  said  court-house, 
including  the  salaries  of  the  county  judge  and  county 
attorney,  as  pro  ratal  in  the  proportion  that  said  district 
bears  to  the  whole  county;  third,  the  nece.-^sary  expenses 
incurred  in  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  5.  Said  sherifl^  and  treasurer  shall  each  make  an  an- 
nual report  of  their  proceedings  to  the  commissioners 
aforesaid  ;  and  said  commissioners  shall  make  an  annual 
report  of  their  proceedings,  including  the  reports  of  said 
sheriff  and  tteasurer,  to  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  in 
<3ampbell  county. 

44}.  The  citizens  living  within  the  district  above  de- 
scribed shall  hereafter  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  a 
•poll-tax,  and  the  properly  within  said  district  shall  be 
•exempt  from  all  taxation  except  for  State  revenue,  for 
•county  roads,  for  taking  care  of  the  poor,  c^^urt  and  jail 
expenses,  and  the  Highland  district,  and  the  cities  of 
Newport  and  Dayton  and  the  town  of  Bellevue.  for  the 
purposes  now  authorized  by  Iat\'. 
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§  7,  All  deeds,  mortg^ages,  Ieasef>,  and  conveyances  for 
the  sale,  transfer,  pledge,  or  lease  of  property  within  said 
district,  shall  be  recorded  in  the  city  of  Newport,  and  for 
all  property  outside  of  said  district  said  deeds,  mortgagee, 
leases,  and  conveyances  shall  be  recorded  at  Alexandria. 

^6.  For  the  purposes  of  collecting  the  taxe^  heretofore 
authorized  to  be  levied,  said  sherifT  is  hereby  invested 
with  all  the  powers  now  conferred  upon  him  by  law  in 
the  collection  of  the  State  revenue;  and  for  any  delin- 
quency in  the  payment  of  said  tax  so  levied,  he  shall 
proceed  by  levy,  distraint,  and  sale  of  property,  as  now 
authorized  by  law;  and  the  purchaser  of  property  at  such 
sale  shall  acquire  and  be  invested  with  the  same  right 
and  title  that  purchasers  at  such  sales  for  delinquent 
State  revenue  are  now  invested  with. 

^  9.  The  county  clerk  of  Campbell  county  shall,  ex 
officio^  act  as  clerk  for  said  commisnioners,  and  shall  keep 
a  complete  record  of  their  proceedings,  in  a  book  which 
shall  be  and  remain  as  a  part  of  the  archives  of  his 
office. 

^  10  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  IJ.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage, but  the  bonds  herein  provided  for  shall  not  be  issued, 
nor  shall  said  tax  be  levied  or  collected,  until  the  question 
shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  voters  residing  within 
said  district  at  the  next  regular  August  election,  and  a 
majority  of  the  voters  voting  at  said  election  shall  have 
voted  in  favor  of  said  issue  and  said  levy  and  collection 
of  said  tax. 

§  12.  Said  district  shall  provide  for  and  take  care  of  its 
own  poor,  and  all  persons  within  said  district  who  are 
held  to  answer  to  the  criminal  court,  or  who  are  com- 
mitted to  jail  upon  any  criminal  or  penal  charge,  shall 
be  held  to  said  criminal  court,  and  committed  to  the  jail 
in  the  city  of  Newport;  and  on  all  similar  cases  outside  of 
said  district|0uch  persons  shall  be  held  to  courts  at  Alex- 
andria. 

§  13.  Said  commissioners  are  hereby  constituted  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of  ih(^ 
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^*  Commi8«ioi>ero  for  th«  Court-house  District;"  and  as 
such  shall  have  perpetual  succession  ;  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with;  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  may  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  in  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth. 

$  14.  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  will  of  the 
voters  of  said  district,  the  county  clerk  shall,  for  each 
voting  precinct  in  said  district,  and  for  the  Cold  Spring 
district,  cause  to  be  made  on  each  poll-book  two  separate 
column:*,  one  headed,  *'  For  the  Court-house  Tax,"  and 
the  other,  "  Against  the  Court-house  Tax."  The  judges 
at  said  election  shall  ask  each  voter  how  he  votes  upon 
said  proposition,  and  the  clerk  shall  record  his  vote  as 
given:  Provided,  That  at  the  Cold  Spring  district,  only 
such  persons  shall  vote  upon  the  above  proposition  as 
actually  reside  within  the  boundaries  of  the  district  here- 
in established. 

§  15.  The  same  board  now  authorized  by  law  to  count 
and  compare  the  vote  at  said  election  shall,  at  the  same 
time  and  place,  and  in  the  same  manner,  count  and  com- 
pare the  vote  hereby  authorized  to  be  taken.  It  shall 
make  out  and  certify,  in  writing,  to  the  judge  of  the 
Campbell  circuit  court,  at  Newport,  the  result  of  said 
election.  If,  by  said  report,  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority 
of  the  voters  votin'g  at  said  election,  in  said  district,  are 
in  favor  of  said  tax,  said  circuit  judge  shall  at  once  ap- 
point said  commissioners,  as  hereinbefore  provided  for.

CHAPTER  1109. 

AN  ACT  autborizing  the  Carter  coanty  court  to  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  in 
BHid  (onniy,  aud  the  parts  of  Boyd  and  Elliott  counties  taken  from'Carter, 
to  pay  a  debt  due  George  R.  McKee. 

Whereas,  By  an  act  approved  March  20th,  1880,  the 
county  court  of  Carter  county  was  authorized  to  levy  a 
tax  not  exceeding  twenty  cents  on  each  one  hundred 
dollars'  wortk  of  taxable  property  in  the  county  of  Car- 
ter, and  those  parts  of  fioyd  and  Elliott  counties  taken 
from  Carter,  as  shown  by  the  assessor's  lists  for  the  year 
1880,  and  providing  for  the  collection  of  the  same,  for  the 
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purpose  of  paying  Hon.  George  R.  McKee  an  attorney's 
fee.  The  tax  was  levied,  but  not  collected  because  of  the 
failure  of  the  county  court  to  obtain  a  collector  as  pro- 
vided for  in  said  act;  for  remedy  whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlve  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Carter  county  be,  and  it 
is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  of  not 
exceeding  twenty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'^ 
worth  of  taxable  property  in  the  county  of  Carter,  and 
those  parts  of  Boyd  and  Elliott  counties  taken  from  Car- 
ter county,  as  may  be  shown  by  the  assessor's  lists  for  the 
year  1882,  to  pay  George  R.  McKee  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  hundred  dollars,  and  the  interest  that  has  or  may 
accrue  thereon  as  heretofore  allowed  by  the  order  of  the 
Carter  county  court. 

§  2.  The  Carter  county  court  may  levy  said  tax  at  its 
May  term,  1882,  and  if  enough  shall  not  be  realized  by 
the  collections  from  such  levy,  may  make  a  similar  levy 
at  the  May  term,  1883,  sufficient  to  pay  any  balance  in 
full  of  said  debt  and  interest. 

§  3.  That  the  tax  levied  pursuant  to  this  act  shall  be 
collected  by  the  sheriff'  of  Carter  county  within  said 
county,  and  by  the  sheriffs  of  the  coufities  of  Boyd  and 
Elliott,  each  within  their  respective  counties,  in  the  parts 
thereof  taken  from  the  county  of  Carter. 

§  4.  That  the  Carter  county  court  shall,  immediately 
after  the  levy  of  the  tax  as  herein  authorized,  cause  a 
certified  copy  of  its  order  levying  such  tax  to  be  delivered 
to  the  respective  sheriffs  of  said  counties.  The  said  sher- 
iff's shall  have  the  same  power  to  collect  said  tax  by  dis- 
traint or  otherwise  as  provided  by  law  in  the  collection 
of  State  revenue  tax,  and  shall  pay  the  same  over  to  the 
person  or  persons  designated  by  the  Carter  county  court 
to  receive  the  same;  and  the  same  shall  be  due  and  pay- 
able at  the  same  periods  of  time  and  in  like  manner  as 
State  revenue  tax.  For  any  failure  to  make* payment  as 
required,  the  sheriff  in  default,  and  his  sureties,  shall  be 
liable  on  the  sheriff's  general  bond  for  the  amount  due^ 
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and  twenty  per  cent,  damages  thereon;  and  the  santie 
nnay  be  recovered  by  an  action  in  the  Carter  circuk  court 
by  the  receiver  hereinafter  provided,  by  action  on  the  bond 
of  the  sheriff  in  default. 

f  5.  The  county  court  of  Carter  county  shall  appoint  a 
receiver,  to  whom  the  sheriffs  shall  pay  the  tax  collected; 
and  take  from  such  receiver  bond  with  good  personal 
surety  for  the  safe-keeping  and.  payment  of  the  moneys 
received  by  him,  and  the  disbursement  thereof  as  herein 
provided;  and  may  allow  such  receiver  a  reasonable 
compensation,  not  exceeding  three  per  cent,  on  the  sum 
received  and  disbursed,  and  in  case  of  suits  against  sher- 
iffs, the  reasonable  attorneys'  fees  that  may  be  incurred. 

§  6.  The  county  court  shall,  by  its  order,  direct  the 
receiver  to  pay  over  the  money,  when  received  by  him,  to 
George  R.  McKee,  or  to  his  order  or  assigns,  until  the 
debt  to  him,  with  its  interest,  is  extinguished;  and  if  any 
sum  shall  remain  in  excess,  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the 
receiver,  upon  order  of  the  Carter  county  court,  on  the 
bonds  or  interest  thereon  of  the  railroad  debt  of  Carter 
county;  but  the  debt  and  interest  of  McKee  shall  be  first 
paid,  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  apply  the  funds  raised 
by  the  tax  hereby  authorized  until  the  said  debt  and  in- 
terest is  fully  paid. 

$7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1110. 

AN  ACT  to  nmeod  and  extend  nn  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Falls  City  Bank,  at  Lcuisvilli*,"  approved  January  21,  1865,  and  the 
several  acts  amendatory  thereto. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweaitk 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  charter  of  said  bank  as  granted  by  said 
act,  and  the  acts  since  passed  amendatory  thereof,  shall 
continue  in  force  for  thirty  years  from  and  after  January 
1,  1885. 

}  2.  That  the  name  of  said  bank  is  hereby  changed  to- 
that  of  the  '*  Falls  City  Bank,"  and  in  such  name  it  shall 
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bold  Us  assets  and  transact  its  business,  and  shall  sue  and 
be  sued,  and  answer  and  defend,  in  suits,  either  upoo 
claims  now  existing,  or  which  may  hereafter  arise.  But 
any  suits  now  pending  may  be  conducted  to  final  judg- 
ment and  execution  in  the  old  name,  in  all  respects  as  if 
•this  act  had  not  been  passed. 

$•3.  That  this  act  shall  take  eSect  from  its  passage.

AN   ACT  to  amend  chapter  337  of  Local  and  Private  Acts,  1879. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Generdl  Assembly  of  the  CommonwealUi 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  three  of  chapter  337  of  the  Local  and 
Private  Acts  of  1879  be,  and  the  t^ame  is  hereby,  amended 
by  adding  to  said  section  the  following,  to  wit:  ^*  If,  how- 
ever, said  referees  fail  to  agree,  then  any  twenty  per- 
s<wis  interested  may  institute  suit  in  either  the  Larue  or 
Green  circuit  court,  in  which  suit  the  county  judges  of  the 
Green  county  court  and  Larue  county  court  shall  be  made 
defendants  ;  and  summons  served  on  them  twenty  days 
before  the  commencement  of  the  court  in  which  said  suit 
it<  brought  shall  be  sufHcient,  and  provided  that  the  court 
in  which  said  suit  is  first  brought  shall  have  exclusive 
jurisdiction.  In  said  action  the  plaintiffs  shall  state  the 
difTerent  lines  as  reported  by  the  commissioners  heretofore 
appointed  under  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment, 
and  the  fact  that  they  reside  in  said  disputed  territory, 
accompanied  by  an  allegation  as  to  which  is  the  true 
line;  and  said  county  judges  shall  answer  admitting  or 
(Innying  said  allegation  as  they,  or  either  of  them,  may 
deem  proper;  and  upon  the  issue  made  by  the  denial  of 
naid  allegation,  the  judge  of  said  court  shall  hear  such 
evidence  as  either  party  desires  to  introduce,  if  it  be  com- 
petent and  relevant;  and  after  a  full  hearing  of  all  the 
evidence  and  such  argument  as  either  party  desires  to 
make  or  have  made,  shall  render  judgment  defining  and 
locating  said   line,  a  copy  of  which  judgment  shall  be 
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certified  by  the  clerk  of  said  circuit  court  to  the  clerk  of 
the  Green  courfty  court,  and  a  copy  to  the  clerk  of  the 
Taylor  county  court,  and  a  copy  to  the  clerk  of  the  Larue 
county  court ;  and  said  copies  shall  be  correctly  recorded 
by  each  of  said  clerks  upon  the  order-book  of  their 
respective*  county  courts,  and  forever  held  a  final  settle- 
ment of  said  line;  if  said  county  judges  or  either  of  them 
should  fail  to  answer,  the  court  shall  hear  proof  as  to  the 
truth  of  sfiid  allegation,  and  render  judgment  thereon. 

§  2.  All  aots  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this 
amendment  are  hereby  repealed. 

^  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1115. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  town  of  Stftoford. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  the  town  of  Stanford,  Lincoln  county,  Ken- 
tucky, may  be  enabled  to  donate  one  thousand  dollars, 
to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  land  near  Richmond  junc- 
tion, said  land  to  be  used  by  the  Louisville  and  Nashville 
Railroad  Company  for  a  division  machine  shops,  &c.,  on 
their  Lebanon  Branch,  the  trustees  of  said  town,  a  ma- 
jority being  present,  may  issue  the  bonds  of  said  town 
for  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  paya- 
ble in  ten  years,  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  6  percent, 
per  annum  from  date  of  issual :  Provided,  That  the  au- 
thorities of  said  town  shall  have  the  right  to  pay  off  any 
portion  or  all  of  said  bonds  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued, 
at  any  time  previous  to  their  maturity,  if,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  said   authorities,  it  shall   be  deemed   proper  to 

do  so. 

§  2.   That  the  bonds  which,  by  the  first  section  of  this 

act,  are  authorized  to  be  issued,  may  be  in  such  amounts 
as  the  authorities  of  said  town  may,  by  an  order  of  their 
board,  direct;  and  the  bonds  so  issued  sholl  be  indorsed 
by  the  chairman  of  the  board  and  its  clerk  in  their  official 
capacity;  and  when  so  indorsed  and  sold,  shall  be  bind- 
ing and  valid  upon  said  town  :  Provided,  That  said  bonds 
shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  their  par  value. 

§  3.  That  to  enable  said  town  to  pay  off  and  discharge 
the  bonds  which  it  is  authorized  by  this  act  to  issue,  said 
town  authorities  are  authorized  to  use  so  much  of  the 
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money  raised  annually  by  taxation  and  other  sources  of 
revenue  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  off  the  bonds  issued 
by  them,  tinder  and  by  virtue  of  this  act,  together  with 
the  interest  on  the  same. 
^  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

thjrty  years  theratter,  but  redeemable  at  the  option  of

bonds  shall  be  payable  semi-annually  at  such  place  as 
the  said  mayor  and  board  of  councilmen  shall  by  ordi- 
jiance  appoint.

sixty-eight  cents  ($52H  66),  and  the  Treasurer  is  directed 
to  pay  same  to  said  Feland  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  said  amount  being 
one  hundred  and  nineteen  dollars  for  colored  tithes,  two 
hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars  for  property  improperly 
listed  and  charged  to  him  as  sheriff  of  Lincoln  county, 
and  paid  by  him  into  the  Treasury  for  the  years  1876  and 
1877,  and  ninety-two  dollars  on  colored  tithes,  and  thiity 
three  dollars  and  ninety-eight  cents  on  property  improp- 
erly charged  against  him  as  sheriff  aforesaid, and  paid  by 
him  into  the  Treasury  for  the  year  1878. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1119. 

AN  ACT  to  ioGorporate  tbe  Heywood  Academy  or  LouisTiUe,  Eeotaokj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§1.  That  Rev.  John  H.  Heywood;  Dp.  T.  S.  Bell, 
Gavin  H.  Cochran,  Galen  T.  Thurman,  Dr.  David  P. 
Middleton,  trustees,  and  their  associates  and  saccessors, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  cor- 
porate, by  the  nanne  of  the  **  Heywood  Academy  of 
Louisville,  Kentucky;"  with  perpetual  succession;  for 
the  purpose  of  educating  young  ladies;  and  in  the  name 
of  ''The  Heywood  Academy"  shall  be  capable  of  con- 
tracting and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being 
sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and 
defending,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  may  have  a 
common  seal,  and  alter  or  renew  the  same  at  pleasure; 
and  shall  have  power  to  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations,  for  their  government,  and  for  the  manage- 
ment of  said  academy,  as  they  may,  from  time  lo  time, 
deem  expedient,  and  as  are  not  in  conflict  with  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§2.  Said  corporation  may  buy  or  lease  such  real  estate, 
and  own  or  control  such  personal  property,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  purposes  of  this  act;  and  may  receive 
donations  and  bequests,  and  sell,  transfer,  and  convey 
the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  vested  with  power  and 
authority  to  grant  certificates,  diplomas,  medals,  and  de- 
grees, in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  its  by-laws, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  con- 
ferred upon  other  academies  or  colleges. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1120. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  An  a**!,  entitled  '*An  act  to  orjj^tDize  and  establisb  a 
system  of  public  schools  in  the  city  of  BowliDj;  Oreen  for  white  children 
io  said  city,"  approTed  February  2,  1882. 

Be  it  enacted  by  She  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of   Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  title  to  the  act  to  organize  and  establish 
a  system  of  public  schools  in  the  city  of  Bowling  Green 
for  white  children  in  said  city,  approved  February  2, 1882» 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  "for  white  children  in  said  city." 

§  2.  The  word  "  white,"  wherever  it  occurs  in  the  body 
of  said  act,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  stricken  out. 

§  3.  The  following  named  persons,  to-wit:  J.  H.  Gra- 
ham, A.  J.  Claypool,  John  M.  Wilkins,  J.  A.  Mitchell,  T. 
J.  Smith,  and  H.  £.  Jenkins,  having  qualified  and  organ- 
ized under  said  act  as  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  public 
schools,  said  organization  is  hereby  ratiHed,  and  said 
trustees.are  to  serve  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected 
and  qualified. 

§  4.  That  section  twelve  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
"  twenty^five  thousand,"  occurring  after  the  words  "  shall 
not  exceed,"  and  before  the  words  ''  the  said  bonds,"  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words"  thirty-five  thousand," 
and  also  by  striking  out  the  words  '*Providedy  That  na 
property  belonging  to  colored  persons  shall  be  subject  to 
any  taxation  provided  for  in  this  act;"  and  also  by  strik- 
ing out  the  words  "  ten  cents,"  occurring  after  the  words 
*' shall  not  exceed,"  and  before  the  words  "  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words 
"  twelve  cents." 

§  5.  Section  thirteen  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  an 
amendment  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words, 
"  a  certified  copy  of  said  order  or  minute  shall  be  pub» 
lished  in  the  Bowling  Green  newspapers  for  at  least 
twenty  days  preceding  said  election,  such  publication  to 
continue  until  the  time  of  said  election,"  and  in  lieu 
thereof  these  words  shall  be  inserted:  "said  election  may 
be  held  ten  days  after  notice  of  the  time  and  places  ot 
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voting  shall  have  been  given  by  publication  in  any  one 
cf  the  newsipapers  published  in  Bowling  Green,"  and  also 
by^atriking  out  the  viords,  "  innmediately  qualified  and." 

§  6,  Section  fourteen  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is 
an  amendment  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  •*  twenty  cents  "  occurring  after  the  words  **  not  ex- 
ceeding,"  and  before  the  words,  "  upon  each  one  hundred 
dollars,"  and  insertins:  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "twenty- 
eight  cents,"  and  also  amended  by  striking  out  the  proviso 
in  the  last  clause  of  said  section,  which  proviso  is  in  the 
following  words,  to-wit:  *' That  the  property  of  colored 
persons  shall  not  be  taxed  under  this  act." 

§  7.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  schools  shall  estab- 
lish and  maintain  separate  school  buildings  for  white  andf 
colored  children,  and  no  white  child  shall  be  permitted  to- 
attend  the  schools  provided  for  colored  children,  and  no- 

» 

colored  child  shall  be  allowed  to  attend  the  schools  pro- 
vided for  white  children;  and  until  suitable  buildings  can 
be  erected  or  purchased,  said  board  of  trustees  may  lease 
for  one  or  more  years  any  building  or  part  of  a  building 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  any  of  the  schools  provided 
for  herein. 

§  8.  The  board  of  councilmen  may  make  the  first  levy 
of  taxes  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  or  principal  of 
the  bonds  to  be  issued,  and  for  defraying  the  current  ex' 
penses  of  said  schools,  upon  the  sattie  property  and  th^ 
same  polls  assessed  by  the  city  for  the  general  revenue  of 
said  city  during  the  year  1882,  and  the  levy  provided  for 
herein  may  be  made  at  any  time  within  ten  days  after 
the  board  of  councilmen  shall  have  been  notified  that  a 
majority  of  the  tax-payers  voting  have  voted  in  favor  of 
the  issual  of  the  bonds  provided  for  herein. 

^  9.  All  laws  or  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  efliect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1121. 

AN  ACT  to  iDCorporate  the  Ohio  Vallej  WaretaouBe  and  Elevator  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonvoealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Charles  Walker,  Henry  Lynn,  and  George 
Goeble,  their  successors,  associates,  and  assigns,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  incorporated  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  "  Ohio  Valley  Warehouse  and  Elevator  Company," 
and  shall,  by  such  name,  have  a  perpetual  snccession, 
with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  body-politic  and 
corporate ;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with  ;  sue  and 
be  sued;  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend, 
in  all  courts  of  this  Commonwealth,  as  fully  as  a  natural 
person  ;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
alter  and  amend  at  pleasure;  to  have  full  power  to  pur- 
chase and  hold  real  estate,  and  construct  and  erect  im- 
provements thereon,  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  successful 
prosecution  of  the  business  herein  authorized  ;  and  to 
make  all  necessary  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  company  and  the  conduct  of  its  bui^iness, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this 
State  or  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
five  thousand  shares,  and  said  shares  shall  be  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  which  shall  be  personal  property,  and  evi- 
denced by  the  certificate  of  the  company,  under  its  seal, 
and  transferred  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  company. 

§  3.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase, 
acquire,  and  hold  real  estate,  and  to  sell,  lease,  or  ex- 
change the  same,  and  receive  and  execute  deeds  of  con- 
veyance of  real  estate ;  and  to  construct  and  erect  one 
or  more  warehouses  and  elevators,  with  such  other  and 
additional  buildings  and  improvements  thereon  as  may 
be  necessary  or  convenient  in  the  operation  of  its  busi- 
ness, and  may  acquire  and  build  approaches  and  avenues 
to  and  from  its  properties  ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
said  company  to  make  advances  on  grain  and  other 
merchantable  products  and  commodities,  and  any  com- 
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mercial. securities,  and  to  buy  and  sell  ^rain  and  other 
merchantable  products  and  commodities,  and  any  com- 
mercial securities  and  other  personal  property,  and  also 
charge  commissions  on  any  purchases  and  sales  made  by 
it,  and  to  settle  by  payment  of  differences,  and  to  receive 
payment  in  money  or  personal  property  upon  any  settle* 
ment  of  differences  made  and  stated  by  it,  with  any  and 
all  parties  or  persons  who  may  deal  and  have  transac- 
tions with  it ;  and  may  enforce  payment,  by  appropriate 
actions  in  any  courts  of  competent  jurisdiction,  of  any 
and  all  settlement  of  differences,  and  upon  any  and  all 
promissory  notes  or  bills  of  exchange,  and  upon  any  col- 
laterals ^iven  or  pledged  said  company,  and  which  is 
hereby  authorized  to  be  given  and  to  be  received  by  it,  to 
secure  the  payment  of  any  promissory  notes  or  bills  of 
exchange  made  to  said  company  in  consideration  of  any 
settlement  of  differences;  and  said  company  may  receive 
goods,  wares,  merchandise,  agricultural  and  manufac* 
Cured  products  and  commodities,  commercial  securities, 
articles  of  value,  and  any  other  personal  property  on 
storage  or  for  safe-keeping,  and  issue  warehouse  receipts 
therefor  to  the  person  or  persons  or  corporations  who 
may  store  or  warehouse  with  it,  or  commit  anything  of 
value  to  its  safe-keeping  and  custody;  and  any  warehouse 
receipts  issued  by  it  shall  be  evidence  of  the  storage  or 
custody  of  the  property  named  and  described  in  the  body 
thereof,  and  said  warehouse  receipts,  when  so  issued,  may 
be  assigned  by  the  parties,  persons,  or  corporations  to 
whom  issued,  by  the  signature  of  the  said  parties,  persons, 
or  corporations  written  on  the  back  of  any  such  warehouse 
receipt,  and  which,  when  so  written,  shall  pass  the  title 
to  the  property  on  storage  evidenced  by  said  warehouse 
receipt;  and  said  company  may  contract  with  all  parties, 
persons,  or  corporations  for  its  compensation  for  ware- 
housing and  storage  of  personal  property,  either  upon  the 
value  of  the  property  stored  and  given  to  its  custody  or  the 
«pace  it  may  occupy,  or  both;  and  it  may  make  advances 
on  property  stored  with  it  or  given  to  its  custody,  upon 
rates,  charges,  and  commissions  to  be    mutually  agreed 
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upon,  in  writing,  between  it  and  the  parties,  persons,  an# 
corporations  who  may  store  their  property  in  its  ware- 
houses or  commit  to  its  custody  articles  of  value  and 
personal  property,  and  may  have  a  lien  on  any  and  alt* 
property  that  may  be  stored  in  its  warehouses  or  eleva- 
tors, or  given  into  its  custody,  for  its  warehouse  rates, 
charges,  commissions,  and  advances;  and  any  and  all' 
warehouse  receipts  that  may  be  issued  by  the  said  com- 
pany, as  herein  authorized,  the  holders  thereof-  may 
pledge  or  hypothecate  as  collateral  the  same  with  any 
bank  or  bankers  as  may  be  in  accordance  with  the  usage 
of  trade  and  commerce  in  pledging  or  hypothecating 
commercial  securities  as  collateral,  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  a  debt  or  liability,  or  the  performance  of  the 
conditions  of  any  contract,  fixed  or  conditional,  in  any 
locality  where  the  pledge  or  hypothecation  thereof  may 
be  made;  and  ihv.  banks  or  bankers  who  may  take, 
receive,  or  hold  said  warehouse  receipts  in  pledge  or 
hypothecation  as  collateral,  for  a  past  or  present  debt, 
or  conditional  liability  or  obligation,  shall  be  entitled  ta 
have  and  enforce  the  like  remedies  thereon  as  they  may 
now  or  hereafter  have  on  commercial  securities  pledged 
or  hypothecated  with  it  or  them  as  collateral  :  Provided^ 
however^  If  said  company  make  any  advances  on  prop- 
erty stored  in  its  warehouses  or  elevators,  the  amount 
advanced  shall  be  stated  in  the  body  of  its  warehouse 
receipt,  together  with  the  rates,  charges,  and  commis- 
sions therefor,  and  that  it  has  a  lien  thereon;  and  if  said 
advances,  rates,  charges,  and  commissions  be  omitted  in 
any  warehouse  receipt  issued  by  it,  and  the  said  ware- 
house receipt  be  sold,  pledged,  or  hypothecated  for  value 
to  an  innocent  purchaser  or  party,  then  said  company 
shall  not  have  a  lien  prior  or  superior  to  that  of  such 
purchaser  or  party. 

§  4.  The  principal  office  of  said  company  shall  be  in 
the  city  of  Louisville,  and  it  may  establish  branches  and 
agencies,  warehouses  and  elevators,  at  such  other  places 
as  the  board  of  directors  may  determine;  and  the  man- 
agement and  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  com* 
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pany  shall  be  by  a  board  of  directors  of  not  less  than 
three  nor  more  than  eleven,  to  be  elected  by  the 
stockholders  once  in  every  year,  and  to  hold  their 
offices  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified; 
and  the  directors  may  elect  from  their  board  a  presi- 
dent, vice  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  and  may 
appoint  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  they  deem 
necessary,  prescribe  their  duties  and  compensation,  and 
require  of  them  bx>nd,  with  sureties  therein,  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  their  duties,  and  remove  them  and 
appoint  others  at  pleasure  ;  may  fill  all  vacancies  that 
may  occur  in  the  board  of  directors,  by  appointjuent,  for 
their  unexpired  term:);  and  may  make  by-laws  for  the 
government  of  the  company,  and  may  alter,  amend,  or 
abolish  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  may  prescribe  how  the 
shares  of  stock  may  be  transferred  or  voted  at  meetings 
of  stockholders,  and  may  exercise  the  powers  herein  con- 
ferred upon  the  company  ;  and  shall  have  power,  if  they 
believe  the  interests  of  the  company  require  it,  to  issue 
its  bonds,  not  in  excess  of  its  authorized  capital  stock, 
with  semi-annual  interest  coupons  thereto  attached,  not 
to  exceed  eight  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  at  such 
times  and  places  as  may  be  named  in  the  body  thereof, 
and  to  secure  the  payment  thereof,  by  executing  one  or 
more  mortgages  to  one  or  more  trustees,  for  the  common 
benefit  of  the  holders  of  its  bonds,  upon  its  real  and  per* 
sonal  property  and  franchises. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take   effect   and    be  in   force  from  it&  . 
passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  compaAy  is  hereby  formed  and  created  a   styi* 
body-corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
^'  The  Chaplin  and  Rockbridge  Turnpike  Road  Company,,"' 
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Capital  Stock.

for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road,  begin- 
ning at  Chaplin  river,  near  the  Sapingtor  ford;  then 
the  most  practicable  route,  by  Rockbridge  Church,  to  the 
Marville,  Willisburg,  and  Louisville  Turnpike  Road,  at  or 
near  Isaac  Lynch's;  to  have  perpetual  succession;  and  by 
the  aforesaid  name  and  style  may  sue  and  be  sued,  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in 
any  of  the  courts  in  this  Commonwealth;  may  sue  and 
have  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  or  amend  the  same 
at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  and  may  be  increased  or  diminished  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  company,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  twenty- five  ($25)  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  John  C.  Burns,  J.  G.  Keeling:,  W.  S.  Burns, 
John  M.  Mays,  W.  P.  Scruggii,  George  R.  Young,  Isaiah 
Prather,  J.  J.  Reddecks,  and  Isaac  Lynch,  or  any  three  of 
whom  are  willing  to  act,  be,  and  are  hereby,  appointed 
commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  books  for 
the  subscription  of  stock;  and  as  soon  as  one  thousand 
dollars  is  subscribed,  they  shall  give  ten  days'  notice  for  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
president  and  five  directors,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be 
competent  to  do  the  business,  and  to  do  all  things  author- 
ized by  this  act  to  be  done  by  the  president  and  directors; 
and  the  management  of  the  fiscal  and  prudential  afl^^aira 
of  said  company  shall  be  confided  to  said  president  and

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officers  or  agents  which  may  be  deemed  necessary  to 
effect  the  parpose  of  this  act,  and  to  remove  them  at 
pleasure.  They  shall  have  power  to  require  the  treasurer 
and  all  other  officers  or  agents  appointed  by  them  to  exe- 
cute bond  and  security  in  such  sums  as  they  may  require, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
incumbent  on  them  as  such. 

$  6.  The  commissioners  herein  appointed  shall  procure 
a  book  or  books,  and  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said 
company  shall  enter  Into  the  following  obligation  in  said 
book,  viz:  "We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed, 
do  promise  to  pay  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the 
Chaplin  and  Rockbridge  Turnpike  Road  Company  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  share  of 
stock  in  said  corppany  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such 
manner  and  proportion,  and  at  such  times,  as  shall  be  by 
them  required  under  the  law  incorporatidg  the  company, 
to  be  collected  as  other  debts.  Witness  our  hands  this 
the  —  day  of .  1882." 

j  7.  That  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  eighteen  feet 
grade,  and  the  metal  broken  not  less  than  fourteen  feet 
wide,  and  graded  to  an  elevation  of  not  more  than  four 
degrees,  the  depth  of  broken  metal  to  be  not  less  than 
ten  inches;  the  top  dressing  of  four  inches  to  be  broken 
to  pass  through  a  three-inch  ring.  Whenever  two  miles 
of  said  road  id  completed,  a  toll-gate  may  be  erected  and 
toll  collected  as  regulated  by  the  General  Statutes  regu- 
lating the  same. 

§  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road  shall 
have  the  right  and  power  to  acquire  the  right  of  way  for 
said  road;  to  locate  and  lay  out  the  same;  and  may  take 
steps  authorized  by  the  General  Statutes  to  condemn  the 
land  over  which  the  same  may  run,  not  exceeding  thirty 
(30)  feet  in  width,  and  for  *toll-gate  sites,  as  also  for 
material  from  adjacent  lands  for  the  constructing  and 
repairing  of  said  road. 

§  9.  That  the  county  court  of  Washington  county  is

sam  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile. 
§  10.  This  act  shall  take  eflect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1123. 

AN  ACT  Hniboriziog  the  countj  coart  of  Bracken  county  to  levj  a  tax  for 

bridgies. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Bracken  county,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  justices  being  present  and  concurring  therein, 
may  at  any  time  levy  an  Q,d  valorem  tax  of  not  more 
than  ten  cents  in  one  year  on  the  $100  worth  of  taxable 
property,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  bridges  .over  creeks 
on  public  roads  in  said  county. 

§  2.  The  sheriff  of  said  county  shall  collect  any  levy 
thus  made  in  the  same  way  as  other  levies  of  said  county, 
and  shall  be  responsible  on  his  official  bond  executed  for 
the  collection  of  the  county  levy,  and  allowed  the  same 
compensation  as  he  is  now  allowed  by  law  for  the  collec- 
tion of  the  county  levy. 

§  3.  That  said  levy,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  by 
the  sheriff  on  the  order  of  the  county  court,  and  any  sur- 
plus remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff  at  the  next 
regular  term  of  the  court  of  claims  shall  be  paid  over 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  sinking  fund  of  said  county,  and

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Carrollton,  in 
Carroll  county,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended 
as  to  authorize  and  empower  the  board  of  trustees  for 
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:8aid  town  to  purchase  and  receive  title  to  a  lot  of  ground 
in  said  town,  or  within  three  miles  of  the  corporate  limits 
of  said  town,  and  erect  thereon  suitable  buildings  for  the 
isolation  and  taking  care  of  all  persons  in  said  town  who 
may  have  been  exposed  to,  or  who  are  afflicted  with 
cholera,  yellow  fever,  small  pox,  or  other  dangerous  and 
infectious  diseases. 

(  2.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  take  all  accessary  steps,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  board  of  health  for  Carroll  county,  to  prevent  the 
outbreak  and  spread  of  cholera,  yellow  fever,  small-pox, 
and  other  infectious  and  dangerous  diseases  in  said  town, 
and  to  provide  for  those  who  are  unable  to  provide  for 
themselves  medicines,  medical  attention,  food,  nursing, 
and  such  other  attentions  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
care  of  those  who  have  been  exposed  to  or  are  afflicted 
with  said  diseases. 

§  3.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power 
to  isolate  all  persons  who  have  been  exposed  to  said  dis- 
eases, and  are  authorized  to  enact  such  laws  as  will  be 
effectual  for  that  purpose. 

^  4.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  appropriate  out  of  the  revenue  of  said  town  such 
sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  execute  the  powers 
given  them  by  the  first  and  second  sections  of  this  act. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  efTeci  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  lo  incorporate  the  K^ntuckj  Street  Railway  Company. 

Be  il  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
«/  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  George  H.  Moore,  J.  F.  Waller,  and  J.  S. 
Phelps,  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  are  here- 
by, created  a  corporation,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  '*  Kentucky  Street  Railway  Company  j''  and  by  said 
name  may  have  perpetual  succession,  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  have  and  use  a  common 
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seal,  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  contract  and  be  contract- 
ed with,  hold  and  acquire,  by  lease  or  purchase,  real  and 
personal  property,  and  dispose  of  same  by  sale,  lease,  or 
mortgage. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  construct, 
maintain,  and  operate  single  or  double  track  railway, 
with  all  necessary  and  convenient  side-tracks,  curves, 
turn-tables,  turn-outs,  depots,  stables,  shops,  and  other 
needed  structures,  and  said  railway  may  begin  at  the 
intersection  of  Fifteenth  and  Kentucky  and  build  along 
and  through  Kentucky  street  east  to  Hancock  street, 
thence  north  on  Hancock  street  to  Main  street;  also 
from  the  intersection  of.  Fifteenth  and  Kentucky  streets 
north  on  Fifteenth  to  Main  street,  with  the  privilege  of 
extending  and  building  along  and  over  above-named 
streets  and  others  upon  which  there  is  no  railroad,  as  the 
growth  of  the  city  and  company  may  require,  and  to  con- 
nect and  run  over  the  lines  of  the  Louisville  City  Rail- 
way, or  other  street  railroad  companies  in  the  city  of 
Louisville  or  county  of  Jefferson,  upon  such  terms  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  with  such  companies. 

§  3.  Any  and  all  of  the  railway  or  extensions  thereto 

must  be  built  under  the  supervision  of  the  city  engineer,

and  operated  according  to  ordinances  of  general  council 
now  regulating  the  management  of  one  or  the  other  street 
railroads  now  operated  in  Louisville. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one 
hundred,  thousand  dollars,  and  may  be  increased  from 
time  to  time  as  the  majority  of  stockholders  may  direct, 
and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each.  Said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  com- 
mence business  whenever  t>yenty*five  thousand  dollars 
of  bona  Jide  subscription  shall  be  received,  the  same  to 
be  paid  as  required  by  board  of  directors.  The  said  cor- 
porators or  board  of  directors,  or  either  of  them,  may  open 
books  to  receive  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
company,  and  such  books  of  subscription  may  be  opened 
and  subscription  received  at  such  time  and  place,  and 
upon  such  notice  thereof,  as  any  two  corporators  may 
deem  proper. 
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§  5.  The  stockholders  representing  a  majority  of  the 
«tock  subscribed  for  may  have  the  power  to  elect  the  first 
board  of  directors,  who  shall  serve  until  the  1st  Monday 
in  June.  1882,  at  which  time  said  stockholders  shall  annu- 
ally meet  and  elect  their  board,  and  transact  any  other 
business  for  the  good  of  the  corporation,  and  may  change 
the  date  of  annual  meeting  if  a  majority  of  the  stock- 
bolders  so  decide.  The  board  of  directors  shall  elect 
from  their  number  a  president,  and  may  appoint  such 
other  officers  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  corporation 
as  may  be  necessary;  and  in  case  of  death  or  resigna- 
tion of  any  member  of  the  board,  the  vacancy  may  be 
filled  by  balance  of  the  directors;  said  board  to  make 
such  by-laws  as  the  good  of  the  corporation  may  de- 
mand.

•accounts  of  Samuel  Biggerstaff,  as  sheriff  of  Madison 
•county,  and  allow  to  said  Biggerstaff  credit  for  all  delin- 
<)uent  exonerations,  and  all  such  other  credits  to  which 
he  is  entitled  in  the  opinion  of  the  Auditor. 

§  2.  When  the  Auditor  has  made  the  settlements  pro- 
vided for  in  section  one  of  this  act,  the  Auditor  is  author- 
ized and  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  in  favor  of  Samuel 
Biggerstaff,  on  the  Treasurer,  for  the  amount  found  due 
upon  that  settlement,  payable  out  of  any  moneys  not 
otherwise  appropriated. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of 
claims  of  Madison  county  to  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum 
to  reimburse  Samuel  Biggerstaff  for  the  excess  he  has 
tpaid  to  the  county  as  sheriff,  when  the  said  court  shall 
•have  become  satisfied  of  the  amount  of  said  excess.

§  2.  That  the  incorporation  boundary  of  the  said  town 
of  Providence  be,  and  the  same  is,  so  changed  as  to 
include  all  the  adjacent  railroad  beds  and  depot  grounds. 

§  3.  That  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  said  town  of 
Providence  shall  consist  of  five  white  male  members  and 
legal  voters  of  the  town. 

§  4.  That  the  board,  of  trustees  for  the  said  town  of 
Providence  shall  have  power  to  make  all  by-laws  regu- 
lating the  public  works  and  expenditures  of  the  town. 

§  5.  That  all  former  acts  and  resolutions  of  the  board' 
of  trustees  for  the  said  town  of  Providence  are  hereby 
approved,  so  far  as  relates  to  repairing  streets  and  assess- 
ing taxes. 

^  6.  All  acts  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed. 

^  7.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  (rom^  and  after  its 
passage.

CHAPTER   1137. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Parkland,  Jefferson  county, 

Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
oi  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  hereafter  elections  for  trustees  in  the  town 
of  Parkland,  Kentucky,  shall  be  held  every  two  years  in 
place  of  every  year. 

§  2.  That  the  next  general  election  for  trustees  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1884,  and  succeeding 
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elections  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  every  two  years 
thereafter. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  to  issue 
improvement,  school-house,  or  any  other  bonds,  unless  a 
majority  of  the  resident  property-holders  of  said  jtown  at 
an  election  vote  therefor. 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  of  Parkland 
to  levy  a  tax  of  twenty-five  cents  on  the  one  hundred 
dollars  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  real  property  as- 
sessed in  Parkland  as  of  the  10th  day  of  May,  1682,  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  a  town  hall,  and  any  funds  that 
may  be  saved  from  the  general  expense  tax  may  also  be 
applied  towards  the  same  purpose. 

§  5.  That  the  trustees  may  appoint  spme  suitable  party 
to  act  as  mars^hal  of  said  town,  with  the  same  power  to 
arrest  that  any  constable  of  JeflTerson  county  now  has  or 
may  hereafter  have.  That  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
same  fees  as  constables  in  said  county  are  entitled  to, 
and  to  such  salary  as  the  trustees  may  agree  upon.  The 
board  of  trustees  shall  otherwise  prescribe  his  duties,  and 
take  a  sufiicient  bond,  with  good  security,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duty. 

§  6  That  all  acts  and  amendments  to  acts,  or  sections 
or  parts  of  sections^  thereof,  heretofore  enacted  for  the 
town  of  Parkland,  Kentucky,  which  conflict  with  this  act, 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  7.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1138. 

AN  ACT  for  thebeneBt  of  Mrs.  Joyce  Wilkinson. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of   Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  the  Auditor  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed  to 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasury  in  favor  of  Mrs.  Joyce 
Wilkinson,  widow  of  late  Hon.  J.  H.  Wilkinson,  Senator 
from  Third  District,  for  the  amount  which  would  have 
been  due  him  from  the  date  of  last  payment  to  him  to 
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the  date  of  the  qualification  of  his  successor,  Hon.  W.  L. 
Weathers. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Standard  Minin^r,  Manufacturing,  and  Ezploring 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Geo  W.  Robson,  sr.,  G.  R.  Harms,  and  Geo. 
W.  Robson,  jr.,  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  body-corporate  and 
politic,  by  the  name  and  style  and  title  of  "  The  Standard 
Mining,  Manufacturing,  Refining,  and  Exploring  Com- 
pany;" and  by  that  name  and  style  are  hereby  made  as 
capable  in  law  as  natural  persons  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
in  this  Commonwealth  and  elsewhere,  in  all  courts  of  law 
and  equiiy;  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  to  ordain,  estab- 
lish, and  put  in  execution  all  such  by-laws,  ordinances, 
and  regulations,  as  shall  seem  necessary  and  convenient 
for  the  government  of  said  corporation,  not  bein^  contrary 
to  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States.  The 
capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifteen  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  five  dollars  each,  and  may 
be  increased  or  diminished  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
stockholders  at  any  time  upon  a  notice  of  ten  days.  Said 
company  may,  however,  commence  operations  as  soon  as 
three  thousand  dollars  of  said  stock  be  subscribed,  and 
fifty  per  cent,  thereof  is  paid  in,  and  the  remaining  stock, 
capital  stock,  may  be  issued  by  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  said  company  at  such  time  as  may  seem  to  them  best. 

§  2.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase, 
lease,  negotiate  for,  and  hold  as  much  real  estate,  not  ex- 
ceeding in  value  the  paid-up  capital,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  their  business,  to-wit:  to 
explore,  mine  for  gold,  silver,  iron,  lead,  coal,  and   all 
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other  minerals;  also  to  bore  for  salt  water,  petroleum,  oil, 
or  other  products,  and  in  the  manufacture  of  the  same, 
or  either  of  them,  on  all  lands  now  owned,  or  which  may 
be  owned,  by  them,  or  either  of  them;  to  purchase,  own, 
or  build  flat  or  steam-boats,  roads,  bridg^es,  right  of  way, 
and  all  necessary  buildings  and  machinery  for  the  suc- 
cessful prosecution  of  said  business;  to  hold  all  mining 
rights,  and  dispose  of  any  or  all  of  the  above  named  ma- 
terials, lands,  &;c.,  named  in  this  instrument. 

§  3.  For  conducting  the  affairs  of  said  company,  a 
board  of  five  directors  shall  be  chosen;  said  board  shall 
choose  one  of  its  members  who  shall  be  the  president  of 
said  company;  and  said  board  shall  serve  for  one  year» 
or  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The 
president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  all 
ofHcers,  agents,  and  laborers  under  them,  or  remove  them 
at  pleasure.  In  all  elections  each  share  shall. entitle  the 
holder  to  one  vote;  stockholders  may  vote  by  proxy* 
The  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  personal 
estate,  and  shall  be  non-assessable.  In  the  absence  of 
the  president,  a  president  pro  tern,  may  be  appointed  ta 
act.  The  ofKce  of  said  company  shall  be  located  in 
Newport,  Kentucky. 

§  4.  Books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  may  be  opened 
at  any  time  or  place,  and  closed  at  pleasure :  Provided^ 
That  the  stock  at  no  time  shall  exceed  the  maximum 
amount  herein  named. 

§5.  That  it  shall  he  lawful  for  the  president  and  direct- 
ors of  said  company,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times, 
to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  by  them  chall  be  deemed 
expedient  for  the  use  of  said  company,  and  on  such  terms 
as  they  may  choose,  and  to  pledge  or  mortgage  all  or  any 
part  of  the  estate,  efiects,  &c.,  that  may  be  owned  by 
them,  or  any  of  them,  for  the  re-payment  of  said  sums  of 
money  so  borrowed  at  such  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon: 
Provided,  That  no  banking  powers  are  conferred  herein. 

§  6.  In  the  event  of  a  failure  on  the  part  of  any  stock- 
holder to  pay  up  his  stocic,  the  share  of  such  stockholder 
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may  be  forfeited  by  the  president  and  directors,  or  they 
may,  if  they  so  elect,  sue  and  recover  the  same. 

§  7.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend, 
or  repeal  this  charter  at  pleasure. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
■of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  Thomas  H.  Hayes,  George  K.  Speed,  J.  H. 
Lindenberger,  Thomas  S.  Kennedy,  John  T.  G.  Gait, 
James  Harrison,  Charles  R.  Long,  D.  M.  Rodman,  T.  G. 
Truman,  Joseph  Raymond,  J.  Wash.  Davis,  George  M. 
Rogers,  Wm.  Mahl,  W.  C.  Priest,  John  Shanks,  R.  H. 
Hoskins,  Henry  Chenowith,  J.  W.  Osborne,  Samuel  E. 
English,  and  Joseph  B.  Gathright',  and  their  successors, 
-be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate  and 
politic,  by  the  name  of  the  Crescent  Hill  Railway  Com- 
pany; and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued;  may 
lay  out,  locate,  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a  single 
or  dj^uble  track  railway,  by  animal  or  steam  power,  com- 
mencing at  any  point  in  the  city  of  Louisville  to  which 
said  corporation  may  obtain  the  consent  of  the  mayor 
and  council  of  the  city  of  Louisville;  thence  along  any 
street  of  said  city  to  which  the  said  mayor  and  council 
may  consent;  thence  along  or  over  the  Louisville  and 
Shelbyville  Turnpike,  or  over  its  dirt  road,  with  the  con- 
sent of  said  turnpike  company,  or  over  the  land  lying 
between  the  Brownsboro  Turnpike  Road  and  the  said 
Louisville  and  Shelbyville  Turnpike  Road,  or  along  the 
land  lying  south  of  the  said  Louisville  and  Shelbyville 
Turnpike  Road,  and  between  said  turnpike  road  and  the 
turnpike  road  known  as  the  work-house  road,  being  a 
branch  of  the  Louisville  and  Shelbyville  Turnpike  Road, 
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to  the  Cree^ent  Hill  reservoir  and  beyond,  not  exceeding 
ten  miles,  with  the  right  to  receive,  by  purchase  or  gift, 
land  for  the  right  of  way,  turn-outs,  side  tracks,  car  sheds,, 
and  appendages;  the  right  to  condemn  land  for  said  right 
of  way  by  petition  in  the  JeiTerson  court  of  common 
pleas,  or  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  in  the  county  court  of 
Jefferson  county,  under  the  provisions  of  section  8,  chdp- 
ter  94,  General  Statutes;  with  power  to  locate  its  track 
so  as  to  cross  the  Louisville  and  Shelbyville  Turnpike,  or 
the  Louisville,  Cincinnati  and  Lexington  Railroad,  or  it 
may  bridge  the  same,  but  the  said  crossings  or  bridges 
shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  obstruct  or  injure  the 
said  turnpike  or  railroad ;  and  said  corporation  shall 
have  all  such  incidental  powers  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carr}'  on  and  operate  said  road  in  such  manner  as  such 
railways  are  now  run  and  operated, 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  ten 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars each,  payable  on  the  call  of  the  board  of  directors^ 
not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  every  thirty  days;  but  said 
corporation  may  organize  when  five  thousand  dollars  has 
been  subscribed  in  bona  fide  subscriptions;  and  said  capi- 
tal stock  may  be  increased  by  the  stockholders  at  a  gen- 
eral meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  to  not  exceeding  fifty 
thousand  dollars.  Said  stock  is  to  be  issued  and  trans- 
ferred in  such  manner  as  the  board  of  directors  may 
require.  ^ 

§  3.  The  affnirs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  managed 
by  a  bo^rd  of  seven  directors,  all  of  whom- shall  be  stock- 
holders therein;  but  the  first  board  of  directors  shall  con- 
sist of  the  above-named  corporators,  who  shall  continue 
in  ofiice  until  the  first  election  held  by  the  stockholders, 
at  which  election  seven  directors  shall  be  elected  by  a 
majority  in  interest  of  the  stockholders.  The  board  of 
•  directors  shall  be  elected  annually,  and  hold  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  If  any  of  the 
above-named  incorporators  decline  or  refuse  to  act,  a 
majority  of  the  others  may  fill  the  vacancy.  The  board 
of  directors  elected  by  the  stockholders  may  adopt  such 
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rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  c4  its  afTairs 
as  rhey  may  deem  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  the  lavv» 
of  this  State  or  the  United  States. 

§  4.  That  the  said  corporation,  when  organized,  shall 
have  all  the  rights  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
restrictions,  except  as  herein  provided,  granted  and  pro- 
vided in  the  act  to  incorporate  the  Beargrass  Railway 
Company,  approved  January  27th,  1866,  and  the  act  to- 
amend  the  ^ame,  approved  January  19th,  1867. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  eftect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Lexington  and 
Carter  County  Mining  Company  may  declare  and  distrib- 
ute dividends  *in  stock  among  the  stockholders  of  said 
company,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  think  the  inter- 
est of  the  company  require;  and  may  add  to  the  capital 
stock  ot  said  company  such  amount  of  stock  as,  from  time 
to  time,  in  their  judgment,  may  advance  the  interest  of 
the. company;  and  may  sell  such  stock  on  such  terms  a» 
may  be  determined  on  by  the  said  board:  Provided^  how- 
ever^ That  whenever  any  stock  is  is:<ued,  the  stockholders 
shall  have  the  option  of  purchasing  such  stock  in  propor- 
tion to  the  stock  at  the  time  held  by  each  stockholder. 

§2.  That  section  third  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  i» 
an  amendment  is  repealed,  and  in  lieu  thereof  there  is 
enacted:  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  ot  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  the 
entire  amount  of  said  capital  stock  shall  not  exceed  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars.

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CHAPTER  1144. 

•AN  ACT  to  amend,  digest,  and  reduce  into  one  ail  acts  iocorporatiof^  th9 

city  of  Lexington. 

Be  it  inacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  nf  the  Commnnwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  80  much  of  the  county  of  Fayette  as  is  con- 
tained within  the  following  bounds,  to- wit:  One  mile  from 
the  court-house  in  every  direction,  shall  be,  and  hereby  is 
declared  to  he,  a  city,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are 
continued  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual 
succession,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  *•  City  of  Lex- 
ington," with  power  to  govern  themselves  by  such 
ordinances  and  resolutions  for  municipal  purposes  as 
they  may  deem  proper,  not  to  conflict  with  the  charter 
nor  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  nor  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States;  to  acquire  propt^rfy  for  municipal  pur- 
ponies,  by  purchase  or  otherwise;  to  hold  the  same  and  all 
property  and  effects  now  belonging  to  said  city,  held 
either  in  its  own  name  or  in  the  nnme  of  others,  for  the 
ijse  of  said  city,  for  the  purposes  and  interests  for  which 
the  same  were  granted  or  dedicated;  to  use,  manage,  im- 
prove, sell,  and  convey,  rent  or  lewse  the  same,  and  to 
have  like  powers  over  property  hereinafter  acquired;  and 
as  such,  by  that  name,  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  con- 
tracting and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being 
sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and 
being  answered,  into  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all 
matters  whatsoever  ;  and  may  have  and  use  a  corporate 
seal,  and  change,  alter,  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  fiscal,  prudential,  and  municipal  concerns  of 
said  city,  with  the  government  and  control  thereof,  shall 
be  vested  in  one  principal  officer  to  be  called  the  mayor, 
and  one  city  council,  consisting  of  twelve  persons,  to  be 
denominated  the  board  of  councilmeii,  who  shall  be  elected 
the  first  Saturday  in  March  next  in  the  way  hereinafter 
prescribed,  all  of  whom  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two 
years,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  elected  and 
qualified;  all  of  said  officers  shall  have  resided  in  said 
city  two  years  next  preceding  their  election, shall  be  male 
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citizens  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  SieLie,  bona  Jide 
residents  of  the  ward  for  which  they  may  be  chosen, 
housekeepers  or  owners  of  real  estate  in  said  city,  hold 
no  other  civil  office,  nor  be  directly  or  indirectly  inter- 
ested in  any  contract  with  said  city  or  in  any  application 
therefor,  or  a  candidate  for  or  hold  any  office  or  employ- 
ment for  pay  in  any  company  or  corporation  which  holds 
or  is  an  applicant  for  any  contract  with  said  city,  the 
terms,  rates,  or  prices  of  which  are  subject  to  modifica- 
tion or  enforcement  by  the  board  of  councilmen,  nor  be 
in  arrears  to  the  city  for  money  collected  or  held  without 
a  settlement  or  quietus  therefor.  Stockholders  in  other 
corporations  may  be  eligible,  but  shall  not  vote  on  or  . 
interfere  directly  or  indirectly  with  any  matter  or  ques- 
tion affecting  any  contract  between  such  company  and 
the  city,  or  affecting  any  right  or  duty  under  any  such 
contract — and  all  said  officers  shall  have  attained  the  age 
of  twenty-four  years.  The  absence  of  any  of  the  fore* 
going  qualifications  shall  render  a  person  ineligible  either 
as  mayor  or  councilman,  and  if  occurring  after  election 
or  during  his  term  of  office,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  his 
office,  and  the  board  of  councilmen  shall  so  declare,  pro- 
ceed to  fill  the  vacancy  as  hereinafter  prescribed.

6  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  mayor  and  coun- 
cilmen that  shall  be  first  elected  under  this  act  to  lay  off 
the  said  city  into  four  wardi*,  for  the  purposes  herein 
named,  as  nearly  equal  as  possible  as  to  number  of 
inhabitants,  improvcMiients,  and*  permanent  boundaries, 
each  ()\  which  wards  is  to  be  entitled  to  elect  three  coun- 
cilmen, to  he  ineinhfTs  <if  the  hoard  of  councilmen;  hut 
the  mayor  and  counriltiitMi  rriHV,  in  their  discretion, 
increase  the  iiiirnher  of  sMJd  wards  to  not  exceeding 
twelve,  with  at  all  tinu's  an  r(|iial  number  of  councilmen 
from  each  ward;  and  it  >liall  he  ihe  duty  of  said  mayor 
and  coiincilmfMi,  from  timr  to  time,  to  alter  the  bounda- 
ries of  tlie  wards  so  as  to  (Mjualr/.e  tli(^  number  ol  the 
inhabitants  in  ('ach  as  nii.-h  h>  may  be:  but  such  altera- 
LOC.  h  ,  vol..  II — *S\) 
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tion  shall  not  be  made  except  on  a  general  census  of  all 
the  inhabitants  being  previously  taken. 

City  Elections, 

§  4.  That  on  the  first  Saturday  in  March,  in  1882,  and 
on  the  same  date  biennially  thereafter,  the  male  inhabi- 
tants over  twenty-one  years  of  age  of  said  city,  who  at 
the  time  being  are  citizens  of  the  State  of  Kentucky, 
and  inhabitants  of  said  city,  and  bona  fide  residents 
thereof  for  the  space  of  six  calendar  months  previous  to 
said  election,  and  of  the  ward  in  which  he  offers  to  vote 
at  least  sixty  days  prior  to  the  election,  and  who  shall 
have  paid  the  capitation  tax  assessed  by  the  city  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  preceding  the  day  of 
election,  shall  meet  in  wards  in  which  they  respectively 
reside,  and  vote  for  the  councilmen  such  ward  shall  be 
entitled  to  elect,  and  for  a  mayor,  a  city  attorney,  a 
treasurer,  a  collector,  an  assessor  and  auditor,  a  city 
physician,  a  surveyor,  a  keeper  of  the  poor  and  work- 
house, a  recorder  and  clerk  of  the  recorder's  court,  all  of 
whom  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and 
until  their  successors  shall  qualify;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  mayor  and  councilmen  in  office  to  cause  an 
alphabetical  list  of  the  qualified  voters  in  each  ward  to 
be  made  out  ten  days  before  the  first  Saturday  in  March, 
and  to  appoint  three  suitable  persons  in  each  ward  as 
inspectors  of  the  election,  and  to  furnish  them  with  a  list 
of  voters,  and  a  warrant  directing  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  to  hold  the  election  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
elections  are  held  in  this  State.  Notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  holding  the  elections  in  the  respective  wards 
shall  be  published  in  one  or  more  of  the  public  newspa- 
pers printed  in  said  city,  with  the  names  of  the  ward 
inspectors.  The  election  shall  be  held  during  the  same 
hours,  to  be  directed  by  the  mayor  and  councilmen,  in  all 
the  wards;  the  said  inspectors  shall  exhibit  to  all  persons 
claiming  the  same  the  list  of  the  qualified  voters  respect- 
ively; and  on  closing  the  polls  at  the  hour  mentioned  in 
their  warrant,  they  shall  declare  the  same,  and  the  three 
persons  having  the  highest   number  of  qualified   votes 
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€hali  be  declared  as  duly  elected  councilmen  in  each 
ward.  The  vote  given  for  mayor  shall  be  added  up  by 
the  inspectors,  and  the  poll-books  shall  be  certified  by  a 
majority  of  said  inspectors  and  sworn  to  as  just  and 
true  returns  of  the  election,  which  oath  shall  be  admin- 
istered by  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  or  any  justice  of 
the  peace.  The  inspectors  shall  return  said  poll-books 
to  the  board  of  examiners  for  Fayette  county  within 
three  days  next  afler  said  election. 

§  5.  That  in  the  event  of  the  death,  resignation,  ineli- 
gibility, or  refusal  to  act  of  the  mayor,  the  councilmen 
shall  proceed  to  elect  one  of  their  own  number  to  supply 
his  place,  and  the  person  so  elected  shall  be  the  mayor  of 
said  city  until  a  new  election  is  had  and  the  mayor  elected 
is  sworn  into  office;  and  the  mayor  and  the  councilmen 
shall  immediately  proceed  to  order  another  election  to 
supply  such  vacancy  for  the  residue  of  the  time  as  in  the 
original  election  of  said  mayor;  and  in  the  like  event  of 
one  or  more  councilmen,  the  board  shall  direct  a  new 
election  in  the  ward  or  wards  in  which  the  vacancy  shall 
happen;  and  in  case  ot  a  vacancy  in  either  of  the  other 
offices  hereinbefore  directed  to  be  elected,  the  mayor  and 
councilmen  shall  order  a  new  election  by  the  qualified 
voters  to  fill  such  vacancy:  Provided,  ftowever.  That  if  the 
unexpired  term  of  the  office  in  which  any  such  vacancy 
may  occur  shall  be  less  than  six  months,  such  vacancy 
/nay  be  filled  by  election  by  the  mayor  and  councilmen. 

§  6.  The  board  of  examiners  shall  meet  at  the  office  of 
the  county  clerk  of  Fayette  county  as  soon  as  said  poll- 
books  shall  have  been  returned;  and  if  not  sooner  re- 
turned, at  farthest,  in  three  days  after  the  first  Saturday 
in  March,  and  there  compare  and  examine  said  poll-books, 
and  give  duplicate  certificates  of  election  to  the  persons 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  any  of  said  city 
offices.  Upon  the  issue  of  such  certificates,  the  persons 
receiving  the  same  shall,  on  the  first  Thursday  thereafter, 
«nter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  upon 
taking  the  oath  required  by  the  Constitution  and  execut- 
ing the  bonds  required  by  this  act,  except  the  recorder 
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and  clerk  of  recorder's  court,  who  shall  enter  upon  the 
discharge  of  their  duties  on  the  first  Monday  in  Septem- 
ber following  their  election. 

§  7.  The  mayor  and  councilmen  shalloon  the  Thursday 
succeeding  the  first  Saturday  in  March  of  each  3'ear,  elect 
a  captain  of  the  police  and  such  subordinate  policemen 
as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for  each  ward  in  the  city,  a 
chief  of  the  fire  department,  and  such  engineers,  firemen, 
drivers,  hosemen,  and  runners  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  the  provisions  of  this  act  into  full  effect,  and  as  are 
now  or  may  be  hereafter  provided  for  by  ordinance.  W\ 
subordinate  oflicers  so  elected  by  the  mayor  and  council- 
men  shall  hold  their  ofllices  for  the  term  of  one  year,  but 
shall  be  subject  to  removal  for  neglect  or  failure  to  dis- 
charge their  duties,  or  for  bther  good  cause  shown,  at  any 
time,  by  the  mayor  and  councilmen.  No  such  removal, 
however,  shall  be  made  unless  seven  councilmen,  or  six 
councilmen  and  the  mayor,  shall  vote  therefor;  and  the 
mayor  and  board  of  councilmen  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
fix  the  salaries  or  compensation  for  such  officers,  but  the 
pay  of  no  ofiicer  shall  be  increased  or  diminished  during 
the  term  for  which  he  may  be  elected.  The  mayor  and 
councilmen  and  said  other  officerH  of  said  city  shall,  be- 
fore  entering  upon  the  duty  of  their  respective  ofiices^ 
each  take  the  oath  prescribed  for  officers  by  the  Constitu- 
tion of  Kentucky,  which  oath  may  be  administered  to  the 
mayor  elect  by  any  Judge  of  any  court  of  record  in  this 
Commonvveahh,  or  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  Fay- 
ette county;  and  the  mayor,  after  he*  is  sworn  into  office, 
shall  administer  thr  said  oath  to  each  ot  the  councilmen 
and  said  oilier  oflicers,  or  the  same  may  be  administered 
by  any  justice  of  the  pea(5e  ot  Fayette  county,  and  an 
entry  sfiali  be  made  on  the  reccMMis  of  the  board  that  said 
oaths  have  been  duly  administertMi. 

5  8.  Tliat   the   mayor  and   couric  ilmrn  thus  chosen  and 
qualified   shttll    form   one   board,  ami   .vhall  sit  and  act  to- 
gether as  one    body;   and    at   all    ia-entiji:s   the   mayor,  if 
present,  shall   preside,  but  in    \u>   ahs^tice  the  board  may 
elect   a  chairman   for   the    time    beijiir.      The    said    board 
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shall  choose  a 'clerk,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  which  he  shall  hold 
for  one  year,  and  until  another  shall  succeed  him,  remov- 
able, however,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  board,  and  shall  be 
denominated  **  The  Clerk  of  the  City,'*  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  keep  a  journal  of  the 'proceedings  of  the  board,  to 
sign  all  warrants  issued  by  them,  and  to  do  all  acts  in  his 
said  capacity  that  may  be  reasonably  required  of  him, 
and  to  deliver  over  all  papers  and  books  intrusted  to  him  . 
to  his  successor  in  office  immediately  on  such  successor 
being  chosen  and  qualified,  or  whenever  he  shall  be  there- 
to required  by  the  mayor  and  councilmen.  In  all  meet- 
ings of  the  board  six  councilmen,  with  the  mayor,  or  in 
the  absence  of  the  mayor,  seven  councilmen,  shall  const!-  ' 
tnte  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  in  cases  of  levying  the 
taxes,  or  in  the  election  of  any  officer  of  the  city  govern- 
ment, or  the  passing  of  any  by-law  or  ordinance,  seven 
councilmen  shall  concur,  or  when  six  councilmen  shall 
be  found  voting  in  the  affirmative,  the  mayor  may  be 
called  upon  to  vote;  and  in  case  of  his  voting  in  the 
affirmative,  the  measure  shall  prevail.  The  board  shall 
meet  in  some  public  place  to  be  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  their  deliberations  and  acts  shall  be  public. 

Streets — Opening  of. 

§  9.  That  the  mayor  and  councilmen  may  receive  con- 
veyances or  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  the  proprietors  of 
iots  of  land  within  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  locating 
new  streets  or  alleys,  or  extending  any  of  the  streets  or 
alleys  of  said  city  to  the  limits  thereof;  and  on  receiving 
the  same  may  direct  such  streets  or  alleys  to  be  extended 
or  opened;  and  when  they  shall  deem  it  proper  to  have 
any  new  street  or  alley  opened,  or  any  of  the  streets  or 
alleys  of  said  city  extended  in  part,  or  to  the  limits  there- 
of, to  petition  the  Fayette  circuit  court  or  the  Lexington 
recorder's  court,  stating  the  street  or  alley  they  wished 
opened  or  extended,  and  the  names  of  the  owners,  if 
known,  of  the  lots  and  lands  through  which  they  desire 
to  have  such  street  or  alley  opened  or  extended,  and  the 
width  thereof;   and   thereupon  said  court  shall  order  a 
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summons  to  isf^ue  for  such  owner  to  appear  on  some  con- 
venient day  of  that  or  some  subsequent  term  to  show 
cause  why  such  street  or  alley  should  not  be  opened  or 
extended,  which  summons  shall  be  executed,  or  the  re- 
turn of  no  inhabitant  or  known  a^ent,  and  no  one  appear- 
ing the  court,  shall  enter  up  a  warning  order  against  such 
non-resident  owner,  and  appoint  an  attorney  to  defend 
for  such  owner,  and  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  now 
provided  by  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice  in  such  cases  on 
\  such  owner,  if  in  the  county  ;  if  not,  on  his  agent,  if  one 

is  known,  and  on  the  return  of  the  summons  executed,  or 
the  return  of  no  inhabitant  or  known  agent,  and  no  one 
appearing,  the  court  shall  order  the  street  or  alley  to  be 
'  opened  or  extended,  and  if  any  one  or  more  of  such  per- 
sons shall  appear,  they  shall  have  a  right  to  claim  a  writ 
of  ad  quod  damnum,  which  the  court  shall  award  to  the- 
proper  officer,  to  be  executed  as  other  writs  of  that  na- 
ture for  opening  roads,  and  on  the  return  of  the  writ 
executed,  the  court  shall  order  the  mayor  and  council- 
men  to  pay  the  damages  assessed,  and  shall  order  the 
street  or  alley  to  be  opened  or  extended.  The  mayor 
and  councilmen  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  ta 
cause  all  streets  or  alleys  to  be  opened  and  cleared  of  all 
obstructions  by  the  infliction  of  suitable  fines  and  penal- 
ties: Provided,  however,  That  the  mayor  and  council  of 
said  city  shall  have  power,  at  any  time  before  the  final 
decree  or  order,  to  dismiss  their  petition,  which  shall  not 
prevent  their  again  instituting  proceedings  for  opening^ 
such  street  or  alley  at  any  time  after  one  year  from  said 
dismisdon. 

Paving  and   Turnpiking  of. 

§  10.  That  the  mayor  and  councilmen  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  cause  and  procure  all  the  streets 
and  alleys  in  the  said  city  now  established,  or  hereafter 
to  be  established,  to  be  paved  or  turnpiked  at  the  cost  and 
expense  of  the  lot-owners  fronting  such  streets  or  alleys; 
and  a  petition,  in  writing,  of  the  owner  or  owners  pf  a 
greater  part  of  the  ground  fronting  on  any  square  shall 
be   sufficient  to   authorize  a  contract  for  the  paving  or 
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tarnpiking  the  street  or  alley  in  such  square:  Prtwided, 
however^  That  the  mayor  and  councilmen,  by  their  unani- 
mous consent  in  council,  may  cause  any  street  or  alley  in 
any  square  in  said  city  to  be  paved  or  turnpiked  at  the 
cost  and  expense  of  the  owners  of  lots  or  parts  of  lota 
fronting  such  street  or  alley,  without  any  petition  or  con- 
sent; and  when  the  paving:  or  turnpiking  shall  be  com- 
pleted, they  shall  apportion  the  costs  and  expenses  equally 
on  the  lot-holders,  and  a  lien  is  hereby  given  on  the  lots 
and  parts  of  lots  for  the  same,  which  costs  and  expenses 
may  be  listed  and  collected  as  other  taxes  by  the  city  col- 
lector, who  shall  have  authority  to  sell  and  convey  the  , 
lots  and  parts  of  lotn  for  the  same  under  the  by-laws  and 
regulations  of  the  mayor  and  councilmen  :  Provided  also, 
however,  That  the  owner  of  any  lot,  or  any  part  of  lot, 
sold  for  paving  or  turnpiking,  who  has  not  consented,  in 
writing,  for  that  purpose,  shall  have  five  years  to  redeem 
the  same  on  paying  the  purchase  money,  with  ten  per 
centum  interest  per  annum,  with  all  the  taxes  and  levies 
that  may  have  subsequently  accrued;  and  those  who  have 
consented  in  writing  may  redeem  it  any  time  within  one 
year  on  the  payment  of  the  like  interest:  Provided,  That 
infants  shall  have  one  year  after  arriving  at  full  age  on 
like  terms. 

Sidewalks  Paved  and  Curbed  and  Streets  Graded. 

^11.  That  the  mayor  and  councilmen  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  cause  and  procure  the  sidewalks  to  be 
curbed  and  paved  with  stone  or  brick,  and  to  apportion 
the  costs  and  expenses  on  the  owners  of  lots  fronting 
thereon,  and  a  lien  is  given  on  the  lots  for  the  same;  and 
the  mayor  and  councilmen  shall  have  the  like  authority 
and  power  to  cause  and  procure  the  streets  and  alleys 
now  established,  or  hereafter  to  be  established,  within 
said  city,  to  be  tilled,  leveled,  and  graduated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  ofT  the  water,  or  preparatory  for  paving 
or  turnpiking,  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  lot-owners 
fronting  the  same,  and  a  lien  is  hereby  given  on  the  lots 
and  parts  of  lots  for  such  costs  and  expense;  and  the 
costs  and  expense  accruing  under  the  provisions  of  this 
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section  shall  be  listed  and  collected  in  like  manner  as 
that  of  paving  and  turnpiking,  and  the  cftllector  shall 
have  the  like  authority  to  sell  and  convey  the  same,  as  is 
provided  for  in  the  previous  section,  and  subject  to  re- 
demption in  one  year  from  the  day  of  sale;  and  in  cases 
of  infants,  in  one  year  after  they  arrive  at  full  age,  by 
paying  ten  per  centum  interest  thereon. 

W/iat — When  Streets  Alreadtf  Paved ^  Etc. 

§  12.  That  if  any  part  of  a  street,  alley,  or  sidewalk, 
in  any  square,  shall  have  been  paved  at  the  expense  of 
any  one  or  more  owner  or  owners  of  lots  in  said  square, 
before  such  order  shall  have  been  made,  he,  she,  or  they 
shall  not  be  required  to  pay  anything,  unless  his,  her,  or 
their  portion  of  costs  and  expenses  of  grading,  paving,  or 
turnpiklng,  assessed  as  above  provided,  and  including 
that  already  paved,  shall  exceed  the  amount  of  costs  and 
expenses  by  them  paid  or  incurred  for  the  part  so  paved  : 
Provided^  however,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  the  mayor  and  council  requiring  sidewalks  to  be 
repaved  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  of  the  lot  fronting 
such  sidewalk. 

Taxation. 

§  13.  The  said  mayor  and  councilmen  shall  have  the 
power  and  authority  to  assess,  levy,  and  collect  taxes  on 
such  real  and  personal  estate,  including  stocks,  bonds, 
money,  and  choses  in  action  of  every  kind  whatsoever, 
not  exempt  from  taxation  by  law,  as  they  may  designate ; 
but  such  taxation  shall  be  uniform  on  every  description 
of  property  assessed;  but  from  the  value  of  stocks,  bonds, 
money,  and  choses  in  action  that  may  be  designated  for 
taxation  there  shall  be  deducted  the  amount  of  the  bona 
fide  indebtedness  of  the  owner  thereof. 

Licenses  and  Specific  Taxes, 

§  14.  The  mayor  and  board  of  councilmen  shall  also 
have  power  and  authority  to  cause  all  stores  within  the 
city  to  be  rated — first,  second,  third,  and  fourth  rate — levy 
and  collect  a  tax  on   each,  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
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dollars  per  year;  and  when  stores  are  taxed  according  to 
their  rate,  the  goods  therein  shall  not  be  valued  and  in- 
cluded in  the  assessments  of  property  for  taxation,  it 
being  hereby  intended  to  give  to  said  mayor  and  council 
the  right  either  to  rate  the  stores,  groceries,  and  so  forth,  or 
make  them  pay  the  ad  valorem  tax  assessed  as  upon  other 
property;  but  in  the  event  of  the  council  determining*  to 
tax  said  stores,  groceries,  and  so  forth,  by  rates,  then  they 
shall  likewise  be  assessed  as  other  property,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  ascertaining  and  enforcing  the  payment  of  the 
fire  tax,  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, provided  for  in  this  charter.  Said  mayor  and  council 
f»hall  likewise  have  power,  by  ordinance,  to  provide  for 
the  taxing  or  rating  of  any  store,  grocery,  and  so  forth, 
which  may  be  commenced  or  opened  at  any  time  subse- 
quent to  the  day  fixed  for  the  annual  assessment,  and  all 
itinerant  merchants  or  vendors:  Provided^  That  in  no  case 
shall  the  tax  levied  upon  such  be  less  than  the  ratable 
amount,  as  compared  with  the  other  assessment,  in  propor- 
tion to  the  time  the  same  is  kept  open.  Said  mayor  and 
councilmen  shall  also  have  the  right  to  tax  auctioneers 
in  said  city  (in  addition  to  the  taxes  now  imposed  by  law) 
not  exceeding  one  per  centum  upon  all  public  and  private 
sales  of  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  and  to  require  them 

« 

to  take  out  licenses,  with  such  restrictions  and  requisitions 
as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  said  tax;  but  no  tax  shall 
be  required  for  sales  of  decedents  by  executors,  adminis- 
trators, or  curators. 

§  15.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  mayor 
and  council  of  the  city  of  Lexington  to  pass  such  ordi- 
nance or  ordinances  as  may  by  the  said  mayor  and  coun- 
cil be  deemed  expedient  for  imposing  and  collecting  a 
tax  upon  playing  cards  retailed  in  said  city,  to  be  applied 
in  lessening  the  expenses  of  said  city:  Provided^  The 
same  shall  not  exceed  fifty  cents  on  the  deck  or  pack 

§  16.  That  the   mayor  and  board  of  councilmen  shall 
have  the  right  to  tax  and  license,  and  shall,  by  ordinance, 
provide  for  the  licenses  for  the  following  businesses,  pro- . 
tessions,  and  employments,   with  adequate  penalties  for 
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doing  business  without  the  required  license  :  For  any 
grocer,  confectioner,  victualer,  hawker,  huckster,  peddler, 
or  any  other  retailer,  except  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  fer- 
mented liquors,  or  any  other  merchant  or  dealer  in  dry 
goods,  clothing,  drugs,  medicines,  wares,  or  merchandise 
of  ^ny  kind,  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars;  for  any 
theatrical  exhibition,  lecture,  concert,  show,  or  perform- 
ance in  the  city  for  pay,  such  sum  as  the  mayor  and 
board  of  councilman  may  prescribe  by  ordinance  or  reso- 
lution :  Provided,  That  lectures  by  resident  professors 
and  literary  or  charitable  entertainments  may  be  allowed 
by  the  mayor  and  board  of  councilmen  without  license 
or  charge;  for  each  vehicle  running  in  said  city  for  profit 
or  hire,  including  milk  wagons,  coal  wagons  or  carts,  ice 
wagons  or  carts,  water  wagons  or  carts,  street  sprinklers 
or  other  vehicles  used  by  any  one  in  the  business  of  sell- 
ing and  delivering  any  of  the  above  named  articles,  not 
less  than  two  nor  more  than  thirty  dollars;  for  every  lot- 
tery office  or  agency  therefor,  not  less  than  one  hundred 
nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars:  Provided,  That  such 
license  shall  not  make  lawful  the  operation  of  any  lottery 
not  otherwise  made  lawful;  for  each  billiard  table,  pool 
table,  bowling  alley,  jenny  lind  table,  or  shooting  gal- 
lery, not  less  than  twenty-five,  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars;  but  if  any  of  these  establishments  do  not 
sell  or  allow  to  be  sold  or  drunk  on  the  premises  any 
spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquor,  then  the  rate  for  such 
shall  not  be  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dol* 
lars  each;  for  each  tavern  or  hotel,  cofTee-house,  club 
room,  or  any  other  establishment  wherein  malt,  fermented, 
vinous,  or  spirituous  liquors  are  sold  by  retail  within  said 
city,  not  less  than  thirty  dollars  nor  more  than  three  hun- 
dred dollars;  for  taverns  or  hotels,  public  boarding-houses, 
or  places  of  public  resort  or  entertainment  wherein  no 
malt,  fermented,  vinous,  or  spirituous  liquors  are  retailed, 
not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars;  for 
each  livery  stable,  real  estate  office  for  buying  or  selling, 
'  each  rendering  or  tanking-house,  dealer  in  cattel  and  pork- 
house,  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
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dollars;  for  each  intelligence  office,  claim  agent,  commer- 
cial agent,  street  broker,  pawnbroker,  express  company, 
or  agency  therefor,  bank  exchange  or  broker's  office,  tele- 
graph office,  telephone  office,  insurance  office  or  agency 
therefor,  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  than  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars;  for  each  dealer  in  wood,  lumber,  and  coal, 
not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars;  for 
each  brewer  or  distiller,  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars 
nor  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  for  each  attor- 
ney and  counselor  at  law,  physician,  surgeon  or  dentist, 
master  builder,  architect,  or  photographer,  not  less  than 
five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars;  for  each  veterinary 
surgeon  and  physician  and  chiropodist,  not  less  than  five 
dollars  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars;  for  each  gift 
enterprise  or  agency  therefor,  or  any  similar  association, 
not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars:  Provided^  That  such  license  shall  not  authorize 
the  operation  of  any  gift  enterprise  not  otherwise  made 
lawful.  For  any  other  business  or  employment  not  herein 
named,  the  mayor  and  councilmen  may,  by  ordinance, 
designate  and  fix  the  rate,  and  cause  a  license  therefor  to 
be  taken  as  herein  provided,  and  may  grade  and  class  every 
business,  profession,  or  craft  herein  provided  to  be  licensed, 
and  fix  the  rate  of  license  at  or  within  the  minimum  and 
maximum  herein  provided;  and  the  mayor  and  board  of 
councilmen  shall  have  power  to  grade  and  class  all  estab- 
lishments wherein  malt,  vinous,  or  spirituous  liquors  are 
retailed,  and  fix  the  rate  of  license  therefor  according  to 
certain  limits  or  districts  of  the  city  wherein  the  same 
may  be  situated,  such  limits  or  districts  having  been  first 
duly  laid  out  and  fixed  by  ordinance.  No  license  shall 
be  granted  for  a  longer  period  than  one  year,  and  before 
the  granting  or  issuing  of  any  license  the  tax  required 
therefor  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  and  no 
license  shall  be  taken  as  granted  until  regularly  issued; 
but  when  a  license  is  issued,  it  shall  bear  date  with  the 
commencement  of  the  store  or  other  establishment,  or 
business  or  thing  licensed;  or,  if  a  renewal  of  license, 
shall  be  dated  from  the  day  of  the  expiration  of  the  pre- 
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vious  license.  Any  of  the  unexpired  time  of  licenses 
herein  permitted,  which  shall  not  he  less  than  six  months, 
may  be  transferred  by  the  holder,  with  the  assent  of  the 
mayor  and  board  of  councilmen.  The  mayor  and  board 
of  councilmen  shall  also  have  power,  whenever  in  their 
opinion  the  interests  of  said  city  shall  require  it,  to  levy 
and  collect  taxes  on  dogs,  or  other  domestic  animals,  in 
any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  on  each  dog  or  other 
animal. 

§  17.  A  tax  shall  be  levied  on  each  male  inhabitant  of 
twenty-one  years  of  age  and  upwards,  except  paupers, 
inhabiting  said  city,  at  the  ratio  not  exceeding  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents  each. 

§  18.  The  county  levy  for  the  county  of  Fayette  hereto- 
fore collected  from  the  inhabitants  within  the  boundaries 
of  said  cit}'  shall  be  discontinued. 

Payment  of  Taxes. 
^  19.  The  mayor  and  board  of  councilmen  shall  have 
power  to  provide  by  law  that  tax-payers  shall  pay  their 
taxes  to  the  treasurer  by  a  day  to  be  fixed  by  ordinance, 
and  from  and  after  such  day  add  to  all  unpaid  taxes  the 
usual  collector's  commission  for  collecting  taxes;  and  they 
may  affix  and  enforce  penalties  for  the  failure  to  pay 
taxes  to  the  collector,  which  penalty  shall  not  in  any  case 
be  remitted,  except  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
mayor  and  board  of  councilmen. 

Assessor  and  Assessments, 

§  20.  The  city  assessor  may,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  board  of  councilmen,  appoint  an  assistant,  if 
deemed  necessary,  and  shall  take  in  a  list  of  all  the  taxa- 
ble inhabitants  within  said  city,  separately  in  each  ward, 
and  affix  against  each  the  amount  of  his,  her,  or  their 
real  estate  within  said  city,  and  also  the  true  and  just 
value  of  such  personal  estate  of  each  of  said  inhabitants, 
whether  in  goods,  stocks,  manufactories,  or  other  property 
that  may  be  designated  for  taxation  by  the  said  mayor 
and  councilmen,  which  list  shall  be  made  on  the  oath  of 
the  party;  or  if  the  party  refuse   to  give  in  a  list,  and 
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swear  to  the  same,  the  amount  shall  be  assessed  from  the 
best  information  sach  assessor  possesses;  and  in  each  of 
the  several  wards  of  the  said  city  said  lists  sh'all  be  ex- 
tended to  include  all  males  over  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
taverns,  groceries,  victualers,  retailers,  and  confectioners, 
and  houses  of  public  resort,  and  all  other  business,  pro- 
fessions, and  employments  hereinbefore  designated  to  be 
licensed  or  taxed;  and  when  said  lists  shall  be  completed 
and  returned  to  the  board  of  mayor  and  councilmen,  they 
shall  give  a  rea^nable  notice  that  any  inhabitant  of  said 
city  may  examine  the  same;  that  if  any  one  should  feel 
aggrieved  thereby  in  an  excess  of  valuation,  application 
may  be  made  to  the  mayor  and  councilmen,  and  on  proof 
being  made  to  their  satisfaction,  the  valuation  may  be 
changed:  Provided^  The  application  is  made  within  the 
time  which  may  be  prescribed  by  them,  after  which  time 
no  abatement  or  change  shall  be  made.  The  mayor  and 
councilmen  shall  proceed  to  lay  and  levy  the  taxes  for 
the  current  year  from  estimates  previously  submitted  to 
the  board  by  the  mayor:  Provided^  The  same  shall  not 
exceed  seventy-five  cents  on  each  hundred  dollars  for 
such  valuation;  and  for  the  general  expenses  of  said  city 
government,  such  as  the  police  salaries,  the  support  of 
the  poor,  and  all  charges  for  the  well  ordering  and  gov- 
erning of  said  city  throughout,  the  estimates  shall  be  pre- 
sented hy  the  mayor. 

Collector. 

§  21.  When  the  said  taxes  shall  be  made  out  and  fixed, 
as  herein  provided,  or  the  day  for  paying  the  same  to  the 
treasurer  shall  have  passed,  if  any  such  be  fixed,  bills 
shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  city  collector,  with 
their  vvarrfMit  to  collect  the  same.  The  power  of  the 
collector  of  ilje  city  tax  shall  be  the  srime  as  to  the  dis- 
Irainiii;^,  a<U  tMtiaing,  and  selling  property,  as  may,  from 
time  to  li.'.Mf',  be  granted  by  law  to  the  sheriff  in  the  col- 
lection oi  I  he  8tate  revenue  and  county  levy;  and  for 
failure  tcj  [.ay  taxes  on  real  estate,  the  same  remedies  by 
damage  s  and  interest  for  sale  of  the  real  estate  shall  exist 
as  in  the  collection   of  the  State  revenue,  except  that  all 
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persons  may  purchase  at  said  sales,  and  that  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  collector  to  make  all  returns  to  the  mayor 
and  board  of  councilmen,  which,  in  the  sale  of  lands  for 
the  State  revenue,  the  sheriff  is  required  to  make  to  the 
Auditor  of  the  Commonwealth;  and  that  the  mayor  and 
board  of  councilmen  shall  perform  all  the  duties  and  have 
all  the  powers  to  make  sales  of  lands  which  are  prescribed 
to  be  performed  by,  and  are  given  to,  the  Auditor  in  the 
collection  of  the  State  revenue.  Bond,  with  good  surety, 
in  an  adequate  penalty,  shall  be  taken  «of  said  collector, 
payable  to  the  city  of  Lexington,  and  he  or  they  shall  be 
removable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  mayor  and  councilmen. 
The  city  collector  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  to  judg- 
ment by  motion  in  the  recorder's  court  for  failing  to  col- 
lect and  pay  over  any  sums  put  in  his  hands  for  collection 
at  the  time  stipulated,  with  ten  per  centum  interest  and 
costs;  and  five  days'  notice  of  such  motion  shall  be  suffi- 
cient, and  there  shall  be  no  replevin  or  valuation  of  prop- 
erty on  executions  issuing  on  such  judgments.  A  lien 
shall  exist  on  the  real  estate  of  said  collector  and  his 
sureties  for  the  payment  of  all  sums  placed  in  his  hands 
for  collection.  And  the  city  collector  is  authorized  to 
levy  upon  any  real  estate  in  the  city  of  Lexington  owned 
by  a  person  owing  taxes  to  the  city  for  the  amount  of  the 
unpaid  taxes  of  such  person  and  in  the  hands  of  the  col- 
lector for  collection,  and  proceed  to  sell  and  convey  the 
same,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay 
said  taxes,  in  the  same  manner  that  sheriffs  are  author- 
ized to  sell  lands  under  executions  of /J.  fa  ,  but  with  the 
right  of  redemption  for  the  same  time  and  upon  the  same 
terms  as  hereinbefore  given.  The  lien  on  the  real  estate 
of  the  tax-payer  for  taxes  shall  commence  on  the  10th 
day  of  January  in  the  year  in  which  the  taxes  are  as- 
sessed, and  may  be  enforced  by  the  levy  and  sale  herein- 
before provided  for. 

§  22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  collector  to  con- 
tinue the  collection  of  city  taxes  and  other  city  dues  until 
his  successor  shall  be  duly  elected  and  qualified,  and  the 
collector's  book  for  that  year  placed  in  the  hands  of  his 
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fiuccessor;  and  he  mudt  settle  his  accounts,  from  time  to 
time,  as  the  mayor  and  board  of  councilmen  shall  re- 
quire. 

Fire  Tax. 
^  23.  That  in  addition  to  the  taxes  before  provided,  the 
mayor  and  council  of  the  city  of  Lexington  shall  have  the 
authority  in  each  year  to  levy  an  additional  ad  valorem 
tax  on  the  property  within  said  city,  not  exceeding  ten 
cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  assessed  property, 
which  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
taxes  are  by  law  collected  in  said  city,  and  that  the  fund 
arising;  therefrom  shall  be  kept  by  the  treasurer  of  said 
city  distinct  and  separate  from  the  other  funds,  and  shall 
be  expended  only  in  discharge  of  debts  now  existing 
against  said  city  for  the  purchase  of  fire  apparatus,  and 
providing  facilities  for  obtaining  water  in  time  of  fire,  or 
for  such  other  appropriations  as  may  be  made  by  resolu- 
tions of  the  mayor  and  board  of  councilmen  for  similar 
purposes. 

School  Tax. 
^  24.  That  in  addition  to  the  taxes  before  provided,  the 
mayor  and  council  of  the  city  of  Lexington  shall  have  the 
authority  in  each  year  to  levy  an  additional  ad  valorem 
tax  of  any  sum  not  exceeding  fifteen  cents  on  the  one 
hundred  dollars  of  assessed  property  within  said  city, 
which  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
taxes  are  by  law  collected  in  said  city,  and  that  the  fund 
arising  therefrom  shall  be  kept  by  the  treasurer  of  said 
city  distinct  and  separate  from  the  other  funds,  and  shall 
be  expended  only  under  the  direction  and  management 
of  the  board  of  councilmen  for  the  support  and  mainte- 
nance of  the  public  city  schools. 

Sinking  Fund. 
§25.  That  in  addition  to  the  taxes  heretofore  provided, 
the  mayor  and  board  of  councilmen  shall,  in  each  year, 
levy  an  additional  ad  valorem  tax,  not  exceeding  five 
cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  of  assessed  property 
within  said  city,  which  shall  be  collected   in   the   same 
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manner  as  other  taxes  are  by  law  collected  in  said  city ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  and  board  of  coun- 
cilmen  to  create  a  sinking  fund,  which  shall  be  sufficient 
to  pay  the  semi-annual  interest  on  the  bonded  debt  of 
the  city;  and  the  moneys  constituting  said  sinking  fund, 
together  with  the  five-cent  tax  hereinbefore  provided  for, 
shall  be  kept  by  the  treasurer  distinct  from  the  other 
moneys  of  the  city,  and  shall  only  be  used  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  and  principal  of  said  bonded  debt, 
and  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  increase  said  sinking^ 
fund  to  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  off  all  of  said  bonded 
debt  as  the  same  shall,  from  time  to  time,  mature. 

Accounts, 

§  26.  The  mayor  and  councilmen  shall  annually  pub- 
lish an  account  of  all  the  moneys  received  and  paid  out 
by  their  order  during  the  year  they  are  in  office. 

Borrowing  Money, 

§  27.  That  sa^d  mayor  and  councilmen  shall  have  the 
power  to  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  corporation, 
and  pledge  any  of  the  corporation  property  for  the  re- 
demption of  the  same,  or  to  pledge  any  part  of  the  future 
taxes  of  the  city  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and 
interest  on  said  loan:  Provided^  That  the  interest  paid  in 
no  case  shall  exceed  six  per  centum  per  annum,  and  that 
the  amount  of  debt  so  created  shall  not  in  the  aggregate 
exceed  twenty  thousand  dollart?;  and  no  mayor  and  board 
of  councilmen  shall  have  power  to  increase  the  present 
debt  of  the  city. 

Watchmen. 

§28.  That  the  mayor  and  councilmen  shall  have  the 
power  and  authority  to  deterinini;  that  so  many  watchmen 
shall  be  elected,  either  for  day  or  night,  as.  in  their  discre- 
tion, they  shall  judge  best  for  tin-  .safety  and  advantage  of 
the  city;  and  such  watchmen  sluill  be  conservatorn  of  the 
peace,  and  vested  with  power  to  apprehend  all  felons, 
gamblers,  rioters,  and  breakers  or  disturbers  of  the  peace, 
vagrants,  persons  of  evil  fame  and  of  riotous,  disorderly 
conduct,  and  carry  them,  with  such  evidence  as  they  may 
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{)o88e88,  before  the  jud^e  of  the  court,  to  be  dealt  with  ac- 
-cordin^  to  law;  and  if  such  apprehension  is  in  the  night, 
then  to  the  watch-house  for  safe-keeping  until  the  morn- 
•ing.  They  shall  also  -be  vested  with  the  power  and  duty 
of  patroliers. 

Inspectors  of  Grain,  Flour ^  Whisky ^  Etc, 
^  29.  They  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint 
inspectors  of  grain,  flour,  whisky,  tobacco,  beef,  pork, 
i>utter,  and  lard  for  exportation,  to  provide  against  frauds 
thereon,  and  to  make  such  by-laws  as  shall  be  needful  to 
•carry  the  same  into  effect,  and  to  punish  breaches  there- 
of. 

Health  Officer  ^nd  Regidations . 
§  80.  Tbey  are  vested  with  the  power  and  authority  to 
^appoint  a  health  officer,  to  establish  regulations  which 
may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  pnevent  the  introduction 
of  smalUpox,  and  eradicate  such  disease  when  it  shall 
iiave  made  its  appearance  in  said  city  :  Provided,  That 
•nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  give  any  power  to 
•establish  any  regulation  inconsistent  with  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  State,  or  to  prevent  the  Legislature 
from  changing,  by  law,  any  regulation  which  may  be 
made  by  said  corporation  on  this  subject  or  in  relation  to 
4nspectors. 

Buildings. 
§  31.  The  board  or  coilncilmen  shall  have  power,  with 
the  concurrence  of  three  fourths  of  the  councilmen  elect,  to 
prohibit  the  erection  or  alteration  of  any  building  in  the 
city,  or  to  regulate  the  size  and  height  thereof,  whenever 
they,  in  their  discretion,  shall  believe  that  said  buildings 
"Would  endanger  or  seriously  and  materiBlly  injure  valu- 
•able  and  permanent  improvements  already  erected;  and 
shall  have  power  to  enforce  the  observance  of  such  pro- 
iiibition  or  regulation  by  ordinance  inflicting  fine  or  other 
penalty  for  the  breach  thereof. 

Fire  Department, 
§  32.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  organize  a  fire  de- 
partment for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  that  may  happen 
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within  said  city;  to  provide  engines  and  other  apparatus^ 
for  that  purpose,  and  to  appoint  a  suitable  number  of  able- 
bodied  men,  not  exceeding^  twenty  to  each  engine,  who 
shall  be  exempted  from  servinp^  on  juries  and  doing  mili* 
tia  duty  in  time  of  peace  during  the  time  they  are  attached 
to  said  engine,  the  said  engine-men  to  be  appointed  for 
any  term  that  the  mayor  and  councilmen  shall  ordain, 
and  be  discharged  by  them  at  pleasure ;  and  the  said 
mayor  and  councilmen  shall  make  all  necessary  by-laws 
to  punish  any  inhabitant  of  said  city  for  non-attendance, 
or  disorderly  or  improper  conduct  during  the  time  of  fire. 

Poor  and  Work-houses, 

^  33.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  erect  and  procure 
a  suitable  building  or  buildings  for  a  poor-house  and 
work-house,  in  which  the  indigent  poor  shall  be  com- 
fortably provided  for  at  the  expense  of  said  corporation,, 
to  be  regulated  and  managed  by  suitable  persons  to  be 
appointed  by  the  mayor  and  councilmen  for  that  purpose^ 
and  in  apartments  distinct  from  the  infirm  and  indigent; 
or  to  make,  from  time  to  time,  with  the  Fayette  county 
court,  or  other  suitable  persons  or  associations,  contracts 
for  the  proper  care  and  maintenance  of  such  infirm  and 
indigent  poor  of  the  city.  Provisions  shall  be  made  for 
confining  common  beggars,  vagrants,  and  all  persons  who 
may  be  sentenced  for  short  periods  of  confinement  by 
the  recorder's  court  for  breaches  or  disturbance.*!  of  the 
peace,  or  for  petty  offenses,  where  they  shall  be  employed 
in  such  labor,  and  made  to  perform  such  tasks  as  shall  be^ 
directed  by  the  ordinance  of  the  mayor  and  councilmen. 
Persons  committed  to  the  work-house  shall  be  sent  there 
by  warrants  of  the  Lexington  city  court,  and  discharged 
by  the  overseer  on  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which 
they  were  sentenced.  A  committee  of  the  board  of  coun- 
cilmen or  f>pecial  overseers  of  the  poor  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  the  board,  who  shall  place  the  poor  persons  in 
the  poor-house  at  their  discretion;  but  the  whole  estab- 
lishment shall  be  under  the  control  and  immediate  care,, 
and  subject  to  the  frequent  visitation  of,  the  mayor  and 
councilmen.      All  by-laws  and  ordinances  to  carry  this> 
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article  into  effective  operation,  not  repugnant  to  the  law* 
of  this  State  or  the  United  States,. are  to  be  made  and 
enforced  by  said  corporation. 

5  34.  That  th*e  mayor  and  c&uncilmen  of  the  city  of 
Lexington  shall  have  authority  to  lease  the  city  poor- 
house  and  work-house  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five* 
years  at  a  time,  upon  such  conditions  and  with  such  re-^ 
strictions  as  they  may  see  proper  to  prescribe,  and  to 
contract  for  the  keeping  and  maintaining  of  the  inmates 
thereof;  but  such  leasing  shall  not  prevent  the  mayor  and 
councilmen  from  exercising  supervision  over  the  lessee- 
so  as  to  enforce  a  proper  provision  for,  and  treatment  of» 
such  inmates. 

§  35.  The  mayor  and  board  of  councilmen  may  require 
that  any  or  ail  of  the  persons  confined  in  the  work-house 
shall  be  employed  outside  the  limits  of  said  work-house 
at  labor  in  cleaning  and  repairing  the  streets,  sewers,  Or 
other  public  property  of  the  city. 

§36.  The  keeper  of  the  poor  and  work-houses  shall  take 
his  office  subject  to  such  contract  in  regard  to  his  duties 
and  compensation  as  the  mayor  and  board  of  councilmen 
shall,  by  ordinance,  provide  for:  Provided,  however,  That 
any  contract  so  provided  for  shall  not  be  altered  to  affect 
any  keeper  after  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

Animals  Running  at  Large,  and  Other  Nuisances, 
§  37.  They  shall  have  power,  whenever  the  public  con- 
venience or  safety  may  require  it,  to  prohibit  hogs,  cattle, 
horses,  and  other  descriptions  of  animals,  from  running  at 
large  in  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  commons,  and  other 
public  places  in  said  city,  and  to  require  and  compel  the 
abatement  and  removal  of  all  nuisances  within  the  limits 
of  said  city,  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  ordinance. 

Tippling 'houses,  etc..  Suppressed. 

§38.  They  shall  have  power  to  suppress  by  ordinances, 
with  suitable  penalties,  all  tippling-houses,  bawdy-houses, 
disorderly  houses,  and  houses  of  ill-fame,  all  retailing  of 
spirituous  liquors  without  licenses,  and  all  riots,  disorders^. 
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astrologers,  fortune-tellers  and  clairvoyants,  breaches  of 
the  peace,  and  disturbers  of  the  peace  and  tranquility  of 
the  said  city. 

Gunpowder, 

§  39.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  erect  and  procure 
one  or  more  suitable  buildings  as  powder  magazines;  to 
provide  suitable  carriages  for  the  conveyance  of  gun- 
powder, and  to  pass  by-laws  to  prohibit  the  introduction 
of  gunpowder  into  said  city,  with  penalties  for  breaches 
thereof,  in  addition  to  the  forfeiture  of  the  powder  so 
introduced. 

* 

Playing  Cards. 

§  40.  They  shall  also  have  the  pow^  to  impose  such 
restrictions  by  ordinance  upon  the  sale  or  other  disposi- 
tion of  playing-cards  by  retail  in  said  city  of  Lexington, 
Bs  will  prevent  the  vending  or  trading  of  the  same  to 
minors;  and  if  deemed  necessary,  require  bond,  with 
good  security,  from  all  retail  venders  of  playing  cards, 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  may  ordain,  and 
monthly  or  quarterly  accounts  to  be  rendered  to  the  city 
clerk. 

By-laws  and  Ordinances, 
^  41.  That  the  mayor  and  couneilmen  shall  have  full 

• 

power  to  pass  all  needful  ordinances  and  by-laws  for 
carrying  into  effect  all  the  powers  herein  granted,  and 
executing  all  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  with  suitable 
penalties  for  the  infraction  of  the  same,  nat  exceeding 
.  iifty  dollars,  except  in  caf^es  of  disturbances  of  religious 
worship,  riots,  and  breaches  of  the  peace,  where  the  pei>* 
alty  may  be  one  hundred  dollars. 

^  43.  The  validity  of  the  city  ordinances  and  by-laws 
may  be  tried  by  writ  of  prohibition  from  the  Payette  cir- 
cuit court,  with  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals. 

§  43.  Should  the  judge  of  the  recorder's  court  decide 
against  the  validity  of  any  ordinance  or  by-law,  the  said 
decision,  with  the  ordinance  or  by-law,  shall,  on  request 
«of  the  cfty  attorney,  be  certified  on  the  record,  and  the 
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city  of  Lexington  shall  have  the  right  of  carrying  said 
decision  to  the  Court  of  Appeals  by  appeal  or  writ  of 
error. 

§  44.  All  penalties  for  violations  of  the  ordinances  and 
by-laws  shall  be  saed  for  by  warrant,  in  the  name  of  the 
city  of  Lexington,  in  the  recorder's  court,  and  judgment 
may  be  given  as  well  for  the  costs  as  the  penalties. 

§  45,  The  mayor  and  conncilmen  shall  cause  all  the 
by-laws  and  ordinances  passed  by  them  to  be  fairly  re- 
corded in  the  journal  of  their  proceedings,  and  publish 

the  same  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  within  said 
city. 

Subordinate  Officers. 

$  46.  That  the  mayor  and  councilmen  shall  appoint  or 
provide  for  the  election  by  the  people  of  all  necessary 
subordinate  officers  to  carr}'  the  foregoing  provisions  of 
this  into  full  effect,  such  as  overseers  of  the  poor  and 
work-houses,  and  any  other  that  may  be  required,  and  to 
qualify  them  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  several 
duties,  and  require  bond  and  securities  of  them  for  the 
same;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  pass  general  ordi- 
nances directing  the  mode  and  manner  of  'summaning 
jurors  and  grand  jurors  for  the  recorder's  court. 

Free  Schools, 
§47.  The  mayor  and  councilmen  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  establish  one  or  more  free  schools  in  each 
ward  of  said  city,  and  may  receive  donations  of  real  and 
personal  estate;  to  erect  the  necessary  buildings,  and  to 
provide  the  revenue  for  their  maintenance  by  a  tax  on 
the  ward  in  which  said  school  or  schools  shall  be  estab- 
lished. But  they  may  establish  one  city  school  for  the 
entire  city,  and  upon  its  being  made  a  free  school,  may 
provide  the  revenue  for  its  maintenance  by  a  tax  on  the 
whole  city. 

Mai/or. 

^48.  That  the  mayor  of  said  city  shall  be  the  chief 
executive  officer  of  said  corporation,  and  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  see  that  all  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  city  shall 
be  duly  executed  and  put  in  force.     It  shall  be  bis  duty 
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to  see  that  all  the  officers  appointed  by  the  mayor  and 
board  of  councilmen  shall  discharge  their  respective  du- 
ties faithfully  and  efficiently,  and  upon  a  failure  of  any 
one  of  said  officers  so  to  do  the  mayor  shall  report  the 
delinquent  to  the  council. 

$  40.  He  shall  have  the  care  and  superintendence  of 
all  the  public  property  of  said  city,  and  under  the  direc- 
tion and  with  the  consent  of  the  council  he  shall  make 
all  contracts  on  behalf  of  the  city  for  public  works  and 
improvements,  and  see  that  they  shall  be  conducted  and 
completed  according  to  contract. 

§  50.  He  shall  be  superintendent  of  the  market-house 
and  of  the  city  workhouse  and  prison,  and  visitor  of  the 
city  schools,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  a  majority 
of  the  board  of  councilmen  may  think  proper  to  impose 
upon  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  city. 

§  51.  He  shall  keep  the  public  seal  of  said  city,  and 
shall  keep  an  office  in  some  convenient  place  in  said  city, 
and  he  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths.  He  shall 
have  power  to  summon  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  coun- 
cilmen at  any  time,  and  so  often  as  he  may  deem  it  advis- 
able, notwithstanding  they  may  have  adjourned  to  a  more 
distant  day.  He  shall,  if  present,  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  board,  except  when  his  own  salary  may  be  the 
subject  of  legislation;  and  in  case  of  a  tie  on  any  ques- 
tion he  shall  give  the  casting  vote,  but  he  shall  not  other- 
wise  have  a  vote  in  the  board,  except  in  the  cases  herein- 
before specified. 

§  52.  It  shall  be  his'  duty  from  time  to  time  to  commu- 
nicate to  the  board  of  councilmen  all  such  information 
and  recommend  all  such  measures  as  may  tend  to  the 
improvement  of  the  finances,  the  police,  health,  security, 
cleanliness,  comfort,  and  ornaments  of  said  city. 

§  53.  That  whenever  the  mayor  of  the  city  shall  be 
advised  of  any  assemblage  of  persons  anywhere  in  the 
county  of  Fayette  for  the  purpose  of  gaming  or  other 
unlawful  objects,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said 
mayor,  with  the  power  of  the  county  (if  required)  to  pro- 
ceed  to  the  place  of  such  rendezvous  or  unlawful  assem- 
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^blage,  with  his  marshal  or  other  officer  or  officers,  and  to 
arrest  all  persons  so  unlawfully  assembled,  and  forthwith 
to   bring  them  before   any  justice   of  the   peace   of  the 
•county,  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law. 

§  54.  That  the  mayor  of  said  city  shall  have  power  and 
authorit}'  to  examine  witnesses  under  dedimuses  from  the 
•court  within  this  or  any  other  of  the   United  States  or 
foreign  country,  and  shall  he  entitled  to  receive  a  fee  of 
one  dollar  for  each  witness  so  examined,  and  in  all  cases 
where  he  shall  affix   the  seal  of  the  corporation  to  any 
-document  by  request,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the 
sum  of  one  dollar.     He  shall  also  have  power  and   au- 
thority to  take  depositions  in  said  city  in  all  other  cases 
•where  justices  of  the  peace   are   now  authorized  to  take 
the  same. 

§  55.  That  the  mayor  of  said  city  shall  be  compensated 
for  his  services  by  a  salary  of  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars,  payable  monthly  out  of  the  funds  of  the  corpora- 
tion, to  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  councilmen,  exclusive  of 
the  mayor,  and  said  salary  shall  be  exclusive  of  all  fees 
which  he  may  receive  for  certifying  documents  of  a  pub- 
lic or  private  nature,  or  for  services  rendered  to  individ- 
uals which  he  may  be  called  upon  to  perform  or  e.\ecute 
in  his  official  capacity:  Provided,  That  the  salary  of  no 
officer  shall  be  increased  during  the  time  for  which  he 
may  have  been  elected  or  appointed. 

§  56.  That  the  mayor  shall  have  power,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  a  majority  of  all  the  councilmen 
elected,  at  a  called  or  stated  meeting  of  the  council,  to 
remit  any  fine,  penalty,  or  forfeiture  incurred  or  imposed 
by  any  law  or  ordinance  of  the  city,  and  discharge  from 
the  work-house  any  person  therein  confined."  But  in  all 
-cases  of  remission  of  fines  or  discharge  from  imprison- 
ment, the  same  shall  be  made  cxonditioned  on  the  offender 
paying  the  costs  of  the  prosecution,  and  if  not  so  condi- 
tioned, said  costs  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury. 

§  57.  The   mayor  shall   have  power,  by   and   with    the 

unanimous  advice  and  consent  of  the  police  committee 

•of  the  board  of  counciimen,  to  remit,  in  writing,  any  fine 

•or  penalty  imposed  by  any  ordinance  of  said  city,  when 
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the  ofTonder  is  imprisoned  in  tbe  work-hou«e,  and  to  dis- 
charge from  the  work-house  any  prisoner  confined  there- 
in. The  written  order  of  renoission  or  release  shall  be 
reported  to/ind  filed  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
mayor  and  board  of  councilmen. 

§  58.  The  mayor  shall  dismiss  any  member  of  the 
police  for  intermeddling  with,  or  directly  or  indirectly 
taking  part  in,  elections,  further  than  to  vote,  for  inten- 
tional neglect  of  duty,  or  for  wanton  breaches  of  law  or 
ordinance,  or  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the  police, 
or  for  such  other  cause  as  he  may  deem  suilijcient.  Any 
policeman  so  dismissed  may  appeal  to  the  police  com- 
mittee of  the  board  of  councilmen,  and  if  the  action  of 
the  mayor  be  not  sustained,  the  committee  may  restore 
such  policeman  to  duty  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of 
the  board  of  councilmen. 

cup  Court. 

§  59.  The  city  court  of  Lexington,  heretofore  estab- 
lished by  law,  shall  have  and  possess  concurrently'with- 
the  Fayette  circuit  court,  jurisdiction  of  ail  inquests  of 
idiocy  or  lunacy,  and  of  no  other  cases. 

§  60.  The  judge  of  said  city  court  shall'  be  elected  as- 
now  prescribed  by  law,  and  shall  have  the  power  to  try 
writs  of  lunacy,  and  none  other;  but  in  the  absence  of 
the  clerk  of  said  court,  said  writs  may  be  issued  by  the 
judge.  For  his  services  be  shall  receive  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars  per  annum  salary,  and  where  he  shall 
issue  said  writs,  like  fees  as  are  now  allowed  by  law  to- 
the  clerk. 

§61.  The  clerk  of  the  city  court  shall  be  elected  as  now 
prescribed  by  law,  and  shall  only  have  the  power  to  issue 
writs  of  lunacy  and  all  other  powers  exercised  by  clerks- 
of  the  circuit  courts  at  the  trial  of  inquests  of  lunacy  and 

m 

idiocy,  and  none  other,  and  for  his  services  shall  receive 
like  tees  now  allowed  circuit  clerks. 

§  62.  The  marshal  of  the  city  court  shall  be  elected  a» 
now  prescribed  by  law,  but  shall  exercise  and  perform  no- 
powers  or  duties  except  to  execute  the  processes  of  the 
city  court,  for  which  he  shall  receive  the  fees  now  allowed 
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by  law,  and   he  shall  not  receive  any  fees  or  salary  for 
any  other  service  whatsoever. 

Recorder's  Court, 

§  6'^.  There  shall  be  established  in  said  city  a  court,  to 
be  called  "The  Recorder's  Court  of  the  City  of  Lexing- 
ton/* which  shall  be  held  by  the  recorder,  who  shall  receive 
for  his  services  such  sum  as  the  mayor  and  board  of  coun- 
cilmen  shall  fix:  Prov'ied,  It  shall  not  exceed  one  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum,  his  fees  excepted. 

§  64.  Said  court  dhall  have  exclusive  original  jurisdic- 
tion in  all  prosecutions  for  violations  of  the  ordinances 
of  said  city,  and  jurisdiction  concurrent  with  the  circuit 
court  of  all  pleas  of  the  Commonwealth  arising  within 
the  limits  of  the  city  of  Lexington, except  cases  of  felony; 
and  said  court  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  take 
recognizances  from  persons  charged  with  offenses  cog- 
nizable before  said  court  to  appear  and  answer  the  same 
that  the  circuit  courts  have,  and  the  like  power  to  enforce 
a  compliance  with  the  same;  and  as  to  committing  crimi- 
nal offenders  and  sending  them  on  for  trial,  said  court 
shall  have  the  power  of  two  justices  of  the  peace  of 
Fayette  county. 

§  65.  Said  court  shall,  concurrently  with  the  Fayette 
circuit  court,  exercise  the  power  and  jurisdiction  which 
is  given  herein  in  regard  to  the  opening  and  extension  of  . 
streets  in  said  city,  and  similar  proceedings  shall  be  had 
in  such  cases  in  said  court  to  those  had  in  the  circuit 
court. 

§  66.  Said  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  cases  of 
vagrancy  and  petit  larceny  ariising  within  said  city,  and 
the  justices  of  the  peace  of  Fayette  county  are  hereby 
required  to  make  the  recognizances  of  all  persons  charged 
with  being  vagrants  or  with  petit  larceny  within  the 
city  of  Lexington,  returnable  to  the  said  recorder's  court 
instead  of  to  the  circuit  court;  and  upon  conviction  of 
vagrancy  or  petit  larceny,  the  person  so  convicted  shall 
be  sentenced  to  labor  in  the  city  work-house  for  not  less 
than  three  nor  more  than  six  months;  presentment  or 
indictment  by  a  grand  jury  shall  not  be  necessary  in  cases 
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of  vagrancy  or  petit  larceny,  but  the  person  charged  with 
either  of  these  ofTenses  may  be  arrested  on*  warrant  and 
tried  by  the  recorder,  and  if  found  guilty,  convicted  by 
him;  women  may  be  so  tried  and  convicted  on  charge  of 
being  vagrants. 

§  67.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  recorder  of  the  city  of 
Lexington  shall  extend  to  all  cases  of  riots,  routs,  or  un- 
lawful assemblies  within  the  county  of  Fayette,  as  herein- 
.  after  provided.  Whenever  said  judge  shall  be  advised, 
or  shall  receive  information  on  oath  of  any  rout  or  un- 
lawful assemblage  of  the  people  for  the  purpose  of  gam- 
ing, or  any  unlawful  purpose  whatever,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  him  to  issue  his  warrant  to  arrest  all  such  offenders, 
directed  to  the  sheriff  or  any  constable  of  Fayette  county, 
or  to  the  police  of  the  city,  and  if  no  officer  should  be  at 
hand  to  serve  said  warrant,  then  to  such  discreet  person 
as  he  (said  judge)  shall  appoint,  returnable  before  some 
justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county,  on  which  warrant  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  or  other  person  to  arrest 
and  bring  before  the  said  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
county  of  Fayette  all  persons  who  shall  be  found  so 
assembled,  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  justices  according  to 
the  law;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  citizens  of  the 
city  and  county  to  attend  the  officer  or  other  person,  if 
they  should  be  thereunto  summoned,  to  aid  and  assist  in 
arresting  the  persons  so  found  guilty  of  infracting  the 
law.  That  the  recorder  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive 
a  fee  of  two  dollars  in  each  case  of  vagrancy  and  petit 
larceny  at  the  trial  of  which  he  may  preside,  to  be  allowed 
by  the  circuit  court,  and  paid  by  the  Commonwealth  as 
other  fees  are  paid. 

^  68.  Said  court  shall  be  holden  at  such  places  as  the 
mayor  and  X^ouncil  shall  designate,  or  they  failing  to 
designate  a  place,  at  such  place  as  the  judge  shall 
select;  and  the  judge  shall  have  power  to  fix  such  time 
for  the  holding  of  his  court  as,  in  his  discretion,  the 
cases  coming  before  him  for  trial  may  seem  to  him  to 
require.  Said  court  shall  be  a  court  of  record,  and  shall 
ihave  a  seal,  which  shall  be  provided  by  the  mayor  and 
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council,  and  shall  be  in  the  castody  of  the  clerk  of  said 
court,  to  be  used  and  afBxed  by  him  as  the  seals  of  cir- 
cuit courts  are. 

§  69.  U  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  said  court 
to  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  said  court;  to  issue 
all  original  process  for  bringing  parties  before  said  court, 
and  executions  and  precepts  in  its  judgments  ;  and  to 
perform  all  the  duties  which  usually  pertain  to  the  office 
of  clerk  of  a  court  in  this  Commonwealth.  He  shall 
charge  and  receive  the  same  fees  which  are  allowed  to 
the  clerk  of  the  Fayette  circuit  court  for  like  services; 
and  when  he  shall  perform  services  for  payment  whereof 
no  provision  is  made  by  law,  he  shall  charge  and  receive 
such  fees  as  shall  be  adjudged  reasonable,  and  be  allowed 
by  the  judge  of  this  court.  The  process  of  said  court 
may  run  into  every  county  of  this  Commonwealth;  and 
when  to  be  executed  out  of  the  Lexington  city  limits,  it 
may  be  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  any  county,  who  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  same  fee  for  executing  the  same  as  for 
executing  like  process  from  the  circuit  courts;  and  the 
chief  of  police  and  sheriffs  are  authorized  and  directed 
to  take  bail  upon  the  execution  of  such  process  in  all 
cases  in  which  bail  is  required  on  like  process  issuing 
from  the  circuit  court. 

§  70.  All  penalties  for  breaches  of  the  ordinances  and 
by-laws  of  the  city  shall  be  sued  for  by  warrant  in  the 
name  of  the  city,  and  be  for  its  use. 

§  71.  AH  persons  convicted  in  the  said  recorder's  court 
shall  be  confined  in  the  city  work-house  at  labor  until  the 
fines  assessed  against  them  and  the  cost  of  prosecution 
are  discharged,  at  fifty  cents  per  day,  instead  of  being 
confined  in  jail. 

§72.  That  a  return  of  **  not  found"  on  a  capias  pro  fine^ 
and  of  *^  no  property  found"  on  a  ^.  /a.,  issued  on  the 
flame  judgment  in  the  said  court,  shall  authorize  an  at- 
tachment out  of  chancery  in  favor  of  the  Commonwealth 
or  the  city  against  the  choses  in  action  and  effects  of  the 
defendant  or  defendants,  in  the  same  manner  that  the 
return  of  no  property  authorizes  an  attachment  in  chan* 
«ery  or  judgments  in  the  circuit  courts. 
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§  73.  That  all  persons  committed  by  the  said  court  fop 
default  of  surety  for  good  behavior  or  to  keep  the  peace, 
and  all  others  whom  the  city  of  Lexington  is  bound  to- 
maintain  when  committed  to  the  jail  of  Fayette  county, 
shall  be  confined  in  the  city  work-house,  and  they  may  be 
compelled  to  labor  as  many  days  in  each  week,  at  fifty 
cents  per  day,  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  reasona- 
ble cost  of  their  board,  to  be,  from  time  to  time,  deter- 
mined by  the  mayor  and  board  of  councilmen. 

§74.  The  judge  of  the  said  court  shall  have  power  and' 
authority  to  examine  witnesses  under  the  dedimuses  from 
any  court  within  this  or  any  of  the  United  States  or 
foreign  country,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  fee  of 
one  dollar  for  each  witness  examined;  he  shall  also  have 
power  and  authority  to  take  depositions  in  said  city  in  ali< 
other  cases  where  justices  of  the  peace  are  now  author- 
ized to  take  the  same:  Provided,  That  said  judge,  for  the 
performances  of  such  duties  and  the  exercise  of  sucb* 
powers  as  come  within  the  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the 
peace  for  the  county  of  Fayette,  shall  be  entitled  to  de- 
mand and  receive  the  same  fees,  and  no  more,  as  are 
allowed  by  law  to  justices  of  the  peace,  except  the  salary 
herein  provided  for,  and  he  shall  have  the  right  to  issue 
fee-billi>  and  collect  them  in  like  manner  as  justices  of 
the  peace  now  have. 

§  75.  That  all  recognizances  taken  by  the  judge  of  the* 
recorder's  court  when  the  day  is  given  for  the  appear- 
ance of  the  party,  except  in  cases  in  which  he  has  juiis- 
diction  to  try  the  matter,  shall  be  for  appearance  in  the 
Fayette  circuit  court,  and  all  recognizances,  except  those- 
above  excepted,  shall  be  returned  to  the  clerk,  of  the 
said  court  under  the  hand  of  the  said  judge,  and  shfillbe 
docketed  as  recognizances  taken  and  returned  by  magis* 
trates.  The  said  judge  on  the  examination  of  criminal* 
offenders  shall  make  out  a  statement  of  the  evidence,  and 
shall  recognize  the  witnesses,  and  shall  return  the  state- 
ment of  the  evidence  and  the  recognizance  to  the  clerk 
of  the  Fayette  circuit  court. 

§  76.  That  no  judgment  for  costs  shall  be  rendered  in 
favor  of  the  city  for  a  greater  amount  than  the  fine,  unless.

the  judge  of  the  recorder's  court  shall  be  of  opinion  that 
a  judgment  for  full  costs  should  be  rendered  against  the 
offender,  and  shall  so  certify  on  the  record. 

5  77.  That  whenever  the  fees  of  the  chief  of  police  or 
-clerk  are  discharged  by  confinement  in  the  work-house, 
they  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury. 

§  78.  That  the  city  of  Lexington  shall  be  allowed  out 
•of  fines  collected  on  prosecutions  in  the  name  of  the 
Commonwealth  in  the  recorder's  court,  where  the  same 
exceeds  five  hundred  dollars  heretofore  given  to  the  city 
to  pay  to  the  clerk  of  the  recorder's  court  as  compensa- 
tion for  his  services  in  criminal  cases,  forty  dollars. 

§  79.  The  attorney  of  the  city  of  Lexington  shall  be 
-entitled  to  the  like  fees  for  the  like  services  as  are  allowed 
by  law  to  the  prosecuting  attorneys  in  the  cireuit  courts 
of  this  Commonwealth. 

}  80.  The  judge  of  the  recorder's  court  shall  hav-e  con- 
current original  jurisdiction  with  justices  of  the  peaifs  in 
all  civil  cases  in  said  city,  where,  by  the  laws  of  this 
•State,  justices  of  the  peace  are,  or  shall  be,  authorized  to 
hear  and  determine,  or  in  any  manner  have  power  to 
act;  and  all  persons  aggrieved  by  his  decision  in  such 
cases  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Fayette  circuit 
court  on  th»  same  terms  and  conditions,  and  subject  to 
the  same  restrictions  and  limitations,  as  he  or  she  might 
or  could  have  had  if  such  judgment  had  been  rendered 
by  a  ju*i<tice  of  the  peace  in  Facyette  county.  All  process 
4n  civil  cases  shall  be  directed  to  the  chief  of  police  of 
said  city,  and  executed  by  himself  or  deputy,  and  he  shall 
'be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  fees  for  the  like  services 
which  constables  are  entitled  to  receive,  and  have  the 
same  power  and  authority  within  said  city;  and  for  such 
<;ivil  services  the  said  judge  shall  be  allowed  to  reaeive 
like  fees  with  justices  of  the  peace,  and  collectable  in 
like  manner. 

§  81.  The  mayor  and  board  of  councilmen  shall  have 
tpowei*  to  fix  and  regulate  witness  fees  in  the  said  re- 
corder's court:  Provided^  That  said  fees  shall  not  be  in- 
creased beyond  those  now  allowed  by  law. 
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§  82.  No  one  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  recorder 
unless  a  citizen  of  this  State,  and  shall  have  been  a  resi- 
dent of  the  city  of  Lexington  for  at  least  one  year,  and  a 
practicing  attorney  for  two  years  preceding  his  election. 

§  83.  That,  in  the  absence  of  the  recorder  of  the  city 
of  Lexington  at  any  session  of  the  recorder's  court,  or  if 
in  any  case  it  may  not  be  proper  for  him  to  sit,  the  mayor 
of  the  city  may  act  in  his  stead,  and  in  the  absence  of 
both  the  recorder  and  mayor,  or  if  in  any  case  it  may  not 
be  proper  for  either  of  them  to  sit,  the  members  of  the 
bar  present  may  elect  one  of  their  own  number  to  act  as 
recorder  jDro  tem.y  and  the  mayor  or  such  person  so  elected, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  have  the  same  judicial  authority 
and  exercise  the  same  judicial  powers  for  the  time  being 
as  is  possessed  and  exercised  by  the  recorder  under  the 
charter. 

Chief  of  Police. 

§%4.  In  the  month  of  August  of  each  year  the  mayor 
and  board  of  councilmen  shall  elect  a  chief  of  police* 
who  shall  enter  on  the  duties  of  his  office  on  the  first 
Monday  of  September  following,  and  remain  in  office 
until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

§  85.  The  chief  of  police  may.  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  mayor  and  board  of  councilmen,  ap- 
point a  deputy,  who  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  and 
perform  all  the  duties  required  of  said  chief  of  police. 

§  H6.  The  chief  of  police  shall,  by  himself  or  with  his 
deputy,  attend  all  the  sessions  of  the  council  and  of  the 
recorder's  court,  execute  the  orders  thereof,  and  preserve 
order  thereat;  he  shall,  by  himself  or  with  his  deputy, 
execute  all  orders  emanating  from  the  recorder's  court 
directed  to  him;  he  shall  collect  the  fees  of  the  judge  and 
the  clerk  of  the  recorder's  court,  and  of  the  mayor,  if 
required.  He  and  his  deputy  shall  execute  bond,  with 
sufficient  surety,  in  an  adequate  penalty,  before  the  mayor 
and  councilmen,  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  con- 
ditioned that  they  will  faithfully  discharge  all  the  duties 
of  their  office,  and  to  pay  over  all  sums  of  money  that 
may  come  into  their  hands  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto; 
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and  a  lien  shall  exist  on  the  lands  of  the  chief  of  police, 
his  deputy,  and  their  sureties,  from  the  time  of  executing 
bond,  for  all  sums  of  money  that  shall  come  into  their 
hands.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  fees  for 
the  like  services  which  sheriffs  are  entitled  to  receive,  and 
shall  have  the  same  power  to  collect  them.  He  and  his 
deputy,  and  all  others  to  whom  the  process  of  the  record- 
er's court  shall  be  directed  and  come  for  execution,  shall 
be  bound  to  execute  and  return  the  same  within  the  time 
prescribed  by  law  for  sheriffs  to  execute  and  return  simi- 
lar process,  and  on  their  failure  they  and  their  sureties 
shall  be  liable  to  the  same  fines  and  penalties  that  sheriffs 
are,  as  also  for  not  paying  over  moneys  collected  on  exe- 
cutions, and  for  makipg  illegal  charges,  for  false  returns, 
and  other  illegal  acts;  and  said  court  shall  have  power 
and  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine  motions  against 
them  and  their  sureties  for  failures  in  like  manner  as  the 
circuit  court  has  power  and  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  de- 
termine motions  against  defaulting  sheriffs,  or  to  proceed 
by  tine  and  imprisonment  to  enforce  the  due  execution 
and  return  of  process  as  other  courts  of  record  ;  and  for 
their  services  the  chief  of  police  and  his  deputy  shall 
receive  such  fees  or  salary  as  the  mayor  and  board  of 
councilmen  may,  by  ordinance,  direct. 

§  87.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  of  police  to  col- 
lect all  fees  due  to  the  clerk  of  the  recorder's  court  when 
fee-bills  therefor  shall  be  placed  in  his  hands  for  collec- 
tion, in  like  manner  as  is  prescribed  by  law  in  relation 
to  clerks'  fees  of  circuit  and  county  courts,  and  he  shall 
receive  the  same  compensation  for  receiving,  collecting, 
and  paying  over  said  fees  which  is  allowed  sheriffs  for 
like  services;  and  he  shall  be  liable  to  motion  in  the  re- 
corder's court,  in  case  of  delinquency  or  breach  of  official 
duly,  in  like  manner  as  sheriffs  are  in  the  circuit  court. 
And  the  clerk  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  fines  and  penal- 
ties for  illegal  charges  or  any  other  illegal  acts  as  the 
clerks  of  the  circuit  courts,  to  be  recovered  in  the  same 
manner  before  the  said  recorder's  court. 
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Salaries. 
$  88.  The  mayor  and  board  of  counciimen  shall  have 
power,  From  time  to  time,  to  fix,  change,  and  alter  the 
salaries  and  fees  oF  all  the  officers  of  the  city,  and  to  fix 
the  compensation- of  those  holding  said  offices,  either  by 
salary  or  by  fees;  and  wherever  a  fixed  salary  shall  be 
attached  to  any  office  for  which  fees  are  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided for,  all  such  fees  shall  revert  and  be  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  city:  Provided^  That  the  salary  or  fees  at- 
tached to  any  office  shall  not  be  increased  beyond  those 
now  allowed  by  law;  and  the  salary  or  compensation  of 
no  officer  shall  be  increased  or  diminished  during  his  term 
of  office. 

Collectors  of  Revenue. 

$  89.  No  collector  of  revenues  of  the  city  shall,  after 
the  expiration  of  two  successive  terms  of  office,  be  re-eli- 
^ible,  or  act  as  deputy  for  a  succeeding  term. 

Exemptions. 

^  90.  The  mayor  and  board  of  counciimen  shall  have 
power  to  exempt  from  all  city  and  municipal  tax  the 
library  and  all  the  property,  real  and  personal,  belonging 
to  the  Lexington  Library  Association,  or  to  the  Orphans' 
Home,  or  to  any  other  benevolent  or  charitable  institution 
in  the  city  of  Lexington,  which  may  be  designated  by 
ordinance  or  resolution,  and  shall  have  the  power  to 
•exempt  from  municipal  taxation,  for  a  term  not  to  exceed 
ten  years,  all  manufactories  employing  fifty  hands  or  over 
in  said  city. 

§  91.  That  the  mayor  and  board  of  counciimen  of  the 
•city  of  Lexington  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  city  in  any  amount  not  e»e(»#d- 
ing  twenty-five  thousand  ($25,000)  dollars,  in  sums  of 
not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  six  per 
cent,  per  annum  from  th^ir  date,  and  payable  thirty  years 
thereafter,  but  redeemable  at  any  time  after  ten  years 
therefrom,  at  the  option  of  the  city,  the  interest  on  said 
'bonds  to  be  payable  Bemi-annually  at  such  place  as  the 
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(fnayor  and  board  of  councilmen  shall  by  ordinance  ap- 
point. iShid  nnayor  and  board  of  councilmen  shall  first 
apply  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  to 
the  payment  of  the  present  floating  debt  of  the  city,  and 
•the  remainder  of  said  proceeds,  if  there  be  any,  shall  be 
held  as  a  fund  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  bonds 
of  the  city  issued  to  the  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy  Rail- 
Toad  Company. 

§  92.  That  at  the  election  to  be  held  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  August,  1682,  for  county  officers,  or  at  a  special 
election  to  be  held  at  any  time  previous  thereto  that  the 
mayor  and  board  of  councilmen  may  appoint,  after  giv- 
ing notice  for  the  length  of  time  now  required  by  law, 
there  shall  be  opened  at  each  voting  place  within  the  city 
of  Lexington  a  poll  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  sense 
of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city  upon  the  question  of 
the  adoption  or  rejection  of  this  charter;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the 'mayor  and  board  of  councilmen  to  ap- 
ipoint  the  inspectors  to  conduct  said  election,  who  shall 
be  qualified  as  now  provided  by  law  to  give  notice  of 
the  same,  to  provide  the  necessary  poll-books,  and  to  do 
all  the  acts  and  things  in  the  manner  and  form  as  now 
provided  by  law  in  the  case  of  elections  for  city  officers. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  inspectors  to  cause  two  col* 
umns  to  be  opened  in  said  poll-books,  in  one  of  which 
shall  be  registered  the  names  of  all  those  voting  for  the 
adoption  of  this  charter,  and  in  the  other  column  the 
names  of  all  those  voting  against  its  adoption;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  inspectors,  or  one  of  them,  to 
propound  to  each  person  offering  to  vote  the  question, 
**Do  you  vote  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  new  char- 
ter or  against  it?^'  and  his  name  shall  be  truly  entered  in 
the  proper  column  of  the  poll-book  according  to  his 
answer  and  vote.  Said  polls  shall  be  compared  and 
•declared,  and  the  poll-books  returned  to  the  same  board 
of  examiners  within  the  time,  and  in  the  same  manner, 
as  now  provided  by  law;  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  cast  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  said  char- 
4er,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  of  said  city  to  give 
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notice  of  its  adoption  by  publication  made  in  at  least 
one  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  of  Lexington 
for  at  least  ten  days;  and  said  charter  shall  then  take 
effect  at  the  expiration  of  ten  days  after  the  mayor  shall 
have  ^iven  notice  of  its  adoption,  otherwise  to  be  of  no 
force  or  effect.  No  one  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on  the 
question  of  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  said  charter  un- 
less he  be  a  qualified  voter,  as  now  prescribed  in  the 
charter  of  said  city,  for  persons  voting  for  city  officers. 

^  93.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions hereof  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take- 
effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1145. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  tbe  Mineral  Land  Company  of  Virginia,  Kentackj^ 

and  Tennessee. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  !•  That  E.  M.  Davis,  Edward  Hoopes,  Edward  Lewis^ 
H.  C.  Davis,  and  C.  M.  Fouike,  of  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia, Pennsylvania;  H.  C,  Wood,  M.  B.  Wood,  of  Scott 
county,  Virginia;  William  G.  Newlee,  and  Henry  Patton- 
of  Claiborne  county,  Tennessee;  John  G.  Eve  and  W.  W. 
Sawyers,  of  Barbourville,  Kentucky;  David  Miller  and 
Campbell  Slimp,  of  Lee  county,  Virginia;  W.  W.  James, 
James  H.  Wood,  and  I.  C.  Fowler,  of  Goodson,  Virginia; 
Thomas  Greer,  of  Freeport,  Ohio;  and  J.  P.  Burton,  of 
Hamilton,  Ohio,  and  their  successors  and  assigns,  any 
five  of  whom  may  organize,  shall  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by, created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of 
the  Mineral  Land  Company  of  Virginia,  Kentucky,  and 
Tennessee;  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  stlc- 
cession,  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be^ 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  as  a 
natural  person,  in  all  courts  and  places;  and  may  hav& 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  change,  alter,  and  renew^ 
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the  same  at  pleasure;   they  may  also  make  such  rules, 
by-laws,  and  regulations  for  the  management  and  govern- 
ment of  said  company,  Us  property,  business,  and  affairs, 
as  they  may  think  proper,  and  alter  and  change  them  at 
will,  not  to  be  in  conflict  with  the  laws  of  the    United 
States  or  of  this  State;  and  the  by-laws  of  the  said  com- 
pany shall  elect  the  time  and  mode  of  electing  its  direct- 
ors, and  fix  their  number,  and  prescribe  their  qualifications,, 
powers,  and  duties,  and  their    terms    of   ofBce,  and  the 
manner   of  their  succession;    and   the   directors    of  said 
company   may  establish   ofSces  for  its  business  at  such 
points  as  may  be  desired,  and  have  their  principal  office 
at  any  place  they  may  think  proper,  at  which  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  hold  all  their  meetings  and  transact  all  their 
business;  and  the  persons  named  herein,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  fix  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  at  such  an  amount  as  they  may 
think  proper,  and  divide  the  same  into  as  many  shares  as 
they  may  deem    advisable,  which  may    be    altered    and 
changed   in   accordance   with   the   provisions  of  the  by- 
laws; and  they  may  open  books  for  subscriptions  to  the 
same  at  such' times  and   places,  and  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  issue  cer- 
tificates of  stock  in  such   manner  and  form   and  under 
such  rules,  regulations,  and  restrictions  as  they  may  con- 
sider necessary;    and  said  company  is  also  hereby  fully 
authorized   and  empowered  to  receive,  lease,  purchase, 
hold,  own,  and  control  in  any  manner,  and  grant,  bar- 
gain, sell,  and  convey,  and  otherwise  dispose  of,   in  its 
corporate   name,  such   real,   personal,    and   mixed  prop- 
erty in  Kentucky  and  elsewhere  as  it  may  desire;   and 
shall  have  all  powers,  rights,  privileges,  and  franchises  of 
ownership   over  any  property  that  it  may  in   any  man* 
ner  acquire  that  a  natural  person  might,  could,  or  would 
exercise  over  or  do  with  the  same;  and  shall  have  all  the 
powers  usual   and   incident  to  corporations,  and   is  also 
fully  authorized  and  empowered  to  do  all  other  acts  and 
things  requisite  and  necessary  for  the  interest  and  benefit 
of  the  shareholders. 
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§  2.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  elect,  from  their 
own  number,  a  president  of  the  company;  and  the  presi- 
dent and  other  directors  shall  elect  or  appoint  all  of  its 
other  officers  and  agents,  and  prescribe  their  qualifica- 
tions, powers,  and  duties;  and  the  property,  business,  and 
affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  vested  in,  and  controlled 
by,  the  board  of  directors  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
shareholders;  and  the  board  of  directors  may  cause  the 
books  of  subscription  for  the  capital  stock  to  be  continued 
open  until  the  whole  is  subscribed,  or  they  may  hold, 
sell,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same  as  they  may  think 
proper;  and  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  held  to 
be, personal  estate,  and  pass  as  such,  and  shall  be  sold 
and  transferred  as  the  by-laws  may  prescribe;  and  the 
board  of  directors  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  borrow  money  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  company 
upon  such  terms  as  they  may  think  proper,  and  they  may 
secure  the  re-payment  of  the  same  by  deeds  of  trust  upon 
the  property,  rights,  and  franchises  of  the  company,  and 
in  such  conveyances  authorize  and  empower  one  or  more 
trustees  to  sell  and  convey,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the 
same,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  convey- 
ance, without  the  intervention  of  a  court  of  law  or  equity; 
and  a  sale  and  conveyance  thus  made  shall  have  and 
vest  a  good  and  perfect  title  to  the  property  sold,  free 
from  all  incumbrances  and  liabilities  whatever;  and  if 
the  whole  of  the  assets  of  said  company  be  sold,  the  pur- 
chasers shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  this  act; 
and  the  board  of  directors  may  also  issue  and  sell  the 
bonds  of  the  company  upon  such  other  terms  as  they  may 
think  proper,  and  may  do  such  other  acts  and  things  as 
•may  be  desired :  Provided,  The  same  are  not  contrary  to 
the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  or  the  laws  of  the  United 
States. 

§  3,  No  banking  privileges  are  conferred  by  this  char- 
ter, 

§  4.  The  subscriptions  of  the  stockholders  may  be  paid 
in  real  or  personal  estate,  or  in  money,  as  may  be  directed 
.by  the  board  of  directors. 
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§  5.  The  said  company  may  subscribe  to  the  capital 
stock  of  any  railway  company  in  this  State,  by  the  con- 
sent of  said  railway  company,  and  may  pay  such  sub- 
scriptions  in  real  estate  and  money  upon  such  terms  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  by  said  companies. 

§  6  The  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  con- 
struct and  equip  a  railtvay  through  and  from  any  of  its 
lands  so  as  to  connect  with  any  railway  company  in  this 
State,  but  shall  not  own  or  acquire,  in  its  corporate  ca- 
pacity, any  lands,  except  for  railway  purposes,  outside  of 
the  counties  of  Harlan  and  Bell  and  the  adjoining  coun- 
ties. 

§  7.  One  of  the  offices  for  the  business  of  the  company 
shall  be  at  Pineville,  in  Bell  county,  where  the  company 
shall  at  all  times  have  an  officer  or  agent,  upon  whom 
any  process  or  proceeding  against  said  company  may  be 
executed;  and  if  the  company  fails  to  appoint  the  said 
officer  or  agent,  the  county  court  may,  on  motion,  appoint 
one. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER   1146. 

AN  ACT  to  ameDd  an  act,  eniitled  '*Aq  act  to  establish  an  ^academy  in- 
Boone  county,"  approved  January  8th,  1814,  and  an  act  amendatory 
thereof,  approved  March  3d,  1842. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 

of  Kentucky : 

• 

§1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  establish  an 
academy  in  Boone  county,"  approved  January  8th,  1814, 
and  an  act,  entitled  *'  An  act  to  change  the  name  of  the 
Boone  County  Academy,  and  for  other  purposes,"  ap- 
proved March  3d,  1842,  be  amended  so  that  hereafter  the 
trustees  of  said  academy,  now  known  by  the  name  of 
"  Morgan  Academy,"  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
lease  for  school  purposes  for  white  children  any  of  the 
rooms  of  the  academy  building  which  may  not  be  occu- 
pied, and  used  at  any  time  by  authority  of  said  trustees 
as  an  academic  school;  and  they  shall  apply  the  rents  and 
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profits  accruing  therefrom  to  repairing  the  academy  baild- 
ing,  and  the  fencing  around  the  academy  grou^nds. 

§  2.  The  trustees  of  said  academy  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  levy  a  poll-tax  on  each  patron  of  the 
academy,  not  exceeding  five  dollars  on  each  patron  in 
any  one  year,  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  and  keeping 
in  repair  the  lot  fencing,  and  making  the  necessary  re- 
pairs on  the  academy  building,  which  tax  the  trustees 
aforesaid  shall  have  power  to  collect  by  suit  in  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction  in  Boone  county. 

§  3.  Said  trustees  shall  sett4e  their  accounts  annually 
with  the  judge  of  the  Boone  county  court,  showing  in 
said  settlement  the  amount  of  money  received  by  them 
from  all  sources  during  the  past  year,  for  what  purposes 
the  same  is  expended,  and  the  balance  on  hand  at  the 
time  of  settlement.  The  clerk  of  the  Boone  county  court 
shall  record  the  settlements  of  said  trustees  in  the  settle- 
ment book  of  his  of&ce  as  a  guardian-'s  settlement  is  re- 
corded;  but  neither  judge  nor  clerk  of  said  court  shall 
be  allowed  to  charge  any  fee  for  making  and  recording 
said  settlements. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  county  judge  to  require 
the  settlements  with  said  trustees  to  be  made  as  herein 
provided;  and  for  that  purpose  he  shall,  by  a  rule  of  his 
court,  compel  th^ir  attendance,  and  shall  enforce  the 
observance  of  the  rule  by  a  fine  of  ten  dollars  on  each 
trustee  for  each  failure  to  observe  the  same,  and  such 
fines  shall  be  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the  academy. 
*  §  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1147. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  county  court  of  LiocolD  countjr  to  make  an  ap- 
propriation to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  turnpilce  road  in  said  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Lincoln  county,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  county  agree- 
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ing  thereto,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  empowered  to  take 
stock  to  the  amount  of  eight  hundred  dollars  per  mile, 
and  make  an  appropriation^  to  pay  for  same,  to  aid  in  the 
construction  of  a  turnpike  road  from  the  town  of  Stan- 
ford to  the  village  of  Preachersville,  in  said  county. 

§  2.  The  beginning  point  of  said  turnpike  may  be  at 
the  town  of  Stanford,  and  shall  run  thence  by  the  shortest 
and  most  practicable  route  to  Preachersville,  crossing  the 
turnpike  road  leading  from  Stanford  to  Crab  Orchard,  at 
a  point  net  exceeding  three  and  a  half  miles  from  Stan- 
ford; or  it  may  begin  at  a  point  upon  said  turnpike  not 
exceeding  three  and  a  half  miles  from  Stanford,  and  run 
thence  by  the  shortest  and  most  practicable  route  to 
Preachersville. 

§  3.  To  enable  said  county  court  to  pay  the  subscript 
tion  and  appropriation  herein  provided  for,  said  court 
may  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  sufficient  to  pay  therefor: 
Provided^  That  said  subscription  and  appropriation  shall 
not  be  paid  to  the  board  of  directors  or  other  officers  of 
the  company  constructing  said  road  until  a  sufficient 
amount  of  stock,  including  the  stock  herein  provided  for, 
has  been  paid,  or  secured  to  be  paid,  to  complete  the 
•building  of  said  road. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1148. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Pendleton  countj  court  to  appoint  a  collector  to 
collect  the  unpaid  taxes  and  fee-bills  due  Minor  GoWin,  late  sheriff  of 
Pendleton  county,  for  the  benefit  of  Geo.  B.  Diace,  W    B.  Shipp,  Jack- 
son Dncker,  and  Louis  Lovelace,  bis  sareties. 

Whbrbas,  Minor  Colvin  qualified  as  sheriff  of  Pendle- 
ton county  in  January,  1877,  executed  bond,  with  W.  B. 
Shipp,  Jackson  Ducker,  Louis  Lovelace,  and  Geo.  B. 
Dance,  as  his  sureties;  and  whereas,  the  said  Minor  Col- 
vin failed  to  pay  all  the  county  l«vy  taxes  collected  by 
'him  for  said  county,  and  was  sued  by  said  county  in  the 
Pendleton  circuit  court,  and  a  judgment  rendered  against 
4iim  and  bis  Buneties  £ox  ^over  tbirty-six  hundred  ($3,600) 
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dollars;  and  whereas,  the  said  Dance^  Shipp,  Ducker,  andl 
Lovelace  were  compelled  to  pay  and  secure  in  payment^ 
and  have  never  been  reimbursed  in  the  payment  of  the- 
aforesaid  judgment;  and  whereas,  there  yet  remains  un- 
paid to  said  Colvin  taxes  and  fee-bills;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth- 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.    That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  judge  of  the  Pen- 
dleton county  court  to  appoint  a  suitable  person,  a  citizen^ 
o\  said  county,  a  collector  to  collect  the  taxes  and  fee- 
bills  due   and   unpaid  to   the  said  Colvin;  and  the  said> 
collector  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  collect  said* 
taxes   and   fee-bills,  and   shall  bave  all  the  remedies  of 
collecting  the  same  that  sheriffs  have  under  the  existing 
law:  Provided,  Said  collector,  before  he  proceeds  to  acfr 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  appointment  herein  provided 
for^  phall  execute  bond  in  the  county  court  of  Pendleton- 
county,  with  approved  security,  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  his  duty,  and  he  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable 
on  said  bond*for  any  malfeasance  or  misfeasance  as  sher- 
iffs are  under  the  existing  laws;  and  any  person  aggrieved 
thereby  shall  have  the  same  remedy  as  are  allowed  against 
sheriffs   for  seizure  or   sales:  Provided,  That  before   the 
appointment  of  said  collector,  the  said  Colvin  consents 
thereto,  either  in  writing  or  in  open  court. 

§  2.  The  said  collector  shall  pay  over  to  the  said  Shipp^ 
Dance,  Ducker,  and  Lovelace,  all  amounts  collected  by 
him,  and  said  collector  shall  have  the  same  power  to  exe- 
cute receipts  for  said  unpaid  taxes  and  fee-bills  as  the 
said  Colvin  would  have  were  he  himself  collecting  the 
same. 

§  3.  The  further  time  of  one  year  is  given  the  said  col-  ' 
lector  from  the  passage  of  thifl  act  in  which  to  restrain 
and  collect   all  due  and  uncollected  fee-bilU  and  taxes^ 
coming  to  the  said  Colvin  as  sheriff  of  Pendleton  county.. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  fi:om.  and>  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1149. 

AN  ACT  incorporatiDK  the  Robert  M.  Oweos  Lodg^e  of  Free  aad  Accepted 

Masons,  Tollesboro,  Lewis  coontj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  J.  Win.  Parker,  R.  W.  Pollitt,  and  G.  P.  Bane,  incorporator. 
and  their  successors  in  office,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
constituted  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  Robert  M.  Owens  Lodge,  No.  588,  of  Free  style 
and  Accepted  Masons;  and  that  the  officers  and  members 
of  said  lod^e,  and  their  successors,  shall  so  continue,  and 
have  perpetual  succession;  and  by  the.  name  and  style 
aforesaid  they  are  hereby  made  capable  in  law  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  and  to  answer  and  be  answered,  in  all  the 
courts  of  law  and  equity  of  this  State  and  elsewhere;  to 
niiake,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
break,  alter,  or  amend  at  their  pleasure.' 

^  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  take 
and  hold,  by  purchase,  gift,  or  devise,  real  or  personal 
estate  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars; 
to  dispose  of  and  convey  the  same  at  their  pleasure. 

§  3.  The  business  and  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  under  the  management  and  control  of  the  first  three 
named  officers  of  the  lodge,  to  be  elected  annually  by  the 
members  of  said  lodge,  and  whose  duties  shall  be  such 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
thereof. 

§  4.  The  members  of  said  corporation  shall  have  power 
to  pass  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  property  and  other 
interest  of  said  lodge,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  Constitution  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

§  5.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1150. 

AN  ACT  to  extend  the  boaodary  of  the  town  of  Wickliffe.. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealttt 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  the  boundary  of  the  town  of  Wickliffe  be 
extended  from  the  northwest  corner  of  said  town  on  the 
north  line  of  lot  number  four,  in  the  Logan  division  of  the 
river  lots,  to  the  Mississippi  river;  thence  down  said  river 
to  the  south  line  of  lot  number  five  in  said  Logan's  divis- 
ion of  the  river  lots;  thence  with  said  south  line  of  lot 
number  five  east  to  the  southwest  corner  of  said  town  of 
Wickliffe.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or 
^end  any  splrltuouB,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  within  two 
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miles  of  the  town  of  Science  Hill,  in  Pulaski  county,  and 
the  county  court  shall  not  grant  any  license  to  sell  such 
liquors  within  said  boundary. 

§  2,  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  befpre  any  court  of  said 
county  of  competent  jurisdiction,  be  fined  in  any  sum 
not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  efl^ect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

§1.  That  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  incorporate 
the  town  of  Woodburn,  in  Warren  county,"  approved 
February  5,  1866,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  be 
amended  as  follows:  '*  The  police  judge  and  marshal  for  PoUce  judge. 
said  town  of  Woodburn  shall  be  elected,  as  now  provided  Manhai. 
hy  law,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  March,  1883,  and  on  the 
«ame  day  every  two  years  thereafter,  and  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be  elected  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  March,  1883,  and  on  the  same  day  every  year 
thereafter,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  success- 
ors are  elected  and  qualified;  and  the  trustees  now  in 
office,  and  acting  as  such,  and  the  police  judge  elected 
on  first  Saturday  in  March,  1881,  and  now  acting  as  such, 
shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected 
on  first  Saturday  in  March,  1883,  and  until  their  success- 
ors are  duly  qualified,  as  provided  by  law;  and  all  of  their 
rightful  acts  as  such  trustees  and  police  judge  shall  be 
lawful  and  binding,  and  the  rightful  acts  of  the  prede- 
•cessors  of  said  trustees  and  police  judge  now  in  office 
«hall  be,  and  are  hereby,  declared  legal. 
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§  2.  If,  at  any  time,  there  should  be  a  vacancy  in   the- 
Vacancy.  office  of  marshal  of  said  town,  the  trustees  thereof  are 

empowered  to  order  a  special  election,  to  be  held  as  elec- 
tions  in  said  town  are  now  required  to  be  held,  at  least 
ten  days'  previous  notice  having  been  given  of  said  elec- 
tion by  at  least  five  written  or  printed  notices  posted  in 
conspicuous  places  in  said  town;  and  during  a  vacancy 
in  said  office  of  marshal,  power  and  authority  is  hereby 
vested  in  the  said  trustees  to  appoint  some  qualified 
person  to  fill  the  office  of  marshal  until  one  is  elected 
as  provided  by  law.  8uch  appointee  shall  have  all  the 
qualifications  now  required  of  an  elected  marshal;  shaU 
give  bond  and  take  the  oath  required  of  a  marshal  elect,, 
and  be  liable  in  all  respects,  and  shall  have  the  same 
power,  and  may  discharge  the  same  duties,  as  required 
of  an  elected  marshal. 

§  3.  If,  from  any  cause,  there  should  be  a  vacancy  in 
the  office  of  trustee  of  said  town,  the  trustees  remaining 
in  office  shall  have  power  to  order  an  election  to  fill  such 
vacancy  until  the  next  regular  election;  said  special  elec- 
tion to  be  held  after  due  notice,  as  provided  for  in  election 
of  marshal,  as  herein  .provided,  and  in  the^same  manner^ 
and  by  the  same  officers  who  are  now  authorized  by  law 
to  hold  elections  in  said  town. 

§  4.  The  trustees  of  said  town  are  empowered  to  pro- 
vide, by  ordinance  duly  enacted,  that  no  person  shall  be 
a  qualified  voter  at  any  election  held  in  said  town  for 
town  officers  unless  he  has  paid  in  full  all  taxes  due  by 
and  assessed  against  him  for  municipal  purposes  for  the 
year  preceding  that  in  which  he  offers  to  vote. 

^  5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

Whereas,  Mrs.  Harriett  F.  Wal8ton,of  Calloway  county, 
Kentucky,  is  the  mother  of  twelve  living  children;  there- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  said  Mrs.  Harriett  F.  Walston  be,  and  she 
•is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  peddle  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise  in  the  counties  of  Calloway  and 
Marshall,  in  thii^  State,  without  being  required  to  take 
out,  purchase,  or  pay  for  any  license  whatever,  either 
State,  county,  or  municipal,  and  free  from  any  penalty 
whatever  for  so  peddling:  Provided^  Nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  to  authorize  her  to  sell  spirituous,  malt; 
or  vinous  liquors. 

§  2.  That  she  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ  her  hus- 
band as  an  agent  to  aid  and  assist  her  in  peddling  such 
goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  as  she  is  by  the  first  sec- 
tion of  thi«  act  authorized  to  sell,  and  said  agent  shall 
also  be  protected  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  as  fully  as 
Mrs.  Walston  is. 

$  3.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  afler  its 
passage.

Jl^  act  tu  regulate  tbe  selling,  loaning,  or  giving  away  of  spirituoiis 
vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  of  the  same,  in  Bullittsville  voting 
precinct,  and  within  three  miles  of  tbe  Bullittsville  Christian  Church,  in 
Boone  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
-of  Kentucky : 

§  1.   That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell, 

loan,  or  give  away  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors, 

•or  any  mixture  of  the  same,  within  the  boundaries  of  the 

Bullittsville  voting  precinct,  and  within  three  miles  of  the 

Bullittsville  Christian  Church,  in  Boone  county,  and  any 
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person  who  shall  sell,  loan,  or  give  away  any  such  liquors, 
or  any  mixture  of  the  same,  within  said  bounds,  shall, 
upon  indictment  and  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than 
fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

^  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any 
druggist  who,  in  good  faith,  shall  sell  such  liquors  for 
medicinal  purposes,  on  a  prescription  made  and  signed 
by  a  regular  practicing  physician;  hut  no  druggist  shall 
sell  such  liquors  except  on  such  prescription;  and  no 
physician  shall  make  or  sign  any  such  prescription  unless 
the  person  for  whom  it  is  made  is  actually  sick,  and  such 
liquors  are  necessarily  required  as  a  medicine,  which  fact 
shall  be  stated  in  the  prescription;  and  any  physician 
who  makes  or  signs,  or  permits  his  name  to  be  signed  to 
any  prescription  for  such  liquors,  except  as  provided  for 
in  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  act,  and 
upon  indictment  and  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each 
offense. 

§  3.  No  prescription  shall  be  good  for  the  obtaining  of 
any  such  liquors  more  than  one  time,  and  shall  be  taken 
up  and  filed  away  by  the  person  to  whom  it  is  presented^ 
and  may  be  used  as  evidence  in  trial  on  any  indictment 
under  this  act. 

§  4.  The  owner  or  owners  of  such  liquors  sold  by  a 
clerk  or  agent,  or  given  away  by  such  clerk  or  agent, 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  considered 
guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  act,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
the  penalties  herein  imposed  in  section  one  of  this  act. 

§  5.  Any  person  who  shall  falsely  represent  his  own 
condition  or  the  condition  of  another  person  to  any  physi- 
cian, and  thereby  obtain  a  prescription  tor  such  liquors, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  act,  and  upon  an 
indictment  and  conviction  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars;  and  if  any  person  shall  forge 
the  name  of  any  physician  to  any  such  prescription,  be 
shall  be  fined,  upon  indictment  and  conviction,  two  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  less 
than  six  months. 
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§  6.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters 
Avithin  the  above  mentioned  bounds  the  first  Monday  in 
August,  1862,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  qualified 
voter  within  the  above  mentioned  bounds  to  vote  upon 
this  proposition  at  Bullittsville.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  clerk,  or  one  of  the  judges  of  said  election,  to  pro- 
pound to  each  voter  the  following  question:  **  Are  you  for 
or  against  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  ?  " 
The  clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  votes  cast,  and  if  a 
majority  of  the  votes  upon  this  proposition  are  against 
the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  then  this 
act  shall  take  efiect  and  be  in  force.

CHAPTER  1156. 

AN  ACT  to  r^guUte  the  Rllowaace  of  claims  against  LiTlogsioa  county, 
and  making  it  the  datj  of  the  county  attorney  to  appeal  from  same  where 
it  is  not  made  according  to  law. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  hereafter  all  claims  against  the  county  of 
Livingston,  to  be  allowed  or  passed  on  by  the  court  of 
levy  and  claims,  shall  be  made  out  by  the  claimant  and 
filed  with  the  county  attorney  of  said  county  at  least  ten 
days  before  the  commencement  of  the  term  of  said  court; 
and  no  claim  shall  be  considered  or  allowed  by  said  court 
unless  so  filed;  but  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  pay  of 
the  officers  of  the  court  for  services  rendered  by  them,  or 
any  of  them,  during  the  term  of  said  court. 

§  2.  That  hereafter  when  any  claim  shall  be  presented 
by  any  one,  if  the  amount  be  twenty-five  dollars  or  up- 
wards, and  any  part  of  said  claim  shall  be  allowed  by  said 
court,  the  county  of  Livingston  shall  have  the  right  of 
appeal  to  the  circuit  court,  and  thence  to  the  Court  of 
Appeals,  without  executing  bond;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  county  attorney  to  take  such  appeal  when- 
ever any  part  of  such  claim  has  been  improperly  allowed.

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CHAPTER  1157. 

AN  ACT  to  ameod  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Newport,  Campbell  coantj, 

providing  for  sewerage  in  said  city. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Greneral  Assembly  nf  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  councilmen  of  the  city  of  New- 
port, Campbell  county,  shall  have  full  power  to  build 
sewers  in  said  city  upon  the  petition  of  the  owners  of  a 
majority  of  front  feet  abutting  upon  the  square  or  squares 
of  the  street,  alley,  lane,  road,  avenue,  or  thoroughfare 
under  which  the  sewer  is  to  be  built.  Said  sewers  to  be 
built  in  such  manner  and  with  such  materials  as  the  said 
board  of  councilmen  may  deem  fit  and  proper,  at  the 
exclusive  cost  and  expense  of  said  owners  of  the  property 
abutting  on  the  street  under  which  the  same  may  be  built, 
to  be  apportioned  pro  rata  by  said  board  according  to  the 
number  of  front  feet  owned  by  them  respectively,  by 
assessment  and  leA'y  of  a  special  tax  at  a  rate  per  lineal 
foot  of  the  real  estate  abutting  on  that  portion  of  the 
street,  &;c.,  sewered,  and  shall  be  due  and  payable  within 
thirty  (30)  days  after  the  completion  of  the  work  and  the 
acceptance  thereof  by  said  board.  Said  cost  and  expense 
shall  attach,  exist,  and  continue  a  lien  against  said  real 
estate  from  the  time  said  contract  for  building  said  sewer 
is  awarded  until  paid;  and  if  payment  thereof  be  not 
made  within  (30)  thirty  days  after  the  acceptance  of  the 
work,  the  contractor  in  whose  favor  said  lien  shall  exist 
may  enforce  the  same,  with  interest  thereon,  in  any  court 
having  jurisdiction  thereof.  Errors  in  the  proceedings  of 
said  board  shall  not  exempt  said  owners  from  payment, 
after  the  work  has  been  done  as  required  b}'  ordinance 
or  contract;  but  said  board  or  the  court  in  which  suit 
may  be  pending  shall  make  all  necessary  corrections, 
Tules  and  orders,  and  do  justice  to  all  parties  concerned; 
but  in  no  event,  if  the  ordinance  providing  for  said  con- 
striiction  of  sewer  has  been  passed  as  required  in  this 
section,  shall  the  city  be  liable  for  said  construction.  An 
estimate  of  the  work  required  to  be  done  in  the  construe- 
>tion  of  the  sewer,  including  the  tearing  up  and  re-making 
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•of  the  street,  shall  be  first  ascertained   before  the  ordi- 
•nance  providing  therefor  shall  be  passed;  and  the  expen.se 

thereof,  including  the  cost  of  intersections  adjoining,  shall 
be  added  thereto  and  distributed  pro  rata  thereon,  and 
•fixed  before  any  contract  shall  be  entered  into  by  the  city 
for  said  construction  of  sewer,  &c.  Said  estimate  and 
expense  shall  be  embraced  in,  an|l  form  pari  of,  said  con- 
tract, and  the  tax  hereinbefore  provided  shall  not  exceed 
the  amount  stated  in  said  contract,  and  for  which  alone 
said  property  shall  be  liable  :  Provided,  however.  That  the 
cost  of  said  construction,  etc.,  shall  not  exceed  twenty- 
five  (25)  per  centum  of  the  value  of  the  property  abutting 
thereon,  to  be  estimated  after  the  work  is  done.  All  work 
done  and  material  furnished  in  the  construction  of  said 
sewers  shall  be  under,  and  subject  to  the  inspection, 
supervision,  approval  or  rejection,  of  a  boar^  consisting 
of  the  mayor,  engineer,  and  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  improvements  of  said  city,  to  whom  all  complaints  of 
defective  work  or  material  must  be  made,  and  who  shall 
thereupon  have  said  defective  work  or  materials  removed 
at  the  expense  of  the  contractor,  and  have  the  same  done 
and  furnished  in  strict  accordance  with  the  ordinance 
and  contract  providing  therefor;  and  they  shall,  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  board  of  councilmen  thereafter,  re- 
port said  complaint,  investigation  had  thereon  and  dispo- 
sition made  thereof;  and  upon  the  completion  thereof, 
said  board  of  mayor,  engineer,  and  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee of  improvements  shall  furnish  said  board  of  coun- 
cilmen, at  their  next  meeting  thereafter,  with  a  certificate 
that  said  sewer  is  completed  and  accepted;  and  if  said 
acceptance  is  concurred  in  by  said  board,  they  shall 
thereupon  pass  an  ordinance  levying  a  special  tax  in 
favor  of  the  contractor  for  the  payment  of  the  expense 
thereof,  as  hereinbefore  stated,  and  the  city  clerk  shall 
thereupon  furnish  the  contractor  with  a  certified  copy  of 
'Said  ordinance :  Provided^  That  not  less  than  one  square 
of  any  street  shall  be  sewered  at  one  time,  and  if  more 
'than  one  square  shall  be  sewered  under  one  contract,  the 
'same  may  be  accepted  by  squares  as  they  shall  be  respect- 
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ively  completed,  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  levied' 
and  collected  as  though  ^aid  square  were  an  entire  con- 
tract.    Each  subdivision  of  a  street,  &c.,  extending  from 
one  street  to  another  running  at  right-angles  thereto,  shall 
be  deemed  a  square.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Jas.  H.  Bronaugh,  J.  B.  Logan,  W.  A.  Logan» 

Incorporators,      and  Taylor  Adams,  and  their  associates  and  successors, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- politic  and  cor. 

styie.  porate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Iron  Works  Road 

Company,  with  perpetual  succession;  and  by  that  name 
are  hereby  made  capable  in  law  and  equity  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and 
equity;  and  said  corporation  shall  have  such  power  and 
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authority  a^  are  usaal  and  incident  to  turnpike  corpo- 
rations in  Kentucky,  and  are  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  charter. 

§  2.   All  of  the  affairs  of  this  company  not  herein  spec-  t>irectort. 
ified  and  given  to  the  stockholders  shall  be  managed  by  a 
board  of  directors,  composed  of  three  or   five  directors, 
composed  of  as  many  stockholders,  and  by  a  president,  to 
be  chosen  by  said  board  ;  and  the  incorporators  named  in 
this  act  shall  be  and  constitute  a  board  of  directors  for 
the  period  of  one  year  fromfand   after  the  organization 
of  said  company  under  this  act,  and   until  their  success- 
ors are  elected  and  qualified;  and  thereafter  the  board,  of 
directors  are  to  be  annually  elected  by  the  stockholders  a- 
such  place  and  time  as  the   prettident  and  directors  shall 
appoint,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors 
are  elected   and  qualified,     Any  vacancy  that  may  occur 
in  the   board    may  be  filled   by  the   remaining  members. 
Said  company  shall  have  power  to  buy,  sell,  convey,  and 
lease  any  real   estate  they  may   deem   necessary  for  the 
business   or   interest    of   the    company;    and    shall    have 
power  to    acquire    real    estate   by   purchase    or   ad   quod 
damnum;  and    shall   have   power   to   charge    and    collect 
the  same  tolls  that  other  turnpike  roads  charge  in  Ken- 
tucky, and  to  transact  all  business  that  are  common  to  all 
other  turnpike  roads  in  Kentucky.     The  shares  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars,  and  each  stockholder 
allowed  as  many  votes  as  he  or  she  may  hold  shares  in 
said    company.     The    road    will    commence    at    a    point 
where  the    Iron    Works    dirt    road  crosses    the  JNicholas- 
ville   and   Kentucky   River  Turnpike   Road,   and    to  run 
with  said   road,   and    cross   Hickman   creek   near   where 
Arnold's  mill  once  stood  ;  thence  with  the  general  course 
of  said  road  to  where  it  intersects  the  Nicholasville  and 
Tate's  Creek  Turnpike  Road;  and  to  have  power  to  run  a 
branch  from  the  old  Arnold  homestead  to  a  point  on  the 
aforesaid    Nicholasville   and    Kentucky  River  Turnpike, 
near  the  mill  known   as  Chrisman's  mill,  and  to  be  gov- 
erned by  the  said  company  and  rules  and  regulations  as. 
the  main  stem. 
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(  3.  Said  road  is  to  be  graded  eighteen  feet  wide,  and 
the  metal  to  he  not  less  than  twelve  feet  wide  nor  more 
than  sixteen  feet;  and  said  company  shall  have  the  same 
powers  to  regulate  and  govern  its  affairs  as  other  turn- 
pikes in  this  Commonwealth.

H.  Head,  T.  L.  Roberts,  and 
their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  hereby  are, 
created  a  body-corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
"The  Chicago  and  Holy  Cross  Turnpike  Company,"  and 
as  such,  and  under  said  name,  shall  have  pow^er  to  con- 
tract and  to  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to 
acquire,  hold,  and  transfer  property,  real  and  personal; 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  have  such  other 
powers  as  are  incident  to  such  corporations. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  controlled  by  a  board 
of  directors,  consisting  of  five  members,  who  shall  he 
elected  at  such  times  and  for  such  terms,  and  shall  have 
such  powers  and  duties  as  said  corporation  shall  provide 
by  by-laws,  and  such  as  are  necessary  for  carrying  out 
the  purposes  of  such  corporation. 

§  3.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire,  by  purchase, 
devise,  or  otherwise,  real  or  personal  property,  and  may 
build  a  turnpike  road  from  Ray  wick,  Marion  county,  Ken- 
tucky, through  Chicago,  in  same  county,  to  Holy  Cross 
Church,  same  county;  thence  to  Balltown,  in  Nelson 
county,  and  from  Holy  Cross  Church  to  Manton,in  Wash- 
ington county,  assess  and  collect  tolls  on  every  consecu- 
itive  five  miles  of  the  same  completed. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1161. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  trustees  of  the  Falmouth  comman  snhool  to  exe- 
cute bonds  and  sell  the  eame  for  the  purpose  of  buildiuj;  a  scboaf-bonse- 
In  said  school  diEtrict  in  Falmouth,  Pendleton  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  common  school  dis- 
trict number  one  (Falmouth),  in  Pendleton  county,  Ken- 
tucky, are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  bonds  of  said  district, 
any  amount  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  for  the  \ 

purpose  of  erecting  within  said  district  such  a  building  as 
may  he  deemed  suitable  for  school  purposes. 

§  2.  Such  bonds  shall  bear  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceed- 
ing six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  shall  be  issued  in  such 
denominations  as  said  board  of  trustees  may  deem  proper^ 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  each,  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  at  any  time  after  two  years. 

§  3.  *That  the  fund  hereby  created  shall  vest  in  the  board 
of  trustees  of  said  district,  and  they  shall  be  required  to 
give  a  bond,  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  to  the  county 
court,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties;  and 
they  shall  have  power  with  the  fund  hereby  created  to 
acquire  such  real  estate  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  to 
erect  thereon  a  building  or  buildings;  or  they  may  pur- 
chase or  lease  a  building;  but  before  the  said  contract  or 
purchase  or  lease  shall  take  effect,  the  said  contract  must 
be  approved  by  common  school  commissioner  of  said 
county.  They  may  either  cash  the  bonds  or  pay  them,  or 
such  proportion  thereon  as  ma}'  be  agreed  upon,  to  such 
persons  as  they  may  purchase  or  lease  real  estate  from, 
or  to  the  contractor  or  contractor's  workmen  who  may 
erect  the  building  herein  provided  for;  or  may  use  them 
in  any  way  deemed  proper  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  In  the  erection  of  said  building  or  buildings, 
the  trustees  of  said  district  are  hereby  prohibited  from 
being  contractors  to  build  or  furnish  material  for  con- 
structing  said  building,  either  directly  or  indirectly. 

§  4.  The  vote  taken  on  the  —  day  of  ,  1881,  to 

impose  a  tax  to  build  a  school-house  in  said  district,  i& 
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hereby  legalized,  and  all  tax  levied  in  pursuance  of  said 
vote  shall  b^  legal. 

§  5.  If  the  trustees  shall  deem  it  best,  they  shall  have 
the  power  to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  collect  the 
taxes  levied  for  any  one  year;  but  before  doing  so,  the 
common  school  commissioner  must  approve  the  appoint- 
ment, and  so  certify  his  approval  to  the  county  judge  of 
«aid  county  court,  who  will  require  security  of  the  col- 
lector, and  approve  the  same;  before  the  said  collector 
proceeds  to  discharge  his  dut}',  he  must  execute  bond 
with  good  security,  conditioned  as  the  bond  of  sheriffs  for 
for  the  collection  revenue,  and  the  trustees  or  tax-payers 
shall  have  the  same  remedies  against  the  collector  as  are 
provided  against  sheriffs  by  law,  and  the  same  couits 
shall  have  jurisdiction  in  matters  touching  the  discharge 
of  his  official  duties.

CHAPTER  1162. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Cartwr^ght's  Oretk  Turnpike  Ro«d  Oompaoy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  is  hereby,  formed  and 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Cartwright's  Creek  Turnpike  Road  Company, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  macadamized  or  gravel 
turnpike  road  in  the  county  of  Washington,  from  the 
Bloomfield  and  Springfield  Turnpike  Road  at  T.  S. 
Grundy's,  down  said  creek  to  the  turnpike  road  from 
Springfield  to  Bardstown,  at  or  near  where  the  road 
down  said  creek  now  intersects  at  Loyd  Thompson's. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each. 

5  3.  That  S.  R.  Grundy,  Loyd  Thompson,  Jno.  Tucker, 
Thos.  S.  Grundy,  Palmer  Grundy,  and  E.  O.  Walker  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  commissioners  to  open 
books  for   the   subscription    of  stock    aforesaid   at   such 
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times  and  in  such  places  as  any  three  of  said  connmis- 
sioners  may  deem  expedient. 

§  4.  That  so  soon  as  a  sum  sufficient  to  construct  two 
or  more  miles  of  said  road  is  subscribed  and  appropriated 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty 

•of  the  commissioners  named  in  this  act,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  to  give  such  notice,  in  such  manner  as  they  may 
think  proper  to  designate,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
president  and  Rve  directors,  and  one  vote  shall  be  allowed 
for  each  share  of  stock;  and  the  president  and  directors 
shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  sue- 

•cessors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  time  and  place 
for  the  election  of  president  and  directors,  after  the  first 
election,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  president  and  directors  for 
the  tirpe  being.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office 
of  president  or  director  without  being  a  stockholder,  and 

•«hall  vacate  his  office  on  ceasing  to  be  one.  The  presi- 
dent and  directors  for  the  time  being  may  supply  any 
vacancy  occurring  in  their  own  body  from  any  cause,  and 
a  majority  of  the  directors  shall  be  competent  to  transact 
all  business.  « 

§  5.  So  soon  as  said  company  is  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  style  aforesaid,  and 

-as  such  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  priv- 
ileges and  franchises  incident  to  like  corporations;  shall 
have  power  to  acquire,  hold,  possess,  use,  and  occupy  all 
«uch  real  and  personal  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and 
convenient  for  the  site  or  route  of  said  road;  for  piers  and 
abutments  of  all  such  bridges  as  may  be  required  on  said 
road,  and  lots  for  toll-houses,  and  the  residences  of  gate- 

'keepers  on  said  road;  also  all  necessary  stone,  gravel, 
sand,  timber,  and  earth  for  the  construction  and  repair  of 
said  road;  and  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to 
alter  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  make  and  or- 
dain all  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  and 
the  management  of  its  prudential  and  financial  concerns, 
not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  or  of  the 
United  States. 
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(  6.  That  the  width  of  said  road  ^hafl  not,  at  any  point: 
where  it  will  admit  of  it,  he   less  than  twenty-five   nor 
more  than  (oity  Teet,  and  the   artificial  or  metaled  part 
thereof  shall  not^be  less  than  sixteen  feet  wide,  and   the 
metal   nine  inches  in   thickness,  and  the  graded  part  not 
les8  than  twenty  feet  wide,  and  the  said  grade  shall   not 
exceed   three  degrees,  and  except  one  crossing  of  Cart- 
Wright's  creek,  all  the  streams  shall  be  paved  with  stone- 
or  bridged. 

§  7.  That  whenever  said  Cartwright's  Creek  Turnpike- 
Compatiy  shall  have  finished  said  road,  the'  president  and 
directors  may  cause  one  toll-gate  to  be  erected  thereon,, 
and  charge  and  take  full  toll  for  one  gate  only,  as  now 
authorized  by  the  general  law  for  a  full  gate  on  turnpike* 
roads. 

§  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Cartwright's- 
Creek  Turnpike  Company  shall  be  vested  with  all  the 
power,  authority,  immunities,  privileges,  and  advantages,, 
in  all  and  every  respect,  that  are  now  vested  in  the  Bloom- 
field  and  Springfield  Turnpike  Road  Company,  as  if  in- 
troduced and  repeated  herein,  except  so  far  as  they  are- 
altered  and'modified  by  this  act.

AN  ACT  to  MUiborize  ibe  coumy  court  of  Marion  couDty  to  sobscribe  stock. 

to  turopike  compaoifs. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommowDealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Marion  county,  composed 
of  the  presiding  judge  and  the  justices  of  the  peace,  are 
hereby  empowered  and  authorized  to  subscribe  stock  to 
aid  in  constructing  turnpikes  in  said  county  in  amount 
not  exceeding  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  mile, 
in  their  discretion, 

§  2.  That  said  court  may  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  all» 
the  property  in  said  county  to  raise  the  amount  so  sub- 
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scribed,  to  be  collected  as  the  county  levy  is  now  col- 
lected. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1164. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  aud  m«It  liquors,  ale  or 
beer,  within  two  miles  of  Highland,  in  Lincoln  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful,  from  and  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act,  for  any  person  or  persons  to  vend,  sell, 
or  loan  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  ale  or 
beer,  or  the  mixtures  of  either,  within  one  mile  of  the 
town  of  Highland,  in  Lincoln  county,  the  distance  com- 
puted from  H.  P.  Young's  store  in  said  town  as  the  centre. 

§  2.  Any  persoa  violating  the  provisions  of  the  first 
section  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  upon  warrant  of  a 
justice  of  the  peace,  police  judge,  or  county  jiidge  of  said 
county,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
tban  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
gage.

That  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  authorized  to  draw  hie  warrant 
on  the  Treasurer  for  the  sum  of  $28.95,  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  school  fund  due  Lewis  county  for  18S2,  for  the  bene- 
fit of  John  T.  Pollitt,  of  Lewis  county. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1167. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale,  loan,  or  giTt  of  spiritaous,  vinous,  malt,  and 
other  intoxicating  liqaors,  in  the  town  of  Tattletowo,  in  Mercer  county, 
or  within  one  mile  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  stile,  loan,  or  gift  of  spirituous,  vinousfi, 
malt,  and  other  intoxicating  liquors,  in  the  town  of  Tnttle- 
town,  in  Mercer  county,  and  within  one  mile  thereof,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  prohibited. 

§  2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisionaof  sec- 
tion one  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  fifty  dollars  for 
each  offense,  recoverable  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  in 
said  district,  or  by  indictment  by  a  grand  jury  in  Mercer 
county. 

}  3.  This  act  shall  not  take  efTect  until  it  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  boundary  to  be 
affected  by  it,  at  a  general  election  in  Mercer  county 
and  a  majority  of  said  voters  shall  vote  in  favor  of  the 
same. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  who  may, 
have  license  to  sell  liquor  within  said  boundary  until  said 
license  shall  expire.

CHAPTER  1168. 

■AN  ACT  to  prohibit   the  sale   of  spirituous   liquors   in    Christian   county 
within  a  certain  distance  of  Chapel  Hill  Church. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweallh 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell 
any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  of 
either,  in  any  quantity,  or  for  any  purpose,  at  any  point 
or  place  within  a  radius  of  two  miles  of  Chapel  Hill 
"Church,  near  what  is  known  as  Barker's  mill,  in  the 
•northeastern    part    of    Christian    county,    nor   shall    any 
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license  hereafter  issue  to  any  person  authorizing  any  such 
Hiale. 

$  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1882.

CHAPTER  1171. 

JVN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  citj  of  Dayton,  in  Campbell  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1    That  section  twelve  of  the  act  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of   Kentucky,  approved    March  7,   1876,  entitled 
**An  act  to  revise  and  amend  the  charter  of  tlje  city  of 
Dayton,  in  Campbell  county,''  be   amended   as  follows: 
Said  tax-bills  shall  be  each  for  half-yearly  payments,  due 
and  payable,  the  first  half  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day 
of  June,  and  the  second  half  on  or  before  the  twentieth 
day  of  December  in  each  and  every  year,  instead  of  the 
'fifteenth  day  of  July  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  January  in 
each  year  as    heretofore.       The  city  clerk  shall,  within 
twenty  days  after  said  bills  are  ordered  to  be  made  out, 
<leliver  the  same  to  the  city  treasurer  for  collection,  taking 
his  receipt  for  the  gross  amount  of  the  taxes  contained  in 
.«aid  bills.    The  treasurer,  upon  receipt  thereof,  shall  post 
notices  in  each  ward  of  said  city  that  the  tax-bills  for  the 
current  year  are  in  hands  lor  collection,  and  that  payment 
%vill  be  required  to  be  made,  one  half  on  or  before  the 
twentieth  day  of  June,  and  the  other  half  on  or  before 
the  twentieth  day  of  December  as  aforesaid,  and  that  in 
default  of  payment,  the  prescribed  penalty  will   be  at- 
tached thereto.    Payment  of  all  tax-bills  shall  be  officially 
indorsed  by  the  treasurer,  and  all    tax-bills  due  on   the 
twentieth  day  of  June  remaining  in  his  hands  unpaid  on 
the  first  Monday  ol  July,  and  those  due  on  the  twentieth 
day  of  December  remaining  unpaid  on  the  first  Monday 
<of  January,  shall  be  indorsed  by  him  **  delinquent,"  and 
within  five  days  thereafter  returned  to  the  city  clerk,  who 
ahall  thereupon  enter  a  credit  therefor  upon  the  treasurer's 
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receipt,  and  then  add  to  such  tax-hilld  such  penalty  as  may 
be    prescribed    by   ordinance,   not    exceeding  fifteen    per 
cent.,  and  re-deliver  the  same  to  the  treasurer,  who  shall 
receipt  therefor;  and  all  delinquent  tax-bilU  shall,  with 
the   penalty  thereon,  be   added'  to  the   next   semi-annual 
tax-bill  on  the  same  property,  and  shall  constitute  one  of 
the  items  thereof,  and  shall  so  continue  to  be  added  until 
paid;  and  a  lien  in  favor  of  the  city  shall  exist  and  con- 
tinue upon  said  property  for  all  taxes,  penalties,  and  cost 
until  the  same  be  fully  paid.     The  city  may.  at  any  time 
after  the  said  semi-annual  tax-bills  become  jdue,  give  them* 
into  the  hands  of  a  delinquent  tax-collector  appointed  by 
said  council,  under  such  terms  as  said  council  shall  deter- 
mine, or  said  bills  may  be  committed  to  the  attorney  of 
said  city  for  collection,  by  suit  or  otherwise,  in  the  Gamp^ 
bell  chancery  or  circuit  court,  and  enforce  the  lien  hereby 
retained  as  other  liens  are  enforced  ;  or  in  the  mayor's 
court  of  said   city   for    personal   judgment,   as   the    said 
council  shall  determine. 

^  2.  That  the  following  lands  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
added  to,  and  made  part  of,  said  city  of  Dayton,  and 
subject  to  all  the  laws  and  regulations  of  said  city  except 
as  hereinafter  provided,  the  following  described  lot  or 
parcel  of  land,  viz:  beginning  in  a  southerly  line  of  Fair* 
field  avenue,  north  48^^  degrees  east  81.46  feet  from  the 
northeasterly  corner  of  lot  No.  1  of  Gilmore's  second 
addition  to  said  city;  thence  with  the  southerly  line  of 
Fairfield  avenue,  north  48^^  degrees  east  569.54  feet;, 
thence  with  another  line  of  Fairfield  avenue,  north  52^ 
degrees  east  147.66  feet,  to  a  corner  of  Joseph  Taylor's 
addition;  thence  with  a  line  of  said  Taylor's  addition, 
south  41  degrees  east  365  feet,  to  the  southerly  line  of 
Gardner  street;  thence  with  the  southerly  line  of  Gard- 
ner street  extended  south  51^^  degrees  west  216.33  feet,  to 
the  easterly  line  of  Vine  street;  thence  with  the  easterly 
line  of  Vine  street,  south  41^  degrees  east  105  feet;, 
thence  south  48^  degrees  west  503.54  feet;  thence  north 
41^  degrees  west  470  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning,  con- 
taining 7.24  acres;  the  said  land  being  subdivided  inta 
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lots,  streets,  and  alleys,  the  lots  being  numbered  from  25 
to  77,  inclusive:  Provided,  That  the  said  city  of  Dayton 
shall  tax  said  lots  only  as  they  are  sold  by  Mrs.  E.  T. 
Gilmore,  the  owner  thereof,  commencing  with  1882;  and 
all  lots  remaining  unsold  by  the  said  Mrs.  E.  T.  Gilmore 
flhall  not  be  taxed  by  said  city  until  the  year  1884,  when 
all  of  said  lots  shnll  be  taxed  by  the  said  city  as  other 
<;ity  property,  whether  remaining  the  property  of  Mrs. 
E.  T.  Gilmore  or  in  the  hands  of  others. 

5  3.  That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Dayton  may 
appoint  an  attorney,  who  shall  be  called  the  city  attorney, 
to  serve  for  not  more  than  one  year.  Said  attorney  shall 
be  the  legal  advis»er  of  said  city  council;  shall  prosecute 
and  defend  for  said  city  in  all  cases  in  which  said  city  is 
a  party;  attend  all  meetings  when  requested  to  do  so  by 
the  president  of  council  or  chairman  of  the  law  com- 
mittee; shall  give  written  opinions  when  required;  shall 
receive  such  compensation  and  in  such  manner  as  council 
shall  determine,  said  salary  to  be  fixed  at  the  same  time 
as  the  salaries  of  other  city  officers  are  fixed.  He  shall 
give  bond  to  said  city  for  the  payment  of  all  money  due 
said  city  collected  by  him;  he  shall  examine  the  mayor's 
docket  annually,  and  report,  in  writing,  the  amount  found 
due  therein  due  said  city.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in 
regard  to  the  duties  of  city  attorney  are  repealed  by  this 
act. 

§  4,  That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Dayton  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  the  bonds  of 
said  city  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars. 
Said  bonds  or  their  proceeds  are  to  be  used  exclusively 
and  for  no  other  purpose  than  to  pay  off  and  fund  the 
present  outstanding  bonds  and  bonded  indebtedness  of 
said  city.  Said  bonds  shall  be  of  the  denomination  of 
$20,  $50,  $100,  $500,  and  $1,000  each,  as  said  city  coun- 
cil shall  determine  by  ordinance;  they  shall  be  numbered 
serially,  commencing  with  number  one;  they  i<hall  be 
made  payable  thirty  years  after  date,  with  the  option  of 
said  city  to  pay  them  off  at  any  time  after  two  years  from 
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their  date,  bearinfr  interest  from  their  date  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  the  in- 
terest as  it  mature?,  and  the  principal   when  due,  to  be 
made  payable  at  the  ofRce  of  the  city  treasurer  of  the  city 
of  Dayton,  to  be  designated  in  said  bonds.     Interest  cou- 
pons shall  be  attached  for  each  semi-annual  installment 
of  interest,  the  said  coupons  to  be  numbered  serially  from 
one  to  sixty,  inclusive,  and  each  coupon  to  bear  the  serial 
number  of  the  bond  to  which  it  is  attached.     Each  of  said 
bondn  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  of  the  city  council 
of  said  city,  and  countersigned  by  city  clerk,  and  shall 
have  the  seal  of  the  city  afiixed  thereto.     Each  of  said 
interest  coupons  shall  be  i*igned   by  the  city  clerk.     Said 
bonds  and  coupons  shall  be  made  payable  to  bearer,  and 
shall    pass   by   delivery.     Said   bonds  so   issued    may   be 
placed  by  the  city  council  in  the  possession  of  a  board  of 
commissioners,  to   consist   of    the   president  of   the  city 
council,  the  city   treasurer,  and  city  clerk  of  the  city  of 
Dayton,  and  said  board  shall  have  the  rit^ht  to  dispose  of 
said  bonds,  or  any  portion  of  them,  at  not  less  than  their 
par  value,  and  with  the  proceeds  to  pay  off  and  redeem 
any  of  the  present  outstanding  bonds  of  said  city,  or  they 
may  exchange  any  of  said   bonds  for  any  of  the  present 
outstanding  bonds,  at  not  less  than  their  par  value.     Said 
board  shall  report  in  writing  to  said  city  council  quarterly^ 
and   oftener  if  required  by  said  council,  the  number  and 
amount  of  the  bonds  disposed  of  by  them,  and  the  num- 
ber, character,  and  amount  of  outstanding  bonds  paid  or 
taken  in  exchange,  and   they  shall  deliver  to  said  council 
the  bonds  so  paid  or  exchanged,  and  the  same  shall  be 
canceled  and  destroyed.     The  city  council  shall  cause  the 
said  refunding  bonds  to  be  lithographed  and  made  into 
book  form,  with  stub  attached,  showing  the  number  and 
amount  of  bond  issued,  to  whom,  whether  for  money  or 
bond  redeemed,  and  if  bond,  the  issue,  number,  series, 
and  amount  thereof.     Any  person  who  shall  use  or  ap- 
propriate any  of  the  bonds  herein  mentioned,  or  any  of 
their    proceeds,    otherwise    than    in    the    manner   herein 
directed,   shall  be  deemed  guilty   of  embezzlement,  and 
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upon    conviction,   punished    as    provided    by    statute    in 
cases  of  embezzlement.  \ 

§  5.  That  section  ten  and  section  twenty-seven  of  the 
act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky,  approved  March 
7th,  1876,  entitled  *'  An  act  to  revise  and  amend  the  charter 
of  the  city  of  Dayton,  in  Campbell  county,"  be  so  amended 
that  the  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Dayton  shall  execute  a 
bond  as  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Dayton,  and  as  custodian 
of  the  sinking  fund  of  said  city,  in  the  sum  of  $10,000, 
instead  of,  as  heretofore  in  said  act,  $'25,000  as  treasurer, 
and  $10,000  as  custodian  of  the  sinking  fund;  all  other 
portions  and  provisions  of  said  section  are  continued  in 
full  force  and  efTect. 

§  6.  That  the  school  board  of  the  city  of  Dayton  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  elect  a  treasurer 
for  said  school  board,  who  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all 
moneys  due  the  schools  of  the  city  of  Dayton,  both  the 
money  coming  from  the  city  of  Dayton  due  said  schools, 
and  that  due  said  schools  from  the  common  school  fund 
of  the  State  of  Kentucky.  Said  treasurer  shall  be  elected 
at  the  first  meeting  of  the  school  board  in  the  month  of 
March  in  each  and  every  year,  to  serve  for  one  year.  He 
shall  execute  bond  to  the  city  of  Dayton,  with  good  and 
sufficient  sureties,  in  the  sum  of  $5,000,  to  be  approved 
by  the  city  council  of  said  city.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  treasurer  to  inspect  the  books  of  the  city  treas- 
urer once  in  each  month,  and  t^ee  the  amount  of  money 
collected  due  said  schools;  collect  and  receipt  to  said  city 
treasurer  for  the  same,  and  collect  and  receipt  for  the 
money  coming  from  the  State  of  Kentucky  due  said 
schools.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  said 
school  board  may  from  time  to  time  direct  He  may  be 
removed  by  said  city  council  for  cause.  Said  school 
board  shall  distribute  and  pay  out  the  money  in  the 
school  fund  of  said  city  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining 
the  schoold  of  Dayton,  and  their  orders  for  money  shall 
be  drawn  on  the  treasurer  of  the  school  fund  of  the  city 
of  Dayton.  He  shall  receive  such  salary  as  the  city 
council  may  determine,  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $100 
per  annum.

CHAPTER  1172. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Wrifrht  k  Brother. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Joseph  Wrig:ht  and  Wil- 
liam Wright,  who  are  doing  buj»iness  in  Green  county, 
under  the  style  of  Wright  &  Brother,  as  manufacturers 
of  lumber,  to  maintain  and  keep  across  Green  river,  in 
Green  count}',  near  their  mill  in  said  county,  to  facilitate 
their  business,  a  boom. 

§  2.  But  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  county  judge  of 
Green  county,  it  will  better  serve  the  interest  of  the  peo- 
ple intercepted  in  the  use  of  said  river,  the  said  Wright  & 
Brother  may  be  compelled  to  keep  erected  near  the  bank, 
•on  either  side,  a  section  of  the  boom  higher  than  fifteen 
inches;  but  there  shall  not  be  less  than  fifty  feet  space 
between  said  sections. 

§  3.  Said  Wright  &  Brother  shall,  within  thirty  days 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  make  a  bond,  with  sufficient 
security,  before  the  county  judge-  of  Green  county,  in 
which  they  shall  covenant  and  agree  with  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky  that  they  will  pay  to  any  person  any 
damage  they  may  sustain  by  the  erection  of  said  boom, 
and  any  person  aggrieved  may  sue  on  said  bond  in  any 
court  having  jurisdiction  in  Green  county;  but  this  shall 
not  prevent  suit  by  parties  aggrieved  in  courts  having 
jurisdiction  in  other  counties. 

§  4.  That  said  Wright  &  Brother  shall  not  raft  or  float 
ahy  logs  of  any  kind  on  said  river  without  flrst  making 
the  same  in  a  manner  plain  to  be  seen;  and  that  said 
Wright  &  Brother  shall  be  liable  to  indictment  in  the 
Green  circuit  court  for  taking  and  converting  any  logs  or 
other  property  not  their  own  to  their  own  use,  and  if 
found  guilty  of  this  offense,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  ot 
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^not  less  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  at  the 
"discretion  of  the  jury,  and  shall  be  liable  to  pay  to  any 
<person  whose  property  may  be  taken  and  converted  as 
above  set  forth  double  its  value.  They  shall,  at  the 
request  of  any  person  desiring  to  raft  or  drive  logs  or 
lumber  down  said  river,  conduct  the  same  over  said 
boom,  or  cause  it  to  be  done,  and,  in  iaddition,  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  such  persons  any  damage  sustained  in  the 
passing  of  said  logs  or  lumber  over  said  boom. 

§  5.  That  said  Wright  &  Brother  shall  remove  the  ob- 
structions in  the  river  occasioned  by  the  building  of  the 
boom  in  ninety  days  from  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.'

CHAPTER  1173. 

^AN  AOT  to  iDCorporate  the  Mineral  Deposit  Bank,  to  be  located  at  the  city 
of  Loiiisrille,  with  privilege  of  branch  in  Newport. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  'Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 

-of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  John  C.  Russell,  Bennett  H.  Young,  Chas.  lacorporators. 
W.  Short,  J.  B.  Kinkead,  and  William  Short,  together 
with  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  corporation  and  body-politic, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  The  Mineral  Deposit  Bank,  style. 
to  be  located  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  with  power  to 
create  and  establish  a  branch  of  said  corporation  in  the 
city  of  Newport,  county  of  Campbell. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  shall  continue  until  the  first  day 

-of  January,  1910,  unless  sooner  dissolved  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  stockholders;  and  by  the  aforesaid  cor- 
porate name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
the  same  to  break,  renew,  and  alter  at  pleasure;  may 
have,  hold,  receive,  and  enjoy,  use,  sell,  and  convey  all 
real  and  personal  property,  including  public  and  private 

-eecarities  of  all  kinds,  that  may  come  to  the  said  corpora- 
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tlon,  by  gift,  by  purchase,  or  deviee,  or  in  any  other  way^ 
or  manner  or  form  whatever;  but  the  real  estate  owned 
by  thiin  corporation  shall  be  only  »o  much  as  may  be  suffi- 
cient to  enable  it  to  properly  carry  on  its  business,  except 
such  as  may  be  taken  to  secure  debts,  or  in  satisfaction  of 
judgments. 

^  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  not  ex- 
Capital  stock.      ceed   one .  million   of  dollars,   and   shall   be  divided   inta 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

§  4.  The  corporators  named  in  this  act,  or  any  three  of 
them,  at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  deem  best,, 
may  open  books  for  and  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capi- 
tal stock,  and  when  one  thousand  shares  or  more  have 
been  subscribed,  and  twenty-five  dollars  on  each  share  of 
said  one  thousand  shares  paid  in,  the  stockholders  shall 
meet  and  elect  five  directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  the 
owner  of  at  lest  ten  shares  of  the  capital  stock.  Said 
directors  shall  serve  until  the  first  Monday  in  January 
next  succeeding  the  day  of  their  election,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  be  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

§  5.  The  annual  meeting*  of  the  stockholders  for  the 
election  of  five  directors,  after  said  bank  has  been  organ- 
ized, shall  be  held  at  its  banking  house  in  Louisville,  on 
the  first  Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  under  the 
direction  of  two  persons  who  shall  have  been  appointed 
by    the    directors   for   that    purpose;   one    vote    shall    be 

allowed  for  each  share  of  stock  represented,  and  stock- 
holders shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  at  said 
meetings  by  proxies.  Should  an  election  for  directors 
from  any  cause  fail  to  be  held  on  the  day  herein  desig- 
nated, the  corporation  shall  not,  from  that  cause,  be 
dissolved,  but  any  and  all  elections  held  subsequently 
thereto  by  competent  authority  shall  be  deemed  valid 
and  be  so  held. 

§  6.    The   board   of  directors  shall   elect  one   of   their 

!^.  number    president;   they    shall    also    elect   or   appoint  a 

cashier,  and  such  clerks,  ofRcers,  agents,  or  servants  as 

they  may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the  affairs,  of  the 

institution.     They  shall  have  the  right  to  dismiss  any  q€ 
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their  officers  at  pleasure;  they  shall  fix    the  salaries  of 

their  said   officers   and   servants;   prescribe   their   duties^ 

and  at  their  option   require  bonds  with  security  for  the^ 

faithful    perfornaance    of    their   duties;    they    shall    have 

power  to  make  and  change  all  necessary  by-laws,  rules^ 

and  regulations,  for  the  government  of  the  corporation,. 

and  fix  the  times  for  the  meetings  of  said  directors,  and 

direct  the  manner  and  times  in   which  the  capital  stock 

shall  be  paid  in,  and  prescribe  the  mode  and  manner  of 

the  transfer  of  said  stock.     A  majority  of  the  board  shall   Quorum,    • 

be  a  quorum   to   do   business.     The  stock  of  said   bank 

shall  be  held  to  be  personal  property.     Vacancies  in  the 

board   shall  be  filled  by  the  vote  of  those  remaining  ia 

office. 

§  7.  Said  corporation  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  stock 
owned  by  any  stockholder  for  the  payment  of  any  debt 
due  or  owing,  or  any  liability  or  call  on  stock,  that  may 
become  due  or  owing  to  it  by  such  stockholder  before 
any  other  creditor. 

§  8.  Married  women  shall  have  the  right  to  own,  sell, 
and  transfer  stock  in  said  bank,  and  to  depoi^it  therein 
money  and  property,  and  in  their  own  names  to  with- 
draw and  check  out  the  same  to  the  same  extent  and 
with  the  same  effect  that  they  could  do  were  they  ferae^ 
sole, 

§  0.  The  business  of  this  institution  shall  be  to  receive 
oh  deposit  gold,  silver,  United  States  Treasury  notes^ 
United  States  national  bank  notes,  and  State  bank  notes, 
and  other  currency,  and  loan  out  the  same;  and  to  dis- 
count and  purchase  promissory  notes,  bonds,  bills  of 
exchange,  domestic  orders,  stocks,  or  other  securities  of 
this  or  any  other  State,  or  of  the  United  States  or  of  any 
other  country;  and  to  deal  in  gold  and  silver  coin,  bul- 
lion, and  foreign  and  domestic  exchanges,  and  to  receive 
promissory  notes,  bills  of  exchange,  bonds,  stocks,  or 
securities  of  this  or  any  other  State,  or  of  the  United 
States  or  of  any  other  country,  or  mortgages  on  real 
estate  in  this  State  or  elsewhere,  as  security  for  any  debt, 
that  may  be  contracted  with  said  bank,  or  any  liability- 
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that  may  exist  in  favor  of  said  bank  against  any  person 
or  persons,  and  to  do  all  other  acts  and  things,  and  to 
have  all  powers,  privileges,  rights,  and  authority  the  said 
corporation  may  choose  to  exercise,  that  may  exi^t  under 
and  by  virtue  of  the  general  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky. 

§  10.  Said  directors  shall  determine  when  the  branch 
may  be  established  at  Newport  and  when  the  same  shall 
be  discontinued,  and  make  and  adopt  all  rales  and  regu- 
lations for  the  government  of  said  branch,  appoint,  and 
At  pleasure  dismiss,  all  cashiers,  presidents,  book-keepers, 
tellers,  agents,  servants,  &c.,  that  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  management  or  conduct  of  the  business  of 
said  branch. 

§  1 1.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  the  day  of  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  aatborize,  rfttifj,  and  coDfirm  the  chnDfre  of  the  Dame  of  the 
RichmoDd  and  Southwestern  Railway  Companj  to  the  Richmond  and 
LonisYille  Railroad  Company. 

Whereas,  The  Richmiond  and  Southwestern  Railway 
Company  has  heretofore  consolidated  with  the  Virginia, 
Kentucky  and  Ohio  Narrow-gauge  Railroad  Company, 
of  Virginia,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Richmond 
and  Louisville  Railroad  Company ;  and  whereas,  the  said 
act  of  consolidation  has  been  ratified  and  confirmed  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Virginia;  there- 
fore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  said  Richmond  and  Louisville  Railroad 
Company,  a  corporation  established  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  Virginia,  be,  and  is  hereby,  invested  with,  all 
and  singular,  the  powers,  rights,  franchises,  and  immuni- 
ties conferred  upon  the  said  Richmond  and  Southwestern 
Railway  Company  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
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Kentucky,  as  fully  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  if  the 
same  were  herein  repeated  and  set  out  at  length. 

§  2  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  Richmond 
and  Louisville  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby^ 
authorized  and  empowered  to  consolidate  with  any  other 
railroad  company  now  or  hereafter  incorporated  in  thi& 
or  any  other  State,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
said  companies  consolidating  may  agree  upon. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  **An  aot  to  establish  the  People's  Bank,*^ 

approved  pHbruary  15,  1856. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  bank  may  increase  its  board  of  directors 
to  nine  in  number,  and  from  among  its  number  said  board 
may,  in  addition  to  its  other  officers,  elect  a  vice  presi- 
dent, whose  duties  and  term  of  office  shall  be  prescribed 
by  the  by-laws.  The  two  additional  directors  provided 
by  this  amendment  may  be  elected  at  any  time  by  the 
present  board;  said  directors,  when  so  elected  and  prop- 
erly qualified,  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  office  a& 
other  directors,  and  to  hold  their  offices  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  2.  That  all  oaths  required  to  be  taken  by  the  officers 
of  said  bank,  or  other  persons,  by  tbe  act  to  which  this  is 
an  amendment,  may  be  taken  before  any  of  the  officers 
authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  in  Jefferson  county. 

$  3.  That  this  act  take  effect  and  be  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  beoelit  of  Heorj  Dreielins. 

Whereas,  The  county  judge  of  Kenton  county  rented 
of  Henry  Drexelius,  of  Covington,  Kentucky,  a  large 
room  in  said  city  known  as  "  Drexelius  Hall,"  for  the  use 
of  the  **  Covington  Light  Guards,"  a  volunteer  company 
in  the  State  Guard,  at  the  rental  of  $400  per  annum,  and 
said  company  occupied  and  used  said  hall  for  two  years, 
four  months  and  five  days,  to-wit:  from  the  first  day  of 
January,  1879,  to  the  fifth  day  of  May,  1881,  and  there  is 
due  to  said  Drexelius  the  sum  of  $518,  and  it  has  been 
Judicially  determined  that  the  county  of  Kenton  cannot 
by  law  be  coerced  to  pay  the  same;  now,  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comrmmweallk 
jof  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  appropriated  to  Henry  Drex- 
€lius,  of  Covington,  Kentucky,  the  sum  of  $518  out  of 
any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
and  the  Auditor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasury  in  favor  of  said  Drex- 
elius for  that  amount. 

$  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1177. 

AN  ACT  tj  incorporate  the  Ohio  Valley  Railroad  and  Mining  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  P.  G.  Kelsey,  Samuel  S.  Brown,  W,  N.  Jones, 
John  Whitehead,  and  Arthur  Cary,  their*  associates,  suc- 
cessors, and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted 
a  body-corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Ohio  Valley  Railroad  and  Mining  Company,  and  by 
said  name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with 
power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  to  own  property,  both  real  and  personal,  to  have 
a  common  seal,  to  engage  in  mining  for  coal,  iron,  and 
other  minerals,  and  cutting  and  running  timber,  and  pre- 
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sparing  such  metals  and  timber  for  market,  and  transport- 
ing and  selling  them  within  and  without  this  State;  and 
to  do  all  other  acts,  and  have  all  other  powers  needful 
for  the  successful  prosecution  of  their  business  and  for 
the  execution  of  the  powers  herein  granted. 

§  2.  The  said  company  ma}' Organize  said  company  by 
the  election  of  a  president  and  board  of  directors,  not 
exceeding  five  in  number,  and  such  other  officers  as  they 
may  deem  necessary,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may 
designate,  by  noti<3e  previously  given;  and  when  thus 
organized,  the  said  company  shall  have  power  to  make 
such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  government'  and 
.prosecution  of  the  business  of  the  corporation,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
"States  and  of  this  State. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
one  million  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  thousand 
dollars  each.  Said  company  may  i^sue  bonds  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
with  five  per  cent,  interest  coupons  attached,  which 
bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  president,  and  counter- 
signed by  the  secretary  of  said  company,  and  the  cou- 
pons shall  be  signed  by  the  secretary;  and  mortgage 
any  part  of  its  property  to  secure  the  payment  of  same. 
Said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  in  not  exceeding 
twenty  years  from  their  date,  at  such  point  or  place  as 
may  be  designated  in  said  mortgage,  and  the  interest 
shall  be  made  payable  semi-annually. 

§  4.  The  said  company  may  buy,  lease,  or  rent  any 
suitable  lands,  timber,  mines,  mining  privileges,  rights  of 
way,  saw-mills,  and  other  manufacturing  machinery,  and 
other  property  and  rights  of  way  as  they  may  deem  nec- 
es!?ary,  and  may  dispose  of  th€  same  by  sale  or  lease,  or 
any  portion  of  the  same.  They  may  receive  real  estate, 
leasehold  estate,  mining  rights,  the  right  to  take  timber, 
and  the  right  of  way  in  payment  of  such  part  of  sub- 
ascriptions  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

§  5.  Said  company  may  construct  tramways,  railway 
-or  railroads,  and    operate  tlie  same  from  its  mines  and 
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mills  to  any  other  railroad  or  n*avifi;able  stream  within* 
seventy-five  miles  of  its  mines  or  business,  and  it  may- 
make  any  contract  or  agreement  with  any  railroad  com- 
pany which  they  may  connect  with  which  it  may  deem 
proper  for  running  its  cars  and   locomotives  over  such' 
other  road,  or  such  othe^  road   running  its  locomotives 
and   cars  over  this  company's  road;  and  this  company 
may  charge  such  tolls  and  fares  for  traffic  over  its  road 
as  may  be  allowed  by  law;  and  if,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  the  roads  aforesaid,  it'be  necessary  to  pass 
the  lands  of  others,  and  it  cannot  agree  with  such  person- 
or  persons  on  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  for 
the  same,  then  this  company  may  condemn  the  same  as- 
)>rovided  by  general  law. 

^  6.  The  principal  office  of  said  company  shall  be  at 
DeKoven,  in  Union  county;  and  said  company  may  build 
pn  any  of  their  lands  such  buildings,  saw-mills,  machin- 
ery, engines,  and  fixtures  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

^  7.  The  individual  property  of  stockholders  of  this 
company  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  corporate  debts  of 
naid  company. 

^  8,  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas 
sage.

CHAPTER  1178. 

AN  ACT  to  iDcorporate  the  Citizens'  Fire  and  Maritie  InsaraDce  GompaDy ,. 

of  Newport,  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  H.  Buchanan,  jr.,  T.  B.  Youtsey,  C.  J.  Helm, 
H.  H.  Southgate,  and  H.  W.  Behrman,  or  such  of  them 
as  may  act,  and  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate,  under- 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Citizens*  Fire  and' Marine  In- 
surance Company,  of  Newport,  Kentucky,  with  perpetual 
succession,  and  full  powers  to  contract  and  be  contracted' 
with,  sue  and  be  sued;  to  acquire,  use,  hold,  and  dispose- 
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of  real  and  personal  property;  to  invest  its  capital  and 
the  funds  accumulated  in  the  course  of  its  business,  or 
any  part  thereof,  in  any  bonds,  stocks,  mortgages,  and 
deeds  of  trust  on  real  estate  Tn  or  out  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky;  to  loan  its  said  capital  stock  and  accumulated 
funds  out  on  such  security  as  its  board  of  directors  may 
determine;  to  insure  houses,  buildings,  and  all  other  kinds 
of  property  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire  or  from  lightning 
in  or  out  of  thi^*  State;  to  insure  plate-glass  against  loss 
by  fire  and  breakage,  and  to  make  all  kinds  of  insurance  on 
goods,  merchandise,  and  other  property  in  course  of  trans- 
portation,, whether  on  land  or  water,  or  on  any  vessel  or 
boat,  wherever  the  same  may  be ;  to  cause  itself  to  be 
insured  against  any  loss  or  risk  it  may  have  incurred 
in  the  course  of  its  business,  and  upon  the  interest  which 
it  may  have  in  any  property  by  means  of  any  loan  or 
loans  which  it  may  have  made  on  mortgage;  and  gener- 
ally to  do  and  perform  all  other  matters  and  things  proper 
to  promote  these  things;  to  enact  by-laws  not  in  conflict 
with  this  act  or  the  laws  of  the  State.  The  capital  stock 
of  said  company  shall  be  $100,000,  but  it  may  at  any 
time,  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  its  stockholders,  increase 
to  any  amount  not  exceeding  $500,000.  The  said  capital 
stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each» 
which  shall  be  paid  in  as  may  be  provided  by  by-law. 
Said  company  shall  not  begin  business  until  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  of  capital  stock  is  paid  up  in  full. 
The  management  and  control  of  said  company  shall  be 
vested  in  a  board  of  directors  of  not  more  than  eleven  or 
lees  than  seven  stockholders,  who  shall  have  power  to 
elect  a  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  and  appoint 
and  employ  such  clerks,  agents,  or  other  employes  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  ;  to  enact  the  by-laws  of  the 
association,  and  generally  manage  and  control  its  busi- 
ness. Said  board  of  directors  shall  be  elected  by  *  the 
stockholders,  who  shall  have  one  vote  for  each  share  of 
stock  owned  by  them,  and  they  may  vote  by  proxy.  The 
first  election  of  directors  shall  take  place  on  the  last 
Monday  of  the  month  after  all  the  stock  shall  have  beei>. 
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subscribed  for,  and  annually  thereafter.  The  chief  place 
of  business  of  said  company  shall  be  in  the  city  of  New- 
port, Campbell  county,  Kentucky,  where  the  board  of 
directors  shall  transact  their  buminess. 

§  2.  The  private  property  of  stockholders  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  liability  for  corporate  debts. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  afYer  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1179. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  **Ad  act  (chapter  945,  this  Bessioo)  to 
authorize  the  commisBiooerii  of  Kenton  conotj  to  lubscibe  for  stock  in 
turnpike  roadi  in  laid  county,  and  proride  means  for  the  payment  thereof." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oenerdl  AssemUy  of  tJie  Commonioeallk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  section  first  of  said  act  be  amended  to  read: 
^*A  majority  of  said  commissioners  being  present,  or  their 
successors  in  office,  and  concurring  therein,  shall  have 
power  to  make  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  any 
turnpike  road  company  which  may  hereafter  be  incorpo- 
rated under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  which  is 
now  incorporated  and  not  completed :  Provided^  That  the 
subscription  per  mile  by  the  commissioners  shall  apply  to 
roads  now  incorporated  and  not  completed,  only  to  such 
part  or  parts  of  said  roads  as  remain  to  be  built,  and  not 
to  such  parts  as  have  been  already  macadamized." 

§  2.  That  section  two  of  said  act  be  so  amended  as  to 
read:  Which  bonds  shall  be  payable  in  from  one  to  ten 
(10)  years  after  their  date,  at  the  option  of  the  commis- 
sioners. 

§  3.  That  section  eleven  (11)  be  amended  to  read: 
**Thftt  the  county  court,"  &c.,  &;c. 

^  4.  That  no  road  in  which  the  county  of  Kenton  may 
subscribe  capital  stock  shall  charge  a  greater  amount  of 
toll  than  will  be  necessary  to  keep  and  maintain  the  same 
in  good  and  perfect  repair. 

§  5.  That  no  subscription  shall  be  made  to  any  turnpike 
iroad  to  be  constructed  under  this  act  of  less  than  twenty 
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{20)  foot  ^rade,  and  of  less  than  ten  (10)  feet  wide  mac- 
adamized, nor  less  than  nine  inches  of  depth  of  stone. 
§  6.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER   1180. 

AN  AOT  provldinf?  for  the  improvement  of  the  FooDtain  Perry  Roftd  in 
Jefferson  county,  from  the  westero  boundary  of  the  city  of  Louisville  to 
tbe  bank  of  the  Ohio  river,  at  the  cost  of  the  property  benefited  thereby. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  OenercU  Assembly  of  the  Commomoealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.    Whereas,    A    large    majority    of  persons   owning 
property    within    a    distance    of  eight    hundred    feet   on 
either  side  of  the  Fountain  Ferry  Road,  from  the  western 
boundary  line  of  the  city  of  Louisville  to  the  Ohio  river, 
have  petitioned  this  Genernl   Assembly  to  pass  an  act  to 
enable  the  county  court  of  Jefferson  county  to  improve 
said   Fountain    Ferry   Road    by   taxing  or   assessing   the 
costs  of  such  improvement  upon  the  real  estate  benefited 
thereby;  now,  in  accordance  with  the  prayer  of  said  peti- 
tion, it  U  enacted   that  the   land   embraced   within   and 
-described  by  the  boundary  line,  beginning  at  a  point  in 
the  western  boundary  line  of  the  city  of  Louisville  in  the 
centre  of  the  Fountain  Ferry  Road,  and  measuring  800 
feet  north,  and  800  feet  south  along  the  western  boundary 
•of  said   city;   thence   westwardly   in   two   parallel   lines, 
each  800   feet  from  the  center  of  said    Fountain  Ferry 
Road  to  the  bank  of  the  Ohio  river,  is  hereby  created  a 
tax  district  for  the  improvement  of  said  road,  and  W,   R. 
Ray,  J,  F.  Pelle,  Joseph  Schulte,  J.  W.  Stine,  and  Henry 
Knodler  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  who,  or  a 
^majority  of  whom,  shall  appoint  a  competent  engineer, 
with  power  to  remove  him  at  pleasure,  and  fix  his  com- 
•pentsation  by  the  month,  who  shall,  under  the  said  com- 
missioners, superintend  the  work  hereinafter  provided  for. 

§  2.  The  said  commissioners  shall  advertise  for  pro- 
poe-als  to  construct  the  necessary  bridges  and  culverts, 
and  to  grade  and  macadamize  said  Fountain  Ferry  Road 
of  such  width  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  and  to  the 
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best  interest  of  the  property,  and  shall  award  the  con- 
tract for  doing  said  work  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder. 

§  3.  The  party  to  whonn  the  contract  is  awarded  shall* 
^nter  into  a  written  contract  with  the  said  commissioners, 
with  good  security,  to  be  approved  by  said  commissioners, 
^or  the  full  and  faithful  completion  of  the  work  accord- 
ing to  the  specifications  which  shall  have  been  prepared 
Hy  the  engineer,  which  contract  and  specifications  shall 
be  filed  in  the  Jefl!erson  county  court. 

^  4.  Upon  the  completion  of  as  much  as  one  thousand' 
lineal  feet  of  the  work  according  to  the  contract,  the 
engineer  shall  give  public  notice  of  the  fact  by  one  inser- 
tion of  a  notice  in  one  of  the  daily  newspapers  published' 
ill  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  name  in  said  notice  a  day 
on  which  he  and  the  commissioners  aforesaid  will  attend- 
and  inspect  the  part  of  the  work  reported  as  completed, 
and  on  the  day  named  said  engineer  and  said  commis- 
i«ioners,  or  a  majority  of  the  same,  shall  attend  and  ex- 
amine the  work;  and  it  is  made  the  duty  of  all  persons^ 
owning  real  property  in  said  district  to  attend  and  ex^- 
amine  said  work  on  said  day,  and  if  said  work  has  not 
been  done  according  to  the  contract  and  specifications,  i1^ 
shall  not  be  accepted  ;  but  if,  on  inspection,  it  be  found,  by 
r<aid  engineer  and  a  majority  of  said  commissioners,  that 
tlie  improvement  has  been  made  in  accordance  and  com- 
pliance with  the  contract  and  specifications,  then  it  shall 
be  accepted,  and  said  engineer  shall  give  like  notice,  and 
have  like  inspection  for  or  upon  each  section  of  one 
thousand  feet,  as  the  same  shall  be  completed;  and  when 
each  of  said  sections  shall  have  been  accepted,  the  said 
engineer  and  commissioners  shall  at  once  report  the  same 
in  writing  as  completed,  and  made  in  accordance  witb 
the  contract,  which  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  on  that 
subject. 

^  5.  Upon  such  report  being  made,  it  shall  be  the  duty^ 

of  said  Jefierson  county  court  to  cause  to  be  ascertained 

the  names  of  owners  of  each  and  every  square  foot  of 

*  land  within  the  tax  district  described  in  the  first  section 

hereof,  and  to  assess  the  entire  cost  of  said  improvement 
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of  said  road,  including  the  compensation  allowed  the  en- 
gineer, and  other  lees  and  costs,  equally  upon  each  square 
ioot  of  land  within  said  district,  and  a  lien  shall  exist 
for,  the  same  on  said  property,  and  said  court  shall  appor- 
tion  said  coet  of  said  improvement  to  the  owners  of  real 
estate  within  said  district  according  to  the  number  of 
square  feet  owned  by  each  person  respectively,  exclusive 
^f  roads,  lanes,  or  other  avenues  in  said  district. 

§  6.  The  orders  of  said  county  court,  by  which  the 
cost  of  said  improvement  is  apportioned  to  the  property- 
owners  respectively,  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent,  per  annum  until  paid,  and  suits  may  be  brought 
•for  the  enforcement  of  the  lien  hereinbefore  given  in  the 
Louisville  chancery  court,  which  court  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  correct  any  and  all  errors  in  the 
apportionment  or  proceedings  of  the  said  commissioners, 
^engineer,  or  county  court,  to  the  end  that  each  square  foot 
of  land  within  the  boundary  aforesaid  (public  roads  only 
■excepted)  shall  be  caused  to  bear  an  equal  part  of  the 
cost  of  said  improvement.  If  any  of  the  liens  given  shall 
be  enforced  by  judgment  of  the  court,  and  sale  made 
thereunder,  the  defendant,  his  heirs,  or  personal  repre- 
sentatives, shall  have  the  right  to  redeem  the  same  at  any 
time  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  such  judgment,  by 
paying  to  the  plaintiff  or  his  representative  the  amount 
of  the  judgment  and  costs,  with  ten  (10)  per  cent,  interest 
thereon  hom  the  date  of  such  judgment;  but  if  not  re- 
deemed within  the  one  year,  the  title  to  such  land  shall 
vest  absolutely  in  the  purchaser. 

§  7.  After  said  Fountain  Ferry  Road  is  improved  as 
herein  provided,  it  shall  be  a  public  road,  and  shall  be 
thereafter  kept  in  repair  by  Jefferson  county  as  such. 

§  8.  Chapter  248,  entitled  ''An  act  authorizing  the  im- 
provement of  the  Fountain  Ferry  Road,  in  Jefferson 
county,  Kentucky,"  approved  February  23d,  1882,  is  here- 
by repealed. 

^  9.  This  act  shall  <take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  pasflage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That   George   G.    Perkins,   O.   P.    Schmidt,  J.  H, 

Incorporators.      Mersmann,  K.  F.  Benndorf,  Jas.  Orr,  jr.,  M.  C.  Mosch,  P. 

P.  McVeigh,  John  Mabu^,  Dr.  J.  S.  Cassidy,  J.  L.  Hacka- 
thorn.  Max  Herbst,  Thos.  W.  McLaughlin,  W.  S.  Nock, 
A.  R.  Mullins,  Julius  L.  Bristow,  Dr.  Chas.  Kearns, 
Hy.  C.  Hallam,  George  H.  Davison,  J.  W.  Oglesby,  J. 
P.  Taylor,  and  John  I.  Howe,  and  their  associates,  suc- 
cessors, and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a 
body-corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  of  the  **  Ex- 

Styie.  celsior  Building  and  Saving  Association;"  with  power  to 

sue  and  be  sued,  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to 
have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  break  or  alter  at 

Purposes.  picasure.     The  object  of  the  association  is  to  enable  its 

members  to  aggregate  their  weekly  savings  and  the  in- 
come from  the  same  into  a  common  fund  for  distribution, 
as  it  increases,  in  shares  of  equal  sums,  to  the  members 
for  building  or  purchasing  homes  or  other  property. 

§  2.  The  place  of  business  of  the  association  shall  be 

Place  of  business  in  the  city  of  Covington,  Kenton  county,  and  it  shall  have 

and  keep  an  office  in  said  city,  and  hold  meetings  thereat 
for  the  transaction  .of  the  business  of  the  association  at 
least  once  every  week. 

§  3.  The  association,  by  successive  organizations,  may 
distribute  among  its  members  series  of  shares  in  any 
number,  first  completing  under  each  separate  organiza- 
tion the  full  payment  of  all  the  shares  subscribed,  when 
such  organization  shall  terminate.  After  the  first  organ- 
ization of  the  association,  and  after  it  has  accumulated 
and  paid  to  its  members  the  amount  due  on  the  share  or 
shares  held  by  each,  the  incorporators  or  shareholders,  or 
any  of  them,  and  their  associates,  may  organize  again 
for  the  like  purpose  of  accumulating  and  saving  for  its 
members  sums  of  money  in  shares;  and  the  same  may  be 
followed  with  successive  re-organizations  without  nam* 
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ber;   but  the  rig^hts   and    privileges   granted  by  this   act 
8hall  ceaae  at  the  end  of  thirty  years. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  the  association  under  each  Capital  stock. 
successive  organization  shall  consist  of  not  more  than 
five  thousand  shares,  but  may  be  of  a  less  number.  At 
the  first  organization  under  this  charter  the  shares  shall 
not  be  less  than  four  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars  each.  Any  one  may  become  a  member 
of  the  association  by  subscribing  for  one  or  more  shares 
of  the' capital  stock,  and  paying  an  initiation  fee  of  not 
less  than  one  nor  more  than  two  dollars  for  each  share 
subpcribed.  Each  member  shall  pay  a  weekly  contribu- 
tion or  deposit  of  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  two 
dollars  for  each  share  held,  and  until  all  the  shareholders 
are  paid  in  full;  and  each  shareholder  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  5»um  of  money  equal  to  the  full  amount  of  his  share  or 
shares.  At  each  successive  re-organization  of  the  asso- 
ciation, the  amount  of  the  share's,  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  each,  and  the  weekly  payments  oo 
same,  and  all  fees,  fines,  and  penalties  shall  be  as  deter- 
mined by  the  shareholders  subscribing  thereunder. 

§  5.  Members  may  have  their  shares  cashed  in  advance 
by  paying  interest  on  the  same  in  weekly  installments 
to  the  end  of  the  organization.  Members  who  shall  re- 
ceive advances  on  their  shares  shall  execute  security  by 
mortgage  on  unencumbered  real  estate  of  the  assessed 
value  at  the  time,  of  the  advance,  on  the  books  of  the 
assessor  of  the  city  in  which  it  is  located,  of  at  least  one 
fourth  more  than  the  sum  advanced,  or  on  unencumbered 
real  estate,  if  the  same  be  not  in  a  city,  of  an  assessed 
value  on  the  books  of  the  county  assessor  equal  to  the 
sum  advanced.  The  association  shall  pot  make  advance-, 
ments  in  excess  of  these  values,  and  it  shall  not  in  any 
case  make  advancements  in  excess  of  three-fourths  the 
actual  value  of  property  offered  as  security  for  same. 
Where  permanent  improvements  have  been  placed  on 
property  subsequent  to  assessment,  a  proper  proportion 
of  the  increased  value  of  such  may  be  counted  in  making 
advancements.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  to 
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refuse  full  advancements  where  excessive  assessments 
are  made,  or  where  there  is  reasonable  probability  of  suit 
at  law  bein^  necessary  to  recover  same,  or  for  any  other 
good  cause  appearing  to  them.  Directors  voting  for 
advancements  made  in  excess  nf  values  derived  from  the 
assessor's  books  shall  be  individually  responsible  to  the 
association  for  any  loss  arising  therefrom.  Mortgages 
made  by  members  to  secure  advancements  shall  remain 
in  force  until  all  shares  are  paid  in  full,  or  the  amount 
covered  by  the  mortgage  is  repaid  the  association,  and 
shall  secure  the  payment  of  the  weekly  contributions  or 
deposits,  the  interest  on  the  amount  advanced,  the  pay- 
ment of  fines  and  premiums,  and  of  assesr^ments,  taxes, 
and  fire  insurance  on  the  property  mortgaged  Should  a 
member  receiving  an  advance  fail  to  pay  one  or  more 
of  said  enumerated  liabilities  within  sixty  days  after  the 
sUme  shall  be  due,  then  the  whole  sum  received  and 
owing  by  such  member  shall  become  due  and  payable, 
and  the  directors  may  foreclose  its  mortgage  and  enforce 
the  payment  of  the  same. 

§  6.  The  order  in  which  members  shall  have  advances 
-on  their  shares  shall  be  determined  by  the  directors  at 
some  regular  meeting,  publicly  drawing  not  more  than 
•ten  (10)  names  from  among  those  desiring  advances. 
Those  whose  names  are  drawn  shall  be  entitled  to  their 
advances  in  the  numerical  order  in  which  they  are  drawn; 
or  the  order  may  be  determined  by  the  directors  offering 
in  an  open  meeting,  during  the  business  hours  thereof, 
advances  to  shareholders  at  public  auction,  and  the  priv- 
ilege of  having  precedence  in  such  advances  shall  be 
sold  to  the  highest  bidder.  The  premium  offered  by  the 
successful  bidder  shall  be  in  excess  of  the  weekly  interest 
required  to  be  paid  on  advances,  and  said  premium  shall 
be  paid  at  the  time  the  advance  is  made.  The  members 
of  the  association  or  the  directors  shall  determine  at  the 
time  of  each  organization  the  mode  by  which  shares 
shall  be  advanced,  and  the  mode  chosen  shall  remain  un- 
<;hanged  to  the  end  of  the  organization. 
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§  7.  The  directors  may  render  the  shares  of  members 
transferable,  and  prescribe  the  mode  of  making  such 
transfers.  The  as.^ociation  may  acquire  and  transfer 
property  of  all  kindn,  and  have  and  possess  the  same 
powers  in  such  matters  as  private  individuals  now  enjoy. 
The  directors  may  establish  bylaws,  and  make  all  rules 
and  regulations  deemed  expedient  for  the  management 
of  the  affairs  of  the  association.  They  may  impose  fines 
against  the  members  for  failure  to  pay  weekly  contri- 
butions and  for  other  causes;  and  all  fines,  penalties, 
forfeitures,  and  premiums  shall  be  appropriated  to  the 
payment  of  the  expenses  and  losses  of  the  association, 
and  shall  not  be  counted  an  interest  or  usury,  or  recov- 
ered, set  ofr»  or  pleaded  as  a  credit  or  counter-claim  in 
any  proceeding  instituted  or  begun  after  the  expiration 
of  sixty  days  from  the  payment  of  the  same. 

^  8.  No  indebtedness,  except  in  the  proper  and  pruden- 
tial conduct  of  the  affairs  and  business  of  the  same,  shall 
be  incurred  by  the  association,  and  the  private  property 
of  members  shall  be  exempt  from  the  debts  of  the  asso- 
ciation. 

§  9.  Members  may  withdraw  from  the  association,  and 
have  the  weekly  contributions  and  deposits  paid  in  re- 
funded under  such  regulations  as  th«  directors  shall  pre- 
scribe. 

§  10.  The  affairs  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted  Directors. 
by  nine  directors,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  shareholders 
at  each  regular  organization^  and  continue  in  office  to 
the  end  of  the  organization.  The  directors  shall  elect  a 
president,  vice  president,  and  treasurer  from  their  num- 
•ber,  and  a  secretary  from  their  number  or  from  among 
the  members;  and  the  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  be 
-removable  at  any  time  by  the  directors. 

§  11.  Directors  shall  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  board,  and  Vacancy. 
•directors  and  other  officers  and  agents  of  the  association 
may  be  removed  by  the  vote  of  the  majority  of  all  share- 
holders at  any  regular   meeting,  and  after  one   month's 
'iiotice  posted  prominently  in  the  office  of  the  association, 
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or  published  in  any  newspaper  generally  read  and  circu- 
lated in  the  city  of  Covington. 

§  1*2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  preside  at 

President-duties  all    meetings  of   the   association   and   directors,  sign   all 

orders  issued  by  the  directors,  attend  to  securing  the  exe- 
cution and  recording  of  all  mortgages,  and,  with  the 
treas^urer,  to  execute  all  releases,  and  otherwise  look  ta 
the  best  interests  of  the  association.  He  shall  receive 
a  fee  of  two  dollars  for  each  mortgage  executed  to  the 
association  and  left  for  record  by  him,  to  be  paid  by  the 
mortgagor.  He  shall  also  view  each  piece  of  property 
offered  as  security  for  an  advance,  and  report  if  the  same 
be  of  the  assessed  value,  or  if  it  has  suffered  in  value, 
and  any  other  fact  bearing  upon  its  worth  as  security. 
The  directors  ma^'  appoint  a  committee  to  act  with  the 
president  in  viewing  and  reporting  on  the  value  of  prop- 
erty, in  the  absence  or  inability  to  act  of  the  president, 
the  vice  president  shall  perform  his  duties. 

§  U^.   it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  be  present 

Secretary.  and  keep  a  strict  record  of  the  doings  of  each   meeting 

of  the  association  and  of  the  directors,  and  to  have  bis- 
record-book  at  each  meeting.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate 
account  between  each  member  and  the  association,  and 
sign  with  the  president  all  orders  issued  by  the  directors 
on  the  treasurer,  and  shall  safely  keep  his  records  and  all 
books  and  papers  belonging  to  the  association,  except 
mortgages,  deeds,  and  policies  of  insurance,  and  deliver 
the  same  to  his  successor.  He  shall,  at  all  times,  have 
the  financial  condition  of  the  association  ready  for  exhi- 
bition or  examination,  and  shall  report  the  same  four 
times  a  year  at  regular  meetings.  He  shall  execute  bond, 
with  good  security  satisfactory  to  the  directors,  in  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties,  and  shall  receive  pay  fixed  by  the  direct- 
ors. 

§  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  receive  all 
money  paid  to  the  association,  and  pay  all  orders  issued 
by  the  directors  and  countersigned  by  the  president  and 
secretary,   and  keep   a    record   of  the   same.      He   shalL 
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safely  keep  all  deerls,  mortgages,  powers  of  attorne)'* 
contracts,  ^bondsit,  notes,  policies  of  insurance,  and  like 
documents  belonging  to  the  association  ;  give  bond  in 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  with  good  sureties 
approved  by  the  directors,  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  dutieii,  and  deliver  to  his  successor  all  papers,^ 
effects,  and  moneys  in  his  charge.  All  money  received 
by  Ihe^treasurer  shall  be  by  him  deposited  in  some  sol- 
vent  bank  in  the  city  of  Covington,  and  he  shall  make 
his  check  for  any  amount  paid  out  by  him,  and  his  books 
and  bank  account  shall,  at  all  times,  be  subject  to  exami- 
tion  by  the  directors  and  officers  of  the  association.  He 
shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  association  of  the 
state  ol  his  accounts. 

§  15.  The  directors  shall  choose  and  fix  the  pay  of  an  Attorney. 
attorney-at-law  to  examine  deeds  and  other  papers,  to 
examine  and  report  on  titles,  and  the  assessed  value  of 
and  taxes  due  on  property  offered  as  security,  to  draft 
all  mortgages,  deeds,  and  other  papers,  and  give  all 
needed  advice,  and  to  attend  to  all  suits  at  law  for  the 
association. 

§  16.  If  money  shall  accumulate  in  the  hands  of  the 
treasurer,  the  directors,  in  their  discretion,  may  appor- 
tion the  same  among  shareholders  who  have  not  drawn, 
determining  the  order  by  lot,  and  requiring  interest. 

§  17.  The  directors  may,  in  their  discretion,  advance 
to  a  member  having  the  right  to  draw  a  portion  of  the 
money  paid  in  by  such  member,  reserving  enough  for 
interest,  dues,  and  probable  fines,  expenses,  and  losses; 
and  in  such  cases  the  association  shall  -have  a  superior 
lien  on  the  shares  and  interests  of  such  members. 

§  16.  Married  women  and  minors  may  hold  shares  in 
the  association;  and  money  paid  by  them  on  their  shares, 
or  by  others  for  them,  and  the  increase  thereon,  shall  be 
for  their  own  use,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  married  woman, 
under  her  separate  control. 

§  19.  The  association  shall  be  exempt  from  State  and 
municipal   and  other  taxes,  but  the  shares  of  members,. 
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when  drawn,  shall  he  suhject  to  the  laws  taxing  surplus 
when  the  same  shall  apply. 

§  20.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1182. 

AN   ACT  to  incorporate  the  Lexington  Savings  Association. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwenllk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  J.  W.  Spencer,  Paul  Conlon,  G.  R.  King,  and 
J.  H.  Mulligan,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a 
body-corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Lexing- 
ton Savings  Association;  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  implead  and  be  impleaded;  shall  have  succes- 
sion; have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  or  change  the  same 
at  pleasure;  may  acquire  and  hold  real  and  personal 
estate,  and  sell  and  convey  the  same;  and  shall  possess 
such  other  powers  as  are  consistent  with  the  objects  of 
the  association. 

§  2.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  president, 
vice  president,  solicitor,  secretary,  assistant  secretary,  and 
treasurer,  and  nine  (9)  directors;  and  until  the  first  gen- 
eral election  of  officers  hereinafter  provided  for, 

shall  be  president, vice  president, solicitor, 

secretary, assistant  secretary, treas- 
urer, and  the  other  corporators  above  named  shall  be 
directors.  In  elections  for  officers  and  transaction  of 
other  business,  each  member  present  at  the  meeting  shall 
be  entitled  to  one  vote:  Provided^  That  women  and  infants, 
members  of  the  association,  may  vote  by  proxy;  married 
women  and  infants  by  their  husbands  and  guardians; 
other  women  by  any  member  of  the  association  selected 
by  them,  in  writing,  to  act  for  them. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  association  shall  be  four 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
four  hundred  dollars  each,  and  to  be  paid  by  the  stock- 
holders in  weekly  installments  of  one  dollar  each  week, 
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for  each  share  of  stock,  until  said  installments,  with  their 
net  accumulations,  shall  amount  to  said  sum  of  four 
hundred  dollars  for  each  share,  or,  at  the  expiration  of 
six  years  from  the  first  election  of  officers,  whether  said 
shares  have  amounted  to  said  sum  or  not,  there  shall  he  a 
distribution  thereof  to  the  stockholders,  and  a  liquidation, 
of  its  affairs;  and  after  that,  its  corporate  powers  and 
existence  shall  only  continue  to  settle  up  its  unsettled  ' 
business  and  affairs. 

§  4.  The  corporators  above  named  shall  open  books  for 
the  subscription  of  said  stock,  and  may  adopt,  so  far  a& 
it  has  progressed,  the  subscription  of  said  stock  in  antici- 
pation of  this  act;  and  whenever  three  hundred  shares 
shall  be  subscribed,  said  association  may  go  into  opera- 
tion Other  shares  may  subsequent!}'  be  subscribed,  until 
the  whole  stock  is  taken,  the  subscribers  thereto  being^ 
required  to  pay  the  back  installments  corresponding  with 
those  paid  by  the  original  subscribers,  with  interest  at 
such  rate,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent.,  as  the  association 
may  prescribe  in  its  by-laws:  Provided^  That  no  stock- 
holder shall  acquire  or  hold  at  an}'  time  more  than  

shares  of  said  stock.  Said  stock  shall  be  transferable  on 
the  books  of  said  association  as  may  be  provided  in  its 
by  laws. 

§  5.  The  object  of  said  association  being  to  enable  its  Purposev 
members,  by  their  savings  and  accumulations,  to  acquire 
homes  and  other  property,  its  business  shall  be  to  loan  its 
capital  stock  as  paid  in,  and  the  accumulation  thereof, 
only  upon  mortgages  and  liens  upon  real  estate,  ample 
in  amount  to  secure  the  same,  preference  being  given  in 
all  cases  to  members  of  said  association;  and  said  loans 
shall  be  made  at  such  rate  of  interest,  not  exceeding  six 
per  cent.,  as  ma}'  be  agreed  by  the  parties  thereto,  to- 
gether with  such  premiums  therefor  as  may  be  offered  by 
the  parties  to  whom  the  loans  may  be  made. 

§  6.  As  soon  as  practicable,  after  the  association  is 
ready  to  go  into  operation,  as  provided  in  section  four  of 
this  act,  the  corporators  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders, giving  reasonable    notice  of  time  and  place  of 
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«uch  meeting,  for  the  election  of  officers,  who  shall  serve 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  succeiisors  are  elected  and 
enter  upon  the  dischargee  of  their  respective  duties.  An- 
nually thereafter,  at  such  time  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
by-laws  to  be  adopted  by  the  stockholders,  the  officers 
shall  be  elected;  and  said  stockholders  shall  have  author- 
ity to  pass  and  make  any  by-laws  for  the  s:overnment  of 
said  corporation,  not  inconsistent  with  this  charter  or  the 
laws  of  this  State,  or  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

§  7.  Said  corporation   may  provide  in  its  by-laws  what 
Bylaws.  penalties  shall  attach  for  failure  to  pay  the  installments 

of  stock  at  the  times  fixed  therefor,  and  shall  have  full 
power  to  enforce  such  penalties,  whether  the  same  shall 
be  by  fine  or  forfeiture  of  such  shares.  It  may  also  pro- 
vide upon  what  terms  members  desiring:  to  do  so  may 
withdraw  from  the  association,  and  it  may  also  direct 
what  officers  shall  be  required  to  execute  bonds,  with 
security,  for  the  faithful  perforjnance  of  their  duties,  and 
the  amount  of  penalty  in  said  bonds;  and  said  bonds, 
when  executed,  shall  be  fully  binding  upon  the  obligors 
thereto;  and  may  require  the  payment  quarterly,  in  ad- 
vance, of  five  cents  per  week  on  each  share,  to  meet 
current  expenses,  and  also  fix  an  initiation  fee  of  one 
dollar  on  each  share. 

^  8.  The  officers  and  directors  may  adopt  any  rules  for 
conducting  the  business  of  the  association  not  in  conflict 
with  this  act,  the  by-laws  of  said  association,  or  the  laws 
of  Kentucky  or  the  Constitution  aforesaid. 

§  9.  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  issue  and 
sell  or  hypothecate  its  bonds,  with  coupons  attached,  for 
any  sum  not  exceeding  the  capital  stock  actually  paid  up. 
and  make  the  same  payable  at  such  time  and  place  as 
may  be  deemed  most  advisable  ;  but  such  bonds  shall  not 
bear  a  rate  of  interest  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
to  be  paid  annually  or  semi-annually,  as  said  corporation 
may  direct :  Provided^  however^  That  no  bonds  shall  be 
80  issued  without  the  consent  of  the  stockholders  ;  but  if 
^aid  association  shall  issue  any  bonds  under  the  provisions 
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-of  this  act,  they  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  rate  of  taxa- 
tion as  other  bonds  of  like  character,  but  the  shares  of 
«tock  shall  not  be  liable  to  taxation. 

§  10.  In  addition  to  the  mortgage  or  other  lien  or  secu- 
rity which  may  be  given  by  a  stockholder  to  secure  any 
loan  which  may  be  created,  a  first  lien  is  given  to  the 
association  upon  the  interest  and  stock  of  such  share- 
holder in  said  association  to  secure  it  in  said  lien  or 
■indebtedness;  and  inasmuch  as  the  object  of  this  asso- 
ciation is  to  enable  persons  of  limited  means  to  secure 
homesteads  for  themselves  and  their  families,  it  is  bereby 
enacted  that  any  accumulations,  not  exceeding  one  thou- 
sand dollars  in  amount,  of  any  stockholder,  in  the  funds 
of  this  association,  may  be  held  and  regarded  as  a  home- 
stead right,  and  shall  be  exempt  from  seizure  or  sale 
under  execution,  attachment,  or  judgment  of  any  court 
according  to  the  act  to  exempt  homesteads  from  sale  for 
debt,  approved  February  10th,  1866;  but  this  exemption 
shall  be  in  lieu  of  any  other  homestead  exemption,  but 
this  exemption  shall  not  prevail  as  against  the  lien  held, 
if  any,  by  this  association.  The  board  of  directors  of 
said  association  is  authorized  to  invest,  from  time  to 
time,  any  part  of  the  money  of  the  as!>ociation  that  may 
be  on  hand  in  excess  of  the  amount  required  for  the  time 
for  loans  and  retirement  of  stocks,  in  bank  stocks  or 
bonds  of  any  kind,  and  may  loan  any  part  of  such  money 
to  stockholders,  upon  the  security  of  their  stock  in  the 
association  as  collateral,  to  secure  payment  of  such  loan 
or  loans  respectively;  and  may  loan  any  part  of  such 
money  to  persons  not  stockholders,  upon  personal  secu- 
rity or  collaterals,  without  requiring  a  mortgage  upon  real 
estate. 

^11.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage. 

This  act  became  a  law  by  reason  of  the  Governor  declining  to  approve 
<'4he  same  or  return  within  len  days. 
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CHAPTER  1185 

AX   ACT  to  incorporate  the  iowd  of  Pleasureville  Depot,  in  Henrj  county.. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  o/'  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  boundary  of  land  embraced  in  the  sur- 
vey, Hnd  bounded  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a  stone  in 
conjunction  corners  at  J.  P.  Bryant's  lot,  J.  R.  Lyle  and 
J.  H.  Ladd's  line,  running  m  course  of  J.  H.  Ladd's  and 
J.  R.  Lyle  and  J.  P.  Bryant's  line  west  77  poles  to  a  stone;, 
thence  south  91  poles  to  a  stone  40  poles  west  of  Shelhy- 
ville  (lirt  road;  thence  east  70  poles  to  a  stone;  thence 
north  102  poles  to  a  stone  in  J.  H.  Ladd's  and  J.  R. 
Lyle's  line;  thence  with  said  J.  H.  Ladd's  and  J.  R. 
Lyle's  line  14  poles  to  the  beginning,  containing  by 
measurement  48  acres  and  88  square  poles,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  established  as  a  town,  by  the  said  name 
of  Pleasureville;  and  W.  A.  Lawrence,  J.  P.  Bryant,  J. 
T.  Campbell,  J.  R.  Moore,  B.  K.  Kitson  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed trustees  of  said  town,  and  shall  hold  their  office 
until  the  first  Saturday  in  July,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-two,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified,  and  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  of 
their  office.  On  the  said  first  Saturday  in  July,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-two,  the  said  parties  named  as  trus- 
tees shall  cause  an  election  to  be  held  in  said  town  by 
the  qualified  voters  residing  therein  for  thirty  days  prior 
thereto  for  five  trustees,  a  police  judge,  and  town  marshal 
of  said  town,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  be  inducted  into  office; 
and  on  the  first  Saturday  in  July  of  each  year,  the  trus- 
tees of  said  town  shall  cause  a  similar  election  for  said 
office  to  be  held;  at  time  and  place  of  each  election  shall 
be  advertised  for  at  least  ten  days  prior  thereto  by  written 
or  printed  notices,  posted  at  three  or  more  public  places 
in  said  town.  The  board  af  trustees  shall  appoint  two 
of  their  number  to  hold  each  election,  who  shall  certify 
the  poll-book  thereof;  and  the  board  of  trustees  shall, 
within  three  days  after  each  election,  examine  and  com- 
pare the  poll-book,  and  declare  by  order  on  their  records- 
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the  person  or  persons  elected  to  each  office.     The  poll' 
hooks  of  such  election  shall  he  deposited  and  safely  kept 
in  county  clerk's  office  in  Henry  county. 

§  2.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  office,  are  hereby  created  a  body-politic  and' 
corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  The  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Town  of  Pleasureville,  and  by  that  name  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  in  nil  courts  and  places  in  this  Com- 
monwealth; may  have  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  and' 
break  or  alter  same  at  pleasure.  The  prudential  and' 
financial  affairs  of  said  town  shall  be  invested  in  and 
controlled  by  the  board  of  trustees.  They  shall  elect 
one  of  their  number  chairman,  who  shall  sign  all  orders- 
and  proceedings  of  the  board.  They  shall  keep  a  full 
an<l  correct  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  board, 
and  shall  have  charge  of  all  records  and  papers  of  said 
board.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  adopt 
such  by-laws  and  ordinances  for  the  government  of  said 
town,  and  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace  and  good' 
morals  thereof  as  they  may  deem  proper,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States,  and  may  enforce  same  by  proper  penal- 
ties. They  shall  have  charge  of  the  streets  and  alleys 
and  public  property  of  said  town,  as  designated  by  said 
plat  or  which  may  hereafter  be  established. 

§  3  There  is  established  in  said  town  a  court,  to  be 
known  as  the  police  court  of  Pleasureville,  to  be  held  by 
the  police  judge  of  said  town,  elected  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  who  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor, 
and  shall  be  known  as  the  police  judge  of  Pleasureville. 
He  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace,  and  shall  have  all 
the  powers  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  issuing  of  war- 
rants for  the  arrest  of  persons  charged  with  criminal  or 
penal  offices;  and  shall  have  the  power  of  a  single  jus- 
tice in  examining  trials.  The  said  court  shall  Yawe  juris- 
diction for  the  trial  of  all  persons  upon  the  charges  of  the 
violations  of  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said  town.  In. 
cases  in  which  the  proceeding  is  for  a  violation  of  the^ 
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by-iawd  or  ordinances  of  said  town,  the  process  shall  be 
directed  to  the  town  marshal  of  Pleasureville,  and  in  all 
other  cases  to  the  sheriff,  constable,  or  marshal,  and  in  all 
cases  shall  run  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky.  All  fines  for  breach  of  the  by-laws  or  ordi- 
nances of  said  town  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  said  town, 
and  shall  be  paid  to  the  town  treasurer,  or  to  such  per- 
son as  may  be  by  said  board  of  trustees  authorized  to 
receive  the  same. 

^  4.  The  town  marshal  of  said  town  shall  execute  bond , 
with  good  and  sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  which  bond  shall  be  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky,  and  shall  embrace  similar  stipula- 
tions and  conditions  as  bonds  required  by  law  to  be 
executed  by  constables,  and  upon  which  suit  may  be 
instituted  for  any  breach  thereof  by  any  person  injured 
thereby.  The  said  marshal  shall  exercise  same  powers 
and  duties  as  required  by  law  of  constables  in  all  pro- 
ceedings in  said  police  court  for  breach  of  the  by-laws 
and  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  shall  have  all  the 
powers  of  a  constable  in  making  arrests  upon  charges  of 
breach  of  the  criminal  or  penal  laws;  and  shall  collect 
all  taxes  which  he  may  be  ordered  by  the  board  of  trus- 
tees to  collect;  and  for  that  purpose  shall  similar  powers 
as  allowed  by  law  to  sherifl^s  in  making  distraint  for  such 
taxes;  and  he  shall  pay  same  over  as  may  be  directed 
by  board  of  trustees. 

§  5.  The  term  of  office  of  the  trustees  and  of  the  town 
marshal  shall  begin  immediately  upon  the  certificate  of 
their  election  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  of  the  police 
judge  upon  being  commissioned  by  the  Governor;  and 
each  of  said  officers  shall,  before  some  officer  authorized 
"to  administer  oaths,  take  the  oath  required  by  the  Consti- 
tution of  this  State,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge 
of  their  duties. 

^  H.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  grant 
K^offee-house  license,  with  privilege  of  selling  spirituous, 
-vinous,  or  malt  liquors  by  drink  or  otherwise  in  said 
town,    and   to   charge    and    collect   a   tax    therefor,   the 
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amount  of  such  tax  to  be  fixed  by  order  of  the  board, 
and,  when  collected,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  said  town  ; 
but  no  privileg^es  shall  be  exercised  under  such  license 
until  the  tax  upon  license  required  to  be  paid  to  the  State 
shall  have  been  paid. 

§  7.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  power  to  levy 
upon  the  property  in  said  town  a  tax  of  not  exceeding 
fifty  cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars  in  value  in  any 
one  year,  and  a  poll-tax  of  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  upon  each  tithable  in  said  town  in  any  one 
year,  which  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  town  marshal; 
and,  with  a  view  to  the  levying  of  such  tax,  the  board 
of  trustees  mny  appoint  an  assessor  to  take  a  list  of  the 
taxable  property  and  tithable  in  said  town,  and  they  may 
make  such  allowance  to  the  assessor  and  town  marshal 
for  their  services  as  they  may  deem  just. 

§  8.  The  board  of  trustees  may,  with  the  funds  of  said 
town,  grade,  pave,  and  improve  the  streets,  sidewalks, 
alleys,  and  public  property  of  said  town  as  they  may 
deem  best. 

^  9.  The  police  judge  of  said  town  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  same:  fees  as  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  similar  ser- 
vices, and  the  town  marshal  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
fees  as  a  constable  for  similar  services. 

^  10.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  cause  the  survey  and 
plat  of  said  town  to  be  recorded  in  office  of  clerk  of 
Henry  county  court,  and  shall  pay  for  same  out  of  town 
treasury. 

^11.  The  board  of  trustees  may  appoint  a  treasurer, 
who  shall  execute  bond,  with  surety  to  be  approved  by 
the  board,  and  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  one  year, 
and  may  be  removed  by  the  board  at  pleasure.  Nothing 
in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  allow  any  person  to  hold 
the  office  of  police  judge  or  trustee  who  may  sell  spiritu- 
ous, vinous,  or  malt  liquors  on  the  submission  of  the  local 
•option  law. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1185. 

AS  ACT  for  tbe  bene6c  of  Cornelias  E.  Roe,  of  Rowan  conntj*. 

Be  it  enacted  by  t/ie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtlt 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  it» 
hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  convey  to  said  Corne- 
liuB  E.  Roe,  by  deed  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth* 
of  Kentucky,  a  certain  tract  of  land   lying  on    Lickinir 
river,  in    Rowan   county,  that   was   heretofore   sold    and 
purchased    by   the    Commonwealth    for   taxes    and    dues- 
Dwing  by  J.  W.  McGlosson,  late  sheriff  of  t»aid  county, 
nnd  his  sureties,  W.  B.  Roe,  deceased  being  one  of  said* 
sureties,  and  the  owner  and    in  possession  of  said  land' 
when  so  sold.     Said  deed  shall  convey  all  the  title  of  the 
Commonwealth  in  said  land  to  said  C.  E.  Roe:  Providedy 
He  shall  first  pay  to  said  Auditor,  for  the  use  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  with  six  per 
cent,  interei^t  thereon   from  the  1st  day  of  January,  1878^ 
in  discharge  of  said  taxes  and  dues.

i;-  hereby  given  said  court,  to  grant  (erry  rights  and  priv- 
iU'ges  to  such  non-resident  person  or  persons  to  run  sucht 
i^rvy  from  the  Kentucky  side  of  said  Ohio  river  to  the 
Hhio  side,  under  such  rules,  regulations,  limitations,  and 
penalties  as  are  prescribed  in  chapter  forty-two,  title^ 
**  Ferries,"  General  Statutes  of  Kentucky. 
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5  2.  All  laws  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  tl:  <m 

-are  hereby  repealed  :  Provided,  hfiwevej\  That  nothi  ir- 

this  act  shall  authorize  the  running  of  such  ferry 
any    point   within    the   limit   prescribed    in   said   ch 
forty-two  Irom  any   existing  ferry  privilege,  unless 
mitted  by  agreement  of  the  person  owning  such  exi.  .— .g, 
ferry  privilege,  or  that  it  is  shown  by  prooJ  in  court,  after 
notice  to  the  person  or  persons  owning  said  existing  ferry, 
that  said  existing  ferry  is  insufRcient  to  accommodate  the 
travel  and  trade  at  said  point,  and  by  the  consent  of  said 
county  court.

AN   ACT  to  ampod  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  regulatiof;  the  citj  court  of

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  ten  of  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  regu- 
lating the  city  court  of  Louisville  and  the  remuneration 
•of  its  officers,"  approved  February  21,  1880,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows  :  The  judge  of  the 
city  court  of  Louisville  shall  appoint  an  interpreter  for 
said  court  for  a  term  of  three  years.  The  said  interpreter 
•shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  six  hundred  dollars,  to 
be  paid  in  monthly  installments  out  of  the  city  treasury. 
He  shall  attend  said  court  during  its  sessions,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  its  orders.  For  a  failure  to  perform  his  duties,  the 
court  may  remove  him,  and  appoint  another  to  flU  his 
place. 

§  2.  The  interpreter  provided  for  herein  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  said  court  on  the  first  Monday  in  September, 
1882,  and  he  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  three 
years  from  the  date  of  his  appointment. 

§  3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  herewith  are 
thereby  repealed.

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CHAPTER  1188. 

AK  ACT  to  empower  the  board  of  comtniuioaerg  of  Rentoo  county  to  ifsnfr- 
and  sell  tbe  bondi  of  the  couotj  to  raife  money  to  pay  its  indebtedness , 
and  to  lery  a  tax  to  pay  tbe  s^me. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  board  of  commissioners  of  Kenton 
county  be,  and  are  hereby,  empowered  to  i^sue  and  sell 
the  bondd  of  Kenton  county  to  an  amount  sufficient  to 
raise  a  fund  to  pay  off  the  present  indebtedness  of  the 
county,  of  such  denomination  as  they  may  prescribe,  pay- 
able at  any  bank  in  the  city  of  Covington  they  may  des- 
ignate, at  such  times  as  they  shall  provide,  not  less  than 
one  nor  exceeding  ten  years  after  the  date  thereof.  Said 
bonds  shall  bear  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per 
cent,  per  annum,  to  be  paid  semi-annually,  for  which 
coupons  shall  be  attached  to  said  bonds.  None  of  said 
bonds,  however,  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  par  value. 

i  2.  That  said  commissioners  shall  annually  levy  an  ad 
valorem  tax  on  the  property  of  the  said  county,  outside  of 
the  city  of  Covington,  by  the  laws  of  the  State  subject 
to  taxation  for  revenue  purposes,  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  on  said  bonds  and  principal  of  said  bonds  as 
the  same  shall  fall  due,  which  tax  shall  be  collected  and 
accounted  for  by  the  sheriff  or  collector  of  said  county,  as 
the  case  may  be,  as  said  officers  are  now  required  by  law 
to  collect  and  account  for  the  county  levy. 

^3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  11S9. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the    Lewisbuffir   and  Ludlow  Turnpike  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

i  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  **  Lewisburg  and  Ludlow  Turnpike  Com- 
pany," which  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  between  the 
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city  of  Covington  and  the  city  of  Ludlow,  both  in  Ken- 
ton county. 

§  2.  Capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  in  shares  of  Capftai  stock. 
twenty-five  dollars  each,  and  shall  not  exceed  eight  thou- 
sand dollars. 

§3.  Books  of  subscription  shall  be  opened  by  W.  P.  Commissioners. 
Devon,  George  Bauer,  S.  C.  Hart,  and  M.  Kress,  who  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  take  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company  at  such  time  and  place 
as  they  may  deem  proper.  They  shall  insert  in  the  sub- 
scription book  an  obIig:ation  as  follow^s  :  ''  We,  whose 
names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  severally  promise  to  pay 
to  the  president,  directors,  and  company  of  the  Lewisburg 
and  Ludlow  Turnpike  Company  the  sum  of  tw'enty-five 
dollars  for  each  and  every  share  set  opposite  our  names» 
in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  as  may  be  required 
by  them  under  the  law  incorporating  said  company  " 

§  4.  When  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  commissioners  named  to  give  notice  of  a  meeting 
of  shareholders  for  the  purpose  of  electing  three  directors 
of  said  company,  in  which  election  one  vote  shall  be 
allowed  for  each  share  of  stock  subscribed,  and  may  be 
cast  personally  or  by  proxy.  The  said  directors  so  elected 
shall  elect  one  of  themselves  to  act  as  president  and  treas- 
urer, and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary.  The 
said  directors  shall  serve  one  year,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected.  A  majority  of  the  board  may  be 
competent  to  do  business. 

§  5.  So  soon  as  said  company  is  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  directors,  they  shall  be  a  body-corporate  and  pol- 
itic, under  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  and  have  all  the 
privileges  of  such;  and  generally  do  and  perform  all  acts 
lawful  for  a  corporation  to  effect  the  object  for  which 
Sdid  corporation  was  created;  and  of  holding,  by  gift,, 
purchase,  or  otherwise,  anything  necessary  for  the  prose- 
cution of  their  work  or  object  of  this  corporation. 

^  6.  As  soon  as  said  company  is  organized,  they  shall 
be  authorized  to  receive  the  written  consent  of  any  of  the 
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land-holders  through  which  or  near  whose  land  the  road 
may  pass  of  the  right  of  way  or  grant  of  material  for  the 
construction  of  said  road,  or  for  keeping  name  in  repair; 
which  consent,  when  given,  shall  be  valid  and  binding* 
according  to  the  terms  of  same.  If,  in  any  instance,  they 
-cannot  agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  of  lands  for  the 
right  of  way  or  for  material  necesr^ary  for  the  construc- 
tion of  same,  or  if  the  owner  or  owners  are  incompetent 
in  law  to  convey,  the  president  shall  apply  to  the  county 
court  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  to  assess  the  damages 
which  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  may  suscain  by  the 
construction  of  said  road  over  the  land,  or  the  taking  of 
material  necessary  for  construction ;  and  upon  payment 
•or  tender  of  the  damages  assessed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  company  to  open  and  make  said  road,  and  do  all  the 
work  pertaining  thereto. 

§  7.  Said  corporation  shall  fix  and  regulate  the  grade, 
width,  and  metal  of  said  road,  shall  possess  all  the 
powers,  authority,  rights,  and  privileges,  and  may  do  all 
acts  and  things  necessary  to  enable  said  company  to 
'build  said  turnpike  road,  erection  of  gates,  collection  of 
tolls,  appointing  officers  and  employes,  and  repair  and 
operating  same.  They  shall  have  power,  when  one  half 
mile  of  said  road  is  made,  to  erect  a  gate  at  or  near  its 
eastern  terminus,  and  collect  toll  for  anv  distance  trav- 
eled  on  said  road  at  one  half  rates  that  Covington  and 
Lexington  Turnpike  Company  are  permitted  to  charge 
for  five  miles  traveled,  and  double  such  rates  for  wagons 
hauling  sand,  moulding,  sandstone,  and  heavy  material, 
other  than  farm  products :  Provided^  That  when  such  tolls 
«o  collected  shall  exceed  cost  of  keeping  said  road  in 
repair,  and  pay  to  stockholders  dividends  of  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  then  such  rates  of  toll  shall  be  reduced  to 
produce  such  cost  of  repair,  maintenance,  and  six  per 
cent,  per  annum  dividend.  When  road  is  completed  to 
terminal  points,  a  gate  may  be  placed  at  each  end  of  said 
road,  but  toll  will  be  collected  at  one  gate  only. 

6  8.  This  company   may   occupy  the   public    highway 
known  as  county  road  number  seventy-eight,  as  originally 
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surveyed  and  laid  out,  and  such  portion  of  same  as  may 
not  be  required  in  the  building  of  turnpike  shall  be  dis- 
continued, and  revert  to  original  owners.

CHAPTER   1190. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  William  JShotwell,  of  Whilley  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei-al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
rjf  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in 
favor  of  William  Shotwell,  of  Whitley  county,  for  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars,  payable  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  being  compensa- 
tion to  said  Shotwell  for  himself  and  guard  for  con- 
veying Lurana  Hodge,  who  was  adjudged  a  lunatic  by 
the  county  court  of  Laurel  county,  from  London,  Laurel 
county,  to  the  Eastern  Lunatic  Asylum  at  Lexington, 
where  said  lunatic  was  refused  admission  on  account  of 
the  overcrowded  condition  of  said  asylum;  said  Shotwell 
having  paid  the  expenses  of  himself,  guard,  and  lunatic 
from  London,  in  Laurel  county,  to  Lexington,  and  back 
to  Laurel  county,  and  having  heretofore  received  nothing 
therefor. 

^  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
-after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1192. 

^N  ACT  to  authorise  the  formation  of  corporations  to  cooBtruct  turnpike 

and  gravel  roads  in  the  county  of  Daviess. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  oj  the  Commonwealth 
-of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  number  of  persons, 
not  less  than  ten,  to  associate  themselves  for  the  purpose 
-of  constructing  a  turnpike  or  gravel  road  from  the  city  of 
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Owensboro,  in  the  county  of  DaviePB,  to  any  other  point 
or  place  in  said  county,  or  between  any  named  points  or- 
places  in  said  county;  and  when  such  persons  shaii  file 
in  the  county  court  of  said  county  their  articles  of  asso- 
ciation in  writing,  specifying  the  name  and  style  of  the 
corporation,  and  the  points  or  places  between  which,  and 
in  general  terms  the  route  along  which  they  propose  to 
construct  it,  and  their  acceptance  of  the  provisions  of  thia 
act,  then   such   persons,  their  associates  and  successors,, 
shall   be,  and   they   are   hereby  declared   to  be,  a  body- 
])olitic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  as  in  such 
articles  designated;  and  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the 
powers,  rights,  and  privileges  by  this  act  provided,  and  as 
are  authorized  by  chapter  fifty-six  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes; and  the  said  court  t^hall,  by  order,  declare  its  accep- 
tance  and   approval   of  the   said   articles   of  association, 
and  cause  the  same,  with  the  names  of  the  subscribers, 
to  be  spread  at  large  upon  its  order-book. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered,  in  all  the  courts 
of  this    Commonwealth,    under  the    name   and   style   as 
given  in  the  said  articles  of  association. 

^  3.  The  capital  stock  ot  any  such  company  shall  be 
such  an  amount  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  articles  of  asso- 
ciation, not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased 
or  diminished  as  the  company  may  desire,  but  in  no  event 
to  be  diminished  below  $5,000,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each,  and  to  be  subscribed  in  the  manner  as  here- 
inafter provided. 

§  4.  Books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  any  such 
company  may  be  opened  at  any  time  after  the  passage  of 
this  act  by  the  corporators,  who,  or  any  of  whom,  may 
solicit  subscriptions  for  said  purposes,  in  which  book  or 
books  the  persons  proposing  to  become  stockholders  in 
such  road  shall  enter  into  an  obligation  in  writing  to  pay 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  share  of  stock  in  said 
road  set  opposite  their  names  respectively,  in  such  manner- 
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and  in  such  proportions  as  shall  be  required  bj'  the  com- 
pany. 

§  5.  The  books  for  the  subscription  of  said  stock  shall 
remain  open  at  the  option  of  thq  company,  or  until  tha 
whole  of  the  capkal  stock  has  been  subscribed. 

§  6.  The  presiding  judge  of  the  Daviess  county  court/ 
and  the  justices  of  Daviess  county,  or  a  majority  of  them 
concurring,  may,  by  an  order  entered  on  the  records  of 
naid  court,  donate  to  such  company  the  right  of  way  over 
and  upon  any  of  the  dirt  roads  of  said  county,  with 
power  to  grade  said  road  and  to  build  a  turnpike  or 
gravel  road  thereupon,  and  to  donate  to  such  company 
any  bridges  or  culverts  on  the  said  dirt  road  on  which 
the  said  turnpike  or  gravel  road  may  pass. 

§  7.  As  soon  as  the  corporators  in  any  such  company 
shall  have  secured  a  subscription  of  stock  sufHcient  to 
justify  them  to  begin  operations  on  such  roads,  they  shall 
call  a  meeting  of  said  stockholders  at  the  court-house, 
in  the  city  of  Owen«boro,  after  having  given  five  days'' 
notice  thereof  to  each  subscriber  of  stock,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  a  board  of  directors  for  said  road.  Said 
notice  shall  be  given  by  placing,  or  causing  to  be  placed, 
in  the  hands  of  each  stockholder,  a  written  or  printed 
statement,  showing  the  amount  of  stock  subscribed,  by 
whom  subscribed,  and  the  day  and  place  of  the  meeting 
of  the  stockholder-'.  At  said  meeting  of  stockholders^ 
any  one  of  the  corporators  named  in  the  articles  of  asso- 
ciation may  preside  and  superintend  the  organization, 
and  said  stockholders  shall  proceed  to  elect  five«of  their 
number  as  directors,  who  shall  be  known  and  styled  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  company  as  named  in  the  arti- 
cles of  association.  The  said  five  directors  shall  then 
choose  one  of  their  number  to  be  president,  and  shall  also 
choose  from  the  stockholders  a  treasurer  and  a  secretary 
of  said  board.  The  said  directors,  president,  secretary, 
and  treasurer  shall  hold  their  ofQce  for  one  year  from  the 
day  of  their  election,  and  until  their  succes-^ors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  the  treasurer  shall  execute  a  bond,  with  at  least. 
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two  good  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  di- 
rectors, to  the  effect  that  he  will  faithfully  perform  the 
duties  of  his  office,  and  that  be  will  safely  keep  and  pay 
•over,  on  the  order  of  the  board  of  directors,  all  money  in 
hi^  hands.  The  said  president,  directors,  secretary,  and 
treasurer  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their 
offices,  take  an  oath  before  some  judge,  justice  of  the 
peace,  or  clerk  of  a  court,  that  they  will  faithfully  dis- 
cbarge the  duties  of  their  offices  without  favor,  fear,  or 
affection,  according  to  law,  a  certificate  of  which  oath 
shall  be  filed  with  the  records  and  papers  of  the  com- 
pany. 

§  8.  The  said  president  and  directors,  upon  entering 
upon  duties  of  their  offices,  or  afterwards,  may  call  upon 
stockholders  for  not  exceeding  one  fifth  of  the  amount  of 
each  share  of  stock  subscribed,  and  may  make  such  call 
every  thirty  days  until  the  whole  amount  subscribed  shall 
be  paid. 

§  9.  The  private  property  of  the  stockholders  shall  not 
be  subject  to,  nor  in  any  way  bound  for,  the  debts  of  the 
company;  and  at  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  each 
stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of 
stock  he  may  own,  which  vote  or  votes  may  be  cast  in 
person  or  by  written  proxy. 

§  10.  Such  company  shall  fix  and  regulate  the  grade 
and  elevation  of  the  road,  the  width  of  the  part  thereof 
to  be  covered  with  stone  or  gravel,  also  the  thickness;  and 
designate  the  points  of  commencement  and  termination, 
and  route  of  the  road,  and  points  for  the  erection  of  toll- 
gates. 

§  11.  Such  company  shall  deliver  a  certificate,  signed 
by  the  president  and  attested  by  the  secretary,  to  each 
shareholder  for  each  share  subscribed  and  paid  for  by 
him,  her,  or  them,  which  certificate  shall  be  transferable 
on  the  books  of  the  company,  in  person  or  by  attorney, 
subject  to  the  claim  of  the  company  for  any  debt  or  de- 
mand it  may  have  against  the  person  transferring  the 
.same;  and  the  company  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  stock 
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held  by  any  stockholder  in  the  company  for  the  payment 
of  any  debt  due  the  company  from  such  stockholder. 

§  12.  The  president  may  call  meetings  of  the  directors 
at  such  times  and  places  as  he  may  think  proper.  Two 
of  said  directors  and  the  president,  or  three  of  the  di- 
rectors, in  the  absence  of  the  president,  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  They  shaU 
require  the  secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  their  proceed- 
ings, to  be  entered  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose, 
which  proceedings  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and 
attested  by  the  secretary;  and  said  book  shall  be  subject 
at  all  times  to  the  ini^pection  of  the  stockholders;  and  in 
case  of  the  death  or  absence  of  the  president,  the  di- 
rectors shall  elect  a  president  pro  tempore;  and  they  may 
adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  may  fill  vacancies  by 
proper  appointment  until  the  next  regular  election. 

^  13.  Such  company  and  its  en^^ineers  and  employes, 
shall  have  power  and  authorit}*^  to  enter  in  and  upon  the  v 
lands  and  inclosures  and  roads  through  and  over  which 
any  intended  road  may  be  thought  proper  to  pass,  and  ta 
examine  beds  of  stone,  gravel,  and  other  material  neces- 
sary for  the  construction  and  completion  of  such  road. 

§  H.  Such  company  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
agree  with  and  appoint  surveyors,  engineers,  and  other 
officers  and  agents  necessary  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
the  company,  and  may  adopt  such  by-laws  and  regula- 
tions as  may  be  necessary  for  the  full  and  complete  man- 
agement of  the  business  of  the  company,  and  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  pay  its  officers  and  employes 
such  wages  and  salaries  as  the  said  company  may  deem 
right  and  proper. 

§  15.  Such  company  shall  have  the  right  to  survey,  lay 
out,  locate,  and  make  its  road  through  any  improved  or 
unimproved  lands,  and  to  take  from  the  land  occupied  by 
said  road,  when  surveyed  and  located,  or  upon  any  land 
in  the  vicinity  thereof,  any  stone,  gravel,  timber,  or  other 
material  necessary  to  construct  a  good,  secure,  and  sub- 
stantial road,  as  contemplated  by  this  act:  Provided,  That 
said  material  has  not  been  previously  prepared  or  other- 
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wise  appropriated:  and  in  case  any  difierence  shall  arise 
between  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  ground,  or  their 
agents,  from  which  materials  are  sought  to  be  taken,  and 
said  company  and  its  agents  respecting  the  value  thereof, 
the  same  shall  be  determined  as  hereinafter  provided. 

}  10.  In  case  such  company  shall  be  unable  to  agree 
with  the  owner  of  any  lands  for  the  right  of  way  through 
and  on  the  same,  or  for  any  materials,  as  stated  in  section 
fourteen,  it  may  make  application  to  the  presiding  judge 
of  the  Daviess  county  court  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum 
to  assess  the  damages  thus  which  may  be  sustained  by 
the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land,  and  upon  the  payment 
or  tender  of  the  damages  thus  assessed,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  such  company  to  open  and  make  such  road,  and  dig 
and  carry  away  any  stone,  gravel,  or  other  material  nec- 
essary for  the  construction  or  repairing  of  said  road,  after 
paying  the  owner  the  full  value  of  the  same. 

§  17.  Such  company  shall  have  power  and  authority, 
BO  soon  as  it  shall  complete  two  miles  of  the  road,  to  call 
three  disinterested  housekeepers  to  examine  the  same, 
and  if  they  shall  certify  under  oath  that  said  road  has 
been  made  in  a  good  and  substantial  manner,  according 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which  certificate  shall  be  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Daviess  county  court, 
said  company  may  cause  a  gate  to  be  erected  within  one 
mile  of  the  place  of  beginning  acro.^s  said  road,  and  may 
demand,  collect,  and  receive  the  same  rates  of  toll  and  du- 
ties for  the  amount  of  road  traveled  from  all  persons  trav- 
eling the  same  with  horses,  cattle,  or  any  other  animals' 
and  with  carriages,  vehicles,  wagons,  sleds,  and  other 
conveyances  as  now  allowed  by  the  general  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth  for  turnpike  roads.  The  company  shall 
cause  printed  lists  of  the  rates  of  to!ls  which  they  may 
lawfully  demand  to  be  affixed  at  each  toll-gate  on  the 
road. 

§  18.  No  person  shall  be  required  to  pay  toll  at  any  of 
the  gates  erected  as  aforesaid  going  to  or  returning  from 
religious  services  on  Sabbath,  or  in  going  to  and  return- 
ing from  funerals;  and  as  said  road  progresses  to  comple* 
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tion,  the  same  charges  maybe  made  for  any  additional 
part  of  said  road  that  m^y  be  completed  as  aforesaid  in 
•connection  with  that  part  on  which  said  gate  may  be 
erected. 

5  19.  When  the  said  road,  or  one  mile  thereof,  has  been 
-completed,  the  company  may  contract  for,  purchase,  and 
hold  any  quantity  of  land  that  may  be  deemed  necessary 
for  toll-houses,  &c.,  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half  acres, 
or  if  necessary,  may  have  such  ground  for  purpose  con- 
demned as  hereinbefore  provided. 

§  20.  If  any  person  liable  to  pay  toll  on  such  road,  at 
either  of  the  gates  erected  in  conformity  with  this  act, 
shall  directly  or  indirectly  evade  the  same,  such  person  or 
persons  so  offending  for  every  such  offense  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  company  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  recover- 
able before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  like  manner  as 
other  debts  of  equal  amounts. 

^  21.  The  president  and  board  of  directors  are  author- 
ized to  let  out  the  building  of  the  road  to  a  contractor  or 
contractors,  on  such  terms  and  in  such  portions  as  they 
may  deem  beneficial  to  the  interests  of  the  company,  and 
they  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  permit  any 
stockholder  to  work  out  his  or  her  stock  in  said  road  that 
he  or  she  may  have  subscribed,  or  any  thereof,  at  the  en- 
gineer's estimate. 

§  22.  That   the   president    and    directors   may,   if  they 

<leem  it  necessary,  cause  to  be  condemned  along  the  route 

•of  the. road,  not  exceeding  fifty  feet  in  width,  upon  which 

to  construct  said  road  and  all  necessary  ditches  and  drains'. 

§  23.  All  moneys  to  which  the  company  may  be  enti- 
tled, and  which  may  be  received  by  it  or  any  of  its  offi- 
cers or  agents,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer,  and 
shall  be  paid  out  by  him  only  upon  the  order  of  the  board 
of  directors,  as  shall  appear  from  the  record  of  the  com- 
pany, and  a  certified  copy  therefrom,  signed  by  the  presi- 
•dent,  attested  by  the  secretary,  and  presented  to  said 
^treasurer  for  payment. 

$  24.  The  said  company  shall  have  full  power  and 
•authority  to  issue  any  bonds  for  the  purpose   of  raising 
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mont-y  to  pay  off  any  indebtedness  of  the  company,  or. 
to  raise  money  for  the  purpose  of  building  or  completing 
said  road;  and  when  the  company  shall  desire,  to  raise 
money  for  any  such  purpose,  and  shall  so  direct,  the  pres 
ident  of  the  road  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
convey,  by  deed  or  mortgage  for  said  purpose,  acknowl- 
edged by  him  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  company,  and 
recorded  in  the  clerk's  ofBce  in  the  Daviess  county  court, 
the  said  road,  together  with  all  its  lands,  tenements, 
appurtenances,  rights,  privileges,  and  franchises,  to  a 
trustee  for  the  security  of  the  payment  of  said  bonds. 

§  25.  The  money  received  from  tolls  on  said  road,  and 
all  other  income  from  rents,  or  whatever  source  derived, 
shall  be  expended,  so  far  as  necessary,  in  keeping  the 
same  in  good  order  and  repair,  and  in  the  payment  of 
other  necessary  expenses  incident  to  the  management  of 
said  company,  and  out  of  the  remainder,  after  paying  all 
expenses,  or  the  net  earnings  of  any  such  company,  there 
shall  be  set  aside  an  amount  sufRcient  to  pay  the  interest 
on  any  bond  or  bonds  authorized  by  this  act,  in  case  any 
shall  be  issued;  also  an  amount  equal  to  not  less  than  — 
per  cent,  of  the  whole  amount  of  bonds  issued  by  any 
such  company  as  a  sinking  fund  to  pay  such  bonds  as 
they  may  become  due  and  mature,  which  said  sinking 
fund,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  used  in  purchasing  its 
bonds  before  maturity,  and  the  surplus  money  of  the  com- 
pany, after  the  completion  of  the  road,  and  providing  for 
the  funds  above  mentioned,  may  be  disposed  of  by  the 
board  of  directors  of  said  company  in  the  payment  of 
dividends  to  the  stockholders  or  otherwise,  as  in  their 
judgment  may  be  to  the  best  interest  of  the  company. 

§  26.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1193. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Pleasant  Run  Turnpike  Ro'id  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  I.  That  a  company  be,  and  is  hereby,  incorporated, 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  from  the 
city  of  Ludlow,  Kenton  county,  Kentucky,  up  the  Pleas- 
ant Run  Valley,  to  a  point  near  the  crossing  of  the  Cin- 
cinnati Southern  Railway  with  the  county  road  known 
a^  the  Butternnilk  pike,  and  from  thence  to  some  point  in  style, 
the  interior,  not  exceeding  ten  (10)  miles,  with  the  power 
to  construct  a  branch  road  from  said  main  road,  up  the 
west  fork  of  Pleasant  Run  creek,  through  the  lands  of 
D.  C.  Collins,  to  Joseph  Cleveland's  lands,  and  such  other 
branch  roads  as  they  may  deem  to  be  for  the  convenience 
of  the  public  travel. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided  Capiui. 
into  shares  of  fifty  ($50)  dollars  each,  and  shall  entitle  the 
holder  thereof  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  held  in 
all  the  affairs  of  said  company,  and  to  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  other  stockholders.  Said  stock  shall  not  be 
assignable,  except  by  consent  of  the  board  of  directors, 
and  no  dividends  shall  ever  be  declared  or  paid  on  said 
stock. 

§  3.  The  said  Pleasant  Run  Turnpike  Road  Company 
shall  have  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to 
corporations;  and  under  that  name  shall  have  perpet- 
ual succession,  with  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any 
court  of  law  or  equity;  shall  be  capable  of  holding 
their  capital  stock,  and  may  increase  the  same  to  any 
amount  for  the  objects  herein  contemplated,  not,  how- 
ever, to  exceed  in  amount  the  actual  cost  of  the  con- 
Btruction  of  said  turnpike  road  and  branch  roads;  and 
may  take  and  hold,  by  purchase  or  gift,  all  such  lands, 
tenements,  hereditaments,  real  or  personal  property,  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  their  work  or 
the  objects  thereof;  and  to  do  any  act  or  thing  which  a 
corporation  may  lawfully  do  to  effect  the  objects  for  which 
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the  said  corporation  is  hereby  created.  They  shall  have 
the  right  to  condemn  land  for  the  right  of  way,  toll-gate 
lots,  and  nnaterial  to  construct  said  road  and  branch  roada 
under  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  as  provided  by  law,  if  the 
same  cannot  he  obtained  by  gift  or  purchase. 

5  4.  That  M.  H.  Bentley,  H.  Berkenkamp,  William 
Commissioners.     Ramler,   Fred.    Reinhart,  jr.,  John    L.   Cleveland,   D.  C. 

Kennedy,  and  Joseph  Cleveland,  and  such  others  as 
they  may  appoint,  are  appointed  commissioners  to  re- 
ceive subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  company,  and  they 
may  each  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions  of  stock, 
at  any  time  or  place,  on  the  following  written  condi- 
lion  or  obligation,  viz:  **  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto 
subscribed,  promise  and  bind  ourselves  to  pay  to  the 
Pleasant  Run  Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  for  each  share  of  stock  in  said  company  set  oppo- 
site our  names  respectively,  in  such  manner  and  propor- 
tion, and  at  such  times  and  place,  as  shall  be  required  by 
said  company."  The  said  subscriptions  may  be  for  the 
main  road  or  branches. 

§  5.  When  a  majority  of  the  commissioners  aforesaid 
who  act  an  such  think  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock  hns 
been  taken  to  justify  a  commencement  of  work  on  said 
road,  they  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  b}' 
written  or  printed  notices,  posted  in  at  least  three  of  the 
most  public  places  along  the  route  of  said  turnpike  road, 
five  days  previous  to  the  time  set  for  said  meeting,  and 
hold  an  election  for  a  president  and  four  directors  (who 
must  be  stockholders  in  the  main  road),  to  serve  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The  presi- 
dent and  directors  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number 
treasurer,  who  shall  execute  bond,  with  approved  secu- 
rity, conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties 
of  his  office,  and  that  he  will  account  for  and  pay  over 
all  moneys  received  by  him  as  treasurer  of  said  turnpike 
road  company.  Said  bond  shall  be  payable  to  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky,  for  the  use  of  the  said  Pleasant 
Run  Turnpike  Road  Company.  The  securities  on  said 
^bond  shall  have  the  same  qualifications  as  securities  on  the 
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revenue  bonda  of  the  sheriff,  and  the  same  lien  shall  attach 
to  the  property  of  said  treasurer  and  his  securities  as  to 
the  property  of  sheriffs  and  their  securities.  Said  bond 
shall  be  recorded  in  the  county  clerk^s  office  at  Covington, 
Kentucky,  and  for  that  purpose  the  president  of  said  turn- 
pike company  shall,  within  five  days  after  its  execution, 
iile  said  bond  in  said  county  clerk's  office  for  record;  and 
upon  a  failure  to  do  so,  he  shall  be  fined  in  a  snm  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

§  6.  The  said  treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  pay- 
able to  said  company,  and  pay  out  the  same  as  directed 
by  the  president  and  directors.  He  shall  keep  an  account 
of  all  his  transactions  in  a  book  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose, which  shall  be  open  at  all  .times  for  the  inspection 
of  the  president  and  directors  or  any  stockholder.  The 
board  of  directors  shall  also  keep  a  record  of  all  their 
proceedings,  attested  by  the  president,  which  shall  be 
■open  for  inspection  to  the  stockholders. 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  all  the  powers, 
rights,  and  privileges,  and  nlay  do  all  the  acts  and  things 
•necessary  for  the  locating,  letting,  contracting,  complet- 
ing, and  managing  said  turnpike  road  and  branches; 
•deterniiiie  its  width,  not,  however,  to  be  less  than  thirty 
^(30)  feet  nor  more  than  forty -five  (45)  feet  in  width 
(except  near  the  city  of  Ludlow,  where  the  same  may 
be  made  the  same  width  of  a  street  of  said  city,  and  be 
an  extension  of  the  same);  the  width  and  depth  of  the 
«metal  part,  which  must  not  be  less  than  fourteen  (14) 
feet  in  width  and  nine  (9)  inches  in  depth,  of  well-broken 
stone  or  gravel  on  the  "  main  road,''  nor  less  than  ten 
y{\0)  feet  in  width  and  nine  (D)  inches  in  depth  on  the 
"  branch  roads."  They  shall  fix  the  grade,  locate  bridges, 
and  contract  for  the  building  of  the  same;  and  do  such 
•other  acts  as  are  necessary  and  proper. 

§  8.  That  said  turnpike  company  may  locate  their  main 
road  or  branch  roads  on  any  county  road,  and  where  said 
•county  roads  have  been  macadamized,  they  may  allow 
the  citizens  who  contributed  to  macadamize  the  said 
roads  a  reasonable  compensatfon  as  stock  in  the  said 
main  or  branch  road. 
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§  0.  That  when  said  company  have  completed  two  or 
Toll-gates.  more  miles  of  said  turnpike  road,  they  may  place  toll- 

gate:<  thereon  not  less  than  five  miles  apart,  and  collect 
!<uch  rates  of  toll  as  will  be  necessary  to  keep  said  road 
nnd  branches  in  good  repair,  and  pay  all  necessary  ex- 
penses of  said  road,  and  no  more;  not,  however,  in  any 
event,  to  exceed  the  rates  as  fixed  by  the  General  Statutes. 
The  president  of  said  turnpike  road  shall  make  a  state- 
ment of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  on  account  of  said 
road  and  branch  roads  every  six  months;  said  statement 
s*hall  he  sworn  to  by  said  prei»ident,  and  a  copy  posted  at 
each  toll-gate  on  said  road. 

^  10.  The  stockholders  who  own  land  along  the  line  of 
said  road  or  branches  in  Kenton  county,  who  subscribe 
and  pay  for  two  (2)  shares  of  the  capital  stock  in  said 
company,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  Kenton  county  road 
Tax  of  six  (6)  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars,  but  shall,, 
with  such  others  (living  on  the  line  of  said  road  as  the 
county  court  may  direct),  work  out  the  per  capita  road 
tax  (if  liable  therefor)  on  sftid  turnpike  road  or  branches 
under  the  direction  of  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
road,  and  said  turnpike  company  shall  be  liable  for  fail- 
ing to  keep  said  road  and  branches  in  repair,  the  same 
as  surveyors  of  county  roadn :  Provided^  That  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  be  so  construed  so  as  to  deprive  the  said 
town  of  West  Covington  of  the  right  or  control  of  any 
>treet  in  said  town. 

§  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  common  school  districts  Nos.  41,  93.  76,  91,  24^ 

66,  in  Breckinridge  coaoty. 

Whereas,  By  mistakes  in  census  reports  from  Breck- 
inridge county  for  common  school  districts,  there  were- 
oinitted,  in  No.  41,  fourteen  pupil  children  for  the  schooV 
year  ending  June  30th,  1879;  in  No.  93,  twenty  pupit 
children  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30th,  1870;  ia 
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INo.  76,  nineteen  pupil  children  for  the  school  year  end- 
ing June  30th,  1881;  in  No.  91,  five  pupil  children  for  the 
school  year  ending  June  30th,  1881;  in  No.  24,  four  pupil 
children  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30th,  1882;  in 
No.  65,  twelve  pupil  children  for  the  school  year  ending 
June  30th.  1882;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  is 
hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  draft  for  payment  of  said 
claims  on  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  in  favor  of  N. 
McC.  Mercer,  commissioner  of  common  schools  for  said 
county,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventeen  dol- 
lars and  thirty-eight  cents  ($117.38),  on  which  shall  be 
paid  forty-seven  dollars  and  twenty-three  cents  ($47.23), 
the  full  amount  of  unbonded  interest  due  the  county 
aforesaid  on  its  surplus  bond,  and  seventy  dollars  and 
fifteen  cents  ($70.15)  out  of  the  common  fund  for  the 
present  school  year  ending  June  30th,  1882. 

§2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1195. 

AN   ACT  to  allow  oral  pleadiogs  in  jastices'  courts  in  Calloway,  Graves, 

and  Ballard  counties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  pleadiags  in  justices'  courts  in  Calloway,, 
Graves,  and  Ballard  counties  shall  be  oral  and  without 
verification,  yet,  before  any  summons  shall  issue,  the 
plaintiff  shall  file  with  the  justice  the  account  or  the 
written  contract,  or  a  short  written  statement  of  the 
facts  on  which  the  action  is  founded;  in  all  sums  exceed- 
ing fifly  dollars  a  tax  of  fifty  cents  shall  be  paid  by  the 
plaintiff,  and  if  the  claim  of  the  plaintiff  is  less  than  fifty 
dollars  and  the  set-off  or  counter-claim  of  the  defendant 
is  greater  than  fifty  dollars,  then  a  like  sum  of  fifty  cents 
shall  be  paid  by  the  defendant  to  the  justice,  who  shall 
report  and  account  for  «uch  frums  so  paid  by  the  plaintiff 
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or  defendant,  as  the  case   may  he,  to  the  trustee  of  the 
jury  fund,  as  in  caries  of  fines  collected  by  justices  of  the- 
peace. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1196. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Jackson  Roate 

Bridge  Company." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Uie  Commonioeallh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Jackson  Route  Bridge  Company  shall 
have  authority  and  power  to  sell  and  transfer  the  bridge 
which  it  may  build,  and  its  jfranchises  and  other  property; 
to  own  cars  and  locomotives,  and  use  and  operate  the 
same  in  carrying  freight  and  passengers  on  and  over  its 
bridge  and  the  approaches  thereto,  and  to  contract  with 
any  railroad  company,  or  with  any  person,  to  haul  car» 
and  locomotives  and  freight  and  passengers  on  and  over 
its  bridge  and  the  approaches  thereto ;  and  to  contract 
with  any  railroad  company  concerning  the  use  of  its 
bridge  and  the  approaches  thereto  for  the  passage  of  the 
cars  and  trains  of  such  railroad  company. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1197. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  aathorize  the  sale  of  the 
poor-house  farm  of  Lewis  coanty  to  purchase  other  property  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  paupers  of  said  county,''  approved  vMarch  16.  1878. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomoealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  second  section  of  the  act  mentioned  in 
the  title  of  this  act  be  amended  so  as  to  authorize  the 
court  of  claims  of  Lewis  county,  which  meets  on  the 
third  Monday  in  April,  1882,  to  levy  the  tax  authorized  to 
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be  levied  by  said  section,  whether  the  farm  has  been  pur- 
chased or  not,  in  order  to  have  the  money  ready  to  pay 
on  the  farm  when  so  purchased,  as  it  is  believed  that  a 
purchase  can  be  made  on  better  terms  if  the  county  has 
a  portion  or  all  of*  the  money  to  pay  down. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1198. 

AN    ACT  to  amend  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Fourth   Avenue   Turnpike 

Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  the  act,  entitled  **An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Fourth  Avenue  Turnpike  Company  *'  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  authorize  and  empower  said  company  to  erect 
a  toll-gate  on  its  road  at  any  point  not  nearer  to  the  city 
of  Louisville  than  (200)  two  hundred  yards  south  of  the 
t^outh  line  of  the  property  or  grounds  now  known  as  the 
Louisville  Jockey  Club  and  Driving  Park  Association 
grounds. 

§  2.  So  much  of  said  act  incorporating  said  company 
as  is  inconsistent  herewith,  is  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  1199. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Louisville  Bridge  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  act  to  incorporate  the  Louisville  Bridge 
Company,  approved  March  10th,  1856,  and  the  act  ta 
incorporate  the  Louisville  Bridge  Company,  approved 
February  19th,  1862,  and  amendments  thereto,  are  here- 
by so  amended  that  the  said  Louisville  Bridge  Company 
shall  have  and  is  hereby  invested  with  power  to  erect 
on  the  lands  it  now  owns,  or  on  any  lands  it  may  acquire 
by  purchase  or  by  condemnation   under  its  charter  and 
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amendmentd,  additional  or  new  depot  buildings,  railroad 
tracks,  turn-tablea,  yards,  turn-outs,  connections,  switches, 
and  other  structures,  and  to  increase  its  ways  and  ave- 
nues to  and  from  its  bridge  by  purchase  or  lease  of 
additional  real  estate  and  the  construction  of  railroad 
tracks  or  streets  thereon,  north  or  south  of  the  Ohio 
river,  and  may,  from  time  to  time,  increase  its  capital 
stock  so  that  the  same,  when  increased,  shall  not  exceed 
three  million  dollars,  by  the  approval  of  a  majority  of 
the  stockholders  in  amount  at  any  lawful  meeting  of 
stockholders;  such  increase  in  capital  stock  to  be,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  by  stock  dividends,  or  in  whole  or  in 
part  by  subscription  or  sale  for  the  purposes  of  the  com- 
pany; the  stockholders  at  the  time  of  any  such  sale  or 
subscription  to  have  pro  rata  the  first  right  to  subscribe 
therefor  or  purchase  at  an  agreed  price  within  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  company. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage: 
Provided^  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  approved 
by  the  general  council  of  the  city  of  Louisville.

CHAPTER  1200. 

An  amendment  to^n  net  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common  wealth  of 
Kentucky,  parsed  April  22d,  1880,  entitled  *'An  a7t  directing  the  clerk  of 
the  Kenton  county  court  to  make  a  cross-index  to  certain  records  books 
in  said  court." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  original  act  be  so  amended  that  the  com- 
pensation to  said  clerk  for  making  said  index  for  the  use 
of  the  office  at  Covington  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  coun- 
cil of  Covington,  Kentucky;  and  for  the  index  for  use  of 
the  office  at  Independence,  Kentucky,  to  be  paid  by  allow- 
•<ance  by  the  county  commissioners  for  Kenton  county.

AK  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  West  Covington,  in  Kenton  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky:

'Covington  shall  immediately  divide  said  town  into  no 
less  than  four  wards,  making  said  wards  as  equal  in  pop- 
ulation and  territory  as  may  be  practicable;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  re-arrange  and  equalize 
the   wards  whenever  it  shall  become  necessary.

serve  two  years.  On  the  first  Monday  in  August  of  each  eiccUob. 
succeeding  year  the  qualified  voters  of  each  ward  shall 
elect  for  their  respective  wards  one  town  trustee  each, 
•and  one  school  trustee  each,  who  shall  sei^ve  two  years. 

§  3.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  shall,  at  the 
annual  town  election,  to  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in 
August  of  each  year,  elect  a  president  of  the   board  of 
town  trustees,  a   president  of  the  school  board,  a   town  ' 
treasurer,  and  a  town  clerk,  who  shall  serve  for  one  year. 

^  4.  That  the  ofiicers  mentioned  in  sections  2  and  3 
•hereof  shall  take  the  oath  of  oflice,  and  be  installed  on 
the  Monday  next  following  their  election. 

§  5.  That  section  one  of  an  act,  entitled  '*  An  act  to 
amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  West  Covington,  Ken- 
ton county,"  approved  February  23d,  1874,  be  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows:  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of 
West  Covington  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
improve  the  streets,  alleys,  public  places,  and  roads  in  said 
town,  or  any  part  or  parts  of  either,  by  grading,  leveling, 
•filling,  macadamizing,  turnpiking,  curbing,  guttering,  and 
sidewalks,  at  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  lots  and  parts 
•of  lots  and  parcels  of  land  fronting  or  abutting  such  im- 
provement. Said  cost  and  expense  shall,  when  the  work 
js  completed   and   accepted    by  the   trustees,  be   equally 
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apportioned  between  such  lots  and  parts  of  lots  and  par- 
cels of  land   according  to  the   feet  front;  and  a   lien   is- 
hereby  given  on  said  lots  and   parts  of  lots  to  secure  the 
payoient  of  said  costs  and  expenses,  to  attach   from  the 
time  the  work  is  ordered  to  be  put  under  contract;  and 
said  lien  nnay  be  enforced  by  suit  in  the  Kenton  chancery 
court  by  the  contractor  who  did   the   work   against    the 
owners  of  the  property.     It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  court 
in  said  suits  to  correct  any  errors  that  may  have  beeik' 
made  in  the   assessment,  or  in   the   proceedings   of  said 
trustees,  so  as  to   effectuate   the  lien,  and  to  decree  the^ 
enforcement  of  the  lien,  and  a  sale  of  so  much  of  the 
property  as  will  be  sufficient  to  pay  such  assessment  and 
costs.     No  part  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  said  improve- 
ments shall  be  paid  by  said  town,  or  for  any  reason  be 
adjudged  against  said  town,  except  the  intersections   of 
streets,  crossings,  public  bridges,  and  culverts,  which  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund. 

^  6.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to 
assese,  levy,  and  collect  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  the  prop- 
erty designated  in  section  one  of  article  five  of  the  act  to- 
amend  the  charter  of  said  town,  approved  March  16,  1869, 
not  exceeding  fifty  cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dollarts  of 
the  valuation  for  the  general  fund,  and  twenty  cents  upon 
each  one  hundred  dollar£>  of  the  valuation  for  the  school' 
fund  for  any  one  year. 

§  7.  Said  school  fund  shall  be  set  apart  each  year  for 
school  purposes,  subject  to  the  control  of  the  school  board 
for  public  schools^only.

§  9.  That  all  provisions  of  the  charter  of  said  town  and 
amendments  thereto  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  10.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  ita 
passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  after  the  first  day  of  May,  1882,  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  any  person,  not  a  resident  or  land-owner  in 
that  portion  of  Trigg  county  lying  between  the  Cumber- 
land and  Tennessee  rivers,  to  deer  hunt,  or  hunt  foxes  or 
other  wild  animals  or  game,  with  hounds  or  other  dogs^ 
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upon  the  lands  within  eaid  territory,  except  at  such  times 
and  places  and  in  such  manner  as  the  residents  or  land- 
owners of  said  part  of  Trigg  county  shall  designate. 

^  2.  That  after  the  first  day  of  May,  1882,  it  shall  not 
foe  lawful  for  any  person,  not  a  resident  or  land-owner  in 
that  portion  of  Trigg  county  lying  between  the  Cumber- 
land and  Tennessee  rivers,  to  herd  or  turn  loose  at  large 
upon  the  uninclosed  lands  any  horses,  mules,  or  cattle,  for 
the  purpose  of  pasturing,  grazing,  or  feeding  same  upon 
the  said  uninclosed  lands  within  said  territory,  or  know- 
ingly permit  same  done,  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  residents  or  land-owners  within  said  boundary  first 
had  and  obtained. 

§  3.  That  any  person  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of 
sections  one  and  two  of  this  act,  or  either  of  them,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  offense,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  or  jury  trying 
the  case,  to  be  recovered  upon  an  indictment  by  the  grand 
jury  of  Trigg  county,  or  by  warrant  before  the  county 
judge  or  any  justice  of  the  peace  for  said  county. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Marshall  county,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  said  county  concur- 
ring therein,  may,  at  the  July  term,  1882  or  1883,  of  its 
court  of  claims,  levy  an  ad  valorem  tax  upon  all  the  taxa- 
ble property,  real  and  personal,  in  said  county,  not  exceed- 
ing twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth 
of  property  listed  for  taxation  in  said  county  for  the  years 
1882  and  1883,  to  aid  in  building  a  new  jail  in  said  county, 
and  for  no  other  purpose.

§  1.  That  the  officers  of  election,  at  the  next  regular 
August  election,  1882,  for  State  and  county  officers,  shall 
open  a  poll  in  the  town  of  Chri««tiansburg,  Shelby  count}', 
to  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  for  or  against  the 
sale  of  spirituous,  vinous;  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  admix- 
ture thereof,  within  said  town  or  within  a  radius  of  two 
miles  thereof. 

§2.  That  at  said  election  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
judges  of  the  same  to  propound  to  each  voter,  resident 
within  said  town  or  within  a  radius  of  two  miles  thereof, 
the  question:  "Are  you  for  or  against  the  sale  of  spiritu- 
ous, vinous,  or  malt  liquors?"  and  to  record  the  vote  of 
each  voter  **  for"  or  **  against"  as  he  may  respond. 

§  3.  That  none  but  bona  fide  male  residents  over  twen- 
ty-one years  of  age,  within  said  town  or  said  radius  of 
iwo  miles,  shall  be  deemed  qualified  voters  on  said  ques- 
tion of  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  and 
the  judges  of  said  election  shall  allow  none  others  to 
vote  on  said  question.

the  county  judge  of  Shelby  county,  who  shall  enter  it  of 
record;  and  thereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  said  county 
Judge  to  grant  a  license  or  licenses  toj  sell  spirituous, 
vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  admixture  thereof,  to  any 
•**  tavern,"  "  merchant,"  **  druggist,"  or  any  one  whomso- 
ever within  the  aforesaid  boundaries;  and^any  license  or 
licenses  so  granted  shall  be  null  and  void. 

§  5.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  punished  in  the  same  manner  as  persons  are  now 
punished,  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State,  for  like 
•offenses 

§  6.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  persons  now  selling 
said  liquors  in  said  boundary  under  license  therefor,  until 
the  expiration  of  said  license  or  licenses :  Provided^  how^ 
ever,  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  or  per- 
sons living  in  any  district  or  boundary  in  which  the  sale 
of  liquors  are  now  prohibited  by  law,  and  that  nothing  in 
this  act  shall  repeal  any  law  in  force  in  any  part  of  said 
radius  of  two  miles  from  the  town  of  Christiansburg.

north  side  of  Main  street  from  and  including  G.  F.  Adams' 
property  to  and  including  D.  M.  Atkerson's  saddle  shop. 
Said  owners  to  have  said  sidewalks  made  and  completed 
by  first  day  of  July,  1S62.  In  default  of  their  making  or

name  and  style  of  the  Breathitt  Coal,  Iron,  and  Lumber 
Company,  whose  principal  place  of  business  shall  be 
Breathitt  county,  Kentucky.  That  by  find  in  said  name, 
as  a  chartered  corporation,  it  shall  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession; may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  by  deed  or  other  writ- 
ing; and  may  purchase,  hold,  sell,  and  convey  personal 
and  mixed  property  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  real 
property  in  the  county  of  Breathitt,  and  any  counties 
adjoining  Breathitt,  in  said  State.  And  in  their  corpo- 
rate capacity  may  dig,  bore,  and  mine  coal,  iron,  and 
any  other  minerals,  and  manufacture  all  kinds  of  timber, 
convey  to  market  and  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same;  cul- 
tivate lands,  and  convey  the  products  thereof  to  market, 
and  sell  and  dispose  of  same.  Said  company  shall  not 
own  real  property  to  the  amount  of  more  than  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  in  value  at  the  time  of  purchase; 
but  this  prohibition  shall  not  be  construed  to  include 
property  owned  by  the  stockholders  of  said  company  at 
the  time  of  its  organization,  which  may  be  transferred  to 
said  company,  or  any  rights,  titles,  or  interests  in  lands 
which  thtiy  or  said  company  may  buy  in  to  quiet  such 
titles. 

§  2.  The  principal  office  of  said  company  shall  be  in 
the  city  of  Covington,  State  of  Kentucky,  and  it  may  also 
have  an  office  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  empowered  to  build 
such  tram  and  other  railways,  by  themselves  or  in  con- 
nection with  others,  to  any  point  on  .the  Kentucky  river, 
or  any  of  its  tributaries,  in  the  county  of  Breathitt,  or 
any  county  or  counties  adjoining  Breathitt  they  may 
select  for  that  purpose,  or  to  intersect  or  connect  with 
railway  or  railways  in  Breathitt  or  any  county  or  coun- 
ties adjoining  Breathitt,  on  such  line  as  they  may  select  ; 
but  no  such  line  shall  exceed  ten  miles  in  length  outside 
the  land  formed  by  such  company. 

^  4.  Said  company  are  also  empowered  to  remove  any 

*  natural  obstruction  in  any  water-course  on  their  lands  or 

ibetween  their  lands  and  the  Kentucky  river,  where  such 
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natural   obstruction   is   not  necessary  for  manufacturinfr 
purposes,  excepting  water-gaps  for  farming  purposes. 

§  5.  For  tiie  purpose  of  examining  and  surveying 
routes  for  such  rail  or  tramways,  said  company  may, 
subject  to  liability  for  actual  damage  done,  enter  upon 
any  land  in  Breathitt  or  any  county  or  counties  adjoining 
Breathitt,  and  select  from  the  routes  so  examined  and 
surveyed  a  route  for  the  same. 

§  6.  For  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  maintaining 
said  line  or  lines  of  rail  or  tramway  and  their  append* 
ages,  said  company  may  acquire  by  purchase  or  gift  so 
much  land  as  may  be  necessary  to  construct  such  rail  or 
tramways  and  their  appendages  in  Breathitt  or  any 
county  or  counties  adjoining  Breathitt ;  and  it  shall  be 
lawtul  for  them  to  apply  to  any  circuit  or  county  court 
of  any  county,  through  which  it  may  be  proposed  said 
rail  or  tramways  to  pass,  for  said  court  to  appoint  a 
competent  engineer  and  two  disinterested  commissioners,, 
to  examine  the  proposed  route  or  routes  of  said  rail  or 
tramway  or  ways,  and  to  take  from  the  proprietors  of 
land  over  which  it  is  to  pass  a  grant  of  the  right  way 
of  such  width  as  may  be  desired,  provided  the  same  shall 
not  exceed  one  hundred  feet,  and  which  mav  include  the 
right  t9  take  stone,  timber,  earth,  or  gravel  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  road;  and  they,  jointly  and  severally, 
shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  take  and  certify,, 
under  their  hands  and  seals,  the  acknowledgments  of 
such  grants  in  fee  or  right  of  way,  and  the  separate 
acknowledgments  ot  married  women,  that  the  clerks  of 
the  several  county  courts  have;  and  on  the  presentation! 
of  the  grant  and  acknowledgment  to  the  clerk  of  th& 
county  court  where  the  land  lies,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  clerk  to  record  the  same  as  other  deeds,  and  they 
shall  be  effectual  against  all  persons  according  to  their 
tenor :  Provided,  That  when  the  parties  are  infants  or 
absent,  or  refuse  to  make  the  grant,  they  shall  hear  any 
proof  that  may  be  produced,  and  upon  their  own  view 
proceed  to  value  any  land  required  for  right  of  way  or 
other  appendages  of  said  roads,  and  report  the  value  they 
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'have  fixed,  together  with  the  evidence  adduced,  to  the 
court  appointing  them,  with  a  map  or  profile  of  the  re- 
quired ground;  and  said  report  shall  be  filed  with  the 
clerk  ot  i<uch  court  and  a  summons  issued  to  the  proprie- 
tors to  show  cause  a^ain^t  the  confirmation  of  the  report; 
but  if  the  proprietors  shall  be  out  of  the  Commonwealth, 
the  summons  may  be  executed  upon  a  known  agent,  if 
there  be  one  in  the  county,  and  if  there  be  no  known 
agent  in  the  county,  then  the  court  may  order  the  appear- 
ance of  the  party  at  a  named  day,  and  appoint  the  clerk 
to  give  the  proprietor  notice  by  letter;  and  in  case  of 
there  being  infant,  idiot,  or  lunatic  proprietors,  the  court 
shaH  appoint  guardians  ad  litem,  for  them.  It  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  company  or  any  proprietor,  or  both,  to 
traverse  the  report,  and  for  the  court  to  have  the  traverse 
tried  in  open  court  by  a  competent  jury,  on  which  trial 
the  report  and  evidence  returned  as  aforesaid  shall  be 
heard,  together  with  such  proof  as  either  party  may  pro- 
duce. A  new  trial  to  the  finding  of  the  jury  may  be 
granted  as  in  other  cases.  The  report  shall  stand  for 
hearing  as  to  any  proprietor,  when  the  process  has  been 
executed  ten  days  or  after  the  appearance  of  a  proprietor, 
on  a  day  fioced  for  his  appearance,  and  the  court  shall 
have  jurisdiction  to  confirm  the  report  if  no  traverse  is 
filed;  and  in  case  a  traverse  is  filed,  to  have  the  same 
tried  by  a  jury  and  to  give  judgment  upon  the  report  or 
finding  of  the  jury,  and  order  the  payment  of  the  money 
and  the  execution  of  the  grant  in  accordance  with  the 
report,  and  to  have  the  grant  executed  by  a  commissioner 
appointed  by  the  court,  and  to  order  it  to  be  recorded  in 
the  county  clerk^s  office  of  the  county;  and  either  party 
may  appeal  from  the  judgment  of  the  court. 

§  7.  The  commissioners  or  jury,  in  estimating  the  value 
of  the  lands  proposed  to  be  taken,  shall  not  be  confined 
to  the  actual  value,  but  may  take  into  consideration  any 
consequential  damage  that  may  result  to  the  adjoining 
proprietors  of  the  land,  and  also  the  advantages  and  dis- 
advantages the  proposed  road  will  be  to  such  lands. 

§  8.  That  upon  the  affidavit  of  the  engineer  of  said 
company,  made  and  filed  before  the  county  judge  of  any 
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county  through  which  the  proposed  road  may  pass,  that 
at  any  point  more  than  one  hundred  feet  ia  necessary 
properly  to  construct  and  operate  said  road,  said  company 
may  acquire  the  right  to  so  much  land  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  that  purpose,  and  in  the  manner  provided  in  the 
preceding  section. 

i  9.  The  said  company  may  also,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  and  maintaininis:  such  line  or  lines  of  rail  or 
tramway,  occupy  or  use  any  turnpike  or  plank  road, 
street,  or  other  public  way  or  ground,  or  any  part  thereof, 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
between  said  company  and  the  municipal  and  other  cor- 
porations, persons  or  public  authorities  ownintr  or  having 
charge  thereof;  and  in  case  it  shall  be  necensary  to  pro- 
vide a  new  road,  street,  or  other  ground,  in  place  of  that 
so  used  and  occupied,  they  may  acquire  the  necessary 
land,  and  cause  the  necessary  improvement  to  be  made 
thereon.  If  no  agreement  can  be  made  for  the  right  to 
use  or  occupy  any  road,  street,  or  ground  that  may  be 
necessary,  the  company  may  take  and  appropriate  said 
rights  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  next  section. 

§  10.  The  appropriations  authorized  in  the  preceding 
section  shall  be  made  in  the  manner,  and  subject  to  the 
same  rights  of  traverse,  writ  of  error,  and  appeal  pro- 
vided by  law  for  taking  private  property  for  the  use  of 
turnpike  and  plank  road  companies,  except  that  the  peti- 
tion shall  be  filed  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  county  in 
which  such  turnpike,  plank  roads,  streets,  or  other  public 
ways  or  grounds  may  lie;  and  if  a  continuous  portion  of 
the  same  lying  in  more  than  one  county  is  sought  to  be 
used  or  occupied,  the  proceedings  may  be  instituted  in 
•  the  circuit  court  of  any  county  in  which  any  part  of  such 
continuous  portion  may  lie;  and  the  damages  shall  be 
assessed  for  the  whole  of  such  portion,  whether  lying  in 
the  county  wherein  the  proceedings  are  instituted  or  in 
other  counties;  the  writ  shall  be  directed  to  the  sheriff  of 
the  county  in  which  the  petition  is  filed. 

§  kl.  If  during  the  construction  or  after  the  completion 
of  said   line   of  railway,  it  shall   be  found  necessary  by 
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said  trustees  to  changfe  the  location  or  grade,  or  substitute 
other  works  or  conveniences  for  those  originally  desig- 
nated or  constructed,  or  to  provide  additional  side-tracks, 
or  other  .appendages,  for  the  proper  management  and  op- 
eration of  said  railway  or  tramway,  the  company  may 
make  such  changes  and  provide  such  additional  append- 
ages, not  departing  from  the  general  route  originally  se- 
lected by  them;  and  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  may  acquire 
and  enter  upon,  take  and  appropriate,  such  lands  or  rights 
of  way  as  may  be  necessary,  in  the  mode  hereinbefore 
prescribed. 

§  12.  Whenever,  along  the  route  selected  by  said  com- 
pany, there  shall  be  a  railway  already  constructed,  or 
rights  of  way  or  depot  or  other  grounds  acquired  there- 
for, which  railroad,  right  of  way,  or  grounds  can  be 
adopted  as  part  of  the  said  line,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
persons,  companies,  or  corporations  owning  the  same  to 
sell  to  the  said  company  the  said  railroad,  rights  of  way, 
or  grounds,  or  any  parts  thereof  updn  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  bet^ween  this  company 
and  the  parties  owning  such  railroadiS,  rights  of  way,  or 
grounds:  Provided,  That  no  such  agreement  shall  be  bind- 
ing  upon  the  stockholders  of  any  such  company  or  corpo- 
ration unless  a  majority  in  interest  of  said  stockholders,  as 
shown  by  the  book:^  of  such  company  or  corporation,  shall 
ratify  the  same  in  person  or  by  proxy,  at  a  meeting  to  be 
held  at  the  place  of  holding  the  election  of  directors,  to 
be  called  after  notice  given  of  the  object  of  the  meeting, 
in  the  manner  provided  for  notice  of  such  elections 

§  13.  No  bridge  or  other  work  shall  be  so  constructed 
as  to  interrupt  or  impair  the  navigation  of  such  streams 
as  are  naturally  navigable,  or  as  may  have  been  declared 
so  by  law,  or  may  hereafter  be  so  declared  navigable. 

§  14.  In  the  event  of  the  purchase  or  gift  of  any  right 
ol  way  for  such  rail  or  tramway  or  ways  by  said  com- 
pany of  any  individual  or  corporation,  the  rights  granted 
thereby  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  land  or  right  of  way 
granted  shall  revert  to  the  grantor,  unless  such  rail  or 
tramway  be  built  over  it  within  seven  years  from  such 
purchase  or  gift. 
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§  15.  Said  company  may,  by  said  corporators,  their 
aRHociates  and  successors,  elect  a  board  of  directors,  to 
consist  of  seven  (7)  persons,  at  least  four  of  whom  fthall 
be  residents  of  this  State,  and  all  of  whom  shall  be  stock- 
holders in  the  company,  to  be  chosen  annually  by  ballot 
of  the  shareholders,  and  to  serve  until  their  successors  are 
elected,  and  a  majority  of  the  stock  shall  be  neces:4ftry  to 
a  choice. 

§  16.  The  board  of  directors  may  make  such  by  laws, 
rules  and  regulations,  as  they  may  deem  necessary;  shall 
direct  the  time  and  place  of  the  election  of  officers,  the 
period  for  which  they  are  to  continue  in  office;  may  re- 
quire bond  and  sureties  of  any  of  such  officers:  may  em- 
ploy agents  and  factors  to  <iischarge  certain  duties  under 
such  penalties  as  may  be  fixed  by  said  board  of  directors: 
Provided,  That  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  be 
approved  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  stock  at  a  regu- 
lar or  special  meeting  of  said  company. 

§  17.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  not  be  increased, 
except  with  the  approval  of  the  owner  of  two-thirds  of 
the  stock  expressed  by  a  vote  at  a  regular  or  special 
meeting,  but  may  be  so  increased  at  the  pleasure  of  two- 
thirds  in  interest  of  said  shareholders. 

(  18.  The  president  and  directors  may  issue  bonds  not 
to  exceed  in  amount  the  paid-up  stock  of  said  company, 
to  bear  interest  not  to  exceed  six  per  cent  per  annum, 
and  running  not  to  exceed  thirty  years,  and  may  sell  the 
same  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  to  carry  on  the 
operations  of  the  company;  and  they  may  pledge  the 
property  and  stock  of  the  company  to  secure  payment  of 
-said  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon:  Provided,  Said  com- 
pany shall  not  issue  bonds  to  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars 
without  the  approval  of  two-thirds  of  the  stock  at  a  reg- 
ular or  special  meeting  of  said  company. 

§  19.  The  board  of  directors  may,  if  in  their  judgment 
4t  may  become  necessary,  make  assessments  upon  the 
stockholders  of  said  company  to  raise  funds  for  current 
•expenses   not  to.  exceed  twenty-five   hundred  dollars  in 
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^any  one  year;  and  such  assessments  shall  be  paid  within 
sixty  days  after  the  receipt  of  notice  thereof,  for  which 
assessments,  when  paid,  said  stockholders  shall  receive 
certificates,  and  when  such  certificates  are  presented  to 
the  board  of  directors  in  sums  of  one  hundred  dollars,  or 
any  multiple  thereof,  said  board  shall  issue  stock  to  the 
parties  surrendering  such  certificates. 

§  20.  Henry  Worthino:ton,  J.  T.  Sullivan,  W.  P.  Devon, 
and  F.  A.  Prague,  of  Covington,  Kentucky;  J.  M.  Krazee, 
of  Mason  county,  Kentucky;  Nicholas  Patterson,  of  Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio;  and  A.  C  Marshall,  of  Dayton,  Ohio,  are 
hereby  appointed  to  compose  the  first  board  of  directors 
of  said  company,  and  shall  continue  in  office  one  year 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§21.  The  board  of  directors  shall  elect  one  of  their 
number  as  president,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  shall 
deem  necessary  may  be  selected  from  the  board  or  from 
the  other  shareholders.  A  majority  of  the  directors  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  necessary  to  elect  officers  and  trans- 
act business. 

§  22.  The  president  and  directors  may  receive  stock 
:8ubscriptious  from  parties  in  or  out  of  the  Slate,  payable 
in  money  or  in  any  real  or  personal  property  within  the 
county  of  Breathitt,  or  any  county  or  counties  adjoining 
Breathitt,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  and 
may  issue  stock  certificates  to  such  parties  to  the  agreed 
value  of  such  property,  and  such  action  shall  be  binding 
on  the  company  and  the  party  so  subscribing. 

§  23.  The  board  of  directors  may,  at  any  time,  when 
authorized  by  the  stockholders,  at  a  regular  or  special 
meeting,  provide  for  the  construction  ot  rail  or  tramways 
•under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  opening  of  streams 
for  navigation,  the  mining,  transportation,  and  sale  of 
•coal  or  other  minerals,  the  cutting,  sawing,  manufacture, 
transportation,  and  sale  of  timber,  and  the  cultivation  of 
land  and  the  marketing  of  the  products  thereof. 

5  24.  Any  shareholder  may  vote  by  proxy,  the  authority 
(to  act  being  in  writing,  and  each  share  shall  count  one 
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vote.  The  books  of  the  company  shall  at  all  times  be- 
open  for  the  inspection  of  any  shareholder.  The  private- 
property  of  shareholders  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  of 
the  debts  of  the  company. 

§  25.  No  transfer  of  stock  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
company  until  entered  upon  its  books,  and  no  such  entry 
shall  be  made  till  such  stock  and  all  assessments  against 
it  are  fully  paid  up,  or  secured  to  the  satisfaction  of  the^ 
board  of  directors. 

§  26.  The  capital  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  shall  be- 
signed  by  the  president  and  such  other  officer  as  the 
board  of  directors  may  designate  for  that  purpose. 

§  27.  The  rolling  stock,  and  road-bed,  shops,  depots,  and 
stations  of  any  railroad  or  tramway  built  under  the  pro- 
visions of  thi:4  act  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  for  five- 
years  from  and  after  its  passage,  together  with  such  per- 
sonal property  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  equipment 
and  management  of  said  road. 

§  28.  The  board  of  directors  may,  when  empowered 
by  a  vote  ot  two  thirds  in  interest  of  the  stockholders,  at 
a  regular  or  special  meeting,  hypothecate  bonds  or  stock». 
or  other  property  of  the  company,  for  the  purpose  of  rais- 
ing money  to  erect  improvements  upon  their  lands,  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  to  carry  on  any  mining,  manufacturing,, 
or  agricultural  business  upon  said  lands;  but  the  debt 
thereby  incurred  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars,  exclusive  of  interest. 

§  29.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  amend  or 
alter  this  charter  at  pleasure,  by  general  laws  fixing  rate& 
of  freight  and  passenger  transportation,  and  requiring 
the  company  to  conform  in  every  respect  to  the  general 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  30.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1216. 

AN  ACT  for  The  benefit  of  John  WaIIhcb.  late  clerk  of  the  Boone  cirouff- 

court. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweaittii 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  further  time  of  two  years  from  the  pair 
8Qge  of  this*  act  be  granted  to  John  Wallace,  late  clerk  of 
the  Boone  county  circuit  court,  for  the  collection  of  fee- 
hilU,  and  that  during  the  said  two  years  he  shall  have 
power  to  distrain  for  the  collection  of  same:  Provided^  He 
shall  not  be  relieved  from  the  pains  and  penalties  at- 
tached to  the  collection  of  fee-bills,  as  provided  in  the 
General  Statutei*. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER    1217. 

AN  ACT  to  in<»orporato  the  Vanceburj?,  Qaincy  and  Sprinxville  Turnpike 
Rond  Company,  of   Lewis  and  Greenup  counties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed  and  created, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Vanceburg,  Quincy  and 
Springville  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  that  George  T. 
Halbert,  Isaac  H.  Voirs,  A.  P.  Frizzel,  Leonidas  Uarragh, 
A.  I.  Yancy,  A.  F'.  Moore,  W.  W.  Agnew,  and  B.  F. 
Branhatn,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  appointed  and  created  a  body-corporate  and  pol- 
itic, under  the  name  and  style  aforesaid,  for  the  purpose 
of  building  and  operating  a  turnpike  road  from  Vance- 
burg, in  Lewis  county,  up  the  Ohio  river  bottom  to 
Springville,  in  Greenup  county.  The  capital  stock  of 
said  company  shall  be  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  each 
share  of  stock  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars.  Said  com- 
pany shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  hold,  enjoy,  pos-fs^,  convey,  and 
dispose  ol  real  and  personal  estate,  not  exceeding  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  and  to  do  all  and  every  other  act  andj 
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thing  whatsoever  within  the  object  and  scope  of  their 
incorporation  which  a  body-corporate  or  politic  may  law- 
fully do. 

§  2.  The  officers  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  a 
president,  treasurer,  and  three  directors,  the  treasurer  to 
act  and  perform  the  duties  of  secretary;  and  the  per- 
sons named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  as  incorporators 
shall,  as  soon  as  they  meet  and  organize,  elect  one  of 
their  number  as  president,  and  nne  as  secretary  and  treas- 
urer, who  shall  so  act  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  The  president,  treasurer,  and  directors 
shall  be  chosen  annually  by  the  stockholders  in  ^uch  man- 
ner as  they  may  provide  for  in  their  bylaws,  who  shall 
hold  and  perform  the  duties  of  respective  offices  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified  as  such. 

§  3.  The  said  company  may,  by  appropriate  proceedings, 
as  in  cases  of  roads  and  passways,  or  turnpike,  gravel, 
and  plank  roads,  under  the  General  Statutes,  cause  to  be 
condemned  for  the  use  of  said  turnpike  road  the  right  of 
way,  sites  for  toll-gates,  residence  of  keepers,  and  for 
such  other  purposes  as  said  company  may  need  land  for 
the  use  of  said  road.  They  may  also  in  like  manner  con- 
demn stone-quarries,  gravel-beds,  and  all  necessary  and 
proper  material  to  build  and  keep  said  turnpike  road  in 
repair,  and  all  necessary  bridges  on  same.  The  said 
turnpike  road  shall  commence  at  the  east  side  of  the  fill 
or  culvert  over  Slate  branch,  being  the  corporate  bound- 
ary of  Vanceburg,  and  thence  with  the  county  road  as  far 
as  practicable  up  the  Ohio  river  bottom  to  the  county  line 
between  Lewis  and  Greenup  counties.  They  shall  make 
proper  provision  for  public  travel  over  the  present  road 
during  the  construction  of  said  turnpike  road,  whenever 
the  same  may  conflict  or  interfere.  The  said  turnpike 
road  may  be  located  by  said  company  or  by  commission- 
ers under  its  supervision,  and  when  said  road  is  finished 
a  distance  of  two  and  one  half  miles,  the  company  may 
erect  a  toll-gate  and  charge  half  toll,  being  governed  by 
the  rates  charged  on  the  Vanceburg,  Salt  Lick,  Tollesboro 
and  Maysville  Turnpike  Road. 
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§  4.  That  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act  as  incorporators,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners 
to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  turnpike  road 
company,  any  two  of  whom  may  act,  who  may  meet  at 
such  places  and  times  as  they  may  deem  proper  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  subscriptions  to  said  turnpike  road 
company,  who  shall  also  procure  one  or  more  books  for 
that  purpose,  and  the  subscribers  of  stock  shall  sign  an 
obligation  in  substance  or  words  as  follows:  **  We.  whose 
names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  promise  and  a^ree  to 
pay  to  the  Vanceburg,  Quincy  and  Springville  Turnpike 
Road  Company  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each 
share  of  stock  set  opposite  our  respective  names,  in  such 
proportions  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  determined  by 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  company." 

§  5.  That  as  soon  as  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars 
shall  be  subscribed  in  stock  to  said  company,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  company  to  give  notice  to  those  persons 
who  have  subscribed  stock  to  said  company  on  their 
books  of  a  meeting  of  stockholders  at  the  clerk's  ofBce 
of  the  Lewis  county  court,  in  Vanceburg,  for  the  purpose 
of  choosing  the  ofHcers  of  said  company.  Each  stock- 
holder shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  lor  each  share  of  stock 
owned  by  him  or  her. 

§  6.  That  so  soon  as  the  officers  are  elected,  and  the 
company  organized,  said  company  shall  possess  all  the 
authority,  rights,  and  privileges,  and  may  do  all  acts  and 
things  necessary  to  enable  the  said  company  to  build  said 
turnpike  road,  erection  of  gates,  collection  of  tolls,  ap- 
pointing all  necessary  engineers,  surveyors,  and  agentSv 
as  shall  be  needed  for  the  successful  building,  occupation, 
use,  and  operating  of  said  road,  and  for  keeping  same  in 
repair. 

§  7.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  reg- 
ulate the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road,  the  width  or 
part  thereof  to  be  covered  with  stone  or  gravel,  and  the 
width  or  part  thereof  to  be  elevated  and  graded,  and  left 
uncovered.  They  shall  designate  the  place  for  the  erec- 
tion of  gates,  not  exceeding  one  for  every  five   miles  o{ 
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said  road :  Provided,  The  width  of  tsaid  road  shall  not 
exceed  fifty  feet,  and  the  part  covered  with  stone  or 
gravel  shall  not  be  less  than  sixteen  feet  wide  and  twelve 
inches  deep,  and  the  part  graded  not  less  than  twenty- 
two  feet. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  deliver  a  certifi- 
cate, signed  by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the 
treasurer,  to  each  stockholder  for  the  shares  by  him  held, 
which  certificate  shall  be  transferable  on  the  books  of 
said  company  according  to  the  order  of  such  stockholder; 
but  no  share  shall  be  transferred  until  all  calls  or  arrear- 
ages thereon  are  paid. 

§  9.  That  the  president  of  the  company  or  board  may 
call  meetings  oi'  the  board  at  such  times  and  places  as 
may  be  deemed  proper,  and  a  majority  of  the  directors 
shall  think  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
They  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings,  to  be  entered 
in  a  book  to  be  procured  by  them  for  that  purpose,  and 
each  day's  proceedings  shall  be  signed  by  the  presiding 
officer  after  being  approved  by  the  board. 

§  10.  The  president  and  directors  may  call  on  the  sub- 
scribers of  stock  for  any  portion  of  their  stock  subscribed, 
not  exceeding  one  fourth  of  the  total  amount  at  one  time, 
nor  on  shorter  periods  than  three  months  after  the  first 
call.  The  first  call  of  one  fourth  may  be  call  for,  and 
payment  enforced,  at  any  time  after  said  board  is  organ- 
ized, until  all  the  stock  subscribed  shall  be  paid  in  by  the 
subscribers  of  stock. 

§  11.  That  in  order  to  enable  said  company  to  build 
said  turnpike  road  as  speedily  as  possible,  and  equalize 
the  burthens  thereof,  there  is  hereby  levied  on  all  property, 
real  and  personal,  subject  to  taxation  for  State  revenue 
purposes,  lying  a-nd  being  within  two  miles  thereof  from 
its  commencement  at  Yanceburg  to  its  terminus  at  Spring- 
ville,  and  between  the  Ohio  river  and  a  parallel  line 
thereto  from  said  termini  as  aforesaid,  the  sum  of  fifty 
cents  upon  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable 
property  as  aforesaid  each  year,  commencing  with  the 
^ear  1882,  and  continue  until  said  road  is  built  and  paid 
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'Jbr,  which  tax  as  aforesaid  shall  be  assessed  and  collected 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  be  expended  in  building 
-said  road  as  collected  each  year. 

§  12.  That  said  company  may  appoint  an  assessor  to 
assess  the  said  prop'erty  owned  by  persons  subject  to  tax- 
ation as  aforesaid  for  the  building  and  completion  of  said 
-road.  The  assessment  shall  be  returned  to  the  May  or 
June  term  of  the  Lewis  county  court  in  each  year,  which 
shall  be  subject  to  revision  and  correction  by  the  Lewis 
•county  court;  and  said  county  court  shall  cause  the  same 
•to  be  made  out  and  listed  with  the  sheriff  of  Lewis  county 
for  collection.  Said  sheriff  shall  receive  and  collect  said 
taxes,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  turn- 
pike road  company  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Decem- 
ber of  each  year,  and  for  any  default  of  said  sheriff  under 
this  act,  he  and  his  sureties  on  his  official  bond  shall  be 
liable  to  suit  or  suits  for  the  recovt^ry  thereof.  Said  suit 
or  suits  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  president  of 
said  company,  for  the  use  of  said  company,  in  the  Lewis 
circuit  court.  The  judgment  shall  be  for  the  amount  of 
taxes  collected  by  said  officer,  and  which  might  have 
been  collected  by  due  diligence,  with  the  same  interest 
and  costs  and  damages  now  allowed  by  law  against 
sheriffs  for  failure  to  collect  and  pay  over  the  county  levy 
and  revenue.  The  clerk  of  the  Lewis  countv  court  shall 
be  allowed  such  fees  for  what  he   may  be  required  to  do  , 

•under  this  act  as  allowed  to  him  for  similar  services  pei- 
formed  by  him  for  the  county,  to  be  paid  by  the  company 
out  of  any  funds  in  the  hands  of  their  treasurer. 

§  13.  All  persons  who  pay  taxes  under  this  act  towards 
tbe  building  of  said  road  shall  be  stockholders  in  said 
company  for  the  amount  of  taxes  they  shall  thus  pay, 
and  proper  certificates  thereof  shall  be  delivered  to  them 
therefor  whenever  they  shall  have  paid  an  amount  equal 
to  twenty-five  dollars,  and  so  on  until  the  road  is  com- 
,pleted. 

§  14.  That  it  shall  be  the  privilege,  of  each  person 
through  whose  land  said  road  may  run,  and  who  may 
ihave  subscribed  stock,  to  work  out  the  value  of  his  said  ' 
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pinck  on  the  road-bed  through  his  land,  at  the  ei>tiniate(( 
price  for  iahor  done,  or  he  shall  have  the  preference  at 
the  lowest  bid  therefor;  and  all  subscribers  of  stock  nhall 
have  the  privilege  of  working  out  their  stock  subscribed 
by  them,  under  the  direction  of  the  president  and  direct- 
ors of  the  road,  at  the  customary  prices  for  labor.  They 
mu^l,  however,  work  under  the  direction  of  the  president 
and  directors,  or  their  authorized  agents. 

§  15.  That  whenever  the  resources  of  said  company  are 
such  that,  with  the  aid  of  the  county  subscription  of  one 
thousand  dollars  per  mile,  as  authorized  by  acts  hereto- 
fore passed,  it  will  be  enabled  to  build  its  road  one  mile 
or  more,  and  when  the  same  shall  have  been  actually  laid 
out  and  located  by  a  competent  engineer,  and  the  right 
of  way  secured,  and  proof  of  these  facts  satisfactorily 
made  known  to  the  Lewis  county  court,  said  court  shall 
he  authorized  to  make  the  subscription  of  one  thoustand 
dollars  per  mile,  and  so  on  for  each  mile  so  made  and 
ready  for  travel  by  the  public,  until  the  entire  road  is 
completed. 

§  10.  That  persons  who  shall  subscribe  stock  to  said 
company  and  shall  have  paid  the  same  either  in  money 
or  work  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  compelled  to  pay  the 
special  taxes  levied  by  section  eleven  of  this  act  until  the 
entire  amount  of  taxes  assessed  against  them  respectively 
shall  equal  the  amount  which  they  ma}'  have  subscribed 
arid  paid  in  stock  as  aforesaid;  their  subscriptions  shall 
be  considered  and  treated  as  taxes  paid  in  advance,  and 
all  the  tax-payers  being  stockholders  to  the  amount  of 
taxes  so  paid  by  them  towards  the  building  of  said  road, 
the  intention  being  to  equalize  all  persons  along  the  route 
of  said  road  subject  to  the  payment  of  taxes  thereon;  and 
the  taxes  against  persons  who  may  have  subscribed  and 
paid  their  stock  as  aforesaid  shall  be  canceled,  and  not 
listed  for  collection  until  equalized  as  aforesaid. 

§  17.  The  county  court  of  Lewis  county,  in  addition  to 
the  subscription  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile,  shall 
subscribe  stock  in  one  half  the  cost  of  building  a  bridge 
over  Kinniconick  on  the  line  of  said  road,  and  shall,  issu^^ 
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the  bonds  of  said  county  for  that  purpose  upon  the  same 
terms  as  other  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  by  said 
county  for  building  bridges;  and  upon  the  subscription 
and  issual  of  said  bonds  by  the  county  for  the  building  of 
said  road  and  bridge,  the  county  shall  become  a  stock- 
holder in  said  company  to  the  amount  thus  subscribed. 
The  stock  of  Lewis  county  shall  be  represented  and  voted 
at  any  election  lor  offi<^,ers,  &c.,  of  said  company  by  the 
county  judge  of  said  county.  That  to  pay  the  subscrip- 
tions thus  made  by  said  county  judge  to  the  capital  stock, 
of  said  company  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile,  said 
county  judge  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  issue 
the  bonds  of  Lewis  county,  payable  at  not  longer  date 
than  five  years,  bearing  interest  at  six  per  cent,  per 
annum,  principal  and  interest  payable  at  such  place  or 
places  as  the  county  judge  may  direct.  Said  bonds  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  president  of  said  company,  who  shall 
execute  a  receipt  for  same  in  the  name  of  the  company; 
and  upon  the  delivery  of  said  bonds  to  said  president, 
the  county  of  Lewis  shall  become  a  stockholder  in  said 
company  to  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile. 
The  officers  of  said  company  shall  execute  a  bond  in  the 
Lewis  county  court  upon  the  delivery  of  the  county  bonds 
to  the  president  of  the  company,  for  the  faithful  expendi- 
ture of  said  bonds  to  the  legitimate  construction  of  said 
road,  as  provided  lor  by  act  of  General  Assembly,  April 
9,  1873. 

§  18.  The  compensation  of  the  president  and  directors 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  company  in  their  by-laws,  and  shall 
not  exceed  two  dollars  per  day  for  the  president  and  one 
dollar  per  day  for  the  directors  for  each  day's  service 
actually  performed  by  them  respectively;  and  after  the 
road  is  finished,  the  same  may  be  wholly  discontinued  or 

« 

reduced  to  a  nominal  consideration. 

§  19.  The  company  shall  have  the  power  and  right  to 
pass  by-laws  prohibiting  *' dead- locking  "  on  said  road, 
trespassing  or  injuries  done  to  the  same,  and  the  evading 
of  paying  tolls  for  travel  done,  thereon,  and  to  recover 
damages  or  fines  therefor  by  proper  proceedings  in  the- 
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name  of  its  president  before  a  magistrate  of  the  district 
in  which  the  same  shall  have  been  committed  or  done. 

§  20.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed. 

^21.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1218. 

AN  ACT  to  prohibit  the  Bale  of  $>pirituoii9,  TinoiiB,  or  malt  liquors,  or  anj 
mixture  thereof,  at  or  within  two  miles  of  Cany  Fork  Baptist  Church,  in 
Barren  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembli/  of  the  Commonioealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  spirituous,  vinous, 
or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  thereof,  to  be  sold  within 
two  miles  of  Cany  Fork  Baptist  Church,  in  Barren  county. 

^  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  (ined  for  each  offense  not  less  than  twenty-five 
dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  said  fine  to  be  recov- 
ered in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction. 

§  3    This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1210. 

AN   ACT  to  amend   the  act  incorporating  the  town  of  McKinney.  and  to 

lejralize  the  election  of  officers  of  said  town. 

•  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  act  incorporating  the  town  of  McKinney, 
in  Lincoln  county,  approved  March  20th,  1860,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  declared  in  full  for6e  and  effect. 

$  2.  That  the  election  of  ofHcers  for  said  town,  made 
on  the  3d  day  of  February,  1882,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  legalized,  and  said  officers  thus  elected  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  vested  with   all  the  pow^ers  and  rights 
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«nd  privileges  as  if  elected  at  the  time  specified  in  the 
act  incorporating  said  town. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage. 

t  Approved  April  21,  1882. 


CHAPTER  1220. 

AN  ACr  for  the  benefit  of  William  M.  Oombs,  of  Breatbitt  county. 

Whereas,  The  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  through 
A.  H.  Quillin,  agent  of  the  Auditor,  did,  on  the  fourth 
day  of  October,  1869,  sell  one  stable  and  lot  as  the  prop- 
erty of  the  State,  and  at  said  sale  C.  C.  Hanks  became 
the  purchaser  thereof,  at  the  price  of  three  hundred  dol- 
lars, said  property  being  in  the  town  of  Campton,  Wolfe 
county;  and  C.  C.  Hanks,  after  giving  bond  and  approved 
surety  for  payment  of  said  bid,  transferred  the  bid  to 
Wm.  M.  Combs,  of  Breathitt  county;  and  it  appearing 
from  the  records  in  the  Auditor^s  office  that  there  has  been 
$192. 5K  paid  upon  said  bond;  and  after  said  payment 
said  .stable  and  lot  was  recovered  by  Thomas  B.  Keeton, 
and  lost  to  said  Combs,  by  decision  of  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals, the  State  never  having  had  any  title  thereto  ;  there- 
fore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
-of  Kentucky: 

^  ].  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasury 
for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-two  dollars  and 
fifty-six  cents  ($192.56),  payable  to  Wm.  M.  Combs  out 
of  any  moneys  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2    This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage. 

Approved  April  21,  1882. 


CHAPTER  1221. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Obio  County  Turnpike  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
vf  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  be  created  a  body-politic,  by  the  name 
of  the  Ohio  County  Turnpike  Company,  which  shall  have 
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perpetual  Buccession,  a  common  seal,  may  sue  and  bfv 
sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  subject  to  the- 
proviflions  hereinafter  provided  in  this  act. 

§  2.  The  company  afor^aid  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  construct  turnpike  roads  in  Ohio  county  by  such 
routes  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
fifty    thousand   dollars,  in   shares   of  twenty-five  dollars 
each,  and  each  share  in  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to- 
one  vote. 

§  4.  That  J.  E.  Pendleton,  H.  D.  McHenry,  S.  E.  Hill, 
W.  L.  King,  E.  C.  Hubbard,  J.  P.  Barnard,  and  Thomas 
Stevens,  and  S.  K.  Cox,  any  three  of  whom  may  act,  are 
appointed  commissioners  to  open  books  and  receive  sub- 
scriptions to  said  capital  stock  at  any  time  and  place,  and' 
until  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  sihall  be  subscribed. 
As  soon  as  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  shall  be  sub- 
scribed to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  a  meeting 
of  said  subscribers  to  said  stock  shall  be  held,  and  there 
shall  be  elected  a  president,  vice  president,  secretary, 
treasurer,  and  five  directors  to  manage  the  affairs  of 
said  company,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  first 
regular  election  provided  for  in  this  act. 

§  5  The  officers  and  directors  provided  for  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified,  and  the  first  regular  election  for  the 
officers  and  directors  aforesaid  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January,  1883,  and  annually  thereafter. 

§  H.  That  said  company  shall  have  all  the  right9) 
powers,  and  authority  that  are  or  shall  by  general  laws 
be  conferred  upon  turnpike  companies. 

§  7.  The  treasurer,  or  any  other  person  authorized  by 
said  company  to  collect,  handle,  or  disburse  funds,  shall 
enter  into  good  and  sufficient  bonds,  to  be  approved  by 
the  board  of  directors  of  said  county,  to  faithfully  pay 
over  and  account  for  all  sums  that  may  come  to  his- 
hands. 
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§  8.  Vacancies  in  said  offices  or  directors  shall  be  filled 
hy  the  hoard  of  directors  until  the  next  succeeding  an- 
nual election. 

§  9.  That  said  company  may  acquire,  by  deed,  gift,  or 
conveyance,  or  by  writs  o{  ad  quod  damnum,  rights  of  way, 
-ground  for  toll-houses  (not  exceeding  one  acre  at  each 
house),  rock,  timber,  quarries,  and  other  material,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  build  said  roads,  not  exceeding  30 
feet  wide,  as  said  company  may  determine. 

§  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  directors  of  said  road 
to  lay  before  the  stockholders,  at  the  annual  elections,  a 
fair  statement  of  the  conditions  of  the  company,  with  a 
detailed  statement  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures. 

§  11.  That  when  said  company  shall  construct  one  mile 
of  road,  they  shall  be  allowed  to  charge  and  collect  one 
half  the  toll  allowed  by  law  until  they  shall  finish  two 
and  one  half  miles  of  road,  when  they  shall  as  allowed 
to  charge  and  collect  three  fourths  of  the  sum  allowed 
by  law  until  they  shall  finish  five  miles  of  road,  where 
they  shall  be  allowed  to  charge  and  collect  the  full  rates. 

§  12.  The  court  of  claims  of  Ohio  county  shall  be  au- 
thorized to  subscribe,  for  and  on  behalf  of  said  county, 
shares  in  said  company,  not  exceeding  $1,500  per  mile  for 
each  mile  of  road  constructed,  and  said  subscription  shall 
not  be  paid  until  the  president  of  said  company  shall  state 
under  oath,  and  file  the  same  in  the  clerk's  office  of  Ohio 
county,  that  said  mile  or  miles  of  said  roads  have  been 
finished.  - 

§  13.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1222. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Milton  and  Hunter's  Bottom  Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Generai  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  I.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Milton  and  Hunter's 
Bottom  Turnpike  Road  Company  to  erect  a  toll-gate  upon 
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iti^  road,  and  to  collect  toils  for  travel  thereon  when  said 
road  shall  be  completed,  the  rate  charged  bearing  the 
same  proportion  to  the  rates  fixed  by  the  General  Stat- 
utes as  the  lenfcth  of  said  road  shall  bear  to  the  distance 
of  five  miles. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1223. 

AN  ACT  coDcerDiog  the  Paiot  Lick,  Walnut  Meadow,  and  B\g  Hill  Tarn- 
pike  Road  Compaoy. 

Whereas,  It  has  been  represented  that  the  Paint  Lick, 
Walnut  Meadow,  and  Big  Hill  Turnpike  Road  Company 
have  constructed  in  part  their  road  from  the  town  of 
Paint  Lick  toward  the  Big  Hill,  a  distance  of  about  five 
miles,  and  yet  said  road  is  involved  in  debt,  and  the  re- 
ceipts in  tolls  do  not  more  than  keep  it  in  repair;  there- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontvealtk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  on  a  petition  in  equity  plead  in  the  Madison 
common  pleas  court  by  the  creditory  of  said  company,  to 
which  the  president  and  treasurer  shall  be  made  parties 
as  representatives  of  the  stockholders,  power  and  author- 
ity are  hereby  conferred  on  said  court  to  decree  a  -ale  of 
same,  and  a  distribution  of  the  proceeds  thereof  among 
those  who  own  stock  in  said  road  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  paid  by  them  respectively;  or  said  court  may,  in 
its  discretion,  upon  equitable  terms,  adjudge  a  lease  of 
said  road  for  a  term  of  years  to  discharge  the  indebted- 
ness of  the  company,  and  have  the  extension  of  the  road* 

§  2.  That  Madison  county,  being  interested  as  a  stock- 
holder  in  said  road,  must  be  a  party  to  said  action,  and 
may  be  brought  before  the  court  by  service  of  process  on 
the  county  judge  of  said  county. 

§  3.  This  act  to  be  of  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1224. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  rebuilding;  the  bridfi^e  across  Greeo  river  at  Rio,  in 

Hart  countj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  incorporated  a  bridge  com- 
pany, by  the  name  and  title  of  "  Rio  Bridge  Company," 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  bridge  of  imperishable 
material  across  Green  river,  on  the  turnpike  road  which 
leads  from  Bardstown  to  Nashville,  Tennessee,  by  the 
way  of  Glasgow,  Kentucky.  The  capital  stock  of  said 
company  shall  be  twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided 
into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

§2.  The  books  for  subscription  oi  stock  shall  be  opened 
by  H.  B.  Lane,  W.  B.  Craddock,  Jas.  R.  Armour,  W.W. 
Bowling,  and  Will.  Adair,  or  any  three  thereof,  at  Rio» 
Hart  county,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1882,  and  at 
such  other  times  and  places  as  any  three  of  said  commis 
sioners  may  designate  by  written  or  printed  advertise- 
ments first  posted  up  in  three  public  places  ten  days.

§3.  So  soon  as  one  thousand  dollars  of  stock  is  sub-* 
scribed,  the  stockholders  shall  be  convened  in  Rio,  in 
Hart  county,  upon  five  days'  public  notice;  and  under 
the  supervision  of  not  less  than  three  of  said  commis- 
sioners, an  election  shall  be  held,  each  share  of  stock 
casting  one  vote  for  president  and  three  directors,  each 
of  whom  must  be  a  stockholder  in  said  company.

§  1.  That  Glasgow  Lodge,  No.  65,  Independent  Order  of

from  aflidavits,  has  transferred  the  claim  to  Leo  Hayden, 
and  the  county  commissioner  having  refused  to  pay  said 
Hayden;  now,  for  remedy  therefor, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  common  school  commissioner  for  Rock- 
castle county  be,  and  be  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed 
to  pay  over  to  Leo  Hayden,  assignee  of  F.  F.  Bobbitt, 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  dollars  and  thirty- 
two  cents,  amount  due  teacher  for  school  district  No.  36, 
in  Rockcastle  county,  for  the  present  school  year. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

of  spirits,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  restaurants,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  repealed. 

§  2.  That  an  act,  entitled  '*An  act  to  amend  an  act  to 
reduce  into  one  all  acts  in  relation  to  Barbourville,"  ap- 
proved 19th  February,  1874,  be  so  amended  that  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  of  said  town  to  fix  the  price 
•or  tax  for  cofiee-house,  or  any  other  license  to  sell  liquors 
at  any  sum  in  their  discretion  not  less  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  and  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars;  and  that 
all  provisions  in  either  of  said  acts  herein  named  that 
authorizes  the  granting  of  a  license  to  any  one  by  any 
officer  or  trustees  to  vend  or  giv^  or  sell  ardent  spirits  of 
any  kind,  or  any  mixture  thereof,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  repealed.  Any  license  issued  in  violation  of  this 
act  shall  be  void. 

§3.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  county  judge, 
or  any  one  acting  as  county  judge,  of  Knox  county,  to 
^rant  a  license  to  any  one  or  more  persons  to  vend  or  sell 
spirituous  or  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  thereof,  in  the 
town  of  Barbourville,  nor  within  four  miles  of  Union 
'College  located  in  said  town.  Any  license  issued  in 
violation  of  this  act  shail  be  void. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Glasgow.

§  1.  That  the  marshal  of  the  town  of  Glasgow  may,  by 
and  with  the  consent  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
town,  appoint  a  deputy,  and  may  revoke  the  appoint- 
ment at  his  pleasure.  Before  any  deputy  shall  proceed 
to  execute  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  take  the  oath 
required  to  be  taken  by  the  marshal;  and  the  marshal  of 
said  town  and  his  sureties  on  his  official  bond  shall  be 
liable  for  all  the  official  acts  of 'any  deputy  said  mar- 
shal may  appoint. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  efl^ect  from  its  passage.

AN   ACT  to  establish  a  ferry  at  a  point  one  mile  or  more  below  the  Burks- 
ville  ferry,  on  ihe  Cumberland  river,  in  Cumberland  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ihe  General  Assembit/  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  right  is  hereby  granted  to  W.  Godfrey 
Hunter  and  his  assigns  to  establish,  operate,  and  run  a 
ferry  from  his  land  in  Cumberland  county  across  the 
Cumberland  river  at  any  point  one  mile  below  the  Burks- 
ville  ferry,  not  to  exceed  one  mile  below  the  line  on  said 
river  when  the  exclusive  right  of  the  Burksville  ferry 
ends  ;  and  he  or  his  lessees  or  assigns  may  use  either 
steam,  horse,  flat-boats,  or  skifTs  for  the  crossing  of  per- 
sons, stDck,  or  freight.  He  and  his  assigns  or  lessees 
shall  have  the  exclusive  right  to  ferry  and  cross  persons, 
stock,  and  freight  for  one  mile  below  the  line  on  said 
river  where  the  said  Burksville  ferry  has  the  exclusive 
privilege  on  said  river;  and  any  person  ferrying  persons, 
stock,  or  freight  within  said  bounds  shall  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  twenty  dollars,  recoverable  by  warrant  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  county  judge,  or  by  indictment,  one 
half  for  the  use  of  the  keepers  of  the  ferry  and  the  other 
for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  Said  Hunter  is  hereby  authorized  to  condemn  by 
writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  a  right  of  way  from  the  Burks- 
ville and  Neeley's  Ferry  road  to  said  ferry,  and  from  said 
ferry  to  the  Burksville  and  Albany  road,  not  exceeding 
forty  feet  wide. 

§3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1248. 

AN   ACT  allowing  any  constable  in   the  city  of  Newport  to  appoint  one 

deputy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1  That  any  constable  of  the  city  of  Newport  is  here- 
by authorized,  by  and  with  the  approval  of  the  county 
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court  of  Campbell  county,  to  appoint  one  deputy,  who,, 
before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  bis  office,  shall  exe- 
cute bond  before  said  court  and  take  the  oath  now  required 
to  be  taken  by  constables. 

§  2.  Such  deputy  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  his  prin- 
cipal,  and  be  bound  to  do  and  perform  all  things  which, 
under  the  law,  constables  are  now  required  to  do;  and 
for  all  damag:e  sustained  by  any  one  in  consequence  of 
the  malfeasance  or  misfeasance  of  said  deputy,  he  or 
they  shall  have  right  of  action  and  recovery  against  said 
deputy  and  his  principal,  and  their  respective  sureties. 
Said  deputy  and  his  sureties  shall  be  responsible  to  his 
principal  for  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  paid  by  said 
principal  for  the  misfeasance  or  malfeasance  of  said 
deputy. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN   ACT  to  amend  an  act,  eniitled  ''An  act  to  prevent  stock  from  ranninf? 

at  large  in  the  county  of  Henderson." 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  I .  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
within  the  county  of  Henderson  to  permit  their  stock  of 
any  description  to  run  at  large  off  their  own  premises  of 
which  they  may  be  in  possession  of. 

§  2.  Any  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  liable 
to  any  person  or  persons  for  any  damage  done  by  such 
stock,  and  the  parties  so  damaged  shall  ha.ve  a  lien  on 
such  stock  for  all  such  damage  and  cost  of  enforcing  the 
same. 

§  3.  And  the  person  or  persons  so  damaged  shall  have 
the  authority  by  this  act  to  drive  such  trespassing  stock 
in  his  or  her  lot,  and  there  keep  them  until  the  damages 
has  been  assessed  by  the  justices  of  their  respective  dis- 
trict. 

§  4.  And  if  the  owner  of  such  trespassing  stock  does 
not  pay  the  damage  assessed  by  said  justices  at  the  time, 
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they  shall  advertise,  and  in  ten  days'  notice  sell  bo  many 
of  such  stock  as  will  pay  the  damage  and  cost. 

§  5.  The  justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  paid  one  dollar 
each  for  their  services  in  all  such  cases. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  the  county 
court  of  Henderson  to  cause  the  dense  of  the  people  or 
the  qualified  voters  of  Henderson  county  to  be  taken 
upon  this  act,  at  the  general  election  held  in  said  county, 
and  for  that  purpose  there  shall  be  opened  upon  the  poll- 
books,  at  each  voting:  place  in  the  different  precincts  of 
said  county,  a  column  headed  "stock  law,'  another  col- 
umn headed  "  again^^t  the  stock,"  and  the  question  shall 
be  asked,  "Are  you  in  favor  or  against  the  stock  law?" 
and  should  a  majority  of  all  the  legal  votes  cast  at  said 
election  be  in  favor  of  the  stock  law,  then  this  act  shall 
be  in  lull  force  from  January  the  1st,  1883. 

§  7.  The  said  judge  of  the  county  court  of  Hender- 
son shall  in  like  manner,  as  often  submit  this  act-to  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  county  at  any  subsequent  gen- 
eral election,  when  requested  in  writing  by  as  many  as 
twenty  resident  voters,  who  are  tax-payers  of  said 
county,  should  not  a  majority  ot  votes  be  cast  therefor 
in  first  submission. 

^  8.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed.

§  1.  That  the  sum  of  $31.17,  being  the  amount  paid 
for  the  children  omitted  from  the  report  for  the  years 
aforesaid,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated  to 
said  school  district  No.  22,  in  Bourbon  county,  and  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  is  hereby  directed 
to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  the 
school  commissioner  of  Bourbon  county  for  said  sum  of 
$31.17,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  unbonded  surplus  which  is 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  due  Bourbon  county. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

delivered  said  Hagerman  to  the  jailer  of  said  county » 
and  said  Hagerman  was  indicted  for  horse-stealing  by  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  said  county  of  Ander- 
son; and  whereas,  the  said  Hagerman  was  granted  bail, 
which  he  forfeited  and  escaped  trial  and  conviction,  but 
without  any  fault  of  said  Darnell;  and  whereas,  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  took  a  forfeiture  of  said 
bail  bond  of  said  Hagerman  for  the  sum  of  $300,  and 
said  Darnell  is  likely  to  lose  the  reward  of  $50  because 
the  court  released  the  prisoner  on  bail;  now,  therefore.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Rollinfr  Fork  and  New  Hope  and  Gethsemane 

Turnpike  Road  GompaDy. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

•§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  is  hereby,  incorporated, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Rolling  Fork,  New  Hope 
and  Gethsemane  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  by  said 
name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  as  such  is 
hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers  and  rights  enjoyed  by 
similar  corporations  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  following  persons  are  appointed  commission- 
ers to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  company:  E. 
L.  Miles,  T.  J.  Miller,  T.  J.  Pottinger,  jr.,  and  Wm.  A. 
Roberts,  and  said  persons  are  authorized  to  open  books 
and  receive  subscriptions  at  any  time  or  place  they  may- 
deem  proper. 
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$  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  divided 
in  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  and  the  entire  capi- 
tal stock  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  necessary  to  con- 
struct said  road  and  toll-houses,  at  which  toll  may  be 
'Collected  at  the  rates  now  allowed  by  general  law. 

^  4.  When  a  sufficient  amount  of  stock  shall  be  sub- 
•scribed  to  justify  the  beginning  of  said  road,  the  commis- 
sioners, or  such  of  them  as  may  act,  shall,  at  such  time 
and  place  as  they  may  deem  proper,  call  a  meeting  of 
the  stockholders,  and  hold  an  election  for  president  and 
three  directors  for  one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified. 

4  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prenident  and  directors 
to  appoint  one  of  their  directors  treasurer,  who  shall  be- 
responsible  for  all  moneys  of  the  company,  subject  to  the 
•order  of  the  president;  and  he  shall  keep  an  account  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  said  company,  in  a  book 
Icept  for  that  purpose,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  ini>pec- 
tion  of  any  stockholder  in  said  company. 

§  6.  This  road  shall  commence  at  or  near  BealTs  Ford, 
on  the  Rolling  Fork,  thence  by  New  Hope,  and  terminate 
at  the  most  convenient  and  practicable  point  on  the 
Bardstown  and  New  Haven  pike. 

§  7.  The  county  court  of  Nelson  county  are  hereby 
authorized  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany in  an  amount  not  exceeding  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  per  mile,  should  they  deem  it,  in  their  discretion, 
necessary  to  be  done. 

$  8.  That  in  case  the  proprietors  or  owners  of  the  land 
over  which  such  road  runs  refuse  to  grant  the  right  of 
way,  or  they  are  infants  or  absent  or  non-residents,  said 
•company  may,  upon  application,  after  said  parties  have 
been  summoned  as  provided  in  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice, 
obtain  from  the  county  court  of  the  county  where  the 
land  lies  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum^  to  be  issued  and  exe- 
cuted as  such  writs  are  now  issued  and  executed  by  law 
in  condemning  roads  and  passways,  and  the  same  pro- 
ceedings shall  be  had,  except  the  damages  shall  be  paid 
iby  the  company. 

§  9.   This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Mefford   Tarnpike  Road  Oompany,  in  Masoa 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  incorporated,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Mefford  Turnpike  Road  Company, 
and  by  that  name  shall  hi^ve  perpetual  succession ;  may 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded ;  and  is  hereby 
vested  with  all  the  powers  conferred  by  the  General  Stat- 
utes and  other  ^enei*Hl  laws  on  turnpike  road  companies 
in  this  Commonwealth. 

§2.  That  the  following  persons  are  appointed  corpora- 
tors to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  company, 
to-wit:  James  C.  Cumber,  W.  W.  Baldwin,  jr.,  James  B. 
Key,  James  E,  Cabill,  Emery  Whitaker,  Robt.  S.  Mefford, 
and  George  Wood,  and  they  are  authorized  to  open  books 
and  receive  subscriptions  at  any  time  and  place  they  may 
deem  proper. 

§  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  and  the 
entire  capital  stock  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  neces- 
sary to  construct  a  turnpike  road  from  the  Hills  City 
Turnpike  Road,  near  or  at  Robert  S.  Melford's,  to  the 
Maysville  and  Lexington  Turnpike  Road,  at  W.  W.  Bald- 
win's  corner,  along  the  old  county  road,  and  to  build  a 
toll-house,  if  necessary;  and  they  may  use  the  bed  of  the 
old  county  road,  when  necessary,  on  which  to  construct 
said  turnpike,  and  may  erect  a  toll-gate  when  completed, 
<and  collect  toll  for  the  distance  traveled,  at  the  rate  al- 
lowed by  the  General  Statutes,  at  such  gate,  or  in  any 
other  way  they  may  deem  proper. 

§  4.  That  when  a  thousand  dollars  of  stock  is  subscribed, 
the  corporators  named,  or  such  of  them  as  may  act,  shall, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  deem  proper,  call  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders,  and  hold  an  election  for  a 
president  and  three  directors,  to  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified, 
each  stockholder  to  have  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock 
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at  all  elections.  They  shall  have  power  to  make  all 
necessary  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  corporation,  one  of  which 
shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  annual  elec- 
tion of  president  and  directors. 

§  5.  That  the  grade  and  width  of  the  road  shall  be  de- 
termined by  the  president  and  directors. 

§  6.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  let  out  the  construction  of  said  road  upon  such  terms 
as  they  may  deem  beat  for  the  interest  of  the  company; 
and  they  may  take  stock  and  allow  it  to  be  worked  out  in 
the  construction  of  the  road  upon  such  terms  as  the  pres- 
ident and  directors  may  prescribe. 

^  1,  That  the  president  and  directors  may  appoint  one 
of  their  number  treasurer  and  secretary,  and  take  bond* 
from  him,  with  security,  to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties 
of  his  office.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  said  board,  and  an  account  of  the  stock  and  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  said  company,  open  to  the 
inspection  of  any  stockholder  in  said  company. 

§  8.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1258. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  aD  act,  eatitled  ^'An  act  to  charter  aod  incorporate  a 
taropike  road  leadiog  from  Lasbj*s  Mills,  in  Owen  county,  to  Corinth,  in 
Grant  county,  to  be  known  as  the  Lusby's  Mills  and  Corinth  Turnpike 
Road  Company,"  which  was  approved  April  13,  1880. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  third  line  of  section  seven  of  said  charter 
be  BO  amended  as  to  read:  '*the  metal  on  said  road  shall 
not  be  less  than  ten  feet  wide,"  instead  of  twelve  feet, 
as  now  provided  by  said  section. 

§  2.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
release  the  county  of  Owen,  or  any  person  herein  taking 
stock  in  said  road,  from  their  obligation  to  pay  the  same. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
page.

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CHAPTER  1259. 

4AN  40T  to  define  tbe  jarisdiction  of  eoarta  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  the 

county  of  Spencer. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
*of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  hereafter  the  courts  of  the  justices  of  the 
peace  in  the  county  of  Spencer  shall  have  jurisdiction  • 
•concurrent  with  the  circuit  and  quarter!}^  courts  of  said 
county  in  all  actions  and  proceedings  for  the  recovery  of 
money  and  personal  property  (except  in  actions  or  pro- 
ceeding:8  for  injury  to  person  or  character),  where  the 
matter  in  controversy,  exclusive  of  interest  and  costs, 
does  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  in  value.  The 
pleadings  therein  shall  be  oral  and  without  verifica- 
tion ;  but  before  any  warrant  or  summons  shall  issue,  the 
jilaintiflf  shall  file  with  the  justice  the  account,  written 
contract,  or  a  short  written  statement  of  the  facts  on 
which  the  action  is  founded. 

§  2.  Where  the  plaintiff's  demand  exceeds  fifty  dollars, 
exclusive  of  interest  or  costs,  he  shall  pay  a  tax  of  fifty 
*cents  when  he  brings  his  suit,  and  when  the  defendant 
pleads  a  set-off  or  counter-claim  which  exceeds  fifty  dol- 
lars (exclusive  of  interest  or  costs),  he  shall  at  the  time  he 
-files  the  same  pay  to  the  justice  a  tax  of  fifty  cents,  all 
of  which  shall  be  accounted  for  by  the  justice  of  the 
peace  as  now  provided  by  law. 

§  3.  All  laws  in  Conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

•AN  ACT  to  authorize  tbe  county  judfre  of  Owen  county  to  issue  and  sell  the 
bonds  of  said  county  for  the  purpose  of  payiofr  the  expense  for  tbe  con- 
struction of  the  Concord  and  Pleasant  Grove  Turnpike  Road,  in  Owen 
county. 

Whereas,  The  Owen  county  court  did,  at  the  January 
Tterm,  1H82,  thereof,  wh«n  sitting  as  a  court  of  claims  for 
«aid  county,  subscribe  stook,  at  the  rate  of  seven  hundred 
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and  fifty  dollars  per  mile,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing^ 
about  seven  miles  of  turnpike  road  in  said  county,  known* 
as  the  Concord  and  Pleasant  Grove  Turnpike  Road,  the 
said  subscription  of  stock  to  be  paid  by  the  sale  of  the* 
bonds  of  said  county,  which  bonds  to  draw  six  per  cent, 
interest  per  annum;  but  none  of  which  are  to  be  issuect 
until  after  the  1st  day  of  January,  1883.     Now,  in  order- 
to  authorize  said  county  court  to  issue  said  bonds  and  to 
provide  for  the  payment  thereof  as  they  fall  due,  there- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  county  judge  of  Owen  county  be,  and  he 
is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered,  and  it  shall  be  his- 
duty,  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  county  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  not,  however,  to  exceed  the  sum  of  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  per  mile  for  each  mile  of  turnpike 
road,  which  may  hereafter  be  completed  on  Baid  road  ;. 
said  bonds  to  be  issued  by  said  judge,  and  he  to  be  in 
every  way  under  the  same  restrictions  and  limitations  in* 
issuing  the  same  that  he  is  now  under  by  the  provisions 
of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky  (relative 
to  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  Owen  county),  passed  at 
the  present  session  of  1881-'2;    said  bonds  to-be  issued 
in  the  denomination  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars,  and  only  then  when  each  mile  of 
turnpike  road  is  completed,  unless,  after  the  completion* 
of  the  whole  of  said  road,  there  should  be  a  fraction  of 
a  nfile,  then  the  said  judge  may  issue  bonds  to  pay  for 
/aid  fraction   in  the   ratio  that  seven   hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  bears- to  a  whole  mile  of  road;  said  bonds  not  to 
bear  a  greater  rate  of    interest  than   six   per  cent,  per- 
annum,  but  may  bear  a  less  rate  of  interest. 

§  2.  The  county  judge  may  issue  and  deliver  said  bonds 
to  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road,  or  to  any  one 
of  them,  or  to  any  other  person  that  said  board  may  so 
direct,  in  payment  of  the  county  stock  in  said  road,  or- 
may  issue  said  bonds  and  sell  them,  and  pay  the  money 
arising  from  the  sale  thereof  ta  said  board ;.  but  none  ofi 
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said  bonds  to  be  sold  or  delivered  at  le^s  than  their  par 
value, 

§  3.  The  tax  which  may  be  necessary  to  be  levied  on 
the  property  of  the  people  of  said  county  to  pay  off  said 
bonds  to  be  levied  and  collected  as  is  now  provided  by 
the  act  authorizing  the  levy  of  a  tax  for  turnpike  pur- 
poses in  Owen  county. 

§  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

No  license  herein  allowed  to  be  granted  by  Length  of  Ucense 
the  trustees  shall  be  for  a  longer  time  than  one  year,  but 
may  be  for  a  shorter  time,  in  the  discretion  of  the  trus- 
tees; and  the  charge  therefor  shall  be  paid  into  the  town 
treasury  before  such  license  is  granted.

Twenty-sixth.  The  trustees  shall  not  make  nor  create  a 
debt  against  the  town,  payable  during  a  current  year, 
that. cannot  be  liquidated  out  of  the  revenue  of  that  year, 
except  that  the  same  be  first  submitted  to  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  town,  and  a  majority  of  the  voters  thereof 
vote  in  favor  thereof. 

Twenty-seventh,  If  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  board  by 
death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  remaining  members 
of  the  board  shall  elect  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Twenty -eighth.  The  trustees  shall  hold  stated  meetings 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month,  and  may  be  called 
together  at  any  time  by  the  chairman  of  the  board,  or  by 
a  request  signed  by  two  members  thereof.  Any  member 
shall  have  the  right  to  demand  the  yeas  and  nays  upon, 
any  question. 
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Twenty-ninth.  The  hoard  of  trustees  shall  have  power 
to  make  all  needful  rules,  regulations,  by-laws,  and  ordi- 
nances for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  may  affix  fines  or  attach  penalties  for  a  violation 
thereof  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  $50. 

Thirtieth,  The  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
preside  over  all  meetings  of  the  board,  decide  all  points 
of  order,  and  shall  have  the  same  power  during  the  ses- 
sion to  enforce  good  order  and  decorum,  and  to  punish 
contempt  that  the  presiding  judg«  of  the  circuit  court  has 
by  law. 

Thirty-first,  The  police  court  of  the  town  of  Lewisport, 
heretofore  created,  and  now  existing,  shall  be  continued 
under  the  name  and  style  of  The  Police  Court  of  Lewis- 
port,  and  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  actions 
for  violation  of  the  charter,  ordinances,  and  by-laws  of 
said  town,  whether  the  offender  be  arrested  or  secured  in 
the  town  or  elsewhere.  Said  court  shall  further  have 
exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  misdemeanors  committed 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  Lewisport,  when  the  pun- 
ishment of  an  offense  is  a  fine  not  exceeding  $50,  and 
imprisonment  for  thirty  (30)  days,  and  such  ofi'enses  shall 
be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  town  of  Lewisport. 

Thirty-second,  The  police  court  of  Lewisport  shall  have 
original  civil  jurisdiction,  concurrent  with  justices'  courts 
of  Hancock  county,  subject  to  same  limitations  as  suits 
brought  in  justices'  courts.  The  pleadings,  processes, 
time,  and  manner  of  service,  and  all  privileges  in  said 
court,  both  penal  and  civil,  and  all  appeals  therefrom^ 
shall  be  governed  in  all  respects  by  the  Codes  of  Practice 
of  Kentucky. 

Thirty-third,  In  all  prosecutions  in  said  court,  where 
the  punishment  is  imprisonment  or  fine  and  imprison- 
ment, the  defendant  may  demand  a  jury,  and  where  the 
punishment  is  by  fine  alone,  the  defendant  may  have  the 
right  to  demand  a  jury  where  fine  may  exceed  ten  ($10) 
dollars;  and  in  civil  action,  where  the  amount  in  contro- 
versy is  over  sixteen  ($16)  dollars,  either  party  may  de- 
mand a  jury. 
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Thirty-fourth,  In  all  penal  actions  or  prosecutions,  the 
defendant  may  appeal  to  the  Hancock  quarterly  court  at 
Hawesville,  where  the  amount  of  the  judgment  against 
•him,  exclusive  of  costs,  is  over  ten  ($10)  dollars;  and  the 
city  may  appeal  to  said  court  in  all  cases  where  the  fine 
vrhich  might  be  imposed  is  as  much  as  ten  dollars  and 
under  twenty-five  dollars;  and  where  the  fine  is  twenty- 
five  dollars  or  more,  all  appeals  shall  be  taken  directly  to 
the  circuit  court  of  Hancock  county,  Kentucky. 

Thirty-fifth,  Appeals  in  civil  cases  shall  be  regulated  as 
are  provided  in   the  Civil  Code  of  Practice  of  Kentucky. 

Thirty-sixth,  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  police  judge 
of  Lewisport  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
and  Kentucky,  and  has  been  a  resident  of  the  town  of 
Lewisport  for  two  years  next  preceding  his  election,  and 
at  least  twenty-five  years  of  age. 

Thirty- seventh.  The  election  of  police  judge  shall  be  at 
the  regular  general  election  in  August;  and  he  shall  hold 
his  office  for  the  term  of  four  years  from  the  first  Monday 
following  his  election.  He  shall  be  commissioned  by  the 
Governor,  and  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  is  quali- 
fied, and  shall  be  removable  from  his  office  in  like  manner 
as  judge  of  circuit  court  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Thirty- eighth.  The  following  shall  be  subject  to  a  uni- 
form rate  of  assessment  and  taxation  for  municipal  and 
local  purposes  in  the  town  of  Lewisport,  viz:  all  real 
•estate  situated  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town, 
except  such  property  as  is  exempt  by  the  laws  of  the 
State  from  taxation  ;  all  personal  .property  owned  and 
held  on  the  first  day  of  May  in  the  year  in  which  the  as- 
sessment shall  be  made;  all  capital  actually  employed  in 
any  calling,  business,  or  pursuit  carried  on  in  the  town 
by  persons  residing  outside  the  limits  of  the  town  during 
the  current  year  ending  the  first  day  of  July  of  each 
year,  and  may  levy  a  specific  tax  on  all  goods  brought  to 
said  town  to  be  peddled  or  sold  at  auction,  and  not  other- 
wise taxed.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  assessor  to 
assess  the  taxable  property  and  tithes  in  the  town  for  that 
jear,  with  whom  persons  liable  to  list  for  taxation  shall 
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4i8t  their  property,  who  ahall  receive  such  compensation 
as  the  trustees  may  prescribe  or  allow,  and  who  shall  be 
subject  to  removal  for  drunkenness,  fraud,  neglect  of 
duty,  or  malfeasance  or  misfeasance  in  office,  by  the  trus- 
tees; and  before  entering  upon  his  duties  he  shall  take 
an  oath,  before  some  person  authorized  to  administer 
•oaths,  faithfully  to  assess  the  property  and  tithables  of 
the  town,  and  he  shall  enter  upon  his  duties  as  soon  after 
the  first  day  of  May  as  possible;  and  it  shall  be  the  duties 
of  the  trustees  to  provide  said  assessor  with  blanks  on 
which  to  make  the  returns  of  his  assessments,  and  shall 
return  said  list  completed  to  the  board  of  trustees  on  the 
.first  Monday  in  June  of  each  year,  which  shall  show  the 
aggregate  value  of  the  real  and  personal  estate  subject 
to  taxation;  and  the  assessor  shall  list  for  taxation  every 
person  liable  to  taxation.  If  any  person  whose  duty  it 
'is  to  li^t  his  property,  when  called  on  for  his  list  by  the 
assessor,  shall  refuse  or  fail  to  give  his  list,  the  assessor 
shall  list  the  same  at  a  fair  and  reasonable  value. 

Thirty-ninth.  The  trustees  shall  have  authority,  in  the 
.month  of  June  in  each  year  after  this  act  takes  effect,  to 
•levy  and  cause  to  be  collected  from  the  inhabitants  of  and 
owners  of  property  in  said  town  of  Lewisport,  an  annual 
tax  on  their  property,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on  each 
•$100  of  its  cash  value,  on  first  day  of  May  of  each  year, 
and  a  capitation  tax  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  on  each  male  person  over  21  years  of  age,  domiciled 
in  said  town  on  said  first  day  of  May,  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  a  general  revenue  for  said  town  for  municipal 
{purposes. 

Fortieth,  The  collector  appointed  by  the  trustees  to  col- 
lect the  taxes  as  heretofore  provided  for,  shall-  have  au- 
thority to  levy  upon,  distrain,  and  sell  personal  property 
for  taxes,  and  may  garnishee  for  taxes  due  in  like  man- 
ner as  sheriffs  are  now  authorized  to  do  by  statute,  and 
in  levying  upon,  distraining,  or  selling  personal  property 
for  taxes,  he  shall  be  governed  as  constables  and  sheriffs 
.are  under  executions,  except  that  sale  fiball  be  made  for 
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cash,  and  no  property  shall  be  exempt  from  distraint  or* 
garnishment  that  is  not  now  exempt  by  State  law  for 
taxes. 

Forty-first,  The  trustees  shall  have  authority  to  cause 
the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town  to  be  worked  by  the- 
male  inhabitants  thereof,  by  having;  them  duly  notified  or 
the  time  of  such  working:  Provided,  That  only  those  be- 
tween the  ages  of  16  and  50  years  shall  be  liable  to  work,, 
and  for  failure  to  work  on  said  streets  when  so  notified, 
said  persons  shall  be  liable  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  exceeding:: 
$1.50  per  day  of  each  day  of  failure  so  to  work. 

Foriy'Second.  All  qualified  voters  under  the  Constitution 
of  Kentucky  and  of  the  United  States,  who  have  resided 
in  the  town  sixty  days  previous  to  the  day  of  election,, 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  trustees,  police  judge,  and 
marshal  of  Lewisport,  and  on  all  questions  submitted  ta 
the  qualified  voters  thereof. 

Forty-third,  The  election  for  trustees  and  marshal  of 
the  town  of  Lewisport  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday 
of  April.  The  trustees  shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term 
of  one  }'ear,  or  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified.  The  marshal  of  Lewisport  shall  hold  his  ofiice 
for  two  years,  or  until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  and 
qualified:  Provided,  That  the  first  election  for  marshal 
alter  the  passage  of  this  charter  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  in  August,  1882,  and  the  marshal  then  elected 
shall  hold  his  oflice  until  first  Monday  in  April,  1684,  or 
until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  charter. 

Forty-fourth.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  Uny 
vacancy  which  may  exist  in  the  ofiice  of  marshal  or  police 
judge  of  th.e  town  until  the  next  regular  election.  Notice 
of  all  regular  elections  shall  be  given  ten  days  before  the 
day  of  election  by  the  clerk  of  the  board,  or  its  chairman,, 
and  proper  officers  to  hold  said  election  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  board. 

Forty-fifth,  The  marshal  of  LewisporlT  shall  be  a  peace 
oflicer,  and  shall  arrest  any  and  all  persons  committing 
an  oflTense  in  his  presence;  otherwise  he  shall  make  no 
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arrest,  except  by  warrant  from  the  police  ju^fge  or  some 
magistrate.  Tiie  marshal  shall  have  power  to  execute 
warrants  and  collect  debts  in  civil  cases,  as  constables 
are  now  allowed  to  do,  and  charge  the  same  commissions* 
and  fees,  and  may  execute  all  notices  and  subpoBnas;  and 
his  jurisdiction  shall  be  co-exten'sive  with  Hancock  county,, 
and  he  shall  be  allowed  therefor  the  same  fees  as  sheriffs 
are  now  allowed,  and  to  be  paid  in  like  manner.  Before 
entering  upon  his  duties  as  such,  the  marshal  shall  exe- 
cute in  the  Hancocfk  county  court  a  bond,  conditioned  in 
the  same  manner  that  constable's  bonds  are,  and  be  shall 
in  like  manner  be  sworn  into  office. 

Forty-sixth,  All  ordinances  of  the  town  of  Lewisporf 
now  in  force,  and  not  in  conflict  with  thid  charter,  shall' 
remain  and  continue  in  force  until  repealed  by  the  truF- 
tees. 

Forty-seventh,  All  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  inconsist- 
ent with  this  act  are  now  and  hereby  repealed. 

Forty-eighth,  This  charter  shall  take  effect  and  be  in 
force  from  and  after  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of   Kentucky : 

§  ].  That  an  act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  and  giving 
away  of  spirituous,  vinous,  and  malt  liquors  in  the  city 
of  Mayfield,  Graves  county,  or  within  one  mile  of  said 
city,  approved  February  19,  1878,  be  amended  as  foUowhi 
That  all  of  section  two  of  said  act,  after  the  word 
"  wholesale,"  in  the  third  line  of  said  section,  and  also 
all  of  section  three,  section  four,  and  section  five  of  said 
act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  2  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  June   1,  1882,  but  shall  not  affect  any  licensed 
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druggist  until  the  expiration  of  any  license  which  he  may 
hold  to  sell  spirituous  liquors  at  the  date  of  the  approval 
of  this  act.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky:

have  perpetual  succession,  and  a  common  seal,  and  such 
other  powers  as  herein  granted.

turnpike  road  companies. 

§  4.  Said  company  may  fix  the  rate  of  charges  for  the 
transmission  of  messages  over  said  line,  and  may  build 
branch  lines  from  said  main  line. 

§  5.  The   capital  stock  of  said  company   shall  be   ten  capital  stock. 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five 
dollars  each. 

§  6.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  managed    Directors. 
•by  a  board  of  five  directors,  to  be  chosen  annually,  upon 
the   first  Monday  in   July   each  year,   by   a   vote   of  the 
stockholders,  at  which  election  each  share  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  one  vote. 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  shall  choose  one  of  their  officers. 
'number  president,  whose  duties  shall  be  those  incident  to 
said  oflice.  They  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  treas- 
urer, and  such  other  agents  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
•for  the  interests  of  the  business,  and  may  pay  them  such 
-compensation  as  they  may  deem  reasonable.  Said  com- 
pany may  acquire  and  hold  all  property  necessary  to 
enable  them  to  carry  out  the  purposes  and  provisions  of 
this  act. 

§  8.  Said  company  may  organize  and  begin  the  con- 
struction of  said  main  line  when  one  thousand  dollars  of 
the  capital  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed  for  and  paid 
in.  Each  of  said  incorporators  are  authorized  to  solicit 
and  take  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  company.  When 
one  thousand  dollars  in  stock  shall  have  subscribed,  then 
the  incorporators  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders, 
at  which  time  a  board  of  directors  shall  be  elected  to 
serve  till  the  first  regular  election,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  9.   Said  company   may,   by  its   board   of   directors, 
•make  all  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  necessary  for  the

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proper  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State 
and  of  the  United  States. 

§10.  Said  company  may  establish  branch  lines  and 
offices  alon^  or  from  said  main  line,  and  may  contract 
with  any  other  telephone  company  or  telegraph  company 
for  the  transmission  or  receiving  of  messages  over  its 
lines  to  any  other  point  or  points. 

§  11.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  willfully  or  mali- 
ciously injure*  obstruct,  or  destroy  any  of  the  property  of 
said  company,  he  shall  he  confined  in  the  county  jail  not 
less  than  three  nor  more  than  twelve  months. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER   1269. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  oflBciftl  advertising  in  JefferaoQ  coonty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genercd  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  or 
Jefferson  county,  in  the  month  of  July  of  each  year,  to 
hear  such  competent  proof  as  may  be  offered  by  affidavit 
or  orally,  and  from  such  proof  to  determine  which  news- 
paper has  the  largest  bona  fide  circulation  within  such 
county;  and  when  he  shall  have  heard  sufficient  evidence 
to  determine  the  same,  he  shall  make  an  order  on  the 
records  of  his  court  designating  such  newspaper  as  the 
one  in  which  shall  be  published  all  official  advertisements 
now  required  by  law  to  be  published. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  clerks,  constables,  mas- 
ter and  special  commissioners,  marshals,  sheriffs,  and 
collectors,  and  all  other  officers  who,  by  law  or  order  of 
any  court  held  in  such  county,  may  be  required  to  adver- 
tise sales,  notices,  and  other  matters,  to  insert  and  pub- 
lish the  same  in  the  newspaper  selected  in  accordance 
with  the  first  section  of  this  act;  and  no  advertisement 
inserted  in  any  other  paper  shall  be  taxed  as  costs,  or 
charged  for,  unless  inserted  also  in  the  paper  so  selected 
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AS  above,  and  specially  ordered  to  be  so  published  in  such 
other  paper  by  the  court,  or  the  proper  authority  having^ 
jurisdiction  over  such  proceeding:  Provided^  That  in  no- 
case  shall  the  amount  charged  or  paid  for  said  advertis- 
ing exceed  the  regular  advertising  rates  of  said  paper;: 
and  all  advertisements  specified  in  this  act  shall  be  set 
up  as  solid   matter,  printed  without  unnecessary  display, 

§  3.  fn  determining  the  paper  having  the  largest  circu- 
lation in  said  county,  as  provided  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act,  the  county  judge  shall  take  the  average  bona  Jide 
circulation  of  such  paper  within  such  county  for  a  period 
of  sixty  days  preceding  the  first  of  July  of  each  year,  not 
including,  however,  any  issue  or  edition  printed  or  dated 
on  Sunday,  nor  the  weekly  issue,  if  the  paper  be  both 
daily  and  weekly. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1270. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Lexington  Board  of  Trade. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  A.  S.  Winston,  Jos.  M.  Kimbrough,  H.  JM.    incorporators. 
Buford,  T.  B.  Wood,  and  T.  J.  Donahy,  and  their  associ 
ates,  successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created 
a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  ol  st/ie. 
the  Lexington   Board  of  Trade,  and  by  that  name  shall 
be  known,  and  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue. 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  shall  have  a 
common   seal,  and  have  the  right  to  alter  the  same   at 
pleasure;  to  make  all  necessary  by-laws  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  the  association  and  the  conduct  of 
its  business,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  association  shall  not  be  capfiai stock- 
less  than   twenty   thousand  dollars,  and   not   more   than 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one 
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hundred  dollars  each,  which  shares  shall  be  transferable 
only  on  the  books  of  the  corporation  in  such  manner, 
and  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  board  of  directors 
may  prescribe. 

§  3.  Upon    the    subscription    of  the    minimugn    capital 
^  named  in  the  second  section  hereof,  the  subscribers,  or  a 

majority  in  value  of  them,  shall  meet  and  s'elect  five 
persons,  who  shall  be  stockholders  and  residents  of  Ken- 
tucky to  serve  as  directors  of  said  institution  until  the  | 
first  Monday  in  January,  1883,  and  until  their  successors 
shall  be  qualified.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  in 
each  year,  but  meetings  may  be  called  at  any  time  sub- 
ject to  the  regulations  to  be  made  in  the  by-laws ;  and  in 
all  meetings  and  elections  of  officers,  each  person  may  be  j 
entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  held  by  him. 
The  directors  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected,  but  may  be  removed  by 
any  regular  or  called  meeting  of  the  stockholders.  They 
may  choose  one  of  their  number,  or  one  of  the  other  stock- 
holders, as  president;  may  appoint  a  cashier,  and  such 
other  officers  as  they  may  require;  fix  the  compensation, 
prescribe  their  duties,  and  take  bond,  with  security,  for 
the  faithful  discharge  thereof,  and  have  general  manage- 
ment of  all  the  affairs  of  the  corporation.  Said  directors 
shall  annually  appoint  two  or  more  stockholders  to  hold 
the  elections. 

§  4.  At  the  regular  meeting  for  the  election  of  directors, 
there  shall  be  appointed  a  committee  of  two  stockholders, 
not  directors,  who  shall,  at  least  five  times  in  a  year,  ex- 
amine into  and  report  upon  the  condition  of  the  institu- 
tion, which  report  shall  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  all 
the  stockholders. 

§  5.  Said  board  of  trade  may  receive  annual  member- 
ships and  permanent  memberships,  and  may  charge  a  fixed 
subscription  for  such  membership.  It  may  furnish  to  its 
stockholders  and  subscribers  information  as  to  the  current 
market  prices  in  the  chief  commercial  centers  of  the 
United  States  of  all  commercial  securities,  stocks,  bonds, 
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grain,  cotton,  pork,  and  articles  of  commerce,  and  pro- 
ductions of  every  kind.  It  may  furnish  to  its  subscribers 
information  as  to  the  financial  standing  of  individuals, 
firms,  and  corporations;  it  may  publish  daily  or  other 
bulletins  of  prices,  rates,  and  transactions,  and  may,  for 
a  compensation,  or  on  commission  buy  and  sell  in  bulk, 
or  on  mar^fin,  all  commercial  securities  and  commodi- 
ties, local  as  well  as  those  rated  in  the  New  York  and 
Chicago  markets,  and  may  make  exchanges  of  commodi- 
ties for  an  agreed  compensation,  and  do  all  the  acts  and 
things  properly  pertaining  to  the  transactions  of  a  board 
of  trade,  but  shall  not  deal  in  the  loaning  of  money  or 
have  any  banking  privileges. 

^  6.  The  directors  may  declare  annual  or  semi-annual  Dividends. 
dividends  of  the  profits  arising  from  the  business  of  said 
board  of  trade,  and  on  the  first  day  of  January,  and  first 
day  of  July  in  each  year,  shall  make  an  exhibit  of  its 
financial  condition,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection 
and  examination  of  the  stockholders,  and  having  been 
audited  and  attested  by  the  president,  shall  be  recorded 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose.  The  said  board  may 
purchase,  hold,  sell,  and  convey  any  real  or  personal  estate 
which  may  be  necessary  to  carr}'  out  the  object  of  its 
creation,  and  it  may  receive  conveyances  of  real  estate, 
or  such  property  as  may  b6  necessary  or  proper  to  secure 
any  debt  due  it,  or  which  may  be  sold  for  the  payment  of 
such  debt. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

5  1.  That  the  persons  who  may  subscribe  stock  for  thr 
purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  from  Tollesboro 
to  Esculapia  Springs,  in  Lewis  county,  Kentucky,  be,  and

are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Tolieeboro  and  Esculapia 
Turnpike  Road  Company ;  and  by  that  name  may  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession. 

§  2.  Said  road  shall  be  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  six  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  presi- 
dent by  said  directors;  and  said  directors  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  the  stockholders,  on  the  first  Saturday  in 
March  in  each  year. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twelve 
thousand  dollars,  or  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  to 
construct  the  road«  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  each,  and  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote  lor  each  share  held  by  him. 

^  4.  That  James  Toucray,  Jackson. Teager,  Tom  Rug- 
gles,  Hiram  Wades,  James  Hull,  and  William  Jones  are 
constituted  a  board  to  act  until  the  first  election  of  di- 
rectors; and  they  may  at  any  time  and  place  open  books 
and  receive  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said  company;  and 
when  stock  enough  has  been  subscribed  to  build  two 
miles  of  said  road,  said  board  may  organize  said  com- 
pany. 

§  5.  Said  company  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges conferred  by  the  general'  laws  of  the  State  upon 
similar  companie*s  for  procuring  and  condemning  the 
right  of  way  and  materials  for  ^aid  road,  the  violation  of 
their  chartered  rights,  and  the  safety  and  preservation  of 
their  property. 

§  6.  When  said  road  shall  have  been  completed,  a  gate 
or  gates  may  be  erected  thereon,  at  which  toll  may  be 
collected;  but  such  toll  shall  not  exceed  the  rates  allowed 
by  State  law. 

§  7.  The  whole  width  of  said  road  shall  not  be  under 
twenty  nor  more  than  thirty  feet;  the  width  of  the  macadj 
amized  part  not  less  than  twelve  feet. 

§  8.  The  provisions  of  the  best  chartered  turnpike  in 
this  State  shall  apply  to  this  road. 

§  0.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1272. 

^N  ACT  to  authorial  the  Butler  county  court  of  claims  to  levy  a  por  capita 
and  ad  Talorem  tax  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a  road  and  bridge  fund  for 
said  county,  and  to  govern  the  expenditure  of  the  same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
-of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  court  of  claims  of  Butler  county  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  a 
special  tax  of  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  capita  on 
each  person  subject  to  pay  county  levy,  and  twenty-five 
cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  ot  taxable  prop- 
erty in  said  county  per  annum,  which  tax,  when  collected, 
shall  constitute  a  special  road  and  bridge  fund  for  said 
county. 

^  2.  Said  tax  shall  be  levied  by  the  court  of  claims  of 
said  county  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as 
is  the  county  levy,  and  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of 
^he  county,  who,  together  with  the  securities  on  his  county 
levy  bond,  shall  be  responsible  for  the  faithful  collection 
and  disbursement  of  same,  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  sheriff  to  pay  over  on  the  order  of  the  county  court; 
and  the  sheriff  shall  be  allowed  compensation  for  collect- 
ing the  same  as  now  allowed  by  law  for  collecting  county 
levy;  but  he  shall  not  have  compensation  as  if  the  said 
tax  was  a  separate  fund,  but  as  if  same  was  part  of  the 
county  levy. 

§  3.  That  the  fund  raised  by  this  tax  shall  be  kept  sep- 
arate and  apnrt  from  all  other  county  funds,  and  shall 
be  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  building  and  repairing 
bridges  on  public  highways,  and  for  building,  altering, 
and  repairing  public  highways  within  said  county:  Pro- 
vided, however^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed 
as  changing  the  law  with  reference  to  the  power  and 
duty  of  the  county  court  to  open,  establish,  or  change 
roads  at  the  cost  of  the  person  moving  for  same,  or  to 
dictate  terms  with  reference  to  such  motions:  And  pro- 
vided further.  That  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as 
depriving  the  court  of  claims  from  levying  a  poll-tax  as 
'now  authorized  by  law,  in  addition  to  this  tax,  for  any 
^nd  all  purposes  that  it  may  now  be  levied  for. 
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.  §  4.  That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  this  act,  the 
said  court  of  claims  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered^ 
to  appoint  one  or  more  commissioners  of  public  highways 
and  bridges  as  seems  to  them  best,  which  commissioner  or 
commissioners  may  be  given  power  over  the  whole  county,, 
or  only  over  a  certain  district  of  such  size  and  boundary 
as  to  the  court  may  seem  best;  and  the  court  may  contract 
with  the  said  commissioner  or  commissioners  as  to  their 
compensation  and  duties,  and  shall  take  bond  from  the 
said  commissioner  or  commissioners,  with  good  and  suffi- 
cient sureties,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  saidr 
commissioners'  duties,  and  for  the  faithful  and  full  dis* 
bursement  of  all  money  that  may  come  to  his  hand  aa 
commissioner  as  aforesaid. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  commissioners  appointed 
under  this  act  to  exercise  a  general  oversight  of  all  roads- 
and  bridges  within  his  district ;  to  report  any  needs  of 
same  to  the  court  of  claims;  to  report  any  overseer  fail- 
ing to  do  his  duty  to  the  grand  jury  ;  to  hire  hands,  and 
have  same  under  his  oversight;  to  work  on  any  road  or 
bridge  in  the  county  when  so   ordered   by  the  court  of 
claims,  and  to  do  all  work  on  same  that  may  be  ordered 
by   said   court;  to  superintend   the   building  of  all  new 
bridges;  to  immediately  repair    any  bridge  damaged  by 
accident;  to   move   the   county   court   for  the   alteration,, 
change,  or  discontinuance  of  any  road  when  in  his  judgr 
ment  the  public  interest  demands  it;  to  oppose  any  alter- 
ation, change,  or  discontinuance  of  any  public  highway 
when  in  his  judgment  same  would  be  detrimental  to  the 
public,  and  to  expend  any  money  that  may  come  to  his> 
hands  for  the  improvement  of  the  roads  and  bridges  of 
his  county;  but  he  shall  make  no  expenditure  exceeding, 
fifty  dollars  for  any  one  purpose  or  price  of  work,  except 
on  the  order  of  the  court  of  claims,  unless  the  cost  of  the 
same  be  less  than  fifty  dollars,  when  the  expenditure  may 
he  made  on  the  order  of  the  county  judge  alone. 

§  6.  Every  road  commissioner  appointed  under  this  act 
shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  iib 
open  court  take  an  oath  that  he  will  well  and  faithfullyt 
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discharge  the  duties'of  said  office  without  favor  or  par- 
tiality to  any  individual. 

§  7.  Every  road  cominissionerlappointed  under  this  act 
shall,  in  addition  to  being  liable  on  his  bond,  be  also  liable 
to  indictment  by  the  grand  jury  of  the  county  for  willful 
neglect  of  duty,  malfeasance  or  nonfeasance  in  office, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  circuit  court  be  fined 
in  a  sum  not  exceeding  $500. 

§  8.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  ponstrued  as  releasing 
any  surveyor  of  a  highway  or  any  road  hand  from  any 
duty  or  liability  that  may  vest  under  by  existing  law,  or 
as  authorizing  any  expenditure  for  opening  or  changing, 
old  roads,  or  cutting  out  new  roads  where  same  can  be 
done  by  the  road  hands  of  the  community  under  existing 
law;  but  this  statute  shall  be  construed  as  in  all  respects 
supplemental  to  the  statutes  now  in  force. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  only  apply  to  Butler  county. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  peo- 
ple of  Butler  county  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1882, 
legal  notice  thereof  having  been  posted  at  each  voting 
precinct  in  said  county  at  least  three  weeks  before  said 
August  election;  said  notices  to  state  how  much  tax  may 
be  levied  annually  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
property,  and  also  on  each  poll;  and  if  a  majority  of  the* 
voters  voting  on  that  day  in  said  county  vote  for  the  bill> 
it  is  then  to  become  a  law;  otherwise  it  is  to  be  null  and 
void.

N.  Hendren,  H.  C.  Graham,  A.  J.  Sims,  H.  J  Cunning- 
ham, Dr.  S.  Scruggs,  Henry  Sallee,  Grason  Bottom,  and 
John  Horn,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  commis- 
sioners to  open  books  and  solicit  subscriptions  to  stock 
of  said  company;  but  before  said  commissioners  or  any 
number  of  them  shall  proceed  to  solicit  or  receive  such 
stock  subscription,  wriltten  notice,  signed  by  at  lease 
three  of  said  commissioners,  shall  have  been  posted  along 
the  line  of  said  proposed  turnpike  road  for  at  least  ten 
days  previous  to  the  time  of  meeting,  stating  when  and 
where  such  meeting  shall  be  held.

§  4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  president  or  director 
who  is  not  the  owner  of  one  or  more  shares  of  stock  in

said  road ;  and  in  the  election  of  said  directors,  each  stock- 
holder shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock 
so  owned,  and  may  be  cast  in  person  or  by  written  proxy. 

§  5.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  power 
to  appoint  a  treasurer,  j?ate-keeper,  and  all  other  officers 
or  agents  which  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  effect  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  and  to  remove  them  at  pleasure. 
They  may  require  the  treasurer,  arid  all  other  officers  or 
agents  appointed  by  them,  to  execute  bond  and  security 
in  such  sum  as  they  may  deem  proper,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  incumbent  on  them 
as  such. 

§  6.  The  commissioners  appointed,  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion three  of  this  act,  shall  purchase  a  book  or  books, 
and  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said  company  shall 
enter  into  the  following  obligation  in  safd  book,  viz  : 
"We,  whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed,  do  promise  to 
pay  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Fairview,  Dun- 
cansville,  and  Cornishville  Turnpike  Road  Company  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  share  of 
stock  in  said  company  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such 
manner  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  by  them  required, 
and  as  set  forth  in  an  article  of  subscription,  hereby 
waiving  all  homstead  and  exemption  laws  in  the  collec- 
tion of  the  same.  Witness  our  hands  this  — —  day  of 
.  18—." 

§  7.  The  width  of  grade,  the  width  and  depth  of  the 
-metal  on  said  grade,  as  well  as  the  size  of  broken  metal, 
also  the  degree  of  elevation  to  which  said  road  shall  not 
exceed,  shall  be  determined  by  the  president  and  board 
of  directors;  and  whenever  as  much  as  two  consecutive 
miles  of  said  road  is  completed,  the  company  may  erect 
a  toll-gate  thereon,  and  collect  toll  pro  rata  as  now  al- 
lowed by  general  statute,  and  shall  have  the  right,  with- 
out further  enactment,  to  remove  and   locate   toll-gate. 
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and  erect  toli-house,  as  shall  beat  subserve  the  interest  of 
said  company:  Provided,  That  no  such  toll-gate  shall  be 
erected  nearer  than  one  half  mile  to  the  corporate  limit^i 
of  any  town  through  which  said  rpad  may  be  built. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  road  shall  have 
the  right  and  power  to  acquire  the  ri^ht  of  way  for  said 
road ;  to  locate  and  lay  out  the  same,  and  may  take  steps 
authorized  by  the  General  Statutes  to  condemn  the  land 
over  which  the  same  may  run,  not  to  exceed  thirty  feet  in 
width,  and  for  toll-gate  sites,  as  also  material  from  adja- 
cent lands  for  the  constructing  and  repairing  same. 

§9.  Said  company  shall  have  power  under  this  act  to 
build  a  branch  turnpike  road  from  Cornishville,  by  the 
most  practicable  route,  to  the  Harroddburg  and  Duncans- 
ville  Turnpike  Road  near  Salem  meeting-house. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1274. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Winchester  Lighting^  Gompanj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  T.  B.  Wood,  James  Flanagan,  J.  H.  Stuart, 

incorporaton.      J.  H.  Bcauchamp,  and  W.  M .  Beckner,  and  their  assigns 

and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body- 

styie.  corporate    and    politic,    by    the    name    of   the    Winches- 

ter Lighting  Company,  for  an  indefinite  period;  and  by 
that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  and  by  that 
name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in 
all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth;  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to^ 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  to  alter  and  change  the 
same  at  pleasure;  and  to  make  all  necessary  by-laws  and 
regulations  for  the  government  of  the  company  and  the 
conduct  of  its  business,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  keep  an  office  in  the  town« 
of  Winchester,  and  its  business  shall  be  to  construct  and 
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maintain  in  the  said  town  a  factory  and  works  for  the  Purposes. 
purpose  of  supplying  said  town   and  its  inhabitants  with 
light  generated  from  coal  gas,  electricity,  or  other  illu- 
minating agencies. 

§  3.  That  said  company  may  purchase  and  hold  as 
much  land  as  will  be  required  for  its  offices,  and  the 
residence  of  its  officers  and  agents  and  laborers,  and  for 
sites  for  its  works,  and  for  suitable  engine  and  other 
houses  for  its  works;  and  said  company  may  sell  or  ex- 
change the  same,  and  purchase  again;  and  may  hold  such 
personal  estate,  machinery,  &c.,  as  will  be  necessary  and 
•convenient  for  the  transactions  and  business  of  the  com- 
pany. 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company,  within 
five  years  after  its  organization,  to  erect  and  establish  in 
the  city  of  Winchester  a  manufactory  or  generator  of 
sufficient  extent  and  capacity  to  supply  said  city  and  the 
citizens  thereof  with  all  ^uch  public  and  private  lights  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  required. 

§  5.  That  the  company  have  the  exclusive  privilege  of 
erecting,  establishing,  and  constructing  works  of  the  char- 
acter named  herein  in  the  said  city  during  the  existence 
of  this  charter,  and  the  vending  of  light  and  illuminating 
power. 

§  6.  That  to  enable  the  company  to  construct  and  es- 
tablish its  works  in  said  city,  it  is  authorized  to  lay  down 
and  extend  its  pipes,  wires,  and  conductors  through  any 
of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  city,  and  may  erect  all 
necessary  posts  and  poles;  and  for  that  purpose  is  author- 
ized to  take  up  the  pavements  and  to  replace  the  same, 
and  shall  be  responsible  to  the  city  for  any  damage 
which  may  arise  therefrom,  or  any  unreasonable  delay 
in  replacing  the  same;  and  said  company  shall  observe 
the  ordinances  of  said  city  in  the  erection  and  extension 
ot  its  improvements. 

§  7.  That  the  corporators  aforesaid,  or  any  three  of 
them,  shall  be  commissioners  for  opening  books  for  the 
subscription  of  stock;  and  they,  or  any  two  of  them, 
jnay  advertise  the  time  and  place  of  opening  the  books 
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in  the  city  of  Winchester,  and  ehall  keep  them  opeir 
until  not  less  than  two  hundred  shares  shall  have  been 
subscribed,  when  they  shall  be  closed. 

§  8.  That  when  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000)  in  stock 
shall  have  been  subscribed,  they  shall  advertise  the  same 
and  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  giving  at  least 
ten  days'  notice;  and  the  stockholders  so  called  may  elect 
five  directors  of  said  company,  who  shall  choose  a  presi- 
dent from  amongst  themselves,  to  whom  shall  be  intrusted 
the  real  and  personal  estate,  bu-^iness,  property,  funds, 
and  financial  concerns  of  said  company,  and  the  admin- 
istration of  its  affairs.  They  shall  serve  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  chosen,  and  after  the  first  election  they  shall 
be  annually  elected  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  in 
each  year,  of  which  ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  in 
a  newspaper  printed  in  said  city.  The  president  and 
directors  shall  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  arise  in  their 
body|from  any  cause. 

§  9.  That  if  the  whole  stock  shall  not  be  subscribed 
before  the  commissioners  close  the  books,  it  shall  be  in 
the  power  of  the  president  and  directors  to  sell  the  resi- 
due at  such  time  and  in  such  manner,  and  on  such  terms 
as  they^may  deem  expedient:  Provided^  That  they  shall 
not  sell  it  under  par  without  the  consent  of  the  stock- 
holders. That  the  president  and  directors  shall  keep  a 
record  of  their  proceedings,  which  they  shall  produce  to- 
the  stockholders  at  the  regular  or  called  meetings;  they 
shall  take  bond,  with  good  security,  from  the  officers,  and 
renew  them  from  time  to  time,  as  the  by-laws  shall  direct. 

§  10.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
Capital  stock.       any  sum,  to  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  directors^ 

not  exceeding  forty  thousand  dollars. 

§  11.  That  the  city  of  Winchester  shall  have  the  right 
to  subscribe  any  or  the  whole  number  of  shares  in  said 
company,  and  to  pay  for  the  amount  so  subscribed,  but 
said  subscription  shall  not  be  paid  or  made  until  the  ques- 
tion shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  city,  and  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at 
said  election,  due  notice  of  which  shall  have  been  given 
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by  advertisement  for  at  least  twenty  days  in  some  news- 
paper published  in  said  city.  If  said  vote  shall  be  in  the 
affirmative,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  and  city 
council  or  board  of  trustees  to  subscribe  for  the  number 
of  shares  directed  at  said  election;  and  to  pay  for  the 
amount  so  subscribed,  the  mayor  and  council  shall  have 
the  power  to  issue  thi*.  bonds  of  the  city,  to  bear  any  rate 
ot  interest  not  to  exceed  six  per  centum  per  annum,  and 
shall  make  a  special  levy  of  tax  for  the  liquidation  of 
such  bonds  and  interest  as  may  be  determined  by  said 
mayor  and  council  in  such  manner  and  on  such  terms  as 
they  may  direct,  and  appoint  a  collector  of  said  tax,  who 
shajl  be  required  to  execute  bond,  with  sufficient  security^ 
in  an  amount  not  less  than  two  thousand  dollars,  condi- 
tioned AA  may  be  required  by  the  mayor  and  board  of 
councilmen.

CHAPTER  1275. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  the  dividioji;  line  between  the  counties  of  Wayne  and 

Whitlej  in  this  State. 

WuBREAS,  Doubts  have  arisen  as  to  the  true  location  of 
the  line  dividing  said  counties;  for  remedy  whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of   Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  line  between  the  counties  of  Wayne  and 
Whitley,  in  this  State,  shall  be  as  follows  :  Beginning  in 
the  centre  of  the  Big  South  Fork  of  Cumberland  river^ 
where  the  line  between  Pulaski  and  Whitley  counties 
strikes  said  stream  opposite  the  mouth  of  Rock  creek; 
thence  up  the  said  Big  South  Fork  with  its  meandering^ 
to  the  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  State  line;  and  that  all 
of  the  territory  which  lies  south  and  east  of  said  line 
which  was  embraced  in  Wayne  county  by  the  provisions 
of  the  act,  entitled  *'An  act  for  the  erection  of  a  new 
county  out  of  the  counties  of  Pulaski  and  Cumberland," 
approved  December  18,  1800,  shall  be  considered,  and  i» 
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now  declared  to  be,  part  of  Whitley  county:  Provided^ 
fuAiever^  That  this  act  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  any 
patent  to  land  lying  in  said  territory,  whether  the  sorvey 
upon  which  said  patent  was  issued  and  rests  was  made 
on  a  warrant  issued  by  the  county  court  of  either  Wayne 
or  Whitley  county;  but  ^aid  patent  or  patents,  where 
otherwise  regularly  issued,  shall  be  and  are  declared 
valid  and  nufficient. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passaf^e.

Be  it  enctcted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  institution  of  learning  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  established  in  the  town  of  Lawrenceburg,  An- 
derson county,  to  be  known  under  the  name  and  style  of 
•^tyie.  the  Anderson  County  Seminary. 

5  2.  That  W.  F.  Bond,  W.  E.  Bell,  John  J.  Felix,  A.  C. 
\w^u\'oi  cduca.  Witherspoon,  F.  M.   Robinson,  J.  W.   Hickman,  and  W. 

lion, 

J.  Waterfill,  and  their  successors  in  office,  are  hereby 
appointed  a  board  of  education  for  said  seminary,  and  are 
created  a  body-politic  with  perpetual  succession;  and  as 
such  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with;  and  they  and  tfaeir  successors  in  office  shall  hold, 
for  school  purposes,  all  the  property  heretofore  acquired 
by  said  seminary,  and  any  and  ail  property,  money,  or 
choses  in  action,  which  at  any  time  or  in  any  manner  may 
hereafter  belong  to  said  institution. 

§  3.  That  said  hoard  may  appoint  one  of  its  members 
omrm  chairman,  another  secretary,  and  another  treasurer;  but 

the  offices  of  secretary  and  treasurer  may  be  tilled  b}'  the 
same  person;  and  the  treasurer  shall  be  required  to  exe- 
cute bond,  with  good  security,  payable  to  said  board,  con-

§  6.  That  said  board  may  levy  a  tax  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  prop- 
erty subject  to  State  revenue  tax  in  common  school 
district  number  one,  as  described  and  recorded  in  com- 
mon school  commissioner's  office  of  Anderson  county;  but 
said  tax  shall  not  be  collected  unless  a  majority  of  the 
white  qualified  voters  in  said  district  who  vote  shall  vote 
the  same;  and  said  tax  may  be  voted,  if  so  stated  in  the

^  7.  That  when  said  board  shall  levy  the  tax  aforesaid, 
•they  shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding 
said  election  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same 
rules  and  regulations  as  set  forth  in  the  common  school 
laws  when  a  tax  is  to  be  levied,  except  that  the  notices 
of  said  election  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  of  the 
board. 

^  8.  The  chairman  of  the  board  and  the  secretary  shall 
hold  said  election  at  the  seminary  between  the  hours  of 
«one  and  six  o'clock,  P.  M.,  of  the  second  Saturday  in 
July  of  each  year,  unless  the  tax  should  be  voted  for  a 
series  of  years;  but  if,  from  any  cause,  said  election  is 
not  held  on  said  day,  then  the  same  may  be  held  on  any 
day,  notice  thereof  being  given  by  four  written  or  printed 
.posters  at  the  most  public  places  in  said  district  fifteen 
days  previous  to  the  holding  of  said  election;  and  if,  after 
summing  up  the  votes  cast  by  the  white  qualified  voters 
•of  said  district,  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  those

§  11.  That  the  board,  a  majority  concurring  therein,, 
shall  have  power  to  employ  annually  a  principal  of  said 
seminary  for  the  instruction  of  the  pupils  therein  in  the 
arts  and  sciences,  and  in  all  the  useful  and  ornamental 
branches  of  a  liberal  and  thorough  education,  which 
principal  shall  be  subject  to  removal  by  said  board  at 
any  time  for  incompetence,  neglect  of  duty,  or  immoral 
conduct,  and  shall  be  subject  to  such  examination  at  all 
times  touching  his  qualifications  as  may  be  deemed  to 
the  interest  of  said  school  or  prescribed  by  the  board. 

§  12.  That  said  principal  shall  have  the  right,  and  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  employ,  by  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  board,  such  person  or  persons  as  assistants,  as  the 
exigencies  of  said  institution  may  require,  and  such  assis- 
tants shall  be  subject  to  like  examination  as  the  principal,.

§  14.  That  the  board  shall  meet  on  the  first  Saturday  in 
each  month  at  nine  o'clock,  A.  M.,  at  the  seminary,  to 
adjust  any  difficulties  between  patrons  and  teachers,  and 
to  attend  to  such  other  business  as  the  institution  mav 
require,  and  some  member  of  the  board  shall  visit  the 
school  whilst  in  session  at  least  once  in  every  two  weeks. 

§  15.  That  any  diplomas,  degrees,  honors,  or  certifi  D-grccs 
cates  conferred  by  said  board,  shall  be  signed  by  the  prin- 
cipal of  said  school,  and  by  the  chairman  and  secretary 
of  the  board,  and  if  a  certificate,  it  shall  entitle  the  holder 
thereof  to  teach  in  the  common  schools  of  this  State  for 
the  period  of  two  years  without  further  examination. 

§  16.  That  any  person  who  may  have  attended  other 
schools,  and  completed  the  course  of  studies  prescribed 
by  the  board  of  education,  may  present  themselves  for 
examination;  and  if  the  president  of  the  board  and  sec- 
retary thereof,  and  the  principal  of  the  seminary,  shall  be 
satisfied,  such  persons  have  thoroughly  completed  said 
course,  they  may  confer  upon  them  such  honors,  degrees,, 
and  certificates  as  are  provided  herein  for  regular  at- 
tendants and  graduates  of  said  seminary. 
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§  17.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  heretofore  passed 
incorporating?  said  institution  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  18.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  July,  1882.

CHAPTER  1277. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Ten  Mile  and  Tvrelve  Mile  Tarnplke  Road  Com- 

pan  J.  in  Campbell  couoty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  r/f  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  George  F.  Truesdell,  W.  J.  Berry,  Wm.  Mc- 
Cormack,  John  Trever,  Joseph  Clark,  and  David  Boots, 
and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a 
body-corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Ten  Mile  and  Twelve  Mile  Turnpike  Road  Company, 
with  full  power  in  said  name  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  to 
have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  Said  company  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
construct,  maintain,  and  operate  a  turnpike  road  from  a 
point  of  junction  with  the  Twelve  Mile  Turnpike  Road, 
at  or  near  Ten  Mile  Creek,  in  Campbell  county,  to  a  point 
at  or  near  Twelve  Mile  creek,  in  said  county,  and  at  or 
near  the  house  of  James  Digby,  on  said  creek. 

§  3.  The  persons  named  as  incorporators  herein,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  may  organize  said  company  for  tem- 
porary purposes  at  any  time  they  choose,  and  upon  tem- 
porary organization  may  open  books  for  subscription  of 
«tock  in  said  company;  and  may  make  such  regulations 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  in  reference  thereto,  and 
•they  may  cause  said  road  to  be  located  and  surveyed. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
three  thousand  dollars  for  each  mile  of  road  constructed, 
maintained,  or  operated  by  it;  said  stock  to  be  divided 
into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each.  In  all  elections 
and  general  meetings  of  said  company,  each  share  of 
;8tock  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote,  which 
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may  be  cast  by  written  proxy  or  in  person.  Every  sub- 
scription to  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed 
a  grant  of  the  right  of  way  for  said  road  through  and 
across  any  lands  owned  by  the  subscriber,  and  shall  be 
held  and  so  taken. 

§  5.  The  right  of  way  for  said  company  shall  be  fifty 
feet,  twenty-five  feet  on  each  side  of  the  center  line  of 
the  road  as  constructed. 

§  6.  The  company  may  make  permanent  organization,, 
and  commence  the  construction  of  said  road  upon  the 
subscription  of  $2,000  bona  fide  to  the  capital  stock  of  the 
company,  and  upon  payment  into  the  treasury  of  $200;. 
and  upon  organization  ten  per  cent,  of  all  subscribed 
stock  must  be  paid  up. 

§  7.  The  ofiicers  of  said  company  shall  be  a  president,, 
secretary,  treasurer,  and  board  of  five  directors.  The 
directors  shall  be  elected  annually  for  a  term  of  one  year». 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The 
board  of  directors  shall  choose  a  president,  secretary,  and 
treasurer,  not  necessarily  from  their  number,  but  from 
stockholders  of  the  road,  who  shall  serve  during  the 
pleasure  of  the  board.  They  may  appoint  all  officers^ 
agenis,  and  servants,  and  employ  and  pay  the  same  as 
the  interests  of  the  company  require.  The  election  shall 
be  held  at  such  time  as  may  be  fixed  by  by-laws  of  the 
company. 

§  8.  Said  company  may  contract  with  the  Twelve  Mile 
Turnpike  Road  Company  for  the  purchase  or  lease  of 
any  part  of  the  Twelve  Mile  Turnpike  Road,  east  or 
south  of  Five  Mile,  and  said  Twelve  Mile  Turnpike  Road 
Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  contract  with  said  Ten 
Mile  and  Twelve  Mile  Turnpike  Road  Company  for  said 
purpose,  and  any  part  of  the  Twelve  Mile  Turnpike  Road 
transferred  under  or  by  virtue  of  this  section  shall  there- 
upon become  a  part  of  the  Ten  Mile  and  Twelve  Mile 
Turnpike  Road,  and  shall  thereafter  be  held,  maintained, 
and  operated  under  this  charter.  Said  Ten  Mile  and> 
Twelve  Mile  Turnpike  Road  Company  may  also  con 
tract  with  said  Twelve  Mile  Turnpike  Road   Company: 
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for  the  collection  of  their  tolls  at  the  upper  gate  of  said 
last  named  company,  and  may  have  all  tolls  which  they 
are  entitled  to  receive  over  their  said  road,  whether  con- 
structed by  them  or  acquired  fnim  said  Twelve  Mile 
Turnpike  Company  collected  at  said  gate. 

§  9.  Said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  for  and 
receive  foi  all  travel  over  the  road  operated  by  it  the  tolls 
•now  authorized  by  chapter  110,  General  Statutes  of  Ken- 
tucky. 

^  10.  The  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  transferable 
only  upon  the  books  of  the  company. 

§  11.  The  company  may  make  all  by-laws  necessary 
for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  not  in  conflict  here- 
with, and  not  in  conflict  with  the  laws  of  this  State. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1278. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  and  reduce  into  one 
the  several  acts  relating  to  the  charter  and  amendments  thereto  of  the 
town  of  Winchester,"  approved  February  2,  1882. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  in  the  fourth  section  of  said  act  "  officer  *'  be 
supplied  between  the  words  **8ome"  and  "qualified." 
That  in  same  section  '*  perform"  be  supplied  between 
^*one"  and  "then."  That  in  same  section  "  suing "  be 
changed  to  "sued."  That  in  section  six,  subsection  one, 
between  "them"  and  "have,"  "can"  be  changed  to 
"  shall."  That  in  same  section,  subsection  six,  "  improve- 
ment," between  "or"  and  "  or,"  be  changed  to  "impris- 
onment." That  in  same  section,  subsection  seven, 
**surpress,"  between  "to'*  and  "gaming,"  be  changed 
to  "suppress."  That  in  same  section,  subsection  ten, 
*'  in,"  which  immediately  follows"  successors,"  be  stricken 
out.  That  in  same  section,  subsection  fifteen,  the  words 
■*' mayor  and,"  occurring   between  the   words  "of"  and 
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^*  board,"  be  stricken  out,  and  "  a "  be  inserted  before 
•'*8aid  town  board."  That  in  section  seven,  subsection 
■one,  "  such,"  between  "at"  and  "meeting;,"  be  changed 
to  "each."  That  in  section  nine'*  finale"  be  changed 
to  **  final."  That  in  section  eleven  "it"  be  supplied 
between  "officer"  and  "shall."  That  in  same  section 
'**  their,"  between  "of"  and  "duty,"  be  changed  to 
"his."  That  in  same  section  "  discharge  "  immediately 
following  "  faithful,"  be  stricken  out.  That  in  same  sec- 
tion "collection,"  between  "for"  and  "the,"  be  changed 
to  *' collecting."  That  in  same  section  "in"  be  supplied 
between  "  and  "  and  "  all  other  cases."  That  in  section 
twelve  fifty  cents  be  fixed  as  the  fee  for  order  of  injunc- 
tion.  That  in  same  section  "copy"  be  supplied  between 
"each"  and  "  thereof,"  in  the  clause  relating  to  order  of 
delivery.  That  in  same  section  "  returnes"  be  changed 
to  "  returns."  That  in  nineteenth  section  the  words  "  he 
or  she"  be  supplied  between  "thereof"  and  "  shall." 

§2.  That  section  twenty-three  of  said  act  be,  and  it  is 
hereby,  so  amended  that  it  read  as  follows:  "  That  when 
any  prosecution   is  instituted  for  a  breach  of  any  of  the 

:laws,  ordinances,  or  by-laws  of  said  town,  the  prosecu- 

• 

tion  shall  issue  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  board  of  counciimen  of  Winches- 
<ter;  and  said  town  shall  be  entitled  to  the  fine  or  penalty 
recovered;  and  in  any  case  said  town  shall  pay  to  the 
officers  their  costs;"  and  all  parts  of  said  section  incon- 
sistent with  the  above  are  repealed. 

§  3.  That  by  section  six,  subsection  thirteen,  of  said 
act  said  board  of  counciimen  be,  and  they  are,  empow- 
ered to  require  the  owners  of  real  estate  in  Winchester 
'to  construct  pavements  and'  sidewalks,  and  that  said 
'bond  have  the  same  powers  in  regard  to  such  construc- 
tion that  is  given  them  over  repairs. 

§  4.  That  said  board  of  counciimen  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  license  and  tax  billiard-tables,  pool-tables, 
pigeon-tables,  and  aH  other  tables  which  are  used  by  the 
.proprietors  thereof  for  profit  as  well  as  all  powers  to 
iregulate,  .gavepn,  and  police  such  tables  as  is  given  to 
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them  by  section  six,  subsection  fourteen,  over  houses  oF 
entertainment,  ten-pin  alleys,  &c. 

§  5.  That  in  section  six,  subsection  fifteen,  of  said  act,, 
''five  thousand  dollars''  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  substituted^ 
for  the  words  ''one  thousand  dollars/'  wherever  said  last 
named  words  occur  in  said  section. 

§  6.  That  section  twenty-seven  of  said  act  be,  and  it  is 
hereby,  amended  to  read  as  follows  :  "That  at  all  elec- 
tions for  a  board  of  councilmen  of  Winchester  the  voters 
of  said  town  shall  consist  of  male  citizens  of  said  town 
who  are  twenty-one  years  old,  and   who  have  been  bona- 
fide  citizens   thereof  for  twelve    months,  and    who  shall 
have  lived  in  the  ward  wherever  be  offers  to  vote  sixty 
days  next  preceding  such  elections;"  and  all  parts  of  said« 
section  not  consistent  with  this  is  hereby  repealed. 
.  §  7.  That  in   section  twenty-eight   of  said   act    "  fifty 
cents  '  be,  and  it  is,  substituted  for  **  two  dollars,"  where- 
ever  the  latter  words  occur  in  said  section. 

§  8.  That  the  board  of  councilmen  of  Winchester  be,, 
and  they  are  hereby,  empowered  to  enact  such  laws  and. 
ordinances,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State 
or  wMth  this  charter,  as  they  may  deem  fit  and  necessary 
for  the  government  and  protection  of  said  town  and  the- 
citizens  thereof ;  and  they  are  further  empowered  and 
authorized  to  fix  and  enforce  such  penalties  for  the  vio- 
lation of  same  as  shall  be  necessary. 

§  0.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  erect 
or  construct  within  the  limits  of  said  town  ot  Winchester 
any  building  or  other  structure  without  a  written  permit 
from  the   board  of  councilmen  of  Winchester;  and  said* 
board  is  hereby  empowered  to  grant, or  to  refuse  such 
permit  when   the  interest  or  safety  of   the   town   or  its 
citizens  require;  and  said  board  is  further  empowered  to 
restrain  or  prevent  any  violation  of  this  act  by  injunc- 
tion or  other  process  of  law ;  and  the  recorder  of  said- 
town  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction   with  the  circuit 
judge  to  grant  such  writ,  and  to  hear  and  adjudicate  the- 
same,  and  the  proceedings  in  such  matter  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  the  Code  of  Practice  of  this  State,  except  as  to- 
jurisdiction  as  above  named. 
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$  10.  That  at  all  elections  in  said  town  for  members  of 
the  board  of  councilmen,  all  votes  cast  for  one  who  is 
ineligible  to  said  office  shall  be  void,  and  the  candidate 
possessing  the  proper  legal  qualifications,  who  shall  re- 
ceive the  highest  number  of  votes,  shall  be  deemed  and 
declared  elected. 

§  11.  That  the  board  of  councilmen  of  Winchester  be, 
and  they  are,  judges  of  the  election  of  members  of  their 
own  body,  and  in  case  the  election  of  more  than  three  of 
any  board  be  contested,  the  county  judge,  county  clerk, 
and  sheriff  of  Clark  county  shall  act  as  a  board  to  decide 
between  the  contestants  until  at  least  four  of  such  con- 
testants are  declared  elected  and  are  qualified,  when  such 
number  shall  be  empowered  to  act  as  judges  as  above 
named;  and  said  board  shall  have  full  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  in  said  body. 

§  12.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  1279. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Mt.  Olivet,  Evans'  Mill,  and  Mt.  Pisgah  Torn- 
pike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  cre- 
ated a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  aame  and 
style  of  **  The  Mt.  Olivet,  Evans'  Mill,  and  Mt.  Pisgah 
Turnpike  Road  Company,  in  Robertson  and  Fleming? 
counties,''  and  by  said  name  and  style  shall  have  per- 
petual succession,  and  the  power  to  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  all  other  power  given 
by  the  general  law  to  turnpike  road  companies,  and  nec- 
essary to  carry  out  the  intent  and  purpose  of  its  organi- 
zation. 

§  2.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct  a 
turnpike  road  from  a  point  in  the  Mt.  Olivet  and  Sardis 
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Turnpike  Road,  in  Robertson  county,  near  the  former 
residence  of  James  E.  Brown  on  said  road,  by  or  near 
Evans'  mill,  in  said  county,  to  a  point  on  the  Maysville 
and  Lexington  Turnpike  Road,  in  Fleminfi:  county,  near 
Mt.  Pisgah  Church. 

§  3.  Asberry  Henson,  Nelson  Sledd,  Monroe  Evans. 
Alfred  M.  Cord,  and  James  S.  Swart  are  appointed  com- 
missioners, any  of  whom  may  open  books  for  the  sub- 
scription of  stock  to  said  company,  and  the  obligations 
of  subscribers  thereto  shall  be  binding;  upon  said  sub- 
scribers, and  in  substance  as  follows:  We,  whose  names 
are  hereunto  subscribed  and  affixed,  promise  to  pay  to 
**The  Mt.  Olivet,  Evans*  Mill,  and  Mt.  Pisgah  Turnpike 
Road  Company '^  the  several  amounts  set  opposite  our 
names,  at  such  times  and  in  such  sums  as  required  by  the 
board  of  directors  of  said  company. 

§  4.  Whenever  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  shall 
be  subscribed  in  stock,  said  commissioners,  or  any  two  of 
them,  may  call  a  meeting  of  such  subscribers,  to  be  held 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  designate,  and  at 
such  meeting  a  president,  four  directors,  and  a  treasurer 
shall  he  elected  for  one  for  the  period  of  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  One  vote 
shall  be  allowed  at  that  and  all  succeeding  elections  for 
each  share  of  stock.  The  stockholders  may  change  the 
time  of  their  annual  meeting,  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
concurring. 

§  5.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  ex- 
ceed fifteen  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  each. 

'§  ti.  The  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  pa^s  any  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  their  own 
government  and  the  government  of  the  affairs  of  said 
company  and  its  officers,  that  they  may  deem  necessary, 
not  inconsistent  with  this  act  or  with  the  Constitution  of 
this  State  or  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

§7.  The  width  and  grade  of  said  road  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  said  president  and  directors,  as  also  that  portion 
•to    be    covered   with  metal  or  stone,  and   the   thickness 


;i 
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thereof;  and  said  president  and  directors  shall  determine 
when  and  in  what  manner  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof, 
shall  be  let  out  for  construction. 

§  8.  Said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  acquire  the 
right  of  way  and  quarries,  and  land  for  toll-houses  and 
tolUgate  purposes,  or  for  any  other  purpose  necessary  in 
the  construction  of  said  road,  by  contract  or  agreement 
with  the  parties,  or  by  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum^  as  pro- 
vided by  law,  in  the  event  they  cannot  agree ;  and  may 
charge  toll  at  the  rate  fixed  by  law  for  five  miles,  or  at 
the  same  rate  for  any  fractional  part  thereof;  and  said 
company  is  authorized  to  erect  a  gate  and  collect  toll 
when  two  and  one  half  miles  of  its  road  is  completed  and 
ready  for  travel. 

§9.  The  Robertson  county  court  may  subscribe  stock 
in  said  road,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  turnpike 
law  of  said  county,  for  that  portion  of  the  road  lying  in 
said  county,  and  the  Fleming  county  court  hfiay  subscribe 
fitock  in  said  road  for  that  portion  lying  in  Fleming  county, 
not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  mile,  and  may 
levy  and  collect  a  tax  to  pay  the  same. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1281. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  erection  of  a  boom  on  Little  SaDdj  river,  at  or 

uear  Leon  Station,  in  Carter  coanty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
<)f  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  James  W.  Stewart  and  his  associates  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  erect  and  maintain 
a  boom  upon  Little  Sandy  river,  at  or  near  Leon  Station, 
in  Carter  county,  for  the  purpose  of  stopping,  holding, 
and  securing  saw-logs,  staves,  and  other  timber  products 
floated  to  said  station:  Providedy  That  said  boom  shall 
not  be  erected  so  as  to  impede  the  free  passage  of  said 
river. 
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§  2.  As  compensation  for  the  use  of  said  boom,  they 
may  charge  and  collect  from  the  owners  or  purchasers  of 
the  timber,  staves,  &c.,  so  secured,  any  sum  agreed  upon^ 
not  exceeding  the  following  rates,  viz:  For  saw-logs, 
fifteen  (15)  cents  each;  for  pipe  staves,  thirty  (30)  cents 
per  thousand;  for  oil  barrel,  whisky  barrel,  or  other 
barrel,  or  beer  keg  staves,  and  for  heading,  twenty  (20) 
cents  per  thousand  pieces;  for  wagon-spokes,  fifteen  (15) 
cents  per  thousand;  for  railroad  ties,  five  (5)  cents  each; 
and  in  case  no  contract  has  been  made,  they  may  change 
and  collect  the  rates  herein  provided  on  all  such  staves, 
logs,  and  other  timber  stopped,  held,  and  secured  which 
is  taken  out  of  said  boom  by  the  owner,  purchaser,  or  by 
his  or  their  directions. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  efl^ect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1282. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  formation  of  corporationa  to  cooetruct  taropi^ 

and  gravel  roads  in  the  county  of  Union. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of.  the  Commonwealt}^ 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  number  of  persons, 
not  less  than  ten,  to  associate  themselves  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  a  turnpike  or  gravel  road  in  the  county 
of  Union;  and  when  such  persons  shall  file  in  the  county 
court  their  articles  of  association  in  writing,  specifying 
the  name  and  style  of  the  corporation,  and  the  kind  of 
road  they  propose  to  construct,  and  the  places  between 
which,  and  in  general  terms  the  route  along  which  they 
propose  to  construct  it,  and  their  acceptance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  then  such  persons,  their  associates  and 
successors,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  as  in 
such  articles  designated,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  all 
the  powers,  rights,  and  privileges  by  this  act  provided, 
and  as  are  authorized  by  chapter  fitty-six  of  the  General

'Statutes;  and  the  said  court  shall  by  order  declare  its  ac- 
ceptance and  approved  of  the  said  articles  of  association, 
and  cause  the  same,  with  the  nannies  of  the  subscribers,  to 
be  spread  at  large  upon  its  order-book. 

§  2.  That  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  '^\n  act 
to  authorize  the  formation  of  corporations  to  construct 
turnpike  and  gravel  roads  in  the  county  of  Henderson/' 
approved  April  Ist,  1880,  shall  apply  to  and  govern  cor- 
porations under  this  act,  except  that  the  word  Henderson 
shall  be  stricken  out  of  said  act  where  it  occurs,  and  the 
word  Union  inserted,  and  the  said  corporations  organized 
under  this  act  shall  have  all  the  powers,  and  be  under  all 
the  restrictions  as  provided  under  that  act. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1283. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  re-niArking  and  re-locating  the  line  between  the 

counties  of  Ballard  and  McGracken. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
-of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  John  W.  Ogilvie,  of  McCracken  county;  A. 
lY.  Shelby,  of  Ballard  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
appointed  commissioners  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  State 
of  Kentucky  to  re-locate  and  re-mark,  as  required  by  the 
general  law,  the  line  between  the  counties  of  Ballard  and 
McGracken.  They  are  authorized  to  employ  a  surveyor 
or  surveyors  to  assist  them ;  they  shall  hear  proof  of  the 
original  location  of  said  line,  and  for  that  purpose  either 
of  said  commissioners  are  authorized  to  administer  the 
oath  to  witnesses.  They  shall  locate  said  line  as  near  as 
practicable  to  the  original  line.  The  purpose  of  this  act 
is  to  require  the  location  where  it  was  originally  sur- 
veyed. The  expense  of  making  said  location  shall  be 
borne  equally  by  the  counties  of  Ballard  and  McCracken. 

§  2.  That  when  said  line  is  located  by  said  commis- 
sioners, and  their  report  thereof  is  filed  in  the  county 
-clerks'  of&ces  of  Ballard  and   McCracken  counties,  the 
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same  shall  be  recorded,  and  shall  thereafter  be  the  line 
between  said  counties. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1284. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  maDner  of  letting  ont  public  works  in  the  coanty 

of  Knox. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaJth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  to  let 
out  or  have  done  any  public  work  in  the  county  of  Knox, 
by  the  county  judge  or  the  county  court  of  said  county^ 
the  county  court  shall  let  out  the  same  by  and  through 
three  commissioners,  appointed  by  said  court,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  draw  or  have  drawn  the  plan  and  specifica- 
tions  for  said  proposed  building  or  work  to  work,  and  to 
advertise  the  time,  place,  and  terms  of  letting  out  said; 
work  at  three  or  more  public  places  in  the  vicinity  of 
said  work,  at  least  ten  days  before  letting  out  the  same;, 
and  shall  let  out  the  same  to  the  lowest  responsible  bid* 
der,  and  take  from  the  contractor  or  contractors  to  do  the 
work  bond,  with  approved  security,  payable  to  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky,  in  such  sums  as  they  deem  suffi- 
cient, for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  contract  by  said 
contractor  or  contractors;  and  said  commissioner  shall 
examine  the  work,  and  receive  or  reject  the  same.  They 
shall  report  their  proceedings  to  court  in  writing;  and  if 
they  have  received  the  work,  the  county  court  shall  order 
the  county  treasurer  or  sheriff  to  pay  for  same,  according 
to  the  terms  agreed  upon,  out  of  any  money  in  his  hand& 
belonging  to  said  county.  The  committee  t^hall  choose 
one  of  their  number  to  superintend  the  work,  who  shall 
require  it  to  be  done  according  to  the  contract,  and  may 
stop  the  work  if  it  is  not  being  done  according  to  con- 
tract. 

$2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  iDOorpora^e  the  CasejTill*  and  Buffalo  Oltj  Gravel  Road  Ooro- 

panj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commontvealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  ].  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed  and  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Caseyville  and  Buffalo  City  Gravel  Road  Company,  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating  a  gravel  road 
from  Caseyville,  in  Union  county,  to  Buffalo  City,  in  same 
county. 

^  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten 
thousand  dollars,  with  the  privilege  of  increasing  it  to 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each. 

§3.  John  M.  Dyer,  Louis  Talbott,  John  Alleway,  Henry 
Gilchrist,  and  John  W.  Dyer  are  hereby  appointed  and 
created  commissioners,,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  sub- 
scriptions to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  any  two 
of  whom  may  act  and  open  books  for  that  purpose  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they  deem  best;  and  when  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  to  give  ten  days'  notice  to  the  stockholders, 
through  some  newspaper  published  in  Union  county,  to 
meet  at  tome  place  in  Caseyville  for  the  purpose  of  elect- 
ing a  president  and  five  directors;  one  vote  shall  be  cast 
lor  each  share  of  stock.  Said  officers  shall  continue  in 
office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  The  elections  thereafter  shall  be  held  on 
the  first  Monday  in  May  in  each  year  at  the  same  place, 
i  §  4.  So  soon  as  said  company  is  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a. 
body-politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  law,  under  the 
title  and  name  of  the  ''Casey  ville  and  Buffalo  City  Graved 
Road  Company;"  and  by  said  name  shall  have  perpetual 
t-uccession,  adopt  a  common  seal,  and  have  and  enjoy  all 
the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  all  such  corpo- 
rations;  and   shall  be   capable  of  holding  their  capital 
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stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  of  the  same;  and  also 
of  taking  and  holding,  by  purchase  or  gift,  such  real  or 
personal  property,  and  the  increase  of  the  same,  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  the  objects  of  this 
corporation;  they  shall  also  have  power  to  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State;  and 
generally  to  do  all  lawful  acts  to  effectuate  the  object  for 
which  this  corporation  was  created,  including  right  to 
borrow  money,  issue  bonds,  negotiate  and  sell  the  same, 
and  mortgage  all  or  any  of  the  corporate  property  to 
secure  such  loans  or  bonds. 

^  5.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
fix  and  graduate  the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road; 
the  width  and  portion  thereof  to  be  covered  with  gravel, 
and  the  depth  thereof;  to  designate  in  Caseyville  and 
Buffalo  City  the  points  of  beginning  and  termination  ;  to 
establish  toll-gates,  and  fix  the  rates  of  toll,  not  exceed- 
ing, however,  the  rates  fixed  by  the  general  laws  of  the 
•Commonwealth,  The  president  and  directors  shall  have 
power,  after  three  con^cutive  miles  are  completed,  to 
erect  one  gate,  and  coUect  toll,  and  when  the  entire  road 
is  completed  to  erect  another  gate,  and  collect  toll  thereat. 

^  6.  The  president  and  directors  are  authorized  and 
■empowered  to  construct  a  gravel  road  from  Caseyville  to 
Buffalo  City,  in  and  upon  the  present  road,  between  said 
points,  and  for  that  purpose  to  use  and  appropriate  the 
said  road  in  whole  or  in  part,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  county  court  of  Union  county. 

^  7.  The  president  shall  give  notice,  in  such  manner  as 
he  may  deem  best,  of  the  amount  of  the  call  on  each 
«hare  of  the  stock,  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  payment; 
and  if  any  stockholder  or  subscriber  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company  shall  fail  to  pay  his  amount  of  stock  so 
called  for,  for  the  space  of  six  months  after  said  notice, 
his  said  stock  and  itfl  increase  shall  be  forfeited  to  the 
K^ompany,  unless  the  whole  amount  of  his  stock  called  for 
^hall  hav«  been  paid. 
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§  8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  appoint  a  treas- 
•urer,  secretary,  gate-keeper,  and  such  other  officers  as 
they  may  deem  necessary,  and  may  fix  their  compensa- 
tion, and  require  bond  of  them  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  their  duties;  said  officers  to  hold  their  offices  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  board  of  directors. 

§  9.  That  the  written  or  printed  certificate  of  the  sec- 
retary, countersigned  by  the  president,  shall  be  evidence 
of  the  ownership  of  stock  in  this  company,  and  said  stock 
may  be  sold  and  transferred  on  the  books  of  the  secretary, 
in  person  or  by  agent  or  attorney,  when  all  arrearages  are 
paid,  and  not  till  then. 

§  10.  That  the    president   may   call  meetings   at  such 
times  and  places  as  he  may  desire  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

§  11.  The  president  and  directors  of  this  company  shall 
receive  such  compensation  for  their  services  as  a  majority 
of  the  stockholders  may  agree  upon. 

§  12.  Stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one  vote,  in 
person  or  by  proxy,  at  all  elections,  and  on  all  questions 
voted  on,  for  each  share  of  stock  owned  by  them.

B.  Churchill,  jr.,  together  with  their  associates,  successors, 
and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  incorporated  a  body- 
corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Arctic  Test  styic 
Oil  Refinery,  of  Louisville,  Kentucky;  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  in  law  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  to  pl«ad  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and 
he  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  court  what-

soever;  and  also  to  make  and  use  a  sea),  and  to  change- 
the  same  at  pleasure;  and  also  to  ordain  and  make  sucb 
b3'-law8   as    may   be    necessary   and  convenient  for   the 
government  of  the  corporation,  and  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

$  2.   The  genera]  nature  of  the  business  proposed  to  be 
P«»poMt.  transacted  is  that  of  purchasing,  refining,  manufacturing, 

and  selling  cotton-seed  oil  and  its  various  products;  and 

in  order  to  properly  conduct  the  same,  said  corporation  is 

Capital  stock.       hereby  granted  the  right  to  make  its  capital  stock  twenty 

thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each, 
with  power  to  increase  the  capital  stock  to  fifty  thoQsand 
dollars,  shares  or  interest  not  to  be  transferable,  except 
with  the  consent  of  all  the  stockholders,  or  in  case  of 
death. 

§  3.  The  corporation  shall  date  from  the  nineteenth  day 
of  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-two. 

§  4.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  conducted 
by  a  board  of  three  directors,  who  shall  elect  of  their 
number  a  president,  secretary,  and  superintendent,  the 
secretary  acting  as  treasurer.  The  incorporators  shall 
constitute  the  first  board  of  officers,  but  in  the  future 
the  annual  election  of  officers  and  directors  shall  occur 
in  the  first  week  of  January. 

§  5.  The  highest  amount  of  indebtedness  or  liability  to

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtfk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  body-politic  and  corporate  is  hereby  cre- 
styie.  ated,  under  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Jefferson  and 
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Bullitt  Turnpike  Company ;"  and  under  that  nanne  an(f 
style  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  may  have  a  com- 
mon seal;  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  anrf 
be  sued,  and  do  all  other  acts  which  such  bodies-corporate 
may  do,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky  and  of  the  United  States,  and  which  may  be 
necessary  to  exercise  the  powers  hereinafter  granted. 

§  2.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct  Pa  poses. 
a  turnpike  road  and  branches,  from  a  point  in  Jefferson 
county,  Kentucky,  near  the  northwest  corner  of  the  Zoo- 
logical gardens,  where  Third  street  of  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville, if  extended,  would  intersect  the  present  dirt  road 
near  SamueI|Bryant'9;  thence  southwardly  in  as  straight 
a  line  as  practicable,  from  the  initial  point  to  the  eastern 
base  of  Cox's  knob;  thence  around  the  eastern  side  of 
said  knob;  and  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  the  land  for- 
merly known  as  Jones',  near  Sanders',  about  8^  miles 
from  the  beginning;  thence  by  the  most  convenient  grade 
ascending  the  hills  to  the  Bullitt  county  line;  thence  by 
the  most  practicable  route  to  Salt  river,  from  the  initial 
point  to  Cox's  knob,  following  the  present  dirt  road 
wherever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  company,  it  does  not 
seriously  deflect  from  a  straight  line. 

§  3.  The  commissioners  are  hereby  declared  to  be  John  Commissioners. 
Caperton,  Jacob  Krieger,  sr.,  Eli  P.  Farmer,  J.  D.  O'Leary, 
and  Stephen  E.  Jones,  who  are  empowered  to  receive 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company;  and 
when  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been 
subscribed,  an  election  of  a  board  of  directors  shall  hv. 
held  under  their  supervision. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall   not  ex-  CapUai stock. 
ceed  $100,000,  divided  into  shares  of  $50  each. 

§  5.  Said  company  may  locate  said  road  and  such 
branches  as  they  may  deem  best  in  Jefl^erson  and  Bullitt 
counties,  and  may  purchase  or  consolidate  with  other 
turnpike  companies;  may  take  donations  of  the  right  of 
way  and  quarries,  leases  or  releases  of  land,  for  any  of 
the  purposes  of  said  road;  to  own,  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise, real  estate;  to  erect  toll-houses  and  gates,  and  select. 
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the  most  advisable  routes  for  said  road,  and  contract  with 
others  for  making  of  said  road;  and  to  enable  it  to  build 
said  road,  it  shall  have  all  the  rights  to  the  writs  of  ad 
quad  damnum  as  allowed  by  the  General  Statutes,  chap- 
ter 110,  section  11. 

§  6.  The  width  of  said  road  shall  not  exceed  100  feet, 
nor  be  less  than  30  feet. 

§  7.  8aid  company  shall  elect  a  board  of  directors^  who 
shall  elect  a  fxresident,  treasurer,  and  other  officers,  and 
may  require  bonds  of  its  officers  and  employes,  and  make 
and  alter  at  pleasure  by-laws  for  its  government,  and 
rules  and  regulations,  to  conduct  and  protect  their  road 
and  property,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  Kentucky 
and  the  United  States. 

§  8.  The  board  of  directors  may  make  calls  on  the  sub- 
Tolls.  scriptions  in  such  sums,  and  at  such  times,  as  they  see  fit, 

and  may  erect  toll-bars  and  collect  tolls  at  the  rates  pro- 
vided for  in  the  General  Statutes,  as  soon  as  2}  miles  of 
said  road  is  completed;  but  the  tolls  shall  be  proportioned 
as  said  road  is  completed  from  time  to  time. 

§  9.  Any  one  willfully  injuring  the  property  of  said 
company  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $5  nor  more  thaa 
$20  for  the  benefit  of  said  company,  besides  the  damages 
resulting  from  said  injury. 

§  10.  Said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  mortgage 
and  issue  bonds,  bearing  six  per  cent,  per  annum  interest, 
at  such  time  as  they  see  fit,  on  its  road-bed,  property  and 
franchise,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  building 
or  extending  said  road  or  branches. 

§  11.  Said  company  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  priv- 
ileges of  any  other  turnpike  company  chartered  under  the 
laws  of  this  State. 

§  12.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1288. 

AN  ACT  for  the  beoodt  of  Leooidas  Helfurd,  of  Scott  coantr. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-four 
dollars  and  fifteen  cents  be  appropriated  to  Leonidas 
Mefford,  of  Scott  county,  for  expenses  incurred  in  attempt-  * 
ing  to  arrest  and  bring  into  this  Commonwealth,  as  said 
Commonwealth's  agent,  one  George  P.  Smith,  indicted  in 
the  Scott  circuit  court  for  procuring  property  under  false 
pretense.  And  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  is  directed 
to  issue  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  for  said  sum  in 
favor  of  said  Mefford,  payable  out  of  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2.  That  this  act  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  1289. 

AN   ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  Louisville,, 
HarrodsburfT,  and  Virfriaia  Railroad/'  approved  March  9,  1868. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  capital  stock  of  the  Louisville,  Harrods- 
burg,  and  Virginia  Railroad  shall  consist  of  shares  of  the 
value  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  instead  of  fifty  dollars 
each,  as  provided  in  the  original  acts,  and  the  acts  amend- 
atory thereto. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Louisville,  Harrodsburg, 
and  Virginia  Railroad  to  issue  income  bonds  and  preferred 
stock,  and  to  secure  the  same  by  mortgage  or  other  con- 
veyance. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1290. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  "Sparta  lastitute."  in  Owen  county,  Kentacky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tht  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  C.  Samuel  and  Wiley  Broch,  of  Owen  county, 
Kentucky,  and  D.  C.  Jameson  and  Solomon  Ellifl,  of  Gal- 
latin county,  Kentucky,  the  present  trustees  of  **  Sparta 
Institute,"  an  institution  of  learning  situated  in  the  town 
of  Sparta,  Owen  county,  Kentucky,  and  their  successors 
in  office,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  *' Sparta  In- 
stitute, and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession, 
with  power  to  adopt  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  change 
the  same  at  pleasure;  to  make  contracts  for  the  benefit  of 
said  **  institute  ;'*  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth  ;  to 
acquire,  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  purchase,  or  otherwise, 
any  real  or  personal  property  for  the  use  of  said  *' insti- 
tute;" to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  at  pleasure,  ac- 
cording to  any  by  laws  that  may  be  adopted  by  said 
trustees,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky  or  of  the  United  States,  and  to  rein- 
vest the  proceeds  arising  therefrom  in  any  such  real  and 
personal  estate  as  they  may  deem  proper  for  the  benefit 
of  said  institute. 

§  2.  The  trustees  of  said  institute  shall  continue  in 
office  until  they  resign  or  remove  from  the  said  counties 
of  Owen  and  Gallatin,  or  are  deposed  according  to  the 
bylaws  established  under  this  act;  and  shall  have  power 
to  choose  from  their  own  body  a  president,  secretary,  and 
treasurer,  and  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body. 

§  3.  The  president  of  the  institute,  and  assistant  teachers, 
together  with  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  board  of 
trustees,  shall  have  power  to  confer  upon  the  students  of 
paid  institute  any  and  all  the  diplomas  and  degrees  con- 
ferred by  any  similar  institution  in  this  State:  Provided^ 
That  no  degree  be  conferred  upon  any  of  the  students 
except  those  who  shall  have  completed  the  prescribed 
course  of  studies,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination 
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In  the  8ame,  and  who  shall  have  maintained  a  good  moral 
character.  Said  diplomas  for  decrees  shall  be  signed  by 
the  president  of  the  institute  and  assistant  teachers,  and 
by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  board  of  trustees. 

§  4.  The  trustees  shall  have  power,  a  majority  of  whom  Quorum. 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  all  busi- 
ness, to  elect  the  president  or  principal  professors  and 
tutors  in  said  institute,  and  upon  the  deaths  resignation, 
or  removal  of  such,  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies. 
The  president  or  principal  shall  have  power  to  suspend 
any  student  for  remissness  of  duties,  disobedience,  or 
violation  of  rules,  and  said  president  or  principal,  to- 
gether with  the  trustees,  shall  have  power  to  expel  such 
students  from  said  institute  for  persistence  in  disobedi- 
ence, remissness  of  duty,  and  immoral  practice. 

§  5.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  such  by- 
laws,  rules  and  ordinances,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  the  State  and  of  the  United  States,  as  they  shall  deem 
proper  for  the  supervision  and  government  of  said  insti- 
tute. 

§  6.  The  institute  buildings,  grounds,  and  other  property 
belonging  to  said  institute,  shall  not  be  liable  to  taxation 
under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

$  7.  This  act  shall  lake  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
.after  its  passage.

'AN  ACT  to  amend  an   act  incorporatiDi?  the  Fox  Greek  and  Washington 
Oountj  Turnpike  Road  Oompany,  in  Anderson  conntj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

5  1.  That  the  act  incorporating  the  Fox  Creek  and 
"Washington  County  Turnpike  Road  Company  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so  as  to  permit  the  stock- 
holders of  its  branch  road,  or  the  board  thereof,  which 
"branch  runs  through  the  town  of  Johnsonville  to  the 
JBurnt  Church,  to  transact  its  own  business,  with  all  the 
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rig^htB  and  privilegefl,  so  far  as  applicable,  granted    byr 
the  act  of  incorporation  aforesaid;  the  right  to  sue  and 
be  sued  under  the  name  and  style   of  the   Board  of  the 
Branch  Road  of  the  Fox  Creek  and  Washington  County 
Turnpike  Road  Company. 

§  2.  That  the  Fox  Creek  and  Washington  County  Turn- 
pike Road  Company  shall  not  be  responsible  for  the  con- 
tracts of  the  branch  road  aforesaid,  nor  the  branch  road> 
responsible  for  the  Fox  Creek  and  Washington  County 
Turnpike  Road  Company's  debts  or  contracts  hereafter 
made  or  entered  into.

CHAPTER  1292. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  city  of  Frankfort. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth' 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  The  city  of  Frankfort  having  a  large  floating  debt,, 
now,  for  the  purpose  of  funding  the  same,  and  to  provide 
for  the  payment  thereof,  said  city  is  hereby  authorized 
to  issue  its  coupon  bonds  in  sums  not  exceeding  seventy 
thousand  dollars  in  the  aggrejgate,  for  any  period  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  years,  bonds  and  interest  payable  at  such 
place  as  may  be  fixed  by  ordinance,  bearing  interest  not 
exceeding  six   per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annu- 
ally; said  bonds  to  be  in  denominations  of  not  less  than 
$100  nor  more  than  $1,000.     Said  bonds  shall  be  issued 
before  the  board  of  councilmen   in  open  session,  and  a> 
register  of  such  issue  made  upon  its  journal.     They  shall 
be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk,, 
and  bear  the  seal  of  said  city,  and  the  coupons  shall  be 
signed   by  the  clerk  alone.     Of  said  bonds,  $35,000  shall 
bear  six  per  cent,  interest,  be  specially  registered  as  issued,, 
and  delivered  in  payment  of  that  amount  due  from  the* 
said  city  for  the  fund  collected  by  it  from  the  lottery,  and. 
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80  invested  as  required  by  law  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Frankfort  city  school,  and  when  so  issued,  to  be  delivered 
to  the  board  of  sinking  fund  commissioners  for  safe-keep- 
ingr.  The  remaining  $35,000  of  said  bonds  may  be  sold 
and  disposed  of  by  the  board  of  councilmen  upon  such 
terms  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  deemed  best  by  the 
board  of  sinking  fund  commissioners  for  the  interest  of 
said  city,  but  Rot  below  the  par  value  thereof. 

§  2.  And  whereas,  there  has  been  no  sinking  fund  cre- 
ated for  the  purpose  of  retiring  the  pressent  indebtedness 
of  said  city ;  now,  to  provide  for  the  prompt  payment  of 
the  interest  and  principal  at  maturity,  not  only  of  the 
present  bonded  indebtedness  of  said  city,  but  also  of  the 
bonds  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued,  a  sinking  fund  is 
hereby  created  therefor,  to  consist  first  of  all  moneys  col- 
lected and  received  by  said  city  from  all  licenses  of  every 
description,  other  than  such  part  thereof  as  by  law  the 
city  is  required  to  pay  into  the  State  Treasury ;  and  second, 
a  sum  to  be  by  the  board  of  councilmen  of  said  city 
levied  and  collected  as  taxes  in  said  city  annually,  as  will 
be  sufficient,  when  added  to  the  amount  realized  from 
licenses,  to  pay  the  interest  and  retire  the  principal  of 
said  bonded  indebtedness  as  it  matures;  and  all  officers 
of  ^aid  city  whose  duty  it  is  to  collect  or  receive  any 
part  of  ihe  said  funds  so  set  apart  to  said  sinking  fund, 
shall,  as  fast  as  the  same  is  received,  pay  the  same  over 
to  the  board  of  sinking  fund  commissioners,  first,  how- 
ever, obtaining  a  permit  from  the  clerk  of  said  city  for 
said  payments,  which  permit  shall  be  dated,  give  the 
amount  of  the  payment  to  be  made,  and  the  source  from 
whence  the  money  to  be  paid  was  collected  or  received. 
Said  collecting  officer  shall  not,  however,  receive  credit 
for  such  payment  until  he  returns  to  the  city  clerk  the 
receipt  of  the  board  of  sinking  fund  commissioners  there- 
for. 

§  3.  A  board  of  sinking  fund  commissioners  is  hereby 
established  for  said  city,  to  consist  of  the  cashiers  of  the 
three  banks  now  established  in  said  city  and  the  mayor 
of  said  city.     If  at  any  time  the  cashier  of  either  of  said. 
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hanks  shall  refuse  to  act  as  a  member  of  said  board,  the 
hoard  of  councilmen  shall  declare  his  place  in  said  board 
vacant,  and  proceed  by  ballot  to  elect  a  suitable  person 
tn  fill  the  same.  No  person,  except  the  mayor,  who  is  in 
any  way  connected  with  the  cit}'  government  or  any 
office  thereof,  or  who  is  not  a  resident  of  said  city  and 
has  resided  therein  four  years,  shall  be  eligible  to  a  posi- 
tion in  said  board.  Said  board  shall  electr  a  president,  a 
secretary  and  treasurer  from  its  members.  If  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  board  to  receive  from  the  proper  collecting 
officers  of  said  city,  and  receipt  to  the  same  therefor,  all 
moneys  and  dues  of  every  kind  belonging  to  the  sinking 
fund  of  said  city,  and  properly  invest  in  good  and  solvent 
interest-bearing  securities,  and  use  the  same  in  the  proper 
payment  of  the  interest  and  retirement  of  the  present 
bonded  indebtedness  of  said  city,  including  that  author- 
ized by  this  act:  Provided,  however,  That  in  the  retirement 
of  said  bonded  indebtedness,  inasmuch  as  the  $35,000  of 
bonds  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  in  payment  of  so 
much  of  the  lottery  school  fund  is  in  the  nature  of  an 
investment  for  the  benefit  of  the  city  school,  that  shall  he 
the  last  to  be  paid  off,  but  the  interest  thereon  shall  be 
promptly  paid  to  the  use  of  said  school,  as  provided  by 
law. 

§  4,  The  board  of  councilmen  of  the  city  of  Frankfort 
shall  have  power  to  define  the  duties  of  the  marshal  of 
ihe  city  of  Frankfort,  appoint  a  receiver  or  collector  of 
taxes  and  other  dues  to  said  city,  and  remove  said  receiver 
or  collector;  and  when  said  receiver  or  collector  shall  be 
«o  appointed  and  sworn  into  office  before  said  board,  and 
a  record  made  thereof  on  its  journal,  and  he  shall  have 
given  good  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties, 
to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  councilmen,  he  shall  have 
the  same  powers  and  duties,  and  be  under  the  same  re- 
sponsibilities therefor  for  the  collection  of  taxes  and  other 
dues  to  said  city,  the  advertising,  sale,  and  redemption  of 
property,  and  conveyance  of  same  when  sold  to  enforce 
payment  of  taxes,  as  are  now  by  law  conferred  and  im- 
posed upon  the  marshal  of  the  city  of  Frankfort,  or  may 
^hereafter  be  conferred  upon  said  marshal  or  collector. 
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§  5.  All  laws  or  parte  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act 
^are  hereby  repealed. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  fronn  and 
^fter  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1293. 

AN  ACT  to  cbftDge  the  coantj  line  between  the  counties  of  Pendleton  and 
Bracken  so  as  to  detach  the  farm  of  A.  Aulick  from  Bracken  and  add  the 
game  lo  Pendleton  county'. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

f  1.  That  the  line  between  the  counties  of  Bracken 
and  Pendleton  be  changed  so  as  to  begin  on  the  North 
Fork  at  the  mouth  of  Charlie's  branch,  and  running 
thence  northward  up  said  branch  to  Shoewalter's  line; 
thence  northwestardly  with  A.  F.  Aulick's  line  to  the 
line  between  said  counties  as  now  established,  the  change 
transferring  a  portion  of  the  farm  of  A.  F.  Aulick  from 
the  county  of  Bracken  to  the  county  of  Pendleton. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1294. 

-AN  AOT  to  amend  an  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Hawesville,  approved 

April  7th,  1882. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
-of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Hawesville, 
approved  April  7th,  1^82,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so 
amended  as  to  strike  out  all  of  the  first  section  after  and 
including  the  worda  *^  Provided ,  That  citizens,  &c.;"  and 
those  persons  living  in  the  district  added  to  said  town  or 

* 

city  by  said  act  shall  not  be  liable  to  any  taxes  for  repair- 
ing the  streets  of  said  town  as  the  boundary  previously 
•existed,  except  as  such  street  may  be  extended  within  said 
added  district;  but  this  act  shall  not  exempt  said  citizens 
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within  said  added  district  from  fs^eneral  taxation  for  coun- 
ty purposes. 

§  2.  That  section  fifty  of  said  act  is  hereby  repealed. 

^  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  pa^isage.

CHAPTER  1295. 

AN  ACT  aatboriziDf:  the  couotj  court  of  Boooe  county  to  appoint  commis- 
sioners to  construct  turnpike  roads  in  certain  districts  In  said  coanty,  and 
to  levy  a  tax  on  the  property  lying  in  said  districts  for  that  purpose. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  I.  That  when  a  majority  of  the  owners  of  land,  ex« 
elusive  of  minors  and  persons  under  legal  disabilities, 
lying  in  the  county  of  Boone  and  within  one  of  either  of 
the  road  districts  as  described  in  section  thirteen  (13)  of 
this  act,  shall  pret?ent  a  petition  to  the  county  court  ask- 
ing it,  then  the  said  court  shall  appoint  three  discreet 
freeholders  residing  in  said  district  to  lay  out,  establish, 
and  construct  a  turnpike  road  in  said  county  betweea 
the  points  named  in  said  petition;  and  said  commission*^ 
ers,  under  such  name  as  said  court  in  its  order  shall  fix 
upon,  shall  be  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  with  full 
power  to  lay  out  and  construct  such  macadamized  road^ 
and  for  this  purpose  may  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  and  may  acquire  by  gift,  purchase^ 
or  condemnation  such  property,  real  or  personal,  or  right 
of  way,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction,  repair,, 
and  operation  of  said  road  or  roads. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,, 
within  a  reasonable  time  after  their  appointment,  ta 
cause  a  map  to  be  made  of  said  district  and  the  line 
of  the  proposed  road  to  be  surveyed,  and  return  to  the 
county  court  said  map  and  survey,  with  the  names  of  all 
persons  owning  land  in  and  residing  in  said  district,  and 
rhe  number  of  acres  owned  by  each  individual  in  said 
district,  together  with  the  assessed  value  of  the  ianda 
lying  in  said  district,  and  the  amount  of  personal  prop^ 
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-erty  owned  by  ieach  person  residing  in  the  same  as  is 
shown  by  the  assessor's  books  of  said  county  for  the 
preceding  year.  They  shall  also  present  a  statement  in 
detail,  with  full  and  compjete  estimates  of  the  entire  cost 
of  constructing  said  road  or  roads. 

§  3.  That  at  the  next  regular  term  of  the  county  court, 
after  filing  said  report,  the  said  court  shall,  by  an  order 
duly  entered  on  its  order-book,  levy  a  tax  on  all  the  prop- 
erty, real  and  pergonal,  in  said  district,  in  a  sum  sufl[icient 
to  build  said  road  in  accordance  with  the  estimates  re- 
ported by  the  commissioners  as  the  proposed  cost  of  said 
road,  after  deducting  therefrom  the  amount  of  or  value 
of  any  donation,  private  subscription,  or  county  aid, 
which  said  commissioners  may  have  received  or  be  enti- 
tled to,  for  the  purpose  of  building  said  road:  Provided, 
however^  That  the  tax  to  be  levied  to  produce  said  sum 
may  be  levied  and  collected  in  one,  two,  or  three  years, 
as  the  said  petitioners  may  request  and  direct  in  their 
said  petition  to  the  court. 

§  4.  That  from  the  date  of  the  order  making  the  same 
said  levy  shall  constitute  a  lien  on  the  property  assessed 
as  provided  in  this  act,  and  the  respective  owners  thereof 
shall  be  bound  for  the  payment  of  the  same  ;  and  in  case  « 

any  one  bound  to  pay  said  levy  shall  fail  to  do  so,  when 
due,  and  after  ten  days'  notice  given  the  said  delinquent 
tax-payer  by  the  aforesaid  commissioners,  the  commis- 
sioners may  place  the  same  in  the  hands  of  the  sherifT  of 
Boone  county  for  collection,  who  shall  then  proceed  to 
collect  said  tax  from  said  delinquent,  and  shall  have  the 
power  to  enforce  its  collection  by  the  same  means  as 
other  taxes  are  to  be  collected,  and  shall  receive  the  same 
fees  for  collecting  said  delinquent  tax  as  are  now  received 
by  said  sheriff  for  collecting  other  taxes. 

§  5.  The  said  commissioners  shall  appoint  one  of  their 
number  to  be  treasurer,  who  shall  receive  and  receipt  lor 
all  money  or  moneys  due  and  coming  to  said  commis- 
sioners  from  all  sources  whatever,  and  shall  pay  the  same 
out  on  their  order,  taking  and  preserving  vouchers  for  all 
such  payments.     But  before  he  shall  enter  upon  the  dis- 
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charge  of  his  duties,  he  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  Com- 
monwealth, with  sureties  approved  by  the  county  court, 
worth  at  least  double  the  amount  of  money  coming:  into 
his  hands,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
duties  required  of  him  as  treasurer  aforesaid  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act;  and  he  shall  account  for  and  pay 
over  on  the  order  of  the  said  commi:ssioners  all  money  or 
moneys  coming  into  his  hands  as  treasurer  on  the  expi- 
ration of  his  term  of  ofRce  or  resignation  of  the  same^ 
and  suit  may  be  brought  upon  his  bond  by  any  person  or 
persons  who  have  suffered  any  injury  by  reason  of  any 
wrongful  act  or  acts  of  said  treasurer. 

§6.  The  said  commissioners  shall,  before  entering  on 
their  duties,  execute  before  said  court  a  joint  bond,  with 
sureties,^conditioned  in  like  manner  as  that  of  the  treas- 
urer, which  may  be  sued  on  in  the  same  manner,  and  they 
shall  be  required  to  make,  at  least  once  in  each  year,  at 
such  times  as  the  county  court  may  appoint,  a  settlement 
or  report  to  said  court,  showing  in  detail  all  their  acts 
and  transactions,  including  the  business  and  transactions 
of  their  treasurer;  and  said  court  shall  have  power  to 
remove,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  remove 
any  or  all  said  comniissioners  for  neglect,  misconduct^ 
or  incompetency,  or  on  a  petition  of  a  majority  of  the 
tax-payers  resident  in  said  road  district. 

^  7.  That  the  provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
ten  (110)  of  the  General  Statutes  in  all  matters  relating 
to  condemnation  ol  right  of  way,  lands  for  toll-houses, 
&c.,  or  for  the  material  required  lor  the  construction  of 
said  road,  together  with  such  laws  as  have  been  enacted 
since  the  adoption  of  the  General  Statutes,  shall  apply  to 
and  govern  all  proceedings  for  condemnation  under  this 
act. 

§  8.  That  no  land  or  property  that  has  been  assessed 
under  this  act  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  one  turn- 
pike road  shall  be  liable  for  an  assessment  for  any  other 
road  proposed  to  be  built  under  the  provisions  of  this  act; 
and  the  property  of  any  person  lying  within  the  bounda- 
ries of  the  proposed  road  district,  where  the  said  person 
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shall  reside  on  another  existing  and  completed  turnpike 
road,  shall  only  he  required  under  this  act  to  pay  a  tax 
fixed  at  one  fourth  the  rate  paid  by  the  other  property- 
owners  of  said  road  district  not  lying  on  any  completed 
turnpike  road  :  Prtrnded^  hoivever,  That  the  property  here- 
in fixed  at  such  reduced  taxation  shall  all  lie  in  one  body, 
and  the  owner  must  reside  upon  the  same. 

^  9.  Assessments  shall  become  due  and  payable,  one 
half  in  six  months,  and  one  half  in  twelve  months;  but  if 
the  same  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  sheriff*  for 
collection,  because  of  a  refusal  to  pay  to  the  commis- 
sioners or  the  treasurer,  the  whole  amount  due  in  one 
year  shall  then  be  due  and  payable  from  the  time  the 
same  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  officer  for  col- 
lection. 

i  10.  On  application  to  said  court  in  writing  of  a  ma- 
jority of  persons  residing  in  said  road  district,  said  court 
shall  make  an  order  allowing  the  erection  of .  gates  and 
taking  of  toll  on  said  road  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  General  Statutes;  and  all  persons  that  are 
taxed  under  this  act  for  the  construction  of  said  road 
shall  hold  stock  therein  to  the  extent  of  the  tax  paid;  and 
tor  the  purposes  ot  determining  the  dividends,  should  any 
arise  from  the  gate  receipts  on  said  road,  after  keeping 
the  same  in  repair,  the  whole  amount  of  tax  paid  for  the 
construction  of  the  road  shall  be  assumed  as  its  capital 
stock:  Provided,  however^  That  if  the  same  is  made  a  toU 
road,  no  person  shall  pass  upon  the  same  free  of  tolls. 

§  11.  Any  person  holding  a  dower  interest  in  lands 
lying  in  either  of  said  districts  shall  only  be  held  liable 
to  pay  a  tax  upon  the  value  of  the  life  estate,  and  those 
holding  the  fee-simple  in  the  same  property  shall  be  liable 
for  such  an  additional  sum  as  will  equal,  when  added  ta 
the  tax  paid  by  the  person  holding  the  dower  interest,  the 
whole  amount  to  be  paid  upon  said  property  under  thi» 
act. 

§  12.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  said 
county  to  preserve  in  his  office  all  reports,  settlementB,. 
bonds,  maps,  and  other  papers  that   may  be  filed  with 
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him  as  required  by  this  act,  and  for  his  services  shall  be 
paid  such  fees  as  shiBill  be  reasonable,  and  may  be  allowed 
by  the  court. 

§  )3.  Roads  constructed  under  this  act  shall  be  divided 
into  two  classes;  those  that  are  not  less  than  one  mile  nor 
more  than  five  miles  in  length,  and  those  that  are  not  less 
than  five  and  not  more  than  (10)  ten  miles  in  length;  and 
the  first  named  class,  those  not  less  than  one  nor  more 
than  five  miles  in  length,  shall  not  have  laid  off  as  a  road 
district,  a  district  with  territory  more  than  one  mile  on 
each  side  of  the  line  of  the  proposed  road,  and  one  fourth 
of  a  mile  from  the  termini  thereof ;  the  second  class, 
those  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  miles  in 
length,  shall  be  alone  entitled  to  a  terricory  of  two  miles 
on  each  side  of  the  proposed  line  of  said  road,  and  one 
half  mile  from  the  termini  thereof  as  a  road  district  set 
out  in  the  first  section  of  this  act. 

(  14.  The  court  shall  fix  the  compensation  of  the  treas- 
-urer,  which  shall  not  exceed  two  dollars  per  day  for  each 
entire  day's  service  rendered  by  him  under  this  act. 

§  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  passage.

AN   ACT  to  iocorporate  the  Nepton,  Ewiog  StatioQ  and  Helena  Tarnpike 

« 

Road  Com  pan  J. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

(  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created,  under  the  name 
Style.  of  the  Nepton, Ewing  Station  and  Helena  Turnpike  Road 

Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  an  artificial 
road,  upon  the  McAdam  plan,  from  Nepton,  Fleming 
county,  to  a  point  on  what  was  known  as  the  Elizaville 
and  Helena  Turnpike,  at  ornearMcGros  Springs;  then  to 
follow  the  old  road-bed  of  what  was  known  as  the  Eli- 
zaville and  Helena  Turnpike,  to  a  point  on  the  Mayslick 
and  Helena  Turnpike,  oa  or  near  the  lands  of  Richard 
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Wells,  in  Mason  county  ;  and  fronn  Nepton,  Flenning 
county,  to  a  point  on  the  Elizaville  and  Fairview  Turn- 
pike, at  or  near  Ewing  Station,  Fleming  county. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifteen  Capital  stock. 
thousand  dollars,  to   be    increased  or  diminished   as  the 
board   of  directors   may   determine,   to   be   divided    into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.   A  book  for  the  subscription   of  stock  in  said  com- 
pany shall  be  opened  at  any  time  and  place,  under  the. 
direction   of  any  two   or   more   of   the  following  named 
<5ommissioners:  A.  G.  Slicer,  A.  J.   Allen,  E.  Bell,  Robert 
Hildreth,  and  Frank  Lander. 

§  4.  The  subscribers  for  stock  shall  sign  the  following 
obligation,  which  shall  be  written  in  a  book  kept  for  such 
purpose:  **  We,  whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed,  sev- 
erally promise  to  pay  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the 
Nepton,  Ewing  Station  and  Helena  Turnpike  Road  Com« 
pany  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  share  of 
-stock  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such  manner  and  at 
•such  times  and  places  as  shall  be  required  by  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  of  said  company,"  which  subscriptions 
may  be  collectable  in  the  proper  courts. 

§  5.  That  when  two  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been 
-subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners,  or  one  or  more  of 
them,  to  give  notice  of  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of 
said  company,  to  meet  at  Nepton,  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  officers;  said  notice  to  be  put  up  at  three  or 
more  of  the  most  public  places  on  said  proposed  road  at 
least  five  days  previous  to  said  meeting,  at  which  meet- 
ing at  least  two  of  said  commissioners  shall  be  present, 
who  shall  proceed  to  take  the  vote,  by  ballot  or  other- 
wise, in  person  or  by  proxy,  of  said  stockholders,  each 
stockholder  having  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  held, 
for  a  president  and  four  directors,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
duly  elected  and  qualified.  The  time  and  place  of  elec- 
tion of  officers  after  the  first  election  shall  be  fixed  by 
4he  president  and  directors,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be 
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competent  to  do  business.  The  president  and  directors^ 
before  they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  offices,  shall  take 
an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace  that  they  will 
faithfull}'  discharge  the  duties  of  the  respective  offices 
without  favor  according  to  their  best  judgment.  They 
shall  appoint  a  treasurer  and  such  other  officers  as  they 
may  deem  necessary,  who  shall  hold  said  office  or  offices 
until  his  or  their  successors  shall  be  appointed,  but  re- 
movable by  and  at  the  discretion  of  the  president  and 
directors.  The  treasurer  shall  give  such  bond  and  secur- 
ity as  the  board  of  directors  may  require,  the  obligation 
to  be  made  payable  to  them,  conditioned  that  he  will 
faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  treasurer  of  said  com- 
pany, and  that  he  will,  when  called  on,  pay  the  amount 
ot  money  in  his  hands  to  the  order  of  said  board,  and 
that  he  will  perform  the  duties  required  of  him  by  the 
by-laws  of  said  company. 

§  0.  The  president  and  directors,  when  elected  and 
qualified,  shall  be  a  body-corporate,  in  fact  and  in  law,, 
by  the  name  of  the  **Nepton,  Ewing  Station,  and  Helena 
Turnpike  Road  Company;"  and  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  and  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident 
to  a  corporation;  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and 
holding  their  said  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and 
profits  thereof;  and  of  purchasing,  taking,  and' holdings 
to  them  and  their  successors  and  assigns,  and  of  i^elUng, 
transferring,  and  conveying,  in  fee-simple  or  otherwise,, 
all  Huch  lands,  tenements,  and  estate,  real  or  personal,  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their 
work;  and  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  any  of  the  courts  of  this 
Commonwealth,  or  any  other  place  whatever;  and  to  do 
all  or  every  other  thing  which  a  body-politic  or  corporate 
may  do. 

§  7.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  locate  and 
lay  out  said  road,  receive  releases  in  writing  of  any  per- 
son or  persons  willing  to  grant  the  right  of  way  for  said 
turnpike,  the  use  of  rock  and  timber  for  the  Bame  without 
charge,  which  being  so  given  shall  be  binding  to  all  in- 
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tents  and  purposes;  and  may  take  the  steps  authorizfd 
by  the  general  law  of  the  State  to  condemn  the  land  over 
which  said  road  is  to  run,  and  stone  and  other  materials 
from  adjacent  land^. 

§  8.  The  company  shall  have  power  and  authority,  in^ 
the  construction  of  said  road,  to  fix  the  width  and  man- 
ner of  construction,  its  grade,  and  whatever  may  apper- 
tain to  such  construction:  Provided,  however ,  The  width 
of  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  tliirty  feet,  except  in 
heavy  cuts,  and  the  width  of  metal  not  less  than  twelve 
feet. 

§  9.  The  company  shall  have  power  to  contract  for  the 
making  of  any  part  of  said  road  when  the  amount  of 
stock  subscribed  shall  be  sufficient  to  make  three  milet^ 
of  said  road  ;  may  designate  the  place  for  the  toll-gates, 
and  charge  lawful  tolls  on  all  completed  road. 

§  10.  No  person  but  a  stockholder  shall  hold  any  office 
in  this  company.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  remain- 
ing portion  of  the  board  by  appointment  until  the  regular 
Hnnual  election. 

§  11.  If  any  stockholder  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay 
his  proportion  of  stock  for  thirty  days  after  the  time  set 
for  the  payment  thereof,  every  such  stockholder,  in  addi-  • 

tion,  shall  pay  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  mnnth  upon 
the  installments  so  called,  from  the  time  the  call  wa:^ 
made,  from  every  delay  of  such  payment;  and  if  payment 
be  delayed  six  months  after  the  time  set  for  payrneni, 
such  delinquent  may,  by  order  of  the  board  of  directorfc^, 
forfeit  his  share  or  shares  to  the  corporation,  together 
with  all  that  may  have  been  paid  thereon;  and  the  presi 
dent,  by  ordi^r  of  the  board,  shall  sell  the  said  share  or 
shares  at  public  auction,  having  given  ten  days*  notice: 
Provided,  The  same  shall  bring  the  balance  due  on  said 
share  or  shares:  And  provided,  That  no  stockholder  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  corporation 
who  is  a  delinquent  as  to  the  requirements  of  the  presi- 
dent and  directors. 

S  12.  When  said  road  from  Nepton  to  the  Mayslick  and 
Helena  Turnpike  shall  be  completed,  it  shall  be  lawful 
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for  the  company  to  pot  op  one  full  gate  where  its  officers 
may  direct,  and  collect  tolls  thereat,  notwithstanding  said 
part  of  the  road  may  lack  a  fraction  of  five  miles  in 
length ;  and  when  said  road  shall  be  completed  from 
Nepton  to  the  Eli/aville  and  Fairview  Turnpike,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  company  to  put  up  one  half  gate  where 
its  officers  may  direct,  and  collect  tolls  thereat,  notwith- 
standing said  part  of  the  road  may  lack  a  fraction  of  two 
and  one  half  miles  in  length. 

^  13.  That  if  any  person,  with  intent  to  defraud  the 
company,  shall  pas:^  through  any  private  bars  or  gate,  or 
along  over  any  grounds  or  land<4  near  or  adjoining  the 
said  road,  so  as  to  purposely  avoid  paying  toll,  or  shall 
practice  any  device  to  avoid  the  just  payment  of  toll, 
such  person  or  persons  thus  offending  shall,  for  every 
such  offense,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  company  the  sum  of 
five  dollars,  recoverable  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
in  like  manner  as  other  debts  of  equal  amounts,  in  the 
name  of  the  said  company. 

§  14.  The  president  shall,  at  the  end  of  six  months 
from  the  completion  of  the  road  or  any  part  thereof,  and 
every  twelve  months  thereafter,  make  out  a  balance-sheet 
of  the  accounts,  assets,  receipts,  and  disbursements  of 
the  company,  for  the  inspection  of  the  stockholders,  and 
make  dividends  of  the  clear  profits,  if  any,  and  pay  the 
same  to  the  shareholders. 

§  15.  The  president  and  directors  shall  require  bond, 
with  good  security,  from  toll-gatherers  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  their  duties. 

^  16.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  company  to  make  a  set 
of  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  and  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  Kentucky. 

§  17.  That  the  private  property  of  stockholders  shall 
not  be  liable  for  the  debts  and  contracts  of  said  com- 
pany. 

§  18.  That  whenever  the  proper  court  of  county,  or 
either  or  both  of  them,  shall  be  satisfied  that  a  sufficient 
amount  of  stock  has  been  subscribed  in  good  faith  by 
responsible  persons  to  complete  said  turnpike  road,  in- 
cluding the  county  subscription  hereinafter  provided  for. 
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or  that  portion  of  said  road  lying  in  their  respective  coun- 
ties, then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  court  to  subscribe, 
on  behalf  of  their  respective  counties,  such  an  amount 
of  stock  in  said  road  company  as  is  now  authorized  by 
existing  laws  authorizing  the  county  courts  or  presiding 
judges  (as  the  case  may  be)  of  said  counties  to  subscribe 
stock  in  turnpike  road  companies,  and  levy  the  necessary 
tax  to  pay  the  same,  or  authorize  its  payment  out  of  any 
funds  that  may  now  be  on  hand  in  either  of  said  counties 
not  otherwise  appropriated. 

^  19.  All  laws  relating  to  what  was  known  as  the 
EIriiaville  and  Helena  Turnpike  Road  Company  are  here- 
by repealed. 

§  20.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

IAN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Carroll  county  court  to  take  stock  in  turnpike 

roads  in  said  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  sheriff  of  Carroll  county  shall,  on  the  fifth 
day  of  June,  1882,  open  a  poll-book  at  the  several  voting 
places  in  said  county,  and  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified

voters  of  said  county  as  to  whether  the  Trimble  county 

court  shall  subscribe  an  >amount  equal  to  one  half  of  the 

cost  of  construction  of  each  mile  of  turnpike  road  hereafter 

'built  in  said  county  by  any  company  now  incorporated, 

•or  that  -shall  hereafter  be  incorporated,  under  the  laws 
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of  this  State,  not  to  exceed,  however,  an  average  of  eight- 
hundred  dollars  per  mile  to  any  road  constructed  under 
this  act;  said  election  to  he  conducted  ftnd  held,  returns 
thereof  made  to,  and  the  result  declared  by,  the  same 
officers,  under  the  same  penalties,  as  now  provided  by 
law. 

^  2.  If,  upon  due  return  and  comparison  of  the  polls  of 
said  election,  it  sha'll  appear  that  a  majority  of  those 
voting  are  in  favor  of  said  county  court  making  the  sub- 
scription aforesaid,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Car- 
roll county  court,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace 
in  said  county  being  present,  to  subscribe  to  the  capital 
stock  of  each  and  every  turnpike  company  now  organ- 
ized, or  hereafter  to  be  organized,  in  said  county  as 
aforesaid.  But  no  bonds  of  said  county  shall  be  issued, 
nor  shall  any  part  of  said  subscription  be  paid  over  to- 
such  company  or  any  person  whatever,  except  as  each 
mile  of  turnpike  is  completed,  or  until  said  court  shall  be 
fully  satisfied,  in  open  court,  that  the  company  construct- 
ing the  road  are  fully  able  to  complete  it  with  the  aid  ot 
such  subscription. 

§3.  Said  court  shall  have  the  power  and  authority,  and 
they  are  required,  to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  county  in< 
such  denomination  and  forms  as  said  court  may,  by  its 
orders,  direct,  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding' 
eight  per  cent,  per  annum,  to  run  twenty  years  or  less,  at 
the  court's  option. 

§  4.  When  a  turnpike  company  has  been  organized  as 
aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  judge  of  said 
county,  upon  the  request  of  the  directors  of  said  com* 
pany,  to  convene  the  said  justices  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  5.  When  the  bonds  hereinbefore  provided  for  are 
issued,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  court  to  annually 
levy  and  cause  to  be  collected,  as  other  county  revenues- 
are  now  collected,  an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding: 
twenty-five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth 
of  all  the  property  subject  to  taxation  in  said  county^ 
which  said  amount  so  collected  shall  be  used^for  the  pur*- 
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poses  of  paying  off  the  interest  and  principal  of  said 
bonds. 

§  6.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election  in 
the  entire  county  is  against  the  ratification  of  this  act, 
then  the  same  to  be  the  law  only  in  such  precincts  as 
shall  show  a  majority  of  the  voters  therein  at  said  elec- 
tion to  be  in  favor  thereof;  and  in  that  event  the  taxes 
aforesaid  shall  only  be  levied  and  expended  in  such  pre- 
cincts as  shall  cast  a  majority  of  the  votes  polled  for  the 
ratification  of  this  act.  The  sheriff  shall  give  ten  days' 
notice  of  the  time  and  object  of  said  election  by  printed 
notices  posted  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  each  voting  place,  and  by  at  least  two  inser- 
tions in  a  newspaper  published  in  said  county. 

§  7.  If  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  any  precinct  or  pre- 
cincts in  said  county  is  against  the  ratification  of  this  act. 
the  county  court  may,  by  an  order  duly  entered  upon  its 
order-book,  again  submit  it  to  the  qualified  voters  of  such 
precinct  or  precincts  at  any  general  election  in  said 
county. 

^  8,  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  2,  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  the  right  to 
build,  construct,  and  maintain  a  work-house  or  place  of 
confinement,  in  which  to  keep,  confine,  and  restrain  all 
persons  who  may  hereafter  be  tried  and  found  guilty  by 
or  before  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  for  any  violations 
of  the  ordinances  or  by-laws  of  said  town;  and  any  per- 
son, except  females,  found  guilty  of  a  violation  of  the 
ordinances  or  by-laws  of  said  town,  and  adjudged  to 
pay  a  fine  therefor,  shall  (unless  the  same  is  paid  or  re- 
plevied), be  confined  in  said  work-house  for  a  term  of 
flays  which,  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  per  day,  will  sat- 
isfy the  whole  fine  imposed  on  the  person  so  found  guilty 
and  adjudged  to  pay  a  fine  for  a  violation  of  the  ordi- 
nances or  by-laws  of  said  town  ;  or  may  be  compelled  to 
work  on  the  streets  or  other  public  works  of  said  town, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  marshal  thereof,  until  the 
fine  be  liquidated,  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  per  day,  and 
may  be  locked  up  and  confined  in  said  work-house  at 
night  until  his  time  shall  have  expired.     All  fines  or  pen-

alties  assessed  or  imposed  by  or  before  the  police  judge 
of  said  town  for  a  violation  of  the  ordinances  or  by-laws 
of  said  town,  shall  go  and  inure  to  the  benefit  of  said 
town,  to  be  expended  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  town, 
as  the  board  of  trustees  thereof  nnay  see  proper.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  police  judge  to  see  that  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  are  strictly  enforced. 

^  3.  In  order  to  enable  the  trustees  of  said  town  to 
build  and  maintain  a  work-house,  as  set  forth  in  the 
foregoing  section,  and  to  build  pavements,  and  otherwise 
improve  the  streets  of  said  town,  they  shall  have  the 
right  to  levy  and  collect  a  poll-tax  of  not  exceeding  $2.50 
on 'and  from  each  and  every  male  inhabitant  of  said  town 
over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years;  but  no  such  poll-tax 
shall  be  levied  or  collected  oftener  than  once  in  any  one 

year.

§  3.  Books  for  subscription  of  stock  to  this  company 
may  be  opened  by  J.  Harvey  Rice,  Oscar  L.  King,  John 
Collins,  John  Chambers,  and  John  Ward,  or  any  three  of 
them,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  subscription  to  the

R.  Middleton,  and  their  associates  and  successors  forever, 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body-corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  "The  Louisville  Fair  A8.'«ociation,"  for  the 
purpose  ot  promoting  live  stock,  agricultural  and  mechan* 
ical  interests. 

§  2.  The  corporation  hereby  created  may  have  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure;  may,  by  their 
corporate  name,  sue  and  be  sued;  may  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  and  may  acquire,  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise, to4>e  used  for  the  purposes  of  said  corporation,  any 
quantity  of  land,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  tifty 
acres,  which,  if  purchased,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation, 
municipal  and  State,  for  a  period  of  five  years  thereafter, 
and  may  improve  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  may  acquire, 
hold,  and  dispose  of  such  personal  estate  as  they  may 
deem  proper  and  necessary;  and  may,  in  their  corporate 
name,  borrow  money  and  give  notes  and  bonds  therefor^ 
and  secure  the  payment  of  same  by  executing  deed  of 
trust  or  mortgage  on  the  real  and  personal  property  of 
the  corporation  ;  and  may  do  any  and  every  other  act  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, which,  in  their  opinion,  will  advance  the  ob- 
jects of  said  corporation. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  shall  have  the  right. to  condemn 
a  right  of  way,  not  exceeding  fifty  feet  wide,  to  the 
grounds  they  may  acquire  as  aforesaid. 

§  4.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  conducted 
by  a  board  of  directors,  composed  of  not  less  than  ten 
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nor  more  than  twenty-five  members,  who  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  the  stockholders  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,

and  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
8ucce$>sors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  incorporators 
named  in  this  act  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  direct- 
ors, and  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  Of  their  number  they  shall  elect  annu- 
ally, on  the  second  Monday  in  May,  a  president,'  vice 
president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  and  these  officers,  to- 
gether with  three  others  to  be  named,  shall  constitute  the 
ex^'cutive  committee  of  said  board. 

§  5.  The  capital  stock  of  said  association  shall  be  two  Capital  stock, 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  in  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  for  in  such  manner 
as  the  incorporators  hereof,  and  their  successors,  ma}' 
direct.  No  one  shall  hold  less  than  three  shares,  nor  more 
than  fifteen  shares,  of  said  capital  stock. 

J^  B.  The  incorporators  hereof,  and  their  successors,  may 
adopt  for  their  government  such  regulations  and  by-laws 
as  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth,  and  may  change  said  regulations 
and  by-laws  at  pleasure. 

§  7.   This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky :

F.  M.  Byars,  G.  Terry,  Ben.  T.  Perkins,  Dr.  E.  P.  Russell, 
S  H.  Perkins,  H.  G.  Petrie,  B.  E.  Boone,  J.  N.  Cartwright, 
Geo.  H.  Butler,  John  Bowley,  John  C.  McGehee,  F.  B. 
Hancock,  S.  H.  Sullivan,  and  Dr.  J.  O.  McReynolds,  of 
Todd  county,  Kentucky,  and  Jesse  H.  Reno,  Jesse  Moore,

§  2.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Capiui  stock.       Keutucky   and  Tennessee   Railroad   Company   shall   not 

be  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  may  be 
increased  from  time  to  time,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  of  said  company,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  but  not  to  exceed  the  actual  cost  of  building  and 
equipping  said  road.  It  shall  be  divided  Into  shares  of  not 
less  than  twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  each,  which  may  be  sub- 
scribed for  by  any  individual  or  corporation  in  or  out  of 
the  8tate  of  Kentucky,  and  shall  be  issued  and  transferred 
in  such  manner  as  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company 
may  direct;  and  as  soon  as  eight  hundred  (800)  shares  of 
said  capital  stock  shall  be  subscribed,  or  that  amount 
obtained  in  donations  and  stock,  the  subscribers  of  said 
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stock  or  donations,  their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  incorporated  into  a 
company,  by  the  name  of  the  Kentucky  and  Tennessee 
Railroad  Company,  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable 
of  holding  purchasing,  selling,  leasing,  and  conveying 
real  estate  not  exceeding  five  thousand  acres,  and  per- 
sonal estate  so  far  as  the  same  shall  be  necessary  for  the 
purposes  of  their  incorporation,  and  no  further;  and 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  by  said  corporate 
name  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  contracting  and  being

That  the  subscription,  of  stock 
shall  be  paid  in  such  installments,  and  at  such  times  as 
may  be  directed  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said  com- 
pany :  Provided,  That  no  payment  shall  be  demanded 
until  at  least  thirty  days'  public  notice  of  such  demand

§  4,  Be  it  farther  enacted^  That  aa  soon  as  one  hundred

of  their  respective  offices  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
judgment;  and  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  ma* 
jority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  elect  or  appoint  a 
treasurer  of  said  company,  and  to  require  of  him  such 
bond  in  such  penalty  and  with  such  securities  as  they 
may  prescribe;  and  may  appoint  all  such  officers,  agents, 
or  servants  as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the  business 
of  the  company,  and  may  remove  any  of  them  at  pleas-

§  7.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  president  and  direct- 
ors of  said  company  are  hereby  vested  with  all  powers, 
rights,  immunities,  and  privileges  which  are  or  may  be 
necessary  to  construct,  complete,  and  operate  a  railroad 
with  single  or  double  track,  and  with  narrow  or  wide 
gauge,  from  a  point  in  Todd  county,  on  the  line  which 
divides  the  State  of  Kentucky  from  Tennessee,  through 
the  counties  of  Todd  and  Muhlenburg,  Kentucky,  to  a 
point  in  the  latter  county  on  the  railroad  known  as  the 
Elizabethtown  and  Paducah  Railroad,  or  to  an  intersec- 
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tion  with  the  Owensboro  and  Nashville  Railroad,  or  to 
both,  the  route  to  be  by  them  selected  and  determined, 
the  road  not  to  exceed  sixty  feet  in  width;  and  that  they 
may  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  contracts  with  others  for 
making  said  railroad  or  any  parts  of  it;  and  that  they, 
their  agents,  engineers,  &;c.,  or  those  with  whom  they 
may  contract  for  surveying  or  making  the  same,  may 
•enter  upon,  use,  and  excavate  any  land  which  may  be 
wanted  for  the  site  of  said  road  or  its  construction,  or  the 
erection  of  warehouses  or  other  structures  or  works  nec- 
essary to  said  road  and  its  use,  or  for  any  other  purpose 
necessary  or  useful  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  said 
road  or  its  works  and  appurtenances;  and  they  may  build 
bridges  and  construct  tunnels,  provided  the  same  do  not 
obstruct  the  navigation  of  navigable  streams;  and  may 
fix  scales  and  weights,  lay  rails,  take  and  use  any  earth, 
timber,  gravel,  stone,  or  other  material  which  may  be 
useful  or  necessary  for  the  proper  construction,  comple- 
tion, or  repair  of  said  road. 

§  8.  Be  it  further  enacted ^  That  the  president  and  direct- 
Officers,  ors  of  said  company,  or  a  majority  (if  them,  or  their  au- 
thorized agents,  may  agree  with  the  owner  of  any  land, 
earth,  timber,  or  stone,  or  other  materials,  or  any  improve- 
ments which  may  be  wanted  for  the  construction  or  repair 
of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the  purchase,  use, 
and  occupation  of  the  same;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  or 
if  the  owner  or  owners  or  any  of  them  be  a  /erne  covert, 
under  age,  non  compos  mentis,  or  out  of  the  county  in 
which  the  property  wanted  may  lie,  application  may  be 
made  to  the  county  court,  who  shall  thereupon  order  to  be 
issued  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of 
his  county,  requiring  him  to  summon  a  jury  of  twelve 
freeholders,  who  are  bonajide  housekeepers  of  said  county, 
not  related  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land  or  material 
wanted,  or  in  anywise  interested  in  the  same,  to  meet  on 
the  land,  or  near  the  property  or  materials  to  he  valued, 
not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty  days  after  the 
issuing  of  the  same,  of  which  meeting  the  owner  of  the 
jiroperty  or  agent,  guardian,  or  representative,  shall  have 
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ten  days'  previous  notice.  If  the  owner  of  the  land  is  a 
non-resident  of  this  State,  the  said  court  shall  appoint  a 
regular  practicing  attorney  to  defend  for  him  as  prescribed 
in  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice  in  regard  to  the  defense  of 
non-residents  of  this  State.  And  if  any  of  the  jurors  shall 
fail  to  attend,  the  sheriff  shall  forthwith  summon  as  many 
jurors  as  may  be  necessary  with  those  in  attendance  to- 
complete  the  panel  aforesaid,  who  shall  act  as  the  jury  . 
of  inquest  of  damage?,  after  having^  been  sworn  by  the 
sheriff  justly  and  impartially  to  fix  the  damages  which 
the  owner  or  owners  shall  sustain  by  the  use  and  occupa- 
tion of  the  said  property  required  by  the  company,  and 
incidental  or  collateral  damages;  in  estimating  incidental 
or  collateral  damages,  the  jury  shall  take  into  considera- 
tion the  benefits  resulting  to  the  owner  from  constructing 
said  road  by,  through,  or  near  the  property  of  said  owner> 
but  only  in  extinguishment  of  consequential  damages. 
The  jury  shall  reduce  their  verdict  to  writing,  and  sign 
the  same,  and  it  shall  be  returned  by  the  sheriff  to  the 
clerk  of  his  county  court,  who  shall  file  the  same  in  his- 
office,  and  docket  the  same  as  other  suit^,  and  it  shall  be 
confirmed  by  the  court  of  said  county  at  its  next  session^ 
unless  defense  be  made  and  suflicient  cause  be  shown 
against  it;  and  when  so  confirmed,  the  clerk  shall  enter 
it  of  record  at  the  expense  of  the  company;  but  'if  set 
aside,  the  court  may  direct  another  inquisition  to  be  taken> 
in  the  same  manner.  Such  inquisition  shall  describe  the 
property  taken,  or  the  bounds  of  the  land  condemned, 
and  the  duration  of  interest  in  the  same  valued  for  the 
company;  and  such  valuation,  when  tendered  or  paid  to- 
the  owner  or  owners  of  said  property,  or  to  his,  her,  or 
their  legal  representative,  or  into  open  court,  said  owner^ 
when  he,  she,  or  they  may  refuse  to  receive  the  same,  or 
reside  without  the  county,  shall,  ipso  facto^  vest  in  thf^ 
company  the  right  of  the  land  or  things  valued,  or  the  usr 
of  the  same,  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  fully  as  if  the 
same  had  been  acquired  by  valid  conveyance. 

§9.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  whenever,  in  the  con- 
straction  of  said  road,  it  shall  be  necessary  to  intersect 
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any  other  established  road  or  way,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  company  so  to  construct  their  road  across  such  road 
or  way  as  not  to  impede  the  passa^i^e  of  persons  or  prop- 
erty along  the  same  more  than  the  nature  of  the  case 
may  make  nece^itaary ;  or  where  it  shall  be  necessary  to 
pass  through  the  lands  of  any  person,  it  nhall  also  be  its 
■duty  to  provide  for  such  person  proper  wagon-ways 
across  said  railroad  from  one  part  of  the  land  to  another. 

§  10.  Be  it  further  enacted y  That  the  General  Assembly 
reserves  the  right,  at  any  time  hereafter,  or  by  amend- 
ments to  this  charter,  or  by  general  laws,  to  regulate  the 
rates  for  transportation  of  freight  and  passengers  on  said 
road,  and  to  amend  and  repeal  this  charter. 

§  11.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  said  corporation  shall 
have  power  to  unite  or  consolidate  its  railroad  to  any 
other  railroad  now  constructed,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  constructed,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  mutually 
agreed  upon  between  the  companies  so  connecting  or 
consolidating;  and  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time, 
to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  purposes  of , said  company,  and  at  any  rate  of  inter- 
est not  exceeding  seven  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  to  issue 
and  dispose  of  its  bonds,  in  denominations  of  not  less  than 
one  hundred  dollars  for  any  amount  so  borrowed,  and  to 
mortgage  its  corporate  property,  real  or  personal,  and  its 
franchises,  or  convey  the  same  by  deed  of  trust  to  secure 
the  payment  of  the  money  so  borrowed,  or  any  other  debt 
of  said  company:  Provided^  That  said  company  shall  not 
have  the  power  or  authority  to  buy,  lease,  acquire,  or 
consolidate  with  any  other  company  or  parallel  railroad. 

^  12.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  said  company  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  receive  subscriptions 
to  its  capital  stock,  and  donations  in  money,  labor,  or 
personal  property. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
^fter  the  date  of  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1315. 

/jA.N  AOT  to  nroeod  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  redace  into  one  the  several 
acts  in  relation  to  the  town  of  Benton,  in  Marshall  county,"  approved 
March    13,  1878. 

Be  il  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  section  eleven  of  said  act  be  so  amended 
that  said  town  of  Benton  shall  have  a  lien  for  its  taxes 
on  all  the  property  situated  in  said  town,  both  real  and 
personal,  which  is  subject  to  taxation  for  town  purposes. 
The  lien  hereby  ^iven  shall  attach  upon  delivery  to  the 
collector  the  tax-book  of  the  town,  and  shall  continue 
until  the  taxes  due  thereon  shall  be  fully  paid.  Nor  shall 
removal  from  the  town  limits,  or  a  sale  or  assignment  of 
such  property,  discharge  or  defeat  the  lien  so  declared. 
But  such  property  shall  be  subject  to  distress,  levy,  and 
sale  for  town  taxes  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same 
•extent  that  sfmilar  property  is  liable  to  be  sold  for  the 
State  revenue  tax,  and  when  so  sold  shall  be  conveyed 
to  the  purchaser  in  the  same  time  and  in  the  manner, 
and  may  be  redeemed  in  the  same  time  and  manner  as  if 
sold  for  State  taxes. 

§  2.  The  collector  shall  have  the  powers  of  a  sheriff, 
and  in  the  execution  of  his  duties  under  this  act  shall  be 
governed  by  the  laws  prescribing  the  duties  of  sheriffs  in 
similar  cases. 

^  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pa:^- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1318: 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the 
Goshen  and  Sligo  Turnpike  Road  Company,  and  for  the  benefit  of  certain 
subscrihers  thereto." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
'of  Kentucky:

^  1.  That  whereas,  the  Central  Passenger  Railroad- 
Company  has  built  and  operates  lines  of  railroads  in  the 
county  of  Jefferson  and  city  of  Louisville,  which  are  now 
being  operated  for  the  accommodation  of  passenger  travel 
only;  therefore,  for  the  further  convenience  of  the  public, 
the  Central  Passenger  Hailroad  Company  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  carry  freight  and  parcels  by 
horse  power  over  its  different  lines,  and  charge  a  reason* 
able  compensation  for  same  :  Provided,  That  hereafter, 
should  the  city  council  of  Louisville  desire  to  regulate 
th^  rate  and  character  of  freight,  and  running  of  the  cars 
over  said  road,  it  may  do  so,  and  provided  said  road  shall* 
not  be  compelled  to  carry  freight. 

^  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  empower  the  court  of  claims  uf  Lewis  couutj  to  levy  and  coU 

lect  an  ad  valorem  tai  to  baild  a  bridge. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  court  of  claims  of  Lewis  county  be,  and 
is  hereby^  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  and  collect 
an  ad  valorem  tax  of  not  exceeding  ten  cents  on  each 
one  hund.^ed  dollars*  worth  of  property  in  said  county, 
said  tax  to  be  levied  and  collected  annually  until  a  suffi- 
cient sum  is  collected  to  build  a  bridge  over  Kinniconick^. 
at  Blakenship's  upper  ford  of  said  stream. 

§  2.  The  sheriff  of  said  county  shall  collect  and  pay 
over  said  tax,  and  shall  be  responsible    therefor  on  hit 
official  bond,  and  shall  have  the  same  power  to  enforce  * 
the  collection  of  said  tax  as  for  State  revenue.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Lincoln  county,  a  major- 
ity of  the  justices  concurring,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  pay  over  to  A.  M.  Feland, 
late  sheriff  of  Lincoln  county,  such  sums  of  money  found 
due  him  on  delinquent  lists  of  said  county  for  the  yearp 
1876  and  1877,  as  appears  from  the  records  of  said  court 
made  and  passed  upon  by  the  justices,  under  an  order 
made  at  the  January  term  of  the  Lincoln  county  courts 
1881. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  J.  E.  Ratcliff,  sheriff  of  Pike  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonivecdtlr- 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  J.  E.  RatclifT,  sheriff  of  Pike  county,  have  the 
further  time  until  the  first  of  August  next  to  collect  and 
pay  into  the  Treasury  the  revenue  of  said  county.  This 
act  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  sureties  on  the  bond 
executed  by  said  sheriff  for  the  collection  of  the  State 
revenue  for  the  year  1881  have  appeared  before  the  judge 
of  the  Pike  county  court,  at  the  court-house  in  Pikeville,. 
in  said  county,  and  given  their  consent  to  the  extension 
of  time  as  provided  herein.  Such  consent  must  be  in 
writing,  signed  by  said  sureties,  and  entered  on  the  record, 
of  said  court.

§  1 .  That  the  corporate  limitd  and  boundary  of  the  town 
of  Barbourville  be,  and  tsame  is,  as  follows:  Beginning  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Tan-yard  branch,  where  it  empties  into 
Cumberland  river;  thence  with  the  meanders  of  said  branch 
up  same,  to  where  a  straight  line  will  strike  the  branch 
running  into  Little  Richland  creek,  crossing  east  of  J.  W.  S. 
Hinkle's  pond;  thence  down  same  branch  to  Little  Rich- 
land creek;  thence  down  said  creek  to  Big  Richland 
creek;  thence  down  said  Big  Richland  creek  to  Cumber- 
land river;  thence  up  said  river  to  the  beginning. 

§2.  That  the  bridge  crossing  the  Tan-yard  branch  east 
of  Barbourville  shall  be  kept  up,  one  half  by  said  town, 
and  one  half  by  the  county  court  of  Knox  county;  and 
the  bridge  across  Richland  creek,  on  the  London  road, 
on  the  leading  down  the  river,  shall  be  kept  up  by  the 
county  court  as  heretofore. 

^  3.  That  all  streets  and  roads  within  the  above  de- 
scribed boundary  shall  be  kept  in  repair  by  said  town, 
and  the  militia  thereof  are  exempt  from  working  on  any 
county  roads. 

§  4.  That  the  farm  lands  included  in  said  boundary 
shall  not  be  taxed  for  town  purposes. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1325. 

<AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Caneyrille  and  Falls  of  Roagh  Tarnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
'C/  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  persons  who  may  subscribe  stock  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  from  the  railroad 
depot  in  the  town  of  Caneyville,  in  Grayson  county,  to 
^he  Falls  of  Rough  creek,  in  the  same  county,  be  a  body- 
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politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Caneyville  and  Falls  of  Rough  Turnpike  Road  Company, 
and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  have  per- 
petual succession. 

§  2.  Said  road  shall  be  under  the  control  and  manage- 
ment of  five  directors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  presi- 
•dent  by  said  directors,  and  another  of  whom  shall,  in  like 
manner,  be  chosen  treasurer  and  secretary  of  said  com- 
pany. The  directors  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the 
stockholders  on  the  first  Monday  in  March, 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  road  company  shall  be 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  or  such  sum  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  finish  the  road,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each,  and  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  each  share  held  by  him  or  her. 

§  4.  The  width  of  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty 
feet,  and  the  width  of  the  macadamized  part  shall  not  be 
let»8  than  fourteen  feet  wide. 

§  5.  Whenever  three  miles  of  said  road  is  completed, 
the  company  shall  have  the  right  to  erect  a  toll-gate  and 
'Collect  tolls  from  persons  using  and  traveling  said  road, 
the  tolls  to  be  collected  for  the  distance  traveled;  and 
when  five  miles  are  completed,  a  gate  shall  be  established 
and  full  tolls  collected.  The  same  tolls  shall  be  collected 
as  are  fixed  and  authorized  to  be  collected  on  such  roads 
by  the  General  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  6.  Any  grade  the  board  of  directors  receive  shall  be 
legal. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  to 
borrow  money  or  obtain  the  same  by  the  issue  and  sale  of 
bonds  for  the  purpose  of  completing  and  improving  said 
road,  and  in  liquidating  the  debt  thereon;  and  they  may 
pledge,  mortgage,  or  sell  and  dispose  of  all  or  any  part 
of  the  estate,  privileges,  and  income  of  said  company  to 
secure  the  payment  of  money  so  obtained  :  Provided^  The 
money  so  obtained  shall  not  exceed  fifty  per  cent,  of  the 
•capital  stock  of  said  road  :  And  pi'ovided^  That  the  inter- 
est paid  on  the  bonds  so  issued,  or  the  money  so  obtained^ 
shall  not  exceed  eight  per  cent,  per  annum. 
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§  8.  The  riKht  to  condemn  land  for  road,  rock  for  build- 
ing  and  keeping  in  repair  said  road,  and  for  toil-gate  lotd, 
said  lots  not  to  exceed  one  acre,  shall  be  governed  by  the 
provisions  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  ten  of  the  General 
Statutes. 

§  9.  So  soon  as  three  thousand  dollars  shall  be  sub- 
scribed the  corporators  may  give  notice,  in  writing,  to  the 
stockholders,  and  proceed  to  organize  by  the  election  of 
five  directors,  as  provided  in  section  two  of  this  charter. 
Be(ore  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  said 
president  and  directors  shall  take  an  oath  before  some 
officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  their  lawful  duties. 

§  10.  That  N.  B.  Mahuren,  W.  C.  McDaniel,  Warren 
Purcell,  Wm:  T.  Robertson,  L.  B.  Beauchamp,  D.  S.  Car- 
roll, Hop.  Gary,  S.  W.  Bond,  Geo.  Brack,  Eli  Bozorth» 
George  Lahue,  Compton  Young,  and  L.  Green  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  appointed  commissioners  to  open  books 
for  the  subscription  of  stock,  at  such  time  and  place  as- 
any  three  or  more  of  said  corporators  may  deem  expedi- 
ent. 

^  11.  That  upon  the  qualification  of  the  president  and 
directors  they  shall  designate  the  location  of  said  road^ 
and,  at  the  expense  ot  the  company,  survey  the  route  of 
said  road,  the  majority  of  said  officers  concurring.  That 
after  said  qualification,  election,  and  survey,  said  presi- 
dent and  directors  shall  proceed  to  construct  said  road,  or 
to  let  it  out  for  construction,  under  such  contracts  as  they 
may  see  fit.  The  stockholders  shall  pay  their  subscrip- 
tion in  calls  of  such  amounts  and  at  such  times  as  the 
board  of  directors  may  order  on  their  books. 

^  12.  If  any  stockholder  shall  fail  to  pay  the  stock  sub- 
scribed by  him,  or  any  part  thereof,  he  may  be  excluded 
from  the  right  of  voting  bis  shares  of  stock,  at  the  option 
of  said  president  and  directors;  and  said  company  may 
sue  for  the  same  in  any  court  of  this  Commonwealth  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  thereof. 

^  13.  That  if  any  person  shall  go  around  or  turn  off  of 
said  road  with  intent  to  avoid  the  payment  of  toll,  he  or 
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fhey  so  offending^  shall  he  fined  ten  dollars,  to  be  recov- 
ered by  warrant  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  ijor  the 
use  of  the  road;  and  said  judgment  shall  be  collected  as 
other  judgments  or  fines  are  collected. 

§  14.  The  president  aad  directors  shall  have  power  to 
reduce  the  rates  of  toll  in  case  of  persons  or  families 
having  frequent  occasion  to  pass  through  the  gate,  and 
instead  thereof  may  charge  a  reasonable  annual  toll  or 
compensation  for  such  persons  or  families.  Ail  persons 
making  these  annual  contracts  shall  be  reported  to  the 
treasurer. 

§  15.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  directing  the  couatj  levjr  court  of  Jefferson 
countj  to  lay  off  said  county,  outside  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of 
Louisville,  into  twelre  justices'  districts,  approved  March  2d,  1882. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
oi  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act  directing  the  county  levy  court  of 
Jefferson  county  to' re-district  and  lay  off  said  county, 
outside  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  into 
•twelve  justices'  districts,  approved  March  2d,  1882,  be, 
and  it  is,  amended  as  follows :  When  said  county  shall 
have  been  laid  off  into  twelve  districts,  as  provided  in 
^the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  the  county  judge 
or  county  court  of  said  county  shall  have  no  power  to 
alter  or  change  said  districts,  nor  to  increase  or  diminish 
the  number  thereof. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

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CHAPTER  1327. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Samael  Watts  and  others,  trnstees  of  a  colored 

school  in  Madison  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwectlth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Samuel  Watts,  Sydney  Campbell,  and  Madi- 
son Tevis,  trustees  of  a  colored  district  school  in  Madison 
county,  No.  12,  shall  be  permitted  to  erect  a  school-house 
for  the  education  of  the  colored  children  in  their  district 
on  a  piece  of  ground  conveyed  to  them  by  W.  C.  Peyton 
for  that  purpose,  although  the  point  where  said  school- 
houtse  is  built  is  less  than  one  mile  from  the  Silver  Creek 
Academy,  known  as  the  BIythe  school-house,  where  a 
school  for  white  children  is  kept;  and  so  much  of  section 
18  of  the  statute  approved  February  23,  1874,  as  prohibits 
the  same,  is  as  to  them  repealed. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  of  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1328. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Lezinf^ton  Car  Works  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of   Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Thomas  Bradley,  J.  W.  Appleton,  Alex. 
Pearson,  F.  M.  Lowe,  Joe  Clark,  H.  H.  Keller,  J.  E, 
Keller,  B.  R.  Hutchcraft,  and  J.  H.  Hopson,  be,  and  are 
hereby,  incorporated  as  a  body-politic  and  corporate, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Lexington  Car  Works 
Company,  and  under  that  name  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion; may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  pleas- 
ure; and  may  acquire  and  hold  such  real  and  personal 
property  and  estate  as  they  may  deem  necessary  in  the 
prosecution  of  their  business,  and  may  sell  and  convey 
the  same  at  will. 

i  2.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  to  erect,  in 
or  near  the  city  of  Lexington,  suitable  buildings,  works, 
shops,  factories,  &c.,  for  the  construction  and  manufac- 
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ture  of  railroad  and  other  cars,  and  the  manufacture  of 
railroad  cars,  street  cars,  locomotives,  flats,  and  all  such 
vehicles  and  machinery  and  farming  implements  as  they 
may  choose  to  manufacture. 

'§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  from  time 
to  time  increased  by  the  board  of  directors  to  five  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  which  stock  shall  be  in  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  shall  be  transferable  by 
the  holder  thereof,  in  person  or  by  attorney,  on  the  books 
of  the  company. 

§  4.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  managed 
by  a  board  of  five  directors,  who  shall  elect  from  their 
number  a  president,  and  may  appoint  such  other  officers 
and  agents  as  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  deem  neces- 
sary and  proper,  and  fix  their  compensation  and  remove 
such  officers  or  agents  at  pleasure.  AH  vacancies  in  said 
board  shall  be  filled-  by  the  remaining  directors,  and  the 
persons  thus  appointed  shall  remain  in  office  until  the 
next  general  election. 

§  5.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act^ 
or  any  three  of  them,  may,  at  any  time,  open  books  for 
the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  company,  which  sub- 
scriptions shall  be  binding  upon  the  subscribers  thereto; 
and  when  as  much  as  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
been  subscribed,  said  corporators  shall  call  a  meeting  of 
stockholders,  by  ten  days'  notice  published  in  one  of  the 
newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Lexington,  at  which 
meeting  five  directors  shall  be  elected,  by  whom  the  busi- 
ness  of  the  company  shall  be  managed.  Said  directors 
shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  one  year;  and  on  the ' 
same  day  annually  thereafter  as  that  on  which  the  first 
election  is  held  the  regular  annual  election  shall  there- 
after occur.  If,  for  any  cause,  an  election  shall  not  be 
held  on  that  day,  the  board  of  directors  shall,  as  soon  as 
practicable  thereafter,  designate  another  day  for  the  same, 
of  which  due  notice,  as  hereinbefore  prescribed,  shall  be 
given.  At  all  elections  or  other  meetings  of  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company,  each  stockholder  shall  be  enti- 
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tied  to  one  vote  for  each  nhare  of  etock  he  holds  on  which 
all  calls  shall  have  been  paid,  which  vote  may  be  cast  in 
person  or  by  written  proxy. 

§  6.  Said  board  of  directors  shall  adopt  by-laws  for  the 
management  of  their  business,  and  may  alter  the  same 
from  time  to  time;  prescribe  the  duties  and  fix  the  com- 
pensation and  terms  of  office  of  all  such  officers  and 
Kgents  as  they  may  appoint,  and  make  all  rules  and  regu- 
lations necessary  in  the  conduct  of  their  business,  not  in 
Hjonflict  with  the  Constitutions  and  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth and  of  the  United  States. 

§  7.  The  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany shall  be  paid  in  in  such  installments,  and  at  such 
times,  as  the  board  of  directors  may  prescribe;  and  the 
subscribers  to  said  stock  shall  incur  no  individual  liability 
beyond  the  amount  of  their  subscription,  and  the  private 
property  of  the  stockholders  shall  not  be  liable  for  the 
debts  of  the  company. 

§  8.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  issue  and  sell 
its  bonds,  in  such  form  and  in  such  amounts,  payable 
at  such  times  and  places  as  it  may  deem  best,  not  ex- 
ceeding, in  the  aggregate,  sixty  thousand  dollars,  and 
bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding:  —  per  cent, 
per  annum,  and  may  mortgage  its  property,  rights,  and 
franchises  to  secure  the  payment  of  said  bonds  ;  and  any 
purchaser  at  any  decretal  sale  made  to  foreclose  such 
mortgage  shall  become  fully  invested  with  all  the  prop- 
erty, rights,  and  franchises  so  sold.

§  I.  That  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Pineville 
be,  and  the  aame  is,  enlarged  as  follows:  Beginning  on 
the  south  side  of  Pineville,  on  the  top  of  the  Pine 
Mountain  bluff,  at  the  present  corporate  line,  one  half 
mile  from  the  court-house;  thence  southwardly  down 
a  branch  through  to  Mansfield  to  Clear  creek,  cross- 
ing said  creek  opposite  where  John  F.  Haskins  now 
lives;  thence  same  direction  to  the  top  of  a  ridge;  thence 
east  to  the  top  of  the  ridge;  thence  a  straight  line  to 
and  crossing  Cumberland  river  to  the  old  Renfrow  still- 
house;  thence  northeast  up  the  still-house  branch  to  the 
present  line  of  the  corporation,  on  top  of  the  Pine  Moun- 
tain, on  the  north  side  of  the  Cumberland  river. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1330. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Hampton  College,  in  the  citj  of  Loaisville, 

Jefferson  countj,  State  of  Eentnckj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
-of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  L.  D.  Hampton,  M.  G.  Bartlett,  and  M.  H. 
Ham^pton  are  hereby  constituted  a  body-corporate,  by  the 
name  of  '^  The  Hampton  College,"  to  be  located  in  the 
city  of  Louisville,  Jefferson  county,  Kentucky,  and  by 
that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  have  perpetual 
existence  as  a  corporation;  they  shall  constitute  the  first 
board  of  trustees,  with  power  to  fill  vacancies  as  they 
may  occur  from  time  to  time,  and  to  elect  from  their 
number  a  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer.  The  said 
corporation  shall  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  con- 
ftract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  make  arul  use  a  common 
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seal,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  purchase,  take,, 
and  hold,  by  gift,  grant,  or  devise,  and  to  dispose  of  any 
real  or  personal  estate. 

§  2.  The  object  and  purpose  of  said  corporation  is  here- 
by declared  to  be  the  education  of  daughters  by  a  regular 
collegiate  course  of  instruction. 

(  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  college  shall  be  not  less 
than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  nor  more  than  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each,  to  be  paid  in  as  follows :  twenty  per  cent, 
in  cash,  the  balance  in  such  installments  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  trustees. 

§  4.  In  the  election  of  trustees,  and  in  any  transaction 
requiring  the  action  of  stockholders,  the  holders  of  stock, 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock,  and 
a  majority  of  stock  shall  be  required  to  constitute  a  quo- 
rum, and  a  majority  of  votes  cast  shall  elect  or  decide. 

§  5.  The  corporation  shall  have  power  to  borrow  money ». 
issue  and  sell  bonds,  and  secure  the  same  by  mortgage  or 
deed  of  trust:  Provided,  That  at  no  time  shall  the  sums^ 
borrowed,  or  for  which  bonds  are  executed,  exceed  one 
half  of  the  capital  stock  subscribed. 

§  6.  That  said  college  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights,, 
privileges,  and  immunities  enjoyed  by  other  colleges  in 
this  Commonwealth;  that  so  long  as  the  college  buildings 
and  grounds  are  held  for  educational  purposes  they  shall 
be  exempt  from  taxation  ;  that  it  shall  have  power  to 
confer  any  and  all  degrees  that  may  be  lawfully  conferred- 
by  any  college  or  university  in  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  and  attest  the  same  by  a  diploma  under  the 
seal  of  the  college,  signed  by  the  president,  and  attested 
by  the  secretary. 

§  7.  The  corporation  may  adopt  by-laws,  and  make^ 
any  other  rules  for  the  management  of  the  college,  and 
to  carry  out  its  object,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  or 
with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  and  the 
United  States. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  .and  be  in  force  from  and^ 
after  its  passage*

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CHAPTER  1331. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  OoviDgtod. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  The  mayor  of  the  city  of  Covington  shall  be  the* 
head  of  the  police  of  the  said  city,  and  the  council  shall 
prescribe  suitable  fines  and  penalties  for  disobedience  of 
his  orders  controlling  the  police. 

§  2.  The  mayor  shall,  within  thirty- days  from  and  after 
the  first  day  of  January  next  succeeding  his  election  and 
qualification,  nominate  to  the  city  council  for  confirma- 
tion, a  suitable  person  to  act  as  chief  of  police  of  said 
city  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  until  his  successor  is 
qualified;  and  the  city  council  shall  by  ordinance  fix  the 
salary  to  be  paid  to  the  chief  of  police,  which  salary 
shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  within  one  year  fron> 
the  passage  of  any  ordinance  fixing  the  same. 

^  3.  The  mayor  shall,  within  the  time  prescribed  in  the 
foregoing  section,  also  nominate  to  the  council  for  con- 
firmation so  many  suitable  persons  to  serve  as  policemen 
as  the  council  may  direct,  and  from  and  out  of  the  per- 
sons so  nominated  and  confirmed,  the  mayor  shall  appoint 
two  persons  to  serve  as  lieutenants  of  police,  and  the 
council  shall  fix  the  salary  to  be  paid  the  lieutenants  and 
policemen,  which  salary  shall  not  be  increased  or  dimin- 
ished within  one  year  from  the  time  of  fixing  the  same. 

§  4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  chief  of 
police  unless  he  be  at  least  twenty-four  years  ojd ;  he 
must  be  of  good  moral  character,  sober  and  sagacious,, 
and  must  have  been  a  citizen  and  resident  of  Covington 
for  at  least  three  years  prior  to  his  appointment. 

§  5.  The  chief  of  police,  lieutenants,  and  policemen  so 
nominated  and  confirmed  shall  be  commissioned  by  the 
mayor,  which  commission  shall  be  a  warrant  of  authority. 

§6.  The  chief  of  police  shall  not,  directly  nor  indirectly, 
purchase,  nor  in  any  way  obtain  control  of,  the  claims  of 
any  policeman  for  his  pay  or  any  part  thereof.  If  he  do 
so  the  mayor  shall  at  once  dismiss  him  from  office. 
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§  7.  The  council  shall  prescribe  the  uniform  to  be  worn 
by  the  policemen,  and  shall  prescribe  the  duties  of  the 
chief  of  police  and  the  policemen.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  mayor  and  chief  of  police  to  prescribe  rules  gov- 
erning the  force,  which  rules  shall  be  reported  to  council. 
The  entire  police  force  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
•chief  of  police,  who  shall  act  under  orders  of  the  mayor. 

§  8.  The  mayor  may  dismiss,  or  authorize  the  chief  of 
police  to  dismiss,  any  member  of  the  police  force  for  in- 
termeddling with  or  taking  part  in  elections  further  than 
to  vote;  for  intentionally  failing  to  perform  any  of  his 
duties  as  a  policeman;  for  wanton  breaches  of  law  or 
ordinance,  or  for  any  cause  which  he  may  deem  suffi- 
cient. The  mayor  or  chief  of  police  may  suspend,  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  ten  days,  any  member  of  the  force, 
for  good  cause,  which  suspension  shall  cause  loss  of  pay 
for  the  period  of  suspension.  A  susspension  for  a  period 
of  more  than  ten  days  of  any  member  of  the  force  by 
the  mayor  or  chief  of  police  shall  be  reported  to  council, 
with  the  reasons  therefor. 

§  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  chief  of  police,  in  per- 
son or  by  some  officer  of  the  force,  to  attend  the  meet- 
ings of  the  city  council,  and  execute  the  orders  of  the 
same.  He  shall  summon  the  members  of  council  to 
attend  the  sessions  thereof  when  required  by  the  presi- 
dent of  council,  or  by  any  four  members  of  council  call- 
ing a  special  meeting  of  that  body  in  the  absence  of  the 
president,  and  he  shall  receive  no  fees  therefor. 

§  10.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1883, 
the  office  of  marshal  of  the  city  of  Covington  shall  be 
abolished,  and  the  duties  of  said  office  in  relation  to  the 
execution  of  processes,  &c.,  from  the  mayor's  court  of 
Covington,  except  for  the  collection  of  fines,  which  shall 
be  collected  by  the  chief  of  police,  shall  be  performed  by 
the  sherifi'  of  Kenton  county,  who  shall  receive  the  same 
fees  therefor  as  for  like  services  performed  by  him  in  the 
circuit  court. 

§  11.  The  city  council  of  the  city  of  Covington  shall 
have  power,  by  resolution  and  by  a  vote  of  three  fourths 
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of  the  members- elect  thereof,  including  the  president,  to 
oaase  the  improvement  or  repair  of  the  sidewalks  of  any 
street^  lane,  alley,  market-space,  or  public  square  within 
said  city,  after  having  g^iven  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
property  abutting  thereon  a  copy  of  said  resolution,  for 
not  less  than  ten  days;  and  in  case  of  refusal  or  failure 
of  said  owner  or  owners  to  have  said  work  done  in  the 
manner  and  within  the  time  prescribed  by  said  resolution, 
said  city  may  have  said  work  done  at  the  cost  and  ex- 
pense of  said  owner  or  owners  in  front  of  whose  lot  or 
lots  said  improvement  or  repairs  shall  have  been  made, 
which  costs  and  expense  shall  attach  and  exist  in  favor  of 
said  city  from  the  time  of  the  passage  of  said  resolution 
until  paid,  which  said  lien  may  be  enforced  by  said  city 
in  the  Kenton  chancery  court  whenever  the  price  of  such 
improvement  or  repairs  shall  exceed  ten  dollars.  Upon 
the  completion  of  said  improvements  or  repairs,  the  cost 
and  expense  shall  be  ascertained,  and  apportioned  upon 
and  among  the  owners  of  the  lots  and  parts  of  lots  front- 
ing or  abutting  the  same,  according  to  the  amount  of 
work  done  in  front  of  the  respective  lots  or  parts  of  lots. 
The  service  of  the  notice  of  the  passage  of  the  resolu- 
tion herein  may  be  made  by  the  superintendent  of  public 
works,  and  may  be  served  upon  the  owner  or  owners,  or 
any  of  them,  or  upon  the  agent  or  attorney  of  said  owner, 
or  owners;  and  when  served  upon  the  agent  or  attorney, 
it  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  served  upon  the  owner 
or  owners.  The  person  serving  the  same  shall  make  his 
return  on  the  back  of  a  copy  of  said  resolution  and 
return  the  same  to  the  city  clerk,  who  shall  enter  the 
same,  with  the  return  thereon,  upon,  the  records  of  said 
council. 

§  12.  That  that  portion  of  the  charter  of  the  city  of 
Covington  as  authorizes  the  owners  of  real  estate  sold  by 
the  city  collector  of  said  city  for  the  taxes  due  thereon 
to  redeem  the  same  at  any  time  within  three  years  after 
said  sale,  by  paying  or  tendering  to  the  purchaser  the 
amount  of  his  purchase-money,  together  with  all  taxes 
and  levies  which  have  been  subsequently  levied  thereon^ 
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and  fifty  per  centum,  and  after  the  first  year  fif>.y  per 
centum  per  annum,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

§  13.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  owner  of  any  real  estate  sold  by  the  city 
collector  of  Covington  for  the  amount  of  the  taxes  due 
thereon  to  redeem  the  same  within  three  years  from  the 
sale  thereof,  by  paying  to  the  purchaser  thereof  the 
amount  of  his  purchase-money,  together  with  all  taxes 
and  levies  and  costs  which  have  subsequently  been  levied 
thereon,  and  ten  per  centum  per  annum  as  penalty  there- 
after until  redeemed. 

§  14.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed. 

§  15.  The  city  council  of  said  city  may  license  vendors 
of  malt  liquors  to  sell  such  liquors  for  re-sale,  and  may, 
by  adequate  penalties,  prevent  such  selling  without  li- 
-cense,  which  penalties  may  be  enforced  in  the  mayor's 
court:  Provided,  That  such  license  shall  not  cost  to  exceed 
one  thousand  dollars  a  year  to  one  person  or  firm. 

i  16.  That  the  coroner's  juries,  so  far  as  relates  to  the 
city  of  Covington,  are  hereby  abolished. 

§  17.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1332. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  in  regard  to  the  town  of  Vanceburg,  approved 

March  13,  1876 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomoealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  following  be  added  to  subsection  two  of 
section  eighteen  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  and 
reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  in  regard  to  the  town  of 
Vanceburg,  in  Lewis  county,"  to-wit:  And  in  no  oaae 
shall  the  collector  and  treasurer,  or  the  city  marshal^ 
without  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  board  of  council- 
men,  be  allowed  more  than  three  months  from  the  time 
their  successors  have  qualified,  to  make  a  full,  complete. 
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»nd  final  settlement  with  the  city,  and  pay  over  to  their 
successors  in  office,  or  to  whomsoever  due,  all  moneys 
•remaining  in  their  hands.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  *'  An  act  to  provide  for  work- 
ing prisoners  sentenced  to  be  punished  by  confinement  in 
the  county  jail  in  Fayette  county,"  approved  March  21st, 
1878,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1334. 

AN  ACT  for  Che  benefit  of  Jas.  H.   Noe,  of  Washington  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

i  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  for 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  in  favor  of  Jas.  H.  Noe, 
of  Washington  county. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1335. 

AN,  ACT  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  and  mait  liquors,  or 
any  mixture  thereof,  within  two  miles  of  Indian  Creek  Baptist  Church,  in 
Monroe  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  flhall  be   unlawful   for  any  person  to  sell 
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spirituous,  vinous,  and  malt  liquors,  or  any  mixture  there- 
of, within  two  miles  of  Indian  Creek  Baptist  Church,  in 
Monroe  county. 

§  2.  That  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  thi& 
act  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  and  punishments 
which  are  imposed  by  statute  upon  persons  guilty  of 
retailing  and  tippling. 

4  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1336. 

AN   ACT  to  amend  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Mt.  Sterling,  Hinkstoo,  and' 

Bath  Turnpike  Road  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  word  five  (5)  be  inserted  in  place  of  and 
instead  of  the  word  eight  (8)  in  the  first  line  of  section 
nine  of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Mt.

§  2.  That  the  justices  of  Montgomery  county  may,  by 
a  majority  vote,  take  stock  in  and  in  behalf  of  Mont- 
gomery county  in  said  turnpike  road  company  to  the 
extent  of  ($1,000)  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commfmweallh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  State  is  hereby  directed  to 
draw  his  warrant  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky  in  favor  of  John  Thompson,  sheriff 
of  Lawrence  county,  for  the  sum  of  seventy-five  dollars. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1338. 

AN  ACT  to  iDCorporate  the  GoyiDgton  Electric  Light  CompaDj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  KentiLcky : 

§  1.  That  Horace  W.  Woodruff,  William  B.  Moore,  jr., 
Wm.  H.  Glore,  and  their  associates  and  successors  and 
assigns,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  created,  a  body-politic 
and  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  Covington  Electric 
Light  Company,  with  power,  and  in  that  name,  to  con- 
tract and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  to  answer  and  defend  in  all  courts 
and  places  whatsoever,  as  a  natural  person;  and  to  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  change,  renew,  or  alter 
the  same  at  pleasure;  and  to  ordain  and  put  in  execu> 
tion  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  govern- 
ment of  its  affairs  as  it  ma}^  deem  expedient  and  proper, 
but  the  same  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  regular 
or  called  meeting  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  paid-up, 
after  a  motion  to  that  end  shall  have  been  entered  at 
any  regular  or  -called  meeting  held  not  less  than  thirty 
days  before:  Provided,  however,  That  such  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations,  shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  State  or  the  United  States. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  corporation  aforesaid,  but  shall  not  exceed 
one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into 
shares  of  one   hundred   dollars  each.     When  the  sum  of 
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five  thousand  dollars  is  subscribed  and  paid  up,  said 
company  shall  have  authority  to  organize  and  commence 
business.  The  shares  of  said  stock  shall  be  and  trans- 
ferable on  the  books  of  the  company,  according  to  the 
by-laws;  but  the  company  nhail  hold  a  lien  upon  the 
shares  of  any  stockholder  who  maybe  indebted  to  it;  and 
such  shares  shall  not  be  transferable  without  the  consent 
o(  the  president  and  directors,  until  such  debt  shall  have 
been  paid  or  discharged.  Each  share  shall  entitle  the 
bolder  to  one  vote,  in  person  or  by  written  proxy,  in  all 
elections  of  officers  and  at  all  meetings  of  said  company 
for  any  purposes. 

^  3.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  right,  through 
its  directors,  to  take  from  its  officers  or  agents,  bonds  for 
the  faithful  discharge  of  duty,  and  for  the  safety  and 
security  of  its  funds  and  property. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  elected  at  each  annual  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  a  president,  a  vice  president,  a  treasurer, 
and  five  directors,  and  this  number  of  directors  may,  by 
^a  vote  as  hereinabove  provided,  be  increased  to  nine, 
who  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  Vacan- 
cies that  may  occur  in  the  term  of  any  director  or  other 
officer  may  be  filled  by  the  board.  The  annual  election 
after  the  first  one,  which  may  take  place  at  any  time  after 
organization,  shall  be  held  at  the  office  of  the  company, 
in  the  city  of  Covington,  on  the  second  Monday  in  Janu- 
ary of  each  year.  At  all  meetings  of  the  directory  they 
shall  vote  in  person,  and  not  by  proxy. 

§  5.  That  the  business  of  said  company  is  limited  to 
furnishing  and  supplying  the  city  of  Covington  and  its 
inhabitants,  and  persons  and  corporations  located  near 
said  city,  with  light  and  motive  power,  generated  by 
electricity,  steam,  or  other  artificial  means,  or  to  the 
furnishing  and  supplying  either  said  light,  power,  or 
heat,  and  may  charge  therefor  such  price  and  compen- 
sation as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  said  company 
^nd  the  individuals  or  corporations  contracting  with  it; 
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and  in  aid  of  its  object,  it  may  acquire  and  hold  such 
oreal  estate  as  may  be  necessary  (or  the  location  of  its 
works,  and  the  carrying  into  effect  the  purposes  of  its 
organization,  and  the  body  hereby  incorporated  shall 
have  the  exclusive  privilege  of  conducting  the  business 
above  described,  within  and  adjacent  to  said  city,  for  the 
term  of  twenty-five  years,  but  a  non-user  of  the  privilege 
of  this  act  of  incorporation  for  five  years  shall  work  a 
forfeiture. 

§  6.  Said  company  shall  have  the  privilege,  subject  to 
the  regulations  of  the  city  authorities,  to  lay  its  pipes  and 
mains;  to  erect  its  poles,  posts,  and  wires  through  and 
along  any  street  or  highway  in  the  city  aforesaid  or  adja- 
cent thereto  as  it  may  seem  fit:  Provided,  It  in  no  way 
permanently  obstructs  the  use  of  the  same  to  the  public 
or  any  individual;  and  it  is  hereby  required  to  place  and 
put  in  repair  any  street  or  highway  through  which-  its 
line  of  pipes,  wire,  &c.,  may  pass;  but  it  is  allowed  to 
temporarily  obstruct  for  a  reasonable  time  in  laying  its 
line,  and  repairing  the  same. 

§  7.  The  private  property  of  stockholders  shall  not  be 
diable  for  debts  of  the  corporation. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  iDcorporate  the  Standard  Electrical  Works, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwecdth 
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of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Joseph  Kinsey,  E.  V.  Cherry,  Oliver  Kinsey, 
Charles  Anderson,  A.  E.  Briggs,  and  John  Kirby,  jr.,  and 
such  other  persons  as  they  may  associate  with  them,  are 
hereby  created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  with  right  of 
perpetual  succession,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
"**  Standard  Electrical  Works,"'  and  by  that  name  may  sue 
■and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  or 
courts;  and  may  in  said  name  contract  and  be  contracted 
tivith,  purchase,  acquire,  hold,  and  sell  property,  real,  per- 
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Bonal,  or  mixed,  to  the  extent  and  for  the  purpose  herein- 
after mentioned.  They  may  have  and  keep  a  common- 
seal,  and  alter  and  change  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  authorized  capital  of  said  company  shall  be 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  subscribed  in  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each;  and  when  one  hundred 
shares  of  said  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed  and  paid 
up,  the  company  may  organize  and  commence  business. 

§  3.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  the  manu- 
facturing and  selling  of  all  kinds  of  telegraph,  telephone, 
electric  light,  and  electrical  goods;  the  manufacturing, 
operating,  and  selling  of  electrical  machinery  to  produce 
power  or  light  by  electricity;  the  lighting  of  houses,  vil* 
lages,  towns,  and  cities  by  electricity  or  electric  light, 
and  the  doing  and  carrying  on  of  all  business  necessary 
to  the  proper  carrying  into  effect  the  purposes  for  which 
said  company  is  organized;  and  in  pursuance  thereof 
said  company  may  purchase,  hold,  and  convey  all  prop- 
erty, both  real  and  personal,  which  may  be  necessary  for 
the  efficient  prosecution  and  carrying  on  of  said  busi- 
ness, and  may  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  at  pleasure, 
with  the  right  to  erect  and  maintain  poles  for  the  support 
of  wires  to  carry  electricity  on  and  over  any  of  the  streets 
and  alleys  of  the  villages,  towns,  and  cities  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  over  and  along  the  public  or  county 
roads  of  this  Commonwealth,  upon  such  terms  and  con- 
ditions as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  said  corporation  and 
the  municipal,  corporate,  or  other  authorities  having  charge 
of  same. 

§  4*.  The  affairs  of  said  corporation  shall  be  under  the 
management  and  direction  of  a  board  of  directors,  con- 
sisting of  not  less  than  five  stockholders,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  chosen  president  by  said  board.  Said  board  of 
directors  may  be  increased  to  not  more  than  nine  in 
number  by  the  vote  of  the  stockholders  at  any  meeting 
called  for  the  election  of  directors.  The  said  board  of 
directors  shall  be  elected  by  the  stockholders  at  such  time 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  at  a  meeting  for  that  purpose 
called,  of   which   meeting  a  notice   in    writing  shall  be 
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-given  or  mailed  to  each  stockholder.  Each  share  of 
stock  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote.  After  the  first  elec- 
tion, the  directors  shall  be  elected  annually,  at  such  times 
as  the  by-laws  of  the  company  may  fix ;  and  the  direct- 
ors so  elected  shall  hold  their  ofiice  for  one  year,  and  until  ^ 
their' successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

^  5.  Said  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  power  to 
make,  alter,  and  amend  by-laws  for  the  government  of 
said  company;,  but  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  in 
conflict  with  the  laws  and  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky,  or  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States.  They  shall  have  power  to  fix  and  determine 
the  number  of  ofiicers,  agents,  and  employes  of  said 
company,  to  fix,  appoint,  and  pay  the  salaries  and 
wages  of  said  officer^  and  employes,  and  to  make 
and  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  carry- 
ing on  of  the  business  of  said  company  as  they  may 
deem  proper;  and  they  may  take  from  any  and  all  offi- 
cers, employes,  and  agents  bonds,  with  security,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  performance  and  discharge  of  their 
respective  duties,  and  to  account  for  all  money  and  prop- 
erty of  the  company  which  may  co'me  into  their  hands. 

§  6.  The  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  transferable 
only  on  the  books  of  the  corporation.  Any  person  wish- 
ing to  retire  from  said  company  may  do  so  by  a  sale  and 
transfer  of  his  stock  as  herein  provided ;  but  no  such 
stockholder  shall  have  the  right  to  demand  or  obtain  a 
division  of  the  property  of  said  company.  The  company 
shall  have  and  retain  a  lien  upon  the  shares  of  any  stock- 
holder for  any  indebtedness  of  such  stockholder  to  the 
company  until  such  indebtedness  is  fully  paid  and  satisfied; 
and  no  sale  or  transfer  of  any  stock  by  such  stockholder 
shall  avoid  or  vacate  the  lien  of  said  company  thereon 
until  said  indebtedness  is  fully  discharged  and  paid.  The 
private  or  individual  property  of  the  stockholders,  includ- 
ing the  original  incorporators,  shall  not  be  held  liable  for 
the  debts  or  liabilities  of  said  corporation. 

§  7.  The  said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  borrow 
money  or  create  indebtedness  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
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ing  its  authorized  capital  stock  for  the  purpose  of  carry— 
ing   on    its   business;    may    issue   its   bonds   or   execute- 
promissory  notes  or  bills  of  exchange  therefor,  payable 
at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  determined  upon  by^ 
^        said  board  of  directors,  and   may  mortgage  its  property 
as  security  for  the  same. 

§  8.  The  principal  office  of  said  company  shall  be  at 
Ludlow,  Kentucky,  but  said  company  may  establisb 
agencies  and  offices  for  the  transaction  of  business  at 
such  other  places,  either  within  or  without  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  as  said  board  of  directors  may,  from  time  to 
time,  determine  upon. 

^  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1340. 

AN  ACT  Rathorizlng  the  city  of  CovingtoD  tu  Bubdcribe  for  stock  Id  turn* 

pike  roads  in  Kentoa  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Covington, 
Kentucky,  at  any  regular  meeting  of  their  board,  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  concurring,  shall  have  power  to 
make  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  any  turnpike 
road  company  which  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  incorpo- 
rated under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  for  the  con- 
struction of  turnpike  ronds,  the  terminus  of  which  is  in 
the  city  of  Covington,  Kentucky,  commencing  within  the 
boundary  lines  of  the  county  of  Kenton,  and  terminat- 
ing in  the  city  of  Covington;  or  any  road  within  the 
county  limits  running  to  or  intersecting  any  turnpike  or 
railroad  now  terminating  within  the  city  limits  of  said 
city,  in  an  amount  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  or 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  per  mile  of  each  mile 
of  said  road  so  built:  Provided,  That  such  subscription 
shall  not  be  made  until  said  city  council  are  satisfied  that 
an  amount  of  stock  sufficient,  with  the  aid  of  such  citv 
council  subscription,  to  complete   each  mile  of  road  to 
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which  said  city  council  subscriptions    applies    has  been 
taken  by  private  or  county  subscriptions.

CHAPTER  1342. 

AN   ACT  to  incorporate  the  Frarklin  Coimty  Natural  Gas-Lifrbt  and  Heat- 
ing CompaDy. 

He  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  H.  T.  Stanton,  Daniel  Glanton,  J.  A.  Grant, 
E.  P.  Bryan,  Hiram  Berry,  George  F.  Berry,  and  Pat  Mc- 
Donald, and  their  acsociaten,  Huccessors,  and  assigns,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby  declared,  a  body-politic  and  corpo- 
rate, under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Franklin  County 
Natural  Gas-light  and  Heating  Company,  and  by  such 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  of  the  courts  of 
this  Commonwealth  as  may  a  natural  person;  may  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  may  ordain  and  put  in  force 
such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  good  govern- 
ment of  said  company,  and  the  efficient  management  of 
its  affairs,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each;  shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  and  shall  be 
transiterable  only  on  the  books  of  the  company.  The 
president  and  directors  shall  have  power  from  time  to 
time  to  declare  dividends  out  of  the  net  profits  of  their 
business,  and  for  the  purpose  of  extending  their  works  and 
the  convenience  of  their  business,  by  a  vote  of  the  board 
of  directors,  increase  the  capital  stock  to  such  amount  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  to  carry  out  successfully  the 
business  of  the  company.  They  may  borrow  money  and 
issue  bonds  therefor,  bearing  interest  at  any  rate  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  receive  the  pay- 
ment therefor  by  a  mortgage  on  the  real  and  personal 
estate  of  the  company:  Provided^  The  aggregate  amount 
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of  said  bonds  shall  at  no  time  exceed  the  actual  amount 
of  paid-up  capital  stock  of  the  company. 

§  3.  The  business  of  the  company  to  furnish  such  per- 
sons, parties,  or  corporate  authorities  as  it  may  contract, 
with  gas-light,  heat,  and  fuel,  and  they  may  sell  and  dis- 
pose of  the  residium  of  the  products,  together  with  such 
articles  of  common  fuel  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 
The  said  company  may  purchase  and  bold,  and  may  sell 
or  exchange  the  same,  and  purchase  again  for  said  pur- 
poses, such  lands  or  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  or 
convenient,  and  may  erect  such  buildings  thereon  as  may 
be  deemed  for  the  interest  of  the  company  to  construct, 
with  the  consent  of  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Frank- 
•  fort,  expressed  by  ordinance  of  said  council.     Said  com- 

pany may  dig  and  open  wells,  and  u^e  and  employ  the 
natural  gas  found  in  the  earth,  and  it  may  lay  pipes 
through  any  of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  city,  and 
they  may  own  and  hold  'such  other  personal  estate,  and 
do  any  other  lawful  thing  necessary  or  convenient  for  the 
economical  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  company. 

§  4.  The  corporators  hereinbefore  named,  or  any  two 
of  them,  may  open  books  for  subscription  to  the  capital 
stock,  and  when  five  thousand  dollars  have  been  sub- 
scribed, call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  and  superin- 
tend the  same,  who  shall  by  vote  elect  five  directors,  one 
of  whom  shall  be  chosen  president,  to  whom  shall  be 
entrusted  the  afiairs  of  the  compauy.  They  shall  appoint 
all  ofiicers  and  servants,  and  fix  the  salaries;  said  directors 
nhall  serve  one  year,  or  until  the  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.  The  board  af  directors  shall  have  power 
to  fill  all  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  the  body  by  death 
resignation  or  otherwise. 

(  5.  That  if  any  person  shall  willfully,  by  any  means  . 
whatever,  destroy  or  injure  any  portion  of  the  gas  pipes 
f>r  fixtures,  lamps  or  lamp-posts,  burners,  or  any  part  of 
ihe  works  or  machinery*  of  said  company,  such  person 
shall  be  liable  to  the  company  for  all  damages  occasioned 
't>y  such  act  or  acts,  and  furthermore,  shall  be  subject  to 
indictment  for  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  in  any 
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-sum,  at  the  discretion  of  a  jury,  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  each  ofiense,  and  imprisoned  in  the  county 
jail  any  length  of  time  not  exceeding  one  year, 

§6.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  extend  its 
pipes  outside  of  the  city  of  Frankfort  in  any  direction, 
and  supply  other  adjacent  towns  with  gas,  heat,  and  fuel, 
on  such  terms  as  said  company  and  the  corporate  author- 
ities of  said  town  may  agree  upon. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
:and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1343. 

AN   ACT  to  amend  ad  act^  entitled   "  Ad  act  in  relatioQ   to  tbe  town  of 

South  Carrollton." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  section  (1)  one  of  an  act,  entitled  **  An  act 
in  relation  to  the  town  of  South  Carrollton,"  approved 
February  7th,  1873,  is  hereby  amended  as  follows:  It  shall 
i)e  lawful  for  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  South  Carrollton 
to  collect  from  tavern-keepers  in  said  town,  who  vend 
spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  in  connection  with  their 
taverns,  a  tax  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
nor  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum, 
-before  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  licensed  as  tavern- 
keepers  by  the  county  court  of  Muhlenburg  county,  which 
tax  shall  be  equal  and  uniform,  and  the  rate  fixed  at  the 
meeting  of  said  trustees  in  the  month  of  June,  and  the 
^vhole  amount  paid  in  advance. 

§  2.  That  section  (3)  three  of  same  act  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows  :  It  shall  be  the  duty 
-of  the  trustees  of  said  town  to  pay  over  all  the  money 
collected  from  tavern-keepers,  or  coffee-houses  and  saloon- 
keepers, to  the  trustees  of  the  West  Kentucky  Normal 
•College,'  to  be  used  in  paying  the  indebtedness  of  said 
college :  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so 
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construed  as  to  exempt  the  party  applying  for  license- 
from  the  payment  of  the  amount  to  the  State  as  required* 
by  the  existing  law. 

§3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
page.

CHAPTER  1344. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  a  system  of  commoD  schools  for  the  town  of  Beecb> 

6ro?e,  McLean  countj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontjoealih 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  William  H.  Hardin,  M.  G.  Ashby,  W.  H. 
Jobe,  S.  S.  Tinsley,  and  James  Tinafey.  the  present  trus- 
tees of  said  town  of  Beech  Grove,  and  their  successors,^ 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a  board  of  education 
for  said  to^^n,  and  so  much  of  school  district  No.  5  as  is 
included,  in  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  control  and  manage  the  public  school  within 
said  boundary;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  known  a^  a  t 

body-politic  and  corporate;  may  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  tue  and  be  sued;  may  buy  and  sell  real 
estate  and  personal  property;  and  the  title  to  all  school 
property  in  said  district  shall  vest  in  said  board  and  their 
successors  forever. 

§  2.  That  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Beech  Grove  shall  be  the  chairman  of  1he  board  of  educa- 
tion for  said  district. 

§3.  The  board  of  education  shall  elect  a  secretary  and 
treasurer,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  require 
of  said  treasurer  elect  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  such.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  treasurer  to  receive  all  moneys,  f(;om  what- 
ever source,  receipt  for  the  same,  and  pay  it  out  on  the

order  of  the  chairman,  taking  a  receipt  for  the  same,  and 
at  all  times  keep  a  record  of  his  acts  always  open  for 
inspection  by  said  board,  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  said  board  of  education.     Th&

secretary  shall  attend  all  meetin^£>  of  the  board,  keep 
t^ieir  records  and  papers,  and  perform  such  other  duties 
as  the  board  nnay  prescribe  from  time  to  time. 

§  4.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  said  board  of  education^ 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  elect  and  supply  any 
such  vacancy  that  may  occur  from  time  to  time,  said  elec- 
tion to  be  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  person  or  person? 
vacating. 

§  5.  The  control  and  management  of  the  public  school 
of  the  town  of  Beech  Grove,  and  the  property  and  funds 
belonging  thereto,  and  which  may  accrue  in  any  way  to 
them,  or  for  their  establishment,  management,  or  mainte- 
nance under  this  act  or  otherwise,  shall  be  ve-^ted  in  said 
board  ot  education  and  their  successors  in  office. 

§  6.  The  said  board  of  education  shall  have  power  to 
make  all  by-laws  and  rules  for  the  government  of  them- 
selves and  their  appointees,  and  for  the  dispatch  of  busi- 
ness, and  for  the  management,  control,  and  government 
of  the  schools,  and  to  enforce  such  by-laws  and  rules  by 
suitable  fines  and  penalties,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court 
haying  Jurisdiction  ot  the  amount;  and  all  such  fines  and 
forfeitures  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said  board  of 
education  by  the  collecting  officer,  and  shall  be  a  part  of 
the  school  fund  for  said  district. 

§  7.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  said  board  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  lor  the  transaction  of  business.  They 
shall  meet  at  least  once  in  each  month,  and  shall  fix  the 
time  of  iheir  meeting,  and  shall  meet  as  often  as  to  them 
may  seem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  8.  The  board  of  education  shall  appoint  all  teachers 
and  other  persons  necessary  to  successfully  carry  on  said 
school,  and  prescribe  all  rules  for  its  government,  and  fix 
their  compensation  or  salaries,  and  may  dismiss  or  sus- 
pend any  teacher  or  other  person  appointed  by  them. 
The  board  shall  prescribe  the  branches  of  education  to 
be  taught  in  the  school,  and  grade  the  same  in  future  as 
may  seem  necessary  by  the  board. 

§  9.  That  all  white  children  over  six  and  under  twenty 
years  of  age  within  said  district  shall  have  equal  right  of 
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admission  to  the  school  of  said  district,  and  no  fees  or 
charges  for  their  tuition  shall  ever  be  charged  in  said 
school;  but  the  board  of  education  therein  has  the  right 
to  admit  any  white  non-resident  pupil  into  the  said  school 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  and  upon  payment  of 
such  charges  as  to  the  said  board  may  seem  reasonable. 

^  10.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Beech  Grove 
are  hereby  directed  and  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  not  to 
exceed  twenty-five  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars' 
worth  of  taxable  property  in  said  town,  to  be  collected 
and  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  education  for 
school  purposes,  to  be  paid  out  by  him  on  the  order  of 
the  chairman  of  the  board  of  education. 

§  11  The  property  of  white  persons  only  shall  be  taxed 
for  the  purposes  herein  indicated. 

§  12.  That  the  provisions  herein  shall  be  construed  as 
to  require  that  said  school  ehall  be  taught  in  said  town 
at  least  five  months  in  each  year,  or  any  other  time  that 
may  be  established  by  the  common  schools  in  the  State 
of  Kentucky. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Jefferson,  J.  M.  Fetter,  John  M.  Robinson,  James  P.  Helm, 
S.  P.  Walters,  J.  D.  Powers,  John  H.  Ward,  John  H.

of  two  thousand  five  hundred  shares,  of  the  value  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  with  the  privilege  to  increase  the 
same  by  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  (those  holding  two 
thirds  of  all  the  capital  stock  assenting  thereto),  at  an 
annual  or  special  meeting,  to  any  sum  not  exceeding  one 
million  dollars;  and  the  corporators,  or  the  majority  of 
them  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  have 
power  to  open  books  for  subscriptions  at  such  times  and 
places  as  they  may  deem  expedient;  and  when  not  less 
than  one  thousand  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed,  and 
ten  per  centum  thereon  shall  have  been  paid  in  (active 
business  shall  not  be  commenced,  however,  until  at  least 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  paid  on  the 
capital  stock),  the  shareholders  may  elect  a  board  of  not 
less  than  nine  directors,  who  may  at  any  time  be  increased, 
by  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  owning  two  thirds  in  value 
of  ail  the  stock,  to  any  number  not  exceeding  eighteen;

Jthe  payment  of  the  price  fixed  by  the  board  of  directors. 

§  3.  The  principal  office  of  the  said  company  shall  be  puce  of  business 
in  the  city  of  Louisville.     All  the  directors  of  said  com- 
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pany  shall  be  citizens  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and 
reside  therein,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  proceed- 
ings. 

$  4.  The  board  of  directors  shall  divide  itself  by  lot 
into  three  classes  as  nearly  equal  as  may  be.  The  term 
of  office  of  the  first  class  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  one 
year,  that  of  the  second  class  at  the  end  of  two  years, 
and  that  of  the  third  class  at  the  end  of  three  years;  and 
at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year,  and  annually  there- 
after, there  shall  be  chosen  a  number  of  directors  equal 
to  the  number  of  directors  in  the  class  whose  term  will 
then  expire,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  three  years,  or 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  Vacan- 
cies occurring  in  the  intervals  of  elections  shall  be  filled 
by  the  board. 

§  5.  The  directors  shall  elect  from  their  number,  at  the 
first  meeting  of  the  board  after  their  election,  and  an- 
nually thereafter,  a  president  and  a  vice  president,  who 
shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  may  ap- 
point a  secretary  and  treasqrer,  and  such  other  officers, 
clerks,  agents,  and  employes  as  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany may  require.  All  elections  for  directors  shall  be  by 
ballot,  and  every  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
for  each  share  of  stock  held  by  him,  but  no  person  shall 
be  eligible  as  director  who  is  not  a  stockholder  lo  the 
amount  of  twenty  shares.  At  any  meeting  a  quorum 
of  the  stockholders  shall  consist  of  stockholders  owning 
at  least  one  third  in  value  of  the  capital  stock. 

^  6.  All  lands  purchased  by  this  corporation  in  satis- 
faction of  debt  shall  be  disposed  of  by  said  corporation 
within  five  years  from  the  date  of  purchase,  and  if  not 
disposed  of  within  that  time  must  be  exposed  to  public 
sale  at  the  end  of  five  years  from  the -date  of  said  pur- 
chase.

CHAPTER  1347. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  county  court  to  establiBh  a  civil  district  in  Daviess 
county  for  the  purposes  of  the  act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  spirituous, 
vinous,  and  malt  liquors  in  this  Commonwealth,  approved  January  24th, 
1874. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Daviess  county  be,  and 
is  hereby,  empowered,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the 
General  Statutes  for  the  establishment  of  districts,  elec- 
tion precincts,  and  voting  places,  to  erect  into  a  civil  dis- 
trict or  precinct,  and  fix  a  voting  place  therein,  that  part 
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of  Daviess  county  beginning  at  the  mouth  of  Burnet's 
fork,  on  North  Panther  creek;  running  thence  with  Pan- 
ther creek  to  where  it  crosses  the  Litchfield  road  at  the 
covered  bridge;  thence  with  the  original  line  of  the  Upper- 
town  precinct,  as  established  by  law,  to  where  it  strikes 
Burnet's  fork,  near  the  residence  of  Henry  Miller;  thence 
with  Burnet's  fork  to  the  beginning  of  precinct.  And  on 
the  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  within  the  proposed 
boundary,  the  said  county  court  shall  establish  such  civil 
district  or  precinct;  but  such  district  or  precinct,  whenever 
erected,  shall  constitute  an  election  precinct  or  district  only 
for  the  purposes  of  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  ap- 
proved January  26th,  1874, and  entitled  "An  act  to  regu- 
late the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinous,  and  malt  liquors  in 
this  Commonwealth;"  and  for  said  purpose  the  said  county 
court  shall,  as  to  said  precinct,  exercise  the  powers  and 
discharge  the  duties  prescribed  therein  as  to  other  election 
precincts,  and  shall  also  have  the  power  to  fix  the  day  of 
election  in  said  civil  district  or  precinct  when  :  Provided, 
That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  as  preventiiig  the 
county  court  from  establishing  a  precinct  or  civil  district 
for  other  purposes  within  or  over  any  part  of  said  in- 
cluded territory.

CHAPTER  1349. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Loaisnlle  Water  CompaDj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Louisville  Water 
Company  to  furnish  water  to  the  public  fire  cisterns  and 
public  fire  plugs  or  hydrants  of  the  city  of  Louisville  for 
fire  protection  free  of  charge. 

§  2.  The  sinking  fund  of  the  city  of  Louisville  being 
the  owner  of  the  stock  of  the  Louisville  Water  Company, 
and  said  water  company,  by  virtue  thereof,  is  the  prop* 
erty  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  therefore  the  Louisville 
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Water  Company  is  hereby  exempted  from  the  payment 
of  taxes  of  all  kinds  of  whatever  character,  State,  mu- 
nicipal, and  special. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  froQi  and  after  its  pas- 
sag^e.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  road  law  of  Greenup  county,  and  to  repeal  chapter

and  1880,  entitled  "  An  act  to  amend  the  road  law  of 
Greenup  county,"  approved  March  24th,  1880,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  repealed;  and  sections  fifteen,  seven- 
teen, and  eighteen  of  chapter  eleven  hundred  and  thirty- 
nine  of  Session  Acts  of  1871,  entitled  *'An  act  to  amend 
and  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  iii  relation  to  the 
road  law  of  Greenup  county,"  are  hereby  re-enacted  in 
full  force  and  effect,  except  as  amended  by  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act;  and  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict 
with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

Article  III.

of  said  town  placed  in  his  bands  for  collection;  and  that 
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%e  will  in  e^ood  faith,  to  best  of  his  skill  and  judgment,  DuUes. 
execute  a!ll  such  duties  as  may  be  lawfully  required  of 
'him  by  the  board  of  trustees  or  imposed  by  this  act.  The 
marshal  shall  execute  all  process  to  him  directed  from  the 
police  judge  or  other  officer  for  breaches  of  the  by-laws

or  the  best  information  he  can  obtain.  Two  fair  copies 
of  said  list,  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  shall  be  com- 
pleted by  him,  and  returned  to  the  board  of  trustees  at  their 
first  regular  meeting  in  iMay,  whereof  notice  shall  be 
given  that  said  inhabitants  may  examine,  or  owners  may 
examine,  the  same;  and  if  any  one  shall  feel  aggrieved 
thereby  in  excessive  valuation,  application  may  be  made 
to  the  board  of  trustees,  and  proof  being  to  their  satisfac- 
tion, the  list  may  be  corrected.

and  may  appoint  a  superintendent  of  streets  and  roads 
within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and  make  such  contract 
for  this   purpose  with  such  superintendent  as  they  may 
think  proper  for  the  working  of  the  same,  and  shall  have 
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power  to  prescribe  the  time  and  manner  of  working  said 
streets,  roads,  and  passways,  and  may  require  every 
male  inhabitant  of  said  town  between  the  ages  of  six- 
teen and  forty-five  years  to  work  on  the  same,  or  pay 
such  tax  in  lieu  thereof  as  they  may  prescribe;  and  when 
the  county  roads  passing  through  said  town  are  kept  in 
order  by  said  trustees,  as  above  provided  for,  the  inhab- 
itants of  said  town  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  any  road 
(ax  other  than  the  tax  provided  for  in  this  act.

§  1.   All  acts  or  parts  of    acts  conflicting  with  any  of 
Acta  repealed,      the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  1354. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Camden vi lie,  in   Anderaon 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Camdenville,  in 
Anderson  county,  be  so  amended  as  to  authorize  the  trus- 
tees of  said  town  to  levy  a  tax  upon  the  taxable  property 
within  the  limits  of  said  corporation  sufficient  to  build  a 
lock-up  for  the  purpose  of  confining  those  who  may  be 
adjudged  by  any  proper  or  competent  court  guilty  of  a 
breach  or  violation  of  the  town  ordinances  or  by-laws, 
where  a  fine  is  the  penalty  of  said  breach  or  violation;  or 
guilty  of  a  violation  of  the  said  statute  laws  of  this  State, 
subjecting  the  offender  to  a  fine  or  imprisonment  in  a 
county  jail,  within  the  limits  of  said  town. 

§  2.  That  the  police  judge  of  said  town  shall  have  the 
power  to  order  any  person  offending  or  violating  the 
laws,  as  set  out  in  section  one  of  this  act,  to  be  confined 
at  hard  labor,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per 
day,  on  the  streets  of  said  town,  until  the  fine  imposed 
for  such  violation  is  fully  paid  off  and  discharged;  and 
the  marshal  of  said  town  shall  have  the  control  of  said 
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offender,  with  power  to  keep  him  or  her  confined  in  the 
lock-up  when  not  at  work  on  the  streets  and  pavements 
of  said  town. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  its 
passage.

CHAPTER  1355. 

AN   ACT  to  regulate  the  taking  op  of  property  found  adrift  or  ruDniog 
loose  upon  Llckiug  river  in  the  absence  of  the  owner. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  taker*up  of  boats,  skiffs,  canoes,  fleets  of 
timber,  rafts,  platforms,  and  loose  logs  found  afloat  or 
adrift  on  the  Licking  river  in  the  absence  of  the  owner, 
shall  be  entitled  to  charge  the  following  prices,  to-wit: 
For  each  coal  or  other  boat  of  the  value  of  one  hundred 
dollars  or  more,  five  dollars;  if  of  the  value  of  fifty  dol- 
lars or  more,  two  dollars;  if  of  the  value  of  twenty  dol- 
lars or  more,  one  dollar;  if  of  the  value  of  ten  dollars  or 
more,  fifty  cents;  for  each  skiff  or  canoe,  fifty  cents;  for 
each  fleet  of  timber,  fifteen  dollars;  for  each  raft  of  not 
less  than  forty  logs,  five  dollars;  for  each  platform  of  not 
less  than  twenty  logs,  two  dollars;  for  each  platform  of 
not  less  than  ten  logs,  one  dollar;  for  each  loose  log^ 
twenty-five  cents.  The  taker-up  shall  have  a  lien  upon 
the  property  taken  up  by  him  for  his  charges,  and  may, 
after  he  has  advertised  the  time  and  place  of  sale  in  two 
public  places  in  the  county  or  counties  where  the  prop- 
erty may  be  located,  by  written  or  printed  notice,  for 
twenty  days,  giving  description  of  the  property,  and  any 
marks  thereon,  cause  the  same  to  be  sold  by  the  sheriff 
or  any  constable  for  cash  in  hand,  to  pay  said  charges 
and  the  cost  of  sale,  and  also  a  reasonable  compensation 
to  the  taker-up,  not  exceeding  two  dollars  per  day,  for 
caring  for  each  fleet  of  timber;  for  each  raft  per  day, 
twenty-five  cents;  lor  each  boat  per  day,  if  of  the  value 
of  fifty  dollars  or  more,  twenty-five  cents  per  day;  and 
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the  title  of  the  property  so  sold  shall  vest  absolutely  in 
ihe  purchaser  at  said  sale.  The  officer  making:  the  sale 
shall  have  the  same  fees  and  commissions  as  he  is  en- 
titled to  by  law  for  sales  of  similar  property  where  sold 
under  execution. 

§  2.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  officer  making  the  sale 
to  pay  to  the  taker-up  his  legal  charges,  after  deducting 
this  commission ;  and  if  there  be  an  excess,  he  shall  pay 
said  residue  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court,  and  take  his 
receipt  therefor;  and  if  the  owner  does,  within  one 
year  from  the  sale,  appear  in  the  county  court  of  said 
%ounty  and  establish  his  claim  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
•court,  the  money  deposited  with  said  clerk  shall  be  or- 
dered to  be  paid  to  the  owner,  and  the  court  may  compel 
its  payment  by  rule  and  other  proper  orders  against  the 
clerk  and  his  securities;  otherwise,  the  money  shall  be 
paid  by  the  clerk  to  the  common  school  commissioners  of 
the  county,  and  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  common 
school  fund  of  said  county.  For  failing  to  perform  his 
duties  under  this  act,  the  officer-making  the  sale  shall  be 
liable  upon  his  official  bond. 

§  3.  That  if  any  taker-up  shall  conceal,  change,  oblit- 
erate, or  make  any  new  mark  upon  the  thing  taken  up, 
or  shall  remove  the  property  from  the  main  river  or  its 
tributaries  where  found,  with  a  view  to  prevent  the  owner 
from  finding  it,  he  shall  for  each  offense  be  fined  not  less 
than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  in  a  pro- 
ceeding  by  warrant  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
against  such  person,  and  may  be  recovered  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  police  oricounty  judge,  or  other 
court  having  jurisdiction. 

§  4.  If  any  taker-up  of  any  such  property  as  described 
in  this  act  shall  knowingly  allow  said  property  taken  up 
by  him  to  get  aground,  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  collect 
or  receive  any  compensation  for  taking  up  or  caring  for 
same. 

§  5.  That  any  claimant  of  such  property,  if  the  county 
•court  should  adjudge  that  he  is  not  the  owner  thereof,  shall 
he  entitled  to  an  appeal  to  the  circuit  court  directly  from 
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«uch  jadgfment,  when  the  amount  in  controversy  shall  be 
liwenty  dollars  or  more«  This  act  shall  in  nowise  affect 
the  rights  of  the  Licking  River  Lunnber  and  Mining  Com- 
pany, or  in  wise  shall  the  provisions  thereof  apply  to 
^aid  Licking  River  and  Lumber  Company,  nor  to  Pendle- 
ton county. 

^  6.  All  laws  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  pa8saf3:e.

CHAPTER  1356. 

AN  ACT  to  iDCorporate  tbe  PerpetuAl  Mutual  Benefit  Aseociation. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  W.  F.  Bell,  Fayette  Hewitt,  James  Montgom-  incorporator!. 
ery,  Ivy  Twyman,  Wm.  Ditto,  W.  J.  Macey,  F.  P.  Straus, 
A.  B.  Montgomery,  C.  M.  Fraize,  J.  W.  Matthis,  W.  H. 
Marriott.J.  £.  Sheets,  John  Hi^hbaugh,  George  W.  Strick- 
ler,  Samuel  Gray,  T.  R.  McBeath,  Nick  Mercer,  Enos 
•Keith,  D.M.  Rodman,  and  their  associates  and  successors, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic,  under  the 
name  of  '*  The  Perpetual  Mutual  Benefit  Association,'*  style, 
with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  the  right 
to  hold  all  real  estate  or  other  funds  necessary  in  the 
judgment  of  the  board  of  directors  for  its  uses  and  pur- 
poses, and  may  dispose  of  the  tame;  and  may  make  and 
use  a  common  seal,  renewable  and  changeable  at  pleas- 
ure; and  may  make  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  for  fully  carrying  out  the  purposes 
of  this  act  of  incorporation,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  of  United  States  or  of  this  State. 

§  2.  The  principal  place  of  business  of  said  corporation   piace  of  business 
shall  be  in  Elizabethtown,  Kentucky,  and  any  five  of  the 
^incorporators  named  in  preceding  section  may,  in  person 
or  by  proxy,  proceed  to  organize  and  elect  a  board  of 
•directors  and  other  officers  provided  for  herein. 
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Directors . 


Purposes. 


§  3.  The  affairs  of  said  association  shall  be  managed? 
by  a  board  of  directors  of  not  less  than  five  (5)  nor  more 
than  twenty-one  (21),  five  (5)  of  whom  shall  be  residents 
of  Hardin  county  and  counties  contiguous  thereto,  and 
constitute  a  local  board,  who  shall  manage  the  affairs  of 
the  association,  and  a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute 
a  quorum.     The  remaining  sixteen  (.16)  shall  constitute 
an  advisory  board,  and  may  reside  in  any  portion  of  the 
United  States;  they  shall  be  chosen  by  the  members   of 
the  association   upon  the  second  Monday  in  January  of 
each   and   every  year,  and  shall   hold  their  offices  until 
their  successors  are  qualified.     Vacancies  in  the  board  of 
directors  may  be  filled  by  the  board  itself,  and  any  director 
so  elected   shall  hold  his  office  until  the  subsequent  an- 
nual meeting;  and  in  case  no  election  is  held  on  the  day 
named,  the  president,  by  order  of  the  board  of  directors,, 
may  call  a  meeting  for  such  purpose,  upon  ten  days'  no- 
tice published  in  some  paper  in  Elizabethtown  or  Louis- 
ville.   This  board  shall  elect  from  their  number  a  president 
and  secretary,  or  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem. 
requisite  for  the  management  of  the  business  of  the  asso- 
ciation, and  may,  by  by-laws,  regulate  the  duties  of  each. 

§  4.  The  object  of  this  association  is  to  create  and. 
provide  a  beneficiary  fund  for  the  families  or  relations 
of  deceased  members,  or  for  the  benefit  of  members  in 
sickness,  and  the  board  of  directors  shall  determine  who 
shall  be  members,  upon  what  terms  they  will  be  received  ;. 
may  reject  all  applications  for  membership;  fix  and  de- 
termine the  sums  to  be  paid  by  members,  either  upon- 
admission  or  as  monthly  dues,  and  control  and  invest  the 
funds  as  they  may  deem  best;  may  require  bonds  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  duty  from  the  officers  chosen* 
to  manage  the  business,  and  do  all  other  acts  necessary  to 
fully  carry  out  the  benevolent  purpose  of  the  association. 

§  5.  The  members' of  the  association  shall  be  arranged 
as  they  are  recorded  into  divisions.     No  divisions  shall 
exceed  two  thousand  members.     Members  shall  be  sober,, 
discreet,  peaceable,  moral  men.     New  members  may  be 
admitted  to  any  division  at  any  tiine  till  the  same  is  fulh. 
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Each  division,  except  those  named  in  section  six  (6),  shall 
be  filled  before  another  is  begun,  and  kept  filled  as  fast 
as  vacancies  occur. 

§  ft.  There  may  be  one  or  more  divisions,  to  be  com- 
posed only  of  citizens  of  Hardin  county  and  counties 
contiguous  thereto,  which  shall  pay  on  each  whole  policy, 
on  the  death  of  the  insured,  $2,000,  and  on  each  half 
policy  $1,000,  and  the  members  thereof  shall  be  assessed 
at  each  death  in  the  proportions  provided  in  section  nine 
(9)  sufficient  to  pay  the  policy,  provided  the  assessments 
shall  be  as  provided  in  section  nine  (9),  and  the  amount 
paid  on  each  policy  as  provided  in  section  thirteen  (13), 
until  there  shall  be  enrolled  in  the  division  at  least  200 
members. 

(  7.  Upon  the  decease  of  any  member  of  this  associa- 
tion, the  fund  to  which  his  family  is  entitled  shall  be  paid 
as  may  be  designated  in  the  application  for  membership, 
or  by  will  of  the  member;  this  being  changed  by  death,  or 
otherwise  impossible,  it  shall  go — first,  to  the  widow  and 
children;  second,  to  his  mother;  third,  to  his  legal  heirs. 
The  fund  due  deceased  members  shall  not  be  subject  to 
the  claims  of  creditors,  and  shall  not  be  reached  by  attach- 
ment, garnishment,  or  other  process  of  law,  so  as  to 
divert  from  the  family  of  such  members. 

§  8.  There  shall  be  an  admission  fee  of  six  dollars  and  Admission  fee. 
such  annual  dues  as  may  be  required  by  the  board  of 
directors,  and  upon  the  death  of  a  member  an  assessment 
such  as  may  be  determined  to  be  just,  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, the  board  of  directors  having  power  to  change  the 
admission  fee  and  annual  dues  as,  and  in  the  same  man- 
ner, they  are  empowered  to  change  at<sessment8. 

^  9.  The  members  shall  be  divided  into  classes  according  classes. 
to  their  several  ages;  those  from  twenty-one  (21)  to  twenty- 
five  (25)  shall  constitute  one  class,  those  from  twenty-five 
(25)  to  twenty-nine  (29)  another,  those  from  twenty-nine 
(29)  to  thirty-three  (33)  another,  those  from  thirty-three 
(33)  to  thirty-six  (36)  another,  those  from  thirty-six  (36) 
to  thirty-nine  (39)  another,  those  from  thirty-nine  (39)  to 
forty-two  (42)  another,  those  from  forty-two  (42)  to  forty- 
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five  (45)  another,  those  from  forty -five  (45)  to  forty-seven 
{47)  another,  those  from  forty-seven  (47)  to  forty-nine  (49) 
another,  those  from  forty-nine  (49)  to  fifty-one  (51)  an- 
other, those  from  fifty-one  (51)  to  fifty-three  (53)  another, 
those  from  fifty-three  (53)  to  fifty-five  (55)  another,  and 
every  year  thereafter  shall  constitute  a  class.  The  as- 
sessments at  each  death  of  a  full  member,  and  of  each 
half  member,  where  his  policy  has  to  be  paid  by  assess- 
ment, and  not  out  of  the  surplus  as  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  be  as  follows:  On  the  death  of  a  whole  member, 
seventy  cents  on  each  full  member  of  the  age  of  the 
first  class,  seventy-five  cents  on  each  full  mumber  of  the 
age  of  the  second  class,  and  thus  incrtjasing  it  five  cents 
on  each  full  member  of  each  class  up  to  and  including 
iifty-seven  (57)  years,  and  one  half  of  the  above  amounts 
on  each  half  member;  and  upon  the  death  of  a  half  mem- 
ber, the  assessment  on  each  full  member  shall  be  the 
same  as  on  a  half  member  upon  the  death  of  a  full  mem- 
ber as  above,  and  upon  a  half  member  one  half  of  that 
upon  a  full  member.  The  board  of  directors  shall  fix  the 
amount  of  assessments  on  all  over  fifty-seven  (57)  years 
old,  and  may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  change  the  classes 
and  assessments  on  the  classes  in  each  division,  to  be 
submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  members  of  such  division 
i)efore  the  change  takes  effect. 

§  10.  No  member  shall  be  taken  in  this  association 
whose  business  requires  him  to  travel  on  railroads  one 
fifth  or  more  of  his  time,  or  whose  residence  is  south  of 
the  thirty-sixth  (36th)  degree  of  north  latitude;  and  any 
one  remaining  or  going  south  of  that  degree  of  latitude 
between  the  first  of  June  and  the  fifteenth  of  October, 
without  the  permission  of  the  president  or  board  of  direct- 
ors, and  shall  thereby,  before  he  obtains  such  permission, 
contract  any  disease  from  which  death  ensues,  the  policy 
shall  be  void. 

§  11.  The  members  of  each  county  shall  constitute  a 
body,  a  majority  of  whom  may  hold  meetings  to  elect 
delegates  to  represent  them  in  voting  and  otherwise  as 
•they  may  direct,  and  may,  at  these  meetings,  require  the 
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l)oard  of  directors  to  lay  before  them  a  full  statement  of 
the  transactions  of  the  association  in  the  month  of  Feb- 
ruary in  each  year. 

§  12.  Upon  receiving  notice  of  the  death  of  a  member, 
the  secretary  or  other  officer  shall  send  notice  of  same  to 
each  surviving:  member  of  his  division,  and  demand,  with- 
in thirty  days,  the  assessment  made  upon  each.  If  any 
member  shall  fail  to  pay  within  thirty  days  from  the  send- 
ing of  this  notice,  he  shall  forfeit  all  rights  in  the  asso- 
ciation and  all  claims  to  its  benefits,  and  can  only  be 
reinstated  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  board  of  directors, 
and  the  payment  of  all  arrearages;  a  notice  addressed  to 
the  member  at  post-ofiice  named  in  the  application  for 
membership,  or  other  address  subsequently  furnished  the 
association,  shall  be  considered  a  legal  notice  for  all  the 
purposes  herein. 

§  13.  The  fund  due  deceased  members  shall  be  paid 
within  sixty  (60)  days  after  legal  notice  of  the  death  of 
such  member  is  given  to  the  association,  and  such  legal 
notice  of  death  shall  be  the  written  claim  of  the  bene- 
liciary  of  deceased  member,  giving  name,  age,  place,  and 
circumstance  and  cause  of  death,  accompanied  by  the 
sworn  statement  of  his  physician,  and  the  minister  or  un- 
dertaker officiating  at  the  funeral  of  such  member,  that 
he  died  as  set  out  in  the  claim.  Unless  such  claim  is 
asserted  within  one  year  from  the  death  of  a  member, 
any  right  of  recovery  shall  be  forfeited.  The  amount 
paid  by  the  association  as  a  beneficiary  fund  to  deceased 
members  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  ($2,000)  dollars, 
and  shall  not  be  less  than  ninety  (90)  per  cent,  of  the 
assessment  realized  from  every  member  of  the  division 
in  which  deceased  member  was  registered.  The  living 
members  shall  be  bound  in  law  to  pay  all  assessments 
made  and  dues;  but  they  may  withdraw  from  the  asso- 
ciation by  giving  written  notice  to  the  secretary  or  chief 
officer  of  the  association  of  such  intention.  After  giving 
this  notice,  all  liability  for  assessments  and  dues  shall 
cease  and  determine,  as  shall  also  any  liability  of  the 
association  to  him. 
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§  14.  Whenever  the  surplus  of  funds  in  the  hands  of 
the  association  for  any  division  shall  exceed  five  thousand 
($5,000)  dollars,  enough  to  pay  a  policy,  the  excess  shall 
be  applied  to  payment  of  policies,  and  the  board  of  direct- 
ors may  pay  policies  out  of  the  surplus  when  less  than 
that  amount  is  on  hand.  Such  payments  on  each  policy 
shall  equal  the  amount  realized  from  the  last  assessment 
in  that  division. 

^  15.  The  members  shall  in  no  way  be  liable  for  the 
debts  of  the  association. 

§  16.  This  association  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  in- 
surance laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  nor  shall  they  be 
required  to  make  any  deposit  or  pay  any  tax  or  charge 
required  of  life  insurance  companies,  but  may  report  to 
the  Insurance  Bureau  annually,  or  oftener  if  they  desire. 

^  17.  This  act  shall  take  efTect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1357. 

AN  ACT  to  Amend  an  act  to  Amend  and  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  ii> 
relation  to  the  city  of  Prankfort,  approved  March  16ih,  1869. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommoniDealtk 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  in  addition  to  the  po'wers  and  authority  con- 
ferred upon  the  board  of  councilmen  of  the  city  of  Frank- 
fort by  the  above  styled  act,  and  especially  the  22d  section 
thereof,  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  it  shall  have  the 
power,  right,  and  authority,  by  a  suit  in  equity  in  any 
court  of  equitable  jurisdiction  held  in  the  city  of  Frank- 
fort, to  enforce  and  foreclose  its  lien  for  city  taxes,  and  to 
prove  and  enforce  its  claim  or  lien  for  city  taxes,  in  any 
action  instituted  by  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or 
corporations,  on  all  estate  for  said  city  taxes  due  it,  as 
any  other  claim  is  now  proved  up  and  enforced  in  chan- 
cery. 
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§  2.  Jurisdiction  is  hereby  conferred  upon  the  Franklin 
•circuit  court  and  the  Franklin  common  pleas  court  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1358. 

■AN  ACT  to  aatborize  and  legalize  the  sale  aod  inclosare  of  part  of  the  oid 

jail  lot  in  the  towo  of  NicbolasviUe. 

That  whereas,  it  is  represented  to  us  that  that  part  of 
the  public  grounds  in  the  town  of  Nicholasville,  known 
as  the  old  jail  lot,  has,  by  the  uses  to  which  it  has  been 
directed,  become  a  nuisance;  and  whereas,  the  county 
court  of  Jessamine  county,  and  Jessamine  county,  many 
years  since  abandoned  and  censed  to  use  said  lot,  and 
have,  by  an  order  of  the  county  court  of  said  county  sit- 
ting as  a  court  of  claims,  released  to  the  said  board  of 
trustees  of  said  town  all  the  right  of  said  court  and  said 
county  to  all  that  part  of  said  lot  lying  west  of  a  line  run- 
ning from  the  southeast  corner  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
parallel  with  West  street  to  main  Gross  street;  and  where- 
as, the  title  to  said  lot  of  ground  being  in  said  board  of 
trustees,  said  board  made  a  deed  of  conveyance  of  sixty 
feet  of  the  southern  end  of  said  lot  to  Ben.  P.  Campbell 
and  Lovo.  R.  Campbell,  and  forty  feet  of  the  northern 
end  of  said  lot  to  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  Nicholas- 
ville (said  two  parcels  of  ground  lying  adjoining  the  lot 
of  Ben.  P.  Campbell  and  said  church,  and  being  the  same 
part  of  said  lot  released  by  the  said  county  court),  and  re- 
quired, as  part  of  the  consideration  of  said  conveyances, 
that  said  purchasers  would  curb,  pave,  grade,  and  inclose 
the  said  parcels  of  land  so  purchased  by  them;  now. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  I.  That  the  said  action  of  said  board  of  trustees,  in 
•selling  and  conveying  said  ground  to  said  purchasers,  is 
thereby  legalized;  and  it  shall   be  lawful  for  said  par* 
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chasers  to  curb,  pave,  ^rade,  and  inclose  the  same;  and 
said  deeds  of  conveyance,  so  made  by  said  board,  shall 
have  the  same  force  and  effect,  and  shall  so  effectually 
pass  the  title  to  said  property  to  the  said  purchasers,  as 
if  there  had  been  an  act  of  this  Legislature  specially 
authorizing  said  board  of  trustees  to  sell  and  convey  said 
ground  in  the  manner  and  form  in  which  said  sales  and 
conveyances  were  made. 

§  2.    This  act  to   take  effect   from  and   after   its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1360. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Garrollton,  in  CiirroU  couotj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  ComTnonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  when  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  town  of 
Carrollton  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  open  or  widen,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  a  street  or  alley  in  said  town  which 
may  be  held  by  purchase  from  the  former  board  of  trus- 
tees, or  held  b}'  adverse  possession,  they  may  apply  to 
the  Carroll  county  court,  by  motion  in  writing,  stating 
and  describing  the  streets  or  alley  or  parts  thereof  pro- 
posed to  be  opened  or  widened.  Said  court  shall  there- 
upon appoint  three  citizens  of  said  town  to  view  and 
report  the  advantages  and  disadvantages  that  will  result 
from  opening  or  widening  the  streets  or  alley  as  proposed 
in  the  motion. 

§  2.  The  viewers  shall  also  report  the  names  of  the 
parties  in  possession,  and  the  names  of  the  owners  of 
the  street  or  alley  proposed  to  be  opened  or  widened. 
Upon  report  of  the  viewers  being  filed,  summons  shall 
issue  against  the  owners  and  parties  in  possession  to 
show  cause,  if  any,  against  the  motion. 

§  3.  If  any  of  the  owners  of  said  streets  or  alleys  are 
non-residents  of  this  State,  a  warning  order  shall  be 
made,  warning  the  non-residents  to  show  cause,  if  any^ 
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against  the  motion  at  the  next  regular  monthly  term  of 
the  court, 

§  4.  The  court  may  order  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum^ 
directed  to  the  sheriff  of  Carroll  county,  who  shall  sum- 
mon and  empanel  a  jury  of  twelve  freeholders,  citizens 
of  the  town  of  Carrollton,  to  meet  on  the  ground  described 
in  the  motion,  to  assess  the  damages.  Reasonable  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  jury  shall  be 
given  to  the  owners,  if  in  Cc^rroll  county,  and  to  the  par- 
ties in  possession. 

§  5-  The  jury,  after  being  duly  sworn,  shall  view  the 
street  or  alley,  or  parts  thereof  sought  to  be  opened  or 
widened,  and  ascertain  what  will  be  a  just  compensation 
for  the  ground  proposed  to  be  taken,  and  the  additional 
fencing  which  will  be  necessary  to  fence  the  same,  and 
the  damages  to  the  residue  of  the  tract  beyond  the  pecu- 
liar benefits  which  will  be  derived  to  such  residue  from 
the  opening  or  widening  the  street  or  alley  proposed  to 
be  opened  or  widened. 

§  6.  If  the  jury  shall  not  be  sworn  on  the  day  specified, 
or  one  shall  be  sworn  and  disagree,  and  shall  be  dis- 
charged, the  officer  shall  execute  the  writ  on  such  other 
day  as  he  may  appoint,  notice  thereof  being  given  to  the 
parties  interested.  If  the  inquest  cannot  be  completed 
in  one  day,  the  officer  shall  adjourn  the  jury  from  day  to 
day  until  its  completion.  When  completed^  it  shall  be 
signed  by  the  jurors,  and  returned  by  the  officer,  together 
with  the  writ,  to  the  clerk  of  the  Carroll  county  court. 

§  7.  If  the  county  court  shall,  upon  the  report  of  the 
viewers'  inquest  and  other  evidence,  determine  to  open 
or  widen  such  street  or  alley,  as  recommended  by  the 
viewers,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  pay  or  tender  to  the 
owners  of  the  lands  thus  condemned  the  amount  of  the 
damages  assessed,  and  the  legal  costs  of  the  procedure 
before  the  court  shall  proceed  to  open  or  widen  sucb 
street  or  alley. 

§  8.  Appeals  may  be  taken  from  the  judgment  of  the 
county  court  in  these  cases  to  the  Carroll  circuit  court,  ii> 
the  same  manner  that  appeals  are  taken  in  road  cases,  a& 
provided  by  chapter  04  of  the  General  Statutes. 
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§  9.  That  the  board  of  trustees  for  said  town  shall, 
before  an}'  town  election,  appoint  suitable  persons  as 
officers  of  said  election,  to-wit:  two  judges,  a  clerk,  and 
a  sheriff.  The  officers  of  said  election  shall  perform 
similar  services,  and  be  entitled  to  like  pay  as  officers  at 
State  elections.

AN  ACT  to  incorporAtA  ibe  LooisvUleaod  Great  Western  Railway  Compaoy. 

Be  i(  enacted  by  tke  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonv>eallh 
of  Kentucky : 

}  1.    That  there  is   hereby   created    and   established   a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of 

Style.  the  ''Louisville  and   Great  Western   Railway  Company," 

and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  may 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and 
places  as  a  natural  person.  Said  company  may  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  and  change  the  same 
at  will;  and  it  shall  have  all  other  lawful  powers  usual 
and  incident  to  corporations,  and  which  may  be  requisite 
and  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  for  which  it 
is  created  and  established.

the  same  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each, 
and  may  be  subscribed  for,  purchased,  owned,  and  con- 
trolled by  individuals  and  parties  in  Kentucky  and  else- 
where. 

§  4.  Whenever  subscriptions  of  stock  to  the  amount  of 
fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  made  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company,  the  commissioners  shall  give  at 
least  ten  days'  notice  thereof,  and  assemble  the  sub- 
scribers at  some  suitable  time  and  place,  and  such  of 
them  as  shall  have  paid  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  in 
cash  upon  each  share  of  stock  subscribed  by  them  respec- 
tively, shall  proceed  to  elect  from  their  own  number  Directors. 
seven  directors  for  said  company. 

§  5.  That  the  board  of  directors  may  elect  the  president   President. 
of  the  company  from  among  their  own  number,  or  from 
among  the  qualified  stockholders. 

§  6.  After  the  organization  of  the  company,  by  the 
election  of  a  board  rf  directors  and  president,  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  the  management  and  control  of  the 
property,  business,  and  affairs  of  said  company  shall  pass

§  7.  That  to  continue   the  succession    of  the   president 

Elections  I  and  directors  of  said    company,  seven    directors  shall  be 

chosen  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  in  June  of  each 
year,  at  such  place  as  the  president  and  directors  may 
appoint,  by  the  stockholders  of  said  company:  Provided,

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  ma}', 

By.!aws.  froru  time  to  time,  enact  and  put  in  force  such  by  laws, 

rules  and  regulations,  for  conducting,  managing,  and 
governing  its  proper  business  and  affairs  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  or  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  and  alter,  amend,  and 
repeal  ihe  same  at  will.  They  may  prescribe  therein 
the  number  of  directors  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business.  They  may  also  appoint 
an  e>ecutive  committee,  to  consist  of  the  president  and 
five  or  more   of  the  directors;  and  said  committee  may, 
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when  the  board  is  not  in  session,  exercise  all  the  powers 
and  rights  vested  in  the  president  and  directors,  except 
where  it  has  been  otherwise  provided  in  the  b3^1aw8. 

^  9.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  connpany  may  Agents, &c. 
elect  or  appoint  such  officers,  accents,  and  ennployes  as 
t\iey  nnay  deenn  proper  and  necessary  for  constructing 
said  railway,  and  for  carrying  on,  managing,  and  con- 
■ducting  its  property,  business,  and  affairs,  and  remove 
them  at  pleasure;  they  may  prescribe  the  qualifications, 
powers,  and  duties  of  all  its  officers,  agents,  and  employes, 
and  mny  require  of  any  and  all  of  them  bonds  in  such  pen- 
alties as  they  may  deem  proper,  to  secure  the  faithful 
and  honest  performance  of  their  respective  duties  ;  and 
upon  any  bonds  thus  taken  recovery  may  be  had  for 
breaches  of  the  conditions  thereof.

and  line  of  telegrap'i,  from  such  point  or  points,  in  or 
near  the  city  of  Louisville,  as  they  may  select,  by  consent 
of  the  general  council  of  said  city;  thence  through  the 
county  of  Jefferson  to  the  Ohio  rivtr,  at  West  Point; 
thence,  crossing  Muldrough's  Hill,  by  the  most  prac- 
ticable, sale,  and  cheapest  route,  passing  through  the 
counties  of  Hardin  and  Meade,  as  near  Brandenburg  as 
practicable;  thence  through  Meade  and  into  i3reckinridge 
county,  near  Chick's  Ford,  on  Sinking  creek;  thence,  by 
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the  most  practicable  route,  to  Hardinsburg,  Breckinridge 
county ;  thence,  by  the  best  and  most  practicable  route^ 
to  or  near  Owensboro,  Daviess  county,  passing  through 
the  coal  and  iron  districts  of  Breckinridf^e,  Hancock,  and 
Daviess  counties;   thence^  to   Richland,  on   Green   river; 
from  thence  to  Morganfield,  Union  county;  thence  to   a 
point  on  the  Ohio  river  opposite  Shawneetown,  Illinois, 
and   across  the   Ohio   river,  there   connecting  with   line 
or  lines  of  railway;   and  they  shall  have  all  necessary 
powers    to    cross   navigable    streams,   provided   they    do 
not  materially  impair  navigation.      And   they   are   also 
hereby   fully    authorized    and    empowered   to    construct 
a   branch   railway   from   their    main    trunk   road,    near 
Hardinsburg,  through  the  counties  of  Breckinridge  and 
Hardin,  to  Elizabethtown,  Kentucky;    also  such  branch 
railways  to  their  main  trunk  line,  in  and  through  such 
counties  of  this  Commonwealth  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
and,  to  that  end,  all  the  powers  conferred  by  this  act  for 
constructing  the  main  trunk  road  are  also  hereb}'  extended 
to  and  conferred  upon  said  company  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  branch  roads.     Said  president  and  directors^ 
after   said   company    shall    have    been    organized,   may 
change  the  beginning  of  said  railroad  from  Louisville  to 
a  point  on  the  Cecilian  branch  of  the  Elizabethtown  and 
Paducah  road,  to  be  fixed  upon  and  determined  by  them 
and  the  owners  of  said  branch;  but  when  so  begun,  the 
route  of  the  road  shall^lead,  as  speedily  as  may  be,  to 
the  route  of  the  road  from  Lduisville  as  herein  described, 
keeping  in   view  the  terminus  of  the  same.     They  are 
hereby  further  empowered,  should  they  deem  it  advisable 
to  do  so,  to  change  the  western   terminus  of  said  road 
from  Shawneetown,  Illinois,  to  Henderson,  Kentucky,  on 
the  annulment  of  all  subscriptions  of  stock  between  those 
points,  and  the  payment  back  of  such  sums  as  may  have 
been    paid  to  the  railroad  company  by  persons  residing 
between  those  places,  viz:  Henderson  and  Shawneetown. 
§  11.    That  it  shall   be   lawful   for   the    president  and 
directors   of  said   company  to  keep  open  the  books  for 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  until 
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the  whole  of  the  capital  stock  is  subscribed;  and  they 
may  receive  subscriptions  to  said  capital  stock,  payable 
in  contracts  to  build  any  part  or  parts  of  said  road,  or  any 
bridge  or  bridges  on  the  same,  or  to  perform  any  work,  or 
to  furnish  any  materials  which  may  be  necessary  or  desir- 
able for  the  construction  or  equipment  of  said  road.  That 
if  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed 
insufficient  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  president  and  directors  to  increase  the  same  as 
much  as  may  be  necessary. 

§  12.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  re- 
ceive, lease,  purchase,  or  otherwise  acquire  and  own, 
hold,  use,  possess,  enjoy,  and  control  all  such  real  and 
personal  property,  goods,  .chattels,  and  other  things,  as 
maj'  be  necessary  for  constructing,  operating,  and  equip- 
ping said  railroad  and  its  branches,  and  a  line  of  tele- 
graph  along  the  same,  or  purchased  by  it  in  satisfaction 
of  any  debt,  judgment,  or  decree,  and  may  grant, bargain, 
sell,  and  convey  the  same  as  a  natural  person. 

§  13.  That  upon  application  by  said  company  to  the 
county  court  of  any  county  into  or  through  which  it  is 
proposed  to  construct  said  railway,  such  court  shall  ap- 
point three  commissioners,  two  of  whom  shall  be  residents 
of  said  county,  and  one  an  engineer,  who  shall  be  sworn 
faithfully  to  discharge  their  duties  under  this  act  to  t^e 
best  of  their  skill  and  judgment;  and  whenever  said  com- 
pany shall  be  unable  to  agree  with  the  owner  of  any  land, 
earth,  stone,  or  other  material  or  thing  required  for  the 
site  or  construction  of  said  road,  or  whenever  the  land  or 
material  required  shall  be  owned  by  any  person  not  a 
resident  of  said  county,  or  who  is  a  feme  covert^  infant,  or 
person  non  compos  mentis^  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  com- 
missioners to  view  the  land  or  material  required,  and  fix 
the  amount  of  compensation  to  which  the  owner  or  own- 
ers of  such  land  or  material  shall  be  entitled,  and  to  make 
out  and  return  to  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court  a  report,  in  writing,  particularly  describing  the  land 
or  other  material  valued,  and  the  interest  and  duration  of 
the  interest  valued,  and  the  amount  of  damages  assessed. 
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The  report  of  the  commissioners  shall  give  the  name  of 
the  owner,  and  state  whether  such  owner  is  a  resident  of 
the  county,  and  whether  a  feme  covert^  infant,  or  sane 
person.  The  clerk  shall  receive  such  report,  and  file  the 
same, indorsing  thereon  the  time  of  its  being  filed;  and  if 
the  owner  resides  in  the  State,  he  shall  forthwith  issue  a 
summons,  commanding  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  prop- 
erty  to  appear  and  show  cause  why  the  report  shall  not 
be  confirmed,  which  summons  shall  be  forthwith  executed 
by  the  sheriff  or  other  officer  in  whose  hands  it  may  be 
placed.  The  report  shall  be  docketed  in  the  county  courts 
and  stand  for  trial  at  any  term  of  said  court  commencing^ 
not  less  than  ten  days  after  service  of  the  summons.  IF 
the  owner  is  not  a  resident  of  the  State,  the  court  shalt^ 
at  the  first  term  after  the  report  is  filed,  appoint  an  attorney 
to  defend  for  such  owner,  who  may  file  exceptions  at  any 
time  not  later  than  sixty  days  thereafter;  and  upon  excep- 
tions being  filed  by  the  owner  or  by  an  attorney  appointed 
to  defend  him,  or  by  the  company,  the  court  shall  forth- 
with order  a  jury  of  twelve  disinterested  impartial  free- 
holders of  the  county  to  be  empaneled  by  the  sherifi*  of 
such  county  to  try  the  question  of  damages,  unless  for 
good  cause  shown  time  is  given  for  preparation.  If  no 
exceptions  are  filed,  the  report  shall  be  confirmed.  The 
jury  and  commissioners,  in  estimating  the  damages  to 
any  proprietor  of  land  or  material  sought,  condemned  for 
said  road,  shall  find  for  the  owner  or  owners  the  actual 
value  of  the  land  or  other  thing  proposed  to  be  taken; 
but  in  estimating  damages  resulting  incidentally  to  the 
other  land,  or  other  property  of  such  owners,  shall  ofiset 
the  benefits  to  such  residue  to  be  derived  from  the  build- 
ing and  operating  of  said  road  by,  through,  or  near  such 
residue:  Provided,  That  land  condemned  for  road-way  shall 
not  be  more  than  sixty  feet  wide,  unless  said  company 
shall  file  with  the  court,  at  the  time  of  applying  for  the 
appointment  of  commissioners,  the  affidavit  of  some  one 
of  its  engineers,  stating  that  a  greater  width  is  necessary^ 
and  how  much  more  is  required,  when  the  inquisition 
shall  be  for  the  quantity  thus  stated. 
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§  14.  That  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  conn- 
pany  to  have,  use,  or  occupy  any  lands*,  material,  or  other 
property  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or  repairing  said 
road,  or  their  necessary  works  or  buildings,  the  president 
and  directors,  or  their  agents,  or  those  contracting  with 
thenn  for  constructing  or  repairing  the  same,  may  take 
and  use  the  same  after  having  first  caused  the  property 
wanted  to  be  viewed  and  valued  by  commissioners  ap- 
pointed as  hereinbefore  prescribed,  and  full  compensation 
made  therefor  by  payment  or  tender  of  such  valuation, 
shall  be  a  bar  to  ail  actions  for  taking  and  using  such 
properly,  whether  begun  before  or  after  such  confirma- 
tion or  payment  of  said  valuation. 

§  15.  That  said  company  may  condemn,  for  the  right 
of  way,  sixty  feet,  and  where  the  necessities  of  the  road- 
way may  require,  as  much  as  one  hundred  feet:  Provided^ 
That  the  said  company  may  purchase  or  condemn  as 
much  land  as  may  be  necessary  for  depots  and  other 
necessary  buildings;  and  the  said  company  shall  have 
the  right  to  cross  all  other  railroads  and  turnpikes,  if  nec^ 
essary:  Provided,  That  in  so  doing  it  does  no  violence  to 
the  charters  or  material  rights  of  said  railroads  and  turn- 
pikes. 

§  16.  That  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of 
said  company  may  be  called  at  any  time  during  the  inter- 
val between  the  annual  meetings,  by  the  president  and 
directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  by  the  stockholders 
owning  one-fourth  of  all  the  stock  subscribed,  upon  giv- 
ing thirty  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding 
the  same;  and  wrhen  any  such  meeting  is  called  by  the 
stockholders,  such  notice  shall  specify  the  object  of  the 
call;  and  if,  at  any  such  called  meeting,  a  majority  in 
value  of  all  the  stockholders  are  not  present  in  person  or 
by  proxy,  the  same  shall  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day, 
without  transacting  any  business,  for  any  time  not  ex- 
ceeding five  days;  and  if,  within  said  five  days,  stockhold- 
ers having  a  majority  in  value  of  all  stock  subscribed 
do  not  attend,  in  person  or  by  proxy,  such  meeting  shall 
be  dissolved. 
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§  17.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
in  oflice  for  the  preceding  year,  shall,  at  the  regular  an« 
nual  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  exhibit  a  clear  and 
distinct  account  of  the  affairs  of  the  company;  that  at 
any  called  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority  in 
value  of  the  holders  of  stock  subscribed  being  present, 
may  demand  and  require  similar  statements  from  the 
president  and  directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish 
such  statement  when  so  required;  and  that  at  all  general 
meetings  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority  of  them  in  value 
may  remove  from  ofHce  the  president,  or  any  or  all  of  the 
directors,  and  fill  up  the  vacancies  thus  made,  in  the 
same  manner  they  could  do  at  their  annual  meetings. 

§  18.  That  the   president  and   directors   of  said   com- 
oith  pany,  before  he  or  they  act  as  such,  shall  swear  or  afHrm, 

as  the  case  may  be,  that  they  will  well  and  truly  discharge 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  to  the  best  of  their 
skill  and  judgment;  and  the  said  president  and  directors, 
or  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stockholders  in  said  com- 
pany, at  any  of  the  stated  or  called  meetings  of  said 
Ftockholders,  shall  have  power  to  elect  a  treasurer  of 
said  company,  and  to  require  and  take  of  him  a  bond« 
in  such  penalty  and  with  such  securities  as  they  may 
prescribe,  payable  to  said  company',  conditioned  for  the 
faithful*  keeping  and  disbursing  of  all  such  money  as 
may  come  to  his  hands,  and  with  such  other  conditions 
as  may  be  prescribed;  upon  which  bond  recovery  may  be 
had  for  a  breach  of  the  conditions  thereof,  by  suit  in  the 
name  of  the  company,  in  an}'  court  having  jurisdiction. 

§  19.  That  if  any  of  the  stock  authorized  by  this  act 
shall  remain  unsubscribed,  the  president  and  directors 
shall  have  power  to  open  the  books  and  receive  subscrip- 
tion to  the  stock  which  shall  remain  unsubscribed  for,  or 
to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  company,  not  under 
the  par  value  of  such  stock,  and  the  subscribers  or  pur- 
chasers of  such  stock  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  original 
subscribers,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  and 
liabilities. 
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§  20.  That  said  railway  company  shall  never  be  taxed 
at  a  valuation  beyond  the  rate  at  which  other  roads  are 
now  taxed,  nor  exceeding  its  actual  value. 

§  21.  That  the  said  railway  company  may  issue  and  May  issue  bonds. 
sell  the  bonds  of  said  company  of  the  denominations  of 
one  hundred,  five  hundred,  and  one  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the  sec- 
retary, with  the  seal  of  the  corporation  afRxed,  to  any 
amount  not  exceeding  one  million  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  bearing  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  interest,  pay- 
able semi-annually,  with  coupons  attached,  signed  by  the 
secretary  of  the  company,  to  be  made  payable  as  said 
company  may  direct,  within  thirty  years  from  this  date. 

5  22.  To  secure  the  prompt  payment  of  the  interest  and 
principal  of  bonds  issued  by  authority  of  this  act,  said 
company  may  execute  a  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  con- 
veying said  railroad  and  its  property  franchises  to  a  trus- 
tee or  trustees,  and  from  time  to  time  fill  vacancies  that 
may  occur,  for  the  use  and  to  secure  the  holders  of  such 
bonds,  with  such  covenants  and  stipulations  as  may  be 
necessary  to  effect  the  purpose  and  object  of  its  execu- 
tion. 

§  23.  That  if  the  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust  authorized 
by  the  last  preceding  section  shall  be  foreclosed  by  legal 
proceeding,  such  foreclosure  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of 
all  the  holders  of  bonds,  secured  by  its  provisions.  Upon 
such  foreclosure,  the  president  shall  make  a  correct  list 
of  all  bonds  secured  by  such  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust, 
which  have  been  sold,  and  verify  it  by  his  affidavit,  which 

affidavit  and  list  shall  be  filed  in  the  circuit  court  of 

county. 

^  24.  Such  foreclosure  shall  not  take  place  until  ninety 
days  after  publication  .of  notice  of  the  commencement  of 
proceedings  to  that  end  shall  have  been  m4^e,  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  published  in  the  cities  of  Louisville  and 
Owensboro.  The  person  or  corporation  becoming  the 
purchaser  or  lessee  of  said  road,  by  reason  of  any  sale  or 
leasing  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  bondholders,  shall  be 
vested  with  all  the  rights,  privileges,  franchises,  and 
immunities  of  the  corporation. 
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§25.  That  to  create  and  secure  a  fund  for  the  final 
redemption  of  tnortgagf*  bonds  inaued  under  authority  of 
this  act,  a  sinking  fund  sliall  be  create<!  by  said  company; 
and  in  order  to  create  such  fund  said  company  shall,  at 
the  lime  of  declaring  the  first  casli  dividend,  ascertain 
what  sum  ouglit  to  be  set  aside  annually,  in  order  to 
create  a  fund  sufficient  to  redeem  its  bonds  at  maturity, 
and  then  set  apart  and  pass  into  the  sinking  fund  that 
sum;  and  thereafter,  annually,  there  shall  be  set  aside 
and  pass  into  said  fund  a  like  sum,  until  a  fund  is  created 
sufficient  to  pay  the  outstanding  bonds  of  the  company^, 
which  fund  shall  be  held  sacred  for  the  redemption  of 
said  bonds,  and  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose.  That 
the  company  may  loan  and  re  loan  the  sums  thus  set 
apart  at  any  rate  of  interest  not  greater  than  that  paid 
on  its  bonds,  or  may  invest  the  same  in  any  safe  and 
profitable  manner  deemed  advisable,  which  is  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  purposes  and  objects  of  creating  said 
fund:  Provided,  That  said  company  may  use  any  or  alt 
of  said  fund  in  retiring  its  bonds  before  maturity,  if 
deemed  advisable  ;  but  no  bond  purchased  with  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sinking  fund  shall  be  re>sold,  but  shall  be 
canceled. 

^  1*6.  The  holders  of  mortgage  bonds,  issued  under  au- 
thority of  this  act,  may  demand,  and  on  such  demand 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  evidences  of  stock  in  said 
railway,  in  lieu  of  their  bonds,  at  dollar  for  dollar,  at  any 
time  within  ten  years  after  the  completion  of  said  rail- 
way. 

§  27.  The  bonds  of  the  company,  whether  sold  and 
delivered  in  this  State  or  elsewhere,  shall  not  be  avoided, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  by  reason  of  the  rate  of  interest 
agreed  to  be  paid,  or  of  the  place  'at  which  they  may  be 
sold  or  delivered,  nor  by  reason  of  their  having  been  sold 
at  less  than  their  par  value. 

§  28.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right,  by  gen- 
eral laws  or  by  amendment  to  this  charter,  to  regulate  the 
charges  for  way  and  through  freight  and  passengers  on 
this  road,  and  to  repeal  or  amend  this  charter. 
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§  29.  ThU   act  shall   be  null   and   void,  provided  work 
shall  not  be  commenced  thereon  within  five  years. 
§  30.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  pai«sag:e.

CHAPTER  1362. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  county  of  Dariess  to  re*ruDd  the  bonds  issued  by 
it  to  pay  its  subscription  to  the  cnpital  stock  of  the  Oweosboro  and  Rus- 
sellviile  Railroad  Company. 

Whereas,  The  county  court  of  Daviess  county,  under 
an  act  chartering  the  Owensboro  and  Russellville  Rail- 
road Company,  duly  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  submitted  to  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  said  county  the  proposition  whether  or  not 
said  county  court  should,  on  behalf  of  said  county,  sub- 
scribe $250,000  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  railroad  com- 
pany; and  whereas,  it  was  determined  by  the  vote  so 
taken  that  said  county  court  should  subscribe  the  said 
sum  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  railroad  company;  and 
whereas,  said  county  court  at  its  July  term,  held  in  the 
city  of  Owensboro,  in  the  month  of  July,  1868,  did,  pur- 
suant to  the  result  of  said  vote,  appoint  Geo.  W.  Triplett, 
W.  B.  Tyler,  and  E  C.  Berry  a  committee,  for  and  in 
behalf  of  said  county  court,  to  make  said  subscription  of 
$250,000  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  railroad  company, 
and  to  prepare  and  have  issued  bonds  of  said  county  to 
pay  off  said  subscription  and  to  meet  the  calls  made  by 
said  railroad  company  upon  said  county,  which  bonds 
were  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per 
annum,  and  to  fall  due  as  follows:  $50,00  in  five  years, 
$50,000  in  ten  years,  $75,000  in  fifteen  years,  and  $75,000 
in  twenty  years,  which  bonds,  with  interest  coupons,  were 
issued  accordingly;  and  whereas,  the  county  court,  in  its 
order  appointing  said  committee,  reserved  to  itself  the 
right  to  call  in  and  pay  off  said  bonds  at  any  time  after 
five  years  from  the  time  they  issued,  which  time  of  five 
years  has    now  elapsed;   now,  in    order   to    enable  said 
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county  court  to  call  in  and  pay  off  said  bonds,  or  any 
part  of  them  that  may  at  any  time  remain  unpaid, 

Be  it  enacted  by  tfie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  I.  That  the  county  court  of  the  county  of  Davieae 
may,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to,  issue  bonds  of  said 
county  in  any  amount  necessary  to  realize  funds  suffi- 
cient with  which  to  redeem  all  or  any  part  of  its  outstand- 
ing bonds,  issued  to  pay  its  subscription  to  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Owensboro  and  Russellville  Railroad  Com- 
pany. 

§  2.  Said  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  five 
per  cent,  per  annum,  and  shall  have  interest  coupons 
attached  thereto,  and  shall  be  made  payable  at  such  times 
as  the  said  county  court  may  by  its  orders  fix  and  deter- 
mine, and  shall  in  all  other  respects  be  issued,  signed, 
and  attested  as  said  county  has  issued,  signed,  and  at- 
tested its  outstanding  bonds,  which  by  this  act  it  is  au- 
thorized to  redeem  or  refund. 

§  3.  Said  county  court  may  appoint  a  committee  to 
execute  said  bonds  in  behalf  of  said  county  court,  and 
may  provide  for  their  sale  :  Provided,  That  none  of  said 
bonds  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  their  face  value. 

§  4.  When*ever  said  county  court  shall  desire  to  call  in 
all  or  any  part  of  the  said  outstanding  bonds,  it  shall 
make  a  call  designating  what  class  or  classes,  number  or 
numbers,  of  said  bonds  it  desires  to  take  in,  which  call 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  records  of  the  county  court  in 
full;  said  call  shall  state  the  time  when  it  will  pay  off  and 
take  in  said  bonds,  and  also. the  place,  which  shall  be  the 
place  at  which  said  bonds  or  their  interest  coupons  are 
made  payable;  and  said  call  shall  be  published  in  at  least 
one  newspaper  published  in  said  county  for  at  least  thirty 
days  before  the  day  fixed  in  said  call  for  the  payment  of 
the  bonds  therein  designated. 

§  5.  When  the  said  county  court  has  made  a  call,  as 
provided  by  this  act,  it  shall  pay  off  all  the  bonds  called 
in  and  presented,  which  bonds  shall  be  registered  and 
burned  as  now  required  by  said  county  court;  and  it  may

exchange  the  bonds  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  for 
the  bonds  to  be  redeemed,  if  the  same  shall  be  agreed 
upon  between  the  said  county  court,  and  its  committee, 
and  the  holders  of  said  bonds :  Provided,  Said  new  bonds 
shall  be  given  and  received  at  not  less  than  their  par 
value. 

§  6.  If,* after  such  call  and  publication,  any  part  of  the 
bonds  therein  named  shall  not  be  presented  for  payment 
at  the  time  and  place  therein  named,  then,  and  from  said 
date  so  fixed,  interest  on  said  bonds  shall  cease,  and  the 
county  of  Daviess  shall  no  longer  be  bound  for  interest 
on  said  bonds. 

§  7.  The  county  court  of  said  county,  composed  of  a 
majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  shall 
have  the  power,  and  are  hereby  vested  with  the  authority, 
to  levy  and  collect  an  annual  tax  of  not  exceeding  (40) 
forty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  taxable 
property  of  said  county,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for 
the  payment  of  said  bonds  and  interest  thereon. 

§  8.  All  moneys  collected  under  this  act  shall  be  held 
sacred  for  the  purposes  herein  named,  and  said  county 
court  shall  have  no  power  to  use  said  fund  for  any  other 
purpose  than  herein  named;  and  no  funds  obtained  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  subject  to  attachment  or 
garnishment,  and  no  bonds  declared  illegal  by  the  courts 
of  this  State  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  funds  obtained 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  0.  AH  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1364. 

AX  ACT  to  anieod  the  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  Phoenix  Hotel  Com- 
pany, of  Lexington. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 
§  1.  That  the  articles  of  incorporation  of  the  PhcBuiz 
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Officers. 


Powers. 


Hotel  Company,  of  Lexington,  Kentucky,  be,  and  the 
Banne  is  herebyi  amended  as  follows,  to- wit:  That  the 
business  of  said  corporation  shall  be  conducted  by  a  board 
of  directors,  the  number  of  which  may  be  determined  by 
the  stockholders,  a  president,  and  also  a  secretary  and 
treasurer,  if  the  board  of  directors  may  so  desire,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  .at  such  times  and  places,  and  in 
such  manner,  as  may,  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation, 
be  prescribed,  and  their  duties  may,  from  ti<ne  to  time,  be 
prescribed  by  the  by-laws. 

§  2.  Said  company  ma}'  hold,  buy,  and  sell  all  such  real 
estate,  in  addition  to  what  it  now  occupies,  either  in  fee- 
simple  or  by  lease,  as  may  be  convenient  for  the  transac- 
tion of  its  business  and  the  advantHgeous  conduct  of  the 
same;  and  it  shall  have  the  privilege  to  erect  and  main- 
tain  all  such  buildings  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to 
entertain  guests  of  its  hotel,  and  to  carry  on  the  business 
of  hotel-keeping  in  all  its  branches;  and  to  keep  and 
maintain,  for  the  u<e  of  its  guests,  all  the  usual  amuse- 
ments and  things  necessary  and  commonly  kept  at  hotels 
and  summer  resorts,  not  contrary  to  law. 

^^  3.  By  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  stockholders  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be  increased  to  atiy 
sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  divii!i'd 
into  shares  of  the  value  and  denomination  as  now  fixed, 
and  the  additional  shares  over  those  now  issued  may  be 
divided  among  the  present  stockholders  in  such  manner 
and  proportion  as  the  board  of  directors  may  determine; 
but  the  shares  so  issued,  if  said  company  shall  avail 
themselves  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  dis- 
tributed among  the  shareholders  at  the  time  of  such 
distribution,  in  the  proportion  that  the  number  of  shares 
of  each  stockholder  shall  bear  to  the  whole  number  of 
shares  then  issued;  or  if  the  board  of  directors  shall  so 
determine,  they  may,  if  a  vote  of  the  stockholders  shall 
be  in  favor  of  an  increase  of  stock,  sell  the  new  issue  of 
slock  so  issued  at  not  less  than  the  price  to  be  fixed  by 
said  board  of  directors,  and  use  the  proceeds  of  the  same 
in   improving  and   enlarging  the   hotel  buildings,  and  in 
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the  purchase  of  such  additional  land  as  may  be  desired 
for  the  use  and  convenience  of  ^aid  hotel,  and  its  busi- 
ness, or  lor  the  purchase  of  such  objectionable  buildings 
located  near  its  property  as  it  may  be  desirable  to  remove. 

§  4.  That  said  hotel  company  may  issue  and  sell  the  May  issue  bonds. 
bonds  of  said  company  of  the  denomination  of  one  hun- 
dred and  dve  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  signed  by  the 
president  and  countersi^rned  by  the  secretary,  under  the 
seal  of  the  company  affixed,  to  an  amount  not  exceed- 
ing fifty  thousand  dollars,  bearing  interest  at  a  rale  not 
exceeding  six  per  cent.,  interest  payable  semi  annually, 
vvilh  coupons  attached,  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the 
company,  to  be  made  payable  as  the  said  company  may 
direct,  in  not  less  than  ten  years  from  date. 

^  5.  To  secure  the  prompt  payment  of  the  interest  and 
principal  of  said  bonds  issued  by  the  authority  of  this 
act,  said  company  may  execute  a  mortgage  or  deed  of 
trust  conveying  said  hotel  and  its  other  real  and  personal 
property  to  a  trustee  or  trustees,  and,  from  time  to  time, 
fill  vacancies  that  may  occur  for  the  use  and  to  secure 
the  holders  of  such  bonJ-^  with  such  covenants  and  stipu- 
lation as  may  be  necc  -sary  to  effect  the  purpose  and 
object  of  its  executitwi. 

§  6.  That  if  the  i!u>rl;?a;]:e  or  deed  of  trust  authorized 
by  the  last  preceding  .--rcfio.i  shall  be  forecloseil  by  legal 
proceedings,  such  forecIo.*ure  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of 
all  the  holders  of  such  bonds  secured  by  its  provisions. 
Upon  such  foreclosure  the  president  shall  make  a  correct 
list  of  all  bonds  secured  by  such  mortgage  or  deed  of 
trust,  which  have  been  sold  and  verified  by  his  affidavit, 
which  affidavit  and  list  shall  be  filed  in  his  court  of  Fay- 
ette county,  in  the  city  of  Lexington,  where  only  such 
proceedings  are  authorized  to  be  had. 

§  7.  With  the  money  derived  from  the  sale  of  said 
bonds,  said  company  may  subscribe  and  pay  for  such 
shares  of  stock  as  its  board  of  directors  may  subscribe  in 
any  street  railway  company  or  company  for  the  production 
of  light  by  electricity,  either  or  both,  as  may  seem  to  said 
board  of  directors  to  be  to  the  comfort,  convenience,  or 
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advantage  of  said  hotel.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board 
of  directors,  if  they  deem  it  proper,  to  exercise  the  right 
to  permit  on  said  hotel  premises,  by  the  lessee  of  the 
same,  or  other  person  whom  they  may  designate,  in  aid 
and  encouragement  of  the  fine  stock  .interests  of  Fayette 
and  the  adjoining  counties,  sales  of  tickets  of  choice,  en- 
titling the  holder  to  the  sum  therein  designated,  predicated 
upon  the  success  of  any  horse  thereon  named,  in  any  and 
all  of  the  turf  events  that  may  be  appointed  or  subscribed 
for,  or  take  place,  upon  the  grounds  of  the  ''Kentucky 
Association  for  the  Improvement  of  the  Breed  of  Stock." 
or  other  course  in  the  county  of  Fayette.

CHAPTER  1366. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  net  to  Incorporate  the  Moan  tain  Railroad' Compaoj, 

approved  April  29,  1880. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

That  the  act  named  in  the  title  of  this  act  be,  and  is 
hereby,  amended  as  follows  : 

§  1.  In  the  first  section  of  said  act,  after  the  word 
"Harlan,"  insert  "  Floyd,  Pike." 

§  2.  That  the  seventh  section  of  the  act  to  which  this 
is  an  amendment  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word 
"five,"  and  inserting  the  word  "two.'" 

§  3.  That  the  thirteenth  section  of  said  act  be  amended 
by  adding  thereto,  after  the  word  "  Frankfort,"  these 
words:  "  or  Louisville." 

$  4.  That  section  twenty-nine  of  said  act  be  amended 
by  inserting  after  the  word  "Kentucky"  these  words: 
"  or  any  railroad  in  or  out  of  this  State,  except  a  parallel 
or  competing  line  or  road." 

$  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1367. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Hopkinsyille. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  office  of  marshal  of  the  city  of  Hopkins 
•ville,  which  is  created  by  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  and  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  concerning 
the  town  of  Hopkinsville,"  approved  March  5.  1870,  and 
which  is  known  as  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Hopkins- 
ville, and  by  an  act  amending  the  said  act,  approved  March 
*6,  1871,  be,  and  the  sam^  is  hereby,  abolished  ;  and  so 
much  of  the  said  acts,  or  of  any  other  act  or  law,  as  pro- 
vides for,  or  authorizes  the  election  of,  a  marshal  of  the 
said  city,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

J  2.  The  board  of  councilmen  of  the  city  of  Hopkins-  chief  of  poUce. 
ville  shall  have  the  power,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
board,  to  appoint  a  chief  of  police  for  said  city,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  board,  and  until 
'his  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified.  Only  persons 
who  are  bona  Jide  residents,  and  voters  and  tax-payers  of 
said  city,  having  the  qualifications,  in  other  respects,  of  a 
sheriff,  shall  be  appointed  to  or  hold  the  said  office. 

§  3.  The  chief  of  police  of  the  city  of  Hopkinsville 
shall  perform  the  same  duties,  and  possess  the  pow- 
ers, as  are  required  of  and  conferred  on  the  marshal 
of  said  city  by  the  said  charter;  and  he  shall  perform 
such  other  duties,  not  inconsistent  with  the  said  charter, 
and  make  such  other  returns  and  reports  of  his  acts  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance  or  required  by  law,  He 
shall  be  entitled,  as  compensation,  to  the  same  fees  al- 
lowed by  law  to  sheriffs  and  constables  for  similar  ser- 
vices, collection  of  which  may  be  enforced  as  provided 
by  law  for  the  collection  of  sheriffs'  and  constables'  fee- 
'bills,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  like  fines  and  penalties 
for  the  like  offenses  and  failures,  recoverable  in  the  same 
manner.  For  other  services  he  shall  receive  such  fees 
•  and  compensation  as  may  be  fi«ed  and  prescribed  by 
•ordinance. 
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§  4.   Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  the- 
chief  of  police  of  the  city  of  Hopkinsville  shall  take  the 
oaths  of  office  now  prescribed  by  law  for  the  marshal  of 
said  city,  and   shall   execute    a   covenant  to  the  city    of 
Hopkinsville,  with  good  security,  to  be  approved  by  the 
board  of  councilmen,  conditioned  that  he  shall  well  and 
truly  discharge  all  the  duties  of  said  office,  and  pay  over, 
when  due  and  payable,  to  such  persons  as  may  be  entitled 
thereto,  all  money  that  may  come  to  his  bands  as  chief 
of  police.     Any   person  injured  by  a  breach  ot  the  said 
covenant  may,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction,  prosecute 
suit  or  motion  therein  against  the  chief  of  police  and  his 
sureties,  jointly  or  severally,  as  provided  by  law  in  the 
case  of  defaulting  sheriffs;  and  the  covenant  shall  not  be 
satisfied  until  every  person  aggrieved  or  injured  by  the 
acts  or  omissions  of  the  chief  of  police  shall  have  been 
recompensed. 

§  5.  The  office  of  chief  of  police,  and  that  of  tax  col- 
lector of  said  city,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  incompatible, 
the  one  with  the  other,  nor  shall  any  person  who  has  held 
the  office  of  tax  collector  of  said  city  be  appointed  to  or 
hold  the  office  of  chief  of  police  until  he  shall  have  had 
a  full  settlement  with  said  city,  an<l  obtained  a  quietus 
for  all  taxes  and  revenues  that  he  may  have  collected,  or 
become  responsible  for  or  chargeable  with;  and  no  per- 
son who  has  held  the  office  of  chief  of  police  of  said  city 
shall  be  appointed  to  or  hold  the  office  of  tax  collector 
until  he  shall  have  accounted  for  and  paid  over  to  the 
said  city  all  money  going  to  the  said  city  that  he  may 
have  collected  or  become  liable  for,  and  received  a  quietus 
therefor. 

§  6.  That  the  proviso  to  section  6  of  article  5  of  the 
said  charter,  as  amended  by  the  said  act  of  March  6, 
1871,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

^  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  except 
so  much  of  section  1  as  abolishes  the  office  of  marshal  of 
said  city,  which  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  1st  day  of 
January,  1883.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  tbe  Blae  Lick  Springs,  Carlisle  and  Myers'  Station 

Railroad  Company,  in  Nicholas  county . 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genera/  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  Daniel  Turney,  Frank  B.  Lindeey,  Thos.  incorporators. 
flunter,  Daniel  Bedinger,  A.  K.  Lewis,  and  Michael 
Rafferty,  of  Nicholas  county,  or  such  of  them  as  may 
choose  to  act,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-corporate  and  politic, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Blue  Lick  Springs,  style. 
Carlisle  and  Myers'  Station  Railroad  Company,  for  the 
purpo.se  of  constructing  and  equipping  and  operating  a 
railway  from  Blue  Lick  Springs  to  some  point  on  the 
Maysville  and  Lexington  Railroad  (or  northern  division 
of  the  Kentucky  Central  Railroad),  between  Carlisle  and 
Myers'  Station,  in  Nicholas  county. 

§  2.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  conducted  Directors. 
under  the  immediate  direction  of  a  board  of  directors, 
consisting  of  five  members,  to  be  selected  by  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company  from  among  themselves;  and 
said  board  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  the 
president  of  the  board,  and  such  person  sefected  shall  be  President. 
president  of  said  railroad  company. 

§  3.  The  corporators  hereinbefore  named,  or  any  of 
them,  are  authorized  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  said  company;  and  when  five  thousand  dol- 
lars of  bona  fide  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  company 
are  made,  then  the  said  company  are  authorized  to  pro- 
ceed to  business  in  their  corporate  capacity. 

§  4.  The  board  of  directors  may  frame  and  adopt  by-  By-Uws. 
laws  for  the  regulation  of  the  business  of  said  company, 
which  by-laws  shall  contain  nothing  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  Kentucky  or  of  the  United  States,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  revision  and  amendment  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company. 

§  5.  The  said  company  may  receive,  by  donation  or 
purchase,  all  lands  necessary  for  its  road-bed,  side-track, 
depot,  and  warehouse  grounds,  and  other  legitimate  pur- 
poses, and  also  material  necessary  for  the  construction. 
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and  maintenance  of  the  railroad  and  iu  appurtenances; 
and  if  such  lands  or  material  cannot  be  procured  through 
voluntary  agreement  by  and  between  the  owners  thereof 
and  the  board  of  directors,  said  board  of  directors  may 
have  the  same  condemned,  and  pay  therefor  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  and  directed  in  chapter  110,  General  Stat- 
utes. 

^  6.  Said  company  shall  adopt  and  use  a  seal  bearing* 
the  style  of  the  company,  which  seal  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  secretary  of  the  company  to  all  documents  requiring 
the  signature  of  the  president  of  the  company,  or  of  the 
officer  acting  in  place  of  the  president. 

§  7.  The  officers  of  said  railroad  company  shall  consist 
Officers.  of  a  president,  vice  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer. 

These  officers  shall  be  selected  by  the  board  of  directors. 
The  president  and  vice  president  shall  each  be  a  stock- 
holder of  said  company.  The  secretary  and  treasurer 
may  or  may  not  be  a  stockholder,  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
board  of  directors.     The  secretary  shall  keep  an  account 

« 

of  the  transactions  of  the  board  of  directors.  The  treas- 
iirer  shall  safely  keep  and  account  for  the  funds  of  the 
company;  shall  execute  bond  with  surety  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duty,  and  account  for  all  moneys  and 
other  things  of  value  which  may  come  to  his  hands  dur- 
ing the  term  of  his  office,  which  bond  shall  be  approved 
by  the  board  of  directors,  and  by  the  president  safely 
kept. 

§  8.  The  first  election  of  officers  of  said  company  shall 
take  place  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  subscription  of 
«tock  to  the  amount  of  five  thousand  dollars  has  been 
obtained;  and  afterwards  the  election  of  a  board  of  di- 
rectors and  officers  shall  take  place  every  two  years,  and 
at  such  place  and  time  as  the  board  of  directors  may  des- 
ignate. 

4  9.  Said  company  may,  in  its  corporate  capacity,  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be 
answered,  &c.,  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth, 
and  perform  all  other  such  acts  as  a  natural  person  might 
Legally  perform  in  carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  char- 
ter. 
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§  10.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty  Capital  stock. 
thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased  or  diminished 
at  the  option  of  the  board  of  directors,  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  11.  When  authorized  so  to  do  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds 
of  the  stock  represented  at  any  regularly  called  meeting 
of  the  stockholders,  the  board  of  directors  rnay  issue  the 
bonds  of  said  company,  bearing  interest  at  not  exceeding 
six  percent.,  the  payment  6f  the  principal  and  interest  of 
which  bonds  shall  be  secured  by  such  hypothecation  of 
the  property  and  franchises  of  said  company  as  may  be 
necessary;  but  the  aggregate  amount  of  such  bonds  out- 
standing at  any  one  time  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  ($25,000). 

§  12.  The  said  Blue  Lick  Springs,  Carlisle  and  Myers' 
Station  Railroad  Company  may  rent,  lease  to,  or  con- 
solidate its  road  with,  any  other  railroad  company  with 
which  it  connects  or  may  connect  in  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky, or  may  lease,  any  other  connecting  railroad  and 
operate  the  same. 

§  13.  Said  company  may  build   a  branch   or  branches  Branch  road. 
from   said  road,  and   from  said   branch   or  branches  still 
other  branches,  and  operate  the  same  in  like  manner  pro- 
vided for  said  road  herein. 

§  14.  The  principal  office  of  said  company  shall  be  at  Principal  office. 
Blue  Lick  Springs,  Nicholas  county,  Kentucky. 

§  15.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  regulate  the 
rates  of  freights  and  passage  over  the  said  road  herein 
incorporated,  and  to  amend  or  repeal  the  charter  hereby 
granted. 

§  16.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

§  1.  That  W.  B.  Fetters,  B.  L.  Johnson,  W.  C.  Owens^ 
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Incorporators.

B.  C.  Neat,  J.  £,  Clamech,  and  L.  D.  Parker,  their  associ- 
atefl  and  successors,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body-cor- 
porate, by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Somerset  Street 
Railway  Company,"  with  the  power  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing and  operating  a  street  railway  by  horse  power 
from  such  point  as  may  be  selected  in  the  town  of  Som- 
erset to  such  other  point  near  the  Cincinnati  Southern 
Railway  depot  as  may  be  selected. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  ex- 
ceed twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  and  shall  be  paid  to 
the  persons  authorized  to  receive  subscriptions,  in  such 
manner  as  the  president  and  directors  shall  order. 

§  3.  Said  railway  company  shall  exist  and  remain  in 
perpetuity,  except  for  a  failure  to  organize,  and  in  good 
faith  commence  operating  said  street  railway  within  four 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  charter. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  purchase, 
hold,  and  use  or  rent  such  real  estate  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  the  legitimate  construction  and  opera- 
tion of  said  railway,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  such  acts 
as  an  individual  could  do  in  the  execution  of  its  corpo- 
rate duties. 

§  5.  Any  one  or  more  of  said  corporators  may  open 
books  of  subscription,  and  as  soon  as  ten  thousand  dol 
lars  may  be  subscribed,  and  three  thousand  dollars  in 
cash  be  paid  in,  any  two  of  said  corporators,  by  giving 
ten  days'  notice,  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders, 
to  be  held  at  a  place  designated  in  the  notice,  in  Som- 
erset, and  any  two  stockholders  present  may  hold  an 
election  for  a  president  and  four  directors,  the  president 
to  be  ex  officio  a  director,  who  shall  be  sworn  faithfully  to 
discharge  their  duties  as  such  before  entering  upon  them; 
and  they  shall  hold  their  said  ofHces  for  one  year,  or  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and  they 
shall,  by  by-laws  that  may  be  adopted,  provide  for  hold- 
ing elections  and  filling  vacancies.

Whereas.  C.  Vallandigham,  late  sheriff  of  Grant  county, 
has  fully  settled  his  accounts  with  the  Auditor  for  all 
Tevenue  chargeable  to  him  for  the  years  1877,  1878,  1879, 
and  1880;  and  whereas,  he  has  paid  to  the  Auditor  the 
assessments  on  property  improperly  listed,  and  also  on 
^property  which  was  twice  listed,  and  for  which  no  credit 
'has  been  allowed  him  in  settlements;  therefore. 
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Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth^ 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  C.  Vallandighamjate  sheriff  of  Grant  coanty,. 
shall  be  given  until  the  first  day  of  August,  1882,  to  make 
out  and  report  to  the  Auditor  of  State  a  full  and  complete 
list  of  all  property  improperly  and  twice  listed  for  said: 
county  upon  which  he  has  paid  the  revenue;  and  the 
Auditor  is  directed  to  credit  and  refund  to  him  all  money 
improperly  collected  from  him  on  property  twice  listed  or 
improperly  listed. 

$2.  That  G.  Vallandigham.late  sheriff  of  Grant  county, 
shall  have  the  same  right  to  advertise  and  sell  any  prop- 
erty or  real  estate  upon  which  the  tax  for  any  of  said 
years  is  unpaid  as  sheriffs  now  have,  and  to  purchase 
the  same  for  the  Auditor  as  sheriffs  now  do;  but  before 
the  said  Vallandigham  proceeds  to  act  under  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  he  will  have  at  least  two-thirds  of* 
sureties  on  his  bond  to  consent  to  his  acting  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  that  they  will  remain  respon- 
sible therein  for  any  injury  that  any  person  or  persons- 
may  sustain  by  said  acts  of  Vallandigham,  and  to  the 
same  extent  as  under  the  original  bond. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  paa* 
sage.

section  thereof,  after  the  words  '*  and  said  board  of  edu- 
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cation"  and  before  the  words  **  purchase  at  the  lowest 
hid."  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "  may."

CHAPTER  1372. 

AN  ACT  to   incorporate  the  Harrod's  Run  Tarnpike   Road  Company,   in 

Boyle  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Ike  General  Assembiy  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  a  company  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  incor- 
porated to  construct  a  macadamized  road  from  the  Mer- 
cer county  line  near  H.  I.  Buster's  to  the  Pleasant  Hill 
Turnpike  Road  near  Mack's  bridge  or  Cove  Spring,  on 
Harrodsburg  road,  running  with  the  present  dirt  road, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Harrod's  Run  Turnpike 
Company;  and  b}'  that  name  and  style  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, and  use  and  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  and 
amend  the  same  at  pleasure. 

5  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  five 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  or  diminished  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  company,  and  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 

§  3.  That  E.  P.  Faulconer,  Jo.  Faulconer,  N.  D.  Ingram, 
Jake  Bishop,  and  N.  I.  Buster,  are  hereby  appointed  and 
constituted  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open 
books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  at  such  places  as  said 
commissioners  may  designate;  and  as  soon  as  two  thou- 
sand dollars  is  subscribed,  they  shall  give  ten  days'  notice 
for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  for  the  purpose  of  elect- 
ing a  president  and  four  directors,  a  majority  of  whom 
shall  be  compjetent  to  do  business  and  to  do  all  things 
authorized  by  this  act  to  be  done  by  the  president  and 
directors,  and  the  management  of  the  fiscal  and  pruden- 
tial affairs  of  said  company  shall  be  confided  to  said 
president  and  directors  and  their  successors  in  office,  to 
be  chosen  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  said  presi- 
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dent  and  directors  may,  from  time  to  time,  appoint,  aod 
who  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
succeiiisors  in  office  are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  4.  That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  as  president  or 
director  who  is  not  the  owner  of  one  or  more  shares  of 
stock  in  said  road. 

(  5.  In  the  election  of  a  president  and  board  of  direct 
ors,  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each 
share  of  stock  owned  by  him,  and  may  be  cast  in  person 
or  by  written  proxy. 

(  6.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  power 
of  appointing  a  treasurer,  gate-keeper,  and  all  other 
officers  or  agents  deemed  necessary  to  effect  the  purposse 
of  this  act,  and  to  remove  the  same  at  pleasure.  They 
shall  have  the  power  to  require  the  tre««arer,  and  all 
other  officers  and  agents  appointed  by  them,  to  give  bond 
and  security,  in  such  sum  as  they  may  require,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  incum- 
bent on  them  as  such. 

§  7.  The  commissioners  herein  appointed  shall  procure 
a  book  or  books,  and  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said 
company  shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation  in  said 
book,  viz:  We,  whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed,  do 
promise  to  pay  to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Har- 
rod's  Run  Turnpike  Company  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars  ($25)  for  each  and  every  share  of  stock  in  said 
company  set  opposite  our  names,  in  such  manner  and 
proportion,  and  at  such  times,  as  shall  be  by  them  re- 
quired,  under  the  law  incorporating  said  company,  to  be 
collected  as  other  debts.  Witness  our  hands  this  —  day 
of . 

§  8.  That  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-five 
feet;  the  width  of  the  grade  shall  be  sixteen  (lU)  teet, 
and  the  metal  not  less  than  twelve  (12)  feet  wide,  and 
shall  be  graded  to  an  elevation  not  exceeding  five  degrees 
in  any  part  thereof.  That  whenever  two  miles  of  said 
road  is  completed,  the  company  may  erect  a  toll-gate, 
and  charge  toll  thereat  at  the  rute  of  toll  not  exceeding 
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that  now  authorized  by  law  on  roads  made  under  the 
general  turnpike  laws  of  the  State. 

^  9.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  road  shall 
have  the  right  and  power  to  acquire  the  right  of  way  for 
said  road,  to  locate  and  lay  out  the  same  ;  and  may  take 
steps  authorized  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State  to  con- 
demn  the  land  over  which  said  road  is  to  run,  and  mate- 
rial from  adjacent  lands. 

^  10.  When  the  stockholder  shall  have  made  full  pay- 
ment of  his  stock,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president, 
over  his  signature,  to  issue  certificates  of  stock  to  all 
persons  entitled  to  the  same,  attested  by  the  secretary  of 
said  company. 

§  11.  All  stockholders  in  said  company  shall  be  exempt 
from  work  on  dirt  roads. 

§  12.  The  county  court  of  Boyle  county  may  subscribe 
stock  in  said  road  for  the  county  to  such  an  amount  as 
they  may  deem  proper;  said  stock  to  be  conditioned  and 
governed  by  the  laws  governing  other  turnpike  stocks  held 
by  said  county. 

§  13.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1373. 

AN  ACT  to  ftatborize  the  coaoty  court  of  Carroll  coud^j  to  baild  a  free 

bridge  across  the  Kentackj  river. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Carroll  county,  a  ma- 
jority of  her  justices  concurring,  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  build  a  bridge  across  the  Kentucky 
river,  so  as  to  connect  Carrollton  and  Prestonville  at  a 
point  near  high  street,  in  Carrollton. 

§  2.  Said  bridge  shall  be  so  constructed  that  the  dis- 
tance between  the  bottom  of  the  road-way  and  the  river 
shall  not  be  less  than  fifty  feet  at  low  water,  with  its 
piers  so  located  as  not  to  obstruct  the  navigable  channel, 
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and    provided    with  sloping   cut-waters    on    their   apper 
sides,  so  as  to  prevent  the  accamulation  of  drafY. 

§  3.  In  order  to  provide  for  the  funds  necessary  to 
build  said  bridge,  the  county  court  of  Carroll  county,  a 
majority  of  her  justices  concurring,  is  authorized  and 
empowered,  whenever  her  majority  of  the  justices  thereof 
shall  so  determine,  to  issue  bonds  of  the  county  of  Car- 
roll, not  exceeding  seventy-five  thousand  dollars,  in  such 
amount  as  they  may  think  best,  said  bonds  not  to  bear  a 
greater  interest  than  eight  per  cent.,  and  payable  twenty 
years  from  date  of  issue;  and  in  order  to  pay  the  interest, 
and  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  their  redemption,  said 
county  court  is  authorized  to  levy  a  tax  upon  the  assess- 
able property  in  said  county  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest 
as  it  accrues,  and  to  pay  off  the  bonds  within  twenty 
years. 

§  4.  Said  bridge  shall  be  so  constructed  so  as  to  furnish 
free  and  safe  passage  for  vehicles  and  foot  passengers, 
there  being  a  double  track  for  each,  and  for  all  purposes 
of  police,  repairs,  and  general  supervision  and  control 
by  the  county  court  of  Carroll  county;  and  as  regards 
freedom  of  transit  to  every  one,  said  bridge  shall  be  upon 
the  footing  as  a  street  or  public  road,  and  the  same  re- 
sponsibility shall  attach  to  the  county  court  for  its  proper 
condition  as  applies  to  any  other  public  highway,  save 
that  it  shall  be  kept  light  with  suitable  lights  every  night, 
without  regard  to  the  regulations  of  the  aforesaid  towns 
of  Carrollton  or  Prestonville. 

§  5.  The  county  court  may  make  such  regulations  as 
may,  in  their  judgment,  be  necessary  to  preserve  the 
bridge  from  injury,  and  afflx  penalties  for  rapid  driving, 
defacing,  or  otherwise  injuring  the  structure,  as  other 
public  property  of  the  county. 

^  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  approyed  January  26,  1870,  chartering  the  Flor- 
ence and  Independence  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth

of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  J.  J.  Dulany,  B.  F.  Bristow,  Alexander  Con- 
nelly, W.  C.  Martin,  Thomas  Walden,  John  Hographe, 
and  Jerry  Carroll,  and  their  successors,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  body-corporate,  to  build  and  construct 
a  macadamized  road  from  the  Turkey  Foot  Road  and 
Beech  Grove  school-house,  going  from  that  point  in  a 
southerly  direction  to  the  forks  of  Bank  Lick  and  Straight 
creek,  and  from  that  point  to  the  Covington  and  Lexing- 
ton Turnpike  Road. 

§  2.  That  said  corporators  shall  have  full  power  to 
organize  and  act  under  said  charter  in  all  things  per- 
taining to  the  construction  and  building  said  macadam- 
ized road  as  if  they  had  been  organized  corporators  under 
said  act,  subject  to  the  same  powers  and  restrictions 
imposed  by  the  same.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  created  and  established  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  Frankfort,  Carrollton  and  Madison  Railway  Com-  style. 
pany,  and  by  that  name  it  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  defend,  in 
all  courts  and  places  as  a  natural  person;  may  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  and  change  the  same  at 
will;  and  shall  have  all  other  lawful  powers  usual  and 
incident  to  corporations,  and  which  may  be  requisite  and

§  2.  That  Ira  Julian,  Thos.  B.  Ford,  George  C.  Drane,

uf  said  company  may  direct;  and  as  soon  as  eight  hun- 
dred (800)  shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  be  subscribed, 
or  that  amount  obtained  in  donations  and  Btock,  the  sub- 
scribers of  said  stock  or  donations,  their  successors  and 
assigns,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be, 
incorporated  into  a  company,  by  the  name  of  the  Frank- 
fort, Carrollton  and  Madison  Railway  Company,  and  by 
that  name  shall  be  capable  of  holding,  purchasing,  sell- 
ing, leasing,  and  conveying  real  estate  not  exceeding  five 
thousand  acres,  and  personal  estate  so  far  as  the  same 
shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  their  incorporation, 
and  no  further;  and  shall  have  perpetual  succet^sion,  and 
by  said  corporate  name  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  con- 
tracting and  being  contracted  with,  sue  an.d  be  sued,  to 
plead  and  be  impleaded  in  this  Commonwealth  and  else- 
where, in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  and  may  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  shall  have  and  enjoy  and 
exercise  all  the  powers,  rights,  and  privileges  which  other 
corporate  bodies  may  lawfully  do. 

§  4.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  subscription  of  stock 
shall  be  paid  in  such  installments  and  at  such  times  as 
may  be  directed  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said  com- 
pany: Provided,  Thar  no  payment  shall  be  demanded 
until  at  least  thirty  days'  public  notice  of  such  demand 
shall  have  been  given  by  said  board  of  directors,  by  a 
publication  in  a  newspaper  published  in  Frankfort,  and 
in  the  towns  of  Owenton,  Carrollton,  and  Milton,  Ken-

§  5.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  as  soon  as  one  hun- 
dred shares  of  said  capital  stock  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed, if  this  shall  occur  within  ten  years  after  the  first 
opening  of  the  books,  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  subscribers 
at  such  tirne  and  place  ns  they  may  appoint,  and  shall 
give  at  least  twenty  days'  public  notice  thereof  in  some 
one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  named  in  section  three; 
and  at  such  meeting  the  subscribers  then  and  there  pres* 
ent,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  the  power  to  elect

directors  or  any  other  stockholder,  and  of  allowing  such 
compensation  for  his  services  as  they  may  think  proper; 
and  in  such  elections,  and  on  all  other  occasions  wherein 
a  vote  of  the  stockholders  is  to  be  taken,  each  stock- 
holder shall  be  allowed  one  vote  for  every  share  owned 
by  him,  her,  or  it;  and  every  stockholder  may,  in  writing, 
depute  any  other  person  to  vote  and  act  as  his,  her,  or  its- 
proxy. 

§  6.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  to  continue  the  succes- 
sion of  said  president  and  directors  of  said  company, 
nine  (9)  directors  shall  be  chosen  annually,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  June  of  every  year,  by  the  stockholders  of 
said  company,  at  such  place  as  the  president  and  directors 
may  designate:  Provided^  That  after  the  first  election  ihe 
€aid  president  and  directors  may  change  the  time  and 
place  of  holding  all  subsequent  elections,  upon  publish- 
ing such  change  not  less  than  twenty  days  prior  to  the

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necessary  to  construct,  complete,  and  operate  a  railroad 
with  sing^le  or  double  track,  and  with  narrow  or  wide- 
gauge,  from  a  point  in  Franklin  county,  on  the  Loaisville- 
and  Nashville  Railway  Company,  through  the  counties 
ot   Franklin,  Owen,  Carroll,  and  Trimble  counties,  to  or 
opposite  Madison,  in  State  of  Indiana,  the  route  to  be- 
selected  and  determined  by  them,  the  road  not  to  exceed 
sixty-six  feet  in  width;  and  that  they  may  make,  or  cause 
to  be  made,  contracts  with  others  for  making  said  railroad 
or  any  parts  of  it;  and  that  they,  their  agents,  engineers,.

That  the  president  and  direct- 
ors of  said  company,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  their  au- 
thorized agents,  may  agree  with  the  owner  of  any  land,, 
earth,  timber,  or  stone,  or  other  materials,  or  any  im- 
provements which  may  be  wanted  for  the  construction- 
or  repair  of  said  road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the  pur- 
chase, use,  and  occupation  of  the  same;  and  if  they  can- 
not agree,  or  if  the  owner  or  owners  or  any  of  them  be  a 
feme  covert^  under  age,  non  compos  mentis^  or  out  of  the  county 
in  which  the  property  wanted  may  lie,  application  may 
be  made  to  county  judge  of  the  county  in  which  the  land 
is,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  warrant  directed  to  the 
sheriff  of  his  county,  requiring  him  to  summon  a  jury  of 
(12)  twelve  bona  fide  disinterested  intelligent  housekeepers 
of  said  county,  not  related  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
land  or  material  wanted,  or  in  anywise  interested  in  the 
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same,  to  meet  on  the  land,  or  near  the  property  or  mate- 
rials to  be  valued,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty 
days  after  the  issuing  of  the  same,  of  which  meeting  the 
owner  of  the  property  or  agent,  guardian  or  representa- 
tive, shall  have  ten  days'  previous  notice;  and  if  any  of 
the  jurors  shall  fail  to  attend,  the  sheriff  shall  forthwith 
summon  as  many  jurors  as  may  be  necessary  with  those 
in  attendance  to  complete  the  panel  aforesaid,  who  shall 
act  as  the  jur}'  of  inquest  of  damages,  after  having  been 
sworn  by  the  sheriff  justly  and  impartially  to  fix  the  dam* 
as:es  which  the  owner  or  owners  shall  sustain  by  the  use 
and  occupation  of  the  said  property  required  by  the  com- 
pany; and  in  estimating  such  damages,  the  jury  shall 
take  into  consideration  the  benefits  resulting  to  the 
owner  from  constructing  said  road  by,  through,  or  near 
the  property  of  said  owner,  but  only  in  extinguishment 
of  damages.  The  jury  shall  reduce  their  verdict  to 
writing,  and  sign  the  same,  and  it  shall  be  returned  by 
the  sherifi*  to  the  clerk  of  his  county,  who  shall  file  the 
same  in  his  oflice,  and  docket  the  same  as  other  suits, 
and  it  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  court  of  said  county  at 
its  next  session,  unless  defense  be  made  and  sufiicient 
cause  be  shown  against  it;  and  when  so  confirmed,  the 
clerk  shall  enter  it  of  record  at  the  expense  of  the  com- 
pany ;  but  if  set  aside,  the  court  may  direct  another 
inquisition  to  be  taken  in  the  same  manner.  Such  in- 
quisition shall  describe  the  property  taken,  or  the  bounds 
of  the  land  condemned,  and  the  duration  of  interest  in 
the  same  valued  for  the  company;  and  such  valuation, 
when  tendered  or  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said 
property,  or  to  his,  her,  or  their  legal  representative,  or 
to  the  clerk  lof  said  court  for  the  use  of  said  owner,  when 
he,  she,  or  they  may  refuse  to  receive  the  same,  or  reside 
without  the  county,  shall,  ipso  facto^  vest  in  the  company 
the  right  of  the  land  or  things  valued,  or  the  use  of  the 
same,  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  fully  as  if  the  same 
had  been  acquired  by  valid  conveyance. 

§  10,  Beit  further  enacted^  That  whenever,  in  the  con- 
struction of  said  road,  it  shall  be  necessary  to  intersect 
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any  other  established  road  or  way,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  company  so  to  construct  their  road  across  such  road 
or  way  as  not  to  impede  the  passage  of  persons  or  prop- 
erty along  the  same  more  than  the  nature  of  the  case 
may  make  necessary;  or  where  it  shall  be  necessary  to 
pass  through  the  lands  of  any  person,  it  shall  also  be  its 
duty  to  provide  for  such  person  proper  wagon- ways  across 
said  railroad  from  one  part  of  the  land  to  another. 

$  11.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  president  and  di- 
rectors shall  have  power  to  purchase  with  the  funds  of 
said  company,  and  place  on  any  railroad  constructed  by 
them  under  this  act,  all  cars  which  they  may  deem  proper 
for  the  purposes  of  transportation  on  said  road. 

^  12.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  General  Assembly 
reserves  the  right,  at  any  time  hereafter,  by  general  or 

special  laws,  to  regulate  the  rates  for  transportation  of 
freight  and  passengers  on  said  road,  and>  to  repeal  or 
amend  this  charter. 

§  13.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  said  corporation  shall 
have  power  to  unite  or  consolidate  its  railroad  to  an}* 
other  railroad  now  constructed,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  constructed,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  mutually 
agreed  upon  between  the  companies  so  connecting  or 
<;onsolidating;  and  shall  have  power,  from  time  to  time, 
to  borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  purposes  of  said  company,  and  at  any  rate  of  inter- 
est not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  to  issue 
and  dispose  of  its  bonds,  in  denominations  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars  for  any  amount  so  borrowed, 
and  to  mortgage  its  corporate  property,  real  or  personal, 
and  its  franchises,  or  to  convey  the  same  by  deed  or  trust 
to  secure  the  payment  of  the  money  so  borrowed,  or  any 
other  debt  of  said  company. 

§  14.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  said  company  shall 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  receive  subscriptions  to 
its  capital  stock,  and  donations  in  money  or  labor. 

§  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  the  date  of  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  yalidate  the  bonds  of  G.  S.  Mullins,  sheriff  of  Pendleton  conaty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  bonds  for  the  collection  of  the  revenue, 
coanty  levy,  and  turnpike  tax  for  1882,  executed  in  the 
Pendleton  county  cburt  by  G.  S.  Mullins,  sheriff  of  Pendle- 
ton county,  and  his  sureties,  be,  and  are  hereby,  declared 
legal  and  binding  to  the  same  extent  and  for  all  purposes 
as  if  it  had  been  executed  within  the  time  now  required 
by  law:  Provided^  The  sureties  shall  appear  in  said  court 
and  consent  thereto  of  record. 

^  2.  That  in  case  any  surety  in  said  bond  is  dead  or 
declines  to  consent  to  the  terms  of  this  act  as  provided  in 
the  preceding  section,  said  court  may  accept  other  suf- 
ficient security  thereon;  and  when  they,  or  those  remain- 
ing on  said  bond,  consent  as  above  provided,  said  bond 
shall  be  valid  and  binding. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1380. 

AN    ACT   to   incorporate  the  Greenwood    and    tfassej'B    Mill    Tarnpike 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  corporation  is  hereby  created  a  body-politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Green- 
wood and  Massey's  Mill  Turnpike  Company,  with  per- 
petual succession,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  an 
artificial  turnpike  road  from  a  point  on  the  Rous  Mill 
Turnpike,  at  or  near  Greenwood  Church,  to  Massey's 
Mill,  in  Warren  county. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
forty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each. 

§  3.  The  following  commissioners,  or  such  of  them  as 
may  choose  to  act,  are  appointed  to  receive  subscriptions 
to  said  company,  viz:  G.  A.  Kirby,  A.  M.  Ellis,  C.  C. 
Potter,  H.  H.  Skiles,  W.  H.  Dickerson,  J.  P.  Proctor,  John 
Massey,  M.  C.  Potter,  C.  W.  Skiles,  J.  S.  Goodrum,  J.  L. 
Neel,  and  J.  S.  Skaggs,  who  may  open  books  at  such 
times  and  places  as  they,  or  any  of  them,  may  think 
proper,  until  all  of  said  stock,  or  so  much  as  may  be  nec- 
essary to  construct  said  road,  be  taken. 

§  4.  The  commissioners  acting  shall  procure  a  book  or 
books  in  which  the  stockholders  shall  enter  the  following 
obligation,  to-wit  :  **  We.  whose  names  are  hereto  an- 
nexed, promise  to  pay  to  the  Greenwood  and  Massey 's 
Mill  Turnpike  Company  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each 
and  every  share  of  stock  set  opposite  to  our  names,  and 
in  such  proportions,  and  at  such  times  and  places,  as  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  company  may  require. 
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§  5.  The  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for 
•every  share  of  stock  held  by  them,  and  when  any  stock- 
holder is  absent,  he  may  vote  by  written  proxy. 

§  6.  That  a  president  and  four  directors  shall  be  elected  ^|^^*°**^*"" 
by  the  stockholders  at  a  public  meetings  to  be  held  in  the 
city  of  Bowling  Green,  at  such  time  as  such  commission- 
ers may  deem  proper;  notice  of  the  time  of  such  election 
to  be  given  by  posting  up  notices  at  five  points  on  said 
road,  at  least  ten  days  previous  to  said  election,  or  by 
written  notice  mailed  or  delivered  to  each  stockholder. 

§  7.  That  the  president  and  any  two  directors  may  call 
a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  or  of  the  directors,  at  any 
time  it  may  be  deemed  necessary.  The  president  and 
two  directors  shall  form  a  quorum,  or,  in  the  absence  of 
the  president,  then  any  three  directors  shall  form  a  quo- 
rum to  transact  business;  and  so  soon  as  five  thousand 
dollars  of  said  stock  is  subscribed,  and  the  company  is 
organized,  said  company  may  commence  and  proceed 
with  the  construction  of  said  road. 

^  8.  That  the  board  of  directors  may  appoint  such  other  officers. 
•officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the  busi- 
ness of  the  company;  may  have  power  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered, 
defend  and  be  defended,  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
and  may  make  such  by-laws  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
not  in  conflict  with  the  laws  of  this  State. 

§  9.  The  grade,  width,  and  thickness  of  the  metal  of 
^aid  road  shall  be  determined  by  the  president  and  direct- 
ors of  said  company,  and  upon  the  completion  of  two 
miles  of  said  road  a  toll-gate  may  be  erected.  Said  com- 
pany shall  have  the  right  to  charge  the  same  rates  of  toll 
as  are  now  fixed  by  the  General  Statutes  of  Kentucky, 
and  for  distances  of  said  road  completed  less  than  five 
miles,  tolls  shall  be  charged  in  proportion  that  the  dis- 
tance bears  to  five  miles. 

§  10.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
•locate,  build,  and  establish  said  road  between  said  points 
-on  the  most  available  and  least  expensive  route.  They 
<may  acquire  by  purchase,  gift,  relinquishment,  deed,  writ 
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of  ad  quod  damnum^  or  otherwise,  the  right  of  way  for  the- 
road  apon  the  route  adopted,  and  also  grounds  for  the 
toll-house  not  exceeding  three  acres  for  each  toll-houae,. 
and  such  timber,  rock  quarries,  &c.,  as  may  be  necessary 
for  making  and  completing  and  keeping  in  repair  said 
road,  agreeing  to  pay  and  paying  reasonable  compensa- 
tion therefor.  And  said  president  and  directors  may 
acquire  the  right  of  way  over  the  present  road  to  Massey's 
Mill,  by  contract  with  the  Warren  county  court,  if  such 
contract  be  necessary  to  acquire  such  right  of  way. 

§  11.  The  president  and  directors  first  elected,  as  au- 
Tenn.  thorJzed  herein,  shall  hold  their  office  until  the  first  Sat- 

urday in  May  following  their  election,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified  and  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  May  in  every  year  thereafter  an  election* 
shall  be  held  for  president  and  directors  by  the  stock- 
holders in  said  company,  who  shall  hold  their  office  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  12.  They  shall  keep,  or  cause  to  be  kept,  a  fair  and 
just  account  of  all  moneys  which  shall  be  received  by 
them,  and  of  all  moneys  by  them  expended  in  building 
said  road;  and  all  costs,  charges,  and  expenses  of  said 
road  shall  be  kept  of  record.  The  president  and  direct- 
ors shall,  out  of  the  net  earnings  of  said  road,  from  time 
to  time,  declare  dividends  to  the  stockholders  in  said  road; 
and  the  books  showing  the  earnings  of  said  road  shall  at 
all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  stockholder  in 
said  company. 

§  13.  The  stock  in  said  company  shall  be  personal 
property,  and  shall  be  transferable  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  directors  may  direct;  and  no  stockholder 
shall  be  liable  for  the  debts  of  the  company  beyond  the 
stock  owned  by  him  in  said  company. 

§  14,  If  any  of  the  subscribers  of  stock  in  said  road 
fail  to  pay  their  subscriptions  when  due,  they  shall  be 
liable  to  suit  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction. 

§  15.  Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties^ 
OaOk.  the  president  and  directors  shall  each  tak«  an  oath  to  faith* 

fully  discharge  their  duties  as  such,  and   said  directors 
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may  require  bond  and  security  of  any  officers  who  may 
be  appointed  by  them. 

i  16.   If  at  any  time  there  should  be  a  vacancy  in  the   vacancy. 
office  of  director  or  president*  the  same  shall  be  filled  by 
the  remaining  directors  until  the  next  regular  election. 

§  17.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed  for  the  purpose 
of  building  a  turnpike  road  from  Mt.  Vernon,  in  Rock- 
castle county,  to  Berea,  in  Madison  county. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty 
Capital  stock.       thousaud  dollars,  to  be  increased   or  diminished   at  the 

pleasure  of  the  company,  and  said  capital  stock  to  be 
divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 
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§  3.  Books  of  subscription  shall  be  opened  by  John  M .  Commissionen. 
Fish,  J.  J.  Willianns,  William  Stewart,  Sylvester  F.  Stores, 
D.  N.  Williams,  James  H.  Otter,  W.  H.  Albright.  W.  G. 
Hiatt,  Barnett  Lymon,  L.  P.  Johnson,  Wm.  M.  Irvin,  and 
John  G.  Fee,  who  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners 
for  that  purpose.  At  such  times  and  places  as  they  may 
deem  proper,  they  shall  open  a  book  or  books,  and  the 
subscribers  therein  shall  sign  an  obligation  in  the  follow- 
ing form:  "  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed, 
respectively  promise  to  pay  to  the  Mt.  Vernon  and  Berea 
Turnpike  Road  Company  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each 
share  of  stock  set  opposite  our  names,  in.  such  proportion 
and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  president 
and  directors  of  said  company:  Provided,  however,  That 
the  sum  of  each  subscriber's  stock,  or  any  part  thereof, 
may  be  paid  in  work  on  said  road,  subject  to  such  regu- 
lations as  the  board  of  directors  may  establish. 

§  4.  When  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  shall  have 
been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  commissioners  named  above  to  give  notice,  in  such 
manner  and  at  such  time  as  they  may  think  proper,  of  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
the  notice  may  designate,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
president  and  five  directors.

for  each  share  of  stock,  and  the  president  and  directors 
shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  qualified.  The  time  and  place  of  election, 
after  the  first  election  shall  be  fixed  by  the  president  and 
directors,  and  a  majority  of  the  board  shall  be  competent 
to  do  business. 

§  5.  So  soon  as  the  company  is  organized  by  an  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  law,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  '•  Mt.  Vernon  and  Berea  Turnpike  style. 
Road  Company,"  with  the  privileges  and  franchises  of  a 
(Corporation ;  shall  be  capable  of  holding  their  capital 
stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof,  and  holding 
by  gifc,  purchase,  or  otherwise  everything  necessary  or 
proper  for  the  prosecution  of  their  work,  or  the  object  of 
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this  corporation.  They  shall  have  power  to  contract  and* 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  courts  of  lai^ 
and  equity;  also  to  have  and  use  a  seal,  and  generally 
to  do  all  and  every  act  or  thing  lawful  for  a  corporation- 
to  effect  the  object  for  which  said  corporation  was  cre- 
ated. 

$  6.  Said  corporation  shall  fix  and  regulate  the  grade 
Powen.  and  width  of  said  road,  and   its  covering  with   stone   or 

gravel;  may  designate  the  place  for  toll-gates;  fix  the- 
rates  of  toll,  and  regulate  and  charge  the  same;  but  such, 
rates  shall  not  exceed  those  fixed  by  general  law.  They 
shall  have  power,  after  two  miles  of  the  road  is  cooi- 
pleted  at  either  end  of  said  road,  or  at  one  or  both  ends 
of  the  same,  to  erect  a  gate  or  gates  for  each  two  miles 
of  said  road  completed,  and  collect  tolls,  and  apply  the 
same  to  the  completion  of  the  road. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  ofiicers  and  employes  of 
.the  company,  with  their  tools  and  appliances,  to  enter 
upon  the  lands  over  and  contiguous  to  which  the  intended 
road  shall  pass,  having  first  given  notice  to  the  owners  or 
occupants  thereof;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  take 
and  receive  the  right  of  way  over  and  through  the  lands 
where  said  road  may  be  located;  and  if,  in  any  instance, 
they  cannot  procure  the  right  of  way  over  and  through 
the  lands  from  the  owners  thereof  where  said  road  shall 
be  located,  by  an  agreement  with  the  owner  or  owners 
of  such  lands  through  which  said  road  is  to  pass,  then 
and  in  that  event,  the  president  of  the  road  shall  apply 
to  the  county  court  of  Rockcastle  or  Madison  counties, 
as  the  case  may  be,  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  to  assess 
the  damages  which  may  be  sustained  in  consequence  of 
said  road  passing  over  the  said  lands,  and  upon  the  pay- 
ment or  the  tender  of  the  damages  assessed  by  the  ver- 
dict of  a  jury  under  said  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  company  to  open  and  make  said  road 
through  said  lands,  and  do  all  the  work  necessary  to  be 
done  in  making  said  road;  and  the  party  or  owner  of 
such  lands  as  may  be  given  damages  for  the  right  of  way

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Df  the  damages  g^iven  him  by  the  jury  or  by  agreement, 
instead  of  the  pay  or  money  for  the  same. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  may  appoint  annu- 
ally such  of&cers  as  they  deem  necessary,  with  such 
compensation  as  they  may  deem  just  and  right.  The 
treasurer  shall  give  bond,  with  good  security,  in  such 
sum  as  the  president  and  directors  may  deem  right  and 
proper,  conditioned  to  pay  over  all  moneys  in  his  hands 
to  the  order  of  the  board  of  directors.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky:

Whereas,  Nathaniel  W.  Deacon,  collector  of  the  State 
revenue  for  the  county  of  Nelson  for  the  year  1881,  has 
departed  this  life  without  having  collected  all  of  said 
revenue,  and  no  person  having  qualified  as  his  successor, 
and  doubts  having  arisen  as  to  authority  of  his  sureties  or 
deputies  to  collect  the  same;  for  remedy  whereof, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwecdth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  sureties  of  said  Nathaniel  W.  Deacon 
on  his  bond  for  the  collection  of  the  State  revenue  for 
the  county  of  Nelson  for  the  year  1881,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  authorized  to  collect  the  uncollected  State  taxes 
for  said  county  for  the  y^ar  1881,  and  in  doing  so  they 
shall  have  all  the  power  and  authority  that  sheriffs  may 
ihave  in  enforcing  the  payment  of  the  same,  and  shall  be 
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^esponsible^for  all  th«ir  acts  and  doings  as  sheriffs  now 
are  in  regard  to  the  collection  of  the  State  revenue;  and 

'they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  deputies  tojcollect  the 
same;  but  before  any  person  shall  proceed  to  collect  the 
same,  he  shall  execute  bond  in  the  county  court  the  same 
as  sheriffs  are  required  to  execute  for  the  collection  of  the 
revenue,  and  take  the  constitutional  oath,  except  that  he 
may  execute  bond  and  take  the  oath  at  any  time;  and 
any  person  so  qualified  shall  have  all  the  powers  con- 
ferred, and  be  subject  to  all  the  penalties  inflicted  by  law 
upon  aheriffs  or  collectors  in  this  Commonwealth  in  re- 
gard to  the  collection  of  the  State  revenue.

posit   in    the    town    of    Lagrange,    in    Oldham    county, 

•  Kentucky,  with  a  capital  stock  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  sub- 
scribed and  paid  in  as  hereinafter  specified;  and  the  sub- 
scribers, their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  shall  be 

•  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  style. 
the  Oldham  County  Deposit  Bank,  and  so  continue  for 
thirty  years  from  its  organization.     Said  corporation  shall 

be   capable  of  suing  and  being  sued  in   all  courts  and 
places,  and   of   contracting  and  being  contracted  with; 

-and  may  have  a  common  seal,  renewable  and  changeable 
at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  said  bank  shall  be  under  the  control  of  seven   Dirccton. 

'directors,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  stockholder  and  a  rest- 
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dent  of  said  county;  and  after  the  firat  election  they  shall* 
be  elected  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year, 
and  hold  their  offices  until  their   successors  are  elected 
and  qualified.     They  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number 
president,  who  shall  hold  hi-  position  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  board  of  directors.     They  shall  hold  regular  meetings 
at  such  time  as  the  board  may  fix,  and  8uch  called  meet- 
ings a^  may  be  deemed  necessary.     In  case  of  the  death 
or   resignation  of    any   director  or  officer,   the   vacancy 
shall  be  filled    by  the  board.     The  directors  shall  have 
power  to  receive  subscriptions  for  so  many  shares  of  the 
capital   stock   of  said    corpoiation   remaining   unsold    as 
they  may  at  any  time  choose  to  sell;  to  declar    dividends, 
and  to  appoint  such  officers,  agents,  and  servants  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  bank, 
and   pay  them  such   wages  and  salaries,  and   take  from 
them  such  bonds  to  secure   the   faithful  performance   of 
their  duties  as  they  may  think  proper.     The  stock  of  the 
corporation    shall    be  deemed  to  be  pergonal    property, 
and  shall  be  assignable  on  the  books  of  the  corporation 
according  to  such  rules  as  the  directors  may  prescribe. 
§  3.  D.  H.  French,  Peyton    S.   Head,  John  Hoagland, 

Commissioners.  Alexander  Duncan,  and  John  S.  Buckner  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed commissioners,  any  two  of  whom  may  act,  and 
may  open  books  of  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of 
the  corporation;  and  when  shares  to  the  amount  of  fif- 
teen thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  give  notice  in  one  or  more  newspapers^ 
and  appoint  a  day  for  the  election  of  a  board  of  direct- 
ors, who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified.  The  payment  of  the  shares  sub- 
scribed shall  be  made  in  such  installments  as  the  board 
of  directors  may  order;  and  when  ten  thousand  dollars 
shall  have  been  paid  in,  the  directors  may  forthwith  com- 
mence business. 

§  4.  The  said  bank  may  receive  deposits  of  money  or 

Powers.  currency,  and  repay  the  same  in  such  manner,  at  such 

times,  and  with  such  interest,  not  to  exceed  the  rate  fixed 
by  law,  as  may  be  agreed  on  with  the  depositors  by  spe-

cial  or  general  contract;  it  may  borrow  or  lend  money, 
deal  in  exchange,  promissory  notes,  bonds,  stocks,  bills  of 
exchange,  take  personal  or  other  securities,  and  do  a  gen- 
eral banking  business.  All  promissory  notes  and  bill? 
made  negotiable  and  payable  at  the  banking  house  of 
said  corporation,  or  at  any  other  banking-house,  may  be 
discounted  by  it,  and  inland  bills,  which  may  be  dis* 
counted  by  it,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  placed  upon 
the  footing  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and  like  remedy 
as  upon  such  bills  may  be  had  thereon  jointly  and  sever- 
ally against  the  drawers,  acceptors,  and  indorsers. 

^  5.  The  said  corporation  may  acquire,  hold,  and  use 
all  such  real  estate,  goods  and  chattels,  as  may  be  con- 
venient  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which  may 
be  conveyed  to  it  as  surety  or  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt, 
judgment,  or  decree,  and  may  sell  and  convey  the  same 
at  pleasure.  The  directors  may  make  all  needful  by- 
laws for  the  government  of  said  bank,  not  inconsistent 
with  law. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  of  said  bank, 
on  the  first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year,  to  pay  into 
the  Treasury  of  this  Commonwealth  fifty  cents  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars  of  stock  held  and  paid  for,  which 
shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes. 

^7.  The  private  property  of  stockholders  shall  not  be 
liable  for  the  debts  of  the  corporation. 

§  8.  Infants  and  married  women  may  deposit  with  and 
draw  from  said  bank  any  money  acquired  or  owned  by 
them,  and  their  check  for  such  deposits  shall  be  an  acquit- 
tance to  the  bank. 

§  9.  If  the  cashier,  clerk,  or  any  other  officer  or  agent 
of  said  bank,  shall  unlawfully  appropriate  any  of  the 
funds  of  the  bank,  or  shall  willfully  make  false  entries, 
or  neglect  to  make  correct  entries,  upon  the  books  of  the 
bank,  whereby  the  bank  or  any  depositor  or  stockholder 
shall  suffer  or  might  suffer  loss,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  felony,  and  punished  by  confinement  in  the  peniten- 
tiary not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  five  years. 
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§  10.  Said  bank  shall  not  issue  any  note  or  bill  to  be 
passed  as  carrency. 

§  11.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  lo  alter, 
amend,  or  repeal  this  charter  at  its  pleasure. 

§  12.  This  act  rhall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

^  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  *' An  act  to  authorize  the 
trustees  of  the  town  of  Greenville,  in  Muhlenburg  county, 
to  issue  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike 
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road  in  said  county,"  approved  March  21st,  1870  (chapter 
1006,  Session  Acts  1869-^70),  be,  and   the  same  is  hereby^ 
amended  as  follows  :  The  said  act  shall  take  effect    and

§  2.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  under  said  act,  as  hereby  amended,, 
to  cause  the  main  street  of  said  town  and  the  public  road 
leading  from  the  north  end  of  said  street  to  the  Greenville 
depot,  on  the  Chesaperake,  Ohio  and  Southwestern  Rail- 
road, or  any  part  of  said  street  or  road,  to  be  graded, 
guttered,  curbed,  paved,  macadamized,  or  graveled  in  a 
suitable  manner,  and  may  cause  such  culverts  and  bridges 
to  be  constructed  and  maintained  as  may  be  proper  or 
necessary;  and  the  said  road,  when  so  improved  or  con- 
structed, shall  be  a  pgblic  way  of  said  town,  and  the  said 
board  of  trustees  shall  have  similar  powers  of  reconstruc- 
tion of  said  street  and  public  way. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1408. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Capital  Gas  and  Bleotric  Light  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Pat.  McDonald,  J.  W.  Pruett,  L.  Tobin,  A. 
Duvall,  J.  Stoddard  Johnston,  D.  Glanton,  and  their  asso- 
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elates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  declared  a 
boJy-corporate  and  politic,  by  and  under  the  name  and 
style  of  '*  The  Capital  Gas  and  Electric  Li^ht  Company;" 
and  by  such  name  to  have  perpetual  succession;  to  con- 
tract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  of  this  Com- 
monwealth; they  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  shall 
have  power  to  change  or  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

(  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  by  said  company  as  they 
may  think  best  for  the  purposes  under  this  act;  and  the 
stock  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  The  above  named  persons,  and  their  associates, 
after  the'passage  of  this  act,  may  open  books  in  the  city 
of  Frankfort  for  a  subscription  of  stock,  and  may  receive 
subscriptions  from  individuals  and  corporations;  and  the 
city^of  Frankfort,  if  it  sees  proper,  is  hereby  authorized 
to  take  stock  in  said  company. 

^  4.  It'shall  be  the  duty  of  the  company,  after  the  sum 
of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed,  to  call 
a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  after  first  giving  ten  days' 
notice  in  some  newspaper  published  in  Frankfort  of  said 
meeting;  and  the  stockholders  present  shall  proceed  to 
elect  a  president  and  four  directors  to  govern  and  con- 
duct the  affairs  of  said  company;  each  ofRcer  shall  be  a 
stockholder  in  said  company;  said  officers  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year;  said  officers  shall  report  annually  to 
the  stockholders.  Preceding  the  ejection  of  officers,  the 
president  shall  give  ten  days'  notice  thereof  by  an  adver- 
tisement in  a  newspaper  published  in  Frankfort. 

§  5.  Said  company  may  purchase,  or  in  any  legal  man- 
ner acquire  and  receive,  and  hold  and  use,  any  property 
of  any  description,  real  or  personal,  which  may  be  neces- 
sary or  proper  for  the  erection  of  such  machinery,  houses, 
fixtures,  or  things  necessary  or  requisite  to  make  and 
supply  the  city  of  Frankfort  and  its  surroundings  with  gas 
or  electric  light.  i 

§  6.  Said  company  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
lay  their  pipes,  of  every  necessary  kind,  by  and  with  the 
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consent  of  the  board  of  council  of  said  city,  in-  and 
through  any  of  the  streets  of  Frankfort,  or  alleys  thereof^ 
or  along:  the  line  of  any  road  or  thoroughfare;  and  for 
that  purpose  to  take  up  the  pavements  and  replace  the 
same;  and  said  company  shall  be  responsible  to  the  city 
for  any  damage  which  may  arise  therefrom,  or  any  un- 
reasonable delay  in  replacing  the  same.  Said  company 
shall  furnish  gas-light  or  electric  light  to  any  person  on 
such  terms  as  the  company'  and  such  person  may  agree 
upon;  and  any  such  contract  shall  be  obligatory,  and  en- 
forceable in  any  proper  court  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  7.  Said  company  shall  consist  of  a  president  and  four 
directors,  who  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  pass 
such  by-laws  and  rules  for  the  government  of  said  com- 
pany and  the  transaction  of  its  business  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  la^V8 
of  the  United  States  or  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

^  8.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  willfull}*,  by 
any  means  whatever,  injure  or  destroy  any  portion  of  the 
gas-pipes,  electric  lights,  or  fixtures,  lamps,  lampposits, 
burners,  or  any  part  of  the  property,  works,  or  machinery 
of  said  company,  or  shall  willfully  open  a  communication 
into  the  street  or  other  pipes  of  said  company,  or  let  on 
or  consume  gas  after  it  has  been  turned  off  and  stopped 
by  the  company,  such  person  or  persons  shall  be  liable  to 
the  company  for  any  and  all  damages  occasioned  by  such 
act  or  acts,  and  shall  furthermore  be  subject  to  indictment 
as  for  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall 
he  fined  in  any  sum,  at  the  discretion  of  a  jury,  not  ex- 
<2eeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  at  hard 
•labor  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both  so  fined  and  im- 
prisoned, at  the  discretion  of  a  jury;  but  this  section  shall 
not  be  so  construed  as  to  change  the  law  as  to  arson,  or 
willfully  burning  the  houses  or  property  of  the  company. 

§  9.  The  said  board  of  management  and  control  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  all  officers  and  agents,  and  employ 
all  such  workmen,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
will  operate  for  the  best  interests  of  the  company. 

§  10.  The  said  company  shall  furnish  gas  to  consumers 
.at  a  price  not  to  exceed  three  dollars  per  thousand  cubic 
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feet,  and  electric  lights  at  such  price  as  may  be   agreed 
upon. 

§  11.  The  said  Capital  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany shall  have  authority  to  put  up  lamp-posts,  electric 
lights,  fixtures,  &c.,  along  the  street  mains  as  they  are 
extended.  The  said  company  is  to  keep  the  lamps  in 
order,  furnish  gas,  and  light  and  extinguish  the  same. 
Each  illuminating  lamp-light  shall  have  an  illuminating 
power  of  not  less  than  twelve  sperm  candles,  and  the 
time  of  burning  shall  be  from  the  dawn  of  twilight  in 
the  evening  until  the  dawn  of  day  in  the  morning;  and 
said  gas  and  electric  lights  shall  be  furnished  to  the  city 
at  a  reasonable  price  per  light  per  annum  as  may  be 
agreed  upon. 

§  12.  Should  said  city  of  Frankfort,  by  a  vote  of  coun- 
cil, a  quorum  being  present  and  voting  therefor,  consent 
to  take  stock  in  said  company  herein,  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  do  so;  and  when  done, 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  transfer  the 
interest  of  said  city  in  their  gas-works  to  said  company 
herein  incorporated.  Before  said  transfer  of  said  works 
is  made  they  shall  be  valued,  and  shall  represent  so  much 
stock.  In  this  event,  the  said  company,  before  said  trans- 
fer is  made,  shall  have  an  equal  amount  of  stock  sub- 
scribed as  the  property  of  said  city  gas-works  may  be 
valued  at,  and  said  amount  of  stock  shall  be  paid  for  in 
ca?h,  and  the  money  shall  be  in  the  treasury.  When 
such  fact  is  certified  to  the  city  council,  said  transfer  of 
the  city  gas-works  shall  be  made  to  said  coYnpany.  Said 
city  shall  have  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  owned  in 
said  company;  and  every  stockholder  shall  have  one  vote 
for  each  share  of  stock  owned;  and  they  may  vote  at  all 
elections,  or  on  any  question,  either  in  person  or  by 
proxy.  The  city  flhall  always  be  represented  by  at  least 
one  member  in  the  board  of  directors. 

§  13.  After  said  company  is  organized  and  consolidated 
under  this  charter,  they  shall  proceed  to  the  election  of 
•officerF. 

§  14.  Stock  in  the  hands  of  stockholders  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  State  tar;  and  in  lieu  thereof  the  State  may 
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impose  a  tax  of  fifty  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  of 
its  capital  stock,  said  tax  to  be  collected  from  the  Gas  and 
Electric   Light  Company   by  the    Auditor  of  Public    Ac- 
counts, which  tax  shall  be  in  lieu  of  all  other  tax  against 
said  company. 

§  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage;  and 
the  act  of  incorporation  of  the  Salomon  Gas  Company, 
so  far  as  it  may  apply  to  Frankfort,  is  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  1409.    . 

AN  AOT  to  aothorize  the  people  in  district  No.  7  (Gratz  district),  in  Oweir 
county,  to  vote  a  tax  on  their  property  in  aid  of  turnpike  roads  in  said 
district. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  o/  the  Comnumwealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  made  lawful  for 
the  people  of  district  No.  7  (Gratz  district),  in  the  county 
of  Owen,  to  vote  on  the  question  whether  they  will  im- 
pose a  tax  of  not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  each  one  hun- 
dred dollars'  worth  of  property  in  said  district,  and  a 
poll'tax  of  two  dollars  on  each  qualified  voter  in  said 
district,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  building  five  turn- 
pikes roads  in  said  district,  and  bridges  on  said  roads, 
to-wit :  One  running  from  Springport,  by  way  of  Squires- 
ville,  to  the  Owenton  and  Gratz  Turnpike  Road,  at  or 
near  Kewessen's  shop;  one  from  BalTs  Landing,  on  the 
Kentucky  river,  up  Mill  creek,  the  nearest  and  most  prac- 
ticable route,  by  the  way  of  Clay  Lick,  to  the  town  of 
Gratz;  one  to  run  from  the  mouth  of  Savenu  creek,  at  or 
near  the  residence  of  S.  S.  Rowlett,  by  way  of  Andrew 
Wainscott's  farm,  to  intersect  the  Owenton  and  Gratz 
Turnpike  Road,  at  or  near  W.  B.  Walken's  residence; 
one  to  run  from  the  Owenton  and  Gratz  Turnpike,  near 
Pleasant  Home,  by  way  of  John  Schoolen's;  and  thence 
down  the  ridge  to  intersect  the  road  here  mentioned 
leading  from  Ball's  Landing  to  Gratz,  at  or  near  the- 
residence  of  Robert  Thomas;  and   the  other  to  run  the 
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nearest  and  most  practicable  route  from  the  town  of 
Gratz  to  intersect  the  road  leading  from  mouth  of  Savenu 
to  the  Owenton  and  Gratz  Turnpike  Road  at  W.  B.  Wal- 
ken's.  Said  ad  valorem  and  poll-tax,  if  voted  for  by  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  district,  to  be 
assessed  for  three  successive  years. 

$  2.  On  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1882,  there  shall 
be  opened  a  poll  at  the  town  of  Gratz,  in  said  district* 
and  an  election  shall  be  held,  which  election  shall  be 
presided  over  and  conducted  by  two  judges,  a  sheriff, 
and  a  clerk,  appointed  by  the  Owen  county  court  at 
some  regular  term  of  said  county  court,  between  the 
date  of  the  passage  of  this  act  and  the  first  Monday  in 
August,  1882,  which  said  officers  shall  be  first  sworn  to 
faithfully  discharge  the  duty  of  holding  said  election,  and 
making  returns  thereof;  and  at  said  election  all  legal  voters 
of  said  district  may  vote ;  and  to  each  legal  voter  offering 
to  vote  thereat,  there  shall  be  propounded  the  question, 
*' Do  you  vote  for  or  against  the  turnpike  tax?"  and  his 
vote  shall  be  recorded  with  his  name  in  accordance  with 
his  direction;  and  on  the  next  day  thereafter  the  said  poll- 
book  shall  be  returned,  properly  certified  by  said  officers, 
to  the  clerk  of  the  Owen  county  court;  and  the  presiding 
judge  of  Owen  county,  the  clerk  of  the  Owen  county 
court,  and  the  sheriff  of  Owen  county,  who  are  hereby 
constituted  a  board  for  that  purpose,  shall  compare  the 
said  poll-book,  and  shall  certify  the  result  to  the  Owen 
county  court,  and  the  said  certificate  shall  be  entered  of 
record  in  the  order«book  of  said  court. 

§  3.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election  are 
in  favor  of  said  tax,  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff 
of  Owen  county  to  collect  from  each  owner  of  property 
in  said  district  a  tax  of  not  exceeding  one  dollar,  as  here- 
inafter provided,  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of 
property  in  said  district,  which  tax,  when  collected,  shall 
be  paid  over  b}'  him  to  a  treasurer  thereof,  who  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Owen  county  court,  and  who  shall  be 
required  to  give  sufficient  bond,  sureties  therefor,  by  said 
-i^ourt,  and  who  shall  receive  no  compensation  as  treasurer 
for  his  services. 
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§  4.  That  if  it  becomeB  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  Owen 
county  to  collect  said  tax,  he  shall  be  allowed  at  the  rate 
of  six  dollars  for  each  one  hundred  dollars  and  fractioa 
thereof  collected  by  him,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fuad  so 
collected;  but  he  shall  be  required  by  the  county  coart  of 
Owen  county  to  execute  bond,  with  good  sureties,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duty  to  collect  and  properly 
pay  over  the  said  taxes. 

$  5.  There  shall  be  posted  at  five  public  places  in  tsaid 
district,  ten  days  before  said  election,  notices  that  the 
said  election  will  be  held,  and  of  the  rate  of  taxation  pur- 
posed to  be  rated  on,  which  notices  shall  also  show  the 
amount  of  poll-tax  to  be  voted  on,  and  shall  be  «»i(^ned  by 
the  presiding  judge  of  the  Owen  county  court,  and  posted 
by  the  sheriff  or  his  deputies;  and  when  said  election  is 
held,  the  rate  of  taxation,  if  a  majority  shall  vote  in  favor 
thereof,  shall  be  fixed  at  the  same  rate  as  that  named  in 
said  notices. 

$  H.  The  taxes  and  money  so  collected,  after  deducting 
sheriff's  commission  for  collecting,  shall  be  appropriated 
and  paid  for  the  construction  of  and  building  and  repair 
of  the  five  turnpike  roads,  and  the  bridges  thereon,  named 
in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  lor  no  other  purpose, 
and  shall  be  divided  pro  rata  on  and  among  the  several 
roads  named  herein  according  to  the  number  of  miles 
and  fractions  of  miles  of  road  to  be  built  on  any  of  said 
roads;  and  said  tax  to  be  collected,  beginning  with  the 
year  1882,  and  at  the  same  time  for  said  year  that  the 
sheriff  of  Owen  county  collects  the  taxes  for  said  year 
for  State  revenue  and  other  purposes. 

§  7.  Before  the  treasurer  appointed  by  the  court  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act  shall  pay  over  any  part  of  said  money 
to  or  for  the  use  of  said  names,  each  of  said  roads  shall 
be  incorporated,  as  now  required  by  law,  and  shall  elect 
a  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer  therefor  ;  and  then 
the  treasurer  appointed  by  the  county  court  as  aforesaid 
shall  pay  to  the  president  of  any  of  said  roads  their  pro- 
portion of  said  money.  But  before  paying  the  same,  the 
treasurer  appointed  by  the  county  court  shall  require  and 
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take  of  the  presidents  of  said  roads  his  bond,  with  good 
security,  that  he  will  faithrully  and  properly  apply  the 
said  money  to  the  building  and  construction  of  the  road 
of  which  he  is  president,  and  to  the  building  of  necessary 
bridges  thereon.

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a  g^eneral  hotel  and  watering-place  business,  including 
the  ri^ht  and  power  to  erect  all  necessary  buildings,  and 
to  do  such  other  things  as  may  conduce  to  the  success  of 
the  business  of  the  company,  including  the  building  of 
such  roads,  rail  or  otherwise,  in  Henry  county,  as,  in 
the  wisdom  of  the  board,  may  be  deemed  prudent  and 
necessary;  to  purchase  cars,  locomotives,  build  depots^ 
warehouses,  and  platforms,  in  county;  cause  to  be 
condemned  rights  of  way  according  to  the  manner  pro-

AN  A.CT  to  amend  tbe  charter  of  Ibe  Obicasco,  St.  Loais,  aad  New  Orleaoi

of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  and  New  Orleans 
Railroad  Company  may,  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  its

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act,  entitled*' An  act  to  provide  for  oreanizing  and 
establishing  a  system  of  public  scbools  in  Winchester,"  approved  April 
4th,  1873. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  The  toll-houses  on  the  Winchester  and  Brownboro, 
on  the  Winchester  and  Lexington  Turnpike  Roads,  and 
the  residence  of  the  keeper  .of  the  cemetery  near  Win- 
<;hester,  and  the  toll-house  on  the  Mt.  Sterling  Turnpike, 
and  such  other  houses  within  one  mile  of  said  school  as 
may  make  application  to  the  board  of  trustees  for  admis- 
sion, and  will  agree  to  bear  their  proportion  of  the  taxes 
imposed  to  keep  up  said  school,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
added  to  the  school  district  described  in  the  act,  entitled 
"  An  act  to  provide  for  organizing  and  establishing  a  sys- 
tem of  public  schools  in  Winchester."  approved  April  4th, 
1873,  and  made  subject  to  the  provisions  of  said  act. 

i  2.  The  board  of  trustees  of  Winchester  public  schools 
are  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  the  tax  provided 
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for  in  said  act,  not  exceeding. the  amount  adopted  by  the 
people  at  the  election  held  for  that  purpose  under  the 
provisions  of  said  act,  and  including  the  poII*tai  now 
authorized  by  law;  and  the  board  of  councilmen  of  said 
city  shall  no  longer  have  power  to  levy  said  tax. 

§  3.  Said  tax  so  levied  by  said  board  of  trustees  of 
Winchester  public  schools  shall  be  assessed  and  collected 
a§  is"  now  provided  by  law  for  the  assessment  and  col- 
lection of  the  taxes  of  said  city  of  Winchester,  with  like 
remedies  and  penalties,  and  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  the 
expense^of  collecting  the  taxes  of  Winchester  when  said 
act  to  provide  for  organizing  and  establishing  said  school 
was  approved. 

5  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  of  revenue 
in  said  city  to  pay  over,  at  the  end  of  each  month,  the 
amount  in  his  hands  collected  for  said  schools,  after  de- 
ducting the  compensation  to  which  he  may  be  entitled  by 
law;  and  for  a  failure  to  do  this,  he  may  be  sued  on  his 
bond  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  by  said  board 
of  trustees  of  Winchester  public  schools,  and  shall  for- 
feit his  compensation  for  collecting  said  taxes  during  the 
month  of  the  end  of  which  he  so  fails. 

§  5.  It  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  made,  the  duty  of  the 
board  of  councilmen  of  the  city  of  Winchester  to  keep 
in  proper  and  comfortable  repair  the  building  in  which 
the  public  schools  of  Winchester  are  kept,  and  the 
grounds  belonging  to  same,  and  to  provide  furniture  and 
fuel  for  same;  and  if  said  board  of  councilmen  shall  fail 
to  so  provide,  when  required  to  do  so  in  writing  by  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  public  schools 
of  Winchester,  then  said  last  named  board  may  contract 
for  having  same  done,  and  the  party  or  parties  repairing 
said  building  or  grounds,  or  furnishing  fuel  or  furniture 
for  said  schools,  may  recover  for  same,  of  said  city  of 
Winchester,  by  action  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion, when  he  or  they  have  had  a  written  contract  for 
same  with  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  public  schools  of 
Winchester. 

§  6.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage^

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CHAPTER  1426. 

AN  ACT'to  prohibit  the  sale,  loan,  or  gift  of  spirituous,  Tinons,  malt,  and 
other  intuzicatiag  liquors  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of 
Athens,  in  Fayette  countj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  sale,  loan,  or  gift  of  epirituoas,  vinous, 
malt,  and  other  intoxicating  liquors  in  a  less  quantity  than 
a  half  barrel,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  cf 
Athens,  in  Fayette  county,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
prohibited. 

§  2.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  the  provisions  of  the 
first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  fifty  dollars 
for  each  offense,  recoverable  before  the  town  judge  of 
Athens,  or  by  indictment  of  a  grand  jury  in  Fayette 
county:  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  prohibit 
^  bona  fide  druggist  from  filling  prescriptions  of  regular 
practicing  physicians:  And  provided^  That  this  act  shall 
not  apply  to  any  person  who  may  now  have  license  to 
^ell  liquors  in  said  town  until  said  license  shall  expire. 

^  3.  This  act  shall  not  take  efiect  until  it  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  qualified  voters  of  Athens  at  a  gen- 
eral election  in  Fayette  county,  and  a  majority  of  said 
voters  shall  vote  in  favor  thereof;  and  upon  its  adop- 
tion aforesaid,  it  shall  be  and  remain  in  full  force  and 
effect.

AN   ACT  to  incorporate  the  Latonia  Agricultural  Association  of  Kenton 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  W.  W.  Cleary,  A.  D.  Bullock,  R.  W.  Nelson, 
Incorporators.      John  B.  Taylor,  Frank  P.  Helm,  and  John  E.  Hamilton, 

and  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns,  are  hereby 
created  a  body-corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  sue- 
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cession,  under  the  name  of  the  Latonia  Agricultural  and  style. 
Stock  Association,  and  by  that  name  it  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, in  all  courts  of  law  or  equity ;  may  acquire,  by 
purchase,  lease,  or  otherwise,  land,  or  a  right  to  the  use  of 
land,  in  Kenton  county,  for  the  purposes  of  the  associa- 
tion; may  improve  it;  may  sell  and  convey  the  same,  or 
any  part  thereof,  at  pleasure,  and  acquire  and  improve 
other  in  its  stead:  Provided,  That  quantity  of  the  land 
held  by  the  association  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred 
acres;  may  acquire,  hold,  and  dispose  of  such  personal 
estate  as  it  may  deem  necessary  and  proper  for  promot- 
ing the  improvement  in  the  various  breeds  ot  cattle, 
horses,  hogs,  and  other  live  stock,  by  holding  exhibitions, 
awarding  premiums  in  the  various  classes  for  excellence, 
and  by  such  other  means  as  it  may  deem  proper;  it  may 
adopt  and  use  a  common  seal,  or  use  such  a  seal  as  it 
may  from  time  to  time  adopt. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  Capital  stock. 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  payable  in  such  installments  as  the 
board  of  directors  may  direct  and  provide.  Payment  of 
all  subscriptions  may  be  enforced  by  suit  in  the  name  of 
the  society,  or  the  shares  upon  which  any  payment  shall 
be  arrear,  alter  due  call  made  therefor,  may  be  forfeited 
by  suit  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  at  the  op- 
tion and  by  the  order  of  the  board  of  directors,  in  which 

•cases  payments  theretofore  made  upon  such  forfeited 
shares  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  association. 

$  3.  The  board  of  directors  shall  provide  for  issuing  to 
stockholders   certificates    ot    iheir   stock    when    paid    up. 

'The  stock  «hall  be  held  to  be  personal  estate,  and  shall  be 
transferable  only  on  the  books  of  the  association,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  by-laws  upon  this  subject  to  be  adopted 
by  the  board  of  directors;  and  the  board  of  directors 
may  make  all  necessary  and  proper  by-laws  in  reference 

>to  the  issue,  transfer,  and  surrender  of  stock  that  it  may 
<leem  necessary.     The  stockholders  shalj  not  be  responsi- 

<ble  personally  for  any  debts  or  liabilities  of  the  society. 
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$  4.  The  first  meeting  of  the  society  shall  be  held   ii> 
the  city  of  Covington  at  such  tiiii«  as  the  person  named* 
in  the  first  sections  hereof,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shaU' 
determine,  and  give  due  notice  of  by  advertisement   in 
one  or  more   of  the  public  newspapers   printed  in   said 
city,  at  which   meeting  there  shall   be  elected,  after  the- 
acceptance  of  this  act  of  incorporation,  a  board  of  direct- 
ors consisting  of  a  president,  a  vice  president,  a  treasurer, 
a  spcretary,  and  five  directors.     The  regular  annual  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  in  the  city  of  Covington  on  the  first 
Monday  in   March   next,  and  in  each  year  thereafter,  or 
upon  some  other  day   in  each    year   thereafter  that   the 
board  of  directors  may  fix  and  direct.     At  any  regular- 
annual   meeting  it  may  change  the  number  of  directors. 
If  no  election  be  made  at  the  appropriate  time,  the  board 
of  directors   may  call  a  meeting  of  the   society  for  that 
purpose.     The   president   and  directors   shall    hold  their 
offices  until  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  society,  and 
until  their  respective  succes:?ors  are  elected.     Each  holder 
of  stock  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  in  the  election  of 
officers  and  directors,  and  in  all  meetings  of  stockholders 
upon  all  questions  that  may  be  proposed  to  be  voted  upon 
for  each  and  every  share  of  stock  he  may  hold.     Called^ 
meetings  may  be  held  at  any  time  by  order  of  the  board' 
of  directors  upon  notice  published,  two  weeks  for  specified 
objects.     At  regular  meetings,  or  meetings  held   by   ad- 
journment over  from  regular  meetings,  the  power  of  the 
society  over  it  shall  be  absolute,  except  as  controlled   by 
this  charter  and  the  law  of  the  land.     At  called  meetings* 
nothing  shall  be  done  except  in  relation  to  matters  speci- 
fied in  the  call.     The  association   may  lay  out  upon  its 
grounds  a  track  or  tracks,  course  or  courses,  for  running 
or  trotting  races,  and  may  conduct  such  races,  and  award 
such  stakes,  premiums,  or   purses  as  it  may  determine, 
and  it  may  sell  or  permit  to  be  sold  on  its  grounds  pools^ 
on  any  and  all  races  that  may  be  run  or  trotted  upon  its* 
course  or  grounds. 

§  5.  The  prudential,  fiscal,  and  other  concerns  of  the  soci- 
ety, together  with  all  its  estate  or  interests  of  every  kind,. 
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shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  board  of  directors  afore- 
said ;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  officers  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of 
the  society;  to  take  bond,  with  security,  from  any  of  them, 
as  well  as  of  the  treasurer,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  . 
their  duties;  to  fill  vacancies  in  any  of  these  officers,  and 
in  the  board  of  directors;  to  regulate,  at  their  discretion, 
as  they  may  think  proper,  for  admission  to  the  grounds, 
and  participations  in  its  fairs  and  races;  and  to  make, 
alter,  and  modify  such  rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws, 
and  do  all  such  acts  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States  as,  in 
their  opinion,  are  requisite  for  the  accomplishment  of  the 
objects  of  the  association,  and  for  the  good  order  and 
proper  management  of  its  exhibitions.  Three  directors, 
with  the  president  or  vice  president,  shall  be  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§  6.  Said  association  may  issue  the  bonds  of  the  corpo- 
ration hereby  created  to  any  amount  not  in  all  exceeding 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  not  at  any  time  to  an  amount 
exceeding  one  half  the  value  of  its  real  estate,  in  sums  of 
one  hundred  or  five  hundred  dollars,  made  payable  in  not 
more  than  twenty  years  from  date  of  issue,  bearing  inter- 
est of  not  more  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable 
semi-anirually,  at  such  place  as  may  be  designated;  and 
for  said  interest  coupons  may  also  be  issued,  attached  to 
said  bonds,  to  be  signed  by  the  president  of  said  associa- 
tion, and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  thereof,  and  the 
coupons  by  the  secretary;  and  to  secure  the  payment  of 
said  bonds  and  interest,  said  association  shall  have  full' 
power  to  execute  a  mortgage  upon  its  real  estate. 

§  7.  Said  association  may  open  and  keep  an  office  for 
the  conduct  of  its  business  in  the  city  of  Covington. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  A.  P.  Bojers,  of  Harrison  county. 

Whereas,  A.  P.  Boyere  captured  and   returned  to   the 
•  Warden  of  the  Penitentiary  Ben.  Renpon,  a  convict  who 
escaped  from  the  custody  of  Warner,  Tabler  &  Co.;  and 
whereas,  said  Warner,  Tabler  &  Co.  refused  payment  of 
the   reward  required  by  law,  because  said   convict  was 
received  by  the  Warden  of  the  Penitentiary;  and  where- 
as, said    Warden    and    the    Penitentiary   Commissioners 
refused  payment  because  said  convict  escaped  from  said 
Warner,  Tabler  &  Co.;  and  said  Boyers  is  thus  denied  all 
remedy ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 

of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  draw  his  war- 
rant on  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth  in  favor  of 
said  A.  P.  Boyers  for  the  sum  of  sixty-six  and  one  half 
dollars  for  the  capture  and  return  of  said  convict. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1429. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  M.  G.  Rowland,  late  sheriff  of  Mnrahall  conntj. 

Whereas,  M.  C.  Rowland  was  sheriff  of  Marshall 
county  in  the  years  1874,  1875,  and  1876,  and  paid  over 
to  the  State  all  the  revenue  lor  the  years  1874  and  1875, 
and  by  his  kindness  and  indulgence,  which  caused  him 
to  be  unable  to  pay  the  revenue  for  the  year  1876,  a 
judgment  was  obtained  against  the  said  Rowland  and  his 
securities  for  five  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-three 
dollars  and  twenty-eight  cents,  upon  which  execution 
i:4sued  and  levied  on  all  the  property  that  said  Rowland 
and  his  securities  owned,  and  was  sold  under  said  execu- 
tion, the  proceeds  of  which  was  applied  to  the  payment  of 
said  judgment,  leaving  due  and  unpaid  on  said  judgment 
about  two  thousand  dollars;  and  whereas,  by  an  act  of 
the  Legislature  the  securities  of  said  Rowland  have  been 
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released;  and  whereas,  the  said  M.  C.  Rowland  has  noth- 
ing out  of  which  the  State  can  get  anything  more,  and 
his  health  being  so  extremely  bad  that  there  is  no  proba- 
'bility  of  his  ever  accumulating  any  property  in  the  future; 
therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
•of   Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  said  M.  C.  Rowland  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
released  from  all  liabilities  to  the  State  as  sheriff  as  afore- 
said. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
^fter  its  passage.

■AN  ACT  fur  the  benefit  Samael  P.  Thomas,  sheriff  of  Hancock  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth

§  1.  That  further  lime  until  the  first  day  of  October, 
1882,  be  extended  and  given  to  Samuel  P.  Thomas,  sheriff 
of  the  county  of  Hancock,  to  collect  and  pay  into  the

Whereas,  Sarah  Jane  Stapleton  was^by  a  judgment  of 
the  Lincoln   circuit  court  held  in  Stanford,  at  its  April 
term,  1881,  decared  an  idiot,  and  made  a  State  charge  at 
seventy-five  dollars  per  annum,  and  at  the  October  terni« 
of  said  court  an   allowance  of  thirty-seven  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  was  made  by  said  court,  and  an  order  entered 
directing  the  Auditor  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treas- 
urer for  the  above  sum  of  thirty-seven  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  in  favor  of  John  N.  Menifee,  to  whom  said  claim 
had  been  assigned;  said  claim  was  presented  to  the  Aud- 
itor, who  refused  to  issue  his  warrant  for  the  payment  of 
same,  from  the  fact  that  the  age  of  the  idiot  was  not  set 
out  in  the  judgment  declaring  her  an  idiot;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealt  h 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  ordered  and  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the 
Treasurer  for  the  sum  of  thirty^seven  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  ($37.50)  in  favor  of  John  N.  Menifee,  sherifi^.of  Lin- 
coln county,  on  account  of  Sarah  Jane  Stapleton,  a  pau- 
per idiot,  and  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  ordered  to  pay  the: 
same  out  of  any  unexpended  funds  in  the  Treasury. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate   the  Nashville,  Chattanooga  and  St.  Louis  Railroad 

Company. 

'  Whereas,  The  Nashville,  Chattanooga  and  St.  Louis 
Railroad,  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Tennessee,  has  acquired  by  purchase  the  old  Hickman 
and  Obion  Railroad  Company,  which  company  had  been 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  Kentucky,  and  said  Hick> 
man  and  Obion  Railroad  is  now  being  operated  through 
Fulton  county,  running  to  the  town  of  Hickman,  Ken- 
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tucky,  by  the  said  Nashville,  Chattanooga  and  St.  Louis 
Railroad;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  said  Nashville,  Chattanooga  and  St.  Louis 
Railroad  Company  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorpo- 
rated under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  is  clothed  with 
all  the  right,  privileges,  and  powers,  and  subject  to  like 
restrictions  as  are  embraced  in  the  charters  of  the  Hick- 
man and  Obion  Railroad  Company  in  Kentucky,  and  the 
JNashville,  Chattanooga  and  St.  Louis  Railroad  Company 
in  Tennessee:  and  shall  have  the  power  to  extend  the 
track  down  the  streets  of  the  city  of  Hickman,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  city  council  of  said  city  of  Hick- 
man.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Red  Men's  Hall  Association,  in  Newport,  Ken- 
tack  j. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
•of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  F.  Baumbach,  John  Steinhauser,  jr.,  R.  F.  incorporators. 
Walsh,  H.  M.  Healy,  and  J.  W.  Schneider,  or  those  of 
them  who  shall  accept  this  charter  and  act,  their  asso- 
ciates and  assigns,  are  hereby  created  a  body-corporate 
by  the  name  and  style  of  Red  Men's  Hall  Association  of  style. 
Newport,  Kentucky,  with  perpetual  succession,  and  full 
power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
sued,  and  from  time  to  time  to  acquire  by  purchase,  £:ift, 
donation,  or  any  other  lawful  mode,  real  or  personal 
property  necessary  for  the  meetings  of  the  Red  Men's 
Order,  at  Newport;  and  to  hold,  use,  and  enjoy  or  dispose 
of  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof.  All  property  of  said 
-company  devoted  to  meetings  of  Red  Men  or  charitable 
purposes  alone  shall  be  exempt  from  all  taxation.  At  the  capital  stock. 
•organization  of  sai<i  company  its  capital  stock  shall  not 
•exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars,  but  may  be  thereafter  in- 
•creased,  from  time  to  time,  to  not  exceeding  forty  thou- 
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sand  do11arf>.     The  capital   stock   shall  be  divided     ioro 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and   the  various   Red    Men 
lodges  and  bodies  in  said  city  of  Newport  may  take  and 
hold  stock  in  said  company,  and  dispose  of  the  same  as 
any  individuals  may  do,  and  may  appoint  agents  to  rep- 
resent them  in  respect  thereto  ;  said  corporators  or  said 
company,  or   its  board  of    directors,  may   prescribe    the 
terms  upon  which  the  stock  may  be  taken.     Each  share 
of  stock  shall  entitle  the  owner  to  one  vote  thereon  in  all 
elections  by  the  stockholders,  and  a  majority   of   those 
voting  at  any  election  shall  prevail.     In  the  election    of 
officers,  those  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall 
be  deemed  elected. 

§  2.  There  shall  be   a   board   of  directors  of  not   less 
Directon.  than  five  (5)  nor  more  than   nine  (9),  the  number  to   be 

fixed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  stockholders,  and  the  sanne 
be  changed  -by  them  at  any  general  meeting  of  the 
stockholders.  Said  board  shall  be  elected  by  the  stock- 
holders; said  board  shall  elect  from  themselves  a  presi- 
dent, and  shall  appoint  a  secretary  and  treasurer,  and 
may,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  or  employ  such  other 
officers  and  agents  as  may  seem  proper,  and  remove  theai 
at  pleasure.  The  board  shall  fill  all  vacancies  occurring 
in  said  board  or  any  of  said  officers.  A  majority  of  the 
board  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and  in  case  of  vacancies 
in  the  board  by  death  or  otherwise,  a  majority  of  the 
remaining  numbers  may  fill  such  vacancies.  Of  these 
directors  first  elected,  the  terms  of  three  shall  expire  in 
one  year,  and  upon  their  successors  being  elected  and 
assuming  the  duties  of  the  office,  said  three  to  be  ascer- 
tained by  lot  as  soon  as  convenient  after  the  election. 
The  remaining  members  shall  be  deemed  elected  for  two 
years,  and  shall  hold  over  accordingly,  and  those  elected 
after  the  first  year  shall  be  deemed  to  be  elected  for  two 
years,  and  until  others  succeed  them.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  company  to  hold  annual  meetings  for  the 
election  of  directors  and  other  purposes. 

(  3.  The  personal  property  of  stockholders  shall  not  be 
liable  for  any  of  the  corporate  debts. 
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§  4.  Said  association  shall  have  power  to  issue  its  May isiue bonds. 
bonds  in  sums  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  each,  but 
not  at  any  time  to  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars ($10,000),  and  said  bonds,  when  issued,  shall  become 
a  lien  upon  all  the  property  of  said  association,  real  or 
personal,  situated  in  said  city,  and  upon  all  the  rents, 
issues,  and  profits  thereof.  But  said  lien  shall  not  be 
good  as  against  innocent  purchasers  for  value,  without 
notice,  until  a  copy  of  this  charter,  acknowledged  by  the 
president  of  the  association,  shall  be  recorded  upon  the 
mortgage  books  of  the  Campbell  county  records  at  New- 
port; same  charter,  when  recorded,  shall  be  indexed, 
''  Red  Men's  Hall  Association  to  Bondholders."  Said 
bonds  may  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  greater  than  six 
per  cent.,  and  may  run  not  longer  than  twenty  years. 
The  association  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  to  take 
up  said  bonds  or  any  of  them  by  paying  their  face  value 
and  accrued  interest,  and  for  that  purpose  may  sell  any 
unissued  stock.

gan,  A.  B.  Gilbert,  T.  T.  Garrard,  H.  P.  Thomson,  and 
W.  H.  Winn,  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns, 
who  may  become  stockholders,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Louisville,  Cincinnati  and  Virginia  Railway  style. 
Company,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, and  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading 
and  being  impleaded,  defending  and  being  defended,  in 
law  and  equity,  in  all  courts  and  elsewhere,  as  a  natural 
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person;  and  said  corporation  may  have  and  ase  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  set  aside  and  renew  or  alter  the  sarae  at 
pleasure;  and  by  said  corporate  name  may  contract  and 
be  contracted  with;  and  by  that  name  shall  be,  and  are 
hereby,  invested  with  all  the  powers,  privileges,  and  im- 
munities of  natural  persons  in  acquiring  and  disposing 
of  all  real  and  personal  estate  which  it  may  be  needful 
to  acquire  or  dispose  of  in  order  to  facilitate  the  objects 
and  purposes  of  this  act,  and  of  this  corporation. 
§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be  ap3' 

Capital  stock.      amount,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  per 

mile  for  each  mile  of  said  road  which  said  company  shall 
build  or  own  in  this  State,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each;  and  individuals,  railroad  com- 
panies, and  other  corporations,  either  in  or  out  of  this 
State,  are  authorized  to  subscribe  for  and  hold  stock  in 
said  company. 

§  3«  The  corporators  named  in  the  first  section,  or  such 
of  them  as  may  act,*  may  open  books  for  subscription  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  at  such  times  and  in 
such  places  as  they  think  proper,  and  give  such  notice  of 
the  times  and  places  of  opening  the  same  as  they  think 
proper;  and  when  twenty  five  thousand  dollars  shall 
have  been  subscribed,  they  may  call  a  meeting  of  the 
subscribers,  notifying  each  subscriber  of  the  time  and 
place  of  meeting,  and  proceed  to  organize  said  company 

Directors.  by  electing  from  the  subscribers  a  board  of  directors  of 

not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  nine  in  number,  who 

President.  shall  clcct  onc  of  their  number  presidenr.     The  president 

and  directors  shall  have  power  to  adopt  duch  by-laws  for 
the  government  of  the  company,  its  officers,  agents,  and 
employes,  in  the  general  conduct  and  management  of  the 
affairs  and  business  of  the  company,  as  may  be  needlul 
and  proper. 

§  4.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  provide  in  the 
by-laws  for  an  annual  election  of  the  board  of  directors, 
consisting  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  nine  in 
number,  who  shall  be  stockholders  of  said  company,  and 
.fix  the  time  and  place,  and  determine  the  manner,  of  the 
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first  and  succeeding  elections  of  directors.  The  direct- 
ors shall  severally  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  board  of 
directors  may  fill  any  vacancy  occurring  in  their  number, 
and  shall  choose  from  their  own  number  a  president.

§  5.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  man-  Powers. 
agement  and  control  of  the  property,  business,  and  affairs 
of  the  company,  and  may  appoint  all  such  officers  and 
agents  and  emplo3'es  as  are  necessary,  prescribe  their 
duties  and  compensation,  and  take  from  any  of  them  bond, 
with  security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company  to  open  stock-books  for  subscription  to  the 
capital  stock  at  such  times  and  places,  and  continue  them 
open  for  such  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed  necessary* 
The  capital  stock  of  said  company  is  hereby  declared  to 
be  personal  property,  and  may  be  issued,  certified,  trans- 
ferred, and  registered  in  such  manner  and  at  such  place 
as  may  be  ordered  and  provided  by  the  board  of  directors 
of  said  company. 

§  7.  The  said  Louisville,  Cincinnati  and  Virginia  Rail- 
way Company  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  and 
empowered  to  locate,  construct,  build,  and  complete  a 
railroad,  with  such  number  of  tracks  and  lines  of  tele- 
graph as  said  corporation  may  desire ;  and  for  that  pur* 
pose  shall  be  entitled  to  acquire  title  to  a  continuous  line 
of  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in  width  of  land,  with 
such  additional  ground  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  use  of 
said  railroad  from  any  point  on  the  Elizabethtown,  Lex- 
LOG.  L.,  vou  II — 66 
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ington  and    Big  Sandy  Railroad,  at  or  near  the   city   of 
Winchester,  in  Clark  county;  thence  by  such  route  as  said 
company   may   select  to   any  point  on   the  southeastern 
boundary  line  of  the  State  between  Kentucky  and  Vir- 
ginia; and  to  construct,  build,  and  furnish  said  railroad 
with  all  necessary  side-tracks,  turnouts,  switches,  depots, 
stations,  and  all  necessary  buildings,  erections,  and  struc- 
tures  for  the  convenient  working  of  said    railroad  and 
carrying  on  it.s  business,  and  with  all  the  rolling-stock  of 
every  sort  and  kind,  and  all  other  machiner}^,  implements, 
and  property  the  company  deem  necessary  and  proper  for 
the  proper  prosecution  of  its  business;  and  said  company 
shall    have    power    to    operate  and  maintain    the    same; 
and   f)r  said    purposes  said  company,  in    its   corporate 
capacity,  is  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers  necessary 
for  purchasing,  acquiring    title   to,  holding,   selling,  and 
conveNing  and  transferring  all  real,  personal,  and  mixed 
property,  which  may  be  necessary  to  the  carrying  out  of 
the  objects  ol   this  act. 

§  8.  6aid  corporation  is  hereby  authorized,  by  its  agents, 
surveyors,  and  engineers  to  cause  such  examinations  and 
surveys  to  be  made  of  the  different  routes  as  are  neces- 
sary to  determine  which  is  most  suitable  for  the  construc- 
tion of  said  railroad;  and  the  president  and  directors,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  or  their  authorized  agents,  may  agree 
with  the  owners  of  any  land,  earth,  stone,  timber,  or  other 
materials  or  improvements  which  may  be  wanted  for  the 
construction,  operation,  and  maintenance  of  said  railroad 
or  any  of  its  works  necessary  for  the  use  of  said  railroad, 
for  the  purchase  in  fee-simple,  or  the  use  and  occupation 
of  the  same;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  or  if  the  owner 
or  owners  of  them  be  a  feme  covert,  under  age,  non  compos^ 
or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the  propert3'  may  lie,  appli- 
cation may  be  made  by  the  company  or  its  agents  to  the 
county  court  of  said  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
appoint  three  commissioners,  all  of  whom  shall  be  resi- 
dents of  the  county  in  which  the  property  may  lie,  who 
shall  be  sworn  to  discharge  their  duties  under  this  act 
justly  and  impartially  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judg-

tnent.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to  view 
the  land  or  materials,  except  timber,  required,  and  fix 
the  amount  of  compensation  to  which  the  owner  or 
owners  may  be  entitled,  and  make  out  and  return  to 
the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  said  county  a  report 
in  writing,  particularly  describing  the  land  and  material 
valued,  and  the  amount  of  damages,  if  any,  assessed. 
The  clerk  shall  receive  such  report,  and  file  the  same, 
indorsing  thereon  the  time  of  its  being  filed,  and  if  the 
owner  resides  in  the  State,  he  shall  forthwith  issue  a 
summons  commanding  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land 
or  material  to  appear,  and  to  show  cause  why  the  report 
shall  not  be  confirmed,  which  summons  shall  be  forthwith 
executed  by  the  sheriff  or  other  officers  in  whose  hands 
it  may  be  placed.  The  report  shall  be  docketed  in  the 
-county  court,  and  stand  for  trial  at  any  term  of  said 
court,  commencing  at  any  term,  not  less  than  ten  days 
after  service  of  the  summons,  if  served  in  the  county, 
and  twenty  days  if  served  elsewhere  in  the  State,  it  be- 
ing understood  that  the  county  judge  may  act  in  all  cases 
where  the  county  court  is  mentioned  in  this  charter.  If 
the  owner  is  not  a  resident  of  the  State,  the  court  shall, 
at  the  first  term  after  the  report  is  filed,  make  warning 
order  and  appoint  an  attorney  to  defend  for  such  owner, 
who  may  file  exceptions  sixty  days  thereafter;  and  upon 
exceptions  being  filed  by  the  owner,  or  his  or  her  attor- 
ney, or  by  the  company,  the  court  shall  forthwith  order  a 
Jury  to  be  empaneled  to  try  the  question  of  compensation 
and  damages,  unless,  for  good  cause  shown,  time  is  given 
for  preparation.  If  no  exceptions  be  filed,  the  report 
shall  be  confirmed.  The  jury  and  commissioners  shall, 
in  estimating  the  damages  to  any  proprietor  of  land  and 
materials,  after  fixing  a  just  compensation  for  the  value 
of  the  land  and  material  taken,  take  into  consideration 
the  advantages  occurring,  or  which  may  accrue,  to  said 
owner  from  the  construction  of  the  proposed  railroad 
to  his  other  land,  and  offset  the  same  against  the  conse- 
quential damages.  Said  corporation  shall  not  be  delayed 
in  progressing  with  its  work  by  the  proceedings  required 
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in  this  section,  but  may  enter  upon  and  use  the  land  and 
real  estate  needed,  and  take  and  use  the  earth,  gravel, 
stone,  and  other  materials  necessary  for  its  use  at  any 
time,  after  it  has  been  viewed  by  the  commissioners^ 
and  after  payment  or  tender  made  of  the  value  so  esti- 
mated, first  notifying  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  same, 
and  causing  a  correct  account  to  be  kept  of  the  mate- 
rials used  to  dates  of  inquest  of  damages:  Promded^  That 
either  party  may  appeal  to  the  circuit  court,  and  from 
the  circuit  court  to  the  Court  of  Appeals,  in  the  same 
time  and  manner  that  appeals  are  allowed  cases  by  law. 

$  9.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase 
and  hold  any  other  road  in  this  State  or  elsewhere,  and 
may  subscribe  stock  to  any  railroad  company  in  or  out  of 
this  State,  and  may  agree  on  terms  for  consolidating  said 
company  with  any  other  railroad  company  in  or  oat  of 
this  [State,  upon  such  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon, 
and  may  lease  and  operate  any  railroad  connecting  with 
said  railroad  or  branches,  and  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  companies  so  uniting,  connect- 
ing, or  consolidating,  and  for  that  purpose  full  power  is 
hereby  given  to  said  company  to  make  and  execute  such 
contracts  with  any  other  company  as  will  secure  the  ob- 
jects  of  such   connection,  by  lease  or  otherwise.     Said 
company  may  also  sell  the  said  railroad,  or  lease  the 
same,  and  may  extend  said  road  to  Frankfort,  George- 
town, or  Paris,  and  may  build  branches  from  said  road, 
and  branches  from  said  branches.     The  Legislature  here- 
by reserves  the  right  to  regulate  the  terms  of  consolida- 
tion with  other  railroad,  and  nothing  in  this  charter  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  allow  the  said  railroad  company 
hereby  incorporated  to  consolidate  with  any  competing 
or  parallel  road,  either  by  purchase,  lease,  or  otherwise. 

§  10.  The  Louisville,  Cincinnati  and  Virginia  Railway 
Company,  in  order  to  raise  means  for  the  construction, 
equipment,  and  operation  of  their  railroad,  may  issue 
and  sell  the  first  mortgage  bonds  of  said  company  of  the 
denomination  of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  to  be  signed 
by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary,  with 
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the  seal  of  the  corporation  affixed,  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  per  mile  for  each 
mile  of  railroad  which  said  company  may  build,  con- 
^  tract  to  build,  or  own  in  this  State,  bearing  not  exceeding 
six  per  cent,  per  annum  interest,  payable  semi-annually, 
with  coupons  attached,  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the 
company,  to  be  made  payable  as  said  company  may 
direct,  not  exceeding  thirty  years  from  their  date  of  issue. 

§  11.  To  secure  the  payment  of  the  interest  and  prin- 
cipal of  said  first  mortgage  bonds  issued  by  authority  of 
this  act,  said  company  may  execute  a  mortgage  or  deed 
of  trust  conveying  said  railroad,  its  property  and  fran* 
chises,  to  a  trustee  or  trustees,  and,  from  time  to  time,  fill 
vacancies  that  may  occur  in  the  office  of  trustee  for  the 
use  and  to  secure  the  holders  of  such  bonds,  with  such 
-covenants  and  stipulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect 
the  purpose  and  objects  of  its  execution. 

§  12.  That  the  Louisville,  Cincinnati  and  Virginia  Hail- 
way  Company  may,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing, 
completing,  and  operating  the  line  of  railroad  of  this 
company,  issue  and  negotiate  income  bonds,  to  be  signed 
by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary, 
with  the  seal  of  the  corporation  affixed,  to  any  amount 
not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars  per  mile  for  each 
mile  of  road  to  be  constructed  by  said  company.  Said 
bond  to  be  for  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  and  five 
hundred  dollars  each,  and  to  be  payable  at  not  more  than 
thirty  years  from  their  date  of  issue;  each  of  said  bonds 
shall  also  provide  for  payment  to  the  bearer  or  holder 
thereof  such  interest  in  like  currency  on  the  principal  of 
said  bonds,  not,  however,  to  exceed  six  per  cent,  in  any 
one  year,  as  the  directors  of  the  company  shall  annually 
during  the  currency  of  said  bonds  fix  and  declare  as  the 
year's  installment  of  interest,  due  and  payable  out  of 
the  net  earnings  of  the  line  of  railroad  belonging  to  said 
company;  such  interest  installments  shall  be  fixed  and 
declared  by  the  board  of  directors  of  said  company  in 
•each  year  thereafter,  until  the  maturity  of  said  bonds;  but 
no  such  interest  is,  under  any  circumstances,  to  be  due

and  payable,  except  out  of  the  net  earnings  applicable  to 
such  purpose,  and  after  the  amount  shall  have  been  ascer- 
tained and  declared  by  said  board  of  directors. 

§  13.  That  for  securing  the  payment  of  said  income 
bonds  and  interest,  said  company  may  execute  a  mort- 
gage or  deed  of  trust  conveying  said  railway  and  its  prop- 
erty and  franchises  to  a  trustee  or  trustees,  and  with  such 
covenants  and  stipulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  eflfect 
the  purpose  and  object  of  its  execution. 

§  14.  The  directors  of  said  company  niay  make  con- 
tracts, which  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  attested 
by  the  secretary,  with  any  corporation,  company,  individ- 
ual or  individuals,  for  constructing  and  equipping  said 
railroad  and  branches,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  pay  for 
the  same  wholly  or  partially  in  the  stock,  bonds,  or  other 
property  of  said  company  in  such  manner  and  upon  such 
conditions  as  may  be  deemed  for  the  best  interests  of  said 
company. 

^  15.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  incorporate  author- 
ities of  any  incorporated  city  or  town  through  which  said 
railroad  shall  be  located,  to  donate  or  lease  to  said  rail- 
way  company  as  a  right  of  way  the  right  to  lay  a  single 
or  double  track  through  said  city  or  town,  or  any  portion 
of  the  same,  on  any  street  or  highway  that  the  said  rail- 
road company  shall  select  for  that  purpose:  Provided^  It 
shall  not  unnecessarily  interfere  with  the  business  or  com- 
merce of  said  city  or  town. 

§  16.  That  portion  of  said  Louisville,  Cincinnati  and 
Virginia  Railway  which  may  be  constructed  between  the 
Elizabethtown,  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  to  the 
southeastern  line  of  the  State,  with  its  appurtenances  and 
property  belonging  thereto,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  ex- 
empted free  from  taxation,  State,  county,  or  municipal, 
for  the  period  of  five  years  from  the  completion,  and  not 
to  exceed  eight  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

§  17.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  company  shall 
have  power  to  establish  such  rates  of  toll  for  the  convey- 
ance of  persons  and  property  on  their  said  railroad  and 
branches,  not  exceeding  the  rates  charged  by  other  rail- 
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roads  in  this  State,  or  which  may  be  established  by  gen- 
eral law,  regulating  charges  for  freight  and  passage  on 
railroads  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  18.  The  Les:i8lature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  reg- 
ulate the  rates  of  freights  and  passage  over  the  said  road, 
or  any  branch  road  or  other  road  it  may  acquire  by  pur- 
chase, lease,  or  operate,  and  to  amend  or  repeal  the  char- 
ter of  the  company  hereby  incorporated. 

§  19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1436. 

AX  ACT  lor  the  benefit  of  W.  B.  Cecil  and  C.  E.  Bowm  tn.  of  Boyle  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Coninmiwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  W.  B.  Cecil  and  Chas.  E.  Bovvm  tn  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  ro  clo>e  and 
discontinue  the  dirt  road  from  Danville  to  f)ix  river,  in 
Boyle  county,  so  far  as  the  same  runs  on  the  latnlH  of  :?Hid 
Cecil  and  Bowman,  and  within  the  limits  of  ilie  town  of 
Danville:  Provided^  That  before  said  Cecil  anl  Bowman 
shall  close  up  said  dirt  road,  they  shall  obtain  tlic  consent 
•of  the  trustees  of  Danville. 

§  2.  This  act    to  take  effect  from    and    alter  its    pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1437. 

AN   ACT  to  incorporate  the  Great  Western   Lumber,  Mining,  and    Manu- 

fdcturing  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  th^  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  J.  B.  Wilgus,  Robert  Stone,  J.  A.  Grinstead,   incorporators. 
R.  S.  Bullock,  George  Stoll,  A.  M.  Barnes,  Jno.  B.  Rich- 
ardson, C.  F.   Simonds,   and  J.    H.  Mulligan,   and   their 
associates  and   successors,  are  hereby   created    a  body- 
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Style.  politic  and  corporate,  named  tiie  Great  Western  Lumber, 

Mining,  and  Manufacturing  Company,  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to 
acquire  and  hold  property,  real  and  personal,  and  the 
sam'f  to  convey;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, in  all  courts  and  places  as  a  natural  person 
iorever;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the 
Sime  at  pleasure,  and  to  make  all  necessary  by-laws  and 
regulations  for  the  government  of  the  compan}*,  and  the 
conduct  of  its  business,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Consti- 
tution and  laws  of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States. 
§  2.  The  said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  por- 

yovrtn.  chase,  acquire,  and  hold  such  real  estate,  in  the  State  of 

Kentucky  and  elsewhere,  not  exceeding  in  value  one  half 
of  the  capital  stock,  by  lease  in  fee-simple  or  otherwise, 
and  i^uch  mining  and  lumber  privileges,  rights  of  way, 
and  other  leasements,  and  such  personal  property  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  or  expedient  for  its  business;  it 
shall  have  power  to  dig,  mine,  and  in  any  other  manner 
search  for  iron,  coal,  or  any  other  mineral  products  or 
deposits;  to  take  out,  extract,  develop,  smelt,  and  refine, 
reduce,  manufacture,  purchase,  and  prepare  for  market 
and  sell  any  and  all  of  said  mineral  products;  to  conduct 
manufactures  in  wood,  iron,  and  steel;  to  transport  or 
send  to  any  markets  the  products  of  their  business  in  any 
of  the  foregoing  departments,  and  sell  them  in  or  out  of 
the  Siate  ;  to  buy,  erect,  or  conduct  all  sawmills,  forges, 
furnaces,  workshops,  refineries,  mills,  depots,  and  other 
buildings,  and  all  machinery,  fixtures,  and  personal  prop- 
erty deemed  necessary  or  proper  in  carrying  on  their  said 
busines.H  ;  may  buy  and  sell  timber  or  manufacture  the 
same  into  lumber,  staves,  barrels,  or  any  other  article  or 
thing,  and  sell  the  same;  may  erect  sheers  and  charge 
boomage,  but  shall  not  erect  any  such  on  the  Kentucky 
or  Licking  rivers,  or  any  tributary  of  either,  nor  shall  any 
be  so  erected  as  to  obstruct  the  navigation  of  any  stream; 
it  may  entablish  tanneries,  and  construct  all  buildings  and 
improvements  for  conducting  and  operating  the  business 
of  tanning  hides  and  the  manufacture  of  leather,  and  it 
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may  gather  and  deal  in  tan-bark,  and  grind  the  same  into 
-a  merchantable  article,  and  transport  and  sell  the  same  ; 
it  may  bore  for,  manufacture,  and  refine  petroleum  and 
natural  oils;  it  may  receive  in  payment  of  any  indebted- 
ness money,  stock,  or  bonds  of  other  corporations,  or  the 
payment  of  money  due  it  on  any  and  all  sales  may  be 
iipon  time  evidenced  by  bills  of  exchange  or  promissory 
fiotes,  and  may  secure  the  payment  of  debts  due  it  upon 
^ales  of  its  property  by  reserving  a  vendor's  lien  upon  the 
property  sold  or  conveyed;  and  it  may  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  any  debts  due  it  by  mortgage,  and  purchase  any 
mortgaged  property  at  foreclosure  sales  ;  to  sell,  convey, 
^r  transfer  any  part  of,  or  any  interest  in,  its  estate,  real 
And   personal,  corporeal  and  incorporeal;    it  shall  have 
power  to  locate,  construct,  and   operate  railroads,  turn- 
pikes, plank  roads,  and  common  roads,  or  any  or  either, 
to  and  from   any  of  the  works  and  depots  of  said  com- 
pany;  and   may  build  bridges  over   the  streams  across 
which  their  roads  may  run;  and  may  acquire  the  lands, 
rock,  and  timber  requisite  for  said    roads,   railroads,  or 
bridges;  and  the  right  of  way  and  use  of  the  lands  and 
quarries  therefor,  either  by  agreement  with  the  several 
proprietors,  or  by  having  the  same  condemned  to  the  use 
of  said  company  ;  and  in  the  condemnation  thereof  for 
any  railroad,  and  in  the  location,  construction,  and  oper- 
ations of  such  railroads,  with  all  requisite  appendages, 
said  company  shall  have  the  powers,  and  may  maintain 
the  same  proceedings  as  are  granted  to  and  prescribed  by 
the  General  Statutes,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
regulations;    and  in  the  condemnation  of  any  lands,  or 
the  use  thereof,  or  right  of  way  thereover  for  any  turn- 
pikes, plank  roads,  common  roads,  or  bridges,  and  in  the 
collection  of  tolls,  the  company  shall  have  the  powers  and 
be  subject  to  the  regulations  and  restrictions  which  are 
provided  in  the  general  laws  of  this  State  concerning 
turnpikes  and  plank  roads.     Where  such  roads,  railroads, 
or  bridges  shall  be  used  by  other  parties  for  travel  or 
transportation,  the  company  may  charge  and  collect  such 
reasonable  rates  of  toll  as  the  board  of  directors  may  de-

termine,  not  exceeding  the  rates  permitted  by  law  to  be 
charged  by  other  corporations,  specially  chartered  to  fur- 
nish such  facilities  to  travel  and  transportation  :  jPro- 
videdt  That  no  land  or  the  use  thereof,  or  right  of  way 
thereover,  nor  any  timber  or  materials,  shall  be  taken 
under  condemnation  for  said  company,  until  the  value 
thereof,  as  asses:?ed  in  the  proper  condemnation  proceed- 
ings in  the  country  where  the  land  lies,  shall  be  paid  to 
the  owner  or  owners,  or  into  the  court  for  them. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  company  shall   not 
Capital  stock.       exceed  one  million  of  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 

one  hundred  dollars  each,  which  shall  be  personal  prop- 
erty, and  evidenced  and  tran^ferred  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  by  laws.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section 
of  this  act,  or  any  seven  of  them  first  assembling  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of 
directors;,  and  they  shall  have  the  power  to  open  books  for 
the  subscription  of  stock,  aud  prescribe  the  terms  of  sifb- 
scription,  the  time  and  manner  of  payment,  and  the  time, 
manner,  and  grounds  of  forfeiture  of  slock  subscribed, 
but  not  paid  in  as  required  by  call;  and  they  may  either 
forfeit  the  stock  of  the  defaulting  stockholder,  or  collect 
the  installments  by  suit,  as  they  may  elect.  When  not 
less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed,  and 
such  portion  thereof  paid  in  cash  as  the  board  of  direct- 
ors may  require,  the  company  shall  be  deemed  fully 
organized,  and  may  proceed  with  its  business;  and  the 
board  shkU  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  president  of 
the  company.  The  improvements  made  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  for 
ten  years. 

5  4.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  general  man- 
agement of  all  the  business  of  said  company,  and  may 
exercise  any  and  all  the  powers  hereby  granted  to  the 
corporation;  they  ma}'  increase  the  capital  stock  of  the 
company,  from  time  to  time,  as  they  may  deem  expedi- 
ent, either  by  new  subscriptions,  sales,  or  otherwise,  but 
not  to  an  amount  exceeding  that  limited  herein;  they 
may,  from   time   to  time,  declare  and   pay  dividends   in 
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stock  or  cash  from  the  profits,  and  may  distribute  the  net 
receipts  and  proceeds  of  sales  among  the  stockholders 
pro  rata,  or  may  retain  them  to  be  applied  in  extending 
the  operations  of  the  company;  they  may  borrow  money 
upon  the  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  debt  of  the  com- 
pany, in  such  sums,  payable  at  such  times  and  places, 
and  at  such  rates  of  interest  (not  exceeding  ten  per  cent, 
per  annum)  as  they  may  deem  expedient;  and  may  exe- 
cute mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust  upon  any  or  all  the 
property  and  franchises  of  the  company  to  secure  the 
payment  of  such  debts,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  cre- 
ated; but  said  company  shall  not  have  or  exercise  any 
banking  powers. 

§  5.  The  principal  office  of  said  company  shall  be  kept  Principal  office. 
at  Louisville,  Kentucky,  or  any  such  place  as  the  board 
of  directors  may  prescribe,  and  branch  offices,  agencies, 
and  depots  may  be  established  within  and  out  of  this 
State.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  power  to  officers, 
appoint  and  employ  a  secretary,  treasurer,  and  such 
agents  and  other  inferior  officers  and  employes,  from  time 
to  time,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  or  provide  by  by-  By-laws. 
laws  for  their  appointment  and  employment;  may  fix 
their  salaries,  and  prescribe  their  duties,  as  well  as  those 
of  the  presidents,  and  the  term  of  office  and  employment 
of  such  inferior  officers,  agents,  and  employes;  and  may 
remove  at  pleasure  any  officer  or  agent,  except  the  presi- 
dent; and  may  require  and  take  from  any  of  them  bonds, 
with  security,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  respec- 
tive duties. 

§  6.  Provisions  shall  be  made  by  the  by-laws  for  the 
annual  election,  b}'  the  stockholders,  of  a  board  of  di- 
rectors, of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  mem- 
bers,  and  such  election  shall  be  annually  held.  Each 
share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote  at  the 
election  of  directors,  or  in  stockholders^  meetings,  held 
for  any  purpose,  and  may  be  voted  in  person  or  by  writ- 
ten proxy.  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  director  who 
does  not,  when  elected,  own,  in  his  own  right,  fifty  shares 
of  the  stock  fully  paid  up.     The  directors,  when  elected 
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in  each  year,  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  as  presi- 
dent, as  aforesaid;  and  they  shall  severally  bold  their 
offices  until  their  successors  are  elected.  The  board  of 
directors  shall  prescribe  by  by-laws  the  number  necessary 
to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  any  busi- 
ness, and  they  shall  fill  vacancies  occurring  in  the  board 
between  the  annual  elections. 

§  7.  Unless  said  incorporations  shall  organize  and 
work  under  this  act  within  two  years  from  its  approval 
by  the  Governor,  the  same  shall  be  null  and  void;  and 
should  the  company  cease  to  carry  on  business  hereunder 
for  one  year,  it  shall  be  likewise  null  and  void,  except  for 
the  purpose  of  winding  up  its  business. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1438. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  sale,  gift,  or  famishing  iatoxicating  liqaors,  ale, 
or  beer  within  common  school  district  Ho.  24,  in  Hickman  countj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell,  give,  or  furnish, 
in  any  way  or  quantity,  any  intoxicating  liquors,  or  ale 
or  beer,  of  any  kind,  to  any  person,  within  common 
school  district  No.  24,  in  Hickman. county,  and  any  per- 
son 80  offending  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty  dol- 
lars nor  more  than  sixty  dollars  for  each  offense,  to  be 
recovered  by  indictment  by  the  grand  jury,  or  by  warrant 
before  the  county  judge  or  any  justice  of  the  peace  for 
said  county. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and  all 
laws  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

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CHAPTER  1439. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  revised  charter  of  the  citj  of  Padacah,  Kentucky, 
Febraary  lltb,  1871,  and  an  act  amendatory  thereto,  approved  Febraary 
26tb,  1878. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  revised  charter  of  the  city  of  Paducah, 
Kentucky,  approved  February  11th,  1871,  and  the  amend- 
atory act  thereto,  approved  February  26th,  1878,  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  so  amended  that  the  office  of  city 
marshal  of  Paducah  is  abolished,  to  take  effect  at  the 
expiration  of  the  present  term  of  said  city  marshal. 

§  2.  That  hereafter  the  city  council  shall  have  the 
power  to  elect  an  assistant  chief  of  police,  whose  duties 
of  office  shall  be  the  same  as  heretofore  prescribed  by 
law  for  city  marshal,  and  who  shall  be  under  the  same 
rules  and  regulations  as  to  competency  and  qualifications 
as  now  prescribed  by  the  city  charter.  That  said  city 
council  shall  have  the  power  to  regulate  by  ordinance 
the  duties  of  said  assistant  chief  of  police;  and  for  his 
compensation  the  city  council  shall,  in  addition  to  the 
fees  now  allowed  by  section  eight  of  an  act  to  amend 
the  revised  charter  of  the  city  of  Paducah,  approved  Feb- 
ruary 26th,  1878,  have  the  power  to  allow  said  assistant 
chief  of  police  a  sum  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  per  month, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury  in  such  manner  as  the 
council  shall  prescribe  by  ordinance. 

§  3.  That  the  city  council  shall  have  the  further  power, 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members  composing  the 
entire  council  that  the  city  is  entitled  to  elect  under  its 
present  charter,  for  good  cause,  to  remove  said  assistant 
chief  of  police,  and  all  the  powers  heretofore  given  by 
the  revised  charter  to  the  city  marshal  shall  be  vested  in 
said  assistant  chief  of  police.  Said  assistant  chief  of 
police  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and 
qualify  at  the  same  time,  and  execute  bond  the  same  as 
now  prescribed  by  the  charter  and  ordinances  for  council 
clerk. 

§  4.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  city  council  shall 
have  the  power  to  allow  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Padu- 
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cah  a  salarv  of  not  less  than  five  handred  nor  more  than 
twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
city  treasury  as  the  council  may  prescribe  by  ordinance; 
and  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  section 
are  hereby  repealed. 

§  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  city  council  shall  have 
the  power  to  allow  the  city  attorney  of  Paducah,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  thirty  per  cent,  now  allowed  by  the  charter,  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  four  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  city  treasury  in  such  manner  as  the  coun- 
cil may  prescribe  by  ordinance;  and  all  acts  and  parts  of 
acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

$  6.  Be  it  further-  enacted ,  That  the  city  council    shall 
have  the  power,  and  in  its  discretion,  if  it  sees  proper,  to 
allow  the  council  clerk  of  the  city  of  Paducah  a  salary 
not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum, 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  city  treasury  in  such  manner  as   the 
council  may  by  ordinance  prescribe;  and  when  said  sal- 
ary is  allowed,  the  same  shall  be  in  lieu  of  al!  fees,  per- 
quisites, and  allowances  as  now  prescribed  by  the  revised 
charter  and  amendatory  acts  thereto;  and   all  acts   and 
parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  7.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  ordinances  under 
this  act  shall  be  passed  and  carried  by  a  majority  of  all 
the  members  composing  the  entire  council  the  city  is  enti- 
tled to  elect  under  its  charter;  and  it  shall  require  the 
same  number  of  votes  to  elect  said  assistant  chief  of 
police  as  it  does  to  pass  an  ordinance  under  this  act. 

§  8.  This  act  to  take  efl*ect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1440. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Green  coontj,  to  authorize  said  county  to  com- 
promise its  debts,  issue  bonds,  levy  and  collect  taxes  to  paj  the  same. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

%  I.  That  Oscian  Ward,  Robert  Durham,  S.  T.  Gorin, 
Thos.   Hardin,  Leoadus  Buchanan,  and  W.  F.  Goin,  the 
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commissioners  who  were  elected  and  appointed  under  the 
act  approved  April  ist,  1880,  entitled  "An  act  for  the  bene- 
fit of  Green  county,"  &c.,  are  hereby  created  a  financial 
board  of  Green  county;  they  shall  hold  their  office  until 
the  first  Monday  in  August,  1883,  and  until  their  successors 
shall  be  qualified. 

§2.  At  the  Auf^ust  election,  1883,  and  every  two  years 
thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected,  pursuant  to  the  act  ap- 
proved April  1st,  1880,  six  commissioners,  who  shall  be 
the  financial  board  of  said  county;  they  shall  hold  their 
office  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  persons  named  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  and  their  successors,  before  they 
proceed  to  act,  to  appear  in  the  county  court  of  Green 
county  and  take  the  oath  required  by  the  Constitution  of 
this  State  of  other  officers. 

§  4.  If  a  vacancy  should  occur  in  said  board  on  account 
of  death,  resignation,  or  refusal  to  qualify,  said  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  board.  The  place  of  the  meetings  of 
said  board  shall  be  at  the  court-house  or  the  county  court 
clerk's  office  in  Greensburg. 

§  5.  Said  board  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  chairman; 
he  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  board.  If  at  any 
meeting  the  chairman  should  be  absent,  a  chairman  pro  tern. 
may  be  elected  The  county  court  clerk  of  Green  county 
shall  be  ex  officio  clerk  of  said  board.  Said  financial  board 
may  meet  at  any  time  after  they  shall  have  qualified  pur- 
suant to  this  act  for  the  transaction  of  business;  and  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  meet  for  the  transaction  of  business  when 
required  by  the  chairman,  three  members  of  the  board,  or 
the  county  court,  after  three  days*  notice.  They  shall  cause 
said  clerk  to  keep  a  full  and  complete  record  of  all  their 
proceedings  in  a  book  to  be  provided  by  the  county  court 
for  that  purpose,  which  book  shall  remain  in  the  custody  of 
said  clerk,  and  a  record  of  his  office.  The  proceedings  of 
each  meeting  of  said  board  shall  be  spread  at  large  upon 
said  record-book  ;  shall  be  read  by  said  clerk  in  the  presence 
of  said  board,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman ;  a  copy 
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of  said  record  so  made  shall,  at  the  next  succeeding^  term 
of  the  said  county  court,  be  recorded  in  full  on  the  order- 
book  of  the  county  court. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  financial  board  to  elect  a 
county  treasurer  for  Green  county.  The  person  so  elected 
shall,  within  thirty  days  after  receiving  notice  of  his  elec- 
tion, appear  in  the  Green  county  court  and  take  the  oath 
required  by  the  Constitution  of  other  officers,  and  execute 
and  acknowledge  bond  in  said  court,  with  good  aad  suf- 
ficient sureties,  that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  all  his  duties 
as  treasurer  of  Green  county,  and  that  he  will  account  for 
and  pay  over  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto  all  the  moneys 
that  may  come  to  his  hands  by  virtue  of  his  office,  which 
bond  shall  be  recorded  on  the  order-book  of  said  court  and 
filed  in  said  office. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  treasurer  to  keep  a  record 
of  all  moneys  received  and  paid  out  by  him,  showing  when, 
from  whom,  and  for  what  received,  when,  to  whom,  and  for 
what  paid;  he  shall  settle  his  accounts  semi-annually,  and 
oftener  if  required  by  the  county  court  or  financial  board ; 
he  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  until 
his  successors  is  elected  and  qualified.     It  shall  be  his  duty 
to  pay  out  and  disburse  the  money  received  by  him  upon 
the  order  of  the  county  court  of  Green  county,  but  no  order 
shall  be  made  by  the  Green  county  court  on  the  treasurer 
until  the  financial  board  shall  have  directed  the  county  court 
to  make  such  order. 

§  8.  The  financial  board  created  by  the  first  section  of 
this  act  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  and 
enter  into  any  contract  or  contracts  with  any  person  or  cor- 
poration for  the  compromise,  purchase,  or  redemption  of 
any  and  all  bonds,  coupons,  or  other  indebtedness  of  said 
county,  by  the  exchange  of  new  bonds  issued  under  this 
act,  or  for  the  sale  of  such  new  bonds  or  purchase  of  old 
bonds,  under  the  limitations  and  restrictions  contained  in 
this  act ;  and  in  order  to  enable  said  board  to  compromise 
and  settle  the  bonded  debt  of  Green  county,  said  commis- 
sioners are  authorized  and  empowered,  a  majority  of  them 
concurring  therein,  to  direct  the  county  court  of  Green 
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t'County  to  cause  the  bonds  of  said  county  to  be  issued  in 
a  sum  sufficient  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act  and  no 

•more. 

§  9.  That  when  said  financial  board  shall  so  direct,  the 

•county  court  of  Green  county  shall  forthwith  make  an  order 
directing  the  bonds  of  said  county  shall  be  issued  for  the 
purposes  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act;  and  the  presiding  judge  of  the  county  court  and  the 
clerk  of  said  court  shall  proceed  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the 
county,  and  when  issued  shall  be  delivered  to  the  treasurer 
to  be  held  by  him  until  disposed  of  as  directed  by  this  act. 
The  treasurer  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  on  his  bond  for 
the  safe-keeping  of  said  bonds. 

§  10.  Said  bonds  shall  be  made  payable  at  such  time  or 
times  as  said  financial  board  may  direct,  not  more  than 
thirty  years  from  their  date ;  shall  bear  such  rate  of  interest 

•  as  said  board  may  direct,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per 

•  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  having  coupons  attached 
to  represent  such  interest.     The  said  bonds  shall  be  signed 

•by  the  presiding  judge  of  the  Green  county  court,  and 
countersigned  by  the  clerk  of  said  court,  and  shall  have  the 
seal  of  said  court  affixed  thereto,  and  the  said  coupons  shall 

^be  signed  by  the  said  clerk  alone.     Said  bonds  and  coupons 

•shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  Green 
county,  appointed  pursuant  to  this  act,  which  office  shall  be 

•kept  in  the  town  of  Greensburg,  the  county  seat  of  said 

•county. 

§  II.  Said  bonds  may  be  exchanged  for  the  bonds  of 

♦Green  county  executed  and  made  payable  to  the  bearer,  and 
issued  in  aid  of  the  Cumberland  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany, the  coupons  attached  to  and  representing  the  interest 
thereon,  and  in  payment  of  any  other  indebtedness  of  Green 

•  county  existing  at  the  time  of  the  issuing  of  said  new  bonds. 
Said  exchange  shall  be  made  under  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  may  be  prescribed  by  said  financial  board.  In 
making  such  exchange,  the  said  bonds  issued  under  this  act 

-shall  be  estimated  at  their  par  value.     Any  bonds,  coupons, 
-or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  received  in  exchange  for 

J*O0.  L.,  VOL.  11—67 
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the  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  this  act  shall  be  immediately 
canceled,  and  shall  be  burned  in  the  presence  of  said  county 
judge  and  county  clerk,  and  chairman  of  the  financial  board. 

§  12.  The  bonds  issued  pursuant  to  this  act  may  be  sold 
for  cash,  at  not  less  than  par,  and  the  money  received  for 
same  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  Green  county  ap- 
pointed under  this  act,  and  be,  and  the  sureties  upon  his 
bond  as  such  treasurer  shall  be,  responsible  for  said  money, 
to  the  same  extent  and  in  the  same  manner  as  for  the  money 
received  by  said  treasurer  arising  from  taxation. 

§  13.  The  money  realized  from  the  sale  of  bonds  issued 
pursuant  to  this  act,  and  the  money  that  may  be  realized 
from   taxes  levied  and   collected   under  this  act,  shall    be 
treated  as  one  fund,  and  shall  be  used  or  applied  to  no  other 
purposes  than  in  the  purchase  of  the  principal  and  interest 
of  the  bonds  executed  and  given  by  Green  county  to  aid  in 
the  construction  of  the  Cumberland  and  Ohio  Railroad ;    in 
the  payment  of  the  principal   and   interest  of   the  bonds 
issued  under  this  act  as  herein  provided;  in  the  payment  of 
the  costs  and  expenses  incident  to  the  issuing,  sale,  and 
exchange  of  said  bonds,  and  in  the  payment  of  the  costs 
and  expenses  incident  to  the  levies  and  collection  of  taxes- 
under  this  act.     Said  moneys  mentioned  in  this  section  are 
set  apart  as  a  sinking  fund,  to  be  useji  alone  for  the  pur- 
poses named  above,  and  shall  not  be  appropriated  to  or  used 
for  any  other  purpose  by  any  character  of  order  or  proceed- 
ings whatever;  and  said  moneys  shall  not  be  attached  or  the 
persons  holding  the  same  garnisheed  at  the  instance  of  any 
creditor  of  said  county  of  Green,  other  than  the  holders  and 
owners  of  the  bonds  and  coupons  issued  under  this  act^ 

§  14.  The  said  treasurer  shall,  with  the  money  realized 
under  this  act,  pay  off  the  bonds  and  coupons  issued  under 
this  act  as  the  bonds  and  said  coupons  mature;  for  the  pur- 
pose of  paying  off  the  coupons  upon  the  bonds  issued 
under  this  act  when  due,  and  to  pay  off  said  bonds  issued 
under  this  act  at  their  maturity,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
county  court  of  Green  county  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  the  real 
estate  and  personal  property  in  Green  county  subject  to  tax- 
ation under  the  revenue  laws  of  this  State,  including  the 
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amounts  owned  by  residents  of  Green  county  which  ought 
to  be  given  in  under  the  equah'zation  laws,  which  levy  shall 
be  sufficient  to  pay  all  the  coupons  upon  said  bonds  issued, 
under  this  act  that  are  then  due,  or  that  will  mature  within 
six  months  thereafter,  or  to  pay  the  said  bonds  issued  under 
this  act  after  their  maturity,  together  with  the  costs  and 
expenses  of  the  collection  and  disbursement  of  same. 

§  15.  Upon  making  said  levy  the  county  court  shall  cause 
the  sheriff  of  Green  county  to  be  notified  thereof,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  said  levy ;  but  before  he  shall  be 
authorized  to  collect  the  tax  thus  levied,  he  shall  execute 
bond,  with  good  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  said  county 
court,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  and  promptly  col- 
lect and  pay  over  to  the  proper  person  within  the  time  pre- 
scribed by  law  all  taxes  levied  under  this  act  which  may  be 
placed  in  his  hands  for  collection.  Should  said  sheriff  fail, 
for  more  than  thirty  days,  to  execute  said  bond,  or  if  the 
office  of  sherift  be  vacant,  the  county  court  shall  appoint  a 
collector,  who  shall  execute  a  like  bond,  with  surety;  he 
shall  have  the  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties  and 
liabilities  of  sheriff  in  collecting  said  tax.  The  obligors  on 
the  bond  of  said  sheriff  or  collector  shall  be  liable,  by 
action  or  motion,  for  a  breach  of  said  bond. 

§  16.  Said  sheriff  or  collector  shall  proceed  forthwith, 
after  having  executed  the  bond  aforesaid,  to  collect  said  tax, 
which  shall  then  be  considered  due  and  payable  to  the 
sheriff  or  collector ;  and  the  powers,  duties,  and  liabilities 
of  said  sheriff  or  collector,  and  his  sureties,  and  the  rights 
and  duties  of  the  tax-payer  and  others  with  regard  to  the 
collection  of  said  tax,  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of 
the  General  Statutes  of  this  State  in  regard  to  the  State 
revenue  and  county  levy,  and  by  the  provisions  of  section 
seven  and  sections  twelve  to  twenty-two,  inclusive,  of  article 
eight,  of  chapter  ninety-two,  entitled  **  Revenue  and  Taxa- 
tion," of  the  General  Statutes ;  and  said  sections  are  hereby 
adopted  as  part  of  this  act,  so  far  as  compatible  therewith, 
except  that  for  the  words  **by  the  first  day  of  November," 
in  section  fourteen  of  article  eight,  there  shall  be  substituted 
in  this  act  the  words  *'  within  three  months  from  the  time 
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said  taxes  are  due;*' and  for  th^  words  *'to  purchase  the 
same  for  the  State "  in  said  section,  there  shall  in  this  act 
be  substituted  the  words  **  to  purchase  the  same  for  Green 
county." 

§  17.  If  said  sheriff  or  collector  shall  fail  to  collect  and 
pay  over  the  said  tax  to  the  treasurer  of  Green  county, 
appointed  under  this  act,  or  the  person  entitled  to  receive 
the  same  within  the  time  prescribed  by  this  act,  he  shall, 
with  his  sureties,  their  devisees,  heirs,  executors,  or  ad- 
ministrators, be  liable  for  the  amount  not  paid  as  required, 
and  ten  per  cent,  thereon,  to  be  recovered  on  motion,  on 
ten  days'  notice,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction. 

§  18.  Said  tax  shall  be  collected  upon  the  assessment  last 
made  in  the  county  prior  to  the  laying  of  said  levy.  All  the 
real  estate  situated  in  Green  county  shall  be  liable  for  said 
tax,  and  when  part  only  of  the  land  of  any  tax- payer  shall 
lie  in  said  county,  that  part  shall  be  subject  to  said  tax ;  and 
when  said  sheriff  or  collector  shall  find  property,  either  real 
or  personal,  liable  for  said  tax,  which  has  been  omitted  by 
the  assessor,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  assess  the  same,  and 
report  said  assessment  to  the  Green  county  court,  and  said 
property  shall  be  listed  with  him  by  said  court  for  taxation. 

§  19.  The  said  county  court  may,  with  the  consent  of 
said  financial  board,  cause  the  bonds,  or  any  of  them  issued 
under  this  act,  to  be  redeemed  at  any  time  with  any  money 
in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  at  not  more  than  their  face 
value  and  accrued  interest  at  the  time  of  redemption;  and 
said  county  shall  have  the  right  thus  to  redeem  any  of  said 
bonds  before  their  maturity.  No  more  bonds  shall  be 
issued  under  this  act  than  will  be  sufficient  to  redeem  and 
satisfy,  in  the  way  and  manner  provided  herein,  all  the 
bonds,  coupons,  and  other  indebtedness  of  Green  county 
outstanding  and  unpaid  at  the  time  said  new  bonds  shall  be 
issued;  and  if  the  bonds  first  issued  are  not  sufficient  for 
that  purpose,  others  may  be  issued  from  time  to  time  until 
that  purpose  is  fully  accomplished;  but  in  no  event  shall  the 
bonds  issued  under  this  act  exceed  in  the  aggregate  one 
hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  The  clerk  of 
the  Green  county  court  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  bonds 
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issued  under  this  act,  showing  the  date  of  each  bond,  when 
payable,  the  amount  thereof,  and  the  number  of  coupons 
attached  to  each,  also  the  number  and  amount  of  bonds  sold, 
and  the  number  and  amount  exchanged,  as  provided  for  in 
this  act.  Said  bonds  shall  be  of  the  denomination  of  fifty, 
one  hundred,  and  five  hundred,  and  one  thousand  dollars. 

§  20.  In  the  event  judgment  should  be  rendered  by  any 
of  the  courts  of  this  State  on  any  bond  or  bonds  which  may 
be  issued  by  Green  county  under  the  provisions  of  this  act^ 
or  on  any  coupon  of  any  such  bond  or  bonds,  such  judgment 
shall  constitute  a  lien  upon  all  real  and  personal  property  in 
said  county  subject  to  taxation  under  the  revenue  laws  of 
the  Commonwealth. 

§  21.  If  the  court  rendering  such  judgment  should  be  of 
opinion  that  such  serious  obstruction  is  likely  to  be  offered 
to  the  enforcement  of  any  such  judgment  as  will  materially 
delay  it,  it  shall,  on  motion  of  plaintiff  therein,  refer  the 
same  to  a  commissioner,  with  instructions  to  ascertain  and 
report,  on  a  day  to  be  by  it  named,  the  amount  which  it 
will  be  necessary  for  the  owners  or  holders  of  any  such 
property  to  pay,  in  order  to  raise  promptly,  in  proportion 
to  the 'value  of  such  property  owned  by  each,  a  sum  suffi- 
cient to  pay  the  said  judgment  and  all  costs  of  said  suit,. 
and  the  costs  of  collecting  the  same,  making  due  allowance 
for  probable  delinquencies.  Upon  making  any  such  refer- 
ence the  said  court  shall  make  an  order,  and.  if  need  be^ 
enforce  it  by  process  of  contempt,  directing  the  officers  hav- 
ing charge  of  the  books  containing  the  last  assessment  for 
purposes  of  State  taxation,  to  deliver  them  to  the  said  com- 
missioners, to  be  by  hini  used  in  making  out  his  report. 

§  22.  If,  for  any  reason,  such  assessment  books  shall  not 
be  promptly  forthcoming,  the  court  shall  provide  for  making 
a  new  assessment,  under  the  directions  and  supervision  of 
the  State  commissioners.  Upon  the  completion  of  said 
report,  the  said  commissioners  shall  file  the  same  in  the 
clerk's  oflice  of  said  court,  and  publish  in^  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  the  town  of  Greensburg,  once  a  week  for  three 
weeks,  a  notice  of  the  filing*  of  said  report,  and  that  same 
will  be  open  for  exceptions  to  be  filed  in  said  clerk's  office- 
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until  a  day  to  be  mentioned  in  feid  notice,  which  day  shall 
not  be  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  forty  days  from  the 
last  day  on  which  said  notice  is  to  be  published.  If  no 
newspaper  shall,  at  the  time,  be  published  in  said  town, 
then  the  notice  shall  be  given  by  posting  printed  notices  at 
three  or  more  public  places  in  each  election  district  in  said 
-county,  for  at  least  three  weeks. 

§  23.  On  a  day  to  be  named  by  the  court  in  the  order 
referring  said  judgment  to  the  commissioner,  or  on  the  first 
day  of  the  next  regular  or  special  term  of  the  said  county, 
after  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  filing  exceptions,  the 
said  exceptions  shall  stand  for  hearing,  but  the  hearing^ 
thereof  may  be  continued  from  time  to  time  for  good  cause 
shown,  or  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  court. 

§  24.  When,  after  such  correction  as  the  court  may  deem 
proper,  said  report  shall  be  approved  and  confirmed,  judg- 
ment shall  be  rendered  against  each  of  the  parties  named  in 
the  report  for  the  amount  each,  according  to  said  report  as 
so  corrected,  should  be  required  to  pay,  and  for  costs;  and, 
at  the  expiration  of  ninety  days  from  the  date  of  said  judg- 
ment, several  executions  shall  issue  against  all  persons  who 
have  not  then  paid  to  the  sheriff  or  other  officer  who  col- 
lects executions  from  said  court  the  sums  adjudged  to  be 
due  by  them  respectively,  which  executions  may  be  levied 
upon  any  property  held  by  defendants  therein  respectively, 
or  which  was  owned  by  them  at  the  date  of  the  judgment. 

§  25.  The  court  shall  make  proper  orders  for  the  safe- 
keeping and  disposition  of  the  money  to  be  collected  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  if  the  amount  collected  shall 
be  more  than  necessary  to  pay  the  judgment  and  costs,  the 
residue  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  said  treasurer  appointed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  to  such  other  officer  or 
person  as  the  county  court  of  said  county  may,  by  order,  | 
direct  to  receive  same,  and  same  shall  be  used  as  provided 
in  regard  to  other  funds  collected  under  this  act  and  the  act 
to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

§  26.  The  sheriff  or  other  officer  may  collect  such  sums 
as  shall  be  voluntarily  paid  to  him  under  such  judgment; 
shall  be  responsible  for  same  on  his  official  bond,  and  shall 
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"be  entitled  to  such  compensation  as  sheriflfs  shall  be  entitled 
'to  for  collecting  taxes  due  this  Commonwealth. 

^  27.  The  county  judge  of  Green  county,  sitting  as  a 
court,  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  of  the  county 
court  of  Green  county  within  the  meaning  and  purview  of 
this  act,  and  possess  and  exercise  all  the  powers  conferred 
upon  the  Green  county  court  by  this  act. 

§  28.  For  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  accomplishing 
the  objects  and  purposes  of  this  act,  the  said  treasurer  shall 
deposit  such  portions  of  the  money  at  anytime  in  his  hands 
with  any  person,  persons,  or  corporation  or  corporations,  ap- 
pointed as  agents  for  said  county  as  he  may  be  directed  to 
do  by  the  order  of  said  county  court :  Provided^  however^ 
No  such  order  shall  be  made  by  said  court  until  directed  by 
the  financial  board.  The  treasurer,  in  his  settlement  with 
the  county  court,  shall  be  required  to  report  under  oath  the 
amount  of  interest,  if  any,  which  he  has  collected  upon  any 
of  said  funds  in  his  hands  or  under  his  control. 

§  29.  The  treasurer  and  his  sureties  in  his  bond  shall 
be  liable  for  all  money  that  may  come  to  his  hands  from 
the  sale  of  bonds,  from  taxes  levied  and  collected  under 
this  act,  and  from  all  other  sources.  That  for  a  failure  to 
discharge  his  duties  under  this  act,  or  for  a  violation  of 
the  stipulations  of  his  bond,  an  action  may  be  had  by  the 
■financial  board,  the  county  of  Green,  or  any  person  injured 
thereby.  That  actions  against  the  sheriff"  and  his  sureties, 
the  treasurer  and  his  sureties,  may  be  had  in  any  court 
having  jurisdiction  of  such  actions, 

§  30.  The  sheriff  or  collector  shall  receive  for  collecting 
the  taxes  levied  under  this  act  the  same  commissions  that 
are  allowed  by  law  for  collecting  the  State  revenue.  The 
financial  board  shall  be  paid  for  their  services  threejdollars 
per  day  each.  The  county  court  clerk  shall  be  paid  for  his 
services  the  same  fees  as  now  allowed  by  law  for  similar 
services.  The  treasurer  shall  be  allowed  for  his  services  a 
'reasonable  compensation,  to  be  fixed  by  the  financial  board. 

§  31.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff*  and  other  officers 

whose  duty  it  may  be  to  hold  the  election  at  the  several 

*voting  precincts  in   Green  county  on  the  first  Monday  in 
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August,  1882,  to  open  a  poll,  and  the  election  officer  shaif- 
propound  to  each^voter  who  may  vote  at  said  election  this- 
question:  **Are  you  for  or  against  connpromising  the  debt 
of  Green  county.'as  authorized  by  the  act  of  the  General- 
Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  passed   at 
the  last  session,  entitled  'An  act  for  the  benefit  of  Green- 
county,  and  to  authorize  said   county  to  compromise    its 
debts,    issue   bonds,    levy   and   collect   taxes    to    pay    the 
same?'"     And  his  vote  shall  be  recorded  for  or  against, 
as  he  directs.     The  poll  shall  be  returned  as  other  polls . 
in  said  election ;  shall  be  examined  and  compared  by  the 
same  officers.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  examining  board 
to  compare  the  polls  of  said  election,  to  make  out  a  certifi- 
cate over  their  signatures,  showing  the  result  of  said  elec- 
tion, which  certificate  shall  be  delivered  to  the  clerk  of  the 
county  court,  and  by  him  safely  kept  until  the  next  regular 
term  of  the  county  court,  at  which  time  the  judge  thereof 
shall  have  the  same  spread  upon   the  order-book  of   his 
court;  and  said  entry  of  the  certificate  in  the  order-book, 
or  a  certified  copy  thereof,  shall  ht  pmna  facie  evidence  in 
all  proceedings  under  this  act.     A  copy  of  said  certificate 
shall  be  transmitted  by  the  clerk  of  said  court  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  and  the  same  shall  be  filed  in  his  office.     If  it 
appears  from  the  certificate  of  the  officers  whose  duty  it  is 
to  compare  .the  polls  that  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters 
voting  at  said  election  voted  in  favor  of  compromising  the 
debt  as  authorized  by  this  act,  then,  and  in  that  event,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  financial  board  and  other  officers 
referred  to  in  this  act,  to  proceed  to  compromise  and  fundi 
the  bonded   indebtedness  of  said*  county  as  directed,  pro- 
vided for  jn  this  act;   but  if  it  appears  that  a  majority  of. 
those  voting  at  said  election  did  not  vote  for  compromising 
the  debt  of  the  county  as  authorized  by  this  act,  then,  and  in 
that  event,  neither  the  financial  board  or  other  officers  men- 
tioned in  this  act  shall  take  any  steps  to  compromise  said, 
debt  under  this  act. 

§  32.  That  the  people  may  know  that  this  question  is  to 
be  voted  on,  the  county  court  shall  cause  the  fact,  together 
with  the  question  to  be  voted   on,  to   be  advertised  by 
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printed  advertisements  posted  in  at  least  three  public  places 
in  each  magisterial  precinct  in  said  county  for  fifteen  days 
next  preceding  the  election. 

§  33.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1442. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  and  protection  of  certain  streams  in  the  county  of 

Bourbon. 

Be  it  §nacied  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  any  owner  or  operator  of  any  distillery  or 
brewery  in  the  county  of  Bourbon,  who  shall  willfully  and 
intentionally  empty  or  turn  any  of  the  still-slop  or  ofTal 
from  said  distillery  or  brewery  into  any  running  stream 
in  said  county  of  Bourbon,  between  May  tenth  (10th)  and 
October  fifteenth  (15th)  of  any  year,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and,  on  indictment  and  conviction  therefor, 
shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dol- 
lars for  each  day  he  may  violate  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

§  2.  All  previous  laws,  common  or  statutory,  inflicting 
penalties  for  the  acts  herein  named,  are  hereby  repealed, 
and  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1443. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Paintsrille  and  Licking  Yailey  Railroad  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

J  1.  That    D,  M.  Hager,  Joseph   Gardner,  William  P.   incorporators, 
Taulbee,  of  Magoffin  county;  Frank  Preston,  of  Johnson 
county;  J    W.  Martin  and  John  F.  Hager,  of  Boyd  coun- 
ty, or  such  of  them  as  may  choose  to  act,  and  their  asso- 
ciates and  Buccesdors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a 
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body-corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
«tyic.  the   Paintdville  and   Licking  Valley  Railroad  Company, 

for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  equipping,  and  operating 
a  railway  from  Salyersville,  in  Magoffin  county,  to  some 
point  on  the  Sandy  river  near  Paintsville,  in  Johnson 
county,  Kentucky. 

§  2.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  conducted 
'Purposes.  Under  the  immediate   direction   of  a  board   of  directors, 

consisting  of  five  members,  to  be  selected  by  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company  from  among  themselves,  and 
said  board  shall  elect  one  of  their  number  to  be  the  pres- 
ident of  the  board,  and  such  persons  so  elected  shall  be 
president  of  said  railroad  company. 

§  3.  The  corporators  hereinbefore  named,  or  any  of 
them,  are  authorized  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capi- 
tal stock  of  said  company ;  and  when  five  thousand  do/- 
lars  of  bona  fide  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  company 
are  made,  then  the  said  company  are  authorized  to  pro- 
ceed to  business  in  their  corporate  capacity. 

5  4.  The  board  of  directors  may  frame  and  adopt  by- 
laws for  the  regulation  of  the  business  of  said  company, 
which  by-laws  shall  contain  nothing  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  Kentucky  or  of  the  United  States,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  revision  and  amendment  by  a  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company. 

§  5.  The  said  company  may  receive,  by  donation  or 
purchase,  all  lands  necessary  for  its  road-bed,  side  track, 
depot,  and  warehouse  grounds,  and  other  legitimate  pur- 
poses; and  also  material  necessary  for  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  the  railroad  and  its  appurtenances; 
and  if  such  lands  or  material  cannot  be  procured  through 
voluntary  agreement,  by  and  between  the  owners  thereof 
and  the  board  of  directors,  said  board  of  directors  may 
have  the  same  condemned,  and  pay  therefor  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  and  directed  in  chapter  110,  General  Stat- 
utes. 

§  6.  Said  company  shall  adopt  and  use  a  seal,  bearing 
•the  style  of  the  company,  which  seal  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
secretary  of  the  company  to  all  documents  requiring  the 
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Bignatare  of  the  president  of  the  company,  or  of  the  offi- 
cer acting  in  place  of  the  president. 

§  7.  The  officers  of  said  railroad  company  shall  consist  officers. 
of  a  president,  vice  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer. 
These  officers  shall  be  selected  by  the  board  of  directors. 
The  president  and  vice  president  shall  each  be  a  stock- 
holder of  said  company;  the  secretary  and  treasurer  may 
or  may  not  be  a  stockholder,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  board 
of  directors.  The  secretary  shall  keep  an  accurate 
account  of  the  transactions  of  the  board  of  directors. 
The  treasurer  shall  safely  keep  and  account  for  the  funds 
of  the  company;  shall  execute  bond  with  surety  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duty,  and  account  for  all 
moneys  and  other  things  of  value  which  may  come  to  his 
hands  during  the  term  of  his  office,  which  bond  shall  be 
approved  by  the  board  of  directors,  and  by  the  president 
safely  kept. 

§  8.  The  first  election  of  officers  of  said  company  shaU 
take  place  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  subscription  of 
stock  to  the  amount  of  five  thousand  dollars  has  been 
obtained,  and  afterwards  the  election  of  a  board  of 
directors  and  officers  shall  take  place  every  two  years, 
and  at  such  place  and  time  as  the  board  of  directors  may 
designate. 

i  9.  Said  company  may,  in  its  corporate  capacity,  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  an- 
swered, &c.,  &c„  in  all  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth, 
and  perform  all  other  such  acts  as  a  natural  person  might 
legally  perform  in  carrying  out  the  objects  of  this  char- 
ter. 

^  10.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  ex-  capital  stock. 
<;eed    five    hundred    thousand    dollars    ($500,000),    to    be 
divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  11.  When  authorized  so  to  do  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds 
of  the  stock  represented  at  any  regularly  called  meeting 
of  the  stockholders,  the  board  of  directors  may  issue  the 
bonds  of  said  company  bearing  interest  at  not  exceeding 
six  per  cent.,  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest 
of  which  bonds  shall   be  secured  by  such  hypothecation 
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of  the  property  and  franchises  of  said  company  as  nnay' 
be  necessary,  but  the  aggregate  amount  of  such  bonds 
outstanding  at  any  one  time  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars. 

§  12.   The  said  Paintsville  and  Licking  Yalfey  Railroad 
Company  may  rent,  lease  to,  or  consolidate  its  road   wiib,. 
any  other  railroad  company  with  which  it  connects,  or 
may  connect  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  or  may  lease  any 
other  connecting  railroad  and  operate  the  same. 

§  13.  The  said  company  may  build  a  branch  or  branches 
from  said  road,  and  from  said  branch  or  branches  still 
other  branches,  and  operate  the  same  in  like  manner 
provided  for  said  road  herein. 

§  14.  The  principal  office  of  said  company  shall  be  at 
Salyerville,  Kentucky. 

§  15.  The  road-bed   and  rolling- stock  and   fixtures    of 
said  railroad  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  for  the  period 
of  five  years  next  after  the  date  of  the  pa:fisage  of  this^ 
act 

§  16.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  regulate  the 
rates  of  freights  and  passage  over  the  road  hereby  incor- 
porated, and  to  amend  or  repeal  the  charter  hereby 
granted. 

§  17.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1444. 

AN  ACT  to  regalate  the  sale  of  spirituous,  vinouB,  and  malt  liquors  ia  tbe- 
magisterial  district  in  Carroll  county  io  which  the  town  of  GarroUtoa  is 
situated. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  sell  any 
spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  within  the  bounds  of 
the  magisterial   di.<4trict  in  Carroll  county  in    which  the 
town  of  Carrollton  is  situated  ;  and  any  person  who  sells 
any  such  liquors  within  the  same  shall,  upon  conviction^

'be  Rned  the  sum  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

§  2.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  any 
•manufacturer  or  wholesale  dealer  who,  in  good  faith  and 
in  the  usual  course  of  trade,  sells  by  wholesale,  nor  to 
persons  selling  under  license  heretofore  granted  till  such 
license  expires,  n.or  to  druggists  who  sell  for  medicinal 
purposes  on  a  prescription  made  and  signed  by  a  regular 
practicing  physician;  but  no  physician  shall  make  or  sign 
any  such  prescription  except  the  person  for  whom  it  is 
made  is  actually  sick,  and  such  liquor  is  absolutely  re- 
quired as  a  medicine;  and  any  physician  who  makes  or 
signs  any  prescription  for  such  liquors,  except  as  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this 
act,  and,  on  conviction,  fined  twenty-five  dollars  for  each 
offense. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage,  and 
remain  in  force  only  so  long  as  the  vote  by  which  a  ma- 
jority of  the  voters  of  the  said  town  of  Carrollton  voted 
against  the  sale  of  liquors,  under  the  local  option  law, 
stands  unreversed  by  any  vote  hereafter  taken.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  ihe  Brj.VaD  Goal  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  John  S.  Van  Winkle,  James  M.  Bryant,  Chas.   incorporat 
H.    Rodes,  Amos   G.   McCampbell,    William    C.    Crozer, 
Samuel  M.   Burdett,  and  C.  W.    Lester,  and  their  asso- 
ciates, successors,  and   assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body-politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and 
style  ol  the  Bry-Van  Coal  Company,  and  under  and  by  styic. 
that  name  they  and  their  associates  and  successors  shall 
have  succession,  contract  and  be  contracted    with,  sue 
and  be  sued,  in  all  courts  and  places;  shall  have  power 
to  organize  said  company  by  the  appointment  of  a  presi-  officen. 
•dent  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
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at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  designate,  by  notice 
previously  given  by  them;  and  when  thus  organized, 
they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  common  seal,  and 
alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  shall  have  power  to 
make  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  as  they  may 
deem  necessary,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  government, 
management,  and  prosecution  of  the  business  of  said 
company,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or 
the  United  States. 

§  2.  The    principal    office   of    said   company   shall    be 

Principal  office,     located  in  the  town  of  Danville,  but  offices  and  agencies 

may  be  established  at  such  other  point  or  points  as  said 
company  may  deem  necessary  to  the  convenient  and  suc- 
cessful prosecution  of  the  business  of  the  company;  and 
the  company  may  appoint  such  agents  as  may  be  required 
by  them,  and  may  define  the  powers  and  prescribe  the 
duties  of  such  agents. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  five 

Capital  stock.      hundred  thousand  dollars,  with  the  power,  at  any  annual 

or  other  meeting,  called  for  that  purpose,  of  the  stock- 
holders, to  increase  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  to 
one  million  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each,  which  may  be  subscribed  and  paid  for 
in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  said  company  m&y  pre- 
scribe; and  said  shares  may  be  transferred  in  such  man- 
ner as  said  company  by  its  by-laws  may  direct. 

§  4.  That  the  said  company  may  receive,  buy,  and  hold 

Powen.  or  lease  such  real  estate,  within  or  without  this  State, 

not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  acres,  and  mining  rights, 
either  of  coal  or  other  minerals  and  mineral  substances, 
rights  of  way,  barges,  engines,  cars,  depots,  store-houses^ 
stocks  of  merchandise,  and  other  personal  property  and 
estate,  that  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  company  to 
the  successful  prosecution  of  their  business,  and  to  the 
execution  of  the  powers  herein  granted. 

^  5.  Said  company'  may  borrow. money  on  such  terms. 

Money  may  be   and  sccurc  the  samc  in  such  way,  as  may  be  prescribed 

borrowed. 

by  the  by-laws,  or  as  may  be  determined  on  by  the  stock- 
holders; but  no  banking  privileges  are  granted  to  the 
company. 
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§  6.  The  private  property  of  the  stockholders  shall  not 
be  liable  for  the  debts  or  liabilities  of  the  corporation. 

§  7.  Shall  have  power  to  construct  and  maintain  ail 
necessary  railroads  and  tramways  connected  with  their 
business  from  the  company's  property  to  any  navigable 
stream,  or  to  other  railroad;  and  for  this  purpose  shall 
have  power  to  condemn  right  of  way  for  such  roads, 
with  necessary  sidings  and  depot  grounds,  in  the  manner 
provided  by  the  general  laws  of  this  State  in  respect  to 
turnpike  roads. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1447. 

AN  ACT  to  charter  the  Cropper's  Depot  and  Sweet  Home  Tarnpike  Oompaaj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  incorporated  a  turnpike  com- 
pany, by  the  name  of  the  Cropper's  Depot  and  Sweet 
Home  Turnpike  Company,  in  Shelby  county,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  from  the  present 
terminus  of  the  Cropper's  Depot  Turnpike,  about  two 
miles  east  of  Cropper's  Depot,  to  the  Sweet  Home  and 
Lockport  road. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  shall  be  sufficient  at  par  value  to 
complete  said  road,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  per  share.  Wm.  M.  Browne,  George  F.  Ship- 
man,  James  Woods,  John  H.  Bell,  jr.,  and  Frank  Smith, 
are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  open  books  for 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and 
shall  act  as  directors  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 

§  3.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  a  treasurer,  and  to  take  bond  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duties,  and  to  appoint  a  secretary.  The 
president  shall  be  elected  by  the  board  of  directors  from 
among  their  number,  which  shall  consist  of  five   of  the 
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stockholckrs,  to  be  elected  the  first  Saturday  in  Jane  in 
each  year. 

§  4.  For  the  purpose  of  building  said  turnpike  road  and 
operating  the  same,  and  keeping  it  in  repair,  the  said 
company  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers  conferred 
by  the  General  Statutes  upon  turnpike  companies. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  alter  its  pas- 
sage.

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  afler  its  pas«

ley and  Lee  county  be  so  changed  that  the  dwelling-

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  1454. 

AN  ACT  to  organize  and  establish  a  public  school  in  the  town  of  Madison- 

ville,  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
^f  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  all  the  territory  now  embraced  within  the 
limits  of  the  town  of  JVladisonville,  or  which  may  here- 
after be  embraced  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  shall 
be,  and  is  hereby,  incorporated  as  a  school  district,  which 
«hall  be  under  the  control  and  management  of  a  board  of 
trustees  appointed  by  the  board  of  councilmen  of  said 
town  as  hereinafter  directed. 

§  2.  The  board  of  councilmen  of  said  town  shall,  at 
their  first  regular  meeting  after  the  adoption  of  this  act 
by  the  voters  of  said  town  authorized  to  vote  as  herein- 
after provided,  and  at  their  first  regular  meeting  in  June 
of  each  year  thereafter,  appoint  five  suitable  male  white 
persons,  resident  voters  of  said  town,  as  school  trustees; 
and  the  persons  so  appointed  shall  constitute  and  be 
styled  "  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Madisonville  Pub- 
lic School;"  and  by  that  name  shall  be  known  as  a  body- 
corporate  and  politic;  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract 
and  be  contracted  with ;  may  buy,  sell,  and  convey  real 
and  personal  estate;  and  the  title  to  ail  school  property  in 
6aid  district  shall  vest  in  said  school  board  and  their  suc- 
•ceBsors  forever.

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^  3.  The  said  trus^tees  so  appointed  shall  take  an  oath- 
faithfully  to  discharge  their  duties,  and  shall,  at  any  time 
within  one  month  after  their  appointment,  meet  and  or- 
ganize.    The   chairman   of  the  board  of  councilmen   of 
paid  town  shall  be  president  of  said  board.     In  case   of 
liis  absence  or  inability  to  act,  a  majority  of  said  board 
shall  elect  one  of  their  number  as  chairman  to  preside 
and  discharge  the  duties  of  chairman  pro  tempore. 

§  4.  In  the  appointment  of  the  board  of  trust'ees  of  the 
Madisonville  public  school  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the 
board  of  councilmen  to  select  more  than  one  member  of 
same  from  any  one  religious  denomination  or  pursua- 
sion. 

§  5.  The  said  board  of  the  public  school  shall  appoint 
some  suitable  person  as  secretary  and  treasurer,  who 
Rhall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and  until  his  succestsor 
is  appointed  and  qualified;  and  shall  perform  such  duties 
as  generally  pertain  to  the  position  of  secretary  and 
treasurer,  and  all  such  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  said  school  board 

§  6.  All  vacancies  in  said  school  board  shall  be  imme- 
diately filled  by  the  board  of  councilmen  of  said  town  by 
the  appointment  of  some  person  with  the  qualifications 
as  hereinbefore  prescribed;  but  no  person  shall,  at  the 
same  time,  be  a  member  of  the  board  of  councilmen  and 
a  member  of  said  school  board,  except  the  chairman. 
The  removal  of  a  member  from  said  town  shall  vacate 
his  position. 

§  7.  The  control  and  management  of  the  public  school 
of  the  town  of  Madisonville,  and  the  property  and  funds^ 
belonging  thereto,  or  which  may  accrue  in  any  way  to  \U 
or  for  its  establishment,  management,  or  maintenance 
under  this  act  or  otherwise,  shall  be  vested  in  the  said 
school  board  and  their  successors  in  office. 

^  8.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to 
me^ke  all  by-laws  and  rules  for  the  government  of  them- 
selves or  their  appointees,  and  for  the  dispatch  of  busi- 
ness, and  for  the  management,  control,  and  government 
of  the  school,  and  to  enforce  such  by-laws  and  rules  by 
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suitable  fines  and  penalties,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount.  They  shall  appoint 
all  teachers  and  other  persons  necessary  to  carry  on  said' 
school,  and  prescribe  all  rules  for  their  government,  and 
fix  their  compensation  or  salaries,  and  may  dismiss  or 
suspend  any  teacher  or  other  person  appointed  by  them; 
prescribe  the  branches  of  education  to  be  taught  in  the 
school,  grade  the  classes,  and  prescribe  the  necessary 
qualifications  for,  and  the  mode  of  examination  of,  pupils^ 
or  persons  applying  for  admission  to  any  class. 

§  9.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  said  board  shall  con^ 
stitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  They 
shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every  month,  and  shall  fix  by 
by-law  a  regular  meeting  once  in  each  month,  and  may 
meet  as  often  as  to  them  may  seem  necessary  for  the 
transaction  of  business.  A  majority  of  those  present 
may  transact  any  business  except  in  the  making,  of  a 
contract,  for  the  purchase  or  sale  of  real  estate,  for  the 
erection  of  any  building,  or  for  the  paying  out  of  money, 
in  which  oases  a  majority  of  the  board  must  concur,  and 
the  yeas  and  nays  must  be  polled  and  recorded  in  the 
journal. 

§  10.  Said  board  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  regular  and 
correct  journal  of  their  proceedings  in  a  well-bound  book, 
which  at  all  times  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any 
member  of  said  board,  or  any  member  of  the  board  of 
councilmen  of  said  town,  or  any  committee  appointed  by 
the  board  of  councilmen  of  said  town. 

§  11.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  public  school  shall, 
at  the  end  of  each  scholastic  year,  make  out  and  return  to 
the  board  of  councilmen  of  said  town  a  written  or  printed 
statement,  in  such  form  as  may  be  required  by  the  said 
board  of  councilmen,  showing  the  number  of  pupils  in 
said  school,  and  the  grade  or  class  to  which  they  belong, 
and  whether  the  said  pupils  are  within  the  legal  age  or 
locality  to  entitle  them  to  free  admission  to  said  school, 
and  such  other  information  as  the  board  of  councilmen  of 
said  town  may,  from  time  to  time,  require.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  said  school  board  of  trustees  to  do  and  per* 
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form  any  and  all  other  acts  imposed  by  the  commoa 
school  law  of  this  Commonwealth  on  the  trustees  of  the 
common  schools  of  this  State  as  modified  herein. 

§  12.  All  white  children  between  the  age  of  six  and 
twenty  years  residing  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town  shall  have  equal  rights  of  admission  to  the  school  of 
satd  district;  but  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  public 
school  may  prescribe  the  terms  and  rates  upon  which  any 
other  white  persons  not  embraced  in  the  above-mentioned 
class  may  be  admitted  to  said  public  school. 

§  13.  No  catechism  or  other  form  of  religious  belief 
shall  be  taught  or  inculcated  in,  nor  shall  any  class-book 
be  used  or  adopted  for  said  school  which  reflects  upon 
any  religious  denomination  or  political  persuasion;  nor 
shall  any  class  be  so  conducted  as  to  interfere  with  the 
religious  or  political  belief  of  parents  or  pupils. 

§  14.  The  secretary  and  treasurer,  before  entering  upon 
his  duties,  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  Madisonville  public  school,  with  good  and  ample 
sureties  to  be  approved  of  by  the  said  board  of  trustees, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  his  duties, 
and  to  account  for  and  pay  over  to  the  proper  persons  all 
money  which  may  come  to  his  hands  by  virtue  of  his  said 
office.  The  secretary  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the 
board,  keep  their  records  and  papers,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  required  or  prescribed  by  the  said 
board  of  trustees.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  and  dis- 
pense the  money  belonging  to  the  school  fund,  see  that  it 
is  properly  collected,  keep  accurate  and  true  accounts  in 
well-bound  books  of  all  his  acts,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  prescribed  or  required  by  said  board  of 
trustees.  The  said  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  receive 
for  his  services  a  salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  said  board,  and 
paid  at  such  times  as  they  may  direct. 

§  15.  The  commissioner  for  common  schools  of  Hopkins 
county  shall  annually  make  an  estimate  of  the  share  or 
proportion  of  the  State  common  school  fund  which  would 
be  due  to  the  school  district  of  the  town  of  Madisonville 
as  hereinbefore  designated,  and   shall  pay  over  to  the 
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board  of  trustees  of  the  Madisonville  public  school  the 
amount  due  said  district  on  said  account,  which  fund 
shall  be  used  only  in  payment  of  teachers  in  said  school. 

§  16.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  public  school  may 
admit  into  said  school  white  children  who  are  non-resi- 
dents of  the  town  of  Madisonville,  or  other  white  pupils 
who  are  not  within  the  school  age,  or  entitled  to  equal 
rie:hts  of  admission  as  hereinbefore  prescribed,  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions,  and  upon  the  payment  of  such 
charges  as  to  them  may  seem  right. 

§  17.  The  board  of  counciimen  for  said  town  shall 
cause  to  be  levied  and  collected  an  annual  tax  at  the 
rate  of  not  exceeding  twenty  cents  upon  each  one  hun- 
dred dollars'  worth  of  the  same  property  owned  by  white 
persons  that  is  taxed  by  the  town  for  town  purposes;  the 
assessment  and  collection  to  be  made  at  the  same  time 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  required  by  law  for  the  city 
revenue.  This  tax  shall  be  called  and  known  as  the 
school  tax,  and  only  be  payable  in  money,  and  is  to  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  yearly  expenses  of 
the  said  public  school,  including  repairs  on  school  build- 
ings and  premises  :  Provided^  That  only  the  property  of 
white  persons  shall  be  taxed  under  this  act:  Andprovided 
further.  That  said  tax  in  this  section  mentioned  shall  not 
be  levied  until  after  the  school  building  mentioned  in  this 
charter  shall  be  completed  and  paid  for. 

§  18,  The  board  of  councilrtien  of  said  town  shall  pro* 
vide  the  funds  for  buying  the  necessary  grounds,  building 
the  school  buildings;  and  for  that  purpose  the  board  of 
trustees  created  by  this  act,  and  their  successors,  are  in- 
vested with  all  the  property,  money,  rights,  and  credits  of 
the  trustees  of  old  Madisonville  Seminary;  and  the  board 
of  trustees  created  by  this  act  are  authorized  to  sell  and 
convey  the  said  seminary  house  and  lot  situated  in  the 
town  of  Madisonville,  and  described  in  a  deed  from  Joseph 
Fuqua  to  the  trustees  of  said  Madisonville  Seminary, 
and  apply  the  proceeds  thereof,  and  any  money  otherwise 
provided  by  this  act,  not  otherwise  specifically  appropri- 
ated, to  the  erection  of  a'  school  building  or  buildings  ia 
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the  town  of  Madisonville.  The  said  trustees  may  sell 
fiaid  seminary  house  and  lot  publicly  or  privately  upon 
euch  terms  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  and  convey  to 
the  purchaser  or  purchasers  the  title  in  feesimple  to  the 
same.  When  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  effected  a 
sale  of  said  seminary  lot,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  report 
the  same,  together  with  the  amount  of  the  proceeds  of 
same,  to  the  board  of  coun'cilmen  of  said  town. 

§  19.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board   of  councilinen 
of  said   town,  and  they  are   hereby   authorized,  empow- 
ered, and  required,  to  raise  an  amount  by  taxation  on  the 
property  of  said  town  sufficient  to  erect  a  school  build- 
ing  or  buildings,  and  to  furnish  and  equip  same  in  such 
manner  as  is  authorized  by  this  act,  and  as  the  board  of 
trustees  of  the  public  school  may  deem  proper  and  right; 
hut  said  amount  so  authorized  to  be  raised,  when  added 
to  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said  seminary  lot,  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars.     Said  amount 
to  be  raised  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  shall  be  divided 
into  four  equal  installments,  and  to  be  levied   for  in  the 
following  manner,  to-wit  :  The  board  of  councilmen   of 
said   town   shall  cause  to   be  levied   and  collected  upon 
the  same  property  in  the  said   town  as  is  taxed  by  the 
State  for  common  school  purposes,  and  by  the  town  for 
municipal  purposes,  the  assessment   to   be    made  at  the 
same  time  as  required   by  law  for  municipal  purposes  for 
the  year  1882,  a  tax  to  pay  the  first  installment  of  said 
amount,  and  the  cost  of  collecting  the  same  :  Provided^ 
however^  That  no  property  owned  by  negroes  shall  be  so 
taxed;  and   they  shall  cause  to   be   levied   in   the   same 
manner,  and  upon  the  same  terms,  an  amount  each  year 
sufficient   to  pay  each  installment  as  it  falls  due.     Said 
installments  shall   be   due  on    the   first   day  of  January, 
after  the  levy  is  made  for  its  payment,  or  after  it  should 
have  been  made  as  herein  provided.     If  it  should  become 
necessary,  in  order  to  make  said  three  last  installments 
available  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  act,  then  the 
board   of  councilmen   of   said  town,  in  their   discretion, 
^re   authorized   and  empowered   to   borrow  any  amount 
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'Hot  exceeding  the  amount  of  said  three  last  installments, 
and  for  that  purpose  may  issue  bonds  or  scrip,  not  less 
than  ten  dollars  nor  not  exceeding  in  denomination  one 
hundred  dollars,  running  not  longer  than  the  time  fixed 
for  the  payment  and  collection  of  said  installments,  and 
bearing  interest  at  any  rate  not  exceeding  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  payable  at  the  maturity  of  eaid  bonds  or 
scrip.  The  bonds  or  scrip  in  this  section  provided  for 
shall  be  made  payable  to  bearer,  shall  be  signed  by  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  councilmen,and  attested  by  the 
clerk  of  said  board  of  councilmen  of  said  town,  shall  pass 
by  delivery,  and  shall  be  sold  or  discounted  by  the  board 
of  councilmen  of  said  town,  or  such  person  as  they  may 
authorize,  for  the  best  price  they  can  get,  or  paid  out  for 
any  building,  or  any  other  indebtedness  created  on  ac- 
count of  said  public  school  building  or  buildings.  The 
said  board  of  councilmen  shall,  at  the  time  the  levy  is 
made  to  pay  said  installments,  levy  an  additional  amount 
'to  pay  the  interest  on  the  installment  levied  for  and  all 
cost  of  collecting  the  same. 

§  20.  The  town  assessor  shall  make  the  asse?sments 
necessary  for  the  fixing  and  collection  of  all  amounts 
provided  by  this  act,  under  such  provisions  and  rules  as 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of 
councilmen  of  said  town.  All  said  amounts  as  are  here- 
in required  to  be  raised  shall  be  collected  by  the  marshal, 
or  a  collector  appointed  bythe  board  of  councilmen,  b}'^ 
levy,  distress,  or  sale,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  town 
revenue  is  collected;  and  the  officer  for  said  sums  shall, 
with  his  sureties,  be  responsible  upon  his  official  revenue 
bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  with  such 
.penalties  as  are  now  pre^scribed  by  law  for  delinquencies. 

§  2J.  The  funds  arising  from  the  levies  directed  to  be 
made  by  section  twenty  of  this  act,  and  the  bonds  or 
scrip  by  said  section  authorized  to  be  issued,  shall  be  paid 
and  delivered  into  the  school  treasury,  or  the  said  bonds 
or  scrip  may  be  delivered  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
public  school,  and  by  them  used  for  the  said  building  or 
'buildings,  and  the  purchase  of  ground,  either  by  cashing 
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them  or  paying  them  to  contractors  and  others  to  whoiR' 
the  E>aid  board  may  be  indebted  on  account  of  same. 

§  22.   All  money  in  the  school  treasury  shall  be  under- 
the  control  and  management  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
said  public  school,  and  used  by  them  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  said  public  school,  and  purchase  of  property  and  erect- 
ing of  buildings  therefor.     If  any  of  said  trustees  or  the 
treasurer  shall,  without  authority  of   the   board,  use    or 
appropriate  any  of  said  funds  to  his  own  use,  he  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  embezzlement,  and  be  punished  as  pro- 
vided by  the  general  laws  of  this  State  for  the  crime   of 
e;nbezzlement. 

§  23.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  and  be  in  force  until 
ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  white  voters  votings 
at  an  election  to  be  held  in  said  town  And  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said 
town  upon  the  ratification  of  this  act,  the  board  of  coun- 
cllmen  shall  order  an  election  to  be  held  at  the  court- 
house in  Madisonville,  on  a  day  to  be  designated,  not 
sooner  than  fifteen  days  after  the  order  is  made.  Uue 
notice  shall  be  given  of  said  election  by  publication  in  a 
newspaper  in  said  town  (if  one  be  published)  for  one 
insertion,  and  by  written  or  printed  notices  posted  up  at 
not  less  than  five  public  places  within  the  town  limits. 
The  board  of  councilmen  shall  appoint  two  judges  and  a 
sheriff,  residents  of  the  town,  to  hold  said  election,  and 
the  clerk  of  the  board  of  councilmen  shall  act  as  clerk 
thereof.  A  poll-book  shall  be  'prepared,  in  one  column  of 
which  shall  be  entered  the  names  of  those  voting  in  favor 
of  the  ratification  of  this  act,  and  in  the  other  column 
shall  be  entered  the  names  of  those  voting  against  the 
ratification  of  this  act.  The  officers  of  said  election 
shall  certify  the  result  to  the  board  of  councilmen,  and  if 
it  appears  that  a  majority  of  the  legal  white  voters  voting, 
at  said  election  are  in  favor  of  the  ratification  of  this  act, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  councilmen,  by  order 
of  record  upon  their  order-book,  to  declare  the  result  of 
said  election  in  accordance  with  the  return  made  by  the 
officers  of  said  election,  whereupon  this  act  shall  be  in* 
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full  force:  Provided,  however,  That  no  vote  shall  be  ordered 
for  the  ratification  of  this  act  until  the  present  bonded 
debt  of  said  town  is  reduced  below  ten  thousand  dollar:^. 

^24.  That  if  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  shall  be 
against  the  provisions  of  this  act  under  an  election  held 
pursuant  to  section  twenty-three,  then  the  question  may 
be  re-submitted  in  the  same  manner  at  the  expiration  of 
one  year  from  the  first  election;  but  not  more  than  two 
elections  shall  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the 
sense  of  the  voters  upon  the  ratification  of  this  act. 

§  25.  The  expenses  of  the  elections  authorized  by  this^ 
act  shall  be  paid  by  the  board  of  councilmen  of  said< 
town. 

§  26.  This  act  shall  take  eflfect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  145(V. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Green  River  And  Tennessee  Railw^aj  Company;. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth^' 
of  Kentucky : 

J  1.  That  M.  O.  Allen,  R.  M.  Alexander,  W.  F.  Owsley, 
W.  G.  Hunter,  James  Maxey,  V.  M  Grinstead,  A.  L. 
Peterman,  E.  G.  Walker,  J.  J.  Gatewood,  B.  W.  Stone,. 
P.  H.  Leslie,  H..  Trigg,  W.  H.  Walker,  R.  B.  Dehoney, 
C.  W.  Thompson,  S  C.  Bell,  H.  C.  Baker,  U.  L.  Taylor, 
J.  R,  Hindman,  Sinclair  Wheat,  Jas.  T.  Page,  W.  W. 
Jones,  F.  D.  Rigney,  Geo.  S.  Stone,  John  W.  Whip,  M. 
C.  Saufley,  J.  W.  Alcorn,  T.  W.  Varnon,  their  associates, 
successors,  and  assigns,  who  may  become  stockholders^ 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body-politic  and  corpo- 
rate, by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Green  River  and  Ten- 
nessee Railway  Company;  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  of  suing  and  being 
sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  defending  and  being 
defended,  in  law  and  equity,  in  all  courts  and  elsewhere^ 
in  like  manner,  and  as  fully  as  natural  persons  may  be; 
and  said  corporation  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  set  aside  and  renew  or  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;. 
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and  by  said  corporate  name  may  contract  and  be  con. 
tracted  with;  and  by  that  name  shall  be,  and  are  hereby, 
invested  with  all  the  powers,  privileges,  immunities,  and 
franchisees  of  natural  persons. 

i  2  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be  any 
amount,  not  exceeding  thirty  dollars  per  mile  for  each 
mile  of  railroad  which  said  company  shall  build  or  own 
in  this  State  or  other  States,  divided  into  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  and  may  be  subscribed  for,  pur- 
chased, owned,  and  controlled  by  individuals  in  and 
out  of  this  State,  and  railroad  companies  and  other  cor- 
porations in  Kentucky  or  elsewhere. 

^3.  The  corporators  named  in  the  first  section,  or  such 
t)f  them  as  may  act,  shall  constitute  the  first  board  of  di- 
rectors of  said  company,  and  may  serve  as  such  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  The  said 
corporators,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  meet  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  agree  upon  and  designate,  and 
from  their  own  number,  or  from  such  persons  as  they 
may  associate  with  themselves,  choose  a  president,  and 
appoint  such  other  oflicers  and  agents  as  may  he  neces- 
sary; they  shall  have  power  to  adopt  such  by-laws  for 
the  government  of  the  company,  its  officers,  agents,  and 
employes,  in  the  general  conduct  and  management  of  the 
afl^airs  and  business  of  the  company,  as  may  be  needful 
•  and  proper,  and  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  the  same  at  will. 

§  4.  The  directors  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
locate  and  establish  a  general  and  branch  offices  or 
agencies  at  such  place  or  places  as  may,  in  their  judg- 
ment, be  found  necessary. 

§  5.  That  the  incorporators  shall  provide  in  the  by-laws 
for  an  annual  election  of  directors,  consisting  of  seven  in 
number,  who  shall  be  stockholders  of  said  company,  and 
fix  the  time  and  place  and  determine  the  manner  of  the 
first  and  succeeding  elections  of  directors.  The  directors 
succeeding  the  first  board  shall  severally  hold  their  offiices 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  Each  board  of  directors  may  fill  any  vacancy 
-occurring  in  their  number,  and  shall  choose  from  their 
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own  number  a  president.  It  shall  require  a  majority,  in- 
eluding  the  president,  to  constitute  a  quorum  of  the 
board  of  directors  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

§6.  At  the  election  of  directors,  and  all  other  meetings 
of  stockholders  in  said  company,  stockholders  shall  be 
entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  so  held, 
which  may  be  cast  in  person  or  by  written  proxy.  Pro- 
vision shall  be  made  in  the  by-laws  for  annual  meetings 
of  the  stockholders,  and  such  called  meetings  as  are  nec- 
essary. • 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  man- 
agement and  control  of  the  property,  business,  and  affairs 
of  the  company;  may  appoint  all  such  officers,  agents, 
and  employes  as  are  necessary,  prescribe  their  duties  and 
compensation,  and  take  from  anyone  of  them  bond,  with 
security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company  to  open  stock-books  for  subscription  to  the 
capital  stock,  at  such  times  and  places,  and  continue 
them  open  for  such  length  of  time  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  personal  property,  and  may  be  issued,  cer- 
tified, transferred,  and  registered  in  such  manner,  and  at 
such  places,  as  may  be  ordered  and  provided  by  the  by* 
laws  of  said  company. 

§  9,  The  said  railway  company  shall  be,  and  are  here- 
by, authorized  and  empowered  to  locate,  construct,  build, 
and  complete  a  railroad,  with  such  number  of  tracks  and 
lines  of  telegraph  as  said  corporation  may  desire,  and  for 
that  purpose  shall  be  entitled  to  acquire  title  to  a  contin- 
uous line  of  one  hundred  feet  in  width  of  land,  with  such 
additional  ground  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  said 
railroad,  from  any  point  in  Taylor,  Marion,  Boyle,  Lin- 
coln, and  Pulaski,  Kentucky,  thence  by  such  route  as  said 
company  may  select,  to  any  point  on  the  southern  bound- 
ary line  of  the  State,  between  the  western  line  of  the 
county  of  Allen  and  the  eastern  line  of  the  county  of 
Cumberland  in  the  said  State  of  Kentucky;  and  to  con- 
struct, build,  and  furnish  said  railroad  with  all  necessary 
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side-tracks,  turn-outs,  switches,  depots,  stations,  and  all 
necessary  building?,  erections,  and  structures  for  the  con- 
venient working  of    said   railroad   and   carrying    on    Its 
business;  and  with  all  the  rolling-stock  of  every  sort  and 
kind,  and  all  other  machinery,  implements,  and  propert}' 
the  company  deem  necessary  and  proper  for  the    proper 
prosecution  of  its  business;  and  said  company  shall  have 
power  to  operate  and   maintain  the  same  ;  and  for  said 
purposes    said    company,    in    its    corporate    capacity,  ia 
hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers  necessary  for  purchas- 
ing, acquiring  title  to,  holding,  selling,  and  conveying^  and 
transferring  all  real,  personal,  and  mixed  property   said 
company  may  deem  necessary  to  the  carrying  out  of  the 
objects  of  this  act,  to  the  same  extent  as  any  natural  per- 
son or  persons,  or  any  other  corporation    may  exercise 
such  right  of  acquisition,  holding,  and  disposing  of  his, 
their,  or  its  property. 

§  10.  That  each  section  of  twenty  miles  of  said  railway 
which  may  be  constructed,  with  its  appurtenances  and 
property  belonging  thereto,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  ex- 
empted iree  from  taxation.  State,  county,  or  municipal, 
for  the  period  of  five  years  from  the  completion  of  said 
sections  of  twenty  miles. 

§  11.  Said  corporation  is  hereby  authorized  by  its 
agents,  surveyors,  and  engineers,  to  cause  such  exami- 
nations and  surveys  of  the  different  routes  as  are  neces- 
sary to  determine  which  is  most  suitable  for  the  con- 
struction of  said  railroad,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said 
company  to  enter  upon,  take  possession  of,  and  use  all 
such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction, 
operation,  and  maintenance  of  said  railroad,  its  depots, 
side-tracks,  water-stations,  engine-houses,  machine-shops, 
and  other  buildings  and  appendages,  necessary  for  the 
use  of  said  railroad;  and  said  corporation  may  also  take 
and  use  any  earth,  timber,  gravel,  stone,  or  other  materi- 
als needed  for  the  construction,  maintenance,  and  repairs 
of  said  railroad  and  its  appendages  and  works,  and  may, 
by  its  authorized  agents,  agree  with  the  owner  of  the 
land,   earth,   timber,   graveU   stone,    or   other   materials 
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•wanted  for  the  purchase  of  the  whole,  or  the  use  and 
occupation  of  the  real  estate,  the  owners  thereof  bein^ 
'Competent  to  contract;  but  if  the  owners  being  compe- 
tent refuse  to  contract,  or  any  of  them  are  femes  covert  or 
minors  or  non  compos^  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the 
property  wanted  is  situated,  application  may  be*  made  by 
the  company  or  its  agents  to  the  county  court  of  any 
county  into  or  through  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct 
said  railroad;  such  court  shall  appoint  three  commission- 
ers, one  of  whom  shall  be  an  engineer  of  said  company, 
two  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  the  county  in  which 
the  property  is  situated,  who  shall  be  sworn  to  discharge 
their  duties  under  this  act  justly  and  impartially  to  the 
best  of  their  skill  and  judgment.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  commissioners  to  view  the  land  or  materials  required, 
and  fix  the  amount  of  compensation  to  which  the  owner 
or  owners  may  be  entitled,  and  make  out  and  return  to 
the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  said  county  a  report,  in 
writing,  particularly  describing  the  land  and  materials 
valued,  and  the  amount  of  damages,  if  any,  assessed. 
The  clerk  shall  receive  such  report  and  file  the  same, 
indorsing  thereon  the  time  of  its  being  filed,  and  if  the 
owner  resides  in  the  county,  he  shall  forthwith  issue  a 
summons  commanding  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  land 
or  material  to  appear,  and  show  cause  why  the  report 
shall  not  be  confirmed,  which  summons  shall  be  forthwith 
executed  by  the  sheriff  or  other  officer  in  whose  hands  it 
may  be  placed.  The  report  shall  be  docketed  in  the 
<;ounty  court,  and  stand  for  trial  at  any  term  of  said 
court,  commencing  at  any  term  not  less  than  ten  days 
after  service  of  the  summons,  it  being  understood  that 
the  county  judge  may  act  in  all  cases  where  the  county 
court  is  mentioned  in  this  chapter.  If  the  owner  is  not 
a  resident  of  the  county,  the  court  shall,  at  the  first  term 
after  the  report  is  filed,  appoint  an  attorney  to  defend  for 
such  owner,  who  may  file  exceptions  at  any  time  not  later 
than  the  following  term;  and  upon  exceptions  being  filed 
by  the  owner,  or  his  or  her  attorney,  or  by  the  company, 
'the  oourt  shall  for^hwitk  order  a  jury  to  be  empaneled  to 
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try  the  question  of  compensation  and  damages,  unless  for 
good  cause  shown  time  is  given  for  preparation.  If  no 
exception  be  filed,  the  report  shall  be  confirmed.  The 
jury  and  commissioners  shall,  in  estimating  the  damages 
to  any  proprietor  of  land  or  material,  after  fixing  a  jusit 
compensation  therefor,  take  into  consideration  the  advan- 
tages accruing  or  which  may  accrue  to  said  owner  frora 
the  construction  of  the  proposed  railroad.  Said  corpora- 
tion shall  not  be  delayed  in  progressing  with  its  work  by 
the  proceedings  required  in  this  section,  but  may  enter 
upon  and  use  the  land  and  real  estate  needed,  and  take 
and  use  the  earth,  gravel,  stone,  timber,  and  other  mate- 
rials necessary  for  its  use,  as  well  before  as  after  said 
inquest  of  damages,  first  notifying  the  owner  or  owners 
of  the  same,  and  causing  a  correct  account  to  be  kept  of 
the  materials  used  to  date  of  inquest  of  damages. 

§  12.   That  said  company  shall  have  power  to  purchase 
and   hold  any  other  road  in  this  or  any  other  State,  and 
may  subscribe  stock  in   or  aid  in  building  of  any  other 
railroad  in  or  out  of  this  State,  whenever,  in  their  judg- 
ment, it  may  be   to  the  interest  of  the  said  company  to 
do   so.     Said   company  may,   in   like  manner,   agree   on 
terms    for    consolidating    said    company    with   any  other 
railroad    company   in    or  out    of  this  State,   upon    such 
terms  or  conditions,  and  under  such  style  and  name  aft 
may  be   agreed  upon;  and    may  lease   and   operate   any 
railroad  connecting  with  said  railroad  or  branches,  and 
upon   such   terms  as   may  be    agreed   upon    by  the   com- 
panies so   uniting,  connecting   or  consolidating,  and  for 
that  purpose  full  power  is  hereby  given  to  said  company 
to  make  and  execute  such  contracts  with  any  other  com- 
pany  aa  will   secure   the   object  of  such   connections  by 
lease  or  otherwise. 

§  13.  That  the  said  company  is  hereby  authorized,  frono 
time  to  time,  to  borrow  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  completing,  equipping,  furnish- 
ing, operating,  and  maintaining  their  said  railroad,  and 
to  issue  the  bonds  of  said  company  at  such  rate  of  inter- 
est, not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  and  selt 
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said  bonds  at  such  discount  as  may  be  thought  for  the 
benefit  of  the  company,  and  to  mortgage  their  corporate 
property  and  franchises,  or  convey  the  same  by  deed  of 
trust  to  secure  the  payment  of  any  debt  contracted  by 
said  company  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  ;  and  any  such 
bonds  that  may  be  sold  or  disposed  of  at  a  less  rate  than 
par  shall  be  as  valid  and  binding  upon  said  company,  as 
if  the  same  were  sold  for  the  par  value  thereof. 

§  14.  That  copies  from  the  minutes  of  proceedings  of 
the  board  of  directors  of  said  corporation,  and  of  the 
by-lawrs  adopted  by  them  when  certified  by  the  secretary 
of  the  corporation  under  its  common  seal,  shall  be  re- 
ceived in  all  courts  and  elsewhere,  as  evidence  of  the 
organization  of  said  company  and  of  the  rules  and  by- 
laws governing  the  same,  and  of  any  order  made  or 
action  taken  by  said  board  of  directors,  to  the  same 
extent  that  the  original  records  could  be  used  as  evidence, 
and  no  further. 

^15.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  company  payable  in  real  estate  situated  in^ 
Kentucky,  and  it<sue  a  stock  certificate,  and  may  take  a 
deed  of  conveyance  in  fee-simple;  and  the  real  estate 
thus  acquired  may  be  held,  used,  enjoyed,  and  controlled, 
or  sold  or  conveyed  by  said  company  as  by  a  natural  per- 
son. 

§16.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  receive, 
lease,  purchase,  or  otherwise  acquire  and  own,  hold,  use,, 
possess,  enjoy,  and  control  all  such  real  estate  and  per- 
sonal property,  goods,  chattels,  and  other  things,  as  may 
be  convenient  and  desirable  for  constructing,  operating, 
or  equipping  said  railroad  and  its  branches  and  a  line  of 
telegraph  along  the  same,  or  which  may  be  conveyed  to- 
il in  payment  of  any  stock  subscription,  or  purchased  by 
it  in  satisfaction  of  any  debt,  judgment,  or  decree,  and 
may  grant,  bargain,  sell,  and  convey  the  same  as  a  nat- 
taral  person. 

§  17.  The  directors  of  said  company  may  make  con- 
tracts, which  shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  attested 
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by  the  secretary,  with  any  corporation,  company,  indi- 
vidual or  individuals,  for  constructing  and  equipping  said 
railroad  and  branches,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  pay  for 
the  same,  wholly  or  partially,  in  the  stock,  bonds,  or  other 
property  of  said  company,  in  such  manner  and  upon 
such  conditions  as  may  be  deemed  for  the  best  interests 
of  said  company. 

§  18.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  incorporate  author- 
ities of  any  incorporated  city  or  town  through  which  said 
.  railroad  shall  be  located  to  donate  or  lease  to  said  rail- 
way company,  as  a  right  of  way,  the  right  to  lay  a  single 
or  double  track  through  said  city  or  town,  or  any  portion 
of  the  same,  on  any  street  or  highway  that  the  said  rail- 
road company  shall  select  for  that  purpose. 

§  19.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  company  shall 
have  power  to  establish  such  rates  of  »toll  for  the  convey- 
ance of  persons  and  property  on  their  said  railroad  arid 
its  branches,  not  exceeding  the  rate  charged  by  other 
similar  railroads  in  this  State. 

§  20.  Said  company  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  empowered  to  construct  branch  roads,  not  exceeding 
seventy-five  miles  in  length,  from  the  main  line  of  their 
aforesaid  railroad,  or  from  any  point  or  points  thereon, 
and  may,  under  the  authority  of  any  other  State  or  States^ 
extend  the  said  railroad  or  branches  to  any  point  or  points 
in  such  State  or  States;  and  in  the  construction,  main- 
taining, and  operating  the  said  branch  roads  in  this 
section  authorized,  the  provisions,  powers,  rights,  and 
privileges  granted  in  this  act  shall  extend  to  such 
•branches. 

§  21.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  regulate  the 
Tate  of  freight  and  passage  over  said  road. 

§  22.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from 
.and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1457, 

JVN  ACT  to  cbftrter  the  Owensboro,  Fails  of  Roagb  ADd  Green  River  Rail- 
road Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  ixeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  R.  S.  Triplett,  Daniel  M.  Griffith,  S.  M.  Dean, 
M.  V.  Monarch.  J.  D.  Powers,  of  Daviess  county  ;  J.  F. 
Bennett,  of  Hancock  county;  Lafayette  Green,  Wm.  J. 
Dean,  and  R.  G.  Robertson,  of  Grayson  county  ;  Samuel 
E.  Hill,  of  Ohio  county;  and  George  Woosley,  of  Edmon- 
son county,  and  their  associates,  successors,  and  assigns, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  and  constituted  a  body- 
politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Owensboro,  Falls  of 
Rough  and  Green  River  Railroad  Company  ;  and  by  that 
name  and  style,  and  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, shall  have  perpetual  succession  ;  be  capable  in 
law  to  contract  and  to  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  to  be 
sued,  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  the  same  to  alter 
at  pleasure  ;  and  to  have  and  exercise,  in  addition  to 
those  hereby  expressly  granted,  all  lawful  rights  and 
privileges  usual  and  incident  to  such  corporations,  and 
requisite  to  carry  out  the  objects  and  purposes  of  this 
act. 

§  2.  That  the  corporators  named  in  the  first  section,  or 
«ucb  of  them  as  may  act,  shall  be  ez  officio,  and  are  here- 
by constituted,  the  directors  of  said  company,  and  may 
serve  as  such  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
<}ualified.  They,  said  corporators,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  agree 
upon  and  designate,  and  from  their  own  number,  or  from 
«uch  persons  as  they  may  associate  with  themselves, 
choose  a  president  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as 
may  be  necessary.  They  shall  have  power  to  adopt  such 
by-laws  for  the  government  of  the  company,  its  officers, 
agents,  and  employes,  in  the  general  conduct  and  man- 
•agement  of  the  affairs  and  business  of  the  company,  as 
may  be  deemed  needful  and  proper,  and  as  may  not  be 
^repugnant  to  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  this  Common- 
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wealth.  Such  by-lawd  shall  have  the  same  force  and* 
effect  as  if  enacted  herein ;  but  the  same  may  be  amended- 
or  repealed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  thereof. 

§  3.  That  in  case  any  one  of  said  corporatord  shall  fail* 
to  attend  the  first^meetin^  at  which  a  majority  shall   as* 
semble  for  the  purpose  of  organization,  notice  of  the  time 
and  place  thereof  having  been  given  to  him  by  such  ma- 
jority, or  attending,  he  shall  fail  or  refuse  to  subscribe  the 
amount  of  stock  prescribed  as  a  qualification  for  a   di- 
rector, or  to  comply  with  any  of  the  by-laws  or  regula- 
tions  adopted  by  a  majority  of  said  corporators,  his  place 
as  a  corporator  and  director  shall  be  deemed  and  declared 
vacant,  and  the  same  filled  by  some  other  person  chosen 
by  the  other  corporators.     Said  corporators  may  associate 
with   themselves  such  number  of  other  persons  as  they 
may  desire,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  prescribed   by 
them. 

§  4.  To  continue  the  succession  of  said  company,  the 
first  board  of  directors  may  provide  in  the  by-laws  for  an 
annual  election  of  directors,  consisting  of  not  exceeding^ 
nine  in  number,  prescribe  their  qualifications,  and  fix  the 
time  and  place,  and  determine  the  manner  of  the  first 
and  succeeding  election  of  directors.  The  directors  suc- 
ceeding the  first  board  shall  severally  hold  their  ofiices 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  Each  board  of  directors  may  fill  any  vacancy 
occurring,  and  shall  choose  from  their  own  number  a 
president.  It  shall  require  a  majority,  including  the  pres- 
ident, to  constitute  a  quorum  of  the  board  of  directors. 
In  the  election  of  directors  and  at  all  other  meetings  of  the 
stockholders  in  said  company,  each  share  of  stock  shall 
entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote,  which  may  be  cast 
In  person  or  by  proxy.  Provisions  shall  be  made  in  the 
by-laws  for  annual  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  and  such 
called  meetings  as  are  necessary. 

§  5.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  the  property,  business,  and  afiairs  of 
the  company;  may  appoint  all  such  officers,  agents,  and 
employes  as  are  necessary;  prescribe  their  qualifications,. 
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daties,  and  compensation,  and  take  from  any  one  of  them 
boiid,  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty. 

§  6.  That  the  objects  and  purposes  of  the  incorpora- 
tion of  said  company  are,  and  it  is  hereby  invested  with 
all  the  rights,  franchises,  and  authority  necessary  to  con- 
struct and  operate  a  railway  from  some  point  on  the  Ohio" 
river,  at  or  near  Owensboro,  through  Palls  of  Rough,  to 
some  point  on  Green  river,  by  such  route  as  may  be 
deemed  practicable. 

§  7.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  two 
millions  of  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each;  and  the  same  may  be  subscribed  for  and 
held  by  individuals,  railroad  companies,  or  other  cor- 
porations. It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  direct* 
ors  of  said  company  to  open  books  for  the  subscription 
to  the  capital  stock,  at  such  times  and  places,  and  con- 
tinue them  open  for  such  length  of  time,  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary.  They  may  receive  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock,  payable  in  contracts  to  construct  any 
part  of  said  road,  or  to  erect  buildings,  furnish  materials,, 
or  render  services  in  carrying  on  the  business  of  said 
company.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  personal  property,  subject  to  the  laws  gov- 
erning personal  property,  and  free  from  all  and  every 
claim  of  curtesy  and  dower.  The  stock  shall  be  trans- 
ferable and  assignable,  and  the  president  and  directors 
shall  prescribe  in  the  by-laws  the  manner  and  the  con- 
ditions upon  which  it  may  be  transferred  and  assigned. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  of  said  company  may^ 
at  their  first  or  any  subsequent  meetings,  determine  the  ^ 
amount  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  and 
equipment  of  said  road;  and,  from  time  to  time,  sell  or 
dispose  of  the  stock  of  said  company,  or  any  part  there- 
of, to  such  an  amount;  and  whenever  it  shall  exceed  the  ' 
capital  stock  aforesaid,  they  may,  with  the  consent  of  a 
majority  in  value  of  the  stockholders,  increase  the  same 
to  a  sum  not  exceeding  four  millions  of  dollars. 

§  9.  They  may  prescribe  the  terms  of  subscription  to 
the  capital  stock,  the  time  and  manner  of  payment,  and 
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the  grounds  of  forfeitare  of  stock  subscribed,  bat  not 
paid  as  required;  and  may  forfeit  the  stock  of  the  de- 
faulting stockholder  or  collect  the  same  by  legal  proceed- 
ings. 

§  10.  That  said  company,  its  officers,  engineers,  ajgents, 
and  employes  may  enter  upon,  survey,  use,  excavate,  or 
fill  up  any  land  which  maybe  required  for  the  site  of  said 
road  or  depots,  warehouses,  machine  shops,  and  other 
structures  and  buildings  necessary  and  convenient  for  the 
use  of  said  road ;  and  may  take  and  use  any  earth,  timber, 
stone,  gravel,  or  other  material  which  may  be  useful   and 

• 

necessary  for  the  construction,  use,  or  repairs  ot  the  same; 
may  cross  streams  and  roads,  and  change  the  roads  when 
necessary;  and  may  construct  tunnels  and  bridges  :  Pro- 
vided^ Said  bridge  or  bridges  shall  not  materially  and 
continually  obstruct  the  navigation  of  navigable  streams; 
and  they  may  fix  scales  and  weights. 

^11.  That  the  president  and  directors  may  agree  with 
the  owners  of  any  land,  earth,  stone,  timber,  and  other 
materials  or  improvements  which  mny  be  granted  for  the 
construction  or  repair  of  said  or  any  of  their  works,  for 
the  purchase  in  fee-simple,  or  the  use  and  occupation  of 
the  same  ;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  or  if  the  owner  or 
owners  of  any  of  them  be  a  feme  covert^  under  age,  or 
non  compos  mentis^  or  out  of  the  county  where  the  property 
may  lie,  application  may  be  made  to  the  county  court  of 
any  county  through  which  it  is  proposed  to  run  said  road, 
and  such  court  shall  appoint  three  commissioners,  two  of 
whom  shall  be  residents  of  said  county,  and  one  an  en- 
gineer of  said  company,  who  shall  be  sworn  faithfully  to 
discharge  their  duties  under  this  act  to  the  best  of  their 
ability;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  commissioners  to 
view  the  land  or  materials  required,  and  fix  the  amount 
of  compensation  to  which  the  owners  may  be  entitled, 
and  make  out  and  return  to  the  office  of  the  county  court 
clerk  a  report,  in  writing,  particularly  describing  the  land 
or  material  valued,  and  the  amount  of  damages  assessed. 
The  report  of  the  commissioners  shall  give  the  name  of 
ithe  owner,  and  state  whether  the  owner  is  a  resident  of 
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the  county  or  not,  and  whether  ^feme  covert^  or  infant,  or 
non-sane  person.  The  clerk  shall  receive  such  report  and 
file  the  same,  indorsing  thereon  the  time  of  being  filed; 
and  if  the  owner  reside  in  the  county  he  shall  forthwith 
issue  a  summons  against  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
land  or  materials  to  appear  and  show  cause  why  the 
report  shall  not  be  confirmed,  which  summons  shall  be 
forthwith  executed  by  the  sheriff  or  other  officer  in  whose 
hands  it  may  be  placed.  The  report  shall  be  docketed  in 
the  county  court,  and  stand  for  trial  at  any  term  of  said 
court,  commencing  not  less  than  ten  days  after  the  service 
of  summons.  If  the  owner  is  not  a  resident  of  said 
county,  the  court  shall,  at  the  first  term  after  the  report 
is  filed,  appoint  an  attorney  to  defend  for  such  owner, 
who  may  file  exceptions  at  any  time  not  later  than  the 
following  term,  and  upon  exceptions  being  filed  by  the 
owner  or  his  or  her  attorney,  or  by  the  company,  the  court 
shall  forthwith  award  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  as  pro- 
vided in  chapter  ninety-four  of  the  General  Statutes,  in 
respect  to  roads  and  passways,  and  like  proceedings  shall 
be  had  as  are  provided  for  in  said  chapter  to  ascertain 
the  damages,  except  that  said  railroad  company  shall  pay 
the  amount  of  damages  assessed;  and  in  case  the  amount 
of  damages  found  by  the  jury  shall  exceed  that  found  by 
the  commissioners,  the  whole  cost  of  the  proceedings; 
otherwise  said  company  shall  pay  only  the  cost  accruing 
up  to  the  time  of  the  order  directing  a  jury  to  be  sum- 
moned. Upon  the  return  of  the  inquest  of  damages  by 
the  jury  and  the  payment  thereof,  and  the  cost  as  afore- 
said, or  the  tender  oi  same  or  deposit  in  court,  said  com- 
pany is  authorized  and  empowered,  at  the  end  of  thirty 
days,  unless  an  appeal  be  prosecuted,  to  enter  upon  the 
land  and  take  possession  of  the  property,  as  though  the 
same  had  in  the  first  instance  been  conveyed  to  him  vol- 
untarily :  Provided^  That  no  more  land  than  one  hundred 
feet  in  width  shall  be  condemned  for  the  use  of  the  track 
of  said  road  ;  but  if  said  company  shall  file  in  said  court 
the  affidavit  of  an  engineer  that  more  than  said  width  of 
land  is  required  for  switches,  turn-outs,  buildings,  or  other 
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purposes,  and  accompany  said  affidavit  with  a  map  or 
diagram  and  description  of  the  same,  then  the  requisition 
shall  be  for  such  quantity. 

§  12.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
may,  with  the  assent  of  the  holders  of  a  majority  in  value 
of  the  stock  in  said  company.,  purchase    or  lease   for   a 
term  of  years,  and  hold  any  other  said  road  in  this  State; 
and  in  order  to  complete  and  effectuate  such  purchase  or 
lease,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  purchase,  condemn, 
or  cancel  any  outstanding  bonds  or  indebtedness  of  such 
-other  company,  or  bonds  issued  by  any  county,  city,  or 
town  in  aid  of  the  construction  thereof.     That  said  com- 
pany may  connect  its  said  road  with  the  road  or  branch 
of  any  other  road  ;  and  may  consolidate  and  make   run- 
ning and  operating  arrangements  with  any  other  railroad 
company  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
^contracting  parties;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  fran- 
chises and  subscription  of  stock  granted  and  subscribed 
^o  any  other  railroad  company,  to  be  assigned,  transferred, 
find  belong  to  the  company  hereby  incorporated,  in  case 
f    of  a  purchase  or  lease  by  it  of  such  other  road,  as  fully 
and  effectually  as  if  originally  given,  granted,  and  con- 
ferred by  act  of  the  General   Assembly.     The  right  and 
authority  is  hereby  granted  said  company  to  sell  or  lease 
to   any  individual  corporation  all  the  rights,  privileges, 
and  franchises  granted  by  this  act,  and  all  the  properties 
and  rights  acquired  in  pursuance  hereof:    Provided,  That 
no   purchase,  sale,    or  consolidation  that  may  he   made 
shall  in  anywise  invalidate  or  affect  any  bonds  or  other 
evidences  of  debts,  or  any  mortgage  or  lien  that  may  have 
been  executed  upon  the  rights  and  property  of  Baid  com- 
pany to  secure  the  payment  thereof. 

$  13.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
may,  with  the  assent  of  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stock- 
holders, issue  and  sell  bonds  of  the  company,  to  be  signed 
by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary,  with 
the  seal  of  the  corporation  affixed,  to  an  amount  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  thousand  dollars  per  linear  mile  of  road 
or  branches,  bearing  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  interest, 
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-with  coupons  attached,  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the 
company,  and  nnade  payable  as  said  president  and  direct- 
ors may  direct.  To  secure  the  prompt  payment  of  the 
interest  and  principal  of  the  bonds  issued  as  aforesaid, 
said  company  may  execute  a  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust, 
conveying  said  railroad  and  its  property  and  its  franchises 
to  a  trustee  or  trustees,  and  to  secure  the  holders  of  such 
bonds,  with  such  covenants  and  stipulations  as  mny  be 
necessary  to  effect  the  purpose  and  object  of  its  execu- 
tion. 

}  14.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
may,  with  the  assent  of  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stock- 
holders, issue  and  sell  income  bonds  of  the  company,  to 
be  signed  by  the  president,  and  countersigned  by  the  sec- 
retary, with  the  seal  of  the  company  affixed,  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  per  linear  mile  of  said 
road  and  branches,  bearing  not  exceeding  six  per  cent. 

•  interest  per  annum,  with  coupons  attached,  signed  by  the 
secretary  of  the  company,  and  made  payable  as  said  pres- 
ident and  directors  may  direct :  Provided^  That  the  inter- 
est on  said  income  bonds  shall  only  be  paid  out  of  the 
net  income  of  said  road,  and  that  the  net  income  of  the 
road  shall  be  applied  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  cou- 
pons attached  to. said  income  bonds  upon  the  falling  due 
of  said  coupons;  and  said  coupons  shall  be  extinguished 

•by  the  payment  of  the  amount  of  net  income  realized, 
after  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  first-mortgage  bond^, 
and  all  current  expenses,  including  a  sinking  fund;  and 
said  net  income  shall,  when  so  paid,  be  in  discharge  of 
said  coupons,  whether  it  equal  the  rate  of  interest  or  not. 
To  secure  the  prompt  payment  of  interest  as  it  may  be 
earned  as  above,  and  principal  of  the  said  income  bonds 
issued  as  herein  provided,  said  company  may  execute  a 
second  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust,  conveying  said  rail- 
road, together  with  all  its  property  and  franchises,  to  a 
trustee  or  trustees,  and  to  secure  the  holders  of  such 
bonds,  with  covenants  and  stipulations  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  effect  tfie  purpose  and  object  of  its  execution. 
^  15.  That  it  shall  be   the  duty   of  the   president  and 

«director8  of  said  company  to  create  a  sinking  fund  for 
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the  final  redemption  of  the  mortgage  bonds  issued  under 
the  authority  of  this  act,  by  setting  apart  a  certain  amount 
of  the  annual  or  semi-annual  dividends  and  net  receipts 
of  said  company;  but  the  same  may  be  used  in  returning 
said  bonds  before  maturity,  if  deemed  desirable. 

$  16.  The  holders  of  said  bonds  may  demand,  and  upon 
such  demand  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  evidences  or 
certificates  of  stock  of  said  company  in  lieu  of  bonds 
held  by  them,  dollar  for  dollar,  and  made  stockholders  to 
such  extent  as  bonds  held  by  them  are  canceled  and  given 
up,  unless  it  is  otherwise  stipulated  at  the  time  said  bonds 
are  issued.  The  bonds  of  said  company  issued  under  the 
authority  and  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  whether  sold  and 
delivered  in  this  State  or  elsewhere,  shall  not  be  avoided, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  by  reason  of  the  rate  of  interest 
agreed  to  be  paid,  or  by  reason  of  having  been  sold  for 
less  than  their  par  value. 

§  17.  Said  company  may  construct  or  purchase  and  own 
telegraph  lines  near  the  line  of  their  road,  or  may  become 
owners  of  stock  in  any  company  which  may  construct 
the  same. 

§  18.  Authority  is  hereby  given  said  company  to  cross 
any  other  railroad  or  grade,  or  by  tunneling  or  bridging, 
provided  that  the  passage  of  trains  on  such  other  roads 
be  not  obstructed:  and  when  it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass 
through  th6  land  of  a  person,  said  company  shall  provide 
for  such  person  a  proper  carriage-way  across  said  rail- 
road. 

§  19.  The  office  of  the  company  shall  be  kept  at  such 
place  in  this  State  as  the  president  and  directors  may 
designate;  and  they  shall  annually,  or  oftener  if  required 
by  the  by-laws,  make  a  report  to  the  stockholders  of  the 
business  and  earnings  of  the  road  and  other  property,  and 
make  and  declare  such  dividends  as  may  be  proper  and 
just  out  of  the  profits  of  the  company,  after  deducting 
necessary  current  and  contingent  expenses,  and  divide 
the  same  among  the  stockholders  according  to  the  shares- 
respectively  held. 
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§  20.  The  General  Assembly  hereby  reserves  the  right 
by  general  laws  to  regulate  the  charges  for  freight  and* 
passengers  over  said  road  and  branches. 

§  21.  Said  railroad  company  and  its  property  and  fran- 
chises shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  exempted  from  State  and 
local  taxation,  not,  however,  beyond  five  years  from  its 
completion,  nor  beyond  eight  years  from  the  passage  of. 
this  act. 

§  22.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1458. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  James  P.  Miller. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth' 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  draw  his 
warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  James  P.  Miller  for 
two  hundred  and  fifty-eight  dollars  and  forty-seven  cents, 
the  amount  the  State  owes  to  said  Miller  on  account  of 
over-payment  made  by  him  as  late  sheriff  of  Russell 
county,  as  shown  by  the  statement  of  the  Auditor. 

^2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1459. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Morganfield  and  Uniontown  Gravel  Road  Com- 

panj. 

Be  iV  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed  and  created  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
*•  Morganfield  and  Uniontown  Gravel  Road  Company," 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating  a  gravel 
road  from  Morganfield,  in  Union  county^  to  Uniontown,. 
in  said  county. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten< 
thousand  dollars  ($10,000),  with  the  privilege  of  increas- 
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ing  it  to  sixty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

§  3.  Cromwell  Adair,  I.  A.  Spalding,  W.  F.  Berry,  W. 
S.  Phillip?,  and  George  Huston  are  hereby  appointed  and 
created  commi$>sioner8  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  sub- 
scriptions to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  any  two 
of  whom  may  open  books  for  that  purpose,  at  such  times 
and  places  as  they  may  deem  best.  When  the  sum  oi 
five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
to  give  ten  days'  notice  to  the  stockholders,  through  some 
newspaper  published  in  Union  county,  to  meet  at  the 
court-house  in  Morganiield,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a 
president  and  two  directors.  One  vote  shall  be  allowed 
for  each  share  of  stock.  The  president  and  directors 
shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  and  qualified.  The  elections  there- 
after shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  in  each 
year,  at  the  same  place. 

§  4.  So  soon  as  said  company  is  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a 
body-politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  law,  under  the 
title  and  name  of  the  "  Morganfield  and  Uniontown 
Oravel  Road  Company ;"  and  by  said  name  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  adopt  a  common  seal,  and  have 
and  enjoy  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  all 
such  corporations;  and  shall  be  capable  of  holding  their 
capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  of  the  same; 
and  also  of  taking  and  holding,  by  purchase  or  gift,  such 
r-eal  or  personal  property,  and  the  increase  of  the  same, 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  the  objects  of 
this  corporation;  they  shall  also  have  power  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State; 
and  generally  to  do  all  lawful  acts  to  effectuate  the  ob- 
jects for  which  this  corporation  was  created,  including 
right  to  borrow  money,  issue  bonds,  negotiate  and  sell 
the  same,  and  mortgage  all  or  any  of  the  corporate  prop- 
erty to  secure  such  loans  or  bonds. 
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^  5.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
fix  and  graduate  the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road, 
the  width  and  portion  thereof  to  be  covered  with  gravel, 
and  the  depth  thereof;  to  designate,  in  Morganfield  and 
Uniontown,  the  points  of  beginning  and  ternnination;  to 
establish  toll-gates  and  fix  the  rates  of  toll,  not  exceeding, 
however,  the  rates  fixed  by  the  generallaws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. The  president  and  directors  shall  have 
power,  after  three  consecutive  miles  are  completed,  to 
erect  one  gate  and  collect  toll,  and  when  the  entire  road 
id  completed,  to  erect  another  gate  and  collect  toll  thereat. 

§  6.  The  president  and  directors  are  authorized  and 
empowered  to  construct  a  gravel  road  from  Morganfield 
to  Uniontown  in  and  upon  the  present  '*  straight  line 
road  "  between  said  points,  and  for  that  purpose  to  use 
and  appropriate  the  said  straight  line  road  in  whole  or  in 
part,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
<3ounty  court  of  Union  county. 

§  7.  The  president  shall  give  notice,  in  such  manner  as 
he  may  deem  best,  of  the  amount  of  the  call  on  each 
share  of  stock,  and  of  the  time  and  place  of  payment; 
and  if  any  stockholder  or  subscriber  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company  shall  fail  to  pay  his  amount  of  stock  so 
called  for,  for  the  space  of  six  months  after  said  notice, 
his  said  stock  and  its  increase  shall  be  forfeited  to  the 
company.  No  stockholder  shall  vote  at  any  election  or 
be  entitled  to  any  of  the  rights  of  a  member  of  said  com- 
pany, unless  the  whole  amount  of  his  stock  called  for 
shall  have  been  paid. 

§  8.  The  president  and  directors  shall  appoint  a  treas- 
urer, secretary,  gate-keepers,  and  such  other  ofiicers  as 
-they  may  deem  necessary,  and  may  fix  their  compensa- 
tion, and  require  bond  of  them  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  their  duties;  said  ofiicers  to  hold  their  ofiices  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  board  of  directors. 

§  9.  That  the  written  or  printed  certificate  of  the  sec- 
re^ary,  countersigned  by  the  president,  shall  be  evidence 
of  the  ownership  of  stock  in  this  company;  and  said 
stock  may  be  sold  and  transferred  on  the  books  of  the 
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secretary,  in  perBon  or  by  agent  or  attorney,  when    all 
arrearages  are  paid,  and  not  till  then. 

§  10.  That  the  president  may  call  meetings  at  such 
times  and  places  as  he  may  desire  for  the  transaction  of 
business. 

ill.  The  president  and  directors  of  this  company  shall^ 
receive  such  compensation  for  their  services  as  a  majority 
of  the  stockholders  may  agree  upon. 

§  12.  Stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one  vote,  in 
person  or  by  proxy,  at  all  elections  and  on  ail  questions 
voted  on  for  eacfh  share  of  stock  owned  by  them. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas* 
sage.

CHAPTER  1460. 

AN    ACT  to  iDCorporaie   the  Owensboro  and  Greeo  River   Gravel  Road 

Gompaoj. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  under  the  same  and  style  of  the  Owensboro 
and  Green  River  Gravel  Road  Company,  A.  C.  Tompkins, 
M.  V.  Monarch,  E.  P.  Millett,  J.  A.  Dean,  P.  T.  Watkins. 
J.  F.  Hitchcock,  Phil.  McNemur,  James  Snyder,  R.  M- 
Rodman,  Lucius  P.  Little,  and  their  associates,  success- 
ors, and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  a 
body- corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  the 
right  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
and  have  and  use  a  corporate  seal,  which  maybe  broken, 
altered,  or  renewed  at  will,  and  possess  all  powers  essen* 
tial  and  incident  to  corporations. 

§  2.  The  business  and  object  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  to  construct  and  operate  a  gravel  road  from  the  city 
of  Owensboro  to  Green  river,  at  Hazlewood  Ferry,  Curd- 
ville,  and  Calhoun,  or  either  of  said  points. 

§  3.  The  incorporators  above  named,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  may  at  any  time  open  books  for  the  subscription  of 
stock,  which  shall  be  taken  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars  eacb» 
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and  payable  on  the  call  of  the  directory  herein  provided  for^ 
either  in  cash  or  at  a  fair  valuation  in  lands  necessary  for 
toll-houses  and  Rates,  and  in  rights  of  way.  The  capital 
stock  shall  be  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  may  be  increased 
to  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars.  When  the  former  amount  ($10,000)  shall  have 
been  subscribed,  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be 
held  to  organize  said  company  for  the  business  aforesaid. 
Said  stockholders  shall  choose  each  year,  for  the  conduct 
of  said  company's  business,  seven  directors,  who  shall 
elect  a  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  to  serve  for 
one  year,  and  define  their  duties. 

§  4.  Said  company  may  acquire  the  materials  needed 
for  the  building  and  repairing  of  said  road,  and  the  land 
required  for  tolNhouses,  gates,  and  other  essential  uses  of 
said  company,  in  the  manner  provided  in  chapter  one  hun- 
dred and  ten  of  the  General  Statutes  and  laws  amenda- 
tory thereof,  and  said  company  is  hereby  empowered  to 
acquire  rights  of  way  in  the  same  manner  or  by  similar 
proceeding. 

§  5.  The  directory  of  said  company  may  fix  the  width 
of  said  road  at  not  less  than  thirty  feet;  the  graveling  at 
not  less  than  twelve  feet  in  width,  and  an  average  of  six 
inches  in  depth,  and  the  elevations  or  grades  at  an  angle 
not  greater  than  five  degrees. 

$  6.  Whenever  two  and  one  half  miles  of  road  shall 
have  been  constructed,  and  the  affidavit  of  two  disinter- 
ested reliable  citizens  of  the  county  of  Daviess,  showing 
that  the  road  is  placed  in  proper  condition  for  travel  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  have  been  filed 
in  the  Daviess  county  court  clerk's  office,  srfid  company 
may  erect  a  toll-gate  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  two 
miles  from  the  city  of  Owensboro,  and  as  the  construction 
of  the  road  or  roads  proceeds,  they  may,  in  like  manner, 
erect  other  gates  at  the  usual  distances  of  about  five  miles 
from  each  other,  and  may  collect  tolls  at  any  rate  not  ex- 
ceeding those  fixed  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  ten  of  the 
'General  Statutes  from  all  persons  not  excepted  therein. 
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§  7.  The  county  court,  a  majority  of  the  justices  con- 
curring, may  by  its  orders  grant  to  said  company  the 
right  of  way  over  or  upon  the  county  roads  for  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  said  gravel  roads,  and  may 
give  or  grant  to  said  company  any  bridges  or  culverts  or 
the  use  thereof  on  any  of  said  roads. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  preclude  the 
county  court  from  resuming  possession  and  control  of  said 
road  by  order  entered  of  record,  a  majority  of  the  justices 
concurring,  at  any  time  after  one  month's  notice  to  said 
company,  and  the  payment  to  said  company  of  the  cost 
of  constructing  said  gravel  road  or  roads,  and  to  that  end 
said  company  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  the  expense 
incurred  in  the  construction  thereof. 

^  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  boundary  of  said  town,  as  given  in  the 
original  act,  be  extended  so  as  to  embrace  the  following 
territory,  to- wit:  **  Beginning  at  a  planted  stone  desig- 
nated as  the  beginning  corner  in  the  act  to  which  this  is 
an  amendment;  running  thence  south  46  east  24  poles  to 
a  planted  stone  ;  thence  south  44  west  140  poles  to  a 
planted  stohe;  thence  north  46  west  140  poles  to  a  planted 
stone  ;  thence  north  46  east  154  poles  to  a  planted  stone  ; 
thence  south  46  east  116  poles  to  a  planted  stone;  thence 
south  44  west  14  poles  to  the  beginning.

AN  ACT  for  tbe  benefit  of  J.  0.  Bversole,  common  school  commissioner  of 

Perry  county. 

Whereas,  Five  pupil  children  were  erroneously  omitted 
in 'the  census  report  of  common  school  district  No.  34, 
and  tw^  pupil  children  from  common  school  district  No. 
20,  Perry  county,  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30th, 
1881 ;  and  whereas,  J.  C.  Eversole,  commissioner  of  com- 
mon schools  for  said  county  for  said  school  year,  became 
responsible  to  the  teacher  of  the  common  school  of  said 
districts  for  said  error;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

(  1.  That  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  is 
hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  draft  on  the  Auditor  of 
Public  Accounts  in  favor  of  said  Eversole  for  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars  and  six  cents  ($10.06),  payable  out  of  the 
common  school  fund  for  the  present  school  year  ending 
June  30th,  1882. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1464. 

AN*   ACT  tu  prohibit  the  sale  of  spirituous,   viooas,   malt    liquors,  ale  or 
beer,  within  two  miles  of  Pleasant  Point  Church,  in  Lincoln  countj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  sell  or  vend  .any  spirituous,  vinous,  malt  liquors,, 
ale  or  beer,  or  a  mixture  of  either,  within  two  miles  of 
Pleasant  Point  Church,  in  Lincoln  county. 

§  2.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
upon  conviction,  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction^ 
and  be  fined  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars  for  each  offense,  recoverable  before  a  justice 
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of  the  peace  for  Lincoln  county,  police  judge,  or  county 
judge  of  said  county,  upon  warrant  as  provided   by  law. 
§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  fronn  and  after  its  passage

CHAPTER  1465. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Southwestern  Railroad  CompaDj,  Ap- 
proved February  15,  1876.     . 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  first  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Southwestern  Railroad  Company,"  ap- 
.proved  February  15,  1876,  be  amended  by  striking  there- 
from the  words  **  not  exceeding  two  hundred  acres." 

^  2.  That  the  second  section  of  said  act  be  amended  by 
striking  therefrom  the  words  *'  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars," and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof ''sixty  thousand  dollars 
per  mile  for  each  mile  of  said  road  already  or  hereafter 
completed;"  and  also  that  said  section  be  further  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  **  five,"  before  directors,  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  "seven." 

§  3.  That  section  six  of  said  act  is  hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  That  said  act  be  further  amended  so  that  said  com- 
pany, through  its  directors,  are  hereby  empowered  o 
mortgage  or  lease  said  railroad  and  franchises  for  such 
time  and  upon  such  terms  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and, 
in  addition  thereto,  said  directory  are  authorized  to  issue 
coupon  bonds,  bearing  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  inter- 
est, payable  semi-annually,  at  such  place  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed in  the  face  of  said  bonds,  payable  at  such  period, 
not  exceeding  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  is^ue;  but 
the  amount  of  the  bonds  so  issued  shall  not  exceed  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company  herein  authorized,  which 
bonds  shall  be  a  lien  on  said  road  and  franchises. 

§  5.  That  the  right  to  regulate  passenger  and^  freight 
charges  of  said  company  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  Legis- 
lature: Provided^  That  no  provision  of  this  act,  or  the  act 
to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  shall  be  so  construed  as 
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^o  authorize  or  enable  said  company  to  build  a  branch 
•or  main  stem  of  said  road  to  the  city  of  Louisville,  Ken- 
i;ucky. 

§  6.  That  this  act  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas-

CHAPTER  1466. 

AN  AOT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Lenoxburg. 

Be  it  encLcted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
^of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  so  much  of  the  counties  of  Pendleton  and 
Bracken  as  is  embraced  within  the  following  boundaries 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated  as  a  town,  to  be 
known  and  styled  *•  The  Town  of  Lenoxburg,"  viz  :  Be- 
ginning at  a  stone  marked  '*  A."  near  the  corner  of  An- 
thony McGill's  barn;  thence  south  7^  degrees  east  200 
poles  to  a  stone  marked  "  B,"  in  the  center  of  the  Fal- 
mouth and  Foster  road ;  thence  north  80^  degrees  east 
109  poles  to  a  stone  on  north  side  of  the  Foster  and  Pow- 
•ersville  Turnpike  Road  marked  "C;"  thence  north  5^ 
degrees  east  138  poles  to  a  stone  on  the  north  side  of  the 
^Foster  Turnpike  marked  "D;"  thence  north  89  degrees 
west  153  poles  to  the  beginning,  containing  154  acres, 
1  rood  and  7  poles. 

§  2.  That  Dr.  S.  E.  Houston,  Wm.  McGill,  John  Mef- 
ford,  and  Pickett  McClanahan  are  hereby  appointed  trus- 
tees of  said  town,  who  shall  choose  one  of  their  number 
chairman,  and  a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business.  Said  trustees  shall  remain 
4n  office  until  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1882,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  On  the  first 
Saturday  in  May,  1882,  and  on  the  same  day  in  each  suc- 
ceeding year,  four  trustees  shall  be  elected  by  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  said  town,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors' are  elected  and  qualified.  Be- 
fore  entering  upon   the  discharge  of  their  duties,   said 
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trustees  shall,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  some  other 
officer  authorized  to  administer  an  oath,  swear  that  they^ 
will  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  said 
office. 

§  3.  That  the  office  of  police  judge  for  the  town  of 
Lenoxburg  is  hereby  created.  The  board  of  trustees  or 
said  town  shall,  at  their  first  meeting,  elect  a  police 
judge,  to  remain  in  office  until  the  first  Saturday  in 
April,  1882,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  quaJ- 
ified.  On  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1882,  and  every  two 
years  thereafter,  a  police  judge  and  marshal  shall  be 
elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  to  hold  their 
respective  offices  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  Said  police 
judge  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor,  and  before 
entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  take  an  oath 
that  he  will  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties 
of  his  office. 

§  4.  The  police  judge  of  said  town  shall  have  jurisdic- 
tion, both  criminal  and  penal,  concurrent  with  justices  of 
the  peace  in  Pendleton  and  Bracken  counties,  and  within 
the  limits  of  said  town.  He  shall  have  jurisdiction  with- 
in said  town  of  all  civil  causes  to  the  same  extent  that 
justices  of  the  peace  now  have  in  this  Commonwealth^ 
and  shall  have  the  same  power  to  hold  examining  courts 
that  two  justices  of  the  peace  now  have  over  misdemean- 
ors and  felonies  committed  in  Pendleton  and  Bracken 
counties,  and  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  within  said 
town  of  all  offenses  against  the  by-laws  and  ordinances 
of  said  town ;  and  shall  have  power  to  enter  judgments 
and  issue  executions  for  all  fines  and  penalties  for  such 
offenses;  and  his  executions  may  be  served  by  the  mar- 
shal of  said  town  in  any  part  of  Pendleton  or  Bracken^ 
counties,  or  by  the  proper  officers  in  any  county  in  this 
Commonwealth.  He  shall  have  power  to  grant  attach- 
ments and  injunctions  and  writs  of  habeas  corpus  to  the 
same  extent  as  justices  of  the  peace  in  Pendleton  or 
Bracken  counties.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  his  proceed- 
ings, copies  of  which  shall  be  evidence  to  the  same  ex* 
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tent  that  copies  of  the  records  of  justices  of  the  peace 
now  are.     He  shall  have  power  to  issue  original  process 
in   all   cases   before    hinn,  subpoBnas   for  witnesses,    and 
attachments  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  be- 
fore him,  to  the  same  extent  that  justices  of  the  peace 
now  have;  and  to  punish  all  contempts  against  his  au- 
thority by  fines  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  in  each  case, 
and  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  twelve  hours.     He- 
shall  have  power  to  order  the  marshal  to  summon  a  jury 
in  cases  cognizable  before  him,  when  a  jury  is  required 
by  law.     He  shall  have  the  same  power  to  issue  attach- 
ments for   debt   within   the    counties   of   Pendleton    and 
Bracken   that  justices  of  the  peace  now  have;   to  take 
and  certify  depositions,  which  shall  be  read  as  evidence 
in  any  of  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth;  to  adminis- 
ter oaths,  and   certify   the  same   when   necessary  in   alt 
cases  where  an  oath  is  provided  by   law.     He  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  following  fees,  viz :    for  peace  warrant,, 
fifty   cents  ;  for  a  warrant  in   case  of  a   riot,   rout,   un- 
lawful   assembly,  or  breach    of    the   peace,  fifty   cents; 
for  a   warrant  for   any  violation   of   any    law    or    ordi- 
nance  of  said   town,   fifty  cents;   for  subpoenas,  twenty 
five   cents;   for  swearing  a  jury    and   presiding   over    a 
trial,  one  dollar;  in  all  other  cases  his  fees  shall  be  the 
same  as  those  of  justices  of  the  peace  for  like  services;, 
and  he  shall  have  the  same  power  to  issue  fee-bills  that 
justices  of  the  peace  now  have,  and  they  shall  be  collect- 
able in  the  same  way.     From  all  judgments  rendered  by 
the  police  judge,  appeals  may  be  taken  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  appeals  are  now  taken  from  justices'  courts,  and 
upon  all  judgments  rendered  by  the  police  judge,  unless 
the  same  be  paid  or  replevied,  executions  and  capias  pro 
Jine,  or  on  judgments  rendered  by  justices  of  the  peace> 
may  issue,  and  the  defendant  may  be  confined  in  the  jail 
of  Pendleton  or  Bracken  county,  under  the  same  restric- 
tions that  prisoners  are  now  confined  by  law.     All  fines 
imposed  by  the  police  judge  shall  be  for  the  use  and  ben- 
efit of  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Lenoxburg.     All  war- 
rants for  violations  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said. 
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town  shall  run  in  the  name  of  the  board  of  trustees  of 
the  town  of  Lenoxburg,  and  all  other  warrants  in  the 
name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky.  The  police 
Judge  shall  execute  bond,  with  good  security,  to  the  board 
of  trustees  of  said  town  that  he  will  promptly  and  faith- 
fully pay  over  all  fines  and  moneys  coming  to  his  hands 
to  whomsoever  said  board  may  direct.  The  police  judge 
shall  hold  his  court  for  the  trial  of  civil  causes  on  the  Orst 
Saturday  in  every  month,  and  his  court  shall  always  be 
open  for  the  trial  of  offenses  against  the  criminal  or  pe- 
nal laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  against  the  by-laws 
and  ordinances  of  said  town.  In  the  event  that  the  office 
of  police  judge  should  from  any  cause  become  vacant,  it 
:shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  appoint  a 
successor,  who  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  to 
^erve  until  the  next  regular  election,  and  until  his  suc- 
'Cessor  is  elected  and  qualified.  The  police  judge  of  said 
town  shall  be  furnished  with  all  the  public  acts  and  doc- 
4iments  that  justices  of  the  peace  are  now  furnished  with. 
^  5.  The  marshal,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office,  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  officer  author- 
ized to  administer  the  same  that  he  will  faithfully  and 
impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  execute 
to  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  a  bond,  w.ith  good 
and  approved  security,  conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully 
perform  his  duties  as  marshal,  and  well  and  truly  account 
for  and  pay  over  all  moneys  that  may  be  collected  or  re- 
ceived by  him  as  said  marshal.  Upon  which  bond  like 
remedies  may  be  had  as  upon  bonds  executed  by  con- 
stables, sheriffs,  and  other  collecting  officers.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  attend  all  courts  held  by  the 
police  judge,  and  serve  all  process,  and  enforce  all  execu- 
tions and  orders  directed  to  him  by  the  board  of  trustees, 
police  judge,  or  other  courts  In  this  Commonwealth,  and 
in  the  same  manner  that  constables  perform  like  services, 
and  shall  receive  therefor  the  same  compensation  that 
constables  receive.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  marshal  to 
execute  process,  enforce  executions,  and  serve  all  other 
•orders  in  any  part  of  Pendleton  and  Bracken  counties. 
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It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  collect  all  taxes 
and  other  dues  owing  to  the  town,  and  pay  the  same 
over  on  the  order  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town; 
he  shall  return  his  tax-books  to  said  board  of  trustees  on 
the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year,  and  the  said 
board  shall,  at  its  first  regular  meeting  in  September^ 
make  a  full  and  final  settlement  with  said  marshal.  In 
the  event  that  a  vacancy  should  occur  in  the  office  of 
marshal,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  fill  said  vacancy,  by 
appointment,  until  the  next  regular  election,  and  until  a 
successor  is  elected  jind  qualified. 

§  6.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  levy  an 
ad  valorem  tax,  not  to  exceed  fifty  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  all  such  property  within  the 
limits  of  the  town  of  Lenoxburg  as  is  now  subject  to 
taxation  under  the  present  revenue  laws  of  the  State» 
They  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect  an  annual 
poll-tax  on  each  free  male  inhabitant,  over  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  not  to  exceed  two  dollars. 

§  7.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  tax  all 
shows,  theatrical  performances,  and  exhibitions  of  what- 
ever name  or  nature,  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  ten  dol- 
lars for  each  day  such  show,  theatrical  exhibition,  or 
public  performance  may  exhibit  within  said  town. 

§  8.  The  board  of  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have 
power,  by  suitable  ordinances  or  by-laws,  with  penalties 
adequate  for  the  purpose,  not,  however,  to  exceed  fifty 
dollars  fine,  to  suppress  tippling-houses,  gambling-houses^ 
and  houses  of  ill-fame,  and  to  punish  any  one  guilty  of 
rioting,  disturbing  the  public  peace,  disorderly  or  indecent 
conduct  or  language,  disturbing  religious  worship,  schools, 
public  speaking  or  lectures,  or  any  lawful  public  meeting, 
injury  to  streets,  alleys,  or  public  grounds,  shade  or  orna- 
mental trees,  cisterns,  wells,  pumps,  churches,  school- 
houses,  or  other  public  buildings  or  property  belonging 
to  said  town,  and  to  pass  all  such  by-laws  or  ordinances 
as  shall  be  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  any  power 
given  by  this  charter,  or  for  the  suppression  and  punish- 
ment of  all  such  disorders  and  irregularities  as  shall  be 
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prejudicial  to  the  good  order  and  qaiet  of  said  town.  All 
ordinances  and  by-laws  adopted  by  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  be  written  out  in  fair  legible  handwriting,  and 
copies  thereof  shall  be  posted  in  at  least  two  public 
places  in  said  town. 

$9.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  annually  appoint  one 
town  assessor,  who  shall  take  in  a  list  of  all  property  in 
said  town  taxable  under  this  charter,  and  to  fix  a  just  and 
fair  value  upon  all  property  listed  for  taxation  on  the 
tenth  day  of  January  in  that  year,  which  list  shall  be 
made  on  the  oath  of  the  party;  or  if  any  one  refuses  to 
^ive  in  a  list  and  swear  to  it,  or  fails  to  do  so  from  any 
cause,  the  list  shall  be  made  from  the  best  information 
the  assessor  possesses.  A  fair  copy  of  said  list,  arranf^ed 
in  alphabetical  order,  shall  be  completed  and  returned  to 
the  board  of  trustees  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June  in  that 
year,  whereof  notice  shall  be  given  that  said  inhabitants 
miEiy  examine,  or  owners  may  examine  the  same;  and  if 
any  one  shall  feel  aggrieved  thereby  in  excessive  valua- 
tion or  other  error,  application  may  be  made  to  the  board 
of  trustees,  and  proof  being  made  to  their  satisfaction, 
the  list  n)ay  be  corrected.  The  board  of  trustees  shall 
pay  the  assessor  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his  ser- 
vices.  Said  assessor,  before  entering  upon  the  discharge 
of  his  duties  herein,  shall  execute  to  the  board  of  trustees 
a  good  and  sufficient  bond,  conditioned  that  he  will  faith- 
fully discharge  his  duties,  and  take  an  oath  in  like  man- 
ner as  assessors  of  the  State  revenue.  Like  remedies 
may  be  had  upon  the  assessor's  bond  as  upon  the  bonds 
of  assessors  of  State  revenue;  and  he  shall  be  further 
liable  to  said  town  for  a  violation  of  his  duty  in  any  sum 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  violation,  to 
be  ascertained  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

§  10.  The  board  of  trustees   shall   appoint    a  clerk  of 
their  board,  whose  duties  and  pay  shall  be  determined  by 
the  board. 

§  11.  The  board  of  trustees  may  employ  an  attorney  to 
prosecute  persons  brought  before  the  police  judge  for 
offenses  committed  within  the  town,  and  may  agree  witli 
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Qiim  as  to  his  compensation.  They  may  also  employ  an 
attorney  to  represent  them  in  any  suit  in  which  the  town 
ds  a  party. 

§  12.  The  boardof  trustees  have  power,  and  are  hereby 
authorized  to  procure,  by  purchase  or  donation,  suitable 
grounds,  and  erect  thereon  a  station-house,  in  which 
-offenders  against  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  sjaid 
town  may  be  confined,  in  the  same  manner  as  ofTend- 
ers  are  now  confined  in  the  jail  of  Pendleton  county. 
•Said  station-house  shall  be  under  the  custody  and  control 
of  the  marshal  of  said  town,  who  shall  receive  the  same 
fees  that  jailers  now  receive  for  similar  services. 

§  13.  No  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  cider, 
shall  be  sold  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  town,  or 
within  one  mile  thereof. 

§  14.  The  board  of  trustees  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  grade,  alter,  and  improve  the  streets,  alleys, 
and  sidewalks  in  said  town  in  any  manner  they  may  deem 
necessary,  and  to  pay  for  the  same  out  of  the  funds  aris- 
ing to  said  town  from  taxes  and  fines  herein  authorized 
to  be  collected. 

§  15.  All  persons  living  within  the  limits  of  said  town 
authorized  to  vote  under  the  general  laws  of  the  State, 
•and  all  persons  owning  real  property  within  the  limits  of 
said  town,  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  for  all  officers  to  be 
elected  under  this  charter. 

§  16.  In  the  event  that  a  vacancy  should  occur  in  the 
4>oard  of  trustees,  said  board  may  fill  the  vacancy  by 
appointment  until  the  next  regular  election,  and  until 
the  trustee  then  elected  shall  qualify.  The  board  of  trus- 
tees may  appoint  such  officers  and  employes  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  powers  herein  granted. 

§  17.  Nothing  contained  in  this  charter  shall  be  con- 
strued so  as  to  exempt  persons  residing  within  the  limits 
•of  said  town  from  working  on  public  roads. 

§  18.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  afler  its  pas- 
4iage.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Uniontown  Minings 
Manufacturing,  and  Transportation  Company,  approvecf 
February  14,  1866,  Session  Acts  1865-'6,  pages  466-8,  .be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  as  follows:  1.  That  Johir 
Heath,;^Frank  E.  Heath,  William  P.  D.  Bush,  Finlay  F. 
Bush,  and  Sidney  J.  Bush,  or  any  two  or  more  of  thera^ 
and  their  associates,  may  organize  said  company  with  the 
same  effect  as  contemplated  in  said  act;  2.  That  sectioD 
eight  of  said  act  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows,  to-wit:  Sec.  9.  Nothing  in  this  char- 
ter shall  be  so  construed  as  to  confer  any  banking  privi- 
leges upon  said  company;  and  the  president  or  secretary 
thereof  shall  be  a  resident  of,  and  keep  his. office  in,  thi» 
State. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Cumberland  Rirer  Improvement  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Joseph  B.  Lovelle,  Daniel  McMullin,  J.  H. 
Mansir,  and  W.  C.  Rodes,  of  Louisville,  and  Henry  Lynn, 
of  New  York,  George  Goebel,  of  New  York,  and  R.  R. 
Stone  and  G.  B.  Wilgus,  of  Lexington,  Kentucky,  their 
associates,  successors,  and  assignees,  or  such  of  them  as 
may  accept  this  charter,  are  hereby  created  a  body-politie 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  of  the  Cumberland  River 
Improvement  Company;  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  and  answer  and  defend  as  a  natural  person  ;. 
and  have  and  use  a  corporate  seal^  and  change  the  samft^ 
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at  pleasure.  The  company  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered  to  construct  and  maintain  two  or  more  locks  and 
dams  in  the  Cumberland  river;  and  the  first  lock  and  dam 
shall  be  located  at  any  point  in  Whitley  county  between 
Williamsburg  and  the  Falls  of  the  Cumberland  river,  or 
not  further  than  sixteen  miles  below  Williamsburg.  The 
said  company  shall  erect  as  many  locks  and  dams  at  such 
points  between  Williamsburg  and  Harlan  court-house,  in 
Harlan  county,  for  the  purposes  of  establishing  slack- 
water  navigation  from  the  location  of  the  first  lock  to 
Pineville,  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  end. 

§  2.  Said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  and 
hold  such  real  estate  in  fee-simple,  lease,  or  donation, 
upon  either  or  both  sides  of  the  Cumberland  river,  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  for  its  business,  and  may  erect  build- 
ings, and  construct  any  improvements  thereon  which  may 
be  to  the  interest  of  said  company,  including  locks  and 
dams,  wharves,  water-powers,  acqueducts,  houses,  ware- 
houses, depots,  lock-houses,  machine-shops,  elevators,  tan- 
neries, and  factories  in  connection  with  the  use  of  the 
water-power  aforesaid. 

§  3.  Upon  the  organization  of  said  company,  it  may 
proceed  to  build  locks  and  dams  as  herein  authorized. 
The  locks  shall  be  of  the  same  size  as  the  one  near  Frank- 
fort, Kentucky,  on  the  Kentucky  river,  and  the  said  locks 
shall  be  of  dimensions  sufficient  to  answer  the  purposes 
of  slack-water  navigation  in  said  river.  And  the  naviga- 
tion thereof  to  be  open  to  all  water-craft  and  persons 
desiring  to  navigate  said  river;  but  the  said  company,  in 
building  and  maintaining  said  locks  and  dams,  shall  have 
the  right  to  control  the  same,  and  shall  have  all  the  in- 
come, revenue,  and  profits  thereof,  including  the  tolls  and 
water-powers,  subject  to  the  restrictions  of  this  charter, 
and  the  rights  of  others  to  navigate  the  river  and  pass 
said  locks  and  dams  under  such  regulations  as  are  pre- 
scribed herein,  and  such  as  the  company  may  make,  not 
inconsistent  with  this  charter.  Said  locks  and  dams  and 
the  privileges  herein  granted  shall  be  a  property  vesting 
in  the  company  for  fifty  years. 
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§  4.  While  the  rights  of  others  to  navif^ate  said   river 
shall  not  be  prohibited,  nevertheless,  in  consideration  of 
the  building  of  said  locks  and  dams,  the  company  may 
charge   and  collect  tolls  on  all  persons,  boats,  crafts  of 
every  description  passing  through  said  locks,  at  rates  rea- 
sonable and  just,  and  not  exceeding  the  rates   on    the 
Kentucky  river,  and  which  were  in  force  for  passage  of 
boats,  rafts,  crafts,  and   persons   through  the   locks   and 
dams   which  were  then   owned    by   the  State ;   and    the 
Board    of   Railroad  Commissioners  shall   have  the   right 
to  fix  and  regulate  the  rates  of  toll,  and  the  same  power 
to  prevent  unjust  charges  and  discriminations  upon  said 
river  that  it  has  to  prevent  and  correct  the  same  on  the 
railroads  of  this  Commonwealth;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  Commissioners  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

$  5.  The  object  of  this  charter  being  to  increase  and 
extend  the  facilities  of  navigation  and  commerce,  and 
develop  the  resources  of  the  country  adjacent  and  contig- 
uous to  the  territory  named  in  this  act,  and,  at  the  same 
time,  to  make  water-power  for  the  use  of  the  company, 
and  for  the  commerce  and  advantage  of  the  public,  the 
said  company,  to  reward  them  for  their  work  and  capital, 
are  further  authorized  to  lease  said  water-power,  or  to 
use  the  same  for  the  purposes  of  machinery  as  they  may 
choose;  and  whatever  machinery  they  may  so  employ 
shall  be  held  by  the  company  as  a  corporation  as  afore- 
said, or  they  may  lease  the  same,  as  also  their  said  locks 
and  dams  and  franchises,  as  the  company  may  elect. 

§  6.  In  building  the  dams  herein  authorized,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  said  company  to  make  the  top  thereof  suf- 
ficiently wide  so  that  wagons  and  carriages  and  vehicles 
of  all  kinds  may  pass  and  repass  over  the  same,  or  in 
connection  therewith;  they  may  erect  bridges  for  these 
purposes  across  the  Cumberland  river,  and  may  demand 
and  receive  reasonable  tolls  therefor,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
county  court  of  the  county  where  the  dam  is  situated; 
printed  rates  to  be  kept  posted  at  each  end  of  the  bridge; 
<and  said  company,  in  charging  and  collecting  tolls  herein 
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authorized,  shall  not  discriminate  for  or  against  any  per- 
son or  persons  or  corporations. 

§  7.  Said  conripany  shall  have  power  to  locate,  con* 
struct,  and  operate  railroads  or  switches,  plank  roads, 
turnpikes,  or  common  roads,  or  any  or  either,  to  and 
from  any  of  the  works,  or  over  or  upon  any  of  the 
property  to  any  of  its  wharves  or  landings,  or  to  an}' 
railroad  now  existing,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  con 
structed  upon,  or  within  the  limits  of,  any  real  estate 
it  may  acquire  by  purchase,  lease,  or  donation,  as  the 
necessities  of  the  company  may  require,  with  such  side- 
tracks, turn-outs,  and  depots  thereon  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary. 

§  8.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  ex- 
ceed one  million  and  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and 
which  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each,  which  shall  be  personal  property,  and  evidenced 
and  transferred  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of 
said  company.  The  corporators  named  in  this  act  shall 
constitute  the  first  board  of  directors,  and  shall  serve  as 
such  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified  as 
the  by-laws  of  the  company  shall  prescribe.  They,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  open  books  for 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  pro- 
vide the  terms  of  the  subscription,  the  time  and  manner 
of  payment,  and  the  time  and  manner  of  forfeiture  of 
stock  subscribed  but  not  paid  for  as  required  by  the  calls; 
and  they  may  forfeit  the  stock  of  any  defaulting  stock- 
holder, or  collect  the  installments  by  suit,  as  they  may 
elect;  they  may  adopt  such  by-laws  for  the  regulation 
and  government  of  said  company,  its  oflicers  and  agents,- 
as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and  may  alter  or  amend 
the  same  in  such  manner  as  they  may  prescribe  in  said 
by-laws.  Whenever  a  sum  sufliicient,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  corporators  named  in  this  act,  shall  be  subscribed, 
•and  such  portion  thereof  paid  as  they  may  require  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  one  or  more  locks  and  dams  as 
herein  authorized,  the  company  shall  be  deemed  fully 
organized,  and  may  proceed  with  its  business.     The  pay- 
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ments  to  the  subscriptions  of  the  capital  stock  may  be- 
made  in  cash,  real  estate,  materials,  or  machinery  fur- 
nished, or  in  labor  and  services  rendered  the  company, 
in  such  manner  as  the  board  of  directors  may  determine  ; 
and  the  subscribers  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company 
shall  not  be  liable  for  the  debts  of  said  company  beyond 
the  unpaid  calls  made  on  their  subscription  to  the  shares- 
in  the  capital  stock  respectively. 

§  9.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  general  man- 
agement of  all  business  of  said  company,  and  may  exer* 
cise  any  and  all  powers  hereby  granted  to  the  corporation. 
They  may  increase  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  from 
time  to  time  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  by  new  sub- 
scriptions or  otherwise,  as  herein  authorized,  to  the  extent 
of  the  limit  named  in  the  preceding  section   of  this  act. 
They  may  from  time  to  time  pay  dividends  in  stock  or 
cash  from  the  profits  of  their  business,  and  may  distrib- 
ute the  net  receipts  and  proceeds  among  the  stockholders 
pro  rata,  or  may  retain  them,  to  be  applied  in  extending^ 
the*operations  of  the  company.    They  may  borrow  money 
upon  the  bonds,  with  semi-annual  interest-bearing  coa- 
pons  attached  thereto,  or  other  evidences  of  debt  of  the 
company,  in  such  sums  and  payable  at  such  times  and 
places,  and  at  such  rates  of  interest,  not  exceeding  eight 
per  cent,  per  annum,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  and 
may  execute  mortgages  or  deeds  of  trust  upon  any  or  all 
of  the  property'  and  franchises  of  the  company  to  secure 
the  payment  of  such  debts  as  may,  from  time  .to  time,  be 
created. 

§  10.  The  principal  office  of  said  company  shall  be 
*  either  in  Williamsburg,  Whitley  county,  or  in  Louisville, 
Jefferson  county,  as  may  be  determined  upon  by  the  board 
of  directors  in  their  by-laws,  and  branch  offices,  agencies, 
or  depots  may  be  established  at  other  points  within  or 
out  of  this  State,  as  the  board  of  directors  may,  from  time 
so  time,  determine,  with  the  powers  to  discontinue  the 
same  whenever,  in  their  judgment,,  the  interest  of  the 
company  may  so  require. 
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§  11.  The  meetings  of  the  etockholders  or  directors  may 
be  called  and  held  at  the  principal  office,  or  at  any  branch 
H)ffice  or  agency  of  the  company  within  the  State.  The 
•board  of  directors  hereafter  to  be  elected  by  the  stock- 
holders shall  consist  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
thirteen  stockholders,  and  may  be  elected  in  such  man- 
ner and  for  such  terms  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by- 
Jaws.  The  board  of  directors  shall  prescribe  by  the 
by-laws  the  number  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business  for  said  board,  and  they  may 
fill  any  vacancies  occurring  in  said  board  between  the 
elections  by  the  stockholders  for  and  during  the  terms  as 
may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws  in  the  election  of  direct- 
ors at  the  stockholders'  meetings  for  said  purpose.  The 
board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  appoint  or  elect  a 
president,  vice  president,  secretary,  treasurer,  and  addi- 
tional officers  and  other  agents  as  they  may  deem  expe- 
dient, and  may  fix  their  salaries,  prescribe  their  duties, 
and  the  time  and  manner  of  their  employment,  and  may 
require  and  take  from  any  of  them  bonds,  with  sureties, 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  respective  duties. 

§  12.  That  the  said  company  may  negotiate  with  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  mill-dams  situated  on  said  river 
above  the  falls,  whose  interests  are  to  be  injuriously 
afiected  by  the  removal  of  the  same,  and  agree  with 
them  upon  the  amount  of  damages  or  amount  to  be  paid 
therefor;  but  if  such  agreement  cannot  be  made,  they 
may  apply  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  the  county 
in  which  said  mill-dam  or  dams  may  be,  and  sue  out  a 
writ  of  ad  quod  damnum  to  condemn  said  mill-dams  and 
mill  privileges,  and  have  the  damages  assessed  by  a  fair 
-and  impartial  jury  as  to  the  property  it  may  condemn. 

(  13.  The  officers  of  said  company  may  enter  upon  any 
lands  contiguous  to  the  Cumberland  river,  whenever  it 
«hall  be  necessary  to  do  so,  in  prosecuting  their  surveys. 
They  may  remove  any  trees  on  the  bank  between  high 
and  low  water-mark  that  may  be  injurious  to  the  naviga- 
.tion.  Whenever  the  possession  of  any  lands  or  materials 
«may  become  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  work, 
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the  said  company  may  purchase  the  same;  or,  in  case- 
of  disagreement  as  to  the  value  thereof,  may  summon 
a  jury  to  condemn  the  same  in  the  manner  provided 
in  the  statutes.  The  said  company  shall  be  liable  for 
the  overflow  of  any  lands  caused  by  the  construction  of 
their  works ;  and  the  damages  for  such  overflow  shall  be 
agreed  between  the  owner  of  such  lands  and  the  com- 
pany, or  may  be  assessed  by  a  jury  summoned  in  like 
manner,  upon  the  application  of  either  party. 

§  14.  If  any  person  or  persons  navigating  the  watera 
of  the  Cumberland  river  or  its  tributaries,  within  the 
influence  of  the  improvements  of  said  company,  shaU 
fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  tolls  fixed  by  the  laws  as  herein 
authorized,  the  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  forfeit 
and  pay  to  the  use  of  said  company  three  times  the 
amount  of  such  tolls,  to  be  recovered  by  civil  action  in 
the  name  of  said  company.  If  any  officer  of  a  vessel' 
navigating  said  waters  shall  knowingly  and  willfully 
present  or  cause  to  be  presented  to  the  agents  of  said 
company  a  false  manifest  of  his  passengers  or  of  the 
articles  composing  the  cargo  of  such  vessel,  with  intent 
thereby  to  defraud  said  company,  he  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  company  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  civil 
suit. 

§  15.  The  corporation  shall  endure  for  the  term  of  fifty 
years  from  the  date  of  its  organization;  but  a  failure  ta 
commence  the  work  for  which  it  is  created  within  three 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  a  non-user  of  the 
franchise  for  two  years  at  any  one  time,  shall  operate  as  a 
forfeiture  of  its  franchise :  Provided,  however,  That  this  act 
shall  cease  to  be  a  law  if  the  work  is  not  begun  in  good 
faith  within  three  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
pushed  to  a  successful    completion,  giving   slack-water 
navigation  from  the  first  lock  and  dam  below  Williams^ 
burg,  in  Whitley  county,  to  Pineville,  in  Bell  county;  and 
the  company  must  put  in  as  many  locks  and  dams  as  will 
be  necessary  for  this  purpose,  and  if  they  fail  to  do  so^ 
the  failing  is  a  forfeit  of  this  charter. 
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§  16.  Said  company,  before  proceeding  to  work,  shall 
pay  over  to  the  county  court  of  Whitley  the  sum  of 
twenty-six  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars,  and  the  same 
amount  to  each  of  the  county  c6urt8  of  Knox  and  Bell 
counties,  which  amount  has  been  expended  in  clearing 
out  the  obstructions  and  improving  the  navigation  of  the 
river  in  said  counties. 

§  17.  Said  company  shall  be  responsible  to  all  persons 
for  damage  done  by  reason  of  overflow  of  water  from 
locks  and  dams,  or  by  cutting  timber  on  river  bank  and 
causing  banks  to  wash;  and  during  the  construction  of 
said  locks  and  dams  the  company  shall  not  obstruct  the 
navigation  of  said  river. 

§  18.  The  Legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  alter 
or  amend  this  charter. 

^  19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas* 
sage.
